The  Synod  being  organized,  the  President  read  his  official 
report,  which  was  laid  on  the  table  for  future  action. 

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT. 

Bear  Brethren: — Heretofore  it  has  not  been  the  custom  of  the  presiding 
officer  in  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Tennessee  Synod  to  make  out  and  read 
an  official  report  at  the  opening  of  our  annual  sessions,  and  I  am  aware 
that  under  a  strict  interpretation  of  our  constitution  no  such  officer  exists, 
after  the  close  of  the  session  ;  and  therefore,  during  the  Synodical  year,  no 
official  acts  can  properly  be  performed  by  the  President.  But  inasmuch  as 
by  common  consent,  the  office  of  President  is  allowed  to  continue  from  one 
session  to  another,  and  inasmuch  as  during  the  past  year,  several  official 
acts  have  been  requested  of  me  as  President,  and  inasmuch  as  I  felt  it  my 
duty  to  comply  with  some  of  these  requests,  I  deem  it  nothing  but  right 
that  I  should  render  an  account  of  my  stewardship  to  those  whom  I  have 
represented,  and  therefore  beg  leave  to  read  before  you  and  submit  to  your 
christian  consideration  the  following 

Repotit. — We,  by  the  grace  of  God,  are  assembled  together  in  the  forty- 
first  annual  convention  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Tenn  ;ssee  Synod,  and 
it  becomes  us  as  a  body  of  christian  ministers  and  lay-delegates  to  make 
suitable  returns  of  thankfulness  and  praise  to  our  kind  Heavenly  Father 
and  the  great  Head  of  th*  Church  for  the  many  great  and  distinguished 
blessings  we  have  enjoyed  from  the  very  origin  of  our  organization — and 
especially  during  the  past  year. 

Our  Synod,  it  i3  true,  has  had  many  severe  trials,  some  of  them  seeming 
to  threaten  her  very  existence,  yet,  in  the  Hand  of  God,  she  has  survived 
them  all,  and  she  stands  to-day  the  firsr.  Synod  upon  the  continent  of  Ameri- 
ca, who  took  her  position  in  defence  of  the  pure  and  wholesome  doctrines 
of  the  venerable  confession  of  Augsbury,  and  still  maintain  it.  I  congrat- 
ulate you  upon  the  fact  that  there  is  a  disposition  manifested  in  several 
other  Synods  in  this  country,  to  return  to  the  ancient  land-marks  and 
standards  of  doctrine  established  by  our  fathers  of  the  Befoimation. 

During  the  past  year,  a  series  ot  troublesome  events  have  been  thru3t 
upon  us  by  the  authorities  of  the  United  States,  which  have  severely  har- 
rasscd  some  other  eclesiastical  bodies,  and  death,  the  fell-destroyer,  has  done 
his  work  in  some  of  our  sister  Lutheran  Synod.-* ;  but  we  have  great  reason 
to  thank  God  that  we  have  been  but  litt  'e  effected  by  the  one,  and  have 
entirely  escaped  the  other  of  these  evils.  We  remain  to-day  au  unbroken 
hand  of  brothers.  We  are  all  still  alive  and  united  upon  the  great  civil 
interests  of  our  country.  Every  minister  and  nearly  every  lay-man  is 
oxerting  himself  with  laudable  zeal  to  no  all  the  good  he  can,  for  those  whi 
have  enlisted  and  stiil  are  enlisting  so  nobly  in  our  de'enoe — ever  ready  to 
afford  every  possible  assistance  to  the  good  cause  in  which  we  ru  e  engaged. 

Whilst  wicked  men  are  raging  wiih  madness,  and  tilling  the  whole  land 
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with  fear  and  trouble,  and  whilst  avaricious  men  are  wickedly  availing 
themselves  of  every  possible  means  to  enrich  themselves  and  oppress  others, 
our  Heavenly  Father  has  blessed  the  entire  Confederate  States  with  unpre- 
cedented good  health  and  an  unparalleled  abundance  of  the  products  of 
the  earth.  All  our  garners,  cribs,  and  barns  are  filled  to  overflowing;  our 
tables,  too,  have  been  spread  with  the  substantial s  and  "fat  things,"  and 
more  or  less  with  the  delicacies  and  luxuries  of  our  own  favored  land. 

While  God,  by  the  hand  of  Nature,  has  thus  lavished  his  goodness  upon 
lis,  He  has  also,  by  the  hand  of  Grace,  most  mercifully  blessed  U3  amidst 
many  neglected  and  ever-abused  mercies,— has  been  long  suffering  and 
indulgent,  and  in  some  places  at  least,  has  crowned  our  labors  with  success. 

Our  ministers  have  generally  been  faithful  in  the  discharge  of  their 
official  duties.  Most  of  our  hitherto  vacant  congregations  have  been  sup- 
plied with  a  stated  ministry,  our  pulpits  have  been  regularly  filled,  and  our 
people  have  been  nourished  by  the  Gospel  and  other  means  of  Grace. 

It  is  truly  cheering  to  know  that  generally  there  is  a  steady  and  well- 
msrked  improvement  in  morals  and  piety  among  our  people.  There  seems 
to  be  everywhere  a  growing  interest  among  the  members  of  our  congrega- 
tions in  the  prosperity  of  our  beloved  Lutheran  Zion.  There  are  also  some 
changes  for  the  better  in  matters  relating  to  christian  benevolence ;  our 
ministers  in  many  places  are  better  sustained  than  formerly,  and  before  the 
commencement  of  our  present  troubles  in  civil  affairs,  something  was 
beginning  to  be  done  in  certain  quarters  for  the  good  cause  of  domestic 
missions  and  beneficiary  education.  I  fondly  trust  that  when  the  war  in 
which  we  are  engaged  shall  have  ended,  that  things  among  us  will  take  a 
most  happy  turn,  and  in  a  few  short  years  our  beloved  Lutheran  Church  in 
this  Confederacy  will  be  more  prosperous  than  ever  before. 

I  will  now  proceed  to  give  you  some  account  of  my  official  acts.  About 
the  25th  of  last  April,  I  received  a  communication  from  bro.  J.  H.  Hnnton, 
stating  that  owing  to  the  feebleness  of  his  health,  he  had  resigned  his  con- 
nection with  the  Woodstock  Pastorate,  in  the  great  Valley  of  Virginia, 
which  is  an  extensive  field;  and  soon  after  received  and  accepted  a  call  from 
Williamsburg,  C.  W.,  which  Pastorate  embraces  but  one  congregation. 
To  this  new  held  he  contemplated  removing  soon  after  the  date  of  his  letter. 
This  charge,  he  informs  me,  is  in  the  bounds  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Ptttsburg  Synod — a  Synod  confessionally  based  upon  the  Augsbury  Con- 
fession, and  would  assemble  about  the  time  of  his  removal.  He  respect- 
fully asked  me,  as  President  of  the  Synod,  to  grant  him  a  certificate  of 
honorable  dismission  from  this  to  the  Pittsburg  Synod.  His  request  was 
endorsed  by  the  Revds.  H.  Wetzel,  J.  Stirewalt,  and  S.  Henkel. 

After  taking  time  for  mature  reflection,  upon  the  ground  and  nature  of 
his  request,  backed,  as  it  was,  by  three  of  our  ministers  who  are  personally 
acquainted  with  Rev.  H.  Hunton,  I  made  out  and  sent  to  his  address  the 
asked-for  certificate,  accompanied  by  a  reply  to  liis  letter.  I  herewith 
submit  his  letter,  a  copy  of  my  answer,  and  also  a  copy  of  the  certificate,  to 
the  consideration  of  Synod. 

Sometime  in  May  last,  I  received  a  letter  from  our  esteemed  bro.  J.  M. 
Wagner,  who  now  resides  in  the  State  of  Mississippi.  In  his  letter  he 
stated  that  it  might  be  necessary  for  him  to  have  a  certificate  of  honorable 
dismission  from  this  Synod,  before  the  meeting  of  the  present  session,  and 
asked  if  I  as  President  of  Synod,  would  furnish  him  such  certificate.  But 
as  bro.  Wagner  left  the  matter  entirely  open,  not  stating  a  reason  for  such 
necessity,  or  naming  any  Synod  to  which  he  would  attach  himself,  I  doubt- 
ed my  authority  to  furnish  him  such  certificate.  1  therefore  addressed  a 
letter  to  him  and  referred  him  to  the  present  meeting  of  Synod. 

Soon  after  our  Synod  adjourned  last  year  I  received  from  Rev.  Prof. 
Worley  a  copy  of  the  Minutes  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  English  District 
Synod  of  Ohio,  which  was,  I  have  no  doubt,  intended  for  this  Synod.  By 
Home  means  it  has  been  misplaced.  As  things  since  have  turned  out,  I  pre- 
puuae  it  a  matter  of  very  little  importance  any  way.    Last  March  I  received 
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a  copy  of  tho  Minutes  of  the  first  Session  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Holstou  Synod,   from  the  President     I  herewith  submit  said  Minuses. 

From  these  you  will  learn  that  a  delegate  was  appointed  to  meet  us  in 
this  Convention  of  our  Synod.  Lately,  however,  I  received  a  c<  mmunication 
f.om  the  President,  in  orming  me  that  owing  to  the  present  state  of  public 
affairs  in  East  Tennessee,  no  delegate  can  attend  this  meeting. 

A  few  weeks  ago,  I  was  favoreu  with  a  copy  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Synod  and  MinL-teriuin  of  North  Carolina,  which  1  will  lay  before  Synod. 

Having  now  laid  before  you  an  account  of  my  official  acts  during  the 
past  year,  I  yet  respectfully  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  a  lew  things 
which  I  consider  worthy  the  attention  of  Synod  during  her  present  sesaiun. 

1.  I  would  call  the  attention  of  Synod  to  the  subject  oi  a  revision  of  our 
Liturgy.  By  reference  to  the  Minutes  of  1858,  you  will  find  that  a  com- 
mittee was  appointed  to  mafce  such  rt vision.  The  same  commitree  was 
coutinued  in  1839,  and  it  was  made  its  duty  to  report  :o  t he  last  session.  I 
find  upon  the  Minutes  that  the  same  committee  was  continued.  Would  it 
not  be  well,  if  the  committee  do  not  report  at  this  session,  discharge  it  and 
appoint  another?    The  revision  is  very  much  needed. 

2.  I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  thai  in  consequence  of  the 
existence  of  the  present  war,  our  people  are  deprived  of  the  reading  of 
The  Lutheran  Standard,  formerly  the  organ  of  our  Synod,  and  from  the 
circumstances  by  which  we  are  surrounded,  it  is  rot  likely  that  it  will  ev»-r 
reach  us  again.  Now,  should  we  attempt  to  commence  the  publication  of  a 
religious  journal  withia  the  boundary  ot  our  Synod,  or  shall  we  do  as  we 
have  done  for  several  of  the  past  months — have  no  Church  paper — or  shall 
we  encourage  The  Southern  Lutheran,  the  only  paper  which  claims  to  be 
Lutheran  in  the  Confederate  States  1  These  are  matters  which  demand  our 
consideration  at  this  session  of  the  Synod. 

3.  A  proposition  has  been  made  to  hold  a  general  Convention  of  the 
Lutheran  Church  in  the  Confederate  States,  next  Spring,  in  the  town  of 
Salisbury,  N.  C.  A  desire  has  been  expre-sed  by  some  of  the  most  woithy 
men  in  some  ot  our  sister  Synods  for  this  Sjnod  to  be  represented  in  ihat 
Convention,  and  an  invitation  has  been  extended  to  our  S)ncd  by  The  Sou 
them  Lutheran  to  appoint  a  delegation  to  said  Convention,  and  it  is  likely 
that  some  of  the  brethren  from  some  other  Synods  may  appear  before  this 
meeting,  to  make  such  request  of  us  in  person.  It  will  be  for  us  to  deter- 
mine whether  we  will  be  represented  in  that  Convention  or  not. 

4.  I  would  most  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  subject  of  be- 
stowing special  instruction  upon  the  children  in  our  congregations  on 
Sundays.  Can  we  not  adopt  some  suitable  plan  for  Sunday  Schools,  and 
recommend  it  to  our  congregations  ?  If  this  can  be  done,  I  feel  assured 
that  our  people  will  take  hold  of  it,  and  it  is  certain  that  \ery  much  would 
be  gained.  The  young  must  be  properly  instiuc  ed  in  the  doctrines  of  our 
church;  or  many  of  them  will  be  lost  to  her.  The  earlier  we  begin  this 
with  them,  the  better.  For  all  experience  proves  that  early  impressions  are 
the  most  lasting  ;  train  up  a  child  in  the  nay  he  should  go,  and  when  he  is  old 
he  will  not  depart  from  it,  says  Solomon. 

I  must  now  close  my  reniaks,  by  tendering  you  the  Chair  which  you  so 
generously  gave  me  at  the  last  sesdon,  and  with  it  my  most  sincere  thanks 
for  the  confidence  and  forbearance  exercised  towards  me;  and  if  I  have 
erred  officially,  I  humbly  ask  your  pardon.  And  now  may  the  (Jreat  Head 
of  thu  Church  bless  us  in  the  future,  as  he  has  done  in  thp  past,  and 
enable  us  to  do  all  things  to  His  honor  and  glory,  and  the  upbuilding  of 
His  kingdom  upon  earth.    Amen.  A.  J.  FOX. 

The  President's  Report  was  received.

Smeltcer,Rev.  Prof.  J.  M.  Schrecfchise,  Rev.  D.  M.  Black  weld- 
er, of  tbe  South  Carolina  Synod,  being  present,  wero  intro- 
duced and  received  as  advisory  members  of  Synod. 

Papers  and  documents  intended  for  Synod,  were  called  for, 
handed  in,  and  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  following  committee: 
Revds.  J.  E.  Seneker;  M.  J.  Stirewalt,  and  Mr.  D.  M.  YVyant, 
to  class  and  number  them,  and  report  on  Monday  morning. 

Synod  now  adjourned  till  Monday  morning  9  o'clock.  Prayer. 
SUNDAY  EXERCISES. 

The  exercises  of  worship  were  introduced  by  Rev.  J.  M. 
Smith,  who  preached  from  St.  John,  xv  5.  Immediately  after 
this  sermon,  Confessional  Absolution  was  attended  to,  and  the 
Sacramentof  ihe  Lord's  Supper  was  administered  to  the  mem- 
bers of  Synods,  with  the  congregation  and  members  of  neigh- 
boring congregations. 

A  rncess  was  then  given,  after  which,  Rev.  M.  J.  Stirewalt 
preached  from  Romans  x  13.

♦  taking  preliminary  steps  to  the  formation  of  a  General  Synod  in  the  Con- 
federate States. 

7.  That  he  calls  the  special  attention  of  Synod  te  the  importance  of 
establishing  some  suitable  plan  for  bestowing  instruction  upon  the  children 
in  our  congregations  on  Sundays.

Committee  No.  2  reported  as  follows ; 

We,  your  committee  on  unfinished  business  of  last  Synod,  submit  the 
following  items  : 

1.  On  page  13,  of  Minutes  of  last  year,  we  find  a  resolution  making  it 
the  duty  of  each  minister  to  subscribe  the  resolution  concerning  the  Con- 
fessional basis,  which  Synod  at  its  last  session  adopted.

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BY-LAWS  AND  RULES  OF  ORDER  FOR  THE  EVANGELICAL  LU- 
THERAN TENNESSEE  SYNOD. 

Article  I. —  Of  the  President  of  Synod. 

Sec.  1.  The  President  must  be  chosen  from  among  the  ordained  Ministers 
of  this  body,  and  at  every  session  of  Synod,  if  present,  he  shall  deliver  the 
opening  sermon,  and  in  connection  with  the  Pastor  loci  and  Elders  of  the 
congregation  in  which  the  Synod  meets,  shall  appoint  the  individuals  who 
shall  preach  during  the  sessions  of  Synod. 

Sec.  2.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  the  sessions  of  Synod;  see 
that  order  is  observed;  not  to  suffer  more  than  one  member  to  speak  at  a 
time,  securing  to  each  liberty  to  speak  without  interruption  from  others, 
and  preventing  the  speaker  from  deviating  from  the  subject  before  the 
house. 

Sec.  3.  The  President,  at  the  commencement  of  every  Synod,  shall 
present  a  written  report  of  all  the  official  business  transacted,  and  letters 
received  by  him  since  the  last  regular  meeting,  and  of  all  important  events 
that  have  occurred,  relating  to  Synod;  and  he  may  recommend  for  con- 
sideration such  measures  as  he  may  deem  necessary,  or  calculated  to  pro- 
mote the  interest  of  the  church.  This  report  shall  be  dealt  with  as  other 
papers  coming  before  Synod. 

Sec.  4.  The  President,  by  substituting  a  Chairman,  is  at  liberty  to 
take  part  in  the  discussion  of  any  subject,  the  same  as  any  other  member; 
and  when  on  any  question,  should  the  vote  be  a  tie,  the  President  shall 
give  the  casting  vote.  In  all  other  cases  he  has  no  suffrage,  except  when  an 
election  is  held  by  ballot,  and  then  he  has  not  the  casting  vote. 

Sec  5.  Should  the  President  depart  this  life,  or  cease  to  be  a  member 
of  this  Synod  by  removal  or  otherwise,  then  the  Secretary  shall  succeed 
him,  and  discharge  the  duties  ot  President  until  the  next  regular  meeting 
of  Synod. 

Article  II. — Of  the  Secretary. 

Sec  1.  The  Secretary  must  he  elected  from  among  tha  ordained  Minis- 
ters of  this  Synod,  and  should  possess  suitable  qualifications  for  the  dis- 
charge of  his  duties. 

Sec  2.  He  shall  keep  a  faithful  and  accurate  record  of  all  the  proceed- 
ings of  Synod,  and  carefully  preserve  all  the  papers,  certificates  and  doc- 
uments of  the  Synod,  unless  otherwise  disposed  of  by  the  keeper  of  the 
archives  of  the  Synod.  The  Secretary  shall  also  attest  with  his  official 
signature  all  certificates  of  ordination,  and  all  resolutions  respecting  Min- 
isters, Delegates  or  Churches,  and  also  the  Minutes  of  this  Synod,  both  the 
written  and  printed  copies. 

Sec.  3.  He  shall  keep  a  correct  register  of  all  the  Ministers  of  this 
Synod,  arranged  according  to  their  age  in  office,  and  a  list  of  all  the  con- 
gregations belonging  to  the  Synod,  and  give  public  notice  of  the  time  and 
place  of  the  Synodical  meeting,  at  least  six  weeks  previous  to  the  time  of 
meeting. 

Sec.  4.    If,  during  the  recess  of  Synod,  the  Secretary  should  become 
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I  disqualified  to  hold  his  office,  should  he  depart  this  life,  or  cease  to  be  a 
a  member  of  this  Synod,  the  President  shall  take  charge  of  all  the  papers 
or  property  of  Synod,  which  was  in  his  hands,  and  retain  it,  and  discharge 
the  duties  of  the  office,  until  the  next  meeting  of  Synod,  and  an  election 
held  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

Article  III. — Of  the  Treasurer. 
Sec  1.    The  Treasurer  shall  take  charge  of  all  the  moneys  belonging 
to  Synod  and  shall  keep  them  subject  to  order.    He  shall  present  at  each 
annual  meeting  of  Synod  a  detailed  and  faithful  account  of  the  state  of  the 

j  Treasury. 

Sec.  2.    An  order  from  the  President  attested  by  the  Secretary,  shall  be 
;     a  sufficient  voucher  for  him  to  pay  moneys  out  of  the  Treasury. 

Sec  3.    The  Treasurer  is  also  to  see  to  the  printing  of  the  Minutes  that  | 
maybe  ordered  by  the  Synod,  and  distribute  them  to  each  of  the  Minister's 
respective  charges,  in  proportion  to  the  subscription  and  moneys  received 
by  Synod  from  them  for  that  purpose. 

Srcc.  4.    Should  the.Treasurer  depart  this  life,  or  become  disqualified  to 
fill  his  office  in  any  way  during  the  recess  of  Synod,  the  Secretary  shall 
take  charge  of  all  the  property  bcl^np:ing  to  Synod  that  may  be  in  his  hands, 
and  discharge  the  duties  of  the  office  until  the  vacancy  is  filled  by  Synod. 
Article  IV. — Process  by  Synod  against  a  Minister. 

Sec  1.  As  the  honor  and  success  of  the  Gospel  depends  very  much 
upon  the  character  of  its  Ministers,  the  Synod  should  guard  with  the  ut- 
i  most  care  and  impartiality  the  character  of  its  members.  No  Minister,  on 
account  of  his  office,  should  be  screened  from  the  hand  of  justice  ;  neither, 
on  the  other  hand,  should  scindelous  charges  be  received  or  circulated 
against  him  on  slight  and  uncertain  grounds. 

Sec.  2.  All  person*,  and  especially  christian",  should  be  very  cautious 
in  giving  credit  or  circulation  to  an  ill  report  of  any  person,  and  especially 
of  a  Mi  lifter  of  the  Gospel.  Should  any  member  of  the  Church  know  a 
Minister  to  be  guilty  of  aprivate.  censurable  fault,  he  should  warn  him  in 
private  in  a  brotherly  manner.  [See  Matt,  xviii  15.]  If  this  prove  fruit- 
less, he  should  apply  to  the  church  counsel  who  shall  admonish  the  accused 
according  to  the  above  named  text-,  or  if  he  have  no  pastoral  charge,  he 
shall  report  him  to  the  President  cf  Synod,  who  shall  admonish  the  erring 
brother.  If  he  still  will  not  hear,  he  must  be  reported  to  the  Synod,  to 
whose  decision  he  must  yield. 

Sec.  3.  If  a  Minister  be  guilty  of  gross  immorality. jor  guilty  of  teach- 
ing erroneous  doctrines,  information  against  him  stnll  be  lodged  -with  the 
President.  If  this  be  done  within  three  months  of  the  next  meeting  of 
Synod,  he  shall  defer  the  matter  until  said  meeting.  Yet,  if  the  charge  be 
one  of  drunkenness,  lewdness  circulating  fundamental  errors  in  doctrine,  or 
other  crimes,  he  shall  immediately  direct  the  accused  to  suspend  all  his 
ministerial  duties  until  his  case  be  decided. 

Sec.  4.  If  accusation  is*  lodged  with  the  President  at  an  earlier  date,  he 
shall,  if  the  charges  be  such  as  are  specified  in  the  third  section  of  this 
Article,  immediately  appoint  a  committee  of  investigation,  consisting  of 
three  ordained  Ministers  and  three  lay-members,  to  meet  without,  delay,  at 
some  convenient  place,  and  institute  a  formal  investigation  of  the  case. 
The  President  shall  give  at  least  fifteen  days  notice  of  said  investigation, 
to  the  parties  concerned.  The  said  committee  shall  have  power  to  proceed 
and  hold  a  fair  and  impartial  investigation,  with  a  view  to  ascertain  the 
guilt  or  innocence  of  the  accused;  and  to  this  end  to  cite  any  church  mem- 
ber to  appear  before  them,  and  procure  other  witnesses  wh<m  necessary. 

Sec.  5.  If  the  accused  confess,  and  the  matter  be  base  and  flagitious  as 
specified  in  the  third  section  of  this  article,  however  penitent  he  may  be, 
he  must,  for  the  present,  be  immediately  suspended  from  the  exercise  ot  his 
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office,  and  if  deemed  necessary,  a  time  may  be  appointed  for  him  to  public- 
ly confess  to  toe  Synod.  And  if  the  accused  deny  the  charge,  and  yet  on 
the  examination  of  the  evidence,  is  found  guilty,  the  committee  shall 
nevertheless  proceed  to  pass  sentence  upon  him. 

Sec.  G.  If  a  Minister,  accused  of  atrocious  crimes,  be  duty  notified,  and 
refuses  to  tttend  the  investigation,  he  shall  be  immediately  suspended  from 
the  exercise  of  all  ministerial  duties.  The  highest  punishment  that  can  be 
inflicted  by  a  committee  appointed  as  above  specified,  is  suspension  from 
clerical  functions;  and  this  sentence  is  to  be  reported  to  the  next  session 
of  Synod,  and  remain  in  force  until  reversed  by  it.  And  any  Minister  in- 
tending to  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  committee  to  Synod,  shall  give 
notice  thereof  to  his  accusors,  within  three  weeks  after  the  decision  was 
made,  that  the  parties  may  be  prepared  tor  a  new  hearing. 

Sec.  7.  If  proceedure  against  an  accused  Minister  be  deferred,  as  spe- 
cified in  the  third  section  of  this  Article,  the  President  shall  immediately 
give  notice  to  the  parties  concerned,  that  they  may  be  prepared  for  an  in- 
vestigation at  the  next  meeting  of  Synod. 

Sec.  8.  If  an  accusation  agaiust  a  Minister  be  made  immediately  to 
Synod,  and  the  Synod  be  in  possession  of  all  the  evidence,  they  may  imme- 
diately proceed  with  the  trial;  but  if  the  necessary  evidence  be  not  before 
Synod,  the  President  may  appoint  a  committee  of  investigation  as  above 
specified. 

Sec.  9.    If  a  Minister  be  found  guilty  of  drunkenness,  lewdness,  or  fun-  f 
damental  errors  in  doctrine,  or  other  crimes,  his  sentence  of  suspension  sh^-ll  I 
not  be  removed  tiil  he  give  evidence  of  true  penitence  and  reform,  and  he 
can  be  restored  only  by  the  Syaod.  1 

Sec.  10.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  of  Synod  to  notify 
the  Elders  of  said  congregation  that  he  has  been  deposed,  and  warn  them 
against  his  continuance.  And  should  any  congregation  in  our  connection 
employ  or  continue  a  person  as  Pastor,  or  as  their  Minister,  who  is  under 
sentence  of  suspension  or  exclusion,  its  connection  with  Synod  shall  be 
dissolved. 

Article  V. — Admission  of  Ministers. 

Sec.  1.  Any  person,  making  application  to  this  Synod,  as  an  applicant 
for  the  ministry,  must  be  of  hopeful  piety  and  good  character,  and  shall 
place  himself  under  the  special  care  of  seme  Minister  in  connection  with 
this  Synod,  under  whose  dhection  he  may  be  allowed  to  preach  and 
catechise. 

Sec.  2.  When  an  applicant  is  presented  to  Synod  by  one  or  more  con- 
gregations, for  ordination,  he  shall  be  examined  in  reference  to  his  literary 
and  theological  attainments,  and  if  the  examination  be  satisfactory  to  the 
committee  and  the  Synod,  he  shall  be  ordained  to  the  office  of  the  ministry 
by  a  committee  appointed  for  that  purpose — the  ordination  to  be  conducted 
according  to  our  Liturgy. 

Sec.  3.  When  an  ordained  Minister  of  any  p.ther  religious  denomination 
makes  application  to  be  received  in  connection  with  this  Synod,  he  must  be 
required  to  acknowledge  the  confessional  basi?  of  our  Synod.  The  concur- 
ence  of  two-thirds  of  th»  members  of  any  regular  meeting  of  Synod,  shall 
be  required,  upon  the  reception  of  any  ordained  Minister,  or  a  candidate  lor 
ordination. 

Article  VI. — Order  of  Business  in  Synod. 

Sec.  1.  At  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  meeting,  the  members  pres- 
ent shall  assemble,  and  if  five  ordained  Ministers  and  five  lay-delegates  be 
present,  they  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Sec.  2  The  first  session  shall  be  opened  by  the  President,  with  suit- 
able religious  exercises  ;  and  in  the  absence  of  the  President,  the  Secretary, 
or  in  the  absence  of  both,  by  one  of  the  older  Ministers  present.  And  eve- 
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ry  successive  session  shall  be  opened  and  closed  -with  singiBg  and  prayer. 

Sec.  3.  The  Secretary  shall  then  call  the  Clerical  Roll  of  this  Synod, 
and  note  the  absentees. 

Sec.  4.  The  lay-delegates  shall  then  present  their  certificates  of  elec- 
tion, and  their  names  shall  be  registered  by  the  Secretary  as  members  of 
Synod. 

Sec.  5.  The  President  shall  read  his  Annual  Report,  as  the  last  official 
act  of  his  oflic3,  and  then  announce  the  election  of  officers  for  "the  ensuing 
ye  n,  the  election  then  to  take  place. 

Sec.  6.  The  admission  of  delegates  front  other  eclesiastical  bodies,  and 
advisory  members  may  be  received. 

Sec.  7.  The  Minutes  of  the  last  session  of  Synod  may  be  read  ;  and 
all  papers  and  documents  intended  for  this  Synod,  may  be  handed  in,  and 
verbal  notice  given  of  any  impor  tant,  business,  intended  to  be  brought  before 
Synod. 

Sec.  8.  If  the  number  of  papers  laid  before  Synod  be  large,  they  may, 
by  the  President,  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  a  committee,  to  be  classed  and 
numbered  according  to  the  nature  of  their  contents  ;  however,  if  the 
number  be  small,  the  President  may  assort  and  appropriately  refer  them  to 
any  of  the  standing  committees,  which  he  may  now  appoint  : 

I.  On  the  President's  Report. 

II.  On  unfinished  business  of  last  Synod. 

III.  On  Treasurer's  Report. 

IV.  On  letters  and  petitions. 

V.  On  examination  of  candidates  for  the  Ministry. 

As  many  special  committees  may  be  appointed  as  the  exigencies  of  any 
oase  may  require. 

Sec.  9.  The  vacant  congregations  may  be  inquired  into,  and  provision 
made  for  them. 

The  report  of  committees  maybe  heard  and  acted  upon  at  any  time,  and 
the  intervals  may  be  filled  up  by  the  succeeding  items  and  promiscuous 
business. 

Sec.  10.  Each  Minister  in  connection  with  this  Synod,  shall  give  in  his 
Parochial  Report,  which  may  be  read  betore  Synod,  and  shall  embrace  the 
usual  items,  and  any  others  the  Synod  may  at  any  time  require. 

Sec.  11.  Election  of  delegates  to  eclesiastical  bodies  in  correspond- 
ence with  this  Synod. 

Sec.  12.  The  time  and  place  of  holding  the  next  session  of  Synod  ; 
the  place  determined  by  ballot,  and  time  by  resolution. 

Sec.  13.  Should  any  of  the  officers  of  Synod  be  absent  from  Synod, 
they  shall  send  their  reports,  with  the  documents  which  may  have  come  to 
their  hands  during  the  interval  of  Synod.  And  in  case  of  their  absence 
during  the  sessions  of  the  meeting,  others  may  be  chosen  pro  tempore. 

Sec.  14.  Any  of  the  foregoing  regulations  may  be  altered  or  amended, 
at  any  regular  sessions  of  Synod,  by  the  concurring  vote  of  two-thirds  of 
the  members  present,  after  having  given  notice  of  such  amendment  at 
the  previous  session  of  Synod. 

Sec.  15.  Dismission  of  Synod  by  the  President,  with  appropriate 
religious  service.

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT. 

Dear  Brethren: — Heretofore  it  has  not  been  the  custom  of  the  presiding 
officer  in  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Tennessee  Synod  to  make  out  and  read 
an  official  report  at  the  opening  of  our  annual  sessions,  and  I  am  aware 
that  under  a  strict  interpretation  of  our  constitution  no  such  officer  exists, 
after  the  close  of  the  session  ;  and  therefore,  during  the  Synodical  year,  no 
official  acts  can  properly  be  performed  hy  the  President.  But  inasmuch  as 
by  common  consent,  the  office  of  President  is  allowed  to  continue  from  one 
session  to  another,  and  inasmuch  as  during  the  past  year,  several  official 
acts  have  been  requested  of  me  as  President,  and  inasmuch  as  I  felt  it  my 
duty  to  comply  with  some  of  these  requests,  I  deem  it  nothing  buc  right 
that  I  should  render  an  account  of  my  stewardship  to  those  whom  I  have 
represented,  and  therefore  beg  leave  to  read  before  you  and  submit  to  your 
christian  consideration  the  following 

Report  — We,  by  the  grace  of  God,  are  assembled  together  in  the  forty- 
first  annual  convention  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Tenn  issee  Synod,  and 
*  it  becomes  us  as  a  body  of  christian  ministers  and  lay-delegates  to  make 
suitable  returns  of  thankfulness  and  praise  to  our  kind  Heavenly  Father 
and  the  great  Head  of  th*>  Church  for  the  many  great  and  distinguished 
blessings  we  have  enjoyed  from  the  very  origin  of  our  organization — and 
especially  during  the  past  year. 

Our  Synod,  it  is  true,  has  had  many  severe  trials,  some  of  them  seeming 
to  threaten  her  very  existence,  yet  in  the  Hand  of  God,  she  has  survived 
them  all,  and  she  stands  to-day  the  first  Synod  upon  the  continent  of  Ameri- 
ca, who  took  her  position  in  defence  of  the  pure  and  whole.-ome  doctrines 
of  the  venerable  confession  of  Augsbury,  and  still  maintain  it.  I  congrat- 
ulate you  upon  the  fact  that  there  is  a  disposition  manifested  in  several 
other  Synods  in  this  country,  to  return  to  the  ancient  land-marks  and 
standards  of  doctrine  established  by  our  fathers  of  the  Reformation. 

During  the  past  year,  a  series  of  troublesome  events  have  been  thrust 
upon  us  by  the  authorities  of  the  United  States,  which  ha\e  severely  har- 
rassed  some  other  eclesiastical  bodies,  and  death,  the  fell-destroyer,  has  done 
his  work  in  some  of  our  sister  Lutheran  Synods;  but  we  have  great  reason 
to  thank  God  that  we  have  been  ..but  liit'e  effected  by  the  one,  and  have 
entirely  escaped  the  other  of  these  ^vils.  We  remain  to-day  an  unbroken 
band  of  brothers.  We  are  all  still  alive  and  united  upon  the  great  civil 
interests  of  our  country.  Every  minister  and  nearly  every  lay-man  is 
exerting  himself  with  laudable  zeal  to  do  all  the  good  he  can,  for  those  wh;> 
have  enlisted  and  still  are  enlisting  so  nobly  in  our  delence — ever  ready  to 
afford  every  possible  assistance  to  the  good  cause  in  which  we  are  engaged. 
Whilst  wicked  men  are  raging  with  madness,  and  lilling  the  whole  laud 
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"with  fear  and  trouble,  and  whilst  avaricious  men  are  wickedly  availing 
themselves  of  every  possible  means  to  enrich  themselves  and  oppress  others, 
our  Heavenly  Father  has  blessed  the  entire  Confederate  States  with  unpre- 
cedented good  health  and  an  unparalleled  abundance  of  the  products  of 
the  earih.  Ail  our  garners,  cribs,  and  barns  are  fille  i  to  overflowing;  our 
tables,  too  have  been  spread  with  the  substantial  and  "far  things,"  and 
moi'e  or  less  with  the  delicacies  and  luxuries  of  our  own  favored  land. 

While  God,  by  the  hand  of  Nature,  has  thus  lavished  his  goodness  upon 
us,  He  has  also,  by  the  hand  of  Grace,  most  mercifully  biessed  us  amidst 
many  neglected  and  ever  abused  mercies,— has  been  long  suffering  and 
indulgent,  and  in  some  places  at  least,  has  crowned  our  labors  with  success. 

Our  ministers  have  generally  been  faithful  in  the  discharge  of  their 
official  duties.  Most  of  our  hitherto  vacant  congregations  have  been  sup- 
plied with  a  Stated  ministry,  our  pulpits  have  been  regularly  filled,  and  our 
people  have  been  nourished  by  the  uospel  and  other  nu  ans  of  Grace. 

It  u  truly  cheering  to  know  that  generally  there  is  a  steady  and  well- 
mar'ied  imptovement  in  morals  and  piety  am^ng  our  people.  There  seems 
to  be  e^ery  where  a  growing  inteiest  among  the  members  of  our  congrega- 
tions in  the  prosperity  of  our  beloved  Lutheran  Zion.  There  are  also  some 
changes  for  ihe  better  in  matters  relating  to  christian  benevolence  ;  our 
ministers  in  many  places  are  better  sustained  than  formerly,  and  before  the 
commencement  of  our  present  troubles  in  civil  affairs,  something  was 
beginning  to  be  done  in  certain  quarters  for  the  good  cause  of  domestic 
missions  and  beneficiary  education.  I  ioudly  trust  that  when  the  war  in 
which  we  are  engag-d  shall  lnve  ended,  that  things  among  us  will  take  a 
most  happy  turn,  and  in  a  few  short  years  our  beloved  Lutheran  Church  in 
this  Confederacy  will  be  more  prosperous  than  ever  before. 

1  will  now  proceed  to  give  you  some  account  of  my  official  acts.  About 
the  2^ih  of  last  April,  Ireceivcd  a  communication  Irom  bro.  J.  H.  Hunton, 
Bta'ing  that  owing  to  the  feebleness  of  his  health,  he  had  resigned  his  con- 
nection with  the  VVoodstock  Pastorate,  in  the  great  Valley  of  Virginia, 
which  is  an  extensive  field;  and  soon  after  received  and  accepted  a  call  from 
Williamsburg,  C.  W . ,  which  Pastorate  embraces  but  one  congregation. 
To  this  new  field  he  contemplated  removing  soon  after  the  date  of  his  letter. 
This  charge,  he  informs  me,  is  in  the  bounds  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Pittsburg  Synod — a  Synod  confessionaUy  based  upon  the  Augsbury  Con- 
fe-sion,  and  would  assemble  about  the  time  of  his  removal.  He  respect- 
fully ask»d  me,  as  President  of  the  Synod,  to  grant  him  a  certificate  of 
honorable  dismission  from  ihis  to  the  Pittsburg  Synod.  His  request  was 
endorsed  by  the  Revds.  H  Wetzel,  J.  Stirewalt,  and  S.  Henkel. 

After  taking  time  for  mature  reflection,  upon  the  ground  and  nature  of 
his  request,  backed,  as  it  was  by  three  of  our  ministers  who  are  personally 
acquainted  with  Ilev  li.  Hunton,  I  made  out  and  sent  to  his  address  the 
asked- for  certificate,  accompanied  by  a  reply  to  his  letter.  I  herewith 
submit  his  letter,  a  copy  of  my  answer,  and  also  a  copy  of  the  certificate,  to 
the  consideration  of  Synod. 

Sometime  in  May  last,  I  received  a  letter  from  our  esteemed  bro.  J.  M. 
Wagner,  who  now  resides  in  the  State  of  Mississippi.  In  his  letter  he 
stated  that  it  might  be  necessary  for  him  to  have  a  certificate  of  honorable 
dismission  from  this  Synod,  before  the  meeting  of  the  present  session  and 
asked  if  I  as  President  of  Synod,  would  furnish  him  such  certificate.  But 
as  bro.  Wagner  left  the  matter  entirely  open,  not  stating  a  reason  for  such 
necessity,  or  naming  any  Synod  to  which  he  would  attach  himself,  I  doubt- 
ed my  authority  to  lurnish  him  such  certificate.  1  therefore  addressed  a 
letter  to  him  and  referred  him  to  the  present  meeting  of  Synod. 

Soon  after  our  Synod  adjourned  last  year  I  received  from  Rev.  Prof. 
Worley  a  copy  of  the  Minutes  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Engli-h  District 
Synod  of  Ohio,  which  was,  I  have  no  douot,  intended  for  this  Synod.  By 
some  means  it  has  been  misplaced.  As  things  since  have  turned  out,  I  pre- 
sume it  a  matter  of  very  little  importance  any  way.    Last  March  I  received 
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a  copy  of  tlic-  Minutes  of  the  first  Session  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Holstou  Synod,   frcm  the  President.    I  herewith  submit  said  Minutes. 

From  these  you  will  learn  that  a  delegate  was  appointed  to  meet  us  in 
this  Convention  of  our  Synod.  Lately,  however,  I  received  a  communication 
from  the  President,  informing  me  that  owing  to  the  present  state  ol  public 
affairs  in  East  Tennessee,  no  delegate  can  attend  this  meeting. 

A  tew  weeks  ago,  I  was  favored  with  a  copy  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Synod  bnd  Vlini&terium  of  North  Carolina,,  which  I  will  lay  before  Synod. 

Having  now  laid  before  you  an  account,  of  my  official  acts  during  the 
past  year,  I  yet  respectfully  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  a  few  things 
which  I  consider  worthy  the  a'tention  of  Synod  during  her  present  session. 

1.  1  would  call  the  attention  of  Synod  to  the  subject  of  a  revision  of  our 
Liturgy.  By  reference  to  the  Minutes  of  1858,  you  will  find  that  a  com- 
mittee was  appointed  to  make  such  revision.  The  same  committee  was 
continued  in  1859,  and  it  was  made  its  duty  to  report  to  the  last  session.  I 
find  upon  the  Minutes  that  the  same  committee  was  continued.  Would  it 
not  be  well,  if  the  committee  do  not  report  at  this  session,  discharge  it  and 
appoint  another?    The  revision  is  very  much  needed. 

2.  I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  in  consequence  of  the 
existence  of  the  present  war,  our  people  are  deprived  of  the  reading  of 
The  Lutheran  Standard,  formerly  the  organ  of  our  Synod,  and  from  the 
circumstances  by  which  we  are  surrounded,  it  is  not  likely  that  it  will  ever 
reach  again.  Now,  should  we  attempt  to  commence  the  publication  of  a 
religious  journal  within  the  boundary  ot  our  Synod,  or  shall  we  do  as  we 
have  done  for  several  of  the  past  months — have  no  Church  paper — or  shall 
we  encourage  The  Southern  Lutheran,  the  only  paper  which  claims  ro  be 
Lutheran  in  the  Confederate  States  1  These  are  matters  which  demand  our 
consideration  at  this  session  of  the  Synod. 

3.  A  proposition  has  been  made  to  hold  a  general  Convention  of  the 
Lutheran  Church  in  the  Confederate  States,  next  Spring,  in  the  t«wn  of 
Salisbury,  N.  C.  A  desire  has  been  expressed  by  some  of  the  most  worthy 
men  in  some  ot  our  sister  Synods  for  this  S}npd  to  be  represented  in  that 
Convention,  and  an  invitation  has  been  extended  to  our  Sjnod  by  The  Sou- 
thern Lutheran  to  appoint  a  delegation  to  said  Convention,  and  it  is  likely 
that  same  of  the  brethren  from  some  other  Synods  may  appear  before  this 
meeting,  to  make  such  request  of  us  in  person.  It  will  be  for  us  to  deter- 
mine whether  we  will  be  represented  in  that  Convention  or  not. 

4.  I  would  most  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  subject  of  be- 
stowing special  instruction  upon  the  children  in  our  congregations  on 
Sundays.  Can  we  not  adopt  some  suitable  plan  for  Sunday  Schools,  and 
recommend  it  to  our  congregations  ?  If  this  can  be  done.  I  feel  assured 
that  our  people  will  take  hold  of  it,  and  it  is  certain  that  very  much  would 
be  gained.  The  young  must  be  properly  instiuc  ed  in  the  doctrines  of  our 
church,  or  many  of  them  will  be  lost  to  her.  The  earlier  we  begin  this 
with  them,  the  better.  For  all  experience  proves  that  early  impressions  are 
the  most  lasting  ;  train  up  a  child  in  the  way  he  should  go,  and  when  he  is  old 
he  ivill  not  depart  from  it,  says  Solomon. 

I  must  now  close  my  remaks,  by  tendering  you  the  Chair  which  you  so 
generously  gave  me  at  the  last  session,  and  with  it  my  most  sincere  thanks 
for  the  confidence  and  forbearance  exercised  towards  me;  and  if  I  have 
erred  officially,  I  humbly  ask  your  pardon.  And  now  may  the  Great  Head 
of  the  Church  bless  us  in  the  future,  as  he  has  done  in  the  past,  and 
enable  us  to  do  all  things  to  His  honor  and  glory,  and  the  upbuilding  of 
His  kingdom  upon  earth.    Amen.  A.  J.  FOX.

APPENDIX 


BY-LAWS  AND  RULES  OF  ORDER  FOR  THE  EVANGELICAL  LU- 
THERAN TENNESSEE  SYNOD. 

Article  I. — Of  the  President  of  Synod. 

Sec  1 .  The  President  must  be  chosen  from  among  the  ordained  Ministers 
of  this  body,  and  at  every  session  of  Synod,  if  present,  he  shall  deliver  the 
opening  sermon,  and  in  connection  -with  the  Pastor  loci  and  Elders  of  the 
congregation  in  which  the  Synod  meets,  shall  appoint  the  individuals  who 
shall  preach  during  the  sessions  of  Synod. 

Sec.  2.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  the  sessions  of  Synod;  see 
that  order  is  observed;  not  to  suffer  more  than  one  member  to  speak  at  a 
time,  securing  to  each  liberty  to  speak  without  interruption  from  others, 
and  preventing  the  speaker  from  deviating  from  the  subject  before  the 
house. 

Sec.  3.  The  President,  at  the  commencement  of  every  Synod,  shall 
present  a  written  report  of  all  the  official  business  transacted,  and  letters 
received  by  him  since  the  last  regular  meeting,  and  of  all  important  events 
that  have  occurred,  relating  to  Synod ;  and  he  may  recommend  for  con- 
sideration such  measures  as  he  may  deem  necessary,  or  calculated  to  pro- 
mote the  interest  of  the  church.  This  report  shall  be  dealt  with  as  other 
papers  coming  before  Synod. 

Sec  4.  The  President,  by  substituting  a  Chairman,  is  at  liberty  to 
take  part  in  the  discussion  of  any  subject,  the  same  as  any  other  member; 
and  when  on  any  question,  should  the  vote  be  a  tie,  the  President  shall 
give  the  casting  vote.  In  all  other  cases  he  has  no  suffrage,  except  when  an 
election  is  held  by  ballot,  and  then  he  has  not  the  casting  vote. 

Sec  5.  Should  the  President  depart  this  life,  or  cease  to  be  a  member 
of  this  Synod  by  removal  or  otherwise,  then  the  Secretary  shall  succeed 
him,  and  discharge  the  duties  ot  President  until  the  next  regular  meeting 
of  Synod. 

Article  II. — Of  the  Secretary. 
Sec.  1.    The  Secretary  must  be  elected  from  among  the  ordained  Minis- 
ters of  this  Synod,  and  should  possess  suitable  qualifications  for  the  dis- 
charge of  his  duties. 

Sec  2.  He  shall  keep  a  faithful  and  accurate  record  of  all  the  proceed- 
ings of  Synod,  and  carefully  preserve  all  the  papers,  certificates  and  doc- 
uments of  the  Synod,  unless  otherwise  disposed  of  by  the  keeper  of  the 
archives  of  the  Syno  j.  The  Secretary  shall  also  attest  with  his  official 
signature  all  certificates  of  ordination,  and  all  resolutions  respecting  Min- 
isters, Delegates  or  Churches,  and  also  the  Minutes  of  this  Synod,  both  the 
written  and  printed  copies. 

Sec  3.  He  shall  keep  a  correct  register  of  all  the  Ministers  of  this 
Synod,  arranged  according  to  their  age  in  office,  and  a  list  of  all  the  con- 
gregations belonging  to  the  Synod,  and  give  public  notice  of  the  time  and 
place  of  the  Synodical  meeting,  at  least  six  weeks  previous  to  the  time  of 
meeting. 

Sec  4.    If,  during  the  recess  of  Synod,  the  Secretary  should  become 
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disqualified  to  hold  his  office,  should  he  depart  this  life,  or  cease  to  be  a 
a  member  of  this  Synod,  the  President  shall  take  charge  of  all  the  papers 
or  property  of  Synod,  which  was  in  his  hands,  and  retain  it,  and  discharge 
the  duties  of  the  office,  until  the  next  meeting  of  Synod,  and  an  election 
held  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

Article  III. — Of  the  Treasurer. 
Sec  1.    The  Treasurer  shall  take  charge  of  all  the  moneys  belonging 
to  Synod  and  shall  keep  them  subject  to  order.    He  shall  present  at  each 
annual  meeting  of  Synod  a  detailed  and  faithful  account  of  the  state  of  the 
Treasury. 

Sec.  2.  An  order  from  the  President  attested  by  the  Secretary,  shall  be 
a  sufficient  voucher  for  him  to  pay  moneys  out  of  the  Treasury. 

Sec  3.  The  Treasurer  is  also  to  see  to  the  printing  of  the  Minutes  that 
may  be  ordered  by  the  Synod,  and  distribute  them  to  each  of  the  Minister's 
respective  charges,  in  proportion  to  the  subscription  and  moneys  received 
by  Synod  from  them  for  that  purpose. 

Sec.  4.  Should  the  Treasurer  depart  this  life,  or  become  disqualified  to 
fill  his  office  in  any  way  during  the  recess  of  Synod,  the  Secretary  shall 
take  charge  of  all  the  property  belonging  to  Synod  that  may  be  in  his  hands, 
and  discharge  the  duties  of  the  office  until  the  vacancy  is  filled  by  Synod. 
Article  IV. — Process  by  Synod  against  a  Minister. 

Sec  1.  As  the  honor  and  success  of  the  Gospel  depends  very  much 
upon  the  character  of  its  Ministers,  the  Synod  should  guard  with  the  ut- 
most care  and  impartiality  the  character  of  its  members.  No  Minister,  on 
account  of  his  office,  should  be  screened  from  the  hand  of  justice  ;  neither, 
on  the  other  hand,  should  scandelous  charges  be  received  or  circulated 
against  him  on  slight  and  uncertain  grounds. 

Sec.  2.  All  persons,  and  especially  christians,  should  be  very  cautious 
in  giving  credit  or  circulation  to  an  ill  report  of  any  person,  and  especially 
of  a  Minister  of  the  Gospel.  Should  any  member  of  the  Church  know  a 
Minister  to  be  guilty  of  a  private,  censurable  fault,  he  should  warn  him  in 
private  in  a  brotherly  manner.  [See  Matt,  xviii  15.]  If  this  prove  fruit- 
less, he  should  apply  to  the  church  counsel  who  shall  admonish  the  accused 
according  to  the  above  named  text,  or  if  he  have  no  pastoral  charge,  he 
shall  report  him  to  the  President  of  Synod,  who  shall  admonish  the  erring 
brother.  If  he  still  will  not  hear,  he  must  be  reported  to  the  Synod,  to 
whose  decision  he  must  yield. 

Sec.  3.  If  a  Minister  be  guilty  of  gross  immorality,  or  guilty  of  teach- 
ing erroneous  doctrines,  information  against  him  shall  be  lodged  with  the 
President.  If  this  be  done  within  three  months  of  the  next  meeting  of 
Synod,  he  shall  defer  the  matter  until  said  meeting.  Yet,  if  the  charge  be 
one  of  drunkenness,  lewdness,  circulating  fundamental  errors  in  doctrine,  or 
other  crimes,  he  shall  immediately  direct  the  accused  to  suspend  all  his 
ministerial  duties  until  his  case  be  decided.  t 

Sec.  4.  If  accusation  is  lodged  with  the  President  at  an  earlier  date,  he 
shall,  if  the  charges  be  such  as  are  specified  in  the  third  section  of  this 
Article,  immediately  appoint  a  committee  of  investigation,  consisting  of 
three  ordained  Ministers  and  three  lay-members,  to  meet  without  delay,  at 
some  convenient  place,  and  institute  a  formal  investigation  of  the  case. 
The  President  shall  give  at  least  fifteen  days  notice  of  said  investigation, 
to  the  parties  concerned.  The  said  committee  shall  have  power  to  proceed 
and  hold  a  fair  and  impartial  investigation,  with  a  view  to  ascertain  the 
guilt  or  innocence  of  the  accused;  and  to  this  end  to  cite  any  church  mem- 
ber to  appear  before  them,  and  procure  other  witnesses  when  necessary. 

Sec.  5.  If  the  accused  confess,  and  the  matter  be  base  and  flagitious,  as 
specified  in  the  third  section  of  this  article,  however  penitent  he  may  be, 
he  must,  for  the  present,  be  immediately  suspended  from  the  exercise  of  his 
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office,  and  if  deemed  necessary,  a  time  may  be  appointed  for  him  to  public- 
ly confess  to  the  Synod.  And  if  the  accused  deDy  the  charge,  and  yet  on 
the  examination  of  the  evidence,  is  found  guilty,  the  committee  shall 
nevertheless  proceed  to  pass  sentence  upon  him. 

Sec.  6.  If  a  Minister,  accused  of  atrocious  crimes,  be  duly  notified,  and 
refuses  to  tttend  the  investigation,  he  shall  be  immediately  suspended  from 
the  exercise  of  all  ministerial  duties.  The  highest  punishment  that  can  be 
inflicted  by  a  committee  appointed  as  above  specified,  is  suspension  from 
clerical  functions;  and  this  sentence  is  to  be  reported  to  the  next  session 
of  Synod,  and  remain  in  force  until  reversed  by  it.  And  any  Minister  in- 
tending to  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  committee  to  Synod,  shall  give 
notice  thereof  to  his  accusors,  within  three  weeks  after  the  decision  was 
made,  that  the  parties  may  be  prepared  for  a  new  hearing. 

Sec.  7.  If  proceedure  against  an  accused  Minister  be  deferred,  as  spe- 
cified in  the  third  section  of  this  Article,  the  President  shall  immediately 
give  notice  to  the  parties  concerned,  that  they  may  be  prepared  for  an  in- 
vestigation at  the  next  meeting  of  Synod.  ? 

Sec.  8.  If  an  accusation  against  a  Minister  be  made  immediately  to 
Synod,  and  the  Synod  be  in  possession  of  all  the  evidence,  they  may  imme- 
diately proceed  with  the  trial;  but  if  the  necessary  evidence  be  not  before 
Synod,  the  President  may  appoint  a  committee  of  investigation  as  above 
specified. 

Sec.  9.  If  a  Minister  be  found  guilty  of  drunkenness,  lewdness,  or  fun- 
damental errors  in  doctrine,  or  other  crimes,  his  sentence  of  suspension  shall 
not  be  removed  till  he  give  evidence  of  true  penitence  and  reform,  and  he 
can  be  restored  only  by  the  Synod. 

Sec.  10.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  of  Synod  to  notify 
the  Elders  of  said  congregation  that  he  has  been  deposed,  and  warn  them 
against  his  continuance.  And  should  any  congregation  in  our  connection 
employ  or  continue  a  person  as  Pastor,  or  as  their  Minister,  who  is  under 
sentence  of  suspension  or  exclusion,  its  connection  with  Synod  shall  be 
dissolved. 

Article  V. — Admission  of  Ministers. 

Sec.  1.  Any  person,  making  application  to  this  Synod,  as  an  applicant 
for  the  ministry,  roust  be  of  hopeful  piety  and  good  character,  and  shall 
place  himself  under  the  special  care  of  seme  Minister  in  connection  with 
this  Synod,  under  whoee  direction  he  may  be  allowed  to  preach  and 
catechise. 

Sec.  2.  When  an  applicant  is  presented  to  Synod  by  one  or  more  con- 
gregations, for  ordination,  he  shall  be  examined  in  reference  to  his  literary 
and  theological  attainments,  and  if  the  examination  be  satisfactory  to  the 
committee  and  the  Synod,  he  shall  be  ordained  to  the  office  of  the  ministry 
by  a  committee  appointed  for  that  purpose — the  ordination  to  be  conducted 
According  to  our  Liturgy. 

Sec.  3.  When  an  ordained  Minister  of  any  other  religious  denomination 
makes  application  to  be  received  in  connection  with  this  Synod,  he  must  be 
required  to  acknowledge  the  confessional  basis  of  our  Synod.  The  concur- 
ence  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  of  any  regular  meeting  of  Synod,  shall 
be  required,  upon  the  reception  of  any  ordained  Minister,  or  a  candidate  for 
ordination. 

Article  VI. — Order  of  Business  in  Synod. 

Sec.  1.  At  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  meeting,  the  membeis  pres- 
ent shall  assemble,  and  if  five  ordained  Ministers  and  five  lay-delegates  be 
present,  they  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Sec.  2.  The  first  session  shall  bo  opened  by  the  President,  with  suit- 
able religious  exercises  ;  and  in  the  absence  of  the  President,  the  Secretary, 
or  in  the  absence  of  both,  by  one  of  the  older  Ministers  present.   And  eve- 
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ry  successive  session  shall  be  opened  and  closed  with  singing  and  prayer.  . 

8  ec.  3.  The  Secretary  shall  then  call  the  Clerical  Roll  of  this  Synod, 
and  note  the  absentees. 

Sec.  4.  The  lay-delegates  shall  then  present  their  certificates  of  elec- 
tion, and  their  names  shall  be  registered  by  the  Secretary  as  members  of 
Synod. 

.  Sec.  5.  The  President  shall  read  his  Annual  Report,  as  the  last  official 
act  of  his  office,  and  then  announce  the  election  of  officers  for  the  ensuing 

year,  the  election  then  to  take  place. 

Sec.  G.  The  admission  of  delegates  from  other  eclesiastical  bodies,  and 
advisory  members  may  be  received. 

Sec.  7.  The  Minutes  of  the  last  session  of  Synod  may  be  read  ;  ami 
all  papers  and  documents  intended  for  this  Synod,  may  be  handed  in,  and 
verbal  notice  given  of  any  important  business,  intended  to  be  brought  before 
Sjrnod. 

Skc.  8.  ifthe  number  of  papers  laid  before  Synod  be  large,  they  may. 
by  the  President,  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  a  commfttee,  to  be  classed  and 
numbered  according  to  the  nature  of  their  contents  ;  however,  if  the 
number  be  small,  the  President  may  assort  and  appropriately  refer  them  to 
any  of  the  standing  committees,  which  he  may  now  appoint : 

I.  On  the  President's  Report. 

II.  On  unfinished  business  of  last  Synod. 

III.  On  Treasurer's  Report. 

IV.  On  letters  and  petitions. 

V.  On  examination  of  candidates  for  the  Ministry. 

As  many  special  committees  may  be  appointed  as  the  exigencies  of  any 
case  may  require. 

Skc.  9.    The  vacant  congregations  may  be  inquired  into,  and  provision 
made  for  them. 

The  report  of  committees  maybe  heard  and  acted  upon  at  any  time,  and 
the  intervals  may  be  filled  up  by  tb.3  succeeding  items  and  promiscuous 

business. 

Sec  10.  Each  Minister'"  in  connection  with  this  Synod,  shall  give  in  his 
1'arochial  Report,  which  may  be  read  before  Synod,  and  shall  embrace  the 
usual  items,  and  any  others  the  Synod  may  at  any  time  require. 

Sec.  11.  Election  of  delegates  to  eclesiastical  bodies  in  correspond- 
ence with  this  Synod. 

Sec.  12.  The  time  and  place  of  holding  the  next  session  of  Synod  ; 
the  place  determined  by  ballot,  and  time  by  resolution. 

Sec.  13.  Should  any  of  the  officers  of  Synod  be  absent  from  Synod, 
they  shall  send  their  reports,  with  the  documents  which  may  have  come  to 
their  hands  during  the  interval  of  Synod.  And  in  case  of  their  absence 
during  the  sessions  of  the  meet  ing,  others  may  be  chosen  pro  tempore. 

Sec.  14.  Any  of  the  foregoing  regulations  may  be  altered  or  amended, 
at  any  regular  sessions  of  Synod,  by  the  concurring  vote  of  two-thirds  of 
the  members  present,  after  having  given  notice  of  such  amendment  at 
the  previous  session  of  Synod. 

Sjbc.  15.  Dismission  of  Synod  by  the  President,  with  appropriate 
religious  service.

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT. 

Ihar  Brethren: — Heretofore  itjias  not  been  the  custom  of  the  presiding 
officer  in  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Tennessee  Synod  to  make  out  and  read 
an  official  report  at  the  opening  of  our  annual  sessions,  and  I  am  aware 
that  under  a  strict  interpretation  of  our  constitution  no  such  officer  exists, 
after  the  close  of  the  session  ;  and  therefore,  during  the  Synodical  year,  no 
official  acts  can  properly  be  performed  by  the  President.  But  inasmuch  as 
by  common  consent,  the  office  of  President  is  allowed  to  continue  from  one 
session  to  another,  and  inasmuch  as  during  the  past  year,  several  official 
acts  have  been  requested  of  me  as  President,  and  inasmuch  as  I  felt  it  my 
duty  to  comply  with  some  of  these  requests,  I  deem  it  nothing  but  right 
that  I  should  render  an  account  of  my  stewardship  to  those  whom  I  have 
represented,  and  therefore  beg  leave  to  read  before  you  and  submit  to  your 
christian  consideration  the  following 

Report  — We,  by  the  grace  of  God,  are  assembled  together  in  the  forty- 
first  annual  convention  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Tenn  issee  Synod,  and 
it  becomes  us  as  a  body  of  christian  ministers  and  iay-delegales  to  maKe 
suitable  returns  of  thankfulness  and  praise  to  our  kind  Heavenly  Father 
and  the  great  Head  of  th*  Church  for  the  many  great  and  distinguished 
blessings  we  have  enjoyed  from  the  very  origin  of  our  organization — and 
especially  during  the  past  year. 

Our  Synod,  it  is  true,  has  had  many  severe  trials,  some  of  them  seeming 
to  threaten  her  very  existence,  yet,  in  the  Hand  of  God,  she  has  survived 
them  all,  and  she  stands  to-day  the  first  Synod  upon  the  continent  of  Ameri- 
ca, who  took  her  position  in  defence  of  the  pure  and  wholesome  doctrines 
of  the  venerable  confession  of  Augsbury,  and  still  maintain  it.  I  congrat- 
ulate you  upon  the  fact  that  theie  is  a  disposition  manifested  in  several 
other  Synods  in  this  country,  to  return  to  the  ancient  land-marks  and 
standards  of  doctrine  established  by  our  fathers  of  the  Reformation. 

During  the  past  year,  a  seriea  of  troublesome  events  have  been  thrust 
upon  us  by  the  authorities  of  the  United  States,  which  ha\e  severely  har- 
assed some  other  eclesiastical  bodies,  and  death,  the  fell-destroyer,  has  done 
his  work  in  some  of  our  sister  Lutheran  Synods  ;  but  we  have  great  reason 
to  thank  God  that  we  have  been  but  litt'e  effected  by  the  one,  and  have 
entirety  escaped  ihe  other  of  these  evils.  We  remain  to-day  an  unbroken 
band  of  brothers.  We  are  all  still  alive  and  united  upon  the  great  civil 
interests  of  our  country.  Every  minister  and  nearly  every  lay-man  is 
exerting  himself  wi:h  laudable  zeal  to  do  all  the  good  he  can,  for  those  wha 
have  enlisted  and  still  are  enlisting  so  nohly  in  our  defence — ever  ready  to 
afford  every  possible  assistance  to  the  good  cause  in  which  we  are  engaged. 

Whilst  wicked  men  are  raging  with  madness,  and  "filling  the  whole  land 
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with  fear  and  trouble,  and  whilst  avaricious  men  are  wickedly  availing 
themselves  of  every  possible  means  to  enrich  themselves  and  oppress  others, 
our  Heavenly  Father  has  blessed  the  entire  Confederate  States  with  unpre- 
cedented good  health  and  an  unparalleled  abundance  of  the  products  of 
the  earth.  Ail  our  garners,  cribs,  and  barns  are  fille  I  to  overflowing;  our 
tables,  too,  have  been  spiead  with  the  substantial  and  "fat  things,"  and 
more  or  less  with  the  delicacies  and  luxuries  of  our  own  favored  land. 
0  While  God,  by  the  hand  of  Nature,  has  thus  lavished  his  goodness  upon 
us,  He  has  also,  by  the  hand  of  Grace,  most  mercifully  blessed  us  amidst 
many  neglected  and  ever  abused  mercies,— has  been  long  suffering  and 
indulge.it,  and  in  some  places  at  least,  has  crowned  our  labors  with  success. 

Our  ministers  have  generally  been  faithful  in  the  discharge  of  their 
official  duties.  Most  of  our  hitherto  vacant  congregations  have  been  sup- 
plied with  a  stated  ministry,  our  pulpits  have  been  regularly  filled,  and  our 
people  have  been  nourished  by  the  bospel  and  other  mraus  of  Grace. 

It  U  truly  cheering  to  know  that  generally  there  is  a  steady  and  well- 
m?.rlied  improvement  in  morals  and  piety  among  our  people.  There  seems 
to  be  everywhere  a  growing  interest  among  the  members  of  our  congrega- 
tions in  the  prosperity  of  our  beloved  Lutheran  Zion.  There  are  also  some 
changes  for  the  better  in  matters  relating  to  christian-benevolence  ;  our 
ministers  in  many  places  are  better  sustained  than  formerly,  and  before  the 
commencement  of  our  present  troubles  in  civil  affairs,  something  was 
beginning  to  be  done  in  certain  quarters  for  the  good  cause  of  domestic 
missions  and  beneficiary  education.  I  fondly  trust  that  when  the  war  in 
which  we  are  engag-d  shall  have  ended,  that  things  among  us  will  take  a 
most  happy  turn,  and  in  a  few  short  years  our  beloved  Lutheran  Church  in 
this  Confederacy  will  be  more  prosperous  than  ever  before. 

1  will  now  proceed  to  give  you  some  account  of  my  official  acts.  About 
the  25ih  of  last  April,  I  received  a  communication  from  bro.  J.  H.  Hunton, 
stating  that  owing  to  the  feebleness  of  his  health,  he  had  resigned  his  con- 
nection with  the  Woodstock  Pastorate,  in  the  great  Valley  of  Virginia, 
which  is  an  extensivp  field ;  and  soon  after  received  and  accepted  a  call  from 
Williamsburg,  C.  W.,  which  Pastorate  embraces  but  one  congregation. 
To  this  new  field  he  contemplated  removing  soon  after  the  date  of  his  letter. 
This  charge,  he  informs  me,  is  in  the  bounds  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Pittsburg  Synod — a  Synod  confessionally  based  upon  the  Augsbury  Con- 
fession, and  would  assemble  about  the  time  of  his  removal.  He  respect- 
fully asked  me,  as  President  of  the  Synod,  to  grant  him  a  certificate  of 
honorable  dismission  from  this  to  the  Pitt.* burg  Synod.  II is  request  was 
endorsed  by  the  Revds.  H.  Wetzel,  J.  Stirewalt,  and  S.  Henkel. 

After  taking  lime  for  mature  reflection,  upon  the  ground  and  nature  of 
his  request,  backed,  as  it  was.  by  three  of  our  ministers  who  are  personally 
acquainted  with  Rev.  H.  Hunton,  I  made  out  and  sent  to  his  address  the 
asked-for  certificate,  accompanied  by  a  reply  to  his  letter.  I  herewith 
submit  his  letter,  a  copy  of  my  answer,  and  also  a  copy  of  the  certificate,  to 
the  consideration  of  Synod. 

Sometime  in  May  last,  I  received  a  letter  from  our  6steemed  bro.  J.  M. 
Waguer,  who  now  resides  in  the  State  of  Mississippi.  In  his  letter  he 
stated  that  it  might  be  necessary  for  him  to  have  a  certificate  of  honorable 
dismission  from  this  Synod,  before  the  meeting  of  the  present  session  and 
asked  if  I  as  President  of  Synod,  would  furnish  him  such  certificate.  But 
as  bro.  Wagner  left  the  matter  entirely  open,  not  stating  a  reason  for  such 
necessity,  or  naming  any  Synod  to  which  he  would  attach  himself,  I  doubt- 
ed my  authority  to  lurnish  him  such  certificate.  I  therefore  addressed  a 
letter  to  him  and  referred  him  to  the  present  meeting  of  Synod. 

Soon  after  our  Synod  adjourned  last  year  I  received  from  Rev.  Prof. 
Worley  a  copy  of  the  Minutes  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Engli-h  District 
Synod  of  Ohio,  which  was,  I  have  no  douot,  intended  for  this  Synod.  By 
some  means  it  has  been  misplaced.  As  things  since  have  turned  out,  I  pre- 
sume it  a  matter  of  very  little  importance  any  way.    Last  March  I  received 
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a  copy  of  tho  Minutes  of  the  first  Session  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 

Holston  Synod,   from  the  President     I  herewith  submit  said  Minuies. 

From  tkese  you  will  learn  that  a  delegare  was  appointed  to  meet  us  in 
this  Convt  nti  >n  of  our  Synod.  Lately,  however,  1  received  a  c«  mmunicaticn 
t  om  (he  President,  in  orming  me  that  owing:  to  the  present  state  ot  public 
affairs  in  Knst  Tennessee,  no  delegate  can  attend  this  meeting. 

A  few  weeks  ago,  I  was  favorea  with  a  copy  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Synod  >.nd  Ylinibterium  of  North  Carolina,  which  1  will  lay  before  Synod.  | 

Having  now  laid  before  you  an  account  of  my  official  acts  during  ihe 
past  year,  I  yet  respectfully  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  a  lew  things 
whicli  I  consider  worthy  the  a'tention  of  Synod  during  her  present  session. 

1.  1  would  call  the  attention  of  Synod  to  the  subject  of  a  revision  of  our 
Liturgy.  By  reference  to  the  Minutes  of  1858,  y.-u  will  find  that  a  com- 
mittee was  appointed  to  make  such  revision.  The  same  committee  was 
continued  in  18-39,  and  it  was  made  its  duty  to  report  to  the  last  session.  I 
find  upon  the  Mi»utes  that  the  same  committee  was  continued.  Would  it 
not  be  well,  if  the  committee  do  not  report  at  this  session,  discharge  it  and 
appoint  another?    The  revision  is  very  mufh  needed. 

2.  I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  in  consequence  of  the 
existence  of  the  present  war,  our  people  are  deprived  of  the  reading  of 
The  Lutheran  Standard,  formerly  the  orjjau  of  our  Synod,  and  from  the 
circumstances  by  which  we  ore  surrounded,  it  is  not  likely  that  it  will  evu* 
reach  us  again.  Row,  should  we  attempt  to  comrrn  nce  the  publication  of  a 
religious  journal  within  the  boundary  oi  our  Synod,  or  shall  we  do  as  we 
have  done  lor  several  of  the  pist  months — have  no  Church  p  iper — or  shall 
we  encourage  The  Southern  Lutheran,  the  only  paper  which  claims  to  be 
Lutheran  in  the  Confederate  States  ?  These  ate  matters  which  demand  our 
consideration  at  this  session  of  the  Synocf. 

3.  A  proposition  has  been  made  to  hold  a  general  Convention  of  '.he 
Lutheran  Church  in  the  Confederate  States,  next  Spring,  in  the  town  of 
Salisbury,  N.  C.  A  desire  has  been  expre-sed  by  some  of  the  most  worthy 
men  in  some  ot  our  sister  Synods  for  this  Sj  nod  to  be  represented  in  that 
Convention,  and  an  invitation  has  been  extended  to  cur  Sjnod  by  The  Sou 
them  Lutheran  to  appoint  a  delegation  to  said  Convention,  and  it  is  likely 
that  some  of  the  brethren  from  some  other  Synods  may  appear  beiore  this 
meeting,  to  mxke  such  request  of  us  in  person.  It  will  be  for  us  to  deter- 
mine whether  we  will  be  represented  iu  that  Convention  or  not. 

4.  I  would  most  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  subject  of  be- 
stowing speciil  instruction  upon  the  children  in  our  congregations  on 
Sundays.  Can  we  not  adopt  some  suitable  plan  for  Sunday  Schools,  and 
recommend  it  to  our  congregations  ?  If  this  can  be  done,  I  feel  assured 
that  our  people  will  take  hold  of  it,  and  it  is  certain  that  very  much  would 
be  gained.  The  young  must  be  properly  instiuc  ed  in  the  doctrines  of  our 
church,  or  many  of  them  will  be  lost  to  her.  The  earlier  we  begin  this 
with  them,  the  better.  For  all  experience  proves  that  early  impressions  are 
the  most  lasting;  train  up  a  child  in  the  way  he  should  go,  and  when  he  m  old 
he  will  not  depart  from  it,  says  Solomon. 

I  must  now  close  my  reinaks,  by  tendering  you  the  Chair  which  you  so 
generously  gave  me  at  the  last  session,  and  with  it  my  most  sincere  thanks 
for  the  confidence  and  forbearance  exercised  towards  me;  and  if  1  have 
erred  officially,  I  humbly  ask  your  pardon  And  now  may  the  Great  Head 
of  the  Church  bless  us  in  the  future,  as  he  has  done  in  the  past,  and 
enable  us  to  do  all  things  to  His  houor  and  glory,  and  the  upbuilding  of 
His  kingdom  upon  earth.    Amen.  A.  J.  FOX.

J.  E.  Seneker,  M.  J.  Stirewalt,  and  Mr.  D.  M.  YVyant, 
to  class  and  number  them,  and  report  on  Monday  morning. 

Synod  now  adjourned  till  Monday  morning  9  o'clock.  Prayer.

Immediately  after 
this  sermon,  Confessional  Absolution  was  attended  to,  and  the 
Sacrament  of  ihe  Lord's  Supper  was  administered  to  the  mem- 
bers of  Synods,  with  tne  congregation  and  members  of  neigh- 
boring congregations. 

A  recess  was  then  given,  after  which,  Rev.  M.  J.  Stirewalt 
preached  from  Romans  x  13.

APPENDIX 


BY-LAWS  AND  RULE3  OF  011DER  FOR  THE  EVANGELICAL  LU- 
THERAN TENNESSEE  SYNOD. 

Article  I. —  Of  the  President  of  Synod. 

Sec.  1.  The  President  must  be  chosen  from  among  the  ordained  Ministers 
of  this  body,  and  at  every  session  of  Synod,  if  present,  he  shall  deliver  the 
opening  sermon,  and  in  connection  -with  the  Pastor  loci  and  Elders  of  the 
congregation  in  which  the  Synod  meets,  shall  appoint  the  individuals  who 
shall  preach  during  the  sessions  of  Synod. 

Sec.  2.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  the  sessions  of  Synod;  see 
that  order  is  observed;  not  to  suffer  more  than  one  member  to  speak  at  a 
time,  securing  to  each  liberty  to  speak  without  interruption  from  others, 
and  preventing  the  speaker  from  deviating  from  the  subject  before  the 
house. 

Sec.  3.  The  President,  at  the  commencement  of  every  Synod,  shall 
present  a  written  report  of  all  the  official  business  transacted,  and  letters 
received  by  him  since  the  last  regular  meeting,  and  of  all  important  events 
that  have  occurred,  relating  to  Synod;  and  he  may  recommend  for  con- 
sideration such  measures  as  he  may  deem  necessary,  or  calculated  to  pro- 
mote the  interest  of  the  church.  This  report  shall  be  dealt  with  as  other 
papers  coming  before  Synod. 

Sec.  4.  The  President,  by  substituting  a  Chairman,  is  at  liberty  to 
take  part  in  the  discussion  of  any  subject,  the  same  as  any  other  member; 
and  when  on  any  question,  should  the  vote  be  a  tie,  the  President  shall 
give  the  casting  vote.  In  all  other  cases  he  has  no  suffrage,  except  when  au 
election  is  held  by  ballot,  and  then  he  has  not  the  casting  vote. 

Sec.  5.  Should  the  President  depart  this  life,  or  cease  to  be  a  member 
of  this  Synod  by  removal  or  otherwise,  then  the  Secretary  shall  succeed 
him,  and  discharge  the  duties  ot  President  until  the  next  regular  meeting 
of  Synod. 

Article  II. — Of  the  Secretary. 

Sec.  1.  The  Secretary  must  be  elected  from  among  tli8  ordained  Minis- 
ters of  this  Synod,  and  should  possess  suitable  qualifications  for  tho  dis- 
charge of  his  duties. 

Sec.  2.  He  shall  keep  a  faithful  and  accurate  record  of  all  the  proceed- 
ings of  Synod,  and  carefully  preserve  all  the  papers,  certificates  and  doc- 
uments of  the  Synod,  unless  otherwise  disposed  of  by  the  keeper  of  the 
archives  of  the  Synod.  The  Secretary  shall  also  attest  with  his  official 
signature  all  certificates  of  ordination,  and  all  resolutions  respecting  Min- 
isters, Delegates  or  Churches,  and  also  the  Minutes  of  this  Synod,  both  the 
written  and  printed  copies. 

Sec,  3.  He  shall  keep  a  correct  register  of  all  the  Ministers  of  this 
Synod,  arranged  according  to  their  age  in  office,  and  a  list  of  all  the  con- 
gregations belonging  to  the  Synod,  and  give  public  notice  of  the  time  and 
place  of  the  Synodical  meeting,  at  least  six  weeks  previous  to  the  time  of 
meeting. 

Sec.  4.    If,  during  the  recess  of  Synod,  the  Secretary  should  become 
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disqualified  to  hold  his  office,  should  he  depart  this  life,  or  cease  to  be  a 
a  member  of  this  Synod,  the  President  shall  take  charge  of  all  the  paper3 
or  property  of  Synod,  which  was  in  his  hands,  and  retain  it,  and  dischargo 
the  duties  of  the  office,  until  the  next  meeting  of  Synod,  and  an  election 
held  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

Article  III. — Of  the  Treasurer. 
Sec  1.    The  Treasurer  shall  tak<»  charge  of  all  the  moneys  belonging 
to  Synod  and  shall  keep  them  subject  to  order.    He  shall  present  at  each 
annual  meeting  of  Synod  a  detailed  and  faithful  account  of  the  state  of  the 
Treasury. 

Sec.  2.  An  order  from  the  President  attested  by  the  Secretary,  shall  be 
a  sufficient  voucher  for  him  to  pay  moneys  out  of  the  Treasury. 

Seo.  3.    The  Treasurer  is  also  to  see  to  the  printing  of  the  Minutes  that 

j  may  be  ordered  by  the  Synod,  and  distribute  them  to  each  of  the  Minister's 
respective  charges,  in  proportion  to  the  subscription  and  moneys  received 
by  Synod  from  them  for  that  purpose. 

Sec.  4.  Should  the  Treasurer  depart  this  life,  or  become  disqualified  to 
fill  his  office  in  any  way  during  the  recess  of  Synod,  the  Secretary  shall 
fake  charge  of  all  the  property  belonging  to  Synod  that  may  be  in  his  hands, 
and  discharge  the  duties  of  the  office  until  the  vacancy  is  filled  by  Synod. 
Article  IV. — Process  by  Synod  against  a  Minister. 
Sec  1.  As  the  honor  and  success  of  the  Gospel  depends  very  much  j 
upon  the  character  of  its  Ministers,  the  Synod  should  guard  with  the  ut- 
most care  and  impartiality  the  character  of  its  members.  No  Minister,  on 
account  of  his  office,  should  be  screened  from  the  hand  of  justice  ;  neither, 
on  the  other  hand,  should  scandelous  charges  be  received  or  circulated 

j     against  him  on  slight  and  uncertain  grounds. 

Sec.  2.  All  persons,  and  especially  christians,  should  be  very  cautious 
in  giving  credit  or  circulation  to  an  ill  report  of  any  person,  and  especially 
of  a  Minister  of  the  Gospel.  Should  any  member  of  the  Church  know  a 
Minister  to  be  guilty  of  aprivate,  censurable  fault,  he  should  warn  him  in 
privato  in  a  brotherly  manner.  [See  Matt,  xviii  15.]  If  this  prove  fruit- 
less, ho  should  apply  to  the  church  counsel  who  shall  admonish  the  accused 

!  according  to  the  above-named  text,  or  if  he  have  no  pastoral  charge,  be 
shall  report  him  to  the  President  of  Synod,  who  shall  admonish  the  erring 
brother.  If  he  still  will  not  hear,  he  must  be  reported  to  the  Synod,  to 
whose  decision  he  must  yield. 

Sec  3.  If  aMiniste5.be  guilty  of  gross  immorality,  or  guilty  of  teach- 
ing  erroneous  doctrines,  information  against  him  shall  be  lodged  with  the 
President.  If  this  be  done  within  three  months  of  the  next  meeting  of 
Synod,  he  shall  defer  the  matter  until  said  meeting.  Yet,  if  the  charge  be 
one  of  drunkenness,  lewdness,  circulating  fundamental  errors  in  doctrine,  or 
other  crimes,  he  shall  immediately  direct  the  accused  to  suspend  all  his 
ministerial  duties  until  his  case  be  decided. 

Sec.  4.    If  accusation  is  lodged  with  the  Presidfnt  at  an  earlier  date,  he 
shall,  if  the  charges  be  such  as  are  specified  in  the  third  section  of  this 
Article,  immediately  appoint  a  committee  of  investigation,  consisting  of  . 
three  ordained  Ministers  and  three  lay-members,  to  meet  without  delay,  at 
some  convenient  place,  and  institute  a  formal  investigation  of  the  case. 

I  The  President  shall  give  at  least  fifteen  days  notice  of  said  investigation, 
to  the  parties  concerned.    The  said  committee  shall  have  power  to  proceed 

|  and  hold  a  fair  and  impartial  investigation,  with  a  view  to  ascertain  the 
guilt  or  innocence  of  the  accused;  and  to  this  end  to  cite  any  church  mem- 
ber to  appear  before  them,  and  procure  other  witnesses  when  necessary. 

Sec.  o.^  If  the  accused  confess,  and  the  matter  be  base  and  flagitious,  tffl 
specified  in  the  third  section  of  this  article,  however  penitent  x»e  may  be, 
he  must,  for  the  present,  be  immediately  suspended  frcmtJie  exercise  oi  his 
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office,  and  if  deemed  necessary,  a  time  may  be  appointed  for  him  to  public- 
ly confess  to  the  Synod.  And  if  the  accused  dei.y  the  charge,  and  yet  en 
the  examination  of  the  evidence,  is  found  guilty,  the  committee  shall 
nevertheless  proceed  to  pass  sentence  upon  him. 

Sec.  6.  If  a  Minister,  accused  of  atrocious  crimes,  be  duly  notified,  and 
refuses  to  tttend  the  investigation,  he  shall  be  immediately  suspended  from 
the  exercise  of  all  ministerial  duties.  The  highest  punishment  that  can  be 
inflicted  by  a  committee  appointed  as  above  specified,  is  suspension  from 
clerical  functions;  and  this  sentence  is  to  be  reported  tc  the  next  session 
of  Synod,  and  remain  in  force  until  reversed  by  it.  And  any  Minister  in- 
tending to  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  committee  to  Synod,  shall  give 
notice  thereof  to  his  accusors,  within  three  weeks  after  the  decision  was 
made,  that  the  parties  may  be  prepared  lor  a  new  hearing. 

S&c.  7.  If  proceedure  against  an  accused  Minister  be  deferred,  as  spe- 
cified in  the  third  section  of  this  Article,  the  President  shall  immediately 
give  notice  to  the  parties  concerned,  that  they  may  be  prepared  for  an  in- 
vestigation at  the  next  meeting  of  Synod. 

Sec.  8.  If  an  accusation  against  a  Minister  be  made  immediately  to 
Synod,  and  the  Synod  be  in  possession  of  all  the  evidence,  they  may  imme- 
diately proceed  with  the  trial  ;  but  if  the  necessary  evidence  be  not  before 
Synod,  the  President  may  appoint  a  committee  of  investigation  as  above 
specified. 

Sec.  9.  If  a  Minister  be  found  guilty  of  drunkenness,  lewdness,  or  fun- 
damental errors  in  doctrine,  or  other  crimes,  his  sentence  of  suspension  shall 
not  be  removed  till  he  give  evidence  of  true  penitence  and  reform,  and  he 
can  be  restored  only  by  the  Synod. 

Sec  10.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  of  Synod  to  notify 
the  Elders  of  said  congregation  that  he  has  been  deposed,  ar.d  warn  them 
against  his  continuance.  And  should  any  congregation  in  our  connection 
employ  or  continue  a  person  as  Pastor,  or  as  their  Minister,  who  is  under 
sentence  of  suspension  or  exclusion,  its  connection  with  Synod  shall  be 
dissolved. 

Article  V. — Admission  of  3Iinisters. 
Sec.  1.  Any  person,  making  application  to  this  Synod,  as  an  applicant 
for  the  ministry,  must  be  of  hopeful  piety  and  good  character,  and  shall 
place  himself  under  the  special  care  of  same  Minister  in  connection  with 
this  Synod,  under  whose  direction  he  may  be  allowed  to  preach  and 
catechise. 

Sec.  2.  When  an  applicant  is  presented  to  Synod  by  one  or  more  con- 
gregations, for  ordination,  he  shall  be  examined  in  reference  to  his  literary 
and  theological  attainments,  and  if  the  examination  be  satisfactory  to  the 
committee  and  the  Synod,  he  shall  be  ordained  to  the  office  of  the  ministry 
by  a  committee  appointed  for  that  purpose — the  ordination  to  be  conducted 
according  to  our  Liturgy. 

Sec.  3.  When  an  ordained  Minister  of  any  other  religious  denomination 
makes  application  to  be  received  in  connection  with  this  Synod,  he  must  be 
required  to  acknowledge  the  confessional  basis  of  our  Synod.  The  concur- 
ence  of  two-Thirds  of  the  members  of  any  regular  meeting  of  Synod,  shall 
be  required,  upon  the  reception  of  any  ordained  Minister,  or  a  candidate  for 
ordination. 

Article  VI.— Order  of  Business  in  Synod. 
Sec.  1,   At  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  meeting,  the  members  pres- 
ent shall  assemble,  and  if  five  ordained  Ministers  and  five  lay-delegates  be 
present  they  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Srt^tTsenc'Tf  botC  by  one  oflho  older  Ministers  present.  And  „c 
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ry  successive  session  shall  be  opened  and  closed  with  singing  and  prayer. 

Sec.  3.  The  Secretary  shall  then  call  the  Clerical  Roll  of  this  Synod, 
!      and  note  the  absentees. 

Sec.  4.  The  lay-delegates  shall  then  present  their  certificates  of  elec- 
tion, and  their  names  shall  be  registered  by  the  Secretary  as  members  of 
Synod. 

Sec.  5.  The  President  shall  read  his  Annual  Report,  as  the  last  official 
act  of  his  office,  and  then  announce  the  election  of  officers  for  the  ensuing 
year,  the  election  then  to  take  place. 

Sr.c.  6.  The  admission  of  dele-gates  from  other  eclesiastical  bodies,  and 
advisory  members  may  be  received. 

Sec.  7.  The  Minutes  of  the  last  session  of  Synod  may  be  read  ;  and 
all  papers  and  documents  intended  for  this  Synod,  may  be  handed  in,  and 
verbal  notice  given  of  any  important  business,  intended  to  be  brought  before 
Synod. 

Sec.  8.    If  the  number  of  papers  laid  before  Synod  be  large,  they  may, 
j     by  the  President,  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  a  committee,  to  be  classed  and 
numbered  according  to  the  nature  of  their  contents  ;  however,  if  the 
number  be  small,  the  President  may  assort  and  appropriately  refer  them  to 
any  of  the  standing  committees,  which  he  may  now  appoint : 

I.  On  the  President's  Report. 

II.  On  unfinished  business  of  last  Synod.  % 

III.  On  Treasurer's  Report. 

IV.  On  letters  and  petitions. 

V.  On  examination  of  candidates  for  the  Ministry. 

j     As  many  special  committees  may  be  appointed  as  the  exigencies  of  any 
case  may  require. 

Sec.  0.  The  vacant  congregations  may  be  inquired  into,  and  provision 
j     made  for  them. 

The  report  of  committees  may  be  heard  and  acted  upon  at  any  time,  and 
the  intervals  may  be  filled  up  by  th-j  succeeding  items  and  promiscuous 
J  business. 

Sec.  10.  Each  Minister  in  connection  with  this  Synod,  shall  give  in  his 
Parochial  Report,  which  may  be  read  before  Synod,  and  shall  embrace  the 
usual  items,  and  any  others  the  Synod  may  at  any  time  require. 

Sec.  11.  Election  of  delegates  to  eclesiastical  bodies  in  correspond- 
j     enee  with  this  Synod. 

Sec.  12.  The  time  and  place  of  holding  the  next  session  of  Synod  : 
the  place  determined  by  ballot,  and  time  by  resolution. 

Sec.  13.  Should  any  of  the  officers  of  Synod  be  absent  from  Synod, 
they  shall  send  their  reports,  with  the  documents  which  may  have  come  to 
their  hands  during  the  interval  of  Synod.  And  in  case  of  their  absence 
during  the  sessions  of  the  meeting,  others  may  be  chosen  pro  tempore. 

Sec.  14.  Any  of  the  foregoing  regulations  maybe  altered  or  amended, 
at  any  regular  sessions  of  Synod,  by  the  concurring  vote  of  two-thirds  of 
the  members  present,  after  having  given  notice  of  such  amendment  at 
the  previous  session  of  Synod. 

Ssc  15.  Dismission  of  Synod  by  the  President,  with  appropriate 
religious  service.

MINUTES. 


Pursuant  to  a  resolution  the  Evan.  Lutheran  Tenn.  Synod 
met  in  its  42d  annual  convention  in  Grace.  Church,  Catawba 
Co.,  N.  C,  on  Saturday  before  the  first  Sunday  of  Octobor,  A. 
D ,  1862. 

Saturday  and  Sunday  were  devoted  to  religious  services. 

On  Saturday  a  large  congregation  having  assembled,  the 
President,  Rev.  A.  Efird,  delivered  the  Synodical  sermon  from 
Mat.  3  : 16  17.  After  a  recess  he  was  followed  by  Rev.  T.  Moaer, 
who  preached  from  Heb.  12  : 1.  At  early  candle  lighting  Rev. 
J.  E/  Seneker  preached  from  Heb.  12  :  14. 

At  an  early  hour  on  Sunday,  the  religious  services  were  re- 
sumed, and  Rev.  «f.  R.  Peterson  preached  a  sacramental  sermon 
from  Luke  22  :  19  20;  immediately  succeeding  which  confession 
and  absolution,  were  solemnized,  and  the  Lord's  Supper  admin- 
istered to  a  very  large  number  of  communicants. 

After  a  recess,  Rev.  R.  C.  Henkel  preached  from  2  Pet.  1 : 
2  4.  The,  largo  and  attentive  audience  was  then  dismissed 
with  the  Apostolic  Benediction,  seeming,  to  have  -  been  deeply 
interested  in,  and  impressed  with,  the  solemn  truths  delivered 


Synod  was  called  to  order  by  the  President,  and  the  exer- 
cises thereof  introduced  by  him  with  appropriate  religious 
services.

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The  President  read  the  following  report,  viz  : 

PRESIDENT'S  ANNUAL  REPORT. 
-Dear  Brethren  : — Another  ecclesiastical  year  has  passed, 
and  through  the  merciful  kindness  uf  our  Heavenly  Father, 
we  ar$  permitted  to  assemble  once  more  in  Synodical  Conven- 
tion.   The  return  of  these  annual  meetings  brings  pleasures  to 
our  hearts  and  refreshments  to  our  souls.    Toiling  from  year 
io  year  in  our  Master's  vineyard,  at  our  respective  'posts  of 
duty;  we  are  here  permitted,  once  a  year  to  see -each  other, 
to  press  the  hand  of  friendship  and  brotherly  love  : — t  >  inquire 
after  each  other's  welfare,  to  sympathize  in  each  other's  joys; 
as  well -as  sorrows,  to  encourage  e&vh  other  to  perseverance  in 
our  labors  ol  love,  and  to  unite  our  counsels  and»our  prayers 
in  devising  means  for  the  promotion  of  the  best  interests  of 
our  beloved  Zion.    Merged  as  we  are,  in  a  war  of  self  defence, 
for  the  preservation  of  our  religious,  social  and  political  liber- 
ties ;  a  number  of  our  clerical  brethren,  with  lay  delegates  from 
their  respective  charges,  have  boen  prevented  from  being  with" 
us,  and  participating  in  our  deliberations.    And  while  this  is 
so,  and  while  we  muck  regret  tb 9  absence  of  our  brethren,  we 
look  upon  the  cause  in  which  our  country  is  engaged,  as  being 
a  just  one,  and  in  the  hands  of  God,  and  if  faithful  to  him,  and 
to  the  country,  we  need  have  no  fear  as  to  the  result.  And 
though  our  country  is  most  ten  ibly  scourged  "by  this  cruel  and 
ungodly  war,  (in  which  the  Church  shares  largely),  and  by 
which  hundreds  and  thousands  have  been  hurled  into  eternity, 
to  await  their  final  reward  at  the  judgment  seat  ol  Christ, 
we  should  not  be  despondent,  but  with  confidence,  remember 
.the  promises  and  manifestations,  the  Lord  has  made  to 'his  peo- 
ple in  granting  them  deliverance  from  the  greatest  afflictions, 
yet  while  we  look  upon  the  Lord  as  being  on  our  side  politically, 
and  notwithstanding  the  success  of  our  arms  against  a  reckless 
foe;  the  losses,  trials  and  bereavements  experienced  by  our 
people  more  or  less  m  all  portions  of  our  country,  bring  the 
conclusion  that  the  Lord  is  holding  a  controversy  with  his  peo- 
ple, and  with  all  nations  of  the  earth.    Hence,  as  his  children 
we  should  bocome  more  humble,  penitent  and  believing,  look- 
ing to  him  as  o.ur  wisdom,  righteousness  and  holiness.  And 
as  ministers  of  the-  gospel  of  peace,  and  as  members  of  his 
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kingdom,  wearo  loudly  called  to  fulfill  our  duties  to  the  Church 
whose  interests  ar6  involved  in  this  national  calamity.  And 
while  rejoicing  in  the  manifestations  of  God's  power  in  our 
.  behalf  politically,  we  should  not  fail  properly  to  appreciate  our, 
spiritual  and  religious  privileges.  In  faith,  and  with  hearts 
of  gratitude  should  we  look  to  God,  who  is  our  power  and  our 
might;  and  invoke  ^the  aid  of^that  Spirit  which  alone  can 
direct  us  aright  in  a!l  our  deliberations,  and  bestow  the  grace 
we  nted  to  devise  such  measures  as  will  promote  the  interests 
of  the  Church.  And  while  we  should  bow  submissively  to  the 
rod  of  affliction,  we  have  much  room  to  be  thankful  for  divine 
favors.  The  past  year  has,  upon  the  whole,  brought  its  mer- 
cies as  well  as  its  chastisements.  The  lives  of  all  our  minis- 
ters h'lve  been  spared.  The  fruits  of  the  land,  though  perhaps 
less  abundant  than  in  previous  years,  affords  a  competency  for 
our  sustenance.  The  Lord  has  also  blessed  us  with  reasonable 
healtb,  our  congregations  have  been  generally  supplied  with  a 
stated  ministry,  and  have  been  nourished  by  the  gospel  and 

other  means  of  grace. 

I  have  nothing  of  an  official  character  to  report.  I  have  re- 
ceived but  one  document  for  the  Synod,  the  minutes  of  the 
South  Carolina  Synod,  which  I  will  herewith  present. 

1  have  but  few  suggestions  to  make. 

In  reference  to  the  anticipated  or  postponed  convention  of 
the  Lutheran  Church  South,  I  would  recommend  that  commis- 
sioners be  continued  to  said  convention.  * 

And  as  the  want  of  a*  religious  newspaper  is  greatly  felt  by 
our  people,  I  would  recommend  that  if  practicable  our  Synod 
do  something  in  this  direction.  And  1  would  also  recommend 
that  during  the  sitting  of  our  Synod  some  time  be  set  apart, 
especially,  for  humiliation  and  prayer,  in  behalf  of  our  country, 
the  protection  of  our  southern  arms,  and  a  final  deliverance 
from  our  present  troubles. 

In  conclusion,  I  have  only  to  say,  as  we  have  met  to  delib- 
erate on  subjects  connected  with  the  best  interests  of  the 
Church,  let  us  reraomber  the  Apostolic  injunction,  "Be  of  one 
mind,  and  the  God  ef  love  and  peace  shall  bo  with  you." 

I  now  return  to  you  the  chair,  with  my  sincere  thank's  for 
the  confidence  and  for  bearance  exorcised  towards  me,  praying 
that  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  may  direct  you  in  the  choice 
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of  a  presiding  officer,  and  preserve  peace  and  barmony  in  all 
your  deliberations.    Amen.  A.  JEFIRD.

It  being  in  order,  the  following  subjects  were  proposed  for 
discussion  at  some  future  time  during  the  sessions  of  Synod, 
Yiz  ;  1st.  Is  it  right  and  proper  to  baptize  the  children,  of  Pa- 
rents who  are  members  of  no  church  ?  2nd.  To  what  extent 
is  it  right  to  make  ardent  spirits  ?  3d.  The  propriety  of  uni- 
*  formity  in  church  customs. 

Synod  now  took  a  recess,  during  which  time  Rev.  T.  Crouso 
preached  from  Tit.  2:  11  13. 

Note.— The  President,  no  doubt,  was  not  apprized  of  the  death  of 
Rev.  A.  Costner. 

SECOND  SESSION. 

Monday,  2  o'clock,  P.  M. 

Synod  resumed  business.

No.  5  is  a  memorial  from  New  Jerusalem  church,  Davidson 
co.,  .N.  C,  protesting  against  any  unkm  oi  this  Synod'  with  a 
contemplated  General  Synod  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  tho 
Copfoderate  States. 

No.  6  and  7,  aro  petitions  from  Mt.  Moriah  and  Phanuors 
churches,  Rowan  co.,  N.'C,  praying  for  the  examination  and 
ordination  of  br.  L.  A.  Fox,  to  the  order  of  Deacon.

Whereas,  Synod  has  been  called  upon  log've  an  expression 
of  opinion  an  the  subject  of  tho  manutacturo  of  ardent  spirits 
by  church  members; 

Therefore,  in  view  of  tho  great  quantity,  and  tho  great 
abuso  of  its  manufacture,  and  tho  great  reproach  it  brings 
on  tho  christian  church,  when  made  by  church  members;  we 
being  in  Synod  assembled,  and  being  only  an  advisory  body, 
would  earnestly  advise  the  brethren  in  connection  with  this 
Synod,  to  discontinue  the  manufacture  and  tho  traffic  in  ardent 
spirits  as  being  inconsistent  with  a  christian  life. 

On*motion,  tne  minutes  are  to  bo  printed,  and  three  copies 
sent  to  each  ministor. 

On  motion,  when  Synod  adjourns,  it  adjourn  to  meet  in 
St.  John's  Church,  Catawba  county,  N.  C,  on  Saturday  before 
the  Third  Sunday  of  October,  1863. 

At^this  period,  tho  Rev.  M.  J.  Stirowalt  resigned  his  Secre- 
taryship, and  Rev.  P.  C.  Henkle  was  appointed  to  proparo 
tho  minutes  for  the  press. 

Tho  Rev.  J.  R.  Peterson  was  called  upon  to  givo  an  ex- 
pression of  thanks  in  behalf  cf  this  Synod,  to  the  people  of 


this  community,  for  their  kindness  and  hospitality  manifested 
.towards  us,  during  our  stay  among  them. 

Synod  then  adjourned,  (to  meet  as  above  indicated,)  with 
singing,  and  prayer  by  Rev.  T.  Moser. 


As  I-was  appointed  to  prepare  the  Minutes  for  the  press,  and  as  the 
manuscript  came  into  my  hands  in  part,  as  disconnected  fragments,  and 
also  a  part  entirely  wanting,.  I  consider  it  due  to  myself  to  state,  that  I 
did  the  best  I  could  to  get  it  into  intelligible  form  ;  but  under  existing 
circumstances,  I  felt  myself  bound  to  record  every  tiling  as  near  as  possible 
in  the  form  in  which  it  came  into  my  hands,  and  the  consequence  is,  it 
must  appear  before  the  public  accompanied  with  many  inaccuracies,  and 
also,  in  many  places,  obscure  in  sense.  And  as  the  Secretary  failed  to 
give  notice  of  three  sermons  preached  during  Synod,  and  as  I  did  not 
hear  the  sermon  on  Sjinday  evening,  and  do  not  recollect  the  texts  of  the 
other  two,  I  will  simply  state  that  Revs.  J.  M.  Stirewalt  preached  on 
Sunday  evening,  E.  E.  Smyrc  on  Monday  evening,  and  'J.  M.  Smith 
Tuesday,  12  o'clock. 

Since  Synod  adjourned,  I  received  an  obituary  notice,  prepared  by  bro. 
J,  R.  Peterson,  and  most  cheerfully  connect,  it  with  this  document,  in 
memory  of  onr  venerable  Father,  the  Rev.  Jacob  Costncr.

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OBIT  UAH  Y. 

The  Eev.  Jacob*  Costner  was  born  August  27th,  1788,  and 
departed  this  mortal  life  March  the  19tb,  1862,  at  the  advanced 
ego  of  72  years,  7  months,  and  2  days.  He  intermarried 
with  Mary  Ann  Ktjdistll,  December  the  10th;  1810,  who 
bore  him  ten  children,  five  of  whom  preceded  him  to  Eternity. 

Mr.  Costner  was  born  of  pious  parents  who  dedicated  their 
son  to  God  in  infancy,  by  tho  Sacrament  of  Holy  Baptism, 
and  at  an  early  age  he  was  admitted  to  full  communion  with 
the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  by  the  rite  of  confirmation. 
In  Mr.  Costner's  early  life,  the  scarcity  of  Ministers  in  tho 
Lutheran  Church  was  very  great,  and  he  was  ordained  to  the 
office  of  Deacon,  as  it  was  then  established  in  the.  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Tennessee  Synod,  but  from  causes  not  clearly  un- 
derstood by  the  writer,  he  never  laboured* ii?  the  ministry. 
Mr.  Costner  was  warmly  attached  to  the  church  of  his  fath- 
ers, and  "was  active  in  the  performance  of  whatever  he  con- 
sidered his  duty,  and  so  long  as  strength  permitted,  his  place 
in  the  congregation  was  never  vacant;  but  for  a  number  of 
years  before  bis  death,  his  strength  so  far  failed,  as. to  pre- 
yent  his  regular  attendance  upon  the  public  ministrations  of 
the  gospel.  His,  concern,  however,  tor  the  prosperity  of  the 
church  continued  unabated,  and  as  he  neared  the  grave,  his 
prospects  for  heaven  grew  brighter.  The  writer  visited  him 
during  th*e  somewhat  protracted  and  painful  sickness  which 
terminated  his  earthly  existence,  and  had  opportunities  of 
hearing  from  him  expressions  of  a  well-grounded  hope  of 
acceptance  with  God. 
P  In  all  the  relations  of  life,  Mr.  Costner  was  exemplary. 
He  was  an  affectionate  husband,  a  kind  and  indulgent  father, 
and  a  useful  citizen. 
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MINUTES. 


Pursuant  to  a  resolution  the  Evan.  Lutheran  Tenn.  Synod 
met  in  its  42d  annual  convention  ia  Grace  Church,  Catawba 
Co.,  N.  C,  on  Saturday  before  the  first  Sunday  of  Octobor,  A. 
D  ,  1862. 

Saturday  and  Sunday  were  devoted  to  religious  services. 

On  Saturday  a  large  congregation  having  assembled,  the 
President,  Rev.  A.  Efird,  delivered  the  Synodical  sermon  from 
Mat.  3  : 16  17.  After  a  recess  he  was  followed  by  Rev.  T.  Moser, 
who  preached  from  Heb.  12  :  1.  At  early  candle  lighting  Rev. 
J.  E.  Seneker  preached  from  Heb.  12  :  14. 

At  an  early  hour  on  Sunday,  the  religious  services  were  re- 
sumed, and  R3v.  J.  R.  Peterson  preached  a  sacramental  sermon 
from  Luke  22  :  19  20;  immediately  succeeding  which  confession 
and  absolution  were  solemnized,  and  the  Lord's  Supper  admin- 
istered to  a  very  large  number  of  communicants. 

After  a  recess,  Rev.  R.  C.  Henkei  preached  from  2  Pet.  1 : 
2  4.  The  large  and  attentive  audience  was  then  dismissed 
with  the  Apostolic  Benediction,  seeming  to  have  been  deeply 
interested  in,  and  impressed  with,  the  solemn  truths  delivered 
them.

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The  President  read  the  following  report,  viz  : 
PRESIDENT'S  ANNUAL 

Dear  Brethren  : — Another  ecclesiastical  year  has  passed, 
and  throcgh  the  merciful  kindness  uf  our  Heavenly  Father, 
we  are  permitted  to  assemble  once  more  in  Synodieal  Conven- 
tion. The  return  of  these  annual  meetings  brings  pleasures  to 
our  hearts  and  refreshments  to  our  souls.  Toiling  fiom  year 
io  year  in  cur  Master's  vineyard,  at  cur  respective  posts  of 
duty ;  we  are  here  permitted,  once  a  year  to  see  each  other, 
to  press  the  hand  of  friendship  and  brother!}'  love  : — to  inquire 
after  each  other's  welfare,  to  sympathize  in  each  other's  joys;  * 
as  wreil  as  sorrows,  to  encourage  each  other  to  perseverance  in 
our  labors  of  love,  and  to  unite  our  counsels  and  our  prayers 
in  devising  means  for  the  promotion  of  the  best  interests  of 
our  beloved  Zion.  Merged  as  we  are,  in  a  war  of  self  defence, 
for  the  preservation  of  our  religious,  social  and  political  liber- 
ties ;  a  number  of  our  clerical  brethren,  with  lay  delegates  from 
their  respective  charges,  have  boen  prevented  from  being  with 
us,  and  participating  in  our  deliberations.  And  while  this  is 
so,  and  while  we  much  regret  the  absence  of  our  brethren,  we 
look  upon  the  cause  in  which  our  country  is  engaged,  as  being 
a  just  one,  and»in  the  hands  of  God,  andif  faithful  to  hi'v.  and 
to  the  country,  we  need  have  no  fear  as  to  the  resu1  ■  -  nd 
though.our  country  is  most  terribly  scourged  by  this  cruel  and 
ungodly  war,  (iu  which  too  Church  shares  largely),  aq  f 
which  hundreds  and  thousands  have  been  hurled  into  eternity, 
to  await  their  final  reward  at  the  judgment  seat  ot  Christ, 
we  should  not  be  despondent,  bat  with  confidence,  remember 
the  promises  and  manifestations,  the  Lord  has  made  to  his  peo-. 
pie  in  granting  them  deliverance  from  the  greatest  afflictions, 
yet  while  we  look  upon  the  Lord  as  being  on  our  side  politically, 
and  notwithstanding  the  success  of  our  arms  against  a  reckless 
foe  ;  the  losses,  trials  and  bereavements  experienced  by  our 
people  more  or  less  in  ail  portions  of  our  country,  bring  ...  j 
conclusion  that  the  Lord  is  holding  a  controversy  witU  Iris  peo- 
ple, and  with  all  nations  of  the  earth.  Hence,  as  his  children 
wo  should  become  more  humble,  penitent  and  believing,  look- 
ing to  him  as  our  wisdom,  righteousness  and  holiness.  And 
as  ministers  of  the  gospel  of  peace,  and  as  members  of  bis 


kingdom,  weare  loudly  called  to  fulfill  our  duties  to  the  Church 
whose  interests  are  involved  in  this  national  calamity.  And 
whi'e  rejoicing  in  the  manifestations  of  God's  power  in  our 
behalf  politically,  wo  should  not  fail  properly  to  appreciate  our 
spiritual  and  religious  privileges.  In  faith,  and  with  hearts 
of  gratitude  should  we  look  to  God,  who  is  our  power  and  our 
might ;  and  invoke  the  aid  of  that  Spirit  which  alone  can 
direct  us  aright  in  a  1  our  deliberations,  and  bestow  the  grace 
we  need  to  devise  such  measures  a3  will  promote  the  interests 
of  the  Church.  And  while  we  should  bow  submissively  to  the 
rod  of  affliction,  wo  have  much  room  to  be  thankful  for  divine 
#  favors.  The  past  year  has,  upon  the  whole,  brought  its  mer- 
cies as  well  as  its  chastisements.  The  lives  of  all  our  minis- 
ters hive  been  spared.  The  fruits  of  the  land,  though  perhaps 
less  abundant  than  in  previous  years,  affords  a  competency  for 
our  sustenance.  The  Lord  has  also  blessed  us  with  reasonable 
health,  our  congregations  have  been  generally  supplied  with  a 
stated  ministry,  and  have  been  nourished  by  the  gospel  and 
other  means  of  grace. 

1  have  nothing  of  an  official  character  to  report.  I  have  re- 
ceived but  one  document  for  the  Synod,  the  minutes  of  the 
South  Carolina  Synod,  which  I  will  herewith  present.

4V  Lutheran  Church  South,  I  would  recommend  that  commis- 
sion is  be  continued  to  said  convention. 

And  as  the  want  of  a  religious  newspaper  is  greatly  felt  by 
our  people,  I  would  recommend  that  if  practicable  our  Synod 
do  something  in'  this  direction.  And  1  would  also  recommend 
that  during  the  sitting  of  our  Synod  some  time  be  set  apart, 
especially,  for  humiliation  and  prayer,  in  behalf  of  our  country, 
the  protection  of  our  southern  arms,  and  a  final  deliverance 
from  our  present  troubles. 
^  In  conclusion,  I  have  only  to  say,  as  we  have  met  to  delib- 
erate on  subjects  connected  with  the  best  interests  of  the 
Church,  let  us  remember  the  Apostolic  injunction,  "Be  of  one 
mind,  and  the  God  of  love  and  peace  shall  bo  with  you." 

I  now  return  to  you  the  chair,  with  my  sincere  thanks  for 
the  confidence  and  forbearance  exercised  towards  me,  praying 
that  tlie  Great  Head  of  the  Church  may  direct  you'in  the  choice 
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of  a  presiding  officer,  and  preserve  pcaco  and  harmony  in  all 
your  deliberations.    Amen.  .  A.  EFIRD.

Therefore,  in  view  of  tho  great  quantity,  and  the  great 
abuso  of  its  manufacture,  and  tho  great  reproach  it  brings 
on  the  christian  church,  when  made  by  church  members;  we  . 
being  in  Synod  assembled,  and  being  only  an  advisory  body, 
4  would  earnestly  advise  the  brethren  in  connection  with  this 
Synod,  to  discontinue  the  manufacture  and  the  traffic  in  ardent 
spirits  as  boing  inconsistent  with  a  christian  life. 

On  motion,  tne  minutes  are  to  be  printed,  and  three  copies 
sent  to  each  minister. 

On  ^ motion,  when  Synod  adjourns,  it  adjourn  to  meet  in 
St.  John's  Church,  Catawba  county,  N.  C,  on  Saturday  before 
the  Third  Sunday  of  October,  1803. 

At  this  period,  the  Rev.  M.  J.  Stircwalt  resigned  his  Secre- 
taryship, and  Rev.  P.  C.  Ilenkle  was  appointed  to  prepare  • 
tho  minutes  for  the  press. 

Tho  Rev.  J.  R.  Peterson  was  called  upon  to  give  an  ex- 
pression of  (hacks  in  behalf  cf  this  Synod,  to  the  pcoplo  of 


this  community,  for  their  kindness  and  hospitality  manifested 
towards  us,  during  our  6tay  among  them. 

S}rnod  then  adjourned,  (to  meet  as  abovo  indicated,)  with 
singing,  and  prayer  by  Rev.  T  Moser. 


As  I  was  appointed  to  prepare  the  Minutes  for  the  press,  and  as  the 
manuscript  came  into  my  hands  in  part,  as  disconnected  fragments,  and 
also  a  part  entirely  wanting,  I  consider  it  due  to  myself  to  state,  that  I 
did  the  best  I  could  to  get  it  into,  intelligible  form  ;  but  under  existing 
circumstances,  I  felt  myself  bound  to  record  every  thing  as  near  as  possible 
in  the  form  in  which  it  came  into  my  hands,  and  the  consequence  is,  it 
must  appear  before  the  public  accompaified  with  many  inaccuracies,  and 
also,  in  many  places,  obscure  in  sense.  And  as  the  Secretary  failed  to 
give  notice  of  three  sermons  preached  during  Synod,  and  as  I  did  not 
heir  the  sermon  on  Sunday  evening,  and  do  not  recollect  ther  texts  of  the 
other  two,  I  will  simply  state  that  Revs.  J.  M.  Stirewalt  preached  on 
Sunday  evening,  E.  E.  Smyre  on  Monday  evening,  and  J.  M.  Smith 
Tuesday,  12  o'clock. 

Since  Synod  adjourned,  I  received  an  obituary  notice,  prepared  by  bro. 
J.  R.  Peterson,  and  most  cheerfully  connect  it  with  this  document,  in 
memory  of  our  ,  venerable  Father,  the  Rev.  Jacob  Costner.

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OBITUAKY. 

Tho  Rev.  Jacob  Costner  was  b.orn  August  27tb,  1788,  and 
departed  thisnnortal  life  March  the  19th,  1862,  at  tho  advanced 
age  of  72  years,  7  months,  and  2  days.    He  intermarried 
with  Mary  Ann  Kudisill,  December  the  10th;  1810,  who . 
bore  him  ten  children,  five  of  whom  preceded  him  to  Eternity. 

Mr.  Costner  was  born  of  pious  parents^who  dedicated  their 
son  to  God  in  infancy,  by  the  Sacrament  of  flo^^ptism, 
and  at  an  early  ago  he  was  admitted  to  full  communion  with 
the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  by  the  rito  of  confirmation. 
In  Mr.  Costner's  early  lifo,  tho  scarcity  of  Ministers  in  the 
Lutheran  Church  was  very  great,  and  he  was.  ordained  to  the 
office  of  Deacon,  as  it  was  then  established  in  tho  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Tennessee  Synod,  but  from  causes  not  clearly  un- 
derstood by  the  writer,  he  never  laboured  in  the  ministry. 
Mr.  Costner  was  warmly  attached  to  the  church  of  his  fath- 
ers, and  was  active  in  the  performance  of  whatever  he  con  -  ' 
sidered  his  duty,  and  so  long  as  strength  permitted,  his  place 
in  the  congregation  was  never  vacant;  but  for  a  number  of 
•  years  before  his  death,  his  strength  so  far  failed,  as  to  pre- 
vent his  regular  attendance  upon  tho  public  ministrations' of 
the  gospel.  His  concern,  however,  lor  the  prosperity  of  the 
church  continued  unabated,  and  as  he  neared  the  grave,  his 
prospects  for  heaven  grew  brighter.  The  writer  visited  him 
during  the  somewhat  protracted  and  painful  sickness  which 
terminated  his  earthly  existence,  and  had  opportunities  o: 
hearing  from  him  expressions  'of  a  well-grounded  hope  0- 
acceptance  with  God. 

In  all  the  relations  of  life,  Mr.  Costner  was  exemplary. 
He  was  an  affectionate  husband,  a  kind  and  indulgent  father, 
and  a  useful  citizen.

That  a  session  of  synod  convene  at  Zion  church,  on  Saturday  before  the 
4th  Sunday  in  March,  1864,  at  which  time  it  is  contemplated  to  consider 
the  propriety  or  impropriety  of  adopting  the  Constitution  submitted  to 
synod  at  her  session  in  1860/ with  such  suitable  amendments  as  may  be 
agreed  upon,  which  shall  then  be  printed  and  submitted  to  the  different 
congregations,  in  connection  with  the  Tennessee  synod  for  their  approval, 
amendment  or  rejection. 

We,  the  ministers  and  lay-delegates  of  the  present  synod,  unanimously 
and  most  earnestly  en  feat  the  ministers  and  congregations,  not  represent- 
ed in  the  present  session  of  synod,  seriously  to  consider  this  matter,  and 
such  ministers  to  be  present,  and  such  congregations  to  be  represented, 
each,  by  one  lay-delegate.

The  committee,  to  propose  a  plan  to  carry  on  Missionary  labors  in  the 
army,  made  the  following 

REPORT  :  Whereas,  this  Synod  is  fully  aware  of  the  great  necessity 
of  doing  something  to  supply  our  own  soldiers  in  the  Confederate  Army 
with  the  preaching  of  the  Gospel  by  our  ministers, 

1st.  Resolved,  That  we  establish  an  Army  Mission  in  the  following  man- 
ner :  Let  as  many  ministers  in  connection  with  this  synod  as  will  subscribe 
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this  resolution,  be  obligated  to  perform  missionary  labors  in  the  Confede- 
rate army,  for  the  period  of  one  month  in  each  year,  if  our  funds  and  the 
situation  of  the  army  will  permit. 

2d.  Resolved,  That  two  ministers  go  at  the  same  time,  and  that  in  rota- 
tion, being  chosen  by  lot  at  each  annual  meeting  of  synod. 

3d.  Resolved,  That  their  expenses,  at  least,  be  defrayed  by  donations 
obtained  from  the  congregations  by  solicitation. 

4th.  Resolved,  That  those  ministers,  having  performed  such  missionary 
visits  as  herein  required,  shall  make  a  return  of  their  traveling  expenses  to 
a  Treasurer  hereinafter  provided,  who  shall  pay  said  expenses  out  of  the 
funds  he  may  have  in  hands  for  said  purpose. 

5th.  Resolved,  That  a  Treasurer  be  appointed  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
receive  such  money  as  may  be  collected  for  the  purpose  herein  stated. 

6th.  Resolved,  That  it  be  the  duty  of  the  ministers,  associated  with  this 
enterprise,  to  take  up  collections  in  their  several  congregations,  semi-annu- 
ally ;  and  that  they  forward  said  collections  to  the  Treasurer.

Our  brethren  in  the  army  will  give  note  to  this,  and  communicate  their 
whereabouts  to  Rev.  P.  C.  Henkel,  Newton,  N.  C.

Resolved,  That  1500  copies  of  our  Minutes  be  printed,  and  that  an  essay, 
viz  :  "  A  few  Fragments  on  Regeneration,"  by  the  late  Rev.  David  Hen- 
kel, be  appended. 

Synod  now  adjourned  till  to-morrow  morning. 

LAST  SESSION. 

Wednesday,  A.  M. 

Synod  was  opened  by  Rev.  T.  Moser,  by  singing  and  prayer.  The  roll 
was  called,  and  the  Minutes  read  and  adopted.

A.  Fox,  from  Isaiah  in]  10.  After  this  discourse,  the  President  returned 
a  vote  of  thanks,  and,  by  singing  and  prayer,  adjourned  the  Synod  to  meet 
at  the  time  and  place  appointed,

A  TEEATISE, 

OK  A  FEW 

FRAGMENTS  ON  REGENERATION, 

By  DAVID  HE&KEL. 
FRAGMENT  I. 

Regeneration  relates  us  to  God,  so  that  we  are  his  children.  We  are  made 
his  children  by  faith,  by  which  Christ's  righteousness  is  imputed.  The  dif- 
ference behceen  an  imputed  righteousness  and  holiness,  and  righteous  and 
holy  principles  implanted  in  our  hearts,  shewn. 

By  Nature  we  are  "  without  Christ,  aliens  from  the  commonwealth  of 
Israel,  and  strangers  from  the  covenants  of  promise,  we  have  no  hope,  and 
are  without  God  in  the  world."  Eph.  ii,  12.  In  this  state  we  are  truly 
miserable,  for  without  God  there  is  no  substantial  happintss.  In  order  to 
obtain  such  happiness,  we  must  sustain  a  new  relation  to  God,  and  become 
his  children.  By  our  natural  birth  we  have  Adam's  nature,  which  is  de- 
filed with  sin,  Rom.  v,  12,  and  thus  are  destitute  of  righteousness  and  ho- 
liness. Being  transgressors,  we  are  under  the  curse  of  the  law;,  judgment 
has  been  passed  upon  us  unto  condemnation.  Rom.  v.  18.  Condemned 
by  the  law,  we  are  by  no  means  entitled  to  receive  the  gifts  of  the  Spirit, 
which  might  arrest  our  wicked  desires  in  their  pernicious  progress,  and 
restore  new  and  holy  principles.  Before  this  can  take  place  we  must  be 
made  children,  so  that  we  may  be  heirs;  but  a  child  pre-supposes  a  birth; 
hence  to  become  a  child  of  God,  and  to  be  born  again,  are  phrases  of  a 
synonymous  import. 

But  are  we  not  the  children  of  God  by  creation  ?  are  wo  not  his  off- 
spring ?  Acts  xvii,  28,  29.  It  must  be  admitted,  that  although  we  are 
fallen  creatures ;  nevertheless  God  is  our  creator  and  preserver,  and  are 
possessed  of  the  faculty  of  reason,  and  are  thus  superior  to  the  brute  cre- 
ation.   Our  reasoning  faculty  is  susceptible  of  receiving  illumination  from 
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God :  for  otherwise  a  divine  revelation  would  be  utterly  useless  to  us. — 
This  shews  that  a  vestige  of  God's  image,  in  which  man  was  first  created, 
still  remains.  God  possesses  a  supreme  reason,  or  an  infinite  understand- 
ing and  wisdom.  Man,  therefore,  even  in  his  fallen  state,  possessing  a  ra- 
tional faculty,  imitates  his  creator,  and  is  thus  his  offspring.  We  indeed 
have  the  faculty  of  reason  or  the  eyes  of  an  understanding,  but  cannot  see 
without  a  light  from  heaven,  of  which  we  are  destitute  by  nature.  St. 
Paul  says  to  the  Ephesians  :  "  The  eyes  of  your  understanding  being  en- 
lightened ;  that  ye  may  khow  what  is  the  hope  of  his  calling,  and  what 
the  riches  of  the  glory  of  his  inheritance  in  the  saints."  Eph  i,  18.  Thus 
it  is  evident  that  the  Ephesians  had  eyes  of  an  understanding,  even  in  a 
state  of  nature;  otherwise  they  could  not  have  been  enlightened,  and  they 
surely  were  the  workmanship  of  God.  It  woald  not  have  been  possible 
for  man  either  to  have  acted  holy,  or  to  have  sinned,  had  he  not  possessed 
a  reasoning  faculty  and  moral  liberty.  For  it  would  be  no  virtue  m  a  be- 
ing never  to  do  wrong,  if  it  were  impossible  to  act  otherwise.  Virtue 
consists  in  delighting  in,  and  choosing  to  act  according  to  moral  rectitude. 
But  if  it  were  impossible  to  do  wrong,  then  there  could  be  no  choice  in 
acting  right;  hence  there  could  be  no  righteous  actions,  because  such  must 
proceed  from  a  free  choice.  Man  having  done  wrong,  proves  that  he  could 
have  done  right,  and  consequently  that  he  yet  possesses  the  faculty  of  rea- 
son, though  directed  opposite  to  the  law. 

Indeed  our  nature,  since  the  fall,  is  inclined  to  sin  ;  yet  it  is  not  sin  itself: 
for  if  it  were  it  could  not  be  the  creation  of  God  ;  for  he  is  holy  ;  hence 
cannot  be  the  creator  of  sin.  The  Son  of  God  took  human  nature  upon 
himself.  Heb.  ii,  14-18.  He  even  in  his  incarnate  state  is  holy,  harmless, 
undefiled^eparate  from  sinners,  ch  vii,  26;  therefore  human  nature  cannot 
be  sin  itself.  Thus  it  may  properly  be  said  that  we  are  God's  children  by 
creation,  and  retain  yet  a  vestige  of  his  image;  but  in  so  far  as  we  have 
sinned,  we  are  by  no  means  like  him ;  hence  not  his  children  in  this  re- 
spect; for  we  are  under  condemnation,  destitute  of  wisdom,  righteousness 
and  holiness.  A  new  birth  therefore  is  necessary  ;  so  that  we  might  be 
justified,  and  becoming  heirs  of  God,  we  might  receive  the  gifts  of  the 
Holy  Spirit  sanctifying  our  nature.  We  are  God's  children,  or  born  again 
by  faith  :  'f  For  ye  are  all  the  children  of  God  by  faith  in  Christ  Jesus." 
Gal.  iii,  26  "  But  to  as  many  as  received  him,  to  them  gave  he  power  to 
become  the  sons  of  God,  even  to  them  that  believe  on  his  name."  John 
i,  12.  "  Whosoever  belie veth  that  Jesus  is  the  Christ  is  born  of  God."  1 
John  v,  1.  We*  become  God's  children  by  faith,  because  by  it  the  right- 
eousness of  Christ  is  imputed  to  us.  The  righteousness  cf  God  was  impu- 
ted to  Abraham  by  faith,  which  also  is  imputed  to  us  if  we  believe.  Rom. 
iv,  13-2-1.  When  another  person's  actions,  whether  they  be  good  or  evil, 
are  ascribed  to  me ;  so  that  I  become  a  partaker  thereof,  it  is  called  an  im- 
putation. The  apostle  St.  John  says,  that  whosoever  bids  a  heretic  God 
speed  is  partaker  of  his  evil  deeds.  "  2  Epist.  v,  10,  11.  Another  person's 
deeds  are  imputed  to  me,  when  I  acquiesce  in,  or  sanction  the  same.  But 
from  the  texts  already  quoted,  it  is  evident  that  the  righteousness  of  Christ 
is  imputed  to  us  by  faith.  If  his  righteousness  is  imputed  to  us,  then  we 
are  righteous,  not  for  the  sake  of  any  merit  in  us,  or  any  holy  principles 
implanted  in  our  hearts  :  for  the  righteousness  is  that  of  another  being. 
That  God  is  the  righteousness  of  his  people,  is  evident  from  the  following 
texts:  «  Behold,  the  days  come,  saith  the  Lord,  that  I  will  raise  unto  Da- 
vid a  righteous  branch,  and  a  King  shall  reign  and  prosper,  and  shall  exe- 
cute judgment  and  justice  in  the  earth.  In  his  days  Judah  shall  be  saved, 
and  Israel  shall  dwell  safely ;  and  this  is  his  name  whereby  he  shall  be

called,  the  Lord  our  Righteousness."  Jet'  xxiii,  5,  6.  In  the  Messiah 
Judah  shall  be  saved,  and  Israel  dwell  safely,  and  his  name  shall  be  the 
Lord  our  righteousness.  Thus  the  Lord  Jesus  is  the  righteousness  of  his 
people.  "  Look  unto  me  and  be  ye  saved,  all  the  ends  of  the  earth :  for  I 
am  God,  and  there  is  none  else.  1  have  sworn  by  myself,  the  word  is  gone 
out  of  my  mouth  in  righteousness  and  shall  not  return,  That  unto  me  ey- 
ry  knee  shall  bow,  every  tongue  shall  swear.  Surely,  shall  one  say,  In  the 
Lord  have  I  righteousness  and  strength  :  even  to  him  shall  men  come ;  and 
all  that  are  incensed  against  him  shall  be  ashamed.  In  the  Lord  shall  aN 
the  seed  of  Israel  be  justified,  and  shall  glory."  Isa.  xlv,  22-25.  The 
Lord  to  whom  every  knee  shall  bow  and  every  tongue  shall  swear,  is  Je- 
sus Christ  in  his  mediatorial  character.  See  Rom.  xiv,  11 ;  Phil,  ii,  9-11. 
All  tongues  swearing  to  Jesus,  and  saying  in  the  Lord  have  I  righteous- 
ness and  strength,  and  that  all  the  seed  of  Israel  shall  be  justified  in  him, 
and  glory,  proves  that  man  is  justified  by  an  imputed  righteousness.  See 
also  1  Cor.  i,  30,  31. 

When  a  rational  creature  possesses  upright  principles,  and  acts  according 
to  moral  rectitude,  such  may  be  called  righteous,  and  such  may  glory  in  an 
own  righteousness.  But  withal  it  would  only  be  a  creature  righteousness, 
and  by  no  means  the  righteousness  of  God,  which  consists  not  in  any  prin- 
ciples adhering  to,  or  actions  done  by  us  :  for  it  is  the  imputed  righteous- 
ness of  God.  It  is  necessary  to  notice  the  distinction  between  the  right- 
eousness of  God  imputed,  and  the  implanted  gifts  of  the  Spirit  creating  a 
new  heart,  and  producing  just  and  holy  graces,  ornamenting  in  the  sight 
of  men  our  life  and  conduct. 

The  righteousness  of  God,  is  imputed  to  us  by  faith ;  but  sanctification 
relative  to  our  nature  is  an  operation  in  the  heart  disposing  it  to  holy  mo- 
tives. The  righteousness  of  God  imputed  to  us,  is  not  susceptible  of  being 
increased  :  for  it  is  perfect ;  "for  in  him,  i.e.  Christ  dwelleth  all  the  fulness 
of  the  Godhead  bodily;  And  ye  are  complete  in  him,  who  is  the  head  of 
all  principality  and  power;"  Col.  ii,  9,  10;  but  the  sanctification  of  our  na- 
ture remains  imperfect  during  this  life  by  reason  of  the  opposition  of  the 
flesh  and  other  temptations ;  and  although  the  graces  of  the  Spirit  are  ho- 
ly in  their  principles  and  most  beautiful  in  their  qualities;  yet  not  all  un- 
holy volitions  in  the  soul  are  eradicated  ;  for  ignorance  and  folly  more  or 
less  are  in  every  christian.    Rom.  vii,  14-24. 

Because  the  distinction  between  the  imputed  righteousness  of  Christ, 
and  the  sanctification  of  our  nature,  or  the  fruits  of  the  Spirit,  is  not  ob- 
served, sundry  important  texts  are  misconstrued,  and  many  persons  ren- 
dered extremely  uncomfortable.  Knowing  that  the  scriptures  teach  a 
christian  perfection,  they  seek  for  this  perfection  in  the  sanctification  of 
their  nature ;  but  yet,  notwithstanding  their  best  endeavors,  constantly 
feeling  sin,  they  conclude  that  they  are  unregenerated  and  under  condem- 
nation, and  are  thus  extremely  uncomfortable ;  whilst  others  imagining 
that  they  have  attained  to  this  sanctification,  because  they  do  not  commit 
many  outward  wicked  actions,  are  vile  hypocrites. 

Before  the  sanctification  of  our  nature  commences,  we  must  be  born 
again,  or  clothed  with  God's  righteousness.  Hence  a  new  heart,  or  holy 
dispositions  are  not  requisite  to  make  us  God's  children  ;  for  such  blessings 
we  inherit  because  we  are  children,  or  they  are  the  consequences  following 
ihe  new  birth.    This  is  proven  in  the  following  manner: 

"  Christ  hath  redeemed  us  from  the  curse  of  the  law,  being  made  a  curse 
for  us ;  for  it  is  written,  cursed  is  every  one  that  hangeth  on  a  tree:  that 
the  blessing  of  Abraham  might  come  on  the  Gentiles  through  Jesus  Christ; 
that  we  might  receive  the  promise  of  the  Spirit  through  faith."    Gal.  lii, 
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13,  14.  This  text  shews  that  whosoever  receives  the  Spirit  does  it  by- 
faith.  But  it  has  already  been  proven  that  a  believer  is  born  again,  hence 
a  child  of  God.  "  Then  Peter  said  unto  them,  Repent  and  be  baptised  ev- 
ery one  of  you  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ  for  the  remission  of  sins,  and 
ye  shall  receive  the  gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost."  Acts  ii,  38.  This  also  plainly 
shews  that  the  gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost  was  received  by  the  Jews  after  they 
obtained  the  remission  for  their  sins. 

"  If  ye  then  be  risen  with  Christ,  seek  those  things  which  are  above, 
where  Christ  sitteth  on  the  right  hand  of  God.  Set  your  affections  on 
things  above,  not  on  things  on  the  earth.  For  ye  are  dead,  and  your  life 
is  hid  with  Christ  in  God.  When  Christ  who  is  our  life  shall  appear,  then 
shall  ye  also  appear  with  him  in  glory.  Mortify  therefore  your  members 
which  are  upon  the  earth ;  fornication^  uncleanness,  inordinate  affection^ 
evil  concupiscence,  and  covetousness,  which  is  idolatry."  Col.  iii,  1-5. 
Now  such  as  are  risen  with  Christ,  and  whose  life  is  hid  with  him  in  God, 
can  be  none  else  than  those  that  have  been  born  anew ;  and  they  are  ex- 
horted to  seek  the  things  that  are  above  and  to  mortify  their  members  up- 
on earth  :  such  as  fornication,  uncleanness,  inordinate  affection,  &c.  To 
do  these  things  is  the  same  as  having  holy  principles.  But  those  persons 
prior  to  having  such  principles  are  represented  as  true  christians,  which 
also  proves  that  the  new  birth  is  prior  to  intellectual  sanctification. 

And  because  ye  are  sons,  God  hath  sent  forth  the  Spirit  of  his  Son  into 
your  hearts,  crying,  Abba,  Father."  Gal.  iv,  6.  This  text  indicates  that 
our  son-ship  is  a  reason  why  God  sent  forth  the  Spirit  of  his  Son  into  our 
hearts ;  hence  it  is  evident  that  the  new  birth  is  prior  to  the  gift  of  fhe 
■Spirit. 

"  For  whom  the  Lord  loveth  he  chasteneth,  and  scourgeth  every  son 
whom  he  receiveth.  If  ye  endure  chastening,  God  dealeth  with  you  as 
with  sons:  foravhat  son  is  he  whom  the  father  chasteneth  not?  But  if 
ye  be  without  "chastisement,  whereof  all  are  partakers,  then  are  ye  bas- 
tards and  not  sons.  Furthermore  we  have  had  fathers  of  our  flesh  which 
•corrected  us,  and  we  gave  them  reverence :  shall  we  not  much  rather  be 
in  subjection  unto  the  Father  of  Spirits,  and  live  ?  For  they  verily  for  a 
•few  days  chastened  us  after  their  own  pleasure  ;  but  he  for  our  profit,  that 
we  might  be  partakers  of  his  holiness.    Heb.  xii,  6,  10. 

Those  that  are  chastened  are  said  to  be  God's  children.  But  why  does 
God  chasten  his  children  ?  Is  it  for  no  purpose,  but  merely  because  he  de- 
lights in  seeing  them  afflicted  ?  By  no  means :  for  that  would  be  cruelty. 
Whom  he  chastens  he  loves,  and  the  reason  assigned  for  chastening  us  is 
that  we  might  be  partakers  cf  his  holiness.  Whereas  we  frequently  sin 
by  reason  of  the  flesh,  or  the  old  man,  chastisements  become  indispensably 
necessary,  in  order  that  the  flesh  may  be  kept  in  subjection  ;  otherwise  we 
-should  not  be  made  partakers  of  God's  holiness.  That  God  chastens  his 
children,  proves  that  their  nature  is  yet  sinful :  for  if  not,  why  would  chas- 
tisements be  necessary  ?  Such  as  confidently  teach  that  when  a  man  is 
born  again,  that  his  nature  is  so  far  changed,  that  he  does  not  sin  in  any 
respect  whatever,  must  deny,  either,  that  God  chastens  his  children,  or 
else  that  he  does  it  through  cruelty  or  for  nothing.  To  deny  that  God  chas- 
tens his  children  would  be  contrary  to  the  apostle's  declaration ;  to  suppose 
that  he  does  it  through  cruelty  or  for  nothing,  would  be  forging  a  libel  up- 
on his  holy  character.  What  purpose  should  chastisements  inflicted  upon 
perfect  holy  creatures  answer?  Surely,  none  would  be  chastened  for  holi- 
ness. If  it  were  not  for  the  sins  of  God's  people,  the  necessity  of  chastise- 
ments would  be  superseded.  After  the  resurrection  of  the  body,  and  when 
this  corruptible  shall  have  put  on  incorruption,  and  this  mortal  shall  have  put 
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on  immortality,  and  when  the  sting  of  death,  which  is  sin,  shall  utterly  have 
been  abolished,  then  there  shall  be  neither  crosses,  nor  afflictions  of  any 
description  whatever ;  but  an  enjoyment  of  pure,  perfect,  uninterrupted, 
eternal  felicity.  The  reason  is  obvious  :  because  there  shall  be  neither  any 
temptation  to  sin,  nor  any  sinful  corruption  cleaving  to  human  nature  in 
that  blissful  state  of  immortality. 

FRAGMENT  It. 

Hie  person  who  is  regenerated,  hecause  of  the  flesh,  frequently  commits  sins  ; 
hence  it  becomes  necessary  to  be  converted  from  his  errors.  But  in  the 
case  of  an  apostacy  a  second  graffing  into  Christ  must  take  place  ;  other- 
wise tht  person  having  apostatized  cannot  be  restored. 

The  person  that  is  regenerated,  is  truly  ornamented  with  God's  right- 
eousness, and  spiritual  graces  as  a  blessed  consequence  are  implanted  in 
the  heart,  which  according  to  the  language  of  the  scriptures  are  called  the 
inward,  the  new  man,  the  Spirit ;  nevertheless  he  yet  possesses  the  corrup- 
tions inherited  by  Adam's  fall,  which  are  called  the  flesh,  or  the  old  man. 
Sundry  texts  prove  that  the  person  that  is  born  of  God  does  nor  commit 
sin  ;  as  for  instance :  "  Whosoever  is  born  of  God  doth  not  commit  sin  : 
for  his  seed  remaineth  in  him  :  and  he  cannot  sin,  because  he  is  born  of 
God.''  1  John  iii,  9.  Whereas  on  the  contrary  it  is  said  that  God's  chil- 
dren sin.  ';  If  we  say  that  we  have  no  sin,  we  deceive  ourselves,  and  the 
trqth  is  not  in  us."  1  John  i,  8.  The  apostle  John  most  certainly  was  a 
saint ;  noUvistanding,  he  with  others  includes  himself  as  not  being  with- 
out sin.  St.  Paul  says,  "  If  Christ  be  in  you.  the  body  is  dead  because  of 
sin  :  but  the  Spirit,  is  life  because  of  righteousness."  Rom.  viii,  10.  The 
allusion  here  is  undoubtedly  to  God's  children ;  for  Christ  is  not  in  any 
others.  The  reason  assigned  for  the  death  of  a  believer's  body,  is  sin  ; 
hence  as  all  saints'  bodies  die,  they  all  have  sin.  Why  are  saints  admon- 
ished to  mortify  their  evil  lusts  if  they  had  no  sin  ?  Col.  iii,  5.  Now  since 
the  scriptures  ascribe  holiness  to  every  believer,  and  yet  declare  that  none 
lives,  without  sinning,  does  not  this  imply  a  palpable  contradiction  ?  The 
scriptures  by  no  means  contradict  themselves  in  making  these  repugnant  . 
declarations,  but  they  thereby  shew  the  contradiction  in  the  believer's  per- 
son :  for  in  him  there  are  two  contrary  principles,  the  one  called  the  old, 
and  the  other  the  new  man.  The  old  man  or  the  flesh  we  have  inherited 
from  Adam  by  a  natural  birth,  but  the  new  man  is  the  consequence  of  re- 
generation. The  carnal  mind  is  not  subject  to  the  law  of  God  ;  the  new 
man  delights  in  it ;  the  former  is  sinful ;  the  latter  is  holy.  Thus  it  may 
be  correctly  said,  that  the  christian  is  a  sinner  according  to  the  flesh,  but 
holy  and  without  sin  according  to  the  new  man,  or  the  Spirit.  St.  Paul 
says,  "  I  find  then  a  law,  that,  when  I  would  do  good,  evil  is  present  with 
me.  For  I  delight  in  the  law  of  God  after  the  inward  man."  Rom.  vii, 
21,  22.  In  v.  25,  he  adds,  "  So  then,  with  the  mind  I  myself  serve  the 
law  of  God ;  but  with  the  flesh  the  law  of  sin."  Thus  we  see  that  St. 
Paul  served  both  the  law  of  God,  and  the  law  of  sin,  but  the  former  ac- 
cording to  the  inward  man,  and  the  latter  according  to  the  flesh.  Two 
contrary  principles  ever  will  be  at  war  with  each  other,  until  the  one  or 
the  other  shall  be  overcome.  For  this  reason  it  is  said  that  "  the  flesh 
lusteth  against  the  Spirit,  and  the  Spirit  against  the  flesh :  and  these  are 
contrary  the  cne  to  the  other :  so  that  ye  cannot  do  the  things  that  ye 
would."    Gal.  v,  17. 
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This  being  the  case,  the  flesh  frequently  conquers,  and  we  fall  into  sins. 
But  as  it  is  the  will  of  God,  when  we  are  thus  fallen,  that  we  again  should 
rise,  he  calls  upon  us  to  repent  of  and  be  converted  from  our  follies.  Our 
blessed  Saviour  said  unto  his  disciples,  u  Except  ye  be  converted  and  be- 
come as  little  children,  ye  shall  not  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  heaven." 
Mat.  xviii,  3.  The  context  plainly  indicates  that  they  were  elated  with 
pride;  seeing  they  contended  for  rank  and  superiority  in  the  kingdom  of 
heaven.  But  they  were  certainly  previously  regenerated  ;  for  Jesus  told 
them,  "  Notwithstanding,  in  this  rejoice  not,  that  the  spirits  are  subject  unto 
you ;  but  rather  rejoice,  because  your  names  are  written  in  heaven." 
Luke  x,  20.  That  a  man  whose  name  is  written  in  heaven,  is  regenerated 
admits  of  no  dispute.  Now  since  the  disciples  were  born  again,  and  yet 
were  exhorted  to  be  converted,  it  is  evident  that  regeneration  and  conver- 
sion are  to  be  distinguished.  Again.  Christ  predicting  the  fall  of  Peter, 
said  unto  him,  Simon,  Simon,  behold,  Satan  hath  desired  to  have  you,  that 
he  may  sift  you  as  wheat;  but  I  have  prayed  for  thee,  that  thy  faith  fail 
not :  and  when  thou  art  converted,  strengthen  thy  brethren."  Luke  xxii, 
31,  32.  In  this  also,  the  distinction  between  regeneration  and  conversion 
is  manifest :  for  Peter,  even  when  he  had  fallen  into  sin  had  not  lost  his 
faith,  but  was  converted.  This  distinction  is  briefly  described  thus :  re- 
generation takes  place  when  a  person  by  faith  is  adopted  as  a  child  of  God, 
and  clothed  with  his  righteousness;  whereas  conversion  takes  place  when 
such  a  person  falls  into  sin  and  again  repents.  The  pious  Psalmist  prayed 
"  Hide  thy  face  from  my  sins,  and  blot  out  all  mine  iniquities.  Create  in 
me  a  clean  heart,  0  God ;  and  renew  a  right  spirit  within  me.  Cast  me 
not  away  from  thy  presence ;  and  take  not  thy  holy  Spirit  from  me.  Re- 
store me  unto  the  joy  of  thy  salvation  ;  and  uphold  me  with  thy  free  Spirit." 
Ps.  li.  9-12.  The  Psalmist  praying  that  God  might  hide  his  face  from  his 
sins,  for  a  clean  heart,  for  the  renewing  of  a  right  spirit  within  him,  for 
the  restoration  unto  the  joy  of  God's  salvation,  thereby  confesses  himself 
guilty  of  some  enormous  crimes;  and  yet  the  same  time  praying:  take  not 
thy  holy  Spirit  from  me,  indicates  that  he  was  a  child  of  God;  otherwise 
he  would  not  have  had  the  holy  Spirit. 

Thus  it  is  evident  that  God's  children  may  fall  into  sin  ;  and  yet  be  re- 

i  newed  byconversion.  But  when  they  commit  sin  they  shall  be  chastened. 
God  having  promised  Christ  a  numerous  host  of  children,  says:  "  My  mer- 
cy will  I  keep  for  him  for  eveVmore,  and  my  covenant  shall  stand  fast  with 
hirn.  His  seed  also  will  I  make  to  endure  for  ever,  and  his  throne  as  the 
days  of  heaven.  If  his  children  forsake  my  law,  and  walk  not  in  my 
judgments ;  if  they  break  my  statutes,  and  keep  not  my  commandments ; 
then  will  I  visit  their  transgression  with  the  rod,  and  their  iniquity  with 

I  stripes.  Nevertheless  my  loving-kindness  will  I  not  "utterly  take  from  him, 
nor  suffer  my  faithfulness  to  fail.  My  covenant  will  I  not  break,  nor  alter 
the  thing  that  is  gone  out  of  my  lips.  Once  have  I  sworn  by  my  holiness 
that  I  will  not  lie  unto  David.  His  seed  shall  endure  for  ever,  and  his 
throne  as  the  sun  before  me.  It  shall  be  established  for  ever  as  the  moon, 
and  as  a  faithful  witness  in  heaven.    Selah."    Ps.  Ixxxix,  28-37.  Every 

I  believer  is  a  living  branch  in  Christ  the  true  vine  bringing  forth  good  fruit; 
but  as  all  branches  may  have  excresences,  they  must  be  pruned  to  render 

;  the  fruit  better  and  more  abundant.  God  purges  such  branches  that  they 
may  bring  forth  more  fruit ;  this  frequently  is  done  by  chastisements.  It 

!  is  in  vain  for  any  christian  to  suppose  that  because  he  is  saved  by  faith,  he 
may  indulge  himself  in  vices,  remaining  impenitent :  for  God's  fatherly 
love  and  care  require  that  his  crimes  should  be  visited  with  the  rod  and 
with  stripes ;  otherwise  he  would  become  utterly  miserable,  and  never  be 
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a  partaker  of  holiness.  Some  men,  even  such  as  profess  to  be  believers, 
presume  that  the  doctrine  of  justification  by  faith  alone  without  any  good 
works  leads  to  licentiousness ;  hence  preach  that  good  works  as  well  as 
faithr  are  indispensably  necessary  to  salvation.  But  let  such  consider  that 
it  is  not  possible  according  to  God's  own  declarations,  for  his  children  to 
fall  into  vices,  remaining  impenitent,  and  not  to  be  scourged.  He  chastens 
them  by  various  means:  such  as  by  sickness,  loss  of  friends,  poverty,  suf- 
fering their  enemies  to  injure  them,  and  by  many  other  afflictions.  Let 
that  professor  therefore,  who  is  without  any  fatherly  chastisements,  not 
consider  himself  a  child  of  God,  but  a  bastard. 

It  is  thus  evident,  that  all  sins  Gcd's  children  commit  may  be  repented 
of,  and  consequently  be  pardoned  ;  except  they  commit  the  sin  unto  death 
and  apostatize.    It  is  said,  "  If  ye  live  after  the  flesh,  ye  shall  die  •  but  if 
ye  through  the  Spirit  do  mortify  the  deeds  of  the  body,  ye  shall  live."— 
Rom.  viii,  13.    If  any  man  see  his  brother  sin  a  sin,  which  is  not  unto 
death,  he  shall  ask,  and  he  shall  give  him  life  for  them  that  sin  not  unto 
death.    There  is  a  sin  unto  death  :  I  do  not  say  that  he  shall  pray  for  it. 
1  John  v,  16.    What  manner  of  death  is  it  which  those  shall  die  who  do 
not  mortify  the  deeds  ©f  the  flesh,  or  commit  the  ski  unto  death  ?    It  can 
by  tio  means  be  the- natural  death  of  the  body:  for  it  is  evident  that  no 
man  can  escape  that  by  crucifying  the  flesh.    I  presume  it  is  the  same 
which  Adam  died  the  day  on  which  he  transgressed.    It  was  said  unto 
him :  "  But  of  the  tree  of  the  knowledge  of  good  and  evil,  thou  shalt  not 
eat' of  it:  for  in  the  day  thou  eatest*  thereof  thou  shalt  surely  die."  Gen. 
ii,  17.    This  could  not  have  alluded  to  a  temporal  death:  lor  to  suppose 
it,  would  be  contrary  to  fact,  seeing  he  afterwards  lived  many  years.  His 
bodily  death  was  announced  to  him  after  the  transgression  in  the  follow- 
ing words:  u  In  the  sweat  of  thy  face  shalt  thou  eat  bread,,  till  thou  re- 
turn unto  the  ground:  for  out  of  it  wast  thou  taken  :  for  dust  thou  art, 
and  unto  dust  shalt  thou  return."    Gen.  iii,  19.    His  body  returning  to 
the  ground  plainly  indicates  his  bodily  death.    Neither  sould  the  allusion 
be  to  what  by  some  divines  is  called  the  eternal  death,  i.  e.  endless  punish- 
ments in  hell :  for  to  suppose  that,  would  also  be  contrary  to  factr  seeing 
that  he  did  not  that  day  go  to  hell;  nor  have  we  any  reason  to  believe 
that  he  ever  did.    Neither  could  he  in  one  day  (or  that  same  day)  have 
suffered  endless  punishments :  for  one  day  is  not  endless.    He  must  hence 
have  died  legally,  i.  e.  beeame  dead  in  sin,  deprived  of  spiritual  light  and 
and  life.    His  conduct  after  his  fall  shews  the  darkness  of  his  mind :  for 
when  the  Lord  God  called  unto  him,  and  said  unto  him,  "  Where  art  thou? 
he  said,  I  heard  thy  voice  in  the  garden  ;  and  I  was  afraid,  because  I  was 
naked,  and  I  hid  myself.1'    Gen  iii,  9,  10.    This  seems  as  if  he  imagined 
that  he  could  hide  himself  from  an  all-seeing  God,  which  manifests  his  in- 
tellectual blindness.    This  spiritual  death  is  mentioned  by  St.  Paul :  "And 
you  hath  he  quickened,  who  were  dead  in  trespasses  and  in  sins,"    JtSph  ii, 
i,.  and  v.  4,  5 — u  but  God,  who  is  rich  in  mercy  for  his  great  love  where- 
with he  loved  us,  even  when  we  were  dead  m  sins,  hath  quickened  us  to- 
gether with  Christ,,  (by  grace  ye  are  saved.")    All  men  by  nature  are  thus 
spiritually  deadr  i.  e.  their  understanding  is  without  divine  light,  and  their 
hearts  without  divine  life  and  are  under  the  curse  of  the  law  ;  and  in  this 
state  they  remain,  until  they  are  made  spiritually  alive  by  Christ.  He 
says,  "  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you.  He  that  heareth  my  word,  and  be- 
lieveth  on  him  that  sent  rae,  hath  everlasting  life,  and  shall  not  come  into 
condemnation  ;  but  is  passed  from  death  unto  life."   John  v,  24.   By  pass- 
ing from  death  unto  life  cannot  signify  in  this  passage  passing  from  a  bodi- 
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ly  death  to  a  life  after  the  resurrection  of  the  body,  as  it  alludes  to  men 
believing  in  this  world  ;  hence  alludes  to  a  passage  from  a  spiritual  death 
to  a  spiritual  life.  Now  since  the  apostle  declares  that  such  as  live  after 
the  flesh  shall  die,  it  is  evident  that  they  will  be  deprived  of  divine  life  and 
die  spiritually  in  sin.  Such  as  are  exhorted  to  mortify  the  deeds  of  the 
flesh,  le3t  they  die,  are  spiritually  alive,  that  is  true  believers  :  for  if  they 
were  not  how  could  they  die  ?  For  unbelievers  are  already  by  nature 
dead  in  sin,  hence  it  is  impossible  for  such  to  die,  unless  it  was  possible  for 
a  dead  person  to  die. 

That  such  persons  who  apostatize  cannot  be  renewed  again  unto  repen- 
tance, is  proven  by  the  following  passage :  "  For  it  is  impossible  for  those 
who  were  once  enlightened,  and  have  tasted  of  the  heavenly  gift,  and  were 
made  partakers  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  have  tasted  the  good  word  of  God, 
and  the  powers  of  the  world  to  come,  if  they  shall  fall  away,  to  renew 
them  again  unto  repentance  ;  seeing  they  crucify  to  themselves  the  Son  of 
God  afresh,  and  put  him  to  an  open  shame."    Heb.  vi,  4-6. 

Though  it  be  evident  from  the  proofs  already  stated,  that  a  believer  may 
apostatize  and  die ;  nevertheless,  this  is  positively  denied  by  those  who 
maintain  the  doctrine  of  absolute  election  and  reprobation.  They  suppose 
such  a  final  apostacy  impossible  in  consequence  of  God's  promises  to  keep 
his  children  safely,  as  for  instance:  "  My  sheep  hear  my  voice,  and  I  know 
them,  and  they  follow  me;  and  I  give  unto  them  eternal  life;  and  they 
shall  never  perish,  neither  shall  any  man  pluck  them  out  of  my  hand.  My 
Father,  which  gave  them  me,  is  greater  than  all:  and  none  is  able  to  pluck 
them  out  of  my  Father's  hand."  John  x,  27,  29.  It  must  be  admitted, 
that  not  only  according  to  this,  but  also  according  to  sundry  other  texts, 
no  child  of  God,  nor  none  of  his  sheep  as  such,  ever  did,  or  ever  shall  be 
finally  lost.  But  it  is  to  be'remembered  that  this  is  not  properly  the  point 
in  question.  The  question  is  not,  whether  any  of  God's  children,  or  sheep 
may  be  utterly  lost?  but  whether  any  of  his  children  may  not  become  un- 
believers, or  his  sheep  become  goats  ?  If  any  of  his  children  become  un- 
belivers,  or  his  sheep  become  goats,  then  if  they  perish  it  can  by  no  means 
be  said  that  any  of  God's  children  or  sheep  have  perished ;  because  after 
becoming  infidels  or  goats,  they  are  not  children  or  sheep.  It  is  by  no 
means  absurd  to  affirm  that  no  unbeliever  shall  ever  be  saved :  for  h  he 
that  believeth  not  is  condemned  already."  John  iii,  18 — but  it  would  be 
contrary  to  fact,  to  suppose  that  an  unbeliever,  may  not  become  a  believer: 
seeing  that  sundry  of  the  most  eminent  saints  once  had  been  unbelievers. 
Whenever  it  shall  be  proven  that  no  believer  can  ever  become  an  unbe- 
liver,  then  only  shall  the  impossibility  of  a  final  apostasy  be  established. 
But  since  there  is  no  text  affirming  this,  it  must  be  concluded  that  sheep 
may  become  goats,  or  saints  become  sinners.  St.  Jude  in  describing  a 
certain  wicked  class  of  wicked  men,  calls  them  "  trees  whose  fruit  wither- 
eth.  without  fruit,  twice  dead,  plucked  up  by  the  roots."  v.  12.  Now  it 
may  be  asked,  how  such  could  have  been  twice  dead  ?  They  undoubtedly 
once  had  been  dead  in  sin  by  nature;  but  how  could  they  have  been  dead 
the  second  time  if  they  had  not  been  made  spiritually  alive  to  God,  and 
then  have  died,  i.  e.  apostatized  ?  It  is  out  of  the  question  to  conclude 
otherwise,  than  that  such  must  have  been  spiritually  alive,  and  then  have 
apostatized. 

When  a  man  commits  the  sin  unto  death  he  loses  his  faith,  without 
which  no  man  can  receive  forgiveness.  It  is  therefore  not  strange  when 
a  person  has  been  made  spiritually  alive,  and  loses  his  faith,  that  he  should 
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be  in  a  similar,  or  perhaps  a  worse  state  than  he  was  when  an  unbeliever  in 
a  state  of  nature,  or  before  ever  he  was  regenerated.  He  who  commits 
the  sin  unto  death  must  undoubtedly  lose  his  faith,  otherwise  he  would 
still  live,  because  it  is  out  of  the  question  for  any  one  to  believe  on  the 
Son  of  God  and  not  to  have  eternal  life. 

If  the  deeds  of  the  flesh  be  not  mortified,  faith  will  be  lost,  and  a  spirit- 
ual death  will  be  the  consequence.  They  are  to  be  mortified  through  the 
Spirit.  The  word  of  God  is  Spirit  and  life  :  "  the  words  that  I  speak  unto 
you,  they  are  spirit,  and  they  are  life,"  John  vi,  63.  It.  is  an  incorruptible 
seed,  which  effects  regeneration.  1  Pet.  i,  23-25.  1  Cor.  iv,  15.  James 
i,  18.  It  is  a  heavenly  light.  Ps.  cxix,  105.  2  Pet.  i,  19.  It  is  called 
the  sword  of  the  Spirit.  Eph.  vi,  17.  It  is  not  only  the  means  by  which 
faith  cometh  ;  Rom.  x,  17  :  but  it  is  also  to  keep  one  from  sinning  :  "  thy 
word  have  I  hid  in  mine  heart,  that  I  might  not  sin  against  thee."  Ps. 
cxix,  11.  The  word  of  God  being  the  principal  means  to  beget  faith  and 
to  mortify  the  deeds  of  the  flesh,  it  is  evident  that  by  rejecting  or  pervert- 
ing it  faith  is  lost.  For  the  word  being  light,  spirit  and  life,  is  calculated 
to  illumine  the  soul,  to  make  it  spiritual,  and  to  give  it  eternal  life.  Con- 
sequently if  a  believer  should  neglect  or  pervert  it,  his  heart  must  become 
dark,  carnal  and  dead  :  for  the  want  of  light  is  darkness,  of  the  Spirit  car- 
nality, and  of  life  death.  Thus  when  Adam  and  Eve  disregarded  the  word 
of  the  Lord,  they  became  dark,  carnal  and  dead.  Hence  I  conclude  that 
a  neglect  or  a  perversion  of  God's  word  after  beirfg  regenerated  is  the  sin 
unto  death:  for  without  this  word  there  can  be  no  faith,  and  without 
that  the  soul  must  die.  The  following  passages  confirm  this  conclusion: 
"  Let  us  hold  fast  the  profession  of  our  faith  without  wavering;  for  he  is 
faithful  that  promised  :  and  let  us  consider  one  another  to  provoke  unto 
love  and  to  good  works:  not  forsaking  the  assembling  of  ourselves  togeth- 
er, as  the  manner  of  some  is ;  but  exhorting  one  another:  and  so  much 
the  more,  as  ye  see  the  day  approaching.  For  if  we  sin  wilfully  after  that 
we  have  received  the  knowledge  of  the  truth,  there  remaineth  no  more 
sacrifice  for  sins,  but  a  certain  fearful  looking  for  of  judgment  and  fiery 
indignation,  which  shall  devour  the  adversaries.  He  that  despised  Moses' 
law  died  without  mercy  under  two  or  three  witnesses  :  of  how  much  sorer 
punishment,  suppose  ye.  shall  he  be  thought  worthy,  who  hath  trodden 
under  foot  the  Son  of  God,  and  hath  counted  the  blood  of  the  covenant, 
wherewith  he  was  sanctified,  an  unholy  thing,  and  hath  done  despite  unto 
the  Spirit  of  grace  ?"    Heb.  x,  23-29. 

In  the  public  assemblies  of  christians  the  word  of  God  is  preached,  the 
Spirit  and  the  holy  ordinances  administered ;  hence  by  neglecting  such, 
the  word  is  despised.  Neglecting  this  word  after  having  received  the 
knowledge  of  the  truth  is  called  a  wilful  sin.  A  man  receives  the  know- 
lege  of  the  truth  by  the  hearing  of  the  gospel ;  hence  when  he  neglects, 
and  thus  despises  it,  he  acts  from  knowledge,  and  sins  with  deliberation. 
This  word  is  spirit,  the  agency  of  not  only  begetting,  but  also  of  preserv- 
ing faith  and  of  mortifying  the  deeds  of  the  flesh ;  it  reveals  Jesus  the  only 
sacrifice  for  sins,  and  brings  nigh  his  blood,  the  blood  of  the  covenant : 
consequently  he  that  rejects  or  perverts  this  word  has  done  despite  unto 
the  Spirit  of  grace,  and  trodden  the  Son  of  God  under  foot;  in  short,  he 
dies,  becoming  an  infidel.  An  infidel  rejects  the  sacrifice  of  Jesus.  Under 
the  dispensation  of  the  law  there  were  many  sacrifies,  so  that  if  one  was 
neglected  another  could  be  obtained  ;  but  under  the  gospel  there  can  be 
but  one  sacrifice,  namely  :  that  of  Jesus  Christ,  and  whilst  that  is  rejected 
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there  is  no  possibility  of  salvation.  Men  were  put  to  death  for  despising 
Moses'  law ;.  they  suffered  j>  bodily  death ;  but  the  rejection  of  Jesus  and 
his  gospel  will  subject  the  transgressor  to  a  sorer  punishment :.  for  losing 
Lis  faith,,  he  shall  die  a  spiritual  death,  which  in  its  consequenses  is  more 
dreadful  than  that  of  the  body.    See  also  Heb.  xii,  25. 

The  question,  whether  a  person  after  having  apostatized  can  ever  again 
get  to  believe  and  be  saved  ?  deserves  an  examination.  It  would  be  erro- 
neous to  affirm  that  it  would  be  impossible  with  God,  or  repugnant  to  any 
of  his  attributes  ever  to  restore  an  apostate  person.  But  it  would  rather 
be  congenial  to  his  boundless  love  and  mercy,  not  utterly  to  debar  apos- 
tates from  a  restoration.  An  apostate  person  is  one,  who  has  lost  his  faith 
and  has  become  dead,  and  is  in  a  similar  state  to  one  who  never  has  been 
regenerated.  Now  the  one  who  never  has  been  regenerated,  being  an 
unbeliever  has  no  forgiveness,  he  is  dead,  the  wrath,  of  God  abiding  on 
him  ;  nor  can  he  ever,  ..as  an  unbeliever,  obtain  pardon  ;  the  apostate  hav- 
ing become  an  unbeliever,  by  no  means  has  any  forgiveness  :■:  seeing  he  is 
punished  with  spiritual  death,  the  consequences  of  which  are  most  terrible. 
Now  since  he  who  never  was  a  believer  may  get  to  be  such  by  the  proper 
use  of  means;  even  so  there  is  nothing  contained  in.  the  scriptures  posi- 
tively denying  that  an  apostate  may  obtain  faith  and  be  saved.  It  may 
indeed  become  extremely  difficult  for  an.  apostate  person  to  obtain  faith  ; 
for  God  may,  with  a  view  to  punish  him,  place  him  in  a  situation  so  that 
he  may  not  have  an  opportunity  of  hearing  the  genuine  gospel,  and  con- 
sequently bring  many  other  judgments  upon  him  ;- yet  it  is  not  utterly  im- 
possible, nor  improbable  for  the  Lord  again  to  visit  him  with  the  true 
gospel. 

The  passage  in  Heb.  vij  4-6,  declaring  the  impossibility  of  again  renew- 
ing those  to  repentance,  who  were  once  enlightened,  &c,  which  many 
presume  is  sufficient  to  prove  that  no- apostate  can  ever  be  restorod,  does 
not  prove  it.  It  simoly  proves  that  an  apostate  cannot  again  be  renewed 
to  repentance;  but  does  not  say  that  he  may  never  get  to  be  a  believer. 
An  unbeliever  cannot  be  renewed  to  faith  r.  for  he  possess  none  to  which, 
or  in  which,  he  might  be  renewed.  To  renew  a  thing  in  a  man  or  to  re- 
new him  tc*  it,  pre-supposes  him  not  to  be  destitute  of  it :  for  if  so,  he 
could  not  be  renewed  in*  it.  a3  he  would.!  have  first  to  receive  it.  St.  Paul 
exhorts  the  Ephesians,  "to  be  renewed  in  the  Spirit  of  their  mind."  Eph. 
iv,  23.  Now  let  us- suppose  the-Ephesians  not  to  have  possessed  any  Spirit 
of  mind  at  all.  would  it  not  have  been  absurd  for  him  to  have  exhorted 
them  to  be  renewed  in  it?.  Now  for  any  to  be  renewed  to  repentence, 
pre-supposes  such  to  possess  penitent  princip?es.  But  such  as  have  lost 
their  faith,  hence  all  penitent  principles,  cannot  be  renewed  to  repentance: 
for  its  evident  that  one  cannot  be  renewed  to  that  which  he  does  not  pos- 
sess. It  might  as  well  be  argued,  that  because  a  person  who  never  had 
faith  cannot  be  renewed  to  faith ;  therefore  it  is  impossible  for  him  ever  to 
obtain  faith ;  as  to  conclude,  because  a  believer  having  apostatized  and 
being  thus  without  faith,  can  never  be  renewed  to  it,  that  therefore  he  can 
never  obtain  faith.  Who  would  suppose  that  an  unbeliever  can  never  get 
to  be  a  believer  ?    Yet  it  is  plain  that  he  cannot  be  renewed  to  faith. 

St.  Paul  speaking  to  the  Galatians,  says:  "  My  little  children,  of  whom 
I  travail  in  birth  again  until  Christ  be  formed  in  you."  eh.  iv,  19.  To  tra- 
vail in  birth  again,  implies  having  once  before  travailed  in  birth  ;  hence 
those  Galatians  had  once  before  been  regenerated.  The  phrase,  "  til  Christ 
be  formed  in  you,"  supposes  such  to  be  without  Christ :  otherwise  it  would 
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not  -have  been  necessary  for  him  to  have  been  formed  in  them,  and  they 
that  are  without  Christ  are  unbelievers.  Although,  it  may  not  be  proven 
that  all  the  Galatians  to  whom  this  epistle  had  been  addressed  had  apos- 
tatized:: for  some  at  least  are  called  God's  children  having  his  Spirit  in 
their  hearts,  ch.  iv,  6;  and  some  were  spiritual,  who  were  exhorted  to  re- 
store such  as  were  overtaken  in  a  fault,  ch.  vi,  1 ;  nevertheless  it  is  mani- 
fest that  a  considerable  number  of  them  had  apostatized.  For  the  apostle 
asks:  "Are  ye  so  foolish  ?  having  begun  in  the  Spirit,  are  ye  now  made 
perfect  by  the  flesh.?  ch.  hi,  3 — "they  knew  God,  or  rather  were  known 
of  him  ;  ygt  they  turned  again  to  the  weak  and  beggarly  elements,  where- 
unto  they  desired  again  to  be  in  bondage,''  ch.  iv,  9.  All  this  .proves  that 
they  were  deluded,  intending  to  be  justified  by  the  law.  which  proves  that 
they  had  fallen  from  grace.  u  For,"  saith  the  apostle,  "  I  testify  again  to 
every  man  that  is  circumcised  that  he  as -a  debtor 'to  do  the  whole  law. — 
Christ  is  become  of  no  effect  unto _you,  whosoever  -of  you  are  justified  by 
the  law ;  ye  are  fallen  from  grace,"  ch.  v,  3,  4.  Those  Galatians  who 
were  induced  to  apostatize  by  false  teachers,  the  apostle  labored  to  restore 
to  faith,  or  to  graff  them  into  Christ -again  ;  so  that  he  might  be  formed  in 
them.  He  certainly  believed  that  by  his  instrumentality  they  again  might 
be  graffed  into  Christ :  otherwise  he  as  a  wise  and  inspired  apostle  would 
not  have  labored  for  their  restoration.  For  no  wise  man  will  labor  for 
that  which  lie  positively  knows  can  never  be  regained. 


FRAGMENT  III. 


It  is  shewn  thdi  a  regenerated  person  -is  not  in  legal  bondage,  hut  posseses 
spiritual  liberty,  &c. 

Children  of  God  are  free  from  legal  bondage.  They  are  in  the  kingdom 
of  God,  which  is  "'righteousness,  and  peace,  and  joy  m  the  Holy  Ghost;" 
ELom.  xiv,  17  ;  hence  already  are 'measurably  happy.  Whereas  those,  who 
are  in  legal  bondage  cannot  be  happy:  for  there  is  no  harmony  between 
bondage  and  felicity.  St.  Paul  says  :  ':  ye  have  not  received  the  spirit 
of  bondage  again  to  'fear :  but  ye  have  received  the  spirit  of  adoption, 
whereby  we  cry,  A'bba,  Father."    Rom.  ~8,  15. 

God's  law  is  truly  good  and  holy,  and  if  man  never  had  transgressed  it, 
he  could  be  under  no  -condemnation,  and  hence  it  would  be  for  ever  his 
delight.  But  man  ihaving  transgressed  it,  he  is  under  its  curse,  and  de- 
prived of  God's  Spirit,  he  is  opposed  to  it..;  and  yet  being  under  its  obliga- 
tion, is  m  legal  bondage.  For  bondage  is-vvhen  one  is  opposed  to  a  thing ; 
and  yet,  oontrary  to  one':-s  inclination  must  be  under  its  obligation.  This 
is  the  case  of  an  unbeliever  with  respect  to  the  law.  He  has  .no  delight 
in  it ;  yet  he  realizes  no  ether  righteousness,  but  that  which  is  by  the  law, 
and  is  thus  contrary  to  his  own  w.ill  under  :ts  obligation,  and  sees  no  alter- 
native, but  either  tofulf.l  it,  or  else  suffer  its  penalty. 

Had  man  never  transgressed  the  law,  he  would  by  all  means  live  by  it, 
and  be  happy.  But  since  he  has  transgressed  the  law,  it  can  by  no  means 
answer  this  purpose;  neither  is  this  the  design  of  its  revelation  since  the 
fall.  The  charter  of  our -salvation  we  find  in  the  Arahamic  covenant.  The 
promises  made  therein  are  to  Christ  in  his  mediatorial  character — "  Now 
to  Abraham  and  his  seed  were  the  promises  made.    He  -saith  not,  And  to

seeds,  as  of  many;  but  as  of  one,  And  to  thy  seed,  which  is  Christ."  Gal. 
iii,  16  Christ  according  to  the  flesh  is  Abraham's  seed  ;  hence  to  him  in 
his  incarnate  state  God  made  the  promises.  God  gave  him  the  world  of 
mankind.  "  I  will  declare  the  decree:  the  Lord  hath  said  unto  me,  Thou 
art  my  Son  ;  this  day  have  I  begotten  thee.  Ask  of  me,  and  I  shall  give 
thee  the  heathen  for  thine  inheritance,  and  the  uttermost  parts  of  the  earth 
for  thy  possession.''  Ps.  ii,  7,  8.  This  inheritance  he  redeemed  from  the 
power  of  Satan.    Heb.  ii,  13-15. 

Therein  also  the  promise  of  blessings  is  made  unto  all  men.  "  In  thee> 
(i.  e.  in  Abraham.)  shall  all  families  of  the  earth  be  blessed."  Sen.  xii,  3- 
Since  a  promise  of  blessing  in  the  Messiah  is  made  to  all  the  families  of 
the  earth,  it  is  evident  they  may  all  become  heirs.  Now  such  as  believe 
and  thns  are,  made  children,  also  become  heirs  ;  for  "  if  children,  then  heirs; 
heirs  of  God,  and  joint  heirs  with  Christ."  Rom.  viii,  17.  The  blessings 
promised  are  Christ,  in  whom  we  have  eternal  life,  and  the  gifts  of  the 
holy  Spirit. 

He  that  inherits  an  estate  could  not  have  merited  it :  for  if  one  merits 
something,  it  may  be  obtained  justly  as  a  debt;  yet  by  no  means  as  an 
inheritance.  If  it  be  by  debt  then  it  is  not  inherited,  and  if  inherited  then 
it  cannot  be  by  debt.  If  we  be  heirs  of  salvation,  then  no  good  work 
whatsoever  is  necessary  to  obtain  it : — "  Now  to  him  that  worketh  is  the 
reward  not  reckoned  of  grace,  but  of  debt.  But  to  him  that  worketh  not, 
but  believeth  on  him  that  justifieth  the  ungodly,  his  faith  is  counted  for 
righteousness'"    Rom.  iv,  5. 

It  must  also  be  observed  that  after  a  testamentary  devise  is  confirmed, 
uo  alteration,  nor  addition  is  to  be  admitted.  This  rule  is  generally  ob- 
served with  respect  to  a  man's  testament.  The  testament  of  God  surely 
is  entitled  to  no  less  regard.  "  Brethren,  I  speak  after  the  manner  of  men; 
Though  it  be  but  a  man's  covenant ;  yet  if  ii  be  confirmed,  no  man  dis- 
annulled!, or  addeth  thereto.  Now  to  Abraham  and  his  seed  were  the 
promises  made.  He  saith  not,  And  to  seeds,  as  of  many  :  but  as  of  one, 
And  to  thy  seed,  which  is  Christ.  And  this  I  say,  Hiat  the  covenant  that 
was  confirmed  before  of  God  in  Christ,  the  law,  which  was  four  hundred 
and  thirty  years  after,  cannot  disannul,  that  it  should  make  the  promise  of 
none  effect.  For  if  the  inheritance  be  of  the  law,  it  is  no  more  of  prom- 
ise :  but  God  gave  it  to  Abraham  by  promise."    Gal.  iii,  15-18. 

This  covenant  was  confirmed  by  an  oath  : — u  For  when  God  made  pro- 
mise to  Abraham,  because  he  could  swear  by  no  greater,  he  sware  by  him- 
self: Saying,  surely  blessing  I  will  bless  thee,  and  multiplying  I  will  mul- 
tiply thee.  And  so,  after  he  had  patiently  endured,  he  obtained  the  prom- 
ise. For  men  verily  swear  by  the  greater  :  and  an  oath  for  confirmation 
is  to  them  an  end  of  all  strife.  Wherein  God,  willing  more  abundantly  to 
shew  unto  the  heirs  of  promise  the  immutability  of  his  counsel,  confirmed 
it  by  an  oath:  that  by  two  immutable  things,  in  which  it  was  impossible, 
for  God  to  lie,  we  might  have  a  strong  consolation,  who  have  fled  for  re- 
fuge to  lay  hold  upon  the  hope  set  before  us."  Heb.  vi,  13-18.  Since 
this  testamentary  devise  has  been  confirmed  by  Jehovah's  oath  by  himself, 
it  can  never  possibly  be  changed.  For  God  is  an  unchangeable  being, 
even  so  is  his  oath  by  himself.  Neither  can  this  testament  be  disannulled 
by  any  thing  on  earth,  or  in  hell,  or  in  heayen ;  nor  by  time,  nor  by  eter- 
nity :  nor  can  God  himself  revoke  it,  unless  he  could  change  and  commit 
perjury  by  his  holiness,  whieh  would  be  utterly  impossible. 
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It  is  also  a  daring  diabolical  attempt  for  any  man  to  add  the  least  thing 
to  this  testament  as  necessary  unto  salvation,  seeing  it  is  a  testament  of 
man's  salvation,  and  has  been  confirmed  by  two  immutable  things.  How 
shameful  is  therefore  the  conduct  of  such  preachers,  who  teach  that  a  man 
is  not  justified  before  God  by  faith  alone,  but  also  by  the  good  works  of  the 
law  !  They  attempt  to  add  the  law  to  the  testament  of  man's  salvation. 
If  not,  why  do  they  maintain  that  a  man  must  do  good  works  in  order  to 
be  saved  ?  How  is  it  possible  for  the  works  of  the  law  to  be  the  least 
condition  of  man's  salvation,  when  it  was  not  incorporated  with  the  Abra- 
hamic covenant ;  but  was  given  tour  hundred  and  thirty  years  after  this  j 
covenant  had  been  confirmed  ?  Had  it  ever  been  God's  design  that  man 
should  be  saved  by  good  works  in  the  least  degree,  he  would  not  have  de- 
layed the  law  four  hundred  and  thirty  years;  but  would  immediately  en- 
tered it  into  the  Abrahamic  covenant.  The  covenant  of  the  law  was  not 
at  all  made  with  Abraham.  Moses  said  :  ';The  Lord  our  God.  made  a 
covenant  with  us  in  Horeb.  The  Lord  made  not  this  covenant  with  our 
fathers  but  with  us,  even  us,  who  are  all  of  us  here  alive  this  day."  Deut. 
v,  2,  3.  Now  since  the  covenant  of  Abraham  includes  the  blessing  of  sal- 
vation for  all  men,  the  covenant  made  at  Horeb  four  hundred  and  thirty 
years  afterwards  can  by  no  means  be  necessary  to  our  justification  before 
God.  ' 

Indeed  sin  was  in  the  world  before  the  law  was  given  on  Mount  Sinai, 
but  without  the  law  it  cannot  be  imputed.  "  For  until  the  law  sin  was  in 
the  world :  but  sin  is  not  imputed  when  there  is  no  law."  Rom.  v,  13. 
In  order,  therefore,  that  sin  might  appear  in  its  deformity,  the  law  was  re- 
vealed. "  Wherefore  then  serveth  the  law  ?  It  was  added  because  of 
transgressions,  till  the  seed  should  come  to  whom  the  promise  was  made, 
&c,  Gal.  iii,  19  Moreover,  the  law  entered  that  the  offence  might  a- 
bound  :  but  where  sin  abounded,  grace  did  much  more  abound."  Rom.  v, 
20.  11 1  had  not  known  sin  but  by  the  law :  for  I  had  not  known  lust,  ex- 
cept the  law  had  said,  Thou  shalt  not  covet,"  ch.  vii,  7.  Because  sin  is  a 
transgression  of  the  law,  the  law  as  a  bright  mirror  manifests  sin  in  its 
original  deformity.  By  this  means  men  are  convinced  of  the  justice  of 
being  under  condemnation,  their  utter  ruin,  their  inability  of  being  restor- 
ed by  any  personal  merit,  or  intellectual  rectitude ;  it  also  begets  a  desire 
in  them  to  be  released  from  bondage,  and  proves  the  necessity  Of  an  al- 
mighty Saviour.  Without  being  thus  convinced,  no  man  would  ever  come 
to  Christ  for  salvation:  for  who  is  he  that  wishes  to  be  justified,  if  he  does 
not  previously  know  himself  to  be  unjust,  and  under  condemnation  ?  or 
that  wishes  to  be  made  free,  if  he  does  not  know  himself  to  be  in  bond- 
age ?  or  that  wishes  to  see  life,  if  he  does  not  know  that  he  is  in  death  ? 
The  law  is  therefore,  property  called  our  schoolmaster.  "  Before  faith  came 
we  were  kept  under  the  law,  shut  up  unto  the  faith  which  should  after- 
wards be  revealed.  Wherefore  the  law  was  our  schoolmaster  to  bring  us 
unto  Christ,  that  we  might  be  justified  by  faith.  But  after  that  laith  is 
come,  we  are  no  longer  under  a  schoolmaster."  Gal.  iii,  23-25.  Heirs, 
who  are  in  a  minor  age  are  kept  under  tutors  and  governors  for  a  certain 
period,  during  which  they  cannot  have  the  estate  in  their  own  hands,  nor 
enjoy  perfect  liberty.  The  church  of  God  before  the  incarnation  of  Christ 
was  in  a  minor  age ;  and  although  having  been  appointed  heirs  in  the 
Abrahamic  covenant,  yet  could  not  enjoy  perfect  liberty,  but  were  under 
tutors  and  governors,  i.  e.  under  the  legal  dispensation.  The  apostle  states 
the  following  with  respect  to  this  subject : 

"  Now  I  say,  that  the  heir,  as  long  as  he  is  a  child, 
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differeth  nothing  from  a  servant,  though  he  be  lord  of  all ;  but  is  under 
tutors  and  governors  until  the  time  appointed  of  the  father.  Even  so  we, 
when  we  were  children,  were  in  bondage  under  the  elements  of  the  world  : 
but  when  the  fulness  of  the  time  was  come,  God  sent  forth  his  Son,  made 
of  a  woman,  made  under  the  law,  to  redeem  them  that  were  under  the 
law,  that  we  might  receive  the  adoption  of  son."  Gal.  iv.  1-5.  How 
plainly  this  text  shews  that  the  law  served  as  a  tutor  and  governor  over 
the  church  until  the  dispensation  of  the  gospel.  Since  the  law  therefore, 
is  designed  to  reveal  our  guik  and  bring  us  unto  Christ,  it  is  evident  that 
it  loses  its  jurisdiction  over  us  after  we  have  come  to  Christ.  Every  be- 
liever, because  he  is  in  Christ  is  divorced  from  the  law.  The  apostle  illus 
trates  this  by  the  following  simile:  "  Know  ye  not.  brethren,  (for  I  speak 
to  them  that  know  the  law,)  how  that  the  law  hath  dominion  over  a  man 
as  long  as  he  liveth  ?  For  the  woman  which  hath  an  husband  is  bound 
by  the  law  to  her  husband  so  long  as  he  liveth  ;  but  if  the  husband  be 
dead,  she  is  loosed  from  the  law  of  her  husband.  So  then,  if  while  her 
husband  liveth,  she  be  married  to  another  man,  she  shall,  be  called  an  adul- 
teress ;  but  if  her  husband  be  dead,  she  is  free  from  that  law ;  so  that  she 
is  no  adulteress,  though  she  be  married  to  another  man.  Wherefore,  my 
brethren,  ye  also  are  become  dead  to  the  law  by  the  body  of  Christ ;  that 
ye  should  be  married  to  another,  even  to  him  who  is  raised  from  the  dead, 
that  we  should  bring  forth  fruit  unto  God.  For  when  we  were  in  the  flesh 
the  motions  of  sins,  which  were  by  the  law,  did  work  in  our  members  to 
bring  forth  fruit  unto  death.  But  now  we  are  delivered  from  the  law,  that 
being  dead  wherein  we  were  held:  that  we  should  serve  in  newness  of 
Spirit,  and  not  in  the  oldness  of  the  letter."  Rom.  vii,  1-6.  By  these 
words  we  a-e  taught  that  like  as  death  divorces  a  woman  from  her  hus- 
band, even  so  we  are  delivered  from  the  law,  being  dead  to  it  by  the  body 
of  Christ.  How  then  can  he  be  a  believer  in  Christ,  who  yet  seeks  salva- 
tion by  the  good  works  of  the  law  ?  He  who  is  under  the  law  enjoys  no 
liberty,  but  is  in  a  state  of  bondage.    See  Gal.  iv,  21-31. 

Whilst  a  man  seeks  to  be  saved  by  the  works  of  the  law  he  is  under  it, 
and  can  by  no  means  be  freed  from  sin.  Although,  the  law  be  good  and 
holy;  nevertheless  it  is  the  life  and  strength  of  sin.  "But  sin  taking  oc- 
casion by  the  commandment,  wrought  in  me  all  manner  of  concupiscence. 
For  without  the  law  sin  vjas  dead.  For  I  was  alive  without  the  law  once : 
but  when  the  commandment  came,  sin  revived,  and  I  died."  Rom.  vii, 
8,  9.  Now  if  without  the  law  sin  be  dead,  and  if  by  it  sin  is  revived,  then 
it  may  with  propriety  be  concluded  that  the  law  is  the  life  of  sin;  and  also 
because  sin  by  it  takes  occasion  to  work  all  manner  of  concupiscence. 

When  the  law,  as  the  apostle  says,  revives  sin,  it  proves  death  to  the 
sinner.  "  For  when  the  commandment  came,  sin  revived  and  I  died." — 
What  manner  of  death  did  he  die  ?  The  apostle  cannot  allude  to  a  bodily 
death :  for  he  then,  even  when  he  had  said  "  1  died,"  had  been  alive  with 
respect  to  his  body.  Nor  can  he  allude  to  an  eternal  death,  i.  e.  everlast- 
ing punishments  in  hell ;  for  he  was  not  in  hell.  It  is  evident  that  he  had 
died  a  spiritual  death,  i.  e.  dead  in  sin,  legally  separated  from  God  from 
whom  flow  light  and  life,  of  which  the  sinner  is  deprived  by  the  law. — 
Now  since  the  law  revives  sin,  by  which  the  sinner  dies  a  spiritual  death, 
he  must  whilst  under  the  law  be  separated  from  God  ;  hence  be  destitute 
of  the  Spirit,  light  and  life.  For  this  reason  it  is  properly  said :  "  The 
sting  of  death  is  sin  ;  and  the  strength  of  sin  is  the  law ;"  1  Cor.  xv,  56 : 
"  the  letter  kiileth,  but  the  Spirit  giveth  life;"  and  the  ministration  of  death 
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was  written  and  engraven  on  stones.  2  Cor.  iii,  6,  7.  Instead  therefore 
of  being  justified  by  the  law.  our  sins  are  thereby  revived  and  we  remain 
dead  under  the  curse:  "for  as  many  as  are  of  the  works  of  the  law  are 
under  the  curse."  Gal.  iii,  10.  If  therefore,  any  man  would  be  made 
alive,  let  him  by  no  means  continue  under  the  law,  but  let  him  come  to 
Christ  by  faith.  Now  since  the  law  keeps  sin  alive  which  proves  the  sin- 
ner's death,  is  it  not  horrid  when  preachers  affirm  and  teach  that  it  is  not 
sufficient  unto  salvation  for  a  man  to  believe  in  Christ;  but  that  he  cannot 
be  saved  unless  he  also  keeps  the  law  ?  By-preaching  the  law  sinners  are 
kept  in  death  and  bondage.  The  law  mongers  are  therefore,  nothing  but 
the  bearers  of  the  dead,  and  there  is  no  life  nor  salvation  in  their  ministry. 
It  is  clearly  to  be  understood,  that  if  sin  be  deprived  of  its  life,  which  is 
the  law,  that  it  must  die,  and  the  death  of  sin  will  prove  the  sinner's  spir- 
itual life.  We  are  exhorted  to  mortify  the  deeds  of  the  flesh  ;  and  the 
flesh  is  to  be  crucified  with  the  affections  and  lusts  thereof.  By  the  flesh 
is  to  be  understood  the  wicked  and  sinful  disposition  of  the  heart:  in  short 
the  sinful  corruptions  of  our  nature.  Now  are  our  sinful  members  or  our 
sins  to  be  mortified  by  the  deeds  of  the  law,  or  by  oyr  own  good  endea- 
vors? By  no  means  For  it  has  already  been  proven  that  the  law  re- 
vives sin.  Now  in  the  name  of  common  sense  how  can  that  which  revives 
sin,  be  a  means  to  mortify  sin,  or  to  crucify  the  flesh  ?  If  we  would  die 
unto  sin,  we  must  deprive  it  of  its  life,  which  is  the  law ;  in  short  we  must 
be  dead  to  the  law  by  the  body  of  Christ.  Accordingly  I  conclude,  that 
when  we  are  free  from  the  law,  sin  is  mortified,  or  our  old  man  is  crucified 
with  Christ,  that  the  body  of  sin  might  be  destroyed:  seeing  that  which 
looses  its  life  must,  die:  the  law  is  the  life  of  sin;  the  believer  is  dead  to 
the  law;  hence  sin  has  lost  its  lite  ;  therefore  it  is  dead,  and  he  lives  unto 
God.  Such  therefore,  as  suppose  that  this  doctrine  leads  to  licentiousness 
are  much  mistaken  :  for  how  can  a  man  be  a  slave  to  sin  when  he  is  not 
under  the  law  but  whose  life  is  hid  with  Christ  in  God?  Can  there  be 
sin  wfjere  there  is  no  law?  No  J — For  sin  is  a  transgression  of  the  law; 
"  sin  is  not  imputed  when  there  is  no  law."  Rom.  v,  13.  Indeed  we  have 
sinful  corruptions  which  we  have  inherited  by  Adam's  transgression.  But 
can  they  injure  us?  can  they  be  imputed  to  us  without  the  law?  No! — 
Who  then  is  the  man,  who  preaches  holiness?  Does  he  preach  holiness, 
who  maintains  that  a  man  must  keep  the  law  ?  No  ! — He  is  far  from  it : 
for  he  that  preaches  salvation  by  good  works  breathes  the  very  breath  of 
life  into  the  body  of  sin,  so  that  it  lives,  bringing  forth  fruit  unto  death. — 
Does  he  preach  holiness  that  maintains  that  we  are  dead  to  the  law  ?  By 
all  means.  For  when  there  is  no  law  sin  is  not  imputed  ;  when  sin  is  not 
imputed,  there  is  holiness.  Look  at  this  ye  self-righteous  law  mongers, 
and  be  ashamed. 

The  law  mongers  say :  if  we  be  free  from  the  law  then  we  can  do  as  we 
please,  and  indulge  ourselves  in  all  manner  of  licentiousness.  This  is  the 
language  of  those  who  are  in  bondage.  They  presume  if  they  had  liberty, 
they  would  make  it  a  pander  of  wickedness,  and  thus  give  us  clearly  to 
understand,  that  if  it  were  not  through  fear  of  the  law  there  would  be  no 
limit  to  their  licentiousness.  To  preach  salvation  through  free  grace,  they 
imagine  would  never  induce  sinners  to  abstain  from  wickedness  ;  hence 
for  this  reason  they  deem  it  necessary  to  coerce  them  by  the  terrors  of  the 
law,  and  thus  all  the  supposed  good  they  do  is  through  slavish  fear. 

Such  as  attempt  to  be  saved  by  good  works,  being  under  the  law,  are 
!     spiritually  dead.    Now  we  know  that  a  dead  thing  cannot  move,  nor  act 
of  itself:  as  for  instance,  a  lifeless  machine  mnst  be  moved  either  by  a. 
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man's  hand,  or  by  beasts  or  by  water,  or  by  steam.  Whereas  a  living  be- 
ing moves  by  reason  of  life  peculiar  to  itself;  hence  needs  no  other  power 
to  enforce  it  into  action.  Now  the  law  mongers  are  like  unto  lifeless  ma- 
chines ;  it  is  therefore,  not  to  be  wondered  at  why  they  expect  to  be  forced 
to  ail  the  supposed  good  they  do  by  legal  terrors  by  self-invented  church- 
rules,  and  systematical  or  machinal  associations.  Nor  is  it  to  be  wondered 
at  why  it  has  become  necessary  to  publish  their  donations  to  supposed 
good  institutions,  and  the  good  they  have  effected,  in  the  public  gazettes 
and  periodical  magazines :  for  this  public  applause  which  they  anticipate 
is  the  steam  to  put  those  dead  machines  into  operation. 

But  the  regenerated  person  possesses  spiritual  life,  and  not  being  under 
the  law,  enjoys  liberty  ;  consequently  this  divine  life  in  him  is  the  source 
of  many  noble  actions :  for  he  delights  in  the  law  of  God  after  the  inward 
man.  He  is  not  under  the  obligation  of  the  law,  but  the  law  is  written  in 
his  heart ;  in  him  therefore  it  is  a  living  law,  a  God-like  volition.  For  this 
is  the  covenant  that  I  will  make  with  the  house  of  Israel  after  those  days, 
saith  the  Lord ;  I  will  put  my  laws  into  their  mind,  and  write  them  in 
their  hearts :  and  I  will  be  to  them  a  God,  and  they  shall  be  to  me  a  peo- 
ple.   Heb.  viii,  10. 

For  the  purpose  of  illustrating  this  subject  more  amply,  I  shall  subjoin 
a  few  observations  on  the  following  passage  : 

"  Know  ye  not,  that  so  many  of  us  as  were  baptized  into  Jesus  Christ 
were  baptized  into  his  death  ?  Therefore  we  are  buried  with  him  by  bap- 
tism into  death :  that  like  as  Christ  was  raised  from  the  dead  by  the  glory 
of  the  Father,  even  so  we  also  should  walk  in  newness  of  life.    For  if  we 

i  have  been  planted  together  in  the  likeness  of  his  death,  we  shall  be  also  in 
the  likeness  of  his  resurrection  :  knowing  this  that  our  old  man  is  crucified 
with  him,  that  the  body  of  sin  might  be  destroyed,  that  henceforth  we 
should  not  serve  sin.  For  he  that  is  dead  is  freed  from  sin.  Now  if  we 
be  dead  with  Christ,  we  believe  that  we  shall  also  live  with  him  :  know- 
ing that  Christ  being  raised  from  the  dead  dieth  no  more  ;  death  hath  no 
more  dominion  over  him.  For  in  that  he  died,  he  died  unto  sin  once  ;  but 
in  that  he  liveth,  he  liveth  unto  God.  Likewise  reckon  ye  also  yourselves 
to  be  dead  indeed  unto  sin ;  but  alive  unto  God  through  Jesus  Christ  our 
Lord."  Rom.  vi,  3-11.  Christ  is  said  to  be  the  root  and  the  offspring  of 
David,  and  the  bright  and  morning  star."  Rev.  xxii,  16.  He  is  the  true 
vine  and  christians  are  the  branches;  John  xv,  1-5.  He  is  a  righteous, 
holy  root  full  of  life  and  immortality.  Holy  baptism  by  the  aforesaid  text 
is  represented  as  the  instrument  by  which  we  are  graffed  into  this  root, 
this  immortal  vine.  We  by  nature  are  sinners,  under  the  curse  of  the  law, 
spiritually  dead  ;  hence  have  no  power  to  live  spiritually.  But  when  we 
are  graffed  into  Christ,  the  tree  of  life,  we  must  also  partake  of  his  life. — 

I  If  a  thousand  graffs  be  graffed  into  a  tree,  so  as  to  grow,  they  with  it  con- 
stitute one  tree.  The  many  thousand  believers  being  graffed  into  Christ 
with  him  are  one  mystic  tree  of  immortality.  They  (yet  not  personally) 
are  one  Christ.  For  this  unity  he  prayed  : — "  that  they  all  may  be  one  ; 
as  thou  Father,  art  in  me  and  I  in  thee,  that  they  also  may  be  one  in  us : 
that  the  world  may  believe  that  thou  hast  sent  me.  And  the  glory  which 
thou  gavest  me  I  have  given  them  ;  that  they  may  be  one,  even  as  we  are 
one.  I  in  them,  and  thou  in  me,  that  they  may  be  made  perfect  in  one ; 
and  that  the  world  may  know  that  thou  hast  sent  me,  and  hast  loved  them, 
as  thou  hast  loved  me."    John  xvii,  21-23.    This  sacerdotal  prayer  in- 
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eludes  a  oneness  of  all  believers,  and  also  a  oneness  with  Christ  and  the 
Father.  They  are  "  rooted  and  built  up  in  him."  Col.  ii,  7.  Because  the 
many  millions  of  saints  are  so  many  graffs  in  Christ,  the  tree  of  life  de- 
riving nourishment  out  of  his  fullness,  they  are  properly  said  to  be  "  mem- 
bers of  his  body,  of  his  flesh,  and  of  his  bones."  Eph.  v,  30.  It  was 
therefore  said,  when  Saul  was  persecuting  christians  that  he  persecuted 
Christ  himself.  Acts  ix,  4.  It  is  also  said,  that  in  feeding  and  clothing, 
&c.,  christians,  one  feeds  and  clothes  Christ  himself.  Mat.  xxv,  35-40. — 
Now  since  they  are  one  with  him,  it  is  evident  that  they  can  have  no 
righteousness  acquired  by  the  good  works  of  the  law,  but  that  they  are 
righteous  and  holy  in  him.  Being  planted  into  his  death  by  baptism  we 
are  by  all  means  divorced  from  the  law  ;  hence  freed  from  sin  :  for  he  that 
is  dead  is  freed  from  sin.  But  as  we  are  planted  in  his  death,  we  also  rise 
with  him  into  a  new  and  endless  life  Thus  we  are  both  dead  and  alive  : 
dead  to  sin,  but  alive  to  God.  The  apostle  says,  "  For  ye  are  dead,  and 
your  life  is  hid  with  Christ  in  God."  Col.  iii,  3.  The  reason  assigned  why 
we  live  is  because  we  are  buried  in  his  death  ;  ,hence  no  man  can  live  by 
the  law  for  it  cannot  give  life.  Because  we  are  planted  into  Christ's  death, 
and  are  risen  with  him,  our  old  man  is  crucified,  so  that  the  body  of  sin 
might  be  destroyed.  Evil  lusts  are  called  members  :  "  mortify  therefore 
your  members  which  are  upon  the  earth ;  fornication,  uncleanness,  inor- 
dinate affections,  evil  concupiscence,  and  coveteousness,  which  is  idolatry." 
Col.  iii,  5.  Many  members  connected  constitute  a  body.  Many  sinful 
lusts  connected  constitute  the  body  of  sin.  This  body  of  sin  is  destroyed 
by  being  in  Christ's  death,  and  consequently  risen  with  him,  and  hence 
becoming  dead  to  the  law.  Thus  we  see  that  the  sanctification  of  our  na- 
ture is  the  blessed  result  of  justification  by  faith  without  good  works. 
Forasmuch  as  we  are  planted  into  Christ's  death,  we  are  dead  to  the  law, 
which  is  the  life  and  strength  of  sin;  consequently  sin  has  lost  its  life 
when  we  are  free  from  the  law  ;  hence  sin  must  die,  and  we  have  ever- 
lasting life  through  Jesus  Christ.  If  we  be  free  from  the  law  then  surely 
we  must  enjoy  liberty.  Such  as  contend  that  we  are  yet  under  the  law, 
or  that  the  fulfilling  of  it  is  necessary  unto  justification  must  also  suppose 
that  we  are  in  a  state  of  bondage.  Such  therefore  do  not  only  preach  the 
law  as  a  condition,  but  they  also  invent  a  number  of  church-rules  and 
laws,  and  establish  systematical  institutions  for  doing  supposed  good,  which 
are  no  where  commanded  in  the  scriptures,  and  threaten  their  people  with 
excommunication,  or  at  least  with  future  damnation  if  they  refuse  com- 
pliance. If  St.  Paul  could  say  with  respect  to  the  very  laws  and  institu- 
tions of  God  under  the  old  testament  dispensation  :  "  Let  no  man  there- 
fore judge  you  in  meat,  or  in  drink,  or  in  respect  of  an  holy  day,  or  of  the 
new  moon,  or  of  the  sabbath  days:  which  are  a  shadow  of  things  to 
come;  but  the  body  is  of  Christ;"  Col.  ii,  16,  17  ;  with  how  much  more 
propriety  may  not  christians  now  be  exhorted  :  let  no  modern  priesthood 
judge  you  with  respect  to  their  self-invented  institutions,  which  are  calcu- 
lated to  promote  their  aggrandizement. 

To  be  in  the  kingdom  of  God,  supposes  a  state  of  enjoying  happiness. 
But  there  is  no  happiness  in  bondage.  Bondage  is  an  element  of  hell  and 
misery.  Such  as  preach  bondage,  preach  misery.  Liberty  is  an  element 
of  heaven,  of  happiness :  for  "  where  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  is,  there  is 
liberty."    2  Ccr.  iii,  17. 


FRAGMENT  IY. 

Concerning  the  testimony  of  owr  adoption. 

There  are  various  means  by  which  we  may  know  a  thing.  The  princi- 
pal Knowledge  we  have  of  persons  and  things  is  by  sight  and  testimony. 
Objects  that  we  see,  carry  the  proof  of  their  existence  within  themselves; 
or  properly  speaking  are  sell-evident.;  hence  are  not  susceptible  of  being 
proven  by  any  other  testimony.  As  for  instance:  when  I  see  the  sun  in 
his  meridian  glory,  it  is  impossible  for  any  one  to  .prove  to  me  by  anv  tes- 
timony whatever  that  such  a  luminary  exists:  for  since  he  is  an  object  of 
my  sight  his  existence  is  self-evident.  But  things  that  we  never  saw,  we 
should  know  nothing  of  them  without  some  other  sensible  representation 
or  a  testimony.  Because  things  invisible  to  us  can  only  be  known  by  tes- 
timony, such  a  knowledge  is  called  faith  or  belief:  *i  Faith  is  the  substance 
of  things  hoped  for,  the  evidence  of  things  not  seen."  Heb.  xi,  1.  Per- 
sons and  things  that  are  invisible  to  us,  are  therefore  only  to  be  realized 
by  sure  witnesses.  Thus  whatsoever  is  known  by  testimony  cannot  be 
an  object  of  our  senses.  Causes  may  also  be  known  by  their  effects  :  as 
for  instance  :  we  see  a  houise,  which  indicates  a  bunder. 

Divine  and  heavenly  things  are  invisible,  they  therefore  cannot  be  ap- 
prehended by  our  senses,  nor  are  they  self-evident,  but  may  be  only  known 
by  testimony ;  hence  the  preteusions  of  those  who  presume  to  have  re- 
ceived those  things  in  a  sensible  manner  :are  extremely  absurd. 

God  does  by  110  means  require  intelligent  creatures  to  believe  any  thing 
without  a  sufficient  testimony.  Thus  when  Jesus  Christ  was  made  flesh, 
there  were  the  most  unequivocal  testimonies  accompanying  his  mission, 
commanding  belief  in  his  Messiah-ship.  His  lineage,  the  place  of  his  na- 
tivity, his  personage,  &c.  corresponded  as  accurately  to  the  predictions  of 
Moses,  of  the  Psalms  and  of  the  Prophets,  as  a  portrait  to  its  original. — 
John  the  Baptist  bore  explicit  testimony  of  his  person  ;  and  when  he  .was 
baptized  in  Jordan,  the  heavens  were  opened,  the  Holy  Ghost  dove-like 
descending  upon  him.  and  the  Father's  voice  saying  from  heaven  :  This  is 
my  beloved  Son,  in  whom  I  am  well  pleased.  Mat.  hi,  16.  17.  His  own 
miracles  also  constituted  an  invincible  chain  of  testimonies,  sufficient  to 
command  belief  in  his  divine  character.  But  if  in  case  our  blessed  Saviour 
had  not  such  testimonies,  who  could  have  known  whether  he  was  the  Son 
of  God,  or  an  imposter  ? 

Regeneration  and  our  spiritual  life  are  invisible.  Now  since  no  invisible 
things  may  be  apprehended  in  a  sensible  manner,  but  only  can  be  known 
by  testimony,  it  is  evident  that  we  can  known  nothing  concerning  our 
.adoption,  but  by  testimonies.  The  holy  Spirit  bears  this  testimoiry :  "The 
Spirit  itself  beareth  witness  with  our  spirit,  that  we  are  the  children  of 
God."  Rom.  viii,  16.  By  the  fruits  of  the  Spirit  in  us,  a  testimony  is 
borne  of  our  adoption.  "  The  fruit  of  the  Spirit  is  love,  joy,  peace,  long- 
suffering,  gentleness,  goodness,  faith,  meekness,  temperance."  Gal.  v.  22, 
23.  When  all  those  fruits  are  either  in  us,  or  in  others,  we  see  effects, 
which  cannot  flow  from  any  other  source,  but  from  the  Holy  Spirit.  For 
such  fruits  cannot  proceed  from  our  own  nature  ;  seeing  that  is  corrupted 
and  sinful ;  nor  from  the  devil ;  seeing  that  he  is  the  author  of  lies,  hatred, 
&c.    It  is  true,  hypocrites  may  and  do  counterfeit  those  fruits  of  the  Spirit: 
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yet  upon  a  close  examination  it  will  appear,  that  those  pretended  fruits  do 
not  flow  from  a  living  priuciple ;  but  they  are  affected  and  machinal,  and 
are  merely  a  fictitious  pious  parade. 

Whereas  the  flesh  in  us  frequently  most  violently  opposes  the  Spirit,  it 
requires  a  close  examination  to  perceive  this  testimony.  When  the  flesh 
rages,  it  beclouds  the  spiritual  graces  in  the  soul,  and  thus  arise  tempta- 
tions of  despair.  Notwithstanding,  whilst  the  fruits  of 'the  Spirit  are  in  us; 
though  beclouded  by  carnal  and  diabolical  temptations ;  we  may  recog- 
nize the  Holy  Ghost's  testimony  of  our  adoption.  For  as  little  as  the 
clouds  which  hide  the  splendor  of  the  sun  can  blot  out  his  existence,  even 
so  little  can  the  temptations  of  the  flesh  and  of  satan  prove  away  our  a- 
doption.  They  rather  establish  that  we  are  Sod's  children.  If  not,  why 
should'  we  be  tempted  ?  why  should  the  flesh  rage  ?  He  who  is  already 
a  child  of  the  devil  living  according  to  the  will  of  the  wicked  flesh,  can 
have  no  strife,  nor  conflict  in  his  soul :  for  devil  agrees  with  devil,  and 
wickedness  is  not  at  war  with  wickedness.  Only  contrary  things  or  per- 
sons are  at  variance  with  each  other.  A  war  in  the  christian's  soul  sup- 
poses two  contrary  principles.  The  flesh  and  the  spirit  are  contrary  the 
one  to  the  other.  If  there  was  no  other  principle  in  us  save  the  flesh,  there 
would  be  no  war  :  for  the  flesh  does  not  oppose  the  flesh.  But  when  there 
is  a  war  in  us,  we  then  know  that  we  have  the  Spirit,  by  which  we  are 
sealed,  having  the  pledge  of  our  heavenly  inheritance,    Eph.  i,  13,  14. 

Texts  of  scripture  describing  the  fruits  of  the  Spirit  are  frequently  mis- 
applied by  attempting  to  prove,  that  those  fruits  are  necessary  unto  our 
justification.  Instead  of  viewing  them  as  testimonies  of  the  Spirit  of  our 
adoption,  they  are  viewed  as  conditions  of  our  salvation,  which  erroneous 
viewing  is  the  reason  of  delusion. 

Under  the  old  Testament  dispensation  prayers  were  offered  with  sacra- 
Sees.  When  the  sacrifices- were  consumed  by  fire  from  heaven,  the  wor- 
shipper had  a  testimony  that  he  was-  accepted  of  God.  As  for  instance  :. 
we  see  when  God  answered  Elijah  with  fire  from  heaven  consuming  his 
sacrifices;  whereas  the  priests  of  Baal  received  no  such  answer;  hence 
were  rejected.  See  1'  Kings- 18.  But  under  the  gospel  dispensation  we 
cannot  properly  offer  our  prayers  with  any  other  sacrifice,  but  the  only 
one,  which  is  Jesus  Christ.  Our  prayers  offered  through  him  will  be  ac- 
cepted. Genuine  prayers  are  produced  by  the  Holy  Spirit  in  us.  See 
Rom.  viii,  20,  27.  Gal.  iv,  &  Now  when  our  prayers  are  heard  and 
granted  the  Holy  Ghost  bears  an  ample  testimony  of  our  adoption,  as  St. 
John  says:  "this  is  the  confidence  that  we  have  in  him,  that,  if  we  ask 
any  thing  according  to  his  will,  he  hearerh  us."  1  John  v,  M.  This  is 
truly  an  illustrious  testimony.  When  the  worshipper  under  the  old  Testa- 
ment dispensation' saw  his  sacrifice  consumed  by  heavenly  fire,  he  was  cer- 
tain of  his  acceptance  ;  even  so  we,  When  ws  get  the  things  for  which  we 
pray,  we  have  a  great  confidence  o'f  our  adoption. 

When  we  pray,  it  ought  to*-  be  done  according  to  God's  will,  which  is 
revealed  in  the  scriptures.  We  should  by  no  means  offer  them  toGod  by 
reason  of  own  merits,  but  only  in  the  name  of  Jesus.  We  are  taught  that 
Cain  brought  of  the  fruit  of  the  ground  an  offering  unto  the  Lord,  but  that 
he  had  no  respect  to  him,  nor  to  his  offering.  Cain's  sacrifice  being  the 
fruit  of  the  ground,  it  is  plain  that  it  was  produced  by  the  labors  of  his 
own  hands ;  or  the  fruits  of  agriculture.  This  shews  that  his  sacrifice  was^ 
self-righteousness,  or  own  merit..    He  is  a  true  type  of  all  self-righteous

persons,  who  offer  up  their  prayers  with  their  supposed  good  works,  and 
pray  for  the  prosperity  of  self-invented  institutions.  Whereas  Abel 
brought  of  the  firstlings  of  his  flock,  and  he  was  accepted.  Gen.  iv,  3-5. 
Now  we  know  that  a  lamb  or  goat,  which  is  understood  by  the  firstling 
of  the  flock  was  a  type  of  Jesus  Christ,  the  only  sacrifice  through  which 
we  are  accepted.  Cain  shewed  his  unbelief  by  his  sacrifice  being  that  of 
his  own  works;  but  Abel  manifested  his  faith  in  Jesus  Christ  the  Lamb 
of  God,  when  he  offered  the  firstling  of  his  flock ;  hence  it  is  said  :  "  By 
faith  Abel  offered  unto  God  a  more  excellent  sacrifice  than  Cain,  by  which 
he  obtained  witness  that  he  was  righteous,  God  testifying  of  gifts :  and  by 
it  he  being  dead  yet  speaketh."  Heb.  xi,  4.  Let  therefore  men  pray 
through  Jesus  Christ,  then  they  shall  be  heard  and  have  a  testimony  of 
their  adoption.

OR  A  FEW 

FRAGMENTS  ON  REGENERATION, 
By  DAVID  HENKEL. 


FRAGMENT  I 

Regeneration  relates  «s  to  God,  so  that  we  are  his  children.  Wj&  are  made 
his  children  by  faith,  by  which  Christ's  righteousness  is  imputed.  The  dif- 
ference between  an  imputed  righteousness  and  holiness,  and  righteous  and, 
holy  principles  implanted  in  our  hearts,  shewn. 

By  Nature  we  are  "  without  Christ,  aliens  from  the  commonwealth  of 
Israel,  and  strangers  from,  the  covenants  of  promise,  we  have  no  hope,  and 
are  without  God  in  the  world.."  Eph.  ii,  12.  In  this  state  we  are  truly 
miserable,  for  without  God  there  is  no  substantial  happiness*.  In  order  to 
obtain  such  happiness,  we  must  sustain  a  new  relation  to  God,  and  become 
his  children.  By  our  natural  birth  we  have  Adam's,  nature,  which  is  de- 
filed with  sin,  Rom.  v,  12,  and  thus  are  destitute  ot  righteousness  and  ho- 
liness. Being  transgressors,  we  are  under  the  curse  of  the  law;  judgment 
has  been  passed  upon  us  unto,  condemnation!.  Rom.,  v,  18.  Condemned 
by  the  law,  we  are  by  no  means  entitled  to  receive  the  gifts  of  the  Spirit, 
which  might  arrest  our  wicked  desires  in  their  pernicious  progress,  and 
restore  new  and  holy  principles.  Before  this  can.  take  place  we  must  be 
made  children,  so  that  we  may  be  heirs;  but  a  child  pre-supposes  a  birth; 
hence  to  become  a  child  of  God,,  and.  to  be  born  again,  are  phrases  of  a 
synonymous  import. 

But  are  we  not  the  children  of  God  by  creation?  are  we  not  his  off- 
spring?. Acts  xvii,  28,  29.  It  must  be  admitted,  that, although  we  are 
fallen  creatures ;  nevertheless  God  is  our  creator  and  preserver,  ami  are 
possessed  of  the  faculty  of  reason,  and  are  thus  superior  to  the  brute  cre- 
ation.   Our  reasoning  faculty  is  susceptible  of  receiving  illumination  from 
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God :  for  otherwise  a  divine  revelation  would  be  utterly  useless  to  us. — 
This  shews  that  a  vestige  of  God's  image,  in  which  man  was  first  created, 
still  remains,  God  possesses  a  supreme  reason,  or  an  infinite  understand- 
ing and  wisdom.  Man,  therefore,  even  in  his  fallen  state,  possessing  a  ra- 
tional faculty,  imitates  his  creator,  and  is  thus  his  offspring.  We  indeed 
have  the  faculty  of  reason  or  the  eyes  of  an  understanding,  but  cannot  see 
without  a  light  from  heaven,  of  which  we  are  destitute  by  nature.  St. 
Paul  says  to  the  Ephesians  :  "  The  eyes  of  your  understanding  being  en- 
lightened ;  that  ye  may  know  what  is  the  hope  of  his  calling,  and  what 
the  riches  of  the  glory  of  his  inheritance  in  the  saints."  Eph  i,  18.  Thus 
it  is  evident  that  the  Ephesians  had  eyes  of  an  understanding,  even  in  a 
state  of  nature;  otherwise  they  could  not  have  been  enlightened,  and  they 
surely  were  the  workmanship  of  God.  It  woald  not  have  been  possible 
for  man  either  to  have  acted  holy,  or  to  have  sinned,  had  he  not  possessed 
a  reasoning  faculty  and  moral  liberty.  For  it  would  be  no  virtue  in  a  be- 
ing never  to  do  wrong,  if  it  were  impossible  to  act  otherwise.  Virtue 
consists  in  delighting  in,  and  choosing  to  act  according  to  moral  rectitude. 
But  if  it  were  impossible  to  do  wrong,  then  there  could  be  no  choice  in 
acting  right;  hence  there  could  be  no  righteous  actions,  because  such  must 
proceed  from  a  free  choice.  Alan  having  done  wrong,  proves  that  he  could 
have  done  right,  and  consequently  that  he  yet  possesses  the  faculty  of  rea- 
son, though  directed  opposite  to  the  law. 

Indeed  our  nature,  since  the  fall,  is  inclined  to  sin ;  yet  it  is  not  sin  itself : 
for  if  it  were  it  could  not  be  the  creation  of  God  ;  for  he  is  holy  ;  hence 
cannot  be  the  creator  of  sin.  The  Son  of  God  took  human  nature  upon 
himself.  Heb.  ii,  14-18.  He  even  in  his  incarnate  state  is  holy,  harmless, 
undefiled,  separate  from  sinners,  ch  vii,  26;  therefore  human  nature  cannot 
be  sin  itself.  Thus  it  may  properly  be  said  that  we  are  God's  children  by 
creation,  and  retain  yet  a  vestige  of  his  image;  but  in  so  far  as  we  have 
sinned,  we  are  by  no  means  like  him  ;  hence  not  his  children  in  this  re- 
spect; for  we  are  under  condemnation,  destitute  of  wisdom,  righteousness 
and  holiness-  A  new  birth  therefore  is  necessary ;  so  that  we  might  be 
justified,  and  becoming  heirs  of  God,  we  might  receive  the  gifts  of  the 
Holy  Spirit  sanctifying  our  nature.  We  are  God's  children,  or  born  again 
by  faith :  "  For  ye  are  all  the  children  of  God  by  faith  in  Christ  Jesus." 
Gal.  iii,  26.  11  But  to  as  many  as  received  him,  to  them  gave  he  power  to 
become  the  sons  of  God,  even  to  them  that  believe  on  his  name."  John 
i,  12.  "  Whosoever  believeth  that  Jesus  is  the  Christ,  is  born  of  God."  1 
John  v,  1.  We  become  God's  children  by  faith,  because  by  it  the  right- 
eousness of  Christ  is  imputed  to  us.  The  righteousness  cf  God  was  impu- 
ted to  Abraham  by  faith,  which  also  is  imputed  to  us  if  w^  believe.  Rom. 
iv,  13-24.  When  another  person's  actions,  whether  they  be  good  or  evil, 
are  ascribed  to  me ;  so  that  I  become  a  partaker  thereof,  it  is  called  an  im- 
putation. The  apostle  St.  John  says,  that  whosoever  bids  a  heretic  God 
speed  is  partaker  of  his  evil  deeds.  2  Epist.  v,  10,  11.  Another  person's 
deeds  are  imputed  to  me,  when  I  acquiesce  in,  or  sanction  the  same.  But 
from  the  texts  already  quoted,  it  is  evident  that  the  righteousness  of  Christ, 
is  imputed  to  us  by  faith.  If  his  righteousness  is  imputed  to  us,  then  we 
are  righteous,  not  for  the  sake  of  any  merit  in  us,  or  any  holy  principles 
implanted  in  our  hearts  :  for  the  righteousness  is  that  of  another  being. 
That  God  is  the  righteousness  of  his  people,  is  evident  from  the  following 
texts:  "  Behold,  the  days  come,  saith  the  Lord,  that  I  will  raise  unto  Da- 
vid a  righteous  branch,  and  a  King  shall  reign  and  prosper,  and  shall  exe- 
cute judgment  and  justice  in  the  earth.  In  his  days  Judah  shall  be  saved, 
and  Israel  shall  dwell  safely ;  and  this  is  his  name  whereby  he  shall  be 
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called,  the  Lord  our  Righteousness."  Jer.  xxiii,  5,  6.  In  the  Messiah 
Judah  shall  be  saved,  and  Israel  dwell  safelyT  and  his  name  shall  be  the 
Lord  our  righteousness.  Thus  the  Lord  Jesus  is  the  righteousness  of  his 
people.  "  Look  unto  me  and  be  ye  saved,  all  the  ends  of  the  earth :  for  I 
am  God,  and  there  is  none  else.  1  have  sworn  by  myself,  the  word  is  gone 
out  of  my  mouth  in  righteousness  and  shall  not  return,  That  unto  me  ev- 
ry  knee  shall  bow,  every  tongue  shall  swear.  Surely,  shall  one  sayr  In  the 
Lord  have  I  righteousness  and  strength  :  even  to  him  shall  men  come ;  and 
all  that  are  incensed  against  him  shall  be  ashamed.  In  the  Lord  shall  aft 
the  seed  of  Israel  be  justified,  and  shall  glory."  Isa.  xlv,  22-25.  The 
Lord  to  whom  every  knee  shall  bow  and  every  tongue  shall  swear,  is  Je- 
sus Christ  in  his  mediatorial  character.  See  Rom.  xiv,  11 ;  Phil.  ii,  9-11. 
All  tongues  swearing  to  Jesus,  and  saying  in  the  Lord  have  I  righteous- 
ness and  strength,  and  that  all  the  seed  of  Israel  shall  be  Justified  in  him, 
and  glory,  proves  that  man  is  justified  by  an  imputed  righteousness.  See 
also  1  Cor.  i,  30,  31. 

When  a  rational  creature  possesses  upright  principles,  and  acts  according 
to  moral  rectitude,  such  may  be  called  righteous,  and  such  may  glory  in  an 
own  righteousness.  But  withal  it  would  only  be  a  creature  righteousness, 
and  by  no  means  the  righteousness  of  God,  which  consists  not  in  any  prin- 
ciples adhering  to,  or  actions  done  by  us  :  for  it  is  the  imputed  righteous- 
ness of  God.  It  is  necessary  to  notice  the  distinction  between  the  right- 
eousness of  God  imputed,  and  the  implanted  gifts  of  the  Spirit  creating  a 
new  heart,  and  producing  just  and  holy  graces,  ornamenting  in  the  sight 
of  men  our  life  and  conduct. 

The  righteousness  of  God,  is  imputed  to  us  by  faith  ;  but  sanctification 
relative  to  our  nature  is  an  operation  in  the  heart  disposing  it  to  holy  mo- 
tives. The  righteousness  of  God  imputed  to  us,  is  not  susceptible  of  being 
increased  :  for  it  is  perfect;  "for  in  him,  i.e.  Christ  dwelleth  all  the  fulness 
of  the  Godhead  bodily ;  And  ye  are  complete  in  him,  who  is  the  head  of 
all  principality  and  power;"  Col.  ii,  9,  10;  but  the  sanctification  of  our  na- 
ture remains  imperfect  during  this  life  by  reason  of  the  opposition  of  the 
flesh  and  other  temptations;  and  although  the  graces  of  the  Spirit  are  ho- 
ly in  their  principles  and  most  beautiful  in  their  qualities;  yet  not  all  un- 
holy volitions  in  the  soul  are  eradicated  ;  for  ignorance  and  folly  more  or 
less  are  in  every  christian.    Rom.  vii,  14-24. 

Because  the  distinction  between  the  imputed  righteousness  of  Christ, 
and  the  sanctification  of  our  nature,  or  the  fruits  of  the  Spirit,  is  not  ob- 
served, sundry  important  texts  are  misconstrued,  and  many  persons  ren- 
dered extremely  uncomfortable.  Knowing  that  the  scriptures  teach  a 
christian  perfection,  tbey  seek  for  this  perfection  in  the  sanctification  of 
their  nature;  but  yet,  notwithstanding  their  best  endeavors,  constantly 
feeling  sin,  they  conclude  that  they  are  unregenerated  and  under  condem- 
nation, and  are  thus  extremely  uncomfortable ;  whilst  others  imagining 
that  they  have  attained  to  this  sanctification,  because  they  do  not  commit 
many  outward  wicked  actions,  are  vile  hypocrites. 

Before  the  sanctification  of  our  nature  commences,  we  must  be  born 
again,  or  clothed  with  God's  righteousness.  Hence  a  new  heart,  or  holy 
dispositions  are  not  requisite  to  make  us  God's  children  ;  for  such  blessings 
we  inherit  because  we  are  children,  or  they  are  the  consequences  following 
the  new  birth.    This  is  proven  in  the  following  manner: 

"  Christ  hath  redeemed  us  from  the  curse  of  the  law,  being  made  a  curse 
for  us ;  for  it  is  written,  cursed  is  every  one  that  hang^th  on  a  tree :  that 
the  blessing  of  Abraham  might  come  on  the  Gentiles  through  Jesus  Christ; 
that  we  might  receive  the  promise  of  the  Spirit  through  faith."    Gal.  lii, 
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13,  14.  This  text  shews  that  whosoever  receives  the  Spirit  does  it  by- 
faith.  But  it  has  already  been  proven  that  a  believer  is  born  again,  hence 
a  child  of  God.  "  Then  Peter  said  unto  them,  Eepent  and  be  baptised  ev- 
ery one  of  you  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ  for  the  remission  of  sins,  and 
ye  shall  receive  the  gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost."  Acts  ii,  38.  This  also  plainly 
shews  that  the  gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost  was  received  by  the  Jews  after  they 
obtained  the  remission  for  their  sins. 

"  If  ye  then  be  risen  with  Christ,  seek  those  things  which  are  above, 
where  Christ  sitteth  on  the  right  hand  of  God.  Set  your  affections  on 
things  above,  not  on  things  on  the  earth.  For  ye  are  dead,  and  your  life 
is  hid  with  Christ  in  God.  When  Christ  who  is  our  life  shall  appear,  then 
shall  ye  also  appear  with  him  in  glory.  Mortify  therefore  your  members 
which  are  upon  the  earth ;  fornication,  uncleanness,  inordinate  affection, 
evil  concupiscence,  and  covetousness,  which  is  idolatry."  Col.  iii,  1-5. 
Now  such  as  are  risen  with  Christ,  and  whose  life  is  hid  with  him  in  God, 
can  be  none  else  than  those  that  have  been  born  anew ;  and  they  are  ex- 
horted to  seek  the  things  that  are  above  and  to  mortify  their  members  up- 
.,on  earth :  such  as  fornication,  uncleanness,  inordinate  affection,  &c.  To 
do  these  things  is  the  same  as  having  holy  principles.  But  those  persons 
prior  to  having  such  principles  are  represented  as  true  christians,  which 
also  proves  that  the  new  birth  is  prior  to  intellectual  sanctification. 

"  And  because  ye  are  sons.  God  hath  sent  forth  the  Spirit  of  his  Son  into 
your  hearts,  crying,  Abba,  Father."  Gal.  iv,  6.  This  text  indicates  that 
our  son-ship  is  a  reason  why  God  sent  forth  the  Spirit  of  his  Son  into  our 
hearts ;  hence  it  is  evident  that  the  new  birth  is  prior  to  the  gift  of  fhe 
Spirit, 

u  For  whom  the  Lord  loveth  he  chasteneth,  and  scourgeth  every  son 
whom  he  receiveth.  If  ye  endure  chastening,  God  dealeth  with  you  as 
with  sons:  for  what  son  is  he  whom  the  father  chasteneth  not?  But  if 
ye  be  without  chastisement,  whereof  all  are  partakers,  then  are  ye  bas- 
tards and  not  sons.  Furthermore  we  have  had  fathers  of  our  flesh  which 
corrected  us:  and  we  gave  them  reverence :  shall  we  not  much  rather  be 
in  subjection  unto  the  Father  of  Spirits,  and  live  ?  For  they  verily  for  a 
few  days  chastened  us  after  their  own  pleasure  ;  but  he  for  our  profit,  that 
we  might  be  partakers  of  his  holiness.    Heb.  xii,  6,  10. 

Those  that  are  chastened  are  said  to  be  God's  children.  But  why  does 
God  chasten  his  children  ?  Is  it  for  no  purpose,  but  merely  because  he  de- 
lights in  seeing  them  afflicted  ?  By  no  means :  for  that  would  be  cruelty. 
Whom  he  chastens  he  loves,  and  the  reason  assigned  for  chastening  us  is 
that  we  might  be  partakers  cf  his  holiness.  Whereas  we  frequently  sin 
by  reason  of  the  flesh,  or  the  old  man,  chastisements  become  indispensably 
necessary,  in  order  that  the  flesh  may  be  kept  in  subjection  ;  otherwise  we 
should  not  be  made  partakers  of  God's  holiness.  That  God  chastens  his 
children,  proves  that  their  nature  is  yet  sinful :  for  if  not.  why  would  chas- 
tisements be  necessary  ?  Such  as  confidently  teach  that  when  a  man  is 
born  again,  that  his  nature*is  so  far  changed,  that  he  does  not  sin  in  any 
respect  whatever,  must  deny,  either,  that  God  chastens  his  children,  or 
else  that  he  does  it  through  cruelty  or  for  nothing.  To  deny  that  God  chas- 
tens his  children  would  be  contrary  to  the  apostle's  declaration ;  to  suppose 
that  he  does  it  through  cruelty  or  for  nothing,  would  be  forging  a  libel  up- 
on his  holy  character.  What  purpose  should  chastisements  inflicted  upon 
perfect  holy  creatures  answer?  Surely,  none  would  be  chastened  for  holi- 
ness. If  it  were  not  for  the  sins  of  God's  people,  the  necessity  of  chastise- 
ments would  be  superseded.  After  the  resurrection  of  the  body,  and  when 
this  corruptible  shall  have  put  on  incorruption,  and  this  mortal  shall  have  put 
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on  immortality,  and  when  the  sting  of  death,  which  is  sin,  shall  utterly  have 
been  abolished,  then  there  shall  be  neither  crosses,  nor  afflictions  of  any 
description  whatever ;  but  an  enjoyment  of  pure,  perfect,  uninterrupted, 
eternal  felicity.  The  reason  is  obvious  :  because  there  shall  be  neither  any 
temptation  to  sin,  nor  any  sinful  corruption  cleaving  to  human  nature  in 
that  blissful  state  of  immortality. 

FRAGMENT  II. 

Hie  person  who  is  regenerated,  "because  of  the  flesh,  frequently  commits  sins  ; 
hence  it  becomes  necessary  to  be  •converted  from  his  errors.  But  in  the 
case  of  an  apostacy  a  second  graffing  into  Christ  must  take  place  /  other- 
wise the  person  having  apostatized  cannot  be  restored. 

The  person  that  is  regenerated,  is  truly  ornamented  with  God's  right- 
eousness, and  spiritual  graces  as  a  blessed  consequence  are  implanted  in 
the  heart,  which  according  to  the  language  of  the  scriptures  are  called  the 
inward,  the  new  man,  the  Spirit ;  nevertheless  he  yet  possesses  the  corrupt 
tions  inherited  by  Adam's  fall,  which  are  called  the  flesh,  or  the  old  man. 
Sundry  texts  prove  that  the  person  that  is  born  of  God  does  nor  commit 
sin  ;  as  for  instance :  "  Whosoever  is  born  of  God  doth  not  commit  sin  : 
for  his  seed  remaineth  in  him  :  and  he  cannot  sin,  because  he  is  born  of 
God."  1  John  iii,  9.  Whereas  on  the  contrary  it  is  said  that  God's  chil- 
dren sin.  "  If  we  say  that  we  have  no  sin,  we  deceive  ourselves,  and  the 
truth  is  not  in  us."  1  John  i,  8.  The  apostle  John  most  certainl}?'  was  a 
saint ;  notwistanding,  he  with  others  includes  himself  as  not  being  with- 
out sin.  St.  Paul  says,  c£  If  Christ  be  in  yon,  the  body  is  dead  because  of 
sin  :  but  the  Spirit,  is  life  because  of  righteousness.11  Rom.  viii,  10.  The 
allusion  here  is  undoubtedly  to  God's  children ;  for  Christ  is  not  in  any 
others.  The  reason  assigned  for  the  death  of  a  believer's  body,  is  sin  ; 
hence  as  all  saints'  bodies  die,  they  all  have  sin.  Why  are  saints  admon- 
ished to  mortify  their  evil  lusts  if  they  had  no  sin  ?  Col.  iii.  5.  Now  since 
the  scriptures  ascribe  holiness  to  every  believer,  and  yet  declare  that  none 
lives,  without  sinning,  does  not  this  imply  a  palpable  contradiction  ?  The 
scriptures  by  no  means  contradict  themselves  in  making  these  repugnant 
declarations,  but  they  thereby  shew  the  contradiction  in  the  believers  per- 
son :  for  in  him  there  are  two  contrary  principles,  the  one  called  the  oldj 
and  the  other  the  new  man.  The  old  man  or  the  flesh  we  have  inherited 
from  Adam  by  a  natural  birth,  but  the  new  man  is  the  consequence  of  re- 
generation. The  carnal  mind  is  not  subject  to  the  law  of  God ;  the  new 
man  delights  in  it ;  the  former  is  sinful ;  the  latter  is  holy.  Thus  it  may 
be  correctly  said,  that  the  christian  is  a  sinner  according  to  the  flesh,  but 
holy  and  without  sin  according  to  the  new  man,  or  the  Spirit.  St.  Paul 
says,  "  I  find  then  a  law,  that,  when  I  would  do  good,  evil  is  present  with 
me.  For  I  delight  in  the  law  of  God  after  the  inward  man."  Rom.  vii, 
21,  22.  In  v.  25,  he  adds,  "  So  then,  with  the  mind  I  myself  serve  the 
law  of  God ;  but  with  the  flesh  the  law  of  sin."  Thus  we  see  that  St. 
Paul  served  both  the  law  of  God,  and  the  law  of  sin,  but  the  former  ac- 
cording to  the  inward  man,  and  the  latter  according  to  the  flesh.  Two 
contrary  principles  ever  will  be  at  war  with  each  other,  until  the  one  or 
the  other  shall  be  overcome.  For  this  reason  it  is  said  that  "  the  flesh 
lusteth  against  the  Spirit,  and  the  Spirit  against  the  flesh :  and  these  are 
contrary  the  one  to  the  other :  so  that  ye  cannot  do  the  things  that  ye 
would."    Gal.  v,  17. 
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This  being  the  case,  the  flesh  frequently  conquers,  and  we  fall  into  sins. 
But  as  it  is  the  will  of  God,  when  we  are  thus  fallen,  that  we  again  should 
rise,  he  calls  upon  us  to  repent  of  and  be  converted  from  our  follies.  Our 
blessed  Saviour  said  unto  his  disciples,  "  Except  ye  be  converted  and  be- 
come as  little  children,  ye  shall  not  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  heaven. :' 
Mat  xviii,  3.  The  context  plainly  indicates  that  they  were  elated  with 
pride ;  seeing  they  contended  for  rank  and  superiority  in  the  kingdom  of 
heaven.  But  they  were  certainly  previously  regenerated  ;  for  Jesus  told 
them,  "  Notwithstanding,  in  this  rejoice  not,  that  the  spirits  are  subject  unto 
you ;  but  rather  rejoice,  because  your  names  are  written  in  heaven." 
Luke  x,  20.  That  a  man  whose  name  is  written  in  heaven,  is  regenerated 
admits  of  no  dispute.  Now  since  the  disciples  were  born  again,  and  yet 
were  exhorted  to  be  converted,  it  is  evident  that  regeneration  and  conver- 
sion are  to  be  distinguished.  Again,  Christ  predicting  the  fall  of  Peter, 
said  unto  him,  Simon,  Simon,  behold,  Satan  hath  desired  to  have  you,  that 
he  may  sift  you  as  wheat ;  but  I  have  prayed  for  thee,  that  thy  faith  fail 
not:  and  when  thou  art  converted,  strengthen  thy  brethren."  Luke  xxii, 
31,  32.  In  this  also,  the  distinction  between  regeneration  and  conversion 
is  manifest :  for  Peter,  even  when  he  had  fallen  into  sin  had  not  lost  his 
faith,  but  was  converted.  This  distinction  is  briefly  described  thus :  re- 
generation takes  place  when  a  person  by  faith  is  adopted  as  a  child  of  God, 
and  clothed  with  his  righteousness ;  whereas  conversion  takes  place  when 
such  a  person  falls  into  sin  and  again  repents.  The  pious  Psalmist  prayed 
"  Hide  thy  face  from  my  sins,  and  blot  out  all  mine  iniquities.  Create  in 
me  a  clean  heart,  O  God ;  and  renew  a  right  spirit  within  me.  Cast  me 
not  away  from  thy  presence ;  and  take  not  thy  holy  Spirit  from  me.  Ke- 

j     store  me  unto  the  joy  of  thy  salvation  ;  and  uphold  me  with  thy  free  Spirit." 

|  Ps.  li.  9-12.  The  Psalmist  praying  that  God  might  hide  his  face  from  his 
sins,  for  a  clean  heart,  for  the  renewing  of  a  right  spirit  within  him,  for 
the  restoration  unto  toe  joy  of  God's  salvation,  thereby  confesses  himself 

i  guilty  of  some  enormous  crimes;  and  yet  the  same  time  praying:  take  not 
thy  holy  Spirit  from  me,  indicates  that  he  was  a  child  of  God ;  otherwise 

I     he  would  not  have  had  the  holy  Spirit. 

Thus  it  is  evident  that  God's  children  may  fall  into  sin  ;  and  yet  be  re- 
newed by  conversion.  But  when  they  commit  sin  they  shall  be  chastened. 
God  having  promised  Christ  a  numerous  host  of  children,  says:  "  My  mer- 
cy will  I  keep  for  him  for  evermore,  and  my  covenant  shall  stand  fast  with 
him.  His  seed  also  will  I  make  to  endure  for  ever,  and  his  throne  as  the 
days  of  heaven.    If  his  children  forsake  my  law,  and  walk  not  in  my 

I     judgments  ;  if  they  break  my  statutes,  and  keep  not  my  commandments ; 

|  then  will  I  visit  their  transgression  with  the  rod,  and  their  iniquity  with 
stripes.    Nevertheless  my  loving-kindness  will  I  not  utterly  take  from  him, 

j     nor  suffer  my  faithfulness  to  fail.    My  covenant  will  I  not  break,  nor  alter 

!     the  thing  that  is  gone  out  of  my  lips.    Once  have  I  sworn  by  my  holiness 

i     that  I  will  not  lie  unto  David.    His  seed  shall  endure  for  ever,  and  his 

•  throne  as  the  sun  before  me.  It  shall  be  established  for  ever  as  the  moon, 
and  as  a  faithful  witness  in  heaven.  Selah."  Ps.  Ixxxix,  28-37.  Every 
believer  is  a  living  branch  in  Christ  the  true  vine  bringing  forth  good  fruit; 
but  as  all  branches  may  have  excreseuces,  they  roust  be  pruned  to  render 
the  fruit  better  and  more  abundant.    God  purges  such  branches  that  they 

I  may  bring  forth  more  fruit;  this  frequently  is  done  by  chastisements.  It 
is  in  vain  for  any  christian  to  suppose  that  because  he  is  saved  by  faith,  he 
may  indulge  himself  in  vices,  remaining  impenitent :  for  God's  fatherly 

;  love  and  care  require  that  his  crimes  should  be  visited  with  the  rod  and 
with  stripes ;  otherwise  he  would  become  utterly  miserable,  and  never  be 
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a  partaker  of  holiness.  Some  men,  even  such  as  profess  to  be  believers, 
presume  that  the  doctrine  of  justification  by  faith  alone  without  any  good  - 
works  leads  to  licentiousness ;  hence  preach  that  good  works  as  well  as 
faith,  are  indispensably  necessary  to  salvation.  But  let  such  consider  that 
it  is  not  possible  according  to  God's  own  declarations,  for  his  children  to 
fall  into  vices,  remaining  impenitent,  and  not  to  be  scourged.  He  chastens 
them  by  various  means:  such  as  by  sickness,  loss  of  friends,  poverty,  suf- 
fering their  enemies  to  injure  them,  and  by  many  other  afflictions.  Let 
that  professor  therefore,  who  is  without  any  fatherly  chastisements,  not 
consider  himself  a  child  of  God,  but  a  bastard. 

It  is  thus  evident,  that  all  sins  God's  children  commit  may  be  repented 
of,  and  consequently  be  pardoned ;  except  they  commit  the  sin  unto  death 
and  apostatize.    It  is  said,  ';  If  ye  live  after  the  flesh,  ye  shall  die  :  but  if 
ye  through  the  Spirit  do  mortify  the  deeds  of  the  body,  ye  shall  live." — 
Rom.  viii,  13.    If  any  man  see  his  brother  sin  a  sin,  which  is  not  unto 
death,  he  shall  ask,  and  he  shall  give  him  life  for  them  that  sin  not  unto 
death.    There  is  a  sin  unto  death  :  I  do  not  say  that  he  shall  pray  for  it. 
1  John  v,  16.    What  manner  of  death  is  it  which  those  shall  die  who  do 
not  mortify  the  deeds  of  the  flesh,  or  commit  the  sin  unto  death  ?    It  can 
by  no  means  be  the  natural  death  of  the  body :  for  it  is  evident  that  no 
man  can  escape  that  by  crucifyiug  the  flesh.    I  presume  it  is  the  same 
which  Adam  died  the  day  on  which  he  transgressed.    It  was  said  unto 
him  :  "  But  of  the  tree  of  the  knowledge  of  good  and  evil,  thou  shalt  not 
eat  of  it:  .for  in  the  day  thou  eatest  thereof  thou  shalt  surely  die."  Gen. 
ii,  17.    This  could  not  have  alluded  to  a  temporal  death  :  for  to  suppose 
it,  would  be  contrary  to  fact,  seeing  he  afterwards  lived  many  years.  His 
bodily  death  was  announced  to  him  after  the  transgression  in  the  follow- 
ing words:  ''In  the  sweat  of  thy  face  shalt  thou  eat  bread,  till  thou  re- 
turn unto  the  ground  :  for  out  of  it  wast  thou  taken  :  for  dust  thou  art, 
aud  unto  dust  shalt  thou  return."    G**n.  iii,  19.    His  body  returning  to 
the  ground  plainly  indicates  his  bodily  death.    Neither  could  the  allusion 
be  to  what  by  some  divines  is  called  the  eternal  death,  i.  e.  endless  punish- 
ments in  hell:  for  to  suppose  that,  would  also  be  contrary  to  fact,  seeing 
that  he  did  not  that  day  go  to  hell ;  nor  have  we  any  reason  to  believe 
that  he  ever  did.    Neither  could  he  in  one  day  (or  that  same  day)  have 
suffered  endless  punishments  :  for  one  day  is  not  endless.    He  must  hence 
have  died  legally,  i.  e.  became  dead  in  sin,  deprived  of  spiritual  light  aud 
and  life.    His  conduct  after  his  fall  shews  the  darkness  of  his  mind :  for 
when  the  Lord  God  called  unto  him,  and  said  unto  him,  "  Where  art  thou? 
he  said,  I  heard  thy  voice  in  the  garden  ;  and  I  was  afraid,  because  I  was 
nulied,  and  I  hid  myself."    Gen  iii.  9,  10.    This  seems  as  if  he  imagined 
that  he  could  hide  himself  from  an  all-seeing  God,  which  manifests  his  in- 
tellectual blindness.    This  spiritual  death  is  mentioned  by  St.  Paul:  "And 
you  hath  he  quickened,  who  were  dead  in  trespasses  and  in  sins."    Eph  ii, 
i,  and  v.  4,  5 — "  but  God,  who  is  rich  in  mercy  for  his  great  love  wmere- 
with  he  loved  us,  even  when  we  were  dead  in  sins,  hath  quickened  us  to- 
gether with  Christ,  (by  grace  ye  are  saved.")    All  men  by  nature  are  thus 
spiritually  dead,  i.  e.  their  understanding  is  without  divine  light,  and  their 
hearts  without  divine  life  and  are  under  the  curse  of  the  law  ;  and  in  this 
state  they  remain,  until  they  are  made  spiritually  alive  by  Christ.  He 
say?,  "  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you,  He  that  heareth  my  word,  and  be- 
lieved} on  him  that  sent  me,  hath  everlasting  life,  and  shall  not  come  into 
condemnation  ;  but  is  passed  from  death  unto  life."   John  v,  24.  Bypass- 
ing from  death  unto  life  cannot  signify  in  this  passage  passing  from  a  bodi- 
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ly  death  to  a  life  after  the  resurrection  of  the  body,  as  it  alludes  to  men 
believing  in  this  world  ;  hence  alludes  to  a  passage  from  a  spiritual  death 
to  a  spiritual  life.  Now  since  the  apostle  declares  that  such  as  live  after 
the  flesh  shall  die,  it  is  evident  that  they  will  be  deprived  of  divine  life  and 
die  spiritually  in  sin.  Such  as  are  exhorted  to  mortify  the  deeds  of  the 
flesh,  lest  they  die,  are  spiritually  alive,  that  is  true  believers :  for  if  they 
were  not  how  could  they  die  ?  For  unbelievers  are  already  by  nature 
dead  in  sin,  hence  it  is  impossible  for  such  to  die,  unless  it  was  possible  for 
a  dead  person  to  die. 

That  such  persons  who  apostatize  cannot  be  renewed  again  unto  repen- 
tance, is  proven  by  the  following  passage :  "  For  it  is  impossible  for  those 
who  were  once  enlightened,  and  have  tasted  of  the  heavenly  gift,  and  were 
made  partakers  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  have  tasted  the  good  word  of  God, 
and  the  powers  of  the  world  to  come,  if  they  shall  fall  away,  to  renew 
them  again  unto  repentance  ;  seeing  they  crucify  to  themselves  the  Son  of 
God  afresh,  and  put  him  to  an  open  shame."    Heb.  vi,  4-6. 

Though  it  be  evident  from  the  proofs  already  stated,  that  a  believer  may 
apostatize  and  die ;  nevertheless,  this  is  positively  denied  by  those  who 
maintain  the  doctrine  of  absolute  election  and  reprobation.  They  suppose 
such  a  final  apostacy  impossible  in  consequence  of  God's  promises  to  keep 
his  children  safely,  as  for  instance:  "My  sheep  hear  my  voice,  and  I  know 
them,  and  they  follow  me ;  and  I  give  unto  them  eternal  lite ;  and  they 
shall  never  perish,  neither  shall  any  man  pluck  them  out  of  my  hand.  My 
Father,  which  gave  them  me,  is  greater  than  all :  and  none  is  able  to  pluck 
them  out  of  my  Father's  hand."  John  x,  27,  29.  It  must  be  admitted, 
that  not  only  according  to  this,  but  also  according  to  sundry  other  texts, 
no  child  of  God,  nor  none  of  his  sheep  as  such,  ever  did,  or  ever  shall  be 
finally  lost.  But  it  is  to  be  remembered  that  this  is  not  properly  the  point 
in  question.  The  question  is  not,  whether  any  of  God's  children,  or  sheep 
may  oe  utterly  lost?  but  whether  any  of  his  children  may  not  become  un- 
believers, or  his  sheep  become  goats  ?  If  any  of  his  children  become  un- 
belivers,  or  his  sheep  become  goats,  then  if  they  perish  it  can  by  no  means 
be  said  that  any  of  God's  children  or  sheep  have  perished ;  because  after 
becoming  infidels  or  goats,  they  are  not  children  or  sheep.  It  is  by  no 
means  absurd  to  affirm  that  no  unbeliever  shall  ever  be  saved :  for  "  he 
that  believeth  not  is  condemned  already."  John  iii,  18 — but  it  would  be 
contrary  to  fact,  to  suppose  that  an  unbeliever,  may  not  become  a  believer: 
seeing  that  sundry  of  the  most  eminent  saints  once  had  been  unbelievers. 
Whenever  it  shall  be  proven  that  no  believer  can  ever  become  an  unbe- 
liver,  then  only  shall  the  impossibility  of  a  final  apostasy  be  established. 
But  since  there  is  no  text  affirming  this,  it  must  be  concluded  that  sheep 
may  become  goats,  or  saints  become  sinners.  St.  Jude  m  describing  a 
certain  wicked  class  of  wicked  men,  calls  them  "trees  whose  fruit  wither- 
eth.  without  fruit,  twice  dead,  plucked  up  by  the  roots."  v.  12.  Now  it 
may  be  asked,  how  such  could  have  been  twice  dead  ?  They  undoubtedly 
once  had  been  dead  in  sin  by  nature;  but  how  could  they  have  been  dead 
the  second  time  if  they  had  not  been  made  spiritually  alive  to  God,  and 
then  have  died,  i.  e.  apostatized  ?  It  is  out.  of  the  question  to  conclude 
otherwise,  than  that  such  must  have  been  spiritually  alive,  and  then  have 
apostatized. 

When  a  man  commits  the  sin  unto  death  he  loses  his  faith,  without 
which  no  man  can  receive  forgiveness.  It  is  therefore  not  strange  when 
a  person  has  been  made  spiritually  alive,  and  loses  his  faith,  that  he  should 
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be  in  a  similar,  or  perbaps  a  worse  state  than  he  was  when  an  unbeliever  in 
a  state  of  nature,  or  before  ever  he  was  regenerated.  He  who  commits 
the  sin  unto  death  must  undoubtedly  lose  his  faith,  otherwise  he  would 
still  live,  because  it  is  out  of  the  question  for  any  one  to  believe  on  the 
Son  of  God  and  not  to  have  eternal  life. 

If  the  deeds  of  the  flesh  be  not  mortified,  faith  will  be  lost,  and  a  spirit- 
ual death  will  be  the  consequence.  They  are  to  be  mortified  through  the 
Spirit.  The  word  of  God  is  Spirit  and  life  :  "  the  words  that  I  speak  unto 
you,  they  are  spirit,  and  they  are  life,"  John  vi,  63.  It  is  an  incorruptible 
seed,  which  effects  regeneration.  1  Pet.  i,  23-25.  1  Cor.  iv,  15.  James 
i,  18.  It  is  a  heavenly  light.  Ps.  cxix,  105.  2  Pet.  i.  19.  It  is  called 
the  sword  of  the  Spirit.  Eph.  vi,  17.  It  is  not  only  the  means  by  which 
faith  cometh  ;  Rom.  x,  17  :  but  it  is  also  to  keep  one  from  sinning  :  "  thy 
word  have  I  hid  in  mine  heart,  that  I  might  not  sin  against  thee."  Ps. 
cxix.  11.  The  word  of  God  being  the  principal  means  to  beget  faith  and 
to  mortify  the  deeds  of  the  flesh,  it  is  evident  that  by  rejecting  or  pervert- 
ing it  faith  is  lost.  For  the  word  being  light,  spirit  and  life,  is  calculated 
to  illumine  the  soul,  to  make  it  spiritual,  and  to  give  it  eternal  life.  Con- 
sequently if  a  believer  should  neglect  or  pervert  it,  his  heart  must  become 
dark,  carnal  and  dead  :  for  the  want  of  light  is  darkness,  oF  the  Spirit  car- 
nality, and  of  life  death.  Thus  when  Adam  and  Eve  disregarded  the  word 
of  the  Lord,  they  became  dark,  carnal  and  dead.  Hence  I  conclude  that 
a  neglect  or  a  perversion  of  God's  word  after  being  regenerated  is  the  sin 
unto  death :  for  without  this  word  there  can  be  no  faith,  and  without 
that  the  soul  must  die.  The  following  passages  confirm  this  conclusion : 
"  Let  us  hold  fast  the  profession  of  our  faith  without  wavering;  for  he  is 
faithful  that  promised  :  and  let  us  consider  one  another  to  provcke  unto 
love  and  to  good  works :  not  forsaking  the  assembling  of  ourselves  togeth- 
er, as  the  manner  of  some  as;  but  exhorting  one  another:  and  so  much 
the  more,  as  ye  see  the  day  approaching.  For  if  we  sin  wilfully  after  that 
we  have  received  the  knowledge  of  the  truth,  there  remaineth  no  more 
sacrifice  for  sins,  but  a  certain  fearful  looking  for  of  judgment  and  fiery 
indignation,  which  shall  devour  the  adversaries.  He  that  despised  Moses' 
law  died  without  mercy  under  two  or  three  witnesses  :  of  how  much  sorer 
punishment,  suppose  ye,  shall  he  be  thought  worthy,  who  hath  trodden 
under  foot  the  Son  of  God,  and  hath  counted  the  blood  of  the  covenant, 
wherewith  he  was  sanctified,  an  unholy  thing,  and  hath  done  despite  unto 
the  Spirit  of  grace  ?"    Heb.  x,  23-29. 

In  the  public  assemblies  of  christians  the  word  of  God  is  preached,  the 
Spirit  and  the  holy  ordinances  administered ;  hence  by  neglecting  such, 
the  word  is  despised.  Neglecting  this  word  after  having  received  the 
knowledge  of  the  truth  is  called  a  wilful  sin.  A  man  receives  the  know- 
lege  of  the  truth  by  the  hearing  of  the  gospel ;  hence  when  he  neglects, 
and  thus  despises  it,  he  acts  from  knowledge,  and  sins  with  deliberation. 
This  word  is  spirit,  the  agency  of  not  only  begetting,  but  also  of  preserv- 
ing faith  and  of  mortifying  the  deeds  of  the  flesh  ;  it  reveals  Jesus  the  only 
sacrifice  for  sins,  and  brings  nigh  his  blood,  the  blood  of  the  covenant : 
consequently  he  that  rejects  or  perverts  this  word  has  done  despite  unto 
the  Spirit  of  grace,  and  trodden  the  Son  of  God  under  foot ;  in  short,  he 
dies,  becoming  an  infidel.  An  infidel  rejects  the  sacrifice  of  Jesus.  Under 
the  dispensation  of  the  law  there  were  many  sacrifies,  so  that  if  one  was 
neglected  another  could  be  obtained  ;  but  under  the  gospel  there  can  be 
but  one  sacrifice,  namely  :  that  of  Jesus  Christ,  and  whilst  that  is  rejected 
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there  is  no  possibility  of  salvation.  Men  were  put  to  death  for  despising 
Moses'  law  ;  they  suffered  a  bodily  death  ;  but  the  rejection  of  Jesus  and 
his  gospel  will  subject  the  transgressor  to  a  sorer  punishment :  for  losing 
his  faith,  he  shall  die  a  spiritual  death,  which  in  its  consequences  is  more 
dreadful  than  that  of  the  body.    See  also  Heb.  xii,  25. 

The  question,  whether  a  person  after  having  apostatized  can  ever  again 
get  to  believe  and  be  saved  ?  deserves  an  examination.  It  would  be  erro- 
neous to  affirm  that  it  would  be  impossible  with  God,  or  repugnant  to  any 
of  his  attributes  ever  to  restore  an  apostate  person.  But  it  would  rather 
be  congenial  to  his  boundless  love  and  mercy,  not  utterly  to  debar  apos- 
tates from  a  restoration.  An  apostate  person  is  one,  who  has  lost  his  faith 
and  has  become  dead,  and  is  in  a  similar  state  to  one  who  never  has  been 
regenerated.  Now  the  one  who  never  has  been  regenerated,  being  an 
unbeliever  has  no  forgiveness,  he  is  dead,  the  wrath  of  God  abiding  on 
him  ;  nor  can  he  ever,  as  an  unbeliever,  obtain  pardon ;  the  apostate  hav- 
ing become  an  unbeliever,  by  no  means  has  any  forgiveness  :  seeing  he  is 
punished  with  spiritual  death,  the  consequences  of  which  are  most  terrible. 
Now  since  he  who  never  was  a  believer  may  get  to  be  such  by  the  proper 
use  of  means;  even  so  there  is  nothing  contained  in  the  scriptures  posi- 
tively denyiog  that  an  apostate  may  obtain  faith  and  be  saved.  It  mny 
indeed  become  extremely  difficult  for  an  apostate  person  to  obtain  faith ; 
for  God  may,  with  a  view  to  punish  him,  place  him  in  a  situation  so  that 
he  may  not  have  an  opportunity  of  hearing  the  genuine  gospel,  and  con- 
sequently bring  many  other  judgments  upon  him;  yet  it  is  not  utterly  im- 
possible, nor  improbable  for  the  Lord  again  to  visit  him  with  the  true 
gospel. 

The  passage  in  Heb.  vi,  4-6,  declaring  the  impossibility  of  again  renew- 
ing those  to  repentance,  who  were  once  enlightened,  &c,  which  many 
presume  is  sufficient  to  prove  that  no  apostate  can  ever  be  restorod,  does 
not  prove  it.  It  simoly  proves  that  an  apostate  cannot  again  be  renewed 
to  repentance ;  but  does  not  say  that  he  may  never  get  to  be  a  believer. 
An  unbeliever  cannot  be  renewed  to  faith :  for  he  possess  none  to  which, 
or  in  which,  he  might  be  renewed.  To  renew  a  thing  in  a  man  of  to  re- 
new him  to  it,  pre-supposes  him  not  to  be  destitute  of  it :  for  if  so,  he 
could  not  be  renewed  in  it.  as  he  would  have  first  to  receive  it.  St.  Paul 
exhorts  the  Ephesians,  i;  to  be  renewed  in  the  Spirit  of  their  mind."  Eph. 
iv.  23.  Now  let  us  suppose  the  Ephesians  not  to  have  possessed  any  Spirit 
of  mind  at  all.  would  it  not  have  been  absurd  for  him  to  have  exhorted 
them  to  be  renewed  in  it  ?  Now  for  any  to  be  renewed  to  repentence, 
pre-supposes  such  to  possess  penitent  principles.  But  such  as  have  lost 
their  faith,  hence  all  penitent  principles,  cannot  be  renewed  to  repentance: 
for  its  evident  that  one  cannot  be  renewed  to  that  which  he  does  not  pos- 
sess. It  might  as  well  be  argued,  that  because  a  person  who  never  had 
faith  cannot  be  renewed  to  faith ;  therefore  it  is  impossible  for  him  ever  to 
obtain  faith ;  as  to  couclude,  because  a  believer  having  apostatized  and 
being  thus  without  faith,  can  never  be  renewed  to  it,  that  therefore  he  can 
never  obtain  faith.  Who  would  suppose  that  an  unbeliever  can  never  get 
to  be  a  believer  ?    Yet  it  is  plain  that  he  cannot  be  renewed  to  faith. 

St.  Paul  speaking  to  the  Galatians,  says  :  "  My  little  children,  of  whom 
I  travail  in  birth  again  until  Christ  be  formed  in  you."  ch.  iv,  19.  To  tra- 
vail in  birth  again  implies  having  once  before  travailed  in  birth ;  hence 
those  Galatians  had  once  before  been  regenerated.  The  phrase,  "  til  Christ 
be  formed  in  you,"  supposes  such  to  be  without  Christ :  otherwise  it  would 
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not  have  been  necessary  for  him  to  have  been  formed  in  them,  and  they 
that  are  without  Christ  are  unbelievers.  Although,  it  may  not  be  proven 
that  all  the  Galatians  to  whom  this  epistle  had  been  addressed  had  apos- 
tatized :  for  some  at  least  are  called  God*s  children  having  his  Spirit  in 
their  hearts,  ch.  iv,  6 ;  and  some  were  spiritual,  who  were  exhorted  to  re- 
store such  as  were  overtaken  in  a  fault,  ch.  vi,  1 ;  nevertheless  it  is  mani- 
fest that  a  considerable  number  of  them  had  apostatized.  For  the  apostle 
asks  :  "  Are  ye  so  foolish  ?  having  begun  in  the  Spirit,  are  ye  now  made 
perfect  by  the  flesh  ?  ch.  iii,  3 — 1;  they  kuew  God,  or  rather  were  known 
of  him  ;  yet  they  turned  again  to  the  weak  and  beggarly  elements,  where- 
unto  they  desired  again  to  be  in  bondage,''  ch.  iv,  9.  All  this  proves  that 
they  were  deluded,  intending  to  be  justified  by  the  law,  which  proves  that 
they  had  fallen  from  grace.  'Tor,"  saith  the  apostle.  "  I  testify  again  to 
every  man  that  is  circumcised  that  he  is  a  debtor  to  do  the  whole  law. — 
Christ  is  become  of  no  effect  unto^you,  whosoever  of  you, are  justified  by 
the  law ;  ye  are  fallen  from  grace,"  ch.  v,  3,  4.  Those  Galatians  who 
were  induced  to  apostatize  by  false  teachers,  the  apostle  labored  to  restore 
to  faith,  or  to  graft  them  into  Christ  again  ;  so  that  he  might  be  formed  in 
them.  He  certainly  believed  that  by  his  instrumentality  they  again  might 
be  graffed  into  Christ:  otherwise  he  as  a  wise  and  inspired  apostle  would 
not  have  labored  for  their  restoration.  For  no  wise  man  will  labor  for 
that  which  he  positively  knows  can  never  be  regained. 


FRAGMENT  III. 


It  is  shewn  that  a  regenerated  person  is  not  in  legal  bondage,  but  posseses 
spiritual  liberty,  &c. 

Children  of  God  are  free  from  legal  bondage.    They  are  in  the  kingdom 

of  God.  which  is  i(  righteousness,  and  peace,  and  joy  in  the  Holy  Ghost;"  j 

Rom.  xiv,  17  ;  hence  already  are  measurably  happy.    Whereas  those,  who  1 

are  in  legal  bondage  cannot  be  happy  :  for  there  is  no  harmony  between  j 

bondage  and  felicity.  St.  Paul  says  :  u  For  ye  have  not  received  the  spirit  j 

of  bondage  again  to  fear;   but  ye  have  received  the  spirit  of  adoption,  ! 

whereby  we  cry,  Abba,  Father."    Rom.  8,  15.  j 

God's  law  is  truly  good  and  holy,  and  if  man  never  had  transgressed  it,  [ 
he  could  be  under  no  condemnation,  and  hence  it  would  be  for  ever  his  i 
delight.    But  man  having  transgressed  it,  he  is  under  its  curse,  and  de- 
prived of  God's  Spirit,  he  is"  opposed  to  it;  and  yet  being  under  its  obliga-  j 
feion,  is  in  legal  bondage.    For  bondage  is  when  one  is  opposed  to  a  thing; 
and  yet,  contrary  to  one's  inclination  must  be  under  its  obligation.    This  \ 
is  the  case  of  an  unbeliever  with  respect  to  the  law.     He  has  no  delight 
in  it;  yet  he  realizes  no  other  righteousness,  but  that  which  is  by  the  law,  [ 
and  is  thus  contrary  to  his  own  will  under  its  obligation,  and  sees  no  alter- 
native, but  either  to  fulfil  it,  or  else  suffer  its  penalty. 

Had  man  never  transgressed  the  law,  he  would  by  all  means  live  by  it.  1 
and  be  happy.  But  since  he  has  transgressed  the  law,  it  can  by  no  means 
answer  this  purpose;  neither  is  this  the  design  of  its  revelation  since  the 
fall.  The  charter  of  our  salvation  we  find  in  the  Arahamic  covenant.  The 
promises  made  therein  are  to  Christ  in  his  mediatorial  character — "  Now 
to  Abraham  and  his  seed  were  the  promises  made.    He  saith  not,  And  to  j 
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seeds,  as  of  many ;  but  as  of  one,  And  to  thy  seed,  which  is  Christ."  Gal. 
iii,  16.  Christ  according  to  the  flesh  is  Abraham's  seed  ;  hence  to  him  in 
his  incarnate  state  God  made  the  promises..  God  gave  him  the  world  of 
mankind.  '■'  I  will  declare  the  decree  :  the  Lord  hath  said  unto  me,  Thou 
art  my  Son  ;  this  day  have  I  begotten  thee.  Ask  of  me,  and  I  shall  give 
thee  the  heathen  for  thine  inheritance,  and  the  uttermost  parts  of  the  earth 
for  thy  possession."  Ps.  ii,  7.  8.  This  inheritance  he  redeemed  from  the 
power  of  Satan.    Heb.  ii,  13-15. 

Therein  also  the  promise  of  blessings  is  made  unto  all  men.  "  In  thee> 
(i.  e.  in  Abraham,)  shall  all  families  of  the  earth  be  blessed."  Gen.  xii,  3- 
Since  a  promise  of  blessing  in  the  Messiah  is  made  to  all  the  families  of 
the  earth,  it  is  evident  they  may  all  become  heirs.  Now  such  as  believe 
and  thus  are  made  children,  also  become  heirs ;  for  "  if  children,  then  heirs; 
heirs  of  God,  and  joint  heirs  with  Christ."  Rom.  viii,  17.  The  blessings 
promised  are  Christ,  in  whom  we  haw  eternal  life,  and  the  gifts  of  the 
holy  Spirit. 

He  that  inherits  an  estate  could  not  have  merited  it :  for  if  one  merits 
something,  it  may  be  obtained  justly  as  a  debt;  yet  by  no  means  as  an 
inheritance.  If  it  be  by  debt  then  it  is  not  inherited,  and  if  inherited  then 
it  cannot  be  by  debt.  If  we  be  heirs  of  salvation,  then  no  good  work 
whatsoever  is  necessary  to  obtain  it : — "  Now  to  him  that  worketh  is  the 
reward  not  reckoned  of  grace,  but  of  debt.  But  to  him  that  worketh  not, 
but  believeth  on  him  that  justifieth  the  ungodly,  his  faith  is  counted  for 
righteousness'"    Rom.  iv,  5. 

It  must  also  be  observed  that  after  a  testamentary  devise  is  confirmed, 
no  alteration,  nor  addition  is  to  be  admitted.  This  rule  is  generally  ob- 
served with  respect  to  a  man's  testament.  The  testament  of  God  surely 
is  entitled  to  no  less  regard.  "  Brethren,  I  speak  after  the  manner  of  men; 
Though  it  be  but  a  man's  covenant;  yet  if  it  be  confirmed,  no  man  dis- 
annulled, or  addeth  thereto.  Now  to  Abraham  and  his  seed  were  the 
promises  made.  He  saith  not,  And  to  seeds,  as  of  many  :  but  as  of  one, 
And  to  thy  seed,  which  is  Christ.  And  this  I  say,  That  the  covenant  that 
was  confirmed  before  of  God  in  Christ,  the  law,  which  was  four  hundred 
and  thirty  years  after,  cannot  disannul,  that  it  should  make  the  promise  of 
none  effect.  For  if  the  inheritance  be  of  the  law,  it  is  no  more  of  prom- 
ise :  but  God  gave  it  to  Abraham  by  promise."    Gal.  iii,  15-18. 

This  covenant  was  confirmed  by  an  oath  : — u  For  when  God  made  pro- 
mise to  Abraham,  because  he  could  swear  by  no  greater,  he  sware  by  him- 
self: Saying,  surely  blessing  I  will  bless  thee,  and  multiplying  I  will  mul- 
tiply thee.  And  so,  after  he  had  patiently  endured,  he  obtained  the  prom- 
ise. For  men  verily  swear  by  the  greater  :  and  an  oath  for  confirmation 
is  to  them  an  end  of  all  strife.  Wherein  God.  willing  more  abundantly  to 
shew  unto  the  heirs  of  promise  the  immutability  of  his  counsel,  confirmed 
it  by  an  oath  :  that  by  two  immutable  things,  in  which  it  ivas  impossible 
for  God  to  lie,  we  might  have  a  strong  consolation,  who  have  fled  for  re- 
fuge to  lay  hold  upon  the  hope  set  before  us."  Heb.  vi,  13-18.  Since 
this  testamentary  devise  has  been  confirmed  by  Jehovah's  oath  03^  himself, 
it  can  never  possibly  be  changed.  For  God  is  an  unchangeable  being, 
even  so  is  his  oath  by  himself.  Neither  can  this  testament  be  disannulled 
by  any  thing  on  earth,  or  in  hell,  or  in  heayen ;  nor  by  time,  nor  by  eter- 
nity :  nor  can  God  himself  revoke  it,  unless  he  could  change  and  commit 
perjury  by  his  holiness,  which  would  be  utterly  impossible. 
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It  is  also  a  daring  diabolical  attempt  for  any  man  to  add  the  least  thing 
to  this  testament  as  necessary  unto  salvation,  seeing  it  is  a  testament  of 
man's  salvation,  and  has  been  confirmed  by  two  immutable  things.  How 
shameful  is  therefore  the  conduct  of  such  preachers,  who  teach  that  it  man 
is  not  justified  before  God  by  faith  alone,  but  also  by  the  good  works  of  the 
law  I  They  attempt  to  add  the  law  to  the  testament  of  man's  salvation. 
If  not,  why  do  they  maintain  that  a  man  must  do  good  works  in  order  to 
be  saved  ?  How  is  it  possible  for  the  works  of  the  law  to  be  the  least 
condition  of  man's  salvation,  when  it  was  not  incorporated  with  the  Abra- 
hamic covenant  j  but  was  given  four  hundred  and  thirty  years  after  this 
covenant  had  been  confirmed  ?  Had  it  ever  been  God's  design  that  man 
should  be  sa  ved  by  good  works  in  the  least  degree,  he  would  not  have  de- 
layed the  law  four  hundred  and  thirty  years;  but  would  immediately  en- 
tered it  into  the  Abrahamic  covenant.  The  covenant  of  the  law  was  not 
at  all  mat le  with  Abraham.  Moses  said :  "The  Lord  our  God  made  a 
covenant  wiih  us  in  Horeb.  The  Lord  made  not  this  covenant  with  our 
fathers  but  with  us,  even  us,  who  are  all  of  us  here  alive  this  day."  Deut. 
v,  2,  3..  Now  since  the  covenant  of  Abraham  includes  the  blessing  of  sal- 
vation for  all  .men,  the  covenant  made  at  Horeb  four  hundred  and  thirty 
years  afterwards  can  by  no  means  be  necessary  to  our  justification  before 
God. 

Indeed  sin  was  in  the  world  before  the  law  was  given  on  Mount  Sinai, 
but  without  the  law  it  cannot  be  imputed.  "  For  until  the  law  sin  was  in 
the  world:  but  sin  #s  not  imputed  when  there  is  no  law."  Rom.  v,  13. 
In  order,  therefore,  that  sin  might  appear  in  its  deformity,  the  law  was  re- 
vealed. "  Wherefore  then  serveth  the  law  ?  It  was  added  because  of 
transgressions,  till  the  seed  should  come  to  whom  the  promise  was  made, 
&c.,  Gal.  iii,  19  Moreover,  the  law  entered  that  the  offence  might  a- 
bound :  but  where  sin  abounded,  grace  did  much  more  abound."  Rom.  v, 
20.  "  I  had  not  known  sin  but  by  the  law :  for  I  had  not  known  lust,  ex- 
cept the  law  had  said,  Thou  shalt  not  covet,"  ch.  vii,  7.  Because  sm  is  a 
transgression  of  the  law,  the  law  as  a  bright  mirror  manifests  sin  in  its 
original  deformity.  By  this  means  men  are  convinced  of  the  justice  of 
being  under  condemnation,  their  utter  ruin,  their  inability  of  being  restor- 
ed by  any  personal  merit,  or  intellectual  rectitude ;  it  also  begets  a  desire 
in  them  to  be  released  from  bondage,  and  proves  the  necessity  of  an  al- 
mighty Saviour.  Without  being  thus  convinced,  no  man  would  ever  come 
to  Christ  for  salvation :  for  who  is  he  that  wishes  to  be  justified,  if  he  does 
not  previously  know  himself %to  be  unjust,  and  under  condemnation?  or 
that  wishes  to  be  made  free,  if  he  does  not  know  himself  to  be  in  bond- 
age ?  or  that  wishes  to  see  life,  if  he  does  not  know  that  he  is  in  death  ? 
The  law  is  therefore,  property  called  our  schoolmaster.  "  Before  faith  came 
we  were  kept  under  the  law,  shut  up  unto  the  faith  which  should  after- 
wards be  revealed.  Wherefore  the  law  was  our  schoolmaster  to  bring  us 
unto  Christ,  that  we  might  be  justified  by  faith.  But  after  that  faith  is 
come,  we  are  no  longer  under  a  schoolmaster."  Gal.  iii,  23-25.  Heirs, 
who  are  in  a  minor  age  are  kept  under  tutors  and  governors  for  a  certain 
period,  during  which  they  cannot  have  the  estate  in  their  own  hands,  nor 
enjoy  perfect  liberty.  The  church  of  God  before  the  incarnation  of  Christ 
was  in  a  minor  age ;  and  although  having  been  appointed  heirs  in  the 
Abrahamic  covenant,  yet  could  not  enjoy  perfect  liberty,  but  were  under 
tutors  and  governors,  i.  e.  under  the  legal  dispensation.  The  apostle  states 
the  following  with  respect  to  this  subject : 

"  Now  I  say,  that  the  heir,  as  long  as  he  is  a  child, 
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differeth  nothing  from  a  servant,  though  he  be  lord  of  all ;  but  is  under 
tutors  and  governors  until  the  time  appointed  of  the  father.  Even  so  we, 
when  we  were  children,  were  in  bondage  under  the  elements  of  the  world : 
but  when  the  fulness  of  the  time  was  come,  God  sent  forth  his  Son,  made 
of  a  woman,  made  under  the  law,  to  redeem  them  that  were  under  the 
law,  that  we  might  receive  the  adoption  of  son."  Gal.  iv,  1-5.  How 
plainly  this  text  shews  that  the  law  served  as  a  tutor  and  governor  over 
the  church  until  the  dispensation  of  the  gospel.  Since  the  law  therefore, 
is  designed  to  reveal  our  guilt  and  bring  us  unto  Christ,  it  is  evident  that 
it  loses  its  jurisdiction  over  us  after  we  have  come  to  Christ.  Every  be- 
liever, because  he  is  in  Christ  is  divorced  from  the  law.  The  apostle  illus 
trates  this  by  the  following  simile:  "  Know  ye  not,  brethren,  (for  I  speak 
to  them  that  know  the  law.)  how  that  the  law  hath  dominion  over  a  man 
as  long  as  he  liveth  ?  For  the  woman  which  hath  an  husband  is  bound 
by  the  law  to  her  husband  so  long  as  he  liveth  ;  but  if  the  husband  be 
dead,  she  is  loosed  from  the  law  of  her  husband.  So  then,  if  while  her 
husband  liveth,  she  be  married  to  another  man,  she  shall  be  called  an  adul- 
teress ;  but  if  her  husband  be  dead,  she  is  free  from  that  law ;  so  that  she 
is  no  adulteress,  though  she  be  married  to  another  man.  Wherefore,  my 
brethren,  ye  also  are  become  dead  to  the  law  by  the  body  of  Christ;  that 
ye  should  be  married  to  another,  even  to  him  who  is  raised  from  the  dead, 
that  we  should  bring  forth  fruit  unto  God.  For  when  we  were  in  the  flesh 
the  motions  of  sins,  which  were  by  the  law,  did  work  in  our  members  to' 
bring  forth  fruit  unto  death.  But  now  we  are  delivered  from  the  law,  that 
being  dead  wherein  we  were  held  ;  that  we  should  serve  in  newness  of 
Spirit,  and  not  in  the  oldness  of  the  letter."  Rom.  vii,  1-6.  By  these 
words  we  a*e  taught  that  like  as  death  divorces  a  woman  from  her  hus- 
band, even  so  we  are  delivered  from  the  law,  being  dead  to  it  by  the  body 
of  Christ.  How  then  can  he  be  a  believer  in  Christ,  who  yet  seeks  salva- 
tion by  the  good  works  of  the  law  ?  He  who  is  under  the  law  enjoys  no 
liberty,  but  is  in  a  state  of  bondage.    See  Gal.  iv,  21-31. 

Whilst  a  man  seeks  to  be  saved  by  the  works  of  the  law  he  is  under  it, 
and  can  by  no  means  be  freed  from  sin.  Although,  the  law  be  good  aud 
holy  ;  nevertheless  it  is  the  life  and  strength  of  sin.  "  But  sin  taking  oc- 
casion by  the  commandment,  wrought,  in  me  all  manner  of  concupiscence. 
For  without  the  law  sin  was  dead.  For  I  was  alive  without  the  law  once : 
but  when  the  commandment  came,  sin  revived,  and  I  died."  Rom.  vii, 
8,  9.  Now  if  without  the  law  sin  be  dead,  and  if  by  it  sin  is  revived,  then 
it  may  with  propriety  be  concluded  that  the  law  is  the  life  of  sin ;  and  also 
because  sin  by  it  takes  occasion  to  work  all  manner  of  concupiscence. 

When  the  law,  as  the  apostle  says,  revives  sin,  it  proves  death  to  the 
sinner.  "  For  when  the  commandment  came,  sin  revived  and  I  died." — 
What  manner  of  death  did  he  die  ?  The  apostle  cannot  allude  to  a  bodily 
death  :  for  he  then,  even  when  he  had  said  "  I  died,"  had  been  alive  with 
respect  to  his  body.  Nor  can  he  allude  to  an  eternal  death,  i.  e.  everlast- 
ing punishments  in  hell ;  for  he  was  not  in  hell.  It  is  evident  that  he  had 
died  a  spiritual  death,  i.  e.  dead  in  sin,  legally  separated  from  God  from 
whom  flow  light  and  life,  of  which  the  sinner  is  deprived  by  the  law. — 
Now  since  the  law  revives  sin,  by  which  the  sinner  dies  a  spiritual  death, 
he  must  whilst  under  the  law  be  separated  from  God  ;  hence  be  destitute 
of  the  Spirit,  light  and  life.  For  this  reason  it  is  properly  said :  "  The 
sting  of  death  is  sin  ;  and  the  strength  of  sin  is  the  law  ;"  1  Cor.  xv,  56: 
11  the  letter  killeth,  but  the  Spirit  giveth  life;"  and  the  ministration  of  death 
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was  written  and  engraven  on  stones.  2  Cor.  iii,  6,  7.  Instead  therefore 
of  being  justified  by  the  law,  our  sins  are  thereby  revived  and  we  remain 
dead  under  the  curse :  "  for  as  man}''  as  are  of  the  works  of  the  iaw  are 
under  the  curse."  Gal.  iii,  10.  If  therefore,  any  man  would  be  made 
alive,  let  him  by  no  means  continue  under  the  law,  but  let  him  come  to 
Christ  by  faith.  Now  since  the  law  keeps  sin  alive  which  proves  the  sin- 
ner's death,  is  it  not  horrid  when  preachers  affirm  and  teach  that  it  is  not 
sufficient  unto  salvation  for  a  man  to  believe  in  Christ;  but  that  he  cannot 
be  saved  unless  he  also  keeps  the  law  ?  By  preaching  the  law  sinners  are 
kept  in  death  and  bondage.  The  law  mongers  are  therefore,  nothing  but 
the  bearers -of  the  dead,  and  there  is  no  life  nor  salvation  in  their  ministry. 
It  is  clearly  to  be  understood,  that  if  sin  be  deprived  of  its  life,  which  is 
the  law,  that  it  must  die,  and  the  death  of  sin  will  prove  the  sinner's  spir- 
itual life.  We  are  exhorted  to  mortify  the  deeds  of  the  flesh  ;  ami  the 
flesh  is  to  be  crucified  with  the  affections  and  lusts  thereof.  By  the  flesh 
is  to  be  understood  the  wicked  and  sinful  disposition  of  the  heart:  in  short 
the  sinful  corruptions  of  our  nature.  Now  are  our  sinful  members  or  our 
sins  to  be  mortified  by  the  deeds  of  the  law,  or  by  our  own  good  endea- 
vors? By  no  means  For  it  has  already  been  proven  that  the  law  re- 
vives  sin.  Now  in  the  name  of  .common  sense  how  can  that  which  revives 
sin,  be  a  means  to  mortify  sin,  or  to  crucify  the  flesh?  If  we  would  die 
unto  sin,  we  must  deprive  it  of  its  life,  which  is  the  law ;  in  short  we  must 
be  dead  to  the  law  by  the  body  of  Christ.  Accordingly  I  conclude,  that 
when  we  are  free  from  the  law,  sin  is  mortified,  or  our  old  man  is  crucified 
with  Christ,  that  the  body  of  sin  might  be  destroyed :  seeing  that  which 
looses  its  life  must  die  :  the  law  is  the  life  of  sin ;  the  believer  is  dead  to 
the  law;  hence  sin  has  lost  its  lite  ;  therefore  it  is  dead,  and  he  lives  unto 
God.  Such  therefore,  as  suppose  that  this  doctrine  leads  to  licentiousness 
are  much  mistaken  :  for  how  can  a  man  be  a  slave  to  sin  when  he  is  not 
under  the  law  but  whose  life  is  hid  with  Christ  in  God  ?  Can  there  b? 
sin  where  there  is  no  law  ?  No  ! — For  sin  is  a  transgression  of  the  law  ; 
"  sin  is  not  imputed  when  there  is  no  law."  Rom.  v,  13.  Indeed  we  have 
sinful  corruptions  which  we  have  inherited  by  Adam's  transgression.  But 
can  they  injure  us?  can  they  be  imputed  to  us  without  the  law  ?  No! — 
Who  then  is  the  man,  who  preaches  holiness?  Does  he  preach  holiness, 
who  maintains  that  a  man  must  keep  the  law  ?  No ! — He  is  far  from  it : 
for  he  that  preaches  salvation  by  good  works  breathes  the  very  breath  of 
life  into  the  body  of  sin,  so  that  it  lives,  bringing  forth  fruit  unto  death. — 
Does  he  preach  holiness  that  maintains  that  we  are  dead  to  the  law  ?  By 
all  means.  For  when  there  is  no  law  sin  is  not  imputed  ;  when  sin  is  not 
imputed,  there  is  holiness.  Look  at  this  ye  self-righteous  law  mongers, 
and  be  ashamed. 

The  law  mongers  say :  if  we  be  free  from  the  law  then  we  can  do  as  we 
please,  and  indulge  ourselves  iD  all  manner  of  licentiousness.  This  is  the 
language  of  those  who  are  in  bondage.  They  presume  if  they  find  liberty, 
they  would  make  it  a  pander  of  wickedness,  and  thus  give  us  clearly  to 
understand,  that  if  it  were  not  through  fear  of  the  law  there  would  be  no 
limit  to  their  licentiousness.  To  preach  salvation  through  free  grace,  they 
imagine  would  never  induce  sinners  to  abstain  from  wickedness  ;  hence 
for  this  reason  they  deem  it  necessary  to  coerce  them  by  the  terrors  of  the 
law,  and  thus  all  the  supposed  good  they  do  is  through  slavish  fear. 

Such  as  attempt  to  be  saved  by  good  works,  being  under  the  law,  are 
I     spiritually  dead.    Now  we  know  that  a  dead  thing  cannot  move,  nor  act 
of  itself :  as  for  instance,  a  lifeless  machine  must  be  moved  either  by  a 
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plan's  hand,  or  by  beasts  or  by  water,  or  by  steam.  Whereas  a  living  be- 
ing moves  by  reason  of  life  peculiar  to  itself  ;  hence  needs  no  other  power 
to  enforce  it  into  action.  Now  the  law  mongers  are  like  unto  lifeless  ma- 
chines ;  it  is  therefore,  not  to  be  wondered  at  why  they  expect  to  be  forced 
to  ail  the  supposed  good  they  do  by  legal  terrors  by  self-invented  church- 
rules,  and  systematical  or  machinal  associations.  Nor  is  it  to  be  wondered 
at  why  it  has  become  necessary  to  publish  their  donations  to  supposed 
good  institutions,  and  the  good  they  have  effected,  in  the  public  gazettes 
and  periodical  magazines :  for  this  public  applause  which  they  anticipate 
is  the  steam  to  put  those  dead  machines  into  operation. 

But  the  regenerated  person  possesses  spiritual  life,  and  not  being  under 
the  law,  enjoys  liberty  ;  consequently  this  divine  life  in  him  is  the  source 
of  many  noble  actions :  for  he  delights  in  the  law  of  God  after  the  inward 
man.  He  is  not  under  the  obligation  of  the  law,  but  the  law  is  written  in 
his  heart ;  in  him  therefore  it  is  a  living  law,  a  God-like  volition.  For  this 
is  the  covenant  that  I  will  make  with  the  house  of  Israel  after  those  days, 
saith  the  Lord ;  I  will  put  my  laws  into  their  mind,  and  write  them  in 
their  hearts :  and  I  will  be  to  them  a  God,  and  they  shall  be  to  me  a  peo- 
ple.   Heb.  viii,  10.  - 

For  the  purpose  of  illustrating  this  subject  more  amply,  I  shall  subjoin 
a  few  observations  on  the  following  passage  : 

"  Know  ye  not.  that  so  many  of  us  as  were  baptized  into  Jesus  Christ 
were  baptized  into  his  death  ?  Therefore  we  are  buried  with  him  by  bap- 
tism into  death :  that  like  as  Christ  was  raised  from  the  dead  by  the  glory 
of  the  Father,  even  so  we  also  should  walk  in  newness  of  life.  For  if  we 
have  been  planted  together  in  the  likeness  of  his  death,  we  shall  be  also  in 
the  likeness  of  Ms  resurrection  :  knowing  this  that  our  old  man  is  crucified  j 
with  him,  that  the  body  of  sin  might  be  destroyed,  that  henceforth  we  j 
should  not  serve  sin.  For  he  that  is  dead  is  freed  from  sin.  Now  if  we 
be  dead  with  Christ,  we  believe  that  we  shall  also  live  with  him  :  know- 
ing that  Christ  being  raised  from  the  dead  dieth  no  more ;  death  hath  no 
more  dominion  over  him.  For  in  that  he  died,  he  died  unto  sin  once  ;  but 
iu  that  he  liveth,  he  liveth  unto  God.  Likewise  reckon  ye  also  yourselves 
to  be  dead  indeed  unto  sin ;  but  alive  unto  God  through  Jesus  Christ  our 
Lord."  Rom.  vi,  3-11.  Christ  is  said  to  be  the  root  and  the  offspring  of 
David,  and  the  bright  and  morning  star/'  Rev.  xxii,  16.  He  is  the  true 
vine  and  christians  are  the  branches ;  John  xv.  1-5.  He  is  a  righteous, 
holy  root  full  of  life  and  immortality.  Holy  baptism  by  the  aforesaid  text  i 
is  represented  as  the  instrument  by  which  we  are  graffed  into  this  root, 
this  immortal  vine.  We  by  nature  are  sinners,  under  the  curse  of  the  law, 
spiritually  dead;  hence  have  no  power  to  live  spiritually.  But  when  we 
are  graffed  into  Christ,  the  tree  of  life,  we  must  also  partake  of  his  life. — 
If  a  thousand  graffs  be  graffed  into  a  tree,  so  as  to  grow,  they  with  it  con- 
stitute one  tree.  The  many  thousand  believers  being  graffed  into  Christ 
with  him  are  one  mystic  tree  of  immortality.  They  (yet  not  personally) 
are  one  Christ.  For  this  unity  he  prayed  : — "  that  they  all  may  be  one ; 
as  thou  Father,  art  in  me  and  I  in  thee,  that  they  also  may  be  one  in  us  : 
that  the  world  may  believe  that  thou  hast  sent  me.  And  the  glory  which 
thou  gavest  me  I  have  given  them  ;  that  they  may  be  one,  even  as  we  are 
one.  I  in  them,  and  thou  in  me,  that  they  may  be  made  perfect  in  one ; 
and  that  the  world  may  know  that  thou  hast  sent  me,  and  hast  loved  them, 
as  thou  hast  loved  me."    John  xvii,  21-23.    This  sacerdotal  prayer  in- 
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eludes  *a  oneness  of  all  believers,  and  also  a  oneness  with  Christ  and  the 
Father.  They  are  "  rooted  and  built  up  in  him."  Col.  ii,  7.  Because  the 
many  millions  of  saints  are  so  many  graffs  in  Christ,  the  tree  of  life  de- 
riving nourishment  out  of  his  fullness,  they  arc  properly  said  to  be  "  mem- 
bers of  his  body,  of  his  flesh,  and  of  his  bones."  Eph.  v,  30.  It  was  [ 
therefore  said,  when  Saul  was  persecuting  christians  that  he  persecuted 
Christ  himself.  Acts  ix,  4.  It  is  also  said,  that  in  feeding  and  clothing, 
cV'c.  christians,  one  feeds  and  clothes  Christ  himself.  Mat.  xxv,  35— 10. — 
Now  since  they  are  one  with  him,  it  is  evident  that  they  can  have  no 
righteousness  acquired  by  the  good  works  of  the  law,  but  that  they  are 
righteous  and  holy  in  him.  Being  planted  into  his  death  by  baptism  we 
are  by  all  means  divorced  from  the  law  ;  hence  freed  from  sin  :  for  he  that 
is  dead  is  freed  from  sin.  But  as  we  are  planted  in  his  death,  we  also  rise 
with  him  into  a  new  and  endless  life  Thus  we  are  both  dead  and  alive  : 
dead  to  sin,  but  alive  to  God.  The  apostle  says,  "  For  ye  are  dead,  and 
your  life  is  hid  with  Christ  in  God."  Col.  hi,  3.  The  reason  assigned  why 
we  live  is  because  we  are  buried  in  his  death 't  hence  no  man  can  live  by 
the  law  for  it  cannot  give  life.  Because  we  are  planted  into  Christ's  death, 
ancf  are  risen  with  him,  our  old  man  is  crucified,  so  that  the  body  of  sin. 
might  be  destroyed.  Evil  lusts  are  called  members  :  "  mortify  therefore 
your  members  which  are  upon  the  earth ;  fornication,  nncleanness,  inor- 
dinate affections,  evil  concupiscence,  and  coveteousness,  which  is  idolatry." 
Col.  iii,  5.  Many  members  connected  constitute  a  body.  Many  sinful 
lusts  connected  constitute  the  body  of  sin.  This  body  of  sin  is  destroyed 
by  being  in  Christ's  death,  and  consequently  risen  with  him,  and  hence 
becoming  dead  to  the  law.  Thus  we  see  that  the  sanctiflcation  of  our  na- 
ture is  the  blessed  result  of  justification  by  faith  without  good  works. 
Forasmuch  as  we  are  planted  into  Christ's  death,  we  are  dead  to  the  law, 
which  is  the  life  and  strength  of  sin  ;  consequently  sin  has  lost  its  life 
when  we  are  free  from  the  law  ;  hence  sin  must  die,  and  we  have  ever- 
lasting life  through  Jesus  Chnst.  If  we  be  free  from  the  law  then  surely 
we  must  enjoy  liberty.  Such  as  contend  that  we  are  yet  under  the  law, 
or  that  the  fulfilling  of  it  is  necessary  unto  justification  must  also  suppose 
that  we  are  in  a  state  of  bondage.  Such  therefore  do  not  only  preach  the 
law  as  a  condition,  but  they  also  invent  a  number  of  church-rules  and 
laws,  and  establish  systematical  institutions  for  doing  supposed  good,  which 
are  no  where  commanded  in  the  scriptures,  and  threaten  their  people  with 
excommunication,  or  at  least  with  future  damnation  if  they  refuse  com- 
pliance. If  St.  Paul  could  say  with  respect  to  the  very  laws  and  institu- 
tions of  God  under  the  old  testament  dispensation  :  "  Let  no  man  there- 
fore judge  you  in  meat,  or  in  drink,  or  in  respect  of  an  holy  day,  or  of  the  j 
new  moon,  or  of  the  sabbath  days :  which  are  a  shadow  of  things  to 
come  ;  but  the  body  is  of  Christ  Col.  ii,  16,  17  ;  with  how  much  more 
propriety  may  not  christians  now  be  exhorted  :  let  no  modern  priesthood 
judge  you  with  respect  to  their  self-invented  institutions,  which  are  calcu- 
lated to  promote  their  aggrandizement. 

To  be  in  the  kingdom  of  God,,  supposes  a  state  of  enjoying  happiness. 
But  there  is  no  happiness  in  bondage.  Bondage  is  an  element  of  hell  and 
misery.  Such  as  preach  bondage,  preach  misery.  Liberty  is  an  element 
of  heaven,  of  happiness :  for  "  wh&re  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  is,  there  is 
liberty."    2  Ccr.  iii,  17. 
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FRAGMENT  IV. 

Concerning  the  testimony  of  our  adoption. 

There  are  various  means  by  which  we  may  know  a  thing.  The  princi- 
pal knowledge  we  have  of  persons  and  things  is  by  sight  and  testimony. 
Objects  that  we  see,  carry  the  proof  of  their  existence  within  themselves; 
or  properly  speaking  are  self-evident;  hence  are  not  susceptible  of  being 
proven  by  any  other  testimony.  As  for  instance  :  when  I  see  the  sun  in 
his  meridian  glory,  it  is  impossible  for  any  one  to  prove  to  me  by  any  tes- 
timony whatever  that  such  a  luminary  exists:  for  since  he  is  an  object  of 
my  sight  his  existence  is  self-evident.  But  things  that  we  never  saw,  we 
should  know  nothing  of  them  without  some  other  sensible  representation 
O"  a  testimony.  Because  things  invisible  to  us  can  only  be  known  by  tes- 
timony, such  a  knowledge  is  called  faith  or  belief :  "  Faith  is  the  substance 
of  things  hoped  for,  the  evidence  of  things  not  seen."  Heb.  xi,  1.  Per- 
sons and  things  that  are  invisible  to  us,  are  therefore  only  to  be  reafized 
by  sure  witnesses.  Thus  whatsoever  is  known  by  testimony  cannot  be 
an  object  of  our  senses.  Causes  may  also  be  known  by  their  effects  :  as 
for  instance  :  we  see  a  house,  which  indicates  a  builder. 

Divine  and  heavenly  things  are  invisible,  they  therefore  cannot  be  ap- 
prehended by  our  senses,  nor  are  they  self-evident,  but  maybe  only  known 
by  testimony ;  hence  the  pretensions  of  those  who  presume  to  have  re- 
ceived those  things  in  a  sensible  manner  are  extremely  absurd. 

God  does  by  no  means  require  intelligent  creatures  to  believe  any  thing 
without  a  sufficient  testimony.  Thus  when  Jesus  Christ  was  made  flesh, 
there  were  the  most  unequivocal  testimonies  accompanying  his  mission, 
commanding  belief  in  his  Messiah-ship.  His  lineage,  the  place  of  his  na- 
tivity, his  personage,  &c,  corresponded  as  accurately  to  the  predictions  of 
Moses,  of  the  Psalms  and  of  the  Prophets,  as  a  portrait  to  its  original. — 
John  the  Baptist  bore  explicit  testimony  of  his  persoD  ;  and  when  he  was 
buptized  in  Jordan,  the  heavens  were  opened,  the  Holy  Ghost  dove-like 
descending  upon  him,  and  the  Father's  voice  saying  from  heaven  :  This  is 
my  beloved  Son,  in  whom  I  am  well  pleased.  Mat.  iii,  16,  17.  His  own 
miracles  also  constituted  an  invincible  chain  of  testimonies,  sufficient  to 
command  belief  in  his  divine  character.  But  if  in  case  our  blessed  Saviour 
had  not  such  testimonies,  who  could  have  known  whether  he  was  the  Son 
of  God,  or  an  imposter  ? 

Regeneration  and  our  spiritual  life  are  invisible.  Now  since  no  invisible 
things  may  be  apprehended  in  a  sensible  manner,  but  only  can  be  known 
by  testimony,  it  is  evident  that  we  can  known  nothing  concerning  our 
adoption,  but  by  testimonies.  The  holy  Spirit  bears  this  testimony  :  "The 
Spirit  itself  beareth  witness  with  our  spirit,  that  we  are  the  children  of 
God."  Rom.  viii,  16.  By  the  fruits  of  the  Spirit  in  us,  a  testimony  is 
borne  of  our  adoption.  a  The  fruit  of  the  Spirit  is  love,  joy,  peace,  long- 
suffering,  gentleness,  goodness,  faith,  meekness,  temperance."  Gal.  v,  22, 
23.  When  all  those  fruits  are  either  in  us,  or  in  others,  we  see  effects, 
which  cannot  flow  from  any  other  source,  but  from  the  Holy  Spirit.  For 
such  fruits  cannot  proceed  from  our  own  nature ;  seeing  that  is  corrupted 
and  sinful ;  nor  from  the  devil;  seeing  that  he  is  the  author  of  lies,  hatred, 
&c.    It  is  true,  hypocrites  may  and  do  counterfeit  those  fruits  of  the  Spirit: 
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yet  upon  a  close  examination  it  will  appear,  that  those  pretended  fruits  do 
not  flow  from  a  living  priuciple ;  but  the}7  are  affected  and  machinal,  and 
are  merely  a  fictitious  pious  parade. 

Whereas  the  flesh  in  us  frequently  most  violently  opposes  the  Spirit,  it 
requires  a  close  examination  to  perceive  this  testimony.  When  the  flesh 
rages,  it  beclouds  the  spiritual  graces  in  the  soul,  and  thus  arise  tempta- 
tions of  despair.  Notwithstanding,  whilst  the  fruits  of  the  Spirit  are  in  us; 
though  beclouded  by  carnal  and  diabolical  temptations ;  we  may  recog- 
nize the  Holy  Ghost's  testimony  of  our  adoption.  For  as  little  as  the 
clouds  which  hide  the  splendor  of  the  sun  can  blot  out  his  existence,  even 
so  little  can  the  temptations  of  the  flesh  and  of  satan  prove  away  our  a- 
doption.  They  rather  establish  that  we  are  God's  Children.  If  not,  why 
should  we  be  tempted  ?  why  should  the.  flesh  rage?  He  who  is  already 
a  child  of  the  devil  living  according  to  the  will  of  the  wicked  flesh,  can 
'  have  no  strife,  nor  conflict  in  his  soul :  for  devil  agrees  with  devil,  and 
wickedness  is  not  at  war  with  wickedness.  Only  contrary  things  or  per- 
sons are  at  variance  with  each  other.  A  war  in  the  christian's  soul  sup- 
poses two  contrary  principles.  The  flesh  and  the  spirit  are  contrary  the 
one  to  the  other.  If  there  was  no  other  principle  in  us  save  the  flesh,  there 
would  be  no  war  :  for  the  flesh  does  not  oppose  the  flesh.  But  when  there 
is  a  war  in  us,  we  then  know  that  we  have  the  Spirit,  by  which  we  are 
sealed,  having  the  pledge  of  our  heavenly  inheritance,    Eph.  i,  13,  14. 

Texts  of  scripture  describing  the  fruits  of  the  Spirit  are  frequently  mis- 
applied by  attempting  to  prove,  that  those  fruits  are  necessary  unto  our 
justification.  Instead  of  viewing  them  as  testimonies  of  the  Spirit  of  our 
adoption,  theyxare  viewed  as  conditions  of  our  salvation,  which  erroneous 
viewing  is  the  reason  of  delusion. 

Under  the  old  Testament  dispensation  prayers  were  offered  with  sncra- 
fices.  When  the  sacrifices  were  consumed  by  fire  from  heaven,  the  wor- 
shipper had  a  testimony  that  he  was  accepted  of  God.  As  for  instance : 
we  see  when  God  answered  Elijah  with  fire  from  heaven  consuming  his 
sacrifices :  whereas  the  priests  of  Baal  received  no  such  answer ;  hence 
were  rejected.  See  1  Kings  18.  But  under  the  gospel  dispensation  we 
cannot  properly  offer  our  prayers  with  any  other  sacrifice,  but  the  only 
one,  which  is  Jesus  Christ.  Our  prayers  offered  through  him  will  be  ac- 
cepted. Genuine  prayers  are  produced  by  the  Holy  Spirit  in  us.  See 
Rom.  viii,  20,  27.  Gal.  iv,  6.  Now  when  our  prayers  are  heard  and 
granted  the  Holy  Ghost  bears  an  ample  testimony  of  our  adoption,  as  St. 
John  says:  "this  is  the  confidence  that  we  have  in  him,  that,  if  we  ask 
any  thing  according  to  his  will,  he  hearerh  us."  1  John  v,  14.  This  is 
truly  an  illustrious  testimony.  When  the  worshipper  under  the  old  Testa- 
ment dispensation  saw  his  sacrifice  consumed  by  heavenly  fire,  he  was  cer- 
tain of  his  acceptance ;  even  so  we,  when  we  get  the  things  for  which  we 
pray,  we  have  a  great  confidence  of  our  adoption. 

When  we  pray,  it  ought  to  be  done  according  to  God's  will,  which  is 
revealed  in  the  scriptures.  We  should  by  no  means  offer  them  to  God  by 
reason  of  own  merits,  but  only  in  the  name  of  Jesus.  We  are  taught  that 
Cain  brought  of  the  fruit  of  the  ground  an  offering  unto  the  Lord,  but  that 
he  had  no  respect  to  him,  nor  to  his  offering.  Cain's  sacrifice  being  the 
fruit  of  the  ground,  it  is  plain  that  it  was  produced  by  the  labors  of  his 
own  hands ;  or  the  fruits  of  agriculture.  This  shews  that  his  sacrifice  was 
.  self-righteousness,  or  own  merit.    He  is  a  true  type  of  all  seif-righteous 
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persons,  who  offer  up  their  prayers  with  their  supposed  good  works,  and 
pray  for  the  prosperity  of  self-invented  institutions.  Whereas  Abel 
brought  of  the  firstlings  of  his  flock,  and  he  was  accepted.  Gen.  iv,  3-5. 
Now  we  know  that  a  lamb  or  goat,  which  is  understood  by  the  firstling 
of  the  flock  was  a  type  of  Jesus  Christ,  the  only  sacrifice  through  which 
we  are  accepted.  Cain  shewed  his  unbelief  by  his  sacrifice  being  that  of 
his  own  works;  but  Abel  manifested  his  faith  in  Jesus  Christ  the  Lamb 
of  God,  when  he  offered  the  firstling  of  his  flock ;  hence  it  is  said :  "  By 
faith  Abel  offered  unto  God  a  more  excellent  sacrifice  than  Cain,  by  which 
he  obtained  witness  that  he  was  righteous,  God  testifying  of  gifts  :  and  by 
it  he  being  dead  yet  speaketh."  Heb.  xi,  4.  Let  therefore  men  pray 
through  Jesus  Christ,  then  they  shall  be  heard  and  have  a  testimony  of 
their  adoption.

TREATISE, 

OR  A  FEW 

OJSf  REGENERATION, 
DAYID  HENKEL. 

FRAGMENT  I. 

Regeneration  relates  us  to  God,  so  that  ive  are  his  children.  We  are  made 
his  children  by  faith,  by  which  Christ's  righteousness  is  imputed.  The  dif- 
ference between  an  imputed  righteousness  and  holiness,  and  righteous  and 
holy  principles  implanted  in  our  hearts,  shewn. 

By  Nature  we  are  "  without  Christ,  aliens  from  the  commonwealth  of 
Israel,  and  strangers  from  the  covenants  of  promise,  we  have  no  hope,  and 
are  without  God  in  the  world.'*  Eph.  ii,  12.  In  this  state  we  are  truly 
miserable,  for  without  God  there- is  no  substantial  happiness.  In  order  to 
obtain  such  happiness,  we  must  sustain  a  new  relation  to  God,  and  become 
his  children.  By  our  natural  birth  we  have  Adam's  nature,  which  is  de- 
filed with  sin,  Rom.v,.  12,  and  thus  are  destitute  of  righteousness  and  ho- 
liness. Being  transgressors,  we  are  under  the  curse  of  the  law;  judgment 
has  been  passed  upon  U3  unto  condemnation.  Rom.  v,  18.  Condemned 
by  the  law,  we  are  by  no  means  entitled  to  receive  the  gifts  of  the  Spirit, 
which  might  arrest  our  wicked  desires  in  their  pernicious  progress,  and 
restore  new  and  holy  principles.  Before  this  ean  take  place  we  must  be 
made  children,  so  that  we  may  be  heirs;  but  a  child  pre-supposes  a  birth; 
hence  to  become  a  child  of  God,  and  to  be  born  again,  are  phrases  of  a 
synonymous  import. 

But  are  we  not  the  children  of  God  by  creation?  are  we  not  his  off- 
spring? Acts  xvii,  28,  29.  It  must  be  admitted,  that  although  we  are 
fallen  creatures ;  nevertheless  God  is  our  creator  and  preserver,  and  are 
possessed  of  the  faculty  of  reason,  and  are  thus  superior  to  the  brute  cre- 
ation.   Our  reasoning  faculty  is  susceptible  of  receiving  illumination  from 
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God  :  for  otherwise  a  divine  revelation  would  be  utterly  useless  to  us. — 
This  shews  that  a  vestige  of  God's  image,  in  which  man  was  first  created, 
still  remains.    God  possesses  a  supreme  reason,  or  an  infinite  understand-  [ 
ing  and  wisdom.    Man,  therefore,  even  (in  his  fallen  state,  possessing  a  ra- 
tional faculty,  imitates  his  creator,  and  is  thus  his  offspring.    We  indeed  I 
have  the  faculty  of  reason  or  the  eyes  of  an  understanding,  but  cannot  see.  1 
without  a  light  from  heaven,  of  which  we  are  destitute  by  nature.  St. 
Paul  says  to  the  Ephesians  :  "  The  eyes  of  your  understanding  being  en-  i 
lightened;  that  ye  may  know  what  is  the  hope  of  "his  calling,  and  what  i 
the  riches  of  the  glory  of  his  inheritance  in  the  saints."  Eph  i,  18.  Thus 
it  is  evident  that  the  Ephesians  had  eyes  of  an  understanding,  even  in  a 
state  of  nature;  otherwise  they  could  not  have  been  enlightened,  and  they 
surely  were  the- workmanship  of  God.    It  would  not  have  been  possible 
for  man  either  to  have  acted  holy,  or  to  have  sinned,  had  he  not  possessed 
a  reasoning  faculty  and  moral  liberty,    for  it  would  be  no  virtue  in  a  be- 
ing never  to  do  wrong,  if  it  were  'impossible  to  act  otherwise.  Virtue 
consists  in  delighting  in,  and  choosing  to  act  according  to  moral  rectitude. 
But  if  it  were  impossible  to  do  wrong,  then  there  could  be  no  choice  in 
acting  right;  hence 'there  could  be  no  righteous  actions,  because  such  must 
proceed  from  a  free  choice.    Man  having  done  wrong,  proves  that  he  could 
have  done  right,  and. consequently  that  he  .yet  .possesses  the  faculty  of  rea- 
son, though  directed  opposite  to  the  law. 

Indeed  our  nature,  since  the  fall,  is  inclined  to  sin;  yet  it  is  not  sin  itself : 
for  if  it  were  it  could  not  be  the  creation  of  God  ;  for  he  is  holy  ;  hence 
cannot  be  the  creator  of  sin.  The  Son  of  God  took  human  nature  upon 
himself.  Heb.  ii,  14-18.  He  even  in  his  incarnate  state  is  holy,  harmless, 
undefiled,  separate  from  sinners,  ch  vii,  2G ;  therefore  human  nature  cannot 
be  sin  itself.  Thus  it  may  properly  be  said  that  we  are  God's  children  by 
creation,  and  retain  yet  avvestige  of  his  image.;  but  in  so  far  as  we  have 
sinned,  we  are  by  no  means  like  him.;  hence  not  his  children  in  this  re- 
spect;  for  we  are  under  condemnation,  destitute  of  wisdom,  righteousness  i 
and  holiness.  A  new  birth  therefore  is  necessary  ;  so  that  we  might  be 
justified,  and  becoming  heirs  of  God,  we  might  receive  the  gifts  of  the  ! 
Holy  Spirit  sanctifving  our  nature.  We  are  God's  children,  or  born  again 
by  faiths  "For  ye  are  all  the  children  of  God  by  faith  in  Christ  Jesus." 
Gal.  iii,  26  •  u  But  to  as  many  as  received  him,  to  them  gave  he  power  to 
become  the  sons  of  God,  even  to  them  that  believe  on  his  name."  John 
i,  12.  "  Whosoever  believeth  that  Jesus  is  the  Christ  is  born  of  God."  1 
John  v,  1.  We  become  God's  children  by  faith,  because  by  it  the  right-  , 
eonsness  of  Christ  is  imputed  to  us.  The  righteousness  cf  God  was  impu- 
ted to  Abraham  by  faith,  which  also  is  imputed  to  us  if  we  believe.  Rom. 
iv,  13-24.  When  another  person's  actions,  whether  they  be  good  or  evil, 
are  ascribed  to  me :  so  that  I  become  a  partaker  thereof,  it  is  called  an  im- 
putation. The  apostle  St,  John  says,  that  whosoever  bids  a  heretic  God 
sjpeed  is  partaker  of  his  evil  deeds.  "2  Epist.  v,  10,  11.  Another  person's 
deeds  are  imputed  to  me,  when  I  acquiesce  in,  or  sanction  the  same.  But 
from  the  texts  already  quoted,  it  is  evident  that  the  righteousness  of  Christ  j 
is  imputed  to  us  by  faith.  If  his  righteousness  is  imputed  to  us,  then  we 
are  righteous,  not  for  the  sake  of  any  merit  in  us,  or  any  holy  principles 
implanted  in  our  hearts  :  for  the  righteousness  is  that  of  another  being. 
Tliat  God  is  the  righteousness  of  his  people,  is  evident  from  the  following 
texts:  "  Behold,  the  days  come,  saitb  the  Lord,  that  I  will  raise  unto  Da- 
vid a  righteous  branch,  and  a  King  shall  reign  and  prosper,  and  shall  exe- 
cute judgment  and  justice  in  the  earth.  In  his  days  Judah  shall  be  saved, 
and  Israel  shall  dwell  safely ;  and  this  is  his  name  whereby  he  shall  be 
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called,  the  Lord  our  Righteousness."  Jer.  xxiii,  5,  6.  In  the  Messiah 
Judah  shall  be  saved,  and  Israel  dwell  safely,  and  his  name  shall  be  the- 
Lord  our  righteousness.  Thus  the  Lord  Jesus  is  the  righteousness  of  his 
people.  "  Look  unto  me  and  be  ye  saved,  all  the  ends  of  the  earth :  for  I 
am  God,  and  there  is  none  else.  1  have  sworn  by  myself,  the  word  is  gone 
out  of  my  mouth  in  righteousness  and  shall  not  return,  That  unto  me  ev- 
ry  knee  shall  bow,  every  tongue  shall  swear.  Surely,,  shall  one  say,  In  the 
Lord  have  I  righteousness  and  strength  :  even  to  him  shall  men  come ;  and 
all  that  are  incensed  against  him  shall  be  ashamed.  In  the  Lord  shall  aU 
the  seed  of  Israel  be  justified,  and  shall  glory."  Isa.  xlv,  22-25.  The 
Lord  to  whom  ever}'-  knee  shall  bow  and  every  tongue  shall  swear,  is  Je- 
sus Christ  in  his  mediatorial  character.  See  Rom.  xiv,  IJ'j  Phil,  li,  9-11. 
All  tougues  swearing  to  Jesus,  and  saying  in  the  Lord  have  I  righteous- 
ness and  strength,  and  that  all  the  seed  of  Israel  shall  be  justified  in  him, 
and  glory,  proves  that  man  is  justified  by  an  imputed  righieousness.  See 
also  I  Cor.  i,  30,  31. 

When  a  rational  creature  possesses  upright  principles,  and  acts  according 
to  moral  rectitude,  such  may  be  called  righteous,. and  such  may  glory  in  an 
own  righteousness.  But  withal  it  would  only  be  a  creature  righteousness, 
and  by  no  means  the  righteousness  of  God,  which  consists  not  in  any  prin- 
ciples adhering  to,  or  actions  done  by  us  :  for  it  is  the  imputed  righteous- 
ness of  God.  It  is  necessary  to  notice  the  distinction  between  the  right- 
eousness of  God  imputed,  and  the  implanted  gifts  of  the  Spirit  creating  a 
new  heart,  and  producing  just  and  holy  graces,  ornamenting  in  the  sight 
of  men  our  life  and  conduct. 

The  righteousness  of  God,  is  imputed  to  us  by  faith;  but  sanctificatiou 
relative  to  our  nature  is  an  operation  in  the  heart  disposing  it  to  holy  mo- 
tives. The  righteousness  of  God  imputed  to  us,  is  not  susceptible  of  being 
increased  :  for  it  is  perfect ;  "for  in  him,  i.e.  Christ  dwelleth  all  the  fulness 
of  die  Godhead  bodily  ;.  And  ye  are  complete  in- him,  who  is  the  head  of 
all  principality  and  power;"  Col.  ii,  9,  10;  but  the  sanctilication  of  our  na- 
ture remains  imperfect  during  this  life  by  reason  of  the  opposition  of  the 
flesh  and  other  temptations ;  and  although  the  graces  of  the  Spirit  are  ho- 
ly in  their  principles  and  most  beautiful  in  their  qualities;  yet  not  ;fll  un- 
holy volitions  in  the  soul  are  eradicated  ;  for  ignorance  and  folly  more  or 
less  are  in  every  christian;    Rom.  vii,  14-24. 

Because  the  distinction  between  the  imputed  righteousness  of  Christ, 
and  the  sanctiflcation  of  our  nature,  or  the  fruits  of  the  Spirit,  is  not  ob- 
served, sundry  important  texts  are  misconstrued,  and  many  persons  ren- 
dered extremely  uncomfortable.  Knowing  that  the  scriptures  teach. a 
christian  perfection,  they  seek-,  for  this  perfection-  in  the  sanctification  of 
their  nature ;  but  yet,  notwithstanding  their  best  endeavors,  constantly 
feeling  sin,  they  conclude  that  they  are  unregenerated  and  under  condem- 
•  nation,  and  are  thus  extremely  uncomfortable ;  whilst  others  imagining 
!  that  they  have  attained  to  this  sanctification,  because  they  do  not  commit 
many  outward  wicked  actions,  are  vile  hypocrites. 

Before  the  sanctification  of  our  nature  commences, we  must  be  born 
I     again,  or  clothed  with  God's  righteousness.     Hence  a  new  heart,  or  holy 
dispositions  are  not  requisite  to  make  us  God's  children  ;  for  such  blessings 
we  inherit  because  we  are  children,  or  they  are  the  consequences  following 
ihe  new  birth.    This  is  proven  in  the  following  manner: 

"  Christ  hath  redeemed  us  from  the  curse  of  the  law,  being  made  a  curse 
for  us ;  for  it  is  written,  cursed  is  every  one  that  hangeth  on  a  tree:  that 
the  blessing  of  Abraham  might  come  on  the  Gentiles  through  Jesus  Christ; 
that  we  might  receive  the  promise  of  the  Spirit  through  faith."    Gal.  iii, 
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13,  14.  This  text  shews  that  whosoever  receives  the  Spirit  does  it  by- 
faith.  But  it  has  already  been  proven  that  a  believer  is  born  again,  hence 
a  child  of  God.  u  Then  Peter  said  unto  them,  Repent  and  be  baptised  ev- 
ery one  of  you  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ  for  the  remission  of  sins,  and 
ye  shall  receive  the  gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost."  Acts  ii,  38.  This  also  plainly 
shews  that  the  gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost  was  received  by  the  Jews  after  they 
obtained  the  remission  for  their  sins. 

"  If  ye  then  be  risen  with  Christ,  seek  those  things  which  are  above, 
where  Christ  sitteth  on  the  right  hand  -of  God.  Set  your  affections  on 
things  above,  not  on  things  on  the  earth.  For  ye  are  dead,  and  your  life 
is  hid  with  Christ  in  God.  When  Christ  who  is  our  life  shall  appear,  then 
shall  ye  also  appear  with  him  in  glory.  Mortify  therefore  your  members 
which  are  upon  the  earth ;  fornication,  uncleanness,  inordinate  affection, 
evil  concupiscence,  and  covetousness,  which  is  idolatry."  Col.  iii,  1-5. 
Kow  -such  as  are  risen  with  Christ,  and  whose  life  is  hid  with  him  in  God, 
can  be  none  else  than  those  that  have  been  born  anew  ;  and  they  are  ex- 
horted to  seek  the  things  that  are  above  and  to  mortify  their  members  up- 
on earth  :  such  as  fornication,  uncleanness,  inordinate  affection,  &c.  To 
do  these  things  is  the  same  as  having  holy  principles.  But  those  persons 
prior  to  having  such  principles  are  represented  as  true  christians,  which 
also  proves  that  the  new  birth  is  prior  to  intellectual  sanctification. 

"  And  because  ye  are  sons,  God  hath  sent  forth  the  Spirit  of  his  Son  into 
your  hearts,  crying,  Abba,  Father."  Gal.  iv,  6.  This  text  indicates  that 
our  son-ship  is  a  reason  why  Gcd  sent  forth  the  Spirit  of  his  Son  into  our 
hearts ;  hence  it  is  evident  that  the  new  birth  is  prior  to  the  gift  of  fhe 
Spirit 

u  For  whom  the  Lord  loveth  he  chasteneth,  and  scourgeth  every  son 
whom  he  receiveth.  If  ye  endure  chastening,  God  dealeth  with  you  as 
with  sons:  for  what  son  is  he  whom  the  father  chasteneth  not?  But  if 
ye  be  without  chastisement,  whereof  all  are  partakers,  then  are  ye  bas- 
tards and  not  sons.  Furthermore  we  have  had  fathers  of  our  flesh  which 
corrected  us,  and  we  gave  them  reverence :  shall  we  not  much  rather  be 
in  subjection  unto  the  Father  of  Spirits,  and  live  ?  For  they  verily  for  a 
few  days  chastened  us  after  their  own  pleasure  ;  but  he  for  our  profit,  that 
we  might  be  partakers  of  his  holiness.    Heb.  xii,  6,  10. 

Those  that  are  chastened  are  said  to  be  God's  children.  But  why  does . 
God  chasten  his  children  ?  Is  it  for  no  purpose,  but  merely  because  he  de- 
lights in  seeing  them  afflicted  ?  By  no  means  :  for  that  would  be  cruelty. 
Whom  he  chastens  he  loves,  and  the  reason  assigned  for  chastening  us  is 
that  we  might  be  partakers  cf  his  holiness.  Whereas  we  frequently  sin 
by  reason  of  the  flesh,  or  the  old  man,  chastisements  become  indispensably 
necessary,  in  order  that  the  flesh  may  be  kept  in  subjection  ;  otherwise  we 
should  not  be  made  partakers  of  God's  holiness.  That  God  chastens  his 
children,  proves  that  their  nature  is  yet  sinful :  for  if  not,  why  would  chas- 
tisements be  necessary  ?  Such  as  confidently  teach  that  when  a  man  is 
born  again,  that  his  nature  is  so  far  changed,  that  he  does  not  sin  in  any 
respect  whatever,  must  deny,  either,  that  God  chastens  his  children,  or 
else  that  he  does  it  through  cruelty  or  for  nothing.  To  deny  that  God  chas- 
tens his  children  would  be  contrary  to  the  apostle's  declaration  ;  to  suppose 
that  he  does  it  through  cruelty  or  for  nothing,  would  be  forging  a  libel  up- 
on his  holy  character.  What  purpose  should  chastisements  inflicted  upon 
perfect  holy  creatures  answer?  Surely,  none  would  be  chastened  for  holi- 
ness. If  it  were  not  for  the  sins  of  God's  people,  the  necessity  of  chastise- 
ments would  be  superseded.  After  the  resurrection  of  the  body,  and  when 
this  corruptible  shall  have  put  on  incorruption,  and  this  mortal  shall  have  put 
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on  immortality,  and  when  the  sting  of  death,  which  is  sin,  shall  utterly  have 
been  abolished,  then  there  shall  be  neither  crosses,  nor  afflictions  of  any 
description  whatever ;  but  an  enjoyment  of  pure,  perfect,  uninterrupted, 
eternal  felicity.  The  reason  is  obvious :  because  there  shall  be  neither  any 
temptation  to  sin,  nor  any  sinful  corruption  cleaving  to  human  nature  in 
that  blissful  state  of  immortality. 

*      FRAGMENT  II. 

Die  person  who  is  regenerated,  because  of  the  flesh,  frequently  commits  sins  ; 
hence  it  becomes  necessary  to  be  converted  from  his  errors.  But  in  the 
case  of  an  apostacy  a  second  graffing  into  Christ  must  take  place;  other- 
wise the  person  having  apostatized  cannot  be  restored. 

The  person  that  is  regenerated,  is  truly  ornamented  with  God's  right- 
eousness, and  spiritual  graces  as  a  blessed  consequence  are  implanted  in 
the  heart,  which  according  to  the  language  of  the  scriptures  are  called  the 
inward,  the  new  man,  the  Spirit ;  nevertheless  he  yet  possesses  the  corrup- 
tions inherited  by  Adam's  fall,  which  are  called  the  flesh,  or  the  old  man. 
Sundry  texts  prove  that  the  person  that  is  bora  of  God  does  nor  commit 
sin  ;  as  for  instance :  et  Whosoever  is  born  of  God  doth  not  commit  sin  ; 
for  his  seed  remaineth  in  him  :  and  he  cannot  sin,  because  he  is  born  of 
God."  1  John  iii,  9.  Whereas  on  the  contrary  it  is  said  that  God's  chil- 
dren sin.  "  If  we  say  that  we  have  no  sin,  we  deceive  ourselves,  and  the 
truth  is  not  in  us."  1  John  i,  8.  The  apostle  John  most  certainly  was  a 
saint;  notvvistanding,  he  with  others  includes  himself  as  not  being  with- 
out sin.  St.  Paul  says,  "  If  Christ  be  in  you,  the  body  is  dead  because  of 
sin  :  but  the  Spirit,  is  life  because  of  righteousness."  Rom.  viii,  10.  The 
allusion  here  is  undoubtedly  to  God's  children ;  for  Christ  is  not  in  any 
others.  The  reason  assigned  for  the  death  of  a  believer's  body,  is  sin  ; 
hence  as  all  saints'  bodies  die,  they  all  have  sin.  Why  are  saints  admon- 
ished to  mortify  their  evil  lusts  if  they  had  no  sin  ?  Col.  iii.  5.  Now  since 
the  scriptures  ascribe  holiness  to  every  believer,  and  yet  declare  that  none 
lives,  without  sinning,  does  not  this  imply  a  palpable  contradiction  ?  The 
scriptures  by  no  means  contradict  themselves  in  making  these  repugnant 
declarations,  but  they  thereby  shew  the  contradiction  in  the  believer's  per- 
son :  for  in  him  there  are  two  contrary  principles,  the  one  called  the  old, 
and  the  other  the  new  man.  The  old  man  or  the  flesh  we  have  inherited 
from  Adam  by  a  natural  birth,  but  the  new  man  is  the  consequence  of  re- 
generation. The  carnal  mind  is  not  subject  to  the  law  of  God  ;  the  new 
man  delights  in  it ;  the  former  is  sinful ;  the  latter  is  holy.  Thus  it  may 
be  correctly  said,  that  the  christian  is  a  sinner  according  to  the  flesh,  but 
holy  and  without  sin  according  to  the  new  man,  or  the  Spirit.  St.  Paul 
says,  -;  I  fiud  then  a  law,  that,  when  I  would  do  good,  evil  is  present  with 
me.  For  I  delight  in  the  law  of  God  after  the  inward  man."  Rom.  vii, 
21.  22.  In  v.  25,  he  adds,  "  So  then,  with  the  mind  I  myself  serve  the 
law  of  God ;  but  with  the  flesh  the  law  of  sin."  Thus  we  see  that  St. 
Paul  served  both  the  law  of  God,  and  the  law  of  sin,  but  the  former  ac- 
cording to  the  inward  man,  and  the  latter  according  to  the  flesh.  Two 
contrar  y  principles  ever  will  be  at  .war  with  each  other,  until  the  one  or 
the  other  shall  be  overcome.  For  this  reason  it  is  said  that  "  the  flesh 
lusteth  against  the  Spirit,  and  the  Spirit  against  the  flesh :  and  these  are 
contrary  the  one  to  the  other:  so  that  ye  cannot  do  the  things  that  ye 
would."    Gal.  v,  17. 


This  being  the  case,  the  flesh  frequently  conquers,  and  we  fall  into  -  sin&- 
But  as  it  is  the'will  of  God,  when  we  are  thus  fallen,  that  we  again  should 
rise,  he  calls  upon  us  to  repent  of  and  be  converted  from  our  follies.  Our 
blessed  Saviour  said  unto  his  disciples,  "  Except  ye  be  converted  and  be- 
come as  little  children,  ye  shall  not  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  heaven." 
Mat.  xviii,  3.  The  context  plainly  indicates  that  they  were  elated  with 
pride  ;  seeing  they  contended  for  rank  and  superiority  in  the  kingdom  of 
heaven.  But  they  were  certainly  previously  regenerated  ;  for  Jesus- told 
them,  "  Notwithstanding,  in  this  rejoice  not,  that  the  spirits  are  subject  unto 
you ;  but  rather  rejoice,  because  your  names  are  written  in  heaven." 
Luke  x,  20.  That  a  man  whose  name  is  written  in  heaven,  is  regenerated 
admits  of  no  dispute.  Now  since  the  disciples  were  born  again,  and  yet 
were  exhorted  to  be  converted,  it  is  evident  that  regeneration  and  conver- 
sion are  to  be  distinguished.  Again.  Christ  predicting  the  fall  of  Peter, 
said  unto  him,  Simon.  Simon,  behold,. Satan  hath  desired  to  have  you,  that 
he  may  sift  you  as  wheat;  but  J  have  prayed  for  thee,  that  thy  faith  fail 
not :  and  when  thou  art  converted,  strengthen  thy  brethren."  Luke  xxii, 
31,  32.  In  this  also,  the  distinction  between  regeneration  and  conversion 
is  manifest :  for  Peter,  even  when  he  had  fallen  into  sin  had  not  lost  his 
faith,  but  was  converted.  This  distinction  is  briefly  described  thus:  re- 
generation takes  place  when  a  person  by  faith  is  adopted  a3  a  child  of  God, 
and  clodied  with  his  righteousness ;  whereas  conversion  takes  place  when 
such  a  person  falls  into  sin  and  again  repents.  The  pious  Psalmist  prayed 
u  Hide  thy  face  from  my  sins,  and  blot  out  all  mine  iniquities.  Create  in 
me  a  clean  heart,  0  God;  and  renew  a  right  spirit  within  me.  Cast  me 
not  away  from  thy  presence ;  and  take  not  thy  holy  Spirit  from  me.  Re- 
store me  unto  the  joy  of  thy  salvation  ;  and  uphold  me  with  thy  free  Spirit." 
Ps.  %  9-12.  The  Psalmist  praying  that  God  might  hide  his  face  from  his 
sins,  for  a  clean  heart,  for  the  renewing  of  a  right  spirit  within  him,  for 
the  restoration  unto  the  joy  of  Good's  salvation,  thereby  confesses  himself 
guilty  of  some  enormous  crimes;  and  yet  the  same  time  praying:  take  not 
thy  holy  Spirit  from  me,  indicates  that  he  was  a  child  of  God;  otherwise 
he  would  not  have  had  the  holy  Spirit. 

Thus  it  is  evident  that  God's  children  may  fall  into  sin  ;  and  yet  be  re- 
newed by  conversion.  But  when  they  commit  sin  they  shall  be  chastened. 
God  having  promised  Christ  a  numerous  host  of  children,  says:  "  My  mer- 
cy will  I  keep  for  him  for  evermore,  and  my  covenant  shall  stand  fast  with 
him.  His  seed  also  will  I  make  ib  endure  for  ever,  and  his  throne  as  the 
days  of  heaven.  If  his  children  forsake  my  law,  and  walk  not  in  my 
judgments ;.  if  they  break  my  statutes,  and  keep  not  my  commandments ; 
then  will  I  visit  their  trausgression  with  the  rod.  and  their  iniquity  with 
stripes.  Nevertheless  my  loving-kindness  will  I  not  utterly  take  from  him, 
nor  suffer  my  faithfulness  to  fail.  My  covenant  will  I  not  break,  nor  alter 
the  thing  that  is  gone  out  of  my  lips.  Once  have  I  sworn  by  my  holiness 
that  I  will  not  lie  unto  David.  His  seed  shall  endure  for  ever,  and  his 
throne  as  the  sun  before  me.  It  shall  be  established  for  ever  as  the  moon, 
ami  as  a  faithful  witness  in  heaven.  Selah."  Ps.  lxxxix,  28-37.  Every 
believer  is  a  living  branch  in  Christ  the  true  vine  bringing  forth  good  fruit; 
but  as  all  branches  may  have  excresences,  they  must  be  pruned  to  reader 
the  fruit  better  and  more  abundant.  God  purges  such  branches  that  they 
may  bring  forth  more  fruit;  this  frequently  is  done  by  chastisements'.  It 
is  in  vain  for  any  christian  to  suppose  that  because  he  is  saved  by  faith,  he 
may  indulge  himself  in  vices,  remaining  impenitent :  for  God's  fatherly 
love  and  care  require  tl^at  his  crimes  should  be  visited  with  the  rod  and 
with  stripes ;  otherwise  he  would  become  utterly  miserable,  and  never  be 
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a  partaker  of  holiness.  Some  men,  even  such  as  profess  to  be  believers, 
presume  that  the  doctrine  of  justification  by  faith  alone  without  any  good 
works  leads  to  licentiousness;  hence  preach  that  good  works  as  well  as 
faith,  are  indispensably  necessary  to  salvation.  But  let  such  consider  that 
it  is  not  possible  according  to  God's  own  declarations,  for  his  children  to 
fall  into  vices,  remaining  impenitent,  and  not  to  be  scourged.  He  chastens 
them  by  various  means :  such  as  by  sickness,  loss  of  friends,  poverty,  suf- 
fering their  enemies  to  injure  them,  and  by  many  other  afflictions.  Let 
that  professor  therefore,  who  is  without  any  fatherly  chastisements,  not 
consider  himself  a  child  of  God,  but  a  bastard. 

It  is  thus  evident,  that  all  sins  Gcd's  children  commit  may  be  repented 
of,  and  consequently  be  pardoned;  except  they  commit  the  sin  unto  death 
and  apostatize.  It  is  said,  "  If  ye  live  after  the  flesh,  ye  shall  die  :  but  if 
ye- through  the  Spirit  do  mortify  the  deeds  of  the  body,  ye  shall  live." — 
Kom.  viii,  13.'  'If  any  man  see  his  brother  sin  a  sin,  which  is  not  unto 
death,  he  shall  ask,  and  he  shall  give  him  life  for  them  that  sin  not  unto 
death.  There  is  a  sin  unto  death  :  I  do  not  say  that  he  shall  pray  for  it. 
1  John  v,  16.  What  manner  of  death  is  it  which  those  shall  die  who  do 
not  mortify  the  deeds  of  the  flesh,  or  commit  the  sin  unto  death  ?  It  can 
by  no  means  be  the  natural  death  of  the  body:  for  it  is  evident  that  no 
man  can  escape  that  by  crucifying  the  flesh.  I  presume  it  is  the  same 
which  Adam  died  the  day  on  which  he  transgressed.  It  was  said  unto 
him  :  "  But  of  the  tree  of  the  knowledge  of  good  and  evil,  thou  shalt  not 
eat  of  it :  for  in  the  day  thou  eatest  thereof  thou  shalt  sure!)'  die."  Gen. 
ii,  17.  This  could  not  have  alluded  to  a  temporal  death :  for  to  suppose 
it,  would  be  contrary  to  fact,  seeing  he  afterwards  lived  many  years.  His 
bodily  death  was  announced  to  him  alter  the  transgression  in  the  follow- 
ing words :  ■  In  the  sweat  of  thy  face  shalt  thou  eat  bread,  till  thou  re- 
turn unto  the  ground  :  for  out  of  it  wast  thou  taken  :  for  dust  thou  art, 
and  unto  dust  shalt  thou  return."  Gt>n.  iii,  19.  His  body  returning  to 
the  ground  plainly  indicates  his  bodily  death.  Neither  could  the  allusion 
be  to  what  by  some  divines  is  called  the  eternal  death,  i.  e.  endless  punish- 
ments in  hell:  for  to  suppose  that,  would  also  be  contrary  to  fact,  seeing 
that  he  did  not  that  day  go  to  hell ;  nor  have  we  any  reason  to  believe 
that  he  ever  did.  Neither  could  he  in  one  day  (or  that  same  clay)  have 
suffered  endless  punishments :  for  one  day  is  not  endless.  He  must  hence 
have  died  legally,  i.  e.  became  dead  in  sin,  deprived  of  spiritual  light  and 
and  life.  His  conduct  after  his  fall  shews  the  darkness  of  his  mind :  for 
when  the  Lord  God  called  unto  him,  and  said  unto  him,  "  Where  art  thou? 
he  said,  I  heard  thy  voice  in  the  garden ;  aud  I  was  afraid,  because  I  was 
naked,  and  I  hid  myself."  Gen  iii,  9,  10.  This  seems  as  if  he  imagined 
that  he  could  hide  himself  from  an  all-seeing  God,  which  manifests  his  in- 
tellectual blindness.  This  spiritual  death  is  mentioned  by  St.  Paul:  "And 
you  hath  he  quickened,  who  were  dead  in  trespasses  and  in  sins."  i£ph  ii, 
i,  and  v.  4,  5 — "  but  God,  who  is  rich  in  mercy  for  his  great  love  wdiere- 
with  he  loved  us,  even  when  we  were  dead  in  sins,  hath  quickened  us  to- 
gether with  Christ,  (by  grace  ye  are  saved.")  All  men  by  nature  are  thus 
spiritually  dead,  i.  e.  their  understanding  is  without  divine  light,  and  their 
hearts  without  divine  life  and  are  under  the  curse  of  the  law  ;  and  in  this 
state  they  remain,  until  they  are  made  spiritually  alive  by  Christ.  He 
bays,  "  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you,  He  that  heareth  my  word,  and  be- 
lieveth  on  him  that  sent  me,  hath  everlasting  life,  and  shall  not  come  into 
condemnation  ;  but  is  passed  from  death  unto  life."  John  v,  24.  Bypass- 
ing from  death  unto  life  cannot  signify  in  this  passage  passing  from  a  bodi- 
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]y  death  to  a  life  after  the  resurrection  of  the  body,  as  it  alludes  to  men 
believing  in  this  world  ;  hence  alludes  to  a  passage  from  a  spiritual  death 
to  a  spiritual  life.  Now  since  the  apostle  declares  that  such  as  live  after 
the  flesh  shall  die,  it  is  evident  that  they  will  be  deprived  of  divine  life  and 
die  spiritually  in  sin.  Such  as  are  exhorted  to  mortify  the  deeds  of  the 
flesh,  lest  they  die,  are  spiritually  alive,  that  is  true  believers  :  for  if  they 
were  not  how  could  they  die  ?  For  unbelievers  are  already  by  nature 
dead  in  sin,  hence  it  is  impossible  for  such  to  die,  unless  it  was  possible  for 
a  dead  person  to  die. 

That  such  persons  who  apostatize  cannot  be  renewed  again  unto  repen- 
tance, is  proven  by  the  following  passage :  "  For  it  is  impossible  for  those 
who  were  once  enlightened,  aud  have  tasted  of  the  heavenly  gift,  and  were 
made  partakers  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  have  tasted  the  good  word  of  God, 
and  the  powers  of  the  world  to  come,  if  they  shall  fall  away,  to  renew 
them  again  unto  repentance  ;  seeing  they  crucify  to  themselves  the  Son  of 
God  afresh,  and  put  him  to  an  open  shame."    Heb.  vi,  4-6. 

Though  it  be  evident  from  the  proofs  already  stated,  that  a  believer  may 
apostatize  and  die ;  nevertheless,  this  is  positively  denied  by  those  who 
maintain  the  doctrine  of  absolute  election  and  reprobation.  They  suppose 
such  a  final  apostacy  impossible  in  consequence  of  God's  promises  to  keep 
his  children  safely,  as  for  instance:  "My  sheep  hear  my  voice,  and  I  know 
them,  and  they  follow  me;  and  I  give  unto  them  eternal  life;  and  they 
shall  never  perish,  neither  shall  any  man  pluck  them  out  of  my  hand.  My 
Father,  which  gave  them  me,  is  greater  than  all :  and  none  is  able  to  pluck 
them  out  of  my  Father's  hand."  John  x.  27,  29.  It  must  be  admitted, 
that  not  only  according  to  this,  but  also  according  to  sundry  other  texts, 
no  child  of  God,  nor  none  of  his  sheep  as  such,  ever  did,  or  ever  shall  be 
finally  lost.  But  it  is  to  be  remembered  that  this  is  not  properly  the  point 
in  question.  The  question  is  not,  whether  any  of  God's  children,  or  sheep 
may  be  utterly  lost?  but  whether  any  of  his  children  may  not  become  un- 
believers, or  his  sheep  become  goats  ?  If  any  of  his'children  become  un- 
belivers,  or  his  sheep  become  goats,  then  if  they  perish  it  can  by  no  means 
be  said  that  any  of  God's  children  or  sheep  have  perished ;  because  after 
becoming  infidels  or  goats,  they  are  not  children  or  sheep.  It  is  by  no 
means  absurd  to  affirm  that  no  unbeliever  shall  ever  be  saved:  for  "he 
that  believeth  not  is  condemned  already."  John  iii,  18 — but  it  would  be 
contrary  to  fact,  to  suppose  that  an  unbeliever,  may  not  become  a  believer: 
seeing  that  sundry  of  the  most  eminent  saints  once  had  been  unbelievers. 
Whenever  it  shall  be  proven  that  no  believer  can  ever  become  an  unbe- 
liver,  then  only  shall  the  impossibility  of  a  final  apostasy  be  established. 
But  since  there  is  no  text  affirming  this,  it  must  be  concluded  that  sheep 
may  become  goats,  or  saints  become  sinners.  St.  Jude  in  describing  a 
certain  wicked  class  of  wicked  men,  calls  them  "  trees  whose  fruit  wither- 
eth,  without  fruit,  twice  dead,  plucked  up  by  the  roots."  v.  12.  Now  it 
may  be  asked,  how  such  could  have  been  twice  dead  ?  They  undoubtedly 
once  had  been  dead  in  sin  by  nature ;  but  how  could  they  have  been  dead 
the  second  time  if  they  had  not  been  made  spiritually  alive  to  God,  and 
then  have  died,  i.  e.  apostatized  ?  It  is  out  of  the  question  to  conclude 
otherwise,  than  that  such  must  have  been  spiritually  alive,  and  then  have 
apostatized. 

When  a  man  commits  the  sin  unto  death  he  loses  his  faith,  without 
which  no  man  can  receive  forgiveness.  It  is  therefore  not  strange  when 
a  person  has  been  made  spiritually  alive,  and  loses  his  faith,  that  he  should 
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be  in  a  similar,  or  perhaps  a  worse  state  than  he  was  when  an  unbeliever  in 
a  state  of  nature,  or  before  ever  he  was  regenerated.  He  who  commits 
the  sin  unto  death  must  undoubtedly  lose  his  faith,  otherwise  he  would 
still  live,  because  it  is  out  of  the  question  for  any  one  to  believe  on  the 
Son  of  God  and  not  to  have  eternal  life. 

If  the  deeds  of  the  flesh  be  not  mortified,  faith  will  be  lost,  and  a  spirit- 
ual death  will  be  the  consequence.  They  are  to  be  mortified  through  the 
Spirit.  The  word  of  God  is  Spirit  and  life  :  "  the  words  that  I  speak  unto 
you,  they  are  spirit,  and  they  are  life,"  John  vi,  63.  It  is  an  incorruptible 
seed,  which  effects  regeneration.  1  Pet.  i,  23-25.  1  Cor.  iv,  15.  James 
i,  18.  It  is  a  heavenly  light.  Ps.  cxix,  105.  2  Pet.  i?  19.  It  is  called 
the  sword  of  the  Spirit.  Eph.  vi,  17.  It  is  not  only  the  means  by  which 
faith  cometh  ;  Rom.  x,  17  :  but  it  is  also  to  keep  one  from  sinning  :  "thy 
word  have  I  hid  in  mine  heart,  that  I  might  not  sin  against  thee."  Ps. 
cxix,  11.  The  word  of  God  being  the  principal  means  to  beget  faith  and 
to  mortify  the  deeds  of  the  flesh,  it  is  evident  that  by  rejecting  or  pervert- 
ing it  faith  is  lost.  For  the  word  being  light,  spirit  and  life,  is  calculated 
to  illumine  the  soul,  to  make  it  spiritual,  and  to  give  it  eternal  life.  Con- 
sequently if  a  believer  should  neglect  or  pervert  it,  his  heart  must  become 
dark,  carnal  and  dead  :  for  the  want  of  light  is  darkness,  of  the  Spirit  car- 
nality, and  of  life  death.  Thus  when  Adam  and  Eve  disregarded  the  word 
of  the  Lord,  they  became  dark,  carnal  and  dead.  Hence  I  conclude  that 
a  neglect  or  a  perversion  of  God's  word  after  being  regenerated  is  the  sin 
unto  death  :  for  without  this  word  there  can  be  no  faith,  and  without 
that  the  soul  must  die.  The  following  passages  confirm  this  conclusion : 
"  Let  us  hold  fast  the  profession  of  our  faith  without  wavering ;  for  he  is 
faithful  that  promised  :  and  let  us  consider  one  another  to  provoke  unto 
love  and  to  good  works:  not  forsaking  the  assembling  of  ourselves  togeth- 
er, as  the  manner  of  some  is;  but  exhorting  one  another:  and  so  much 
the  more,  as  ye  see  thg  day  approaching.  For  if  we  sin  wilfully  after  that 
we  have  received  the  knowledge  of  the  truth,  there  remaineth  no  more 
sacrifice  for  sins,  but  a  certain  fearful  looking  for  of  judgment  and  fiery 
indignation,  which  shall  devour  the  adversaries.  He  that  despised  Moses' 
law  died  without  mercy  under  two  or  three  witnesses  :  of  how  much  sorer 
punishment,  suppose  ye,  shall  he  be  thought  worthy,  who  hath  trodden 
under  foot  the  Son  of  God,  and  hath  counted  the  blood  of  the  covenant, 
wherewith  he  was  sanctified,  an  unholy  thing,  and  hath  done  despite  unto 
the  Spirit  of  grace  ?"    Heb.  x,  23-29. 

In  the  public  assemblies  of  christians  the  word  of  God  is  preached,  the 
Spirit  and  the  holy  ordinances  administered  ;  hence  by  neglecting  such, 
the  word  is  despised.  Neglecting  this  word  after  having  received  the 
knowledge  of  the  truth  is  called  a  wilful  sin.  A  man  receives  the  know- 
lege  of  the  truth  by  the  hearing  of  the  gospel ;  hence  when  he  neglects, 
and  thus  despises  it,  he  acts  from  knowledge,  and  sins  with  deliberation. 
This  word  is  spirit,  the  agency  of  not  only  begetting,  but  also  of  preserv- 
ing faith  and  of  mortifying  the  deeds  of  the  flesh  ;  it  reveals  Jesus  the  only 
sacrifice  for  sins,  and  brings  nigh  his  blood,  the  blood  of  the  covenant : 
consequently  he  that  rejects  or  perverts  this  word  has  done  despite  unto 
the  Spirit  of  grace,  and  trodden  the  Son  of  God  under  foot ;  in  short,  he 
dies,  becoming  an  infidel.  An  infidel  rejects  the  sacrifice  of  Jesus.  Under 
the  dispensation  of  the  law  there  were  many  sacrifies,  so  that  if  one  was 
neglected  another  could  be  obtained  ;  but  under  the  gospel  there  can  be 
but  one  sacrifice,  namely :  that  of  Jesus  Christ,  and  whilst  that  is  rejected 
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there  is  no  possibility  of  salvation.  Men  were  put  to  death  for  despising 
Moses'  law  ;  they  suffered  a  bodily  death  ;  but  the  rejection  of  Jesus  and 
his  gospel  will  subject  the  transgressor  to  a  sorer  punishment :  for  losing 
his  faith,  he  shall  die  a  spiritual  death,  which  in  its  consequences  is  more 
dreadful  than  that  of  the  body.    See  also  Heb.  xii,  25. 

The  question,  whether  a  person  after  having  apostatized  can  ever  again 
get  to  believe  and  be  saved  ?  deserves  an  examination.  It  would  be  erro- 
neous to  affirm  that  it  would  be  impossible  with  God,  or  repugnant  to  any 
of  his  attributes  ever  to  restore  an  apostate  person.  But  it  would  rather 
be  congenial  to  his  boundless  love  and  mercy,  not  utterly  to  debar  apos- 
tates from  a  restoration.  An  apostate  person  is  one,  who  has  lost  his  faith 
and  has  become  dead,  and  is  in  a  similar  state  to  one  who  never  has  been 
regenerated.  Now  the  one  who  never  has  been  regenerated,  being  an 
unbeliever  has  no  forgiveness,  he  is  dead,  the  wrath  of  God  abiding  on 
him  ;  nor  can  he  ever,  as  an  unbeliever,  obtain  pardon ;  the  apostate  hav- 
ing become  an  unbeliever,  by  no  means  has  any  forgiveness :  seeing  he  is 
punished  with  spiritual  death,  the  consequences  of  which  are  most  terrible. 
Now  since  he  who  never  was  a  believer  may  get  to  be  such  by  the  proper 
use  of  means;  even  so  there  is  nothing  contained  in  the  scriptures  posi- 
tively denying  that  an  apostate  may  obtain  faith  and  be  saved.  It  may 
indeed  become  extremely  difficult  for  an  apostate  person  to  obtain  faith  ; 
for  God  may,  with  a  view  to  punish  him,  place  him  in  a  situation  so  that 
he  may  not  h^ave  an  opportunity  of  hearing  the  genuine  gospel,  and  con- 
sequently bring  many  other  judgments  upon  him  ;  yet  it  is  not  utterly  im- 
possible, nor  improbable  for  the  Lord  again  to  visit  him  with  the  true 
gospel. 

The  passage  in  Heb.  vi,  4-6,  declaring  the  impossibility  of  again  renew- 
ing those  to  repentance,  who  were  once  enlightened,  &c,  which  many 
presume  is  sufficient  to  prove  that  no  apostate  can  ever  be  restorocl,  does 
not  prove  it.  It  simnly  proves  that  an  apostate  cannot  again  be  renewed 
to  repentance ;  but  does  not  say  that  he  may  never  get  to  be  a  believer. 
An  unbeliever  cannot  be  renewed  to  faith  :  for  he  possess  none  to  which, 
or  in  which,  he  might  be  renewed.  To  renew  a  thing  in  a  man  or  to  re- 
new him  to  it,  pre-supposes  him  not  to  be  destitute  of  it :  for  if  so,  he 
could  not  be  renewed  in  it.  as  he  would  have  first  to  receive  it.  St.  Paul 
exhorts  the  Ephesians,  "  to  be  renewed  in  the  Spirit  of  their  mind."  Eph. 
iv,  23.  Now  let  us  suppose  the  Ephesians  not  to  have  possessed  any  Spirit 
of  mind  at  all,  would  it  not  have  been  absurd  for  him  to  have  exhorted 
them  to  be  renewed  in  it  ?  Now  for  any  to  be  renewed  to  repentence, 
pre-supposes  such  to  possess  penitent  principles.  But  such  as  have  lost 
their  faith,  hence  all  penitent  principles,  cannot  be  renewed  to  repentance: 
for  its  evident  that  one  cannot  be  renewed  to  that  which  he  does  not  pos- 
sess. It  might  as  well  be  argued,  that  because  a  person  who  never  had 
faith  cannot  be  renewed  to  faith;  therefore  it  is  impossible  for  him  ever  to 
obtain  faith ;  as  to  conclude,  because  a  believer  havjng  apostatized  and 
being  thus  without  faith,  can  never  be  renewed  to  it,  that  therefore  he  can 
never  obtain  faith.  Who  would  suppose  that  an  unbeliever  can  never  get 
to  be  a  believer  ?    Yet  it  is  plain  that  he  cannot  be  renewed  to  faith. 

St.  Paul  speaking  to  the  Galatians,  says  :  "  My  little  children,  of  whom 
I  travail  in  birth  again  until  Christ  be  formed  in  you."  ch.  iv,  19.  To  tra- 
vail in  birth  again  implies  having  once  before  travailed  in  birth  ;  hence 
those  Galatians  had  once  before  been  regenerated.  The  phrase,  "  til  Christ 
be  formed  in  you,"  supposes  such  to  be  without  Christ :  otherwise  it  would 
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not  have  been  necessary  for  him  to  have  been  formed  in  them,  and  they 
that  are  without  Christ  are  unbelievers.  Although,  it  may  not  be  proven 
that  all  the  Galatians  to  whom  this  epistle  had  been  addressed  had  apos- 
tatized :  for  some  at  least  are  called  God's  children  having  his  Spirit  in 
their  hearts,  ch.  iv,  6 ;  and  some  were  spiritual,  who  were  exhorted  to  re- 
store such  as  were  overtaken  in  a  fault,  ch.  vi,  1 ;  nevertheless  it  is  mani- 
fest that  a  considerable  number  of  them  had  apostatized.  For  the  apostle 
asks:  11  Are  ye  so  foolish  ?  having  begun  in  the  Spirit,  are  ye  now  made 
perfect  by  the  flesh  ?  ch.  iii,  3 — "  they  knew  God,  or  rather  were  known 
of  him ;  yet  they  turned  again  to  the  weak  and  beggarly  elements,  where- 
unto  they  desired  again  to  be  in  bondage,''  ch.  iv,  9.  All  this  proves  that 
they  were  deluded,  intending  to  be  justified  by  the  law,  which  proves  that 
they  had  fallen  from  grace.  For,"  saith  the  apostle.  "  I  testify  again  to 
every  man  that  is  circumcised  that  he  is  a  debtor  to  do  the  whole  law. — 
Christ  is  become  of  no  effect  unto  you,  whosoever  of  you  are  justified  by 
the  law ;  ye  are  fallen  from  grace,"  ch.  v,  3,  4.  Those  Galatians  who 
were  induced  to  apostatize  by  false  teachers,  the  apostle  labored  to  restore 
to  faith,  or  to  graff  them  into  Christ  again  ;  so  that  he  might  be  formed  in 
them.  He  certainly  believed  that  by  his  instrumentality  they  again  might 
be  graffed  into  Christ:  otherwise  he  as  a  wise  and  inspired  apostle  would 
not  have  labored  for  their  restoration.  For  no  wise  man  will  labor  for 
that  which  he  positively  knows  can  never  be  regained. 


FRAGMENT  IIL 


It  is  shewn  that  a  regenerated  person  is  not  in  legal  bondage,  but  posseses 
spiritual  liberty,  &c. 

Children  of  God  are  free  from  legal  bondage.    They  are  in  the  kingdom 
of  God,  which  is  ''righteousness,  and  peace,  and  joy  in  the  Holy  Ghost;" 
Rom.  xiv,  17  ;  hence  already  are  measurably  happy.    Whereas  those,  who  t 
are  in  legal  bondage  cannot  be  happy  :  for  there  is  no  harmony  between  j 
bondage  and  felicity.  St  Paul  says:  l:  For  ye  have  not  received  the  spirit 
of  bondage  again  to  fear;   but  ye  have  received  the  spirit  of  adoption,  ! 
whereby  we  cry,  Abba,  Father."    Rom.  8,  15. 

God's  law  is  truly  good  and  holy,  and  if  man  never  had  transgressed  it, 
he  could  be  under  no  condemnation,  and  hence  it  would  be  for  ever  his  i 
delight    But  man  having  transgressed  it,  he  is  under  its  curse,  and  de- 
prived of  God's  Spirit,  he  is  opposed  to  it;  and  yet  being  under  its  obliga-  ! 
tion,  is  in  legal  bondage.    For  bondage  is  when  one  is  opposed  to  a  thing;  • 
and  yet,  contrary  to  one's  inclination  must  be  under  its  obligation.    This  j 
is  the  case  of  an  unbeliever  with  respect  to  the  law.     He  has%o  delight  ! 
in  it;  yet  he  realizes  no  other  righteousness,  but  that  which  is  by  the  law, 
and  is  thus  contrary  to  his  own  will  under  its  obligation,  and  sees  no  alter-  ' 
native,  but  either  to  fulfil  it,  or  else  suffer  its  penalty. 

Had  man  never  transgressed  the  law,  he  would  by  all  means  live  by  it, 

and  be  happy.    But  since  he  has  transgressed  the  law,  it  can  by  no  means  , 

answer  this  purpose;  neither  is  this  the  design  of  its  revelation  since  the  \ 

fall.    The  charter  of  our  salvation  we  find  in  the  Arahamic  covenant.  The  ' 

promises  made  therein  are  t*>  Christ  in  his  mediatorial  character — "  Now  \ 

to  Abraham  and  his  seed  were  the  promises  made.    He  saith  not,  And  to  1 
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seeds,  as  of  many ;  but  as  of  one,  And  to  thy  seed,  which  is  Christ."  Gal. 
iii,  16.  Christ  according  to  the  flesh  is  Abraham's  seed  ;  hence  to  him  in 
his  incarnate  state  God  made  the  promises.  God  gave  him  the  world  of 
mankind.  "  I  will  declare  the  decree  :  the  Lord  hath  said  unto  me,  Thou- 
art  my  Son  ;  this  day  have  I  begotten  thee.  Ask  of  me,  and  I  shall  give 
thee  the  heathen  for  thine  inheritance,  and  the  uttermost  parts  of  the  earth 
for  thy  possession."  Ps.  ii,  7,  8.  This  inheritance  he  redeemed  from  the 
power  of  Satan.    Heb.  ii,  13-15. 

Therein  also  the  promise  of  blessings  is  made  unto  all  men.  "  In  thee> 
(i.  e.  in  Abraham,)  shall  all  families  of  the  earth  be  blessed."  Gen.  xii,  3-  i 
Since  a  promise  of  blessing  in  the  Messiah  is  made  to  all  the  families  of 
the  earth,  it  is  evident  they  may  all  become  heirs.  Now  such  as  believe 
and  thus  are  made  children,  also  become  heirs  ;  for  "  if  children,  then  heirs; 
heirs  of  God,  and  joint  heirs  with  Christ."  Rom.  viii,  17.-  The  blessings 
promised  are  Christ,  in  whom  we  have  eternal  life,  and  the  gifts  of  the 
holy  Spirit. 

He  that  inherits  an  estate  could  not  have  msrited  it :  for  if  one  merits 
something,  it  may  be  obtained  justly  as  a  debt;  yet  by  no  means  as  an 
inheritance.  If  it  be  by  debt  then  it  is  not  inherited,  and  if  inherited  then 
it  cannot  be  by  debt.  If  we  be  heirs  of  salvation,  then  no  good  work 
whatsoever  is  necessary  to  obtain  it : — "  Now  to  him  that  worketh  is  the 
reward  not  reckoned  of  grace,  but  of  debt.  But  to  him  that  worketh  not, 
but  believeth  on  him  that  justifieth  the  ungodly,  his  faith  is  counted  for 
righteousness'"    Rom.  iv,  5. 

It  must  also  be  observed  that  after  a  testamentary  devise  is  confirmed, 
no  alteration,  nor  addition  is  to  be  admitted.  This  rule  is  generally  ob- 
served with  respect  to  a  man's  testament.  The  testament  of  God  surely 
is  entitled  to  no  less  regard.  "  Brethren,  I  speak  after  the  manner  of  men; 
Though  it  be  but  a  man's  covenant;  yet  if  it  be  confirmed,  no  man  dis- 
annulleth,  or  addeth  thereto.  Now  to  Abraham  and  his  seed  were  the 
promises  made.  He  saith  not,  And  to  seeds,  as  of  many  :  but  as  of  one, 
And  to  thy  seed,  which  is  Christ.  And  this  I  say,  That  the  covenant  that 
was  confirmed  before  of  God  in  Christ,  the  law,  which  was  four  hundred 
and  thirty  years  after,  cannot  disannul,  that  it  should  make  the  promise  of 
none  effect.  For  if  the  inheritance  be  of  the  law,  it  is  no  more  of  prom- 
ise :  but  God  gave  it  to  Abraham  by  promise."    Gal.  iii,  15-18. 

This  covenant  was  confirmed  by  an  oath  : — u  For  when  God  made  pro- 
mise to  Abraham,  because  he  could  swear  by  no  greater,  he  sware  by  him- 
self :  Saying,  surely  blessing  I  will  bless  thee,  and  multiplying  I  will  mul- 
tiply thee.  And  so,  after  he  had  patiently  endured,  he  obtained  the  prom- 
ise. For  men  verily  swear  by  the  greater  :  and  an  oath  for  confirmation 
is  to  them  an  end  of  all  strife.  Wherein  God.  willing  more  abundantly  to 
shew  untff  the  heirs  of  promise  the  immutability  of  his  counsel,  confirmed 
it  by  an  oath :  that  by  two  immutable  things,  in  which  it  was  impossible 
for  God  to  lie,  we  might  have  a  strong  consolation,  who  have  fled  for  re- 
fuge to  lay  hold  upon  the  hope  set  before  us."  Heb.  vi,  13-18.  Since 
this  testamentary  devise  has  been  confirmed  by  Jehovah's  oath  by  himself, 
it  can  never  possibly  be  changed.  For  God  is  an  unchangeable  being, 
even  so  is  his  oath  by  himself.  Neither  can  this  testament  be  disannulled 
by  any  thing  on  earth,  or  in  hell,  or  in  heayen ;  nor  by  time,  nor  by  eter- 
nity:  nor  can  God  himself  revoke  it,  unless  he  could  change  and  commit 
peijury  by  his  holiness,  which  would  be  utterly  impossible. 
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It  is  also  a  daring  diabolical  attempt  for  any  man  to  add  the  least  thing 
!     to  this  testament  as  necessary  unto  salvation,  seeing  it  is  a  testament  of 
man's  salvation,  and  has  been  confirmed  by  two  immutable  things.  How 
shameful  is  therefore  the  conduct  of  such  preachers,  who  teach  that  a  man 
is  not  justified  before  God  by  faith  alone,  but  also  by  the  good  works  of  the 
law  !    They  attempt  to  add  the  law  to  the  testament  of  man's  salvation, 
j     If  not,  why  do  they  maintain  that  a  man  must  do  good  works  in  order  to 
j     be  saved  ?    How  is  it  possible  for  the  works  of  the  law  to  be  the  least 
i     condition  of  man's  salvation,  when  it  was  not  incorporated  with  the  Abra- 
I     hamic  covenant ;  but  was  given  four  hundred  and  thirty  years  after  this 
covenant  had  been  confirmed  ?    Had  it  ever  been  God's  design  that  man 
I     should  be  saved  by  good  works  in  the  least  degree,  he  would  not  have  de- 
i     layed  the  law  four  hundred  and  thirty  years;  but  would  immediately  en- 
tered it  into  the  Abrahamic  covenant.    The  covenant  of  the  law  was  not 
at  all  made  with  Abraham.    Moses  said :  "The  Lord  our  God  made  a 
j     covenant  with  us  in  Horeb.    The  Lord  made  not  this  covenant  with  our 
;     fathers  but  with  us,  even  us,  who  are  all  of  us  here  alive  this  day."  Delft, 
j     v,  2,  3.    Now  since-  the  covenant  of  Abraham  includes  the  blessing  of  sal- 
i     vation  for  all  men,  the  covenant  made  at  Horeb  four  hundred  and  thirty 
i     years  afterwards  can  by  no  means  be  necessary  to  our  justification  before 
|  God. 

Indeed  sin  was  in  the  world  before  the  law  was  given  on  Mount  Sinai, 
|  but  Without  the  law  it  cannot  be  imputed.  "  For  until  the  law  sin  was  in 
the  world :  but  sin  is  not  imputed  when  there  is  no  law."  Rom.  v,  13. 
In  order,  therefore,  that  sin  might  appear  in  its  deformity,  the  law  was  re- 
vealed. "  Wherefore  then  serveth  the  law  ?  It  was  added  because  of 
transgressions,  'ill  the  seed  should  come  to  whom  the  promise  was  made, 
&c,  Gal.  iii,  19  Moreover,  the  law  entered  that  the  offence  might  a- 
bound :  but  tvhe>e  sin  abounded,  grace  did  much  more  abound."  Rom.  v, 
20.  "  I  had  not  known  sin  but  by  the  law  :  for  I  had  no^  known  lust,  ex- 
cept the  law  had  said,  Thou  shalt  not  covet,"  ch.  vii,  7.  Because  sin  is  a 
transgression  of  the  law,  the  law  as  a  bright  mirror  manifests  sin  in  its 
original  deformity.  By  this  means  men  are  convinced  of  the  justice  of 
being  under  condemnation,  their  utter  ruin,  their  inability  of  being  restor- 
ed by  any  persona!  merit,  or  intellectual  rectitude ;  it  also  begets  a  desire 
in  them  to  be  released  from  bondage,  and  proves  the  necessity  of  an  al- 
mighty Saviour.  Without  being  thus  convinced,  no  man  would  ever  come 
to  Christ  for  salvation  :  for  who  is  he  that  wishes  to  be  justified,  if  he  does 
not  previously  know  himself  to  be  unjust,  and  under  condemnation  ?  or 
thai  wishes  to  be  made  free,  if  he  does  not  know  himself  to  be  in  bond- 
age ?  or  that  wishes  to  see  life,  if  he  does  not  know  that  he  is  in  death  ? 
The  law  is  therefore,  property  called  our  schoolmaster.  "  Before  faith  came 
we  were  kept  under  the  law,  shut  up  unto  the  faith  which  should  after- 
wards be  revealed.  Wherefore  the  law  was  our  schoolmaster  to  bring  us 
unto  Christ,  that  we  might  be  justified  by  faith.  But  after  that  faith  is 
come,  we  are  no  longer  under  a  schoolmaster."  Gal.  iii,  23-25.  Heirs, 
who  are  in  a  minor  age  are  kept  under  tutors  and  governors  for  a  certain 
period,  dining  which  they  cannot  have  the  estate  in  their  own  hands,  nor 
enjoy  perfect  liberty.  The  church  of  God  before  the  incarnation  of  Christ 
was  in  a  minor  age ;  and  although  having  been  appointed  heirs  in  the 
Abrahamic  covenant,  yet  could  not  eujoy  perfect  liberty,  but  were  under 
tutors  and  governors,  i.  e.  under  the  legal  dispensation.  The  apostle  states 
the  following  with  respect  to  this  subject : 

"  Now  I  say,  that  the  heir,  as  long  as  he  is  a  child,  * 
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differeth  nothing  from  a  servant,  though  he  be  lord  of  all ;  but  is  under 
tutors  and  governors  until  the  time  appointed  of  the  father.  Even  so  we, 
when  we  were  children,  were  in  bondage  under  the  elements  of  the  world : 
but  when  the  fulness  of  the  time  was  come,  God  sent  forth  bis  Son,  made 
of  a  woman,  made  under  the  law,  to  redeem  them  that  were  under  the 
law,  that  we  might  receive  the  adoption  of  son.;'  Gal.  iv,  1-5.  How 
plainly  this  text  shews  that  the  law  served  as  a  tutor  and  governor  over 
the  church  until  the  dispensation  of  the  gospel.  Siace  the  law  therefore, 
is  designed  to  reveal  our  guik  and  bring  us  unto  Christ,  it  is  evident  that 
it  loses  its  jurisdiction  over  as  after  we  have  come  te  Christ.  Every  be- 
liever, because  he  is  in  Christ  is  divorced  from  the  law.  The  apostle  iilus 
trates  this  by  the  following  simile  :  "  Know  ye  not.  brethren,  (tor  I  speak 
to  them  that  know  the  law.)  how  that  the  law  hath  dominion  over  a  man 
as  long  as  he  liveth  ?  For  the  woman  which  hath  an  husband  is  bound 
by  tiie  law  to  her  husband  so  long  as  he  liveth ;  but  if  the  husband  be 
dead,  she  is  loosed  from  the  law  of  her  husband.  So  then,  if  while  her 
husband  liveth,  she  be  married  to  another  man.  she  shall  be  called  an  ar'  il- 
teress ;  but  if  her  husband  be  dead,  she  is  free  from  that  law ;  so  that  she 
is  no  adulteress,  though  she  be  married  to  another  man.  Wherefore,  my 
brethren,  ye  also  are  become  dead  to  the  law  by  the  body  of  Christ :  that 
ye  should  be  married  to  another,  even  to  him  who  is  raised  from  the  dead, 
that  we  should  bring  forth  fruit  unto  God.  For  when  we  were  in  the  flesh 
the  motions  of  sins,  which  were  by  the  law.  did  work  in  our  members  to 
bring  forth  fruit  unto  death.  But  now  we  are  delivered  from  the  law,  that  | 
being  dead  wherein  we  were  held ;  that  we  should  serve  in  newness  of 
Spirit,  and  not  in  the  oldness  of  the  letter."  Rom.  vii.  1-6.  By  these 
words  we  are  taught  that  like  as  death  divorces  a  woman  from  her  hus- 
band, even  so  we  are  delivered  from  the  law.  being  dead  to  it  by  the  body 
of  Christ.  How  then  can  he  be  a  believer  in  Chfist.  who  yet  seeks  salva- 
tion by  the  good  works  of  the  law  ?  He  who  is  under  the  law  enjoys  no 
liberty,  but  is  in  a  state  of  bondage.    See  Gal.  iv,  21-31. 

Whilst  a  man  seeks  to  be  saved  by  the  works  of  the  law  he  is  under  it, 
and  can  by  no  means  be  freed  from  sin.  Although,  the  law  be  good  and 
holy ;  nevertheless  it  is  the  life  and  strength  of  sin.  "  But  sin  taking  oc- 
casion by  the  commandment,  wrought  in  me  all  manner  of  ^concupiscence. 
For  without  the  law  sin  was  dead.  For  I  was  alive  without  the  law  once : 
but  when  the  commandment  came,  sin  revived,  and  I  died.'"  Rom.  vii, 
8,  9.  Now  if  without  the  law  sin  be  dead,  and  if  by  it  sin  is  revived,  then 
it  may  with  propriety  be  concluded  that  the  law  is  the  life  of  sin  ;  and  also 
because  sin  by  it  takes  occasion  to  work  all  manner  of  concupiscence. 

When  the  law,  as  the  apostle  says,  revives  sin.  it  proves  death  to  tne 
sinner.  "  For  when  the  commandment  came,  sin  revived  and  I  died.'' — 
What  manner  of  death  did  he  die  ?  The  apostle  cannot  allude  to  a  bodily 
death :  for  he  then,  even  when  he  had  said  "  I  died,1'  had  been  alive  with 
respect  to  his  body.  Nor  can  be  allude  to  an  eternal  death,  i.  e.  everlast- 
ing punishments  in  hell;  for  he  was  not  in  hell.  It  is  evident  that  he  had 
died  a  spiritual  death,  i.  e.  dead  in  sin.  legally  separated  from  God  from 
whom  flow  light  and  life,  of  which  the  sinner  is  deprived  by  the  law. — 
Now  since  the  law  revives  sin,  by  which  the  sinner  dies  a  spiritual  death, 
he  must  whilst  under  the  law  be  separated  from  God  ;  hence  be  destitute 
of  the  Spirit,  light  and  life.  For  this  reason  it  is  properly  said  :  ':  The 
sting  of  death  is  sin  ;  and  the  strength  of  sin  is  the  law  ;"  1  Cor.  xv,  56: 

the  letter  killethj  but  the  Spirit  giveth  life;"  and  the  ministration  of  death 
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was  written  and  engraven  on  stones.  2  Cor.  iii,  6,  7.  Instead  therefore 
of  being  justified  by  the  law,  our  sins  are  thereby  revived  and  we  remain 
dead  under  the  curse:  "  for  as  many  as  are  of  the  works  of  the  law  are 
under  the  curse."  Gal.  iii,  10.  If  therefore,  any  man  would  be  made 
alive,  let  him  by  no  means  continue  under  the  law,  but  let  him  come  to 
Christ  by  faith.  Now  since  the  law  keeps  sin  alive  which  proves  the  sin- 
ner's death,  is  it  not  horrid  when  preachers  affirm  and  teach  that  it  is  not 
sufficient  unto  salvation  for  a  man  to  believe  in  Christ;  but  that  he  cannot 
be  saved  unless  he  also  keeps  the  law  ?  By  preaching  the  law  sinners  are 
kept  in  death  and  bondage.  The  law  mongers  are  therefore,  nothing  but 
the  bearers  of  the  dead,  and  there  is  no  life  nor  salvation  in  their  ministry. 
It  is  clearly  to  be  understood,  that  if  sin  be  deprived  of  its  life,  which  is 
the  law,  that  it  must  die,  and  the  death  of  sin  will  prove  the  sinner's  spir- 
itual life.  We  are  exhorted  to  mortify  the  deeds  of  the  flesh  ;  and  the 
fiesh  is  to  be  crucified  with  the  affections  and  lusts  thereof.  By  the  flesh 
is  to  be  understood  the  wicked  and  sinful  disposition  of  the  heart:  in  short 
the  sinful  corruptions  of  our  nature.  Now  are  our  sinful  members  or  our 
sins  to  be  mortified  by  the  deeds  of  the  law.  or  by  our  own  good  endea- 
vors? By  no  means.  For  it  has  already  been  proven  that  the  law  re- 
vives sin.  Now  in  the  name  of  common  sense  how  can  that  which  revives 
sin,  be  a  means  to  mortify  sin,  or  to  crucify  the  flesh?  If  we  would  die 
unto  sin,  we  must  deprive  it  of  its  life,  which  is  the  law;  in  short  we  must 
be  dead  to  the  law  b}r  the  body  of  Christ.  Accordingly  I  conclude,  that 
when  we  are  free  from  the  law,  sin  is  mortified,  or  our  old  man  is  crucified 
with  Christ,  that  the  body  of  sin  might  be  destroyed :  seeing  that  which 
looses  its  life  must  die  :  the  law  is  the  life  of  sin ;  the  believer  is  dead  to 
the  law;  hence  sin  has  lost  its  lite ;  therefore  it  is  dead,  and  he  lives  unto 
God.  Such  therefore,  as  suppose  that  this  doctrine  leads  to  licentiousness 
are  much  mistaken  :  for  how  can  a  man  be  a  slave  to  sin  when  he  is  not 
under  the  law  but  whose  life  is  hid  with  Christ  in  God  ?  Can  there  be 
sin  where  there  is  no  law  ?  No ! — For  sin  is  a  transgression  of  the  law  ; 
"  sin  is  not  imputed  when  there  is  no  law."  Rom.  v,  13.  Indeed  we  have 
sinful  corruptions  which  we  have  inherited  by  Adam's  transgression.  But 
can  they  injure  us?  can  they  be  imputed  to  us  without  the  law?  No! — 
Who  then  is  the  man,  who  preaches  holiness?  Does  he  preach  holiness, 
who  maintains  that  a  man  must  keep  the  law  ?  No  ! — He  is  far  from  it : 
for  he  that  preaches  salvation  by  good  works  breathes  the  very  breath  of 
life  into  the  body  of  sin,  so  that  it  lives,  bringing  forth  fruit  unto  death. — 
Does  he  preach  holiness  that  maintains  that  we  are  dead  to  the  law?  By 
all  means.  For  when  there  is  no  law  sin  is  not  imputed  ;  when  sin  is  not 
imputed,  there  is  holiness.  Look  at  this  ye  self-righteous  law  mongers, 
and  be  ashamed. 

The  law  mongers  say :  if  we  be  free  from  the  law  then  we  can  do  as  we 
please,  and  indulge  ourselves  in  all  manner  of  licentiousness.  This  is  the 
language  of  those  who  are  in  bondage.  They  presume  if  they  had  liberty, 
they  would  make  it  a  pander  of  wickedness,  and  thus  give  us  clearly  to 
understand,  that  if  it  were  not  through  fear  of  the  law  there  would  be  no 
limit  to  their  licentiousness.  To  preach  salvation  through  free  grace,  they 
imagine  wrould  never  induce  sinners  to  abstain  from  wickedness  ;  hence 
for  this  reason  they  deem  it  necessary  to  coerce  them  by  the  terrors  of  the 
law,  and  thus  all  the  supposed  good  they  do  is  through  slavish  fear. 

Such  as  attempt  to  be  saved  by  good  works,  being  under  the  law,  arc- 
spiritually  dead.  Now  we  know  that  a  dead  thing  cannot  move,  nor  act 
of  itself:  as  for  instance,  a  lifeless  machine  mnst  be  moved  either  by  a 
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man's  haud,  or  by  beasts  or  by  water,  or  by  steam.  Whereas  a  living  be- 
ing moves  by  reason  of  life  peculiar  to  itself;  hence  needs  no  other  power 
to  enforce  it  into  action.  Now  the  few  mongers  are  like  unto  lifeless  ma- 
chines ;  it  is  therefore,  not  to  be  wondered  at  why  they  expect  to  be  forced 
to  all  the  supposed  good  they  do  by  legal  terrors  by  self-invented  church- 
rules,  and  systematical  or  machinal  associations..  Nor  is  it  to  be  wondered 
at  why  it  has  become  necessary  to  publish  their  donations  to  supposed 
good  institutions,  and  the  good  they  have  effected,  in  the  public  gazettes 
and  periodical  magazines :  for  this  public  applause  which  they  anticipate 
is  the  steam  to  put  those  dead  machines  into  operation. 

But  the  regenerated  person  possesses  spiritual  life,  and  not  being  under 
the  law,  enjoys  liberty  ;  consequently  this  divine  life  in  him  is  the  source 
of  many  noble  actions :  for  he  delights  in  the  law  of  God  after  the  inward 
man.  He  is  not  under  the  obligation  of  the  law,  but  the  law  is  written  in 
his  heart ;  in  him  therefore  it  is  a  living  law,  a  God-like  volition.  For  this 
is  the  covenant  that  I  will  make  with  the  house  of  Israel  after  those  days, 
saith  the  Lord ;  I  will  put  my  laws  into  their  mind,  and  write  them  in 
their  hearts :  and  I  will  be  to  them  a  God,  and  they  shall  be  to  me  a  peo- 
ple.   Heb.  viii,  10. 

For  the  purpose  of  illustrating  this  subject  more  amply,  I  shall  subjoin 

a  few  observations  on  the  following  passage  : 

"  Know  ye  not,  that  so  many  of  us  as  were  baptized  into  Jesus  Christ 
were  baptized  into  his  death  ?  Therefore  we  are  buried  with  him  by  bap- 
tism into  death  :  that  like  as  Christ  was  raised  from  the  dead  by  the  glory 
of  the  Father,  even  so  we  also  should  walk  in  newness  of  life.  For  if  we 
have  been  planted  together  in  the  likeness  of  his  death,  we  shall  be  also  in 
the  likeness  of  his  resurrection  :  knowing  this  that  our  old  man  is  crucified 
with  him,  that  the  body  of  sin  might  be  destroyed,  that  henceforth  we 
should  not  serve  sin.  For  he  that  is  dead  is  freed  from  sin.  Now  if  we 
be  dead  with  Christ,  we  believe  that  we  shall  also  live  with  him  :  know- 
ing that  Christ  being  raised  from  the  dead  dieth  no  more  ;  death  hath  no 
more  dominion  over  him.  For  in  that  he  died,  he  died  unto  sin  once  ;  but 
in  that  he  liveth,  he  liveth  unto  God.  Likewise  reckon  ye  also  yourselves 
to  be  dead  indeed  unto  sin  ;  but  alive  unto  God  through  Jesus  Christ  our 
Lord."  Rom.  vi,  3-11.  Christ  is  said  to  be  the  root  and  the  offspring  of 
David,  and  the  bright  and  morning  star."  Rev.  xxii,  16.  He  is  the  true 
vine  and  christians  are  the  branches ;  John  xv,  1-5.  He  is  a  righteous, 
holy  root  full  of  life  and  immortality.  Holy  baptism  by  the  aforesaid  text 
is  represented  as  the  instrument  by  which  we  are  graffed  into  this  root, 
this  immortal  vine.  Ws  by  nature  are  sinners,  under  the  curse  of  the  law, 
spiritually  dead  ;  hence  have  no  power  to  live  spiritually.  But  when  we 
me  graffed  into  Christ,  the  tree  of  life,  we  must  also  partake  of  his  Life, — 
If  a  thousand  graff's  be  graffed  into  a  tree,  so  as  to  grow,  they  with  it  con- 
stitute one  tree.  The  many  thousand  believeis  being  graffed  into  Christ 
with  him  are  one  mystic  tree  of  immortality.  They  (yet  not  personally) 
are  one  Christ.  For  this  unity  he  prayed  : — "  that  they  all  may  be  one  ; 
as  thou  Father,  art  in  me  and  I  in  thee,  that  they  also  may  be  one  in  us  : 
.  that  the  world  may  believe  that  thou  hast  sent  me.  And  the  glory  which 
thou  gavest  me  I  have  given  them  ;  that  they  may  be  one,  even  as  we  are 

j  one.  I  in  them,  and  thou  in  me,  that  they  may  be  made  perfect  in  one ; 
and  that  the  world  may  know  that  thou  hast  sent  me,  and  hast  loved  them, 

'     as  thou  hast  loved  me."    John  xvii,  21-23.    This  sacerdotal  prayer  in- 
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eludes  a  oneness  of  all  believers,  and  also  a  oneness  with  Christ  and  the 
Father.  They  are  "  rooted  and  built  up  in  him."  Col.  ii,  7.  Because  the 
many  millions  of  saints  are  so  many  graffs  in  Christ,  the  tree  of  life  de- 
riving nourishment  out  of  his  fullness,  they  are  properly  said  to  be  "  mem- 
bers of  his  body,  of  his  flesh,  and  of  his  bones."  Eph.  v,  30.  It  was 
therefore  said,  when  Saul  was  persecuting  christians  that  he  persecuted 
Christ  himself.  Acts  ix,  4.  It  is  also  said,  that  in  feeding  and  clothing, 
&c,  christians,  one  feeds  and  clothes  Christ  himself.  Mat.  xxv,  35-40. — 
Now  since  they  are  one  with  him,  it  is  evident  that  they  can  have  no 
righteousness  acquired  by  the  good  works  of  the  law,  but  that  they  are 
righteous  and  holy  in  him.  Being  planted  into  his  death  by  baptism  we 
are  by  all  means  divorced  from  the  law  ;  hence  freed  from  sin  :  for  he  that 
is  dead  is  freed  from  sin.  But  as  we  are  planted  in  his  death,  we  also  rise 
with  him  into  a  new  and  endless  life  Thus  we  are  both  dead  and  alive  : 
dead  to  sin,  but  alive  to  God.  The  apostle  says,  "  For  ye  are  dead,  and 
your  life  is  hid  with  Christ  in  God."  Col.  hi,  3.  The  reason  assigned  why 
we  live  is  because  we  are  buried  in  his  death  ;  hence  no  man  can  live  by 
the  law  for  it  cannot  give  life.  Because  we  are  planted  into  Christ's  death, 
and  are  risen  with  him,  our  old  man  is  crucified,  so  that  the  body  of  sin 
might  be  destroyed.  Evil  lusts  are  called  members  :  "  mortify  therefore 
your  members  which  are  upon  the  earth ;  fornication,  uncleanness,  inor- 
dinate affections,  evil  concupiscence,  and  coveteousness,  which  is  idolatiw." 
Col.  iii,  5.  Many  members  connected  constitute  a  body.  Many  sinful 
lusts  connected  constitute  the  body  of  sin.  This  body  of  sin  is  destroyed 
by  being  in  Christ's  death,  and  consequently  risen  with  him,  and  hence 
becoming  dead  to  the  law.  Thus  we  see  that  the  sanctification  of  our  na- 
ture is  the  blessed  result  of  justification  by  faith  without  good  works. 
Forasmuch  as  we  are  planted  into  Christ's  death,  we  are  dead  to  the  law, 
which  is  the  life  and  strength  of  sin  ;  consequently  sin  has  lost  its  life 
when  we  are  free  from  the  law  ;  hence  sin  must  die,  and  we  have  ever- 
lasting life  through  Jesus  Christ.  If  we  be  free  from  the  law  then  surety 
we  must  enjoy  liberty.  Such  as  contend  that  we  are  yet  under  the  law, 
or  that  the  fulfilling  of  it  is  necessary  unto  justification  must  also  suppose 
that  we  are  in  a  state  of  bondage.  Such  therefore  do  not  only  preach  the 
law  as  a  condition,  but  they  also  invent  a  number  of  church-rules  and 
laws,  and  establish  systematical  institutions  fordoing  supposed  good,  which 
are  no  where  commanded  in  the  scriptures,  and  threaten  their  people  with 
excommunication,  or  at  least  with  future  damnation  if  they  refuse  com- 
pliance. If  St.  Paul  could  say  with  respect  to  the  very  laws  and  institu- 
tions of  God  under  the  old  testament  dispensation  :  "  Let  no  man  there- 
fore judge  you  in  meat,  or  in  drink,  or  in  respect  of  an  holy  day,  or  of  the 
new  moon,  or  of  the  sabbath  days:  which  are  a  shadow  of  things  to 
come ;  but  the  body  is  of  Christ ;"  Col.  ii,  16,  17  ;  with  how  much  more 
propriety  may  not  christians  now  be  exhorted  :  let  no  modern  priesthood 
judge  you  with  respect  to  their  self-invented  institutions,  which  are  calcu- 
lated to  promote  their  aggrandizement. 

To  be  in  the  kingdom  of  God,  supposes  a  state  of  enjoying  happiness. 
But  there  is  no  happiness  in  bondage.  Bondage  is  an  element  of  hell  and 
misery.  Such  as  preach  bondage,  preach  misery.  Liberty  is  an  element 
of  heaven,  of  happiness :  for  48  where  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  is,  there  is 
liberty."    2  Ccr.  iii,  17. 
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FRAGMENT  IV. 

Concerning  the  testimony  of  our  adoption. 

There  are  various  means  by  which  we  may  know  a  thing.  The  princi- 
pal knowledge  we  have  of  persons  and  things.'  is  by  sight  and  testimony. 
Objects  that  we  see,  carry  the  proof  of  their  existence  within  themselves; 
or  properly  speaking  are  self-evident;  hence  are  not  susceptible  of  being 
proven  by  any  other  testimony.  As  for  instance:  when  I  see  the  sun  in 
his  meridian  glory,  it  is  impossible  for  any  one  to  prove  to  me  by  any  tes- 
timony whatever  that  such  a  luminary  exists:  for  since  he  is  an  object  of 
my  sight  his  existence  is  self-evident.  But  things  that  we  never  saw,  we 
should  know  nothing  of  them  without  some  other  sensible  representation 
or  a  testimony.  Because  things  invisible  to  us  can  on\y  be  known  by  tes- 
timony, such  a  knowledge  is  called  faith  or  belief:  "  Faith  is  the  substance 
of  things  hoped  for,  the  evidence  of  things  not  seen."  Heb.  xi,  1.  Per- 
sons and  things  that  are  invisible  to  us,  are  therefore  only  to  be  realized 
by  sure  witnesses.  Thas  whatsoever  is  known  by  testimony  cannot  be 
an  object  of  our  senses.  Causes  may  also  be  known  by  their  effects  :  as 
for  instance :  we  see  a  house,  which  indicates  a  builder. 

Divine  and  heavenly  things  are  invisible,  they  therefore  cannot  be  ap- 
prehended by  our  senses,  nor  are  they  self-evident,  but  may  be  only  known 
by  testimony;  hence  the  pretensions  of  those  who  presume  to  have  re- 
ceived those  things  in  a  sensible  manner  are  extremely  absurd. 

God  does  by  no  means  require  intelligent  creatures  to  believe  any  thing 
without  a  sufficient  testimony.  Thus  when  Jesus  Christ  was  made  flesh, 
there  were  the  most  unequivocal  testimonies  accompanying  his  mission, 
commanding  belief  in  his  Messiah-ship.  His  lineage,  the  place  of  his  na- 
tivity, his  personage,  &c,  corresponded  as  accurately  to  the  predictions  of 
Moses,  of  the  Psalms  and  of  the  Prophets,  as  a  portrait  to  its  original. — 
John  the  Baptist  bore  explicit  testimony  of  his  person  ;  and  when  he  was 
baptized  in  Jordan,  the  heavens  were  opened,  the  Holy  Ghost  dove-like 
descending  upon  him,  and  the  Father's  voice  saying  from  heaven  :  This  is 
my  beloved  Son,  in  whom  I  am  well  pleased.  Mat.  iii,  16,  17.  His  own 
miracles  also  constituted  an  invincible  chain  of  testimonies,  sufficient  to 
command  belief  in  his  divine  character.  But  if  in  case  our  blessed  Saviour 
had  not  such  testimonies,  who  could  have  known  whether  he  was  the  Son 
of  God,  or  an  imposter  ? 

Regeneration  and  our  spiritual  life  are  invisible.  Now  since  no  invisible 
things  may  be  apprehended  in  a  sensible  manner,  but  only  can  be  known 
by  testimony,  it  is  evident  that  we  can  known  nothing  concerning  our 
adoption,  but  by  testimonies.  The  holy  Spirit  bears  this  testimony:  "The 
Spirit  itself  beareth  witness  with  our  spirit,  that  we  are  the  children  of 
God."  Rom.  viii,  16.  By  the  fruits  of  the  Spirit  in  us,  a  testimony  is 
borne  of  our  adoption.  The  fruit  of  the  Spirit  is  love,  joy,  peace,  long- 
suffering,  gentleness,  goodness,  faith,  meekness,  temperance."  Gal.  v,  22, 
23.  When  all  those  fruits  are  either  in  us,  or  in  others,  we  see  effects, 
which  cannot  flow  from  any  other  source,  but  from  the  Holy  Spirit.  For 
such  fruits  cannot  proceed  from  our  own  nature ;  seeing  that  is  corrupted 
and  sinful ;  nor  from  the  devil;  seeing  that  he  is  the  author  of  lies,  hatred, 
<fec.    It  is  true,  hypocrites  may  and  do  counterfeit  those  fruits  of  the  Spirit: 
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yet  upon  a  close  examination  it  will  appear,  that  those  pretended  fruits  do 
not  flow  from  a  living  principle;  but  they  are  affected  and  machinal,  and 
are  merely  a  fictitious  pious  parade. 

Whereas  the  flesh  in  us  frequently  most  violently  opposes  the  Spirit,  it 
requires  a  close  examination  to  perceive  this  testimony.  When  the  flesh 
rages,  it  beclouds  the  spiritual  graces  in  the  soul,  and  thus  arise  tempta- 
tions of  despair.  Notwithstanding,  whilst  the  fruits  of  the  Spirit  are  in  us; 
though  beclouded  by  carnal  and  diabolical  temptations ;  we  may  recog- 
nize the  Holy  Ghost's  testimony  of  our  adoption.  For  as  little  as  the 
clouds  which  hide  the  splendor  of  the  sun  can  blot  out  his  existence,  even 
so  little  can  the  temptations  of  the  flesh  and  of  satan  prove  away  our  a- 
doption.  They  rather  establish  that  we  are  God's  children.  If  not,  why 
should  we  be  tempted  ?  why  should  the  flesh  rage '?  He  who  is  already 
a  child  of  the  devil  living  according  to  the  will  of  the  wicked  flesh,  can 
have  no  strife,  nor  conflict  in  his  soul :  for  devil  agrees  with  devil,  and 
wickedness  is  not  at  war  with  wickedness.  Only  contrary  things  or  per- 
sons are  at  variance  with  each  other.  A  war  in  the  christian's  soul  sup- 
poses two  contrary  principles.  The  flesh  and  the  spirit  are  contrary  the 
one  to  the  other.  If  there  was  no  other  principle  in  us  save  the  flesh,  there 
would  be  no  war  :  for  the  flesh  does  not  oppose  the  flesh.  But  when  there 
is  a  war  in  us,  we  then  know  that  we  have  the  Spirit,  by  which  we  are 
sealed,  having  the  pledge  of  our  heavenly  inheritance,    Eph.  i,  13,  14. 

Texts  of  scripture  desciibing  the  fruits  of  the  Spirit  are  frequently  mis- 
applied by  attempting  to  prove,  that  those  fruits  are  necessary  unto  our 
justification.  Instead  of  viewing  them  as  testimonies  of  the  Spirit  of  our 
adoption,  they  are  viewed  as  conditions  of  our  salvation,  which  erroneous 
viewing  is  the  reason  of  delusion. 

Under  the  old  Testament  dispensation  prayers  were  offered  with  saera- 
fices.  When  the  sacrifices  were  consumed  by  fire  from  heaven,  the  wor- 
shipper had  a  testimony  that  he  was  accepted  of  God.  As  for  instance : 
we  see  when  God  answered  Elijah  with  fire  from  heaven  consuming  his 
sacrifices ;  whereas  the  priests  of  Baal  received  no  such  answer ;  hence 
were  rejected.  See  1  King^  18.  But  under  the  gospel  dispensation  we 
cannot  properly  offer  our  prayers  with  any  other  sacrifice,  but  the  only 
one,  which  is  Jesus  Christ.  Our  prayers  offered  through  him  will  be  ac- 
cepted. Germine  prayers  are  produced  by  the  Holy  Spirit  in  us.  See 
Rom.  viii.  20,  27.  Gal.  iy,  6.  Now  when  our  prayers  are  heard  and 
granted  the  Holy  Ghost  bears  an  ample  testimony  of  our  adoption,  as  St. 
John  says :  "  this  is  the  confidence  that  we  have  in  him,  that,  if  we  ask 
any  thing  according  to  his  will,  he  hearerh  us."  1  John  v,  14.  This  is 
truly  an  illustrious  testimony.  When  the  worshipper  under  the  old  Testa- 
ment dispensation  saw  his  sacrifice  consumed  by  heavenly  fire,  he  was  cer- 
tain of  his  acceptance  ;  even  so  we,  when  we  get  the  things  for  which  we 
pray,  we  have  a  great  confidence  of  our  adoption. 

When  we  pray,  it  ought  to  be  done  according  to  God's  will,  which  is 
revealed  in  the  scriptures.  We  should  by  no  means  offer  them  to  God  by 
reason  of  own  merits,  but  only  in  the  name  of  Jesus.  We  are  taught  that 
Cain  brought  of  the  fruit  of  the  ground  an  offering  unto  the  Lord,  but  that 
he  had  no  respect  to  him,  nor  to  his  offering.  Cain's  sacrifice  being  the 
fruit  of  the  ground,  it  is  plain  that  it  was  produced  by  the  labors  of  his 
own  hands  ;  or  the  fruits  of  agriculture.  This  shews  that  his  sacrifice  was 
self-righteousness,  or  own  merit.    He  is  a  true  type  of  all  self-righteous 
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persons,  who  offer  up  their  prayers  with  their  supposed  good  works,  and 
pray  for  the  prosperity  of  self-invented  institutions.  Whereas  Abel 
brought  of  the  firstlings  of  his  flock,  and  he  was  accepted.  Gen.  iv,  3-5. 
Now  we  know  that  a  Iamb  or  goat,  which  is  understood  by  the  firstling 
of  the  flock  was  a  type  of  Jesus  Christ,  the  only  sacrifice  through  which 
we  are  accepted.  Cain  shewed  his  unbelief  by  his  sacrifice  being  that  of 
his  own  works;  but  Abel  manifested  his  faith  in  Jesus  Christ  the  Lamb 
of  God,  when  he  offered  the  firstling  of  bis  flock  ;  hence  it  is  said  :  "  By 
faith  Abel  offered  unto  God  a  more  excellent  sacrifice  than  Cain,  by  which 
he  obtained  witness  that  he  was  righteous,  God  testifying  of  gifts :  and  by 
it  he  being  dead  yet  speaketh."  Heb.  xi,  4.  Let  therefore  men  pray 
through  Jesus  Christ,  then  they  shall  be  heard  and  have  a  testimony  of 
their  adoption.

S.  A.,  that  he  may  return  to  his  ministerial  labors  among 
them  ;  and  whereas,  it  is  at  once  evident  that  Synod  can 
do  no  more  than  petition  his  release  from  said  service — 
therefore,  , 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to*  petition,  in  the 
name  of  this  Synod,  the  proper  authorities  for  his  release.

The  revision  of  the  Constitution,  as  amended  by  the  Commit- 
tee, and  approved  by  the  Synod,  to  be  submitted  to  the  con- 
gregations connected  with  this  Synod.  f, 

CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  EVANGELICAL 

LUTHEBAN  TENNESSEE  SYNOD. 

Article  I. 

The  name  of  this  Synod  shall:  be  The  Evangelical  Lu- 
theran Tennessee  Synod. 

Article  II. 

Sec.  1.  The  Holy  Scriptures,  the  inspired  writings  of  the 
Old  and  New  Testaments  alone,7  shall  be  t^e  only  rule  and 
standard  of  doctrine  and  church  discipline. 

Sec.  2.  As  a'true  and  faithful  exhibition  of  the  doctrines 
.of  the  Holy  Scriptures,  'in  regard  to  matters  of  faith  and  prac- 
tice, this  Synod  receives  the  three  Ancient  Symbols  :  the  Apos- 
tolic, Nicene,  and  Athanasian  Creeds, — and  the'  Unaltered 
Augsburg  Confession  of  Faith.  It  receives  also  the  other  Sym- 
bolical Books  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church„viz  :  The 
Apology,  the  Smalcalcl  Articles,  the  Smaller  and  Larger  Cate- 
chisms of  Luther,  and  the  Formula  of  Concord— as  true  Scrip- 
tural developments  of  the  doctrines  taught  in  the  Augsburg 
Confession. 

*  Article  III. 

Sec.  1.  This  Synod  shall  be  composed  of  regularly  ordained 
ministers  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  and  lay-dele- 
gates. The  lay-delegates  shall  be  appointed  by  the  congrega- 
tions in  connection  with  this  Synod,  to  represent  them  in  the 
Synocjical  Meetings.  - 

Sec.*2.  Each  one  of  these  congregations  shall  have  the  right* 
to  appoint  one  such  delegate,  who  shall  have  equal  rights  and 
privileges  with  the  ministers  in  transacting  business  of  Synod. 

Sec.  3.  Every  minister  desiring  to  be  received  in  connection 
with  this  Synod,  shall  be,  on, his  reception,  required  to  sub- 
scribe this  Constitution. 

Sec.  4.  No  minister  in  connection  with  this  Synod,  shall  be 
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allowed  to  teach  any  thing,  nor  shall  SyWl  transact  any  busi-* 
ness,  contrary  to  the  confessional  basis  as  set  forth  in  Art.  2. 1 
Sec.  5.  No  business  shall  be  transacted  secretly  or  under 
closed  doors,  unless  an  unhappy  period  should  arrive,  in  which 
the  Church  would  be  liable  to  persecution,  except  such  as  re- 
lates to  the  moral  character  of  a  minister,  and  to  the  examina- 
tion of  candidates  for  the  ministerial  office.  Cases  of  this  kind, 
if  deemed  necessary  and  expedient  by  Synod,  may  be  attended 
to,  in  a  private  session,  by  Synod.  , 

Article  IV. 

Sec.  1.  The  business  of '  this  Synod  shall  be  to  employ  the 
proper  means  for  the  promulgation  of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ,  to  impart  its"  advice  in  matters  of  .Christian  faith  and 
life,  to  detect  and  expose  erroneous  doctrines  and  false  teach- 
ers, and  to  investigate  charges  of  false  doctrine,  wrong  prac- 
tice, and  immoralities  of  life,  prefered  against  any  of  its  minis- 
ters, and  finding  them  guilty,  to  expel  and  depose  from  the 
Synod  and  the  holy-office  of  the  ministry,  such  as  refuse  after 
due  admonition,  to  repent  of  their  wrong. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  Synod,  as  soon  as  the  wants 
of  the  church  .shall  demand,  and  its  resources  will  justify  to 
engage  in  the  work  of  Missions  both  domestic  and  foreign  :  and 
also  in  the*  work  of  beneficiary  Education  for  the  purpose  of 
preparing  indigent  young  men  of  talents  and  piety  for  the  work 
of  the  ministry  in  connection  with  the  Lutheran  Church  accord- 
ing to  such  regulations  as  it  may  adopt,  and  consider  best  cal- 
culated to  promote  these  great  objects. 

•  Sec.  3.  Upon  application  to  examine  candidates  for  the- 
ministry,  this  Synod  shall  make  the  necessary  provision  to  at- 
tend to  such  application,  and  after  due  approval  by  a  majority 
of  two-thirds  of  the  members  voting,  appointing  one  or  more 
Pastors  to  consecrate  such  candidate  to  the  office  of  the  minis- 
try at  some  suitable  time  and  place,  by  the  laying  on  of  hands 
and  prayer. 

Sec.  4.  Synod  shall  require  a  probationary  period  of  not 
less  than  one  year,  during  which  time'  all  candidates  for  the 
ministerial  office,  shall  be  taken  on  trial. 

Sec.  5.  Upon  application,  this  Synjd  may  receive  Congre- 
gations who  may  desire  to  be  connected  with  it,  provioed  they 
subscribe  this  Constitution.  * 


,  Article  V. ; 
The  officers  of  this  Synod  shall  be  a  President,  Sepretaryy 
Corresponding  Secretary  and  Treasurer.  A  majority  of  all 
votes  cast  will  be  required  to  constitute  an  election  to  any 
office.  The  duties  of  these  officers  shall  be  such  as, usually  de- 
volve upon  the  same  in  other  public  bodies, .  or  as  may  made 
obligatory  on  them  from  time  to  time,  by  Synod.  Thejy  shall 
be  elected  by  ballot,  at  the  regular  session,  annually,  and  hold 
their  offices  until  their  successors  are  elected. 

Article  VI. 

Synod  shall  meet  from  time  to  time,  on  its  own  adjourn- 
ments. Extra  sessions  may  be  called  by  the  President,  when 
r^equested,  for  good  and  sufficient  reasons,  to  do  so,  by  two 
ministers  and  two  lay-members,  in  its  connections. 

Article  VII. 

Synod  may  at  any  regular  meeting,  by  a  concurrence  of 
two-thirds  of  all  the  members  present,  make  such  regulations 
and  by-laws  as  may  be  deemed  necessary,  not  inconsistent  with 
this  Constitution.

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REVISED  CONSTITUTION. 


The  revision  of  the  Constitution,  as  amended  by  the  Commit- 
tee, and  approved  by  the  Synod,  to  be  submitted  to  the  con- 
gregations connected  ivith  this  Synod. 

CONSTITUTION  OP  THE  EVANGELICAL 
LUTHERAN  TENNESSEE  SYNOD. 

Article  I. 

The  name  of  this  Synod  shall  be  The  Evangelical  Lu- 
theran Tennessee  Synod. 

Article  II. 

Sec.  1.  The  Holy  Scriptures,  the  inspired  writings  of  the 
Old  and  New  Testaments  alone,  shall  be  the  only  rule  and 
standard  of  doctrine  and  church  discipline* 

Sec.  2.  As  a  true  and  faithful  exhibition  of  the  doctrines 
of  the  Holy  Scriptures,  in  regard  to  matters  of  faith  and  prac- 
tice, this  Synod  receives  the  three  Ancient  Symbols  :  the  Apos- 
tolic, Nicene,  and  Athanasian  Creeds, — and  the  Unaltered 
Augsburg  Confession  of  Faith.  It  receives' also  the  other  Sym- 
bolical Books  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  viz  :  The 
Apology,  the  Smalcald  Articles,  the  Smaller  and  Larger  Cate- 
chisms of  Luther,  and  the  Formula  of  Concord — as  true  Scrip- 
tural developments  of  the  doctrines  taught  in  the  Augsburg 
Confession. 

Article  III. 

Sec.  1.  This  Synod  shall  be  composed  of  regularly  ordained 
ministers  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  and  lay-dele- 
gates. The  lay-delegates  shall  be  appointed  by  the  congregar 
tions  in  connection  with  this  Synod,  to  represent  them  in  the 
Synodical  Meetings. 

Sec.  2.  Each  one  of  these  congregations  shall  have  the  rigfyt 
to  appoint  one  such  delegate,  who  shall  have  equal  rights  and 
privileges  with  the  ministers  in  transacting  business  of  Synod. 

Sec.  3.  Every  minister  desiring  to  be  received  in  connection 
with  ihis  Synod,  shall  be,  on  his  reception,  required  to  sub- 
scribe this  Constitution. 
'Sec  4.  No  minister  in  connection  with  this  Synod,  shall  be 
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allowed»to  teach  any  thing,  nor  shall  Synod  transact  any  busi- 
ness, contrary  to  the  confessional  basis  as  set  forth  in  Art.  2. 

Sec.  5.  No  business  shall  be  transacted  secretly  or  under 
closed  doors,  unless  an  unhappy  period  should  arrive,  in  which 
the  Church  would  be  liable  to  persecution,  except  such  as  re- 
lates to  the  moral  character  of  a  ininister,  and  to  the  examina- 
tion of  candidates  for  the  ministerial  office.  Cases  of  this  kind, 
if  deemed  necessary  and  expedient  by  Synod,  may  be  attended 
to,  in  a  private  session,  by  Synod. 

Article  IV. 

Sec.  1.  The  business  of  this  Synod  shall  be  to  employ  the 
proper  means  for  the  promulgation  of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ,  to  impart  its  advice  in  matters  of  Christian  faith  and 
life,  to  detect  and  expose  erroneous  doctrines  and  false  teach- 
ers, and  to  investigate  charges  of  false  doctrine,  wrong  prac- 
tice, and  immoralities  of  life,  prefered  against  any  of  its  minis-, 
ters,  and  finding  them  guilty,  to  expel  and  depose  from  the 
Synod  and  the  holy  office  of  the  ministry,  such  as  refuse  after 
due  admonition,  to  repent  of  their  wrong. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  Synod,  as  soon  as  the  wants 
of  the  church  shall  demand,  and  its  resources  will  justify  to 
engage  in  the  work  of  Missions  both  domestic  and  foreign  :  and 
also  in  the  work  of  beneficiary  Education  for  the  purpose  of 
preparing  indigent  young  men  of  talents  and  piety  for  the  work 
of  the  ministry  in  connection  with  the  Lutheran  Church  accord- 
ing to  such  regulations  as  it'may  adopt,  and  consider  best  cal- 
culated to  promote  these  great  objects. 

Sec.  3.  Upon  application  to  examine  candidates  for  the 
ministry,  this  Synod  shall  make  the  necessary  provision  to  at- 
tend to  such  application,  and  after  due  appr3val  by  a  majority 
of  two-thirds  of  the  members  voting,  appointing  one  or  more 
Pastors  to  consecrate  such  candidate  to  the  office  of  the  minis- 
try at  some  suitable  time  and  place,  by  the  laying  on  of  hands 
and  prayer. 

Sec.  4.  Synod  shall  require  a  probationary  period  of  not 
less  than  one  year,  during  which  time  all  candidates  for  the 
ministerial  office,  shall  be  taken  on  trial. 

Sec.  5.  Upon  application,  this  Synod  may  receive  congre- 
gations who  may  desire  to  be  connected  with  it,  provided  they 
subscribe  this  Constitution. 
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Article  V.  ,  1 
The  officers  of  this  Synod  shall  be  a  President,  Secretary, 
Corresponding  Secretary  and  Treasurer.  A  majority  of  all 
votes  cast  will  be  required  to  constitute  an  election  to  any 
office.  The  duties  of  these  officers  shall  be  such  as  usually  de- 
volve upon  the  same  in  other  public  bodies,  or  as  may  made 
obligatory  on  them  from  time  to  time,  by  Synod.  They  shall 
be  elected  by  ballot,  at  the  regular  session,  annually,  and  hold 
their  offices  until  their  successors  are  elected. 

Article  VI. 

Synod  shall  meet  from  time  to  time,  on  its  own  adjourn- 
ments. Extra  sessions  may  be  called  by  the  President',  when 
requested,  for  good  and  sufficient  reasons^  to  do  so,  by  two 
ministers  and  two  lay-members,  in  its  connections. 

Article  VII. 
Synod  may  at  any  regular  meeting,  by  a  concurrence  of 
two-thirds  of  all  the  members  present,  make  such  regulations 
'and  by-Jaws  as  may  be  deemed  necessary,  not  inconsistent  with 
this  Constitution. 

Article  VIII. 
If  any  thing  contained  in  these  articles  should  hereafter  be 
deemed  contrary  to  the  confessional  basis  of  this  Synod,  .op- 
pressive, or  inexpedient,  it  may  be  altered  or  amended.  *  But 
nothing  contained  in  this  Constitution  shall  be  altered  or  amend- 
ed, unless  a  proposition  for  alteration  or  amendment  shall  have 
been  laid  before  one  of  the  sessions  of  Synod,  in  writing,  and 
agreed,  to  by  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  voting.  The  pro- 
position thus  agreed  to,  shall  then  be  laid,  in  due  form,  by  the* 
Synod,  in  its  Minutes,  before  tjie  congregations  in  its  connec- 
tion, for  ratification  or  rejection,  by  them  ;  and  the  ministers 
or  vestries  of  these  congregations,  shall,  at  some  suitable  time, 
before  the  next  succeeding  session  of  Synod,  take  the  vote  of 
these  congregations,  on  the  Constitution  as  amended,  allowing 
the  members  to  vote  for  its  ratification  or  rejection,  and  send  a 
statement  of  the  vote  to  that  session  of  Synod.  x  ^If,  then,  it 
shall  be  ascertained' by  Synod  that  a  majority  of  these  congre- 
gations have  voted  in  favor  ot  ratification,  the  amendment  shall 
become,  and  be  declared  by  Synod,  on  the  face  of  its  Minutes^ 
a  valid  part  of  the  said  Constitution,  and  the  parts  thereof  re- 
pugnant to  such  alteration,  void.'

SATURDAY,  October  21st,  A.  D.,  18G5. 

The  last  Session  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Tennessee  Synod  appointed  its  next  Session 
to  meet  in  Cedar  Grove  Church,  Lexington  District,  S.  C,  to  assemble  at  this  time  ;  but  ow- 
ing to  the  changed  condition  of  public  affairs,  it  became  apparent  to  the  officers  of  Synod  for 
the  present  ecclesiastical  year,  that  to  meet  at  the  place  appointed  would  be  totally  impracti- 
cable if  not  impossible,  and  as  there  is  some  business  of  an  indispensible  nature  to  come  be- 
fore Synod,  the  Officers  have  changed  the  place  of  meeting,  and  accordingly  a  majority  of 
the  members  of  Synod,  both  Lay  and  Clerical,  assembled  in  St.  Peter's  Church,  Catawba  Co., 
N.  C,  on  Saturday  before  the  fourth  Sunday  of  October,  A.  D.,  1865. 

Divine  service  was  introduced  by  Rev.  T.  Moser,  who  preached  from  Deut.  5 :  29.  "0 
that  there  were  such  a  heart  in  them,  that  they  would  fear  me,  and  keep  all  my  command- 
ments always,  that  it  might  be  well  with  them,  and  with  their  children  forever." 

A  recess  was  now  given ;  after  which  Rev.  I.  Conder  preached  at  the  stand,  from  Hebrews

FOURTH  SESSION. 


TUESDAY  MORNING,  9  O'clock. 
The  members  pf  Synod  assembled  according  to  adjournment,  and  was  opened  with  prayer 
by  Rev.  A.  J.  Fox. 

Resolved,  That  the  Minutes  of  the  present  and  last  Sessions  of  Synod  be  published  in  one 
pamphlet. 

Inasmuch  as  there  is  not  a  sufficiency  of  funds  to  defray  the  expense  of  printing  the  Min- 
utes, be  it  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  each  Minister  be  required  to  take  up  collections  for  that  purpose,  and  place 
the  contributions  so  collected  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  as  soon  as  practicable. 

Upon  motion  of  Mr.  A.  Secrist  it  was, 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Synod  that  no  person  shall  be  entitled  to  Church  priv- 
ileges who  shall  neglect  for  a  longer  time  than  one  year  to  contribute  to  the  support  of  the 
Ministry,  without  pleading  inability. 

Special  Committee  No.  1,  now  reported  as  follows: 

The  Committee  appointed  to  prepare  a  suitable  form  for  the  Licensure  of  candidates  for 
the  Ministry,  would  submit  the  following 

FORM  OF  LICENSURE. 

In  the  Name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  Amen. 

Beloved  in  the  Lord: — You  stand  here  in  the  presence  of  God,  to  receive  authority  from 
the  Church  to  preach  the  Gospel  of  reconciliation.  Having  found  you  possessed  of  the 
requisite  qualifications  and  ascertained  that  you  have  received  calls  as  Pastors  of  Churches, 
we  consider  ourselves  fully  authorized,  solemnly  to  invest  you  with  this  sacred  office. 

Hear  first  the  Word  of  God  which  is  recorded  in  Matthew  XXVIII,  18  :  20.  "And  Jesus 
came  and  spake  unto  them  saying:  All  power  is  given  unto  me  in  heaven  and  on  earth. — 
Go  ye  therefore  and  teach  all  nations,  baptizing  them  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the 
Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost ;  teaching  them  to  observe  all  things  whatsoever  I  have  com- 
manded you:  and  lo,  I  am  with  you  always,  even  unto  the  end  of  the  world.  Amen." 

Also,  John  X,  1-16.  "Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you,  he  that  entereth  not  by  the  door 
into  the  sheep  fold,  but  climbeth  up  some  other  way,  the  same  is  a  thief  and  a  robber.  But 
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he  that  entereth  in  by  the  door  is  the  shepherd  of  the  sheep.  To  him  the  porter  openeth,  and 
the  sheep  hear  his  voice  ;  and  he  calleth  his  own  sheep  by  name  and  leadeth  them  out.  And 
when  he  putteth  forth  his  own  sheep  he  goeth  before  them,  and  the  sheep  follow  him:  for 
they  know  his  voice.  And  a  stranger  will  they  not  follow,  but  will  flee  from  him  ;  for  they 
know  not  the  voice  of  strangers.  This  spake  Jesus  unto  them  :  but  they  understood  not 
what  they  were  which  he  spake  unto  them.  Then  said  Jesus  unto  them  again:  Verily, 
verily,  I  say  unto  you,  1  am  the  door  of  the  sheep.  All  that  ever  came  before  me  are  thieves 
and  robbers  ;  but  the  sheep  did  not  hear  them.  I  am  the  door;  by  me  if  any  man  enter  in, 
lie  shall  be  saved,  and  go  in  and  out  and  find  pasture.  The  thief  cometh  not,  but  to  steal, 
and  to  kill  and  to  destroy :  1  am  come  that  they  might  have  life,  and  that  they  might  have 
it  more  abundantly.  1  am  the  good  shepherd  ;  the  good  shepherd  giveth  his  life  for  the 
sheep.  But  he  that  is  an  hireling,  and  not  the  shepherd,'  whose  own  the  sheep  are  not,  seeth 
the  wolf  coming,  and  leaveth  the  sheep  and  fieeth  :  and  the  wolf  catcheth  them,  and  scatter- 
eth  the  sheep.  The  hireling  fleet li  because  he  is  an  hireling  and  careth  not  for  the  sheep. — 
i  am  the  good  shepherd,  and  know  my  sheep,  and  am  known  of  mine.  As  the  Father 
knoweth  me,  even  so  know  I  the  Father:  and  I  lay  down  my  life  for  the  sheep.  And  other 
sheep  I  have  which  are  not  of  this  fold:  them  also  I  must  bring,  and  they  shall  hear  my 
voice  and  there  shall  be  one  fold,  and  one  shepherd." 

Let  these  portions  of  Scripture  teach  you  how  great  is  the  dignity  and  importance  of  the 
office  to  which  you  are  called.  You  are  to  teach  and  exhort,  to  feed  and  take  care  of  the 
flock  of  Christ ;  and  likewise  "to  gather  in  the  scattered  sheep,  that  they  be  saved.  Never 
lose  sight  of  the  momentous  duties  which  pertain  to  this  office.  What  indescribable  guilt 
would  you  incur,  if  through  your  negligence  and  slothfulness  or  the  actual  violation  of  your 
trust,  immortal  souls  should  be  neglected  and  perish  !  But  unspeakably  great  and  glorious 
will  be  your  reward,  if  through  your  instrumentality  many  precious  souls  shall  be  brought  to 
Jesus  and  rescued  from  temporal  and  eternal  destruction.  The  duties  which  devolve  upon 
you  as  licentiate  in  the  Crospel  ministry  are  as  follows: 

I.  A  licensed  candidate  is  authorized,  no  less  than  ordained  Ministers,  to  perform  all  min- 
isterial acts  in  the  congregations  committed  to  him.  (He  is,  however,  restricted  to  churches 
given  him  in  charge,  and  is  not  authorized  to  vacate  or  change  them  for  others  without  the 
consent  of  the  Synod  or  President.  He  has  no  right  to  officiate  as  a  Minister  in  the  congre- 
gation of  another  unless  invited  by  him  to  do  so.)  He  may  with  the  sanction  of  the  Presi- 
dent visit  and  accept  a  call  from  vacant  congregations. 

II.  His  duty  is  to  preach  the  pure,  and.  unadulterated  Word  of  God,  to  give  religious  in- 
structions to  children,  to  visit  the  sick,  to  administer  the  sacraments,  to  solemnize  marriages, 
to  prosecute  his  studies  with  diligence,  and  in  all  cases  of  difficulty  to  seek  the  advice  of  the 
President,  or  of  his  elder  brethren  in  the  vicinity. 

III.  He  must  keep  a  diary  of  his  ministerial  acts,  and  present  it.,  together  with  a  sermon 
of  his  own  composition  annually  to  Synod  ior  its  inspection.  His  certificate  of  Licensure 
must  also  be  returned  in  order  to  its  renewal.  These  papers  endorsed  with  his  name,  must 
be  handed  to  the  Pastor  loci,  immediately  after  his  arrival  at  the  place  of  Synodical  meeting. 
In  common  with  ordained  Ministers,  he  must  record  his  baptism. 

IV.  He  is  required,  unless  serious  impediments  be  in  the  way,  to  attend  the  annual  Synod- 
ical meetings  in  which  he  is  entitled  to  a  seat  and  also  a  vote.  Should  he  not  be  able  to 
attend,  a  written  excuse  must  be  sent,  and  also  his  diary  with  a  written  sermon  and  his  license. 

These,  beloved  brethren,  are  the  duties  which  you  are  now  authorized  and  required,  by  the 
help  of  God,  to  perform.  Will  you  strive  to  fulfill  them  to  the  best  of  your  ability,  and  faith- 
fully  to  discharge,  in  accordance  with  the  will  of  God,  the  functions  of  the  office  with  which 
you  are  entrusted:  will  you  preach  in  their  purity  the  doctrines  of  our  Church  as  they  ar© 
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Set  forth  in  God's  Holy  AYord,  and  the  symbols  of  our  Church,' and  will  you  endeavor  by  the 
grace  of  God  to  be  a  pattern  to  your  congregations  in  faith  and  love;  if  so,  declare  this  your 
purpose  in  the  presence  of  God  and  this  Christian  assembly,  by  saying  :  Yes. 

You  have  witnessed  a  good  confession,  and  to  it  we  sayryea  and  Amen. 

And  now  agreeably  to  ancient  and  sacred  usage,  extend  to  us  your  right  hand  in  con  fir  m*- 
ation  of  the  promises  which  you  have  m£de. 

Keceive,  through  this  License,  permission  and  authority  to  preach  the  Word  of  God  and 
to  administer  the  sacraments  in  the  Churches  confided  to  your  care.  The  great  Chief  Shep- 
herd and  Bishop  of  the  Church,  guide  you  into  all  needful  truth.  May  he  strengthen  you  in 
all  your  efforts  for  the  advancement  of  his  glory,  and  give  you  grace  to  labor  with  untiring 
zeal  for  the  salvation  of  immortal  souls,  and  to  discharge  all  your  duties  with  fidelity.  Then 
when  He  shall  appear,  shall  you  also  appear  with  Him  in  glory. 

PRAYER. 

Lord  Jesus  Christ!  Thou  art  truly  the  Chief  Shepherd  and  Bishop  of  thy  Church.  Thou 
hast  founded  it  and  preserved  and  governed  it  unto  this  day.  Thou  has  appointed  teachers 
and  evangelists  to  be  stewards  of  the  mysteries  of  God,  to  instruct,  to  exhort,  to  beseech,  to 
break  the  bread  of  life  in  Thy  name  and  in  Thy  stead.  Look  in  mercy  upon  these  Thy  ser- 
vants who  have  been  called  to  this  office.  Grant  them  a  correct  understanding  of  Thy  truth  ; 
fill  them  with  love  to  Thee  and  toward  those  whom  Thou  hast  purchased  with  Thy  blood  ; 
and  thus  quicken  them  to  pure  zeal  in  the  cause  of  human  salvation,  and  clothe  them  with 
the  ornament  of  an  irreproachable  walk  and  conversation,  that  so  they  may  serve  Thee  with 
fidelity  and  godly  sincerity,  laboring  for  the  extension  of  Thy  kingdom  and  the  salvation  of 
immortal  souls.  Son  of  God,  our  Lord  and  Head  !  Help  us  all  whom  Thou  has  sent  into 
Thy  harvest,  to  labor  more  and  more  faithfully  in  our  holy  calling — strengthen  and  guide 
us  by  Thy  grace  to  seek  those  who  have  gone  astray,  to  bring  back  into  Thy  fold  lost  sheep; 
to  encourage  aud  strengthen  the  feeble,  and  to  edify  and  establish  Thy  people.  Add  Thy 
blessing  to  our  labors  in  all  churches  committed  to  our  care  to  the  praise  of  Thy  name,  and 
the  salvation  of  undying  souls.    And  unto  Thee  be  honor  and  glory  forever  and  ever.  Amen.

The  President  now  resigned  his  office  to  Synod  and  was  excused  from  further  attendance, 
when  Rev.  T.  Moser  was  chosen  President. 

Bro.  D.  A.  Goodman  was  Licensed  for  one  year.

After  recess  Rev.  A.  J.  Fox  preached  an  Ordination  sermon:  Text,  Acts  16  :  17.  "  These 
men  are  the  servants  of  the  most  high  God,  which  show  unto  us  the  way  of  salvation."

MINUTES. 


SATURDAY,  October  21st,  A.  D.,  1865. 

The  last  Session  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Tennessee  Synod  appointed  its  next  Session 
to  meet  in  Cedar  Grove  Church,  Lexington  District,  £>.  C,  to  assemble  at  this  time  ;  but  ow- 
ing to  the  changed  condition  of  public  affairs,  it  became  apparent  to  the  officers  of  Synod  for 
the  present  ecclesiastical  year,  that  to  meet  at  the  place  appointed  would  be  totally  impracti- 
cable if  not  impossible,  and  as  there  is  some  business  of  an  indispensible  nature  to  come  be- 
fore Synod,  the  Officers  have  changed  the  place  of  meeting,  and  accordingly  a  majority  of 
the  members  of  Synod,  both  Lay  and  Clerical,  assembled  in  St.  Peter's  Church,  Catawba  Co., 
N.  C,  on  Saturday  before  the  fourth  Sunday  of  October,  A.  D.,  18G5. 

Divine  service  was  introduced  by  Rev.  T.  Moser,  who^  preached  from  Deut.  5 :  29.  "0 
that  there  were  such  a  heart  in  them,  that  they  would  fear  me,  and  keep  all  my  command- 
ments always,  that  it  might  be  well  with  them,  and  with  their  children  forever."  - 

A  recess  was  now  given ;  after  which  Rev.  I.  Conder  preached  (at  the  stand,  from  Hebrews 
3  : 19.    "So  we  see  that  they  could  not  enter  in  because  of  unbelief." 

At  the  same  time  the  members  of  Synod  assembled  in  the  Church  for  the  purpose  of  organ- 
izing. Inasmuch  as  the  Secretary  was  not  present,  Rev.  C.  Moretz  was  appointed  to  act  as 
Secretary  pro  tern.  The  Clerical  roll  was  called.  The  following  is  a  correct  list  of  the  Min- 
isters belonging  to  this  Synod  with  absentees  noted :

Upon  motion  it  was,  Resolved,  That  the  President,  or  in  his  absence  the  Secretary,  preach 
the  opening  sermon  at  the  next  session  of  Synod. 

Resolved,  That  the  President  furnish  a  written  report  to  the  next  session  of  Synod. 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  body  be  returned  to  the  kind  people  of  this  Congregation 
for  the  hospitable  manner  in  which  we  have  been  entertained  by  them  during  this  session  of 
Synod,  and  that  this  resolution  be  read  by  the  President  just  previous  to  adjournment. 

Mr.  Levi  Beck  was  now  excused  from  further  attendance  to  the  sessions  of  this  Synod. 
The  President  appointed  Special  Committee  No.  1  to  draft  a  form  of  Licensure.  Comrait- 
mittee :— Revs.  A.  J.  Fox,  P.  C.  Henkel  and  T.  Moser. 
Synod  now  adjourned  till  to-morrow  morning,  9  o'clock.    Prayer  by  Rev.  A.  J.  Fox. 

FOUETH  SESSION. 


TUESDAY  MORNING,  9  O'clock-. 
The  members  of  Synod  assembled  according  to  adjournment,  and  was  opened  with  prayer 
by  Rev.  A.  J.  Fox. 

Resolved,  .That  the  Minutes  of  the  present  and  last  Sessions  of  Synod  be  published  in  one 
pamphlet. 

Inasmuch  as  there  is  not  a  sufficiency  of  funds  to  defray  the  expense  of  printing  the  Min- 
utes, be  it  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  each  Minister  be  required  to  take  up  collections  for  that  purpose,  and  place 
the  contributions  so  collected  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  as  soon  as  practicable. 

4  Upon  motion  of  Mr.  A.  Secrist  it  was, 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Synod  that  no  person  shall  be  entitled  to  Church  priv- 
ileges who  shall  neglect  for  a  longer  time  than  one  year  to  contribute  to  the  support  of  the 
Ministry,  without  pleading  inability. 

Special  Committee  No.  1,  now  reported  as  follows: 

The  Committee  appointed  to  prepare  a  suitable  form  for  the  Licensure  of  candidates  for 
the  Ministry,  would  submit  the  following 

FORM  OF  LICENSURE. 

In  the  Name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  Amen. 

Beloved  in  the  Lord: — You  stand  here  in  the  presence  of  God,  to  receive  authority  from 
the  Church  to  preach  the  Gospel  of  reconciliation.  Having  found  you  possessed  of  the 
requisite  qualifications  and  ascertained  that  you  have  received  calls  as  Pastors  of  Churches, 
we  consider  ourselves  fully  authorized,  solemnly  to  invest  you  with  this  sacred  office. 

Hear  first  the  Word  of  God  which  is  recorded  in  Matthew  XXVIII,  18  :  20.  "And  Jesus 
came  and  spake  unto  them  saying:  All  power  is  given  unto  me  in  heaven  and  on  earth. — 
Go  ye  therefore  and  teach  all  nations,  baptizing  them  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the 
Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost ;  teaching  them  to  observe  all  things  whatsoever  I  have  com- 
manded you:  and  lo,  I  am  with  you  always,  even  unto  the  end  of  the  world.  Amen." 

Also,  John  X,  1-16.  "  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you,  he  that  entereth  not  by  the  door 
into  the  sheep  fold,  but  climbeth  up  some  other  way,  the  same  is  a  thief  and  a  robber.  But 
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lie  that  entereth  in  by  the  door  is  the  shepherd  of  the  sheep.  To  him  the  porter  openeth,  and 
the  sheep  hear  his  voice ;  and  he  calleth  his  own  sheep  by  name  and  leadeth  the*  out.  And 
when  he  putteth  forth  .his. own  sheep  lie  goeth  -before  them,  and  the  sheep  follow  him:  for 
they  know  his  voice.  And  a  stranger  will  they  not  follow,  but  will  flee  from  him  ;  for  they 
know  not  the  voice  of  strangers.  This  spake  Jesus  unto  them  :  but  they  understood  riot 
what  they  were  which  he  spake  unto  them.  Then  said  Jesus  unto  them  again:  Verily, 
verily,  I  say  unto  you,  I  am  the  door  of  the  sheep.  All  that  ever  came  before  me  are  thieves 
and  robbers  ;  but  the  sheep  did  not  hear  them.  I  am  the  door:  by  me  if  any  man  enter  in, 
he  shall  be  saved,  and  go  in  and  out  and  find  pasture.  The  thief  cometh  not,  but  to  steal, 
and  to  kill  and  to  destroy  :  1  am  come  that  they  might  have  life,  and  that  they  might  have 
it  more  abundantly.  I  am  the  good  shepherd;  the  good  shepherd  giveth  his  life  for  the 
sheep.  But  he  that  is  an  hireling,  and  not  the  shepherd,  whose  own  the  sheep  are  not,  seeth 
the  wolf  coming,  and  leaveth  the  sheep  and  fleeth  :  and  the  wolf  catcheth  them,  and  scatter- 
ed) the  sheep.  The  hireling  fieeth  because  he  is  an  hireling  and  careth  not  for  the  sheep.— 
I  am  the  good  shepherd,  and  know  my  sheep,  and  am  known  of  mine.  As  the  Father 
knoweth  me,  even  so  know  I  the  Father:  and  I  lay  down  my  life  for  the  sheep.  And  other 
sheep  1  have  which  are  not  of  this  fold:  them  also  I  must  bring,  and  they  shall  hear  my 
voice  and  there  shall  be  one  fold,  and  oue  shepherd.'' 

Let  these  portions  o'.'  Scripture  teach  you  how  great  is  the  dignity  and  importance  of  the 
office  to  which  you  are  called.  You  are  to  teach  and  exhort,  to  feed  and  take  care  of  the 
flock  of  Christ;  and  likewise  to  gather  in  the  scattered  sheep,  that  they  be  saved.  Never 
lose  sight  of  the  momentous  duties  which  pertain  to  this  office.  What  indescribable  guilt 
would  you  incur,  if  through  your  negligence  and  slothfulness  or  the  actual  violation  of  your 
••trust,  immortal  souls  should  be  neglected  and  perish  !  But  unspeakably  great  and  glorious 
•will  be  your  reward,  if  through  your  instrumentality  many  precious  souls  shall  be  brought  to 
Jesus  and  rescued  from  temporal  and  eternal  destruction.  The  duties  which  devolve  upon 
you  as  licentiate  in  the  Gospel  ministry  are  as  follows: 

I.  A  licensed  candidate  is  authorized,  no  less  than  ordained  Ministers,  to  perform  all  min- 
isterial acts  in  the  congregations  committed  to  him.  (He  is,  however,  restricted  to  churches 
given  him  in  charge,  and  is  not  authorized  to  vacate  or  change  them  for  others  without  the 
consent  of  the  Synod  or  President.  He  has  no  right  to  officiate  as  a  Minister  in  the  congre- 
gation of  another  unless  invited  by  him  to  do  so.)  lie  may  with  the  sanction  of  the  Presi- 
dent visit  and  accept  a  call  from  vacant  congregations 

II.  His  duty  is  to  preach  the  pure,  and  unadulterated  Word  of  God,  to  give  religious  in- 
structions to  children,  to  visit  the  sick,  to  administer  the  sacraments,  to  solemnize  marriages, 

4  to  prosecute  his  studies  with  diligence,  and  in  all  cases  of  difficulty  to  seek  the  advice  of  the 
President,  or  of  his  elder  brethren  in  the  vicinity, 

III.  He  must  keep  a  diary  of  his  ministerial  acts,  and  present  it,  together  with  a  sermon 
of  his  own  composition  annually  to  Synod  for  its  inspection.  His  certificate  of  Licensure 
must  also  be  returned  in  order  to  its  renewal.  These  papers  endorsed  with  his  name,  must 
be  handed  to  the  Pastor  loci,  immediately  after  his  arrival  at  the  place  of  Synodical  meeting. 
In  common  with  ordained  Ministers,  he  must  record  his  baptism. 

IV.  He  is  required,  unless  serious  impediments  be  in  the  way,  to  attend  the  annual  Synod- 
ical meetings  in  which  he  is  entitled  to  a  seat  and  also  a  vote.  Should  he  not  be  able  to 
attend,  a  written  excuse  mustbe  sent,  and  also  his  diary  with  a  written  sermon  and  his  license. 

These,  beloved  brethren,  are  the  duties  which  you  are  now  authorized  and  required,  by  the 
help  of  God,  to  perform.  Will  you  strive  to  fulfill  them  to  the  best  of  your  ability,  and  faith- 
fully to  discharge,  in  accordance  with  the  will  of  God,  the  functions  of  the  office  with  which 
you  ars  entrusted;  will  you  preach  in  their  purity  the  doctrines  of  our  Church  as  they  are 


-get  forth  in  God's  Holy  Word,  and  the  symbols  of  our  Church/ and  will  you  endeavor  by  the 
grace  of  God  to  be  a  pattern  to  your  congregations  in  faith  and  love;  if  so,  declare  this  your 
purpose  in  the  presence  of  God  and  this  Christian  assembly,  by  saying  :  Yes. 

You'have  witnessed  a  good  confession,  and  to  it  we  say  yea  and  Amen. 

And  now  agreeably  to1  ancient  and  sacred  usage,  extend  to  us  your  right  hand  in  confirm- 
ation of  the  promises  which  you  have  made. 

Receive,  through  this  License,  permission  and  authority  to  preach  the  Word  of  God  and 
to  administer  the  sacraments  in  the  Churches  confided  to  your  care.  The  great  Chief  Shep- 
herd and  Bishop  of  the  Church,  guide  you  into  all  needful  truth.  May  he  strengthen  you  in 
all  your  efforts  for  the  advancement  of  bis  glory,  and  give  you  grace  to  labor  with  untiring 
zeal  for  the  salvation  of  immortal  souls,  and  to  discharge  all  your  duties  with  fidelity.  Then 
when  He  shall  appear,  shall  you  also  appear  with  Him  in  glory. 

•  PRAYER.  - 

Lord  Jesus  Christ  !  Thou  art  truly  the  Chief  Shepherd  and  Bishop  of  thy  Church.  Thou 
hast  founded  it  a.nd  preserved  and  governed  it  unto  this  day.  Thou  has  appointed  teachers 
and  evangelists  to  be  stewards  of  the  mysteries  of  God,  to  instruct,  to  exhort,  to  beseech;  to 
break  the  bread  of  life  in  Thy  name  and  in  Thy  stead.  Look  in  mercy  upon  these  Thy  ser- 
vants who  have  been  called  to  this  office.  Grant  them  a  correct  understanding  of  Thy  truth  ; 
fill  them  with  love  to  Thee  and  toward  those  whom  Thou  hast  purchased  with  Thy  blood  ; 
and  thus  quicken  them  to  pure  zeal  in  the  cause  of  human  salvation,  and  clothe  them  with 
the  ornament  of  an  irreproachable  walk  and  conversation,  that  so  they  may  serve  Thee  withr 
fidelity  and  godly  sincerity,  laboring  for  the  extension  of  Thy  kingdom  and  the  salvation  of 
immortal  souls.

The  President  now  resigned  his  office  to  Synod  and  was  excused  from  further  attendance, 
when  Rev.  T.  Moser  was  chosen  President 

Bro.  D..  A.  Goodman  was  Licensed  for  one  year.

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT. 

Dear  Brethren  : — Through  the  mercy  of  a  kind  Father  we  are  permit- 
ted to  meet  again  as  brethren  of  the  same  faith  to  attend  to  His  business; 
to  spend  a  few  days  together  in  sweet  communion  ;  and  to  interchange 
thoughts,  compare  views,  and  strengthen  each  other's  hands  in  the  great 
work  of  saving  souls. 

During  the  past  year  God  has  been  with  us  and  blessed  us  with  innu- 
merable blessings.  Thanks  be  to  His  Great  Name  for  his  forbearance, 
goodness  and  mercy.  We  should  contemplate  anew,  to-day,  that  ineffable 
love,  and  feel  constrained  to  make  suitable  returns  of  gratitude  to  the  Giver 
of  all  good  for  all  His  mercies,  and,  especially  for  permitting  so  many  of 
us  to  meet  under  such  favorable  circumstances. 


But,  whilst  we  rejoice  at  ttofc  blessings  which  have  beer;  so  profusely 
poured  upon  us,  our  joy  is  mixed  with  grief.  With  tearful  eyes  ue  arc 
compelled  to  record  the  death  of  a  dear  young  brother,  Rev.  D.  E.  Fox, 
after  a  lingering  illness.,  was  called  to  his  reward.  Ordained  at  our  last 
session,  he  was  jilst  entering  fairly  upon,  and  prepared  fully  tor  his  Mas- 
ter's work.  Death  found  him  with  his  armor  on,  ready  to  obey  his  Fath- 
er's bidding-  In  the  spring-time  of  his  life,  when  earth  is  sweetest,  he  was 
willing  to  die 

As  we  stand  in  the  dark  shadow  of  death,  we  are  reminded  of  our  own 
end.  As  we  look  at  his  vacant  seat  how  deeply  should  we  feel  the  respon- 
sibility resting  upon  us  as  the  servants  of  the  Most  High  God,  who  are 
soon  to  render  a  strict  account  for  our  stewardship.  At  the  end  of  the 
year,  how  appropriate  is  the  present  occasion  for  a  prayerful  review  of  our 
past  ministerial  course,  and  far  deep  humiliation  before  God  on  account  of 
our  remissness  in  duty.  In  the  beginning  of  a  new  year,  how  suitable  fur 
the  formation  of  new  purposes  of  obedience  and  fidelity.  May  God  grant 
Us  His  Spirit  to  enlighten  us  upon  our  duties,  guide  us  according  to  His 
holy  will,  and  aid  us  this  day  in  consecrating  afresh  all  our  energies  to 
His  service. 

In  compliance  with  your  resolution  of  last  session  I  will  proceed  to  give 
you  an  account  of  my 

Official  Acts. 

I  granted  permission  to  Bro.  D.  S.  Ilenkel  to  preach  at  Sf,  Peter's 
church,  Rowan  county,  N.  C,  and  to  visit  vacant  churches  in  Cabarrus, 
Union  and  Mecklenburg  counties  of  the  same  State.  I  gave  him  permis- 
sion at  a  later  period  to  resign  his  charge  to  pursue  his  education. 

These  are  all  the  official  acts  I  found  necessary  to  perform  during  the 
year.  And,  now,  I  return  to  you  the  chair  so  kindly  given  me  May  the 
blessings  of  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  attend  vour  deliberations.

Catcchization. 

Whereas  the  ancient  Lutheran  custom  of  thoroughly  catechising  those 
who  propose  to  become  members  of  our  communion  previous  to  their  con- 
firmation, is  in  some  places  falling  into  disuse,  and  a  rather  loose  custom 
of  receiving  uncatechised  persons  into  the  church  without  the  slightest 
examination  of  them  in  regard  to  their  religious  knowledge  and  other 
qualification  for  church  membership,  has  been  practiced  by  some;  be  it, 
therefore, 

Resolved,  That  we  earnestly  recommend  all  our  ministers  and  congrega- 
tions in  future  to  see  to  it  that,  if  it  can  possibly  be  done,  all  who  make 
application  for  church  membership  be  thoroughly  instructed  by  catechisa- 
tion  in  the  doctrines  and  usages  of  our  church  previous  to  their  confirma- 
tion. But  in  such  extraordinary  cases,  as  when  persons  of  age  and  exper- 
ience make  application,  or  when  such  young  persons  as  have  been  so  fav- 
orablv  situated  as  to  have  had  opportunity  to  become  acquainted  with  and 
to  have  informal  themselves  of  our  doctrines  and  customs,  seek  church 
privileges,  we  recommend  that  their  request  be  granted  ;  but,  in  no  case 
until  such  persons  have  been  examined  by  the  pastor  before  the  council 
and  approved  by  them. 

Bro.  A.  J.  Fox  introduced  to  the  notice  of  Synod  the  subject  of  the  di- 
vision of  its  territory  into  Conferences. 

On  motion,  it  was  made  the  special  order  of  to-morrow  at  2  o'clock,  P.  M. 

A  paper  was  read  concerning  the  "Evangelical  Lutheran." 

On  motion,  it  was  made  the  subject  of  special  consideration  on  Saturday 
morning. 

Svnod  adjourned.    Prayer  by  Rev.  H-  Goodman. 
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Friday,  October  25tb,  0  o'clock,  A.  M. 
Synod  was  opened  with  prayer  by  Rev.  A.  J.  Fox. 
Minutes  of  yesterday  were  read  and  approved. 

Spanish  Grove  church,  Forsythe  county,  N.  C,  on  application,  was  re- 
ceived into  connection  with  Synod  and  its  delegate  enrolled  among  the 
members  of  this  session.

We,  your  committee  on  the  Unfinished  Business  of  the  last  session  of 
Synod,  beg  leave  to  refer  Synod

quiry be  made  whether  the  delinquent  brethren  have  taken  the  vote  on 
the  Revised  Constitution. 

We  recommend  that  the  committee 
appointed  to  prepare  a  code  of  By-Laws  and  Eules  of  Order  be  called  upon 
to  report.

Item  1st.  Brethren  answered  verbally. 
The  following  was  then  adopted: 

Inasmuch  as  the  Revised  Constitution,  prepared  by  the  Extra  Session  of 
this  Synod  convened  in  Zion  church,  Catawba  county,  C,  on  the  2Gtli 
day  of  March,  18G4,  upon  which  final  action  was  postponed  by  the  regular 
session  in  1864,  and  again  in  18G5  to  the  present  session,  has  been  approv- 
ed by  a  large  majority  of  the  congregations  of  our  Synod  ;  be  it,  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  it  is  and  shall  be,  until  altered,  amended  or  disapproved 
by  this  Synod  in  the  manner  provided  for  in  its  last  article,  the  organic 
law  of  this  Synod.    (For  Constitution  see  Appendix  A.) 

Item  2d.  The  committee  had  discharged  their  duty,  and  offered  their 
report.    It  was  accepted,  considered  and  approved  by  rules  and  sections. 

On  motion,  Rev.  J.  R.  Peterson  was  excused  from  voting  on  section  2d> 
of  Article  V. 

Resolved,  That  the  Rules  of  Order  and  By-Laws,  which  have  been  read 
and  approved,  rule  by  rule,  and  section  by  section,  be  now  adopted  as  a 
whole,  and,  henceforth,  until  altered  or  amended  as  provided  for  in  the 
last  Article,  be  in  full  force  and  effect  in  the  Synod. 

Rev.  H.  Goodman  records  his  vote  against  the  resolution. 
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Jtesolqed,  That,  if  a  sufficiency  of  funds  can  be  procured,  the  Constitution 
and  Rules  of  Order  and  ByrLa,ws  he  printed;  and  tliat  the  Secretary  be 
requested  to  transcribe  them  into  our  Sy  nodical  Book. 

A  new  officer  being  provided  for  by  the  By-Laws,  an  election  was  held 
for  Corresponding  Secretary.    Rev.  Dr.  A.  J.  Fox  was  duly  elected. 
Synod  adjourned  until  after  public  worship.

Synod  was  called  to  order  by  the  President.  The  order  for  the  hour  be- 
ing the  subject  of  Conferences,  the  consideration  of  Rev.  Dr.  Fox's  resolu- 
tion was  resumed. 

Witli  only  two  dissenting  voices  it  was  adopted. 

C0NFEEEHC1S. 

Whereas  there  are  many  things  relating  to  the  interest  of  the  Church 
that  may  be  discussed  by  the  ministers  and  intelligent  laymen  of  the 
Church,  that  are  not  suitable  for  the  consideration  of  the  whole  Synod,  for 
several  reasons,  but,  especially,  because  their  discussion  would  protract 
too  much  the  Synodical  sessions  ;  and, 

Whereas,  ye  believe  that  meetings  where  several  ministers  preach  for 
several  days  in  succession,  would  be  productive  of  much  good,  as  it  would 
bring  more  people  under  the  influence  of  the  pure  doctrine  of  our  Church, 
and,  in  a  measure  remove  that  monotony  occasioned  by  the  continued 
labors  of  the  same  minister  for  a  long  series  of  years  ;  be  it,  therefore, 

Hesolvcd,  That  this  Synod  authorizes  the  organization  of  three  Confer- 
ences in  North  Carolina,  and  one  in  South  Carolina,  to  meet  as  often  as 
the  Conferences  themselves  may  deem  it  necessary  to  deliberate  upon  such 
matters,  and  discuss  such  subjects  as  their  members  may  think  most  con- 
ducive to  the  interest  of  our  beloved  Lutheran  Church  within  the  territorial 
limits  of  each  Conference, — provided,  however,  that  no  business  shall  be 
transacted  which  properly  belongs  to  Synod,  though  each  Conference  may 
make  suggestions  to  Synod. 

The  Eastern  District  shall  embrace  Mt.  Pleasant,  (Alamance),  Coble's, 
Melanchthon's,  Emmanuel's  (Davidson),  Pilgrim's,  Beck's,  New  Jerusa- 
lem, Spanish  Grove,  Mt.  Moriah,  PhanueFs,  Lutheran  Union,  St.  Martin's 
(Stanly),  Flat  Rock,  and  such  other  congregations  as  may  at  any  time  be 
organized  in  this  boundary. 
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The  Middle  District  shall  embrace  St.  Martin's  (Iredell),  Sharon,  Salem 
(Alexander),  Friendship,  Pisgah,  Bold  Spring,  Mt.  Pleasant  (Watauga) 
8t.  Peter's,  St.  John's,  Hasses,  St.  Paul's,  Miller's,  Zion,  Philadelphia 
(Caldwell),  and  all  other  churches  as  shall  in  the  future  be  organized  with- 
in this  boundary. 

The  Southern  District  shall  embrace  Grace,  Trinity,  Daniel'e,  Salem 
(Lincoln),  Bethphage,  St.  Mark's,  St.  Luke's,  Philadelphia  (Gaston), 
Luther's  Chapel,  Christ's,  Morning  Star,  St.  Martin's,  Emmanuel's  (Un- 
ion), Bethlehem,  and  others  that  may  be  organized  in  this  District. 

The  one  in  South  Carolina  shall  embrace  Zion's,  Bethlehem,  St.  Jacob's, 
St.  John's,  St.  Peter's,  Cedar  Grove,  St.  Paul's,  Meetze's,  Emmanuel's,  and 
others  that  may  be  organized  in  this  District. 

Any  minister  without  a  charge,  a  member  of  our  Synod,  may  join  any 
one  of  these  Conferences  he  may  choose. 

The  Conferences  may  adopt  such  constitutions  and  other  regulations  as 
their  members  may  deem  best  suited  to  their  wants,  but  such  regulations 
must  not  be  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  of  this  Synod. 

The  consideration  of  item  3rd  in  report  on  Unfinished  Business,  was  de- 
ferred until  the  committee  on  Letters  and  Petitions  should  report. 

The  attention  of  Synod  was  called  to  the  subject  of  the  spiritual  wants 
of  the  Freedmen  among  us.  On  motion,  a  committee  was  appointed  to 
devise  a  plan  to  meet  those  wants,  Committee :  Revs.  T.  Moser,  J.  M. 
Smith,  T.  Crouse,  and  Drs.  W.  H.  Hoffman,  M.  L.  Fox.  The  President 
was  added  to  that  committee  by  the  action  of  Synod. 

Committee  No.  IV  submitted  their  report. 

Report  on  President's  Report. 

We,  your  committee,  have  examined  the  President's  report,  but  find 
nothing  requiring  the  action  of  Synod  except  the  notice  of  the  death  of  our 
dear  brother,  D.  E.  Fox,  We  recommend  that  a  committee  of  two  be  ap- 
pointed to  prepare  a  memorial  of  his  death  to  appear  upon  the  face  of  our 
Minutes. 

We  recommend,  further,  that  the  President's  report  be  published  in  our 
Minutes.

The  committee  on  the  death  of  Rev.  D.  E.  Fox  was  constituted  of  Rev. 
I.  Conder  and  Rev.  J.  M.  Smith. 

Rev.  A.  J.  Fox  offered  the  following,  which  was  adopted. 
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Commission  to  General  Synod  of  E.  A. 

Whereas  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  these  Southern  States  of 
the  U.  S.  A.,  is,  when  compared  with  other  branches  of  the  great  Christian 
family,  but  a  very  feeble  body,  and  feeble  as  it  is,  is  divided  into  nine  or 
ten  small  synods,  embracing  in  the  aggregate  not  more  than  200  ministers 
and  350  churches  with  about  35,000  communing  members  ;  and, 

Whereas,  We  firmly  believe  in  union  there  is  strength,  but  in  division 
there  is  weakness  ;  and, 

Whereas,  The  central  point  in  the  Lutheran  Church  is  her  doctrinal 
standards,  to  which  she  must  firmly  cling  or  cease  to  exist,  and  five  of  these 
Southern  Synods  having  united  themselves  in  a  body  known  as  the  General 
Synod  of  the  E.  L.  Church  in  N.  A.  and  adopted  as  her  doctrinal  basis  the 
Augsburg  Confession  of  Faith  ;  and, 

Whereas,  We,  as  a  Synod,  are  anxious  to  do  all  we  can  to  promote  the 
interests  of  true  Evangelical  Lutheranism,  and  we  think  this  can  be  done 
best  by  uniting  the  energies  and  resources  of  the  Symbolical  Lutheran 
Church  in  these  States  ;  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  one  of  our  most  experienced  and  influential  ministers  be 
appointed  a  commissioner  to  meet  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  "General 
Synod,  &c",  to  convene  in  Staunton,  Va.,"in  May,  18G7,  and  to  confer 
with  that  body  upon  the  practicability  and  possibility  of  uniting  our  Synod 
with  said  General  Synod,  and  to  report  to  the  next  session  of  this  Synod 
the  result  of  any  conferences  he  may  have  with  the  General  Synod  or  any 
of  her  authorized  committees.  Afterward  this  Synod  shall  take  such  steps 
as  she  shall  determine  best.  This  commissioner  shall  observe  the  follow- 
ing instructions  in  all  his  intercourse  with  the  General  Synod  :  this  Synod 
proposes  a  union  with  the  General  Synod  upon  these  conditions,  viz:  That 
the  General  Synod  pleige  herself  that  no  Church  journal,  or  book  shall  be 
published,  or  other  publication  shall  ever  be  made  by  her  order  or  under 
her  sanction  that  contains  anything  contrary  to  any  article  of  the  Unaltered 
Augsburg  Confession  of  Faith,  and  that  no  professor  shall  be  appointed  in 
any  Theological  Seminary  who  will  not  solemnly  promise  to  teach  cor 
rectly  all  the  doctrines  of  said  Confession,  and  that  no  Synod  shall  ever  be 
received  into  her  connection  who  does  not  without  any  reservation  sub- 
scribe the  said  Confession  ;  and  further,  with  this  distinct  understanding 
upon  her  part,  that,  if  at  any  time  in  the  judgment  of  the  delegates  who 
represent  this  Synod,  the  General  Synod  shall  violate  the  above  principles, 
our  delegates  may  withdraw  from  that  session  to  report  to  the  next  session 
of  this  Synod  whose  action  alone  shall  determine  the  future  course  of  this 
Synod  in  relation  to  the  General  Synod. 

The  Synod  proceeded  to  ballot  for  the  commissioner.    Rev.  Dr.  A.J. 
Fox  was  chosen  principal  and  Rev.  J.  R.  Peterson,  alternate. 
On  motion,  it  was, 

Resolved,  That  the  ministers  of  this  Synod  be  requested  to  take  collec- 
tions to  defray  the  expenses  of  this  commissioner. 
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Resolved,  That  Rev.  J.  R.  Peterson  be  appointed  to  transcribe  the  Form 
of  Licensure,  adopted  at  our  last  session,  into  our  Synodical  Book. 

Synod  adjourned.    Prayer  by  the  President. 
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Saturday,  9  o'clock,  A.        October  28th- 
Synod  re-assembled.    Rev.  J.  M.  Smith  led  in  prayer. 
Minutes  of  yesterday  read  and  approved*/ 

The  special  order  of  the  hour  being  called  for,  the  consideration  of  the 
subject  of  a  Church  paper  was  resumed.    The  following  was  adopted  : 

Evangelical  Lutheran. 

Inasmuch  as  we  feel  the  great  necessity  of  a  good  Lutheran  Church 
journal  circulating  among  our  people,  but  not  feeling  ourselves  able  in  the 
present  crippled  condition  of  pecuniary  affairs  to  commence  the  publication 
of  such  a  paper  now,  and  as  there  is  a  weekly  paper  purporting  to  be 
strictly  and  symbolically  Lutheran  (at  least  in  doctrinal  features)  publish- 
ed in  Charlotte,  N.  C,  in  which  we  find  some  things,  it  is  true,  of  a  prac- 
tical character  which  we  cannot  endorse,  yet  in  view  of  the  above  stated 
facts  and  some  other  things  we,  for  the  present. 

Resolve,  To  approve  the  circulation  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  among 
our  people. 

Committee  No.  II  presented  their  report  which  was  accepted  and  con- 
sidered seriatim. 

Report  on  Letters  and  Petitions. 

We,  your  committee  on  Letters  and  Petitions,  beg  leave  to  submit  the 
following : 

Class  I.  No.  1  is  a  letter  from  Rev.  P.  C.  Henkel,  in  which  he  assigns 
family  affliction  as  the  reason  for  his  absence  from  this  meeting  of  Synod. 
Jfe  also  gives  his  views  in  regard  to  the  proposed  alteration  in  our  formula 
for  the  administration  of  the  Lord's  Supper.  He  is  of  the  opinion  that  we 
can  obtain  no  form  which  would  harmonize  better  with  the  word  of  God 
and  the  Symbolical  Pooks  of  the  Church  than  that  now  in  use  by  us,  and 
appears  to  be  opposed  to  any  change. 

Nos.  2,  3,  4,  5  and  G,  are  letters  from  Daniel's,  Salem,  Grace,  Trinity, 
and  Bethphage  churches,  in  favor  of  an  alteration  of  the  formula  used  by 
us  in  the  administration  of  the  Lord's  Supper. 

No.  7  is  a  letter  from  St.  Paul's,  indorsed  by  Cedar  Grove,  St.  Peter's, 
Zion  and  Emmanuel's  churches,  S.  C,  in  favor  of  the  proposed  Revised 
Constitution,  and,  also,  of  the  adoption  of  the  Rules  of  Order  and  By-Laws.' 
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Class  II.  No.  1  is  a  letter  from  Rev.  J.  Stirewalt  in  winch  he  gives  the 
want  of  pecuniary  means  as  the  reason  for  his  absence  from  the  present 
meeting  of  Synod.  He  encloses  a  copy  of  resolutions  passed  by  the  Vir- 
ginia Special  Conference,  praying  for  the  advice  of  this  Synod  in  regard  to 
the  formation  of  a  new  Synod  in  Virginia,  based  upon  the  "time-honored 
and  established  doctrines  and  usages  of  the  Lutheran  Church." 

No.  2  is  a  letter  from  Rev.  J.  E.  Seneker,  in  which  he  says,  "from  cir- 
cumstances over  which  I  have  no  control  I  cannot  be  present  at  Synod." 
He  encloses,  also,  a  copy  of  the  same  resolutions. 

No.  3  is  a  letter  from  Rev.  C.  Moretz,  stating  the  reason  of  his  absence 
from  this  meeting.  He  is  favorable  to  a  union  with  the  Southern  General 
Synod.    He  requests  his  letter  to  be  read  in  open  Synod. 

No.  4  is  a  letter  from  Rev.  H.  Wetzel,  in  which  he  asks  an  honorable 
dismission  from  this  Synod  with  a  view  to  connect  himself  with  the  Synod 
soon  to  be  formed  in  Virginia. 

Class  III.  No  1  is  a  petition  from  Cedar  Grove  congregation,  asking  the 
next  annual  session  of  Synod  to  be  held  in  that  church. 

Nos.  2  and  3  are  petitions  from  St.  Peter's  church,  S.  C,  and  Trinity 
church,  N.  C,  of  the  same  import. 

Nos.  4  and  5  are  petitions  from  St.  Martin's  CCabarrus,)  and  Morning 
Star,  praying  for  the  pastoral  services  of  either  Rev.  L  A.  Fox  or  Rev.  T. 
Moser.    The  latter  congregation  prays  for  the  next  session  of  Synod. 

No.  6  is  a  petition  from  St.  Martin's  (Stanly,)  asking  the  aid  of  Synod 
in  procuring  a  pastor. 

We,  your  committee,  recommend  that  the  resolutions  of  the  Va.  S.  Con- 
ference, the  letter  from  Rev.  C.  Moretz,  and  the  let;er  from  Rev.  P.  C. 
Henkel  be  read  before  Svnod.

(Embracing  Nos.  1 — 6  of  Class  I.)  Besohed,  That  the  subject 
of  the  change  of  the  formula  in  the  administration  of  the  Lord's  Supper  be 
indefinitely  postponed.

Item  3rd.  The  resolution  of  the  Virginia  S.  Conference  were  read.  The 
following  was  adopted: 

The  IVew  Synod  isi  Virginia. 

Whereas,  The  ministers  and  congregations  in  connection  with  this  Sync  d 
who  are  located  in  the  great,  valley  of  Virginia,  have  expressed  a  desire  to 
organize  themselves  into  a  separate  Synod,  although  we  regret  to  separate 
from  those  with  whom  we  have  been  for  so  many  years  associated,  yet  in 
view  of  the  reasons  presented  by  them,  and  the  great  distance  that  sepa- 
rates us  from  them  and,  consequently,  the  difficulty  of  meeting  as  often  as 
the  interest  of  the  Church  requires;  therefore, 
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JResolvcd,  That  we  approve,  unanimously,  the  measure  proposed  by  these 
brethren,  and  advise  them  to  organize  as  soon  as  possible  with  such  con- 
stitution and  other  regulations  as  may  not  be  inconsistent  with  the  Word 
of  God  and  the  Symbolical  Books  of  the  Lutheran  Church,  and  promise 
them  that  as  soon  as  the  President  shall  be  officially  informed  that  this 
has  been  done,  he  will  give  them  an  honorable  dismission  from  this  Synod, 
with  a  distinct  understanding,  however,  tiiat  a  regular  correspondence  be 
maintained  by  the  interchange  of  delegates  or  by  the  formation  of  some 
central  organization. 

Item  4.  Brother  Moretz's  letter  was  read. 

Item  5.  Brother  Wetzel  is  referred  to  the  action  of  Synod  above  givpn. 

Item  G.  (Embracing  Nos.  1 — 3  of  Class  III.)  Subject  deferred  until  the 
proper  time  for  action. 

Item  7.  ( Embracing  Nos.  4 — G  of  Class  III.)  Resolved,  That,  as  broth- 
er L.  A.  Fox  is  otherwise  employed  and  cannot  serve  them,  the  petitioners 
be  advised  to  extend  a  call  to  Rev.  T.  Moser  or  Rev.  H.  Goodman  :  and 
we  promise  them  that  if  the  services  of  neither  of  them  can  be  secured  the 
ministers  residing  in  this  State  will  visit  them  as  often  as  possible. 

Committee  No.  Ill  presented  their  report. 

Report  on  jflinutes  oi  Sister  Synods. 

We,  your  committee,  have  examined  the  Minutes  of  Sister  Synods  placed 
in  our  hands  and  notice 

1.  The  Minutes  of  the  E.  L.  Iloleton  Svnod  in  its  sessions  of  18G3  and 
1865. 

These  Minutes  contain  no  parochial  reports,  and  we  are.  therefore,  una- 
ble to  notice  any  statistical  items  except  that  the  Clerical  catalogue  con- 
tains the  names  of  nine  ordained  ministers. 

These  brethren,  notwithstanding  the  fiery  ordeal  through  which  they 
have  lately  passed,  are  still  alive  to  the  great  interests  of  our  beloved 
Church.  They  remain  the  unwavering  friends  of  her  doctrines  and  cus- 
toms. They  are  making  as  much  progress  as  we  could  expect  under  the 
circumstances. 

As  they  were  once  connected  with  this  Synod  we  recommend  that  a  del- 
egate be  appointed  to  their  next  session. 

2.  We  find  the  Minutes  of  the  third  convention  of  the  General  Synod  of 
the  Evan.  Luth.  Church  in  the  Confederate  States  of  America,  convened  in 
St.  John's  church,  Cabarrus  county,  N.  C,  June  14th,  18G6. 

We  see  that  this  newly  organized  Synod  has  a  "mind  to  work,"  and  has 
already  done  much  to  re-establish  the  doctrines  and  usages  of  our  Church 
in  the  synods  and  congregations  in  her  connection.  Among  other  things 
that  they  have  done  to  revive  true  Lutheranism,  they  have  adopted  the 
Augsburg  Confession  of  Faith  as  their  standard  of  doctrine.  We  hail  with 
pleasure  the  advances  these  brethren  have  made  ;  and  we  trust  that  ere 
long  the  entire  Lutheran  Church  in  this  country  can  "see  eye  to  eye"  and 
stand  firmly  upon  the  acknowledged  symbols  of  our  Church. 

3.  We  find  the  Minutes  of  the  twenty  second  convention  of  the  General 
Svnod  of  the  Evan.  Luth.  Church  in  fhetT.  S.  A.,  which  met  in  Ft.  Wavne, 
la.,  on  the  17th  of  May,  18GG. 
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This  Synod  embraces  21  district  synods,  with  C74  ministers,  1085  con- 
gregations, and  101,-139  communicant?. 

We  learn  from  these  Minutes  that  a  schism  has  taken  place  in  this 
Cleneral  Synod.  The  "mother  Synod,"  the  Pa.  Synod,  has  withdrawn 
from  its  connection.  The  Pennsylvania  Synod  lias  some  of  the  ablest  men 
of  the  Ohurcli  in  this  country  in  her  connection  and  a  larger  number  of 
communicants  than  any  other  synod  in  America.  The  real  ground  of  sep- 
aration ifl  the  doctrinal  unsoundness  of  the  General  Synod.  Other  large 
and  powerful  synods,  embracing  it  is  supposed  the  greater  part  of  the 
Lutheran  Church  in  this  country,  seem  to  sympathize  with  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Synod.  From  all  that,  we  can  learn,  we  believe  a  great  revolution 
has  begun  in  the  Lutheran  Church  in  the  Northern  and  Northwestern 
States,  which  we  trust  will  entirely  uproot  that  un-Luthcran,  fanatical  ele- 
ment, which  lias  for  so  many  years  retarded  the  progress  of  our  Church  in 
America.

FREEI5MEUL 

Whereas,  The  colored  people  among  us  no  longer  sustain  the  same  re- 
lation to  the  white  man  they  did  formerly,  and  that  change  has  transferred 
the  individual  obligations  and  responsibility  of  owners  to  the  whole  Church; 
and, 

Whereas,  Some  of  them  were  formerly  members  of  our  congregations  and 
still  claim  membership  in  them,  but  owing  to  the  plainly  marked  distinc- 
tions which  God  has  made  between  us  and  them,  giving  different  colors, 
&c,  it  is  felt  by  us,  and  them  also,  that  there  ought  to  be  separate  places 
of  worship,  and,  also,  separate  ecclesiastical  organizations,  so  that  every 
one  could  worship  God  with  the  least  possible  embarrassment;  and 

Whereas,  These  colored  people  are  considered  firm  adherents  to  our 
Church,  and  we  feel  it  our  imperative  duty  to  assist  them  in  adopting  such 
measures  as  will  meet  best  the  necessities  of  their  present  condition  ;  be  it, 
therefore,  ♦ 

1.  Resolved,  That  whenever  any  of  our  colored  brethren  desire  to  preach, 
they  may  make  application  to  some  one  of  the  ministers  of  our  Synod,  who 
ehall  inform  the  President,  when  it  shall  be  the  President's  duty  to  ap- 
point two  ordained  ministers  who,  in  connection  with  two  laymen  whom 
they  may  choose,  shall  constitute  a  committee  to  examine  the  candidate 
upon  his  motives  and  mental  and  moral  qualification,  and,  if  they  are  sat- 
isfied, to  license  him  to  preach  to,  catechise,  baptize,  and  celebrate  the 
rites  of  mrtrimony  among  those  of  his  own  race,  according  to  the  usages 
of  our  Church,  until  the  next  regular  session  of  Synod  thereafter,  when 
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said  committee  shall  report.  This  license,  however,  does  not  authorize 
them  to  preach  in  our  churches,  or  take  part  in  our  ecclesiastical  meetings: 
nevertheless  they  are  permitted  to  worship  with  us  as  heretofore,  yet  we 
advise  them  to  erect  houses  for  themselves  in  which  they  may  worship. 

2.  Resolved,  That  we  will  use  every  reasonable  means  to  aid  them  in 
organizing  and  building  up  congregations.

morrow at  the  opening  of  the  second  service. 

Synod  then  adjourned  with  prayer  by  the  President,  to  meet  in  session 
at  the  time  and  place  appointed.

After  the  sermon  the  members  of  Synod  and  many  other  followers  of  Christ 
participated  in  the  Holy  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper. 

Thus  closed  the  day  and  ended  the  meeting  of  one  of  the  most  impor- 
tant, pleasant  and  interesting  sessions  in  the  history  of  this  Synod,  May 
the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  own  and  bless  it,  and  may  streams  issue 
from  it  to  make  glad  the  city  of  our  God.

APPENDIX  A. 
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GOIsrSTITTJTIO^T 

OF  THE 

Evangelical  Lutheran  Tennessee  Synod. 

(AS  EEVISED  IN  1866.) 


Article  I. 

The  name  of  this  Synod  shall  be  The  Evangelical  Lutheran  Ten- 
nessee Synod. 

Article  II. 

Sec.  1.  The  Holy  Scriptures,  the  inspired  writings  of  the  Old  and  New 
Testaments,  shall  be  the  only  rule  and  standard  of  doctrine  and  church 
discipline. 

Sec.  2.  As  a  true  and  faithful  exhibition  of  the  doctrines  of  the  Holy 
Scriptures,  in  regard  to  matters  of  faith  and  practice,  this  Synod  receives 
the  three  Ancient  Symbols  :  the  Apostolic,  Nicene,  and  Athanasian  creeds ; 
and  the  Unaltered  Augsburg  Confession  of  Faith.  It  receives  also  the 
other  Symbolical  Books  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  viz:  The 
Apology,  the  Smalcald  Articles,  the  Smaller  and  Larger  Catechisms  of 
Luther,  and  the  Formula  of  Concord — as  true  Scriptural  developments  of 
the  doctrines  taught  in  the  Augsburg  Confession. 

Article  III. 

Sec.  1.  This  Synod  shall  be  composed  of  regularly  ordained  ministers  of 
the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  and  lay-delegates.  The  lay-delegates 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  congregations  in  connection  with  this  Synod  to 
represent  them  in  the  Synodical  Meetings. 

Sec  2.  Each  one  of  these  congregations  shall  have  the  right  to  appoint 
one  such  delegate  who  shall  have  equal  rights  and  privileges  with  the 
ministers  transacting  the  business  of  Synod. 

Sec.  3.  Every  minister  desiring  to  be  received  into  connection  with  this 
Synod,  shall  on  his  reception,  be  required  to  subscribe  this  Constitution. 

Sec.  4.  No  minister  in  connection  with  this  Synod,  shall  be  allowed  to 
teach  any  thing,  nor  shall  Synod  transact  any  business  contrary  to  the 
confessional  basis  as  set  forth  in  Article  II. 

Sec  5.  No  business  shall  be  transacted  secretly  or  under  closed  doors, 
unless  an  unhappy  period  should  arrive,  in  which  the  Church  would  be 
liable  to  persecution,  except  such  as  relates  to  the  moral  character  of  a 
minister,  and  to  the  examination  of  candidates  for  the  ministerial  office.-— 
Cases  of  this  kind  if  deemed  necessary  and  expedient,  may  be  attended  to 
in  a  private  session  of  Synod. 
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Article  IT. 

Sec  1.  The  business  of  this  Synod  shall  be  to  employ  the  proper  means 
for  the  promulgation  of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  to  impart  its  advice  in 
matters  of  Christian  faith  and  life,  to  detect  and  expose  erroneous  doctrines 
and  false  teachers,  and  to  investigate  charges  of  false  doctrines,  wrong 
practice,  and  immoralities  of  life,  preferred  against  any  of  its  ministers, 
and  finding  them  guilty,  to  expel  and  depose  from  the  Synod  and  holy  office 
of  the  ministry,  such  as  refuse  after  due  admonition  to  repent  of  their  wrong. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  Synod  as  soon  as  the  wants  of  the  church 
shall  demand,  and  its  resources  will  justify  to  engage  in  the  work  of  Mis- 
sions both  domestic  and  foreign  :  and  also  in  the  work  of  beneficiary  Edu- 
cation for  the  purpose  of  preparing  indigent  young  men  of  talents  and  piety 
for  the  work  of  the  ministry  in  connection  with  the  Lutheran  Church  ac- 
cording to  such  regulations  as  it  may  adopt,  and  consider  best  calculated  to 
promote  these  great  objects. 

Sec.  3.  Upon  application  to  examine  candidates  for  the  ministry,  this 
Synod  shall  make  the  necessary  provisions  to  attend  to  such  application, 
and  after  due  approval  by  a  majority  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  voting, 
appointing  one  or  more  Pastors  to  consecrate  such  candidate  to  the  office 
of  the  ministry  at  some  suitable  time  and  place  by  the  laying  on  of  hands 
and  prayer. 

Sec  4.  Synod  shall  require  a  probationary  period  of  net  less  than  one 
year,  during  which  time  ail  candidates  for  the  ministerial  office  shall  be 
taken  on  trial. 

Sec.  5.  Upon  application,  this  Synod  may  receive  congregations  who 
may  desire  to  be  connected  with  it,  provided  they  subscribe  this  Constitu- 
tion. 


Article  V. 

The  officers  of  this  Synod  shall  be  a  President,  Secretary,  Corresponding 
Secretary,  and  Treasurer.  A  majority  of  all  votes  cast  will  be  required  to 
constitute  an  election  to  any  office.  The  duties  of  these  officers  shall  be 
such  as  usually  devolves  upon  the  same  in  other  public  bodies,  or  as  may 
be  made  obligatory  upon  them  from  time  lo  time,  by  Synod.  They  shall 
be  elected  by  ballot,  at  the  regular  session,  annually,  and  hold  their  offices 
until  their  successors  are  elected. 


Article  VI. 

Synod  shall  meet  from  time  to  time  upon  its  own  adjournments.  Extra 
sessions  may  be  called  by  the  President,  when  requested  for  good  and  suf- 
ficient reasons,  to  do  so,  by  two  ministers  and  two  lay-men  in  its  connection. 

Article  VII. 

Synod  may  at  any  regular  meeting,  by  a  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  all 
the  members  present,  make  such  regulations  and  by-laws  as  may  be  deem- 
ed necessary,  not  inconsistent  with  this  Constitution. 
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Article  VIII. 

If  any  thing  contained  in  these  articles  should  hereafter  br  deemed  con 
trary  to  the  Confessional  Basis  of  this  Synod,  oppressive,  or  inexpedient, 
it  may  be  altered  or  amended.  Put  nothing  contained  in  this  Constitution 
shall  be  altered  or  amended  unless  a  proposition  for  alteration  or  amend- 
ment shall  have  been  laid  before  one  of  the  sessions  of  Synod,  in  writing, 
and  agreed  to  by  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  voting.  The  proposition 
thus  agreed  to,  shall  then  be  laid,  in  due  form,  by  the  Synod  in  its  Minutes 
before  the  congregations  in  its  connection,  for  ratification  or  rejection  by 
them  ;  and  the  ministers  or  vestries  of  these  congregations  shall,  at  some 
suitable  time,  before  the  next  succeeding  sessions  of  Synod,  take  the  vote 
ot  these  congregations,  on  the  Constitution  as  amended,  allowing  the  mem- 
'bers  to  vote  for  its  ratification  or  rejection  and  send  a  statement  of  the  vote 
to  that  session  of  Synod.  If,  then,  it  shall  be  ascertained  by  Synod  that 
a  majority  of  these  congregations  have  voted  in  favor  of  ratification,  the 
amendment  shall  become  and  be  declared  by  Synod  on  the  face  of  its  Min- 
utes a  valid  part  of  said  Constitution,  and  the  parts  thereof  repugnant  to 
£uch  alteration,  void.

RULES  OF  ORDER  AND  BY-LAWS. 


RUTINS  OF  ORDE1. 

Rule  I. — At  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  meeting,  if  three  ordained 
ministers  and  three  lay-delegates  be  present,  they  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Rule  2. — The  first  session  shall  be  opened  by  the  President  with  suita- 
ble religious  exercises  ;  and  in  the  absence  of  the  President,  by  the  Secre- 
tary;  and  in  the  absence  of  both,  by  one  of  the  older  ministers  present. — 
And  every  succeeding  session  shall  be  opened  and  closed  with  prayer,  after 
which,  in  opening,  the  roll  shall  be  called  and,  if  the  first  session  of  the 
day,  the  minutes  of  the  preceding  day  read, '  amended,  if  necessary,  and 
approved. 

Rule  3. — The  lay-delegates  shall  then  present  their  certificates  of  elec- 
tion, and  their  names  shall  be  registered  by  the  Secretary  as  members  of 
Synod. 

Rule  4. — The  President  shall  read  his  Annual  Report  as  the  last  official 
act  of  his  term,  and  then  announce  the  election  of  officers  for  the  ensuing 
year.    The  election  shall  then  be  held. 

Rule  5. — Delegates  from  other  ecclesiastical  bodies  may  be  admitted, 
and  advisory  members  may  be  received. 
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Role  6. — The  minutea  of  the  last  session  of  Synod  maybe  read;  aH 
papers  intended  for  Synod  shall  be  handed  in  ;  and  verbal  notice  may  be 
given  of  any  important  business  intended  to  be  brought  before  Synod. 

Rule  7. — If  the  number  of  papers  laid  before  Synod  be  large,  the  Presi- 
dent may  appoint  a  committee  to  class  and  number  them  according  to 
their  contents;  if,  however,  the  number  be  small,  the  President  shall  ar- 
range them  and  place  them  in  the  hands  of  the  committees  to  which  they 
appropriately  belong.    The  President  shali  appoint  the  following 

COMMITTEES  : 

1.  On  President's  Report. 

2.  On  Unfinished  Business. 

3.  Of  Examination  of  candidates  for  the  Ministry. 

4.  On  the  State  of  the  Church. 

5.  On  Letters  and  Petitions. 
G.  On  Treasurer's  Report. 

7.  On  Minutes  of  Sister  Synods. 

The  President  may  appoint  as  many  special  committees  as  may  be 
necessary. 

Rule  8. — The  vacant  congregations  shall  be  inquired  after,  and  provis- 
ions shall  be  made  for  them. 

Rule  9. — The  report  of  committees  maybe  heard  and  acted  upon  at  any 
time,  and  the  intervals  be  occupied  by  the  items  of  promiscuous  business. 

Rule  10. — When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  or  deliver  any  matter, 
he  shall  rise  from  his  seat  and  respectfully  address  the  President,  but  shall 
not  proceed  until  recognized  by  him. 

Rule  11. — Whenever  any  member  shall  be  called  to  order  by  the  Pres- 
ident he  shall  sit  down,  and,  also,  when  called  to  order  by  any  member, 
unless  the  President  decide  in  his  iavor. 

By  leave  of  Synod  a  member  called  to  order  may  clear  a  matter  of  fact 
or  explain,  but  shall  not  proceed  in  debate  so  long  as  the  decision  is  against 
him  but  by  permission  of  the  tlouse.  Any  member  may  appeal  trom  the 
decision  of  the  President,  and,  if,  upon  the  appeal  the  decision  be  in  favor 
of  the  member  called  to  order,  he  may  proceed  ;  if  otherwise,  he  shall  not, 
except  by  leave  of  the  House;  and  if,  in  the  judgment  of  the  House,  the 
case  requires,  he  shall  be  liable  to  censure. 

Rule  12. — When  two  or  more  members  rise  at  the  same  time  the  Pres- 
ident shall  name  the  member  to  speak. 

Rule  13. — No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  ques- 
tion, and  the  first  shall  not  be  longer  than  fifteen  minutes  and  the  second 
not  more  than  five  minutes,  without  leave  of  the  House. 

Rule  14. — Whilst  the  President  is  putting  a  question  to  or  addressing 
the  House  no  member  shall  speak,  stand  up  or  walk  out  or  across  the 
house  ;  nor  when  any  member  is  speaking,  entertain  private  discourse, 
stand  or  pass  between  him  and  the  Chair. 

Rule  15. — Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  house  when  the  question 
is  put,  shall  give  his  vote,  unless  the  House  shall  for  special  reasous  excuse 
him. 
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Rule  16. — When  a  motion  is  made  and  seconded,  it  shall  be  stated  by 
the  President,  or,  if  it  be  written,  it  shall  be  handed  to  the  President  and 
it  shall  be  read  aloud  either  by  himself  or  some  one  whom  he  may  designate. 

Rule  17. — Every  motion  shall  be  written  if  the  President  or  any  two 
members  desire  it. 

Rule  18. — After  a  motion  is  stated  or  read  by  the  President  it  shall  be 
deemed  in  possession  of  the  House,  but  may  be  withdrawn  or  amended 
before  a  decision,  except  in  case  of  a  motion  to  reconsider,  which  motion 
shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  in  possession  of  the  House  and  shall  not. 
be  withdrawn  without  the  leave  of  the  House. 

Rule  19. — When  a  question  is  under  discussion,  no  motion  shall  be  re- 
ceived, but  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  postpone  indefinitely,  to  post- 
pone to  a  certain  day,  to  commit,  or  to  amend. 

Rule  20. — When  a  question  is  postponed  indefinitely,  it  shall  not  be 
acted  upon  again  during  the  session. 

Rule  21. — Any  member  may  call  for  a  division  of  the  question  when  it 
shall  admit  of  it,  which  shall  be  determined  by  the  President. 

Rule  22. — When  a  motion  has  once  been  carried  in  the  affirmative  or 
negative,  it  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  of  the  majority  to  move  for 
the  reconsideration  thereof,  and  no  motion  to  reconsider  shall  be  taken 
from  the  table  except  by  a  two-thirds  vote. 

Rule  23, — When  the  yeas  and  nays  are  called  for  on  any  question,  it 
shall  be  on  motion,  and  if  seconded  by  one-fifth  of  the  members  present, 
the  question  shall  be  decided  by  yeas  and  nays. 

Rule  24. — Decency  of  speech  shall  be  observed,  and  personal  reflections 
carefully  avoided. 

Rule  25. — No  member  or  officer  shall  absent  himself  from  the  house 
without  leave,  unless  from  sickness  or  inability. 

Rule  26. — Any  member  may  excuse  himself  at  the  time  of  his  appoint- 
ment, if  he  is  a  member  of  two  standing  committees. 

Rule  27. — If  any  member  shall  necessarily  be  absent  on  any  business  of 
the  House  when  the  vote  is  taken,  he  shall,  on  motion,  upon  entering  the 
liouse  be  permitted  to  cast  his  vote. 

Rule  28. — Each  minister  in  connection  with  this  Synod  shall  hand  in 
his  Parochial  Report,  which  may  be  read  before  Synod,  and  shall  embrace 
the  usual  items,  and  any  other  the  Synod  may  at  any  time  require. 

Rule  29. — Election  of  delegates  to  ecclesiastical  bodies  in  correspondence- 
with  this  Synod,  shall  be  held. 

Rule  30. — The  time  and  place  of  holding  the  next  session  of  Synod? 
shall  be  determined. 

Rule  31. — Should  any  of  the  officers  of  Synod  be  absent,  they  shall  send' 
their  reports  with  the  documents  which  may  have  come  to  their  hands 
during  the  interval  of  Synod.  In  case  of  the  necessary  absence  of  an 
officer  during  the  sessions  of  Synod,  he  shall  nominate  a  substitute  pro 
tempore. 

Rule  32. — A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order  except  when 
the  House  is  voting  or  some  member  is  speaking,  and  shall  be  decided 
without  debate. 


Rule  33. — The  Synod  shall  be  dismissed  by  the  President  with  appro- 
priate religious  service. 

Rule  34. — Any  of  the  foregoing  rules  may  be  altered  or  amended,  at 
any  regular  session  of  Synod,  by  the  concurring  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  present,  after  having  given  notice  at  the  previous  session  of  Synod. 
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BY-LAWS. 


Article  I. 

OF  THE  PRESIDENT  OF  SYNOD. 

Sec.  1.  The  President  must  be  chosen  from  among  the  ordained  minis- 
ters of  this  body  ;  and  at  every  session  of  Synod,  if  present,  he  shall  deliver 
the  opening  sermon  ;  and  in  connection  with  the  pastor  loci  and  elders  of 
the  congregation  in  which  the  Synod  convenes,  shall  appoint  the  individ- 
uals who  shall  preach  during  the  sessions  of  Synod. 

Sec.  2.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  the  sessions  of  Synod  ;  see  that 
order  is  observed  ;  not  suffer  more  than  one  member  to  speak  at  a  time, 
securing  to  each  the  liberty  to  speak  without  interruption  from  others  ;  and 
prevent  the  speaker  from  deviating  from  the  subject  before  the  House. 

Sec.  3.  The  President  at  the  commencement  of  every  Synod  shall  present 
a  written  report  of  all  the  official  business  transacted,  of  the  letters  received 
by  him,  since  the  last  regular  meeting,  and  of  all  the  important  events  that 
have  occurred  relating  to  Synod  which  may  have  come  to  his  knowledge ; 
and  he  may  recommend  for  consideration  such  measures  as  he  may  deem 
necessary  or  calculated  to  promote  the  interest  of  the  Church.  This  report 
shall  be  dealt  with  as  other  papers  coming  before  Synod. 

Sec.  4.  If  any  minister  of  this  Synod  removes  into  the  bounds  of  any 
other  Evan.  Lutheran  Synod,  the  President,  upon  his  request,  may  grant 
him  an  honorable  dismission  to  that  Synod. 

Sec.  5.  The  President,  by  substituting  a  chairman,  is  at  liberty  to  take 
part  in  the  discussion  of  any  subject.    When  on  any  question  the  vote  ' 
should  be  a  tie,  the  President  shall  give  the  casting  vote  except  when  vot- 
ing by  ballot. 

Sec.  6.  Should  the  President  depart  this  life,  or  cease  to  be  a  member  of 
this  Synod,  the  senior  minister  shall  himself  succeed  him  or  shall  appoint 
some  one  to  fill  the  chair. 


Article  II. 


OF  THE  SECRETARY. 

Sec.  1.  The  Secretary  must  be  elected  from  among  the  ordained  miuisters 
of  this  Synod,  and  should  possess  suitable  qualifications  for  the  discharge 
of  the  duties  of  this  office. 

-  Sec.  2.  He  shall  make  a  faithful  and  accurate  record  of  the  proceedings 
of  Synod,  and  carefully  preserve  all  the  papers  and  documents  unless  oth- 
erwise disposed  of  by  the  keeper  of  the  archives  of  Synod.  The  Secretary 
shall  attest  with  his  official  signature  all  certificates,  all  resolutions  respect- 
ing ministers,  delegates  or  churches,  and  the  Minutes  of  Synod. 

Sec.  3.  If  during  the  interval  of  the  sessions  of  Synod  the  Secretary 
should  become  disqualified  for  his  office  or  cease  to  be  a  member  of  this 
Synod,  the  President  shall  take  charge  of  all  the  papers  of  Synod  which 
were. in  his  hands  and  retain  them,  or  shall  appoint  someone  to  discharge 
the  duties  of  the  office  until  the  next  meeting  of  Synod. 


Article  III. 

OF  THE  TREASURER. 

Sec.  1.  The  Treasurer  shall  take  charge' of  all  the  monies  belonging  to 
Synod,  and  shall  keep  them  subject  to  its  order.  He  shall  present  at  each 
annual  meeting  of  Synod  a  detailed  and  faithful  account  of  the  state  of  the 
Treasury. 

Sec.  2.  An  order  from  the  President  attested  by  the  Secretary,  shall  be  a 
sufficient  voucher  for  him  to  pay  money  out  of  the  Treasury. 

Sec  3.  The  Treasurer  is  to  see  to  the  printing  of  the  Minutes,  if  the 
Synod  orders  their  publication,  and  to  distribute  them  to  each  of  the  min- 
ister's charges  in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  money  received  by  Synod 
from  them  for  that  purpose. 

Sec.  4.  Should  the  Treasurer  depart  this  life  or  become  in  any  way  dis- 
qualified for  his  office,  during  the  recess  of  Synod,  the  Secretary  shall  take 
charge  of  all  the  property  belonging  to  Synod  that  may  be  in  his  hands 
and  discharge  the  duties  of  the  office  until  the  vacancy  is  filled  by  Synod. 


Article  IV. 

PROCESS  OF  SYNOD  AGAINST  AN  ACCUSED  MINISTER. 

Sec.  1.  As  the  honor  and  success  of  the  Gospel  depends  very  much  upon 
the  character  of  its  Minibters,  the  Synod  should  guard  with  the  utmost  care 
ai  1  impartiality  the  characters  of  its  members.  No  Minister  on  account 
of  his  office  should  be  screened  from  the  hands  of  justice  ;  neither,  on  the 
other  hand,  should  scandalous  charges  be  received  or  circulated  against 
him  on  slight  and  uncertain  grounds. 
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Sec  2.  Should  any  member  of  the  Church  know  a  Minister  to  be  guilty 
of  a  private  fault,  he  should  reprove  him,  in  private,  in  a  brotherly  man- 
lier. [See  Matt,  xviii :  15.  j  If  this  prove  fruitless,  lie  should  apply  to  the 
church  council,  who  shall  admonish  the  accused  according  to  the  above 
named  text,  or  if  the  minister  has  no  pastoral  charge  he  shall  report  him 
to  the  President  of  Synod  who  shall  admonish  him.  If  he  still  will  not 
hear,  he  must  be  reported  to  the  Synod  to  whose  decisions  he  must  yield. 

Set.  3.  Should  a  Minister  be  guilty  of  a  gross  violation  of  the  principles 
of  piety,  rules  of  morality  or  errors  in  the  fundamental  doctrines  of  our 
Church,  the  member  or  members  acquainted  with  the  facts,  shall  immedi-  * 
ately  inform  the  President  of  Synod,  who  shall  call  without  delay  a  session 
of  Synod,  if  two  ministers  and  two  laymen  request  it,  to  be  held  in  one  of 
the  congregations  of  the  accused  if  he  lias  a  charge,  if  he  has  not,  in  a 
congregation  most  convenient  to  the  place  where  the  alleged  offense  or 
offenses  were  committed.  But  if  such  a  charge  be  brought  within  three 
months  of  the  regular  session,  action  in  the  case  shall  be  deferred  until  the 
regular  meeting,  and  the  President  shall  suspend  immediately  the  accused 
from  the  exercise  of  all  ministerial  functions  until  his  case  is  decided. 

Sec.  4.  The  President  shall  notify  specially  the  parties  of  the  call  session 
and  enjoin  it  upon  them  to  appear  at  the  time  and  place  appointed,  pre- 
pared to  furnish  all  the  testimony  for  and  against  the  accused.  "When  all 
the  evidence  shall  have  been  collected  the  Synod  shall  proceed  to  give  the. 
subject  a  fair,  candid  and  impartial  investigation.  The  accused  shall  be 
suspended,  deposed,  acquitted,  or  dealt  with  in  whatever  manner  the  evi- 
dences of  the  case  may  require. 

Sec.  5.  The  President  shall  notify  his  charge  of  the  decision  in  his  case. 

Sec.  6,  Should  any  congregation  in  our  connection  continue  or  procure  i 
the  services  of  a  minister  who  has  been  suspended  or  deposed,  its  connec- 
tion with  this  Synod  shall  be  dissolved.  , 

Sec.  7.  If  a  Minister,  against  whom  serious  charges  are  preferred,  be 
duly  notified  and  refuse  to  attend  the  meeting  appointed  to  investigate  hi9 
case,  he  shall  be  immediately  suspended  from  the  exercise  of  all  the  min- 
isterial functions. 


Article  V. 

ADMISSION  OF  MINISTERS.  " 

Sec.  1.  Any  person  desiring  to  become  a  Minister  in  this  body,  shall 
make  application  to  the  Synod,  when  a  committee  of  three  shall  be  ap- 
pointed to  confer  with  him  upon  his  motives  in  becoming  a  Minister,  and 
ascertain  as  far  as  possible  his  character  as  regards  morality  and  piety, 
and  report  the  result  to  Synod;  if  it  be  favorable,  he  shall  then  be  directed 
to  place  himself  under  the  care  of  some  member  of  this  Synod  (who  may 
grant  him  when  qualified  license  to  preach  and  catechise  until  the  next  an- 
nual session) ;  or  to  put  himself  under  the  tuition  of  some  approved  Theo- 
logical Seminary. 
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In  the  interim  of  annual  sessions,  this  application  must  be  made  to  the 
President,  who  with  another  Minister  shall  examine  him,  and,  if  satisfied, 
direct  him  to  the  care  of  some  Minister  or  approved  Seminary. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever  one  or  more  congregations  make  application  for  the 
licensure  of  a  candidate  for  the  ministry  he  shall  be  carefully  examined  in 
reference  to  his  literary  and  theological  attainments.  If  he  sustains  the 
examination  to  the  satisfaction  of  Synod,  he  shall  be  publicly  licensed  to 
the  next  annual  session  of  Synod.  The  vote  shall  be  taken  by  ballot,  and 
it  shall  require  a  two-thirds  vote  to  secure  license. 
•f  Sec.  3.  When  one  or  more  congregations  shall  ask  for  the  services  and 
pray  for  the  ordination  of  any  candidate  for  the  ministry,  he  shall  be  ex- 
amined as  to  his  qualifications,  and  shall,  also,  submit  to  Synod  for  con- 
sideration a  written  essay  upon  some  theological  subject  and  a  sermon.  If 
he  sustains  a  satisfactory  examination,  he  shall  be  ordained  to  the  orifice  of 
Pastor.  The  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  present  shall  be  neces- 
sary to  secure  his  ordination.  The  ordination  must  be  conducted  accord- 
ing to  our  Liturgy. 

Sec.  4.  Should  an  ordained  minister  of  any  other  religious  denomination 
make  application  to  be  received  into  connection  with  this  Synod,  he  shall 
be  examined  as  to  his  motives,  his  knowledge  of  the  Theology  of  the  Church 
and  his  willingness  to  maintain  all  the  doctrines  of  the  confessions  of  our 
church.  The  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  of  any  regular 
meeting  of  Synod  shall  be  necessary  to  his  reception. 


Article  VI. 

SPECIAL  DUTIES. 

When  any  particular  duty  is  assigned  to  any  minister  or  ministers  by 
resolution  of  Synod  or  otherwise,  it  shall  be  their  duty  faithfully  to  comply 
with  such  requirements  ;  but  should  they  fail  to  do  so,  they  must  render 
their  excuse;  if  satislactory,  they  shall  be  excused;  if  not,  they  shall  be 
censured  or  otherwise  dealt  with  a3  the  nature  of  the  case  requires. 


KATIFYING  CLAUSE. 

Any  of  the  above  By-Laws  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  regular 
session  of  Synod  by  the  concurring  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  pres- 
l       ent,  notice  having  been  given  for  such  amendment  at  the  previous  annual 
session  of  Synod.

Dear  Brethren  : — Through  the  mercy  of  a  kind  Father  we  are  permit- 
ted to  meet  again  as  brethren  of  the  same  faith  to  attend  to  His  business ;

The  following  was  read  and  anopted : 

CatecMzation. 

Whereas  the  ancient  Lutheran  custom  of  thoroughly  catechising  those 
who  propose  to  become  members  of  our  communion  previous  to  their  con 
firmation,  is  in  some  places  falling  into  disuse,  and  a  rather  loose  custom 
of  receiving  uncatechised  persons  into  the  church  without  the  slightest 
examination  of  them  in  regard  to  their  religious  knowledge  and  other 
qualification  for  church  membership,  has  been  practiced  by  some;  be  it, 
therefore, 

Resolved,  That  we  earnestly  recommend  all  our  ministers  and  congrega- 
tions in  future  to  see  to  it  that,  if  it  can  possibly  be  done,  all  who  make 
application  for  church  membership  be  thoroughly  instructed  by  catechisa- 
tion  in  the  doctrines  and  usages  of  our  church  previous  to  their  confirma- 
tion. But  in  such  extraordinary  cases,  as  when  persons  of  age  and  exper- 
ience make  application,  or  when  such  young  persons  as  have  been  so  fav- 
orably situated  as  to  have  had  opportunity  to  become  acquainted  with  and 
to  have  informed  themselves  of  our  doctrines  and  customs,  seek  church 
privileges,  we  recommend  that  their  request  be  granted  ;  but,  in  no  case 
until  such  persons  have  been  examined  by  the  pastor  before  the  council 
and  approved  by  them.

On  motion,  it  was  made  the  subject  of  special  consideration  on  Saturday 
morning. 

Synod  adjourned.    Prayer  by  Rev.  H.  Goodman. 


Friday,  October  25th,  9  o'clock,  A.  M. 
Synod  was  opened  with  prayer  by  Rev.  A.  J.  Fox. 
Minutes  of  yesterday  were  read  and  approved. 

Spanish  Grove  church,  Forsythe  county,  N.  C-,  on  application,  was  re- 
ceived into  connection  with  Synod  and  its  delegate  enrolled  among  the 
members  of  this  session. 

The  committee  on  the  Unfinished  Business  of  last  session  offered  their 
report.

"VVe,  your  committee  on  the  Unfinished  Business  of  the  last  session  of 
Synod,  beg  leave  to  refer  Synod 

1.  To  item  second,  12th  page  of  the  Minutes.  We  recommend  that  in- 
quiry be  made  whether  the  delinquent  brethren  have  taken  the  vote  on 
the  Revised  Constitution. 

2.  To  item  third  ot  the  same  page.  We  recommend  that  the  committee 
appointed  to  prepare  a  code  of  By-Laws  and  Rules  of  Order  be  called  upon 
to  report. 

3.  To  the  15th  page.  We  call  the  attention  of  Svnod  to  the  subject  there 
referred  to.

Accepted  and  adopted. 

Item  1st.  Brethren  answered  verbally. 

The  following  was  then  adopted: 

Inasmuch  as  the  Revised  Constitution,  prepared  by  the  Extra  Session  of 
this  Synod  convened  in  Zion  church,  Catawba  county,  N.  C,  on  the  2Gth 
day  of  March,  1864,  upon  which  final  action  was  postponed  by  the  regular 
session  in  18G4,  and  again  in  18G5  to  the  present  session,  has  been  approv- 
ed by  a  large  majority  of  the  congregations  of  our  Synod  ;  be  it,  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  it  is  and  shall  be,  until  altered,  amended  or  disapproved 
by  this  Synod  in  the  manner  provided  l'or  in  its  last  article,  the  organic 
law  of  this  Synod.    (For  Constitution  see  Appendix  A.) 

Item  2d.  The  committee  had  discharged  their  duty,  and  offered  their 
report.    It  was  accepted,  considered  and  approved  by  rules  and  sections. 

On  motion,  Rev.  J.  R.  Peterson  was  excused  from  voting  on  section  2d, 
of  Article  V. 

Hcsolved,  That  the  Rules  of  Order  and  By-Laws,  which  liave  been  read 
and  approved,  rule  by  rule,  and  section  by  section,  be  now  adopted  as  a 
whole,  and,  henceforth,  until  altered  or  amended  as  provided  for  in  the 
last  Article,  be  in  full  force  and  effect  in  the  Synod. 

Rev.  H.  Goodman  records  his  vote  against  the  resolution. 
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Jtesolved%  That,  if  a  sufficiency  of  funds  can  be  procured,  the  Constitution 
and. Utiles  of  Order  and  By-Laws  be  printed  ;  and  that  the  Secretary  be 
requested  to  transcribe  them  into  our  Synodical  Book. 

A  new  officer  being  provided  for  by  the  By-Laws,  an  election  wa3  held 
for  Corresponding  Secretary.    Rev.  Dr.  A.  J.  Fox  was  duly  elected. 
Synod  adjourned  until  after  public  worship. 

A  sermon  was  preached  by  Rev.  H.  Goodman.    Text:  Isaiah  xxxv:  8.

Friday,  2  o'clock,  P.  M. 

Synod  was  called  to  order  by  the  President.  The  order  for  the  hour  be- 
ing the  subject  of  Conferences,  the  consideration  of  Rev.  Dr.  Fox's  resolu- 
tion was  resumed. 

With  only  two  dissenting  voices  it  was  adopted. 

CONFERENCES 

Whereas  there  are  many  things  relating  to  the  interest  of  the  Church, 
that  may  be  discussed  by  the  ministers  and  intelligent  laymen  of  the 
Church,  that  are  not  suitable  for  the  consideration  of  the  whole  Synod,  for 
several  reasons,  but,  especially,  because  their  discussion  would  protract 
too  much  the  Synodical  sessions  ;  and, 

Whereas,  we  believe  that  meetings  where  several  ministers  preach  for 
several  days  in  succession,  would  be  productive  of  much  good,  as  it  would 
bring  more  people  under  the  influence  of  the  pure  doctrine  of  our  Church, 
and,  in  a  measure  remove  that  monotony  occasioned  by  the  continued 
labors  of  the  same  minister  for  a  long  series  of  years  ;  be  it,  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  authorizes  the  organization  of  three  Confer- 
ences in  North  Carolina,  and  one  in  South  Carolina,  to  meet  as  often  as 
the  Conferences  themselves  may  deem  it  necessary  to  deliberate  upon  such 
matters,  and  discuss  such  subjects  as  their  members  may  think  most  con- 
ducive to  the  interest  of  our  beloved  Lutheran  Church  within  the  territorial 
limits  of  each  Conference, — provided,  however,  that  no  business  shall  be 
transacted  which  properly  belongs  to  Synod,  though  each  Conference  may 
make  suggestions  to  Synod. 

The  Eastern  District  shall  embrace  Mt.  Pleasant,  (Alamance),  Coble's, 
Melanchthon's,  Emmanuel's  (Davidson),  Pilgrim's,  Beck's,  New  Jerusa- 
lem, Spanish  Grove,  Mt.  Moriah,  PhanuePs,  Lutheran  Union,  St.  Martin's 
(Stanly),  Flat  Rock,  and  such  other  congregations  as  may  at  any  time  be 
organized  in  this  boundary. 
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The  Middle  District  shall  embrace  St.  Martin's  (Iredell),  Sharon,  Salem 
(Alexander),  Friendship,  Pisgah,  Bold  Spring,  Mt.  Pleasant  (Watauga) 
St.  Peter's,  St.  John's,  Hasses,  St.  Paul's,  Miller's,  Zion,  Philadelphia 
(Caldwell),  and  all  other  churches  as  shall  in  the  future  be  organized  with- 
in this  boundary. 

The  Southern  District  shall  embrace  Grace,  Trinity,  Daniel'e,  Salem 
(Lincoln),  Bethphage,  St.  Mark's,  St.  Luke's,  Philadelphia  (Gaston), 
Luther's  Chapel,  Christ's,  Morning  Star,  St.  Martin's,  Emmanuel's  (Un- 
ion), Bethlehem,  and  others  that  may  be  organized  in  this  District. 

The  one  in  South  Carolina  shall  embrace  Zion's,  Bethlehem,  St.  Jacob's, 
St.  John's,  St.  Peter's,  Cedar  Grove,  St.  Paul's,  Meetze's,  Emmanuel's,  and 
others  that  may  be  organized  in  this  District. 

Any  minister  without  a  charge,  a  member  of  our  Synod,  may  join  any 
one  of  these  Conferences  he  may  choose. 

The  Conferences  may  adopt  such  constitutions  and  other  regulations  as 
their  members  may  deem  best  suited  to  their  wants,  but  such  regulations 
must  not  be  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  of  this  Synod. 

The  consideration  of  item  3rd  in  report  on  Unfinished  Business,  was  de- 
ferred until  the  committee  on  Letters  and  Petitions  should  report. 

The  attention  of  Synod  was  called  to  the  subject  of  the  spiritual  wants 
of  the  Freedmen  among  us.  On  motion,  a  committee  was  appointed  to 
devise  a  plan  to  meet  those  wants.  Committee :  Eevs.  T.  Moser,  J.  M. 
Smith,  T.  Crouse,  and  Drs.  W.  H.  Hoffman,  M.  L.  Fox.  The  President 
■was  added  to  that  committee  by  the  action  of  Synod. 

Committee  No.  IV  submitted  their  report. 


Repoi-t  on  President's  Report. 

We,  your  committee,  have  examined  the  President's  report,  but  find 
nothing  requiring  the  action  of  Synod  except  the  notice  of  the  death  of  our 
dear  brother,  D.  E.  Fox.  We  recommend  that  a  committee  of  two  be  ap- 
pointed to  prepare  a  memorial  of  his  death  to  appear  upon  the  face  of  our 
Minutes. 

We  recommend,  further,  that  the  President's  report  be  published  in  our 
Minutes.

The  committee  on  the  death  of  Rev.  D.  E.  Fox  was  constituted  of  Rev.

Rev.  A.  J.  Fox  offered  the  following,  which  was  adopted. 
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Commission  to  General  Synod  of  2ST.  A. 

Whereas  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  these  Southern  States  of 
the  U.  S.  A.,  is,  when  compared  with  other  branches  of  the  great  Christian 
family,  bat  a  very  feeble  body,  and  feeble  as  it  is,  is  divided  into  nine  or 
ten  small  synods,  embracing  in  the  aggregate  not  more  than  200  ministers 
and  350  churches  with  about  35,000  communing  members  ;  and, 

WJiercas,  We  firmly  believe  in  union  there  is  strength,  but  in  division 
there  is  weakness  ;  and, 

Whereas,  The  central  point  in  the  Lutheran  Church  is  her  doctrinal 
standards,  to  which  she  must  firmly  cling  or  cease  to  exist,  and  five  of  these 
Southern  Synods  having  united  themselves  in  a  body  known  as  the  General 
Synod  of  the  E.  L.  Church  in.N.  A.  and  adopted  as  her  doctrinal  basis  the 
Augsburg  Confession  of  Faith  ;  and, 

Whereas,  We,  as  a  Synod,  are  anxious  to  do  all  we  can  to  promote  the 
interests  of  true  Evangelical  Lutheranism,  and  we  think  this  can  be  done 
best  by  uniting  the  energies  and  resources  of  the  Symbolical  Lutheran 
Church  in  these  States  ;  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  one  of  our  most  experienced  and  influential  ministers  be 
appointed  a  commissioner  to  meet  the  next  regular  meetinp  of  the  "General 
Synod,  &c",  to  convene  in  Staunton,  Va.,  in  May,  1867,  and  to  confer 
with  that  body  upon  the  practicability  and  possibility  of  uniting  our  Synod 
with  said  General  Synod,  and  to  report  to  the  next  session  of  this  Synod 
the  result, of  any  conferences  he  may  have  with  the  General  Synod  or  any 
of  her  authorized  committees.  Afterward  this  Synod  shall  take  such  steps 
as  she  shall  determine  best.  This  commissioner  shall  observe  the  follow- 
ing instructions  in  all  his  intercourse  with  the  General  Synod  :  this  Synod 
proposes  a  union  with  the  General  Synod  upon  these  conditions,  viz:  That 
the  General  Synod  pledge  herself  that  no  Church  journal,  or  book  shall  be 
published,  or  other  publication  shall  ever  be  made  by  her  order  or  under 
her  sanction  that  contains  anything  contrary  to  any  article  of  the  Unaltered 
Augsburg  Confession  of  Faith,  and  that  no  professor  shall  be  appointed  in 
any  Theological  Seminary  who  will  not  solemnly  promise  to  teach  cor- 
rectly all  the  doctrines  of  said  Confession,  and  that  no  Synod  shall  ever  be 
received  into  her  connection  who  does  not  without  any  reservation  sub- 
scribe the  said  Confession;  and  further,  with  this  distinct  understanding 
upon  her  part,  that,  if  at  any  time  in  the  judgment  of  the  delegates  who 
represent  this  Synod,  the  General  Synod  shall  violate  the  above  principles, 
our  delegates  may  withdraw  from  that  session  to  report  to  the  next  session 
of  this  Synod  whose  action  alone  shall  determine  the  future  course  of  this 
Synod  in  relation  to  the  General  Synod. 

The  Synod  proceeded  to  ballot  for  the  commissioner.  Rev.  Dr.  A.J. 
Fox  was  chosen  principal  and  Eev.  J.  E.  Peterson,  alternate. 

On  motion,  it  was, 
_  Resolved,  That  the  ministers  of  this  Synod  be  requested  to  take  collec- 
tions to  defray  the  expenses  of  this  commissioner. 
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Resolved,  That  Rev.  J.  R.  Peterson  be  appointed  to  transcribe  the  Form 
of  Licensure,  adopted  at  our  last  session,  into  our  Synodical  Book. 

Synod  adjourned.    Prayer  by  the  President.

Minutes  of  yesterday  read  and  approved.

Evangelical  Lutneram. 

Inasmuch  as  we  feel  the  great  necessity  of  a  good  Lutheran  Church 
journal  circulating  among  our  people,  but  not  feeling  ourselves  able  in  the 
present  crippled  condition  of  pecuniary  affairs  to  commence  the  publication 
of  such  a  paper  now.  and  as  there  is  a  weekly  paper  purporting  to  be 
strictly  and  symbolically  Lutheran  (at  least  in  doctrinal  features)  publish- 
ed in  Charlotte,  N.  C,  in  which  we  find  some  things,  it  is  true,  of  a  prac- 
tical character  which  we  cannot  endorse,  yet  in  view  of  the  above  stated 
facts  and  some  other  things  we,  for  the  present, 

Resolve,  To  approve  the  circulation  of  the  Eyangelical. Lutheran  among 
our  people. 

Committee  No.  II  presented  their  report  which  was  accepted  and  con- 
sidered seriatim. 

Report  on  Inciters  anal  Petitions. 

We,  your  committee  on  Letters  and  Petitions,  beg  leave  to  submit  the 
following : 

Class  1.  No.  1  is  a  letter  from  Rev.  P.  C.  Henkel,  in  which  he  assigns 
family  affliction  as  the  reason  for  his  absence  from  this  meeting  of  Synod. 
He  also  gives  his  views  in  regard  to  the  proposed  alteration  in  our  formula 
for  the  administration  of  the  Lord's  Supper.  He  is  of  the  opinion  that  we 
can  obtain  no  form  which  would  harmonize  better  with  the  word  of  God 
and  the  Symbolical  Books  of  the  Church  than  that  now  in  use  by  us,  and 
appears  to  be  opposed  to  any  change. 

Nor.  2,  3,  4,  5  and  6,  are  letters  from  Daniel's,  Salem,  Grace,  Trinity, 
and  Bethphage  churches,  in  favor  of  an  alteration  of  the  formula  used  by 
us  in  the  administration  of  the  Lord's  Supper. 

No.  7  is  a  letter  from  St.  Paul's,  indorsed  by  Cedar  Grove,  St.  Peter's, 
Zion  and  Emmanuel's  churches,  S.  C,  in  favor  of  the  proposed  Revised 
Constitution,  and,  also,  of  the  adoption  of  the  Rules  of  Order  and  By-Laws. 
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Class  II.  No.  1  is  a  letter  from  Rev.  J.  Stirewait  in  which  he  gives  the 
want  of  pecuniary  means  as  the  reason  for  his  absence  from  the  present 
meeting  of  Synod-  He  encloses  a  copy  of  resolutions  passed  by  the  Vir- 
ginia Special  Conference,  praying  for  the  advice  of  this  Synod  in  regard  to 
the  formation  of  a  new  Synod  in  Virginia,  based  upon  the  "time-honored 
and  established  doctrines  and  usages  of  the  Lutheran  Church." 

No.  2  is  a  letter  from  Rev.  J.  E.  Seneker,  in  which  he  says,  "from  cir- 
cumstances over  which  I  have  no  control  I  cannot  be  present  at  Synod." 
He  encloses,  also,  a  copy  of  the  same  resolutions. 

No.  3  is  a  letter  from  Rev.  C.  Moretz,  stating  the  reason  of  his  absence 
from  this  meeting.  He  is  favorable  to  a  union  with  the  Southern  General 
Synod.    He  requests  his  letter  to  be  read  in  open  Synod.  , 

No.  4  is  a  letter  from  Rev.  H.  Wetzel,  in  which  he  asks  an  honorable 
dismission  from  this  Synod  with  a  view  to  connect  himself  with  the  Synod 
soon  to  be  formed  in  Virginia. 

Class  III.  No  1  is  a  petition  from  Cedar  Grove  congregation,  asking  the 
next  annual  session  of  Synod  to  be  held  in  that  church. 

Nos.  2  and  3  are  petitions  from  St.  Peter's  church,  S.  C,  and  Trinity 
church,  N.  C,  of  the  same  import. 

Nos.  4  and  5  are  petitions  from  St.  Martin's  (Cabarrus.)  and  Morning 
Star,  praying  for  the  pastoral  services  of  either  Rev.  L  A.  Fox  or  Rev.  T. 
Moser.    The  latter  congregation  prays  for  the  next  session  of  Synod. 

No.  6  is  a  petition  from  St.  Martin's  (Stanly,)  asking  the  aid  of  Synod 
in  procuring  a  pastor. 

We,  your  committee,  recommend  that  the  resolutions  of  the  Va.  S.  Con- 
ference, the  letter  from  Rev.  C.  Moretz,  and  the  letter  from  Rev.  P.  C. 
Henkel  be  read  before  Synod.

Item  3rd.  The  resolution  of  the  Virginia  S.  Conference  were  read.  The 
following  was  adopted : 

The  JVew  Synod  in  Virginia. 

Whereas,  The  ministers  and  congregations  in  connection  with  this  Synod 
who  are  located  in  the  great  valley  of  Virginia,  have  expressed  a  desire  to 
organize  themselves  into  a  separate  Synod,  although  we  regret  to  separate 
from  those  with  whom  we  have  been  for  so  many  years  associated,  yet  in 
view  of  the  reasons  presented  by  them,  and  the  great  distance  that  sepa- 
rates us  from  them  and,  consequently,  the  difficulty  of  meeting  as  often  as 
the  interest  of  the  Church  requires ;  therefore,

Resolved,  That  we  approve,  una nirh#us%,  the  measure  proposed  by  these 
brethren,  and  advise  them  to  organize  as  soon  as  possible  with  such  con- 
stitution and  other  regulations  as  may  not  be  inconsistent  with  the  Word 
of  God  and  the  Symbolical  Books  of  the  Lutheran  Church,  and  promise 
them  that  as  soon  as  the  President  shall  be  officially  informed  that  this 
has  been  done,  be  will  give  them  an  honorable  dismission  from  this  Synod, 
with  a  distinct  understanding,  however,  thai  a  regular  correspondence  be 
maintained  by  the  interchange  of  delegates  or  by  the  formation  of  some 
central  organization. 

Item  4.  Brother  Moretz's  letter  was  read. 

Item  5.  Brother  Wetzel,  is  referred  to  the  action  of  Synod  above  given. 

Item  G.  (Embracing  Nos.  1 — 3  of  Class  III.)  Subject  deferred  until  the 
proper  time  for  action. 

Item  7.  (Embracing  Nos.  4 — 6  of  Class  III.)  Resolved,  That,  as  broth- 
er L.  A.  Fox  is  otherwise  employed  and  cannot  serve  them,  the  petitioners 
be  advised  to  extend  a  call  to  Eev.  T.  Moser  or  Rev.  H.  Goodman  :  and 
we  promise  them  that  if  the  services  of  neither  of  them  can  be  secured  the 
ministers  residing  in  this  State  will  visit  them  as  often  as  possible. 

Committee  No.  Ill  presented  their  report. 

Report  on  Minutes  of  Sister  Synods. 

We,  your  committee,  have  examined  the  Minutes  of  Sister  Synods  placed' 
in  our  hands  and  notice 

1.  The  Minutes  of  the  E.  L.  Holeton  Svnod  in  its  sessions  of  1863  and 
1865. 

These  Minutes  contain  no  parochial  reports,  and  we  are,  therefore,  una- 
ble to  notice  any  statistical  items  except  that  the  Clerical  catalogue  con- 
tains the  names  of  nine  ordained  ministers. 

These  brethren,  notwithstanding  the  fiery  ordeal  through  which  they 
have  lately  passed,  are  still  alive  to  the  great  interests  of  our  beloved 
Church.  They  remain  the  unwavering  friends  of  her  doctrines  and  cus- 
toms. They  are  making  as  much  progress  as  we  could  expect  under  the 
circumstances. 

As  they  were  once  connected  with  this  Synod  we  recommend  that  a  del- 
egate be  appointed  to  their  next  session. 

2.  We  find  the  Minutes  of  the  third  convention  of  the  General  Synod  of 
the  Evan.  Luth.  Church  in  the  Confederate  States  of  America,  convened  in 
St.  John's  church,  Cabarrus  county,  N.  C,  June  14th,  I860. 

We  see  that  this  newly  organized  Synod  has  a  "mind  to  work,"  and  has; 
already  done  much  to  re-establish  the  doctrines  and  usages  of  our  Church 
in  the  synods  and  congregations  in  her  connection.  Among  other  things 
that  they  have  done  to  revive  true  Lutheranism,  they  have  adopted  the 
Augsburg  Confession  of  Faith  as  their  standard  of  doctrine.  We  hail  with 
pleasure  the  advances  these  brethren  have  made  ;  and  we  trust  that  ere 
long  the  entire  Lutheran  Church  in  this  country  can  "see  eye  to  eye"  and 
stand  firmly  upon  the  acknowledged  symbols  of  our  Church. 

3.  We  find  the  Minutes  of  the  twenty-second  convention  of  the  General 
Synod  of  the  Evan.  Luth.  Church  in  theU.  S.  A.,  which  met  in  Ft.  Wayne, 
la.,  on  the  17th  of  May,  1806. 
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This  Synod  embraces  21  district  synods,  with  074  ministers,  1085  con- 
gregations, and  101,439  communicants. 

We  learn  from  these  Minutes  that  a  schism  has  taken  place  in  this 
General  Synod.  The  "mother  Synod,"  the  Pa.  Synod,  has  withdrawn 
from  its  connection.  The  Pennsylvania  Synod  has  some  of  the  ablest  men 
of  the  Church  in  this  country  in  her  connection  and  a  larger  number  of 
communicants  than  any  other  synod  in  America.  The  real  ground  of  sep- 
aration is  the  doctrinal  unsoundness  of  the  General  Synod.  Other  large 
and  powerful  synods,  embracing  it  is  supposed  the  greater  part  of  the 
Lutheran  Church  in  this  country,  seem  to  sympathize  with  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Synod.  From  all  that  we  can  learn,  we  believe  a  great  revolution 
lias  begun  in  the  Lutheran  Church  in  the  Northern  and  Northwestern 
States,  which  we  trust  will  entirely  uproot  that  un -Lutheran,  fa-natical  ele- 
ment which  has  for  so  many  years  retarded  the  progress  of  our  Church  in 
America.

The  report  was  received  and  adopted. 

Dr.  M.  L.  Fox  made  application  to  be  taken  under  the  care  of  Synod  as 
a  student  of  theology.  A  committee  of  colloquium  was  appointed  to  con- 
fer with  him  upon  his  motives,  &c.  Committee:  Rev.  J.  R.  Peterson, 
Rev.  J.  M.  Smith,  and  Mr.  E.  Aderhold.

Resolved,  That  the  vacant  congregations  be  visited  as  often  as  possible 
by  each  minister,  until  they  can  be  regularly  supplied  by  pastors. 

The  committee  appointed  to  devise  a  plan  to  meet  the  wants  of  the  freed- 
nien,  made  a  report. 

(  FREEKMEM. 

Whereas,  The  colored  people  among  us  no  longer  sustain  the  same  re- 
lation to  the  white  man  they  did  formerly,  and  that  change  has  transferred 
the  individual  obligations  and  responsibility  of  owners  to  the  whole  Church; 
and, 

Whereas,  Some  of  them  were  formerly  members  of  our  congregations  and 
still  claim  membership  in  them,  but  owing  to  the  plainly  marked  distinc- 
tions which  God  has  made  between  us1  and  them,  giving  different  colors, 
&c,  it  is  felt  by  us,  and  them  also,  that  there  ought  to  be  separate  places 
of  worship,  and,  also,  separate  ecclesiastical  organizations,  so  that  every 
one  could  worship  God  with  the  least  possible  embarrassment;  and 

Whereas,  These  colored  people  are  considered  firm  adherents  to  our 
Church,  and  we  feel  it  our  imperative  duty  to  assist  them  in  adopting  such 
measures  as  will  meet  best  the  necessities  of  their  present  condition  ;  be  it, 
therefore, 

1.  Resolved,  That  whenever  any  of  our  colored  brethren  desire  to  preach, 
they  may  make  application  to  some  one  of  the  ministers  of  our  Synod,  who 
shall  inform  the  President,  when  it  shall  be  the  President's  duty  to  ap- 
point two  ordained  ministers  who,  in  connection  with  two  laymen  whom 
they  may  choose,  shall  constitute  a  committee  to  examine  the  candidate 
upon  his  motives  and  mental  and  moral  qualification,  and,  if  they  are  sat- 
isfied, to  license  him  to  preach  to,  catechise,  baptize,  and  celebrate  the 
rites  of  mrtrimony  among  those  of  his  own  race,  according  to  the  usages 
of  our  Church,  until  the  next  regular  session  of  Synod  thereafter,  when 
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said  committee  shall  report.  This  license,  however,  does  not  authorize 
them  to  preach  in  our  churches,  or  take  part  in  our  ecclesiastical  meetings: 
nevertheless  they  are  permitted  to  worship  with  us  as  heretofore,  yet  we 
advise  them  to  erect  houses  for  themselves  in  which  they  may  worship. 

2.  Resolved,  That  we  will  use  every  reasonable  means  to  aid  them  in 
organizing  and  building  up  congregations.

Resolved,  That  our  Minutes  be  printed,  and  that  one  copy  be  sent  each 
minister  of  our  Synod  and  each  Lutheran  Synod  in  the  Southern  States. 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  body  are  due,  and  are  hereby  tendered 
to  the  people  of  this  vicinity  for  their  kindness  and  hospitality  extended  to 
us  during  our  stay  among  them,  and  that  this  be  read  by  the  President 
from  the  pulpit  with  such  remarks  as  he  may  deem*  appropriate,  on  to- 
morrow at  the  opening  of  the  second  service. 

Synod  then  adjourned  with  prayer  by  the  President,  to  meet  in  session 
at  the  time  and  place  appointed.

Sunday  afternoon  Eev.  J.  E.  Peterson  preached.  Text,  Mat.  7  :  13-14. 
After  the  sermon  the  members  of  Synod  and  many  other  followers  of  Christ 
participated  in  the  Holy  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper. 

Thus  closed  the  day  and  ended  the  meeting  of  one  of  the  most  impor- 
tant, pleasant  and  interesting  sessions  in  the  history  of  this  Synod.  May 
the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  own  and  bless  it,  and  may  streams  issue 
from  it  to  make  glad  the  city  of  our  God.

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APPENDIX  A. 


OOISTSTITTJTIO^T 

OF  THE 

Evangelical  Lutheran  Tennessee  Synod. 

(AS  REVISED  IN  1866.) 


Article  I. 

The  name  of  this  Synod  shall  be  The  Evangelical  Lutheran  Ten- 
nessee Synod. 

Article  II. 

Sec.  1.  The  Holy  Scriptures,  the  inspired  writings  of  the  Old  and  New 
Testaments,  shall  be  the  only  rule  and  standard  of  doctrine  and  church 
discipline. 

Sec  2.  As  a  true  and  faithful  exhibition  of  the  doctrines  of  the  Holy 
Scriptures,  in  regard  to  matters  of  faith  and  practice,  this  Synod  receives 
the  three  Ancient  Symbols  :  the  Apostolic,  Nicene,  and  Athanasian  creeds ; 
and  the  Unaltered  Augsburg  Confession  of  Faith.  It  receives  also  the 
other  Symbolical  Books  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  viz:  The 
Apology,  the  Smalcald  Articles,  the  Smaller  and  Larger  Catechisms  of 
Luther,  and  the  Formula  of  Concord — as  true  Scriptural  developments  of 
the  doctrines  taught  in  the  Augsburg  Confession. 

Article  III. 

Sec.  1.  This  Synod  shall  be  composed  of  regularly  ordained  ministers  of 
the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  and  lay-delegates.  The  lay-delegatea 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  congregations  in  connection  with  this  Synod  to 
represent  them  in  the  Synodical  Meetings. 

Sec  2.  Each  one  of  these  congregations  shall  have  the  right  to  appoint 
one  such  delegate  who  shall  have  equal  rights  and  privileges  with  the 
ministers  transacting  the  business  of  Synod. 

Sec  3.  Every  minister  desiring  to  be  received  into  connection  with  this 
Synod,  shall  on  his  reception,  be  required  to  subscribe  this  Constitution. 

Sec  4.  No  minister  in  connection  with  this  Synod,  shall  be  allowed  to 
teach  any  thing,  nor  shall  Synod  transact  any  business  contrary  to  the 
concessional  basis  as  set  forth  m  Article  II. 

Sec.  5.  No  business  shall  be  transacted  secretly  or  under  closed  doors, 
unless  au  unhappy  period  should  arrive,  in  which  the  Church  would  be 
liable  to  persecution,  except  such  as  relates  to  the  moral  character  of  a 
minister,  and  to  the  examination  of  candidates  for  the  ministerial  office.— 
Cases  of  this  kind  if  deemed  necessary  and  expedient,  may  be  attended  to 
in  a  private  session  of  Synod. 
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Article  IV. 

Sec  1.  The  business  of  this  Synod  shall  be  to  employ  the  proper  means 
for  the  promulgation  of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  to  impart  its  advice  in 
matters  of  Christian  faith  and  life,  to  detect  and  expose  erroneous  doctrines 
and  false  teachers,  and  to  investigate  charges  of  false  doctrines,  wrong 
practice,  and  immoralities  of  life,  preferred  against  any  of  its  ministers, 
and  finding  them  guilty,  to  expel  and  depose  from  the  Synod  and  holy  office 
of  the  ministry,  such  as  refuse  after  due  admonition  to  repent  of  their  wrong. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  Synod  as  soon  as  the  wants  of  the  church 
shall  demand,  and  its  resources  will  justify  to  engage  in  the  work  of  Mis- 
sions both  domestic  and  foreign  :  and  also  in  the  work  of  beneficiary  Edu- 
cation for  the  purpose  of  preparing  indigent  young  men  of  talents  and  piety 
for  the  work  of  the  ministry  in  connection  with  the  Lutheran  Church  ac- 
cording to  such  regulations  as  it  may  adopt,  and  considei  best  calculated  to 
promote  these  great  objects. 

Sec  3.  Upon  application  to  examine  candidates  for  the  ministry,  this 
Synod  shall  make  the  necessary  provisions  to  attend  to  such  application, 
and  after  due  approval  by  a  majority  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  voting, 
appointing  one  or  more  Pastors  to  consecrate  such  candidate  to  the  office 
of  the  ministry  at  some  suitable  time  and  place  by  the  laying  on  of  hands 
and  prayer. 

Sec  4.  Synod  shall  require  a  probationary  period  of  not  less  than  one 
year,  during  which  time  all  candidates  for  the  ministerial  office  shall  be 
taken  on  trial. 

Sec.  5.  Upon  application,  this  Synod  may  receive  congregations  who 
may  desire  to  be  connected  with  it,  provided  they  subscribe  this  Constitu- 
tion. 


Article  t. 

The  officers  of  this  Synod  shall  be  a  President,  Secretary,  Corresponding 
Secretary,  and  Treasurer.  A  majority  of  all  votes  cast  will  be  required  to 
constitute  an  election  to  any  office.  The  duties  of  these  officers  shall  be 
such  as  usually  devolves  upon  the  same  in  other  public  bodies,  or  as  may- 
be made  obligatory  upon  them  from  time  lo  time,  by  Synod.  They  shall 
be  elected  by  ballot,  at  the  regular  session,  annually,  and  hold  their  offices 
until  their  successors  are  elected. 


Article  VI. 

Synod  shall  meet  from  time  to  time  upon  its  own  adjournments.  Extra, 
sessions  may  be  called  by  the  President,  when  requested  for  good  and  suf- 
ficient reasons,  to  do  so,  by  two  ministers  and  two  lay-men  in  its  connection. 

Article  VII. 

Synod  may  at  any  regular  meeting,  by  a  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  all 
the  members  present,  make  such  regulations  and  by-laws  as  may  be  deem- 
ed necessary,  not  inconsistent  with  this  Constitution. 
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AriaeSe  VIM. 

If  any  thing  contained  in  these  articles  should  hereafter  he  deemed  con 
trary  to  the  Confessional  Basis  of  this  Synod,  oppressive,  or  inexpedient, 
it  may  be  altered  or  amended.  Put  nothing  contained  in  this  Constitution 
shall  he  altered  or  amended  unless  a  proposition  for  alteration  or  amend- 
ment shall  have  been  laid  before  one  of  the  sessions  of  Synod,  in  writing, 
and  agreed  to  by  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  voting.  The  proposition 
thus  agreed  to,  shall  then  be  laid,  in  due  form,  by  the  Synod  in  its  Minutes 
before  the  congregations  in  its  connection,  for  ratification  or  rejection  by 
them  ;  and  the  ministers  or  vestries  of  these  congregations  shall,  at  some 
suitable  time,  before  the  next  succeeding  sessions  of  Synod,  take  the  vote 
ot  these  congregations,  on  the  Constitution  as  amended,  allowing  the  mem- 
bers to  vote  for  its  ratification  or  rejection  and  send  a  statement  of  the  vote 
to  that  Fession  of  Synod.  If.  then,  it  shall  be  ascertained  by  Synod  that 
a  majority  of  these  congregations  have  voted  in  favor  of  ratification,  the 
amendment  shall  become  and  be  declared  by  Synod  on  the  face  of  its  Min- 
utes a  valid  part  of  said  Constitution,  and  the  parts  thereof  repugnant  to- 
such  alteration,  void.

RULES  OF  ORDER  AND  BY-LAWS. 


rules  ow  obs>ee. 

Rule  1 — At  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  meeting,  if  three  ordained 
ministers  and  three  lay-delegates  be  present,  they  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Rule  2. — The  first  session  shall  be  opened  by  the  President  with  suita- 
ble religious  exercises  ;  and  in  the  absence  of  the  President,  by  the  Secre- 
tary ;  and  in  the  absence  of  both,  by  one  of  the  older  ministprs  present. — 
And  every  succeeding  session  shall  be  opened  and  closed  with  prayer,  after 
which,  in  opening,  the  roll  shall  be  called  and,  if  the  first  session  of  the 
day,  the  minutes  of  the  preceding  day  read,  amended,  if  necessary,  and 
approved. 

Rule  3. — The  lay-delegates  shall  then  present  their  certificates  of  elec- 
tion, and  their  names,  shall  be  registered  by  the  Secretary  as  members  of 
Synod. 

Rule  4. — The  President  shall  read  his  Annual  Report  as  the  last  official 
act  of  his  term,  and  then  announce  the  election  of  officers  for  the  ensuing 
year.    The  election  shall  then  be  held. 

Rule  5. — Delegates  from  other  ecclesiastical  bodies  may  be  admitted, 
and  advisory  members  may  be  received. 
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Rule  G. — The  minutes  of  the  last  session  of  Synod  maybe  read;  aU 
papers  intended  for  Synod  shall  he  handed  in  ;  and  verbal  notice  may  be 
given  of  any  important  business  intended  to  be  brought  before  Synod. 

Rule  7. — If  the  number  of  papers  laid  before  Synod  be  large,  the  Presi- 
dent may  appoint  a  committee  to  class  and  number  them  according  to 
their  contents;  if,  however,  the  number  be  small,  the  President  shall  ar- 
range them  and  place  them  in  the  hands  of  the  committees  to  which  they 
appropriately  belong.    The  President  shall  appoint  the  following 

COM  MITT  EES  : 

1.  On  President's  Report. 

2.  On  Unfinished  Business. 

3.  Of  Examination  of  candidates  for  the  Ministry. 

4.  On  the  State  of  the  Church. 

5.  On  Letters  and  Petitions. 
G.  On  Treasurer's  Report. 

7.  On  Minutes  of  Sister  Synods. 

The  President  may  appoint  as  many  special  committees  as  may  be 

necessary. 

Rule  8. — The  vacant  congregations  shall  be  inquired  after,  and  provis- 
ions shall  be  made  for  them. 

Rule  9. — The  report  of  committees  may  be  heard  and  acted  upon  at  any 
time,  and  the  intervals  be  occupied  by  the  items  of  promiscuous  business. 

Rule  10. — "When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  or  deliver  any  matter, 
he  shall  rise  from  his  seat  and  respectfully  address  the  President,  but  shall 
not  proceed  until  recognized  by  him. 

Rule  11. — "Whenever  any  member  shall  be  called  to  order  by  the  Pres- 
ident he  shall  sit  down,  and,  also,  when  called  to  order  by  any  member, 
unless  the  President  decide  in  his  lavor. 

By  leave  of  Synod  a  member  called  to  order  may  clear  a  matter  of  fact 
or  explain,  but  shall  not  proceed  in  debate  so  long  as  the  decision  is  against 
him  but  by  permission  of  the  House.  Any  member  may  appeal  trom  the 
decision  of  the  President,  and,  if,  upon  the  appeal  the  decision  be  in  favor 
of  the  member  called  to  order,  he  may  proceed  j  if  otherwise,  he  shall  not, 
except,  by  leave  of  the  House;  and  if,  in  the  judgment  of  the  House,  the 
case  requires,  he  shall  be  liable  to  censure. 

Rule  12. — When  two  or  more  members  rise  at  the  same  time  the  Pres- 
ident shall  name  the  member  to  speak. 

Rule  13. — No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  ques- 
tion, and  the  first  shall  not  be  longer  than  fifteen  minutes  and  the  second 
not  more  than  five  minutes,  without  leave  of  the  House. 

Rule  14. — "Whilst  the  President  is  putting  a  question  to  or  addressing 
the  House  no  member  shall  speak,  stand  up  or  walk  out  or  across  the 
house  ;  nor  when  any  member  is  speaking,  entertain  private  discourse, 
stand  or  pass  between  him  and  the  Chair. 

Rule  15. — Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  house  when  the  question 
is  put,  shall  give  his  vote,  unless  the  House  shall  for  special  reasons  excuse 
him. 
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Rule  16. — When  a  motion  is  made  and  seconded,  it  shall  be  stated  by 
the  President,  or,  if  it  be  written,  it  shall  be  handed  to  the  President  and 
it  shall  be  read  aloud  either  by  himself  or  some  one  whom  he  may  designate. 

Rule  17. — Every  motion  shall  be  written  if  the  President  or  any  two 
members  desire  it. 

Rule  18. — After  a  motion  is  stated  or  read  by  the  President  it  shall  be 
deemed  in  possession  of  the  House,  but  may  be  withdrawn  or  amended 
before  a  decision,  except  in  case  of  a  motion  to  reconsider,  which  motion 
shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  in  possession  of  the  House  and  shall  not 
be  withdrawn  without  the  leave  of  the  House. 

Rule  19. — "When  a  question  is  under  discussion,  no  motion  shall  be  re- 
ceived, but  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  postpone  indefinitely,  to  post- 
pone to  a  certain  day,  to  commit,  or  to  amend. 

Rule  20. — When  a  question  is  postponed  indefinitely-,  it  shall  not  be 
acted  upon  again  during  the  session. 

Rule  21. — Any  member  may  call  for  a  division  of  the  question  when  it 
shall  admit  of  it,  which  shall  be  determined  by  the  President. 

Rule  22. — When  a  motion  has  once  been  carried  in  the  affirmative  or 
negative,  it  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  of  the  majority  to  move  for 
the  reconsideration  thereof,  and  no  motion  to  reconsider  shall  be  taken 
from  the  table  except  by  a  two-thirds  vote. 

Rule  23. — When  the  yeas  and  nays  are  called  for  on  any  question,  it 
shall  be  on  motion,  and  if  seconded  by  one-fifth  of  the  members  present, 
the  question  shall  be  decided  by  yeas  and  nays. 

Rule  24. — Decency  of  speech  shall  be  observed,  and  personal  reflections 
carefully  avoided. 

Rule  25. — No  member  or  officer  shall  absent  himself  from  the  house 
without  leave,  unless  from  sickness  or  inability. 

Rule  26. — Any  member  may  excuse  himself  at  the  time  of  his  appoint- 
ment, if  he  is  a  member  of  two  standing  committees. 

Rule  27 — If  any  member  shall  necessarily  be  absent  on  any  business  of 
the  House  when  the  vote  is  taken,  he  shall,  on  motion,  upon  entering  the 
house  be  permitted  to  cast  his  vote. 

Rule  28. — Each  minister  in  connection  with  this  Synod  shall  hand  in 
his  Parochial  Report,  which  may  be  read  before  Synod,  and  shall  embrace 
the  usual  items,  and  any  other  the  Synod  may  at  any  time  require. 

Rule  29. — Election  of  delegates  to  ecclesiastical  bodies  in  correspondence 
with  this  Synod,  shall  be  held. 

Rule  30. — The  time  and  place  of  holding  the  next  session  of  Synod' 
shall  be  determined. 

Rule  31. — Should  any  of  the  officers  of  Synod  be  absent,  they  shall  send 
their  reports  with  the  documents  which  may  have  come  to  their  hands 
during  the  interval  of  Synod.  In  case  of  the  necessary  absence  of  an 
officer  during  the  sessions  of  Synod,  he  shall  nominate  a  substitute  pro 
tempore. 

Rule  32. — A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order  except  when 
the  House  is  voting  or  some  member  is  speaking,  and  shall  be  decided 
without  debate. 
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Rul«  33  —  The  Synod  shall  be  dismissed  by  the  President  with  appro- 
priate religious  service. 

Rule  34. — Any  of  the  foregoing  rules  may  be  altered  or  amended,  at 
{iny  regular  sc-sion  of  Synod,  by  the  concurring  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  present,  after  having  given  notice  at  the  previous  session  of  Synod. 
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BY-LAWS. 


Article  I. 

OF  THE  PRESIDENT  OF  SYNOD. 

Sec.  1.  The  President  must  be  chosen  from  among  the  ordained  minis- 
ters of  this  body  ;  and  at  every  session  of  Synod,  if  present,  he  shall  deliver 
the  opening  sermon  ;  and  in  connection  with  the  pastor  loci  and  elders  of 
the  congregation  in  which  the  Synod  convenes,  shall  appoint  the  individ- 
uals who  shall  preach  during  the  sessions  of  Synod. 

Sec.  2.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  the  sessions  of  Synod  ;  see  that 
order  is  observed  ;  not  suffer  more  than  one  member  to  speak  at  a  time, 
securing  to  each  the  liberty  to  speak  without  interruption  from  others  ;  and 
prevent  the  speaker  from  deviating  from  the  subject  before  the  House. 

Sec.  3.  The  President  at  the  commencement  of  every  Synod  shall  present 
a  written  report  of  all  the  official  business  transacted,  of  the  letters  received 
by  him,  since  the  last  regular  meeting,  and  of  all  the  important  events  that 
have  occurred  relating  to  Synod  which  may  have  come  to  his  knowledge; 
and  he  may  recommend  for  consideration  such  measures  as  he  may  deem 
necessary  or  calculated  to  promote  the  interest  of  the  Church.  This  report 
shall  be  dealt  with  as  other  papers  coming  before  Synod. 

Sec.  4.  If  any  minister  of  this  Synod  removes  into  the  bounds  of  any 
other  Evan.  Lutheran  Synod,  the  President,  upon  his  request,  may  grant 
him  an  honorable  dismission  to  that  Synod. 

Sec.  5.  The  President,  by  substituting  a  chairman,  is  at  liberty  to  take 
part  in  the  discussion  of  any  subject.  When  on  any  question  the  vote 
should  be  a  tie,  the  President  shall  give  the  casting  vote  except  when  vot- 
ing by  ballot. 

Sec.  6.  Should  the  President  depart  this  life,  or  cease  to  be  a  member  of 
this  Synod,  the  senior  minister  shall  himself  succeed  him  or  shall  appoint 
some  one  to  fill  the  chair. 
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Article  II. 

OF  THE  SECRETARY. 

See.  1.  The  Secretary  must  be  elected  from  among  the  ordained  ministers 
of  this  Synod,  and  should  possess  suitable  qualifications  for  the  discharge 
of  the  duties  of  this  office. 

Sec.  2.  He  shall  make  a  faithful  and  accurate  record  of  the  proceedings 
of  Synod,  and  carefully  preserve  all  the  papers  and  documents  unless  oth- 
erwise disposed  of  by  the  keeper  of  the  archives  of  Synod.  The  Secretary 
shall  attest  with  his  official  signature  all  certificates,  all  resolutions  respect- 
ing ministers,  delegates  or  churches,  and  the  Minutes  of  Synod. 

Sec.  3.  If  during  the  interval  of  the  sessions  of  Synod  the  Secretary 
should  become  disqualified  for  his  office  or  cease  to  be  a  member  of  this 
Synod,  the  President  shall  take  charge  of  all  the  papers  of  Synod  which 
were  in  his  hands  and  retain  them,  or  shall  appoint  some  one  to  discharge 
the  duties  of  the  office  until  the  next  meeting  of  Synod. 


Article  III. 

OF  THE  TREASURER. 

Sec.  1.  The  Treasurer  shall  take  charge  of  all  the  monies  belonging  to 
Synod,  and  shall  keep  them  subject  to  its  order.  He  shall  present  at  each 
annual  meeting  of  Synod  a  detailed  and  faithful  account  of  the  state  of  the 
Treasury. 

Sec.  2.  An  order  from  the  President  attested  by  the  Secretary,  shall  be  a 
sufficient  voucher  for  him  to  pay  money  out  of  the  Treasury. 

Sec.  3.  The  Treasurer  is  to  see  to  the  printing  of  the  Minutes,  if  the 
Synod  orders  their  publication,  and  to  distribute  them  to  each  of  the  min- 
ister's charges  in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  money  received  by  Synod 
from  them  for  that  purpose- 

Sec.  4.  Should  the  Treasurer  depart  this  life  or  become  in  any  way  dis- 
qualified for  his  office,  during  the  recess  of  Synod,  the  Secretary  shall  take 
charge  of  all  the  property  belonging  to  Synod  that  may  be  in  his  hands 
and  discharge  the  duties  of  the  office  until  the  vacancy  is  filled  by  Synod. 


Article  IV. 

PROCESS  OF  SYNOD  AGAINST  AN  ACCUSED  MINISTER. 

Sec.  1.  As  the  honor  and  success  of  the  Gospel  depends  very  much  upon 
the  character  of  its  Ministers,  the  Synod  should  guard  with  the  utmost  care 
and  impartiality  the  characters  of  its  members.  No  Minister  on  account 
of  his  office  should  be  screened  from  the  hands  of  justice  ;  neither,  on  the 
other  hand,  should  scandalous  charges  be  received  or  circulated  against 
him  on  slight  and  uncertain  grounds. 
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Sec  2.  Should  any  member  of  the  Church  know  a  Minister  to  be  guilty 
of  a  private  fault,  he  should  reprove  him,  in  private,  in  a  brotherly  man- 
ner. [See  Matt,  xviii:  15.]  Jf  this  prove  fruitless,  he  should  apply  to  the 
church  council,  who  shall  admonish  the  accused  according  to  the  above 
named  text,  or  if  the  minister  has  no  pastoral  charge  he  shall  report  him 
to  the  President  of  Synod  who  shall  admonish  him.  If  he  still  will  not 
hear,  he  must  be  reported  to  the  Synod  to  whose  decisions  he  must  yield. 

Sec.  3.  Should  a  Minister  be  guilty  of  a  gross  violation  of  the  principles 
of  piety,  rales  of  morality  or  errors  in  the  fundamental  doctrines  of  our 
Church,  the  member  or  members  acquainted  with  the  facts,  shall  immedi- 
ately inform  the  President  of  Synod,  who  shall  call  without  delay  a  session 
of  Synod,  if  two  ministers  and  two  laymen  request  it,  to  be  held  in  one  of 
the  congregations  of  the  accused  if  he  has  a  charge,  if  he  has  not,  in  a 
congregation  most  convenient  to  the  place  where  the  alleged  offense  or 
offenses  were  committed.  But  if  such  a  charge  be  brought  within  three 
months  of  the  regular  session,  action  in  the  case  shall  be  deferred  until  the 
regular  meeting,  and  the  President  shall  suspend  immediately  the  accused 
from  the  exercise  of  all  ministerial  functions  until  his  case  is  decided. 

Sec.  4.  The  President  shall  notify  specially  the  parties  of  the  call  session 
and  enjoin  it  upon  them  to  appear  at  the  time  and  place  appointed,  pre- 
pared to  furnish  all  the  testimony  for  and  against  the  accused.  When  all 
the  evidence  shall  have  been  collected  the  Synod  shall  proceed  to  give  tin-, 
subject  a  fair,  candid  and  impartial  investigation.  The  accused  shall  be 
suspended,  deposed,  acquitted,  or  dealt  with  in  whatever  manner  the  evi- 
dences of  the  case  may  require. 

Sec.  5.  The  President  shall  notify  his  charge  of  the  decision  in  his  case. 

Sec.  C,  Should  any  congregation  in  our  connection  continue  or  procure 
the  services  of  a  minister  who  has  been  suspended  or  deposed,  its  connec- 
tion with  this  Synod  shall  be  dissolved. 

Sec.  7.  If  a  Minister,  against  whom  serious  charges  are  preferred,  be 
duly  notified  and  refuse  to  attend  the  meeting  appointed  to  investigate.his 
case,  he  shall  be  immediately  suspended  from  the  exercise  of  all  the  min- 
isterial functions. 


Article  V. 

ADMISSION  OF  MINISTERS. 

Sec.  1.  Any  person  desiring  to  become  a  Minister  in  this  body,  shall 
make  application  to  the  Synod,  when  a  committee  of  three  shall  be  ap- 
pointed to  confer  with  him  upon  his  motives  in  becoming  a  Minister,  and 
ascertain  as  far  as  possible  his  character  as  regards  morality  and  piety, 
and  report  the  result  to  Synod;  if  it  be  favorable,  he  shall  then  be  directed 
to  place  himself  under  the  care  of  some  member  of  this  Synod  (who  may 
grant  him  when  qualified  license  to  preach  and  catechise  until  the  next  an- 
nual session);  or  to  put  himself  under  the  tuition  of  some  approved  Theo- 
logical Senainary.  , 
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In  the  interim  of  annual  sessions,  this  application  must  be  made  to  the 
President,  who  with  another  Minister  shall  examine  him,  and,  if  satisfied, 
direct  him  to  the  care  of  some  Minister  or  approved  Seminary. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever  one  or  more  congregations  make  application  for  the 
licensure  of  a  candidate  for  the  ministry  he  shall  be  carefully  examined  in 
reference  to  his  literary  and  theological  attainments.  If  he  sustains  the 
examination  to  the  satisfaction  of  Synod,  he  shall  be  publicly  licensed  to 
the  next  annual  session  of  Synod.  The  vote  shall  be  taken  by  ballot,  and 
it  shall  require  a  two-thirds  vote  to  secure  license. 

Sec.  3.  When  one  or  more  congregations  shall  ask  for  the  services  and 
pray  for  the  ordination  of  any  candidate  for  the  ministry,  he  shall  be  ex- 
amined as  to  his  qualifications,  and  shall,  also,  submit  to  Synod  for  con- 
sideration a  written  essay  upon  some  theological  subject  and  a  sermon.  If 
he  sustains  a  satisfactory  examination,  he  shall  be  ordained  to  the  office  of 
Pastor.  The  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  present  shall  be  neces- 
sary to  secure  his  ordination.  The  ordination  must  be  conducted  accord- 
ing to  our  Liturgy. 

Sec.  4.  Should  an  ordained  miuister  of  any  other  religious  denomination 
make  application  to  be  received  into  connection  with  this  Synod,  he  shall 
be  examined  as  to  his  motives,  his  knowledge  of  the  Theology  of  the  Church 
and  his  willingness  to  maintain  all  the  doctrines  of'the  confessions  of  our 
church.  The  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  of  any  regular 
meeting  of  Synod  shall  be  necessary  to  his  reception. 


Article  VI. 

SPECIAL  DUTIES. 

When  any  particular  duty  is  assigned  to  any  minister  or  ministers  by 
resolution  of  Synod  or  otherwise,  it  shall  be  their  duty  faithfully  to  comply 
with  such  requirements  ;  but  should  they  fail  to  do  so,  they  must  render 
their  excuse  ;  if  satisfactory,  they  shall  be  excused;  if  not,  they  shall  be 
censured  or  otherwise  dealt  with  as  the  nature  of  the  case  requires. 


BATIFYING  CLAUSE. 

Any  of  the  above  By-Laws  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  regular 
session  of  Synod  by  the  concurring  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  pres- 
ent, notice  having  been  given  for  such  amendment  at  the  previous  annual 
session  of  Synod.

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT. 

Dear  Brethren  : — Through  the  mercy  of  a  kind  Father  we  are  permit- 
ted to  meet  again  as  brethren  of  the  same  faith  to  attend  to  His  business  ; 
to  spend  a  few  days  together  in  sweet  communion  ;  and  to  interchange 
thoughts,  compare  views,  and  strengthen  each  other's  hands  in  the  great 
work  of  saying  souls. 

During  the  past  year  God  has  been  with  us  and  blessed  us  with  innu- 
merable blessings.  Thanks  be  to  His  Great  Name  for  his  forbearance, 
goodness  and  mercy.  We  should  contemplate  anew,  to-day,  that  ineffable 
love,  and  feel  constrained  to  make  suitable  returns  of  gratitude  to  the  Giver 
of  all  good  for  all  His  mercies,  and,  especially  for  permitting  so  many  of 
us  to  meet  under  such  favorable  circumstances. 
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But,  whilst  we  rejoice  at  the  blessings  which  have  been  so  profusely 
poured  upon  us,  our  joy  is  mixed  with  grief.  With  tearful  eyes  we  are 
compelled  to  record  the*  death  of  a  dear  young  brother.  Rev.  D.  E.  Fox, 
after  a  lingering  illness,  was  called  to  his  reward.  Ordained  at  our  last 
session,  he  was  just  entering  fairly  upon,  and  prepared  fully  for  his  Mas- 
ter's work.  Death  found  him  with  his  armor  on,  ready  to  obey  his  Fath- 
er's bidding.  In  the  spring-time  of  his  life,  when  earth  is  sweetest,  he  waa 
willing  to  die. 

As  we  stand  in  the  dark  shadow  of  death,  we  are  reminded  of  our  own 
end.  As  we  look  at  his  vacant  seat  how  deeply  should  we  feel  the  respon- 
sibility resting  upon  us  as  the  servants  of  the  Most  High  God,  who  are 
soon  to  render  a  strict  account  for  our  stewardship.  At  the  end  of  the 
year,  how  appropriate  is  the  present  occasion  for  a  prayerful  review  of  our 
past  ministerial  course,  and  lor  deep  humiliation  before  God  on  account  of 
our  remissness  in  duty.  In  the  beginning  of  a  new  year,  how  suitable  for 
the  formation  of  new  purposes  of  obedience  and  fidelity.  May  God  grant 
us  His  Spirit  to  enlighten  us  upon  our  duties,  guide  us  according  to  His 
holy  will,  and  aid  us  this  day  in  consecrating  afresh  all  our  energies  to 
His  service. 

In  compliance  with  your  resolution  of  last  session  I  will  proceed  to  give 
you  an  account  of  my 

Official  Acts. 

I  granted  permission  to  Bro.  D.  S.  Henkel  to  preach  at  St.  Peter's 
church,  Rowan  county,  N.  C,  and  to  visit  vacant  churches  in  Cabarrus, 
Union  and  Mecklenburg  counties  of  the  same  State.  I  gave  him  permis- 
sion at  a  later  period  to  resign  his  charge  to  pursue  his  education. 

These  are  all  the  official  acts  I  found  necessary  to  perform  during  the 
year.  And,  now,  I  return  to  you  the  chair  so  kindly  given  me  May  the 
blessings  of  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  attend  vour  deliberations.

Caterfiization, 

Whereas  the  ancient  Lutheran  custom  of  thoroughly  catechising  those 
who  propose  to  become  members  of  our  communion  previous  to  their  con- 
firmation, is  in  some  places  falling  into  disuse,  and  a  rather  loose  custom 
of  receiving  uncatechised  persons  into  the  church  without  the  slightest 
examination  of  them  in  regard  to  their  religious  knowledge  and  other 
qualification  for  church  membership,  has  been  practiced  by  some;  be  it, 
therefore, 

Resolved,  That  we  earnestly  recommend  all  our  ministers  and  congrega- 
tions in  future  to  see  to  it  that,  if  it.  can  possibly  be  done,  all  who  make 
application  for  church  membership  be  thoroughly  instructed  by  catechisa- 
tion  in  the  doctrines  and  usages  of  our  church  previous  to  their  confirma- 
tion. But  in  such  extraordinary  cases,  as  when  persons  of  age  and  exper- 
ience make  application,  or  when  such  young  persons  as  have  been  so  fav- 
orably situated  as  to  have  had  opportunity  to  become  acquainted  with  and 
to  have  informed  themselves  of  our  doctriues  and  customs,  seek  church 
privileges,  we  recommend  that  their  request  be  granted;  but,  in  no  case 
until  such  persons  have  been  examined  by  the  pastor  before  the  council 
and  approved  by  them. 

Bro.  A.  J.  Fox  introduced  to  the  notice  of  Synod  the  subject  of  the  di- 
vision of  its  territory  into  Conferences. 

On  motion,  it  was  made  the  special  order  of  to-morrow  at  2  o'clock,  P.  M. 

A  paper  was  read  concerning  the  "Evangelical  Lutheran." 

On  motion,  it  was  made  the  subject  of  special  consideration  on  Saturday 
morning.

Synod  was  opened  with  prayer  by  Rev.  A.  J.  Fox. 
Minutes  of  yesterday  were  read  and  approved. 

Spanish  Grove  church,  Forsyth e  county,  N.  C,  on  application,  was  re- 
ceived into  connection  with  Synod  and  its  delegate  enrolled  among  the 
members  of  this  session. 

The  committee  on  the  Unfinished  Business  of  last  session  offered  their 
report. 

Report  oil  Unfinished  Business. 

We,  your  committee  on  the  Unfinished  Business  of  the  last  session  of 
Synod,  beg  leave  to  refer  Synod 

1.  To  item  second,  12th  page  of  the  Minutes.  We  recommend  that  in- 
quiry be  made  whether  the  delinquent  brethren  have  taken  the  vote  on 
the  Revised  Constitution. 

2.  To  item  third  ot  the  same  page.  We  recommend  that  the  committee 
appointed  to  prepare  a  code  of  By-Laws  and  Rules  of  Order  be  called  upon 
to  report. 

3.  To  the  15th  page.  We  call  the  attention  of  Svnod  to  the  subject  there 
referred  to-  T.  MOSER,

Accepted  and  adopted. 

Item  1st.  Brethren  answered  verbally. 

The  following  was  then  adopted: 

Inasmuch  as  the  Revised  Constitution,  prepared  by  the  Extra  Session  of 
this  Synod  convened  in  Zion  church,  Catawba  county,  N.  C,  on  the  2Cth 
day  of  March,  1864,  upon  which  final  action  was  postponed  by  the  regular 
session  in  1864,  and  again  in  1865  to  the  present  session,  has  been  approv- 
ed by  a  large  majority  of  the  congregations  of  our  Synod  ;  be  it,  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  it  is  and  shall  be,  until  altered,  amended  or  disapproved 
by  this  Synod  in  the  manner  provided  for  in  its  last  article,  the  organic 
law  of  this  Synod.    (For  Constitution  see  Appendix  A.) 

Item  2d.  The  committee  had  discharged  their  duty,  and  offered  their 
report.    It  was  accepted,  considered  and  approved  by  rules  and  sections. 

On  motion,  Rev.  J.  R.  Peterson  was  excused  from  voting  on  section  2d, 
of  Article  V. 

Resolved,  That  the  Rules  of  Order  and  By-Laws,  which  have  been  read 
and  approved,  rule  by  rule,  and  section  by  section,  be  now  adopted  as  a 
whole,  and,  henceforth,  until  altered  or  amended  as  provided  for  in  the 
last  Article,  be  in  full  force  and  effect  in  the  Synod. 

Rev.  H.  Goodman  records  his  vote  against  the  resolution. 
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Jiesotved,  That,  if  a  sufficiency  of  funds  can  be  procured,  the  Constitution 
and  Rules  of  Order  and  By-Laws  be  printed;  and  that  the  Secretary  be 
requested  to  transcribe  them  into  our  Sy nodical  Book. 

A  new  officer  being  provided  for  by  the  By-Laws,  an  election  was  held 
for  Corresponding  Secretary.    Rev.  Dr.  A.  J.  Fox  was  duly  elected. 
Synod  adjourned  until  after  public  worship. 

A  sermon  was  preached  by  Rev.  H.  Goodman.    Text:  Isaiah  xxxv :  8. 
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Friday,  2  o'clock,  P.  M. 
Synod  was  called  to  order  by  the  President.    The  order  for  the  hour  be- 
ing the  subject  of  Conferences,  the  consideration  of  Rev.  Dr.  Fox's  resolu- 
tion was  resumed. 

With  only  two  dissenting  voices  it  was  adopted. 

CONFEKENCES. 

Whereas  there  are  many  things  relating  to  the  interest  of  the  Church 
that  may  be  discussed  by  the  ministers  and  intelligent  laymen  of  the 
Church,  that  are  not  suitable  for  the  consideration  of  the  whole  Synod,  for 
several  reasons,  but,  especially,  because  their  discussion  would  protract 
too  much  the  Synodical  sessions  ;  and, 

Whereas,  we  believe  that  meetings  where  several  ministers  preach  for 
peveral  days  in  succession,  would  be  productive  of  much  good,  as  it  would 
bring  more  people  under  the  influence  of  the  pure  doctrine  of  our  Church, 
and,  in  a  measure  remove  that  monotony  occasioned  by  the  continued 
labors  of  the  same  minister  for  a  long  series  of  years  ;  be  it,  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  authorizes  the  organization  of  three  Confer- 
ences in  North  Carolina,  and  one  in  South  Carolina,  to  meet  as  often  as 
the  Conferences  themselves  may  deem  it  necessary  to  deliberate  upon  such 
matters,  and  discuss  such  subjects  as  their  members  may  think  most  con- 
ducive to  the  interest  of  our  beloved  Lutheran  Church  within  the  territorial 
limits  of  each  Conference, — provided,  however,  that  no  business  shall  be 
transacted  which  properly  belongs  to  Synod,  though  each  Conference  may 
make  suggestions  to  Synod. 

The  Eastern  District  shall  embrace  Mt.  Pleasant,  (Alamance),  Coble's, 
Melanchthon's,  Emmanuel's  (Davidson),  Pilgrim's,  Beck's,  New  Jerusa- 
lem, Spanish  Grove,  Mt.  Moriah,  Phanuel's,  Lutheran  Union,  St.  Martin's 
(Stanly),  Flat  Rock,  and  such  other  congregations  as  may  at  any  time  be 
organized  in  this  boundary. 
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The  Middle  District  shall  embrace  St.  Martin's  (Iredell),  Sharon,  Salem 
(Alexander),  Friendship,  Pisgah,  Bold  Spring,  Mt.  Pleasant  (Watauga) 
St.  Peter's,  St.  John's,  Hasses,  St.  Paul's,  Miller's,  Zion,  Philadelphia 
(Caldwell),  and  all  other  churches  as  shall  in  the  future  be  organized  with- 
in this  boundary. 

-  The  Southern  District  shall  embrace  Grace,  Trinity,  Daniel'e,  Salem 
(Lincoln),  Bethphage,  St.  Mark's,  St.  Luke's,  Philadelphia  (Gaston), 
Luther's  Chapel,  Christ's,  Morning  Star,  St.  Martin's,  Emmanuel's  (Un- 
ion), Bethlehem,  and  others  that  may  be  organized  in  this  District. 

The  one  in  South  Carolina  shall  embrace  Zion's,  Bethlehem,  St.  Jacob's, 
St.  John's,  St.  Peter's,  Cedar  Grove,  St.  Paul's,  Meetze's,  Emmanuel's,  and 
others  that  may  be  organized  in  this  District. 

Any  minister  without  a  charge,  a  member  of  our  Synod,  may  join  any 
one  of  these  Conferences  he  may  choose. 

The  Conferences  may  adopt  such  constitutions  and  other  regulations  as 
their  members  may  deem  best  suited  to  their  wants,  but  such  regulations 
must  not  be  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  of  this  Synod. 

The  consideration  of  item  3rd  in  report  on  Unfinished  Business,  was  de- 
ferred until  the  committee  on  Letters  and  Petitions  should  report. 

The  attention  of  Synod  was  called  to  the  subject  of  the  spiritual  wants 
of  the  Freedmen  among  us.  On  motion,  a  committee  was  appointed  to 
devise  a  plan  to  meet  those  wants.  Committee :  Eevs.  T.  Moser,  J.  M. 
Smith,  T.  Crouse,  and  Drs.  W.  H.  Hoffman,  M.  L.  Fox.  The  President 
was  added  to  that  committee  by  the  action  of  Synod. 

Committee  No.  IV  submitted  their  report. 

Report  on  President's  Report. 

We,  your  committee,  have  examined  the  President's  report,  but  find 
nothing  requiring  the  action  of  Synod  except  the  notice  of  the  death  of  our 
dear  brother,  D.  E.  Fox.  We  recommend  that  a  committee  of  two  be  ap- 
pointed to  prepare  a  memorial  of  his  death  to  appear  upon  the  face  of  our 
Minutes. 

We  recommend,  further,  that  the  President's  report  be  published  in  our 
Minutes.  Kespectfully  submitted.  A.  J.  FOX,

Accepted  and  adopted. 

The  committee  on  the  death  of  Rev.  D.  E.  Fox  was  constituted  of  Eev. 
L  Conder  and  Eev.  J.  M.  Smith. 

Eev.  A.  J.  Fox  offered  the  following,  which  was  adopted. 
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Commission  to  General  Synod  of  IV.  A. 

Whereas  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  these  Southern  States  of 
the  U.  S.  A.,  is,  when  compared  with  other  branches  of  the  great  Christian 
family,  but  a  very  feeble  body,  and  feeble  as  it  is,  is  divided  into  nine  or 
ten  small  synods,  embracing  in  the  aggregate  not  more  than  200  ministers 
and  350  churches  with  about  35,000  communing  members  ;  and, 

Whereas,  We  firmly  believe  in  union  there  is  strength,  but  in  division 
there  is  weakness  ;  and, 

Whereas,  The  central  point  in  the  Lutheran  Church  is  her  doctrinal 
standards,  to  which  she  must  firmly  cling  or  cease  to  exist,  and  five  of  these 
Southern  Synods  having  united  themselves  in  a  body  known  as  the  General 
Synod  of  the  E.  L.  Church  in  N.  A.  and  adopted  as  her  doctrinal  basis  the 
Augsburg  Confession  of  Faith  ;  and, 

Whereas,  We,  as  a  Synod,  are  anxious  to  do  all  we  can  to-  promote  the 
interests  of  true  Evangelical  Lutheranism,  and  we  think  this  can  be  done 
best  by  uniting  the  energies  and  resources  of  the  Symbolical  Lutheran 
Church  in  these  States  ;  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  one  of  our  most  experienced  and  influential  ministers  be 
appointed  a  commissioner  to  meet  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  "General 
Synod,  &c",  to  convene  in  Staunton,  Va.,  in  May,  1867,  and  to  confer 
with  that  body  upon  the  practicability  and  possibility  of  uniting  our  Synod 
with  said  General  Synod,  and  to  report  to  the  next  session  of  this  Synod 
the  result  of  any  conferences  he  may  have  with  the  General  Synod  or  any 
of  her  authorized  committees.  Afterward  this  Synod  shall  take  such  steps 
as  she  shall  determine  best.  This  commissioner  shall  observe  the  follow- 
ing instructions  in  all  hia  intercourse  with  the  General  Synod  :  this  Synod 
proposes  a  union  with  the  General  Synod  upon  these  conditions,  viz:  That 
the  General  Synod  pledge  herself  that  no  Church  journal,  or  book  shall  be 
published,  or  other  publication  shall  ever  be  made  by  her  order  or  under 
her  sanction  that  contains  anything  contrary  to  any  article  of  the  Unaltered 
Augsburg  Confession  of  Faith,  and  that  no  professor  shall  be  appointed  in 
any  Theological  Seminary  who  will  not  solemnly  promise  to  teach  cor- 
rectly all  the  doctrines  of  said  Confession,  and  that  no  Synod  shall  ever  be 
received  into  her  connection  who  does  not  without  any  reservation  sub- 
scribe the  said  Confession ;  and  further,  with  this  distinct  understanding 
upon  her  part,  that,  if  at  any  time  in  the  judgment  of  the  delegates  who 
represent  this  Synod,  the  General  Synod  shall  violate  the  above  principles, 
our  delegates  may  withdraw  from  that  session  to  report  to  the  next  session 
of  this  Synod  whose  action  alone  shall  determine  the  future  course  of  this 
Synod  in  relation  to  the  General  Synod. 

The  Synod  proceeded  to  ballot  for  the  commissioner.  Rev.  Dr.  A,  J . 
Fox  was  chosen  principal  and  Rev.  J.  R.  Peterson,  alternate. 

On  motion,  it  was, 
_  Resolved,  That  the  ministers  of  this  Synod  be  requested  to  take  collec- 
tions to  defray  the  expenses  of  this  commissioner. 
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Resolved,  That  Rev.  J.  R.  Peterson  be  appointed  to  transcribe  the  Form 
of  Licensure,  adopted  at  our  last  session,  into  our  Synodical  Book. 

Synod  adjourned.    Prayer  by  the  President. 
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Saturday,  9  o'clock,  A.  M.,  October  28th- 
Synod  re-assembled.    Rev.  J.  M.  Smith  led  in  prayer. 
Minutes  of  yesterday  read  and  approved. 

The  special  order  of  the  hour  being  called  for,  the  consideration  of  the 
subject  of  a  Church  paper  was  resumed.    The  following  was  adopted  : 

Evangelical  Lutheran. 

Inasmuch  as  we  feel  the  great  necessity  of  a  good  Lutheran  Church 
journal  circulating  among  our  people,  but  not  feeling  ourselves  able  in  the 
present  crippled  condition  of  pecuniary  affairs  to  commence  the  publication 
of  such  a  paper  now,  and  as  there  is  a  weekly  paper  purporting  to  be 
strictly  and  symbolically  Lutheran  (at  least  in  doctrinal  features)  publish- 
ed in  Charlotte,  N.  C,  in  which  we  find  some  things,  it  is  true,  of  a  prac- 
tical character  which  we  cannot  endorse,  yet  in  view  of  the  above  stated 
facts  and  some  other  things  we,  for  the  present, 

Resolve,  To  approve  the  circulation  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  among 
our  people. 

Committee  No.  II  presented  their  report  which  was  accepted  and  con- 
sidered seriatim. 

Report  on  Letters  and  Petitions. 

We,  your  committee  on  Letters  and  Petitions,  beg  leave  to  submit  the 
following : 

Class  J.  No.  1  is  a  letter  from  Rev.  P.  C.  Henkel,  in  which  he  assigns 
family  affliction  as  the  reason  for  his  absence  from  this  meeting  of  Synod, 
lie  also  gives  his  views  in  regard  to  the  proposed  alteration  in  our  formula 
for  the  administration  of  the  Lord's  Supper.  He  is  of  the  opinion  that  we 
can  obtain  no  form  which  would  harmonize  better  with  the  word  of  God 
and  the  Symbolical  Pooks  of  the  Church  than  that  now  in  use  by  us,  and 
appears  to  be  opposed  to  any  change. 

Nos.  2,  3,  4,  5  and  6,  are  letters  from  Daniel's,  Salem,  Grace,  Trinity, 
and  Bethphage  churches,  in  favor  of  an  alteration  of  the  formula  used  by 
us  in  the  administration  of  the  Lord's  Supper. 

No.  7  is  a  letter  from  St.  Paul's,  indorsed  by  Cedar  Grove,  St.  Peter's, 
Zion  and  Emmanuel's  churches,  S.  in  favor  of  the  proposed  Revised 
Constitution,  and,  also,  of  the  adoption  of  the  Rules  of  Order  and  By-Laws. 
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Class  II.  No.  1  is  a  letter  from  Rev.  J.  Stirewalt  in  which  he  gt*M[  the 
want  of  pecuniary  means  as  the  reason  for  his  absence  from  the  present 
meeting  of  Synod.  He  encloses  a  copy  of  resolutions  passed  by  the  Vir- 
ginia Special  Conference,  praying  for  the  advice  of  this  Synod  in  regard  to 
the  formation  of  a  new  Synod  in  Virginia,  based  upon  the  "time-honored 
and  established  doctrines  and  usages  of  the  Lutheran  Church." 

No.  2  is  a  letter  from  Rev.  J.  E,  Seneker,  in  which  he  says,  "from  cir- 
cumstances over  which  I  have  no  control  I  cannot  be  present  at  Synod. " 
He  encloses,  also,  a  copy  of  the  same  resolutions. 

No.  3  is  a  letter  from  Rev.  C.  Moretz,  stating  the  reason  of  his  absence 
from  this  meeting.  He  is  favorable  to  a  union  with  the  Southern  General 
Synod.    He  requests  his  letter  to  be  read  in  open  Synod. 

No.  4  is  a  letter  from  Rev.  H.  Wetzel,  in  which  lie  asks  an  honorable 
dismission  from  this  Synod  with  a  view  to  connect  himself  with  the  Synod 
soon  to  be  formed  in  Virginia. 

Class  III.  No  1  is  a  petition  from  Cedar  Grove  congregation,  asking  the 
next  annual  session  of  Synod  to  be  held  in  that  church. 

Nos.  2  and  3  are  petitions  from  St.  Peter's  church,  S.  C,  and  Trinity 
church,  N.  C,  of  the  same  import. 

Nos.  4  and  5  are  petitions  from  St.  Martin's  (Cabarrus,)  and  Morning 
Star,  praying  for  the  pastoral  services  of  either  Rev.  L  A.  Fox  or  Rev.  T. 
Moser.    The  latter  congregation  prays  for  the  next  session  of  Synod. 

No.  6  is  a  petition  from  St.  Martin's  (Stanly,)  asking  the  aid  of  Synod 
in  procuring  a  pastor. 

We,  your  committee,  recommend  that  the  resolutions  of  the  Va.  S.  Con- 
ference, the  letter  from  Rev.  C.  Moretz,  and  the  letter  from  Rev.  P.  C. 
Henkel  be  read  before  Synod.

Item  1st.  (Embracing  Nos.  1 — G  of  Class  I.)  Resolved,  That  the  subject 
of  the  change  of  the  formula  in  the  administration  of  the  Lord's  Supper  be 
indefinitely  postponed. 

Item  2nd.  Subject  already  disposed  of. 

Item  3rd.  The  resolution  of  the  Virginia  S.  Conference  were  read.  The 
following  wras  adopted : 

The  IVcw  Synod  In  Virginia. 

Whereas,  The  ministers  and  congregations  in  connection  with  this  Syncd 
who  are  located  in  the  great  valley  of  Virginia,  have  expressed  a  desire  to 
organize  themselves  into  a  separate  Synod,  although  we  regret  to  separate 
from  those  with  whom  we  have  been  for  so  many  years  associated,  yet  in 
view  of  the  reasons  presented  by  them,  and  the  great  distance  that  sepa- 
rates us  from  them  and,  consequently,  the  difficulty  of  meeting  as  often  as 
the  interest  of  the  Church  requires;  therefore, 
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Rczolccd,  That  we  approve,  unanimously,  the  fttea&urc  proposed  by  theee 
brethren,  and  advise  them  to  organize  as  soon  as  possible  with  feucJj  con- 
stitution and  other  regulations  as  may  not  be  inconsistent  with  the  Word 
of  God  and  the  Symbolical  Books  of  the  Lutheran  Church,  and  {promise 
them  that  as  soon  as^he  President  shall  be  officially  informed  that  this 
lias  been  done,  he  will  give  them  an  honorable  dismission  from  this  Synod, 
with  a  distinct  understanding,  however,  that  a  regular  correspondence  be 
maintained  by  the  interchange  of  delegates  or  by  the  formation  of  tome 
central  organization. 

Item  4.  Brother  Moretz's  letter  was  read. 

Item  5.  Brother  Wetzel  is  referred  to  the  action  of  Synod  above  given. 

Item  0.  (Embracing  Nos.  1 — 3  of  Class  III.)  Subject  deferred  until  the 
proper  time  for  action. 

Item  7.  (Embracing  Nos.  4—6  of  Class  III.)  I? solved,  That.  as  broth- 
er L.  A.  Fox  is  otherwise  employed  and  cannot  serve  them,  the  petitioners 
be  advised  to  extend  a  call  to  Rev.  T.  Moeer  or  Rev.  II.  Goodman  :  and 
we  promise  them  that  if  the  services  of  neither  of  them  ran  be  secured  the 
ministers  residing  in  this  State  will  visit  them  as  often  as  possible. 

Committee  No.  Ill  presented  their  report. 

Report  osi  Minutes  oi  Sister  Synods. 

"We,  your  committee,  have  examined  the  Minutes  of  Sister  Syncds  placed 
in  our  hands  and  notice 

1.  The  Minutes  of  the  E.  L.  Iloleton  Synod  in  its  sessions  .of  18G3  and 
13G5. 

These  Minutes  contain  no  parochial  reports,  and  we  are.  therefore,  una- 
ble to  notice  any  statistical  items  except  that  the  Clerical  catalogue  con- 
tains the  names  of  nine  ordained  ministers. 

These  brethren,  notwithstanding  the  fiery  ordeal  through  which  they 
have  lately  passed,  are  still  alive  to  the  great  interests  of  our  beloved 
Church.  They  remain  the  unwavering  friends  of  her  doctrines  and  cus- 
toms. They  are*  making  as  much  progress  as  we  could  expect  under  the 
circumstances. 

As  they  were  once  connected  with  this  Synod  we  recommend  that  a  del- 
egate be  appointed  to  their  nextfcession. 

2.  We  find  the  Minutes  of  the  third  convention  of  the  General  Synod  of 
the  Evan.  Luth.  Church  in  the  Confederate  States  of  America,  convened  in 
St.  John's  church,  Cabarrus  county,  N.  C,  June  14th,  1866. 

We  see  that  this  newly  organized  Synod  has  a  "mind  to  work,"  and  has 
already  done  much  to  re-establish  the  doctrines  and  usages  of  our  Church 
in  the  synods  and  congregations  in  her  connection.  Among  other  things 
that  they  have  done  to  revive  true  Lutheranism,  they  have  adopted  the 
Augsburg  Confession  of  Faith  as  their  standard  of  doctrine.  We  hail  with 
pleasure  the  advances  these  brethren  have  made  ;  and  we  trust  that  ere 
long  the  entire  Lutheran  Church  in  this  country  can  "see  eye  to  eye"  and 
stand  firmly  upon  the  acknowledged  symbols  of  our  Church. 

3.  We  find  the  Minutes  of  the  twenty-second  convention  of  the  General 
Svnodof  the  Evan.  Luth.  Church  in  theU.  S.  A.,  which  met  in  Ft.  Wayne, 
Ja.,  on  the  17th  of  May,  1866. 
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This  Synod  embraces  21  district  synods,  with  G74  ministers,  1085  con- 
gregations, and  101,439  communicants. 

We  learn  from  these  Minutes  that  a  schism  has  taken  place  in  this 
General  Synod.  The  "mother  Synod,"  the  Pa.  Synod,  has  withdrawn 
from  its  connection.  The  Pennsylvania  Synod  lias  some  of  the  ablest  men 
of  the  Church  in  this  country  in  her  connection  and  a  larger  number  of 
communicants  than  any  other  synod  in  America.  The  real  ground  of  sep- 
aration is  the  doctrinal  unsoundness  of  the  General  Synod.  Other  large 
and  powerful  synods,  embracing  it  is  supposed  the  greater  part  of  the 
Lutheran  Church  in  this  country,  seem  to  sympathize  with  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Synod.  From  all  that  we  can  learn,  we  believe  a  great  revolution 
lias  begun  in  the  Lutheran  Church  in  the  Northern  and  Northwestern 
States,  which  we  trust  will  entirely  uproot  that  un-Lutheran,  fanatical  ele- 
ment which  has  for  so  many  years  retarded  the  progress  of  our  Church  in 
America.

Whereas,  It  has  pleased  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church,  since  cur  last 
session  of  Synod,  to  remove  from  our  midst  our  beloved  brother,  Rer,  I). 
E.  Fox ;  therefore 

1.  Resolved,  That  by  this  afflicting  dispensation  we  have  lost  a  worthy 
young  brother,  who  had  labored  but  a  short  time  in  his  Master's  vineyard. 
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2.  Resolved,  That,  not  with  standing  our  deep  regret  for  his  removal  and 
the  loss  to  our  church,  since  it  has  resulted  in  his  everlasting  gain,  we  bow 
in  humble  resignation  to  the  will  of  God. 

3.  Resolved,  That  we  deeply  sympathize  with  hig  afflicted  wife  in  her 
bereavement,  and  commend  her  to  Him,  who  is  the  Husband  of  t lie  widow, 
and  makes  all  things  work  together  for  good  to  them  that  love  God. 

4.  Resolved,  That  these  resolutions  be  incorporated  with  the  minutes  of 
this  Synod,  that  a  copy  be  sent  to  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  for  publica- 
tion, and  a  copy,  also,  to  the  bereaved  wife  of  the  deceased.

Report  of  Examination. 

We,  the  committee  of  Examination,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following: 
We  had  a  colloquium  with  our  licentiate,  brother  D.  S.  Henkel,  and  are 
Lappy  to  inform  you  that,  notwithstanding  the  many  duties  devolving  up- 
on him  in  cultivating  an  extensive  pastoral  field,  he  has  not  been  negligent 
in  prosecuting  his  studies,  literary  and  theological,  since  the  last  session 
of  Synod. 

We  have,  also,  examined  the  written  sermon  submitted  to  our  inspec- 
tion, and  found  a  considerable  knowledge  of  Homiletics  manifested.  The 
style  is  respectable,  the  matter  good,  and,  upon  the  whole,  it  is  a  respecta- 
ble sermon. 
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We  recommend  that  he  be  continued  as  a  licentiate  until  our  next  an- 
nual convention.

The  report  was  received  and  adopted. 

Dr.  M.  L.  Fox  made  application  to  be  taken  under  the  care  of  Synod  as 
a  student  of  theology.  A  committee  of  colloquium  was  appointed  to  con- 
fer with  him  upon  his  motives,  Sec.  Committee:  Rev.  J.  R.  Peterson, 
Rev.  J.  M.  Smith,  and  Mr.  E.  Aderhold. 

The  committee  made  a  verbal  report,  recommending  him.  He  was  re- 
ceived as  an  applicant. 

Rev.  P.  A.  Long,  German  Reformed,  was  introduced  as  an  advisory 
member  and  invited  to  a  seat  among  us. 

Resoloed,  That  the  vacant  congregations  be  visited  as  often  as  possible 
by  each  minister,  until  they  can  be  regularly  supplied  by  pastors. 

The  committee  appointed  to  devise  a  plan  to  meet  the  wants  of  the  freed- 
men,  made  a  report. 

FKEESBMEIf. 

Whereas,  The  colored  people  among  us  no  longer  sustain  the  same  re- 
lation to  the  white  man  they  did  formerly,  and  that  change  has  transferred 
the  individual  obligations  and  responsibility  of  owners  to  the  whole  Church; 
and, 

Whereas,  Some  of  them  were  formerly  members  of  our  congregations  and 
still  claim  membership  in  them,  but  owing  to  the  plainly  marked  distinc- 
tions which  God  has  made  between  us  and  them,  giving  different  colors, 
&c,  it  is  felt  by  us,  and  them  also,  that  there  ought  to  be  separate  places 
of  worship,  and,  also,  separate  ecclesiastical  organizations,  so  that  every 
one  could  worship  God  with  the  least  possible  embarrassment;  and 

Whereas,  These  colored  people  are  considered  firm  adherents  to  our 
Church,  and  we  feel  it  our  imperative  duty  to  assist  them  in  adopting  such 
measures  as  will  meet  best  the  necessities  of  their  present  condition  ;  be  it, 
therefore, 

1.  Resolved,  That  whenever  any  of  our  colored  brethren  desire  to  preach, 
they  may  make  application  to  some  one  of  the  ministers  of  our  Synod,  who 
shall  inform  the  President,  when  it  shall  be  the  President's  duty  to  ap- 
point two  ordained  ministers  who,  in  connection  with  two  laymen  whom 
they  may  choose,  shall  constitute  a  committee  to  examine  the  candidate 
upon  bis  motives  and  mental  and  moral  qualification,  and,  if  they  are  sat- 
isfied, to  license  him  to  preach  to,  catechise,  baptize,  and  celebrate  the 
rites  of  mrtrimony  among  those  of  his  own  race,  according  to  the  usages 
of  our  Church,  until  the  next  regular  session  of  Synod  thereafter,  when 
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said  committee  shall  report.  This  license,  however,  does  not  authorize 
them  to  preach  in  our  churches,  or  take  part  in  our  ecclesiastical  meetings: 
nevertheless  they  are  permitted  to  worship  with  us  as  heretofore,  yet  we 
advise  them  to  erect  houses  for  themselves  in  which  they  may  worship. 

2.  Resolved,  That  we  will  use  every  reasonable  means  to  aid  them  in 
organizing  and  building  up  congregations.

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  body  are  due,  and  are  hereby  tendered 
to  the  people  of  this  vicinity  for  their  kindness  and  hospitality  extended  to 
us  during  our  stay  among  them,  and  that  this  be  read  by  the  President 
from  the  pulpit  with  such  remarks  as  he  may  deem  appropriate,  on  to- 
morrow at  the  opening  of  the  second  service. 

Synod  then  adjourned  with  prayer  by  the  President,  to  meet  in  session 
at  the  time  and  place  appointed.

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APPENDIX  A. 


OO^TSTITTJTIOIsr 

OF  THE 

Evangelical  Lutheran  Tennessee  Synod. 

(AS  REVISED  IN  18GG.) 


Article  I. 

The  name  of  this  Synod  shall  be  The  Evangelical  Lutheran  Ten- 
nessee Synod. 

Article  II, 

Sec.  1.  The  Holy  Scriptures,  the  inspired  writings  of  the  Old  and  New 
Testaments,  shall  be  the  only  rule  and  standard  of  doctrine  and  church 
discipline. 

Sec.  2.  As  a  true  and  faithful  exhibition  of  the  doctrines  of  the  Holy 
Scriptures,  in  regard  to  matters  of  faith  and  practice,  this  Synod  receives 
the  three  Ancient  Symbols  :  the  Apostolic,  Nicene,  and  Athanasian  creeds ; 
and  the  Unaltered  Augsburg  Confession  of  Faith.  It  receives  also  the 
other  Symbolical  Books  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  viz :  The 
Apology,  the  Smalcald  Articles,  the  Smaller  and  Larger  Catechisms  of 
Luther,  and  the  Formula  of  Concord — as  true  Scriptural  developments  of 
the  doctrines  taught  in  the  Augsburg  Confession. 

Article  III. 

Sec.  h  This  Synod  shall  be  composed  of  regularly  ordained  ministers  of 
the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  and  lay-delegates.  The  lay-delegatea> 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  congregations  in  connection  with  this  Synod  to 
represent  them  in  the  Synodical  Meetings. 

Sec  2.  Each  one  of  these  congregations  shall  have  the  right  to  appoint 
one  such  delegate  who  shall  have  equal  rights  and  privileges  with  the 
ministers  transacting  the  business  of  Synod. 

Sec.  3.  Every  minister  desiring  to  he  received  into  connection  with  this 
Synod,  shall  on  his  reception,  be  required  to  subscribe  this  Constitution. 

Sec.  4.  No  minister  in  connection  with  this  Synod,  shall  be  allowed  to 
teach  any  thing,  nor  shall  Synod  transact  any  business  contrary  to  the 
confessional  basis  as  set  forth  m  Article  II. 

Sec  5.  No  business  shall  be  transacted  secretly  or  under  closed  doors, 
unless  an  unhappy  period  should  arrive,  in  which  the  Church  would  be 
liable  to  persecution,  except  such  as  relates  to  the  moral  character  of  a 
minister,  and  to  the  examination  of  candidates  for  the  ministerial  office. — 
Cases  of  this  kind  if  deemed  necessary  and  expedient,  may  be  attended  to 
in  a  private  session  of  Synod. 
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Article  IV. 

Sec  1.  The  business  of  this  Synod  shall  be  to  employ  the  proper  means 
for  the  promulgation  of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  to  impart  its  advice  in 
matters  of  Christian  faith  and  life,  to  detect  and  expose  erroneous  doctrines 
and  false  teachers,  and  to  investigate  charges  of  false  doctrines,  wrong 
practice,  and  immoralities  of  life,  preferred  against  any  of  its  ministers, 
and  finding  them  guilty,  to  expel  and  depose  from  the  Synod  and  holy  office 
of  the  ministry,  such  as  refuse  after  due  admonition  to  repent  of  their  wrong. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  Synod  as  soon  as  the  wants  of  the  church 
shall  demand,  and  its  resources  will  justify  to  engage  in  the  work  of  Mis- 
sions both  domestic  and  foreign  :  and  also  in  the  work  of  beneficiary  Edu- 
cation for  the  purpose  of  preparing  indigent  young  men  of  talents  and  piety 
for  the  work  of  the  ministry  in  connection  with  the  Lutheran  Church  ac- 
cording to  such  regulations  as  it  may  adopt,  and  considei  best  calculated  to 
promote  these  great  objects. 

Sec.  3.  Upon  application  to  examine  candidates  for  the  ministry,  this 
Synod  shall  make  the  necessary  provisions  to  attend  to  such  application, 
and  after  due  approval  by  a  majority  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  voting, 
appointing  one  or  more  Pastors  to  consecrate  such  candidate  to  the  office 
of  the  ministry  at  some  suitable  time  and  place  by  the  laying  on  of  hands 
and  prayer. 

Sec.  4.  Synod  shall  require  a  probationary  period  of  not  less  than  one 
year,  during  which  time  all  candidates  for  the  ministerial  office  shall  be 
taken  on  trial. 

Sec  5.  Upon  application,  this  Synod  may  receive  congregations  who 
may  desire  to  be  connected  with  it,  provided  they  subscribe  this  Constitu- 
tion. 


Article  V. 

The  officers  of  this  Synod  shall  be  a  President,  Secretary,  Corresponding 
Secretary,  and  Treasurer.  A  majority  of  all  votes  cast  will  be  required  to 
constitute  an  election  to  any  office.  The  duties  of  these  officers  shall  be 
such  as  usually  devolves  upon  the  same  in  other  public  bodies,  or  as  may 
be  made  obligatory  upon  them  from  time  lo  time,  by  Synod.  They  shall 
be  elected  by  ballot,  at  the  regular  session,  annually,  and  hold  their  offices 
until  their  successors  are  elected. 


Article  VI. 

Synod  shall  meet  from  time  to  time  upon  its  own  adjournments.  Extra 
sessions  may  be  called  by  the  President,  when  requested  for  good  and  suf- 
ficient reasons,  to  do  so,  by  two  ministers  and  two  lay-men  in  its  connection. 

Article  VII. 

Synod  may  at  any  regular  meeting,  by  a  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  all 
the  members  present,  make  such  regulations  and  by-laws  as  may  be  deem- 
ed necessary,  not  inconsistent  with  this  Constitution. 
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AriScic  VIII. 

If  any  tiling  contained  in  these  articles  should  hereafter  he  deemed  eon 
trary  to  the  Confessional  Basis  of  this  Synod,  oppressive,  or  inexpedient, 
it  may  be  altered  or  amended.  Put  nothing  contained  in  this  Constitution 
shall  be  altered  or  amended  unless  a  proposition  for  alteration  or  amend- 
ment shall  have  been  laid  before  one  of  the  sessions  of  Synod,  in  writing, 
and  agreed  to  by  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  voting.  The  proposition 
thus  agreed  to,  shall  then  be  laid,  in  due  form,  by  the  Synod  in  its  Minutes 
before  the  congregations  in  its  connection,  for  ratification  or  rejection  by 
them  ;  and  the  ministers  or  vestries  of  these  congregations  shall,  at  some 
suitable  time,  before  the  next  succeeding  sessions  of  Synod,  take  the  vote 
ot  these  congregations,  on  the  Constitution  as  amended,  allowing  the  mem- 
bers to  vote  for  its  ratification  or  rejection  and  send  a  statement  of  the  vote 
to  that  session  of  Synod.  If.  then,  it  shall  be  ascertained  by  Synod  that 
a  majority  of  these  congregations  have  voted  in  favor  of  ratification,  the 
amendment  shall  become  and  be  declared  by  Synod  on  the  face  of  its  Min- 
utes a  valid  part  of  said  Constitution,  and  the  parts  thereof  repugnant  to 
such  alteration,  void. 
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APPENDIX  B. 

RULES  OF  ORDER  AND  BY-LAWS. 


RULES  OF  ORDER. 

Rule  1. — At  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  meeting,  if  three  ordained 
ministers  and  three  lay-delegates  be  present,  they  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Rule  2. — The  first  session  shall  be  opened  by  the  President  with  suita- 
ble religious  exercises  ;  and  in  the  absence  of  the  President,  by  the  Secre- 
tary ;  and  in  the  absence  of  both,  by  one  of  the  older  ministers  present. — 
And  every  succeeding  session  shall  be  opened  and  closed  with  prayer,  after 
which,  in  opening,  the  roll  shall  be  called  and,  if  the  first  session  of  the 
day,  the  minutes  of  the  preceding  day  read,  amended,  if  necessary,  and 
approved. 

Rule  3. — The  lay-delegates  shall  then  present  their  certificates  of  elec- 
tion, and  their  names  shall  be  registered  by  the  Secretary  as  members  of 
Synod. 

Rule  4. — The  President  shall  read  his  Annual  Report  as  the  last  official 
act  of  his  term,  and  then  announce  the  election  of  officers  for  the  ensuing 
year.    The  election  shall  then  be  held. 

Rule  5. — Delegates  from  other  ecclesiastical  bodies  may  be  admitted, 
and  advisory  members  may  be  received. 
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Rule  6. — The  minutes  of  the  last  session- of  Synod  maybe  read;  all 
papers  intended  for  Synod  shall  he  handed  in  ;  and  verbal  notice  may  be 
given  of  any  important  business  intended  to  be  brought  before  Synod. 

Rule  7. — If  the  number  of  papers  laid  before  Synod  be  large,  the  Presi- 
dent may  appoint  a  committee  to  class  and  number  them  according  to 
their  contents;  if,  however,  the  number  be  small,  the  President  shall  ar- 
range them  and  place  them  in  the  hands  of  the  committees  to  which  they 
appropriately  belong.    The  President  shall  appoint  the  following 

COMMITTEES  : 

1.  On  President's  Report. 

2.  On  Unfinished  Business. 

3.  Of  Examination  of  candidates  for  the  Ministry. 

4.  On  the  State  of  the  Church. 

5.  On  Letters  and  Petitions. 
G.  On  Treasurer's  Report. 

7.  On  Minutes  of  Sister  Synods. 

The  President  may  appoint  as  many  special  committees  as  may  be 
necessary. 

Rule  8. — The  vacant  congregations  shall  be  inquired  after,  and  provis- 
ions shall  be  made  for  them. 

Rule  9. — The  report  of  committees  may  be  heard  and  acted  upon  at  any 
time,  and  the  intervals  be  occupied  by  the  items  of  promiscuous  business. 

Rule  10. — When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  or  deliver  any  matter, 
he  shall  rise  from  his  seat  and  respectfully  address  the  President,  but  shall 
not  proceed  until  reeognized  by  him. 

Rule  11. — Whenever  any  member  shall  be  called  to  order  by  the  Pres- 
ident he  shall  sit  down,  and,  also,  when  called  to  order  by  any  member, 
unless  the  President  decide  in  his  lavor. 

By  leave  of  Synod  a  member  called  to  order  may  clear  a  matter  of  fact 
or  explain,  but  shall  not  proceed  in  debate  so  long  as  the  decision  is  against 
liim  but  by  permission  of  the  House.  Any  member  may  appeal  trom  the 
decision  of  the  President,  and,  if,  upon  the  appeal  the  decision  be  in  favor 
of  the  member  called  to  order,  he  may  proceed  ;  if  otherwise,  he  shall  not, 
except  by  leave  of  the  House;  and  if,  in  the  judgment  of  the  House,  the 
■case  requires,  he  shall  be  liable  to  censure. 

Rule  12. — WThen  two  or  more  members  rise  at  the  same  time  the  Pres- 
ident shall  name  the  member  to  speak. 

Rule  13. — No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  ques- 
tion, and  the  first  shall  not  be  longer  than  fifteen  minutes  and  the  second 
not  more  than  five  minutes,  without  leave  of  the  House. 

Rule  14. — Whilst  the  President  is  putting  a  question  to  or  addressing 
the  House  no  member  shall  speak,  stand  up  or  walk  out  or  across  the 
house  ;  nor  when  any  member  is  speaking,  entertain  private  discourse, 
stand  or  pass  between  him  and  the  Chair. 

Rule  15. — Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  house  when  the  question 
is  put,  shall  give  his  vote,  unless  the  House  shall  for  special  reasons  excuse 
him. 
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Rule  16. — When  a  motion  is  made  and  seconded,  it  shall  be  stated  by 
the  President,  or,  if  it  be  written,  it  shall  be  handed  to  the  President  and 
it  shall  be  read  aloud  either  by  himself  or  some  one  whom  he  may  designate. 

Rule  17. — Every  motion  shall  be  written  if  the  President  or  any  two 
members  desire  it. 

Rule  18. — After  a  motion  is  stated  or  read  by  the  President  it  shall  be 
deemed  in  possession  of  the  House,  but  may  be  withdrawn  or  amended 
before  a  decision,  except  in  case  of  a  motion  to  reconsider,  which  motion 
shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  in  possession  of  the  Ilouse  and  shall  not 
be  withdrawn  without  the  leave  of  the  House. 

Rule  19. — When  a  question  is  under  discussion,  no  motion  shall  be  re- 
ceived, but  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  postpone  indefinitely,  to  poet- 
pone  to  a  certain  day,  to  commit,  or  to  amend. 

Rule  20. — When  a  question  is  postponed  indefinitely,  it  shall  not  be 
acted  upon  again  during  the  session. 

Rule  21. — Any  member  may  call  for  a  division  of  the  question  when  it 
shall  admit  of  it,  which  shall  be  determined  by  the  President. 

Rule  22. — When  a  motion  has  once  been  carried  in  the  affirmative  or 
negative,  it  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  of  the  majority  to  move  for 
the  reconsideration  thereof,  and  no  motion  to  reconsider  shall  be  taken 
from  the  table  except  by  a  two-thirds  vote. 

Rule  23. — When  the  yeas  and  nays  are  called  for  on  any  question,  it 
shall  be  on  motion,  and  if  seconded  by  one-fifth  of  the  members  present, 
the  question  shall  be  decided  by  yeas  and  nays. 

Rule  24. — Decency  of  speech  shall  be  observed,  and  personal  reflections 
carefully  avoided. 

Rule  25. — No  member  or  officer  shall  absent  himself  from  the  house 
without  leave,  unless  from  sickness  or  inability. 

Rule  26. — Any  member  may  excuse  himself  at  the  time  of  his  appoint- 
ment, if  he  is  a  member  of  two  standing  committees. 

Rule  27. — If  any  member  shall  necessarily  be  absent  on  any  business  of 
the  House  when  the  vote  is  taken,  he  shall,  on  motion,  upon  entering  the 
house  be  permitted  to  cast  his  vote. 

Rule  28. — Each  minister  in  connection  with  this  Synod  shall  hand  in 
his  Parochial  Report,  which  may  be  read  before  Synod,  and  shall  embrace 
the  usual  items,  and  any  other  the  Synod  may  at  any  time  require. 

Rule  29. — Election  of  delegates  to  ecclesiastical  bodies  in  correspondence 
with  this  Synod,  shall  be  held. 

Rule  30. — The  time  and  place  of  holding  the  next  session  of  Synodr 
shall  be  determined. 

Rule  31. — Should  any  of  the  officers  of  Synod  be  absent,  they  shall  send 
their  reports  with  the  documents  which  may  have  come  to  their  hands 
during  the  interval  of  Synod.  In  case  of  the  necessary  absence  of  an 
officer  during  the  sessions  of  Synod,  he  shall  nominate  a  substitute  pro 
tempore. 

Rule  32. — A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order  except  when 
the  House  is  voting  or  some  member  is  speaking,  and  shall  be  decided 
without  debate. 
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Rule  33- — The  Synod  shall  be  dismissed  by  the  President  with  appro- 
priate religious  service. 

Rule  34. — Any  of  the  foregoing  rules  may  be  altered  or  amended,  at 
any  regular  session  of  Synod,  by  the  concurring  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  present,  after  Having  given  notice  at  the  previous  session  of  Synod. 
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BY-LAWS. 


Article  I. 

OF  THE  PRESIDENT  OF  SYNOD. 

Sec.  1.  The  President  must  be  chosen  from  among  the  ordained  minis- 
ters of  this  body  ;  and  at  every  session  of  Synod,  if  present,  he  shall  deliver 
the  opening  sermon  ;  and  in  connection  with  the  pastor  loci  and  elders  of 
the  congregation  in  which  the  Synod  convenes,  shall  appoint  the  individ- 
uals who  shall  preach  during  the  sessions  of  Synod. 

Sec.  2.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  the  sessions  of  Synod  ;  see  that 
order  is  observed  ;  not  suffer  more  than  one  member  to  speak  at  a  time, 
securing  to  each  the  liberty  to  speak  without  interruption  from  others  ;  and 
prevenLthe  speaker  from  deviating  from  the  subject  before  the  House. 

Sec.  3.  The  President  at  the  commencement  of  every  Synod  shall  present 
a  written  report  of  all  the  official  business  transacted,  of  the  letters  received 
by  him,  since  the  last  regular  meeting,  and  of  all  the  important  events  that 
have  occurred  relating  to  Synod  which  may  have  come  to  his  knowledge ; 
and  he  may  recommend  for  consideration  such  measures  as  he  may  deem 
necessary  or  calculated  to  promote  the  interest  of  the  Church.  This  report 
shall  be  dealt  with  as  other  papers  coming  before  Synod. 

Sec.  4.  If  any  minister  of  this  Synod  removes  into  the  bounds  of  any 
other  Evan.  Lutheran  Synod,  the  President,  upon  his  request,  may  grant 
him  an  honorable  dismission  to  that  Synod. 

Sec.  5.  The  President,  by  substituting  a  chairman,  is  at  liberty  to  take 
part  in  the  discussion  of  any  subject.  When  on  any  question  the  vote 
should  be  a  tie,  the  President  shall  give  the  casting  vote  except  when  vot- 
ing by  ballot. 

Sec.  6.  Should  the  President  depart  this  life,  or  cease  to  be  a  member  of 
this  Synod,  the  senior  minister  shall  himself  succeed  him  or  shall  appoint 
some  one  to  fill  the  chair. 
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Article  II. 

OF  THE  SECRETARY. 

Sec.  1.  The  Secretary  must  be  elected  from  among  the  ordained  ministers 
of  this  Synod,  and  should  possess  suitable  qualifications  for  the  discharge 

of  the  duties  of  this  office. 

Sec.  2.  He  shall  make  a  faithful  and  accurate  record  of  the  proceedings 
of  Synod,  and  carefully  preserve  all  the  papers  and  documents  unless  oth- 
erwise disposed  of  by  the  keeper  of  the  archives  of  Synod.  The  Secretary 
shall  attest  with  his  official  signature  all  certificates,  all  resolutions  respect- 
ing ministers,  delegates  or  churches,  and  the  Minutes  of  Synod. 

'See.  3.  If  during  the  interval  of  the  sessions  of  Synod  the  Secretary 
should  become  disqualified  for  his  office  or  cease  to  be  a  member  of  this 
Synod,  the  President  shall  take  charge  of  all  the  papers  of  Synod  which, 
were  in  his  hands  and  retain  them,  or  shall  appoint  someone  to  discharge 
the  duties  of  the  office  until  the  next  meeting  of  Synod. 


Article  III. 

OF  THE  TREASURER. 

Sec,  1.  The  Treasurer  shall  take  charge  of  all  the  monies  belonging  to 
Synod,  and  shall  keep  them  subject  to  its  order.  He  shall  present  at  each 
annual  meeting  of  Synod  a  detailed  and  faithful  account  of  the  state  of  the 
Treasury. 

Sec.  2.  An  order  from  the  President  attested  by  the  Secretary,  shall  be  a 
sufficient  voucher  for  him  to  pay  money  out  of  the  Treasury. 

Sec.  3.  The  Treasurer  is  to  see  to  the  printing  of  the  Minutes,  if  the 
Synod  orders  their  publication,  and  to  distribute  them  to  each  of  the  min- 
ister's charges  in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  money  received  by  Synod 
from  them  for  that  purpose. 

Sec.  4.  Should  the  Treasurer  depart  this  life  or  become  in  any  way  dis- 
qualified for  his  office,  during  the  recess  of  Synod,  the  Secretary  shall  take 
charge  of  all  the  property  belonging  to  Synod  that  may  be  in  his  hands 
and  discharge  the  duties  of  the  office  until  the  vacancy  is  filled  by  Synod. 


Article  IV. 

PROCESS  OF  SYNOD  AGAINST  AN  ACCUSED  MINISTER. 

See.  1.  As  the  honor  and  success  of  the  Gospel  depends  very  much  upon 
the  character  of  its  Ministers,  the  Synod  should  guard  with  the  utmost  care 
ana  impartiality  the  characters  of  its  members.  No  Minister  on  account 
of  his  office  should  be  screened  from  the  hands  of  justice  ;  neither,  on  the 
other  hand,  should  scandalous  charges  be  received  or  circulated  against 
him  on  slight  and  uncertain  grounds. 
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Sec  2.  Should  any  member  of  the  Church  know  a  Minister  to  be  guilty 
of  a  private  fault,  he  should  reprove  him,  in  private,  in  a  brotherly  man- 
ner. [See  Matt,  xviii :  15.]  jDf.thia  prove  fruitless,  he  should  apply  to  the 
church  council,  who  shall  admonish  the  accused  according  to  the  above 
named  text,  or  if  the  minister  has  no  pastoral  charge  he  shall  report  him  ^ 
to  the  President  of  Synod  who  shall  admonish  him.  If  he  still  will  not 
hear,  he  must  be  reported  to  the  Synod  to  whose  decisions  he  must  yield. 

Sec.  3.  Should  a  Minister  be  guilty  of  a  gross  violation  of  the  principles 
of  piety,  rules  of  morality  or  errors  in  the  fundamental  doctrines  of  our 
Church,  the  member  or  members  acquainted  with  the  facts,  shall  immedi- 
ately inform  the  President  of  Synod,  who  shall  call  without  delay  a  session 
of  Synod,  if  two  ministers  and  two  laymen  request  it,  to  be  held  in  one  of 
the  "congregations  of  the  accused  if  he  has  a  charge,  if  he  has  not,  in  a 
congregation  most  convenient  to  the  place  where  the  alleged  offense  or 
offenses  were  committed.  But  if  such  a  charge  be  brought  within  three, 
months  of  the  regular  session,  action  in  the  case  shall  be  deferred  until  the 
regular  meeting,  and  the  President  shall  suspend  immediately  the  accused 
from  the  exercise  of  all  ministerial  functions  until  h/s  case  is  decided. 

Sec.  4.  The  President  shall  notify  specially  the  parties  of  the  call  session, 
and  enjoin  it  upon  them  to  appear  at  the  time  and  place  appointed,  pre- 
pared to  furnish  all  the  testimony  for  and  against  the  accused.  When  all 
the  evidence  shall  have  been  collected  the  Synod  shall  proceed  to  give  tin: 
subject  a  fair,  candid  and  impartial  investigation.  The  accused  shall  be 
suspended,  deposed,  acquitted,  or  dealt  with  in  whatever  manner  the  evi- 
dences of  the  case  may  require. 

Sec.  5.  The  President  shall  notify  his  charge  of  the  decision  in  his  case. 

Sec.  G.  Should  any  congregation  in  our  connection  continue  or  procure 
the  services  of  a  minister  who  has  been  suspended  or  deposed,  its  connec- 
tion with  this  Synod  shall  be  dissolved. 

Sec.  7.  If  a  Minister,  against  whom  serious  charges  are  preferred,  be 
duly  notified  and  refuse  to  attend  the  meeting  appointed  to  investigate.dns 
case,  he  shall  be  immediately  suspended  from  the  exercise  of  all  the  min- 
isterial functions. 


Article  V. 

ADMISSION  OF  MINISTERS. 

Sec.  1.  Any  person  desiring  to  become  a  Minister  in  this  body,  shall 
make  application  to  the  Synod,  when  a  committee  of  three  shall  be  ap- 
pointed to  confer  with  him  upon  his  motives  in  becoming  a  Minister,  and 
ascertain  as  far  as  possible  his  character  as  regards  morality  and  piety, 
and  report  the  result  to  Synod  ;  if  it  be  favorable,  he  shall  then  be  directed 
to  place  himself  under  the  care  of  some  member  of  this  Synod  (who  may 
grant  him  when  qualified  license  to  preach  and  catechise  until  the  next  an- 
nual session) ;  or  to  put  himself  under  the  tuition  of  some  approved  Theo- 
logical Seminary. 
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In  the  interim  of  annual  sessions,  this  application  must  be  made  to  the 
President,  who  with  another  Minister  shall  examine  him,  and,  if  satisfied, 
direct  him  to  the  care  of  some  Minister  or  approved  Seminary. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever  one  or  more  congregations  make  application  for  the 
licensure  of  a  candidate  for  the  ministry  he  shall  be  carefully  examined  in 
reference  to  his  literary  and  theological  attainments.  If  he  sustains  the 
examination  to  the  satisfaction  of  Synod,  he  shall  be  publicly  licensed  to 
the  next  annual  session  of  Synod.  The  vote  shall  be  taken  by  ballot,  and 
it  shall  require  a  two-thirds  vote  to  secure  license. 

Sec.  3.  When  one  or  more  congregations  shall  ask  for  the  services  and 
pray  for  the  ordination  of  any  candidate  for  the  ministry,  he  shall  be  ex- 
amined as  to  his  qualifications,  and  shall,  also,  submit  to  Synod  for  con- 
sideration a  written  essay  upon  some  theological  subject  and  a  sermon.  If 
he  sustains  a  satisfactory  examination,  he  shall  be  ordained  to  the  office  of 
Pastor.  The  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  present  shall  be  neces- 
sary to  secure  his  ordination.  The  ordination  must  be  conducted  accord- 
ing to  our  Liturgy. 

Sec.  4.  Should  an  ordained  minister  of  any  other  religious  denomination 
make  application  to  be  received  into  connection  with  this  Synod,  he  shall 
be  examined  as  to  his  motives,  his  knowledge  of  the  Theology  of  the  Church 
and  his  willingness  to  maintain  all  the  doctrines  of  the  confessions  of  our 
church.  The  concurrence  of  two- thirds  of  the  members  of  any  regular 
meeting  of  Synod  shall  be  necessary  to  his  reception. 


Article  VI. 

SPECIAL  DUTIES. 

When  any  particular  duty  is  assigned  to  any  minister  or  ministers  by 
resolution  of  Synod  or  otherwise,  it  shall  be  their  duty  faithfully  to  comply 
with  such  requirements  ;  but  should  they  fail  to  do  so,  they  must  render 
their  excuse;  if  satisfactory,  they  shall  be  excused;  if  not,  they  shall  be 
censured  or  otherwise  dealt  with  as  the  nature  of  the  case  requires. 

RATIFYING  CLAUSE. 

Any  of  the  above  By-Laws  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  regular 
session  of  Synod  by  the  concurring  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  pres- 
ent, notice  having  been  given  for  such  amendment  at  the  previous  annual 
session  of  Synod.

REPORT. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  report  upon  Letters  and  Petitions  beg  leave 
to  subm.t  the  following  : 

Class  i  -^No.  1  is  a  letter  from  Rev.  M.  J.  Stirewalt,  ir.  which  he  states 
as  a  reason  tor  his  non-attendance,  the  great  distance  at  which  he  is  loca- 
ted. His  sympathies  are  still  with  us  and  he  kindly  asks  Synod  to  excuse 
his  absence.  He  contemplates,  ai  an  early  day,  praying  Synod  for  a  dis- 
mission with  a  view  of  uniting  with  the  English  District  Synod  of  Ohio. 

No.  2  is  a  letter  from  Rev.  L.  A.  Fox,  in  which  he  assigns  his  return  to 
College  as  a  reason  for  his  absence  frorr  this  meeting,  and  asks  to  be  ex- 
cused He  also  asks  to  be  excused  for  not  attending  the  Ilolston  Synod. 
His  reason  is  that  he  was  engaged  iu  reviewing  his  literary  course.  Bro. 
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Fox  also  directs  our  attention  to  the  subject  of  Church  Discipline.  He 
desires  Synod  to  give  the  subject  a  full  and  impartial  investigation.  He 
also  expresses  a  hope  that  at  an  early  day  the  entire  Lutheran  Church  may 
become  united  upon  one  common  basis;  but  for  the  present  he  thinks  a 
nnion  not  practicable.  He  hopes  to  be  with  us  at  our  next  meeting  of 
Synod. 

No.  3  is  a  letter  from  Rev.  J.  M.  Smith,  in  which  he  offers  as  an  excuse 
for  his  absence,  an  anticipated  visit,  to  the  West,  yet,  this  Fall.  He  doubts 
the  propriety  of  uniting  with  the  General  Synod  at  this  time,  and  urges  the 
necessity  of  careful  action  upon  the  subject. 

Class  IF — Xos.  1  and  2  are  memorials  from  Mt.  Moriah  and  Phanuel's 
churches,  expressing-  satisfaction  with  the  pastoral  services  of  Rev.  D.  S. 
Ilenkel,  and  praying  for  a  continuation  of  his  services  with  them. 

No;  3  is  a  petition  from  St.  Martin's  church,  Stanly  county,  X.  C,  pray- 
ing for  the  examination  and  ordination  of  their  present  minister  Rev.  D. 
S.  Ilenkel,  and  also  that  his  services  be  continued  with  them. 

Xo.  4  is  a  petition  from  Salem  church,  Lincoln  county,  N.  C,  praying 
that  the  next  meeting  of  Synod  be  held  at  that  .church, 

Xo.  5  is  a  petition  Prom  Sardjs  church,  Catawba  county,  N.  C,  praying 
to  be  received  into  this  Synod. 

Xo.  6  is  a  petition  from  Melanchton's  church.  Randolph  county,  X.  C, 
praying  for  ministerial  services,  and  also  that  the  next  Synod  be  held  in 
their  church. 

No.  7  is  a  memorial  from  the  Southern  Conference  of  this  Synod  in  which 
the  memorialists  call  the  attention  of  Synod  to  the  subject  of  Church  Dis- 
cipline, as  regards  the  proper  person  for  exercising  it.  They  state  that  af- 
ter a  careful  investigation,  they  have  concluded  that  the  former  practice  of 
congregations  has  been  wrong.

PaESII>E?JT>S  AltXUAL  REPORT. 

Beloved  Brethren : — Another  Synodical  year  has  passed  away,  and  through 
the  merciful  kindness  of  our  Heavenly  Father,  we  are  permitted  to  assem- 
ble once  more  in  Synodical  convention,  to  take  counsel  together  respecting 
the  best  interests  of  that  portion  of  the  Church  over  which  the  Holy  Ghost 
hath  made  us  overseers. 

The  return  of  these  annual  meetings  bring  pleasure  to  our  hearts  and 
refreshment  to  our  souls.  "With  humble  gratitude  we  should  acknowledge 
our  indebtedness  to  God  for  the  consolation  and  grace  which  he  giveth  us 
so  richly  enjoy  ;  for  the  unseen  hand  of  His  providence  which  has  kept  us 
in  the  way  of  peace  ;  and  for  the  Holy  Spirit  that  guides  us  in  our  coun- 
sels and  prayers,  in  devising  means  for  the  promotion  of  the  best  interests 
of  our  beloved  Zion. 

The  reflections  awakened  by  these  annual  gatherings  of  the  servants  o~ 
Christ,  often  fill  the  mind  with  mingled  emotions  of  both  pleasing  and  pain- 
ful memories  oFthe  past,  and  of  joyful  and  apprehensive  anticipations  of 
the  future.  "We  should  remember  that' one  great  object  of  our  meeting, 
among  others,  is  mutual  edification  and  improvement.  What  any  one  has 
gained  or  learned  in  the  school  of  Christ,  or  in  his  toils  in  the  vineyard  of 
the  Lord,  may  be  here  imparted  to  others,  to  strengthen,  encourage  and 
establish  his  "brethren  in  the  work  of  Faith  and  labors  of  Love. 

The  past  year  brought  its  mercies  as  well  as  its  chastisements.  Not 
more  perhaps,  than  the  usual  amount  of  affliction  has  been  endured  within 
the  bounds  of  our  churches.  Our  people  generally  have  been  blessed  with 
reasonable  health  ;  the  lives  of  all  our  Ministers  have  been  spared  ;  the 
fruits  of  land,  though  less  abundant  in  some  places  than  in  previous  years, 
afford  a  competency  for  our  sustenance,  and  the  financial  condition  of  the 
country  seems  to  be  improving.  These,  and  all  other  mercies,  should  fill 
our  hearts  with  gratilude  and  praise,  while  our  chastisements  should  hum- 
ble us  and  lead  us  to  beseech'  our  Heavenly  Father  to  forgive  our  past 
short-comings  and  afford  us  the  guidance  of  His  Holy  Spirit  in  the  future. 

I  have  but  a  short  account  of  official  acts  to  report. 

Soon  after  the  adjournment  of  last  Synod,  I  granted  license  to  Rev.  D. 
S.  Henkel  to  preach  until  the  present  meeting. 

Under  date  of  May  22d,  1867,  I  received  a'letter  from  Rev.  J.  M.  "Wag- 
ner, asking  for  an  honorable  dismissal  from  this  Synod  with  a  view  of  uni- 
tiDjg  with  the  Evangelical  Holston  Synod,  and  a3  Bro.  Wagner  now  resides 
within  the  bounds  of  that  Synod,  I  directed  the  desired  document  to  his 
address. 
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On  the  12th  day  of  June  last,  1  received  a  Jetter  from  Rev.  II.  Wetzel, 
implying  a  desire  that  his  name  be  stricken  from  the  Clerical  mil  of  our 
Synod,  with  a  view  of  uniting  with  some  Lutheran  Synod  sound  in  the 
faith.  The  time  of  the  meeting  of  our  Synod  being  near  at  hand,  I  did 
not  comply  with  his  implied  request,  with  a  view  of  piesenting  the  case  to 
Synod  ;  and  I  herewith  submit  to  you  his  communication  to  me  with  my 
answers  to  him,  in  reference  to  the  matter,  and  suggest  to  Synod  the  pro- 
priety of  taking  special  notice  of  the  same. 

I  have  no  special  subjects  of  interest  to  report,  except  the  case  of  our 
brethren  in  Virginia,  who  at  last  Synod,  obtained  permission  to  form  a 
new  Synod  in  that  State.  This  matter,  I  presume,  will  come  up  as  unfin- 
ished business."  I  have  received  nothing  official  from  them.  I  think  it 
proper  that  Synod  should  ascertain  as  soon  as  practicable,  whether  or  not 
they  have  succeeded  in  forming  their  Synod,  and  what  course  is  contem- 
plated by  them  in  future. 

In  conclusion,  bretlfren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity,  we  have  met  to  delib- 
erate upon  subjects  connected  with  the  best  interests  of  our  beloved  Zion. 
Questions  of  importance  may  be  presented  for  consideration,  in  all  of  which 
we  should  seek  wisdom  from  above,  that  our  counsels  may  be  rightly 
guided,  and  result  in  the  temporal  and  spiritual  good  of  the  Chnrch. 

Let  us  remember  the  Apostolic  injunction:  ''Be  of  one  mind,  live  in 
peace  ;  and  the  God  of  love  and  peace  shall  be  with  you." 

Having  endeavored  to  discharge  the  duties  of  an  office  so  kindly  impos- 
ed on  me,  I  now  return  to  your  hands  the  sacred  trust,  praying  the  Great 
Head  of  the  Church  to  direct  you  in  the  choice  of  a  presiding  officer,  and  }M 
preserve  peace  and  harmony  in  all 'your  deliberations.  Amen.

The  following  report  af  Committee  upon  the  State  of  the  Church  was 
received  and  adopted : 
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REPORT. 

From  the  very  limited  amount  of  information  in  our  possession  relative 
to  the  State  of  the  Church  in  the  different  sections  of  the  extended  territo- 
ry occupied  by  this  Synod,  your  Committee  regret  their  inability  to  present 
a  more  satisfactory  report.    Of  the  state  of  religion  in  the  congregations 

^  within  the  State  of  Virginia  we  know  nothing.  While  some  of  the  pasto- 
ral charges  in  North  Carolina  are  in  a  somewhat  prosperous  condition, 

.  others  are  languishing.  Some  of  the  charges  are  vacant,  and  one,  the 
Davidson  charge,  is  entirely  unsupplied  except  by  occasional  visits.  The 
congregations  in  Cabarrus,  Stanly,  Union,  Mecklenburg,  Kandolph  and 
Guilford  counties,  are  temporarily  supplied. 

All  the  congregations  in  North  Carolina  have  suffered  much  by  the  ter- 
rible conflict  through  which  the  country  has  passed — some  by  the  loss  of 
members,  otiiers  by  alienation  among  the  members  caused  by  the  course 
each  felt  it  to  be  his  duty  to  pursue  during  the  war.  The  impoverished 
condition  of  the  country  also  tends  to  prevent  a  speedy  return  of  the  former 
prosperity  of  the  Church.  Most,  if  not  all,  of  the  ministers  find  themselves 
under  the  necessity  of  engaging  in  secular  pursuits  in  order  to  obtain  for 
themselves  and  families  the  accessaries  and  some  of  the  conveniences  of 
life.  All  these  things  have  a  very  depressing  influence  upon  the  prosperi- 
ty of  the  Church.    Yet  your  Committee  are  happy  to  know  that  none  of 

to  the  watchmen  have  entirely  abandoned  their  posts,  and  the  long  night  of 
sorrow  and  trouble  is  slowly  passingaway,  and  there  are  encouraging  signs 
of  improvement. 

The  condition  of  the  charges  in  South  Carolina  is  not  materially  different 
from  that  of  those  in  North  Carolina.  The  brothers  Efird  stand  faithfully 
to  their  posts,  and  their  labors  are  blessed.  The  building  in  which  we  are 
assembled  is  a  monument  of  the  liberality  of  the  members  of  this  congre- 
gation. They  had  the  misfortune  to  have  their  house  of  worship  burned 
about  the  close  of  the  war,  but  have,  in  a  comparatively  short  time,  and 
with  commendable  liberality,  erected  this  temple  which  they  contemplate 
dedicating  to  the  service  of  God  during  this  meeting.  The  word  has  been 
preached,  and  has  not  returned  void.  The  church  has  been  edified  and 
believers  added  to  the  Lord. 

From  the  signs  of  improvement,  which  we  deem  unnecessary  to  detail 
minutely,  we  should  take  courage  to  labor  and  pray  for  the  prosperity  of 
Zion. 

Your  Committee  would  be  glad  to  have  it  in  their  power  to  make  some 
suggestions  to  Synod,  by  which  the  vacant  charges  might  be  supplied  with 
regular  postoral  services.  But  in  consequence  of  the  scarcity  of  ministers, 
we  can  concede  of  no  plan  to  supply  them  at  present.

The  Committee  to  which  had  been  referred  the  Report  of  Commissioner 
|  to  the  General  Synod,  returned  that  document  with  their  re,  ort  upon  the 
I  same. 
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Report  of  Commissioner  to  tSie  General  Synod. 

Inasmuch  as  the  last  meeting  of  this  Synod  appointed  me  Commissioner 
to  meet  and  confer  with  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  General  Synod  in  North 
America,  and  required  me  to  prepare  and  submit  to  this  session  of  Synod, 
a  report  of  the  result  of  my  attendance  upon  its  meeting  in  13G7.  Having 
complied  with  my  appointment,  I  would  submit  the  following: 

The  Evangelical  Lutheran  General  Synod  in  North  America,  convened 
this  year  in  the  City  of  Staunton,  Va.,  on  the  23rd  day  of  May,  but,  owing 
to  a  failure  to  make  the  necessary  Railroad  connection  at  Richmond,  I 
was  not  able  to  appear  before  the  Synod  until  the  second  day  of  its  meet- 
ing. When  I  arrived,  I  immeniately  presented  my  credentials,  accompan- 
ied with  a  copy  of  our  Minutes  containing  my  instructions,  &c,  and  by  a 
unanimous  vote  of  Synod  was  received  as  a  commissioner  from  the  Evan- 
gelical Lutheran  Tennessee  Synod,  and  a  committee,  composed  of  Rev. 
Messrs.  A.  R.  Eude,  T.  W.  Dosh  and  Rev.  Dr.  D.  T.  Bittle,  was  appointed 
to  meet  and  confer  with  me  concerning  our  Synod,  cur  object,  &c,  &c. — 
At  5  o'clock  of  the  same  day,  I  met  the  majority  of  the  Committee,  and 
was  permitted  to  make  a  full  statement  of  the  history  and  animus  of  the 
Synod  I  had  the  honor  to  represent.  Altera  very  friendly  and.  pleasant 
interview  I  retired.  On  the  succeeding  morning,  immediately  after  the 
Synod  went  into  session,  a  report  favorable  to  receiving  our  Synod  into 
their  connection,  upon  the  conditions  we  propose,  was  submitted,  signed  by 
all  the  members  of  the  Committee.  The  adoption  of  this  report  was  warm- 
ly advocated  by  several  cf  the  ablest  men  in  Synod,  and  that  without  any 
opposition.  I  ihen,  by  permission  of  Synod,  made  a  full  and  clear  state- 
ment of  the  uniformly  symbolical  character  of  our  Synod,  from  its  origin, 
and  insisted  that  as  we,  for  forty-seven  years,  have  stood  firmly  upon  the 
Symbolical  Book3  of  the  Lutheran  Church,  that  we  will  not  yield  an  item 
of  these  doctrines  for  the  sake  of  union  or  any  th-krg  else.  That  for  the 
sake  of  preserving  these  doctrines,  we  can  never  consent  to  any  thing  that 
could  in  the  least  impair  the  literature  of  our  Church,  and  therefore  we 
make  the  demand  for  a  pledge  from  the  General  Synod,  as  a  condition  of 
union,  that  f  is  shall  never  be  done  by  her  consent  or  order.  I  further 
stated  that  unless  the  report  of  the  Committee  was  so  amended  as  to  em- 
brace the  entire  collection  of  the  Symbolical  writings  of  the  Lutheran 
Church,  that  I  felt  certain  that  our  Synod  would  not  unite  with  the  General 
Synod.  I  assigned  as  a  reason  for  making  this  demand,  that  as  it  is  evi- 
dent that  there  is  an  unsymbolic  element  in  the  General  Synod,  that  might 
in  the  course  of  time,  obtain  the  ascendancy,  corrupt  our  literature,  and 
thus  destroy  what  we  have  so  long  and  sacredly  maintained.  Some  allu- 
sion was  also  made  to  our  former  difficulties,  which  I  hoped  to  see  buried 
never  to  be  revived  again.  These  remarks  drew  some  rather  bitter  words 
from  one  individual,  who  seemed  to  suppose  that  the  lapse  of  years  had 
produced  no  change  whatever,  and  that  all  things  remained  as  they  were, 
thirty  or  forty  years  ago.  He  said  nothing  about  doctrines  but  only  old 
local  strifes.  He  was  so  completely  silenced  by  the  remarks  of  other 
members  that  he  not  only  said  nothing  more,  but  afterwards  actually  fa- 
vored our  reception. 

After  some  additional  statements  from  me,  the  Committee  submitted 
several  amendments  to  their  Report,  which  seem  to  me  to  completely  cover 
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the  ground,  the  most  scrupulous  of  our  members  demand.  This  discussion 
occupied  the  entire  forenoon  session.  During  the  recess  [  preached  a  ser- 
mon, in  which  I  took  occasion  to  defend  our  view  of  the  Eucharist.  When 
the  Synod  assembled  in  the  afternoon,  the  Report  of  the  Committee  was 
adopted  with  but  one  dissenting-  vote,  and  1  learned  that  was  by  a  lay- 
member  of  the  South-western  Synod  of  Virginia.  I  then  asked  for  a  cer- 
tified copy  of  the  Report  of  the  Committee,  which  was  furnished  me,  and 
f  which  I  htrewith  lay  before  you.  The  following  is  a  transcript  of  the  a- 
bove  altered  Report. 

"  The  Committee  appointed  to  confer  with  the  Rev.  Dr.  Fox  as  a.  Com- 
missioner from  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Tennessee  Synod,  have  advised 
with  him  in  reference  to  a  union  of  that  Synod  with  tins  body. 

"  We,  with  pleasure,  report  that  the  interview  afforded  us  satisfactory 
evidence  of  the  truly  christian  character  of  the  Synod  which  Or.  Fox  rep- 
resents, and  the  high  principles  of  integrity  and. church  love  which  ani- 
mates them  in  the  propositions  made  to  this  General  Synod.  Therefore, 

Resolved,  That  we  will  cordially  receive  said  Synod  as  an  integral  part 
of  this  body  on  the  truly  Lutheran  basis  which  we  have  adopted,  and  in 
accordance  with  which  we  feel  bound  at*  an  ecclesiastical  body  to  wiihhold 
our  sanction  or  imprimatur  from  any  religious  publication  of  whatever  form, 
which  shall  inculcate  principles  opposed  to  the  doctrines  of  the  Augsburg 
Confession  as  construed  and  defended  by  our  Church  in  her  Symbolical 
writings. 

Resolved,  That  we  fsel  ourselves  in. like  manner  bound  to  appointor  em- 
^     ploy  no  Professor  in  our  Theological  schools  who  shall  teach  doctrines  at 
variance  with  our  time  honored  Confession.

During  the  time  I  remained  at  Staunton,  I  mingled  freely  with  Jhe 
members  of  the  General  Synod,  representing  the  five  Synods  of  which  it 
was  composed,  and  also  with  several  ministers  of  the  two  Synods  of  Vir- 
ginia, who  were  in  attendance  as  visitors.  I  took  occasion  as  convenience 
afforded  to  discuss  those  doctrines  and  usages  concerning  which  we  form- 
erly differed.  I  found  no  one  who  took  issue  with  me,  aud  all  our  inter- 
course was  of  the  most  fraternal  character. 

I  have  no  hesitancy  in  saying,  that  I  believe  the  great  majority  of  those 
I  had  the  pleasure  of  meeting,  are  strictly  Symbolical  in  their  doctrinal 
views.  I  was  brought  to  this  opinion  by  hearing  the  different  members 
engage  in  discussing  questions  of  a  strictly  Symbolic  character,  but  in  no 
instance  was  there  the  slightest  intimation  of  an  unwillingness  to  entertain 
all  the  doctrines  of  our  Confessions.  Many  of  them,  both  publicly  and 
privately,  advocated  and  defended  the  Symbolic  doctrines  and  usages  of 
the  Church.  In  the  lengthy  discussion  in  regard  to  the  admission  of  our 
Synod  into  the  General  Synod,  there  was  not  a  word  of  exception  taken  to 
our  doctrinal  position.  Nor,  indeed,  did  any  one  seem  to  think  that  our 
demands  for  the  protection  of  a  pure  Symbolic  Church  literature  were  more 
than  should  be  granted  to  us,  but  on  the  contrary,  some  able  arguments 
were  produced  to  show  that  they  should  be  granted. 

The  most  conclusive  evidences,  though,  were  the  adoption  of  the  above 
Report  of  the  Committee  upon  the  Tennessee  Synod,  and  the  unanimous 
vote  of  the  General  Synod  ordering  the  publication  of  the  able  Synodical 
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sermon  preached  by  the  former  President,  Rev  T.  W.  Dosh.  His  sermon 
I  had  the  pleasure  of  hearing,  and  I  presume  most  of  you  have  seen  it,  as 
ir.  appeared  in  the  Church  papers.  I  will  however  herewith  submit  a  copy 
of  it.  to  Synod  for  examination.  It  i$  confessedly  an  open  defense  of  the 
Augsburg  Confession  against  the  aspersions  of  all  its  enemies,  and  also  an 
indirect  defense  of  the  other  Symbolical  Books  of  the  Lutheran  Church. — 
His,  sermon  was  heard  by  all  the  members  of  Synod,  and  the  vote  to  pub- 
lish is  a  clear  evidence  that  all  who  voted  for  "it  approve  its  sentiments. — 
This  is  more  evident  from  the  fact,  that  there  was  not  the  slightest  oppo- 
sition or  exception  made  when  the  motion  for  publication  was  before SydoS. 

I  also  submit  a  copy  of  ihe  Constitution  of  the  General  Synod  for  the 
inspection  of  Svnod. 

Every  service  in  the  church,  with  one  exception,  and  that  was  by  an  un- 
liturgical  member  of  the  old  General  Synod  of  the  U.  S.  A.,  who*  for  two 
(fays  was  in  attendance  upon  Synod,  and  was  permitted  to  preach,  was 
conducted  liturgically.  Preparatory  to  the  Lord's  Supper,  confession  and 
absolution  were  solemnized,  and  the  Sacrament  administered  in  our  own 
form. 

The  visit  to  the  General  Svnod  was  very  pleasant,  find  I  must  sav,  very

the  day  speedily  arrive,  when  all  true  Lutheran  Synods  in  this  country, 
may  stand  united  upon  the  great  Confessions  of  the  16th  century.

Xo.  4  is  a  petition  from  Salem  church.  Lincoln  county,  X.  C,  praying 
that  the  next  meeting  of  Synod  be  held  at  that  church.

PRESIDENT'S  AHTNUAIi  EIFOST. 

.  Beloved  Brethren : — Another  Synodical  year  has  passed  away,  and  through 
the  merciful  kindness  of  our  Heavenly  Father,  we  are  permitted  to  assem- 
ble once  more  in  Synodical  convention,  to  take  counsel  together  respecting 
the  best  interests  of  that  portion  of  the  Church  over  which  the  Holy  Ghost 
hath  made  us  overseers. 

The  return  of  these  annual  meetings  bring  pleasure  to  our  hearts  and 
refreshment  to  our  souls.  With  humble  gratitude  we  should  acknowledge 
our  indebtedness  to  God  for  the  consolation  and  grace  which  he  giveth  us 
so  richly  enjoy  ;  for  the  unseen  hand  of  His  providence  which  has  kept  us 
in  the  way  of  peace  ;  and  for  the  Holy  Spirit  that  guides  us  in  our  coun- 
sels and  prayers,  in  devising  means  for  the  promotion  of  the  best  interests 
of  our  beloved  Zion, 

The  reflections  awakened  by  these  annual  gatherings  of  the  servants  of 
Christ,  often  rill  the  mind  with  mingled  emotions  of  both  pleasing  and  pain- 
ful memories  of  the  past,  and  of  joyful  and  apprehensive  anticipations  of 
the  future.  We  should  remember  that  one  great  object  of  our  meeting, 
among  others,  is  mutual  edification  and  improvement.  What  any  one  has 
gained  or  learned  in  the  school  of  Christ,  or  in  his  toils  in  the  vineyard  of 
the  Lord,  may  be  here  imparted  to  others,  to  strengthen,  encourage  and 
establish  his  brethren  in  the  work  of  Faith  and  labors  of  Love. 

The  past  year  brought  its  mercies  as  well  as  its  chastisements.  "Not 
more  perhaps,  than  the  usual  amount  of  affliction  has  been  endured  within 
the  bounds  of  our  churches.  Our  people  generally  have  been  blessed  with 
reasonable  health  ;  the  lives  of  all  our  Ministers  have  been  spared  ;  the 
fruits  of  land,  though  less  abundant  in  some  places  than  in  previous  years, 
afford  a  competency  for  our  sustenance,  and  the  financial  condition  of  the 
country  seems  to  be  improving.  These,  and  all  other  mercies,  should  fill 
our  hearts  with  gratitude  and  praise,  while  our  chastisements  should  hum- 
ble us  and  lead  us  to  beseech  our  Heavenly  Father  to  forgive  our  past 
short-comings  and  afford  us  the  guidance  of  His  Holy  Spirit  in  the  future. 

I  have  but  a  short  account  of  official  acts  to  report. 

Soon  after  the  adjournment  of  last  Synod,  I  granted  license  to  Rev.  D. 
S.  Henkel  to  preach  until  the  present  meeting. 

Under  date  of  May  22d,  1867,  I  received  a  letter  from  Rev.  J.  M.  A"  ig- 
ner,  asking  for  an  honorable  dismissal  from  this  Synod  with  a  view  of  uni- 
ting with  the  Evangelical  Holston  Synod,  and  as  Ero.  Wagner  now  resides 
within  the  bounds  of  that  Synod,  I  directed  the  desired  document  to  his 
address. 
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On  the  12th  day  of  June  last,  I  received  a  letter  from  Rev.  II.  Wetzd, 
implying  a  desire  that  his  name  be  stricken  from  the  Clerical  roll  of  our 
Synod,  with  a  view  of  uniting  with  some  Lutheran  Synod  sound  in  the 
faith.  The  time  of  the  meeting  of  our  Synod  being  near  at  hand,  I  did 
not  comply  with  his  implied  request,  with  a  view  of  piesenting  the  case  to 
Synod  ;  and  I  herewith  submit  to  you  his  communication  to  me  with  my 
answers  to  him,  in  reference  to  the  matter,  and  suggest  to  Synod  the  pro- 
priety of  taking  special  notice  of  the  same. 

I  have  no  special  subjects  of  interest  to  report,  except  the  case  of  our 
brethren  in  Virginia,  who  at  last  Synod,  obtained  permission  to  form  a 
new  Synod  in  that  State.  This  matter,  I  presume,  will  come  up  as  unfin- 
ished business.  I  have  received  nothing  official  from  them.  I  think  it 
proper  that  Synod  should  ascertain  as  soon  as  practicable,  whether  or  not 
they  have  succeeded  in  forming  tlreir  Synod,  and  what  course  is  contem- 
plated by  them  in  future. 

In  conclusion,  brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity,  we  have  met  to  delib- 
erate upon  subjects  connected  with  the  best  interests  of  our  beloved  Zion. 
Questions  of  importance  may  be  presented  for  consideration,  in  all  of  which 
we  should  seek  wisdom  from  above,  that  our  counsels  may  be  rightly 
guided,  and  result  in  the  temporal  and  spiritual  good  of  the  Church. 

Let  us  remember  the  Apostolic  injunction:  "Be  of  one  mind,  live  in 
peace  ;  and  the  God  of  love  and  peace  shall  be  with  you." 

Having  endeavored  to  discharge  the  duties  of  an  office  so  kindly  impos- 
ed on  me,  I  now  return  to  your  hands  the  sacred  trust,  praying  the  Great 
Head  of  the  Church  to  direct  you  in  the  choice  of  a  presiding  officer,  and 
preserve  peace  and  harmony  in  all  your  deliberations.  Amen.

The  following  reporf  af  Committee  upon  the  State  of  the  Church  was 
received  and  adopted : 
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REPORT. 

From  the  very  limited  amount  of  information  in  our  possession  relative 
to  the  State  of  the  Church  in  the  different  sections  of  the  extended  territo- 
ry occupied  by  this  Synod,  your  Committee  regret  their  inability  to  present 
a  more  satisfactory  report.  Of  the  state  of  religion  in  the  congregations 
within  the  State  of  Virginia  we  know  nothing.  While  some  of  the  pasto- 
ral charges  in  North  Carolina  are  in  a  somewhat  prosperous  condition, 
others  are  languishing.  Some  of  the  charges  are  vacant,  and  one,  the 
Davrdeon  charge,  is  entirely  unsupplied  except  by  occasional  visits.  The 
congregations  in  Cabarrus,  Stanly,  Union,  Mecklenburg,  Eandolph  and 
Guilford  counties,  are  temporarily  supplied. 

All  the  congregations  in  North  Carolina  have  suffered  much  by  the  ter- 
rible conflict  through  which  the  country  has  passed — some  by  the  loss  of 
members,  otiiers  by  alienation  among  the  members,  caused  by  the  course 
each  felt  it  to  be  his  duty  to  pursue  during  the  war.  The  impoverished 
condition  of  the  country  also  tends  to  prevent  a  speedy  return  of  the  former 
prosperity  of  the  Church.  Most,  if  not  all,  of  the  ministers  find  themselves 
under  the  necessity  of  engaging  in  secular  pursuits  in  order  to  obtain  for 
themselves  and  families  the  accessaries  and  some  of  the  conveniences  of 
life.  All  these  things  ha.ve  a  very  depressing  influence  upon  the  prosperi- 
ty of  the  Church.  Yet  your  Committee  are  happy  to  know  that  none  of 
tiie  watchmen  have  entirely  abandoned  their  posts,  and  the  long  night  of 
sorrow  and  trouble  is  slowly  passingaway,  and  there  are  encouraging  signs 
of  improvement. 

The  condition  of  the  charges  in  South  Carolina  is  not  materially  different 
from  that  of  those  in  North  Carolina.  The  brothers  Efird  stand  faithfully 
to  their  posts,. and  their  labors  are  blessed.  The  building  in  which  we  are 
assembled  is  a  monument  of  the  liberality  of  the  members  of  this  congre- 
gation. They  had  the  misfortune  to  have  their  house  of  worship  burned 
about  the  close  of  the  war,  but  have,  in  a  comparatively  short  time,  and 
with  commendable  liberality,  erected  this  temple  which  they  contemplate 
dedicating  to  the  service  of  God  during  this  meeting.  The  word  has  been 
preached,  and  has  not  returned  void.  The  church  has  been  edified  and 
believers  added  to  the  Lord. 

From  the  signs  of  improvement,  which  Ve  deem  unnecessary  to  detail 
minutely,  we  should  take  courage  to  labor  and  pray  for  the  prosperity  of 
Zion. 

Your  Committee  would  be  glad  to  have  it  in  their  power  to  make  some 
suggestious  to  Synod,  by  which  the  vacant  charges  might  be  supplied  with 
regular  postoral  services.  But  in  consequence  of  the  scarcity  of  ministers, 
we  can  conceive  of  no  plan  to  supply  them  at  present.

The  Committee  to  which  had  been  referred  the  Report  of  Commissioner 
to  the  General  Synod,  returned  that  document  with  their  report  upon  the 
same. 
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Report  of  Commissioner 'to  tne  General  Synod. 

Inasmuch  as  the  last  meeting  of  this  Synod  appointed  me  Commissioner 
to  meet  and  confer  with  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  General  Synod  in  North 
America,  and  required  me  to  prepare  and  submit  to  this  session  of  Synod, 
a  report  of  the  result  of  my  attendance  upon  its  meeting  in  1807.  Having 
complied  with  my  appointment,  I  would  submit  the  following: 

The  Evangelical  Lutheran  General  Synod  in  North  America,  convened 
this  year  in  the  City  of  Staunton,  Ya.,  on  the  23rd  day  of  May.  but,  owing 
to  a  failure  to  make  the  necessary  Kailroad  connection  at  Richmond,  I 
was  not  able  to  appear  before  the  Synod  until  the  second  day  of  its  meet- 
ing, When  I  arrived,  I  immediately  presented  my  credentials,  accompan- 
ied with  a  copy  of  our  Minnies  containing  my  instructions,  &c,  and  by  a 
unanimous  vote  of  Synod  was  received  as  a  commissioner  from  the  Evan- 
gelical Lutheran  Tennessee  Synod,  and  a  committee,  composed  of  Rev. 
Messrs.  A.  R.  Rude,  T.  W.  Dosh  and  Rev.  Dr.  I).  T.  Bittle,  was  appointed 
to  meet  and  confer  with  me  concerning  our  Synod,  our  object,  &c,  &c. — 
At  5  o'clock  of  the  same  day,  I  met  the  majority  of  the  Committee,  and 
was  permitted  to  make  a  full  statement  of  the  history  and  animus  ot  the 
Synod  I  had  the  honor  to  represent.  After  a  very  friendly  and  pleasant 
interview  I  retired.  On  the  succeeding  morning,  immediately  after  the 
Synod  went  into  session,  a  report  favorable  to  receiving  our  Synod  into 
their  connection,  upon  the  conditions  \*e  propose,  was  submitted,  signed  by 
all  the  members  of  the  Committee.  The  adoption  of  this  report  was  warm- 
ly advocated  by  several  of  the  ablest  men  in  Synod,  and  that  without  any 
opposition.  I  then,  by  permission  of  Synod,  made  a  full  and  clear  state- 
ment of  the  uniformly  symbolical  character  of  our  Synod,  from  its  origin, 
and  insisted  that  as  we,  for  forty-seven  years,  have  stood  firmly  upon  the 
Symbolical  Books  of  the  Lutheran  Church,  that  we  will  not  yield  an  item 
of  these  doctrines  for  the  sake  of  union  or  any  thing  else.  That  for  the 
sake  of  preserving  these  doctrines,  we  can  never  consent  to  any  thing  that 
could  in  the  least  impair  the  literature  of  our  Church,  and  therefore  we 
make  the  demand  for  a  pledge  from  the  General  Synods  as  a  condition  of 
union,  that  this  shall  neyer  be  done  by  her  consent  or  order.  I  further 
stated  that  unless  the  report  of  the  Committee  was  so  amended  as  to  em- 
brace the  entire  collection  of  the  Symbolical  writings  of  the  Lutheran 
Church,  that  I  felt  certain  that  our  Synod  would  not  unite  with  the  General 
Synod.  I  assigned  as  a  reason  for  making  this  demand,  that  as  it  is  evi- 
dent that  there  is  an  unsymbolic  element  in  the  General  Synod,  that  might 
in  the  course  of  time,  obtain  the  ascendancy,  corrupt  our  literature,  and 
thus  destroy  what  we  have  so  long  and  sacredly  maintained.  Some  allu- 
sion was  also  made  to  our  former  difficulties,  which  I  hoped  to  see  buried 
never  to  be  revived  again.  These  remarks  drew  some  rather  bitter  words 
from  one  individual,  who  seemed  to  suppose  that  the  lapse  of  years  had 
produced  no  change  whatever,  and  that  all  things  remained  as  they  were, 
thirty  or  forty  years  ago.  He  said  nothing  about  doctrines  but  only  old 
local  strifes.  He  was  so  completely  silenced  by  the  remarks  of  other 
members  that  he  not  only  said  nothing  more,  but  afterwards  actually  fa- 
vored our  reception. 

After  some  additional  statements  from  me,  the  Committee  submitted 
several  amendments  to  their  Report,  which  seem  to  me  to  completely  cover 
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the  ground,  the  most  scrupulous  of  our  members  demand.  This  discussion 
occupied  the  entire  forenoon  session.  During  the  recess  I  preached  a  ser- 
mon, in  which  I  took  occasion  to  defend  our  view  of  the  Eucharist.  When 
the  Synod  assembled  in  the  afternoon,  the  Report  of  the  Committee  was 
adopted  with  but  one  dissenting  vote,  and  I  learned  that  was  by  a.  Jay- 
member  of  the  South-western  Synod  of  Virginia.  I  then  asked  for  a  cer- 
tified copy  of  the  Report  of  the  Committee,  which  was  furnished  me,  and 
which  I  htrewith  lay  before  you.  The  'following  is  a  transcript,  of  the  a- 
bove  altered  Report. 

"  The  Committee  appointed  to  confer  with  the  Rev.  Dr.  Fox  as  a  Com- 
missioner from  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Tennessee  Synod,  have  advised 
with  him  in  reference  to  a  union  of  that  Synod  with  this  body. 

"  We,  with  pleasure,  report  that  the  interview  afforded  us  satisfactory 
evidence  of  the  truly  christian  character  of  the  Synod  which  Dr.  Fox  rep- 
resents, and  the  high  principles  of  integrity  and  church  love  which  ani- 
mates them  in  the  propositions  made  to  this  General  Synod.  Therefore, 

Unsolved.  That  we  will  cordially  receive  said  Synod  as  an  integral  part 
of  this  body  on  the  truly  Lutheran  basis  which  we  have  adopted,  arid  in. 
accordance  with  which  we  feel  bound  as  an  ecclesiastical  body  to  withhold 
our  sanction  or  imprimatur  from  any  religious  publication  of  whatever  form, 
which  shall  inculcate  principles  opposed  to  the  doctrines  of  the  Augsburg 
Confession  as  construed  and  defended  by  our  Church  in  her  Symbolical 
writings. 

Resotved,  That  we  feel  ourselves  in  like  manner  bound  to  appoint  or  em- 
ploy no  Professor  in  our  Theological  schools  who  shall  teach^loetrines  at 
variance  with  our  time  honored  Confession.

During  the  time  I  remained  at  Staunton,  T  mingled  freely  with  the 
members  of  the  General  Synod,  representing  the  live  Synods  of  which  it 
was  composed,  and  also  with  several  ministers  6f  the  two  Synods  of  Vir- 
ginia, who  were  in  attendance  as  visitors.  I  took  occasion  as  convenience 
afforded  to  discuss  those  doctrines  and  usages  concerning  which  we  form- 
erly differed.  I  found  no  one  who  took  issue  with  me,  and  all  our  inter- 
course was  of  the  most  fraternal  character. 

I  have  no  hesitancy  in  saving,  that  I  believe  the  great  majority  of  those 
I  had  the  pleasure  of  meeting,  are  strictly  Symbolical  in  their  doctrinal 
views.  I  was  brought  to  this  opinion  by  hearing  the  different  members 
engage  in  discussing  questions  of  a  strictly  Symbolic  character,  but  in  no 
instance  was  there  the  slightest  intimation  of  an  unwillingness  to  entertain 
all  the  doctrines  of  our  Confessions.  Many  of  them,  both  publicly  and 
privately,  advocated  and  defended  the  Symbolic  doctrines  ami  usages  of 
the  Church.  In  the  lengthy  discussion  in  regard  to  the  admission  of  our 
Synod  into  the  General  Synod,  there  was  not  a  word  of  exception  taken  to 
our  doctrinal  position.  Nor,  indeed,  did  any  one  seem  to  think  that  our 
demands  for  the  protection  of  a  pure  Symbolic  Church  literature  were  more 
than  should  be  granted  to  us,  but  on  the  contrary,  some  able  arguments 
were  produced  to  show  that  they  should  be  granted. 

The  most  conclusive  evidences,  though,  were  the  adoption  of  the  above 
Report  of  the  Committee  upon  the  Tennessee  Synod,  and  the  unanimous 
vote  of  the  General  Synod  ordering  the  publication  of  the  able  Synodical 
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permon  preached  by  the  former  President,  Rev  T.  W.  Posh.  His  sermon 
I  had  the  pleasure  of  hearing,  and  J  presume  most. of  von  have  seen  it,  as 
ir.  appeared  in  the  Church  papers.  I  will  however  herewith  submit  a  copv 
of  it  to  Synod  for  examination.  It  is  con  fessedly  an  open  defense  of  the 
Augsburg  Confession  against  the  aspersions  of  all  its  enemies,  and  also  an 
indirect  defense  of  the  other  Symbolical  Hooks  of  the  Lutheran  Church. — 
Kia  sermon  was  heard  l>y  all  the  'Vye  rubers  of  Synod,  and  the  vote  to  pub- 
lish is  a  clear  evidence  that  all  who  voted  for  it  approve  its  sentiments. — 
This  is  more  evident  from  the  (act,  that  there  was  not  the  slightest  oppo- 
sition or  exception  made  when  the  motion  for  publication  was  before  Synod. 

I  also  submit  a  copy  of  the  Constitution  of  the  General  Synod  fur  the 
inspection  of  Synod. 

Every  service  in  the  church,  witli  one  exception,  and  that  was  by  an  un- 
liturgical  member  of  the  old  General  Synod  of  the  U.  S.  A.,  who  for  two 
days  was  in  attendance  upon  Synod,  and  was  permitted  to  preach,  was 
conducted  liturgical ly.  Preparatory  to  the  Lord's  Supper,  confession  and 
absolution  were  solemnized,  and  the  Sacrament  administered  in  our  own 
form. 

The  visit  to  the  General  Synod  was  very  pleasant,  and  I  must  say,  very 
profitable  to  myself;  and  I  feel  confident  has  done  much  to  remove  old 
pirejudic.es  against  us.  and  to  excite  good  feeling  towards  our  own  Synod — 
and  I  trust  the  project  of  uniting  our  Synod  with  the  General  Synod,  will 
be  carefully,  candidly  and  prayerfully  considered  by  our  Synod  ;  and  may 
the  day  speedily  arrive,  when  all  tine  Lutheran  Synods  in  this  country, 
mav  stand  united  upon  the  great  Confessions  of  the  10th  century.

organization  in  that  State,  we  would  therefore  recommend  that  a  Commit- 
tee of  five,  three  ministers,  of  whom  the  President  shall  be  one,  and  two 
lay  men,  be  appointed  to  collect  all  the  facts  they  can  in  relation  to  this 
contemplated  union  and  report  them  to  the  next  annual  meeting  of  Synod, 
that  decisive  action  mav  then  be  taken.

This  body  is  now  in  session,  in  West  Union,  Preston  county,  W.  Va.' 
We  find  nothing  claiming  the  special  attention  of  your  body. 

3.  The  Minutes  of  the  Extra-Session  of  tlie  Synod  of  South  Car- 
QliiuAy  held  in  Luther  Chapel,  Newberry,  in  September,  and  of  the  For- 
ty-Third Annual  Session,  held' in  Wentworth  Street  church,  Charles- 
ton, Nov.  14-1'J,  18b7.  Kev.  T.  S.  Boinert  was  elected  President; 
Kev.  P.  Derrick,  Kec.  Sec. ;  Kev.  Prof.  J.  P.  Smeltzer,  (Jor.  Sec. ; 
Maj.  P.  E.  Wise,  Treasurer.  There  are,  in  connection  with  this  Syn- 
od, 22  ministers,  and  40  congregations.  They  report  417  baptisms, 
323  confirmations,  4,241  communicants.  There  is  nothing  requiring 
the  action  of  your  body. 

4.  Minutes  of  the  0)ie  Hv.iulred  and  Twenty-first  Annual  Convention 
of  the  Synod  of  Pennsylvania,  held  in  St.  Mark's  Church,  Philadel- 
phia, Pa.  There  are  1^7  ministers  in  connection  with  this  venerable 
Dody — 10  of  whom  were  received,  at  this  meeting,  from  other  Synods, 
and  1 1  ordained.  They  report  300  congregations,  and  50,000  commu- 
nicants. This  Synod  ii  zealously  engaged  in  defending  and  extending 
the  faith  of  our  fathers,  and  is  accomplishing  much  for  the  establisU 
ment  of  true  Lutheranigm  in  America.  It  is  very  active  in  all  the  be- 
nevolent enterprises  of  the  church.  We  are  deeply  interested  specta- 
tors of  their  labors  and  trials,  and  rejoice  in  their,  success.  -We  bid 
them  God  speech.  The  present  Officers  are,  Kev.  G.  F.  Krotcl,  D.  D., 
President;  Kev.  E.  A.  ^Jauer;  German  Secretary;  Kev.  J.  Rohler, 
English  Secretary ;  Kev.  A.  T.  Geissenjiainer,  Treasurer. 

5.  The  Proceedings  of  Hut  General  Council  in  its  First  Convention, 
held  in  Fort  Wayne,  la,,  Nov.  20-26,  1867.  Thirteen  District  Syn- 
ods were  represented.  It  embraces  338  ministers,  1,030  congrega- 
tions, 133,296  communicants.  Its  Officers  are,  Rev.  G,  Bassler,  Pre- 
sident ;  Rev.  H.  W.  Roth,  English  Secretary ;  Rev.  Prof.  G.  Frita- 
chel,  German  Secretary ;  II.  H.  Muhlenburg,  M.  D.,  Treasurer.  It 
has  planted  itself  firmly  upon  the  unaltered  Augsburg  Confession,  and 
iat-erprets  it  in  the  light  of  the  other  Symbolical  Books  and  confes- 
sional writings.  We  regard  its  organization,  under  such  favorable 
auspices,  as  prophetic  of  a  brighter  day  for  the  Church  in  this  country. 
True  to  the  Confessions,  its  energy  and  talents  and  resources  must,  as' 
we  firmly  believe,  uproot  the  old  leaven  of  unsoundness  and  fanaticism, 
and  gather  into  itself  the  whole  of  the  Lutheran  church  in  America  united 
Mi  one  common  faith  and  uniform  practice.    May  the  time  soon  come  !

PRESCDENT'S  EEPORT. 

Dear  Brethren  in  the  Lord  : 

In  the  providence  of  our  kind  Heavenly  Father,  we„ 
/rom  the  different  Actions  of  our  Synodical  territory,  are  permitted  to 
assemhle  in  another  convention  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Tennessee 
Synod.  For  forty-eight  years  .our  fathers,  and  ourselves,  have  been 
permitted  to  meet  each  other  in  these  .annual  conventions.  And.,  as  a 
Synod,  we  have  great  reason  to  cherish  feelings  of  sincere  gratitude, 
to  the  Almighty  God,  for  his  continued  goodness  and  kind  protection 
extended  to  us.  Amidst  all  the  trials  and  .troubles  incident,  to  the  past 
and  present  times ;  and  all  the  confusion  and  strife  incident,  to  the 
present  political  state  of  the  country,  which  have  disturbed  and  racked 
most  of  the  religious  denominations  of  the  country  ;  as  a  Synod,  I  am 
truly  happy  to  say,  we  have  not,  to  any  extent,  been  disturbed.  And 
indeed  our  congregations  have  scarcely  experienced  any  agitation. 

As  far  as  I  am  informed,  almost  unprecedented  good  health  ha* 
prevailed  over  the  whole  extent  of  our  Synod.  The  Lord  has  blessed 
us  with  plentiful  rains,  and  the  fields  of  our  people  are  covered  with 
abundant  crops,  and  our  tables  are  crowned  with  all  the  substantial* 
and  some  of  the  luxuries  of  life.  Death  has  not  been  permitted  to 
diminish  the  number  of  our  Ministers,  and  but  few  of  our  lay  mem- 
bers have  been  called  away.,  To-day,  reassemble,  therefore,  in  the 
name  of  the  Lord  Jesus;  profoundly  thankful  for  past  and  present 
blessings,  let  us,  dear  brethren,  in  opening  the  present  Synodical 
Meeting  and  ecclesiastical  year,  look  up  to  the  Father  of  Lights,  and 
earnestly  pray  :  "  Establish  thou  the  work  of  our  hands  upon  us  ;  yea 
the  work  of  our  hands  establish  thou  it/' — Psalm  XC. 

In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  law  of  oar  Synod,  I  do 
now  submit  the  following  Official  Report : 

OFFICIAL  ACTS. 

The  duty  imposed  upon  me,  by  a  resolution  of  the  last  convention  of 
this  Synod,  in  regard  to  Bro.  Henry  Wetzel,  was  discharged  ;  but 
not  until  the  first  of -last  January.  The  proceedings  of  Synod  in  re- 
gard to  this  matter,  were  left  in  the  hands  of  the  Secretary,  and  from 
some  cause  did  not  reach  me  until  about  the  time  stated,  and  were 
then  immediately  forwarded  to  his  address,  accompanied  with  a  long, 
fraternal  letter,  assuring  that  brother  of  the  kind  feelings  entertained 
for  him  by  the  members  of  the  Synod,  and  also  assuring  him  that,  so 
soon  as  the  requirements  of  Synod  should  be  complied  with,  by  him, 
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that  the  desired  letter  of  honorable  dismission  would  be  furnished 
him.  To  this  letter  I  have  received  no- answer.  However.  I  learned, 
from  his  letter  published  in  the  eolumtts  of  the  Evuivjdiml  Lutheran, 
that  my  communication  reached  him. 

Sometime  about  the  first  of  last  January,  T  received  a  letter  from 
Licentiate  D.  S.  Uenkel,  in  which  he  asked  permission  to  visit  our  va- 
cant congregations  in  Davidson  county,  Nortlr  Carolina.  I  immedi- 
ately replied,  granting  the  desired  permission,  and  advised  him  to  vii»- 
it  them  as  often  as  possible,  until  they  could  be  supplied  with  a  pastoT.- 

About  the  middle  of  last  Jufy,  I  received' a  communication  frum 
Bro.  M.  J.  Stirewalt,  at  Augusta  Station,  la.,  stating  that  the  Evan- 
gelical Lutheran  English  District,  of  the  Joint  Synod  of  Ohio,  weulll 
meet  sometime  in  the  next  month.  And  owing  to'his  remoteness  from 
our  Synod,  and,  consequently,  his  inability  to  attend  our  meetings  ; 
Be  desired  to  unite  himself  with  said  Synod,  and.  therefore,  respect- 
fully asked'  for  an  honorable  dismission  from  this-  Synod,  to  that.  I 
considered  his  reasons  good,  and  his  request  legal,  and,  therefore,  un- 
besitatingfy  furnished  him  the  asked  for  certificate. 

THE  STATE   OF    THE  CHURCH.- 

From  the  different  sections  of  our  Ecclesiastical  connection  I  learn 
that,  in  the  main,  our  congregations  are  slowfy,  yet  steadily,  increas- 
ing in  therr  numerical  strength ;  and  all  who  are  regularly  supplied 
with  pastoral  services,  may  be  said  to  be  in  a  prosperous  condition.  I 
learn  that  there  are  many  catechumens  now  receiving  instruction,  in 
several'  pastorate's  of  the  Synod,  who.  it  is  hoped,  within  a  few  months, 
may  be  received  into  full  communion  with  the  church,  by  the  right  of 
confirmation. 

Several  of  our  pastorates  are  vacant,  and  I  have  no  doubt  your  at- 
tention will  be  called  to  their  condition,  by  each  one  of  them,  at  this 
meeting  of  the  Synod  and,  I  trust,  suitable  efforts  will  be  made  to 
furnish  them  a  speedy  supply.  Most  of  our  pastoral  district*  are  en- 
tirely too1  extensive,  and  I  am  sure  that  if  suitable1  arrangements  could 
be  made  to  reduce  their  extentr  it  would  greatly  conduce*  to  the  pros- 
perity of  our  church ;  but  the  scarcity  of  our  ministers,  and  the  ina^ 
bility  and,  in  too  many  instances,  the  unwillingness  of  our  people  to 
furnish  those  we  already  have  fa  the  field,  with  adequate  support,  for- 
bids any  change  in  thena  at  ptessnt,  and  renders  it  very  difficult  for  us 
to  induce  a  sufficient  number  of  young  men,  either  to  engage  in  the 
work  of  the  Ministry,-  ©r  to  remaia  within  our  bounds,  when  once  they 
have  taken  upon  them  the  vows  of  the  sacred  office-  These  things  are 
to  be  lamented  ;  but  to  remedy  them,  I  feat,  will  be  difficult. 

t  leara  that  three  good  Houses  of  Worship  have  been  erected  within 
the  last  year  within  the  bounds  of  our  Synod,  and  have  been  eonte- 
crated  to  the  sacred  purposes  for  which  they  were  intended. 

I  am  sorry  to  have  to  state  that,  owing  to  various  cauees,  which  I 
have  not  fu%  learned  but  which,  I  presume,  will  be  fully  made  known 
to  us  at  this  convention  of  our  Synod,  our  esteemed  brethren  fn  the 
VtfUey  of  Virginia  have  not  succeeded  in  uniting  in  tne  or^niitf  tier 
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of  thr:  new  Synod  contemplated  by  our  action  two  years  ago.  But  thrtt 
of  them,  viz  :  Revds.  H.  Wetzel,  George  Schmuker,  and  J.  K, 
Seneker,  have  united  thrmse.lyes,  with  ten  or.  twelve  congrogati6na,< 
into  what  they  call  a  Synod.  Whilst  the  majority  of  them,  some  seven 
or  eight  Ministers  and  abo'tft  twenty  congregations,  refuse  to  unite  with 
thorn  and,  of  course,  are  still  regular  members  of  this  Synod.  I  have 
received  no  official  notice  of  this  organisation,  and,  therefore,  have 
found  no  action  necessary  on  my  part.  But  as  the  course  pursued  by 
the  above  named  brethren,  in  this  matter,  has  caused  some  considera- 
ble disaffection,  and  can  not  fail  to  result  in  much  injury  to  the  church 
if  no  adjustment  is  made,  T  have  no  doubt  some  action,  on  our  part, 
in  reference  to  this  mattcT  will  be  necessary  to  the  peace  anu*  prosperi- 
ty of  our  .people,  ,  ;} ,  ai  .     nj  .  \i  .        , '  "  ,f 

.  I  regret  to  find  it  nece>sary  to  inform  you,  that  the  object  contem- 
plated, by  the  division  of  our  Synod  into*  Conference  Districts  in  North 
and  South  Carolina,  has  failed  to  result  in  as  much  good  to,  the  church 
as  was  expected.  Only  one  Conference  lias  been  organized.  This, 
however,  has  been  holding  its  regular  meetings ; ,  has  been  well  at- 
tended by  its  Ministers  and  Lay  delegates  ;  and  the  people,  where  the 
meetings  have  been  held,  have  generally  taken  great  interest  in  the 
Essays  read,  the  Discussions  had,  and  its  transactions  generally^and 
there  is  abundant  evidence  that  great  good  has  been  effected  by  these 
meetings.  But,  by  the  removal  of  two  of  our  Ministers  from  this  Dis- 
trict, its  numbers  are  so  much  diminished  that  there  seems  to  be  a  ne- 
cessity for  re-districting  our  Conferences.  Concerning  this,  the  Sec- 
retary, for  the  present  term,  was  instructed  to  memorialize  the  present 
session  of  Synod. 

RECOMMENDATIONS  :  AGi 'OUnhUQ* 

1.  I  would  n  o  t  respectfully  recommend,  that  a  committee,  of  prop- 
er size,  be  appointed,  to  investigate  the  differences  existing  among  our 
brethren  in  Virginia  ;  the  regularity  and-  pro^riet}*  of  the  new  organi- 
zation— wThich  has  assumed  the  name,  Concordia  Synod — ;  and,  that 
the  committer,  charged  with  this  duty,  report  to  the  present  conven- 
tion of  the  Synod. 

2.  Inasmuch  as  the  .question  of  adopting,  and  bringing  into  use  a- 
mong  us,  a  work,  lately  published  by  the  General  S?yno'd  in  North  A- 
merica,  entitled  the  Book  of  Worsjiip,  will  be  brought,  by  the 
Southern  Conference,  before  this  meeting  of  $ynod,  I  would  recom- 
mend, that  a  suitable  committee  be  appointed'  to  examine  the  book, 
and  report  to  this  session  of  Synod.        .  . 

o.  The  correspondence  heretofore  existing  between  this;  Synod,  as 
the  mother  Synod,  and  her  daughter,  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  "Cols- 
ton Synod,  has,- by  some  means,  been  permitted  to  be  discontinued  :  I 
would  recommend  the  renewal  of  this  relation,  and  that  a  correspond- 
ing delegate  be  appointed  to  the  next  annual  meeting  of  that  Synod'. 

4.  A  corresponding  Delegate  to  our  Synod,  as  you  will  see  from  the 
Minutes  of  the  Evangelical  "Lutheran  Synod' of  Nor  Hi  (^rolina^aSBly 
of  .\^ji^?h  has  »e. -ivad dress-. '•]  4 >\ *t n \ s*convennon  v a f^|^;trf uTir^^a,' 


iia,«  bfcfcn  appointed,  and  is  here;  with  hi?  credential?  ;  1  most  tobtmkly 
recommend  that  he  he  cordially  received,  and  that  we  appoint  a  dele- 
gate to  meet  with  that  Svriod  in  her  next  convention,  ami  that,  if  p'oi?- 
sible.  this  correspondence  be  regularly  eon  tinned. 

5i  There  seem  to  me  to  he  many  reasons  why  the  Evangelical  Lu- 
theran Tennessee  Synod  should  embrace  viithin  her  territory  all  the 
congregations  and  ministers  in  her  former  connection,  and  would, 
therefore,  earnestly  rceoinniend  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  take 
ibis  matter  into  immediate  consideration,  and  vlevise  and  report  a  suit- 
able plan  by  which  the  tiling  can  be  effected.  The  object  of  such  a 
movement,  it  seems  to  me,  should  not  be  to  constitute  an  annual 
Synod,  but  a  joint  convention,  composed  of  several  districts,  who 
should  meet  annually-,  whilst  the  joint  Synod  should  meet  biennially, 
or,  perhaps,  trienuially.  To  accomplish  this,  the  Holston  Synod 
should  be  invited  to  join  us,  as  one  branch  or  district.  Our  brethren 
in  Virginia  might  unite  in  another,  and  we  in  the  Carolina?  might  con- 
stitute one  or  two  districts,  as  would  be  found  most  convenient  and 
useful.  Such  an  arrangement  would  not  in  any  degree  prevent  us 
from  afterwards  uniting  as  a  whole,  with  one  or  the  other  of  the  Gen- 
eral Synods  or  Councils  of  this  country,  and  would  add  much  to  our 
■efficiency  and  influence  in  such  a  convention,  and  at  the  same  time  en- 
able us  to  do  much  more  to  build  and  strengthen  the  Church  in  our 
midst. 

And  now,  dear  brethren,  as  the  term  of  the -office,  which  you  kindly 
conferred  upon  me  at  the  last  meeting  of  tins  Synod  has  expired,  X 
most  cheerfully  vacate  the  presidential  chair  m  favor  of  him  whom 
you  may  now  select,  with  many  sincere  thanks  for  your  indulgence,  for 
I  have  no  doubt  you  have  discovered  many  defects. 

I  earnestly  pray  God-,  tin*  divine  spirit  of  wisdom  may  guide  you  in 
all  the  proper  deliberations  of  the  present  meeting,  and  that  the  bless- 
ing of  Almighty  God  mav  rest  upon  all  our  labors.  Amen.

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To  the  suggestion  of  the  President  In  reference  to  correspondence  of 
the  Evangelical  Holston  Synod,  we  recommend  that  our  former  cor- 
respondence be  renewed,  and  that  a  delegate  be  appointed  by  this  to 
the  next  annual  convention  of  said  Synod. 

Your  Committee  also  recommend  that  Rev.  N.  Aldrich,  the  dele- 
gate from  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  N.  C.  Synod,  be  received,  and 
that  a  delegate  be  appointed  by  this  Convention  to  the  next  annual 
meeting  of  the  North  Carolina  Synod. 

Relative  to  the  recommendation  of  tbe  President  m  reference  to.  a 
reunion  of  all  the  churches  and  ministers  formerly  in  connection,  with 
this  Synod,  in  the  manner  proposed  by  him,  your  Committee;  recom- 
mend that  the  committee  be  appointed,  as  suggested,  to  report  to  the 
next  annual  meeting  of  our  Synod.

On  the  reception  of  Rev.  N.  Aldrick,  there  were  mutual  fraternal 
greetings,  upon  which  Rev.  €L  D.  Burnheim  made  some  of  the  most 
eulogistic  remarks  respecting  the  character  and  high  orthodox  stand- 
ing of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Tennessee  Synod,  and  the  indebted- 
ness of  Lutherani sm  in  America  to  her. 

6.  On  the  last  item,  Syncd  ordered  a  committee  of  five,  to  consist 
of  three  clergymen  and  two  laymen,  to  be  appointed. 

Committee, — Revs.  P.  C.  Henkel,  A.  J.  Fox  and  T.  Moser,  and 
Messrs.  A.  Castner  and  F.  L.  Herman. 

On  motion,  Synod  decided  that,  in  future,  the  price  per  copy  of 
Minutes  shall  be  fifteen  cents. 

Synod  then  adjourned  till  after  sermon. 

During  intermission,  Rev.  T.  Moser  preached  the  Syuodical  sermon^ 
Text — Eph.  4  :  1 — 5  :  "I  therefore,  the  prisoner  of  the  Lord,  beseech 
you  that  ye  walk  worthy  of  the  vocation  wherewith  ye  are  called  with 
all  lowliness  and  meekness,  with  long  suffering,  forbearing  one  anoth- 
er in  love,  endeavoring  to  keep  the  unity  of  the  spirit  in  the  bond  of 
peace.  There  is  one  body,  and  one  spirit,  even  as  ye  are  called  in  one 
nope  of  your  calling:  one  Lord,  one  faith,  one  baptism." 
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During  the  sermon,  Rev.  S.  Henkel  and  his  delegate  arrived. 
THIRD  SESSION. 

Friday,  2  o'clock,  P.  M. 

Upon  motion,  Synod  next  proceeded  to  inquire  into  the  excuses  of 
absent  brethren,  and,  satisfactory  reasons  for  their  absence  being  ren- 
dered, Synod  excused  all,  except  the  three  composing  the  Concordia 
Synod. 

Synod  now  determined  the  time  and  place  for  its  next  annual  meet- 
ing ;  which  resulted  in  the  choice  of  Emanuel  Church,  New  Market, 
Shenandoah  Co,,  Va.  :  and  to  meet  on  Friday,  10  o'clock,  before  the 
First  Full  Moon  in  October,  A.  D.  1869. 

Synod  adjourned  till  to-morrow  morning  at  8  o'clock.  Prayer  by 
Rev.  G.  D,  Burnheim. 

At  early  candle-lighting,  Rev.  T.  Grouse  preached  at  the  church : 
Text,  Acts  2  :  38 — "  Then  Peter  said  unto  them,  Repent,  and  be  bap- 
tized every  one  of  you  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ,  for  the  remission 
of  sins,  and  ye  shall  receive  the  gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost." 

FOURTH  SESSION. 

Saturday  Morning,  8  o'clock. 
The  Synod  assembled  and  was  opened  with  prayer  by  Rev.  L.  A.  Fox.

No  1,  Is  a  letter  from  Rev.  E.  E.  Smyer,  in  which  he  assigns  dis- 
tance and  his  engagements  as  the  cause  of  his  absence  from  this  conr 
vention,  and  also  makes  some  suggestions,  favoring  a  union  of  this 
Synod  as  an  integral  part  of  the  Lutheran  General  Synod  in  N.  A. 

No.  2,  Is  a  memorial  from  Bethlehem  Church,  Augusta  Co.,  Va.f 
through  a  committee,  suggesting  to  this  body  the  propriety  of  adopt- 
ing measures,  at  the  present  session  of  Synod,  with  a  view  to  the  union 
of  our  Synod  with  the  General  Council  of  the  Lutheran  church.  The 
memorialists  also  call  the  attention  of  Synod  to  the  duty  of  the  Church 
to  adopt  measures  for  increasing  the  clerical  force  of  our  Synod,  and 
in  connection  with  this  they  urge  the  importance  of  a  more  liberal  support 
of  Hue  Ministry.  Through  their  pastor,  they  also  invite  Synod  to  hold 
its  next  annual  meeting  in  their  church. 

No.  3,  Is  a  petition  from  the  congregation  at  St.  Martin  •  church, 
Stanly  co.,  N.  C,  praying  for  ministerial  services  from  this  Synod. 

No.  4,  Is  a  petition  from  St.  Martin  church,  Cabarrus  county,  N. 
C,  of  similar  import. 

No.  5,  Is  a  petition  from  Morning  Star  church,  N.  C,  praying  for 
the  services  of  Rev.  T.  Moser,  or  some  other  minister  of  this  Syno<}. 

No.  6,  Is  a  petition  from  Philadelphia.church,  Caldwell  co.,  N.  C, 
praying  to  be  visited  by  ministers  of  this  body. 


No.  7,  I*  c*  petition  from  Melanehton  church,  Xar.dolph,  cx>„  N,  C, 
graving  for  ministerial  services,  aud  also  for  the  next  session  of  Synod 
in  their  churoh. 

No.  8,  Is  a  petition  from  the  members  of  St,  Stephen  church,  Ca- 
tawba ro.f  N.  C,,  praying  that  the  next  annual  meeting  of  this  Synod 
he  held  in  their  church. 

No.  9,  Is  a  memorial  from  the  Southern  Conference,  calling  the  at- 
tention of  Synod  to  the  Book  of  Worship,  proposed  by  the  General 
vSynod  of  N.  America,  and  recommending  Synod  to  consider  the  pro- 
priety of  its  adoption  for  use  by  this  body.  The  memorialists  also  pray 
Syuod  to  re-distriet  its  territory,  with  a  view  to  increase  the  clerical 
force  of  said  Conference. 

No.  10,  Is  a  letter  from  Rev.  J.  Stirewalt,  in  which,  he  expresses  a 
desire  to  be  with  us,  assigns  reasons  for  his  non-attendance,  and  calls 
the  attention  of  Synod  to  the  publication  of  the  Epistles  of  I>r.  Martin 
Luther,  contained  in  his  Church  Postil,  which  are  now  in  manuscript 
in  the  English  language,  and  recommends  Sytiod  to  take  such  action  in 
reference  to  them  as  will  most  likely  secure  their  early  publication. 

No.  11,  Is  a  letter  from  Rc\\  J.  Killian,  in  which  he  expresses  his 
desire  to  be  with  us.  gives  the  reasons  for  his  absence  ;  he  informs  us 
of  the  unpleasant  condition  of  their  Conference,  in  consequence  of  the 
formation  of  a  new  organization  by  a  portion  of  their  ministers,  lie 
also  suggests  the  propriety  of  taking  some  action  in  favor  of  a  union, 
with  the  General  Council. 

No.  12,  Is  a  letter  from  Rev.  D.  S,  Henkel,  in  which  he  expresses 
a  desire  to  be  at  this  meeting  of  Synod,  aud  gives  reasons  for  absence. 

No.  115.  Is  a  petition  from  Emanuel  church,  New  Market,  Ya., — 
prajing  that  tl^o  next  session  of  our  Synod  be  held  in  their  church.

Rev,  J.  R.  Peterson,  of  the  Committee  on  tin  Stxte  of  tin  Church, 
now  read  the  following,  and,  on  motion,  it  was  received  and  adopted  : 

REPORT. — The  committee  on  the  state  of  the  Church  are  happy  to 
be  able  to  report  that  the  embarrassments  and  hindrances  to  the  pro- 
gress of  our  Synod  by  which  we  have  for  years  been  surrounded,  in 
consequence  of  the  troubled  condition  of  the  country,  are  slowly  giving 
away  and  a  brighter  day  is  beginning  to  dawn  upon  us.  Your  com- 
mittee regret  that  they  have  not  the  information  necessary  to  give  a 
detailed  account  of  the  condition  of  the  several  charges  in  connection 
with  our  Synod.  With  a  few  exceptions,  all  the  charges  in  the  Valley 
of  Virginia  are  reported  to  be  in  a  somewhat  prosperous  condition. — 
There  has  been  a  regular  increase  in  the  number  of  their  membership, 
and  there  are  prospects  of  still  larger  accessions.  The  same  is  true  of 
the  charges  in  N.  Carolina.  Two  of  them  are  now  vacant,  and  seve- 
ral only  partially  supplied  with  the  ministrations  of  the  Gospel.  The 
congregations  in  South  Carolina,  under  the  care  of  Brothers  Efird,  are 
in  a  condition  not  dissimilar  to  that  of  those  in  othrr  portions  of  our 
territory.  * 

Congregations,  left  to  themselves  and  unsupplied  with  the  regular 
ministrations  of  the  means  of  grace,  soon  languish.  It  is,  therefore, 
important  that  our  vacant  congregations  should  be  supplied  with  pas- 
tors as  soon  as  possible,  and  your  committee  would  be  glad  to  have  it 
in  their  power  to  suggest  some  means  by  which  this  might  be  done, 
but,  in  consequence  of  the  scarcity  of  Ministers,  we  are  unable  to  do 
so.  We  regret  also  the  fact  that  quite  a  number  qf  those  wlio  attend 
the  field  of  ministerial  labor,  in  connection  with  our  Synod,  have  not 
felt  it  their  duty  to  remain  and  labor  for  her  welfare ;  but,  have  gone 
where  the  wants  of  the  church  were  not  so  pressing  as  among  ourselves, 
or  might  have  been  more  easily  supplied,  Your  committee  hope  that 
your  body  will,  with  as  little  delay  as  possible,  adopt  measures  neces- 
sary to  increase  her  efficiency,  and  thus  enable  herself  more  fully  to. 
meet  her  obligations  as  a  portion  of  the  kingdom  of  our  Redeemer.

should  be  effected  in  accordance  with  said  preamble  and  resolution,  an 
honorable  dismission  from  our  Synod  would  be  granted  these  brethren ; 
and,  whereas,  an  effort  was  made  to  form  a  regularly  constituted  Syn- 
od, but  the  object  contemplated  failed  ;  and,  whereas,  the  Revds.  H. 
Wetzel,  Gr.  SchmTjcker,  and  J.  E.  Seneker,  with  several  con- 
gregations, united  themselves  into  a  body  styled  M  The  Evang.  Luth. 
Concordia  Synod  of  Va.,"  thereby  disturbing  the  peace  and  prosperity 
of  the  Church  in  that  section  of  our  Synod,  the  other  brethren  dissent- 
ing ;  and,  whereas,  the  Rev.  H.  Wetzel  has  denied  the  jurisdiction 
of  our  Synod  over  him,  and  as  no  request  has-benn  made  by  the  other 
brethren,  who  entered  the  said  organization,  for  an  honorable  dismis- 
sion from  our  Synod  ;  Therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  disapprove  of  the  course  pursued  by 
these  brethren  in  this  matter,  and  that  their  names  be  retained  in  our 
clerical  catalogue  until  they  properly  apply  for  an  honorable  dismis- 
sion, or  announce  their  withdrawal  from  it.

According  to  adjournment,  Synod  convened  in  Salem  Church,  Lin- 
coln County,  N.  C,  on  Thursday,  September  24th,  A.  I).  1868. 

The  opening  Sermon  -was  preached  by  Rev.  C.  Moretz,  from  II  Cor. 
13  :  5 — "Examine  yourselves,  whether  ye  be  in  the  faith."  Imm<*- 
diatelv  after  public  worship  the  Synod  was  called  to  order  by  the 
President,  with  suitable  religiouf  exercises. 

The  Clerical  roll  was  called,  and  Lay  delegates  handed  in  their  Cer- 
tificates.

An  election  of  officers  was  held,  and  resulted  in  the  election  of 
Rev.  J.  M.  SMITH,  President. 
,  JIev.  C.  MORETZ,  Recording  Secretary. 
Rev.  A.  J.  FOX,  Corresponding  Secretary. 
Rev.  T.  MOSER,  Treasurer. 
After  which  the  President  read  his  Report,  as  his  last  official  act. 
The  President's  Report  was  received,  adopted,  and  reserved  for  the 
proper  Committee. 

The  papers  and  documents,  intended  for  Synod,  were  called  for,  and 
the  President  announced  the  following  Standing  Committees  :

that  flic  desired  letter  of  honorable  dismission  would  be  furnished 
him.  To  this  letter  T  have  received  no  answer.  However,  I  learned, 
from  his  letter  published  in  the  eolumns  of  the  Evaivjelical  Lutheran, 
that  my  communication  reached  him. 

Sometime  about  the  first  of  last  January,  I  received-  a  letter  from 
Licentiate  D.  S.  Henkel,  in  which  he  asked  permission*  to  visit  our  va- 
cant congregations  in  Davidson  county,  North  Carolina.-  I  immedi- 
ately replied,  granting  the  desired  permission,  and  advised  him  to  vis- 
it them  as  often  as  possible,  until  they  could  be  supplied  with  a  pastor. 

About  the  middle  of  last  July,  I  received  a  communication  from 
Bro.  M.  J.  Stirewalty  at  Augusta  Station,  la.,  stating  that  the  Evan- 
gelical Lutheran  English  District,  of  the  Joint  Synod  of  Ohio,  weula 
meet  sometime  in  the  next  month.  And  owing  to  his  remoteness  from> 
our  Synod,  and,  consequently,  his  inability  to  attend  our  meetings 
he  desired  to  unite  himself  with  said  Synod,  and,  therefore,  respect- 
fully asked  for  an  honorable  dismission  from  this  Synod,  to  that.  I 
considered  his  reasons  good,  and  his  request  legali  and,  therefore,  un- 
hesitatingly furnished  him  the  asked  for  certificate. 

THE  STATE   OF    THE  CHURCH. 

Prom  the  different  sections  of  our  Ecclesiastical  connection  I  learn 
that,  in  the  main,  our  congregations  are  slowly,  yet  steadily,  increas- 
ing in  their  numerical  strength ;  and  all  who  are  regularly  supplied 
with  pastoral  services,  maybe  said  to  be  in  a  prosperous  condition.  I 
learn  that  there  are  many  catechumens  now  receiving  instruction,  in 
several  pastorates  of  the  Synod,  who.  it  is  hoped,  within  a  few  months, 
may  be  received  into  full  communion  with  the  churoh,  by  the  right  of 
confirmation. 

Several  of  our  pastorates  are  vacant,  and  I  Save  no  doubt  your  at- 
tention will  be  called  to  their  condition,  by  each  one  of  them,  at  this 
meeting  of  the  Synod;  and,  I  trust,  suitable  efforts  will  be  made  to 
furnish  them  a  speedy  supply.  Most  of  our  pastoral  districts  are  en- 
tirely too  extensive,  and  I  am  sure  that  if  suitable  arrangements  could 
be  made  to  reduce  their  extent,  it  would  greatly  conduce  to  the  pros- 
perity of  our  church  ;  but  the  scarcity  of  our  ministers,  and  the  ina- 
bility and,  in  too  many  instances,  the  unwillingness  of  our  people  to 
furnish  those  we  already  have  in  the  field,  with  adequate  support,  for- 
bids any  change  in  them  at  present,  and  renders  it  very  difficult  for  us 
to  induce  a  sufficient  number  of  young  men,  either  to  engage  in  the 
work  of  the  Ministry,  or  to  remain  within  our  bounds-,  when  once  they 
have  taken  upon  them  the  vows  of  the  sacred  office.  These  things  are 
to  be  lamented  ;  but  to  remedy  them,  I  fear,  will  be  difficult. 

I  learn  that"  three  good  Houses  of  Worship  have  been  erected  within 
the  last  year  within  the  bounds  of  our  Synod,  and  have  been  conse- 
crated to  the  sacred  purposes  for  which  they  were  intended. 

I  am  sorry  to  have  to  state  that,  owing  to  various  causes,  which  I 
have  not  fully  learned  but  which,  I  presume,  will  be  fully  made  known 
to  us  at  this  convention  of  our  Synod,  our  esteemed  brethren  in  the 
Valley  of  Virginia  Rarfre  not  puf^'HlM  it;  uniting  in  th.a  organizations' 
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i»f  tho  new  jSynod  coot  emplat^d  by  onr  action  two  years  ag<>.  But  thre* 
of  them,  viz  :  Revds.  If.  "Wetzel,  George  Schmtjeer.  and  J.  K. 
Sexeker,  have  united  themselves,  with  ton  or  twelve  congregations, 
into  what  they  call  a  Synod.  W hiist  the  majority-  of  them,  sprue  seven 
or  eight  Minister?*  and  about  twenty  congregations,  refuse  to. unite  with 
them  and.  of  course,  are  still  regular  members  of  this  Synod.  I  have 
received  no  official  notice  of  this  organization,  and,  therefore,  have 
found  no  action  necessary  on  my  part.  But  as  the  course  pursued  by 
the  above  named  brethren,  in  this  matter,  has  caused  some  considera- 
ble disaffection,  and  can  not  fail  to  result  in  much'  injury  to  the  church 
if  no  adjustment  is  made,  T  have  no  doubt  some  action,  on  our  part, 
in  reference  to  this  matter  will  be  necessary  to  the  peace  and  prosperi- 
ty of  our  people. 

T  regret  to  find  it  necessary  to  inform  you,  that  the  object  contem- 
plated, bv  the  division  of  our  Synod  into  Conference  Districts  in  North 
and  South  Carolina,  has  failed  to  result  in  as  much  good  to,  the  church 
as  was  expected.  Only  one  Conference  has  been  organized.  This, 
however,  has  been  holding  its  regular  meetings ;  has  been  well  at- 
tended by  its  Ministers  and  Lay  delegates;  and  the  people,  where  the 
meetings  have  been  held,  have  generally  taken' great  interest  in  the 
Essays  read,  the  Discussions' had,  and  its  transactions  geuoralij — -and 
there  is  abundant  evidence  that  great  good  has  been  effected  by  these 
meetings.  But,  by  the  removal  of  two  of  our  Ministers  from  this  Dis- 
trict, its  numbers  are  so  much  diminished  that  there  seems  to  be  a  ne- 
cessity for  re-distrieting  our  Conferences.  Concerning  this,  the  Sec- 
retary, for  the  present  term,  was  instructed  to  memorialize  the  present 
session  of  Synod. 

RECOMMENDATIONS  : 

It  I  would  mo  t  respectfully  recommend,  that  a  committee,  of  prop* 
er  size,  be  appointed,  to  investigate  the  differences  existing  among  our 
brethren  in  Virginia  ;  the  regularity  and  propriety  of  the  new  organi- 
zation— which  has  assumed  the  name,  Concordia  Synod — ;  and,  that 
the  committee,  charged  with  this  duty,  report  to  the  present  conven- 
tion of  the  Synod. 

2.  Inasmuch  as  the  question  of  adopting,  and  bringing  into  use  a- 
mong  us,  a  work,  lately  published  by  the  General  Synod  in  North  A- 
merica,  entitled  the  Book  of  Worship,  will  be  brought,  by  the 
Southern  Conference,  before  this  meeting  of  Synod,  I  would  recom- 
mend, that  a  suitable  committee  be  appointed  to  examine  .  the  book, 
and  report  to  this  session  of  Synod. 

3.  The  correspondence  heretofore  existing  between  this  Synod,  as 
the  mother  Synod,  and  her  daughter,  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Hols- 
ton  Synod,  has,  by  some  means,  been  permitted  to  be  discontinued  :  I 
would  recommend  the  renewal  of  this  relation,  and  that  a  correspond- 
ing Delegate  be  appointed  to  the  next  annual  meeting  of  that  Synod. 

.  4.  A  corresponding  Delegate  to  our  Synod,  as  you  will  see  from  th? 
Minutes  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  North  Daroli^a?  a  cojj 
of  which  Was  been  addressed  to  thb  cont  ention,  and  will  be  srib&Mttod, 


has  been  appointed,  and  is  heiv  with  his  credentials  ;  I  uiosi  earnestly 
recommend  that  he  be  cordially  received,  and  that  we  appoint  a  dele- 
gate to  meet  with  that  Synod  in  her  next  convention,  and  that,  if  pos- 
sible, this  correspondence  be  regularly  continued. 

5.  There  seem  to  me  to  be  many  reaj^ons  why  the  Evangelical  Lu- 
theran Tennessee  Synod  should  embrace  within  her  territory  all  the 
congregations  and  ministers  in  her  former  connection,  and  would, 
therefore,  earnestly  recommend  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  take 
this  matter  into  immediate  consideration,  and  devise  and  report  a  suit- 
able plan  by  which  the  thing  can  be  effected.  The  object  of  such  a 
movement,  it  seems  to  me,  should  not  be  to  constitute  an  annual 
Synod,  but  a  joint  convention,  composed  of  several  districts,  who 
should  meet  annually,  whilst  the  joint  Synod  should  meet  biennially, 
or,  perhaps,  triennially.  To  accomplish  this,  the  Holston  Synod 
should  be  iuvited  to  join  us,  as  one  branch  or  district.  Our  brethren 
in  Virginia  might  unite  in  another,  and  we  in  the  Oarolinas  might  con- 
stitute one  or  two  districts,  as  would  be  found  most  convenient  and 
useful.  Such  an  arrangement  would  not  in  any  degree  prevent  us 
from  afterwards  uniting  as  a  whole,  with  one  or  the  other  of  the  Gen- 
eral Synods  or  Councils  of  this  country,  and  would  add  much  to  our 
efficiency  and  influence  in  such  a  convention,  and  at  the  same  time  en- 
able us  to  do  much  more  to  build  and  strengthen  the  Church  in  our 
midst. 

And  now,  dear  brethren,  as  the  term  of  the  office,  which  you  kindly 
conferred  upon  me  at  the  last  meeting  of  this  Synod  has  expired,  I 
most  cheerfully  vacate  the  presidential  chair  in  favor  of  him  whom 
you  may  now  select,  with  many  sincere  thanks  for  your  indulgence,  for 
I  have  no  doubt  you  have  discovered  many  defects. 

I  earnestly  pray  God,  the  divine  spirit  of  wisdom  may  guide  you  in 
all  the  proper  deliberations  of  the  present  meeting,  and  that  the  bless- 
ing of  Almighty  God  may  rest  upon  all  our  labors.

We  recommend  that  the  action  of  the  President  in  granting  a  letter 
of  honorable  dismission  to  bro.  M.  J.  Stirewalt  from  this  to  the  Eng. 
District  of  the  Joint  Synod  of  Ohio  be  confirmed. 

In  reference  to  the  organization  of  a  portion  of  the  Virginia  breth- 
ren— as  Synod  has  already  appointed  a  committee  on  this  subject — we 
deem  it  unnecessary  to  take  any  further  notice  of  the  same. 

Respecting  the  suggestion  of  the  President  in  regard  to  the  Book 
of  Worship,  your  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  this  session  of  the 
Synod  is  too  short  a  time  for  a  report  to  be  made  by  a  committee.-— 
We,  therefore,  recommend  that  our  people,  and  especially  our  minis- 
ters, be  requested  to  more  carefully  examine  the  Book  of  Worship,  that 
the  Synod  may  be  better  prepared  at  some  future  time  to  take  final 
action  on  the  same. 
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To  the  suggestion  of  the  President  in  reference  to  correspondence  of 
the  Evangelical  Holstcn  Synod,  -we  recommend  that  our  former  cor- 
respondence be  renewed,  and  that  a  delegate  be  appointed  by  this  to 
tbe  next  annual  convention  of  said  Synod. 

Your  Committee  also  recommend  that  Rev.  X.  Aldrich,  the  dele- 
gate from  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  N.  C.  Synod,  be  received,  and 
that  a  delegate  be  appointed  by  this  Convention  to  the  next  annual 
meeting  of  the  North  Carolina  Synod. 

'  Relative  to  the  recommendation  of  the  President  in  reference  to  a 
reunion  of  all  the  churches  and  ministers  formerly  in  connection  with 
this  Synod,  in  the  mnnner  proposed  by  him,  your  Committee  recom- 
mend that  the  committee  be  appointed,  as  suggested ;  to  report  to  the 
next  annual  meeting  of  our  Svnod.

The 
memorialists  also  call  the  attention  of  Synod  to  the  duty  of  the  Church 
to  adopt  measures  for  increasing  the  clerical  f orce  of  our  Synod,  and 
in  connection  with  this  they  urge  tJie  importance  of  a  more  liberal  support 
of  the  Ministry,  Through  their  pastor,  they  also  invite  Synod  to  hold

No.  3,  Is  a  petition  from  the  congregation  a.b  St.  Martin  church, 
Stanly  co.,  N.  C,  praying  for  ministerial  services  from  this  Synod.- 

No.  4,  Is  a  petition  from  St.  Martin  church,  Cabarrus  county,  N, 
C,  of  similar  import. 

No.  5,  Is  a  petition  from  Morning  Star  church,  N,  C,  praying  for 
the  services  of  Rev.  T.  Moser,  or  some  other  minister  of  this  Synod. 

•No.  6,  Is  a  petition  from  Philadelphia  church,  Caldwell  co.,  N.  C, 
pra'ying  to  be  visited  by  ministers  of  this  body. 


No,  7,  Is  a  petiiioD  frop  Melamhton  church,  Randolph  cot,  N.  CM 
praying  for  ministerial  services,  and  also  fur  the  next  session  of  Synod 
in  their  church, 

No,  8,  Is  a  petition  from  the  members  of  St,  Stephen  church,  Ca- 
tawba co.,  N.  ('.,  praying  that  the  next  annual  meeting  of  this  Synod 
be  held  in  their  church. 

No,  9,  Is  a  memorial  from  the  Southern  Conference,  calling  the  at- 
tention of  Synod  to  the  Book  of  Worship,  proposed  by  the  General

No.  10,  is  a  letter  from  Rev.  J.  Stircwalt,  in  which  he  expresses  a 
desire  to  be  with  us,  assigns  reasons  for  his  non-attendance,  and  calls 
the  attention  of  Synod  to  the  publication  of  the  Epistles  of  Dr,  Martin 
Luther,  contained  in  his  Church  Postil,  which  are  now  in  manuscript 
in  the  English  language,  and  recommends  Synod  to  take  such  action  in 
reference  to  them  as  will  most  likely  secure  their  early  publication. 

No.  11,  Is  a  letter  from  Kev.  J.  Killian.  in  which  he  expresses  his 
desire  to  be  with  us,  gives  the  reasons  for  his  absence  ;  he  inlorms  us 
of  the  unpleasant  condition  of  their  Conference,  in  consequence  of  the 
formation  of  a  new  organization  by  a  portion  of  their  ministers.  He 
also  suggests  the  propriety  of  taking  some  action  in  favor  of  a  union 
with  the  General  Council.

REPORT.— The  committee  on  the  state  of  tHo  Church  are  happy  to 
be  able  to  report  that  the  embarrassments  and  hindrances  to  the  pro- 
gress of  our  Synod  by  which  we  have  for  yfcars  been  surrounded,  in 
Consequence  of  the  troubled  condition  of  the  country,,  are  slowly  giving 
:iway  and  a  brighter  day  is  beginning  to  dawn  upon  us.  Your  com- 
mittee regret  that  they  have  uo,t  the  information  necessary  to  give  a 
detailed  account  of  the  condition  of  the  several  charges  in  connection, 
with  oar  Synod.  With  a  few  exceptions,  all  the  charges  in  the  Valley 
of  Virginia  are  reported  to  be  in  a  somewhat  prosperous  condition. — 
There  has  been  a  regular  increase  in  the  number  of  their  membership, 
and  there  are  prospects  of  sti.ll  larger  accessions.  Xhe  same  is  true  of 
the  charges  in  X.  Carolina.  Two  of  them  are  now  vacant,  and  seve- 
ral only  partially  supplied  with  the  ministrations  of  the  Gospel.  The 
congregations  in  South  Carolina,  under  the  care  of  Brothers  Eiird,  are 
in  a  condition  not  dissimilar  to  that  of  those  in  othrr  portions  of  our 
territory. 

Congregations,  left  to  themselves  and  unsupplicd  with  the  regular 
ministrations  of  the  means  of  grace,  soon  languish.  It  is,  therefore, 
important  that  aur  vacant  congregations  should  be  supplied  with  pas- 
tors as  soon  as  possible,  and  your  committee  would  be  glad  to  have  it 
in  their  power  to  suggest  some  means  by  which,  this  might  be  done, 
but,  in  consequence  of  the  scarcity  of  Ministers,,  we  are  unable  to  do 
so.  Wc  regret  also  the  fact  that  quite  a  number  of  those  who  attend 
the  field  of  ministerial  labor,  in  connection  with  our  Synod,  have  not 
felt  it  their  duty  to  remain  said,  laboy %r  her  welfare  ;  but,  have  gone 
where  the  wants  of  the  chureh  were  not  so  pressing  as  among  ourselves, 
or  might  have  been  more  easily  supplied.  Your  committee  hope  that 
your  body  will,  with  as  little  delay  as  possible,  adopt  measures  neces- 
sary to  increase  her  efficiency,  and  thus  enable  herself  more  fully  to 
meet  her  obligations  as  a  portion  of  the  kingdom  of  our  Redeemer.

Report,  as  found  in  old  Minutes,  when  ministers  fail  to  make  an- 
nual reports.

Your  Committee,  appointed  tc  prepare  a  plan  for  the  reconstruction 
uf  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Tennessee  Synod,  from  the  limited  time

The  house  was  called  to  order.    The  roll  was  called.    On  motion,  the  Pres- 
ident's report  was  read.    On  motion,  it  was  received. 

PRESIDENTS  AKEWJAL  REPORT. 

Beloved  Brethren  in  the  Lord : — Through  the  favor  of  a  kind  and  indulgent 
Heavenly  Father,  another  Synodical  year  has  rolled  around,  and  we  are  again 
assembled  in  Synodical  Convention.  We  who  are  alive  and  here  to-day,  have 
much  reason  to  he  thankful  to  the  Giver  of  all  good  for  the  innumerable  bles- 
sings he  has  in  great  mercy  bestowed  upon  us.  Whilst  we  live  in  ihe  noon- 
day of  Gospel  light,  and  enjoy  the  blessings  of  the  pure  word  of  G<  d,  and 
the  Holy  Sacraments ;  there  are  many  v.  ho  are  destitute  of  these  heavenly 
gifts.  These  are  ours  to  preserve  and  transmit  to  future  generations.  Are 
we  not,  then,  under  the  greatest  obligations  to  labor  to  give  the  bread  of  life 
to  the  thousands,  who  are  famishing  for  the  want  of  it,  and  should  not  we, 
who  are  so  highly  favored,  be  tilled  with  gratitude  and  praise  to  our  most 
gracious  Father  in  heaven, 

As  the  presiding  o nicer  of  Synod,  I  have  not  found  it  necessary  to  perform 
any  official  acts  daring  the  past  year,  and  therefore  have  nothing  of  that 
sort  to  report.  But  it  becomes  my  duty  to  announce  to  you  that  very  recent- 
ly two  of  our  most"  efficient  ministers  have  been  called  from  their  work  hero 
below  to  their  reward  above. 

It  is  painful  to  record  that  H  lias  pleased  Almighty  God  our  heavenly 
Father,  to  remove  from  the  stage  of-action,  and  the  held  of  usefulness  upon 
earth,  our  beloved  brother  in  the  ministry,  Rev.  E.  E.  Smyer.  lie  departed 
this  life  on  the  Kith  day  of  August,  1<S'^>  He  was  called  off  in  the  prime  of 
life  and  heighth  of  his  usefulness,  to  his  reward  beyond  the  grave, 

BFo  less  painful  is  the  duty  incumbent  upon  me  to  announce  to  you  the 
tidings  of  Father  .Jacob  Stirewalt,  of  New  Market,  Va.,  having  also  beeSI 
iC  noved  by  the  relentless  hand  <  f  death.  He  departed  this  life  on  the  25th 
day  of  August,  ISO1,).  Thu&j  within  ten  days  of  cadi  other,  the  Lord  has 
afflicted  us  by  the  removal  of  two  names  from  the  catalogue  of  our  living  min- 
isters. In  tliis  very  sad  dispensation  of  our  heavenly  Father,  he  loud  y  pro- 
claims to  us  that  our  duty  is  to  be  dp  and  about  our  Master's  business,  with 
all  our  might  ;  for  the  night  of  death  will-soon  come.  As  watchmen,  let  us 
bear  the  word  from  the  mouth  of  Cod,  and  faithfully  warn  the  wicked — and 
occupy  until  our  great  Blaster  says  come  up  higher. 

The  number  of  our  ministers  has  always  been  too  small  to  meet  the  many 
demands  upon  us  for  clerical  services,  which  has  always  been  a  matter  of 
deep  solicitude  with  us ;  but  when  death  comes,  and  in  so  short  a  time  re- 
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»ovest\.o  brethren  from  amongst  us,  possessing  such  abilities  and  useful- 
ness ;  it  is  exceedingly  painful  and  afflicting  to  know  that  our  very  .small 
number  is  still  being  diminished.  By  death  and  removal  to  otter  fields  of  la- 
bor our  clerical  strength  has  become  so  diminutive,  that  a  very  wide  field  is 
left  to  be  cultivated  by  but  few  of  us  ;  whilst  many  more  in  our  beloved  Zion, 
than  we  can  supply,  are  constantly  calling  to  us  for  the  bread  of  life.  Such 
has  long  been,  and  now  is,  the  state  of  things  among  us,  that  very  lew  young 
men,  who  possess  the  requisite  qualifications,  can  be  induced  to  embark  in 
the  arduous  work  of  the  Holy  Ministry.  In  this  most  sad  state1  of  affairsj 
what  is  to  be  done  to  meet  these  very  urgent  demands  ?  What  are  we  doing, 
what  have  we  ever  done,  to  remove  the  difficulty?  Ministers  we  need,  and 
ministers  we  must  have,  and  that  very  soon,  or  much  of  the  ground  we  now 
occupy  will  be  lost  to  us,  and  it  is  to  be  greatly  feared  that  it  will  be  lost  in  a 
great  degree  to  the  Lutheran  Church.  Brethren,  are  you  willing  that  this 
should  be  so  ?  Nay,  verily  we  must  arouse,  and  better  do  our  duty,  or  a  tear- 
ful account  must  be  rendered  to  our  Divine  Master  for  our  neglect. 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  time  has  come  for  us  to  do  more  to  encourage 
suitable  young  men  to  undertake  the  work  of  the  ministry,  than  Ave  are  now 
doing,  or  ever  have  done.  We  should  more  earnestly  pray  the  Lord  of  the 
harvest  to  send  more  laborers  into  his  vineyard.  We  should  speak  to  those 
members  of  our  congregations,  who  have  promising  sons  in  their  families, 
about  .these  things,  aiid  encourage  them  to  thus  dedicate  them  to  the  Lord. 
And  Ave  should  also  converse  with  the  pious,  talented  young  men  of  our  con- 
gregations, about  the  pressing  demands  for  ministers,  and  do  all  that  we  can 
to  induce  them  to  undertake  the  work.  And  as  we  will  certainly  find  many 
of  these  young  men  who  have  not  the  pecuniary  means  to  procure  such  lite- 
rary and  theological  attainments  as  are  requisite  in  this  enlightened  age  of 
the.  world;  it  seems  to  me,  that  it  is  the  bounden  duty  of  the  Church,  who 
needs  and  demands  these  services  of  her  young  men,  to  furnish  them  the 
necessary  means,  and  1,  therefore,  most  earnestly  recommend  that  a  commit- 
tee of  suitable  size,  be  appointed,  early  in  the  present  session  of  this  Synod, 
charged  to  prepare  and  report  to  tin1  prese'it  convention,  some  suitable  plan 
of  beneficiary  education- 
There  are  several  ot  her  matters  of  interest,  to  which  I  would  call  your  at- 
tention were  I  not  confident  that  the  various  Committees  of  this  Synod  have 
given  them  due  consideration,  and  will  embrace  them,  in  proper  form,  in  their 
reports  to  Synod, 

As  Ministers  and  Laymen,  1  trust,  we  all  truly  love  our  Church,  and  fondly 
cherish  her  institutions,  and  desire  her  prosperity;  let  us  pray  (hat  she  may 
be  successful  in  all  her  well  appointed  enterprises.  And  may  we  all  for  the 
future  be  more  active,  energetic,  ami  zeakms,  in  the  upbuilding  of  our  be- 
loved Lutheran  Zion.  And  now  may  the  peace  of  God;  which  passeth  all 
understanding,  be  upon  us,  and  may  his  Spirit  direct  us,  in  all  our  delibera 
lions  in  this  convention,  and  for  all  the  coming  days  of  our  lives.  Amen.

CORRESPONDING  SECRETARY'S  REPORT. 

Dear  .Brethren  : — During  the  past  year,  very  little  official  correspondence, 
in  writing,  has  been  found  necessary.'

REPORT  OF  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE  0»T  CATAWBA  MISSION. 

Your  committee,  to  whom  the  duty  of  meeting  and  conferring  with  mem- 
bers of  the  congregations  in  the  Catawba  Mission,  in  regard  to  their  willing- 
ness to  become  an  integral  part  of  this  Synod,  as  proposed  by  the  Evangeli- 
cal Lutheran  Sjnod  of  $orth  Carolina  0f  which  they  are  members  j  wou!4 
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inform  you,  that  tliis  duty  was  performed  on  the  21st  and  22d  days  of  Kov^ 
18<J8.  On  tlic  21st,  we  had  an  appointment  at  Thyatira  church,  and,  after 
the  Chairman  preaching  a  sermon,  the  object  of  our  visit  was  stated,  and  an 
interview  was  had  with  the  male  members,,  who  were  present.  But,  as  all 
were  not  present,  it  was  thought  most  prudent  to  postpone  the  matter,  until 
all  could  be  consulted,  and  then  report  to  the  committee.  On  the  22d,  tho 
cii  airman  of  the  committee  met  and  preached  to  a  large  congregation  in  the 
church  at  Newton,  and  then  stated  the  object  of  the  visit.  And,  in  t  he  after- 
noon, a  private  interview,  with  the  members  present,  was  held,  and,  after 
much  conversation  concerning  the  matter,  the  same  conclusion  was  arrived 
at,  as  on  the  previous  day. 

On  the  19th  day  of  last  April,  I  was  informed  by  one  of  the  Elders  of  tlio 
church  at  Newton,  that,  although  it  was  desirable  with  the  members  of  their 
congregation  that  the  propositions  of  their  Synod  be  met,  upon  examination 
it  had  been  ascertained  that  the  title  is  such  as  to  present  insuperable  obsta- 
cles to  a  separation  from  the  North  Carolina  Synod. 

On  the  3d  day  of  August,  we  met  the  Elders  of  Thyatira  church  and  were 
informed  by  them,  that  as  Newton  could  not  separate  from  the  N.  C.  Synod 
without  sacraticing  their  church  property,  they  had  concluded  to  await  fuller 
developments,  also.  Both  of  these  congregations  are  desirous  to  have  min- 
isterial services  from  ministers  of  our  Synod-

REPORT  OF  COJDIITTEE  ©IV  CHURCH  DISCIPLINE. 

Your  Committee,  appointed  year  before  last,  and  continued  last  year,  to  report  upon 
certain  questions  of  Church  Discipline,  submitted  to  this  Synod  by  the  Southern  Confer- 
ence, found  itself  unable  to  report  satisfactorily  last  year,  because  there  were  certain  other 
matters  of  great  importance  before  the  Synod,  which  have  a  decided  bearing  upon  these 
questions.  And,  this  year  finds  your  Committee  no  less  embarrassed  by  these  matters, 
because  final  action  has  not  yet  been  had.  Consequently,  the  Chairman  of  your  Com- 
mittee has  not  thought  it  necessary  to  call  its  members  together, — and,  would  most  re- 
spectfully ask  Synod  to  consider  the  propriety  of  continuing  this  subject,  and,  either  dis- 
charge this  Committee  or  continue  it,  as  she  may  think  most  advisable.

Item  6  was  now  taken  up  and,  in  reference  to  it,  the  following  report  was 
offered,  received,  and  approved: 

REPORT  ©S  O50\  WITH  GENERAL  SYNOD. 

Your  Committee,  upon  the  question  of  Union  of  this  Synod  with  the  General  Synod  in 
N.  A.,  has  not  yet  had  a  meeting  and,  therefore,  is  unable  to  render  .any  Report  to  this 
session  of  the  Synod.  The  Chairman  of  this  Committee  deems  it  his  duty,  if  permitted 
to  do  so,  to  make  a  brief  statement  of  reasons  why  his  Committee  has  not  been  assembled. 

At  the  time  this  Committee  was  appointed  there  seemed  to  be  few,  if  any,  obstacles  to 
the  contemplated  union.  But,  in  the  course  of  the  Synodical  year,  it.  was  ascertained  that 
a  few  of  the  prominent  members  of  our  own  Synod  were  not  fully  prepared  to  assent  to 
such  a  union.  Through  our  public  Church  Journals  it  also  became  apparent  that,  al- 
though the  General  Synod,  in  her  action  at  Staunton,  Va.,  h;nl  formally  and,  no  doubt, 
in  good  faith,  so  far  as  a  decided  majority  of  the  members  of  that  session  were  concerned, 
complied  with  the  conditions  proposed  by  our  Synod,  there  were  quite  a  number  of  tho 
clerical  members  of  the  different  Synods  in  her  connection,  who  entirely  dissented  from 
fhe  doctrinal  basis  she  had  assumed.  This  state  of  things  gave  rise  to  animated  discus- 
sions in  the  Church  papers,  often  conducted  in  not  the  most  friendly  manner.  Other 
issues  were,  also,  raised.  Consideihig  all  these  things,  it  was  found  that  these  conflicting 
ftiements  would,  in  the  end,  come  into  such  violent  collision  as  would  cause  the  General 
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Synod  to.  disband,  and,  should  the  Tennessee  Synod  unite  with  her,  such  commotio!* 
would  result  in  more  injury  than  good  to  us.  Under  all  the  circumstances,  the  Chairman 
of  your  Committee  thought  that  it  would  be  prudent  to  await  fuller  developments,  and, 
With  such  feelings  and  views,  he  went  belore  the  last  sessiou  of  our  Synod  and  respect- 
fully asked  a  continuance  of  his  Committee — fondly  hoping  that,  by  this  time,  things 
would  have  developed  themselves  so  fully  that  a  satisfactory  report  could  be  made  pro  or 
con.  But  whilst,  in  some  quarters  at  least,  things  are  assuming  a  very  hopeful  aspect, 
the  General  Synod  has  not  yet  had  a  meeting  and,  although  things  are  more  quiet,  gene- 
rally, it  is  evident  that  the  final  decision  has  not  yet  been  made.  But,  there  is  litle  doubt 
that,  within  the  next  Synodical  year,  all  will  be  determined  in  such  a  manner  as  to  ena- 
ble us  to  see  our  way  cieariy,  as  to  our  future  course  in  regard  to  this  proposed  union.: — 
Therefore,  I  would  most  respectfully  ask,  in  the  name  of  the  Committee,  that  it  be  con- 
tinued one  year  more.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  0\  JOIST  SYNOU. 

Your  Committee,  appointed  to  open  correspondence  with  some  of  the  most  prominent 
members  of  the  E.  L.  llolston  Synod  upon  the  subject  of  a  Joint  Synod,  to  embrace  all 
the  different  portions  of  Synodical  territory  formerly  and  at  present  in  connection  with  the 
E.  L.  Tennessee  Synod,  hereby  inform  this  Synod  that  the  duty  assigned  has  been  dis- 
charged, and  now  submit  the  following  Report: 

On  the  27th  day  of  June,  1889,  1  addressed  a  letter  to  brethren  A.  J-  Brown,  J.  K. 
Handler.  J.  C.  Barb,  and  Andrew  Rader,  containing,  in  connection  with  some  remarks 
of  my  own,  the  entire  proceeding  of  this  Synod,  in  her  session  of  18G3,  iu  regard  to  the 
project  ol  union  of  all  the  ministers  and  congregations  who  formerly,  and  at  present,  be- 
long to  the  E.  L.  Tennessee  Synod.    A  copy  of  this  letter  is  herewith  submitted. 

About  the  middle  of  July,  I  received  an  answer  from  brother  Rader,  to  this  letter,  in 
w  hich  he  expresses  his  earnest  approval  of  the  proposed  measure,  and  assures  me  that  he 
would  use  his  utmost  endeavors  to  have  his  Synod  adopt  such  resolutions  as  he  hopes 
wiil  be  instrumental  in  effecting  the  proposed  union.    This  letter  is  likewise  submitted. 

Soon  alter,  I  received  a  communication  from  Prof.  Barb,  the  President  of  the  llolston 
Synod,  expressing  his  decided  endorsement  of  our  proposition,  and  stating  that,  as  the 
Presiding  Officer  of  his  Synod,  he  would  earnestly  recommend  the  measure  to  the  favora- 
ble consideration  of  the  Synod,  and  urge  the  adoption  of  such  resolutions  as  would  favor 
the  union  proposed  by  our  Synod.    Tins  letter  is,  also,  submitted. 

Not,  until  about  the  middle  of  August,  did  1  receive  a  letter  from  Prof.  Brown.  He 
expressed  himself  somewhat  undecided  in  his  views  concerning  this  matter;  nevertheless, 
he  expressed  himself  decidedly  ha  favor  of  the  proposed  union,  provided  it  could  be  effect- 
ed in  such  a  manner  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  present  relations  sustained  by  the  llolston 
Synod  to  the  General  Synod  in  North  America.    This  letter  is,  also,  laid  before  you. 

From  some  cause  or  other,  1  have  received  no  reply  from  brother  llancher.  1  presume, 
however,  that  this  is  owing  to  my  not  having  addressed  the  letter  to  Mill  Point,  but  to 
Blountsville,  Tennessee. 

After  .lie  adjournment  of  the  Holston  Synod,  this  year.  I  addressed  a  letter  to  each, 
Professors  Brown  and  Barb,  making  inquiry  as  to  the  proceedings  of  the  Holston  Syuod, 
in  regard  to  the  question  of  union,  and,  on  the  *24th  day  of  September,  I  reeeived  a  reply, 
from  brother  Barb,  containing  the  several  items  of  their  transactions,  relating  to  this  mat- 
ter, and,  also,  expressing  his  very  earnest  desire  for  the  contemplated  union  to  be  effected; 
also,  that  a  Committee  was  appointed  to  forward  a  copy  of  these  proceedings  to  our  Syn- 
od, from  which  you  will  see  that,  upou  certain  conditions,  our  brethren  of  that  Synod  fa- 
vor the  organization  of  a  Joint  Synod,    This  letter  is  submitted  to  you. 

On  the  L8th  day  of  Sept.,  I  received,  from  Prof.  Brow  n,  an  answer  to  my  letter  of  in- 
quiry, in  which  he  informs  me  that  the  transactions  of  his  Syuod  have  been  placed  in  the 
hands  of  a  Committee,  of  which  brother  J.  M.  Wagner  is  Chairman,  with  instructions  to 
report  to  our  Synod.  He  states  that  it  is,  nearly  unanimously,  their  opinion,  that  the  only 
way  in  which  a  union  can  be  effected  is,  by  the  Tennessee  Synod  uniting  w  ith  the  Geuer- 
al  Synod  in  N.  A.  --He  regards  this  as  the  true  line  of  policy,  for  our  Synod,  This  letter 
also,  I  submit  to  the  consideration  of  Syuod. 

Your  Committee  recommend,  that  a  Committee  of  Five — three  ministers  and  two  lay- 
men— be  appointed,  to  w  hom  this  matter  be  committed,  with  instructions,  to  report  a  plaa 
of  uniou,  to  this  session  of  Svnod,       Respectfully  submitted^  A.  J.  FOX. 
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The  Committee  on  the  state  of  the  Chureh  now  reported.    On  motion,  tho 
Report  was  received,  and  laid  on  the  table. 
Synod  adjourned,  to  meet  on  Monday,  the  18th.    Prayer  by  Rev.  Swaney. 
Rev.  J.  R.  Peterson  preached,  at  7  o'clock,  r.  m.,  from  Ps.  84,  11. 

Sunday,  Oct.  17. 

At  9$  o'clock,  A.  M.,  a  Funeral  sermon  was  preached,  in  Emanuel  church, 
by  the  pastor  loci,  on  the  death  of  Samuel  H.,  son  of  Mr.  Joseph  Hupp. 
The  several  pulpits  in  the  town  were,  at  the  regular  morning  hour,  occupied 
as  follows:  St.  Matthew,  Bev.  Dr.  Fox;  Methodist.  Rev,  J.  R.  Peterson  ;  E- 
manuel,  Rev.  P.  0.  Henkel.  These  respecti\  e  churches  were  well  filled,  and 
a  feeling  of  devotion  and  deep  interest  seemed  to  prevail.  After  preaching, 
in  Emanuel  church,  Confession  and  Absolution  were  held,  and  the  Lord's 
Supper  was  administered  to  a  large  number  of  communicants.  During  the 
protracted  exercises,  a  feeling  of  solemn,  attentive  meditation  pervaded  the 
whole  assembly.

Monday,  Oct.  18,  0  o'clock,  a.  m. 

Synod  met  ;  devotional  exercises  conducted  by  the  President ;  roll  called; 
proceedings  read,  and,  on  motion,  were  received,  amended,  and  approved. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee,  on  the  state  of  the  Church,  which  was  laid 
on  the  table  the  previous  day,  was  called  for,  and  again  read.  On  motion 
the  Report  was  re  committed. 

The  Committee  on  Treaurer's  Report,  now  reported.  On  motion,  the  Re- 
port was  received,  and  adopted. 

The  Report,  re  committed,  was'returned,  amended.  A  motion  was  now 
made  for  its  adoption.  The  motion  was  withdrawn.  The  Report  was  again 
re-committed.  G.  R.  Calvert,  Esq.,  of  the  Shenandoah  Valley,  being  present, 
was  invited  to  a  seat  among  us. 

The  re-committed  Report  was  returned  again  and  read  : 

REPORT  OS  THE  STATE  OF  THE  €EIRCH. 

Your  Committee,  on  the  state  of  the  Church,  owing  to 'its  limited  menus  for  obtaining 
information  from  the  different  portions  of  our  widely  extended  territory,  can  only  make  a 
partial  statement  of  facts. 

Our  congregations  in  the  State  of  South  Carolina  are  ail  statedly  supplied  with  the 
preaching  of  the  Gospel,  and  the  regular  administrations  of  the  holy  Sacraments,  and  en- 
joy their  usual  prosperity. 

fn  North  Carolin,  all  the  congregations,  whichjjare  regularly  under  the  care  of  pastors, 
amy  he  said  to  he  progressing  as  well  as  formerly;  hut,  there  are  several  pastoral  charges 
vacant,  because  of  the  want  of  a  sufficient  number  of  ministers  to  supply  them  ;  and  most 
■of  the  Charges,  that  have  the  stated  services  of  a  pastor,  we  entirely  too  extensive;  and, 
consequently,  as  a  whole,  our  Church  is  notin  condition  to  prosper  as  much  as  is  desirahle. 

Our  congregations  in  Virginia,  have  been  better  cared  for,  than  in  either  of  the  Carolina®. 
Pastoral  charges Jaave  not  been  so  extensive,  and,  therefore,  ministers  had  more  leisure  to 
attend  to  the  spiritual  interests^of  their  people. 

The  recent  death  of  our  much  esteemed  brother,  Rev.  Jacob  Stirkwalt,  has  made 
vacant  an  extensive  field  of  labor.  And,  the  death  of  our  esteemed  young  brother.  Rev. 
K.  E.  Smykk,  has  also  diminished  our  resources  considerably.  Several  Pastorates  in  N. 
C.  are  vacant,  and  we  have  no  ministers  to  send  there.  And  what  renders  the  difficulty 
still  greater,  we  have  not  a  single  young  man  who  is  ready  to  t:,ke  the  field,  nor  have  any 
considerable  number,  who,  as  far  as  we  tire  informed,  began  to  prepare,  or  even  to  look 
forward  to  the'office  of  the  ministry.  Under  this  very  sad  state  of  things,  there  seems  to 
your  Committee  to  be  great  danger  that«ome,  at  least,  of  our  present  congregations,  will 
dually  biSpCompelled  to  sever  their  connection  with  us,  and  seek  other  relations.  And  we, 
ag  things  new  are,  our  congregations  only  Ijalf  supplied,  as  they  are  iu  our  larger  charges, 
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trb  in  danger  of  losing  many  of  our  younger  members;  urged,  as  they  constantly  are,  by 
those  proselyting  spirits  who,  like  birds  of  prey,  are  hovering  around  us,  and  making  every 
possible  eflbrt  to  strengthen  themselves  by  diminishing  our  numbers. 

It  seems  to  your  Committee,  that  the  time  has  come  for  our  Synod  to  awake  to  a  deep- 
er sense  of  the  very  important  duty  of  engaging  in  the  several  enterprises  in  which  every 
other  Synod,  in  this  country,  is  successfully  at  work. — and  by  which  means  the  Lutheran 
Church  was  founded,  and  for  a  long  time  maintained  in  America.  Every  other  Synod  is, 
more  or  less,  engaged  in  the  work  of  Missions,  and  Beneficiary  Education,  and  are  ac- 
complishing an  immense  amount  of  good.  As  a  Synod,  we  stand  alone,  inactive,  in  thest 
things;  and,  it  seems  to  your  Committee  that,  if  we  continue  thus  to  stand,  many  of  our 
congregations  will  soon  cease  to  flourish,  will  dwindle  down  and,  in  no  very  long  time,  di« 
out — and  the  fearful  responsibility  will  rest  on  us.  It  is  our  duty  to  supply  all  our  vacant 
congregations  with  a  well-educated,  faithful  Ministry  and,  also,  to  extend  our  borders  a* 
rapidly  as  possible.  There  are  many  reasons  why  this  should  be  done,  a  few  of  them  your 
^Committee  beg  leave  to  submit  to  your  careful  consideration,  at  this  meeting  of  the  Synod. 

Nearly  all  professing  Christians  have  a  well-educated  Ministry ;  every  portion  of  our 
Church  has  an  educated  Ministry.  It  is  necessary  that  our  Ministers  should  be  well  edu- 
cated, or,  we  will  fall  so  far  behind  others,  that  our  Ministry  will  fail  to  command  a  suffi- 
cient degree  of  respect  to  secure  success.  Our  people  are  educating  their  sons  and  daugh- 
ters much  better  than  formerly — and,  unless  our  Ministry  possess  liberal  Literary  attain- 
ments, these  young  people  will,  in  too  many  instances,  become  disgusted  with  the  igno- 
rance of  our  preachers  and,  finding  more  intelligence  in  other  denominations,  will  attach 
themselves  to  them,  and  be  lost  to  our  Church.  To  avoid  these  things,  there  seems,  to 
yQur  Committee,  but  cue  way  left  us;  and  that  is,  at  once,  to  engage  in  some  safe  plan  of 
Beneficiary  Education.  In  order  to  be  successful  in  such  an  enterprise,  your  Committee 
thinks  that,  a  Committee  of  two  should  be  appointed,  to  prepare  a  Pastoral  Letter,  upon 
this  subject  and  have  it  appended  to  the  minutes  of  our  present  convention;  and,  that  a 
resolution  be  adopted,  making  it  the  duty  of  all  our  pastors  to  read  this  letter,  publicly,  be- 
lore  aluii  congregation  of  all  their  members;  and,  that  another  Committee  be  appointed* 
to  prepare  a  suitable  plan  of  operations,  and  lay  it  before  this  meeting.  And,  that  a  reso- 
lution also,  be  adopted,  requesting  all  our  Pastors,  at  some  convenient  time,  say  immedi- 
ately after  reading  the  Circular,  for  taking  collections  for  this  purpose. 

To  laci  iitate  this  work,  your  Committee  would  recommend,  immediate  steps  to  be  taken, 
either  t<>  take  interest  in  North  Carolina  College,  or  some  other  one  of  the  Literary  Insti- 
tutions of  our  Church,  in  lihs  country. 

Your  Committee  is  of  opinion  that,  that  present  state  of  the  Church  loudly  calls  for  a 
proper  re-construction  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Tennessee  Synod,  in  the  shape  of  a 
Joint  Convention,  as  recommended  by  the  President  of  last  year,  in  his  Annual  Report — 
and,  ultimately*  attach  herself  to  either  the  General  Synod  iu  North  America,  or  the  Gen- 
eral Council,  as  may  be  found  more  advisable. 

Many  other  matters  of  interest  might  be  mentioned,  but  this  Report  is  long  enough.

Your  Committee,  appointed  to  prepare  a  plan  for  Beneficiary  Education,  and  submit  it 
to  this  session  of  Synod,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following : 

I.  That,  owing  to  the  want  of  sufficient  time,  we  find  it  impossible  to  mature  such  h 
plan  as  we  think  would  be  necessary,  to  enable  us  to  operate  successfully,  in  this  import- 
ant enterprise  of  the  Church.  We,  therefore,  respectfully  ask  Synod  to  continue  the  com- 
mittee, to  the  next  convention  of  Synod — so  that  we  may  have  sufficient  time  to  mature  it.

That,  whatever  money  may  he  raised  by  the  Synod,  for  Beneficiary  purposes,  bi 
deposited  in  tho  hands  of  the  Treasurer  of  Synod,  and  that  he  pay  out  the  money,  upon 
ihe  order  of  the  President  of  Synod,  countersigned  by  the  Secretary. 

IVr.  That  the  Treasurer  be  requested  to  report,  to  the  next  meeting  of  Synod,  the  am't 
•f  money  coming  into  his  hands,  and  the  amounts  paid  over  by  him  to  the  Beneficiaries  of 
the  Synod,  with  proper  vouchers. 

V.  We  further  recommend,  that  the  Officers  of  the  Synod  he  appointed  an  Executivt 
Committee,  to  decide  upon  the  merits  of  the  applicants  for  aid  from  the  funds  of  the  Synod. 

VI.  We  recommend  further,  that  the  Beneficiaries  of  Synod  be  requested  to  report  to 
Synod  at  her  next  meeting,  a  Certificate  from  their  teachers,  of  their  moral  standing,  and 
progress  raid  proficiency  in  their  studies.

PRESIDENT'S  ANNUAL  IvEPOET. 

Beloved  Brethren  in  the  Lord : — Through,  the  favor  of  a  kind  and  indulgent! 
Heavenly  Father,  another  Synodicalyear  has  rolled  around,  and  we  arc  again 
assembled  in  Synodieal  Convention.  We  who  are  alive  arid  here  to-day,  have 
much  reason  to  be  thankful  to  the  Giver  of  all  good  for  the  innumerable  bles- 
sings he  has  in  great  mercy  bestowed  upon  us.  Whilst  Ave  live  in  the  noon- 
day  of  Gospel  light,  and  enjoy  the  blessings  of  the  pure  word  of  God,  and 
the  Holy  Sacraments ;  there  are  many  who  are  destitute  of  these  heavenly 
gifts.  These  are  ours  to  preserve  and  transmit  to  future  generations.  Are 
we  not,  then,  under  the  greatest  obligations  to  labor  to  give  the  bread  of  life 
to  the  thousands,  who  are  famishing  for  the  want  of  it,  and  should  not  we, 
who  are  so  highly  favored,  be  tilled  with  gratitude  and  praise  to  our  most* 
gracious  Father  in  heaven. 

As  the  presiding  officer  of  Synod,  I  have  not  found  it  necessary  to  perform 
any  official  acts  during  (lie  past  year,  and  therefore  have  nothing  of  thai 
c*sort  to  report.  But  it  becomes  my  duty  to  announce  to  you  that  very  recent- 
Jy  two  of  our  most  efficient  ministers  have  been  called  from  their  work  her© 
Jbelow  to  their  reward  above. 

It  is  painful  to  record  that  it  has  pleased  Almighty  God  our  heavenly 
father,  to  remove  from  the  stage  of  action,  and  the  field  of  usefulness  upon 
earth,  our  beloved  brother  in  the  ministry,  Rev,  E.  E.  Saiyer.  He  departed 
this  life  on  the  16th  day  of  August,  1869.  He  was  called  off  in  the  prime  of 
life  and  height!)  of  his  usefulness,  to  his  reward  beyond  the  grave. 

1\ o  less  painful  is  the  duty  incumbent  upon  me  to  announce  to  you  the 
tidings  of  Father  Jacob  Stirewalt,  of  New  Market,  Va.,  having  also  been 
;e  noved  by  the  relentless  hand  of  death.  He  departed  this  life  on  the  25th 
day  of  August,  1869.  Thus,  within  ten  days  of  each  other,  the  Lord  has 
afflicted  us  by  the  removal  of  two  names  from  the  catalogue  of  our  living  min- 
isters. In  this  very  sa.d  dispensation  of  our  heavenly  Earlier,  he  loudly  pro- 
claims to  us  that  our  duty  is  to  be  up  and  about  our  Masters  business,  with 
all  our  might ;  for  the  night  of  death  will  soon  come.  As  watchmen,  let  us 
bear  the  word  from  the  mouth  or*  God,  and  faithfully  warn  the  wicked — and 
occupy  until  our  great  Master  says  come  up  higher. 

The  number  of  our  ministers  has  always  been  too  small  to  meet  the  many 
demands  upon  us  for  clerical  services,  which  has  always  been  a  matter  of 
deep  solicitude  with  us:  but  when  death  comes,  and  in  so  short  a  time  re- 
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m&vea  tvo  brethren  from  amongst  us,  possessing  such  abilities  and  useful* 
Jiess ;  it  is  exceedingly  painful  and  afflicting  to  know  that  our  very  smalt 
number  is  still  being  diminished.  By  death  and  removal  to  other  fields  of  la- 
bor our  clerical  strength  has  become  so  diminutive,  that  a  very  wide  field  is 
left  to  be  cultivated  by  but  few  of  us  ;  whil  st  many  more  in  our  beloved  /ion, 
than  Ave  can  sujpply,  are  constantly  calling  to  us  for  the  bread  of  life.  Such 
has  long  been,  and  now  is,  the  state  of  things  among  us,  that  very  few  young 
men,  who  possess  the  requisite  qualifications,  can  be  induced  to  embark  in 
the  arduous  work  of  the  Holy  Ministry.  In  this  most  sad  state  of  affairs, 
what  is  to  be  done  to  meet  these  very  urgent  demands  ?  What  are  we  doing, 
what  have  we  ever  done,  to  remove  the  difficulty.?  Ministers  we  need,  and 
ministers  we  must  have,  and  that  very  soon,  or  much  of  the  ground  we  now 
occupy  will  be  lost  to  us,  and  it  is  to  be  greatly  feared  that  it  will  be  lost  in  a 
great  degree  to  the  Lutheran  Church.  Brethren,  are  you  willing  that  this 
*houid  be  so  ?  Nay.  verily  we  must  arouse,  and  better  do  our  duty,  or  a  fear- 
ful account  must  be  rendered  to  our  Divine  Master  for  our  neglect. 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  time  has  come  for  us  to  do  more  to  encourage 
Suitable  young  men  to  undertake  the  work  of  the  ministry,  than  Ave  are  now 
doing,  or  ever  have  done.  We  should  more  earnestly  pray  the  Lord  of  the 
harvest  to  send  more  laborers  into  his  vineyard.  We  should  . speak  to  those 
members  of  our  congregations,  who  have  promising  sons  in  their  families, 
.about  these  things,  and  encourage  them  to  thus  dedicate  them  to  the  Lord. 
And  we  should  also  converse  with  the  pious,  talented  young  men  of  m\r  com 
gregations,  about  the  pressing  demands  for  ministers,  and  do  ail  that  we  can 
to  induce  them  to  undertake  the  work.  And  as  we  will  certainly  find  many 
of  these  young  men  who  have  not  the  pecuniary  means  to  procure  such  lite- 
rary and  ilkeological  attainments  as  are  requisite  in  this  enlightened  age  of 
the  it  seems  to  me,  that  it  is  the  boiinden  duty  of  the  Church,  who 

needs  and  demands  these  services  of  her  young  men,  to  furnish  them  the 
necessary  means,  and  I,  therefore,  most  earnestly  recommend  that  a  commit- 
tee of  suitable  size,  be  appointed,  early  in  the  present  session  of  this  Synod, 
charged  to  prepare  and  report  to  the  present  convention,  some  suitable  plan 
of  beneficiary  education. 

There  are  several  other  matters  of  interest,  to  which  T  would  call  your  at- 
tention were  I  not  confident  that  the  various  Committees  of  this  Synod  have 
given  them  due  consideration,  and  will  embrace  them,  in  proper  form,  in  their 
reports  to  Synod. 

As  Ministers  and  Laymen,  I  trust,  we  all  truly  love  our  Church,  and  fondly 
cherish  her  institutions,  and  desire  her  prosperity ;  let  us  pray  that  she  may 
'•be  successful  in  all  her  well  appointed  enterprises.  And  may  we  all  for  the 
future  be  more  active,  energetic,  and  zealous,  in  the  upbuilding  of  our  be- 
loved Lutheran  Zion.  And  now  j^ay  the  peace  of  God  ;  which  passeth  all 
understanding,  be  upon  us,  and  may  his  Spirit  direct  lis,  in  all  our  delibera- 
tions in  this  convention,  and  for  all  the  coming  davs  oi our  lives.  Amen.

REPORT  OF  SPECIAL  C0M1ETTEE  OY  CATAWBA  MESSfOY. 

Your  committee,  to  whom  the  duty  of  meeting  and  conferring  with  mem- 
bers of  the  congregations  in  the  Catawba  Mission,  in  regard  to  their  willing- 
ness  to  become  an  integral  part  of  this  Synod,  as  proposed  by  the  Evangelir 
cal  liutheran  S3'nod  of  North  Carolina,  of  which  they  are  members  3  wouhl 


Inform  you,  that  this  duty  was  performed  on  the  21st  and  22d  days  of  Kor^ 
1808.  On  the  21st,  we  had  an  appointment  at  Thyatira  church,  and,  after 
the  Chairman  preaieMng  a  sermon,  the  object  of  our  visit  was  stated,  and  an 
interview  was  had  with  the  male  members,  who  were  present.  But,  as  all 
were  not  present,  it  was  thought  most  prudent  to  postpone  the  matter,  until 
all  could  be  consulted,  and  then  report  to  the  committee.  On  the  22d,  the 
chairman  of  the  committee  met  and  preached  to  a  large  congregation  in  the 
church  at  Newton,  and  then  stated  the  object  of  the  visit,  And,  in  the  after- 
noon,  a  private  interview,  with  the  members  present,  was  held,  and,  after 
much  conversation  concerning  the  matter,  the  same  conclusion  was  arrived 
at,  as  on  the  previous  day. 

On  the  19th  day  of  last  April,  I  was  informed  by  one  of  the  Elders  of  the 
church  at  Newton r  that,  although  it  was  desirable  with  the  members  of  tfieir 
congregation  that  the  propositions  of  their  Synod  be  met,  upon  examination 
it  had  been  ascertained  that  the  title  is  such  as  to  present  insuperable  obsta- 
cles' to  a  separation  from  the  North  Carolina  Synod. 

On  the  3d  day  of  August,  we  met  the  Elders  of  Thyatira  church  and  wer<* 
informed  by  them,  that  as  Newton  could  not  separate  from  the  N.  0.  Synod 
without  sacraiicing  their  church  property,  they  had  concluded  to  await  fuller 
developments,  also.  Both  of  these  congregations  are  desirous  to  have  min- 
isterial services  from  ministers  of  our  Synod.

Your  Committee,  appointed  year  before  last,  and  continred  last  year,  to  report  upon 
certain  questions  of  Chureh  Discipline,  submitted  to  this  Synod  by  the  Southern  Confer- 
ence, found  itself  unable  to  report  satisfactorily  last  year,  because  there  were  certain  other 
matters- of  great  importance  before  the  Synod',  which  have  a  decided  bearing  upon  thes* 
questions.  And,  this  year  finds  your  Committee  no  less  embarrnssed  by  these  matter*, 
because  final  action  has  not  yet  been  had.  Consequently,  the  Chairman  of  your  Com- 
mittee has  Bot  thought  it  necessary  to  calf  its  members  together, — and,  would  most  re- 
spectfully a&k  Synod  to  consider  the  propriety  of  continuing  this  subject,  and,  eitlier  dis- 
charge this  Committee  or  continue  it,  as  she  may  think  most  advisable.

REPORT  ON  UNION  WITH  SEMRiL  SfXOf*. 

Your  Commktee,  upon  the  question  of  Union  of  this  Synod!  with  the  General  Synod  m 
N.  A.,  has  not  yet  had  a  meeting  and,  therefore,  is  unable  to  render  any  Report  to  this 
session  of  the  Synod.  The  Chairman  of  this  Committee  deems  it  his  duty,  if  permitted 
to  do  so,  to  make  a  brief  statement  of  reasons  why  his  Committee  has  not  been  assembled. 

At  the  time  this  Committee  was  appointed  there  seemed  to  be  few,  if  any,  obstacles  to 
the  contemplated  union.  But,  in  the  course  of  the  Syuodicalyear,  it  was  ascertained  that 
a  few  of  the  prominent  members  of  our  owu  Synod  were  not  fully  prepared  to  assent  to 
such  a  union.  Through  our  public  Church  Journals  h  also  became  apparent  tha.t,  al- 
though the  General  Synod,  in  her  action  at  Staunton,  Va.,  had  formally  and,  no  doubt, 
in  good  faith,  so  far  as  a  decided  majority  of  the  members  of  that  session  were  concerned, 
complied  with  the  conditions  proposed  by  our  Synod,  there  were  quite  a  number  of  tho 
clerical  members  of  the  different  Synods  in  her  connection,  who  entirely  dissented  from 
die  doctrinal  basis  she  had  assumed.  This  state  of  things  gave  rise  to  animated  discus- 
sions in  the  Church  papers,  often  conducted  in  not  the  most  friendly  manner.  Other 
issues  were,  also,  raised.  Considering  all  these  things,  it  was  found  that  these  conflicting 
dements  would,  in  the  end,  come  into  such  violent  collision  as  would  cause  the  General 
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Bynod  to  disband,  and,  should  the  Tennessee  Synod  unite  with  her,  such  commotio^ 
would  result  in  more  injury  than  good  to  us.  Under  all  the  circumstances,  the  Chairman 
of  your  Committee  thought  that  it  would  be  prudent  to  await  fuller  developments,  and, 
with  such  feelings  and  views,  he  went  belore  the  last  sessiou  of  our  Synod  and  respect- 
fully asked  a  coutiuuauce  of  his  Committee — fondly  hoping  that,  by  this  time,  things 
would  have  developed  themselves  so  fully  that  a  satisfactory  report  could  be  made  pro  or 
coin'.  But  whilst,  in  some  quarters  at  least,  things  are  assuming  a  very  hopeful  aspect, 
the  General  Synod  has  not  yet  had  a  meeting  and,  although  things  are  more  quiet,  gene- 
rally, it  is  evident  that  the  final  decision  has  not  yet  been  made.  But,  there  is  litle  doubt 
that,  within  the  next  Synodical  year,  all  will  be  determined  in  such  a  manner  as  to  ena- 
ble us  to  see  our  way  clearly,  as  to  our  future  course  in  regard  to  this  proposed  union. — 
Therefore*  I  would  most  respectfully  ask,  in  the  name  of  the  Committee,  that  it  be  con- 
tinued one  year  more.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  01  J0I1T  SHOD. 

Your  Committee,  appointed  to  open  correspondence  with  some  of  the  most  prominent 
members  of  the  E.  L.  Holston  Synod  upon  the  subject  of  a  Joint  Synod,  to  embrace  ail 
the  different  portions  of  Synodical  territory  formerly  aud  at  present  in  connection  with  the 
E.  L.  Tennessee  Synod,  hereby  inform  this  Synod  that  the  duty  assigned  has  been  dis-* 
charged,  and  now  submit  the  following  Report: 

On  the  27th  day  of  June,  1861),  I  addressed  a  letter  to  brethren  A.  J.  Brown,  J.  K 
Handler.  J.  C.  Barb,  and  Andrew  Rader,  containing,  in  connection  with  some  remarks 
of  my  own,  the  entire  proceeding  of  this  Synod,  in  her  session  of  J  868,  in  regard  to  the 

f)roject  of  union  of  all  the  ministers  and  congregations  who  formerly,  aud  at  present,  be- 
ong  to  the  E.  L.  Tennessee  Synod.    A  copy  of  this  letter  is  herewith  submitted. 

About  the  middle  of  July,  I  received  an  answer  from  brother  Rader,  to  this  letter,  in 
which  he  expresses  his  earnest  approval  of  the  proposed  measure,  and  assures  me  that  he 
would  use  his  utmost  endeavors  to  have  his  Synod  adopt  such  resolutions  as  he  hope* 
wiil  be  instrumental  iu  effecting  the  proposed  union.    This  letter  is  likewise  submitted. 

Soon  after,  I  received  a  communication  from  Prof.  Barb,  the  President  of  the  Holston 
Synod,  expressing  his  decided  endorsement  of  our  proposition,  and  stating  that,  as  the 
Presiding  Officer  of  his  Synod,  he  would  earnestly  recommend  the  measure  to  the  favora- 
ble consideration  of  the  Synod,  and  urge  the  adoption  of  sueh  resolutions  as  would  favor 
the  union  proposed  by  our  Synod.    This  letter  is,  also,  submitted. 

Not,  until  about  the  middle  of  August,  did  I  receive  a  letter  from  Prof.  Brown.  He 
expressed  himself  somewhat  undecided  in  his  views  concerning  this  matter;  nevertheless, 
he  expressed  himself  decidedly  iu  favor  of  the  proposed  union,  provided  it  could  be  effect- 
ed in  such  a  manner  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  present  relations  sustained  by  the  Holston 
Synod  to  the  General  Synod  in  North  America.    This  letter  is,  also,  laid  before  you. 

From  some  cause  or  other,  1  have  received  no  reply  from  brother  Ilancher.  I  presume, 
however,  that  this  is  owing  to  my  not  having  addressed  the  letter  to  Mill  Point,  but  to 
Blouutsville,  Tennessee. 

After  .he  adjournment  of  the  Holston  Synod,  this  year.  I  addressed  a  letter  to  each, 
Professors  Brown  and  Barb,  making  inquiry  as  to  the  proceedings  of  the  Holston  Synod, 
iu  regard"  to  the  question  of  union,  and,  on  the  24th  day  of  September,  I  received  a  reply, 
from  brother  Barb,  containing  the  several  items  of  their  transactions,  relating  to  this  mat- 
ter, and,  also,  expressing  his  very  earnest  desire  for  the  contemplated  union  to  be  effected; 
also,  that  a  Committee  was  appointed  to  forward  a  copy  of  these  proceedings  to  our  Syn- 
od, from  which  you  will  see  that,  upon  certain  conditions,  our  brethren  of  that  Synod  fa- 
vor the  organization  of  a  Joint  Synod,    This  letter  is  submitted  to  you. 

On  the  28th  day  of  Sept.,  I  received,  from  Prof.  Browu,  an  answer  to  my  letter  of  in- 
quiry, in  which  he  informs  me  that  the  transactions  of  his  Synod  have  been  placed  in  the 
hands  of  a  Committee,  of  which  brother  J.  M.  Wagner  is  Chairman,  wilh  instructions  to 
report  to  our  Synod.  He  states  that  it  is,  nearly  unanimously,  their  opinion,  that  the  only 
way  in  which  a  union  can  be  effected  is,  by  the  Tennessee  Synod  uniting  with  the  Gener- 
al Synod  in  N.  A.  He  regards  this  as  the  true  line  of  poficy,  for  our  Synod.  This  letter 
also,  I  submit  to  the  consideration  of  Synod. 

Your  Committee  recommend,  that  a  Committee  of  Five — three  miuisters  and  two  lay- 
men— be  appointed,  to  whom  this  matter  be  committed,  wish  instructions,  to  report  a  plaia 
of  union,  to  this  session  of  Synod*       Respectfully  submitted*  A.  J.  FOX- 
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The  Commit  tee  on  the  state  of  the  Church  now  reported.    On  motion,  th* 
Report  was  received,  and  laid  on  the  table. 
Synod  adjourned,  to  meet  on  Monday,  the  18th.    Prayer  by  Rev.  Swaney.

The  Report  was  again 
re-committed.  G.  R.  Calvert,  Esq.,  of  the  Shenandoah  Valley,  being  present, 
was  invited  to  a  seat  among  us. 

The  re-committed  Report  was  returned  again  and  read  : 

REPGET^OIV  T"E  state  of  the  crfrch. 

Your  Committee,  on  the  state  of  the  Church,  owimx  to  its  limited  menus  for  obtaining 
information  from  the  different  portions  of  our  widely  extended  territory,  can  only  make  a 
partial  statement  of  facts. 

Our  congregations  in  the  State  of  South  Carolina  are  all  statedly  supplied  with  tho 
preaching  of  the  Gospel,  and  the  regular  administrations  of  the  i  oly  Sacraments,  and  en- 
joy their  usual  prosperity.  h- — 

In  North  Carotin,  all  the  congregations,  whiehjare  regularly  under  the  care  of  pastors, 
may  he  said  to  he  progressing  as  well  as  formerly;  hut.  there  are  several  pastoral  charges 
vacant,  because  of  the  want  of  a  sufficient  number  of  ministers  to  supply  them  ;  and  most 
of  the  Charges,  that  have  the  stated  services  of  a  pastor,  are  entirely  too  extensive;  and, 
consequently.  ;  s  a  whole,  our  Church  is  not  in  condition  to  prosper  as  much  as  is  desirable. 

Our  congregations  in  Virginia,  have  been  better  cared  for,  than  in  either  of  the  Carolinas. 
Pastoral  charges  have  not  been  so  extensive,  and,  therefore,  ministers  had  more  leisure  to 
attend  to  the  spiritual  interests  pf  their  people.  * 

The  recent  death  of  our  much  esteemed  brother,  Rev.  Jacob  Stirkwalt,  has  made 
vacant  an  extensive  field  of  labor.  And,  the  d^ath  of  our  esteemed  young  brother.  Rev. 
K.  E.  Smyre,  has  also  diminished  our  resources  considerably-  Several  Pastorates  in  N. 
C.  are  vacant,  and  Ave  have  no  ministers  to  send  there.  And  what  renders  the  difficulty 
still  greater,  we  have  not  a  single  young  man  who  is  ready  to  take  the  field,  nor  have  any" 
considerable  number,  w  ho,  as  far  as  we  are  informed,  began  to  prepare,  or  even  to  look 
forward  to  the  office  of  the  ministry.  Under  this  very  sad  state  of  things,  there  seems  to 
your  Committee  to  be  great  danger  that  some,  at  least,  of  our  present  congregations,  will 
finally  be  compelled  to  sever  thoir  connection  w  ith  us.  and  seek  other  relations.  And  we, 
as  things  now  are,  our  congregations  only  half  supplied,  as  they  are  incur  larger  charges, 
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are  in  danger  of  losing  many  of  our  younger  members;  urged*  as  they  constantly  are,  by 
{hose  proselyting  spirits  who,  like  birds  of  prey,  are  hovering  around  us,  and  making  every 
possible  effort  to  strengthen  themselves  by  diminishing  our  numbers. 

It  seems  to  your  Committee,  that  the  time  lias  come  for  our  Synod  to  awake  to  a  deep- 
er sense  of  the  very  important  duty  of  engaging  in  the  several  enterprises  in  which  every 
ether  Synod,  in  this  country,  Is  successfully  at  work. — and  by  which  means  the  Lutheran 
Church  was  founded,  ancUfor  a  long  time  maintained  in  America.  Every  other  Synod  is, 
more  or  less,  engaged  in  the  work  of  Missions,  and  Beneficiary  Education,  and  are  ac- 
complishing an  immense  amount  of  good.  As  a  Synod,  we  stand  alone,  inactive,  iu  thcjM 
things;  and,  it  seems  to  your  Committee  that,  if  we  continue  tints  to  stand,  many  of  our 
congregations  will  soon  cease  to  flourish,  will  dwindle  down  and,  in  no  very  long  time,  di« 
out — and  the  tearful  responsibility  will  rest  on  us.  It  is  our  duty  to  supply  all  our  vacant 
congregations  with  a  well-educated,  faithful  Ministry  and,  also,  to  extend  oar  borders  aa 
rapidly  as.  possible.  There  are  many  reasons  why  this  should  be  done,  a  few  of  them  your 
Committee  beg  leave  to  submit  to  your  careful  consideration,  at  this  meeting  of  ihe  Sj  nod. 

Nearly  all  professing-  Christians  have  a  well-educated  Ministry;  every  portion  of  our 
Church  has  an  educated  Ministry.  It.  is  necessary  that  our  Ministers  should  be  well  edu- 
cated, or,  we  will  fall  so  far  behind  others,  that  our  Ministry  will  fail  to  command  a  sufli- 
cient  degree  of  respect  to  secure  success.  Our  people  arc  educating  their  sons  and  daugh- 
ters much  better  than  formerly — and,  unless  our  Ministry  possess  liberal  Literary  attain- 
ments, these  young  people  will,  in  too  many  instances,  become  disgusted  with  the  igno- 
raucc  of  our  preachers  and,  finding  more  'intelligence  in  other  denominations,  will  attach 
themselves  to  them?Jaud  he  lost  to  our  Church.  To  avoid  these  things,  there  seems,  to 
your  Committee,  but  oi?e  way  left  us;  and  that  is,  at  once,  to  engage  in  some  safe  plao  of 
Beneficiary  Education.  In  order  to  bo  successful  in  such  an  enterprise,  your  Committer 
thinks  that,  a  Committee  of  two  should  be  appointed,  to  prepare  a  Pastoral  Letter,  upon 
mis  subject  and  have  it  appended  to  the  minutes  of  our  present  convention;  and,  that  a 
resolution  be  adopred,  making  it  the  duty  of  all  our  pastors  to  read  this  Utter,  publicly,  be- 
fore a  (nil  congregation  of  all  their  members;  and,  that  another  Committee  be  appointed, 
to  prepare  a  suitable  plan  of  operations,  and  lay  it  before  this  meeting.  And,  that  a  reso- 
lution aiso.  be  adopted,  requesting  all  our  Pastors,  at.  some  convenient  time,  say  immedi- 
ately-after reading  the  Circular,  for  taking  collections  for  this  purpose. 

To  facilitate  this  work,  your  Committee  would  recommend,  immediate  stepsto be  taken, 
either  to  take  interest  in  Worth  Carolina  College,  or  some  other  one  of  the  Literary  Insti- 
tutions of  our  Church,  in  tihs  country. 

Your  Committee  is  of  opinion  that,  that  present  state  of  the  Church  loudly  calls  for  a 
proper  re-construction  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Tennessee  Synod,  in  the  shape  of  a 
Joint  Convention,  as  recommended  by  the  President  of  last  year,  in  his  Annual  Report— 
and,  ultimately,  attach  herself  to  either  the  General  Synod  in  North  America,  or  the  Gen- 
eral Council,  as  may  be  found  more  advisable. 

Many  other  matters  of  interest,  might  be  mentioned,  but  this  Report  is  long  enough.

That*  /.e  respectfully  recommend  to  Synod,  the  importance  and  necessity  of  urglng- 
our  Ministers  to  take  up  collections,  at  an  early  day,  to  raise  funds  to  enable  J.  Stirewa)^ 
•ml  others,  to  prosecute  their  studies  tor  the  Gospel  Ministry. 

HI.  That,  whatever  money  may  he  raised  by  the  Synod,  for  Beneficiary  purposes,  h& 
deposited  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  of  Synod,  and  that  he  pay  o;:t  the  pnp£ey,  u^oii 
^he  order  of  the  President  of  Synod,  countersigned  by  the  Secretary. 

IV.  That  the  Treasurer  be  requested  to  report,  to  the  next  meeting  of  Synod,  the  am't 
•f  money  coming  into  his  hands,  and  the  amounts  paid  over  by  him  to  the  Beneficiaries  of 
the  Synod,  with  proper  vouchers. 

V.  We  further  recommend,  that  the  Officers  of  the  Synod  be  appointed  an  Executive 
Committee,  to  decide  upon  the  merits  of  the  applicants  for  aid  from  the  funds  of  the  Synod. 

VI.  We  recommend  further,  that  the  Beneficiaries  of  Synod  be  requested  to  report  to 
Synod  at  her  next  meeting,  a  Certificate  from  their  teachers,  of  their  moral  standing,  aix«i 
progress  and  proficiency  in  their  studies,

3.  Rksolvkd,  That,  if  our  proposition  to  call  a  Convention  is  complied  with,  the  tim» 
of  the  meeting  of  this  Convention  be  fixed  upon  at  the  next  meeting  of  this  Synod.

MINUTES. 


Saturday,  Nov.  5,  1870. 

Pursuant  to  adjournment,  the  Fiftieth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Evangeli- 
cal Lutheran  Tennessee  Synod,  convened  in  St.  Peter  Church,  Lexington 
County,  South  Carolina. 

The  exercises  of  the  occasion,  in  the  absence  of  the  President,  were  opened 
in  an  appropriate  manner,  by  Rev.  T.  Crouse,  who  then  preached  from  Matt. 
11,  28-30.  He  was  then  followed  by  Rev.  J.  M.  Smith,  who  preached  from 
Eph.  2,  13, — after  which,  seventeen  Catechumen  were  received  into  full  com- 
munion with  the  Church,  through  the  ancient  Rite  of  Confirmation. 

Sunday,  November  G,  1870 — 10  o'clock,  A.  M. 

An  unusually  large  congregation  having  assembled  at  the  appointed  time, 
the  services  of  the  morning  were  led  by  Rev.  Dr.  Fox,  who  preached  from 
Ps.  11C,  12-14  He  was  then  followed  by  Rev.  J.  R.  Peterson,  who  preached 
from  Heb.  2,  8.  Confession  and  Absolution  were  then  held  by  the  pastor  lo- 
ci, according  to  the  custom  of  the  Church. 

The  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper  was  then  administered  to  a  large  num- 
ber of  communicants.  During  all  the  exercises,  necessarily  protracted,  a 
feeling  of  sacred  and  solemn  devotion  and  meditation  seemed  to  pervade  the 
entire  congregation.  How  pleasant  and  refreshing,  for  brethren  to  meet  and 
commune  together] 

Monday,  November  7 — 9  o'clock,  A.  M. 
Synod  met.   The  President  opened  the  occasion  in  an  appropriate  man- 
ner.   The  house  then  came  to  order,  the  Clerical  Roll  was  called,  the  absent- 
ees noted,  and  the  Lay-delegates  presented  their  certificates  of  election.

PRESIDENT'S,  ANN U  XL  BEPOET. 

Dear  Brethren  of  the  Evangelical  Mmtfteran  Tennessee  Synod : — Anothei 
Synodical  year  has  passed  away,  and  we,  in  the  providence  of  God,  are  per- 
mitted to  meet  again  as  a  Synod.  We  acknowledge  the  renewed. obligations 
now  resting  upon  us,  to  be  grateful  to  the  Giver  of  all  good*,  for  past  favors, 
present  blessings,  and  promises  of  future  mercies  ; — God  forbid  that  any  of 
us  should  ever,  by  wicked  works  or  ingratitude,  render  ourselves  unworthy 
of  our  holy  calling,  or  disappoint  the  expectation  of  the  Christian  Church, 
over  which,  in  the  Providence  of  God,  we  have  been  appointed  as  overseers. 

CERTIFICATES  Gil  ANTED. 

On  the  17th  day  of  October  last,  and  while  the  Synod  was  in  session,  in 
New  Market,  Ya.,  I  g<ave  to  Eev.  AY.  H.  Swaney,  a  certificate  of  honorable 
dismission  from  this  body..  He  has  since  become  a  member  of  one  of  the 
English  District  Synods  of  Ohio;  and,  so  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  learn,  is 
now  laboring,  within  the  bounds  of  said  Syso^  successfully  and  with  ac 
ceptance. 

DEATHS  OF  MINISTERS. 

Soon  after  the  adjournment  of  the  last  Synod,  Eev,  A.  Henkel,  whose- 
health  had  been  declining  for  a  length  of  time,  departed  this  life.  "  He  died 
in  a  good  old  age,  an  old  man  and  full  of  years,-  'and  was  gathered  to  his 
people."  Of  him,  it  may  be  truthfully  said;  that :  he -was  sound  in  the  faith 
and  pure  in  morals ;  he  leaves  a  legacy,  to  his.  family  and  the  Lutheran 
Church,  in  the  brightness  of  his  example,  and  his  devotion  to  the  interests  of 
the  Synod,  of  which  he  was  a  worthy  and  honored  member  for  the  period  of 
about  fifty  years. 

In  this  connection,  it  is  also  our  painful  duty  to  record  the  death  of  Bev. 
A.  Efird,  of  Lexington,  S.  C,  who  departed  this  life  on  the  13th  day  of  Sep 
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tember,  last.  Of  this  brother,  personally,  we  knew  but  little — having  seen 
him  but  once — we  understand,  however,  from  those  who  were  intimately  ac- 
quainted with  him,  that  his  praise  u  was'  in  all  the  churches."  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  some  one,  having  full  knowledge  of  his  life  and  labors,  will  favor 
the  Church  with  a  suitable  Obituary  Notice  of  this  servant  of  God.* 

In  all  our  afflictions,  we  acknowledge  the  providence  of  God,  and  admit 
that  his  ways  are  best,  though  we  comprehend  them  not. 

VACANCIES  SUPPLIED. 

The  charge  left  vacant  by  the  death  of  Rev.  J.  Stirewalt  is  now  supplied 
by  Rev.  J.  S.  Beimick,  a  young  man  of  much  promise,  whose  services  are 
highly  appreciated  by  his  people. 

BENEFICIARY  EDUCATION. 

The  attention  of  Synod  has  been  called  to  this  subject  in  various  ways. 
By  the  recommendations  of  your  former  President,  and  by  the  Committee, 
who  were  appointed  at  our  last  meeting  to  prepare  and  submit  a  plan  to  aid 
as,  in  our  future  operations.  We  have  now  before  us,  in  the  shape  of  a  Cir- 
cular, the  recommendations  and  suggestions  of  this  Committee.  We  are 
made  acquainted  with  the  wants  and  destitution  of  the  Church  on  the  one 
hand,  and  on  the  other,  we  are  informed  of  her  ability  to  supply,  yea,  more 
than  supply  all  these  wants,  and  we  have  set  before  us  in  a  clear  and  forcible 
light  the  consequences,  if  the  Church  fails  to  wake  up  to  the  full  measure  of 
her  responsibility.  It  has  become  an  absolute  necessity  that  the  Church  en- 
joy an  educated  ministry ;  on  this  subject,  I  hope  there  is  amongst  us  but 
one  opinion  ;  hence,  I  repeat  it,  our  ministers  must  be  educated.  We  may 
differ  in  relation  to  the  plan  to  be  produced,  and  the  standard  to  be  attained; 
here  we  express  no  opinion, — the  wisdom  of  Synod  can  better  do  this. 

Whatever  be  the  plan,  or  the  standard,  we  must  have  means  to  pursue  the 
one  and  attain  the  other;  in  other  words,  we  must  have  money,  in  order  to 
meet  with  success  in  all  enterprises  that  contemplate  an  educated  ministry. 

I  do  not  mean  to  say,  however,  that  our  ministers  now  in  the  Held,  and  en- 
gaged in  the  work  of  the  Lord,  are  ignorant  men,  or  that  they  will  not  com- 
pare favorably  with  the  same  number  of  men*,,  engaged  in  the  same  calling, 
in  other  branches  of  the  Cltristian  Church ;  bwt,  I  mast  say,  there  is  a  want 
of  energy  with  us,  in  adapting  the  proper  means  to  accomplish  certain  ends. 
Other  Christian  communities  have  engaged  in  various  plans,  both  of  mission- 
ary and  educational  enterprises,,  and  success,  sometimes  beyond  their  most 
sanguine  expectations,  has  crowned  their  efforts.  In  passing  through  vari- 
ous sections,  of  our  country,  we  frequently  meet  with  large  and  beautiful 
houses  of  worship,  where  congregations  crowd  to  hear  the  Word  of  God, 
while  we  have  become  an.  isolated  people,  and,  in  many  localities  and  neiga- 
borhoods,  our  members  still  worship  in  the  same  house  which  was  .  built  \\\ 
their  fathers,  half  a  century  ago,  and  I  am  sorry  to  say,  often  yet.  in  an  un- 
finished condition.  I  am  truly  happy  to  see,  that  here  the  Church  enjoys  a 
brighter  prospect.  I  do  not  feel  called  upon  to  express  an  opinion  as  to'  the 
cause  of  this  unpleasant  state  of  things,  but  there  evidently  is  a  reason  fox 
the  facts  to  which  I  refer.  Why  is  it,  that  the  means  and  resources  in  the 
Church  have  not  been  called  out,  and  employed  variously,  in  the  Work  of  the 
Lord  ?  Many  of  our  Churches  have  become  micomfortable  for  want  of  re- 
pairs; and  ministers  are  dying,  leaving  vacant  changes ;  and- there  are  none 
to  occupy  these  vacant  fields ;— while  others  are  compelled,  with  painful  anx- 
iety, to  contemplate  the  future,  aiuLeven  now  have  their  minds  fixed  on  dis- 
fcant 'fields,  and  are  inquiring  whether  it  is  not  their  duty,  as  it  would  evi- 
dently be  to  their  interest,,  to  change  their  position,  iu  the  Christian  church. 
With  them  it  is  not  a  matter  of  choice  but  of  necessity. 

I  frequently  hear  men. boast, oij  the  soundness^  their  faith,  and  the  purity 
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of  their  morals,  but  it  so  liappena,  that  soinul  faith  and  good  morals,  will 
neither  educate  a  beneficiary,  build  a  decent  and  comfortable  house  of  wor- 
ship, nor  sustain  a  Pastor  in  his  charge 5 — other  means  and  instrumentalities 
are  necessary,  and  must  be  used. 

UNION  WITH  THE  GENERAL  SYNOD. 

The  committee,  in  whose  hands  this  matter  rests,  for  some  cause,  (best 
known  to  themselves.)  have  failed  to  have  a  meeting,  and  consequently,  up 
to  this  time,  have  rendered  no  report,  and  at  the  last  meeting  of  Synod,  at 
their  own  solicitation,  were  continued  as  a  committee,  with  a  view  of  still 
pursuing  the  investigation  of  the  subject  in  all  its  various  and  difficult  l>ear- 
ings — contemplating  a  full  and  final  report  at  the  present  meeting  of  Synod. 
In  my  own  mind  I  am  satisfied,  that  the  committee  have  done,  and  are  stiH 
doing,  the  very  best  they  can,  under  all  the  circumstances  of  the  case.  In 
the  absence  of  the  report,  I  do  not  feel  it  my  duty  to  recommend  any  action, 
or  even  make  a  suggestion  as  to  the  course  the  Synod  ought  to  pursue: — 1 
hope,  however,  this  long  delayed  report  will  be  forthcoming,  and  that  Synod 
will  promptly  act  and  decide  the  case  upon  its  merits. 

POLICY  OF  THE  CHURCH  IN  RELATION  TO  LAY  DELEGATES. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  Lutheran  church,  all  over  the  land,  to  receive  lay 
delegates  into  the  Synod,  whether  these  Synods  are  General,  or  District  Syn- 
ods— but,  so  far  as  I  am  informed,  as  a  general  rule,  it  is  not  allowed  in  any 
Synod,  that  the  Lay  Delegation  shall  exceed  that  of  the  Pastors,  Licentiate*, 
and,  sometimes,  Students  of  Theology.  "With  us,  the  policy  is  to  allow  every 
organized  congregation,  however  small,  to  send  a  delegate;  and,  if  a  Pastor 
has  6,  or  even  more,,  organized  congregations,  under  his  care,  each  one  is  en- 
titled to  a  delegate,  with  the  right  and  privilege  of  voting  on  all  questions, 
brought  before  the  Synod.  We  sometimes  hear  politicians  and  Government 
officials  talk  of  the  balance  of  power;  well,  if  every  pastor  is  allowed  to  bring 
to  Synod,  six,  eight  or  even  more  Delegates,  it  is  easy  to  perceive  where  the 
balance  of  power  lies ;  but  some  will  say,  who  has  anything  to  fear  from  the 
number  of  Lay  Delegates  in  our  conventions"?  I  answer,  as  a  general  rule 
we  have  nothing  to  fear  from  their  presence,  and  are  glad  to  see  them,  and 
we  hope  they  will  always  attend  when  convenient.  Here  however  permit  me 
to  remind  you  that  in  Virginia  we  have  a  Concordia  Synod,  which  body  would 
not  be  in  existence  now,  but  for  the  very  policy  to  which  I  refer — I  therefore 
regard  the  practice,  referred  to  above,  as  an  evil  in  the  Church,  and  recom- 
menel  that  it  be  remedied. 

OUR  HYMN  BOOK. 

The  Hymn  Book,  in  use  in  all  our  congregations,  in  many  respects  is  a 
good  one,  but,  like  all  human  productions,  it  has  its  defects.  Many  of  the 
hymns  are  too  long  to  be  used  to  edification  either  in  public  or  family  wor 
ship — too  many  are  the  compositions  of  one  man.  I  have  never  taken  the 
trouble  to  count  those  marked  with  a  dagger,  but  the  number  is  large, — too 
much  so  for  a  book  of  its  size,  unless  the  author  is  a  man  of  rare  poetical 
talents.  Some  of  the  Hymns  are  not  remarkable  for  that  spirituality  which 
is  the  life  anel  soul  of  all  poetry  and  music,  which  contemplate  the  worship 
of  Goel.  "  I  will  sing  with  the  Spirit  anel  with  the  understanding  also,"  said 
the  Apostle.  When  this  inspiration  is  wanting,  vain  is  the  melody,  useless 
the  song;  and  not  a  few  fail  to  exhibit  that  poetical  excellence  which  is  eo 
desirable,  when  we  sing  the  praises  of  Him,  who  is  exalted  far  above  cur 
highest  conception.  1  therelcre  recommend  that  a  committee  be  appointed 
to  examine  this  work,  and  report  to  Synoel  whether  a  revision  of  our  Hymn 
Book  is  not  called  for. 

Anel  now,  dear  Brethren,  I  return  to  you  the  trust  which  twelve  months 
ago  you  confided  to  me.    I  am  grateful  for  the  honor  bestowed.   I  have  (lis- 
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(Charged  my  duties  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  and  have  labored  to  give  offence 
to  none.  May  the  kind  providence  of  God  be  ever  with  you,  and  prosper 
you  in  all  that  is  good — may  your  last  end  be  that  of  the  righteous,  which  is 
always  peace.  Yours  fraternally,  in  the  Gospei  of  our  Lord  and  Savior, 
Jesus  Christ.

'Since  the  above  was  written,  I  have  seen,  published  in  the  Lutheran  V's- 
itor,  Oct.  5,  the  following  «  Memoriam."  of  brother  A.  Efird,  which  I  have 
attached  to  this  report,  and  desire  the  same  to  be  read  to  Synod: 

In  Memoriam. — And  again  another.  The  Rev.  Adam  Efird,  of  Lexington,  County,  S.  C, 
September  13.    And  all  his  days  were  forty-nine  years,  four  months,  and  twenty-three  days. 

He  was  born  in  Stanley  County,  N.  C,  April  20,  1821,  confirmed  in  St.  Martin  church,  by  Rev. 
A.  J.  Fox,  April  6,  1839,  and  ordained  to  the  Ministerial  office,  in  St.  Peter  church,  Sullivan 
County,  Tennessee,  in  October,  1847.  He  removed  to  Lexington  County,  S.  C,  in  October  of 
1854,  and  took  charge  of  several  churches  in  connection  M'ith  the  Tennessee  Synod.  Actively 
engaged  in  the  work  of  his  Lord,  beloved  by  his  people,  and  honored  and  respected  by  the  com- 
munity, he  proved  himself  to  be  a  workman  that  needed  not  to  be  ashamed.  His  health,  howev- 
er, failed,  and  he,  unable  from  bodily  infirmity  to  continue  his  labor  in  the  sacred  office,  offered, 
last  March,  his  resignation ;  but  his  people  would  not  give  him  up.  He  was  unanimously  re- 
elected, though  unable  to  officiate.  His  five  churches  clung  to  him  while  he  lived,  and  though 
his  demise  was  not  generally  known,  he  was  followed  to  his  last  resting-place  by  a  large  multi- 
tude of  mourning  and  attached  people. 

He  served,  during  the  war,  as  a  member  of  the  Legislature  for  two  years,  and  filled  the  office 
of  Probate  Judge  for  Lexington  County,  at  the  time  of  his  death.  He  had  held  the  office  for  near- 
ly six  years.  He  leaves  a  wife  and  six  children,  to  watch,  wait,  and  follow  in  the  narrow  path. 
One  son  had  gone  before  him,  to  the  happy  land  on  high.  Rev.  Dr.  Rude,  of  Columbia,  performed 
the  funeral  services.  D.

He  loved 
his  country  and  his  fellow-men,  his  Church  and  his  brethren,  his  Savior  and  his  God.

Owing  to  quite  an  unusual  amount  of  sickness  in  my  section  of  country,  my  professional  en- 
gagements were  such,  that  I  could  not  attend  the  last  annual  meeting  of  that  Synod.

I  very  much  regret  my  inability  to  meet  those  brethren,  in  the 
late  convention  of  their  Synod,  and  trust  my  brethren  will  have  the  kindness  to  excuse  me.

.REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  OH  PETITIONS. 

No.  1, — Is  a  communication  from  Revs.  £L  Wetzel,  J.  E.  Seneker,  and  Geo.  Schmucker,  de- 
manding that  their  names  be  dropped  from  the  roll  of  the  Pastors  of  this  Synod. 

Nos.  2  and  3, — are  memorials  from  Friendship  church,  Alexander  Co.,  and  Philadelphia  church 
Caldwell  Co.,  N.  C,  of  the  same  import;  in  which  the  memorialists  express  their  disapprobation 
of  any  present  union  with  any  general  body  of  the  Lutheran  church,  and  also  their  disapproval  of 
the  course  of  Synod  upon  the  subject  of  BeneficiaTy  Education. 

No.  4, — Is  a  petition  from  Mt.  Pleasant  church,  Watauga  Co.,  N.  C,  praying  for  an  investiga- 
tion, by  the  Synod, -of  difficulties  existing  between  their  former  pastor,  Rev.  C.  Moretz,  and  many 
members  of  the  congregation. 

No.  5, — Is  a  memorial  from  Revs.  J.  R.  Moser  and  P.  C.  Henkel,  in  which  they  inform  Synod 
of  a  contemplated  change  in  their  relations,  by  entering  into  some  kind  of  union  with  the  Synod  of 
Mo.,  and  ask  the  advice  of  this  body  in  reference  to  the  same. 

Nos.  6  and  7, —  Are  petitions  from  St.  Paul  church,  Shenandoah  Co.,  Va.,  and  Mt.  Calvary 
church,  Page  Co.,  Va.,  praying  Synod  to  examine  John  N.  Stirewait,  if  present,  as  to  his  qualifi- 
cations to  bear  the  office  of  Pastor,  and,  if  found  qualified,  to  ordain  him  to  that  office;  and,  if 
not  present,  to  make  provision  for  the  same,  either  by  the  appointment  of  a  committee  for  that 
purpose,  or,  by  authorizing  the  Va,  Special  Conference  to  perform  the  same. 

No.  8, — Is  a  memorial  from  Bethlehem  church,  Augusta  Co.,  Va.,  in  which  the  memorialists, 
first  recommend  the  appointment  of  a  committee,  to  meet  the  committee  appointed  by  the  late 
meeting  of  the  Evang.  Luth.  Synod  of  N.  C,  to  confer  upon  the  subject  of  a  union  of  the  two 
bodies  ;  2ndjy,  they  recommend  to  Synod  the  appointment  of  a  commission  to  attend  the  annua! 
convention  of  the  Evan.  Luth.  Council,  wifh  a  "view  to  the  formation  of  a  better  acquaintance 
preparatory  to  union  with  it.  3rdly, — They  recommend  the  adoption  cff  some  systematic  plan 
of  raising  means  for  the  purpose  of  prosecuting  beneficiary  education.  4thly,  they  suggest  the 
propriety  of  a  correspondence  between  this  body  and  all  other  Southern  Lutheran  Synods,  by 
means  of  an  interchange  of  delegates.  5thly, — They  suggest  that  Synod  recommend  the  Staun- 
ton Female  Sem.  as  a  suitable  school  for  the  education  of  our  daughters.  6th — They  also  pray 
that  the  next  meeting  of  Synod  be  held  in  their  Church — Befhlehem. 

No.  9, — Is  a  petition,  from  Melancthon  church,  Randolph  County,  N.  C,  for  the  examination 
and  ordination  of  Licentiate,  M.  L.  Fox,  and  thej  pray  Synod  to  hold  its  meeting  in  said  church. 

In  reference  to  the  above  communications,  your  Committee  suggests  the  following  for  the  adop- 
tion of  Synod : 

As  to  No.  1, — We  recommend  that,  inasmuch  as  their  action  has  been  irregular,  and  they  have 
failed  to  comply  wifh  the  requirements  of  the  Synod,  in  reference  to  the  formation  of  a  Synod  in 
the  State  of  Virginia,  composed  of  our  ministers  and  congregations  in  that  State,  be  it,  therefore, 

Resolved,  Thaft  we  cannot,  consistently,  comply  with  their  demand,  to  strike  their  names  from 
our  Clerical  Roll. 

In  reference  to  Nos.  3  and  4. — We  deem  no  action  necessary. 

As  to  Item  4, — We  recommend  that  Synod  appoint  a  committee  of  two  ^Ministers,  to  investigate 
the  difficulties  existing  between  Rev.  C.  Moretz  and  members  of  Mt.  Pleasant  church. 

As  to  Item  5, — We  recommend,  that  the  communication  of  Bros.  Moser  and  Henkel,  of  Mo., 
be  read  before  Synod,  and  such  action  be  taken  as  may  be  necessary. 

As  to  Items  6  and  7, — Be  it,  Resolved,  That  the  "Virginia  Special  Conference"  be,  hereby, 
authorized  to  examine  brother  J.  N.  Stirewait,  as  to  his  qualifications  to  bear  the  office  of  Pastor, 
and.  if  found  qualified,  ordain  him  to  that  office. 

As  to  No.  8, — Sec.  1, — Your  Committee  recommend  that  the  committee,  called  for,  be  ap- 
pointed. Sec.  2. — Your  Committee  are  of  opinion,  that  the  appointment  of  a  Commission,  at  this 
time,  to  the  General  Council,  would  not  result  in  any  practical  advantage  to  either  body.  As  to 
Sections  3,  4,  and  5, — Your  committee  are  of  opinion,  that  no  action  is  necessary  on  the  part  oi 
this  body,  at  this  time.  Sec.  6,—  We  recommend,  that  the  application  of  Bethlehem  church,  fox 
the  Synod,  be  considered  at  the  proper  time. 

Item  9, — Your  committee  recommend,  that  the  petition  for  Bro.  Fox's  examination  and  ordina- 
tion,  receive  the  necessary  attention ;  and,  also,  for  the  next  session  of  Synod  to  be  held  in  their 
church— Melancthon.  Respectfully  submitted,

Church,  over  which  they  are  called  to  watch. 

Nos.  6  and  7,  were  taken  up  and,  relative  to  them,  the  recommendation  of  the 
committee  was  adopted. 

No.  8,  was  considered  and,  in  regard  to  it — section  1st  was  postponed  for 
future  action,  at  the  proper  time.  Section  2nd,  was  taken  up,  and  the  senti- 
ment of  the  committee  was  agreed  to.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  01  MINUTES  OF  SISTER  SOODS. 

The  Committee,,  on  the  Minutes  of  Sister  Synods,  beg  leave  to  report,  that  the  following  Min- 
utes have  been  received : 

1.  — The  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  South  Carolina  and  adjacent  States.  This  Synod  con- 
vened in  St.  John  church,  WalhalTa,  S.  C,  Oct.  14-18,  1869;  it  numbers  twenty  Ministers.  The 
Officers  elect  are, — Rev.  A.  R.  Rude,  President ;  Rev.  J.  Hawkins,  Recording  Secretary;  and 
Rev.  J.  P.  Smeltzer,  Corresponding  Secretary. 

2.  — The  Evangelical  Lutheran  Ministerium  of  Georgia.  This  Synod  numbers  five  Ministers. 
The  Officers  are, — Rev.  S.  W.  Bedenbaugh,  President ;  Rev.  J.  Austin,  Secretary.  This  Synod 
convened  at  Mt.  Pilgrim  church,  Coweta  Co.,  Ga.,  Sept.  30-Oct.  3,  1869.

4.  — Proceedings  of  the  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the  U.  S.  This 
body  assembled  in  its  24th  Convention,  in  the  city  of  Washington,  in  May,  1869.  It  is  composed 
of  22  District  Synods.  Officers  elected, — Rev.  H.  N.  Pohlcuan,  D.  D.,  President;  Rev.  L.  E. 
Albert,  D.  D.,  Secretary  ;  Mr.  A.  F.  Ockershausen,  Treasurer.  Its  Twenty-fifth  Convention  will 
be  held  in  the  City  of  Dayton,  Ohio,  on  the  first  Thursday  after  Trinity  Sunday,  1871. 

it. — Minutes  of  the  German  Evangelical  Lutheran  Ministerium  of  Pennsylvania  and  adjacent 
States..  This  Synod  held  its  123d  Annual  Meeting,  in  Trinity  Lutheran  church,  Pottsville,  Penn., 
June  12-16,  1870.  This  venerable  Synod  now  numbers  152  Ministers,  of  whom  124  were  pres- 
ent, with  76  Lay-delegates.  The  present  Officers  of  that  Synod  are,  Rev.  C.  W.  Schaeffer,  D.  D., 
President,-  Rev.  J.  Fry,  English  Secretary  \  Rev\  F»  Walz,  German  Secretary;  Rev.  A.  T.  Geis- 
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senhainer,  Treasurer.  This  Synod  it  actively  engaged  in  the  Master's  work,  and  much  business 
of  importance,  to  the  interest  of  that  part  of  the  Redeemer's  kingdom  over  which  they  have  been 
called  to  preside,  was  transacted. 

6.  — General  Council  of  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  America.  This  Dody  met  in  its  Third 
Convention  in  the  city  of  Chicago,  111.,  on  the  !th  day  of  Nov.,  1809.  This  body  is  now  corn- 
posed  of  1 1  District  Synods,  numbering  .r)50  Ministers,  1,028  Congregations,  142,551  Communi- 
cants.

7.  — Minutes  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  South-Western  Virginia.  This  Synod  met 
in  convention,  in  Zion  church,  Floyd  co.,  Va.,  Thursday,  Aug.  9,  1869,  and  elected  the  following 
Officers:  Rev.  J.  A.  Brown,  President;-  Rev.  J.  C.  Repass,  Secretary;  Rev.  E.  H.  McDonald, 
Treasurer — and,  by  appointment,  were  to  meet  again,  on  Thursday  befoie  the  4th  Sabbath  <>f 
August  last. 

8.  — The  Minutes  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  and  Ministeriurn  of  N.  C.  This  Mother- 
Synod  of  our  Southern  Lutheran  Church,  met  in  regular  convention,  at  Frieden  church,  Guilford 
co.,  N.  C,  April  2-3,  1869,  and  held  an  adjourned  meeting,  at  Salem  church,  Rowan  co.,  N.  C, 
Aug.  26,  1'869,  and  elected  the  following  Officers: — Rev.  W.  A.  Julian,  President;  Rev.  L.  A. 
Bickle,  Recording  Secretary;  Rev.  D.  J.  Dreher,  Cor.  Sec;  Dr.  P.  A.  LifTord,  Treasurer. 

Your  Committee  are  much  gratified  to  learn,  that  this  Synod,  at  its  adjourned  meeting,  adopted 
a  new  doctrinal  basis,  by  which  they  placed  themselves  squarely  on  the  Confessions  of  the  Church. 
Your  Committee  find  nothing  in  these  Minutes  requiring  the  action  of  Synod,  but  would  recom- 
mend that  the  courtesy,  extended  to  us,  be  reciprocated,  by  sending  to  each  of  these  Synods,  one 
copy  of  the  Minutes  of  the  present  session  of  Synod.

No.  3, — Is  a  letter  from  Rev.  C.  Moretz  in  which  he  states  his  inability  to  be  with  us  and  asks 
to  be  excused  ;  he  urges  the  necessity  of  taking  more  active  measures  in  forwarding  the  cause  ot 
Christ  and  expresses  himself  favorable  to  a  union  with  some  central  Southern  body. 

No.  4, — Is  a  letter  from  Rev.  H.  Goodman  in  which  he  rentiers  his  excuse  for  his  non-attendance, 
and  asks  to  be  excused;  he  also  expresses  himself  unfavorable  to  a  union  with  any  other  body. 

No.  5, — Is  a  letter  from  Rev.  C.  H.  Bernheim,  corresponding  delegate  from  the  Evan.  Lulh. 
Synod  of  North  Carolina,  in  which  he  expresses  his  desire  to  be  with  us  and  informs  us,  that,  in 
consequence  of  the  feeble  state  of  his  health,  he  is  compelled  to  deny  himself  that  enjoyment.— 
He  assures  us  that  his  Synod  most  heartily  sympathizes  with  us  in  our  trials  and  difficulties,  and 
rejoices  in  our  success  and  prosperity.  He  informs  us,  that  it  is  the  desire  of  the  N,  Carolina 
Synod  to  enter  into  a  closer  bond  of  union  with  our  Synod,  and  presents  the  Resolutions  of  their 
Synod  with  regard  to  such  a  union,  together  with  the  latter  part  of  the  report  of  their  delegates  to 
the  General  Synod  of  North  America.

The  Synod  was  called  to  order,  and  opened  with  suitable  religious  services. 
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The  roll  was  called;  the  Minutes  read,  and  confirmed. 
The  report  of  the  committee  to  prepare  a  constitution  in  regard  to  Benefi- 
ciary Education  was  resumed;  and  amended,  and  adopted,  as  follows: 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE        BENEFICIARY  EDUCATION. 

We,  your  Committee,  appointed  at  the  last  convention  of  the  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Tennessee  Synod,  to  prepare  and  lay  before  Synod,  a  Constitution 
to  provide  the  means  and  direct  their  application,  for  the  education  of  young 
men,  for  the  Gospel  Ministry,  in  the  Evangiical  Lutheran  Church,  beg  leave 
to  respectfully  submit  the  following; 

REGULATIONS  FOR  THE  GOVERNMENT  OF  THE  EVANGELICAL 
LUTHERAN  TENNESSEE  SYNOD  IN  THE  WORK  OF 
BENEFICIARY  EDUCATION. 

■  D 

Article  I. — There  shall  be  elected,  annually,  by  Synod,  a  Receiving  and 
Disbursing  Agent,  who  shall  discharge  the  duties  of  Treasurer,  and  hold  of- 
fice until  his  successor  shall  be  appointed. 

Article  II. — The  President  of  Synod  shall  give  all  orders  upon  the  Treas- 
urer, in  favor  of  Beneficiaries,  which  may  be  directed  by  Synod  5  or,  if  a 
ypung  man,  who  is  already  under  the  care  of  Synod,  lie  may  grant  him  such 
aid  as  the  contingencies  may  require,  or  the  circumstances  will  admit.  He 
shall  keep  a  careful  account  of  all  orders  given  by  him,  and  shall  annually 
compare  his  account  with  the  account  kept  by  the  Treasurer,  and  report  upon 
the  same.  He  shall  report,  annually,  to  Synod,  his  transactions  for  the  year, 
including  the  number  of  Beneficiaries,  their  progress,  prospects  and  Chris- 
tian deportment,  with  anything  which  he  may  deem  necessary  and  interest- 
ing to  Synod.  During  vacation  of  Synod,  all  communications  on  the  subject 
of  beneficiary  education,  and  applications  for  aid,  shall  be  addressed  to  the 
President ;  which  shall  be  laid  before  the  next  meeting  of  Synod. 

Article  III— The  Secretary  of  Synod  shall  record  the  reports  of  the  Presi- 
dent and  Treasurer,  and,  in  the  event  of  the  death  or  removal  of  the  Presi- 
dent, the  Secretary  shall  act  as  the  President,  until  the  vacancy  shall  be  filled. 

Article  IV. — The  Treasurer  shall  keep  a  clear  and  correct  account  oi  all 
moneys  which  shall  come  into  his  hands,  shall  report  annually,  to  Synod,  all 
the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  year,  and  be  prepared  with  vouchers  to 
sustain  the  same.    He  shall  allow  and  pay  all  the  orders  of  the  President. 

Article  V— All  moneys  collected  from  the  congregations,  or  otherwise, 
and  donations  for  the  purpose  of  beneficiary  education,  shall  be  paid  over  to 
the  Treasurer,  for  which  he  shall  give  his  receipt. 

Article  VI— The  Treasurer  shall,  upon  payment  of  all  moneys  to  Bene- 
ficiaries, take  from  them  bonds,  payable  to  the  Treasurer  of  Synod,  with  the 
condition  that,  in  the  event  that  any  one,  receiving  aid  from  Synod,  shall 
abandon  his  studies  without  the  consent  of  Synod,  or,  after  completing  the 
same,  shall  refuse  to  engage  in  the  Gospel  Ministry  in  connection  with  the 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  or  shall,  for  cause,  be  deposed  from  the  min- 
istry, that  then,  in  either  of  said  events,  said  bonds  shall  become  due  imme- 
diately, and  payable,  with  interest,  at  0  per  cent,  per  annum,  on  the  same, 
from  the  occurrence  of  either  of  said  events. 

Article  VII— Synod  shall  have  the  full  control  and  direction  of  the  studies, 
and  place  of  conducting  the  same,  of  all  Beneficiaries, 
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Article  YIIL— Diligent  and  rigid  inquiry  shall  be  made  into  the  Christian 
character,  talents,  and  pecuniary  ability  of  every  applicant  for  aid,  and,  if 
his  piety  or  his  talents  be  not  above  reproach  and  of  a  high  order,  he  shall 
not  receive  aid.  ^No  one,  applying  for  aid,  can  receive  any  of  the  funds  of 
the  Synod,  unless  he  is  a  member  of  the  Lutheran  Church,  in  full  commu- 
nion, and  receives  and  holds  the  doctrines  set  forth  in  the  Confessions  of  the 
Church. 

Article  IX. — Every  Minister,  educated  by  this  Synod,  shall  be  regarded 
and  held,  in  honor:  bound,  to  labor  within  the  bounds  of  this  Synod  for  not 
less  than  ten  years,  unless  excused  by  resolution  of  Synod. 

Article  X. — Every  Minister,  in  connection  with  this  Synod,  will  be  expect- 
ed to  take  up  collections,  in  each  of  his  congregations,  annually,  in  the  most 
judicious  manner,  for  the  purpose  of  beneficiary  education. 

Article  XL — These  regulations  shall  be  subject  to  amendment,  at  any 
meeting  of  Synod,  alter  giving  one  day's  notice  of  the  proposed  amendment, 
and  with  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present.

REPORT  OF  CO 31  SUTTEE  ©3  PRESIDENT'S  REPORT. 

We,  your  committee  on  President's  Report,  have  examined  that  document,  and  find  several 
recommendations  and  suggestions  calling  for  action  of  Synod. 

1st, — That  officer  calls  to  our  attention,  the  death  of  three  beloved  brethren  in  the  Ministry; 
in  reference  to  whom,  we  recommend  the  following  for  the  adoption  of  Synod  : — Whereas,  It  has 
pleased  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church,  in  the  wise  dispensations  of  his  providence,  to  call  from 
their  labors  on  earth  to  their  reward  in  heaven,  our  Rev'd  Fathers — A.  Henkel  and  C.  G.  Reitzel, 
and  our  Rev.  bro.  A.  Enid  ;  be  it,  therefore,  Resolved,  That,  by  the  death  of  these,  our  beloved 
brethren  in  the  ministry,  their  families,  and  their  relatives,  have  lost  most  affectionate  heads, 
who  were  examples  of'domestie,  social,  and  moral  virtues— sound  in  faith  and  doctrine;  the 
Churc-h  and  the  Synod,  to  which  they  belonged,  devout  and  faithful  members. 

Resolved,  That  we  humbly  submit  to  the  dispensations  of  God,  "  who  does  all  things  well,"  and 
be  encouraged  while  we  are  spared  to  labor  in  our  Master's  vineyard,  to  be  more  faithful  in  the 
work  before  us.

2.  — He  urg^s  upon  the  attention  of  Synod  the  importance  of  a  more  vigorous  prosecution  of  the 
work  of  Beneficiary  Education, — your  committee  recommend  that  Synod  take  such  action  as  will 
accomplish  this  desirable  object. 

3.  — The  attention  of  Synod  is  also  called  to  the  subject  of  uiron  with  the  Gen.  Synod  South  j< 
but  as  this  matter  is  in  the  hands  of  a  committee  to  report  to  this  meeting,  we  deem  no  recom« 
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mendation  necessary. 

4.  — The  president  recommends  that  a  change  be  made  in  our  policy  with  regard  to  lay-repre- 
sentation ;  but  with  all  deference  to  the  opinion  of  the  president,  your  committee  are  not  pre- 
pared to  recommend  that  any  changes  be  made  at  present.

Be  it,  therefore.  Resolved,  That  the  Rev.  Dr.  Fox,  of  N.  C,  be  requested  to 
preach  a  Funeral  Sermon  in  Cedar  Grove  church,  ou  Sunday,  the  14th 
inst.,  as  an  act  of  gratitude  from  the  congregation,  who  mourn  the  irrepara- 
ble loss  of  their  faithful  pastor — Rev.  A.  Efird.  Let  his  short-comings  be 
written  in  sand — his  virtues  upon  the  tablets  of  our  hearts ; — and  let  us,  as 
Synodical  brethren,  cherish  his  memory. 

The  committee  on  the  state  of  the  Church  now  reported  as  follows: 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  OX  THE  STATE  OF  THE  CHURCH. 

As  the  surviving  member  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  I 
would  submit  the  following : 

My  opportunity  for  obtaining  information  concerning  this  interesting  sub- 
ject, has  been  less  favorable  than  I  desired ;  I  have  learned,  however,  much 
to  encourage  us.  Our  congregations,  under  the  supervision  and  regular  ser- 
vices of  Pastors,  are  steadily  increasing  in  numbers  and  piety.   Even  with 


tliose  destitute  of  regular  preaching,  there  still  are  found  encouraging  evi- 
dences of  true  Church-life,  manifesting  themselves.  The  zeal  for  maintain- 
ing and  perpetuating  the  true  doctrines  of  the  Church,  instead  of  aba- 
ting, is  rather  increasing.  True  Church  love,  your  Committee  is  happy  to 
be  able  to  say,  is  growing  more  intense.  Liberal  enterprises  are  being  still 
further  prosecuted  and,  according  to  present  appearances,  they  will  be,  in  a 
few  years  more,  as  generally  promoted,  by  our  people,  as  they  are  in  other 
Southern  Lutheran  Synods. 

But,  on  the  other  hand,  there  are  aspects  which  render  our  prospect  some- 
what discouraging.  Some  of  the  most  faithful  and  useful  members  of  our 
congregations  are,  from  time  to  time,  called  off  to  their  reward  in  the  future 
world.  Young  men,  and  families  in  the  Church,  are  removing  to  sections  be- 
yond the  territorial  limits  of  our  Synod,  and  thus,  our  ranks,  in  some  places, 
are  thinned.  Within  the  last  few  years,  several  of  our  most  useful  Ministers 
have  removed,  from  amongst  us,  to  other  portions  of  the  Church ;  and  are 
successfully  laboring  in  the  bounds  of  other  Synods.  Within  the  last  two 
years,  six  of  our  brethren  in  the  Ministry,  have  been  removed  from  the 
Church  militant  to  the  Church  triumphant.  Some  of  them,  it  is  true,  were 
old  and  infirm,  but,  others  were  in  the  prime  of  life  and  usefulness.  The* 
things  have  so  much  increased  the  labor  of  our  Ministers  as  to  render  it  im- 
possible for  them  to  supply  all  the  points,  as  they  should  be ;  and,  from  the 
want  of  a  sufficient  number  of  Ministers,  some  are  left  destitute. 

These  things,  and  others  unnecessary  to  mention  in  this  report,  render 
this  side  of  the  picture  rather  disparaging.  But,  there  seems  to  be  a  bright- 
er day  coming;  the  interest  of  our  people  is  being  awakened  on  the  subject 
of  Beneficiary  Education.  A  suitable  plan,  for  operations,  is  being  inaugu- 
rated and,  1  have  no  doubt,  will  be  perfected  at  this  meeting  of  our  Synod, 
which,  if  faithfully  carried  out,  can  not  fail  to  bring  many  talented,  pious, 
and  faithful  young  men  into  our  clerical  ranks  ;  who,  we  trust  will,  in  a  few 
years  more,  not  only  enable  us  to  supply,  all  our  vacant  congregations,  with 
the  regular  administration  of  the  means  of  grace,  but,  enable  us,  to  diminish 
the  extent  of  our  pastorates  so  much,  as  to  furnish  our  people  with  more  fre- 
quent and  regular  Sunday-service,  to  the  better  instruction  of  our  young 
people ; — and,  in  short,  to  enable  our  pastors  to  more  fully  discharge  the  sev- 
ral  duties  of  their  sacred  office. 

Other  matters  of  interest  might  be  included  in  this  Beport,  but,  as  it  is  al- 
ready of  sufficient  length,  we  shall,  for  the  present,  defer  them.

MINUTES. 

Saturday,  Nov.  5,  1870. 

Pursuant  to  adjournment,  the  Fiftieth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Evangeli- 
cal Lutheran  Tennessee  Synod,  convened  in  St.  Peter  Church,  Lexington 
County,  South  Carolina. 

The  exercises  of  the  occasion,  in  the  absence  of  the  President,  were  opened 
in  an  appropriate  manner,  by  Be  v.  T.  Grouse,  who  then  preached  from  Matt. 
11,  28-30.  He  was  then  followed  by  Rev.  J.  M.  Smith,  who  preached  from 
Eph.  2.  13, — after  which,  seventeen  Catechumen  were  received  into  full  com- 
munion with  the  Church,  through  the  ancient  Bite  of  Confirmation. 

Sunday,  November  6,  1870 — 10  o'clock,  A.  M. 

An  unusually  large  congregation  having  assembled  at  the  appointed  time, 
the  services  of  the  morning  were  led  by  Eev.  Dr.  Fox,  who  preached  from 
Ps.  116,  12-14.  He  was  then  followed  by  Eev.  J.  K.  Peterson,  who  preached 
from  Heb.  2,  8*  Confession  and  Absolution  were  then  held  by  the  pastor  lo- 
ci, according  to  the  custom  of  the  Church. 

The  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper  was  then  administered  to  a  large  num- 
ber of  communicants.  During  all  the  exercises,  necessarily  protracted,  a 
feeling  of  sacred  and  solemn  devotion  and  meditation  seemed  to  pervade  the 
entire  congregation.  How  pleasant  and  refreshing,  for  brethren  to  meet  and 
commune  together ! 

Monday,  November  7 — 9  o'clock,  A.  M. 
Synod  met.    The  President  opened  the  occasion  in  an  appropriate  man- 
ner.   The  house  then  came  to  order,  the  Clerical  Poll  was  called,  the  absent- 
ees noted,  and  the  Lay-delegates  presented  their  certificates  of  election.

The  President  now  presented  and  read  his  report,  which  was  received : — 

PEESIBENT'S  ANNUAL  REPORT. 

Bear  Brethren  of  the  Emiujeiicxd  Lutheran  Tennessee  Synod: — Another 
Synodical  year  has  passed  away,  and  we,  in  the  providence  of  God,  are  per- 
mitted to  meet  again  as  a  Synod.  We  acknowledge  the  renewed  obligations 
now  resting  upon  us,  to  be  grateful  to  the  Giver  of  all  good,,  for  past  favors, 
present  blessings,  and  promises  of  future  mercies; — God  forbid  that  any  of 
us  should  ever,  by  wicked  works  or  ingratitude,  render  ourselves  unworthy 
of  our  holy  calling,  or  disappoint ;  the  expectation  of  the  Christian.  Church, 
over  which,  in  the  Providence  of  God,  we  have  been  appointed  as  overseers. 

CERTIFICATES  GRAFTED. 

On  the  iith  (Jay  of  October  last,  and  while  the  Synod  was  m.  session,  in 
New  Market,  Va.,  I  gave  to  Rev.  W.  H.  Swaney,  a  certificate  of  honorable 
dismission  from  this  body.  He  lias  since  become  a  member  of  one  of  the 
English  District  Synods  of  Ohio;  and,  so  far  as  J  have  been  able  to  learn,  is 
now  laboring,  within  the  bounds  of  said  Synod,  successfully  and  with  ac- 
centance. 

DEATHS  OF  MINISTERS. 

Soon  after  the  adjournment  of  the  last  Synod,  Iter.  A.  Henkel,  whose 
health  had  been  declining  for  a  length  of  time,  departed  this  life.  "  He  died 
in  a  good  old  age,  an  old  man  and  full  of  years,1  'and  was  gathered  to  Lis 
people."  Of  him,  it  may  be  truthfully  said,  that  he  was  sound  in  the  faith 
and  pure  in  morals;  he  leaves  a  legacy,  to -his  family  and- the  Lutheran 
Church,  in  the  brightness  of  his  example,  and  his  devotion  to  the  interests  of 
the  Synod,  of  which  he  was  a  worthy  and  honored  member  for  the  period  of 
about  fifty  years. 

In  this  connection,  it  is  also  our  painful  duty  to  record  the  death  of' Rev. 
A.  Enid,  of  Lexington,  S.  G,  who  departed  this  life  on  the  13th  day  of  Sep- 


timber,  last.  Of  this  brother,  personally,  we  knew  but  little — having  seen 
him  but  once— we  understand,  however,  from  those  who  were  intimately  ac- 
quainted with  him,  that  his  praise  "  was  in  all  the  churches."  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  some  one,  having  full  knowledge  of  his  life  and  labors,  will  favor 
tlu3  Church  with  a  suitable  Obituary  Notice  of  this  servant  of  God.* 

In  all  our  afflictions,  we  acknowledge  the  providence  of  God,  and  admit 
that  his  ways  are  best,  though  we  comprehend  them  not. 

VACANCIES  SUPPLIED. 

The  charge  left  vacant  by  the  death  of  Kev.  J.  Stirewalt  is  now  supplied 
by  Kev.  J.  S.  Benniek,  a  young  man  of  much  promise,  whose  services  are 
highly  appreciated  by  his  people. 

BENEFICIARY  EDUCATION. 

The  attention  of  Synod  has  been  called  to  this  subject  in  various  ways. 
By  the  recommendations  of  your  former  President,  and  by  the  Committee, 
wlio  were  appointed  at  our  last  meeting  to  prepare  and  submit  a  plan  to  aid 
US,  in  our  future  operations.  We  have  nowT  before  us,  in  the  shape  of  a  Cir- 
cular, the  recommendations  and  suggestions  of  this  Committee.  We  are 
rmide  acquainted  with  the  wants  and  destitution  of  the  Church  on  the  one 
hand,  and  on  the  other,  we  are  informed  of  her  ability  to  supply,  yea,  more 
than  supply  all  these  wants,  and  we  have  set  before  us  in  a  clear  and  forcible 
light  the  consequences,  if  the  Church  fails  to  wake  up  to  the  full  measure  of 
her  responsibility.  It  has  become  an  absolute  necessity  that  the  Church  en- 
joy an  educated  ministry;  on  this  subject,  I  hope  there  is  amongst  us  but 
one  opinion;  hence,  I  repeat  it,  our  ministers  must  be  educated.  We  may 
differ  in  relation  to  the  plan  to  be  produced,  and  the  standard  to  be  attained; 
here  we  express  no  opinion, — the  wisdom  of  Synod  can  better  do  this. 

Whatever  be  the  plan,  or  the  standard,  we  must  have  means  to  pursue  the 
aire  and  attain  the  other;  in  other  words,  we  must  have  money,  in  order  to 
meet  with  success  in  all  enterprises  that  contemplate  an  educated  ministry. 
.  I  do  not  mean  to  say,  however,  that  our  ministers  now  in  the  field,  and  en- 
gaged in  the  work  of  the  Lord,  are  ignorant  men,  or  that  they  will  not  com- 
pare favorably  with  the  same  number  of  men,  engaged  in  the  same  calling, 
in  other  branches  of  the  Christian  Church;  but,  I  must  say,  there  is  a  want 
of  energy  with  us,  in  adapting  the  proper  means  to  accomplish  certain  ends. 
Other  Christian  communities  have  engaged  in  various  plans,  both  of  mission- 
ary and  educational  enterprises^  and  success,  sometimes  beyond  their  most 
sanguine  expectations,  has  crowned  their  efforts.  In  passing  through  vari- 
ous sections  of  our  country,  we  frequently  meet  with  large  and  beautiful 
houses  of  worship,  where  congregations  crowd  to  hear  the  Word  of  God, 
wliile  we  have  become  an  isolated  people,  and,  in  many  localities  and  neigh- 
borhoods, our  members  still  worship  in  the  same  house  which  was  built  by 
their  fathers,  half  a  century  ago,  and  I  am  sorry  to  say,  often  yet  in  an  un- 
finished condition.  I  am  truly  happy  to  see,  that  here  the  Church  enjoys  a 
brighter  prospect.  I  do  not  feel  called  upon  to  express  an  opinion  as  to  the 
croise  of  this  unpleasant  state  of  things,  but  there  evidently  is  a  reason  for. 
the  facts  to  which  I  refer.  Why  is  it,  that  the  means  and  resources  in  the 
Church  have  not  been  called  out,  and  employed  variously  in  the  Work  df  the 
Loxd  ?  Many  of  our  Churches  have  become  uncomfortable  for  want  of  re- 
pairs; and  ministers  are  dying,  leaving  vacant  charges ;  and  there  are  none 
to  occupy  these  vacant  fields;— .while  others  are  compelled,  with  painful  anx- 
iety, to  contemplate  the  future,  and  even  now  have  their  minds  fixed  on  dis- 
tantfields,  and  are  inquiring  whether  it  is  not  their  duty,  as  it  would  evi- 
dently be  to  their  interest,  to  change  their  position  in  the  Christian  church. . 
With  them  it  is  not  a  matter  of  choice  but  of-nec-essity. 

I  frequently  hear  men  boast. of  the  soundjiess  of  their  faith,  and  the  purity 
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of  their  morals,  but  it  so  happens*  that  sound  ftdth  aud  pod  morals,  will 
neither  educate  a  beneficiary,  build  a  decent  and  comfortable  house  of  wor- 
ship, nor  sustain  a  Pastor  in  his  charge  5 — other  means  and  instrumentalities 

are  necessary,  and  must  be  used* 

UNION  WITH  THE  GENERAL  SYNOD. 

The  committee,  in  whose  hands  this  matter  rests,  for  some  cause,  (best 
known  to  themselves,)  have  failed  to  have  a  meeting,  and  consequently,  up 
to  this  time,  have  rendered  no  report,  and  at  the  last  meeting  of  Synod,  at 
their  own  solicitation,  were  continued  as  a  committee,  with  a  view  of  still 
pursuing  the  investigation  of  the  subject  in  all  its  various  and  difficult  bear- 
ings— contemplating  a  full  and  final  report  at  the  present  meeting  of  Synod. 
In  my  own  mind  I  am  satisfied,  that  the  committee  have  done,  and  are  still 
doing,  the  very  best  they  can,  under  all  the  circumstances  of  the  case.  In 
the  absence  of  the  report,  I  do  not  feel  it  my  duty  to  recommend  any  action, 
or  even  make  a  suggestion  as  to  the  course  the  Synod  ought  to  pursue: — I 
hope,  however,  this  long  delayed  report  will  be  forthcoming,  and  that  Synod 
will  promptly  act  and  decide  the  case  upon  its  merits. 

POLICY  OF  THE  CHURCH  IN  EELATION  TO  LAY  DELEGATES. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  Lutheran  church,  all  over  the  land,  to  receive  lay 
delegates  into  the  Synod,  whether  these  Synods  are  General,  or  District  Syn- 
ods— but,  so  far  as  I  am  informed,  as  a  general  rule,  it  is  not  allowed  in  any 
Synod,  that  the  Lay  Delegation  shall  exceed  that  of  the  Pastors,  Licentiates, 
and,  sometimes.  Students  of  Theology.  With  us,  the  policy  is  to  allow  every 
organized  congregation,  however  small,  to  send  a  delegate;  and,  if  a  Pastor 
has  0,  or  even  more,,  organized  congregations,  under  his  care,  each  one  is  en- 
titled to  a  delegate,  with  the  right  and  privilege  of  voting  on  all  questions, 
brought  before  the  Synod.  We  sometimes  hear  politicians  and  Government 
officials  talk  of  the  balance  of  power ;  well,  it*  every  pastor  is  allowed  to  bring 
to  Synod,  six,  eight  or  even  more  Delegates,  it  is  easy  to  perceive  where  the 
balance  of  power  lies ;  but  some  will  say,  who  has  anything  to  fear  from  the 
number  of  Lay  Delegates  in  our  conventions?  I  answer,  as  a  general  rule 
we  have  nothing  to  fear  from  their  presence,  and  are  glad  to  see  them,  and 
we  hope  they  will  always  attend  when  convenient.  Here  however  permit  me 
to  remind  you  that  in  Virginia  we  have  a  Concordia  Synod,  which  body  would 
not  be  in  existence  now,  but  for  the  very  policy  to  which  I  refer — I  therefore 
regard  the  practice,  referred  to  above,  as  an  evil  in  the  Church,  and  recom- 
mend that  it  be  remedied. 

OUR  HYMN  BOOK. 

The  Hymn  Boot,  in  use  in  all  our  congregations,  in  many  respects  is  a 
good  one,  but,  like  all  human  productions,  it  has  its  defects.  Many  of  the 
hymns  are  too  long'to  be  used  to  edification  either  in  public  or  family  wor- 
ship— too  many  are  the  compositions  of  one  man.  I  have  never  taken  the 
trouble  to  count  those  marked  with  a  dagger,  but  the  number  is  large, — too 
much  so  for  a  book  of  its  size,  unless  the  author  is  a  man  of  rare  poetical 
talents.  Some  of  the  Hymns  are  not  remarkable  for  that  spirituality  which 
is  the  life  and  soul  of  all  poetry  and  music,  which  contemplate  the  worship 
of  God.  u  I  will  sing  with  the  Spirit  and  with  the  understanding  also,"  said 
the  Apostle.  When  this  inspiration  is  wanting,  vain  is  the  melody,  useless 
the  song:  and  not  a  few  fail  to  exhibit  that  poetical  excellence  which  is  so 
desirable,  when  we  sing  the  praises  of  Him,  who  is  exalted  far  above  our 
highest  conception.  1  therefore  recommend  that  a  committee  be  appointed 
to  examine  this  work,  and  report  to  Synod  whether  a  revision  of  cur  Hymn 
Book  is  not  called  for. 

And  now,  dear  Brethren,  I  return  to  yon  the  trust  which  twelve  months 
ago  you  confided  to  me.    I  am  grateful  for  the  honor  bestowed.   I  have  dis- 
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charged  my  duties  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  and  have  labored  to  give  offence 
to  none.  May  the  kind  providence  of  God  be  ever  with  you,  and  prosper 
you  in  all  that  is  good — may  your  last  end  be  that  of  the  righteous,  which  is 
always  peace.

♦Since  the  above  was  written,  I  have  seen,  published  iu  the  Lutheran  Vis- 
itor, Oct.  5,  the  following  "  Memoriam,"  of  brother  A.  Efird,  which  I  have 
attached  to  this  report,  and  desire  the  same  to  be  read  to  Synod : 

In  Memoriam. — And  again  another.  The  Rev.  Adam  Efird,  of  Lexington,  County,  S.  C, 
September  13.    And  all  his  days  were  forty-nine  years,  four  months,  and  twenty-three  days. 

tie  was  born  in  Stanley  County,  N.  C,  April  20,  1821,  confirmed  in  St.  Martin  church,  by  Rev. 
A.  J.  Fox,  April  6,  1839,  and  ordained  to  the  Ministerial  office,  in  St.  Peter  church,  Sullivan 
County,  Tennessee,  in  October,  1847.  He  removed  to  Lexington  County,  S.  C,  in  October  of 
1854,  and  took  charge  of  several  churches  in  connection  with  the  Tennessee  Synod.  Actively 
engaged  in  the  work  of  his  Lord,  beloved  by  his  people,  and  honored  and  respected  by  the  com- 
munity, he  proved  himself  to  be  a  workman  that  needed  not  to  be  ashamed.  His  health,  howev- 
er, failed,  and  he,  unable  from  bodily  infirmity  to  continue  his  labor  in  the  sacred  office,  offered, 
last  March,  his  resignation ;  but  his  people  would  not  give  him  up.  He  was  unanimously  re- 
elected, though  unable  to  officiate.  His  five  churches  clung  to  him  while  he  lived,  and  though 
his  demise  was  not  generally  known,  he  was  followed  to  his  last  resting-place  by  a  large  multi- 
tude of  mourning  and  attached  people. 

He  served,  during  the  war,  as  a  member  of  the  Legislature  for  two  years,  and  filled  the  office 
of  Probate  Judge  for  Lexington  County,  at  the  time  of  his  death.  He  had  held  the  office  for  near- 
ly six  years.  He  leaves  a  wife  and  six  children,  to  watch,  wait,  and  follow  in  the  narrow  path. 
One  son  had  gone  before  him,  to  the  happy  land  on  high.  Rev.  Dr.  Rude,  of  Columbia,  performed 
the  funeral  services.  D.

I  very  much  regret  my  inability  to  meet  those  brethren,  in  the 
late  convention  of  their  Synod,  and  trust  my  brethren  will  have  the  kindness  to  excuse  me.

purpose,  or,  by  authorizing  the  Va.  Special  Conference  to  perform  the  same. 

No.  8, — Is  a  memorial  from  Bethlehem  church,  Augusta  Co.,  Va.,  in  which  the  memorialists, 
first  recommend  the  appointment  of  a  committee,  to  meet  the  committee  appointed  by  the  late 
meeting  of  the  Evang.  Luffi.  Synod  of  N.  C,  to  confer  upon  the  subject  of  a  union  of  the  two 
bodies:  *2ndiy,  they  recommend  te  Synod  the  appointment  of  a  commission  to  attend  the  annual 
convention  of  [he  Evan.  Luth.  Council,  with  a  view  to  the  formation  of  &  isetter  acquaintance 
preparatory  to  union  with  it.  3rdiy, — They  recommend  the  adoption  of  some  systematic  plan 
of  raising  means  for  the  purpose  of  f)rosecuting  beneficiary  education.  4thly,  they  suggest  the 
propriety  of  a  correspondence  between  this  body  and  aft  other  Southern  Lutheran  Synods,  by 
means  of  an  interchange  of  delegates.  5thly, — They  suggest  that  Synod  recommend  the  Staun- 
ton Female  Sem.  as  a  suitable  school  for  the  education  of  our  daughters.  Gth-^They  also  pray 
that  the  next  meeting  of  Synod  be  held  in  their  church — Bethlehem. 

No.  9, — Is  a  petition,  from  Melancthon  church,  Randolph  County,  N.  C,  for  the  examination 
and  ordination  of  Licentiate,  M.  L.  Fox,  and  they  pray  Synod  to  hold  its  meeting  in  said  church. 

In  reference  to  the  above  communications,  your  Committee  suggests  the  following  for  the  adop- 
tion of  Synod : 

As  to  No.  1, — We  recommend  that,  inasmuch  as  their  action  has  been  irregular,  and  they  have 
failed  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  Synod,  in  reference  to  the  formation  of  a  Synod  in 
the  State  of  Virginia,  composed  of  our  ministers  and  congregations  in  that  State,  be  it,  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  we  eannot,  consistently,  comply  with  their  de-naand,  to  strike  their  names  from 
our  Clerical  Roll. 

In  reference  to  Nos.  3  and  4. — We  deem  no  action  necessary. 

As  to  Item  4, — We  recommend  that  Synod  appoint  a  committee  of  Iwo  Ministers,  to  investigate 
the  difficulties  existing  between  Rev.  C.  Moretz  and  members  of  Mt.  Pleasant  church. 

As  to  Item  5, — We  recommend,  that  the  communication  of  Bros.  Moser  and  Henkel,  of  Mo., 
be  read  before  Synod,  and  such  action  be  taken  as  may  be  necessary. 

As  to  Items  6  and  7, — Be  it,  Resolved,  That  the  "Virginia  Special  Conference"  be,  hereby, 
authorized  to  examine  brother  J.  N.  Stirewalt,  as  to  his  qualifications  to  bear  the  office  of  Pastor, 
and,  if  found  qualified,  ordain  him  to  that  office. 

As  to  No.  8, — Sec.  1, — Your  Committee  recommend  that  the  committee,  called  for,  be  ap- 
pointed. Sec.  2. — Your  Committee  are  of  opinion,  that  the  appointment  of  a  Commission,  at  this 
time,  to  the  General  Council,  would  not  result  in  any  practical  advantage  to  either  body.  As  to 
Sections  3,  4,  and  5, — Your  committee  are  of  opinion,  that  no  action  is  necessary  on  the  part  of 
this  body,  at  this  time.  Sec.  6, —  We  recommend,  that  the  application  of  Bethlehem  church,  for 
the  Synod,  be  considered  at  the  proper  time. 

Item  9, — Yoot  committee  recommend,  that  the  petition  for  Bro.  Fox's  examination  and  ordina- 
tion, receive  the  necessary  attentipn;  and,  also,  for  the  next  session  of  Synod  to  be  held  in  their

The  Committee,  on  the  Minutes  of  Sister  Synods,  beg  leave  to  report,  that  the  following  Min- 
utes have  been  received : 

1.  — The  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  South  Carolina  and  adjacent  States.  This  Synod  con- 
vened in  St.  John  church,  Walhalla,S.  C,  Oct.  14-13,  1S39  ;  it  numbers  twenty  Ministers.  The 
Officers  elect  are, — Rev.  A.  R.  Rude,  President ;  Rev.  J.  Hawkins,  Recording  Secretary;  and 
Rev.  J.  P.  Smeltzer,  Corresponding  Secretary. 

2.  — The  Evangelical  Lutheran  Ministerium  of  Georgia.  This  Synod  numbers  five  Ministers. 
The  Officers  are, — Rev.  S.  VV.  Bedenbaugh,  President  ;  Rev.  J.  Austin,  Secretary.  This  Synod 
convened  at  Mt.  Pilgrim  church,  Coweta  Co.,  Ga.,  Sept.  30-Oct.  3,  1869. 

3.  — The  Minutes  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  General  Synod  in  N.  A.  This  body  met  in  Con- 
vention^ at  Winchester,  Va.,  on  Thursday,  June  9,  1870.  It  is  composed  of  the  following  Syn- 
ods :  Synod  of  N.  C,  Synsd  of  S.  C,  Synod  of  Va.,  Synod  of  S.  W.  Va.,  Synod  of  Ga.,  and  Hqk« 
ton  Synod.  The  Officers  elected  are,  Revds.  Prof.  A.  J.  Brown,  President ;  J.  C.  Repas:-,  Secre- 
tary ;  and  Mr.  H.  S.  Baker,  Treasurer.  The  Seventh  Convention  of  the  Genera]  Synod  will  be 
held  in  the  city  of  Charleston,  S.  C,  on  Thursday  before  the  Second  Sabbath  in  May,  1S72. 

4.  — Proceedings  of  the  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the  U.  S.  This 
body  assembled  in  its  24th  Convention,  in  the  eity  of  Washington,  in  May,  1869.  It  is  composed 
of  22  District  Synods.  Officers  elected,— Rev.  H.  N.  Pohlujan,  D.  D.,  President ;  Rev.  L.  E. 
Albert,  D.  D.,  Secretary  ;  Mr.  A.  F.  Ockershausen,  Treasurer.  Its  Twenty-fifth  Convention  will 
be  held  in  the  City  of  Dayton,  Ohio,  on  the  first  Thursday  after  Trinity  Sunday,  1871. 

5.  — Minutes  of  the  German  Evangelical  Lutheran  Ministerium  of  Pennsylvania  and  adjacent 
States.  This  Synod  held  its  123d  Annual  Meeting,  in  Trinity  Lutheran  church,  Pottsville.  Penn., 
June  12-16,  1870.  This  venerable  Synod  now  numbers  152  Ministers,  of  whom  124  were  pres- 
ent, with  76  Lay-delegates.  The  present  Officers  of  that  Synod  are,  Rev.  C.  W.  SchaefTei\D.  D., 
President ;  Rev.  J.  Fry,  English  Secretary  ;  Rev,  F,  Walz?  German  Secretary  ;  Rey.  A.  T.  Geis^ 
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I  senhainer,  Treasurer.  This  Synod  it  actively  engaged  in  the  Master's  work,  arid  much  business 
of  importance,  to  the  interest  of  that  part  of  the  Redeemer's  kingdom  over  which  they  have  keen 
called  to  preside,  was  transacted. 

6.  — General  Council  of  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  America.  This  t>ody  met  in  its  Third 
Convention  in  the  city  of  Chicago,  111.,  eti  the  4th  day  of  Nov.,  I860.  This  body  is  now  com- 
posed of  1 1  District  Synods,  numbering  550  Ministers,  1,028  Congregations,  142,5-51  Communi- 
cants. The  Officers  elected  to  serve  for  the  present  term  are,  Rev.  (J.  F.  Krotel,  D.  D.,  Presi- 
dent ;  Rev.  H.  W.  Roth,  English  Rec.  Secretary  ;  Rev.  A.  Spaeth,  German  Rec.  Secretary  ;  Rev. 
B.  M.  Schmucker,  English  Corresponding  Secretary;  Rev.  G.  H.  Wenzel,  German  Cor.  Secretary. 
The  4th  Convention  of  the  General  Council  commenced  Nov.  3,  1S70,  in  St.  Peter  Evangelical  Lu- 
theran church,  Lancaster,  Ohio. 

7.  — Minutes  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  South-Western  Virginia.  This  Synod  met 
in  convention,  in  Zion  church,  Floyd  co.,  Va.,  Thu  rsday,  Aug.  9,  1869,  and  elected  the  following 
Officers:  Rev.  J.  A.  Brown,  President ;  Rev.  J.  C.  Repass,  Secretary;  Rev.  E.  H.  3IeDonald, 
Treasurer — and,  by  appointment,  were  to  meet  again,  on  Thursday  before  the  4th  Sabbath  of 
August  last. 

8.  — The  Minutes  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  and  Ministerium  of  N.  C.  This  Mother- 
Synod  of  our  Southern  Lutheran  Church,  met  in  regular  convention,  at  Fried^n  church,  Guilford 
co.,  N.  C,  April  25,  1869,  and  held  an  adjourned  meeting,  at  Salem  church,  Rowan  co.,  N.  C. 
Aug.  26,  1S69,  and  elected  the  following  Officers  :— Rev.  W.  A.  Julian,  President ;  Rev.  L.  A. 
Bickle,  Recording  Secretary;  Rev.  D.  J.  Dreher,  Cor.  Sec;  Dr.  P.  A.  Lifford,  Treasurer. 

Your  Committee  are  much  gratified  to  learn,  that  this  Synod,  at  its  adjourned  meeting,  adopted 
a  new  doctrinal  basis,  by  whieh  they  placed  themselves  squarely  on  the  Confessions  of  the  Church. 
Your  Committf-e  find  nothing  in  these  Minutes  requiring  the  action  of  Synod,  but  would  recom- 
mend that  the  courtesy,  extended  to  us,  be  reciprocated,  by  sending  to  each  of  these  Synods,  one 
copy  of  the  Mina2.es  ©f  the  present  session  of  Synod.

No.  5, — Is  a  letter  from  Rev.  C.  H.  Bernheim,  corresponding  delegate  from  the  Evan.  Luth. 
Synod  of  North  Carolina,  in  which  he  expresses  his  desire  to  be  with  us  and  informs  »s,  that,  in 
consequence  of  the  feeble  state  of  his  health,  he  is  compelled  t«o  deny  himself  that  enioyment.— 
He  assures  us  that  his  Synod  most  heartily  sympathizes  with  us  in  our  trials  and  difficulties,  and 
rejoices  in  our  success  and  prosperity.

We,  your  Committee,  appointed  at  ithe  last  convention  of  the  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Tennessee  Synod,  to  prepare  and  lay  before  Synod,  a  Constitution 
to  provide  the  means  and  direct  their  application,  for  the  education  of  young 
men,  for  the  Gospel  Ministry,  in  the  Evanglieal  Lutheran  Church,  beg  leave 
to  respectfully  submit  the  following* 

REGULATIONS  FOE  THE  GOYEISSMEXT  OF  THE  EVANGELICAL 
LUTHEEAN  $KNNESSEE  SYNOD  IX  THE  WORK  OF 
BEXEFK JIARY  EDUCATK  >N. 

R 

Article  I. — There  shall  be  elected,  annually,  by  Synod,  a  Receiving  and 
Disbursing  Agent,  who  shall  discharge  the  duties  of  Treasurer,  and  hold  of- 
fice until  his  successor  shall  be  appointed. 

Article  II. — The  President  of  Synod  shall  give  all  orders  upon  the  Treas- 
urer, in  favor  of  Beneficiaries,  which  may  be  directed  by  Synod  ;  or,  if  a 
young  man,  who  is  already  under  the  care  of  Synod,  he  may  grant  him  such 
aid  as  the  contingencies  may  require,  or  the  circumstances  will  adn.it.  He 
shall  keep  a  careful  account  of  all  orders  given  by  him,  and  shall  annually 
compare  his  account  with  the  account  kept  by  the  Treasurer,  and  report  upon 
the  same.  He  shall  report,  annually,  to  Synod,  his  transactions  for  the  year, 
including  the  number  of  Beneficiaries,  their  progress,  prospects  and  Chris- 
tian deportment,  with  anything  which  he  may  deem  necessary  and  interest- 
ing to  Synod.  During  vacation  of  Synod,  all  communications  on  the  subject 
of  beneficiary  education,  and  applications  for  aid,  shall  be  addressed  to  the 
President;  which  shall  be  laid  before  the  next  meeting  of  Synod. 

Article  III. — The  Secretary  of  Synod  shall  record  the  reports  of  the  Presi- 
dent and  Treasurer,  and,  in  the  event  of  the  death  or  removal  of  the  Presi- 
dent, the  Secretary  shall  act  as  the  President,  until  the  vacancy  shall  be  filled. 

Article  IV. — The  Treasurer  shall  keep  a  clear  and  correct  account  of  all 
moneys  which  shall  come  into  his  hands,  shall  report  annually,  to  Synod,  all 
the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  year,  and  be  prepared  with  vouchers  to 
sustain  the  same.    He  shall  allow  and  pay  all  the  orders  of  the  President. 

Article  Y. — All  moneys  collected  from  the  congregations,  or  otherwise, 
and  donations  for  the  purpose  of  beneficiary  education,  shall  be  paid  over  to 
the  Treasurer,  for  which  he  shall  give  his  receipt. 

Article  VL — The  Treasurer  shall,  upon  payment  of  all  moneys  to  Bene- 
ficiaries, take  from  them  bonds,  payable  to  the  Treasurer  of  Synod,  with  the 
condition  that,  in  the  event  that  any  one,  receiving  aid  from  Synod,  shall 
abandon  his  studies  without  the  consent  of  Synod,  or,  after  completing  the 
same,  shall  refuse  to  engage  in  the  Gospel  Ministry  in  connection  with  the 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  or  shall,  for  cause,  be  deposed  from  the  min- 
istry, that  then,  in  either  of  said  events,  said  bonds  shall  become  due  imme- 
diately, and  payable,  with  interest,  at  G  per  cent,  per  annum,  on  the  same, 
from  the  occurrence  of  either  of  said  events. 

Article  VII. — Synod  shall  have  the  full  control  and  direction  of  the  studies, 
and  place  of  conducting  the  same,  of  all  Beneficiaries, 


Article  VIII. — Diligent  and  rigid  inquiry  shall  be  made  into  theChristiai 
character,  talents,  and  pecuniary  ability  -of  every  applicant  for  aid,  and,  i 
his  piety  or  his  talents  be  not  above  reproach  and  of  a  high  order,  he  shal 
not  receive  aid.  No  one,  applying  for  aid,  can  receive  any  of  the  funds  ol 
the  Synod,  unless  lie  is  &  member  of  the  Lutheran  Church,  in  full  coaimiv 
nion,  and  receives  and  holds  the  doctrines  set  forth  in  the  Confessions  of  the 
Church. 

Article  IX. — Every  Minister,  educated  by  this  Synod,  shall  be  regarded 
and  held,  in  honor  bound,  to  labor  within  the  bounds  of  this  Synod  for  not 
less  than  ten  years,  unless  excused  by  resolution  of  Synod. 

Article  X. — Every  Minister,  in  connection  with  this  Synod,  will  be  expect- 
ed to  take  up  collections,  in  each  of  his  congregations,  annually,  in  the  most 
judicious  manner,  for  the  purpose  of  beneficiary  education. 

Article  XI. — These  regulations  shall  be  subject  to  amendment,  at  any 
meeting  of  Synod,  after  giving  one  day's  notice  of  the  proposed  amendment, 
and  with  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present.

The  committee  on  President's  Keport,  now  reported  as  follows;  the  report 
was  received : 

REPORT  OF  COJHHITTEE  03  PRESIDENT'S  REPORT. 

We,  your  committee  on  President's  Report,  have  examined  that  document,  and  find  several 
recommendations  and  suggestions  calling  for  action  of  Synod. 

1st. — That  officer  calls  to  our  attention,  the  death  of  three  beloved  brethren  in  the  Ministry ; 
in  reference  to  whom,  we  recommend  the  following  for  the  adoption  of  Synod  : — Whereas,  It  has 
pleased  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church,  in  the  wise  dispensations  of  his  providence,  to  call  from 
their  labors  on  earth  to  their  reward  in  heaven,  our  Rev'd  Fathers — A.  Henkel  and  C.  G.  Reitzel, 
and  our  R- v.  bro.  A.  Efird  ;  be  it,  therefore,  Resolved,  That,  by  the  death  of  these,  our  beloved 
brethren  i.i  the  ministry,  their  families,  and  their  relatives,  have  lost  most  affectionate  heads, 
who  were  examples  of  domestic,  social,  and  moral  virtues — sound  in  faith  and  doctrine;  the 
Church  and  the  Synod,  to  which  they  belonged,  devout  and  faithful  members.

The  zeal  for  maintain  | 
ing  and  perpetuating  the  true  doctrines  of  the  Church,  instead  of  aba 
ting,  is  rather  increasing.  True  Church  love,  your  Committee  is  happy  tx 
be  able  to  say,  is  growing  more  intense.  Liberal  enterprises  are  being  still 
further  prosecuted  and,  according  to  present  appearances,  they  will  be,  in  a 
few  years  more,  as  generally  promoted,  by  our  people,  as  they  are  in  other 
Southern  Lutheran  Synods. 

But,  on  the  other  hand,  there  are  aspects  which  render  our  prospect  some- 
what discouraging.  Some  of  the  most  faithful  and  useful  members  of  o 
congregations  are,  from  time  to  time,  called  off  to  their  reward  in  the  future 
world.  Young  men,  and  families  in  the  Church,  are  removing  to  sections  be- 
yond the  territorial  limits  of  our  Synod,  and  thus,  our  ranks,  in  some  places, 
are  thinned.  Within  the  last  few  years,  several  of  our  most  useful  Ministers 
hive  removed  from  amongst  us,  to  other  portions  of  the  Church;  and  are 
(successfully  laboring  in  the  bounds  of  other  Synods.  Within  the  last  two 
years,  six  of  our  brel  hi  en  in  the  Ministry,  have  been  removed  from  the 
Church  militant  to  the  Church  triumphant.  Some  of  them,  it  is  true,  were 
old  and  infirm,  but,  others  were  in  the  prime  of  life  and  usefulness.  These 
things  have  so  much  increased  the  labor  of  our  Ministers  as  to  render  it  im- 
possible for  them  to  supply  all  the  points,  as  they  should  be;  and,  from  the 
want  of  a  sufficient  number  of  Ministers,  some  are  left  destitute. 

These  things,  and  others  unnecessary  to  mention  in  this  report,  render 
this  side  of  the  picture  rather  disparaging.  But,  there  seems  to  be  a  bright- 
er day  coming;  the  interest  of  our  people  is  being  awakened  on  the  subject 
of  Beneficiary  Education.  A  suitable  plan,  for  operations,  is  being  inaugu- 
rated and,  I  have  no  doubt,  will  be  perfected  at  this  meeting  of  our  Synod, 
which,  if  faithfully  carried  out,  can  not  fail  to  bring  many  talented,  pious, 
and  faithful  young  men  into  our  Clerical  ranks;  who,  we  trust  will,  in  a  few 
years  more,  net  only  enable  us  to  supply,  all  our  vacant  congregations,  with 
the  regular  administration  of  the  means  of  grace,  but,  enable  us,  to  diminish 
the  extent  of  our  pastorates  so  much,  as  to  furnish  our  people  with  more  fre- 
quent and  regular  Sunday-service,  to  the  better  instruction  of  our  young 
people  ; — and,  in  short,  to  enable  our  pastors  to  more  fully  discharge  the  sev- 
ral  duties  of  their  sacred  office. 

Other  matters  of  interest  might  be  included  in  this  Eeport,  but,  as  it  is  al- 
ready ©f  sufficient  length,  Ave  shall,  for  the  present,  defer  them.

PRSIDEXT'S  ANNUAL  EEPOET. 

Reverend  and  very  dear  Brethren: — 

Another  eventful  ecclesiastical  year,  with  all  its  pleasures  and  pains,  joys  and  sor- 
rows, prosperities  and  adversities,  has  gone  by,  and.  in  the  love  and  mercy  of  the  Great 
God,  our  kind.  Heavenly  Father,  as  a  band  of  brothers,  we  are  once  more  permitted  to 
meet  in  Synodical  Convention;  to  deliberate  upon  the  best  interests,  and  make  efforts  to 
adopt  the  most  suitable  measures,  for  the  promotion  of  prosperity  in  the  Redeemer's  king- 
dom upon  earth.  During  t;he  past  year  we  have,  as  usual,  had  many  difficulties  to  en- 
counter and  overcome,  and  a  few  adversities  have  also  befallen  us.  Notwithstanding  these 
things,  we  have  had  many  things  to  encourage  us  in  our  numerous  arduous  duties.  We 
must  not,  therefore,  overlook  the  many  renewed  obligations  we  are  under,  as  individuals, 
and  members  and  ministers  of  the  Church,  to  make  suitable  returns  of  gratitude  to  our 
Heavenly  Benefactor,  for  his  continued  blessings  and  mercies ;  and,  in  the  work  of  this 
meeting,  most  earnestly  labor  to  discharge  our  whole  duty,  in  the  accomplishment  of  the 
greatest  good  for  time  and  eternity.  To  effect  these  great  things,  let  us  most  earnestly  en- 
treat the  Great  Head  of  the  Church,  to  enable  us  to  be  harmonious  in  sentiment,  and  uni- 
form in  action,  in  all  the  transactions  of  this  meeting;  that  every  one  may  be  conscious  of 
the  truth  of  the  declaration  of  the  Wise  Man, — '-•Behold  how  good  and  how  pleasant  it 
is  for  brethren  to  dwell  together  in  unity."  As  your  Presiding  Officer,  within  the  past 
Synodical  year,  I  have  received  some  information  relating  to  the  interests  of  the  Church, 
and  have  also  been  called  upon  to  perform  some  important  official  acts.  It  is,  therefore, 
my  duty,  in  this  Report,  to  render  an  account  of  my  stewardship  to  you  ;  to  which  I  may 
add  a  few  suggestions  and  recommendations. 
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OFFICTAL  ACTS. 

Much  of  the  important  intelligence  with  which  I  have  been  favored,  and  the  principal 
portion  of  ray  Official  acts,  have  been  in  regard  to  the  subject  of  Beneficiary  Aid,  furnished 
young  men,  preparing  for  the  Gospel  Ministry.  By  an  action  of  the  Convention  of  this 
Synod,  last  year,  as  its  President,  I  was  charged  with  the  management  of  this  matter, 
and  1  have  done  the  best  I  could  under  the  circumstances.  This  enterprise  is  still  iu  its 
infancy,  in  our  Synod,  and,  of  course,  comparatively  little  has  been  done — yet  a  fair  be- 
ginning has  been  made.  A  small  amount  of  money  has  been  collected,  and  paid  into  the 
treasury;  several  applications  have  been  made  ;  oue  has  been  accepted,  and  the  young 
man  is  now  at  school,  has  received  a  small  amount  of  funds,  and  will  shortly  need  an  ad- 
ditional sum.  I  trust  that  at  the  present  Convention  of  this  Synod,  such  measures,  iu  re- 
gard to  this  very  necessary  means,  for  increasing  our  clergical  strength,  will  be  adopted, 
as  will  enable  us,  in  a  few  years,  not  only  to  supply  all  our  vacant  congregations  with 
well  educated  and  efficient  ministers;  but  also  enable  us,  to  so  much  diminish  the  number 
of  congregations,  in  our  larger  pastorates,  that  the  largest  prosperity  may  be  secured  for 
the  whole  church,  within  our  bounds.  To  accomplish  this,  let  us,  by  the  help  of  God, 
make  a  united  effort.  Sometime,  early  in  the  year,  I  received  a  letter  from  applicant  M. 
A.  Aderholt,  that  he  was  then  receiving  instruction  at  Washington  College,  Lexington, 
Va.  And  inquired  whether  any  pecuniary  assistance  could  be  afforded  him  from  our 
Beneficiary  funds.  But,  inasmuch  as  the  treasury  was  then  still  entirely  empty,  and  on 
some  other  accounts,  I  was  compelled  to  decline  acting  in  the  matter. 

Early  last  Spring,  Mr.  Robert  A.  Yoder,— a  young  man,  of  about  18  years  of  age,  from 
my  own  pastoral  charge,  whom  i  have  known  personally  from  his  early  childhood — made 
application  for  beneficiary  aid  from  us,  iu  prosecuting  a  course  of  studies,  preparatory  to 
entering  the  Christian  Ministry.  This  young  man  expressed  a  willingness  to  submit  to 
all  the  requirements  of  our  regulations  in  regard  to  beneficiaries.  He  has  a  good,  strong 
constitution;  and  is  of  a  very  healthy  family.  His  moral  character  is  most  excellent;  as 
a  devoted  member  of  our  congregation  at  Daniels,  his  piety  is  commendable.  He  has  a 
great  aptness  to  learn,  and  has  superior  talents  for  public  speaking.  His  pecuniary 
means  are  very  limited.  In  view  of  all  these  things,  I  regarded  this  a  favorable  opportu- 
nity to  commence  the  work ;  aud,  accordingly,  with  my  advice,  he  entered  the  Classical 
School  of  Proffs.  Geo.  A.  Hahn  and  M.  L.  Ltttle,  at  Hickory  Tavern,  Catawba  Co.,  N. 
C,  on  the  first  Monday  in  last  July.  His  teachers  are  both  members  of  our  church,  and 
have  a  good  School.  He  will  appear  before  this  meeting  of  the  Synod;  and  I  have  no 
doubt  will  be  able  to  furnish  full  satisfaction  in  regard  to  his  purposes,  proficiency,  and 
promise  to  do  good  service  for  the  Church.  By  my  official  order,  he  has,  as  you  will 
learn  from  the  report  of  our  Beneficiary  Treasurer,  received  Twelve  Dollars,  ($12)  of  our 
funds.  At  the  close  of  the  present  session  of  the  School  which  he  is  attending,  he  will  re- 
quire an  additional  sum — amounting  in  all  to  about  Fifty  Dollars,  ($50). 

Some  time  last  Summer,  I  received  a  letter  from  Mr.  Andrew  L.  Crouse,  stating  that 
he  had  fully  determined,  by  the  help  of  God,  to  devote  himself  to  the  work  of  the  Chris- 
tian Ministry.  He  stated,  however,  that  he  desired  to  complete  his  literary  course  of 
studies,  and,  in  that  event,  he  desired  some  beneficiary  aid  from  us.  A  few  weeks  after 
this,  I  met  him;  and,  in  view  of  the  very  urgent  demand  for  an  additional  number  of  Min- 
isters among  us,  to  supply  our  vacant  congregations,  I  examined  him,  aud  finding  him  a 
fair  classical  scholar,  and  possessing  more  than  an  ordinary  knowledge,  for  a  young  man, 
of  the  theology  of  our  Church,  I  advised  him  to  relinquish,  at  least  for  the  present,  his 
literary  studies,  aud  at  once  commence  a  special  preparation  for  the  work  of  the  Ministry. 
After  some  reflection,  he  gave  his  consent,  and  lias  for  sometime  been  vigorously  prosecu- 
ting his  studies,  under  my  care,  and  has  made  a  few  successful  efforts  at  preaching.  He 
will  appear  before  this  Synod,  at  the  present  Convention,  a  candidate  for  licensure. 

About  the  20th  of  last  September,  I  received  a  letter  from  Mr.  Junius  S.  Coiner,  of 
Waynesboro,  Va.,  who  is  one  of  the  young  men  who  were  received  under  the  care  of  this 
Synod,  last  year,  as  applicants  for  the  office  of  the  Ministry.  He  states,  that  his  circum- 
stances compel  him,  though  reluctantly,  to  ask  for  beneficiary  aid  from  this  Synod,  to  ena- 
ble him  to  complete  his  preparatory  studies  in  due  time.  He  also  states,  that  Rev.  S. 
Henkel  will  make  a  full  statement  of  his  case  to  Synod.  I  herewith  submit  his  letter,  and 
respectfully  commend  him  to  the  favorable  notice  of  this  Synod. 

I  am  credibly  informed,  that  Mr.  Adolphus  Yount,  an  applicant  to  this  Synod  for  the 
Ministry,  is  very  successfully  prosecuting  his  studies  at  his  owu  expense,  at  Hickory 
Tavern. 

1  have  learned  that  applicant  William  T.  Miller  has  departed  this  life. 
Concerning  applicants  Paul  J.  Stirewalt,  and  William  H.  Smith,  I  have  received  no  in- 
formation. 
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I  am  informed  that  applicant  John  N.  S  tire  wait,  of  New  Market,  Va.,  has  been  ordain- 
ed by  the  Virginia  Special  Conference,  as  ordered  by  our  last  Sy^od.  If  my  information 
is  correct,  his  name  should  be  enrolled  upon  our  catalogue  of  Pastors.

Quite  recently,  I  received  a  communication  from  Rev.  Luther  A.  Fox,  of  Stroudsburg, 
Pa.,  informing  me  that  he  has  received  and  accepted  a  caii  from  Bethlehem  Congregation, 
Augusta  Co.,  Va.,  lately  rendered  vacant  by  the  death  of  our  much  lamented  brother  in 
Christ,  Rev.  Jacob  Killiau, — and  that  he  expects  to  enter  upon  the  discharge  of  his 
Pastoral  duties,  in  that  congregation,  about  the  first  of  January,  next,  lie  also  forwarded 
a  letter  from  Rev.  C.  VV.  Schaerl'er,  D.  D.,  President  of  the  German  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Ministerium  of  Pennsylvania,  granting  him  an  honorable  dismission  from  that  Synod,  to 
this  Synod.    This  letter,  of  honorable  dismission  is,  herewith,  submitted. 

CONDITION  OF  THE  CHURCH. 

This  most  interesting  and  important  subject,  I  have  no  doubt,  will  be  properly  present- 
ed to  your  notice  by  the  Committee  upon  it.  Notwithstanding,  I  deem  it  my  duty,  most 
respectfully,  to  cail  your  attention  to  the  scarcity  of  ministers  among  us,  and  the  very  in- 
adequate support  thoy  generally  receive,  and  recommend  that  suitable  measures  be  adopt- 
ed, to  remedy  these  evils.  To  meet  the  first  of  these  wants,  I  would  recommend  the 
appointment  erf  a  committee  to  prepare  for  publication,  in  connection  with  the  ft! mutes  of 
the  present  Convention  of  Synod,  an  earnest  appeal  to  churches,  upon  this  subject,  and 
that  it  be  made  the  duty  of  every  Pastor  to  publicly  read  this  address,  at  least  once  annu- 
ally, in  each  of  his  congregations,  and  demand  from  his  peopie  such  salary  as  they  are 
able  to  pay. 

To  accomplish  the  second,  I  recommend,  that  a  resolution  be  adopted  at  this  meeting 
of  Syuod,  making  it  the  duty  of  every  Minister  in  our  connection,  who  has  the  charge  of 
congregations,  to  bring  the  subject  of  Beneficiary  Education  before  each  one  of  the  con- 
gregations in  his  Pastorate,  and  raise  collections  for  that  purpose,  at  least  once  in  every 
8v nodical  Year. 

UNION  WITH  THE  NORTH  CAROLINA  SYNOD. 

A  few  weeks  ago,  I  received  a  letter  from  Rev.  N.  Akifich,  Corresponding  Secretary 
of  the  North  Carolina  Synod,  officially  informing  mc  that  his  Synod  has  unanimously 
adopted  the  Basis  of  Union  agreed  upon  by  the  Joint  Committee ;  and  that  they  stand 
ready  to  take  further  action,  whenever  they  shall  be  officially  informed  that  said  Basis  of 
Union  has  been  adopted  by  this  Synod.    This  letter  is  herewith  submitted  to  Synod. 

This  truly  important  question  merits  your  most  serious,  careful,  aud  most  prayerful  at- 
tention;  and  I  trust  that  such  action  will  be  taken,  by  this  Synod,  in  reference  to  it,  an 
you,  in  your  judgment,  may  think  best  calculated  to  consummate  this  most  desirable  end, 
at  as  early  a  time  as  practicable.  I  believe  that  sucti  Union  will  greatly  promote  the 
cause  of  true,  Symbolic  Lutheranisrn,  m  these  Southern  States.  The  whole  matter  will 
be  presented  to  you,  by  the  Committee  appointed  by  this  Synod,  last  year,  to  meet  aud 
confer  with  a  similar  Committee  appoiuted  by  the  North  Carolina  Synod,  upon  this  sub- 
ject; and  also  by  your  Delegate,  appointed  to  the  last  Convention  of  that  Synod,  i  trust 
the  Basis  of  Union  unanimously  agreed  upon  by  the  Joint  Committee,  and  also  unani- 
mously adopted  by  the  North  Carolina  Synod,  will  also  be  adopted  by  this  Synod,  with 
equal  unanimity. 

UNION  WITH  THE  HOLSTON  SYNOD. 

i%  seems  to  me,  that  this  question  has  not  yet  been  fully  disposed  of.  The  action  upon 
it,  by  the  Holstou  Synod,  was  only  suspended  on  account  of  the  Delegate  from  our  Synod 
failing  to  meet  that  Synod,  in  her  Convention,  at  the  proper  time — and,  it  seems  to  me, 
that  it  devolves  upon  us  to  make  further  overtures.  Its  importance  demands  a  renewal  of 
the  matter,  as  it  has  for  its  object  a  Union  of  all  the  elements  of  true  Lutheranisrn  in  the 
South.  I  would,  therefore,  most  respectfully,  recommend  that  a  Committee  be  appointed 
at  this  meeting,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  make  an  effort  to  renew  correspondence  with 
that  Synod,  upon  this  subject. 

VACANT  CONGREGATIONS. 

The  late  Pastoral  Charge  of  our  much  lamented  brother,  Adam  Efird,  still  remains  with- 
out the  regular  services  of  a  Pastor.  During  a  portion  of  the  past  year,  it  has  been  sup- 
plied by  Rev.  T.  Miller,  and  has  also  had  some  services  from  Rev.  Daniel  Efird.  I  would 
most  respectfully  recommend,  that  such  steps  be  taken,  at  this  meeting  of  Syuod,  as  will, 
at  an  early  day,  furnish  them  with  the  regular  administration  of  the  meaus  of  grace.  This 
is  an  important  part  of  our  Synod  ;  one  we  cannot  well  afford  to  lose,  and  it  should  not, 
therefore,  be  neglected  by  us. 
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Our  two  congregations  in  Rowan  Co.,  N.  C,  have  been  supplied  :   one  by  Pastor  Pe- 
terson, of  this  Synod,  aud  the  other  by  Pastor  Cone,  of  the  North  Carolina  Synod.  Some 
arrangements  should  be  made  to  furnish  them  with  stated  Pastoral  services;   and  if  this 
can  not  be  done,  they  should,  at  least,  both  be  supplied  by  a  Minister  of  our  Synod. 
HYMN  BOOK  AND  LITURGY. 

Our  Hymn  Book  and  Liturgy  are  nearly  out  of  print ;  and,  in  the  present  state  of  af- 
fairs, it  is  not  likely  that  the  demand  for  them  will  justify  another  edition  of  them.  Our 
Synodical  relations  may,  in  a  short  time,  be  so  changed,  as  to  require  the  use  of  other 
Books  of  this  kind  ;  and  it  is  conceded  on  all  hands,  that  these  Books  are  exceedingly  de- 
fective. 1,  therefore,  recommend,  that  a  committee,  of  two  Ministers  and  one  intelligent 
Lay-man,  be  appointed  to  investigate  this  subject;  examine  and  compare  the  several 
Hymn  Books,  and  Liturgies,  now  in  use  by  the  English-speaking  portion  of  the  Lutheran 
church  in  this  country;  report  the  result  of  their  inquiries  and  researches,  and,  if  possible, 
recommend  suitable  Books,  of  this  sort,  to  the  next  annual  convention  of  this  Synod. 

CONCORDIA  SYNOD. 

Three  of  our  Ministers,  and  a  few  of  our  congregations  in  Virginia,  for  reasons  not  nec- 
essary to  mention  in  this  Report,  as  you  are  aware,  have,  for  some  time,  neglected  to  at- 
tend the  Annual  Conventions  of  this  Synod,  and  in  a  very  obstinate  and  irregular  manner 
insist  upon  being  recognized  as  a  separate  Synod,  and  annually  assemble  and  transact 
business.  I  regard  this  matter  as  one  claiming  an  action  of  this  Synod,  and  therefore  re- 
commend that  a  committee  be  appointed,  consisting  of  three  Ministers  and  two  Lay-men, 
to  consider  this  vexed  affair,  —  and  report  to  this  convention  of  Synod,  for  adoption,  some 
suitable  resolutions,  in  reference  to  it. 

CHURCH  PAPER. 

For  some  time  we  have  had  no  suitable  Church  Journal,  for  circulation  among  our 
people.  But,  inasmuch  as  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  has  been  revived,  under  new  auspi- 
ces, and  promises  to  be  all  we  wish?  I  would  recommend  it  to  your  most  favorable  notice  : 
and  that  such  action  be  taken  as  will  secure  for  it  an  exteusive  circulation  among  our 
people. 

STAUNTON  FEMALE  SEMINARY. 

An  intelligent  member  of  Bethlehem  church,  Augusta  county,  Va.,  respectfully  asks, 
that  I  present  to  your  notice,  this  most  excellent  Institution  of  Learning',  and  that  it  be 
recommended,  by  au  action  of  Synod,  to  our  people  in  Virginia.  I  recommend,  that  this 
most  reasonable  request  be  granted. 

DEATH  OF  MINISTER. 

In  view  of  the  painful  intelligence  of  the  death  of  our  Reverend  and  dear  brother  in 
Christ,  Rev.  Jacob  Killian,  whom  the  Lord,  in  his  inscrutable  providence,  has  been  pleas- 
ed to  remove,  from  his  labors  and  troubles  in  this  world  of  sin  and  sorrow,  to  his  reward  in 
Heaven,  I  recommend  that  Synod  make  provision,  for  giving  suitable  testimonials  of  our 
high  appreciation  of  his  moral  Worth  and  usefulness,  as  a  Minister  of  the  Gospel,  whilst 
among  us;  and  our  deep  sorrow,  and  sense  of  loss,  at  his  removal  into  another,  though  a 
better  World. 

In  conclusion  of  this  lengthy  Report,  permit  me,  dear  brethren,  to  tender  you  my  most 
sincere  thanks,  for  the  confidence  you  have  reposed  in  me,  by  so  kindly  investing  me 
with  the  position  you  did,  at  our  last  Annual  Convention,  as  well  as  the  kind  indulgence 
you  have  shown  me  in  my  feeble  and  imperfect  efforts  to  serve  you  in  this  capacity.  And 
I  now  return  to  you  the  Presidential  Chair,  trusting  that  he,  whom  you  may  now  select, 
may  fill  it  more  perfectly  than  I  have  been  able  to  do.  And,  may  the  blessing  of  an  in- 
dulgent Heavenly  Father  ever  attend  you,  and  enable  you,  in  all  your  transactions,  to 
honor  his  name,  and  effect  the  salvation  of  very  many  souls.  A.  J.  FOX.

A.  Oostner,  Esq.,  was  now  elected  a  Receiving  and  Disbursing  Agent,  to 
discharge  the  office  of  Treasurer  of  Beneficiary  Association. 

Wm.  J.  Lippard  and  D.  M.  Wyont  were  appointed  a  committee  to  examine 
report  of  Treasurer  of  Beneficiary  Association. 

On  motion,  Synod  now  adjourned,  to  meet  again  on  Monday,  at  9  o'clock, 
A.  M. 

Sunday,  October  15,  10J  o'clock,  A.  M. 

A  large  congregation  having  assembled,  at  the  stand  in  the  Grove,  the 
exercises  were  opened  by  Prof.  L.  A.  Bikle,  of  the  North  Carolina  Synod, 
followed  with  a  discourse  by  Rev.  S.  Henkel,  on  Acts  XVIII,  21 : — "  I  must 
by  all  means  keep  this  feast.'7 

Confession  and  Absolution  were  then  held,  by  the  pastor  loci,  according  to 
the  custom  of  the  church. 

The  sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Sapper  was  then  administered  to  a  large  num- 
ber of  communicants.  A  recess  was  then  given,  alter  which,  Rev.  J.  M. 
Smith  preached,  from  Isa.  LI,  1.  During  all  these  exercises,  a  deep  feeling 
of  solemnity  seemed  to  prevail. 

SECOND  SESSION. 

Monday,  October  16,  9  o'clock,  A.  M. 

Synod  having  assembled,  devotional  exercises  were  conducted  by  Father 
II.  Goodman.    The  roll  was  called,  and  the  minutes  read  and  confirmed. 

Rev.  Prof.  L.  A.  Bikle,  appointed  a  corresponding  Delegate  by  the  North 
Carolina  Synod  to  this  session  of  Synod,  being  present,  now  presented  his 
credentials  of  election,  and  was  invited  to  a  seat  amongst  us. 

In  consequence  of  sickness,  Rev.  Dr.  A.  J.  Fox  was  excused  from  attend- 
ing the  future  sessions  of  this  Synod.  Mr.  A.  L.  Crouse  was  appointed,  by 
him,  to  read  his  annual  report. 

On  motion,  this  report  was  read  and  returned  to  the  committee. 

The  committee  on  Unfinished  Business  now  reported,  as  follows : 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  UNFINISHED  BUSINESS. 

We  the  committee,  on  unfinished  business,  on  examination  of  the  Minutes 
of  the  last  session  of  our  Synod,  find  the  following  items,  which  we  submit  to 
Synod : 

Item  1,  Page  8,  a  committee  of  two  was  appointed,  to  investigate  the  diffi- 
culties existing  between  Rev.  C.  Moretz  and  the  members  of  Mt.  Pieasaut 
Church.    Did  that  committee  discharge  their  duty  ? 

Item  2,  Pages  7  and  8,  The  Virginia  Special  Conference  was  authorized  to 
examine  John  N.  Stirewalt,  and,  if  found  qualified,  ordain  him  to  the  Pas- 
toral office.    Was  this  duty  performed  ? 

Item  3,  Page  10,  a  committee  was  appointed  to  meet  a  similar  committee 
of  N.  C.  Synod.    Did  that  committee  discharge  their  duty  ? 

Item  4,  Page  12-,  collections  for  beneficiary  education  were  expected  to  be 
taken  by  every  minister  in  connection  with  this  Synod.    Has  this  been  done  ? 

Item  5,  Page  15,  Rev.  A.  J.  Fox  was  appointed  a  Delegate  to  North  Caro- 
lina Synod.  Rev.  J.  R.  Peterson  to  the  Holston  Synod.  Rev.  S.  Henkel  to 
the  Pennsvlvania  Synod.  Did  these  Brethren  or  their  Alternates  discharge 
said  duty!      Respectfully  Submitted,  J.  M.  SMITH, 

M.  L.  FOX,    SAM'L  JARRETT. 
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The  report  was  received  and  acted  on  Item  by  Item. 
Item  1,  of  the  report  was  taken  up  and  deferred. 
Item  2,  the  Virginia  Special  Conference  discharged  this  duty. 
On  motion  the  name  of  Rev.  John  N.  Stirewalt  was  inserted  in  our  clerical 
catalogue. 
Item  3,  was  complied  with. 

EEPOBT  OF  COMMITTEE  OX  UXIOX  WITH  K  CAEOLIXA  SYNOD. 

The  committee,  appointed  to  meet  aud  confer  with  the  committee  appointed  by  the  E- 
vangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  North  Carolina,  upon  the  subject  of  the  Union  of  the  two 
Synods,  would  submit  the  following  : 

Some  time,  early  last  Spring,,  a  correspondence  was  opened,  between  the  chairman  of 
this  committee  and  Rev.  L.  C.  Groseclose,  the  chairman  of  the  other  committee,  in  re- 
gard to  the  most  suitable  time  and  place  for  the  meeting  of  these  committees — and  resulted 
in  the  selection  of  Mount  Pleasant,  Cabarrus  county,  N.  C.  And,  accordingly,  the  com- 
mittee of  this  Synod  repaired  to  the  place  of  meeting,  previously  agreed  upon,  on  the  25th 
day  of  last  April,  and  had  the  pleasure  of  a  most  cordial  meeting  of  the  members  of  the 
other  committee — one  of  whom,  however,  owing  to  sickness  in  his  family,  could  not  be 
with  us  for  the  first  two  days  of  our  convention.  We  were,  also,  most  kindly  received 
and  entertained,  by  the  citizens  of  that  most  pleasant  and  interesting  little  town. 

At  I  o'clock,  p.  m.,  the  two  committees  assembled  in  one  of  the  halls  of  the  North  Car- 
olina College, — which  is  located  at  this  place.  After  effecting  an  organization,  by  elect- 
ing Rev.  A.  J.  Fox  president  and  Rev.  N.  Aldrich  secretary  of  the  Joint  Committee,  and 
arranging  some  other  preliminary  matters,  a  motion,  to  adjourn  until  9  o'clock  the  next 
day,  prevailed — in  order  that  the  respective  committees  might  have  sufficient  time  to  pre- 
pare suitable  propositions,  to  be  submitted  for  the  consideration  of  the  Conference. 

At  the  hour  appointed,  the  Conference  met;  the  Theses  of  each  committee  were  first 
read  separately,  as  a  whole;  then  read  item  by  item,  fully  and  freely  discussed,  and,  with 
the  exception  of  two  propositions,  were  unanimously  adopted.  From  these  there,  was, 
finally,  but  one  dissenting  voice  ;  and  that  was  hy  a  member  of  the  North  Carolina  Synod's 
committee.  A  ssab-committee  was  then  appointed,  consisting  of  the  Officers  of  the  Con- 
ference and  one  Lay-man  from  each  of  the  committees,  to  consolidate  the  Theses,  as 
agreed  upon,  to  be  submitted  next  morning,  for  adoption,  as  a  whole. 

The  sub-committee  having  discharged  its  duty,  the  proposed  Basis  of  Union  was  read, 
and  a  motion  was  made  for  its  adoption.  When  the  same  objections  were  revived,  which 
were  urged  on  the  previous  day,  a  lengthy  and  animated  debate  was  elicited — in  which 
all  the  members  of  the  Conference  were  engaged,  more  or  less,  and  in  which  some  of  the 
spectators  also  took  some  part.  After  making  a  few  very  slight  verbal  alterations  in  tbe 
two  propositions  to  which  exception  was  taken,  the  entire  paper  was  unanimously  adopt- 
ed. The  Articles  and  Sections,  agreed  upon  as  a  Basis  of  Uniou,  were,  by  a  unanimous 
vote,  ordered  to  be  printed  in  Circular  form,  for  gratuitous  distribution  among  the  congre- 
gations of  the  two  Synods — each  one  to  receive  250  copies,  and  pay  one-half  of  the  ex- 
penses of  publication  and  distribution.  Conference  then  adjourned,  subject  to  the  call  of 
the  President,  but  has  had  no  subsequent  session. 

The  committee  is  truly  happy  to  be  able  to  inform  the  Synod,  that  there  was  not  the 
slightest  shade  of  difference  in  the  views  of  its  members.  We  are  sorry,  however,  to  have 
to  say,  that  there  was  some  considerable  discord  in  the  views  of  the  members  of  the  other 
committee.  Our  discussions  indicated  but  too  plainly,  that  its  members  are  not  eutirely 
agreed  upon  every  subject. 

It  may  be  of  some  interest  to  the  members  of  this  Synod,  as  well  as  all  who  may  read 
the  Minutes  of  this  Convention,  to  learn  that,  animated  as  the  discussions  were,  there  was 
not  the  slightest  feeling  of  asperity  manifested,  between  the  members  of  the  two  Synods. 
Our  committee  stood  firmly  upon  the  standards  of  our  church  ;  stated  their  position  clear- 
ly, and  are  not  conscious  of  having  compromised  auy  principle  of  our  Synod.  How  far 
this  is  correct,  the  published  Basis  of  Union  will  show.  All  who  were  present,  Professors 
and  students  of  College,  Ministers,  and  Lay-men,  took  the  deepest  interest  in  our  discus- 
sions; and  all,  with  the  exception  of  two  of  the  Clerical  members  of  the  North  Carolina 
Synod  committee,  deeply  sympathized  with  us,  and  fully  agreed  with  us,  in  the  views  ex- 
pressed by  us  in  our  Theses.  As  there  were  two  parties  among  them— one  fully  represent- 
ing the  views  of  our  Synod,  and  the  other  the  opposite  views;  our  committee  was  great- 
ly relieved  in  the  discussions,  having  little  more  to  do  than  to  listen  to  their  discussions. 

We  feel  confident  that  very  much  was  done,  by  the  Conference,  to  harmonize  feelings 
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and  views  which  have,  for  so  many  years,  divided  the  two  Synods;  and  to  prepare  the 
way  for  their  ultimate  re-union. 

The  Basis  of  Union,  as  agreed  upon  by  the  Joint  committee,  has  been  published ;  250 
copies  have  been  distributed  among  our  people,  and  one  copy  is,  herewith,  submitted  to 
the  consideration  of  this  Synod.  Tt  remains  to  be  seen,  whether  it  will  be  adopted  or  re- 
jected. Whether  the  much  to  be  desired  Union,  between  brethren  so  long  estranged  from 
each  other,  can  be  effected,  or  not  ?    Time,  only,  will  reveal  these  things. 

The  expenses  of  publication  and  distribution  of  Circulars,  as  per  order  of  Joint  commit- 
tee, was,  on  our  part,  five  dollars  and  fifty  cents,  ($5  50),  which  has  been  paid,  by  the 
chairman  of  the  committee,  out  of  funds,  in  his  hands,  belonging  to  Synod.  The  travel- 
ing expenses  of  committee,  in  the  aggregate,  is  Dollars. 

Respectfully  submitted,  by  the  COMMITTEE. 

On  motion,  this  report  was  adopted. 

On  motion,  the  Treasurer  of  Synod  is  authorized  to  pay  for  the  publica- 
tion of  circulars,  and  the  traveling  expenses  incurred  by  the  meeting  of  the 
Joint  committee,  at  Mr.  Pleasant. 

Item  4,  was  generally  complied  with. 

Item  5,  was  performed,  and  the  report  is  herewith  submitted. 

REPORT  OF  DELEGATE  TO  NORTH  CAROLINA  SYNOD. 

On  account  of  other  pressing  engagements,  I,  as  your  Delegate  to  the  E.  L.  Synod  of 
North  Carolina,  failed  to  reach  the  place  of  its  last  meeting,  on  the  first  day  of  the  Con- 
vention. I,  however,  arrived  on  the  morning  of  the  second  day,  and  am  truly  happy  to 
inform  you,  that  I  was  most  cordiariy  received,  and  had  the  pleasure  of  attending  that 
Synod  two  days.  The  transactions  of  that  truly  energetic  and  most  active  Lutheran 
Syuod,  were  chiefly  of  a  local  nature  ;  yet,  I  am  happy  to  be  able  to  say,  that  much  was 
done  for  the  prosperity  of  true  Lutherauism  among  its  people.  From  all  that  I  could 
learn,  from  private  interviews,  with  various  of  its  ministers,  and  from  their  public  dis- 
cussions, I  am  fully  convinced  that  a  majority  of  its  members  are  decidedly  Lutheran  in 
theory  and  practice — and  a  few  of  them  may  be  regarded  somewhat  ultra.  A  few,  how- 
ever, seem  still  to  be  anxious  to  retain  some  of  the  uu-Lutheran  customs,  which  unhappi- 
ly found  their  way  into  the  Synod,  in  days  when  she,  like  too  many  other  Lutheran  Syn- 
ods in  this  country,  was  not  as  well  informed  and  watchful  in  these  things  as  she  should 
have  been.  I  am  encouraged  to  believe,  that,  in  no  very  great  while,  that  Synod  will 
have  expurgated  herself  from  every  trace  of  un-Lutheranism  iu  practice,  as  she  has  nobly 
done  in  theory. 

On  Friday  evening*  the  subject  of  Union  with  this  Synod  was  taken  into  consideration  : 
which  elicited  some  animated  discussion,  in  which,  from  the  very  nature  of  the  things,  and 
to  answer  several  interrogatories,  made  it  necessary  for  me  to  take  some  part.  The  Basis 
of  Union,  agreed  upon  by  the  Joint  Committee,  was  at  length  unanimously  adopted. — 
Several  propositions  were  made,  looking  to  future  action,  but  failed  to  carry;  at  length, 
however,  a  resolution  was  passed  making  it  the  duty  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of 
that  Synod,  to  officially  inform  the  President  of  this  Synod,  that  the  Basis  of  Union  was 
unanimously  adopted  by  that  Synod;  and  that,  as  soon  as  she  should  he  officially  inform- 
ed that  said  Basis  of  Union  has  been  adopted  by  this  Synod,  she  will  stand  ready  to  take 
further  action  in  the  matter.  This  notice  has  been  received  by  the  President,  and  has 
been  submitted  with  his  annual  report. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  said  Basis  of  Union  will  also  be  unanimously  adopted  by  this 
Synod  ;  and  that  such  other  action  will  be  taken  as  will  hasten  this  truly  desirable  Union. 

Rev.  Prof.  L.  A.  Bikle  was  elected  Delegate  to  this  Synod,  and  Rev.  N.  Aldrich  his 
alternate. 

That  Synod  had  been  an  integral  part  of  the  Southern  General  Synod,  from  its  organi- 
zation ;  but  at  its  last  meeting*,  with  only  one  dissenting  voice,  resolved  to  sever  its  con- 
nection with  that  General  Body,  and  thus  has  removed  another  obstacle  to  union  with 
this  Synod. 

Ou  account  of  other  engagements,  I  was  compelled  to  leave  these  brethren  at  the  close 
of  their  session,  ou  Friday  evening.  My  attendance  upon  the  Convention  of  that  Synod 
afforded  me  pleasure,  and  profit ;  and  I  trust  that,  so  long  as  we  remain  separate  Synods, 
this  correspondence  by  Delegates  will  be  continued.

The  committee  upon  President's  Report  have  examined  that  document,  and  beg  leave 
to  report  the  following  : 

The  items,  requiring  the  attention  of  Synod,  are  the  following  : 

1.  The  conduct  of  that  officer,  in  the  management  of  the  work  of  beneficiary  education 
with  which  he  was  entrusted  by  last  Synod,  to  us  appears  judicious,  and  should  receive 
the  approval  of  this  convention. 

2.  The  President  informs  Synod,  that  the  Rev.  L.  A.  Fox  has  received  and  accepted  a 
call  to  Bethlehem  church,  Augusta  Co.,  Va.,  and  has  laid  before  Synod  a  letter  of  honora- 
ble dismission  granted  brother  Fox  by  the  President  of  the  MHiisteriiun  of  Pennsylvania, 
to  connect  himself  with  this  body.  We  recoTnmend  that  the  letter  be  read,  and  that 
brorher  Fox  be  received  as  a  member  of  this  Synod. 

3.  In  regard  to  union  with  the  North  Carolina  Synod,  your  committee  recommend,  that 
the  Basis  of  Union,  agreed  upon  by  the  joint  committee  of  the  two  Synods,  be  considered, 
and  such  other  action  had  as  may  be  deemed  best. 

4.  Your  committee  recommend,  that  the  committee  proposed  by  the  President,  to  make 
an  effort  to  re-open  correspondence  with  the  llolstou  Synod,  with  a  view  to  effect  a  closer 
union  between  the  bodies,  be  appointed. 

5.  Your  committee  know  no  means  by  which  our  vacant  congregations  can,  at  pres- 
ent, be  better  supplied  with  the  means  of  gra.ee,  and  have  no  recommendation  to  make. 

6.  The  President  recommends,  that  a  committee  be  appointed,  to  report  to  the  next 
convention  of  this  Synod,  upon  the  subject  of  Hymn  Book  and  Liturgy.  We  recommend 
the  appointment  of  said  committee. 

7.  In  regard  to  the  Concordia  Synod,  we  recommend  that  the  committee  proposed  by 
the  President  be  appointed. 

8.  Your  committee  concur  in  the  recommendation  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran,  by  the 
President;  and  urge  it  upon  every  minister  of  this  Synod  to  make  suitable  efforts  to  in- 
troduce it  into  every  family,  under  his  care. 

9.  Your  committee  recommend,  that  a  committee  be  appointed,  to  prepare  resolutions 
expressive  of  the  high  appreciation  of  our  beloved  brother,  Rev.  J.  Killian,  and  of  the  loss 
our  Synod  and  church  have  sustained  bv  his  death.

1  move,  thru  it  he  the  sentiment  of  Synod,  on  the  adoption  of  the  Article  on  Regenera- 
tion in  the  Basis  of  Union,  That  the  Article  might  he  more  clearly  expressed  in  the  follow- 
ing language:  Regeneration  is  a  work  of  grace  wrought  in  man,  by  the  Holy  Spirit, 
through  the  means. 

On  motion,  the  article  on  Baptism,  adopted. 

I  move,  that  in  the  adoption  of  the  article  on  Baptism,  contained  in  the  Basis,  That  it 
lie  the  opinion  of  Synod,  that  the  article  would  he  better  expressed  if  the  words,  "in  the 
ease  of  children,''  and  the  words,  "even  where  Gospel  facilities  prevail,"  were  erased. 

On  motion,  the  Article  on  (.he  Lord's  Sapper,  The  witness  of  the  Spirit,  Of 
the  Decrees  of  God,  Christ's  Descent  into  Hell,  On  mode  of  worship,  adopted. 
On  motion,  the  Article  on  Confession  and  Absolution,  adopted  with  foot- 
note, u mmt?  corresponding- with  " should?  in  the  Basis.  A  vote  was  then 
Taken  upon  the  whole,  and  was  unanimously  adopted.  On  motion,  Synod 
now  adjourned,  to  meet  to-morrow  morning,  at  the  appointed  hour.  Closed 
by  Benediction. 

SIXTH  SESSION. 

Wednesday,  October  18,  A.  M. 
In  the  absence  of  the  President,  Rev.  T.  Moser  was  called  to  the  chair,  and 
Rev.  L.  31.  Fox  opened  the  meeting  with  appropriate  exercises.    The  roll 
was  called  and  the  minutes  read  and  confirmed.    Synod  now  resumed  the 
subject  of  Basis  of  Union. 

Resolved.  That  as  we  have  endorsed  and  adopted,  with  some  explanations,  the  Basis  of 
Union  agreed  noon  hy  the  Joint-committee  of  the  North  Carolina  and  Tennessee  Synods, 
that  it  be  inserted  in  the  Minutes. 

Resolved,  That  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  this  Synod  he  instructed,  to  inform  the 
President  of  the  North  Carolina  Synod,  of  the  action  of  this  Synod;  and,  also,  that  we 
stand  prepared  to  consider  further  steps  towards  the  consummation  of  a  Union  between 
the  two  Synods. 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Synod,  that,  at  the  present  time,  Union,  in  the  form 
of  a  Joint  Synod,  or  Branch  Synods,  is  preferred  to  that  of  one  hy  consolidation. 

Messrs.  Carpenter,  Lippard,  Q.  M.  Smith,  and  Barnes,  now  obtained  leave 
of  absence.  Item  4,  On  motion,  Dr.  A.  J.  Fox  and  J.  11.  Peterson  were  ap- 
pointed a  committee,  to  correspond  with  the  Holston  Synod,  in  regard  to  ef- 
fecting a  closer  union  with  that  body.  Item  6,  Whereas,  the  present  edition 
of  our  Hymn-book  is  about  exhausted,  and  as  it  is  not  thought  advisable  to 
publish  a  new  edition  at  this  time,  therefore,    Resolved,  That  Bev.  S.  Hen- 
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kel,  Dr.  A.  J.  Fox,  and  Mr.  A.  Costlier,  bo  appointed  a  committee,  to  exam- 
ine various  Hymn-books  and  Liturgies,  and  report  at  next  meeting  of  synod. 

Item  7,  complied  with.  On  motion,  Revds.  J.  M.  Smith  ana  J.  E.  Peterson, 
and  A.  Costlier,  were  appointed  the  Committee,  having  reference  to  Con- 
cordia synod.  On  motion,  the  Report  of  Committee  on  Presidents  Report 
was  suspended,  and  the  Ordinations  of  M.  L.  Fox,  and  A.  L.  Croase  considered. 

COMMITTEE  ON  EXAMINATIONS.

Resolved,  That  Revds.  J.  R.  Peterson  and  J.  M.  Smith  be  appointed,  a  com- 
mittee to  draw  up  resolutions  expressive  of  the  loss  sustained  by  synod,  in 
the  death  of  Rev.  J.  Killian. 

REPORT  OF  CORRESPONDING  SECRETARY. 

As  corresponding  secretary,  I  beg  leave  to  report  that  I  have  not  found  it  necessary  to 
perform  any  official  acts  during  the  past  sy nodical  year.  The  documents  which  came  in- 
to my  hands  are  the  following  :  1st,  The  Minutes  of  the  63th  session  of  the  E.  L.  Synod 
of  North  Carolina.

Be  it  Resolved,  That  an  appropriation 
of  $75  be  made  for  the  benefit  of  R.  A.  Yoder,  as  a  beneficiary  ;  and  that  the  President 
issue  an  order  on  the  Treasurer  of  the  Beneficiary  Fund,  to  that  effect :  and  that  he  con- 
tinue to  prosecute  his  studies  at  Hickory  Tavern,  N.  C,  during  this  year.  4,  Be  it  Re- 
solved, That  the  Ministers  collect,  from  their  Congregational  Treasurers,  the  amounts  in 
the  hands  of  the  said  Treasurers,  and  pay  them  over  to  the  Treasnrer  of  the  Beneficiary 
Fund,  or  hold  them  subject  to  his  order.

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Resolved,  That  the  secretary  of  synod  have  the  minutes  printed,  as  usual,  and  thai  he 
send  five  copies  to  each  minister  of  this  synod  ;  duplicate  copies  to  each  of  the  synods  in 
correspondence  with  ours;  and  one  copy,  each,  to  the  synods  of  Missouri,  Pennsylvania. 
Ohio,  VV.  Virginia,  S.  Carolina,  and  Georgia.  Resolved,  That  the  secretary  of  synod  fur- 
nish an  abstract,  of  the  proceedings  of  this  convention  of  synod,  for  publication  in  the 
Lutheran  and  Missionary,  and  that  other  church  papers  be  requested  to  copy. 

On  motion,  the  Minutes  were  adopted  as  a  whole, 

On  motion,  Synod  now  adjourned,  to  meet  again  at  the  time  and  place  al- 
ready designated,    Closed  with  prayer.

BASIS  OF  UNION,  BETWEEN  THE 
NORTH   CAROLINA  AND  TEN- 
NESSEE SI  NODS. 


The  Joint  Committees  of  the  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Synods  of  North  Carolina  and  Ten- 
nessee, appointed  at  the  last  Annual  Convention 
of  their  respective  bodies,  assembled  in  confer- 
ence at  Mount  Pleasant,  Cabarrus  County,  N. 
C,  April  25th  1871,  agree  upon  the  following 
as  a  basis  of  union  between  the  two  Synods. 

SECTION  1st. — GENERAL. 

1st.  In  order  to  this  Union,  agreement  in 
Doctrine  is  necessary  and  uniformity  in  practice 
desirable. 

2d.  The  Holy  Scriptures  are  the  only  infalli- 
ble rule  of  Faith  and  Practice. 

3d.  The  true  bond  of  Union  in  all  Ecclesiasti- 
cal bodies  is  their  respective  doctrinal  standards 
or  as  they  are  generally  called  Confessions  or 
Creeds. 

4th.  The  unaltered  Augsburg  Confession  is 
the  true  bond  of  union  between  the  Churches  of 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Synods. 

5th.  The  three  Ancient  Symbols  of  oui 
Church,  viz.  the  Apostolic,  Nicene  and  Atha- 
nasian  Creeds,  and  the  unaltered  Augsburg  Con- 
fession, together  with  the  Apology,  Smalcald 
Articles,  Luther's  larger  and  smaller  Cate- 
chisms, and  the  Formula  of  Concord  faithfully 
exhibit  the  truth  as  taught  in  the  Word  of  God 
and  are  to  be  received  without  reservation. 

6th.  The  right  of  privately  interpreting  any 
article  of  the  Church's  Creed,  with  the  design  of 
giving  it  any  other  construction  than  is  put  upon 
it  by  the  acknowledged  standards  of  our  Church 
is  denied,  as  subversive  of  a  common  faith  and 
as  productive  of  strife  and  schism.  Therefore, 
every  minister  must  stand  pledged  to  believe  and 
teach  the  doctrines  contained  in  our  Symbols  ac- 
cording to  their  uniform  interpretation. 

7  th.  The  Holy  Sacraments,  Baptism  and  the 
Lord's  Supper  are  to  be  administered  in  the 
words  of  Christ.  Mat.  xxvin,  19  ;  Mat.  xxvi, 
27,  28  ;  1st  Cor.  r,  23  to  25. 

8th.  The  Word  of  God  and  the  Sacraments 
are  the  only  means  of  grace  and  are  sufficient  in 
themselves  to  convert  the  sinner  and  establish 
the  belief. 

9th.  It  is  admitted  that  the  Word  should  be 


preached,  (2d  Timothy  iv,  2,)  and  that  the  Holy 
Spirit  alone  renders  it  effectual ;  but  it  is  denied 
that  His  divine  influences  are  ever  subject  to 
the  human  will  (John  iu,  8).  By  this  however, 
we  do  not  intend  to  teach,  that  the  operations  of 
the  Holy  Spirit  upon  the  human  heart,  may  not 
be  resisted  to  the  destruction  of  the  soul. 

10th.  In  regard  to  the  mode  of  conducting 
public  Worship,  liberty  of  conscience  should  not 
be  interfered  with,  but  there  should  be  as  much 
uniformity  as  possible,  which  implies  adhesion 
to  genuine  Lutheran  usages. 

11th.  As  the  religion  of  the  Gospel,  is  some- 
thing that  addresses  both  the  understanding  and 
the  heart,  Catechetical  instruction  is  without 
doubt,  a  wise  and  judicious  provision  of  the 
Church,  for  enlightening  the  former  ancl  exciting 
the  affections  of  the  latter  and  therefore,  under 
ordinary  circumstances,  should  be  strictly  ad- 
hered to  in  reference  to  candidates  for  Church 
membership.  We  therefore  disapprove  of  the 
adoption  of  any  measure  that  necessarily  tends 
to  its  abolishment  or  that  may  be  considered  in 
its  nature  a  substitute. 

12th.  A  uniform  system  of  Church  Discipline 
should  be  adopted  and  enforced. 

SECTION  2d. — SPECIAL. 

Of  the  Person  of  Christ. — Since  Christ  is 
both  God  and  man,  we  hold  the  God-man  suffer- 
ed and  died,  and  that  now  he  is  present  as  to 
both  natures  everywhere. 

Human  Depravity. — Human  Depravity  is  the 
natural  result  of  Adam's  sin,  universal  as  it  in- 
cludes all  Adam's  posterity,  and  total  as  it  ef- 
fects the  whole  nature  of  man  and  inclines  to  all 
evil. 

In  whomsoever  innate  depravity  exists  a  radi- 
cal moral  change  is  essentially  necessary  to 
salvation.  Every  child  of  Adam,  as  to  its  na- 
ture by  virtue  of  Christ's  mediatorial  work,  is 
capable  of  regeneration. 

Justification. — Man  is  justified  by  faith 
alone  in  the  merits  of  Christ. 

Good  works  are  the  legitimate  and  necessary 
fruits  of  Justification. 

Regeneration. — *Regeneration  is  a  new  life 
and  light  wrought  in  man  by  the  Holy  Ghost,  in 
a  faithful  use  of  the  means  of  Grace. 

Baptism. — We  believe  and  teach  that  Bap- 
tism is  necessary,  and  is  the  ordinary  means  of 
regeneration  ;  but  it  is  not  proper  in  the  case  oj 
children^  so  to  speak  of  Baptism  as  to  make  it 
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indispensable  to  salvation  in  all  cases,  even 
where  Gospel  facilities  prevail. \ 

The  Lord's  Supper. — This  Sacrament,  like 
that  of  Baptism,  is  what  God  has  made  it.  It 
is  based  on  the  Word  and  command  of  Christ. 
It  retains  its  nature  and  dignity,  its  power  and 
virtue,  independent  of  our  views  and  conduct  in 
regard  to  it. 

That  faith  which  exists,  only  in  connection 
with  true  contrition,  in  the  words,  "  Given  and 
shed  for  you,  for  the  remission  of  sins,"  only 
nnd  alone,  constitutes  true  worthiness  in  the 
truest.  See  Book  of  Concord,  page,  424  bottom, 
also  572,  section  9  and  10. 

The  Witness  of  the  Spirit. — This  is  the 
testimony  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  you,  when  He 
says  in  your  heart,  "  your  sins  are  forgiven  you." 
See  Book  of  Concord  page  243,  Section  1,  and  2. 

Of  the  Decrees  of  God. — We  should  not  so 
set  forth  the  Doctrine  of  the  "  Decrees  of  God," 
as  to  predestination,)  election,  perseverance  in 
grace,  and  reprobation,  as  to  involve  an  absolute 
moral  necessity  in  the  salvation  of  the  elect,  and 
in  the  damnation  of  the  reprobate. 

Christ's  Descent  into  Hell. — We  should  not 
undertake  to  explain  this  article  farther  than  it 
is  set  forth  in  our  symbols. 


Mode  of  Worship. — Whilst  it  is  expedient 
and  desirable,  that  uniformity  in  mode  of  Wor- 
ship, should  be  generally  piacticed  in  all  the 
Churches  within  our  bounds,  this  should  not  be 
urged  as  Scripturally  enjoined. 

Confession  and  Absolution. — Confession  and 
Absolution,  as  always  held  and  practiced  in  the 
Lutheran  Church,  should^  not  be  neglected  in 
any  congregation  or  by  any  minister  in  our  con- 
nection. 

We  hereby,  as  evidence  of  our  agreement,  affix 
our  names  to  the  above,  this  21th  day  of  April,

PRSIDEXT'S  ANNUAL  REPORT. 

Reverend  and  very  dear  Brethren: — 

Another  eventful  ecclesiastical  year,  with  all  its  pleasures  and  pains,  joys  and  sor- 
rows, prosperities  and  adversities,  has  gone  by,  and,  iu  the  love  and  mercy  of  the  Great 
God,  our  kind,  Heavenly  Father,  as  a  band  of  brothers,  we  are  once  more  permitted  to 
meet  in  Synodical  Convention;  to  deliberate  upon  the  best  interests,  and  make  efforts  to 
adopt  the  most  suitable  measures,  for  the  promotion  of  prosperity  in  the  Redeemer's  king- 
dom upon  earth.  During  the  past  year  we  have,  as  usual,  had  many  difficulties  to  en- 
counter and  Overcome,  and  a  few  adversities  have  also  befallen  us.  Notwithstanding  these 
things,  we  have  had  many  things  to  encourage  us  in  our  numerous  arduous  duties.  We 
must  not,  therefore,  overlook  the  many  renewed  obligations  we  are  under,  as  individuals, 
and  members  and  minsters  of  the  Church,  to  make  suitable  returns  of  gratitude  to  our 
Heavenly  Benefactor,  for  his  continued  blessings  and  mercies ;  and,  in  the  work  of  this 
meeting,  most  earnestly  labor  to  discharge  our  whole  duty,  in  the  accomplishment  of  the 
greatest  good  for  time  and  eternity.  To  effect  these  great  things,  let  us  most  earnestly  en- 
treat the  Great  Heyd  of  the  Church,  to  enable  us  to  be  harmonious  iu  sentiment,  and  uni- 
form in  action,  in  all  the  transactions  of  this  meeting;  that  every  one  may  be  conscious  of 
the  truth  of  the  declaration  of  the  Wisk  Man, — '-Behold  how  good  and  how  pleasant  it 
is  for  brethren  to  dwell  together  in  unity."  As  your  Presiding  Officer,  within  the  past 
Synodical  year,  T  have  received  some  information  relating  to  the  iuterests  of  the  Church, 
and  have  also  been  called  upon  to  perform  some  important  official  acts.  It  is,  therefore, 
my  duty,  in  this  Report,  to  render  an  account  of  my  stewardship  to  you  ;  to  which  I  may 
add  a  few  suggestions  and  recommendations. 
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OFFICIAL  ACTS. 

Much  of  the  important  intelligence  with  which  I  have  been  favored,  and  the  principal 
portion  of  my  Official  acts,  have  been  in  regard  to  the  subject  of  Beneficiary  Aid,  furnished 
young  men,  preparing  for  the  Gospel  Ministry.  By  an  action  of  the  Convention  of  this 
Synod,  last  year,  as  its  President,  I  was  charged  with  the  management  of  this  matter, 
and  I  have  done  the  best  I  could  under  the  circumstances.  This  enterprise  is  still  in  its 
infancy,  in  our  Synod,  and,  of  course,  comparatively  little  has  been  done — yet  a  fair  be- 
ginning has  been  made.  A  small  amount  of  money  has  been  collected,  and  paid  into  the 
Treasury;  several  applications  have  been  made;  one  has  been  accepted,  and  the  young 
man  is  now  at  school,  has  received  a  small  amount  of  funds,  and  will  shortly  need  an  ad- 
ditional sum.  I  trust  that  at  the  present  Convention  of  this  Synod,  such  measures,  in  re- 
gard to  this  very  necessary  mentis,  for  increasing  our  clergical  strength,  will  be  adopted, 
as  will  enable  us,  in  a  few  years,  not  only  to  supply  all  our  vacant  congregations  with 
well  educated  and  efficient  ministers;  but  also  enable  us,  to  so  much  diminish  the  number 
of  congregations,  in  our  larger  pastorates,  that  the  largest  prosperity  may  be  secured  for 
the  whole  church,  within  our  bounds.  To  accomplish  this,  let  us,  by  the  help  of  God, 
make  a  united  effort.  Sometime,  early  in  the  year,  I  received  a  letter  from  applicant  M. 
A.  Aderholt,  that  he  was  then  receiving  instruction  at  Washington  College,  Lexington, 
Va.  And  inquired  whether  any  pecuniary  assistance  could  be  afforded  him  from  our 
Beneficiary  funds.  But,  inasmuch  as  the  treasury  was  then  still  entirely  empty,  and  oil 
some  other  accounts,  I  was  compelled  to  decline  acting  in  the  matter. 

Early  last  Spring,  Mr.  Robert  A.  Yoder, — a  young  man,  of  about  18  years  of  age,  from 
my  own  pastoral  charge,  whom  I  have  known  personally  from  his  early  childhood — made 
application  for  beneficiary  aid  from  us,  in  prosecuting  a  course  of  studies,  preparatory  to 
entering  the  Christian  Ministry.  This  young  man  expressed  a  willingness  to  submit  to 
all  the  requirements  of  our  regulations  in  regard  to  beneficiaries.  He  has  a  good,  strong 
constitution;  and  is  of  a  very  healthy  family.  His  moral  character  is  most  excellent;  as 
a  devoted  member  of  our  congregation  at  Daniels,  his  piety  is  commendable.  He  has  a 
great  aptness  to  learn,  and  has  superior  talents  for  public  speaking.  His  pecuniary 
means  are  very  limited.  In  view  of  all  these  things,  I  regarded  this  a  favorable  opportu- 
nity to  commence  the  work ;  and,  accordingly,  with  my  advice,  he  entered  the  Classical 
School  of  Proffs.  Geo.  A.  Hahn  aud  M.  L.  Ltttle,  at  Hickory  Tavern,  Catawba  Co.,  N. 
C,  on  the  first  Monday  in  last  July.  His  teachers  are  both  members  of  our  church,  and 
have  a  good  School.  He  will  appear  before  this  meeting  of  the  Synod  ;  and  I  have  no 
doubt  will  be  able  to  furnish  full  satisfaction  in  regard  to  his  purposes,  proficiency,  and 
promise  to  do  good  service  for  the  Church.  By  my  official  order,  he  has,  as  you  will 
learn  from  the  report  of  our  Beneficiary  Treasurer,  received  Twelve  Dollars,  ($12)  of  our 
fuuds.  At  the  close  of  the  present  session  of  the  School  which  he  is  attending,  he  will  re- 
quire an  additional  sum — amounting  in  all  to  about  Fifty  Dollars,  ($50). 

Some  time  last  Summer,  I  received  a  letter  from  Mr.  Andrew  L.  Crouse,  stating  that 
he  had  fully  determined,  by  the  help  of  God,  to  devote  himself  to  the  w  ork  of  the  Chris- 
tian Ministry.  He  stated,  however,  that  he  desired  to  complete  his  literary  course  of 
studies,  and,  in  that  event,  he  desired  some  beneficiary  aid  from  us.  A  few  weeks  after 
this,  I  met  him;  and,  in  view  of  the  very  urgent  demand  for  an  additional  number  of  Min- 
isters among  us,  to  supply  our  vacant  congregations,  I  examined  him,  aud  finding  him  a 
fair  classical  scholar,  and  possessing  more  than  an  ordinary  knowledge,  for  a  young  mau, 
of  the  theology  of  our  Church,  I  advised  him  to  relinquish,  at  least  for  the  present,  his 
literary  studies,  and  at  once  commence  a  special  preparation  for  the  work  of  the  Ministry. 
After  some  reflection,  he  gave  his  consent,  and  has  for  sometime  been  vigorously  prosecu- 
ting his  studies,  uuder  my  care,  and  has  made  a  few  successful  efforts  at  preaching.  He 
will  appear  before  this  Synod,  at  the  present  Convention,  a  candidate  for  licensure. 

About  the  20th  of  last  September,  I  received  a  letter  from  Mr.  Junius  S.  Coiner,  of 
Waynesboro,  Va.,  who  is  one  of  the  young  men  who  were  received  under  the  care  of  this 
Synod,  last  year,  as  applicants  for  the  office  of  the  Ministry.  He  states,  that  his  circum- 
stances compel  him,  though  reluctantly,  to  ask  for  beneficiary  aid  from  this  Synod,  to  ena- 
ble him  to  complete  his  preparatory  studies  in  due  time.  He  also  states,  that  Rev.  S. 
Henkel  will  make  a  full  statement  of  his  case  to  Synod.  I  herewith  submit  his  letter,  and 
respectfully  commend  him  to  the  favorable  notice  of  this  Synod. 

I  am  credibly  informed,  that  Mr.  Adolphus  Yount,  an  applicant  to  this  Synod  for  the 
Ministry,  is  very  successfully  prosecuting  his  studies  at  his  own  expense,  at  Hickory 
Tavern. 

1  have  learned  that  applicant  William  T.  Miller  has  departed  this  life. 
Concerning  applicants  Paul  J.  Stirewalt,  and  William  H.  Smith,  I  have  received  no  in- 
formation. 
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I  am  informed  that  applicant  John  N.  Stirewalt,  of  New  Market,  Va.,  has  been  ordain- 
ed by  the  Virginia  Special  Conference,  as  ordered  by  our  last  Synod.  If  my  information 
is  correct,  his  name  should  be  enrolled  upon  our  catalogue  of  Pastors. 

CALL  ACCEPTED,  AND  LETTER  OF  HONORABLE  DISMISSJON. 

Quite  recently,  I  received  a  communication  from  Rev.  Luther  A.  Fox,  of  Stroudsburg, 
Pa.,  informing  me  that  he  has  received  and  accepted  a  call  from  Bethlehem  Congregation, 
Augusta  Co.,  Va.,  lately  rendered  vacant  by  the  death  of  our  much  lamented  brother  in 
Christ,  Rev.  Jacob  Killiau, — and  that  he  expects  to  enter  upon  the  discharge  of  his 
Pastoral  duties,  in  that  congregation,  about  the  first  of  January,  next.  He  also  forwarded 
U  letter  from  Rev.  C.  VV.  Schaeffer,  D.  D.,  President  of  the  German  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Ministerium  of  Pennsylvania,  granting  him  an  honorable  dismission  from  that  Synod,  to 
this  Synod.    This  letter,  of  honorable  dismission  is,  herewith,  submitted. 

CONDITION  OF  THE  CHURCH. 

This  most  interesting  and  important  subject,  I  have  no  doubt,  will  be  properly  present- 
ed to  your  notice  by  the  Committee  upon  it.  Notwithstanding,  I  deem  it  my  duty,  most 
respectfully,  to  call  your  attention  to  the  scarcity  of  ministers  among  us,  and  the  very  in- 
adequate support  they  generally  receive,  and  recommend  that  suitable  measures  be  adopt- 
ed, to  remedy  these  evils.  To  meet  the  first  of  these  wants,  I  would  recommend  the 
appointment  of  a  committee  to  prepare  for  publication,  in  connection  with  the  Minutes  of 
the  present  Convention  of  Synod,  an  earnest  appeal  to  churches,  upon  this  subject,  and 
that  it  be  made  the  duty  of  every  Pastor  to  publicly  read  this  address,  at  least  once  annu- 
ally, in  each  of  his  congregations,  and  demand  from  his  people  such  salary  as  they  are 
able  to  pay. 

To  accomplish  the  second,  I  recommend,  that  a  resolution  be  adopted  at  this  meeting 
of  Synod,  making  it  the  duty  of  every  Minister  in  our  connection,  who  has  the  charge  of 
congregations,  to  bring  the  subject  of  Beneficial"}7  Education  before  each  one  of  the  con- 
gregations in  his  Pastorate,  and  raise  collections  for  that  purpose,  at  least  once  in  every 
Syuodical  year. 

UNION  WITH  THE  NORTH  CAROLINA  SYNOD. 

A  few  weeks  ago,  I  received  a  letter  from  Rev.  N.  Aldrich,  Corresponding  Secretary 
of  the  North  Carolina  Synod,  officially  informing  me  that  his  Synod  has  unanimously 
adopted  the  Basis  of  Union  agreed  upon  by  the  Joiut  Committee ;  and  that  they  stand 
ready  to  take  further  action,  whenever  they  shall  be  officially  informed  that  said  Basis  of 
Uuion  has  been  adopted  by  this  Synod.    This  letter  is  herewith  submitted  to  Synod. 

This  truly  important  question  merits  your  most  serious,  careful,  and  most  prayerful  at- 
tention;  and  1  trust  that  such  action  will  be  taken,  by  this  Synod,  in  reference  to  it,  as 
you,  in  your  judgment,  may  think  best  calculated  to  consummate  this  most  desirable  end, 
at  as  early  a  time  as  practicable.  I  believe  that  such  Union  will  greatly  promote  the 
cause  of  true,  Symbolic  Lutheranism,  in  these  Southern  States.  The  whoie  matter  will 
be  presented  to  you,  by  the  Committee  appointed  by  this  Synod,  last  year,  to  meet  and 
confer  with  a  similar  Committee  appointed  by  the  North  Carolina  Synod  upon  this  sub- 
ject; and  also  by  your  Delegate,  appointed  to  the  last  Convention  of  that  Synod.  I  trust 
the  Basis  of  Union  unanimously  agreed  upon  by  the  Joint  Committee,  and  also  unani- 
mously adopted  by  the  North  Carolina  Synod,  will  also  be  adopted  by  this  Synod,  with 
equal  unanimity. 

UNION  WITH  THE  HOLSTON  SYNOD. 

It  seems  to  me,  that  this  question  has  not  yet  been  fully  disposed  of.  The  action  upon 
it,  by  the  Holslon  Synod,  was  only  suspended  on  account  of  the  Delegate  from  our  Synod 
failing  to  meet  that  Synod,  in  her  Convention,  at  the  proper  time — and,  it  seems  to  me, 
that  it  devolves  upon  us  to  make  further  overtures.  Its  importance  demands  a  renewal  of 
the  matter,  as  it  has  for  its  object  a  Union  of  all  the  elements  of  true  Lutheranism  in  the 
South.  I  would,  therefore,  most  respectfully,  recommend  that  a  Committee  be  appointed 
at  this  meeting,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  make  an  effort  to  renew  correspondence  with 
that  Synod,  upon  this  subject. 

VACANT  CONGREGATIONS. 

The  late  Pastoral  Charge  of  our  much  lamented  brother,  Adam  Efird,  still  remains  with- 
out the  regular  services  of  a  Pastor.  During  a  portion  of  the  past  year,  it  has  been  sup- 
plied by  Rev.  T.  Miller,  and  has  also  had  some  services  from  Rev.  Daniel  Efird.  I  would 
most  respectfully  recommend,  that  such  steps  be  taken,  at  this  meeting  of  Synod,  as  will, 
at  an  early  day,7urnish  them  with  the  regular  administration  of  the  means  of  grace.  This 
is  an  important  part  of  our  Synod  ;  one  we  cannot  well  afford  to  lose,  and  it  should  not, 
therefore,  be  neglected  by  us. 
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Our  two  congregations  in  Rowan  Co.,  N.  C,  have  been  supplied  :   one  by  Pastor  Pe- 
terson, of  this  Synod,  and  the  other  by  Pastor  Cone,  of  the  North  Caroliua  Synod.  Some 
arrangements  should  be  made  to  furnish  them  with  stated  Pastoral  services ;  and  if  this 
can  not  be  done,  they  should,  at  least,  both  be  supplied  by  a  Minister  of  our  Synod. 
HYMN  BOOK  AND  LITURGY. 

Our  Hymn  Book  and  Liturgy  are  nearly  out  of  print ;  -and,  in  the  present  state  of  af- 
fairs, it  is  not  likely  that  the  demand  for  them  will  justify  another  edition  of  them.  Our 
Synodical  relations  may,  in  a  short  time,  be  so  changed,  as  to  require*  the  use  of  other 
Books  of  this  kind  ;  and  it  is  conceded  on  all  hands,  that  these  Books  are  exceedingly  de- 
fective. 1,  therefore,  recommend,  that  a  committee,  of  two  Ministers  and  one  intelligent 
Lay-man,  be  appointed  to  investigate  this  subject;  examine  and  compare  the  several 
Hymn  Books,  and  Liturgies,  now  in  use  by  the  English-speaking  portion  of  the  Lutheran 
church  in  this  country,  report  the  result  of  their  inquiries  and  researches,  and,  if  possible, 
recommend  suitable  Books,  of  this  sort,  to  the  next  annual  convention  of  this  Synod. 

CONCORDIA  SYNOD. 

Three  of  our  Ministers,  and  a  few  of  our  congregations  in  Virginia,  for  reasons  not  nec- 
essary to  mention  in  this  Report,  as  you  are  aware,  have,  for  some  time,  neglected  to  at- 
tend the  Annual  Conventions  of  this  Synod,  and  in  a  very  obstinate  and  irregular  manner 
insist  upon  being  recognized  as  a  separate  Synod,  and  annually  assemble  and  transact 
business.  I  regard  this  matter  as  one  claiming  an  action  of  this  Synod,  and  therefore  re- 
commend that  a  committee  be  appointed,  consisting  of  three  Ministers  and  two  Lay-men, 
to  consider  this  vexed  affair,—  and  report  to  this  convention  of  Synod,  for  adoption,  some 
suitable  resolutions,  iu  reference  to  it. 

CHURCH  PAPER. 

For  some  time  we  have  had  no  suitable  Church  Journal,  for  circulation  among  our 
people.  But,  inasmuch  as  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  has  been  revived,  under  new  auspi- 
ces, and  promises  to  be  all  we  wish,  I  would  recommend  it  to  your  most  favorable  notice  : 
and  that  such  action  be  taken  as  will  secure  for  it  au  exteusive  circulation  among  our 
people. 

STAUNTON  FEMALE  SEMINARY. 

An  intelligent  member  of  Bethlehem  church,  Augusta  county,  Va.,  respectfully  asks, 
that  I  present  to  your  notice,  this  most  excellent  Institution  of  Learning;  and  that  it  be 
recommended,  by  au  action  of  Synod,  to  our  people  iu  Virginia.  I  recommend,  that  this 
most  reasonable  request  be  granted. 

DEATH  OF  MINISTER. 

In  view  of  the  painful  intelligence  of  the  death  of  our  Reverend  and  dear  brother  in 
Christ,  Rev.  Jacob  Killian,  whom  the  Lord,  iu  his  inscrutable  providence,  has  been  pleas- 
ed to  remove,  from  his  labors  and  troubles  iu  this  world  of  sin  and  sorrow,  to  his  reward  in 
Heaven,  I  recommend  that  Synod  make  provision,  for  giving  suitable  testimonials  of  our 
high  appreciation  of  his  moral  Worth  and  usefulness,  as  a  Minister  of  the  Gospel,  whilst 
among  us;  and  our  deep  sorrow,  and  sense  of  loss,  at  his  removal  into  another,  though  a 
better  World. 

Iu  conclusion  of  this  lengthy  Report,  permit  me,  dear  brethren,  to  tender  you  my  most 
sincere  thanks,  for  the  confidence  you  have  reposed  in  me,  by  so  kindly  investing  me 
with  the  position  you  did,  at  our  last  Annual  Convention,  as  well  as  the  kind  indulgence 
you  have  shown  me  in  my  feeble  and  imperfect  efforts  to  serve  you  in  this  capacity.  And 
I  now  return  to  you  the  Presidential  Chair,  trusting  that  he,  whom  you  may  now  select, 
may  fill  it  more  perfectly  than  I  have  been  able  to  do.  And,  may  the  blessing  of  an  in- 
dulgent Heavenly  Father  ever  attend  you,  and  enable  you,  in  all  your  transactions,  to 
honor  his  name,  and  effect  the  salvation  of  very  many  souls.  A.  J.  FOX.

A.  Costner,  Esq.,  was  now  elected  a  Receiving  and  Disbursing  Agent,  to 
discharge  the  office  of  Treasurer  of  Beneficiary  Association. 

Wm.  J.  Lippard  and  D.  M.  Wyont  were  appointed  a  committee  to  examine 
report  of  Treasurer  of  Beneficiary  Association. 

On  motion,  Synod  now  adjourned,  to  meet  again  on  Monday,  at  9  o'clock.

Sunday,  October  15, 10 J  o'clock,  A.  M. 

A  large  congregation  having  assembled,  at  the  stand  in  the  Grove,  the 
exercises  were  opened  by  Prof.  L.  A.  Bikle,  of  the  North  Carolina  Synod, 
followed  with  a  discourse  by  Rev.  S.  Henkel,  on  Acts  XVIII,  21 : — "  I  must 
by  all  means  keep  this  feast.'' 

Confession  and  Absolution  were  then  held,  by  the  pastor  loci,  according  to 
the  custom  of  the  church. 

The  sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Sapper  was  then  administered  to  a  large  num- 
ber of  communicants.  A  recess  was  then  given,  after  which,  Rev.  J.  M. 
Smith  preached,  from  Isa.  LI,  1.  Daring  all  these  exercises,  a  deep  feeling 
of  solemnity  seemed  to  prevail. 

SECOND  SESSION. 

Monday,  October  1G,  0  o'clock,  A.  M. 

Synod  having  assembled,  devotional  exercises  were  conducted  by  Father 
H.  Goodman.    The  roll  was  called,  and  the  minutes  read  and  confirmed. 

Rev.  Prof.  L.  A.  Bikle,  appointed  a  corresponding  Delegate  by  the  North 
Carolina  Synod  to  this  session  of  Synod,  being  present,  now  presented  his 
credentials  of  election,  and  was  invited  to  a  seat  amongst  us. 

In  consequence  of  sickness,  Rev.  Dr.  A.  J.  Fox  was  excused  from  attend- 
ing the  future  sessions  of  this  Synod.  Mr.  A.  L.  Crouse  was  appointed,  by 
him,  to  read  his  annual  report. 

On  motion,  this  report  was  read  and  returned  to  the  committee. 

The  committee  on  Unfinished  Business  now  reported,  as  follows : 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  UNFINISHED  BUSINESS. 

We  the  committee,  on  unfinished  business,  on  examination  of  the  Minutes 
of  the  last  session  of  our  Synod,  find  the  following  items,  which  we  submit  to 
Synod :

Item  5,  Page  15,  Rev.  A.  J.  Fox  was  appointed  a  Delegate  to  North  Caro- 
lina Synod.  Rev.  J.  R.  Peterson  to  the  Holston  Synod.  Rev.  S.  Henkel  to 
the  Pennsylvania  Synod.  Did  these  Brethren  or  their  Alternates  dischaige 
said  duty !

On  motion  the  name  of  Rev.  John  X.  Stirewalt  was  inserted  in  our  clerical 
catalogue. 
Item  3,  was  complied  with. 

RE  POET  OF  COMMITTEE  OjS  UXION  WITH  K  CAROLINA  SYKOD. 

The  committee,  appointed  to  meet  and  confer  with  the  committee  appointed  by  the  E- 
vangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  North  Carolina,  upon  the  subject  of  the  Union  of  the  two 
Synods,  would  submit  the  following  : 

Some  time,  early  last  Spring,  a  correspondence  was  opened,  between  the  chairman  of 
this  committee  and  Rev.  L.  C.  Groseclose,  the  chairman  of  the  other  committee,  in  re- 
gard to  the  most  suitable  time  and  place  for  the  meeting  of  these  committees — and  resulted 
in  the  selection  of  Mount  Pleasant,  Cabarrus  county,  N.  C.  And,  accordingly,  the  com- 
mittee of  this  Synod  repaired  to  the  place  of  meeting,  previously  agreed  upon,  on  the  25lh 
day  of  last  April,  and  had  the  pleasure  of  a  most  cordial  meeting  of  the  members  of  the 
other  committee — one  of  whom,  however,  owing  to  sickness  in  his  family,  could  not  be 
with  us  for  the  first  two  days  of  our  convention.  We  were,  also,  most  kindly  received 
and  entertained,  by  the  citizeus  of  that  most  pleasant  and  interesting  little  town. 

At  I  o'clock,  p.  m.,  the  two  committees  assembled  in  one  of  the  halls  of  the  North  Car- 
olina College, — which  is  located  at  this  place.  After  effecting  an  organization,  by  elect- 
ing Rev.  A.  J.  Fox  president  and  Rev.  N.  Aldrich  secretary  of  the  Joint  Committee,  and 
arranging  some  other  preliminary  matters,  a  motion,  to  adjourn  until  9  o'clock  the  next 
day,  prevailed — in  order  that  the  respective  committees  might  have  sufficient  time  to  pre- 
pare suitable  propositions,  to  be  submitted  for  the  consideration  of  the  Conference. 

At  the  hour  appointed,  the  Conference  met;  the  Theses  of  each  committee  were  first 
read  separately,  as  a  whole;  then  read  item  by  item,  fully  and  freely  discussed,  and,  with 
the  exception  of  two  propositions,  were  unanimously  adopted.  From  these  there  was, 
finally,  but  one  dissenting  voice  ;  and  that  was  by  a  member  of  the  North  Carolina  Synod's 
committee.  A  sub-committee  was  then  appointed,  consisting  of  the  Officers  of  the  Con- 
ference and  one  Lay-man  from  each  of  the  committees,  to  consolidate  the  Theses,  as 
agreed  upon,  to  be  submitted  next  morning,  for  adoption,  as  a  whole. 

The  sub-committee  having  discharged  its  duty,  the  proposed  Basis  of  Union  was  read, 
and  a  motion  was  made  for  its  adoption.  Wheu  the  same  objections  were  revived,  which 
were  urged  on  the  previous  day,  a  lengthy  and  animated  debate  was  elicited — in  which 
all  the  members  of  the  Conference  were  engaged,  more  or  less,  and  in  which  some  of  the 
spectators  also  took  some  part.  After  making  a  few  very  slight  verbal  alterations  in  the 
two  propositions  to  which  exception  was  taken,  the  entire  paper  was  unanimously  adopt- 
ed. The  Articles  and  Sections,  agreed  upon  as  a  Basis  of  Union,  were,  by  a  unanimous 
vote,  ordered  to  be  printed  in  Circular  form,  for  gratuitous  distribution  among  the  congre- 
gations of  the  two  Synods — each  one  to  receive  250  copies,  and  pay  one-half  of  the  ex- 
penses of  publication  and  distribution.  Conference  theu  adjourned,  subject  to  the  call  of 
the  President,  but  has  had  no  subsequent  session. 

The  committee  is  truly  happy  to  be  able  to  inform  the  Syuod,  that  there  was  not  the 
slightest  shade  of  difference  in  the  views  of  its  members.  We  are  sorry,  however,  to  have 
to  say,  that  there  was  some  considerable  discord  in  the  views  of  the  members  of  the  other 
committee.  Our  discussions  indicated  but  too  plainly,  tl? at  its  members  are  uot  entirely 
agreed  upon  every  subject. 

It  may  be  of  some  interest  to  the  members  of  this  Synod,  as  well  as  all  who  may  read 
the  Minutes  of  this  Convention,  to  learn  that,  animated  as  the  discussions  were,  there  was 
not  the  slightest  feeling  of  asperity  manifested,  between  the  members  of  the  two  Synods. 
Our  committee  stood  firmly  apon  the  staudards  of  our  church;  stated  their  position  clear- 
ly, and  are  not  couscious  of  having  compromised  any  principle  of  our  Synod.  How  far 
this  is  correct,  the  published  Basis  of  Union  wiil  show.  All  who  were  present,  Professors 
and  students  of  College,  Ministers,  and  Lay-men,  took  the  deepest  interest  in  our  discus- 
sions; and  all.,  with  the  exception  of  two  of  the  Clerical  member*  of  the  North  Carolina 
Synod  committee,  deeply  sympathized  with  us,  and  fully  agreed  with  us,  in  the  views  ex- 
pressed by  us  in  our  Theses.  As  there  were  two  parties  among  them — one  fully  represent- 
ing the  view3  of  our  Synod,  and  the  other  the  opposite  views;  our  committee  was  great- 
ly relieved  in  the  discussions,  having  little  more  to  do  than  to  listen  to  their  discussions. 

We  feel  confident  that  very  much  was  do»e,  by  the  Conference,  to  harmonize  feelings 
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and  views  which  have,  for  so  many  years,  divided  the  two  Synods;  and  to  prepare  the 
way  for  their  ultimate  re-union. 

The  Basis  of  Union,  as  agreed  upon  by  the  Joint  committee,  has  been  published ;  250 
copies  have  been  distributed  among  our  people,  and  one  copy  is,  herewith,  submitted  to 
the  consideration  of  this  Synod.  It  remains  to  be  seen,  whether  it  will  be  adopted  or  re- 
jected. Whether  the  much  to  be  desired  Union,  between  brethren  so  long  estranged  from 
each  other,  can  be  effected,  or  not?    Time,  only.,  will  reveal  these  things. 

The  expeuses  of  pnbiication  and  distribution  of  Circulars,  as  per  order  of  Joint  commit- 
tee, was,  on  our  part,  five  dollars  and  fifty  cents,  ($5  50),  which  has  been  paid,  by  the 
chairman  of  the  committee,  out  of  funds,  in  his  hands,  belonging  to  Synod.  The  travel- 
ing expenses  of  committee,  in  the  aggregate,  is  Dollars.

BftPOKT  OF  DELEGATE  TO  KOETH  CAEOLINA  SYXOIX 


On  account  of  other  pressiug  engagements,  I,  as  your  Delegate  to  the  E.  L.  Synod  ©f 
North  Carolina,  failed  to  reach  the  place  of  its  last  meeting,  on  the  first  day  of  the  Con- 
vention. T,  however,  arrived  on  the  morning  of  the  second  day,  and  am  truly  happy  to 
inform  you,  that  I  was  most  cordially  received,  and  had  the  pleasure  of  attendiag  that 
Synod  two  days.  The  transactions  of  that  trfflly  energetic  and  most  active  Lutheran 
Synod,  were  chiefly  of  a  local  nature;  yet,  I  am  happy  to  be  aSxle  to  say,  that  much  was 
done  for  the  prosperity  of  true  Lutheranism  among  its  people.  From  all  that  I  could 
learn,  from  private  interviews,  with  various  of  its  ministers-,  and  from  their  public  dis- 
cussions, I  am  fully  convinced  that  a  majority  of  its  members  are  decidedly  Lutheran  in 
Theory  and  practice — and  a  few  of  them  may  be  regarded  somewhat  ultra.  A  few,  bow- 
ever,  seem  still  to  be  anxious  to  retain  some  of  the  uu-Lutheran  customs,  which  wnhappi- 
ly  found  their  way  into  the  Synod,  in  days  when  she,  like  too  many  other  Lutheran  Syn- 
ods in  this  country,  was  not  as  well  informed  and  watchful  in  these  things  as  she  should 
have  been.  1  am  encouraged  to  believe,  that,  in  no  very  great  while,  that  Synod  will 
have  expurgated  herself  from  every  trace  of  un-Lutheranism  in  practice,  as  she  has  nobly 
done  rn  theory. 

On  Friday  evening-  the  subject  of  Union  with  this  Synod  was  taken  into  consideration  ; 
which  elicited  some  animated  discussion,  in  which,  from  the  very  nature  of  the  things,  and 
to  answer  several  interrogatories,  made  it  necessary  for  me  to  take  some  part.  The  Basis 
of  Union,  agreed  upon  by  the  Joint  Committee,  was  at  length  unanimously  adopted. — 
Several  propositions  were  made,  looking  to  future  action,  but  failed  to  carry;  at  length, 
however,  a  resolution  was  passed  making  it  the  duty  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of 
that  Synod,  to  officially  inform  the  President  of  this  Synod,  that  the  Basis  of  Union  was 
unanimously  adopted  by  that  Synod;  and  that,  as  soon  as  she  should  be  officially  inform- 
ed that  said  Basis  of  Union  has  been  adopted  by  this  Synod,  she  will  stand  ready  to  take 
further  action  in  the  matter.  This  notice  has  been  received  by  the  President,  and  has 
been  submitted  with  his  annual  report. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  said  Basis  of  Union  will  also  be  unanimously  adopted  by  this. 
Synod;  and  that  such  other  action  will  be  taken  as  will  hasten  this  truly  desirable  Union. 

Rev.  Prof.  L.  A.  Bikle  was  eleetcd  Delegate  to  tiiis  Synod,  and  Rev.  N.  Aldrich  his 
alternate. 

That  Synod  had  been  an  integral  part  of  the  Southern  General  Synod,  from  its  organi- 
zation ;  hut  at  its  last  meeting-,  with  only  one  dissenting  voice,  resolved  to  sever  its  con- 
nection with  that  General  Body,  and  thus  has  removed  another  obstacle  to  union  with 
this  Synod. 

On  account  of  other  engagements,  I  was  compelled  to  leave  these  brethren  at  the  close 
of  their  session,  on  Friday  evening.  My  attendance  upon  the  Convention  of  that  Syuod 
afl'orded  me  pleasure,  and  profit ;  and  I  trust  that,  so  long  as  we  remain  separate  Synods, 
this  correspondence  by  Delegates  will  be  continued.

The  committee  upon  President's  Report  have  examined  that  document,  and  beg  leave 
to  report  the  following  : 

The  items,  requiring  the  attention  of  Synod,  are  the  following  : 

1«  The  conduct  of  that  officer,  in  the  management  of  the  work  of  beneficiary  education 
with  which  he  was  entrusted  by  last  Synod,  to  us  appears  judicious,  and  should  receive 
the  approval  of  this  convention" 

2.  The  President  informs  Synod,  that  the  Rev.  L.  A.  Fox  has  received  and  accepted  a 
call  to  Bethlehem  church,  Augusta  Co.,  Va.,  and  has  laid  before  Synod  a  letter  of  honora- 
ble dismission  granted  brother  Pox  by  the  President  of  the  Ministerium  of  Pennsylvania, 
to  connect  himself  with  this  body.  We  recommend  that  the  letter  be  read,  and  that 
brother  Fox  be  received  as  a  member  of  this  Synod. 

3.  in  regard  to  union  with  the  North  Carolina  Synod,  your  committee  recommend  that 
the  Basis  of  Union,  agreed  upon  by  the  joint  committee  of  the  two  Synods,  be  considered, 
and  such  other  action  had  as  mav  be  deemed  best.

6.  The  President  recommends,  that  a  committee  be  appointed,  to  report  to  the  next 
convention  of  this  Synod,  upon  the  subject  of  Hymn  Book  and  Liturgy.  We  recommend 
the  appointment  of  said  committee. 

7.  In  regard  to  the  Concordia  Synod,  we  recommend  that  the  committee  proposed  by 
the  President  be  appointed. 

8.  Your  committee  concur  in  the  recommendation  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran,  by  the 
President;  and  urge  it  upon  every  minister  of  this  Synod  to  make  suitable  efforts  to  in- 
troduce it  into  every  family,  under  his  care. 

9.  Your  committee  recommend,  that  a  committee  be  appointed,  to  prepare  resolutions 
expressive  of  the  high  appreciation  of  our  beloved  brother,  Rev.  J.  Killian,  and  of  the  loss 
our  Synod  and  church  have  sustained  by  his  death.

On  motion,  item  2, 
adopted,  with  a  foot-note,  (a  dagger  and  asterisk,)  to  mark  the  words  changed 
in  the  Basis  of  Union.    On  motion,  the  1th  item  adopted,  with  amendment: 

I  move.  that,  it  he  the  sentiment  of  Synod,  on  the  adoption  of  the  Article  on  Regenera- 
tion in  the  Basis  of  Union,  That  the  Article  might  he  more  clearly  expressed  in  the  follow- 
ing Iangnnge:  Regeneration  is  a  work  of  grace  wrought  in  man,  by  the  Holy  Spirit, 
through  the  means. 

On  motion,  the  article  on  Baptism,  adopted. 

I  move,  that  in  the  adoption  of  the  article  on  Baptism,  contained  in  the  Basis,  That  it 
he  the  opinion  of  Synod,  that  the  article  would  he  better  expressed  if  the  words,  "in  the 
case  of  children,"  and  the  words,  "even  where  Gospel  facilities  prevail,"  were  erased. 

On  motion,  the  Article  on  the  Lord's  Supper,  The  witness  of  the  Spirit,  Of 
the  Decrees  of  God,  Christ's  Descent  into  Hell,  On  mode  of  worship,  adopted. 
On  motion,  the  Article  on  Confession  and  Absolution,  adopted  with  foot- 
note, umu8tj  corresponding  with  "should?  in  the  Basis.  A  vote  was  then 
taken  upon  the  whole,  and  was  unanimously  adopted.  On  motion,  Synod 
now  adjourned,  to  meet  to-morrow  morning,  at  the  appointed  hour.  Closed 
by  Benediction. 

SIXTH  SESSION. 

Wednesday,  October  18,  A.  M. 
In  the  absence  of  the  President,  Rev.  T.  Moser  was  called  to  the  chair,  and 
Rev.  L.  M.  Fox  opened  the  meeting  with  appropriate  exercises.    The  roll 
was  called  and  the  minutes  read  and  confirmed.    Synod  now  resumed  the 
subject  of  Basis  of  Union. 

Resolved.  That  as  we  have  endorsed  and  adopted,  with  some  explanations,  the  Basis  of 
Muion  agreed  upon  by  the  Joint-committee  of  the  North  Carolina  and  Tennessee  Synods, 
That  it  be  inserted  in  the  Minutes. 

Resolved,  That  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  this  Synod  be  instructed,  to  inform  the 
President  of  the  North  Carolina  Synod,  of  the  action  of  this  Synod;  aud,  also,  that  wo 
stmiuI  prepared  to  consider  further  steps  towards  the  consummation  of  a  Union  between 
the  two  Synods. 

Resolved.  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Synod,  that,  at  the  present  time,  Union,  in  the  form 
of  a  Joint  Synod,  or  Branch  Synods,  is  preferred  to  that  of  one  by  consolidation. 

Messrs.  Carpenter,  Lippard,  Q.  M.  Smith,  and  Barnes,  now  obtained  leave 
of  absence.  Item  4,  On  motion,  Dr.  A.  J.  Fox  and  J.  R.  Peterson  were  ap- 
pointed a  committee,  to  correspond  with  the  Holston  Synod,  in  regard  to  ef- 
fecting a  closer  union  with  that  body.  Item  0,  Whereas,  the  present  edition 
of  our  Hymn-book  is  about  exhausted,  and  as  it  is  not  thought  advisable  to 
publish  a  new  edition  at  this  time,  therefore,    Resolved,  That  Rev.  S,  Hen- 
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kel,  Dr.  A.  J.  Fox,  and  Mr.  A.  Costuer,  be  appointed  a  committee,  to  exam- 
ine various  Hynm-books  and  Liturgies,  and  report  at  next  meeting  of  synod. 

Item  7,  complied  with.  On  motion,  Revds.  J.  M.  Smith  and  J.  R.  Peterson, 
and  A.  Costner,  were  appointed  the  Committee,  having  reference  to  Con- 
cordia synod.  On  motion,  the  Eeport  of  Committee  on  President's  Report 
was  suspended,  and  the  Ordinations  of  M.  L.  Fox,  and  A.  L.  Crouse  considered. 

COMMITTEE  ON  EXAMINATIONS. 

We,  your  committee,  having  examined  Revds.  M.  L.  Fox  and  A.  L.  Crouse,  as  to  their 
Theological  attainments,  find  that  they  are  well  qualified  to  bear  the  office  of  the  Gospel 
Ministry.  We,  therefore,  recommend,  that  M.  L.  Fox  and  A.  L.  Crouse  be  ordained  to 
the  office  of  Pastor.       Respectfully  submitted, 

T.  MOSER,    J.  R.  PETERSON. 

On  motion,  it  was  adopted.  On  motion,  Mr.  M.  L.  Fox,  and  A.  L.  Crouse 
be  ordained  to  the  office  of  Pastor  at  the  close  of  the  Ordination  sermon.  On 
motion,  synod  now  adjourned,  until  after  recess. 

During  recess,  Rev,  T.  Moser  preached  the  Ordination  sermon,  from  Acts 
XX,  28 ;  after  which  they  were  inducted  into  the  Ministerial  office,  by  the 
ik  imposition  of  hands  and  prayer." 

SEVENTH  SESSION. 

Wednesday,  2  o'clock,  P.  M. 
Synod  convened,  the  roll  was  called.    The  following  resolution  was  passed : 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  synod  are  due,  #nd  are  hereby  tendered,  to  the  mem- 
bers and  friends  of  Philadelphia  church,  for  the  kindness  and  hospitality  with  which  they 
have  received  aud  entertained  us,  during  our  stay  among  them  ;  and  that  this  resolution 
be  read  to  the  congregation,  by  the  President,  immediately  before  the  final  adjournment. 

Item  8,  On  motion,  synod  recommends  the  Evangelical  Lutheran,  published 
by  Rev.  N.  Aldrich,  of  Charlotte,  N.  C,  to  the  favorable  notice  of  our  people, 
and  wishes  to  see  it  widely  circulated.  Item  9,  the  recommendation  of  the 
committee  complied  with.  On  motion,  the  following  resolution  was  passed: 
Resolved,  That  Revds.  J.  R.  Peterson  and  J.  M.  Smith  be  appointed,  a  com- 
mittee to  draw  up  resolutions  expressive  of  the  loss  sustained  by  synod,  in 
the  death  of  Rev.  J.  Killian. 

REPORT  OF  CORRESPONDING  SECRETARY. 

As  corresponding  secretary,  I  beg  leave  to  report  that  I  have  not  found  it  necessary  to 
perform  any  official  acts  during  the  past  synodical  year.  The  documents  which  came  in- 
to my  hands  are  the  following  :  1st,  The  Minutes  of  the  68th  session  of  the  E.  L.  Synod 
of  North  Carolina.  lu  these  Minutes,  I  find  nothing  requiring  attention,  from  our  body, 
besides  that  which  has  already  received  attention.

3,  Minutes  of  the  (Jth  annual  session  of  the  E.  L.  Holston  Synod,  held  in  Sinking 
Spring  church,  Green  Co..  Tennessee,  Aug.  27-30.  They  elected  Rev.  Prof.  J.  M.  Wag- 
juer,  President,  and  Rev.  Prof.  Turner,  secretary.    I  find  nothing  requiring  your  attentiou. 

4,  Minutes  of  the  6th  convention  of  the  E.  L.  General  Synod  of  North  America,  con- 
vened in  Winchester,  Va.,  Thursday,  June  9,  1870.  Its  Officers  chosen,  are,  Rev.  Prof. 
A.  J.  Brown,  President,  and  Rev.  J.  C.  Repass,  secretary.  This  synod  adjourned,  to 
meet  again  in  Charleston,  S.  C,  on  Thursday,  before  the  second  Sunday,  in  May,  1872. 

Respectfully  submitted,  J.  R.  PETERSON. 

On  motion,  it  was  received  and  adopted.  On  motion,  the  following  per- 
sons were  appointed  as  Delegates  to  sister  synods :  Rev.  T.  Moser  to  North 
Carolina  synod,  Rev.  J.  R.  Peterson,  alternate.   Rev.  Dr.  A.  J.  Fox,  to  Hoi- 
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ston  synod;  Rev.  J.  M.  Smith,  alternate.  Eev.  S.  Henkel,  to  Virginia  synod, 
Itev.  I.  Gouder,  alternate.

Whereas,  it  hath  pleased  the  Almighty  Disposer  of  ail  events,  in  the  righteous  dispensa- 
tion of  an  allwise  providence,  to  call  the  Rev.  Jacob  Killian,  a  member  of  this  Synod, 
from  his  labors  on  earth,  to' his  reward  in  heaven;  be  it,  therefore,  Resolved,  1  That,  iu 
this  painful  dispensation,  we  recognize  the  hand  of  our  Heavenly  Father,  who  doeth  all 
things  well;  and  bow  with  filial  resignation  to  his  chastening  hand.  2  That  we  deeply 
lament  the  loss  of  a  devoted  friend ;  an  earnest  and  efficient  laborer  in  the  work  of  the 
ministry  ;  and  of  one  manifesting  the  liveliest  interest  in  the  prosperity  of  our  beloved 
Zion.

2,  jBe  it  Resolved,  That  an  appropriation  of  $75  be  made  for  the  ben- 
efit of  Junius  Koiner,  as  a  Beneficiary;  and  that  the  President  is,  hereby,  instructed  to  is- 
sue an  order  on  the  Treasurer  of  Beneficiary  Fund,  to  that  effect — and  that  he  continue 
his  studies,  this  year,  at  the  University  of  Va.  3.  Be  it  Resolved,  That  an  appropriation 
of  $75  be  made  for  the  benefit  of  R.  A.  Yoder,  as  a  beneficiary  ;  and  that  the  President 
issue  an  order  on  the  Treasurer  of  the  Beneficiary  Fund,  to  that  effect :  and  that  he  con- 
tinue to  prosecute  his  studies  at  Hickory  Tavern,  N.  C,  during  this  year.  4,  Be  it  Re- 
solved, That  the  Ministers  collect,  from  their  Congregational  Treasurers,  the  amounts  in 
the  hands  of  the  said  Treasurers,  and  pay  them  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Beneficiary 
Fund,  or  hold  them  subject  to  his  order.

of  the  minutes  of  synod  ;  and  that  the  committee  report  their  plan  or  revision  to  next  Synod, 
for  its  action.    Revds.  J.  R.  Peterson  and  J.  M.  Smith  were  appointed  said  committee. 
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Resolved,  That  the  secretary  of  synod  have  the  minutes  printed,  as  Usual,  and  that  he 
send  five  copies  to  each  minister  of  this  synod  ;  duplicate  copies  to  each  of  the  synods  in 
correspondence  with  ours  ;  and  one  copy,  each,  to  the  synods  of  Missouri,  Pennsylvania. 
Ohio,  \V.  Virginia,  S.  Carolina,  and  Georgia.  Resolved,  That  the  secretary  of  synod  fur- 
nish an  abstract,  of  the  proceedings  of  this  convention  of  synod,  for  publication  in  the 
Lutheran  and  Missionary,  and  that  other  church  papers  be  requested  to  copy. 

On  motion,  the  Minutes  were  adopted  as  a  whole. 

On  motion,  Synod  now  adjourned,  to  meet  again  at  the  time  and  place  al- 
ready designated.    Closed  with  prayer.

BASIS  OF  UNION,  BETWEEN  THE 
NORTH   CAROLINA  AND  TEN- 
NESSEE SI  NODS. 


The  Joint  Committees  of  the  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Synods  of  North  Carolina  and  Ten- 
nessee, appointed  at  the  last  Annual  Convention 
of  their  respective  bodies,  assembled  in  confer- 
ence at  Mount  Pleasant,  Cabarrus  County,  N. 
C,  April  25th  1871,  agree  upon  the  following 
as  a  basis  of  union  between  the  two  Synods. 

SECTION  1st. — GENERAL. 

1st.  In  order  to  this  Union,  agreement  in 
Doctrine  is  necessary  and  uniformity  in  practice 
desirable. 

2d.  The  Holy  Scriptures  are  the  only  infalli- 
ble rule  of  Faith  and  Practice. 

3d.  The  true  bond  of  Union  in  all  Ecclesiasti- 
cal bodies  is  their  respective  doctrinal  standards 
or  as  they  are  generally  called  Confessions  or 
Creeds. 

4th.  The  unaltered  Augsburg  Confession  is 
the  true  bond  of  union  between  the  Churches  of 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Synods. 

5th.  The  three  Ancient  Symbols  of  oui 
Church,  viz.  the  Apostolic,  Nicene  and  Atha- 
nasian  Creeds,  and  the  unaltered  Augsburg  Con- 
fession, together  with  the  Apology,  Smalea:  i 
Articles,  Luther's  larger  and  smaller  Cate- 
chisms, and  the  Formula  of  Concord  faithfully 
exhibit  the  truth  as  taught  in  the  Word  of  God 
and  are  to  be  received  without  reservation. 

6th.  The  right  of  privately  interpreting  any 
article  of  the  Church's  Creed,  with  the  design  of 
giving  it  any  other  construction  than  is  put  upon 
it  by  the  acknowledged  standards  of  our  Church 
is  denied,  as  subversive  of  a  common  faith  and 
as  productive  of  strife  and  schism.  Therefore, 
every  minister  must  stand  pledged  to  believe  and 
teach  the  doctrines  contained  in  our  Symbols  ac- 
cording to  their  uniform  interpretation. 

7th.  The  Holy  Sacraments,  Baptism  and  the 
Lord's  Supper  are  to  be  administered  in  the 
words  of  Christ.  Mat.  xxvin,  19  ;  Mat.  xxvi, 
27,  28  ;  1st  Cor.  i,  23  to  25. 

8th.  The  Word  of  God  and  the  Sacraments 
are  the  only  means  of  grace  and  are  sufficient  in 
themselves  to  convert  the  sinner  and  establish 
the  belief. 

9th.  It  is  admitted  that  the  Word  should  be 


preached,  (2d  Timothy  rv,  2,)  and  that  the  Holy 
Spirit  alone  renders  it  effectual ;  but  it  is  denied 
that  His  divine  influences  are  ever  subject  to 
the  human  will  (John  in,  8).  By  this  however, 
we  do  not  intend  to  teach,  that  the  operations  of 
the  Holy  Spirit  upon  the  human  heart,  may  not 
be  resisted  to  the  destruction  of  the  soul. 

10th.  In  regard  to  the  mode  of  conducting 
public  Worship,  liberty  of  conscience  should  not 
be  interfered  with,  but  there  should  be  as  much 
uniformity  as  possible,  which  implies  adhesion 
to  genuine  Lutheran  usages. 

11th.  As  the  religion  of  the  Gospel,  is  some- 
thing that  addresses  both  the  understanding  and 
the  heart,  Catechetical  instruction  is  without 
doubt,  a  wise  and  judicious  provision  of  the 
Church,  for  enlightening  the  former  and  exciting 
the  affections  of  the  latter  and  therefore,  under 
ordinary  circumstances,  should  be  strictly  ad- 
hered to  in  reference  to  candidates  for  Church 
membership.  We  therefore  disapprove  of  the 
adoption  of  any  measure  that  necessarily  tends 
to  its  abolishment  or  that  may  be  considered  in 
its  nature  a  substitute. 

12th.  A  uniform  system  of  Church  Discipline 
should  be  adopted  and  enforced. 

SECTION  2d. — SPECIAL. 

Of  the  Person  of  Christ. — Since  Christ  is 
both  God  and  man,  we  hold  the  God-man  suffer- 
ed and  died,  and  that  now  he  is  present  as  to 
both  natures  everywhere. 

Human  Depravity. — Human  Depravity  is  the 
natural  result  of  Adam's  sin,  universal  as  it  in- 
cludes all  Adam's  posterity,  and  total  as  it  ef- 
fects the  whole  nature  of  man  and  inclines  to  all 
evil. 

In  whomsoever  innate  depravity  exists  a  radi- 
cal moral  change  is  essentially  necessary  to 
salvation.  Every  child  of  Adam,  as  to  its  na- 
ture by  virtue  of  Christ's  mediatorial  work,  is 
capable  of  regeneration. 

Justification. — Man  is  justified  by  faith 
alone  in  the  merits  of  Christ. 

Good  works  are  the  legitimate  and  necessary 
fruits  of  Justification. 

Regeneration. — *Regeneration  is  a  new  life 
and  light  wrought  in  man  by  the  Holy  Ghost,  in 
a  faithful  use  of  the  means  of  Grace. 

Baptism. — We  believe  and  teach  that  Bap- 
tism is  necessary,  and  is  the  ordinary  means  of 
regeneration  ;  but  it  is  not  proper  in  the  case  oj 
children^  so  to  speak  of  Baptism  as  to  make  it 
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indispensable  to  salvation  in  all  cases,  even 
where  Gospel  facilities  prevail. \ 

The  Lord's  Supper. — This  Sacrament,  like 
that  of  Baptism,  is  what  God  has  made  it.  It 
is  based  on  the  Word  and  command  of  Christ. 
It  retains  its  nature  and  dignity,  its  power  and 
virtue,  independent  of  our  views  and  conduct  in 
regard  to  it. 

That  faith  which  exists,  only  in  connection 
with  true  contrition,  in  the  words,  "  Given  and 
shed  for  you,  for  the  remission  of  sins,"  only 
and  alone,  constitutes  true  worthiness  in  the 
guest.  See  Book  of  Concord,  page,  424  bottom, 
also  572,  section  9  and  10. 

The  Witness  of  the  Spirit. — This  is  the 
testimony  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  you,  wThen  He 
says  in  your  heart,  "  your  sins  are  forgiven  you." 
See  Book  of  Concord  page  243,  Section  1,  and  2. 

Of  the  Decrees  of  God. — We  should  not  so 
set  forth  the  Doctrine  of  the  u  Decrees  of  God," 
as  to  predestination,  election,  perseverance  in 
grace,  and  reprobation,  as  to  involve  an  absolute 
moral  necessity  in  the  salvation  of  the  elect,  and 
in  the  damnation  of  the  reprobate. 

Christ's  Descent  into  Hell. — We  should  not 
undertake  to  explain  this  article  farther  than  it 
is  set  forth  in  our  symbols. 
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Mode  of  Worship. — Whilst  it  is  expedient 
and  desirable,  that  uniformity  in  mode  of  Wor- 
ship, should  be  generally  practiced  in  all  the 
Churches  within  our  bounds,  this  should  not  be 
urged  as  Scripturally  enjoined. 

Confession  and  Absolution. — Confession  and 
Absolution,  as  always  held  and  practiced  in  the 
Lutheran  Church,  should^  not  be  neglected  in 
any  congregation  or  by  any  minister  in  our  con- 
nection. 

We  hereby,  as  evidence  of  our  agreement,  affix 
our  names  to  the  above,  this  21th  day  of  April .

The  President  read  his  Annual  Report  which  was  received  and  referred  to 
the  proper  Committee: 

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT: 

Much  Esteemed  BeeTheen, 

It  becomes  us,  first  of  all,  to  offer  our  thanks  to  the  Head  of  the 
Church,  for  the  numberless  mercies  we  have  enjoyed  at  His  hands  during  another  year.  He 
has  given  us  a  disposition,  as  well  as  an  opportunity,  to  serve  Him  in  the  ministry  of  the  Word 
and  the  Sacraments,  as  the  means  of  grace.  Although  we  may  be  painfully  conscious  of  our 
own  weakness  and  deficiency,  yet  He  consoles  us  with  the  assurance  that  our  efforts  shall  not 
be  in  vain  in  the  Lord. 

Through  the  kind  providence  of  our  Heavenly  Father,  we  have  been  permitted  to  pass 
through  another  year  in  the  enjoyment  of  the  blessed  privileges  of  the  Gospel  Dispensation, 
as  well  as  of  the  blessings  of  the  physical  world,  with  another  opportunity  to  greet  each  other 
in  Synodical  Convention.  The  lives  of  our  ministers  have  been  spared,  and,  as  watchmen,  we 
are  still  upon  the  walls  of  Zion.  In  view  of  these  blessings,  our  deepest  gratitude  is  due  to 
Him.  Glory  be  to  the  Father  and  to  the  Son  and  to  the  Holy  Ghost,  as  it  was  in  the  begin- 
ning, is  now,  and  ever  shall  be,  world  without  end.  Amen. 

OFFICIAL  ACTS. 

Little  has  transpired  during  the  past  year  requiring  special  official  report.  There  have  been 
no  letters  of  dismission  granted,  nor  applications  for  admission  received.  In  pursuance  of  a 
resolution  passed  at  the  last  meeting  of  our  Synod,  I  issued  the  following  orders  on  the  Treasu- 
rer of  the  Beneficiary  Fund : — An  order  for  $75,  in  favor  of  R.  A.  Yoder ;  one,  in  favor  of 
J.  Q.  Deal,  of  $20.  Both  these  were  at  school,  at  Hickory  Station,  N.  C.  And  one,  to  J.  C. 
Moser,  of  $50,  at  North  Carolina  College.  There  was  an  appropriation  of  $75  to  J.  S.  Koiner 
at  the  University  of  Virginia.  According  to  a  verbal  understanding  in  Synod,  the  Treasurers 
of  our  Congregations  in  Virginia  were  requested  to  pay  to  me  the  amounts  in  their  hands,  se- 
cured for  beneficiary  education,  and,  out  of  these  funds,  I  was  requested  to  furnish  the  a- 
mount  appropriated  to  Mr.  Koiner.    My  account  will  clearly  present  the  matter. 

According  to  the  information  I  have,  these  young  men  have  proved  themselves,  by  their 
energy  and  studious  habits  and  moral  conduct,  worthy  of  the  confidence  and  encouragement 
of  the  Synod. 

There  are  eight  young  men  in  connection  with  this  Synod  preparing  for  the  ministry. 

VACANT  CONGEEGATIONS. 

The  pastoral  charge  of  our  lamented  bro.  A.  Efird  has  been  supplied  by  Rev.  A.  L.  Crouse 
with  great  acceptance.  Other  vacant  points  have  been  occasionally  supplied  by  other  minis- 
ters in  our  connection. 

It  would  be  productive,  in  my  opinion,  of  great  good  to  appoint  a  committee  of  one, 
annual  1}%  to  present  a  regular  report  to  the  Synod  of  all  vacant  places  deserving  its  attention. 
Important  points  have  been  lost  to  us  for  the  want  of  a  regular  system  in  this  respect. 

CONDITION  OF  THE  CITDECH. 

Throughout  our  congregations,  the  past  year  has  been  one  of  peace  and  steady  improvement. 
Whilst  the  members  of  the  different  congregations  present  a  marked  improvement  in  their 
zeal  for  the  cause  of  Christ,  the  general  attendance  is  worthy  of  commendation.    There  is  not 
merely  a  name  to  live,  but  manifest  evidences  of  life.    There  seems  to  be  less  disposition  to  ^ 
cavil,  and  a  greater  desire  to  do  good. 

If  oar  pastoral  charges  could  be  reduced  to  a  less  number  of  congregations,  much  more 
good  could  be  accomplished,  because  our  people  could  be  more  frequently  brought  under  the 
salutary  and  sanctifying  influences  of  the  Gospel.  But  in  order  to  do  this,  more  ministers  are 
required.  We  may  be  able  in  a  few  years  to  secure  an  adequate  number  by  encouraging  and 
perfecting  our  system  of  beneficiary  education.  We  hope  that  Synod  will  make  every  effort 
to  mature  this  system. 

Whilst  we  have  many  difficulties  tp  encounter  and  obstacles  to  surmount,  in  our  efforts  to 
maintain  and  perpetuate  the  doctrines  and  usages  of  the  pure  Church,  we  have  much  to 
encourage  us.  The  prospects  of  the  Evan.  Luth.  Church  in  this  country,  are  certainly  bright- 
ening.  Almost  everywhere  the  general  tendency  is  towards  the  time-honored  doctrines  and 
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Usages  of  the  Church,  and  we  hope  the  day  is  not  far  distant  when  all  who  profess  her  name, 
will  live  in  the  spirit  of  her  doctrines. 

DOMESTIC  MISSIONS. 

By  the  introduction  of  a  judicious  system  of  Home-missionary  operations,  new  congrega- 
tions might  be  established  in  various  places  within  our  limits.  There  are  several  points  now 
demanding  our  most  serious  consideration.  They  are  centers  from  which  a  wide-spread 
influence  might  be  exerted.  By  a  want  of  attention  to  such  places,  our  natural  and  legitimate 
interests  have  been  neglected*  I  would  recommend  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  devise 
a  proper  plan  for  Home-missions,  and  report  to  the  next  annual  meeting  of  this  Synod,  and 
that  the  ministers  be  requested  to  call  the  attention  of  their  congregations  to  this  matter. 

Perhaps  it  would  be  we'll,  if  every  congregation  would  introduce  some  plan  of  systematic 
benevolence,  in  order  to  secure  the  means  to  promote  the  legitimate  enterprises  of  the  Church. 

SYNODICAL  EELATION8. 

It  may  be  necessary  to  take  some  action  in  regard  to  the  union  in  process  of  formation 
between  this  Synod  and  the  N*  C.  Synod.  The  action  will  be  induced  by  the  action  of  the 
N.  C.  Synod  in  this  matter. 

We  presume  that  the  committee  appointed  to  correspond  with  the  Holston  Syno  d  in  refer- 
ence to  a  closer  relation,  will  be  prepared  to  report. 

CHURCH  PAFKR. 

Steps  are  being  taken  to  establish  a  suitable  Church  Paper  in  our  midst.  If  any  action  on 
the  part  of  our  Synod  is  necessary  to  promote  the  enterprise,  I  would  suggest  that  it  be 
promptly  taken. 

HYMN  BOOK  AND  LITtJP.GY. 

The  committee  appointed  to  consider  this  matter,  will  in  the  process  of  business,  submit  a 
report. 

Here  I  would  call  the  attention  of  Synod  to  the  custom  of  installation,  and  recommend  that 
some  action  be  taken  to  make  it  more  general  among  us. 

"And  now,  brethren,  I  commend  you  to  God  and  to  the  word  of  His  grace,  wrhich  is  able 
to  build  you  up,  and  to  give  you  an  inheritance  among  all  them  which  are  sanctified."

SECOND  SESSION. 

Monday,  A.  M. 

Synod  met  and  was  opened  with  prayer  by  tbe  Secretary.   Minutes  were 
read  and  approved. 
Eev.  L.  A.  Fox  presented  a  paper  on 

parochial  reports. 

Parochial  reports  are  intended  to  exhibit  the  condition  of  the  Church  in 
the  pastoral  districts  represented.  To  be  complete,  they  must  show  as  far  as 
possible  all  gains  and  losses,  not  only  in  numbers,  but  also  in  work  and  con- 
tributions to  churchly  purposes.  The  table  of  this  Synod  is  very  unsatisfac- 
tory in  several  particulars,  and  has  afforded  her  enemies  seemiugly  good 
grounds  to  reproach  her.  Therefore, 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  five,  three  ministers  and  two  laymen,  be 
appointed  to  prepare  another  table,  providing  for  a  fuller  exhibit,  to  report  to 
our  next  annual  convention. 

It  was  adopted.  Eevs.  S.  Henkel,  I.  Conder  and  L.  A.  Fox,  and  Messrs. 
C.  C.  Henkel  and  A.  M.  Bowman  were  appointed. 

Committee  on  Petitions  presented  their  report. 

REPORT  ON  PETITIONS. 

We,  your  committee,  have  examined  the  papers  put  in  our  hands,  and  find  the  following 
demanding  your  attention  : 

1.  Is  a  letter  from  Bethlehem,  Augusta  Co.,  Va.,  in  which  our  attention  is  called  to  the 
importance  of  supporting  the  institutions  of  learning  in  our  midst  belonging  to  other  Synods. 
2.  They  state  that  the  Church  Book  of  the  General  Council  has  been  in  use  in  this  congre- 
gation for  several  years,  and  that  they  are  well  pleased  with  it. 

We  recommend'that  the  paper  be  read  before  Synod. 

No.  2.  Is  a  letter  from  the  South  Lexington  charge  in  S.  C.7  in  which  they  express  satisfac- 
tion with  the  services  of  Rev.  A.  L.  Crouse. 

No.  3.  Is  a  petition  from  St.  Paul's  (S.  C.)  praying  for  the  next  meeting  of  this  Synod  to 
convene  in  that  church.

CORRESPONDING  SECRETARY'S  REPORT. 

Within  the  past  year  no  correspondence  in  writing  was  necessary,  and  in  this  direction  I 
have  nothing  to  report. 

The  Minutes  of  the  Holston  Synod  were  received.  It  held  its  Tenth  Annual  Meetirig 
in  St.  Paul's  church.  The  officers  elected  Avere  :  Rev.  J.  K.  Hancher,  Pres.;  Rev.  J.  C. 
Barb,  Sec.  Their  next  meeting  will  be  held  in  Emanuel's,  Sulivan  Co.,  Tenn.,  on  Saturday 
before  the  4th  Sunday  in  Sept.,  1872.  Rev.  J.  C.  Barb  was  appointed  delegate  to  this  meet- 
ing of  our  Synod.  They  were  made  to  mourn  the  death  of  two  aged  ministers,  Revs.  Wm. 
Hancher  and  Jos.  E.  Bell.    These  Minutes  show  that  they  are  at  work. 

The  President  of  the  N.  C.  Synod  was  in  clue  time  notified  of  the  adoption  of  the  "  Basis 
of  Union"  by  the  last  meeting  of  this  Synod.

UNION  WITH  THE  HOLSTON  SYNOD. 

The  committee  of  correspondence  with  members  of  the  E.  L.  Holston  Synod  in  regard  to 
a  union  of  that  Synod  with  this  Synod,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following: 

We  have  had  some  correspondence  with  the  President  of  that  Synod,  and  from  his  letters 
learn  that  the  Synod  is  likely  to  sever  her  connection  with  the  Southern  General  Synod  at  her 
next  convention,  and  that  she  is  favorably  disposed  towards  a  union  with  this  Synod,  with  the 
ultimate  design  of  uniting  with  the  General  Council. 

Your  committee  recommend  that  a  delegate  be  appointed  to  attend  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Holston  S3mod,  and  if  possible  make  arrangements  for  the  union  of  these  two  Synods  in  a 
joint  Synod.  A.  J.  FOX,

THIRD  SESSION. 

Monday,  P.  M. 

Synod  was  called  to  order  immediately  upon  the  close  of  public  worship. 
The  order  for  the  hour  was  the  consideration  of  a  paper  on  a  higher  stand- 
ard of  education.  Eev.  S.  Henkel  offered  one  as  a  substitute  for  the  one 
originally  proposed,  which  was  adopted. 

HIGHER  STANDARD  OF  EDUCATION. 

Wiereas,  Higher  attainments,  both  in  a  literary  and  theological  point  of 
view,  for  the  upbuilding  of  the  Redeemer's  kingdom,  are  desirable;  and 

Whereas,  It  would  contribute  very  much  to  secure  this  object,  if  Synod 
would  designate  some  degree  of  attainment  in  literature,  as  well  as  in  theol- 
ogy, as  a  standard  for  those  who  desire  to  enter  the  ministry ;  be  it 

Resolved  1,  That  it  is  the  sentiment  of  this  Synod  that,  as  far  as  circum- 
stances will  admit,  all  who  desire  to  enter  the  ministry  in  connection  with 
this  Synod,  should  attain  a  sufficient  degree  of  proficiency  .in  literature,  to 
•enable  them  to  graduate  in  a  respectable  school,  college,  or  university,  and 
in  theology,  to  graduade  in  a  theological  seminary  of  commendable  standing: 
of  course  we  mean  orthodox  seminaries  m  connection  with  our  Church. 

2.  That  when  circumstances  will  not  admit  of  attaining  this  degree  of 
proficiency,  that  respectable  attainments  in  the  branches  usually  taught  in 
what  is  known  as  the  Sophomore  Class,  will  be  required,  or  at  least,  a  satis- 
factory examination,  by  this  Synod,  must  be  sustained. 

3.  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  designate  a  course  of  studies 
in  theology,  for  those  who  do  not  pursue  their  studies  in  a  theological  semi- 
nary, indicating  the  subjects  on  which  such  candidates  will  be  examined, 
with  a  view  to  entering  the  ministry,  and  report  the  result  of  their  efforts 
to  the  next  annual  meeting  of  this  Synod. 

The  Synod  appointed  Revs.  L.  A.  Fox,  I.  Conder  and  Dr.  A.  J.  Fox  as  the 
committee. 

The  committee  on  Hymn  Book  offered  a  report  which  was  adopted  unani- 
mously. 

HYMN  BOOK  AND  LITURGY. 

We  find  that  the  editions  of  the  Hymn  Book  and  Liturgy  are  exhausted,  and  hence  if  these 
^works  are  to  be  continued  in  use  beyond  the  present  editions,  they  must  be  revised  and 
reprinted.  This  would  require  more  expense,  than  we  are  prepared  to  meet  at  this  time. 
OuXvcalculatiDn  of  .the  cost  of  publishing:  new  editions  have  fully  satisfied  us,  that  the  demand 
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for  these  works  would  not  justify  their  publication  at  present.  At  least,  we  have  not  found 
any  publisher  willing  to  take  the  risk.  Much  as  we  may  regret  this,  it  is  a  fact,  and  we  are 
reduced  to  the  necessity  of  resorting  to  other  similar  works  to  supply  our  wants.  We  have 
no  other  alternative.  We  know  the  strong  hold  our  Hymn  Book  and  Liturgy  have  upon  the 
affections  of  many  of  our  people,  and  how  desirable  it  would  be  to  them  to  have  new  editions, 
but  we  must  yield  to  the  circumstances  by  which  we  are  surrounded.  To  part  with  them  is 
like  parting  with  a  loved  friend. 

It  is  necessary,  therefore,  to  introduce  similar  works.  By  judicious  management,  this  may 
be  effected  so  gradually  as  to  create  no  disturbance.  By  announcing  the  number  of  the 
hymn  both  in  the  old  and  new  book,  they  may  be  used  simultaneously  without  great  incon- 
venience. We  would  advise  this  prudential  and  economical  course  where  congregations  are 
supplied  with  the  old  Hymn  Book.  The  object  is  not  to  suspend  the  books  now  in  use  in  our 
congregations,  but  to  supply  the  demand  as  best  we  can. 

After  a  careful  and  conscientious  examination  of  different  Hymn  Books  and  Liturgies  now 
in  use,  (among  them  the  Book  of  Worship—  a  work  of  decided  merit)  we  would,  under  the 
circumstances  and  in  view  of  the  highest  consideratio ns,  recommend  to  congregations  in  need 
of  hymn  books  or  books  containing  the  service  of  the  Church >  "The  Church  Book  for  the 
use  of  Evan.  Lutheran  Congregations.  By  authority  of  the  General  Council  of  the  Evan. 
Lutheran  Church  in  America."  This  book  we  regard  as  a  work  of  the  highest  merit,  strictly 
churchly  in  all  its  features. 

The  principles  on  which  this  was  constituted  were  not  the  taste  of  any  individual  or- 
committee,  but  the  consensus  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  its  purest  periods,  in  all  countries. 
Great  care  and  labor  have  been  bestowed  on  this  work,  in  order  to  attain  the  highest  degree 
of  perfection.  We  are  assured  on  the  highest  authority,  that  it  is  in  its  final  shape  as  far  as  it 
goes — the  forms  for  Baptism,  &c,  {Actes  MinisteHales)  remain  to  be  added.  The  work  will 
not  be  changed — the  forms  will  simply  be  appended  to  later  editions.  The  work  is  equally 
as  cheap  as  the  Church  Hymn  Book.  If  any  of  our  ministers  should  need  a  book  containing 
the  Actes  Ministeriales  before  the  later  editions  of  the  Church  book  are  published,  we  refer 
them  to  the  "Book  of  Forms  by  Rev.  J.  A.  Seiss,  D.  IX,"  published  about  fourteen  years 
ago,  and  to  the  old  Liturgy  of  the  Penn.  Synod.

The  committee  on  the  President's  Report  made  a  report  which  was  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  PRESIDENT'S  REPORT. 

1.  The  President  refers  to  the  fact  that  many  congregations  have  been  neglected,  and  some 
lost  for  the  want  of  a  better  system  in  bringing  them  to  the  attention  of  Synod,  and  suggests 
the  appointment  annually  of  a  committee  of  one  to  report  the  vacant  congregations  to  the 
Synod. 

We  respectfully  offer  this  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  composed  of  one  minister,  titled,  On  Vacant  Congregations,  be 
placed  on  the  list  of  Standing  Committees,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  during  the  year  to  inquire 
diligently  into  the  number,  location,  and  condition  of  vacant  congregations,  &c..,  of  the 
places  where  Lutheran  families  reside  without  a  minister,  within  our  territory,  and  present  a 
full  report  to  the  next  annual  convention  of  the  Synod. 

2.  He  recognizes  the  importance  of  a  division  of  our  pastoral  charges. 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  is  cognizant  of  the  importance  of  a  division  of  our  pastoral 
districts,  and,  though  it  is  impracticable  now,  that  it  keep  the  matter  before  the  people  so  as. 
f  ulty  to  prepare  them  for  it,  so  soon  as  the  time  shall  have  come  to  effect  it. 

3.  He  calls  attention  to  the  importance  of  home  missions,  and  recommends  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  committee  to  devise  a  plan  for  the  successful  prosecution  of  this  part  of  the  work 
of  the  Church. 

Resolved,  That  while  this  Synod  is  not  in  a  condition  now  to  engage  extensively  in  mission- 
ary operations— its  whole  attention  being  necessarily  devoted  to  beneficiary  education — yet  as 
some  time  will  be  required  to  perfect  a  plan,  it  is  highly  important  for  it  to  take  steps  to  pre- 
pare it,  and  that  a  committee,  therefore,  be  appointed,  composed  of  five,  three  ministers  and 
two  laymen,  to  devise  a  plan  and  report  to  our  next  annual  convention. 

4.  He  speaks  of  the  necessity  for  Systematic  Benevolence. 

Resolved,  That  the  attention  of  all  our  ministers  and  congregations  be  called  to  this  matter, 
to  the  fact  of  the  growing  necessities  of  our  Church,  demanding  greatly  enlarged  contribu- 
tions, and  that  these  wants  can  be  met  successfully  only  by  some  carefully  selected  system 
for  taking  collections  ;  and  we  earnestly  recommend  that  each  pastor  and  his  congregation  at 
as  early  day  as  possible  agree  upon  a  system  best  suited  to  their  own  circumstances. 

5.  lie  alludes  to  the  Church  Paper  under  contemplation.  No  action  is  necesssary  to  be 
taken  at  this  meeting. 

6.  He  recommends  that  something  be  done  to  revive  the  ancient  custom  of  installation* 
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Resolved,  That  it  be  the  duty  of  the  President,  with  the  consent  of  the  pastor  elect  and  the 
congregation,  to  appoint  a  committee  of  installation,  id  all  succeeding  changes  in  the  pastoral 
relations  in  our  Synod,  to  perform  this  ceremonv,

Rev.  L.  A.  Fox  was  appointed  the  committee  On  Vacancies. 

Revs.  S.  Henkel,  T.  Moser,  and  J.  R.  Peterson,  and  Messrs.  A.  Koiner  and 
A.  Costner  were  announced  as  tlie  committee  on  Home  Missions. 

The  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business  reported  through  its  chairman, 
Rev.  J.  S.  Bennick.  During  its  consideration  the  following  action  was  taken 
and  answers  given : 

1.  The  committee  to  investigate  and,  if  possible,  to  adjust  the  difficulties 
between  Rev.  0.  Moretz  and  Mt.  Pleasant  congregation  (Watauga)  offered  a 
report,  but  its  adoption  was  deferred  until  report  on  Letters  was  received. 

%  The  Committee  on  Hymn  Book  reported. 

3.  Rev.  T.  Moser  was  not  able  to  appear  as  delegate  to  the  1ST.  C.  Synod, 
Rev.  J.  R.  Peterson,  the  alternate,  did  attend.  The  Holston  Synod  had  not 
met  in  the  convention  to  which  Rev.  Dr.  Fox  was  elected,  but  he  intends 
to  discharge  the  duty. 

Rev.  S.  Henkel  attended  the  meeting  of  the  Ya.  Synod,  and  was  cordially 
received. 

4.  The  committee  appointed  to  revise  the  constitution  of  the  Beneficiary 
Association  submitted  a  report,  but  it  was  not  received.  The  committee  was 
discharged,  and  Rev.  S.  Henkel  and  Mr.  A.  M.  Bowman  was  appointed  in 
their  stead. 

Synod  adjourned  until  9  o'clock  to-morrow  morning.  Prayer  by  Rev.  H. 
St  J.  Rinker. 

FOURTH  SESSION. 

Tuesday  A.  M. 

Synod  met  and  was  opened  with  prayer  by  Rev.  T.  Crouse.  Minutes  of 
yesterday  ware  read  and  approved. 

A  committee  to  be  called,  On  Leave  of  Absence,  was  made  one  of  the 
annual  committees.  The  President  announced  Revs.  J.  Stirewalt  and  J. 
S.  Bennick  as  the  committee  for  this  convention. 

The  Treasurer  submitted  his  report  which  was  received  and  placed  in  the 
hands  of  the  committee.    (See  Appendix  A.) 

The  report  of  the  delegate  to  the  K  C.  Synod  was  read  and  adopted. 

REPORT  OF  THE  CORRESPONDING/  DELEGATE  TO  THE  N.  C.  SYNOD. 

"Your  delegate  to  the  Synod  of  N.  C.  attended  the  convention  of  that  Synod  assembled  at 
Organ  church,  on  the  21st  day  of  August,  1870,  and  was  cordially  received.  These  brethren 
are  actively  engaged  in  the  Master's  work.  Most  of  the  business  transacted  was  of  a  local 
nature.  The  only  thing  done  in  which  this  Synod  is  directly  interested  was  in  regard  to  the 
contemplated  union  of  this  Synod  with  that  in  a  joint  body.  The  subject  elicited  much 
discussion,  was  fully  ventilated  and  was  disposed  of  by  the  adoption  of  resolutions  referring 
tne  matter  to  the  next  convention  of  the  Synod  for  further  action.  These  resolutions  were 
ordered  to  be  forwarded  by  the  Corresponding  Secretary  to  the  President  of  this  Svnod.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  LETTERS. 
We,  your  Committee  on  Letters  and  Papers,  submit  the  following  : 

No.  %.  Is  a  letter  from  Rev.  J.  R.  Peterson  in  which  he  states  the  reasons  of  his  absence, 
and  asks  Synod  to  excuse  his  non-attendance.  He  prays  that  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church 
may  Himself  preside  over  our  deliberation,  He  says  that  he  has  performed  the  several  duties 
imposed  on  him  by  Synod, 
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No.  2.  Is  a  letter  from  Rev.  N.  Aldrich  delegate  from  the  N.  C.  Synod  to  this  meeting  of 
Synod.  He  regrets  that  he  is  unable  to  be  with  us.  He  assures  us  of  the  kind  feelings  of 
the  N.  C.  Synod  towards  this  Synod,  and  hopes  that  a  delegate  may  be  appointed  to  the  next 
meeting  of  his  Synod. 

No.  3.  Contains  certain  resolutions  adopted  by  the  N.  C.  Synod  convened  in  Organ  Church 
in  reference  to  a  union  with  this  Synod. 
We  recommend  that  they  be  read  in  Synod. 

No.  4.  Is  a  letter  from  Rev.  C.  Moretz.  He  expresses  an  ardent  desire  to  be  with  us  in 
this  meeting  of  Synod,  but  is  unable.  He  say3  he  cannot  see  what  good  a  union  with  the 
N.  C.  Synod  may  subserve,  but  he  sincerely  believes  that  a  union  with  the  General  Council  is 
greatly  to  be  desired.  He  says  that  a  minority  of  the  committee  appointed  to  settle  the 
difficulties  between  himself  and  members  of  the  Mt.  Pleasant  congregation  made  a  very  hasty 
investigation  of  the  case,  and  failed  to  adjust  them,  but  by  their  course  irritated  the  matter. 

No.  5.  Is  a  letter  from  Rev.  T.  Moser  in  which  he  says  that  owing  to  failures  in  crops 
nothing  could  be  done  in  his  charge  for  beneficiary  education.  He  calls  the  attention  of 
Synod  to  the  importance  of  publishing  a  good  sound  Lutheran  Church  Paper. 

No.  6.  Is  a  letter  from  Rev.  M.  L.  Fox  containing  the  reasons  of  his  absence  and  asks  to 
be  excused. 

No.  7.  Are  letters  from  Revs.  P.  C.  Henkel  and  J.  R.  Moser,  bearing  information  of  their 
operations  in  the  West,  and  asking  aid  to  publish  the  minutes  of  a  Conference  meetiug. 
We  recommend  that  their  letters  be  read  in  Synod.

Item  2.  Resolved,  That  we  are  sorry  that  Rev.  N.  Aldrich  is  not  able  to  be 
with  us  and  unite  in  our  deliberations,  and  that  we  heartily  reciprocate  the 
kindly  greetings  from  his  Synod. 

Item  3.  The  resolutions  were  read,  whereupon  the  following  resolutions 
were  unanimously  adopted : 

UNION  WITH  THE  N.  C.  SYNOD. 

Resolved  1,  That  we  heartily  endorse  the  sentiment  of  the  N.  C.  Synod7 
expressed  in  these  resolutions,  viz :  "  That  a  union  of  the  two  Synods  in  a 
Joint  Synod  is  both  practicable  and  desirable." 

2.  That  we  entirely  approve  the  action  of  the  N.  C.  Synod  in  reference  to 
this  union. 

3.  That  this  Synod  is  ready  to  meet  the  N".  G.  Synod  in  a  joint  convention 
at  any  time  and  place,  and  on  any  basis  of  lay  representation  that  may  be 
agreed  upon  by  the  Presidents  of  the  Synods  interested. 

The  following  paper  was  adopted  unanimously  : 

FOOT  NOTES  TO  THE  BASIS  OF  UNION. 

Whereas,  Information  has  reached  this  Synod  that  the  notes  that  appeared 
in  the  Minutes  of  our  last  meeting  in  connection  with  the  Basis  of  Union 
have  been  misunderstood  ;  and, 

Whereas,  This  Synod  first  unanimously  adopted  the  articles  of  the  Basis 
of  Union  in  perfectly  good  faith  and  did  not  intend  to  make  any  change  by 
the  notes  in  the  matter  of  the  articles  thus  adopted — and  thus  stultify  itself 
before  the  world — but  only  to  suggest  a  simpler  statement  of  the  sentiment  so 
as  to  suit  it  to  the  common  mind,  it  being  distinctly  understood  at  the  time 
of  the  adoption  of  the  notes,  that  this  Synod  did  not  insist  on  the  changes 
s  uggested  ;  be  it,  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  without  the  least  hesitation  this  Synod  hereby  withdraws 
them,  and  denies  having  any  design  to  effect  any  change  in  said  articles. 

Resolved,  That  the  Corresponding  Secretary  forward  copies  of  these 
actions  to  the  President  of  the  N.  C.  Synod. 

Synod  adjourned  until  2  o'clock.   Prayer  by  Bev.  I.  Conder. 
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FIFTH  SESSIOK 

Tuesday,  P.  M. 
Synod  was  called  to  order  at  the  conclusion  of  the  sermon. 
The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Letters  and  Papers  was  under  consider- 
ation. 

Item  4.  The  report  of  the  committee  to  investigate  the  difficulties  of  Rev. 
0.  Moretz  was  read  and  adopted. 

REV.  C.  MORETZ  AND  MT.  PLEASANT  CONGREGATION. 

We,  a  part  of  the  committee  to  investigate,  and,  if  possible,  adjust  the  difficulties 
existing  between  Rev.C.  Moretz  and  members  of  the  Mt.  Pleasaut  church,  Watauga  Co., 
N.  C,  submit  that  we  met  the  parties  on  Saturday  the  3d  day  of  August,  1872. 

We  held  first  an  interview  with  the  Rev.  Moretz  on  the  morning  of  that  day  at  his 
own  house ;  aud  in  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day  we  had  an  interview  with  his  oppo- 
nents at  the  church  with  a  view  to  adjust  the  difficulties  between  them;  but  having 
failed  in  this,  we  had  the  parties  face  to  face  aud  heard  from  them'  a  detailed  statement 
of  the  origiu  and  progress  of  their  differences. 

There  was  much  crimination  and  recrimination,  and  we  were  wholly  unable  to  reconcile 
the  parties. 

We  did  not  understand  it  to  be  the  intention  of  Synod  in  the  appointment  of  the  com- 
mittee to  bring  the  parties  together  for  trial,  and,  even  if  it  had  been,  we  would  not  have 
felt  ourselves  authorized,  in  the  absence  of  a  majority  of  the  committee,  to  proceed  to  trial. 

We  earnestly  counseled  the  parties  at  variance  to  forbearance  and  to  eudeavor  to 
adjust  the  difficulties  between  them,  and  we  have  some  faint  hope  that  our  advice  may 
be  heeded  by  them. 

Should  we  be  disappointed  in  this,  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  further  efforts  should  be 
k        made  to  adjust  these  difficulties.    And  we  recommend  the  appointment  of  another  com- 
mittee, such  as  Synod  shall  deem  necessary,  to  bring  the  parties  together  for  the  purpose 
of  reconciling  them  or  judging  between  them.

Moretz  and 
the  Mt.  Pleasant  congregation,  to  reconcile  the  parties  if  possible,  or  to 
arraign  the  Eev.  Moretz  for  trial,  to  acquit  or  to  suspend  said  Moretz  as  the 
facts  in  the  case  may  demand. 

The  committee  was  constituted  of  Eevs.  J.  M.  Smith,  T.  Crouse,  and  T. 
Moser. 

Item  6.  Rev.  M.  L.  Fox  was  excused.  Item  7.  Revs.  Henkel's  and  Moser's 
letters  were  read,  and  Revs.  S.  Henkel  and  I.  Conder  were  apppointed  a  com- 
mittee to  prepare  a  suitable  reply.    It  was  also 

Resolved,  That  the  President  of  Synod  be  authorized  to  issue  letters  of 
dismission  as  soon  as  officially  notified  that  they  have  consummated  the 
j      formation  of  the  Synod. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Beneficiary  Fund  was  read  and  put 
into  the  hands  of  a  committee  to  audit. 

The  excuses  of  absent  brethren  were  again  taken  up.  Revs.  H.  Goodman 
and  T.  Miller  were  excused.  Revs.  D.  Efird  and  J.  M.  Smith  were  not 
excused. 

The  Secretary  would  call  the  attention  of  all  the  ministers  to  the  following 
resolution : 

Resolved,  That  no  minister  be  excused  who  does  not  sufficiently  respect 
Synod  as  to  send  directly  to  it  the  reasons  for  his  absence. 

Committee  to  audit  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  Synod  ottered  a  report, 
which  was  adopted. 
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REPORT  ON  THE  TREASURER'S  REPORT. 
Your  committee  have  examined  the  Treasurer's  Report  and  find  it  correct. 
We  wish  to  make  special  mention  of  the  fact  that  $19.84  remain  in  the  hands  of  the 
former  Treasurer,  Rev.  T.  Miller.

Church  and  other  ecclesiastical  Communions,"  we  request  our  ministers  at 
once  to  bring  the  matter  before  their  respective  congregations  and  secure  subscriptions  to 
said  work,  which  your  committee  presumes  will  cost  fifteen  cents  per  copy,  and  send  the 
amount  to  Rev.  P.  C.  Henkel  or  Rev.  J.  R  Moser.  S.  HENKEL,

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A  resolution  of  thanks  for  the  hospitality  extended  to  the  members  of  this 
Synod  by  the  people  of  Eader's  church  and  vicinity  was  adopted.

The  Synod  ordered  that  five  copies  of  the  Minutes  be  sent  to  each  minister 
of  the  Synod,  two  copies  to  each  of  the  Synods  in  correspondence  with  this 
Synod,  and  one  copy,  each,  to  the  General  Council,  General  Conference,  the 
General  S3rnod  in  N.  A,  (Southern)  and  the  General  Synod  of  the  U.  S.,  and 
f     one  copy  to  each  of  the  papers  to  which  they  have  been  usually  sent. 

The  Secretary  was  requested  .to  forward  an  Abstract  of  the  Minutes  of  this 
convention  to  the  Lutheran  and  Missionary. 

The  price  of  the  Minutes  was  fixed  at  10  cents  per  copy. 

Synod  adjourned  until  2  o'clock.   Prayer  by  Rev.  J.  S.  Bennick.

Wednesday,  P.  M. 

Synod  assembled.    Minutes  were  read  and  approved. 

Whereas^  It  is  desirable  on  the  part  of  some  of  the  ministers  and  congre- 
gations in  connection  with  this  Synod  to  have  the  Revised  Constitution 
republished  in  the  Minutes,  be  it,  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  we  give  notice  to  our  people  that  said  Constitution  will 
appear  with  the  Minutes  of  our  next  convention,  in  1873,  if  sufficient  desire 
for  it  is  manifested.

>        Rev.  Dr.  A.  J.  Fox  gave  notice  that  he  would  introduce  next  year  to  the 
consideration  of  Synod  the  establishment  of  a  Synodical  Fund. 

The  business  having  been  transacted,  claiming  the  attention  of  this  meet- 
ing of  Synod,  it  adjourned  to  meet  at  the  time  and  place  elected. 

The  President  closed  the  Synod  with  appropriate  and  impressive  remarks 
and  with  Divine  services. 

Special  mention  should  be  made  of  the  perfectly  harmonious  spirit  of  this 
meeting  and  of  the  energy  and  zeal  manifested  by  every  member.  aHow 
good  and  how  pleasant  it  is  for  brethren  to  dwell  together  in  unity."

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT 


Much  Esteemed  Brethren, 

It  becomes  us,  first  of  all,  to  offer  our  thanks  to  the  Head  of  the 
Church,  for  the  numberless  mercies  we  have  enjoyed  at  His  hands  during  another  year.  He 
has  given  us  a  disposition,  as  well  as  an  opportunity,  to  serve  Him  in  the  ministry  of  the  Word 
and  the  Sacraments,  as  the  means  of  grace.  Although  we  may  be  painfully  conscious  of  our 
own  weakness  and  deficiency,  yet  He  consoles  us  with  the  assurance  that  our  efforts  shall  not 
be  in  vain  in  the  Lord. 

Through  the  kind  providence  of  our  Heavenly  Father,  we  have  been  permitted  to  pass 
through  another  }rear  in  the  enjoyment  of  the  blessed  privileges  of  the  Gospel  Dispensation, 
as  well 'as  of  the  blessings  of  the  physical  world,  with  another  opportunity  to  greet  each  other 
in  Synodical  Convention.  The  lives  of  our  ministers  have  been  spared,  and,  as  watchmen,  we 
are  still  upon  the  walls  of  Zion.  In  view  of  these  blessings,  our  deepest  gratitude  is  due  to 
Him.  Glory  be  to  the  Father  and  to  the  Son  and  to  the  Holy  Ghost,  as  it  was  in  the  begin- 
ning, is  now,  and  ever  shall  be,  world  without  end.  Amen. 

OFFICIAL  ACTS. 

Little  has  transpired  during  the  past  year  requiring  special  official  report.  There  have  been 
no  letters  of  dismission  granted,  nor  applications  for  admission  received.  In  pursuance  of  a 
resolution  passed  at  the  last  meeting  of  our  Synod,  I  issued  the  following  orders  on  the  Treasu- 
rer of  the  Beneficiary  Fund : — An  order  for  $75,  in  favor  of  R.  A.  Yoder ;  one,  in  favor  of 
J.  Q.  Deal,  of  $20.  Both  these  were  at  school,  at  Hickory  Station,  N.  C.  And  one,  to  J.  C. 
Moser,  of  $50,  at  North  Carolina  College.  There  was  an  appropriation  of  $75  to  J.  S.  Koiner 
at  the  University  of  Virginia.  According  to  a  verbal  understanding  in  Synod,  the  Treasurers 
of  our  Congregations  in  Virginia  were  requested  to  pay  to  me  the  amounts  in  their  hands,  se- 
cured for  beneficiary  education,  and,  out  of  these  funds,  I  was  requested  to  furnish  the  a- 
mount  appropriated  to  Mr.  Koiner.    My  account  will  clearly  present  the  matter. 

According  to  the  information  I  have,  these  young  men  have  proved  themselves,  by  their 
energy  and  studious  habits  and  moral  conduct,  worthy  of  the  confidence  and  encouragement 
of  the  Synod. 

There' are  eight  young  men  in  connection  with  this  Synod  preparing  for  the  ministry. 

VACANT  CONGEEGATIONS. 

The  pastoral  charge  of  our  lamented  bro.  A.  Efird  has  been  supplied  by  Rev.  A.  L.  Crouse 
with  great  acceptance.  Other  vacant  points  have  been  occasionally  supplied  by  other  minis- 
ters in  our  connection. 

It  would  be  productive,  in  my  opinion,  of  great  good  to  appoint  a  committee  of  one, 
annually,  to  present  a  regular -report  to  the  Synod  of  all  vacant  places  deserving  its  attention. 
Important  points  have  been  lost  to  us  for  the  want  of  a  regular  system  in  this  respect. 

CONDITION  OF  THE  CHURCH. 

Throughout  our  congregations,  the  past  year  has  been  one  of  peace  and  steady  improvement. 
Whilst  the  members  of  the  different  congregations  present  a  marked  improvement  in  their 
zeal  for  the  cause  of  Christ,  the  general  attendance  is  worthy  of  commendation.  There  is  not 
merely  a  name  to  live,  but  manifest  evidences  of  life.  There  seems  to  be  less  disposition  to 
cavil,  and  a  greater  desire  to  do  good. 

If  our  pastoral  charges  could  be  reduced  to  a  less  number  of  congregations,  much  more 
good  could  be  accomplished,  because  our  people  could  be  more  frequently  brought  under  the 
salutary  and  sanctifying  influences  of  the  Gospel.  But  in  order  to  do  this,  more  ministers  are 
required.  We  may  be  able  in  a  few  years  to  secure  an  adequate  number  by  encouraging  and 
perfecting  our  system  of  beneficiary  education.  We  hope  that  Synod  will  make  every  effort 
to  mature  this  system. 

WThilst  we  have  many  difficulties  to  encounter  and  obstacles  to  surmount,  in  our  efforts  to 
maintain  and  perpetuate  the  doctrines  and  usages  of  the  pure  Church,  we  have  much  to 
encourage  us.  The  prospects  of  the  Evan.  Luth,  Church  in  this  country,  are  certainly  bright- 
ening.  Almost  everywhere  the  general  tendency  is  towards  the  time-honored  doctrines  and 
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usages  of  the  Church,  and  we  hope  the  day  is  not  far  distant  when  all  who  profess  her  name, 
will  live  in  the  spirit  of  her  doctrines. 

DOMESTIC  MISSIONS. 

By  the  introduction  of  a  judicious  system  of  Home-missionary  operations,  new  congrega- 
tions might  be  established  in  various  places  within  our  limits.  There  are  several  points  now 
demanding  our  most  serious  consideration.  They  are  centers  from  which  a  wide-spread 
influence  might  be  exerted.  By  a  want  of  attention  to  such  places,  our  natural  and  legitimate 
interests  have  been  neglected.  I  would  recommend  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  devise 
a  proper  plan  for  Home-missions,  and  report  to  the  next  annual  meeting  of  this  Synod,  and 
that  the  ministers  be  requested  to  call  the  attention  of  their  congregations  to  this  matter. 

Perhaps  it  would  be  well,  if  every  congregation  would  introduce  some  plan  of  systematic 
benevolence,  in  order  to  secure  the  means  to  promote  the  legitimate  enterprises  of  the  Church. 

SYNODIOAL  RELATIONS. 

It  may  be  necessary  to  take  some  action  in  regard  to  the  union  in  process  of  formation 
between  this  Synod  and  the  N.  C.  Synod.  The  action  will  be  induced  by  the  action  of  the 
N.  C.  Synod  in  this  matter. 

We  presume  that  the  committee  appointed  to  correspond  with  the  Holston  Syno  d  in  refer- 
ence to  a  closer  relation,  Will  be  prepared  to  report. 

CHUKOH  PArER. 

Steps  are  being  taken  to  establish  a  suitable  Church  Paper  in  our  midst.  If  any  action  on 
the  part  of  our  Synod  is  necessary  to  promote  the  enterprise,  I  would  suggest  that  it  be 
promptly  taken. 

HYMN  BOOK  AND  LITURGY. 

The  committee  appointed  to  consider  this  matter,  will  in  the  process  of  business,  submit  a 
report. 

Here  I  wrould  call  the  attention  of  Synod  to  the  custom  of  installation,  and  recommend  that 
some  action  be  taken  to  make  it  more  general  among  us.

PAROCHIAL  REPORTS. 

Parochial  reports  are  intended  to  exhibit  the  condition  of  the  Church  in 
the  pastoral  districts  represented.  To  be  complete,  they  must  show  as  far  as 
possible  all  gains  and  losses,  not  only  in  numbers,  but  also  in  work  and  con- 
tributions to  churchly  purposes.  The  table  of  this  Synod  is  very  unsatisfac- 
tory in  several  particulars,  and  has  afforded  her  enemies  seemingly  good 
grounds  to  reproach  her.  Therefore, 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  five,  three  ministers  and  two  laymen,  be 
appointed  to  prepare  another  table,  providing  for  a  fuller  exhibit,  to  report  to 
our  next  annual  convention. 

It  was  adopted.  Eevs.  S.  ITenkel,  I.  Conder  and  L.  A.  Fox,  and  Messrs. 
C.  C.  Henkel  and  A.  M.  Bowman  were  appointed. 

Committee  on  Petitions  presented  their  report. 

REPORT  ON  PETITIONS. 

We,  your  committee,  have  examined  the  papers  put  in  our  hands,  and  find  the  following 
demanding  your  attention : 

1.  Is  a  letter  from  Bethlehem,  Augusta  Co.,  Va.,  in  which  our  attention  is  called  to  the 
importance  of  supporting  the  institutions  of  learning  in  our  midst  belonging  to  other  Synods. 
2.  They  state  that  the  Church  Book  of  the  General  Council  has  been  in  use  in  this  congre- 
gation for  several  years,  and  that  they  are  well  pleased  with  it. 

We  recommend  that  the  paper  be  read  before  Synod. 

No.  2.  Is  a  letter  from  the  South  Lexington  charge  in  S.  C,  in  which  they  express  satisfac- 
tion with  the  services  of  Rev.  A.  L.  Crouse. 

No.  3.  Is  a  petition  from  St.  Paul's  (S.  C.)  praying  for  the  next  meeting  of  this  Synod  to 
convene  in  that  church.

CORRESPONDING  SECRETARY'S  REPORT. 

Within  the  past  year  no  correspondence  in  writing  was  necessary,  and  in  this  direction  I 
have  nothing  to  report. 

The  Minutes  of  the  Holston  Synod  were  received.  It  held  its  Tenth  Annual  Meeting 
in  St.  Paul's  church.  The  officers  elected  were:  Rev.  J.  K.  Handier,  Pres.;  Rev.  J.  C. 
Barb,  Sec.  Their  next  meeting  will  be  held  in  Emanuel's,  Sulivan  Co.,  Tenn.,  on  Saturday 
before  the  4th  Sunday  in  Sept.,  1872.  Rev.  J.  C.  Barb  was  appointed  delegate  to  this  meet- 
ing of  our  Synod.  They  were  made  to  mourn  the  death  of  two  aged  ministers,  Revs.  Win. 
TIancher  and  Jos.  E.  Bell.    These  Minutes  show  that  they  are  at  work. 

The  President  of  the  N.  C.  Synod  was  in  due  time  notified  of  the  adoption  of  the  "  Basis 
of  Union"  by  the  last  meeting  of  this  Synod.

We  have  had  some  correspondence  with  the  President  of  that  Synod,  and  from  his  letters 
learn  that  the  Synod  is  likely  to  sever  her  connection  with  the  Southern  General  Synod  at  her 
next  convention,  and  that  she  is  favorably  disposed  towards  a  union  with  this  Synod,  with  the 
ultimate  design  of  uniting  with  the  General  Council. 

Your  committee  recommend  that  a  delegate  be  appointed  to  attend  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Holston  Synod,  and  if  possible  make  arrangements  for  the  union  of  these  two  Synods  in  a 
joint  Synod.  A.  J.  FOX,

THIED  SESSION. 

Monday,  P.  M. 

Synod  was  called  to  order  immediately  upon  the  close  of  public  worship. 
The  order  for  the  hour  was  the  consideration  of  a  paper  on  a  higher  stand- 
ard of  education.  Eev.  S.  Henkel  offered  one  as  a  substitute  for  the  one 
originally  proposed,  which  was  adopted. 

HIGHER  STANDARD  OF  EDUCATION. 

Wliereas,  Higher  attainments,  both  in  a  literary  and  theological  point  of 
view,  for  the  upbuilding  of  the  Eedeemer's  kingdom,  are  desirable ;  and 

Whereas,  It  would  contribute  very  much  to  secure  this  object,  if  Synod 
would  designate  some  degree  of  attainment  in  literature,  as  well  as  in  theol: 
ogy,  as  a  standard  for  those  who  desire  to  enter  the  ministry ;  be  it 

Resolved  1,  That  it  is  the  sentiment  of  this  Synod  that,  as  far  as  circum- 
stances will  admit,  all  who  desire  to  enter  the  ministry  in  connection  with 
this  Synod,  should  attain  a  sufficient  degree  of  proficiency  in  literature,  to 
enable  them  to  graduate  in  a  respectable  school,  college,  or  university,  and 
in  theology,  to  graduade  in  a  theological  seminary  of  commendable  standing; 
of  course  we  mean  orthodox  seminaries  m  connection  with  our  Church. 

2.  That  when  circumstances  will  not  admit  of  attaining  this  degree  of 
proficiency,  that  respectable  attainments  in  the  branches  usually  taught  in 
what  is  known  as  the  Sophomore  Class,  will  be  required,  or  at  least,  a  satis- 
factory examination,  by  this  Synod,  must  be  sustained. 

3.  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  designate  a  course  of  studies 
in  theology,  for  those  who  do  not  pursue  their  studies  in  a  theological  semi- 
nary, indicating  the  subjects  on  which  such  candidates  will  be  examined, 
with  a  view  to  entering  the  ministry,  and  report  the  result  of  their  efforts 
to  the  next  annual  meeting  of  this  Synod. 

The  Synod  appointed  Eevs.  L.  A.  Fox,  I.  Conder  and  Dr.  A.  J.  Fox  as  the 
committee. 

The  committee  on  Hymn  Book  offered  a  report  which  was  adopted  unani- 
mously. 

HYMN  BOOK  AND  LITURGY. 

We  find  that  the  editions  of  the  Hymn  Book  and  Liturgy  are  exhausted,  and  hence  if  these 
works  are  to  be  continued  in  use  beyond  the  present  editions,  they  must  be  revised  and 
reprinted.  This  would  require  more  expense,  than  we  are  prepared  to  meet  at  this  time. 
Our  calculation  of  the  cost  of  publishing  new  editions  have  fully  satisfied  us,  that  the  demand 
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for  these  works  would  not  justify  their  publication  at  present.  At  least,  we  have  not  found 
any  publisher  willing  to  take  the  risk.  Much  as  we  may  regret  this,  it  is  a  fact,  and  we  are 
reduced  to  the  necessity  of  resorting  to  other  similar  works  to  supply  our  wants.  We  have 
no  other  alternative.  We  know  the  strong  hold  our  Hymn  Book  and  Liturgy  have  upon  the 
affections  of  many  of  our  people,  and  how  desirable  it  would  be  to  them  to  have  new  editions, 
but  we  must  yield  to  the  circumstances  by  which  we  are  surrounded.  To  part  with  them  is 
like  parting  with  a  loved  friend. 

It  is  necessary,  therefore,  to  introduce  similar  works.  By  judicious  management,  this  may 
be  effected  so  gradually  as  to  create  no  disturbance.  By  announcing  the  number  of  the 
hymn  both  in  the  old  and  new  book,  they  may  be  used  simultaneously  without  great  incon- 
venience. We  would  advise  this  prudential  and  economical  course  where  congregations  are 
supplied  with  the  old  Hymn  Book.  The  object  is  not  to  suspend  the  books  now  in  use  in  our 
congregations,  but  to  supply  the  demand  as  best  we  can. 

After  a  careful  and  conscientious  examination  of  different  Hymn  Books  and  Liturgies  now 
in  use,  (among  them  the  Book  of  Worship-  a  work  of  decided  merit)  we  would,  under  the 
circumstances  and  in  view  of  the  highest  considerations,  recommend  to  congregations  in  need 
of  hymn  books  or  books  containing  the  service  of  the  Church,  "The  Church  Book  for  the 
use  of  Evan.  Lutheran  Congregations.  By  authority  of  the  General  Council  of  the  Evan. 
Lutheran  Church  in  America."  This  book  we  regard  as  a  work  of  the  highest  merit,  strictly 
churchly  in  all  its  features. 

The  principles  on  which  this  was  constituted  were  not  the  taste  of  any  individual  or 
committee,  but  the  consensus  of  the  Lutheran  Church,  in  its  purest  periods,  in  all  countries. 
Great  care  and  labor  have  been  bestowed  on  this  work,  in  order  to  attain  the  highest  degree 
of  perfection.  We  are  assured  on  the  highest  authority,  that  it  is  in  its  final  shape  as  far  as  it 
goes — the  forms  for  Baptism,  &c.,  (Actes  Ministeriales)  remain  to  be  added.  The  work  will 
not  be  changed — the  forms  will  simply  be  appeuded  to  later  editions.  The  work  is  equally 
as  cheap  as  the  Church  Hymn  Book.  If  any  of  our  ministers  should  need  a  book  containing 
the  Actes  Ministeriales  before  the  later  editions  of  the  Church  book  are  published,  we  refer 
them  to  the  "Book  of  Forms  by  Rev.  J.  A.  Seiss,  D.  D.,"  published  about  fourteen  j-ears 
ago,  and  to  the  old  Liturgy  of  the  Penn.  Synod.

The  committee  on  the  President's  Report  made  a  report  which  was  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  PRESIDENT'S  REPORT. 

'  1.  The  President  refers  to  the  fact  that  many  congregations  have  been  neglected,  and  some 
lost'for  the  want  of  a  better  system  in  bringing  them  to  the  attention  of  Synod,  and  suggests 
the  appointment  annually  of  a  committee  of  one  to  report  the  vacant  congregations  to  the 
Synod. 

We  respectfully  offer  this  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  composed  of  one  minister,  titled,  On  Vacant  Congregations,  be 
placed  on  the  list  of  Standing  Committees,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  during  the  year  to  inquire 
diligently  into  the  number,  location,  and  condition  of  vacant  congregations,  etc.,  of  the 
places  where  Lutheran  families  reside  without  a  minister,  within  our  territory,  and  present  a 
full  report  to  the  next  annual  convention  of  the  Synod. 

2.  He  recognizes  the  importance  of  a  division  of  our  pastoral  charges. 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  is  cognizant  of  the  importance  of  a  division  of  our  pastoral 
districts,  and,  though  it  is  impracticable  now,  that  it  keep  the  matter  before  the  people  so  as 
fully  to  prepare  them  for  it,  so  soon  as  the  time  shall  have  come  to  effect  it. 

3.  He  calls  attention  to  the  importance  of  home  missions,  and  recommends  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  committee  to  devise  a  plan  for  the  successful  prosecution  of  this  part  of  the  work 
of  the  Church. 

Resolved,  That  while  this  Synod  is  not  in  a  condition  now  to  engage  extensively  in  mission- 
ary operations — its  whole  attention  being  necessarily  devoted  to  beneficiary  education — yet  as 
some  time  will  be  required  to  perfect  a  plan,  it  is  highly  important  for  it  to  take  steps  to  pre- 
pare it,  and  that  a  committee,  therefore,  be  appointed,  composed  of  five,  three  ministers  and 
two  laymen,  to  devise  a  plan  and  report  to  our  next  annual  convention. 

4.  He  speaks  of  the  necessity  for  Systematic  Benevolence. 

Resolved,  That  the  attention  of  all  our  ministers  and  congregations  be  called  to  this  matter, 
to  the  fact  of  the  growing  necessities  of  our  Church,  demanding  greatly  enlarged  contribu- 
tions, and  that  these  wants  can  be  met  successfully  only  by  some  carefully  selected  system 
for  taking  collections  ;  and  we  earnestly  recommend  that  each  pastor  and  his  congregation  at 
as  early  day  as  possible  agree  upon  a  system  best  suited  to  their  own  circumstances. 

5.  He  alludes  to  the  Church  Paper  under  contemplation.  No  action  is  necesssary  to  bo 
taken  at  this  meeting. 

6.  He  recommends  that  something  be  done  to  revive  the  ancient  custom  of  installation, 
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Resolved,  That  it  be  the  duty  of  the  President,  with  the  consent  of  the  pastor  elect  and  the 
congregation,  to  appoint  a  committee  of  installation,  in  all  succeeding  changes  in  the  pastoral 
relations  in  our  Synod,  to  perform  this  ceremony.

Rev.  L.  A.  Fox  was  appointed  the  committee  On  Vacancies. 

Revs.  S.  Henkel,  T.  Moser,  and  J.  R.  Peterson ,  and  Messrs.  A.  Koiner  and 
A.  Costner  were  announced  as  the  committee  on  Home  Missions. 

The  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business  reported  through  its  chairman, 
Rev.  J.  S.  Bennick.  Daring  its  consideration  the  following  action  was  taken 
and  answers  given : 

1.  The  committee  to  investigate  and,  if  possible,  to  adjust  the  difficulties 
between  Rev.  C.  Moretz  and  Mt.  Pleasant  congregation  (Watauga)  offered  a 
report,  but  its  adoption  was  deferred  until  report  on  Letters  was  received. 

2.  The  Committee  on  Hymn  Book  reported. 

3.  Rev.  T.  Moser  was  not  able  to  appear  as  delegate  to  the  N.  C.  Synod, 
Rev.  J.  R.  Peterson,  the  alternate,  did  attend.  The  Holston  Synod  had  not 
met  in  the  convention  to  which  Rev.  Dr.  Fox  was  elected,  but  he  intends 
to  discharge  the  duty. 

Rev.  S.  Henkel  attended  the  meeting  of  the  Ya.  Synod,  and  was  cordially 
received. 

4.  The  committee  appointed  to  revise  the  constitution  of  the  Beneficiary 
Association  submitted  a  report,  but  it  was  not  received.  The  committee  was 
discharged,  and  Rev.  S.  Henkel  and  Mr.  A.  M.  Bowman  was  appointed  in 
their  stead. 

Synod  adjourned  until  9  o'clock  to-morrow  morning.  Prayer  by  Rev.  H. 
St.  J.  Rinker. 

FOURTH  SESSION. 

Tuesday  A.  M. 

Synod  met  and  was  opened  with  prayer  by  Rev.  T.  Crouse.  Minutes  of 
yesterday  ware  read  and  approved. 

A  committee  to  be  called,  On  Leave  of  Absence,  was  made  one  of  the 
annual  committees.  The  President  announced  Revs.  J.  K  Stirewalt  and  J. 
S.  Bennick  as  the  committee  for  this  convention. 

The  Treasurer  submitted  his  report  which  was  received  and  placed  in  the 
hands  of  the  committee.    (See  Appendix  A.) 

The  report  of  the  delegate  to  the     C.  Syno4  was  read  and  adopted. 

REPORT  OF  THE  CORRESPONDING-  DELEGATE  TO  THE  N.  C.  SYNOD. 

Your  delegate  to  the  Synod  of  N.  C.  attended  the  convention  of  that  Synod  assembled  at 
Organ  church,  on  the  21st  day  of  August,  1870,  and  was  cordially  received.  These  brethren 
are  actively  engaged  in  the  Master's  work.  Most  of  the  business  transacted  was  of  a  local 
nature.  The  only  thing  done  in  which  this  Synod  is  directl}r  interested  was  in  regard  to  the 
contemplated  union  of  this  Synod  with  that  in  a  joint  body.  The  subject  elicited  much 
discussion,  was  fully  ventilated  and  was  disposed  of  by  the  adoption  of  resolutions  referring 
tne  matter  to  the  next  convention  of  the  Synod  for  further  action.  These  resolutions  were 
ordered  to  be  fdrwarded  by  the  Corresponding  Secretary  to  the  President  of  this  Svnod.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  LETTERS. 
We,  your  Committee  on  Letters  and  Papers,  submit  the  following : 

No.  1.  Is  a  letter  from  Rev.  J.  R.  Peterson  in  which  he  states  the  reasons  of  his  absence, 
and  asks  Synod  to  excuse  his  non-attendance.  He  prays  that  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church 
may  Himself  preside  over  our  deliberation.  He  says  that  he  has  performed  the  several  duties 
Imposed  on  him  by  Synod, 
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No.  2.  Is  a  letter  from  Rev.  N.  Aldrick  delegate  from  the  N.  C.  Synod  to  this  meeting  of 
Synod.  He  regrets  that  he  is  unable  to  be  with  us.  He  assures  us  of  the  kind  feelings  of 
the  N.  C.  Synod  towards  this  Synod,  and  hopes  that  a  delegate  may  be  appointed  to  the  next 
meeting  of  his  Synod. 

No.  3.  Contains  certain  resolutions  adopted  by  the  N.  C.  Synod  convened  in  Organ  Church 
in  refeience  to  a  union  with  this  Synod. 
We  recommend  that  they  be  read  in  Synod. 

No.  4.  Is  a  letter  from  Rev.  C.  Moretz.  He  expresses  an  ardent  desire  to  be  with  us  in 
this  meeting  of  Synod,  but  is  unable.  He  says  he  cannot  see  what  good  a  union  with  the 
N.  C.  Synod  may  subserve,  but  he  sincerely  believes  that  a  union  with  the  General  Council  is 
greatly  to  be  desired.  He  says  that  a  minority  of  the  committee  appointed  to  settle  the 
difficulties  between  himself  and  members  of  the  Mt.  Pleasant  congregation  made  a  very  hasty 
investigation  of  the  case,  and  failed  to  adjust  them,  but  by  their  course  irritated  the  matter. 

No.  5.  Is  a  letter  from  Rev.  T.  Moser  in  which  he  says  that  owing  to  failures  in  crops 
nothing  could  be  done  in  his  charge  for  beneficiary  education.  He  calls  the  attention  of 
Synod  to  the  importance  of  publishing  a  good  sound  Lutheran  Church  Paper. 

No.  6.  Is  a  letter  from  Rev.  M.  L.  Fox  containing  the  reasons  of  his  absence  and  asks  to 
be  excused. 

No.  7.  Are  letters  from  Revs.  P.  C.  Henkel  and  J.  R.  Moser,  bearing  information  of  their 
operations  in  the  West,  and  asking  aid  to  publish  the  minutes  of  a  Conference  meeting. 
We  recommend  that  their  letters  be  read  in  Synod.

Item  2.  Resolved,  That  we  are  sorry  that  Rev.  N\  Aldrich  is  not  able  to  be 
with  us  and  unite  in  our  deliberations,  and  that  we  heartily  reciprocate  the 
kindly  greetings  from  his  Synod. 

Item  3.  The  resolutions  were  read,  whereupon  the  following  resolutions 
were  unanimously  adopted : 

UNION  WITH  THE  N.  C.  SYNOD. 

Resolved  1,  That  we  heartily  endorse  the  sentiment  of  the  ST.  C.  Synod,, 
expressed  in  these  resolutions,  viz :  "  That  a  union  of  the  two  Synods  in  a 
Joint  Synod  is  both  practicable  and  desirable." 

2.  That  we  entirely  approve  the  action  of  the  K  C.  Synod  in  reference  to* 
this  union. 

3.  That  this  Synod  is  ready  to  meet  the  K  0.  Synod  in  a  joint  convention 
at  any  time  and  place,  and  on  any  basis  of  lay  representation  that  may  be 
agreed  upon  by  the  Presidents  of  the  Synods  interested. 

The  following  paper  was  adopted  unanimously : 

FOOT  NOTES  TO  THE  BASIS  OF  UNION. 
* 

Whereas,  Information  has  reached  this  Synod  that  the  notes  that  appeared 
in  the  Minutes  of  our  last  meeting  in  connection  with  the  Basis  of  Union 
have  been  misunderstood  ;  and, 

Whereas,  This  Synod  first  unanimously  adopted  the  articles  of  the  Basis 
of  Union  in  perfectly  good  faith  and  did  not  intend  to  make  any  change  by 
the  notes  in  the  matter  of  the  articles  thus  adopted — and  thus  stultify  itself 
before  the  world — but  only  to  suggest  a  simpler  statement  of  the  sentiment  so 
as  to  suit  it  to  the  common  mind,  it  being  distinctly  understood  at  the  time 
of  the  adoption  of  the  notes,  that  this  Synod  did  not  insist  on  the  changes 
s  uggested  j  be  it,  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  without  the  least  hesitation  this  Synod  hereby  withdraws 
them,  and  denies  having  any  design  to  effect  any  change  in  said  articles. 

Resolved,  That  the  Corresponding  Secretary  forward  copies  of  these 
actions  to  the  President  of  the  N.  0.  Synod. 

Synod  adjourned  until  2  o'clock.   Prayer  by  Rev.  I.  Conder. 
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FIFTH  SESSION. 

Tuesday,  P.  M. 
Synod  was  called  to  order  at  the  conclusion  of  the  sermon. 
The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Letters  and  Papers  was  under  consider- 
ation. 

Item  4.  The  report  of  the  committee  to  investigate  the  difficulties  of  Rev. 
C.  Moretz  was  read  and  adopted. 

REV.  C.  MORETZ  AND  MT.  PLEASANT  CONGREGATION. 

We,  a  part  of  the  committee  to  investigate,  and,  if  possible,  adjust  the  difficulties 
existing  between  Rev.  C.  Moretz  and  members  of  the  Mt.  Pleasaut  church,  Watauga  Co., 
N.  C,  submit  that  we  met  the  parties  on  Saturday  the  3d  day  of  August,  1872. 

We  held  first  an  interview  with  the  Rev.  Moretz  on  the  morning  of  that  day  at  his 
own  house ;  and  in  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day  we  had  an  interview  with  his  oppo- 
nents at  the  church  with  a  view  to  adjust  the  difficulties  between  them;  but  having 
failed  in  this,  we  had  the  parties  face  to  face  and  heard  from  them  a  detailed  statement 
of  the  origin  and  progress  of  their  differences. 

There  was  much  crimination  and  recrimination,  and  we  were  wholly  unable  to  reconcile 
the  parties. 

We  did  not  understand  it  to  be  the  intention  of  Synod  in  the  appointment  of  the  com- 
mittee to  bring  the  parties  together  for  trial,  and,  even  if  it  had  been,  we  would  not  have 
felt  ourselves  authorized,  in  the  absence  of  a  majority  of  the  committee,  to  proceed  to  trial. 

We  earnestly  counseled  the  parties  at  variance  to  forbearance  and  to  endeavor  to 
adjust  the  difficulties  between  them,  and  we  have  some  faint  hope  that  our  advice  may 
be  heeded  by  them. 

Should  we  be  disappointed  in  this,  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  further  efforts  should  be 
made  to  adjust  these  difficulties.  And  we  recommend  the  appointment  of  another  com- 
mittee, such  as  Synod  shall  deem  necessary,  to  bring  the  parties  together  for  the  purpose 
of  reconciling  them  or  judging  between  them.

Moretz  and 
the  Mt.  Pleasant  congregation,  to  reconcile  the  parties  if  possible,  or  to 
arraign  the  Be  v.  Moretz  for  trial,  to  acquit  or  to  suspend  said  Moretz  as  the 
facts  in  the  case  may  demand. 

The  committee  was  constituted  of  Bevs.  J.  M.  Smith,  T.  Grouse,  and  T. 
Moser. 

Item  6.  Eev.  M.  L.  Fox  was  excused.  Item  7.  Bevs.  Henkel's  and  Moser7s 
letters  were  read,  and  Kevs.  S.  Henkel  and  I.  Conder  were  apppointed  a  com- 
mittee to  prepare  a  suitable  reply.    It  was  also 

Resolved,  That  the  President  of  Synod  be  authorized  to  issue  letters  of 
dismission  as  soon  as  officially  notified  that  they  have  consummated  the 
formation  of  the  Synod. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Beneficiary  Fund  was  read  and  put 
into  the  hands  of  a  committee  to  audit. 

The  excuses  of  absent  brethren  were  again  taken  up.  Bevs.  H.  Goodman 
and  T.  Miller  were  excused.  Bevs.  D.  Efird  and  J.  M.  Smith  were  not 
excused. 

The  Secretary  would  call  the  attention  of  all  the  ministers  to  the  following 
resolution : 

Resolved,  That  no  minister  be  excused  who  does  not  sufficiently  respect 
Synod  as  to  send  directly  to  it  the  reasons  for  his  absence. 

Committee  to  audit  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  Synod  offered  a  report, 
which  was  adopted. 
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REPORT  ON  THE  TREASURER'S  REPORT. 
Your  committee  have  examined  the  Treasurer's  Report  and  find  it  correct. 
We  wish  to  make  special  mention  of  the  fact  that  $19.84  remain  in  the  hands  of  the 
former  Treasurer,  Rev.  T.  Miller.

SIXTH  SESSION. 

Wednesday,  P.  M. 
Synod  convened.   Prayer  was  offered  by  Eev.  A.  L.  Crouse.  Minutes 
jvere  read  aud  approved. 

The  committee  on  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Beneficiary  Fund 
submitted  a  report.    It  was  adopted. 

We,  your  committee,  appointed  to  examine  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Benifici- 
ary  Fund  have  done  so,  and  find  it  correct. 

We  have  examined  the  report  of  Rev.  S.  Henkel,  who  by  a  special  arrangement  of 
Synod  for  the  past  year  received  and  disbursed  the  fuuds  collected  in  our  congregations 
in  the  State  of  Va.    We  find  it  correct. 

Forty-two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  ($42.50)  remain  in  the  treasury.

Whereas,  We  learn  from  the  communications  of  these  brethren  that  the  prospects  for 
building  up  the  Church  in  the  West  are  favorable,  and  that  these  bretheren  in  connection 
with  others  have  taken  preliminary  steps  for  the  organization  of  an  Ev.  Luth.  Synod  in 
the  State  of  Missouri  ;  be  it,  therefore, 

Resolved.,  1,  That  we  hail  with  pleasure  this  information. 

2.  That  their  efforts  put  forth  for  the  organization  of  a  Synod  meet  our  approbation. 

o.  That,  in  order  to  aid  them  in  publishing  the  proceedings  of  their  conference,  and  their 
proposed  Constitution  in  connection  with  their  discussion  of  "Doctrinal  thesis  selected 
from  the  Symbols  of  the  Ev.  Luth.  Church,  showing  the  principal  distinction  between 
the  Luth.  Church  and  other  ecclesiastical  Communions,"  we  request  our  ministers  at 
once  to  bring  the  matter  before  their  respective  congregations  and  secure  subscriptions  to 
said  work,  which  your  committee  presumes  will  cost  fifteen  cents  per  copy,  and  send  the 
amount  to  Rev.  P.  C.  Heukel  or  Rev.  J.  R  Moser.  S.  HENKEL,

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A  resolution  of  thanks  for  the  hospitality  extended  to  the  members  of  this 
Synod  by  the  people  of  Eader's  church  and  vicinity  was  adopted. 

Eev.  S.  Henkel  offered  the  following  resolutions  which  were  adopted  :

3.  That  an  appropriation  of  $125.00  be  made  to  E.  A.  Yoder,  and  that  he 
continue  at  N;  C.  College.

5.  That  the  President  issue  orders  on  the  Treasurer  of  the  B.  F.  for  these 
amounts. 

G.  That  the  pastors  collect  from  the  treasurers  of  congregations  the 
amounts  in  their  hands  secured  for  this  purpose,  and  pay  as  soon  as  possible 
into  the  hands  of  the  treasurer  of  the  P.,  or  of  such  agents  as  he  may 
appoint. 

The  Synod  ordered  that  five  copies  of  the  Minutes  be  sent  to  each  minister 
of  the  Synod,  two  copies  to  each  of  the  Synods  in  correspondence  with  this 
Synod,  and  one  copy,  each,  to  the  General  Council,  General  Conference,  the 
General  Synod  in  N.  A.  (Southern)  and  the  General  Synod  of  the  U.  S.,  and 
one  copy  to  each  of  the  papers  to  which  they  have  been  usually  sent. 

The  Secretary  was  requested  to  forward  an  Abstract  of  the  Minutes  of  this, 
convention  to  the  Lutheran  and  Missionary. 

The  price  of  the  Minutes  was  fixed  at  10  cents  per  copy. 

Synod  adjourned  until  2  o'clock.   Prayer  by  Eev.  J.  S.  Bennick. 

SEVENTH  SESSION. 

Wednesday,  P.  M. 

Synod  assembled.   Minutes  were  read  and  approved. 

Whereas,  It  is  desirable  on  the  part  of  some  of  the  ministers  and  congre- 
gations in  connection  with  this  Synod  to  have  the  Eevised  Constitution 
republished  in  the  Minutes,  be  it,  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  we  give  notice  to  our  people  that  said  Constitution  will 
appear  with  the  Minutes  of  our  next  convention,  in  1873,  if  sufficient  desire 
for  it  is  manifested. 

The  names  of  the  following  young  brethren  were  submitted  and  received 
as  Applicants  for  the  Ministry:  M.  L.  Little,  W.  C.  Holler. 

Eev.  Dr.  A.  J.  Fox  gave  notice  that  he  would  introduce  next  year  to  the 
consideration  of  Synod  the  establishment  of  a  Synodical  Fund. 

The  business  having  been  transacted,  claiming  the  attention  of  this  meet- 
ing of  Synod,  it  adjourned  to  meet  at  the  time  and  place  elected. 

The  President  closed  the  Synod  with  appropriate  and  impressive  remarks 
and  with  Divine  services. 

Special  mention  should  be  made  of  the  perfectly  harmonious  spirit  of  this 
meeting  and  of  the  energy  and  zeal  manifested  by  every  member.  "  How 
good  and  how  pleasant  it  is  for  brethren  to  dwell  together  in  unity."

The  President's  Annual  Report  was  read  and  received  aud 
referred  to  the  proper  committee. 

DEAR  BRETHREN  IN  CHRIST  : 

Another  most  eventful  Synodical  year  has  passed,  during  which  as  indi- 
viduals nd  as  a  Synod,  we  have  had  many  things  to  embarrass,  perplex  aid 
even  discourage  us.  And  also  very  mvny  things  to  cheer,  strengthen  and  en- 
co  rage  us  in  the  many  arduous  duties  of  our  labor  of  love.  On  the  one  hand 
our  enemies  and  the  enemies  of  the  pure  doetrinesand  wholesome  usages  of  our 
much  beloved  Church,  have  continued  the  r  opposition  with  unabated  energy 
and  zeal.  On  the  other  hand  our  friends,  and  the  friends  of  the  Church,  have 
most  earnestly  anl  faithfully  stood  up  and  defended  the  right.  In  a  few  in- 
stances and  with  a  few  individuals  there  has  been  some  little  misunderstanding 
and  disaffection  among  the  members  and  people  of  this  Synod,  yet  it  is  truly 
gratifying  tl  at  very  little  injury  has  been  done. 

For  the  last  fe  w  weeks  the-e  has  been,  within  the  bounds  of  our  Synod,  quite 
an  unusual  amount  of  sickness.  But  yet  in.  the  providence  of  God  comparative- 
ly few  deaths  have  occurred  among  our  members.  And  we  have  special  reasons 
for  being  truly  thankful  to  our  Heav3nly  Father  that  none  of  our  ministers  have 
become  victims  of  death.  Although  we  are  not  all  here,  it  has  pleased  God  to 
permit  us  to  remain  an  unbroken  band  of  laborers  in  His  vineyard. 

All  during  the  year  have  been  more  or  less  engaged  in  their  Master's  work 
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for  the  conversion  of  souls.  It  is  a  source  of  no  little  gratification  to  know  that 
with  very  little  there  is  sufficient  harmony  of  sentiment  and  unanimity  of  pur- 
pose among  the  brethren  to  secure  a  continuance  of  that  peace  and  good  will, 
which  has  for  the  last  several  years  been  so  signally  characteristic  of  annual  con- 
ventions of  Synod.  And  there  is  much  to  induce  us  to  believe  that  the  little 
which  prevents  perfect  unanimity  and  concord  in  our  midst  is  the  result  of  mis- 
apprehension and  misconception  and  not  seifish  and  malicious  motives,  and  I 
most  earnestly  pray  God  that  during  the  convention  here  assembled  all  our  min- 
isters and  lay-delegates  may  be  able  to  see  eye  to  eye  and  act  in  perfect  harmony 
in  all  our  deliberations  and  transactions. 

As  your  presiding  officer  during  the  past  year,  it  becomes  me  to  render  an  ac- 
count of  the  little  1  have  found  it  necessary  officially  to  do,  since  the  rising  of 
our  last  convention.  To  state  such  historical  facts  as  I  am  in  possession  of — 
and  also  to  submit  a  few  recommendations,  and  make  such  suggestions  as  in  my 
judgment  t'je  interests  and  wants  of  our  Synod  require  you  to  consider  and  act 
upon. 

OFFICIAL  ACTS. 

It  has  not  been  necessary,  during  the  interim  of  Synod,  for*me  to  perform 
many  strictly  official  acts.  Some  time  early  in  last  November,  I  received  a  let- 
ter from  Rev.  A.  L.  Grouse,  informing  me  that  he  had  beeen  elected  pastor  of 
the  South  Lexington  charge,  in  Lexington  County,  S.  C,  and  requesting  me  to 
appoint  a  Committee  to  install  him  in  his  charge.     Accordingly  I  appointed, 

and  immediately  notified,  Revds.  D.  Efird  and  T.  Crouse,  that,  on  the  day 

of  ,  in  connection  with  myself,  as  President  of  Synod,  we  would  meet  and 

perform  the  duty.  But  on  account  of  bodily  indisposition,  and  a  very  inclem- 
ent state  of  the  weather,  I  found  it  so  inconvenient  that  I  myself  declined  going. 
1,  however,  some  time  afterwards,  learned  that,  for  some  reason,  brother  Efird 
failed  also  to  attend  the  appointment,  but  that  Rev.  T.  Crouse  was  in  attend- 
ance and  performed  the  duty  assigned  the  Committee  ;  but,  on  some  account, 
he  has  thus  far  failed  to  officially  notify  me  of  the  same. 

In  order  to  relieve  myself  of  some  portion  of  my  very  extensive  pastoral 
duty,  some  time  about  the  first  of  last  January  I  authorized  bro.  M.  L. 
Little,  one  of  our  students  of  theology,  whom  I  regarded  as  haviug  made  suf- 
ficient attainments  in  literature  and  theology,  to  perform  the  duties  of  preach- 
ing, baptizing  and  catechising  in  four  of  the  congregations  of  my  pastorate,  and 
am  truly  happy  to  be  able  to  inform  you  that  he  has  very  satisfactorily  and 
successfully  discharged  the  duties  assigned  him,  and  I  take  great  pleasure  in 
commending  him  to  your  most  favorable  notice. 

Some  time  last  December,  in  compliance  with  the  request  of  the  congregation 
at  Luther  Chapel  made  through  its  pastor,  Rev.  J.  R.  Peterson,  in  connection 
with  Rev.  N.  Aldrick  of  Charlotte,  I  assisted  in  laying  the  corner-stone  of  a  large 
new  Church  at  that  place. 

On  the  27th  day  of  September  last,  in  compliance  with  the  request  of  Rev.  J. 
M.  Smith,  I  preached  a  dedication  sermon  in  a  large  new  house  of  worship  at 
St.  Peters,  Catawba  Co.,  N.  C,  and  assisted  in  its  consecration. 

OUR  BENEFICIARIES. 
There  are  at  this  time  only  two  beneficiaries  upon  the  funds  of  the  Synod— 
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R.  A.  Voder  and  A.  L.  Yount.  Those  young  men  are  successfully  prosecuting 
their  literary  studies  in  N.  C.  College,  and  are  hopeful  that  by  close  application 
they  may  complete  the  sophomore  year  in  thatmostexcellentinstitution  of  learn- 
ing by  the  end  of  the  present  scholastic  year,  and  it  will  devo've  upon  Synod, 
at  its  present  convention,  to  make  such  appropriations  as  will  enable  them  to 
continue  that  long  at  least. 

Two  of  our  former  beneficiaries  are  not  in  school,  and  one  last  year  declined 
asking  any  aid  for  the  time  being,  hoping"  to  be  able  to  prosecute  his  subsequent 
course  with  his  own  private  means;  however  he  may  again  ask  assistance,  and 
in  that  case  it  will  be  necessary  to  afford  him  requisite  aid. 

Bro.  J.  C.  Moser,  as  I  learu  from  the  public  prints,  graduated  with  first  hon- 
ors of  his  class  at  the  last  annual  commencement  of  N.  C  College,  and  is  now 
engaged  in  conducting  a  school  at  China  Grove,  N.  C,  and  is  preaching  at  Mt. 
Moriah  and  other  Churches  of  our  Synod. 

I  learn  also  that  Bro.  J.  Paul  Stirewalt  has  left  school,  and  is  engaged  in 
preaching  in  Virginia. 

It  will  be  necessary  at  this  session  of  the  Synod  to  take  some  action  in  regard 
to  these  young  brethren,  either  to  make  some  appropriate  provisions  to  enable 
them  to  prosecute  their  Theological  studies,  or  so  arrange  things  as  to  enable 
them  to  enter  at  once  upon  the  discharge  of  such  ministerial  duties  as  are  con- 
templated in  our  beneficiary  regulations. 

In  this  connection  I  desire  to  say  that  our  rules  for  conducting  our  beneficiary 
affairs  are  exceedingly  defective,  insufficient  and  unequal  in  their  provisions. — 
They  mention  no  standard  of  the  extent  of  education  we  propose  to  give  our 
beneficiaries  ;  nor  the  amount  of  money  we  propose  to  expend  upon  each  of 
them  ;  and  yet  we  require  all  who  receive  any  assistance  to  labor  within  our 
bounds  for  ten  years,  regardless  of  the  difference  in  the  amount  expended  upon 
different  individuals.  I  would  therefore  recommend  that  a  suitable  committee 
be  appointed  to  consider  this  matter  and  propose  the  necessary  amendments, 
during  this  convention  of  Synod. 

CANDIDATES  FOR  THE  MINISTRY.  , 
I  am  sorry  to  have  to  record  the  death  of  Bro.  W.  H.  Holler,  whose  name  ap- 
peared last  year  upon  the  face  of  our  minutes.  He  was  one  of  the  most  talent- 
ed, faithful,  highly  respected  and  promising  young  men  in  Catawba  High  School, 
at  the  time  of  his  death  which  occurred  on  the  12th  day  of  last  April,  in  his  21st 
year. 

Permit  me  in  this  connection  to  introduce  to  your  notice  the  name  of  bro. 
Pinckney  Cline,  a  student  in  Catawba  High  School,  and  recommend  that  his 
name  be  placed  upon  our  minutes  as  a  candidate  for  the  ministry. 

MISSIONARY  ENTERPRISES. 

It  seems  to  me  that  it  is  time  to  revive  this  very  necessary  mode  of  extending 
our  borders.  There  are  at  least  three  very  important  points  just  around  my 
present  location  where  flourishing  congregations  might  very  soon  be  built  up  if 
they  could  only  have  a  little  assistance  from  Synod,  and  which,  if  they  contin- 
ue to  be  neglected  as  they  always  have  been,  will  in  no  very  great  while  be  en- 
tirely lost  to  us.  What  renders  these  points  the  more  important  to  us  is  that 
they  are  all  in  towns,  and  two  of  them  County  seats. 
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PASTORATES. 

Inasmuch  ;is  nearly  all  our  pastoral  charges  are  very  large,  embracing  sever- 
al, and,  in  some,  many  congregations  ;  and  inasmuch  as  our  ministerial  ranks 
are  now  steadily  filling  up,  very  soon  we  will  have  the  men  to  enable  us,  to  a 
considerable  extent,  at  least,  to  diminish  the  number  of  congregations  in  many 
charges  by  dividing  them  into  a  greater  number  of  charges  ;  I  therefore  respect- 
fully recommend  that  a  committee  of  five,  three  ministers  and  two  intelligent 
lay-men  be  appointed  to  consider  this  matter,  and  devise  and  submit  to  the  next 
convention  of  Synod  a  plan  by  which  our  large  pastorates  can  be  so  divided  as 
to  enable  our  ministers  better  to  perform  their  duty  to  their  respective  flocks, 
and  by  which  all  our  congregations  may  be  better  supplied  with  more  frequent 
preaching  and  other  services. 

OUR  CHURCH  PAPER. 

Permit  me  dear  brethren  to  congratulate  you  upon  the  success  of  this  very  use- 
ful and  very  laudable  enterprise,  and  recommend  that  such  action  may  be  taken  as 
will  afford  it  as  much  aid  and  encouragement  as  it  is  possible  for  this  Synod  to 
bestow  upon  it.  The  spirit  and  ability  with  which  it  is  conducted  are  not  only 
gratifying  to  those  who  conceived  and  projected  the  plan  by  which  it  was 
brought  into  being,  but  are  also  very  honorable  to  its  editors  and  the  Synods  in 
whose  interests  it  is  mainly  conducted. 

ENDOWMENT  OF  PROFESSORSHIP. 

As  this  matter  has  been  brought  before  the  public  through  the  columns  of 
Our  Church  Paper,  I  deem  it  of  so  much  importance  as  to  demand  our  most  se- 
rious attention,  and  to  enable  us  at  as  early  a  period  as  possible,  to  do  some- 
thing in  that  direction,  I  recommend  that  a  committee  of  two  of  our  most  in- 
fluential ministers  be  appointed  to  confer  with  the  proper  authorities  in  the  N. 
C.  Synod  in  regard  to  their  willingness  to  permit  us  to  endow  one  or  more  pro- 
fessorships in  their  College,  and  if  their  consent  is  obtained  in  the  matter,  to 
bring  the  subject  in  a  formal  manner  before  the  next  annual  meeting  of  this 
Synod. 

UNION  OF  SYNODS. 
This  important  matter  for  sometime  so  prominently  before  the  Synod  has  been  in- 
terrupted by  several  causes,  and  in  some  respects  seems  to  present  rather  a  gloomy 
aspect  at  present;  nevertheless,  I  regard  it  of  sufficient  interest  to  merit,  at  least 
a  brief  notice  in  this  paper. 

The  prospect  of  union  with  the  several  Synods  in  North  America  has  failed, 
I  think  never  to  be  revived.  And  I  regard  any  action  at  this,  in  reference  to  a 
union  with  the  General  Council  as  premature,  injudicious  and  unwise.  For 
such  is  the  condition  of  the  church  in  our  midst  and  around  us,  that  we  should 
first  unite  congenial  elements  at  home,  and  then  look  to  a  union  with  a  gen- 
eral body,  and  present  indications  seem  to  point  to  an  ultimate  union  with  the 
General  Council.  ' 

Whether  prudent  or  imprudent,  out  daughter,  the  E.  L.  Holston  Synod,  has 
the  matter  of  a  speedy  union  with  the  General  Council  under  consideration,  and 
therefore  there  is  no  prospect  at  this  time  for  any  kind  of  union  between  that 
Synod  and  this. 

The  action  of  our  Mother  Synod,  the  E.  L.  Synod  of  N.  C,  at  her  last  conven- 
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tion,  postponing  ail  action  in  regard  to  union  with  all  other  ecclesiastical  bodies 
for  five  years  would  seem  to  have  put  that  matter  to  rest  for  that  time  at  least. 
Nevertheless,  I  am  sure  that  instead  of  the  spirit  of  union  being  repressed  in  the 
minds  of  many  of  the  members  of  that  venerable  body,  it  has  bee.i  intensified. — 
This  is  evident  from  the  many  bold  and  manly  effusions  which  appear  from  time 
to  time  in  Our  Church  Paper  and  from  private  letters  in  my  possession.  Th  s 
measure  when  adopted  was  a  mere  compromise,  and  is  capable  of  being  reconsid- 
ered at  any  annual  meeting  of  that  Synod  within  the  period  of  postponement. — 
The  idea  of  a  joint  Synod  in  the  minds  of  these  brethren  'tis  true,  has  been 
abandoned,  and  the  idea  of  consolidation  has  taken  its  place,  and  they  are  now 
most  earnestly  at  work  to  speedily  consummate  the  matter  and  it  is  most  confi- 
dently believed  that  a  decided  majority  are  favoring  thi  project. 

I  learn  from  a  private  yet  most  reliable  source,  that  the  friends  of  union  in 
that  Synod  most  anxiously  desire  our  co-operation  with  them  in  this  matter,  and 
also  that  they  are  looking  with  intense  interest  to  the  action  of  this  Synod  in  re- 
gard to  union.  The  matter  has  been  before  us  and  still  remains  undisposed  of 
and  we  are  under  the  necessity  of  taking  some  action  in  reference  to  it,  and  as 
things  now  stand,  it  seems  to  me  that  the  true  line  of  duty  with  us  is  to  do  all 
we  can  to  aid  and  encourage  our  friends  in  the  N.  C.  Synod  in  this  work  of  love  ; 
for  I  do  regard  that  much,  very  much  of  the  future  prosperity  of  the  true  Luth- 
eranism  in  North  Carolina  depends  upon  this  contemplated  union  . 

I  therefore  most  respectfully  recommend  that  a  committee  of  three  of  our  min- 
isters be  appointed  to  confer  with  the  corresponding  delegate  from  that  Synod 
in  regard  to  this  matter,  and  if  possible  agree  upon  some  safe  and  uniform  plan 
by  which  this  very  desirable  end  can  be  most  speedily  effected,  and  report  to  this 
meeting  of  Synod. 

There  are  several  other  things  of  importance  Uiat  might  be  presented  in  this 
report,  but  they  may  be  brought  up  in  some  other  way,  and,  this  paper  being 
already  very  lengthy,  must  close.  And  now,  dear  brethren,  I  return  the  Chair 
which  you  so  generously  placed  in  my  possession  at  our  last  annual  convention, 
with  many  thanks  for  the  confidence  reposed  in  me,  and  your  very  kind  indul- 
gence,— to  him  whom  you  may  select  as  my  successor,  and  pray  God  that  he 
may  discharge  the  duties  of  this  responsible  position  with  greater  ability  than  I 
have  been  able  to  do,  and  may  God  bless  you  in  all  your  deliberations  and  trans- 
actions.

The  following  Reports  were  read  and  adopted. 

Report  of  Delegate  to  the  Virginia  Synod. 

Your  Delegate  to  the  Virginia  Synod  had  She  pleasure  of  dischaiging 
his  duty.  He  was  most  cordially  received  and  was  deligh  ed  to  mark  the 
evidences  of  a  rapidly  increasing  adhesion  to  the  confessions  of  the  Church. 
Fully  satisfied  that  the  cause  of  tru,e  Lutheranism  suffers  greatly  because 
of  old  prejudices,  and  that  thesj  exist  because  of  the  lack  of  more  fre- 
quent and  unreserved  intercourse  bet  wee  d  the  members  of  our  Synod  and 
the  ministers  of  that  Synod,  your  delegate  took  occasion  to  call  atten- 
tion to  the  importance  of  such  intercourse.  There  are  good  grounds  for 
hoping  that  before  many  years  this  Synod  and  the  Va.  Synod  will  be 
fully  agreed  both  as  to  doctrine  and  practice.  Delegates  were  appointed 
to  our  present  convention. 

The  next  convention  will  be  held  atMt.  Jackson,  commencing  on  Thurs- 
day before  full  moon  in  August,  1873.  L.  A.  FOX. 

Your  committee  has  not  succeeded  in  obtaining  that  amount  of  informa- 
tion that  he  hoped  and  ought  to  have  obtained.  In  response  to  repeated 
appeals  through  Our  Church  Paper,  he  received  one  letter  only.  We 
have  reason  to  complain  of  the  indifference  manifested  in  this  important 
matter. 

The  Virginia  Spec'al  Conference  is  doing  all  within  its  power,  to  supply 
destitute  points  within  its  bounds.  There  is  a  number  of  Lutheran  fami- 
lies in  Pendleton  and  adjoining  counties  in  West  Virginia.    If  we  had  a 
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traveling  missionary,  then  several  pastoral  charges  conkl  be  organized  in 
a  short  while  that  would  in  a  few  years  bscuma  s  -lf-siistaiuing.  There 
are  a  few  families  living  at  Brock's  Gap.  There  are  some  families  in  Page 
County  not  within  the  reach  of  any  of  tiie  organized  congregations.  There 
was  a  time  wrhen  a  church  could  have  been  organized  at  Luray,  but  your 
committee  has  not  been  able  to  learn  what  the  prospects  are  now. 

It'  there  are  any  points  in  S.  C,  properly  belonging  to  our  Synod,  your 
committee  has  not  learned  of  them. 

In  N.  C,  there  are  souk.'  organized  congregations  now  vacant.  St. 
MartinVs  in  Iredell,  having  a  membership  of  120,  and  Friendship  having  2J0 
members  are  either  entirely  vacant  or  are  only  temporarily  supplied, — 
Layle's  Church  in  Burke  county  and  Philadelphia  iu  Caldwell  county  hav- 
ing each  a  membership  of  about  25  are  vacant  Phanuel's  in  Rowan 
county  is  also  vacant.  There  are  three  important  towns  asking  our  atten- 
tion. Linconlton  has  now  13  Lutherans  residing  in  town  ;  Hickory,  a 
rapidly  growing  town  in  Catawba  county  has  30 ;  Newton  has  21.  Many 
of  our  congregations  are  poorly  supplied.  Some  of  our  charges  are  large 
enough  for  three  pastors.  Our  congregations  cannot  prosper  as  they  ought, 
and  all  our  enterprises  languish  because  of  imperfect  ministrations. 

Rev.  J  R.  Moser,  writes  that  there  are  about  twenty  places  west  of  the 
Mississippi  that  have  been  heard  from,  at  which  there  are  prospects  of  or- 
ganizing congregations.  This  does  not  properly  belong  to  our  body,  but 
is  matter  of  rejoicing  to  us  that  our  members  scattered  through  the  west 
are  having  something  done  to  supply  them  with  means  of  grace. 

Your  committee  regrets  this  meager  report,  yet  he  comforts  himself  with 
the  fact  that  this  is  the  first  year  of  the  existence  of  such  committee  and 
hopes  that  his  successors  may  be  more  successful  in  collecting  facts.

Your  committee  recommend  the  following  course  of  theology  for  pri- 
vate students  : 

Home's  Introduction,  Hntter's  Compend,  Book  of  Concord,  Krauth's 
Conservative  Reformation,  Knapp's  Christian  Theology,  Mann's  Schmidt's 
Christian  Ethics,  Kurtz's  Sacred  History,  Kurtz's  Church  History,  Ripley's 
Sacred  Rhetoric,  Vinet's  Homiletics,  Vinet's  Pastoral  Theology.  Instruc- 
tion must  be  given  in  Exegesis,  Catechetics,  Liturgies  and  Eclesiastical 
Polity. 

It  is  presumed  that  every  minister  who  undertakes  to  give  instructions, 
will  be  able  to  point  out  and  guard  his  students  against  such  things  in  any 
of  the  books  given  above' that  is  un-Lutheran.  The  most  objectionable 
one  has  important  features  not  found  elsewhere. 

Your  commitl  ee  recommend  that  special  attention  be  given  to  the  study 
of  the  New  Testament  in  Greek,  and  when  the  minister  is  able  to  teach 
Hebrew,  to  the  study  of  the  Old  Testament  in  K  ebrew.

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Owing  to  our  limited  means  of  information  your  committee  are  unable 
to  present  as  satisfactory  report  as  we  desire.  We  believe,  however,  that 
with  some  exceptions  the  congregations  in  our  connection  *mjoy  an  en- 
couraging degree  of  prosperity.  The  ministers  have  been  earnestly  en- 
gaged in  the  work  assigned  them,  and  the  means  of  grace  have  been  faith- 
fully dispensed,  and,  as  the  result  of  these  labors,  considerable  accessions 
have  been  made  to  the  membership  of  many  congregations.  There  has 
been  an  increased  activity  in  the  work  of  the  church.  The  cause  of  bene- 
ficiary education  is  commending  itself  warmly  to  the  attention  of  our  peo- 
ple, and  we  indulge  the  hope  that  the  day  is  not  far  distant  when  we  shall 
be  able  more  fully  to  meet  the  increasing  demands  for  ministerial  labor. — 
As  a  further  indication  of  prosperty,  many  of  the  old,  illy  constructed  and 
uncomfortable  houses  of  worship  are  giving  way  to  others  more  neat,  more 
comfortable  and  more  Churchly.  But  there  is  still  much  room  for  im- 
provement. The  pastoral  charges  are  generally  too  large  and  the  pastor's 
stipend  too  small.  Some  if  not  most  of  the  ministers  of  this  Synod  are 
under  the  necessity  of  engaging  in  secular  employments  in  order  to  pro- 
cure the  means  of  subsistence  for  their  families,  thereby  depriving  the 
church  of  the  benefits  which  would  result  from  a  more  undivided  atten- 
tion to  their  appropriate  work  on  the  part  of  her  pastors. 

To  enable  future  committees  on  the  State  of  the  Church  to  prepare  more 
satisfactory  reports  we  recommend  the  following  for  adoption  by  Synod  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Council  of  each  congregation  be  requested  to  send  to 
each  annual  meeting  of  the  Synod  a  written  report  of  the  condition  of  the 
congregation  •

Contributions: — General — Sv  nodical  Fund,  Bene- 
ficiary Education,  Home  Missions,  Foreign  Missions  ;  Local — Current  Ex- 
penses, other  objects. 

Report  of  the  Corresponding  Delegate  to  the 
North  Carolina  Synod. 

It  affords  me  great  pleasure  to  report  to  this  Synod,  that  I  attended  the 
last  annual  meeting  of  the  E.  L.  Synod  of  N.  C,  and  was  cordially  receiv- 
ed by  most  of  the  members  of  that  Synod.  These  brethren  are  very  active- 
ly and  earnestly  engaged  in  their  Master's  work.  They  take  great  i  nterest 
in  missicns,  beneficiary  education,  and  education  in  general.  They  mani- 
fest great  zeal  in  building  elegant  houses  of  worship.  Their  institutions 
of  learning  at  Mt.  Pleasant,  N.  C,  from  reports  read  before  Synod,  seem 
to  be  in  a  healthy  and  prosperous  condition,  and  if  these  brethren  were 
fully  united  in  all  their  views  and  enterprises  they  would  be  able  to  accom- 
plish much  for  the  Church.  But  it  is  evident  that  in  some  things  there  is 
considerable  difference -of  opinion,  and  in  none  more  than  in  the  project  of 
union  with  some  other  ecclesiatical  body. 

Early  in  the  session  a  preamble  and  resolution  were  offered  proposing 
to  carry  back  that  Synod  into  the  General  Synod  in  North  America,  which 
resulted  in  the  adoption  of  what  I  regard  as  a  mere  compromise  measure 
between  the  friends  of  that  movement  and  the  friends  of  a  unim  with  this 
Synod,  which  postpones  all  union  movements  for  the  next  five  years.  But 
instead  of  putting  the  matter  to  rest  as  it  was  supposed  by  some  that  it 
would  do,  it  only  aroused  the  friends  of  union  with  our  Synod  to  greater 
diligence  in  their  efforts  for  union  with  us. 

My  professional  engagements  at  home  compelled  me  to  leave  before  the 
end  of  the  meeting.  I  left  with  mixed  feelings  of  pleasure  and  regret, 
pleased  with  the  energy  and  zeal  manifested  by  these  brethren  for  the  pro- 
motion of  .true  Lutheranism  in  the  South,  but  pained  to  know  that  there 
is  division  of  sentiment  in  regard  to  some  things  among  them  which  if 
persisted  in  may  eventuate  in  much  harm.  I  pray  God  that  these  difficul- 
ties may  soon  be  overcome  and  that  the  consolidation  of  the  two  Synods 
may  be  effected  as  early  as  the  friends  of  the  measure  in  the  N.  C.  Synod 
may  desire. 

Rev.  D.  M.  Henkel  was  elected  corresponding  delegate  to  this  Synod, 
and  I  think  that  this  interchange  of  delegates  should  by  all  means  be  con- 
tinued until  the  desired  union  can  be  effected.

No  1  is  a  letter  from  llev.  I.  Conder,  rendering  as  an  excuse  for  his  ab- 
sence, his  being  engaged  in  teaching  a  graded  school,  and  in  which  he  also 
states  that  he  is  highly  favorable  to  an  endowment  of  Professorships  in 
N.  C.  College. 

No.  2  is  a  letter  from  Rev.  C.  Moretz  in  which  he  stated  as  his  excuse 
for  absence,  his  want  of  time  and  money  and  begs  to  be  excused. 

No.  3  is  a  letter  from  Rev.  T.  Crouse,  by  which  he  informs  Synod  that 
he  is  preparing  to  remove  from  his  home  in  Randolph  county  to  the  David- 
son charge,  and  assigns  this  as  his  reason  for  absence  from  Synod. 

No-  4  is  a  latter  from  Rev.  S.  Henkel,  in  which  he  assigns  as  the  cause 
of  his  absence  from  Synod,  the  press  of  business  in  consequence  of  his 
connection  with  Ouk  Cuukch  Paper  as  managing  editor.  He  also  calls  the 
attention  of  S^nod  to  the  endowment  of  Protessorships  in  some  Lutheran 
College  or  to  the  establishment  of  owe  of  our  own.* 

No.  5  is  a  letter  from  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  N.  C.  College  in  which 
we  find  the  following  resolution. 

il  Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  three  members  of  the  Board,  of  which 
the  President  shall  be  chairman,  be  appointed  to  confer  with  the  Tennes- 
see Synod  to  know  upon  what  terms  it  will  unite  in  the  endowment  of  this 
College." 

No-  6  is  a  petition  from  St.  Martin's  Church,  Iredell  county,  in  which 
the  petitioners  express  their  satisfaction  with  the  services  of  father  Good- 
man, and  after  stating  his  resignation  pray  for  the  services  of  some  other 
pastor. 

No.  7  is  a  petition  from  St.  James  Church,  Summit,  Lexington  County, 
S.  C,  praying  for  admission  into  tli3  Tennessee  Synod,  and  attachment  to 
the  Southern  Lexington  charge  under  the  pastoral  care  of  Rev.  A  L. 
Crouse. 

No.  8  is  a  petition  from  Bethphage  Church,  Lincoln,  N.  C,  praying  for 
the  examination  and  ordination  of  Mr.  M.  L«  Little  to  become  their  pastor. 

No.  9  is  a  petition  from  Trinity  Church,  Lincoln  N.  C-,  of  similar  im- 
port with  the  last. 

Nos.  10,  11  and  12  are  letters  from  Pine  Church,  Shenandoah,  Va.,  Ra- 
der's  Church,  Rockingham,  Va.,  and  St.  Paul's  Church,  Shenandoah,  Va., 
praying  for  the  examination  and  ordination  of  Mr.  J.  P,  Stirewalt  to  the 
office  of  pastor. 

No.  13  is  a  petition  from  Trinity  Church,  Lincoln,  Co.,  N.  C,  asking 
this  Synod  to  hold  its  next  annual  convention  in  that  Church. 

No.  14  is  a  petition  from  Pilgrim's  Church,  Davidson  county,  also  asking 
for  the  next  Synod. 

No.  15  is  a  petition  from  St.  Peter's  Church,  Lexington  county,  S.  C, 
asking  Synod  to  speak  authoritatively  in  reference  to  a  Hymn  Book. 

No.  16  is  a  petition  from  Mt.  Moriah  Church,  Rowan  county,  N.  C, 
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praying  for  the  examination  and  ordination  of  Mr.  J.  C.  Moser  and  also 
for  his  services  as  pastor. 

Your  committee  recommend  brother  Moser  to  the  favorable  notice  of 
Synod.

Whereas,  the  ancient  Lutheran  custom  of  thoroughly  catechizing  those 
who  propose  to  become  members  of  our  communion,  previous  to  their  con- 
firmation, is  in  some  places  falling  into  disuse,  and  rather  a  loose  custom 
of  receiving  uncatechised  persons  into  the  church  without  the  slightest  ex- 
amination of  them  in  regard  to  their  religious  knowledge  and  other  qualifi- 
cations for  church  membership,  has  been  practiced  by  some ;  be  it  there- 
fore 

Resolved,  That  we  earnestly  recommend  all  our  ministers  and  congrega- 
tions in  future  to  see  to  it  that,  if  it  can  iossibly  be  done,  all  who  make 
application  for  church  membership  be  thoroughly  instructed  by  catechisa- 
tion  in  the  doctrines  and  usages  of  our  church  previous  to  their  confirma- 
tion. But  in  such  extraordinai y  cases,  as  when  persons  of  age  and 
experience  make  application,  or  when  such  young  persons  as  have  been  so 
favorably  situated  as  to  have  had  opportunities  to  become  acquainted  with 
and  to  have  informed  themselves  of  our  doctrines  and  customs,  seek  church 
privileges,  we  recommend  that  their  request  be  granted ;  but,  in  no  case 
until  such  persons  have  been  examined  by  the  pastor  before  the  Council 
and  approved  by  them .

CONSTITUTION 

OF  THE 

EVANG.  LUTHERAN  TENNESSE  SYNOD. 

(AS  HEVISED  IN  1866.) 


The  name  of  this  Synod  shall  be  The  Evangelical  Lutheran  Tennes- 
see Synod. 

^-m^ste^  as- 

Sec.  1.  The  Holy  Scriptures,  the  inspired  writings  of  the  Old  and  New 
Testaments,  shall  be  the  only  rule  and  standard  of  doctrine  and  church 
discipline. 

Sec.  2.  As  a  true  and  faithful  exhibition  of  the  doctrines  of  the  Holy 
Scriptures,  in  regard  to  matters  of  faith  and  practice,  this  Synod  receives 
the  three  Ancient  Symbols  :  the  Apostolic,  Nicene,  and  Athanasian  creeds; 
and  the  unaltered  Augsburg  Confession  of  Faith.  It  receives  also  the 
other  Symbolical  Books  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  viz  :  The 
Apology,  the  Smalcald  Articles,  the  Smaller  and  Larger  Catechisms  of 
Luther,  and  the  Formula  of  Concord— as  true  Scriptural  developments  of 
the  doctrines  taught  in  the  Augsburg  Confession. 


• 

Sec.  1.  This  Synod  shall  be  composed  of  regularly  ordained  ministers  of 
the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  aud  lay-delegates.  The  lay-delegates 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  congregations  in  connection  with  this  Synod  to 
represent  them  in  the  Synodical  Meetings. 

Sec.  2.  Each  one  of  these  congregations  shall  have  the  right  to  appoint 
one  such  delegate,  who  shall  have  equal  rights  and  privileges  with  the  min- 
isters transacting  the  business  of  Synod. 

Sec.  3.  Every  minister  desiring  to  be  received  into  connection  with  this 
Synod,  shall,  on  his  reception,  be  required  to  subscribe  this  Constitution. 

Sec.  4.  No  minister  in  connection  with  this  Synod,  shall  be  allowed  to 
teach  any  thing,  nor  shall  Synod  transact  any  business,  contrary  to  the 
confessional  basis  as  set  forth  in  Article  II. 

Sec.  5.  No  business  shall  be  transacted  secretly  or  under  closed  doors, 
unless  an  unhappy  period  should  arrive,  in  which  the  Church  would  be 
liable  to  persecution,  except  such  as  relates  to  the  moral  character  of  a  min- 
ister, and  1  o  the  examination  of  candidates  for  the  ministerial  office.  Cases 
of  this  kind,  if  deemed  necessary  and  expedient,  may  be  attended  to  in  a 
private  session  of  Synod. 

Sec.  1.  The  business  of  this  Synod  shail  be  to  employ  the  proper  means 
for  the  promulgation  of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  to  impart  its  advice  in 
matters  of  Christian  faith  and  life,  to  detect  and  expose  erroneous  doc- 
trines and  false  teachers,  and  to  investigate  charges  of  false  doctrines, 
wrong  practice,  and  immoralities  of  life,  preferred  against  any  of  its  min- 
isters, and  finding  them  guilty,  to  expel  and  depose  from  the  Synod  and 
holy  office  of  the  ministry,  such  as  refuse  after  admonition  to  repent  of 
their  wrong. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  Synod  as  soon  as  the  wants  of  the  church 
shall  demand,  and  its  resources  will  justify,  to  engage  in  the  work  of  Mis- 
sions both  domestic  and  foreign  i  and  also  in  the  work  of  beneficiary  Edu- 
cation for  the  purpose  of  preparing  indigent  young  men  of  talents  and 
piety  for  the  work  of  the  ministry  in  connection  with  the  Lutheran 


Church  according  to  such  regulations  as  it  may  adopt,  and  consider  best 
calculated  to  promote  these  great  objects. 

Sec.  3.  Upon  application  to  examine  candidates  for  the  ministry,  this 
Synod  shall  make  the  necessary  provisions  to  attend  to  such  application , 
and  after  due  approval  by  a  majority  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  voting, 
appointing  one  or  more  Pastors  to  consecrate  such  candidate  to  the  office 
of  the  ministry  at  sotns  suitable  time  an  I  place  by  the  laying  on  of  hands 
and  prayer. 

Sec.  4.  Synod  shall  require  a  probationary  period  of  not  less  than  one 
year,  during  which  tim  a  all  candidates  for  the  ministerial  office  shall  be 
taken  on  trial. 

Sec.  5.  Upon  application,  this  Synod  may  receive  congregations  who 
may  desire  to  be  connected  with  it,  provided  they  subscribe  this  Constitu- 
tion. 

The  officers  of  this  Synod  shall  be  a  President,  Secretary,  Correspond- 
ing Secretary,  and  Treasurer.  A  majority  of  all  votes  cast  will  be  requir- 
ed to  constitute  an  election  to  any  office.  The  duties  of  these  officers 
shall  be  such  as  usually  devolve  upon  the  same  in  other  public  bodies,  or 
as  may  be  made  obligatory  upon  them  from  time  to  time  by  Synod.  They 
shall  be  elected  by  ballot,  at  the  regular  session,  annually,  and  hold  their 
offices  until  their  successors  are  elected. 

Synod  shall  meet  from  time  to  time  upon  its  own  adjournments.  Extra 
sessions  may  be  called  by  the  President,  when  requested  for  good  and  suf- 
ficient reasons,  to  do  so,  by  two  ministers  and  two  lay-men  in  its  connec- 
tion. 

Synod  may  at  any  regular  meeting,  by  a  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of 
all  the  members  present,  make  such  regulations  and  by-laws  as  may  be 
deemed  necessary,  not  inconsistent  with  this  Constitution. 


If  any  thing  contained  in  these  articles  should  hereafter  be  deemed  con- 
trary to  the  Confessional  Basis  of  this  Synod,  oppressive,  or  inexpedient, 
it  may  be  altered  or  amended.  But  nothing  contained  in  this  Constitution 
shall  be  altered  or  amended  unless  a  proposition  for  alteration  or  amend- 
ment shall  have  been  laid  before  one  of  the  sessions  of  Synod,  in  writing, 
and  agreed  to  by  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  voting.  The  proposition 
thus  agreed  to,  shall  then  be  laid,  in  due  form,  by  the  Synod  in  its  Min- 
utes before  the  congregations  in  its  connection,  for  ratification  or  rejection 
by  them  ;  and  the  ministers  or  vestries  of  these  congregations  shall,  at 
some  suitable  time,  before  the  next  succeeding  sessions  of  Synod ;  take  the 
vote  of  these  congregations,  on  the  Constitution  as  amended,  allowing  the 
members  to  vote  for  its  ratification  or  rejection  and  send  a  statement  of 
the  vote  to  that  session  of  Synod.  If,  then,  it  shall  be  ascertained  by 
Synod  that  a  majority  of  these  congregations  have  voted  in  favor  of  rati- 
fication, the  amendment  shall  become  and  be  declared  by  Synod  on  the 
face  of  its  Minutes  a  valid  part  of  said  Constitution,  and  the  parts  thereof 
repugnant  to  such  alteration,  void.

The  President's  Annual  Report  was  read  and  received  and 
referred  lo  the  proper  committee. 

DEAR  BRETHREX  TX  CHRIST  : 

Another  most  eventful  Synodical year  has  passed,  during  which  as  indi- 
viduals and  as  a  Synod,  we  have  had  many  things  to  embarrass,  perplex  and 
even  discourage  us.  And  also  very  many  things  to  cheer,  strengthen  and  en- 
courage us  in  the  many  arduous  duties  of  our  labor  of  love.  On  the  one  hand 
our  enemies  and  the  enemies  of  the  pure  doctrines  and  wholesome  usages  of  our 
much  beloved  Church,  have  continued  their  opposition  with  unabated  energy 
and  zeal.  On  the  other  hand  our  friends  and  the  friends  of  the  Church,  have 
most  earnestly  and  faithfully  stood  up  and  defended  the  right.  In  a  few  in- 
stances and  with  a  few  individuals  there  has  been  some  little  misunderstanding 
and  disaffection  among  the  members  and  people  of  this  Synod,  }ret  it  is  truly 
gratifying  that  very  little  injury  has  been  done. 

For  the  last  few  weeks  there  has  been,  within  the  bounds  of  our  Synod,  quite 
an  nnusual  amount  of  sickness.  But  yet  in.  the  providence  of  God  comparative- 
ly few  deaths  have  occurred  among  our  members.  And  we  have  special  reasons 
for  being  truly  thankful  to  our  Heavenly  Father  that  none  of  our  ministers  have 
become  victims  of  death.  Although  we  are  not  all  here,  it  has  pleased  God  to 
permit  us  to  remain  an  unbroken  band  of  laborers  in  His  vineyard. 

All  during  the  year  have  been  more  or  less  engaged  in  their  Master's  work 
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for  the  conversion  of  souis.  It  is  a  source  of  no  little  gratification  to  know  that 
with  very  little  there  is  sufficient  harmony  of  sentiment  and  unanimity  of  pur- 
pose among  the  brethren  to  secure,  a  continuance  of  that  peace  and  good  will, 
which  has  for  the  last  several  years  been  so  signally  characteristic  of  annual  con- 
ventions of  Synod.  And  there  is  much  to  induce  us  to  believe  that  the  little 
which  prevents  perfect  unanimity  and  concord  in  our  midst  is  the  result  of  mis- 
apprehension and  misconception  and  not  seifish  and  malicious  motives,  and  I 
inost  earnestly  pray  God  that  during  thy  convention  here  assembled  all  our  min- 
isters and  lay-delegates  may  he  able  to  see  eye  to  eye  and  act  in  perfect  harmony 
in  all  our  deliberations  and  transactions. 

As  your  presiding  officer  during  the  past  year,  it  becomes  me  to  render  an  ac- 
count of  the  little  1  have  found  it  necessary  officially  to  do,  since  the  rising  of 
our  last  convention.  To  state  such  historical  facts  as  I  am  in  possession  of— 
and  also  to  submit  a  few  recommendations,  and  make  such  suggestions  as  in  my 
judgment  the  interests  and  wants  ot  our  Synod  require  you  to  consider  and  act 
upon. 

OFFICIAL  ACTS. 

It  has  not  been  necessary,  during  the  interim  of  Synod,  for  me  to  perform 
many  strictly  official  acts.  Some  time  early  in  last  November,  I  received  a  let- 
ter from  Rev.  A.  L.  Crouse,  informing  me  that  he  had  beeen  elected  pastor  of 
the  South  Lexington  charge,  in  Lexington  County,  S.  C,  and  requesting  me  to 
appoint  a  Committee  to  install  him  in  his  charge.     Accordingly  I  appointed, 

and  immediately  notified,  Revds.  D.  Efird  and  T.  Crouse,  that,  on  the  day 

of  ,  in  connection  with  myself,  as  President  of  Synod,  we  would  meet  and 

perform  the  duty.  But  on  account  of  bodily  indisposition,  and  a  very  inclem- 
ent state  of  the  weather,  I  found  it  so  inconvenient  that  I  myself  declined  going. 
1,  however,  some  time  afterwards,  learned  that,  for  some  reason,  brother  Efird 
failed  also  to  attend  the  appointment,  but  that  Rev.  T.  Crouse  was  in  attend- 
ance and  performed  the  duty  assigned  the  Committee  ;  but,  on  some  account, 
he  has  thus  far  failed  to  officially  notify  me  of  the  same. 

in  order  to  relieve  myself  of  some  portion  of  my  very  extensive  pastoral 
duty,  some  time  about  the  first  of  last  January  I  authorized  bro.  M.  L. 
Little,  one  of  our  students  of  theology,  whom  I  regarded  as  having  made  sul- 
ficient'attainments  in  literature  and  theology,  to  perform  the  duties  of  preach- 
ing, baptizing  and  catechising  in  lour  of  the  congregations  of  my  pastorate,  and 
am  truly  happy  to  be  able  to  inform  you  that  he  has  very  satisfactorily  and 
successfully  discharged  the  duties  assigned  him,  and  I  take  great  pleasure  in 
commending  him  to  your  most  favorable  notice. 

Some  time  last  December,  in  compliance  with  the  request  of  the  congregation 
at  Luther  Chapel  made  through  its  pastor,  Rev.  J.  R.  Peterson,  in  connection 
with  Rev.  N.  Aldrick  of  Charlotte,  I  assisted  in  laying  the  corner-stone  of  a  large 
new  Church  at  that  place. 

On  the  27th  day  of  September  last,  in  compliance  with  the  request  of  Rev.  J. 
M.  Smith,  I  preached  a  dedication  sermon  in  a  large  new  house  of  worship  at 
St.  Peters,  Catawba  Co.,  N.  C,  and  assisted  in  its  consecration. 

•     OUR  BENEFICIARIES. 


There  are  at  this  time  only  two  beneficiaries  upon  the  funds  of  the  Synod— 
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R.  A.  Yoder  and  A.  L.  Yount.  These  young  men  are  successfully  prosecuting 
their  literary  studies  in  N.  C.  College,  and  are  hopeful  that  by  close  application 
they  may  complete  the  sophomore  year  in  that  most  excellent  institution  of  learn- 
ing by  the  end  of  the  present  scholastic  year,  and  it  will  devo've  upon  Synod, 
at  its  present  convention,  to  malo  such  appropriations  as  will  enable  them  to 
continue  that  long  at  least. 

Two  of  our  former  beneficiaries  are  not  in  school,  and  one  last  year  declined 
asking  any  aid  for  the  time  being,  hoping  to  be  able  to  prosecute  his  subsequent 
course  with  his  own  private  means;  however  he  may  again  ask  assistance,  and 
in  that  case  it  will  be  necessary  to  afford  him  requisite  aid. 

Bro.  J.  C.  Moser,  as  I  learn  from  the  public  prints,  graduated  with  first  hon- 
ors of  his  class  at  the  last  annual  commencement  of  N.  0.  College,  and  is  now 
engaged  in  conducting  a  school  at  China  Grove,  N.  C,  and  is  preaching  a  t  Mt. 
Moriah  and  other  Churches  of  our  Synod. 

I  learn*  also  that  Bro.  J.  Paul  Stirewalt  has  left  school,  and  is  engaged  in 
preaching  in  Virginia. 

It  will  be  necessary  at  this  session  of  the  Synod  to  take  some  action  in  regard 
to  these  young  brethren,  either  to  make  some  appropriate  provisions  to  enable 
them  to  prosecute  their  Theological  studies,  or  so  arrange  things  as  to  enable 
them  to  enter  at  once  upon  the  discharge  of  such  ministerial  duties  as  are  con- 
templated in  our  beneficiary  regulations. 

In  this  connection  I  desire  to  say  that  our  rules  for  conducting  our  beneficiary 
affairs  are  exceedingly  defective,  insufficient  and  unequal  in  their  provisions. — 
They  mention  no  standard  of  the  extent  of  education  we  propose  to  give  our 
beneficiaries  ;  nor  the  amount  of  money  we  propose  to  expend  upon  each  of 
them;  and  yet  we  require  all  who  receive  any  assistance  to  labor  within  our 
bounds  for  ten  years,  regardless  of  the  difference  in  the  amount  expended  upon 
different  individuals.  I  would  therefore  recommend  that  a  suitable  committee 
be  appointed  to  consider  this  matter  and  propose  the  necessary  amendments, 
during  this  convention  of  Synod. 

CANDIDATES  FOR  THE  MINISTRY. 
I  am  sorry  to  have  to  record  the  death  of  Bro.  W.  H.  Holler,  whose  name  ap- 
peared last  year  upon  the  face  of  our  minutes.  He  was  one  of  the  most  talent- 
ed, faithful,  highly  respected  and  promising  young  men  in  Catawba  High  School, 
at  the  time  of  his  death  which  occurred  on  the  12th  day  of  last  April,  in  his  21st 
year. 

Permit  me  in  this  connection  to  introduce  to  your  notice  the  name  of  bro. 
Pinckney  Cline,  a  student  in  Catawba  High  School,  and  recommend  that  his 
name  be  placed  upon  our  minutes  as  a  candidate  for  the  ministry. 

MISSIONARY  ENTERPRISES. 
It  seems  to  me  that  it  is  time  to  revive  this  very  necessary  mode  of  extending 
our  borders.  There  are  at  least  three  very  important  points  just  around  my 
present  location  where  flourishing  congregations  might  very  soon  be  built  up  if 
they  could  only  have  a  little  assistance  from  Synod,  and  which,  if  they  contin- 
ue to  be  neglected  as  they  always  have  been,  will  in  no  very  great  while  be  en- 
tirely lost  to  us.  What  renders  these  points  the  more  important  to  us  is  that 
they  are  all  in  towns,  and  two  of  them  County  seats. 
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PASTORATES. 

Inasmuch  as  nearly  all  our  pastoral  charges  are  very  large,  embracing  sever- 
al, and,  in  some,  many  congregations  ;  and  inasmuch  as  our  ministerial  ranks 
are  now  steadily  filling  up,  very  soon  we  will  have  the  men  to  enable  us,  to'a 
considerable  extent,  at  least,  to  diminish  the  number  of  congregations,  in  many 
charges  by  dividing  them  into  a  greater  number  of  charges  ;  I  therefore  respect- 
fully recommend  that  a  committee  of  five,  three  ministers  and  two  intelligent 
lay-men  lie  appointed  to  consider  this  matter,  and  devise  and  submit  to  the  next 
convention  of  Synod  a  plan  by  Avhich  our  large  pastorates  can  be  so  divided  as 
to  enable  our  ministers  better  to  perform  their  duty  to  their  respective  flocks, 
and  by  which  all  our  congregations  may  be  better  supplied  with  more  frequent 
preaching  and  other  services 

OUR  CHURCH  PAPER. 

Permit  me  dear  brethren  to  congratulate  you  upon  the  success  of  this  very  use- 
ful and  very  laudable  enterprise,  and  recommend  that  such  action  may  betaken  as 
will  afford  it  as  much  aid  and  encouragement  as  it  is  possible  for  this  Synod  to 
bestow  upon  it.  The  spirit  and  ability  with  which  it  is  conducted  are  not  only 
gratifying  to  those  who  conceived  and  projected  the  plan  by  which  it  was 
brought  into  being,  but  are  also  very  honorable  to  its  editors  and  the  Synods  in 
whose  interests  it  is  mainly  conducted. 

ENDOWMENT  OF  PROFESSORSHIP. 

As  this  matter  has  been  brought  before  the  public  through  the  columns  of 
Ouu  Church  Paper,  I  deem  it  of  so  much  importance  as  to  demand  our  most  se- 
rious attention,  and  to  enable  us  at  as  early  a  period  as  possible,  to  do  some- 
thing in  that  direction,  I  recommend  that  a  committee  of  two  of  our  most  in- 
lluential  ministers  be  appointed  to  confer  with  the  proper  authorities  in  the  N. 
C.  Synod  in  regard  to  their  willingness  to  permit  us  to  endow  one  or  more  pro- 
fessorships in  their  College,  and  if  their  consent  is  obtained  in  the  matter,  to 
bring  the  subject  in  a  formal  mauner  before  the  next  annual  meeting  of  this 
Synod. 

UNION  OF  SYNODS. 
This  important  matter  for  sometime  so  prominently  1  >efore  the  Synod  has  been  in- 
terrupted by  several  causes,  and  in  some  respects  seems  to  present  rather  a  gloomy 
aspect  at  present;  nevertheless,  I  regard  it  of  sufficient  interest  to  merit,  at  least 
a  brief  notice  in  this  paper. 

The  prospect  of  union  with  the  several  Synods  in  North  America  has  tailed 
I  think  never  to  be  revived.  And  I  regard  any  action  at  this,  in  reference  to  a 
union  with  the  General  Council  as  premature,  injudicious  and  unwise.  For 
such  is  the  condition  of  the  church  in  our  midst  and  around  us,  that  we  should 
first  unite  congenial  elements  at  home,  and  then  look  to  a  union  with  a  gen- 
eral body,  and  present  indications  seem  to  point  to  an  ultimate  union  with  the 
General  Council. 

Whether  prudent  or  imprudent,  our  daughter,  the  E.  L.  Holston  Svnod  has 
the  matter  of  a  speedy  union  with  the  General  Council  under  consideration,  and 
therefore  there  is  no  prospect  at  this  time  for  any  kind  of  union  between  that 
Synod  and  this. 

The  action  of  our  Mother  Synod,  the  E.  L.  Synod  of  N.  C,  at  her  last  conv 
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tion,  postponing  ail  action  in  regard  k>  union  With  all  other  ecclesiastical  bodies 
for  five  years  would  seem  to  have  put  that  matter  to  rest  for  that  time  at  leas.t. 
Nevertheless,  I  am  sure  that  instead  of  the  spirit  of  union  being  repressed  in  the 
minds  of  many  of  the  members  of  that  venerable  body,  it  has  bee.i  intensified. — 
This  is  evident  from  the  many  bold  and  manly  effusions  which  appear  from  time 
to  time  in  Ouk  Church  Paper  and  from  private  letters  in  my  possession.  Th  : 
measure  when  adopted  was  a  nit-re  compromise,  and  is  capable  of  being  reconsid- 
ered at  any  annual  meeting  of  that  Synod  within  the  period  of  postponement. — 
The  idea  of  a  joint  Synod  in  the  minds  of  these  brethren  'tis  true,  h  is  been 
abandoned,  and  the  idea  of  consolidation  has  taken  its  place,  and  they  are  now 
most  earnestly  at  work  to  speedily  consummate  the  matter  and  it  is  most  confi- 
dently believed  that  a  decided  majority  are  favoring  thi  project. 

I  learn  from  a  private  yet  most  reliable  source,  that  the  friends  of  union  in 
that  Synod  most  anxiously  desire  our  co-operation  with  them  in  this  matter,  and 
also  that  they  are  looking  with  intense  interest  to  the  action  of  this  Synod  in  re- 
gard to  union.  The  matter  has  been  before  us  and  still  remains  undisposed  of 
and  we  are  under  the  necessity  of  taking  some  action  in  reference  to  it,  and  as 
tilings  now  stand,  it  seems  to  me  that  the  true  line  of  duty  with  us  is  to  do  all 
we  can  to  aid  and  encourage  our  friends  in  the  N.  C.  Synod  in  this  work  of  love  ; 
for  I  do  regard  that  much,  very  much  of  the  future  prosperity  of  the  true  Luth- 
cranism  in  North  Carolina  depends  upon  this  contemplated  union  . 

I  therefore  most  respectfully  recommend  that  a  committee  of  three  of  our  min- 
isters be  appointed  to  confer  with  the  corresponding  delegate  from  that  Synod 
in  regard  to  this  matter,  and  if  possible  agree  upon  some  safe  and  uniform  plan 
by  which  this  very  desirable  end  can  be  most  speedily  effected,  and  report  to  this 
meeting  of  Synod. 

There  are  several  other  things  of  importance  t'lat  might  be  presented  in  this 
report,  but  they  may  be  brought  up  in  some  other  way,  and,  this  paper  being 
already  very  lengthy,  must  close.  And  now,  dear  brethren,  I  return  the  Chair 
which  you  so  generously  placed  in  my  possession  at  our  last  annual  convention, 
with  many  thanks  for  the  confidence  reposed  in  me,  and  your  very  kind  indul- 
gence,— to  him  whom  you  may  select  as  my  successor,  and  pray  God  that  he 
may  discharge  the  duties  of  this  responsible  position  with  greater  ability  than  I 
'  have  been  able  to  do,  and  may  God  bless  you  in  all  your  deliberations  and  trans- 
actions.

The  following  Reports  were  read  and  adopted. 

Report  of  Delegate  to  the  Virginia  Synod. 

Your  Delegate  to  the  Virginia  Synod  had  the  pleasure  of  discharging 
his  duly.  He  was  most  cordially  received  and  was  delighted  to  mark  the 
evidences  of  a  rapidly  increasing  adhesion  to  the  confessions  of  the  Church. 
Fully  satisfied  that  the  cause  of  true  Lutheranism  suffers  greatly  because 
of  old  prejudices,  and  that  these  exist  because  of  the  lack  of  more  fre- 
quent and  unreserved  intercourse  between  the  members  of  our  Synod  and 
the  ministers  of  that  Synod,  your  delegate  took  occasion  to  call  atten- 
tion to  tne  importance  of  such  intercourse.  There  are  good  grounds  for 
hoping  that  before  many  years  this  Synod  and  the  Va.  Synod  will  be 
fully  agreed  both  as  to  doctrine  and  practice.  Delegates  were  appointed 
to  our  present  convention. 

The  next  convention  will  be  held  at  Mt.  Jackson,  commencing  on  Thurs- 
day before  full  moon  in  August,  1873.  •  L.  A.  FOX.

Your  committee  has  not  succeeded  in  obtaining  that  amount  of  informa- 
tion that  he  hoped  and  ought  to  have  obtained.  In  response  to  repeated 
appeals  through  Our  Church  Paper,  he  received  one  letter  only.  We 
have  reason  to  complain  of  the  indifference  manifested  in  this  important 
matter. 

The  Virginia  Spec'al  Conference  is  doing  all  within  its  power,  to  supply 
destitute  points  within  its  bounds.  There  is  a  number  of  Lutheran  fami- 
lies in  Pendleton  and  adjoining  counties  in  West  Virginia.    If  we  had  a 
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traveling  missionary,  then  several  pastoral  charges  could  he  organized  in 
a  short  while  that  would  in  a  few  years  become  self-sustaining.  There 
are  a  few  families  living  at  Brock's  Gap.  T4iefe  are  same  families  in  Page 
County  not  within  the  reach  of  any  of  the  organized  congregations.  There 
was  a  time  when  a  cnurch  could  have  been  organized  at  Luray,  but  your 
committee  has  not  been  able  to  learn  what  the  prospects  are  now. 

If  there  are  any  points  in  S.  C,  properly  belonging  to  our  Synod,  your 
committee  has  not  learned  of  them. 

In  N.  C,  there  are  some  organized  congregations  now  vacant.  St. 
Martin's  in  Iredell,  having  a  membership  of  130,  and  Friendship  having  2'JO 
members  are  either  entirely  vacant  or  are  only  temporarily  supplied. — 
Lavle's  Church  in  Burke  county  and  Pnila.lelphia  in  Caldwell  county  hav- 
ing each  a  membership  of  about  25  are  vacant  Phanuel's  in  Rowan 
county  is  also  vacant.  There  are  three  important  towns  asking  our  atten- 
tion. Linconlton  has  now  13  Lutherans  residing  in  town  ;  Hickory,  a 
rapidly  growing  town  in  Catawba  county  has  33;  Newton  has  21.  Many 
of  our  congregations  are  poorly  supplied.  Sjme  of  our  charges  are  large 
enough  for  three  pastors.  Our  congregations  cannot  prosper  as  they  ought, 
and  all  our  enterprises  languish  because  of  Imperfect  ministrations. 

Rev.  J  R.  Moser,  writes  that  there  are  about  twenty  places  west  of  the 
Mississippi  that  have  been  heard  from,  at  which  there  are  prospects  of  or- 
ganizing congregations.  This  does  not  properly  belong  to  our  body,  but 
is  matter  of  rejoicing  to  us  that  our  members  scattered  through  the  west 
are  having  something  done  to  supply  them  with  means  of  grace. 

Your  committee  regrets  this  meager  report,  yet  he  comforts  himself  with 
the  fact  that  this  is  the  first  year  of  the  existence  of  such  committee  and 
hopes  that  his  successors  may  be  more  successful  in  collecting  facts.

of  the  books  given  above  that  is  un-Lutheran.  The  most  objectionable 
one  has  important  features  not  found  elsewhere. 

Your  commitl ee  recommend  that  special  attention  be  given  to  the  study 
of  the  New  Testament  in  Greek,  and  when  the  minister  is  able  to  teach 
Hebrewr,  to  the  study  of  the  Old  Testament  in  Hebrew.

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Owing  to  our  limited  means  of  information  your  committee  are  unable 
to  present  as  satisfactory  report  as  ws  desire-  We  brieve,  however,  that 
with  some  exceptions  the  congregations  in  our  connection  ^njoy  an  en- 
ou  raging  degree  of  prosperity.  The  ministers  have  been  earnestly  en- 
gaged in  the  work  assigned  them,  and  the  means  of  grace  have  been  faith- 
fully dispensed,  and,  as  the  result  of  these  labors,  considerable  accessions 
have  been  made  to  the  membership  of  many  congregations.  Thei  e  has 
been  an  increased  activity  in  the  work  of  the  church.  The  cause  of  bene- 
ficiary education  is  commending  itself  warmly  to  the  attention  of  our  peo- 
ple, and  we  indulge  the  hope  that  the  day  is  not  far  distant  when  we  shall 
be  able  more  fully  to  meet  the  increasing  demands  for  ministerial  labor. — 
As  a  further  indication  of  prosperty,  many  of  the  old,  illy  constructed  and 
uncomfortable  houses  of  worship  are  giving  way  to  others  more  neat,  more 
comfortable  and  more  Churchly.  But  there  is  still  much  room  for  im- 
provement. The  pastoral  charges  are  generally  to;)  large  and  the  pastor's 
stipend  too  small.  Some  if  not  most  of  the  ministers  of  this  Synod  are 
under  the  necessity  of  engaging  in  secular  employments  in  order  to  pro- 
cure the  means  of  subsistence  for  their  families,  thereby  depriving  the 
church  of  the  benefits  which  would  result  from  a  more  undivided  atten- 
tion to  their  appropriate  work  on  the  part  of  her  pastors. 

To  enable  future  committees  on  the  State  of  the  Church  to  prepare  more 
satisfactory  reports  we  recommend  the  following  for  adoption  by  Synod  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Council  of  each  congregation  be  requested  to  send  to 
each  annual  meeting  of  the  Syno  1  a  written  report  of  the  condition  of  the 
congregation.

Contributions: — General — Sv  nodical  Fund,  Bene- 
ficiary Education,  Homo  Missions,  Foreign  Missions  ;  Local — Current  Ex- 
penses, other  objects. 

Report  of  the  Corresponding  Delegate  to  the 
North  Carolina  Synod. 

It  affords  me  great  pleasure  to  report  to  this  Synod,  that  I  attended  the 
last  annual  meeting  of  the  E.  L.  Synod  of  N.  C,  and  was  cordially  receiv- 
ed by  most  of  the  members  of  that  Synod.  These  brethren  are  very  active- 
ly and  earnestly  engaged  in  their  Master's  work.  They  take  great  interest 
.in  missions,  beneficiary  education,  and  education  in  general.  They  mani- 
fest great  zeal  in  building  elegant  houses  of  Avorship.  Their  institutions 
of  learning  at  Mt.  Pleasant,  N.  C,  from  reports  read  before  Synod,  seem 
to  be  in  a  healthy  and  prosperous  condition,  and  if  these  brethren  were 
fully  united  in  all  their  views  and  enterprises  they  would  be  able  to  accom- 
plish much  for  the  Church.  But  it  is  evident  that  in  some  things  there  is 
considerable  difference  of  opinion,  and  in  none  more  than  in  the  project  of 
union  with  some  other  ecclesiatical  body. 

Early  in  the  session  a  preamble  and  resolution  were  offered  proposing 
to  carry  back  that  Synod  into  the  General  Synod  in  North  America,  which 
resulted  in  the  adoption  of  what  I  regard  as  a  mere  compromise  measure 
between  the  friends  of  that  movement  and  the  friends  of  a  unnn  with  this 
Synod,  which  postpones  all  union  movements  for  the  next  five  years.  But 
instead  of  putting  the  matter  to  rest  as  it  was  supposed  by  some  that  it 
would  do,  it  only  aroused  the  friends  of  union  with  our  Synod  to  greater 
diligence  in  their  efforts  for  union  with  us. 

My  professional  engagements  at  home  compelled  me  to  leave  before  the 
end  of  the  meeting.  I  left  with  mixed  feelings  of  pleasure  and  regret, 
pleased  with  the  energy  and  zeal  manifested  by  these  brethren  for  the  pro- 
motion of  true  Lutheranism  in  the  South,  but  pained  to  know  that  there 
is  division  of  sentiment  in  regard -to  some  things  among  them  which  if 
persisted  in  may  eventuate  in  much  harm.  I  pray  God  that  these  difficul- 
ties may  soon  be  overcome  and  that  the  consolidation  of  the  two  Synods 
may  be  effected  as  early  as  the  friends  of  the  measure  in  the  N.  C.  Synod 
may  desire. 

Rev.  D.  M.  Henkel  was  elected  corresponding  delegate  to  this  Synod, 
and  I  think  that  this  interchange  of  delegates  should  by  all  means  be  con- 
tinued until  the  desired  union  can  be  effected.

He  also  calls  the 
attention  of  S>nod  to  the  endowment  of  Professorships  in  some  Lutheran 
College  or  to  the  establishment  of  one  of  our  own. 

No.  5  is  a  letter  from  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  N.  C.  College  in  which 
we  find  the  following  resolution. 

'  '.Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  three  members  of  the  Board,  of  which 
the  President  shall  be  chairman,  be  appointed  to  confer  with  the  Tennes- 
see Synod  to  know  upon  what  terms  it  will  unite  in  the  endowment  of  this 
College." 

No-  6  is  a  petition  from  St-  Martin's  Church,  Iredell  county,  in  which 
the  petitioners  express  their  satisfaction  with  the  services  of  father  Good- 
man, and  after  stating  his  resignation  pray  for  the  services  of  some  other 
pastor.  • 

No.  7  is  a  petition  from  St.  James  Church,  Summit,  Lexington  County, 
S.  C,  praying  for  admission  into  thi  Tennessee  Synod,  and  attachment  to 
the  Southern  Lexington  charge  under  the  pastoral  care  of  Rev.  A  L. 
Crouse. 

No.  8  is  a  petition  from  Bethphage  Church,  Lincoln,  N.  C,  praying  for 
the  examination  and  ordination  of  Mr.  M.  L.  Little  to  become  their  pastor. 

No.  9  is  a  petition  from  Trinity  Church,  Lincoln  N.  C,  of  similar  im- 
port with  the  last. 

Nos.  10,  11  and  12  are  letters  from  Pine  Church,  Shenandoah,  Va.,  Ra- 
der's  Church,  Rockingham,  Va.,  and  St.  Paul's  Church,  Shenandoah,  Va., 
praying  for  the  examination  and  ordination  of  Mr.  J.  P.  Stirewalt  to  the 
office  of  pastor. 

No.  13  is  a  petition  from  Trinity  Church,  Lincoln,  Co.,  N.  C,  asking 
this  Synod  to  hold  its  next  annual  convention  in  that  Church. 

No.  14  is  a  petition  from  Pilgrim's  Church,  Davidson  county,  also  asking 
for  the  next  Synod. 

No.  15  is  a  petition  from  St.  Peter's  Church,  Lexington  county,  S.  C, 
asking  Synod  to  speak  authoritatively  in  reference  to  a  Hymn  Book. 

No.  16  is  a  petition  from  Mt.  Moriah  Church,  Rowan  county,  N.  C, 
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praying  for  the  examination  and  ordination  of  Mr.  J.  C.  Moser  and  also 
for  his  services  as  pastor.

Rev.  C.  Seen  of  the  M.  E.  C.  South,  being  present,  was  invited  to  a  seat 
within  the  bar  of  Synod. 

The  following  in  referenee  to  Our  Church  Paper,  was 
unanimously  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  we  hail  with  much  pleasure,  the  appearance  of  Our 
Church  Paper,  a  religious  journal  published  at  New  Market,  Va.  The 
respectability  of  its  appearance,  the  ability  with  which  it  is  conducted 
and  the  soundness  of  the  doctrines  and  practices  which  it  inculcates  are 
just  what  we  think  they  ought  to  be,  and  we  therefore  regard  it  our  duty, 
as  far  as  possible,  to  encourage  its  circulation  among  the  people  of  our 
congregations,  and  that  we  exert  ourselves  to  introduce  it  into  every 
family  of  our  connection. 

Item  2  in  report  on  Letters  and  Petitions  was  considered  and  IW. 
Moretz  was  sxcused,  for  his  absence  from  this  meeting. 

In  reference  to  item  5th  of  same  report  it  was  Rssolved,  That  the  Cor- 
responding Secretary  furnish  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  N.  C.  College  a 
certiried^copy  of  the  answer  to  their  letter. 

Upon  motion  it  was  Resolved,  That  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of 
this  Synod,  be  appended  to  the  minutes  of  this  convention  provided  the 
money  in  hands  of  Treasurer  be  sufficient  to  pay  expenses. 

.Ree&lved,  That  we  hereby  establish  a  Synodical  Fund,  to  be  raised  by 
annual  collections  taken  in  each  congregation,  out  of  which  all  contingent 
expenses  of  Synod  are  to  be  met. 

Resolved,  That  we  tender  our  sincere  thanks  to  the  members  of  this  con- 
gregation, and  the  people  of  this  vicinity,  for  the  kindness  with  which 
they  have  received  us,  and  the  generous  hospitality  they  have  extended  to 
us  during  our  stay  among  them,  and  that  the  President  read  this  resolu- 
tion publicly  before  the  congregation  on  Sunday  next,  accompanied  with 
some  remarks,  at  the  commencement  of  the  second  service. 

Parochial  reports  were  read. 

Synod  adjourned  until  after  sermon.  Sermon  by  lie  v.  T.

Inasmuch,  as  this  Synod,  at  her  last  annual  convention  did  recommend 
the  Church  Book  of  the  General  Council  as  a  Hymn  Book  for  future  use 
in  our  congregations,  and  inasmuch  as  there  is  a  petition  now  before  this 
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Synod  from  St.  Peter  Church,  Lexington  county,  S.  C,  asking  us  to 
speak  authoritatively  upon  the  subject  of  the  Hymn  Book.  Be  it  therefore 
Resolved,  That  the  Synod  in  her  action  upon  this  subject  has  spoken  with 
all  the  authority  she  possesses,  and  therefore  the  petitioners  are  referred 
to  the  action  upon  this  subject  last  year. 

In  answer  to  an  inquiry  by  a  member  of  Synod  as  to  the  proper  course 
to  be  pursued  in  admitting  members  to  full  communion  with  the  Church 
by  confirmation,  it  was  Resolved,  That  the  preamble  and  resolution  adopt- 
ed by  this  Synod  on  this  subject,  iu  the  convention  of  1866,  be  hereby  re- 
affirmed, and  that  they  be  appended  to  the  minutes  of  this  meeting.

Whereas,  the  ancient  Lutheran  custom  of  thoroughly  catechizing  those 
who  propose  to  become  members  of  our  communion,  previous  to  their  con- 
firmation, is  in  some  places  falling  into  disuse,  and  rather  a  loose  custom 
of  receiving  uncatechised  persons  into  the  church  without  the  slightest  ex- 
amination of  them  in  regard  to  their  religious  knowledge  and  other  qualifi- 
cations for  church  membership,  has  been  practiced  by  some ;  be  it  there- 
fore 

Resolved,  That  we  earnestly  recommend  all  our  ministers  and  congrega- 
tions in  future  to  see  to  it  that,  if  it  can  possibly  be  done,  all  who  make 
application  for  church  membership  be  thoroughly  instructed  by  catechisa- 
tion  in  the  doctrines  and  usages  of  our  church  previous  to  their  confirma- 
tion. But  in  such  extraordinaiy  cases,  as  when  persons  of  age  and 
experience  make  application,  or  when  such  young  persons  as  have  been  so 
favorably  situated  as  to  have  had  opportunities  to  become  acquaiuted  with 
and  to  have  informed  themselves  of  our  doctrines  and  customs,  seek  church 
privileges,  we  recommend  that  their  request  be  granted ;  but,  in  no  case 
until  such  persons  have  been  examined  by  the  pastor  before  the  Council 
and  approved  by  them .

CONSTITUTION 


OF  THE 

EVANG.  LUTHERAN  TENNE3SE  SYNOD. 

(AS  REVISED  IN  1866.) 


The  name  of  this  Synod  shall  be  The  Evangelical  Lutheran  Tennes- 
see Synod. 

Seo.  1.  The  Holy  Scriptures,  the  inspired  writings  of  the  Old  and  New 
Testaments,  shall  be  the  only  rule  and  standard  of  doctrine  and  church 
discipline. 

Sec  2.  As  a  true  and  faithful  exhibition  of  the  doctrines  of  the  Holy 
Scriptures,  in  regard  to  matters  of  faith  and  practice,  this  Synod  receives 
the  three  Ancient  Symbols  :  the  Apostolic,  Nicene,  and  Athanasian  creeds; 
and  the  unaltered  Augsburg  Confession  of  Faith.  It  receives  also  the 
other  Symbolical  Books  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  viz  :  The 
Apology,  the  Smalcald  Articles,  the  Smaller  and  Larger  Catechisms  of 
Luther,  and  the  Formula  of  Concord— as  true  Scriptural  developments  of 
the  doctrines  taught  in  the  Augsburg  Confession. 


Sec.  1.  This  Synod  shall  be  composed  of  regularly  ordained  ministers  of 
■""""MRi  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  and  lay-delegates.  The  lay-delegates 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  congregations  in  connection  with  this  Synod  to 
represent  them  in  the  Synodical  Meetings. 

Sec.  2.  Each  one  of  these  cjngregations  shall  have  the  right  to  appoint 
one  such  delegate,  who  shall  have  equal  rights  and  privileges  with  the  min- 
isters transacting  the  business  of  Synod. 

Sec.  3.  Every  minister  desiring  to  be  received  into  connection  with  this 
Synod,  shall,  on  his  reception,  be  required  to  subscribe  this  Constitution. 

Sec.  4.  No  minister  in  connection  with  this  Synod,  shall  be  allowed  to 
teach  any  thing,  nor  shall  Synod  transact  any  business,  contrary  to  the 
confessional  basis  as  set  forth  in  Article  II. 

Sec.  5.  No  business  shall  be  transacted  secretly  or  uuderKftjsed  doors, 
unless  an  unhappy  period  should  arrive,  in  which  the  Church  would  be 
liable  to  persecution,  except  such  as  relates  to  the  moral  character  of  a  min- 
ister, and  1  o  the  examination  of  candidates  for  the  ministerial  office.  Cases 
of  this  kind,  if  deemed  necessary  and  expedient,  may  be  attended  to  in  a 
private  session  of  Synod. 

Sec.  1.  The  business  of  this  Synod  shail  be  to  employ  the  proper  means 
for  the  promulgation  of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  to  impart  its  advice  in 
matters  of  Christian  faith  and  life,  to  detect  and  expose  erroneous  doc- 
trines and  false  teachers,  and  to  investigate  charges  of  false  doctrines, 
wrong  practice,  and  immoralities  of  life,  preferred  against  any  of  its  min- 
isters, and  finding  them  guilty,  to  expel  and  depose  from  the  Synod  and 
holy  office  of  the  ministry,  such  as  refuse  after  admonition  to  repent  of 
their  wrong. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  Synod  as  soon  as  the  wants  of  the  church 
shall  demand,  and  its  resources  will  justify,  to  engage  in  the  work  of  Mis- 
sions both  domestic  and  foreign  :  and  also  in  the  work  of  beneficiary  Edu- 
cation for  the  purpose  of  preparing  indigent  young  men  of  talents  and 
piety  for  the  work  of  the  ministry  in  connection  with  the  Lutheran 


Church  according  to  such  regulations  as  it  may  adopt,  and  consider  best 
calculated  to  promote  these  great  objects. 

Sec.  3.  Upon  application  to  examine  caudidates  for  the  ministry,  this 
Synod  shall  make  the  necessary  provisions  to  attend  to  such  application , 
and  after  due  approval  by  a  majority  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  voting, 
appointing  one  or  more  Pastors  to  consecrate  such  candidate  to  the  office 
of  the  ministry  at  soma  suitable  tim  j  an  I  place  by  the  laying  on  of  hands 
and  prayer. 

Sec.  4.  Synod  shall  require  a  probationary  period  of  not  less  than  one 
year,  during  which  tiuij  all  candidates  for  the  ministerial  office  shall  be 
taken  on  trial* 

Sec.  5.  Upon  application,  this  Syno.l  may  receive  congregations  who 
may  desire  to  be  connected  with  it,  provided  they  subscribe  this  Constitu- 
tion. 

The  officers  of  this  Synod  shall  be  a  President,  Secretary,  Correspond- 
ing Secretary,  and  Treasurer.  A  majority  of  all  votes  cast  will  be  requir- 
ed to  constitute  an  election  to  any  office.  The  duties  of  these  officers 
shall  be  such  as  usually  devolve  upon  the  same  in  other  public  bodies,  or 
as  may  be  made  obligatory  upon  them  from  time  to  time  by  Synod.  They 
shall  be  elected  by  ballot,  at  the  regular  session,  annually,  and  hold  their 
offices  until  their  successors  are  elected. 

Synod  shall  meet  from  time  to  time  upon  its  own  adjournments.  Extra 
sessions  may  be  called  by  the  President,  when  requested  for  good  and  suf- 
ficient reasons,  to  do  so,  by  two  ministers  and  two  lay-men  in  its  connec- 
tion. 

Synod  may  at  any  regular  meeting,  by  a  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of 
all  the  members  present,  make  such  regulations  and  by-laws  as  may  be 
deemed  necessary,  not  inconsistent  with  this  Constitution. 


It  any  tiling  contained  in  these  articles  should  hereafter  be  deemed  con- 
trary to  the  Confessional  Basis  of  this  Synod,  oppressive,  or  inexpedient, 
it  may  be  aitcied  or  amended.  Bat  nothing  contained  in  this  Constitution 
shall  be  altered  or  amended  unless  a  proposition  for  alteration  or  amend- 
ment shall  have  been  laid  before  one  of*  the  sessions  of  Synod,  in  writing, 
and  agreed  to  by  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  voting.  The  proposition 
thus  agreed  to,  shall  then  be  laid,  in  clue  form,  by  the  Synod  in  its  Min- 
utes before  the'  congregations  in  its  connection,  for  ratification  or  rejection 
by  them :  and  the  ministers  or  vestries  of  these  congregations  shall,  at 
some  suitable  time,  before  the  next  succeeding  sessions  of  Synod;  take  the 
vote  of  these  congregations ,  on  the  Constitution  as  amended,  allowing  the 
members  to  vote  for  its  ratification  or  rejection  and  send  a  statement  of 
the  vote  to  that  session  of  Synod.  If,  then,  it  shall  be  ascertained  by 
Synod  that  a  majority  of  these  congregations  have  voted  in  favor  of  rati- 
flcatioa,  the  amendment  shall  become  and  be  declared  by  Synod  on  the 
face  of  its  Miuutes  a  valid  part  of  said  Constitution,  and  the  parts  thereof 
repugnant  to  such  alteration,  void.

Little,  to  perform  the  work  of  the  ministry,  until  this  session 
of  our  Synod,  as  directed. 

Other  matters  of  importance  might  be  embraced  in  this 
report,  but  they  may  be  brought  up  in  some  other  way,  and 
I  close. 

And  now,  beloved  brethren,  I  vacate  the  chair  to  be  filled 
by  my  successor,  kindly  thanking  you,  and  praying  God 
ever  to  govern,  lead,  and  guide  us  by  his  counsel,  and  after- 
ward receive  us  to  glory,  for  his  name  sake.  Amen.

Synod  of  N.  C,  and  was,  in  the  main,  very  cordially  receiv- 
ed. The  usual  courtesy  was  extended  to  me,  as  your  dele- 
gate, and  as  an  individual. 

That  body  of  brethren  manifest  much  zeal  and  energy  in 
carrying  forward  the  several  liberal  enterprises  in  which 
they  are  largely  engaged.  They  are  evidently  accomplish- 
ing much  good,  and  if  they  were  only  more  fully  united 
among  themselves  much  greater  good  would  be  accomplish- 
ed by  them. 

The  convention  was  an  unusually  protracted  one — contin- 
uing from  Wednesday  to  the  following  Tuesday.  The  trans- 
actions were  chiefly  of  a  local  nature.  A  preamble  and 
resolution,  in  regard  to  a  Union  with  this  Synod,  were

2.  The  Minutes  of  the  44th  Convention  of  the  Synod  of 
Virginia,  held  in  Mt.  Tabor,  Augusta  County,  Virginia: — 
The  following  Officers  were  elected:  Rev.  R.  C.  Holland, 
President ;  Rev.  D.  M.  Gilbert,  Secretary  ;  Rev.  C.  Beard, 
Treasurer.  Nothing  transacted  requiring  special  action 
from  our  Synod. 

3.  The  Minutes  of  the  49th  Annual  Convention  of  the 
South  Carolina  Synod,  held  in  Mt.  Pleasant,  Barnwell  Co., 
S.  C,  Oct.  16-21,  1873:— Tue  following  Officers  were  elected, 
Rev.  P.  Derrick,  President ;  Rev  H  S.  Wingard,  Rec.  Sec- 
retary ;  Rev.  A.  R.  Rude,  D.  D.,  Cor.  Secretary,  and  Maj. 
P.  E.  Wise,  Treasurer.  We  find  nothing  requiring  any  ac- 
tion on  our  part. 

4.  The  Minutes  of  the  Indiana  Synod,  in  its  Third  Con- 
vention : — This  vigorous,  young  Synod  has  Fourteen  Pas- 
tors, Thirty -five  Congregations,  and  Eleven  Hundred  Com- 
municants We  should  feel  special  interest  in  it,  because 
several  of  its  Pastors,  and  many  of  its  Communicants,  went 
from  our  Synod ;  and  because  it  is  doing  very  much  to  sup- 
ply these  families  who  have  emigrated  from  our  territory  to 
that  State.  Its  Officers  are,  Rev.  J.  H.  Hunton,  President; 
Rev.  E.  Wesner,  Secretary  ;  Rev.  M.  J.  Stirewalt,  Treas'r. 

5.  The  Minutes  of  the  Seventh  Convention  of  the  General 
Council,  held  at  Erie,  Pa.,  Oct.  16  20, 1873.  The  former  Offi- 
cers were  re-elected.  The  Conference  has,  in  its  connection, 
Nine  District  Synods ;  Six  Hundred  and  Eleven  Ministers, 
and  Eleven  Hundred  and  Fifty  Congregations.    It  appoint- 
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ed  a  Committee  to  co-operate  with  similar  Committees  from 
the  other  general  bodies,  and  from  Synods  not  in  connection 
with  any  general  body,  in  arranging  for  a  general  Colloqui- 
um of  all  Lutherans  in  America  who  accept,  unqualifiedly, 
the  Augsburg  Confession. 

G.  The  Minutes  of  the  33d  Convention  of  the  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Synod  of  Southwestern  Virginia.  Kev.  J.  A. 
Brown  was  elected  President ;  Rev.  Prof.  J.  B.  Greiner,  Sec- 
retary, and  Kev.  A.  Philippi,  Treasurer. 

I  find  the  following  resolution  concerning  a  colloquium  in 
the  South : 

"Inasmuch  as  conventions  for  fraternal  unions  and  peaceful 
adjudication  of  former  differences,  in  sections  of  churches, 
and  denominational  peculiarities  are  being  held, 

Resolved,  That  we  in  accordance  with  this  spirit  of  peace 
and  fraternal  love  now  developed  in  the  orthodox  churches 
of  America  do  all  we  can,  not  only  to  commend,  but  to  se- 
cure a  colloquium  of  the  different  divisions  of  the  Lutheran 
Church  in  the  Southern  States  j  we  recommend  that  this 
colloquium  take  place,  and  at  such  a  time  as  the  different 
Synods  and  representative  bodies  of  the  Lutheran  Church 
may  determine  as  expedient. 

The  object  of  such  a  recommended  colloquium  be  the 
adoption  of  such  measures  as  may  anticipate  a  future  union 
of  those  bodies  of  the  same  faith,  in  modes  of  operation,  how- 
ever remote  the  realization  of  such  an  object.

The  committee  on  State  of  the  Church  read  the  following 
report  which  was  received  : 

Report  of  Committee  on  State  of  the  Church. 

Nearly  all  the  congregations  in  this  Synod  having  tailed 
to  comply  with  the  resolution  adopted  by  the  last  conven- 
tion of  this  Synod,  requesting  the  council  of  every  congre- 
gation to  send  up  a  written  report  of  the  State  of  their  con- 
gregation, 

Your  committee  have  very  little  of  the  necessary  matter 
to  enable  them  to  make  a  full,  satisfactory  or  intelligent  re- 
port. However,  having  some  personal  knowledge  of  the 
state  of  affairs,  and  having  made  some  inquiry  of  our  minis 
ters  and  delegates,  we  will  mention  such  facts  as  we  are  in 
possession  of: 

There  are  three  sections  of  our  Synod,  and  to  them  we 
will  have  reference  respectively. 

From  the  information  we  have  it  appears  that  the  differ 
ent  pastorates  in  the  State  of  Virginia  are  generally  in  a 
prosperous  condition.  All  the  congregations  are  supplied 
with  the  regular  preaching  of  the  Gospel,  and  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  Holy  Sacraments,  and  all  our  ministers  are 
active,  and  some  of  them  extensively  engaged  in  the  dis- 
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charge  of  their  ministerial  functions.  From  written  state- 
ments and  verbal  information  we  learn  that  the  congrega- 
tions of  one  of  our  pastorates  in  the  State  of  South  Carolina 
is  in  a  very  good  and  prosperous  condition,  as  much  if  not 
more  so  than  for  many  years  past.  But  from  some  cause  or 
other,  the  other  pastorate  in  South  Carolina  is  not  quite  so 
favorably  spoken  of.  However,  there  is  nothing  serious  ex- 
isting, and  the  pastorate  may  be  said  to  enjoy  reasonable 
prosperity. 

Several  of  the  pastorates  in  this  State,  North  Carolina, 
are  said  to  be  in  the  enjoyment  of  as  much  prosperity  as 
usual.  All  our  ministers  in  this  State  are  very  extensively 
engaged  in  the  good  work  of  their  Master.  But  We  are 
sorry  to  report  some  of  our  congregations  vacant,  and,  for 
the  scarcity  ot  our  ministers,  we  know  of  no  way  by  which 
they  can  soon  be  regularly  supplied  with  the  means  of 
grace.  Some  of  our  congregations  are  considerably  annoy- 
ed by  the  continual  assaults  of  a  man  who  represents  a  small 
faction,  who  call  themselves  Lutherans,  who,  indeed,  claim 
to  be  the  only  true  Lutherans  in  the  country.  They  may  be 
souud  in  doctrine,  but  are,  to  say  the  best  of  them,  very  ir- 
regular in  their  practices,  and  many  of  them  disorderly  in 
their  moral  conduct.  We  regret  also  to  say,  that  we  are 
credibly  informed  that,  in  at  least  oue  of  our  pastorates, 
some  unpleasantness  exists,  and  has  for  several  years  exist- 
ed, between  pastor  and  people,  and  some  who  are  interested 
claim  that  their  misunderstandings  in  one  of  the  congrega- 
tions in  that  pastorate  are  having  a  very  deleterious  effect 
upon  the  prosperity  of  that  congregation.  Should  these 
statements  be  true,  your  committee  would  most  respectfully 
inquire  if  the  Synod  should  not  take  such  action  in  this 
matter  as  may  result  in  a  speedy  and  amicable  adjust- 
ment of  these  unhappy  differences. 

Your  committee,  em barrassed  as  we  are  for  the  want  of 
sufficient  data  for  our  present  report,  would  respectfully  ask 
this  Synod  to  adopt  a  resolution  requiring  a  compliance  with 
the  resolution  of  last  year,  requiring  the  council  of  congre- 
gations to  send  up  a  written  report  of  the  condition  of  the 
church  in  their  respective  congregations.

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Resolved,  That  the  President  of  this  Synod  be  authorized 
to  renew  the  license  of  Bev.  J.  C.  Moser  to  continue  until 
the  next  annual  convention  of  this  Synod. 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  we  continue  to  sustain  Messrs.  A.  L. 
Yount  and  11.  A.  Yoder  at  college  until  they  complete  their 
full  college  course,  provided  the  latter  returns  to  the  bound- 
ary of  the  Synod,  and  desires  it,  and  do  as  much  as  we  can 
to  assist  as  many  others  as  we  may  have  the  means  to  do. 

The  following  standing  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  each  of  our  pastors  be  earnestly  requested 
to  preach  at  least  one  sermon  to  each  of  his  congregations 
annually,  upon  the  subject  of  "beneficiary  education,"  and 
other  benevolent  enterprises,  and  report  to  the  next 
succeeding  convention  of  our  Synod. 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  ministers  of  this  Synod  redouble  their 
exertions  to  procure  donations  for  beneficiary  education. 

Resolution  of  Thanks. 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  unanimously  return  its  most 
sincere  thanks  to  the  members  of  this  community,  for  the 
many  acts  of  personal  attention  and  kindness  they  have 
bestowed  upon  the  members  of  this  Synod,  during  our  so- 
journ in  their  midst,  and  that  the  President  publicly  read 
this,  accompanied  with  some  suitable  remarks,  at  the  close 
of  the  first  service  in  the  grove  on  Sunday  morning  next.

Resolved,  That,  with  a  desire  to  promote  the  unity  of 
Spirit  in  the  bounds  of  peace,  we  cordially  approve  the  ac- 
tion of  the  General  Council  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  the 
Uuited  States,  in  calling  for  a  Colloquium  of  all  Lutherans 
in  America  who  accept,  unqualifiedly,  the  unaltered  Augs- 
burg Confession,  and  we  hereby  express  the  willingness  to 
participate  in  the  discussions  of  said  Colloquium,  whenever 
and  wherever  it  shall  convene,  but  do  not  deem  it  necessary 
to  take  any  part  in  making  arrangements  for  such  meeting.

Resolved,  That  each  of  our  Pastors  be  earnestly  requested, 
to  preach  at  least  one  Sermon  in  each  of  his  congrega- 
tions, annually,  upon  the  subject  of  Beneficiary  Education, 
and  other  benevolent  enterprises,  and  report  to  the  next 
succeeding  convention  of  our  Synod. 

Resolved,  That  the  Council  of  each  congregation  be  request- 
ed to  send,  to  each  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Synod,  a  writ- 
ten Report  of  the  condition  of  the  congregation. 

Whereas,  The  ancient  Lutheran  custom  of  thoroughly  cate- 
chising those  who  propose  to  become  members  of  our 
communion,  previous  to  their  Confirmation,  is,  in  some 
places,  falling  into  disuse,  and  rather  a  loose  custom  of 
receiving  nncatechised  persons  into  the  Church,  without 
the  slightest  examination  of  them  in  regard  to  their 
religious  knowledge  and  other  qualifications  for  Church 
membership,  has  been  practiced  by  some;  be  it,  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  we  earnestly  recommend  all  our  Ministers 
and  congregations  in  future  to  see  to  it,  that,  it  it  can 
possibly  be  done,  all  who  make  application  for  Church 
membership  be  thoroughly  instructed,  by  Catecliisation, 
in  the  doctrines  and  usages  of  our  Church,  previous  to 
their  Confirmation.  But.  in  such  extraordinary  cases,  as 
when  persons  of  age  and  experience  make  application,  or 
such  young  persons  as  have  been  so  favorably  situated  as 
to  have  had  opportunities  to  become  acquainted  with  and 
to  have  informed  themselves  of  our  doctrines  and  customs, 
seek  Church  privileges,  we  recommend  that  their  request 
be  granted;  but,  in  no  case,  until  such  persons  have  been 
examined  by  the  Pastor,  before  the  Council,  and  have 
been  approved  by  them.

The  President  read  his  Report:  which  was  received  and 
referred  to  the  proper  Committee  : 


President's  Report. 
Dear  Brethren  in  Christ  : 

By  the  kind  care  and  provi- 
dence of  God,  we  are  again  permitted  to  meet  in  Synod, 
from  different  and  distant  parts  of  our  favored  land,  to  de- 
liberate upon  and  devise  the  best  means  for  building  up  and 
extending  the  kingdom  of  God  upon  earth. 

The  year  now  gone  has  been  a  season  of  much  encourage 
ment  to  us  as  individuals  and  as  a  Synod.  Our  heavenly 
Father  has  abundantly  blessed  us  in  things  temporal  and 
spiritual,  and  we  are  again  under  obligation  to  lift  up  our 
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hearts  and  bless  his  name,  and  renew  our  efforts  in  the 
work  our  Master  has  given  us  here  to  do. 

It  has  pleased  God  to  spare  all  our  Ministers.  No  watch- 
man, from  our  walls,  has  the  cold  hand  of  death  silenced. 
All  of  our  Ministers  are  still  actively  and  extensively  en- 
gaged in  the  Master's  work,  ministering  the  Gospel  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ ;  by  which  ministrations  many  are  added 
unto  the  Church  of  the  living  God. 

The  number  of  our  Ministers  is  still  increasing,  and  we  as 
a  Synod  should  ever  be  mindful,  that,  "The  harvest  is 
plenteous,  and  the  laborers  are  few ;  Pray  ye  therefore  the 
Lord  of  the  harvest,  that  he  will  send  forth  laborers  into 
his  harvest." 

Our  churches  are  doing  well  in  giving  aid  to  our  young 
men  who  are  at  school  preparing  for  the  work  of  the  minis- 
try. We  hope  the  day  is  not  distant,  in  our  Synod,  when  a 
greater  degree  of  liberality  will  be  manifested  in  this  good 
and  needful  work  of  Beneficiary  education.  Our  churches 
must  produce  as  well  as  consume  Ministers.  Our  churches, 
it  is  to  be  hoped,  will  make  every  necessary  effort  to  keep 
at  College  our  present  Beneficiaries,  and  will  cheerfully  re- 
spond to  the  call  upon  their  purses  for  this  good  work,  so 
lately  begun  by  us  as  a  Synod.  Says  St.  Paul :  "  For  I 
'  mean  not  that  other  men  be  eased,  and  ye  burdened:  But 

by  an  equality,  that  now  at  this  time  your  abundance  may 
be  a  supply  for  their  want. 

Our  Beneficiaries  are  making  commendable  progress  in 
their  studies — but,  for  the  embarrassment  of  the  want  of 
means,  one  of  our  beneficiaries,  E.  A.  Yoder,  is  not  now  at 
College;  is  laboring  to  procure  means  to  complete  his  educa- 
tion. This  ought  not  so  to  be.  Our  young  brother,  A.  L. 
Yount,  is  at  College  and  will  continue  until  he  graduates, 
which  will  be  some  time  next  year. 

The  standing  of  these  our  beneficiaries  in  X.  0.  College  as 
per  report  of  the  President  of  that  Institution,  is  commenda- 
ble and  praiseworthy. 

Money  spent  upon  these  is  as  bread  cast  upon  the  waters, 
to  be  gathered  hereafter.  Money  spent  to  fill  up  the  ranks 
of  the  ministry  will  come  back  to  us  and  our  children  with 
more  than  compound  interest.  "God  loves  a  cheerful  giver." 
"  The  liberal  soul  shall  be  made  fat."  When  what  is  due  from 
us  to  the  cause  of  the  Lord  is  withheld,  it  tendeth  to  poverty. 

As  presiding  officer  of  our  Synod,  I  now  here  give  an  ac- 
count of  what  I  found  it  my  duty  officially  to  perform,  since 
the  last  meeting  of  our  Synod. 

OFFICIAL  ACTS. 

In  the  month  of  December,  1873,  I  granted  letters  of  hon- 
orable dismission  to  Bevds.  P.  C.  Henkel  and  J.  K.  Moser, 
from  our  Synod  to  the  "  Lutheran  Conference  of  Missouri." 

Soon  after  the  rising  of  the  last  convention  of  our  Synod, 
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during  the  N.  C.  Conference  of  the  same,  I  publicly  licensed, 
according  to  our  formula,  brothers  J.  0.  Moser  and  M.  L. 
Little,  to  perform  the  work  of  the  ministry,  until  this  session 
of  our  Synod,  as  directed. 

Other  matters  of  importance  might  be  embraced  in  this 
report,  but  they  may  be  brought  up  in  some  other  way,  and 
I  close.

In  the  providence  of  God,  it  was  my  privilege,  as  delegate 
from  this  Synod,  to  attend  the  last  convention  of  the  E.  L. 
Synod  of  N.  C,  and  was,  in  the  main,  very  cordially  receiv- 
ed. The  usual  courtesy  was  extended  to  me,  as  your  dele- 
gate, and  as  an  individual. 

That  body  of  brethren  manifest  much  zeal  and  energy  in 
carrying  forward  the  several  liberal  enterprises  in  which 
they  are  largely  engaged.  They  are  evidently  accomplish- 
ing much  good,  and  if  they  were  only  more  fully  united 
among  themselves  much  greater  good  would  be  accomplish- 
ed by  them. 

The  convention  was  an  unusually  protracted  one — contin- 
uing from  Wednesday  to  the  following  Tuesday.  The  trans- 
actions were  chiefly  of  a  local  nature.

However, 
if  the  wishes  of  such  as  desire  the  revision  of  the  Church 
Hymn  Book  can  be  gratified  by  individual  enterprise,  we 
have  no  objection,  and  will  throw  no  obstacle  in  the  way  of 
the  undertaking. 

Rev.  H.  Goodman,  Messrs.  C.  Bookman,  J.  L.  Wagner, 
and  D.  D.  Seitze  recorded  their  names  against  it.  The 
Treasurer  handed  in  his  report  which  was  received  and  re- 
ferred to  a  committee. 

The  corresponding  delegate  to  the  Virginia  Synod  read 
the  following  report  which  was  received.

E.  Hubbert,  Corresponding  Secretary  of  that  body,  of  the 
following  action : 

" Resolved,  That  we  reciprocate  the  fraternal  feelings  ex- 
pressed by  the  Tennessee  Synod,  but,  under  existing  circum- 
stances, we  deem  it  inexpedient  to  consider  the  proposition 
to  hold  a  Conference  of  the  two  Synods." 

2.  The  Minutes  of  the  44th  Convention  of  the  Synod  of 
Virginia,  held  in  Mt,  Tabor,  Augusta  County,  Virginia  : — 
The  following  Officers  were  elected :  Rev.  R.  C.  Holland, 
President ;  Rev.  D.  M.  Gilbert,  Secretary  ;  Rev.  C.  Beard, 
Treasurer.  Nothing  transacted  requiring  special  action 
from  our  Synod. 

3.  The  Minutes  of  the  49th  Annual  Convention  of  the 
South  Carolina  Synod,  held  in  Mt.  Pleasant,  Barnwell  Co., 
S.  C,  Oct,  16-21,  1873:— The  following  Officers  were  elected, 
Rev.  P.  Derrick,  President ;  Rev  H  S.  Wingard,  Rec.  Sec- 
retary ;  Rev.  A.  R.  Rude,  D.  D.,  Cor.  Secretary,  and  Maj. 
P.  E.  Wise,  Treasurer.  We  find  nothing  requiring  any  ac- 
tion on  our  part. 

4.  The  Minutes  of  the  Indiana  Synod,  in  its  Third  Con- 
vention : — This  vigorous,  young  Synod  has  Fourteen  Pas- 
tors, Thirty-five  Congregations,  and  Eleven  Hundred  Com- 
municants. We  should  feel  special  interest  in  it,  because 
several  of  its  Pastors,  and  many  of  its  Communicants,  went 
from  our  Synod  ;  and  because  it  is  doing  very  much  to  sup- 
ply these  families  who  have  emigrated  from  our  territory  to 
that  State.  Its  Officers  are,  Rev.  J.  H.  Hunton,  President; 
Rev.  E.  Wesner,  Secretary  ;  Rev.  M.  J.  Stirewalt,  Treas'r. 

5.  The  Minutes  of  the  Seventh  Convention  of  the  General 
Council,  held  at  Erie,  Pa.,  Oct.  16  20, 1873.  The  former  Offi- 
cers were  re-elected.  The  Conference  has,  in  its  connection, 
Nine  District  Synods ;  Six  Hundred  and  Eleven  Ministers, 
and  Eleven  Hundred  and  Fifty  Congregations.    It  appoint- 
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eel  a  Committee  to  co-operate  with  similar  Committees  from 
the  other  general  bodies,  and  from  Synods  not  in  connection 
with  any  general  body,  in  arranging  for  a  general  Colloqui- 
um  of  all  Lutherans  in  America  who  accept,  unqualifiedly, 
the  Augsburg  Confession. 

6.  The  Minutes  of  the  33d  Convention  of  the  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Synod  of  South- Western  Virginia.  Eev.  J.  A. 
Brown  was  elected  President ;  Rev.  Prof.  J.  B.  Greiner,  Sec- 
retary, and  Rev.  A.  Philippi,  Treasurer. 

I  find  the  following  resolution  concerning  a  colloquium  in 
the  South : 

"Inasmuch  as  conventions  for  fraternal  unions  and  peaceful 
adjudication  of  former  differences,  in  sections  of  churches, 
and  denominational  peculiarities  are  being  held, 

Resolved,  That  we  in  accordance  with  this  spirit  of  peace 
and  fraternal  love  now  developed  in  the  orthodox  churches 
of  America  do  all  we  can,  not  only  to  commend,  but  to  se- 
cure a  colloquium  of  the  different  divisions  of  the  Lutheran 
Church  in  the  Southern  States ;  we  recommend  that  this 
colloquium  take  place,  aud  at  such  a  time  as  the  different 
Synods  and  representative  bodies  of  the  Lutheran  Church 
may  determine  as  expedient. 

The  object  of  such  a  recommended  colloquium  be  the 
adoption  of  such  measures  as  may  anticipate  a  future  union 
of  those  bodies  of  the  same  faith,  in  modes  of  operation,  how- 
ever remote  the  realization  of  such  an  object.

The  committee  on  State  of  the  Church  read  the  following 
report  which  was  received : 

Report  of  Committee  on  State  of  the  Church. 

Nearly  all  the  congregations  in  this  Synod  having  failed 
to  comply  with  the  resolution  adopted  by  the  last  conven- 
tion of  this  Synod,  requesting  the  council  of  every  congre- 
gation to  send  up  a  written  report  of  the  State  of  their  con- 
gregation. 

Your  committee  have  very  little  of  the  necessary  matter 
to  enable  them  to  make  a  full,  satisfactory  or  intelligent  re- 
port. However,  having  some  personal  knowledge  of  the 
state  of  affairs,  and  having  made  some  inquiry  of  our  minis- 
ters and  delegates,  we  will  mention  such  facts  as  we  are  in 
possession  of: 

There  are  three  sections  of  our  Synod,  and  to  them  we 
will  have  reference  respectively. 

From  the  information  we  have  it  appears  that  the  differ- 
ent pastorates  in  the  State  of  Virginia  are  generally  in  a 
prosperous  condition.  All  the  congregations  are  supplied 
with  the  regular  preaching  of  the  Gospel,  and  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  Holy  Sacraments,  and  all  our  ministers  are 
active,  and  some  of  them  extensively  engaged  in  the  dis 
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charge  of  their  ministerial  functions.  From  written  state- 
ments and  verbal  information  we  learn  that  the  congrega- 
tions of  one  of  our  pastorates  in  the  State  of  South  Carolina 
is  in  a  very  good  and  prosperous  condition,  as  much  if  not 
more  so  than  for  many  years  past.  But  from  some  cause  or 
other,  the  other  pastorate  in  South  Carolina  is  not  quite  so 
favorably  spoken  of.  However,  there  is  nothing  serious  ex- 
isting, aud  the  pastorate  may  be  said  to  enjoy  reasonable 
prosperity. 

Several  of  the  pastorates  in  this  State,  North  Carolina, 
are  said  to  be  in  the  enjoyment  of  as  much  prosperity  as 
usual.  All  our  ministers  in  this  State  are  very  extensively 
engaged  in  the  good  work  of  their  Master.  But  we  are 
sorry  to  report  some  of  our  congregations  vacant,  and,  for 
the  scarcity  of  our  ministers,  we  know  of  no  way  by  which 
they  can  soon  be  regularly  supplied  with  the  means  of 
grace.  Some  of  our  congregations  are  considerably  annoy- 
ed by  the  continual  assaults  of  a  man  who  represents  a  small 
faction,  who  call  themselves  Lutherans,  who,  indeed,  claim 
to  be  the  only  true  Lutherans  in  the  country.  They  may  be 
sound  in  doctrine,  but  are,  to  say  the  best  of  them,  very  ir- 
regular in  their  practices,  and  many  of  them  disorderly  in 
their  moral  conduct.  We  regret  also  to  say,  that  we  are 
credibly  informed  that,  in  at  least  one  of  our  pastorates, 
some  unpleasantness  exists,  and  has  for  several  years  exist- 
ed, between  pastor  and  people,  and  some  who  are  interested 
claim  that  their  misunderstandings  in  one  of  the  congrega- 
tions in  that  pastorate  are  having  a  very  deleterious  effect 
upon  the  prosperity  of  that  congregation.  Should  these 
statements  be  true,  your  committee  would  most  respectfully 
inquire  if  the  Synod  should  not  take  such  action  in  this 
matter  as  may  result  in  a  speedy  and  amicable  adjust- 
ment of  these  unhappy  differences. 

Your  committee,  embarrassed  as  we  are  for  the  want  of 
sufficient  data  for  our  present  report,  would  respectfully  ask 
this  Synod  to  adopt  a  resolution  requiring  a  compliance  with 
the  resolution  of  last  year,  requiring  the  council  of  congre- 
gations to  send  up  a  written  report  of  the  condition  of  the 
church  in  their  respective  congregations.

Youut  and  R.  A.  Yoder  at  college  until  they  complete  their 
full  college  course,  provided  the  latter  returns  to  the  bound- 
ary of  the  Synod,  and  desires  it,  and  do  as  much  as  we  can 
to  assist  as  many  others  as  we  may  have  the  means  to  do. 

The  following  standing  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  each  of  our  pastors  be  earnestly  requested 
to  preach  at  least  one  sermon  to  each  of  his  congregations 
annually,  upon  the  subject  of  "beneficiary  education,"  and 
other  benevolent  enterprises,  and  report  to  the  next 
succeeding  convention  of  our  Synod.

Resolved,  That,  with  a  desire  to  promote  the  unity  of 
Spirit  in  the  bounds  of  peace,  we  cordially  approve  the  ac- 
tion of  the  General  Council  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  the 
United  States,  in  calling  for  a  Colloquium  of  all  Lutherans 
in  America  who  accept,  unqualifiedly,  the  unaltered  Augs- 
burg Confession,  and  we  hereby  express  the  willingness  to 
participate  in  the  discussions  of  said  Colloquium,  whenever 
and  wherever  it  shall  convene,  but  do  not  deem  it  necessary 
to  take  any  part  in  making  arrangements  for  such  meeting.

Resolved,  That  we  earnestly  recommend  all  our  Ministers 
and  congregations  in  future  to  see  to  it,  that,  if  it  can 
possibly  be  done,  all  who  make  application  for  Church 
membership  be  thoroughly  instructed,  by  Catechisation, 
in  the  doctrines  and  usages  of  our  Church,  previous  to 
their  Confirmation,  lint,  in  such  extraordinary  cases,  as 
when  pc.-soiis  of  age  and  experience  make  application,  or 
such  young  persons  as  have  been  so  favorably  situated  as 
to  have  had  opportunities  to  become  acquainted  with  and

The  President  read  his  Eeport:  which  was  received  and 
referred  to  the  proper  Committee  : 


President's  Report. 
Dear  Brethren  in  Christ: 

By  the  kind  care  and  provi- 
dence of  God,  we  are  again  permitted  to  meet  in  Synod, 
from  different  and  distant  parts  of  our  favored  land,  to  de- 
liberate upon  and  devise  the  best  means  for  building  up  and 
extending  the  kingdom  of  God  upon  earth. 

The  year  now  gone  has  been  a  season  of  much  encourage- 
ment to  us  as  individuals  and  as  a  Synod.  Our  heavenly 
Father  has  abundantly  blessed  us  in  things  temporal  and 
spiritual,  and  we  are  again  under  obligation  to  lift  up  our 
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hearts  and  bless  his  name,  and  renew  our  efforts  in  the 
work  our  Master  has  given  us  here  to  do. 

It  has  pleased  God  to  spare  all  our  Ministers.  No  watch- 
man, from  our  walls,  has  the  cold  hand  of  death  silenced. 
All  of  our  Ministers  are  still  actively  and  extensively  en- 
gaged in  the  Master's  work,  ministering  the  Gospel  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ;  by  which  ministrations  many  are  added 
unto  the  Church  of  the  living  God. 

The  number  of  our  Ministers  is  still  increasing,  and  we  as 
a  Synod  should  ever  be  mindful,  that,  "  The  harvest  is 
plenteous,  and  the  laborers  are  few  ;  Pray  ye  therefore  the 
Lord  of  the  harvest,  that  he  will  send  forth  laborers  into 
his  harvest." 

Our  churches  are  doing  well  in  giving  aid  to  our  young- 
men  who  are  at  school  preparing  for  the  work  of  the  minis- 
try. We  hope  the  day  is  not  distant,  in  our  Synod,  when  a 
greater  degree  of  liberality  will  be  manifested  in  this  good 
and  needful  work  of  Beneficiary  education.  Our  churches 
must  produce  as  well  as  consume  Ministers.  Our  churches, 
it  is  to  be  hoped,  will  make  every  necessary  effort  to  keep 
at  College  our  present  Beneficiaries,  and  will  cheerfully  re- 
spond to  the  call  upon  their  purses  for  this  good  work,  so 
lately  begun  by  us  as  a  Synod.  Says  St.  Paul :  "  For  I 
mean  not  that  other  men  be  eased,  and  ye  burdened:  But 
by  an  equality,  that  now  at  this  time  your  abundance  may 
be  a  supply  for  their  want. 

Our  Beneficiaries  are  making  commendable  progress  in 
their  studies — but,  for  the  embarrassment  of  the  want  of 
means,  one  of  our  beneficiaries,  R.  A.  Yoder,  is  not  now  at 
College;  is  laboring  to  procure  means  to  complete  his  educa- 
tion. This  ought  not  so  to  be.  Our  young  brother,  A.  L. 
Yount,  is  at  College  and  will  continue  until  he  graduates, 
which  will  be  some  time  next  year. 

The  standing  of  these  our  beneficiaries  in  X.  0.  College  as 
per  report  of  the  President  of  that  Institution,  is  commenda- 
ble and  praiseworthy. 

Money  spent  upon  these  is  as  bread  cast  upon  the  waters, 
to  be  gathered  hereafter.  Money  spent  to  fill  up  the  ranks 
of  the  ministry  will  come  back  to  us  and  our  children  with 
more  than  compound  interest.  "God  loves  a  cheerful  giver." 
"  The  liberal  soul  shall  be  made  fan."  When  what  is  due  from 
us  to  the  cause  of  the  Lord  is  withheld,  it  tendeth  to  poverty. 

As  presiding  officer  of  our  Synod,  I  now  here  give  an  ac- 
count of  what  I  found  it  my  duty  officially  to  perforin,  since 
the  last  meeting  of  our  Synod. 

OFFICIAL  ACTS. 

In  the  month  of  December,  1873,  I  granted  letters  of  hon- 
orable dismission  to  Revds.  P.  0.  Henkel  and  J.  E.  Moser, 
from  our  Synod  to  the  "  Lutheran  Conference  of  Missouri." 

Soon  after  the  rising  of  the  last  convention  of  our  Synod, 
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during  the  N.  0.  Conference  of  the  same,  I  publicly  licensed, 
according  to  our  formula,  brothers  J.  0.  Moser  and  M.  L. 
Little,  to  perform  the  work  of  the  ministry,  until  this  session 
of  our  Synod,  as  directed. 

Other  matters  of  importance  might  be  embraced  in  this 
report,  but  they  may  be  brought  up  in  some  other  way,  and 
I  close. 

<  And  now,  beloved  brethren,  I  vacate  the  chair  to  be  tilled 
by  my  successor,  kindly  thanking  you,  and  praying  God 
ever  to  govern,  lead,  and  guide  us  by  his  counsel,  and  after- 
ward receive  us  to  glory,  for  his  name  sake.  Amen.

Report  of  Corresponding  Delegate  to  the  North 
Carolina  Synod. 

*  In  the  providence  of  God,  it  was  my  privilege,  as  delegate 
from  this  Synod,  to  attend  the  last  convention  of  the  E.  L. 
Synod  of  N.  C,  and  was,  in  the  main,  very  cordially  receiv- 
ed. The  usual  courtesy  was  extended  to  me,  as.  your  dele- 
gate, and  as  an  individual. 

That  body  of  brethren  manifest  much  zeal  and  energy  in 
carrying  forward  the  several  liberal  enterprises  in  which 
they  are  largely  engaged.  They  are  evidently  accomplish- 
ing much  good,  and  if  they  were  only  more  fully  united 
among  themselves  much  greater  good  would  be  accomplish- 
ed by  them. 

The  convention  was  an  unusually  protracted  one — contin- 
•  uing  from  Wednesday  to  the  following  Tuesday.  The  trans- 
actions were  chiefly  of  a  local  nature.  A  preamble  and 
resolution,  in  regard  to  a  Union  with  this  Synod,  were 
adopted, — which,  I  learn,  have  been  officially  transmitted  to 
the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  this  Synod,  who  will  doubt-

"Resolved,  That  we  reciprocate  the  fraternal  feelings  ex- 
pressed by  the  Tennessee  Synod,  but,  under  existing  circum- 
stances, we  deem  it  inexpedient  to  consider  the  proposition 
to  hold  a  Conference  of  the  two  Synods." 

2.  The  Minutes  of  the  44th  Convention  of  the  Synod  of 
Virginia,  held  in  Mt,  Tabor,  Augusta  County,  Virginia: — 
The  following  Officers  were  elected:  Rev.  R.  C.  Holland, 
President ;  Rev.  D.  M.  Gilbert,  Secretary  ;  Rev.  C.  Beard, 
Treasurer.  Nothing  transacted  requiring  special  action 
from  our  Synod. 

3.  The  Minutes  of  the  49th  Annual  Convention  of  the 
South  Carolina  Synod,  held  in  Mt.  Pleasant,  Barnwell  Co., 
S.  C,  Oct.  16-21,  ±873:— The  following  Officers  were  elected, 
Rev.  P.  Derrick,  President ;  Rev  H  S.  Wingard,  Rec.  Sec- 
retary ;  Rev.  A.  R.  Rude,  D.  D.,  Cor.  Secretary,  and  Maj. 
P.  E.  Wise,  Treasurer.  We  find  nothing  requiring  any  ac- 
tion on  our  part. 

4.  The  Minutes  of  the  Indiana  Synod,  in  its  Third  Con- 
vention : — This  vigorous,  young  Synod  has  Fourteen  Pas- 
tors, Thirty- five  Congregations,  and  Eleven  Hundred  Com- 
municants We  should  feel  special  interest  in  it,  because 
several  of  its  Pastors,  and  many  of  its  Communicants,  went 
from  our  Synod  ;  and  because  it  is  doing  very  much  to  sup- 
ply these  families  who  have  emigrated  from  our  territory  to 
that  State.  Its  Officers  are,  Rev.  J.  H.  Hunton,  President; 
Rev.  E.  Wesner,  Secretary  ;  Rev.  M.  J.  Stirewalt,  Treas'r. 

5.  The  Minutes  of  the  Seventh  Convention  of  the  General 
Council,  held  at  Erie,  Pa.,  Oct,  16  20, 1873.  The  former  Offi- 
cers were  re-elected.  The  Conference  has,  in  its  connection, 
Xine  District  Synods ;  Six  Hundred  and  Eleven  Ministers, 
and  Eleven  Hundred  and  Fifty  Congregations.    It  appoint- 
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ed  a  Committee  to  co-operate  with  similar  Committees  from 
the  other  general  bodies,  and  from  Synods  not  in  connection 
with  any  general  body,  in  arranging  for  a  general  Colloqui- 
um of  all  Lutherans  in  America  who  accept,  unqualifiedly, 
the  Augsburg  Confession. 

6.  The  Minutes  of  the  33d  Convention  of  the  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Synod  of  South-Western  Virginia.  Eev.  J.  A. 
Brown  was  elected  President ;  Rev.  Prof.  J.  B.  Greiner,  Sec- 
retary, and  Rev.  A.  Philippi,  Treasurer. 

I  find  the  following  resolution  concerning  a  colloquium  in 
the  South : 

"Inasmuch  as  conventions  for  fraternal  unions  and  peaceful 
adjudication  of  former  differences,  in  sections  of  churches, 
and  denominational  peculiarities  are  being  held, 

Resolved,  That  we  in  accordance  with  this  spirit  of  peace 
and  fraternal  love  now  developed  in  the  orthodox  churches 
of  America  do  all  we  can,  not  only  to  commend,  but  to  se- 
cure a  colloquium  of  the  different  divisions  of  the  Lutheran 
Church  in  the  Southern  States;  we  recommend  that  this 
colloquium  take  place,  and  at  such  a  time  as  the  different 
Synods  and  representative  bodies  of  the  Lutheran  Church 
may  determine  as  expedient. 

The  object  of  such  a  recommended  colloquium  be  the 
adoption  of  such  measures  as  may  anticipate  a  future  union 
of  those  bodies  of  the  same  faith,  in  modes  of  operation,  how- 
ever remote  the  realization  of  such  an  object.

The  committee  on  State  of  the  Church  read  the  following 
report  which  was  received  : 

Report  of  Committee  on  State  of  the  Church. 

Nearly  all  the  congregations  in  this  Synod  having  failed 
to  comply  with  the  resolution  adopted  by  the  last  conven- 
tion of  this  Synod,  requesting  the  council  of  every  congre- 
gation to  send  up  a  written  report  of  the  State  of  their  con- 
gregation, 

Your  committee  have  very  little  of  the  necessary  matter 
to  enable  them  to  make  a  full,  satisfactory  or  intelligent  re- 
port. However,  having  some  personal  knowledge  of  the 
state  of  affairs,  and  having  made  some  inquiry  of  our  minis 
ters  and  delegates,  we  will  mention  such  facts  as  we  are  in 
possession  of: 

There  are  three  sections  of  our  Synod,  and  to  them  we 
will  have  reference  respectively. 

From  the  information  we  have  it  appears  that  the  differ 
ent  pastorates  in  the  State  of  Virginia  are  generally  in  a 
prosperous  condition.  All  the  congregations  are  supplied 
with  the  regular  preaching  of  the  Gospel,  and  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  Holy  Sacraments,  and  all  our  ministers  are 
active,  and  some  of  them  extensively  engaged  in  the  dis 
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charge  of  their  ministerial  functions.  From  written  state- 
ments and  verbal  information  we  learn  that  the  congrega- 
tions of  one  of  our  pastorates  in  the  State  of  South  Carolina 
is  in  a  very  good  and  prosperous  condition,  as  much  if  not 
more  so  than  for  many  years  past.  But  from  some  cause  or 
other,  the  other  pastorate  in  South  Carolina  is  not  quite  so 
favorably  spoken  of.  However,  there  is  nothing  serious  ex- 
isting, and  the  pastorate  may  be  said  to  enjoy  reasonable 
prosperity. 

Several  of  the  pastorates  in  this  State,  North  Carolina, 
are  said  to  be  in  the  enjoyment  of  as  much  prosperity  as 
usual.  All  our  ministers  in  this  State  are  very  extensively 
engaged  in  the  good  work  of  their  Master.  But  we  are 
sorry  to  report  some  of  our  congregations  vacant,  and,  for 
the  scarcity  ot  our  ministers,  we  know  of  no  way  by  which 
they  can  soon  be  regularly  supplied  with  the  means  of 
grace.  Some  of  our  congregations  are  considerably  annoy- 
ed by  the  continual  assaultsof  a  man  who  represents  a  small 
faction,  who  call  themselves  Lutherans,  who,  indeed,  claim 
to  be  the  only  true  Lutherans  in  the  country.  They  may  be 
sound  in  doctrine,  but  are,  to  say  the  best  of  them,  very  ir- 
regular in  their  practices,  and  many  of  them  disorderly  in 
their  moral  conduct.  We  regret  also  to  say,  that  we  are 
credibly  informed  that,  in  at  least  one  of  our  pastorates, 
some  unpleasantness  exists,  and  has  for  several  years  exist- 
ed, between  pastor  and  people,  and  some  who  are  interested 
claim  that  their  misunderstandings  in  one  of  the  congrega- 
tions in  that  pastorate  are  having  a  very  deleterious  effect 
upon  the  prosperity  of  that  congregation.  Should  these 
statements  be  true,  your  committee  would  most  respectfully 
inquire  if  the  Synod  should  not  take  such  action  in  this 
matter  as  may  result  in  a  speedy  and  amicable  adjust- 
ment of  these  unhappy  differences. 

Your  committee,  embarrassed  as  we  are  for  the  want  of 
sufficient  data  for  our  present  report,  would  respectfully  ask 
this  Synod  to  adopt  a  resolution  requiring  a  compliance  with 
the  resolution  of  last  year,  requiring  the  council  of  congre- 
gations to  send  up  a  written  report  of  the  condition  of  the 
church  in  their  respective  congregations.

The  President  read  his  annual  Report. 

President's  Report  : 

Dear  Brethren  : — By  the  grace  and  mercy  of  God  we 
have  passed  another  year  and  oeen  brought  together  again 
in  Synodical  Convention.  It  is  very  pleasant,  after  so  long 
a  separation  and  after  so  many  cares,  anxieties  and  labors, 
to  meet  aud  exchange  affectionate  greetings  ;  and  the  only 
thing  to  mar  the  pleasure  is  that  distance  and  other  causes 
have  prevented  so  many  of  our  brethren  from  meeting  with 
us.  Lt  is  not  pleasure,  however,  that  has  called  us  uere,  but 
the  most  weighty  responsibilities.  A  political  or  financial 
convention  would  attract  much  more  popular  attention,  and 
excite  a  deeper  local  interest,  but  we  come  like  the  Master 
in  lowliness,  yet  we  are  here  to  consider  the  interest  of  souls, 
each  one  of  whom  is  worth  more  than  a  world.  A  larger  ec 
elesiastical  body  would  be  looked  upon  as  more  important, 
but  every  body  that  earnestly  and  prayerfully  seeks  the  ex- 


tensiou  of  the  kingdom  of  heaven  is  an  object  of  sympathy 
to  the  angels,  and  is  tenderly  regarded  by  the  Savior  of  sin- 
ners, and  this  should  be  estimated  by  us  as  worth  superla- 
tively more  than  any  worldly  eclat.  Death  has  thrown  a 
shadow  over  some  of  our  homes,  but  our  ministerial  rank  has 
not  been  invaded. 

The  year  has  been,  in  general,  one  of  prosperity.  There 
has  been  a  general  growth.  From  some  portions  of  the  Synod 
we  have  cheering  accounts.  But  from  some  others  we  have 
painful  intelligence.  In  some  the  evils,  it  is  hoped,  will  be 
removed  without  your  interposition,  but  in  others  it  is  fear- 
ed that  they  must  be  brought  to  your  attention. 

Dedications. — 1  have  but  three  dedications  to  report. — 
On  the  first  Sunday  in  November,  a  very  neat  church  in 
Rockingham  County,  Va.,  was  set  apart  to  the  worship  of 
God  with  the  name  of  St.  Jacob's  Bethany.  It  is  at  this 
time  under  the  care  of  Rev.  I.  Conrler.  On  the  hist  Sunday 
in  August,  the  beautiful  new  church  at  Mt.  Olivet,  Sheuau 
doah  County,  Va.,  built  by  a  congregation  that  had  belong- 
ed to  the  Concordia  Synod,  was  consecrated  with  the  name 
of  St.  Matthew.  Other  Churches  are  being  built  but  have 
not  yet  become  ready  for  occupation.  Christ's  Church,  at 
Brevard,  N.  C,  was  remodeled  and  rededicated.  Kev.  J.  R. 
Peterson  is  its  pastor. 

New  Organizations. — Rev.  A.  J.  Fox  organized  a  con 
gregation  in  Newton,  N.  0.    Mr.  A.  L  Youut  has  organized 
one  in  Monroe,  N.  C,  which  wili  doubtless  make  application 
to  this  meeting  to  be  received.    Kev.  1.  Couder  has  already, 
or  will  soon  organize  one  at  Peter's,  in  Rockingham  Co.,  Va. 

Resignation  and  Calls. — Soon  after  the  adjournment 
of  Synod,  Rev.  A.  J.  Fox  resigned  St.  Mark,  Bethphage, 
Trinity,  and  Sardis,  to  compose  a  new  charge,  which  called 
Licentiate,  M.  L  Little.  He  also  resigned  St.  Peter ;  that 
called  Rev.  J.  M.  Smith,  its  former  pastor.  Rev.  I.  Conder  re- 
signed St.  Paul's,  Mt.  Solon,  Va.  It  is  still  vacant.  Rev.  J. 
N.  Stirewalt  received  and  accepted  a  call  from  St  Matthew 
congregation,  that  had  been  served  by  Rev.  H.  Wetzel  — 
The  Va.  L.  Conference  at  its  last  meeting  made  arrange- 
ments to  supply  the  congregation  at  Brock's  Gap,  in  Va., 
that  for  a  time  was  connected  with  the  Concordia  Synod. 

Licences. — As  directed  by  Synod,  1  sent  license  for  one 
year  to  J.  C.  Moser.  The  examining  committee  examined 
M.  L.  Little,  but  did  not  ordain  him,  and  license  was  forward- 
ed him. 

Suggestions. — 1.  Many  of  the  Synods  are  collecting  the 
material  for  future  histories  of  themselves  and  there  will  be 
material  for  tlie  future  general  history  of  the  Church  in 
America.  Much  of  the  best  material  of  the  earlier  history 
has  already  been  lost  and  much  is  rapidly  passing  away. — 
The  iuiitieuce  of  the  Synod  has  bi>,en  great.    If  her  work  is 
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duly  appreciated  and  the  lesson  gathered  by  generations  to 
come  that  history  must  be  preserved  by  ourselves.  It  is  our 
work  and  if  we  neglect  it  others  will  not  do  it  for  us.  Steps 
ought  to  be  taken  by  this  convention  for  the  collection  and 
publication  of  its  history  during  the  first  half  century  of  ex- 
istence. 

2.  We  have  been  talking  long  enough  about  missionary 
operations.  It  is  time  now  to  commence  work.  We  have  a 
call  now  for  funds.  The  Synod  ought  at  once  to  adopt  some 
plan  lor  active  efforts. 

May  the  blessings  of  God  rest  upon  us.  Amen.

From  information  that  has  come  into  our  possession,  your 
Co  "mittee  are  able  to  report  favorably  on  the  state  of  the 
Congregations  in  the  State  of  Virginia.  There  has  been  a 
steady,  though  not  a  rapid  increase  of  liberality  in  these 
Congregations.  The  Ministers  are  actively  engaged  in  the 
Masters  work,  and  have  met  with  encouraging  success;  no 
changes  have  taken  place  in  pastoral  relations,  and  cordiali  y 
and  confidence  prevail  among  Pastors  and  people. 

Your  committee  are  sorry  that  they  are  unable  to  present 
as  favorable  a  report  of  the  condition  ol  the  Churches  in 
North  Carolina.  In  a  few  of  the  Congregations  there  is 
some  discord  between  Pastor  and  members  ol  the  Congrega- 
tions; hut  from  iufornvaion  that  we  have  had,  we  are  hope- 
ful, that  no  lasting  injury  is  likely  to  result  from  these  dif- 
ferences. With  these  few  exceptions,  the  congregations  in 
this  part  of  our  Synod,  enjoy  a  reasonable  share  of  pros- 
perity. 

In  tiic  State  of  South  Carolina,  the  reports  coming  up  to 
us,  from  the  Councils  of  Congregations,  indicate  a  prosper- 
ous condition  of  the  Church.  It  affords  us  pleasure  to  say 
that  the  brethren  in  this  State  are  more  active  in  the  work

of  beneficence,  than  in  some  other  parts  of  our  Synod.  Upon 
a  survey  of  the  entire  Synod,  your  Committee  think  that  we 
have  reason  to  believe,  that  the  labors  of  the  past  year  have 
not  been  unblessed,  by  the  great  Head  of  the  Church.

Resolved,  That  the  Council  of  each  congregation  be  re- 
quested to  send,  to  each  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Synod, 
a  written  Report  of  the  condition  of  the  congregation. 

Whereas,  The  ancient  Lutheran  custom  of  thoroughly  cate- 
chising those  who  propose  to  become  members  of  our 
communion,  previous  to  their  Confirmation,  is,  in  some 
places,  falling  into  disuse,  and  rather  a  loose  custom  of 
receiving  nneateehised  persons  into  the  Church,  without 
the  slightest  examination  of  them  in  regard  to  their  re- 
ligious knowledge  and  other  qualifications  for  Church 
membership,  has  been  practiced  by  some;  be  it,  there- 
fore, 

Resolved,  That  we  earnestly  recommend  all  our  Ministers 
and  congregations  in  future  to  see  to  it,  that,  if  it  can 
possibly  be  done,  all  who  make  application  for  Church 
membership  be  thoroughly  instructed,  by  Catechisation, 
in  the  doctrines  and  usages  of  our  Church,  previous  to 
their  Confirmation.  But,  in  such  extraordinary  cases, 
as  when  persons  of  age  and  experience  make  application, 
or  such  young  persons  as  have  been  so  favorably  situa- 
ted as  to  have  had  opportunities  to  become  acquainted 
with  and  to  have  informed  themselves  of  our  doctrines 
ami  customs,  seek  Church  privileges,  we  recommend  that 
their  request  be  granted  ;  but.  in  no  case,  until  such  per- 
sons have  been  examined  by  the  Pastor,  before  the  Coun- 
cil, and  have  been  approved  by  them.

The  President  read  his  animal  Keport. 

President's  Report  : 

Dear  Brethren  : — By  the  grace  and  mercy  of  God  we 
have  passed  another  year  and  oeen  brought  together  again 
in  Sy nodical  Convention.  It  is  very  pleasant,  after  so  long 
a  separation  and  after  so  many  cares,  anxieties  and  labors, 
to  meet  and  exchange  affectionate  greetings ;  and  the  only 
thing  to  mar  the  pleasure  is  that  distance  and  other  causes 
have  prevented  so  many  of  our  brethren  from  meeting  with 
us.  It  is  not  pleasure,  however,  that  has  called  us  i.ere,  but 
the  most  weighty  responsibilities.  A  political  or  financial 
convention  would  attract  much  more  popular  attention,  and 
excite  a  deeper  local  interest,  but  we  come  like  the  Master 
in  lowliness,  yet  we  are  here  to  consider  the  interest  of  souls, 
each  one  of  whom  is  worth  more  than  a  world.  A  larger  ec- 
clesiastical body  would  be  looked  upon  as  more  important, 
but  every  body  that  earnestly  and  prayerfully  seeks  the  ex-

tension  of  the  kingdom  of  heaven  is  an  object  of  sympathy 
to  the  angels,  and  is  tenderly  regarded  by  the  Savior  of  sin- 
ners, aud  this  should  be  estimated  by  us  as  worth  superla- 
tively more  than  any  worldly  eclat.  Death  has  thrown  a 
shadow  over  some  of  our  homes,  but  our  ministerial  rank  has 
not  been  invaded. 

The  year  has  been,  in  general,  one  of  prosperity.  There 
has  been  a  general  growth.  From  some  portions  of  the  Synod 
we  have  cheering  accounts.  But  from  some  others  we  have 
painful  intelligence.  In  some  the  evils,  it  is  hoped,  will  be 
removed  without  your  interposition,  but  in  others  it  is  fear- 
ed that  they  must  be  brought  to  your  attention. 

Dedications. — 1  have  but  three  dedications  to  report. — 
On  the  tirst  Sunday  in  November,  a  very  neat  church  in 
Rockingham  County,  Va.,  was  set  apart  to  the  worship  of 
God  with  the  name  of  St.  Jacob's  Bethany.  It  is  at  this 
time  under  the  care  of  Rev.  I.  Conder.  On  the  first  Sunday 
in  August,  the  beautiful  new  church  at  Mt.  Olivet,  Sheuau 
doah  County,  Va.,  built  by  a  congregation  that  had  belong- 
ed to  the  Concordia  Synod,  was  consecrated  with  the  name 
of  St.  Matthew.  Other  Churches  are  being  built  but  have 
not  yet  become  ready  for  occupation.  Christ's  Church,  at 
Brevard,  N.  C,  was  remodeled  and  rededicated.  Kev.  J.  R. 
Peterson  is  its  pastor. 

New  Organizations. — Rev.  A.  J.  Fox  orgauized  a  con- 
gregation iu  Newton,  N.  C.  Mr.  A.  L.  Youut  has  organized 
one  iu  Monroe,  N.  C,  which  wili  doubtless  make  application 
to  this  meeting  to  be  received.  Rev.  I.  Conder  has  already, 
or  will  soon  organize  oue  at  Peter's,  iu  Rockiugham  Co.,  Va. 

Resignation  and  Calls. — Soon  after  the  adjournment 
of  Synod,  Rev.  A.  J.  Fox  resigned  St.  Mark,  Beth  phage, 
Trinity,  and  Sardis,  to  compose  a  new  charge,  which  called 
Licentiate,  M.  L  Little.  He  also  resigued  St.  Peter;  that 
called  Rev.  J.  M.  Smith,  its  former  pastor.  Rev.  I.  Conder  re- 
signed St.  Paul's,  Mt.  Solon,  Va.  It  is  still  vacant.  Rev.  J. 
N.  Stirewalt  received  and  accepted  a  call  from  St  Matthew 
congregation,  that  had  been  served  by  Rev.  H.  Wetzel  — 
The  Va.  L.  Conference  at  its  last  meeting  made  arrange- 
ments to  supply  the  congregation  at  Brock's  Gap,  in  Va., 
that  for  a  time  was  connected  with  the  Concordia  Synod. 

Licences. — As  directed  by  Synod,  I  sent  license  for  one 
year  to  J.  C.  Moser.  The  examining  committee  examined 
M.  L.  Little,  but  did  not  ordain  him,  and  license  was  forward- 
ed him. 

Suggestions. — 1.  Many  ofthe  Synods  are  collecting  the 
material  for  future  histories  of  themselves  aud  there  will  be 
material  for  the  future  geueral  history  of  the  Church  in 
America.  Much  of  the  best  material  of  the  earlier  history 
has  already  been  lost  aud  much  is  rapidly  passing  away. — 
Theiudueuce  ofthe  Synod  has  been  great.    If  her  work  is 


duly  appreciated  and  the  lesson  gathered  by  generations  to 
come  that  history  must  be  preserved  by  ourselves.  It  is  our 
work  and  if  we  neglect  it  others  will  not  do  it  tor  us.  Steps 
ought  to  be  taken  by  this  convention  tor  the  collection  and 
publication  of  its  history  daring  the  first  halt'  century  of  ex- 
istence. 

2.  We  have  been  talking  long  enough  about  missionary 
operations.  It  is  time  now  to  commence  work.  We  have  a 
call  now  for  funds.  The  Synod  ought  at  ouce  to  adopt  some 
plan  for  active  efforts. 

May  the  blessings  of  God  rest  upon  us.  Amen.

operations,  and  present  the  same  to  the  next  meeting  of 
Synod  for  further  action.

Report  on  State  of  the  Church. 

From  information  that  has  come  into  our  possession,  your 
Co  mnittee  are  able  to  report  favorably  on  the  state  of  the 
Congregations  in  the  State  of  Virginia.  There  has  been  a 
steady,  though  not  a  rapid  increase  of  liberality  in  these 
Congregations.  The  Ministers  are  actively  engaged  in  the 
Master's  work,  and  have  met  with  encouraging  success  ;  uo 
changes  have  taken  place  in  pastoral  relations,  and  cordiality 
and  confidence  prevail  among  Pastors  and  people. 

Your  committee  are  sorry  that  they  are  unable  to  present 
as  favorable  a  report  of  the  condition  of  the  Churches  in 
North  Carolina.  In  a  few  of  the  Congregations  there  is 
some  discoid  between  Pastor  and  members  ot  the  Congrega- 
tions: bill  from  in  forma  ion  that  we  have  had,  we  are  hope- 
ful, that  no  lasting  injury  is  likely  to  result  from  these  dif- 
ferences. With  these  few  exceptions,  the  congregations  in 
this  part  of  our  Synod,  enjoy  a  reasonable  share  of  pros- 
perity. 

In  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  the  reports  coming  up  to 
us,  from  the  Councils  of  Congregations,  indicate  a  prosper- 
ous condition  of  the  Church.  It  affords  us  pleasure  to  say 
that  the  brethren  in  this  State  are  more  active  in  the  work 
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of  beneficence,  than  in  some  other  parts  of  our  Synod.  Upon 
a  survey  of  the  entire  Synod,  your  Committee  think  that  we 
have  reason  to  believe,  that  the  labors  of  the  past  year  have 
not  been  unblessed,  by  the  great  Head  of  the  Church.

Resolved,  That  each  of  our  Pastors  be  earnestly  requested, 
to  preach  at  least  one  Sermon  in  each  of  his  congrega- 
tions, annually,  upon  the  subject  of  Beneficiary  Educa- 
tion, and  other  benevolent  enterprises,  and  report  to  the 
next  succeeding  convention  of  our  Synod. 

Resolved,  That  the  Council  of  each  congregation  be  re- 
quested to  send,  to  each  Annual  fleeting  of  the  Synod, 
a  written  Keport  of  the  condition  of  the  congregation. 

Whereas,  The  ancient  Lutheran  custom  of  thoroughly  cate- 
chising those  who  propose  to  become  members  of  our 
communion,  previous  to  their  Confirmation,  is,  in  some 
places,  falling  into  disuse,  and  rather  a  loose  custom  of 
receiving  uncateehised  persons  into  the  Church,  without 
the  slightest  examination  of  them  in  regard  to  their  re- 
ligious knowledge  and  other  qualifications  for  Church 
membership,  has  been  practiced  by  some;  be  it,  there- 
fore, 

Resolved,  That  we  earnestly  recommend  all  our  Ministers 
and  congregations  in  future  to  see  to  it,  that,  if  it  can 
possibly  be  done,  all  who  make  application  for  Church 
membership  be  thoroughly  instructed,  by  Catechisation, 
in  the  doctrines  and  usages  of  our  Church,  previous  to 
their  Confirmation.  But,  in  such  extraordinary  cases, 
as  when  persons  of  age  and  experience  make  application, 
or  sueh  young  persons  as  have  been  so  favorably  situa- 
ted as  to  have  had  opportunities  to  become  acquainted 
with  and  to  have  informed  themselves  of  our  doctrines 
and  customs,  seek  Church  privileges,  we  recommend  that 
their  request  be  granted  ;  but,  in  no  case,  until  such  per- 
sons have  been  examined  by  the  Pastor,  before  the  Coun- 
cil, and  have  been  approved  by  them.

president  s  report. 

Dear  Brethren  :— By  the  gracious  providence  of  our  Heavenly  Fath- 
er, we  have  been  brought  through  the  dangers,  the  trials,  the  labors,  the 
successes  and  the  disappointments  of  another  year,  and  have  again  assem- 
bled in  Synodical  Convention.  We  meet  to  exchange  views,  to  recount 
the  joys  and  sorrows  which  have  fallen  to  each,  and  to  devise  new,  and 
execute  old  plans  for  the  advancement  of  the  Redeemer's  kingdom. 

A  review  of  the  condition  of  our  Synod  shows  little  of  very  encouraging 
nature.  Death  has  been  doing  its  work  ;  and,  while  mortality  among  the 
members  of  our  churches  has  not  been  greater  than  in  former  years,  the 
place  of  our  dear  brother  amongst  us  has  been  left  vacant.  Brother 
Thomas  Crouse  has  been  called  from  his  labors  in  the  Church  militant  to 
his  reward  in  the  Church  triumphant. 

Most  of  our  pastoral  charges  are  too  large  and  should  be  divided  ;  but 
in  consequence  of  the  scarcity  of  ministers  this  cannot  yet  be  done ;  and 
it  becomes  duty  to  address  ourselves  anew  to  the  work  and  put  forth  in- 
creased efforts  to  increase  the  number  of  ministers. 

Official  Acts.— During  the  year  now  ending,  I  have  been  called  to 
perform  but  few  official  acts.  By  order  of  Synod,  I  renewed  the  license 
of  Candidates,  J.  C.  Moser  and  M.  L.  Little,  and  issued  license  for  one 
year  to  candidate  A.  L.  Yount. 

Vacancies. — By  the  death  of  Rev.  Thomas  Crouse  the  Davidson 
charge  in  North  Carolina  has  become  vacant  and  still  remains  so.  Rev. 
T.  Moser  has  resigned  Emanuel  Church,  in  Union  County,  N.  C,  and 
candidate  A.  L.  Yount  has  resigned  the  charge  of  the  Church  in  Monroe, 
N.  C.  These  two  Churches  are  still  vacant  and  provision  for  their  supply 
should  be  made  with  as  little  delay  as  possible.  I  have  also  been  inform- 
ed that  in  consequence  of  feeble  health  Rev.  A.  L.  Crouse  has  resigned  the 
Summit  charge  in  S.  Carolina.  It  is  hoped,  however,  that  this  brother's 
health  will  so  far  improve  as  to  enable  him  soon  to  resume  his  labors. 

New  Organizations. — Since  last  Synod,  I  organized  a  small  congre- 
gation at  King's  Mountain  Station,  on  the  Piedmont  and  Air-Line  Rail- 
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way  in  Cleveland  Co.,  N.  C.  No  other  new  organizations  have  been  re- 
ported to  me. 

Education — To  meet  the  increasing  demand  for  ministers  to  cultivate 
the  fields  already  opened  and  but  imperfectly  occupied  and  also  open  up 
and  occupy  new  ones,  a  school  has  been  started  in  the  village  of  Conover, 
Catawba  Co. ,  N.  C.  The  leading  object  contemplated  in  the  establish- 
ment of  this  school  is  to  afford  the  means  of  education  at  the  least  possi- 
ble cost.  To  this  end  it  is  believed  that  the  location  is  a  favorable  one. — 
It  is  in  the  midst  of  a  dense  Lutheran  population  who  are  generally  well 
to  do  farmers,  and  the  means  of  living  are  abundant  and  cheap.  With 
these  advantages  it  is  hoped  that  the  enterprise  will  prove  a  success.  I 
deem  it  proper  to  ask  the  interest  of  Synod  in  its  behalf. 

Missions. — I  again  call  the  attention  of  the  Synod  to  the  work  of 
missions,  and  urge  upon  it  the  importance  of  making  provision  for  carry- 
ing on  this  work  especially  in  States  lying  west  of  the  Mississippi  river. — 
During  the  last  fifty  years  hundreds  of  Lutheran  families  have  emigrated 
westward  and  settled  in  the  States  of  Missouri,  Arkansas,  and  Texas  carry- 
ing their  Lutheranism  with  them.  Year  after  year  petitions  for  ministers 
were  addressed  to  Synod  by  these  emigrants,  and  had  timely  efforts  been 
made  in  their  behalf  these  emigrants  and  their  descendants  might  have  been 
saved  to  the  Church,  and  large  and  flourishing  Lutheran  congregations 
would  now  be  found  where  the  Lutheran  name  is  scarcely  known.  Much 
time  has  been  lost,  but  it  is  not  yet  too  late.  Something  may  yet  be  done. 
Within  the  last  few  years,  a  few  ministers  have  been  laboring  among  these 
people,  and  have  succeeded  in  gathering  some  of  them  up  and  forming 
them  into  congregations.  But  what  are  they  among  so  many  ?  The  ter- 
ritory over  which  their  labors  extend  is  large  and  help  both  in  men  and 
money  is  wanted.  After  repeated  failures  to  obtain  ministers  these  emi- 
grant brethren  ceased  to  make  application  to  us  and  the  consequence  has 
been  that  many  of  them  have  been  lost  to  the  Church-  The  hopes  of 
others  have  been  somewhat  revived  and  they  have  again  made  indirect  ap- 
plication to  us  for  help.  Shall  these  calls  be  agaiD  unheeded,  and  this  re- 
vived hope  be  permitted  to  again  perish? 

Recommendation. — I  recommend  that  a  Committee  be  appointed  to 
prepare  and  report  suitable  resolutions  upon  the  death  of  Rev-  Thomas 
(Jrouse- 

By  Article  IV,  Section  4,  of  our  Synodical  Constitution  it  is  provided 
that  '"Synod  shall  require  a  probationary  period  of  not  less  than  one  year 
during  which  all  candidates  for  the  ministry  shall  be  taken  on  trial."  For 
some  years  this  constitutional  requirement  has  been  carried  out  by  a  sys- 
tem of  license.  By  this  system  candidates  to  the  ministry  have  been 
authorized  to  perform  all  ministerial  acts  under  license  and  without  ordi- 
nation. In  my  opiuion  this  system  is  open  to  serious  objections,  and  ought 
to  be  abandoned.  If  a  candidate  is  known  not  to  possess  the  necessary 
qualifications  both  mentally  or  morally  or  either,  he  should  not  in  any  way 
be  invested  with  the  office.  On  the  other  hand,  if  a  candidate  is  believed  to 
possess  all  the  qualifications  necessary  to  the  successful  discharge  of  min- 
isterial duties,  he  should  be  put  into  the  office  not  for  one  year  only  but 
for  life,  or  during  good  behaviour  in  office.  To  carry  out  the  provision 
of  the  Constitution  in  this  regard,  in  a  less  objectionable  mode,  I  recom- 
mend that  Students  in  the  Seminary  be  under  the  direction  of  the  Profes- 
sors, and  that  such  as  are  under  private  instruction  be  directed  by  the  pas- 
tors under  whose  care  they  have  been  placed. 

And  now,  dear  brethren  "The  God  of  peace,  that  brought  again  from 
the  dead  our  Lord  Jesus,  that  great  Shepherd  of  the  Sheep,  through  the 
blood  of  the  everlasting  covenant,  make  you  perfect  in  every  good  work 
to  do  his  will,  working  in  you  that  which  is  well  pleasing  in  his  sight, 
through  Jesus  Christ,  to  whom  be  glory  for  ever  and  ever.  Amen.

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REGULATIONS  FOR  THE  GOVERNMENT  OF  THE  EVAN.  LUTH. 
TENN.  SYNOD  IN  MISSIONARY  WORK. 

Art.  I.  There  shall  be  elected,  annually,  by  Synod  an  executive 
Committee  of  three,  or  five,  or  more  members,  as  the  nature  and  extent  of 
the  work  may  require,  who  shall  hold  office  until  their  successors  shall  be 
appointed.  Of  this  Committee  the  Committee  on  vacancies  shall  be  a 
member- 

Art.  II.  This  Executive  Committee  shall  have  charge  of  the  Mission- 
ary work  between  the  conventions  of  Synod.  They  shall  elect  one  of 
their  number  Treasurer,  who  shall  hold,  and  disburse  the  missionary 
monies  according  to  the  directions  of  the  Committee.  The  Executive 
Committee  may  establish  or  discontinue  missions,  may  employ  or  dismiss 
missionaries,  and  shall  have  the  superintendence  and  control  of  all  mis- 
sionary operations  during  their  time  of  office. 

Art.  III.  This  Committee  shall  hold  at  least  two  meetings  during  the 
year.  It  shall  keep  a  clear  and  correct  account  of  all  its  transactions  and 
especially  of  all  monies  received  and  disbursed,  and  report  annually  to 
Synod  and  be  prepared  with  vouchers  to  sustain  the  same,  which  report 
shall  be  recorded  by  the  Secretary  of  Synod. 

Art.  IV.  All  monies  collected  from  congregations  or  otherwise,  and 
donations  for  the  purpose  of  missions  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  Chairman 
of  the  Executive  Committee  for  which  he  shall  give  his  receipt. 

Art.  V-  Diligent  and  rigid  inquiry  shall  be  made  as  to  the  condition 
of  every  community  and  the  prospects  of  establishing  a  self-sustaining 
congregation  or  pastorate  whenever  application  shall  be  made  for  aid,  and 
where  these  are  not  favorable  no  money  shall  be  expended  as  a  mere 
venture. 

Art.  VI.  Every  pastor  in  connection  with  this  Synod  shall  be  requir- 
ed to  take  up  collections  in  each  of  his  congregations  annually  in  the  most 
judicious  manner  for  missions- 

Art.  VII-  These  regulations  shall  be  subject  to  amendment  at  any 
meeting  of  Synod  after  giving  one  day's  notice  of  the  proposed  amendment 
and  with  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 

Your  Committee  in  submitting  the  above  plan  would  call  the  attention 
of  the  Synod  to  the  importance  of  concentrated  effort.  It  is  a  lesson 
learned  after  a  dear  experience  by  other  bodies  and  they  are  now  center- 
ing their  labors  upon  a  few  places  until  they  make  them  self-sup- 
porting. It  is  found  to  be  far  better  to  make  large  appropriations  to  one 
point  and  assist  in  building  a  Church  than  to  scatter  a  small  fund  among 
many.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  STATE  OF  THE  CHURCH. 

Your  Committee  are  unable  to  report  as  accurately  as  is  desirable.—* 
In  reference  to  the  congregations  in  Virginia,  we  have  learned,  through 
various  sources,  that  commendable  progress  is  being  made.  Our  ministers 
are  at  work,  zealously,  the  people  are  becoming  more  and  more  interested, 
and  our  borders  are  being  extended.  In  this  section,  we  think  great  unity 
and  harmony  prevail. 

We  are  happy  to  be  able  to  say  that  in  North  Carolina  there  seems  to 
be  improvement  in  some  of  the  congregations,  where  there  had  existed 
some  discord.  More  friendly  relations  now  exist  and  their  prosperity  is 
greater.  It  appears  also  that  our  people  are  very  careful  to  take  heed  to 
our  doctrines.  Some  congregations  have  not  enjoyed  regular  services; 
hence  we  have  no  doubt,  suffered  loss.  There  have  been  accessions,  but 
we  are  unable  to  say  whether  more  or  less  than  last  year.  This  remark 
will  also  apply  to  the  congregations  in  Virginia. 

From  the  congregations  in  South  Carolina,  the  reports  are  not  so  full 
as  is  desirable.  In  the  cause  of  Beneficiary  Education,  these  bretheren 
are  doing  very  well.  However,  the  peace  of  some  of  the  congregations 
seems  to  be  disturbed,  but  with  these  exceptions  they  seem  to  do  well. — 
Considerable  accessions  by  confirmation  have  been  made.

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PASTORAL  LETTER. 


MINISTEEIAL  SUPPOBT. 

"  Even  so  hath  the  Lord  ordained  that  they  which  preach 
the  gospel  should  live  of  the  gospel."  If  Paul  was  inspired, 
this  language  has  the  greatest  possible  force  for  binding  the 
conscience.  It  is  the  conclusion,  legitimately  drawn,  from 
a  clear  and  irrefutable  argument,  free  from  every  suspicion 
of  fallacy  because  conducted  by  inspiration,  and  thus  binds 
conscience  through  our  reason.  It,  also,  announces  as  a 
fact  that  God  has  made  it  a  perpetual  law,  and  thus  binds 
the  conscience  by  positive  divine  authority.  It  is,  there- 
fore, no  longer  a  question  of  expediency  or  fitness,  or  a  mat- 
ter of  choice  but  a  duty  as  certain  and  imperative  as  any 
given  in  the  Scriptures,  and  for  which  we  will  as  surely  be 
required  to  account.  A  man  is  no  more  excusable  for  ne- 
glecting to  bear  his  part  in  supporting  his  pastor  than  he  is 
for  defrauding,  for  the  same  Lord  who  said,  "Defraud  not." 
said  also  "that  they  who  preach  the  gospel  should  live  of 
the  gospel." 

Whatever  may  be  thought  of  the  relation  of  the  minis- 
try to  the  "universal  priesthood,"  it  will  not  be  denied  that 
the  office  of  the  ministry  is  of  divine  appointment ;  for  the 
performance  of  a  work  which  could  not  be  accomplished 
without  it.  "He  gave  some,  pastors  and  teachers,  for  the 
perfecting  of  the  saints,  for  the  work  of  the  ministry,  for  the 
edifying  of  the  body  of  Christ."  This  office,  so  important  to 
the  existence  and  perpetuity  of  the  Church,  can  be  filled  only 
by  men  "of  like  passions  with  ourselves,"  who  have  necessi- 
ties, sympathies,  and  affections  in  common  with  other  men. 
They  have  no  cruse  of  oil  miraculously  replenished,  nor 
ravens  to  carry  them  food,  and  they  are  left  to  natural  re- 
sources by  which  to  support  existence.  God  has  made  it 
the  duty  of  the  people  to  whom  they  minister  to  supply  their 
physical  wants. 


If  the  minister  is  an  embassador  of  God  be  is  an  agent 
of  the  Church  in  performing  that  work  which  God  carries  on 
through  His  Church.    The  Church  must  teach  every  crea- 
ture, but  as  the  great  body  cannot  go  to  foreign  lauds  they 
send  others,  and  through  them  discharge  their  duty  to  the 
heathen.    So  every  congregation  must  preach  the  gospel  to 
every  person  within  its  territory;  it  must  administer  the 
Sacraments,  maintain  a  confession  of  the  truth,  and  contin- 
ually edify  itself,  not  only  by  increasing  its  numbers  but  also 
by  perfecting  the  saints  through  an  advancing  knowledge 
of  the  Word.    But  as  the  majority  of  every  congregation 
must  be  engaged  in  secular  pursuits  it  meets  its  responsibili- 
ty only  by  selecting  one  to  perform  that  common  work. — 
Ministers  are  servants  of  the  Church.    " Ourselves  your 
servants.'1    They  have  no  further  interest  in  their  work 
than  every  Christian  ought  to  have.    Congregations  have 
the  right,  and  do  call  pastors,  and  deputize  them  to  perform 
this  general  work.    It  is  a  matter  of  common  justice  that 
the  congregations  should  compensate  them  according  to  the 
service  rendered.     "Thou  shalt  not  muzzle  the  ox  that 
treadeth  out  the  corn,"  said  the  law  of  Moses.    *'  Doth  God 
take  care  for  oxen?"  asked  Paul.     The  argument  is,  that  if 
God  ordained  a  law  that  the  oxen  should  be  maintained 
while  laboring  for  us,  much  more  must  every  man  receive 
adequate  wages.    Twice  does  Paul  quote  the  Mosaic  precept 
while  discussing  the  duty  of  supporting  the  ministry,  and 
once  in  connection  with  the  language  of  the  Savior,  "  The 
laborer  is  worthy  of  his  reward."    The  salary  of  a  pastor  is 
not  a  charity,  but  well-earned  wages.    Who  does  not  expect 
to  pay  a  lawyer  for  his  counsel,  a  physician  for  his  attention, 
the  laborer  for  his  service?    It  is  common  equity.  They 
have  no  more  right  to  expect  a  minister  to  spend  his  time 
and  strength  without  compensation.    This  is  the  principle 
upon  which  both  Christ  and  Paul  place  this  duty.    Iu  ev- 
ery service  the  wages  are  regulated  very  much  by  the  talent 
and  preparation  requisite  to  rendering  them.     There  are 
neither  the  talents  nor  prerequisite  training  necessary  to 
the  laborer  in  the  field  that  there  are  for  the  physician,— 
and  they  receive  different  rewards    There  is  no  calling  that 
demands  a  longer  course  of  training  and  greater  natural 
gifts  than  the  ministry,  and  according  to  the  Scriptural  rule 
their  salaries  ought  to  range  with  the  very  highest;  com- 
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moii  equity  would  demand  it.  But  as  a  matter  of  fact  ordi- 
nary mechanics  who  have  served  an  apprenticeship  of 
eighteen  months  receive  better  wages.  If  the  little  stipu- 
lated salary  be  not  regularly  paid,  as  is  very  often  true, 
what  wrong !  "  Behold  the  hire  of  laborers,  who  have  reaped 
down  your  fields,  which  is  of  you  kept  back  by  fraud,  crieth, 
and  the  cries  of  them  which  reaped  are  entered  into  the  ears 
of  the  Lord  of  Sabaoth,"  Much  more  the  cries  of  a  defraud- 
ed ministry. 

Ministers  are  often  treated  as  if  they  were  drones — as  a 
class  to  be  supported  for  maintaining  a  decent  appearance  in 
society,  which,  if  it  were  only  fashiouable,  might  easily  be 
dispensed  with.  But  on  the  contrary,  the  minister  is  the 
most  useful  member  of  the  community.  From  the  stand- 
point of  mere  financial  interest,  we  cannot  fail  to  see  that 
he  is  of  incalculable  importance.  Public  preaching  does  far 
more  to  restrain  passion  and  lust  than  the  arm  of  the  law. 
It  keeps  alive  a  moral  sentiment  in  the  public  mind.  It  is 
a  terror  to  evil  doers.  Shut  up  the  churches  of  a  communi- 
ty and  very  soon  an  oath  looses  its  sanctity  and  the  admin- 
istration of  justice  is  at  end,  property  is  not  safe,  trusts  are 
betrayed,  and  life  itself  is  constantly  endangered.  He  is  of 
equal  importance  to  social  culture.  Education  unregulated 
by  moral  sen t  imeuts  only  increases  the  power  of  evil.  Who 
would  desire  to  bring  up  a  family  of  children  in  a  community 
where  there  were  no  churches!  A  philosopher  said  that 
"Christianity  is  the  foundation  of  modern  civilization."  If 
we  remove  the  foundation,  our  civilization  falls.  France 
banished  Christianity,  and  had  the  Beigu  of  Terrors.  But 
without  the  ministry  Christianity  could  not  exist.  That 
man  who  does  most  to  preserve  and  extend  the  civilization 
of  any  community  is  the  minister.  Any  other  man  could, 
therefore,  be  better  spared  than  a  faithful,  earnest  pastor. 
If  these  things  are  true  even  the  infidel,  desiring  to  do  just- 
ly, must  contribute  to  the  support  of  the  ministry.  But  his 
labors  considered  in  their  bearing  upon  our  immortal  inter- 
est are  immeasurably  more  important.  Preaching  often 
seems  to  do  but  little  good.  Congregations  disperse  appar- 
ently precisely  like  they  were  when  they  assembled.  We  do 
not  know  the  benefit  until  after  the  churches  have  been  closed 
a  few  years.  A  single  drop  does  not  perceptibly  add  to  a 
bucket  containing  a  quantity  of  water,  but  drop  after  drop 
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at  length  fills  it,  and  when  the  dripping  has  ceased  evapora- 
tion begins,  and  at  last  all  is  gone.  Who  warns  and  admon- 
ishes the  sinner  ?  Who  dedicates  the  child  through  Holy 
Baptism?  Who  administers  the  Holy  Supper?  Who  ex- 
pounds the  truth  !  Who  ministers  to  the  dying  1  He  seeks 
us  when  we  stray,  strengthens  us  when  we  are  weak,  com- 
forts us  when  we  are  in  trouble,  and  sympathizes  with  us 
when  we  are  distressed.  Without  his  influence  the  Word 
had  never  found  us  when  we  were  utterly  indifferent,  and 
without  him  we  would  again  become  cold,  unbelieving,  and 
finally  be  lost.  "How  beautiful  are  the  feet  of  them  thau 
preach  the  gospel  of  peace  and  briug  glad  tidings  of  good 
things."  Notwithstanding  our  religious  literature  and  the 
multiplication  of  the  Bible  and  Christian  activity,  since  the 
ministry  is  the  fountain  of  all,  it  may  still  be  asked  with  all 
its  original  force,  "  How  shall  they  hear  without  a  preacher  V 
A  life  that  ends  in  everlasting  misery  is  worse  than  wasted. 
If  we  are  damned  "it  had  been  better  for  us  never  to  have 
been  born."  In  return  for  the  spiritual  blessings  and  hopes 
that  the  ministry  bring  us,  what  is  due  them  !  "If  we  have 
sown  unto  you  spiritual  t  hings  is  it  a  great  thing  if  we  shall 
reap  of  your  carnal  things.  "  With  much  more  than  double 
emphasis  we  repeat  that  an  earnest,  faithful  minister  of  the 
WTord  is  the  most  indispensable  man  in  any  community. 
Common  equity  would  say  if  every  other  man  must  go  unre- 
warded the  minister  must  not. 

The  work  of  the  minister  is  one  of  great  responsibility. 
It  is  the  cure  of  souls.  He  must  rightly  divide  the  Word  of 
truth.  If  any  perish  through  his  neglect  God  requires  the 
blood  of  that  one  at  his  hands.  His  whole  time  is  necessary 
for  a  proper  discharge  of  the  functions  of  his  office.  Is  not 
this  the  rule  given  to  Timothy  ?  "Give  attendance  to  read- 
ing, to  exhortation,  to  doctrine.  Neglect  not  the  gift  that 
is  in  thee  which  was  given  thee  by  prophecy.  Meditate  on 
these  things;  give  thyself  wholly  to  them."  It  is  not  because 
he  is  too  holy,  but  because  he  has  not  time  to  engage  in 
secular  pursuits  that  makes  it  wrong  for  a  minister  to  seek 
a  support  from  them.  "It  is  not  reason  that  we  should 
leave  the  Word  of  God  and  serve  tables."  Whenever  a  min- 
ister combines  a  secular  calling  with  his  pastoral  duties 
there  is  wrong  somewhere.    If  it  is  for  filthy  lucre's  sake,  it

is  with  him  ;  but  if  to  obtain  a  support,  the  wrong  is  with 
the  people  whom  he  serves. 

The  ministry  has  a  right  to  ask  a  comfortable  living. 
God  gave  the  Levites  no  inheritance  when  He  divided  the 
Laud  of  Promise,  because  they  were  to  be  supported  by  the 
offerings  from  the  other  tribes.  "Do  ye  not  know  that  they 
which  minister  about  holy  things  live  of  the  things  of  the 
temple,  and  they  which  wait  at  the  altar  are  partakers  with 
the  altar  F  Some  have  reproached  those  ministers  who 
have  asked  a  very  modest  living  as  being  money  preachers, 
not  knowing  that  they  impeach  the  apostle  who,  by  the 
language  just  quoted,  gave  them  the  right  to  claim  it. 
Ministers  have  never  demanded  what  common  equity  would 
allow, — they  have  always  been  satisfied  with  an  income  that 
would  meet  necessary  wants. 

The  people  generally  do  not  consider  the  many  extra 
expenses  of  the  ministry.  For  every  thing  he  gets  he  must 
pay  cash,  except  the  few  donations  from  his  parishioners* 
He  must  buy  provender  for  his  horse  and  cow,  and,  if  his 
home  is  in  a  town,  often  vegetables  as  well  as  flour,  meat 
and  groceries.  He  needs  books  and  should  purchase  only 
standard  ones,  which  are  costly.  He  is  expected  to  dress 
himself  and  family  well,  the  people  themselves  complain 
when  he  does  not  make  a  respectable  appearance  in  society. 
He  must  often  entertain  visitors.  He  must  set  an  example 
of  charity,  and  in  many  communities  if  a  man  has  lost  his 
house  or  barn  by  fire  he  comes  to  the  minister  to  head  the 
list  of  subscription  for  a  new  one.  Then  his  children,  are 
to  be  educated,  for  it  is  all  he  can  expect  to  give  them. 
These  and  many  things  would  consume  a  much  larger  in- 
come than  the  great  majority  of  ministers  receive  were  it 
not  for  an  economy  rarely  know  beyond  the  threshhold  of 
a  parsonage.  He  knows  he  ought  to  provide  for  old  age,  or 
for  his  family  if  he  should  die.  But  he  sees  no  way,  and  he 
dismisses  as  quickly  as  possible  a  thought  that  if  indulged 
would  crush  him.  A  salary  upon  which  a  minister  can  just 
keep  out  of  debt  is  not  a  comfortable  living.  It  ought  to 
be  large  enough  to  make  him  easy  in  maintaining  that  style 
of  life  which  is  expected  of  him,  to  educate  his  children, 
and  to  lay  aside  something  every  year  for  a  Winter's  day. 
If  it  become  a  rule  that  be  is  to  be  discarded  when  he  is  fifty 
years  old,  it  is  the  duty  of  those  who  receive  the  benefit  of 
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his  labors  to  provide  for  his  comfort  when  those  labors  are 
no  longer  wanted. 

In  this  matter  our  Synod  is  behind  in  duty.  Our 
parochial  reports  reveal  the  fact  that  but  one  congregation 
makes  an  effort  to  support  its  pastor.  This  is  not  because 
there  are  no  others  able  to  do  it.  The  great  majority  of  our 
pastors  are  compelled  to  engage  in  other  callings,  notwith- 
standing the  large  number  of  communicants  some  of  them 
report.  Many  of  our  pastorates  could  be  divided  into  two 
or  three,  and  each  could  give  a  comfortable  salary.  They 
would  reap  the  benefit  in  many  ways*  They  would  have 
more  frequent  and  better  preaching.  Their  pastor  could 
visit  them,  and  a  stronger  feeling  of  interest  would  spring- 
up  between  himself  and  his  people.  He  could  learn  better 
their  wants  and  address  himself  more  directly  and  intel- 
ligently to  meeting  them.  He  could  visit  the  sick.  He 
could  call  on  families  that  are  out  of  all  church  relations 
and  carry  the  gospel  to  firesides  that  can  not  be  otherwise 
reached.  Onr  ministers  would  all  be  more  efficient  and  our 
congregations  more  prosperous. 

The  work  is  easy  when  earnestly  begun.  Men  who  give 
ten  dollars  could  give  seventy-five  and  not  be  a  cent  poorer 
at  the  end  of  the  year.  Many  will  say  ;'Oh !  that  is  too 
much,  too  much,  I  can't  give  that."  But  there  are  thous- 
ands in  our  country  who  are  no  wealthier  than  they  are  who 
give  annually  double  that  much.  Many  who  give  five  dol- 
lars could  give  fifty.  It  can  be  done,  for  it  has  been  done 
easily  when  once  men  were  in  earnest.  They  are  not 
"broken  up"  yet  and  if  God's  promise  does  not  fail  they  will 
never  be  by  that  sort  of  liberality,  for  He  has  said  "  the 
liberal  soul  shall  be  made  fat."  The  time  has  coinfc  for  our 
congregations  to  take  a  step  forward,  and  now  let  each 
member  boldly  make  an  advance^  and  the  work  will  be  done 
grandly. 

It  must  be  done  to  preserve  our  existence.  After  men 
have  spent  from  six  to  eight  years  and  all  their  patrimony 
in  preparing  for  the  ministry  they  must  be  supported  or 
they  will  locate  elsewhere,  or  they  will  be  deterred  from  en- 
tering the  ministry  at  all.  The  time  was  when  a  lower 
standard  of  education  sufficed,  and  our  ministers  having 
more  time  and  money  could  live  on  less.  If  we  close  our 
eyes  to  the  change,  that  does  not  alter  the  fact.    Can  the 
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Tennessee  Synod  after  having  stood  and  boldly  confessed 
the  truth  for  more  than  a  half  century,  with  such  a  history, 
and  with  so  many  souls  under  her  care  and  within  reach  of 
her  influence  consent  to  betray  her  trust  and  ingloriously 
perish"?  Her  record  is  too  bright,  her  zeal  too  deep,  her 
love  for  the  truth  too  intense  to  allow  her  to  consent  to  such 
an  end.  We  may,  then  confidently  appeal  to  our  people  to 
double  and  triple  and  quadruple  their  contributions  to  the 
support  of  the  ministry  until  our  selt-sustaining  charges  be 
many  times  multiplied,  and  every  minister  be  stripped  of 
every. excuse  for  leaving  the  word  to  serve  tables.

STANDING  RESOLUTIONS. 


Resolved,  That  each  of  our  Pastors  be  earnestly  requested, 
to  preach  at  least  one  Sermon  in  each  of  his  congrega- 
tions, annually,  upon  the  subject  of  Beneficiary  Education, 
and  other  benevolent  enterprises,  and  report  to  the  next 
sueeeding  convention  of  our  Synod. 

Resolved,  That  the  Council  of  each  congregation  be  request- 
ed to  send,  to  each  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Synod,  a  writ- 
ten Report  of  the  condition  of  the  congregation. 

Whereas,  The  ancient  Lutheran  custom  of  thoroughly  cate- 
chising those  who  propose  to  become  members  of  our  com- 
munion, previous  to  their  Confirmation,  is,  in  some  places, 
falling  into  disuse,  and  rather  a  loose  custom  of  receiving 
uncatechised  persons  into  the  Church,  without  the  slight- 
est examination  of  them  in  regard  to  their  religious  knowl- 
edge and  other  qualifications  for  Church  membership,  has 
been  practiced  by  some  ;  be  it,  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  we  earnestly  recommend  all  our  Ministers 
and  congregations  in  future  to  see  to  it,  that,  if  it  can 
possibly  be  done,  all  who  make  application  for  Church 
membership  be  thoroughly  instructed,  by  Cate^hisation, 
in  the  doctrines  and  usages  of  our  Church,  previous  to 
their  Confirmation.  But,  in  such  extraordinary  cases,  as 
when  persons  of  age  and  experience  make  application,  or 
such  young  persons  as  have  been  so  favorably  situated 
as  to  have  had  opportunities  to  become  acquainted  with 
and  to  have  informed  themselves  of  our  doctrines  and  cus- 
toms, seek  Church  privileges,  we  recommend  that  their  re- 
quest be  granted  ;  but,  in  no  case,  until  such  persons  have 
been  examined  by  the  Pastor,  before  the  Council,  and  have 
been  approved  by  them.

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT. 

Dear  Brethren  : — By  the  gracious  providence  of  our  Heavenly  Fath- 
er, we  have  been  brought  through  the  dangers,  the  trials,  the  labors,  the 
successes  and  the  disappointments  of  another  year,  and  have  again  assem- 
bled in  Synodical  Convention.  We  meet  to  exchange  views,  to  recount 
the  joys  and  sorrows  which  have  fallen  to  each,  and  to  devise  new,  and 
execute  old  plans  for  the  advancement  of  the  Redeemer's  kingdom. 

A  review  of  the  condition  of  our  Synod  shows  little  of  very  encouraging 
nature.  Death  has  been  doing  its  work  ;  and,  while  mortality  among  the 
members  of  our  churches  has  not  been  greater  than  in  former  years,  the 
place  of  our  dear  brother  amongst  us  has  been  left  vacant.  Brother 
Thomas  Crouse  has  been  called  from  his  labors  in  the  Church  militant  to 
his  reward  in  the  Church  triumphant. 

Most  of  our  pastoral  charges  are  too  large  and  should  be  divided  ;  but 
in  consequence  of  the  scarcity  of  ministers  this  cannot  yet  be  done ;  and 
it  becomes  duty  to  address  ourselves  anew  to  the  work  and  put  forth  in- 
creased efforts  to  increase  the  number  of  ministers. 

Official  Acts. — During  the  year  now  ending,  I  have  been  called  to 
perform  but  few  official  acts.  By  order  of  Synod,  I  renewed  the  license 
of  Candidates,  J.  C.  Moser  and  M.  L.  Little,  and  issued  license  for  one 
year  to  candidate  A-  L.  Yount. 

Vacancies. — By  the  death  of  Rev.  Thomas  Crouse  the  Davidson 
charge  in  North  Carolina  has  become  vacant  and  still  remains  so.  Rev. 
T.  Moser  has  resigned  Emanuel  Church,  in  Union  County,  N.  C,  and 
candidate  A.  L.  Yount  has  resigned  the  charge  of  the  Church  in  Monroe, 
N.  C.  These  two  Churches  are  still  vacant  and  provision  for  their  supply 
should  be  made  with  as  little  delay  as  possible.  1  have  also  been  inform- 
ed that  in  consequence  of  feeble  health  Rev.  A.  L.  Crouse  has  resigned  the 
Summit  charge  in  S.  Carolina.  It  is  hoped,  however,  that  this  brother's 
health  will  so  far  improve  as  to  enable  him  soon  to  resume  his  labors. 

New  Organizations. — Since  last  Synod,  I  organized  a  small  congre- 
gation at  King's  Mountain  Station,  on  the  Piedmont  and  Air-Line  Rail- 
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way  in  Cleveland  Co.,  N.  C.  No  other  new  organizations  have  been  re- 
ported to  me. 

Education — To  meet  the  increasing  demand  for  ministers  to  cultivate 
the  fields  already  opened  and  but  imperfectly  occupied  and  also  open  up 
and  occupy  new  ones,  a  school  has  been  started  in  the  village  of  Conover, 
Catawba  Co.,  N.  C  The  leading  object  contemplated  in  the  establish- 
ment of  this  school  is  to  afford  the  means  of  education  at  the  least  possi- 
ble cost.  To  this  end  it  is  believed  that  the  location  is  a  favorable  one. — 
It  is  in  the  midst  of  a  dense  Lutheran  population  who  are  generally  well 
to  do  farmers,  and  the  means  of  living  are  abundant  and  cheap.  With 
these  advantages  it  is  hoped  that  the  enterprise  will  prove  a  success.  I 
deem  it  proper  to  ask  the  interest  of  Synod  in  its  behalf. 

Missions. — I  again  call  the  attention  of  the  Synod  to  the  work  of 
missions,  and  urge  upon  it  the  importance  of  making  provision  for  carry- 
ing on  this  work  especially  in  States  lying  west  of  the  Mississippi  river. — 
During  the  last  fifty  years  hundreds  of  Lutheran  families  have  emigrated 
westward  and  settled  in  the  States  of  Missouri,  Arkansas,  and  Texas  carry- 
ing their  Lutherauism  with  them.  Year  after  year  petitions  for  ministers 
were  addressed  to  Synod  by  these  emigrants,  and  had  timely  efforts  been 
made  in  their  behalf  these  emigrants  and  their  descendants  might  have  been 
saved  to  the  Church,  and  large  and  flourishing  Lutheran  congregations 
would  now  be  found  where  the  Lutheran  name  is  scarcely  known.  Much 
time  has  been  lost,  but  it  is  not  yet  too  late.  Something  may  yet  be  done. 
Within  the  last  few  years,  a  few  ministers  have  been  laboring  among  these 
people,  and  have  succeeded  in  gathering  some  of  them  up  and  forming 
them  into  congregations.  But  what  are  they  among  so  many  ?  The  ter- 
ritory over  which  their  labors  extend  is  large  and  help  both  in  men  and 
money  is  wanted.  After  repeated  failures  to  obtain  ministers  these  emi- 
grant brethren  ceased  to  make  application  to  us  and  the  consequence  has 
been  that  many  of  them  have  been  lost  to  the  Church-  The  hopes  of 
others  have  been  somewhat  revived  and  they  have  again  made  indirect  ap- 
plication to  us  for  help.  Shall  these  calls  be  again  unheeded,  and  this  re- 
vived hope  be  permitted  to  again  perish  ? 

Recommendation. — I  recommend  that  a  Committee  be  appointed  to 
prepare  and  report  suitable  resolutions  upon  the  death  of  Rev.  Thomas 
C  rouse- 

By  Article  IV,  Section  4,  of  our  Syuodical  Constitution  it  is  provided 
that  ''Synod  shall  require  a  probationary  period  of  not  less  than  one  year 
during  which  all  candidates  for  the  ministry  shall  be  taken  on  trial."  For 
some  years  this  constitutional  requirement  has  been  carried  out  by  a  sys- 
tem of  license.  By  this  system  candidates  to  the  ministry  have  been 
authorized  to  perform  all  ministerial  acts  under  license  and  without  ordi- 
nation. In  my  opinion  this  system  is  open  to  serious  objections,  and  ought 
to  be  abandoned.  If  a  candidate  is  known  not  to  possess  the  necessary 
qualifications  both  mentally  or  morally  or  either,  he  should  not  in  any  way 
be  invested  with  the  office.  On  the  other  hand,  if  a  candidate  is  believed  to 
possess  all  the  qualifications  necessary  to  the  successful  discharge  of  min- 
isterial duties,  he  should  be  put  into  the  office  not  for  one  year  only  but 
for  life,  or  during  good  behaviour  in  office.  To  carry  out  the  provision 
of  the  Constitution  in  this  regard,  in  a  less  objectionable  mode,  I  recom- 
mend that  Students  in  the  Seminary  be  under  the  direction  of  the  Profes- 
sors, and  that  such  as  are  under  private  instruction  be  directed  by  the  pas- 
tors under  whose  care  they  have  been  placed. 

And  now,  dear  brethren  "The  God  of  peace,  that  brought  again  from 
the  dead  our  Lord  Jesus,  that  great  Shepherd  of  the  Sheep,  through  the 
blood  of  the  everlasting  covenant,  make  you  perfect  in  every  good  work 
to  do  his  will,  working  in  you  that  which  is  wrell  pleasing  in  his  sight, 
through  Jesus  Christ,  to  whom  be  glory  for  ever  and  ever.  Amen.

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REGULATIONS  FOR  THE  GOVERNMENT  OF  THE  EVAN.  LUTH. 
TENN.  SYNOD  IN  MISSIONARY  WORK. 

Akt.  I.  There  shall  be  elected,  annually,  by  Synod  an  executive 
Committee  of  three,  or  five,  or  more  members,  as  the  nature  and  extent  of 
the  work  may  require,  who  shall  hold  office  until  their  successors  shall  be 
appointed.  Of  this  Committee  the  Committee  on  vacancies  shall  be  a 
member. 

Art.  II.  This  Executive  Committee  shall  have  charge  of  the  Mission- 
ary work  between  the  conventions  of  Synod.  They  shall  elect  one  of 
their  number  Treasurer,  who  shall  hold,  and  disburse  the  missionary 
monies  according  to  the  directions  of  the  Committee.  The  Executive 
Committee  may  establish  or  discontinue  missions,  may  employ  or  dismiss 
missionaries,  and  shall  have  the  superintendence  and  control  of  all  mis- 
sionary operations  during  their  time  of  office. 

Art.  III.  This  Committee  shall  hold  at  least  two  meetings  during  the 
year.  It  shall  keep  a  clear  and  correct  account  of  all  its  transactions  and 
especially  of  all  monies  received  and  disbursed,  and  report  annually  to 
Synod  and  be  prepared  with  vouchers  to  sustain  the  same,  which  report 
shall  be  recorded  by  the  Secretary  of  Synod. 

Art.  IV.  All  monies  collected  from  congregations  or  otherwise,  and 
donations  for  the  purpose  of  missions  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  Chairman 
of  the  Executive  Committee  for  which  he  shall  give  his  receipt. 

Art.  V-  Diligent  and  rigid  inquiry  shall  be  made  as  to  the  condition 
of  every  community  and  the  prospects  of  establishing  a  self-sustaining 
congregation  or  pastorate  whenever  application  shall  be  made  for  aid,  and 
where  these  are  not  favorable  no  money  shall  be  expended  as  a  mere 
venture. 

Art.  VI.  Every  pastor  in  connection  with  this  Synod  shall  be  requir- 
ed to  take  up  collections  in  each  of  his  congregations  annually  in  the  most 
judicious  manner  for  missions- 

Art.  VII-  These  regulations  shall  be  subject  to  amendment  at  any 
meeting  of  Synod  after  giving  one  day's  notice  of  the  proposed  amendment 
and  with  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 

Your  Committee  in  submitting  the  above  plan  would  call  the  attention 
of  the  Synod  to  the  importance  of  concentrated  effort.  It  is  a  lesson 
learned  after  a  dear  experience  by  other  bodies  and  they  are  now  center- 
ing their  labors  upon  a  few  places  until  they  make  them  self-sup- 
porting. It  is  found  to  be  far  better  to  make  large  appropriations  to  one 
point  and  assist  in  building  a  Church  than  to  scatter  a  small  fund  among 
many.

Your  Committee  are  unable  to  report  as  accurately  as  is  desirable. — 
In  reference  to  the  congregations  in  Virginia,  we  have  learned,  through 
various  sources,  that  commendable  progress  is  being  made.  Our  ministers 
are  at  work,  zealously,  the  people  are  becoming  more  and  more  interested, 
and  our  borders  are  being  extended.  In  this  section,  we  think  great  unity 
and  harmony  prevail. 

We  are  happy  to  be  able  to  say  that  in  North  Carolina  there  seems  to 
be  improvement  in  some  of  the  congregations,  where  there  had  existed 
some  discord.  More  friendly  relations  now  exist  and  their  prosperity  is 
greater.  It  appears  also  that  our  people  are  very  careful  to  take  heed  to 
our  doctrines.  Some  congregations  have  not  enjoyed  regular  services ; 
hence  we  have  no  doubt,  suffered  loss.  There  have  been  accessions,  but 
we  are  unable  to  say  whether  more  or  less  than  last  year.  This  remark 
will  also  apply  to  the  congregations  in  Virginia. 

From  the  congregations  in  South  Carolina,  the  reports  are  not  so  full 
as  is  desirable.  In  the  cause  of  Beneficiary  Education,  these  bretheren 
are  doing  very  well.  However,  the  peace  of  some  of  the  congregations 
seems  to  be  disturbed,  but  with  these  exceptions  they  seem  to  do  well. — 
Considerable  accessions  by  confirmation  have  been  made.

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PASTORAL  LETTER. 


MINISTERIAL  SUPPORT. 

u  Even  so  hath  the  Lord  ordained  that  they  which  preach 
the  gospel  should  live  of  the  gospel."  If  Paul  was  inspired, 
this  language  has  the  greatest  possible  force  for  binding  the 
conscience.  It  is  the  conclusion,  legitimately  drawn,  from 
a  clear  and  irrefutable  argument,  free  from  every  suspicion 
of  fallacy  because  conducted  by  inspiration,  and  thus  binds 
conscience  through  our  reason.  It,  also,  announces  as  a 
fact  that  God  has  made  it  a  perpetual  law.  and  thus  binds 
the  conscience  by  positive  divine  authority.  It  is,  there- 
fore, no  longer  a  question  of  expediency  or  fitness,  or  a  mat- 
ter of  choice  but  a  duty  as  certain  and  imperative  as  any 
given  in  the  Scriptures,  and  for  which  we  will  as  snrelv  be 
required  to  account.  A  man  is  no  more  excusable  for  ne- 
glecting to  bear  his  part  in  supporting  his  nastor  than  he  is 
for  defrauding,  for  the  same  Lord  who  said,  ""Defraud  not." 
said  also  "that  they  who  preach  the  gospel  should  live  of 
the  gospel." 

Whatever  may  be  thought  of  the  relation  of  the  minis- 
try to  the  "universal  priesthood."  it  will  not  be  denied  that 
the  office  of  the  ministry  is  of  divine  appointment ;  for  the 
performance  of  a  work  which  could  not  be  accomplished 
without  it.  "He  gave  some,  pastors  and  teaehers.  for  the 
perfecting  of  the  saints,  for  the  work  of  the  ministry  for  the 
edifying  of  the  body  of  Christ."  This  office,  so  important  to 
the  existence  and  perpetuitv  of  the  Church,  can  be  filled  onlv 
by  men  "of  like  passions  with  ourselves."  who  have  necessi- 
ties, sympathies,  and  affections  in  common  with  other  men. 
They  have  no  cruse  of  oil  miraculously  replenished,  nor 
ravens  to  carry  them  food,  and  they  are  left  to  natural  re- 
sources by  which  to  support  existence.  G-od  has  made  it 
the  duty  of  the  people  to  whom  they  minister  to  supply  their 
physical  wants. 
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If  the  minister  is  an  embassador  of  God  be  is  an  agent 
of  the  Church  in  performing  that  work  which  God  carries  on 
through  His  Church.  The  Church  must  teach  every  crea- 
ture, but  as  the  great  body  cannot  go  to  foreign  lauds  they 
send  others,  and  through  them  discharge  their  duty  to  the 
heathen.  So  every  congregation  must  preach  the  gospel  to 
every  person  within  its  territory;  it  must  admiuister  the 
Sacraments,  maintain  a  confession  of  the  truth,  and  contin- 
ually edify  itself,  not  only  by  increasing  its  numbers  but  also 
by  perfecting  the  saints  through  an  advancing  knowledge 
of  the  Word.  But  as  the  majority  of  every  congregation 
must  be  engaged  in  secular  pursuits  it  meets  its  responsibili- 
ty only  by  selecting  one  to  perform  that  common  work. — 
Ministers  are  servants  of  the  Church.  "Ourselves  your 
servants."  They  have  no  further  interest  in  their  work 
than  every  Christiau  ought  to  have.  Congregations  have 
the  right,  and  do  call  pastors,  and  deputize  them  to  perform 
this  general  work.  It  is  a  matter  of  common  justice  that 
the  congregations  should  compensate  them  according  to  the 
service  reudered.  "Thou  shalt  not  muzzle  the  ox  that 
treadeth  out  the  corn,"  said  the  law  of  Moses.  "  Doth  God 
take  care  for  oxenf '  asked  Paul.  The  argument  is,  that  if 
God  ordained  a  law  that  the  oxen  should  be  maintained 
while  laboring  for  us,  much  more  must  every  man  receive 
adequate  wages.  Twice  does  Paul  quote  the  Mosaic  precept 
while  discussing  the  duty  of  supporting  the  ministry,  and 
once  in  connection  with  the  language  of  the  Savior,  "  The 
laborer  is  worthy  of  his  reward."  The  salary  of  a  pastor  is 
not  a  charity,  but  well-earned  wages.  Who  does  not  expect 
to  pay  a  lawyer  for  his  counsel,  a  physician  for  his  attention, 
the  laborer  for  his  service"?  It  is  common  equity.  They 
have  no  more  right  to  expect  a  minister  to  spend  his  time 
and  strength  without  compensation.  This  is  the  principle 
upon  which  both  Christ  and  Paul  place  this  duty.  In  ev- 
ery service  the  wages  are  regulated  very  much  by  the  talent 
and  preparation  requisite  to  rendering  them.  There  are 
neither  the  talents  nor  prerequisite  training  necessary  to 
the  laborer  in  the  field  that  there  are  for  the  physician,— 
and  they  receive  different  rewards.  There  is  no  calling  that 
demands  a  longer  course  of  training  and  greater  natural 
gifts  than  the  ministry,  and  according  to  the  Scriptural  rule 
their  salaries  ought  to  range  with  the  very  highest;  com- 
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mou  equity  would  demand  it.  But  as  a  matter  of  fact  ordi- 
nary mechanics  who  have  served  an  apprenticeship  of 
eighteen  months  receive  better  wages.  If  the  little  stipu- 
lated salary  be  not  regularly  paid,  as  is  very  often  true, 
what  wrong !  "  Behold  the  hire  of  laborers,  who  have  reaped 
down  your  fields,  which  is  of  you  kept  back  by  fraud,  crieth, 
and  the  cries  of  them  which  reaped  are  entered  into  the  ears 
of  the  Lord  of  Sabaoth."  Much  more  the  cries  of  a  defraud- 
ed ministry. 

Ministers  are  often  treated  as  if  they  were  drones — as  a 
class  to  be  supported  for  maintaining  a  decent  appearance  in 
society,  which,  if  it  were  only  fashionable,  might  easily  be 
dispensed  with.  But  on  the  contrary,  the  minister  is  the 
most  useful  member  of  the  community.  From  the  stand- 
point of  mere  financial  interest,  we  cannot  fail  to  see  that 
he  is  of  incalculable  importance.  Public  preaching  does  far 
more  to  restrain  passion  and  lust  than  the  arm  of  the  law. 
It  keeps  alive  a  moral  sentiment  in  the  public  mind.  It  is 
a  terror  to  evil  doers.  Shut  up  the  churches  of  a  communi- 
ty and  very  soon  an  oath  looses  its  sanctity  and  the  admin- 
istration of  justice  is  at  end,  property  is  not  safe,  trusts  are 
betrayed,  and  life  itself  is  constantly  eudangered.  He  is  of 
equal  importance  to  social  culture.  Education  unregulated 
by  moral  sentiments  only  increases  the  power  of  evil.  Who 
would  desire  to  bring  up  a  family  of  children  in  a  community 
where  there  were  no  churches?  A  philosopher  said  that 
"  Christianity  is  the  foundation  of  modern  civilization.'"  If 
we  remove  the  foundation,  our  civilization  falls.  France 
banished  Christianity,  and  had  the  Reign  of  Terrors.  But 
without  the  ministry  Christianity  could  not  exist.  That 
man  who  does  most  to  preserve  and  extend  the  civilization 
of  any  community  is  the  minister.  Any  other  man  could, 
therefore,  be  better  spared  than  a  faithful,  earnest  pastor. 
If  these  things  are  true  even  the  infidel,  desiring  to  do  just- 
ly, must  contribute  to  the  support  of  the  ministry.  But  his 
labors  considered  in  their  bearing  upon  our  immortal  inter- 
est are  immeasurably  more  important.  Preaching  often 
seems  to  do  but  little  good.  Congregations  disperse  appar- 
ently precisely  like  they  were  when  they  assembled.  We  do 
not  know  the  benefit  until  after  the  churches  have  been  closed 
a  few  years.  A  single  drop  does  not  perceptibly  add  to  a 
bucket  containing  a  quantity  of  water,  but  drop  after  drop 
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at  length  fills  it,  and  when  the  dripping  has  ceased  evapora- 
tion begins,  and  at  last  all  is  gone.    Who  warns  and  admon- 
ishes the  sinner  ?    Who  dedicates  the  child  through  Holy 
Baptism?    Who  administers  the  Holy  Supper?    WT ho  ex- 
pounds the  truth  !    Who  ministers  to  the  dying  ?    He  seeks 
us  when  we  stray,  strengthens  us  when  we  are  weak,  com- 
forts us  when  we  are  in  trouble,  and  sympathizes  with  us 
when  we  are  distressed.     Without  his  influence  the  Word 
had  never  found  us  when  we  were  utterly  indifferent,  and 
without  him  we  would  again  become  cold,  unbelieving,  and 
finally  be  lost.    "How  beautiful  are  the  feet  of  them  tha. 
preach  the  gospel  of  peace  and  bring  glad  tidings  of  good 
things."    Notwithstanding  our  religious  literature  and  the 
multiplication  of  the  Bible  and  Christian  activity,  since  the 
miuistry  is  the  fountain  of  all,  it  may  still  be  asked  with  all 
its  original  force,  "  How  shall  they  hear  without  a  preacher  ?" 
A  life  that  ends  in  everlasting  misery  is  worse  than  wasted. 
If  we  are  damned  "it  had  been  better  for  us  never  to  have 
been  born."'    In  return  for  the  spiritual  blessings  and  hopes 
that  the  ministry  bring  us,  what  is  due  them  ?    "  If  we  have 
sown  unto  you  spiritual  things  is  it  a  great  thing  if  we  shall 
reap  of  your  carnal  tilings."    Writh  much  more  than  double 
emphasis  we  repeat  that  an  earnest,  faithful  minister  of  the 
Word  is  the  most  indispensable  man  in  any  community. 
Common  equity  would  say  if  every  other  man  must  go  unre- 
warded the  minister  must  not. 

The  work  of  the  minister  is  one  of  great  responsibility. 
It  is  the  cure  of  souls.  He  must  rightly  divide  the  Word  of 
truth.  If  any  perish  through  his  neglect  God  requires  the 
blood  of  that  one  at  his  hands.  His  ivhole  time  is  necessary 
for  a  proper  discharge  of  the  functions  of  his  office.  Is  not 
this  the  rule  given  to  Timothy!  "Give  attendance  to  read- 
ing, to  exhortation,  to  doctrine.  Neglect  not  the  gift  that 
is  in  thee  which  was  given  thee  by  prophecy.  Meditate  on 
these  things  j  give  thyself  icholly  to  them.1'  It  is  not  because 
he  is  too  holy,  but  because  he  has  not  time  to  engage  in 
secular  pursuits  that  makes  it  wrong  for  a  minister  to„seek 
a  support  from  them.  "It  is  not  reason  that  we  should 
leave  the  Word  of  God  and  serve  tables."  Whenever  a  min- 
ister combines  a  secular  calling  with  his;  pastoral  duties 
there  is  wrong  somewhere.    If  it  is  for  filthy  lucre's  sake,  it 
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is  with  him  ;  but  if  to  obtain  a  support,  the  wrong  is  with 
the  people  whom  he  serves. 

The  ministry  has  a  right  to  ask  a  comfortable  living. 
God  gave  the  Levites  no  inheritance  when  He  divided  the 
Land  of  Promise,  because  they  were  to  be  supported  by  the 
offerings  from  the  other  tribes.  "Do  ye  not  know  that  they 
which  minister  about  holy  things  live  of  the  things  of  the 
temple,  and  they  which  wait  at  the  altar  are  partakers  with 
the  altar?"  Some  have  reproached  those  ministers  who 
have  asked  a  very  modest  living  as  being  money  preachers, 
not  knowing  that  they  impeach  the  apostle  who,  by  the 
language  just  quoted,  gave  them  the  right  to  claim  it. 
Ministers  have  never  demanded  what  common  equity  would 
allow, — they  have  always  been  satisfied  with  an  income  that 
would  meet  necessary  wants. 

The  people  generally  do  not  consider  the  many  extra 
expenses  of  the  ministry.  For  every  thing  he  gets  he  must 
pay  cash,  except  the  few  donations  from  his  parishioners4 
He  must  buy  provender  tor  his  horse  and  cow,  and,  if  his 
home  is  iu  a  town,  often  vegetables  as  well  as  flour,  meat 
and  groceries.  He  needs  books  and  should  purchase  only 
standard  ones,  which  are  costly.  He  is  expected  to  dress 
himself  and  family  well,  the  people  themselves  complain 
when  he  does  not  make  a  respectable  appearance  in  society. 
He  must  often  entertain  visitors.  He  must  set  an  example 
of  charity,  and  in  many  communities  it'  a  man  has  lost  his 
house  or  barn  by  lire  he  comes  to  the  minister  to  head  the 
list  of  subscription  for  a  new  one.  Then  his  •children,  are 
to  be  educated,  for  it  is  all  he  can  expect  to  give  them. 
These  and  many  things  would  cousume  a  much  larger  in- 
come than  the  great  majority  of  ministers  receive  were  it 
not  for  an  economy  rarely  know  beyond  the  threshhold  of 
a  parsouage.  He  knows  he  ought  to  provide  for  old  age,  or 
for  his  family  if  he  should  die.  But  he  sees  no  way,  and  he 
dismisses  as  quickly  as  possible  a  thought  that  if  indulged 
would  crush  him.  A  salary  upon  which  a  minister  can  just 
keep  out  of  debt  is  not  a  comfortable  living.  It  ought  to 
be  large  enough  to  make  him  easy  in  maintaining  that  style 
of  life  which  is  expected  of  him,  to  educate  his  children, 
and  to  lay  aside  something  every  year  for  a  Winter  s  day. 
If  it  become  a  rule  that  he  is  to  be  discarded  when  he  is  fifty 
years  old,  it  is  the  duty  of  those  who  receive  the  benefit  of 
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his  labors  to  provide  for  his  comfort  when  those  labors  are 
no  longer  wanted. 

In  this  matter  our  Synod  is  behind  in  duty.  Our 
parochial  reports  reveal  the  fact  that  but  one  congregation 
makes  an  effort  to  support  its  pastor.  This  is  not  because 
there  are  no  others  able  to  do  it.  The  great  majority  of  our 
pastors  are  compelled  to  engage  in  other  callings,  notwith- 
standing the  large  number  of  communicants  some  of  them 
report.  Many  of  our  pastorates  could  be  divided  into  two 
or  three,  and  each  could  give  a  comfortable  salary.  They 
would  reap  the  benefit  in  many  ways.  They  would  have 
more  frequent  and  better  preaching.  Their  pastor  could 
visit  them,  and  a  stronger  feeling  of  interest  would  spring 
up  between  himself  and  his  people.  He  could  learn  better 
their  wants  and  address  himself  more  directly  and  intel- 
ligently to  meeting  them.  He  could  visit  the  sick.  He 
con  id  call  on  families  that  are  out  of  all  church  relations 
and  carry  the  gospel  to  firesides  that  can  not  be  otherwise 
reached.  Our  ministers  would  all  be  more  efficient  and  our 
congregations  more  prosperous. 

The  work  is  easy  when  earnestly  begun.  Men  who  give 
ten  dollars  could  give  seventy-five  and  not  be  a  cent  poorer 
at  the  end  of  the  year.  Many  will  say  uOh !  that  is  too 
much,  too  much,  I  can't  give  that."  But  there  are  thous- 
ands in  our  country  who  are  no  wealthier  than  they  are  who 
give  annually  double  that  much.  Many  who  give  five  dol- 
lars could  give  fifty.  It  can  be  done,  for  it  has  been  done 
easily  when  once  men  were  in  earnest.  They  are  not 
"broken  up"  yet  and  if  God's  promise  does  not  fail  they  will 
never  be  by  that  sort  of  liberality,  for  He  has  said  "the 
liberal  soul  shall  be  made  fat."  The  time  has  come  for  our 
congregations  to  take  a  step  forward,  and  now  let  each 
member  boldly  make  an  advance,  and  the  work  will  be  done 
grandly. 

It  must  be  done  to  preserve  our  existence.  After  men 
have  spent  from  six  to  eight  years  and  all  their  patrimony 
in  preparing  for  the  ministry  they  must  be  supported  or 
they  will  locate  elsewhere,  or  they  will  be  deterred  from  en- 
tering the  ministry  at  all.  The  time  was  when  a  lower 
standard  of  education  sufficed,  and  our  ministers  having 
more  time  and  money  could  live  on  less.  If  we  close  our 
eyes  to  the  change,  that  does  not  alter  the  fact.    Can  the 
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Tennessee  Synod  after  having  stood  and  boldly  confessed 
the  truth  for  more  than  a  half  century,  with  such  a  history, 
and  with  so  many  souls  under  her  care  and  within  reach  of 
her  influence  consent  to  betray  her  trust  and  ingloriously 
perish?  Her  record  is  too  bright,  her  zeal  too  deep,  her 
love  for  the  truth  too  intense  to  allow  her  to  consent  to  such 
an  end.  We  may,  then  confidently  appeal  to  our  people  to 
double  and  triple  and  quadruple  their  contributions  to  the 
support  of  the  ministry  until  our  self-sustaining  charges  be 
many  times  multiplied,  and  every  minister  be  stripped  of 
every  excuse  for  leaving  the  word  to  serve  tables.

STANDING  RESOLUTIONS. 


Resolved,  That  each  of  our  Pastors  be  earnestly  requested, 
to  preach  at  least  one  Sermon  in  each  of  his  congrega- 
tions, annually,  upon  the  subject  of  Beneficiary  Education, 
and  other  benevolent  enterprises,  and  report  to  the  next 
suceeding  convention  of  our  Synod. 

Resolved,  That  the  Council  of  each  congregation  be  request- 
ed to  send,  to  each  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Synod,  a  writ- 
ten Keport  of  the  condition  of  the  congregation. 

Whereas,  The  ancient  Lutheran  custom  of  thoroughly  cate- 
chising those  who  propose  to  become  members  of  our  com- 
munion, previous  to  their  Con  tirmation,  is,  in  some  places, 
falling  into  disuse,  and  rather  a  loose  custom  of  receiving 
uncatechised  persons  into  the  Church,  without  the  slight- 
est examination  of  them  in  regard  to  their  religious  knowl- 
edge and  other  qualifications  for  Church  membership,  has 
been  practiced  by  some  ;  be  it,  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  we  earnestly  recommend  all  our  Ministers 
and  congregations  in  future  to  see  to  it,  that,  if  it  can 
possibly  be  done,  all  who  make  application  for  Church 
membership  be  thoroughly  instructed,  by  Catechisation, 
in  the  doctrines  and  usages  of  our  Church,  previous  to 
their  Confirmation.  But,  in  such  extraordinary  cases,  as 
when  persons  of  age  and  experience  make  application,  or 
such  young  persons  as  have  been  so  favorably  situated 
as  to  have  had  opportunities  to  become  acquainted  with 
and  to  have  informed  themselves  of  our  doctrines  and  cus- 
toms, seek  Church  privileges,  we  recommend  that  their  re- 
quest be  granted  ;  but,  in  no  case,  until  such  persons  have 
been  examined  by  the  Pastor,  before  the  Council,  and  have 
been  approved  by  them.

president's  report. 

Dear  Brethren  :— By  the  gracious  providence  of  our  Heavenly  Fath- 
er, we  have  been  brought  through  the  dangeis,  the  trials,  the  labors,  the 
successes  and  the  disappointments  of  another  year,  and  have  again  assem- 
bled in  Synodical  Convention.  We  meet  to  exchange  views,  to  recount 
the  joys  and  sorrows  which  have  fallen  to  each,  and  to  devise  new,  and 
execute  old  plans  for  the  advancement  of  the  Redeemer's  kingdom. 

A  review  of  the  condition  of  our  Synod  shows  little  of  very  encouraging 
nature.  Death  has  been  doing  its  work  ;  and,  while  mortality  among  the 
members  of  our  churches  has  not  been  greater  than  in  former  years,  the 
place  of  our  dear  brother  amongst  us  has  been  left  vacant.  Brother 
Thomas  Crouse  has  been  called  from  his  labors  in  the  Church  militant  to 
his  reward  in  the  Church  triumphant. 

Most  of  our  pastoral  charges  are  too  large  and  should  be  divided  ;  but 
in  consequence  of  the  scarcity  of  ministers  this  cannot  yet  be  done ;  and 
it  becomes  duty  to  address  ourselves  anew  to  the  work  and  put  forth  in- 
creased efforts  to  increase  the  number  of  ministers. 

Official  Acts. — During  the  year  now  ending,  I  have  been  called  to 
perform  but  few  official  acts.  By  order  of  Synod,  I  renewed  the  license 
of  Candidates,  J.  C.  Moser  and  M.  L.  Little,  and  issued  license  for  one 
year  to  candidate  A.  L.  Yount. 

Vacancies. — By  the  death  of  Rev.  Thomas  Crouse  the  Davidson 
charge  in  North  Carolina  has  become  vacant  and'Still  remains  so.  Rev. 
T.  Moser  has  resigned  Emanuel  Church,  in  Union  County,  N.  C,  and 
candidate  A.  L.  Yount  has  resigned  the  charge  of  the  Church  in  Monroe, 
N.  C.  These  two  Churches  are  still  vacant  and  provision  for  their  supply 
should  be  made  with  as  little  delay  as  possible.  I  have  also  been  inform- 
ed that  in  consequence  of  feeble  health  Rev.  A.  L.  Crouse  has  resigned  the 
Summit  charge  in  S.  Carolina.  It  is  hoped,  however,  that  this  brother's 
health  will  so  far  improve  as  to  enable  him  soon  to  resume  his  labors. 

New  Organizations. — Since. last  Synod,  I  organized  a  small  congre- 
gation at  King's  Mountain  Station,  on  the  Piedmont  and  Air-Line  Rail- 


way  in  Cleveland  Co.,  N.  C.  No  other  new  organizations  have  been  re- 
ported to  me. 

Education — To  meet  the  increasing  demand  for  ministers  to  cultivate 
the  fields  already  opened  and  but  imperfectly  occupied  and  also  open  up 
and  occupy  new  ones,  a  school  has  been  started  in  the  village  of  Conover, 
Catawba  Co.,  N.  C  The  leading  object  contemplated  in  the  establish- 
ment of  this  school  is  to  afford  the  means  of  education  at  the  least  possi- 
ble cost.  To  this  end  it  is  believed  that  the  location  is  a  favorable  one. — 
It  is  in  the  midst  of  a  dense  Lutheran  population  who  are  generally  well 
to  do  farmers,  and  the  means  of  living  are  abundant  and  cheap.  With 
these  advantages  it  is  hoped  that  the  enterprise  will  prove  a  success.  I 
deem  it  proper  to  ask  the  interest  of  Synod  in  its  behalf. 

Missions. — I  again  call  the  attention  of  the  Synod  to  the  work  of 
missions,  and  urge  upon  it  the  importance  of  making  provision  for  carry- 
ing on  this  work  especially  in  States  lying  west  of  the  Mississippi  river. — 
During  the  last  fifty  years  hundreds  of  Lutheran  families  have  emigrated 
westward  and  settled  in  the  States  of  Missouri,  Arkansas,  and  Texas  carry- 
ing their  Lutheranism  with  them.  Year  after  year  petitions  for  ministers 
were  addressed  to  Synod  by  these  emigrants,  and  had  timely  efforts  been 
made  in  their  behalf  these  emigrants  and  their  descendants  might  have  been 
saved  to  the  Church,  and  large  and  flourishing  Lutheran  congregations 
would  now  be  found  where  the  Lutheran  name  is  scarcely  known.  Much 
time  has  been  lost,  but  it  is  not  yet  too  late.  Something  may  yet  be  done. 
Within  the  last  few  years,  a  few  ministers  have  been  laboring  among  these 
people,  and  have  succeeded  in  gathering  some  of  them  up  and  forming 
them  into  congregations.  But  what  are  they  among  so  many  ?  The  ter- 
ritory over  which  their  labors  extend  is  large  and  help  both  in  men  and 
money  is  wanted.  After  repeated  failures  to  obtain  ministers  these  emi- 
grant brethren  ceased  to  make  application  to  us  and  the  consequence  has 
been  that  many  of  them  have  been  lost  to  the  Church-  The  hopes  of 
others  have  been  somewhat  revived  and  they  have  again  made  indirect  ap- 
plication to  us  for  help.  Shall  these  calls  be  again  unheeded,  and  this  re- 
vived hope  be  permitted  to  again  perish? 

Recommendation. — I  recommend  that  a  Committee  be  appointed  to 
prepare  and  report  suitable  resolutions  upon  the  death  of  Rev-  Thomas 
Crouse- 

By  Article  IV,  Section  4,  of  our  Synodical  Constitution  it  is  provided 
that  ''Synod  shall  require  a  probationary  period  of  not,  less  than  one  year 
during  which  all  candidates  for  the  ministry  shall  be  taken  on  trial."  For 
some  years  this  constitutional  requirement  has  been  carried  out  by  a  sys- 
tem of  license.  By  this  system  candidates  to  the  ministry  have  been 
authorized  to  perform  all  ministerial  acts  under  license  and  without  ordi- 
nation. In  my  opinion  this  system  is  open  to  serious  objections,  and  ought 
to  be  abandoned.  If  a  candidate  is  known  not  to  possess  the  necessary 
qualifications  both  mentally  or  morally  or  either,  he  should  not  in  an y  way 
be  invested  with  the  office.  On  the  other  hand,  if  a  candidate  is  believed  to 
possess  all  the  qualifications  necessary  to  the  successful  discharge  of  min- 
isterial duties,  he  should  be  put  into  the  office  not  for  one  year  only  but 
for  life,  or  during  good  behaviour  in  office.  To  carry  out  the  provision 
of  the  Constitution  in  this  regard,  in  a  less  objectionable  mode,  I  recom- 
mend that  Students  in  the  Seminary  be  under  the  direction  of  the  Profes- 
sors, and  that  such  as  are  under  private  instruction  be  directed  by  the  pas- 
tors under  whose  care  they  have  been  placed. 

And  now,  dear  brethren  "The  God  of  peace,  that  brought  again  from 
the  dead  our  Lord  Jesus,  that  great  Shepherd  of  the  Sheep,  through  the 
blood  of  the  everlasting  covenant,  make  you  perfect  in  every  good  work 
to  do  his  will,  working  in  you  that  which  is  wrell  pleasing  in  his  sight, 
through  Jesus  Christ,  to  whom  be  glory  for  ever  and  ever.  Amen.

REGULATIONS  FOR  THE  GOVERNMENT  OF  THE  EV  AN.  LUTH. 
TENN.  SYNOD  IN  MISSIONARY  WORK. 

Akt.  I.  There  shall  be  elected,  annually,  by  Synod  an  executive 
Committee  of  three,  or  five,  or  more  members,  as  the  nature  and  extent  of 
the  work  may  require,  who  shall  hold  office  until  their  successors  shall  be 
appointed.  Of  this  Committee  the  Committee  on  vacancies  shall  be  a 
member. 

Art.  II.  This  Executive  Committee  shall  have  charge  of  the  Mission- 
ary work  between  the  conventions  of  Synod.  They  shall  elect  one  of 
their  number  Treasurer,  who  shall  hold,  and  disburse  the  missionary 
monies  according  to  the  directions  of  the  Committee.  The  Executive 
Committee  may  establish  or  discontinue  missions,  may  employ  or  dismiss 
missionaries,  and  shall  have  the  superintendence  and  control  of  all  mis- 
sionary operations  during  their  time  of  office. 

Art.  III.  This  Committee  shall  hold  at  least  two  meetings  during  the 
year. '  It  shall  keep  a  clear  and  correct  account  of  all  its  transactions  and 
especially  of  all  monies  received  and  disbursed,  and  report  annually  to 
Synod  and  be  prepared  with  vouchers  to  sustain  the  same,  which  report 
shall  be  recorded  by  the  Secretary  of  Synod. 

Art.  IV.  All  monies  collected  from  congregations  or  otherwise,  and 
donations  for  the  purpose  of  missions  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  Chairman 
of  the  Executive  Committee  for  which  he  shall  give  his  receipt. 

Art.  V-  Diligent  and  rigid  inquiry  shall  be  made  as  to  the  condition 
of  every  community  and  the  prospects  of  establishing  a  self-sustaining 
congregation  or  pastorate  whenever  application  shall  be  made  for  aid,  and 
where  these  are  not  favorable  no  money  shall  be  expended  as  a  mere 
venture. 

Art.  VI.  Every  pastor  in  connection  with  this  Synod  shall  be  requir- 
ed to  take  up  collections  in  each  of  his  congregations  annually  in  the  most 
judicious  manner  for  missions. 

Art.  VII-  These  regulations  shall  be  subject  to  amendment  at  any 
meeting  of  Synod  after  giving  one  day's  notice  of  the  proposed  amendment 
and  with  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 

Your  Committee  in  submitting  the  above  plan  would  call  the  attention 
of  the  Synod  to  the  importance  of  concentrated  effort.  It  is  a  lesson 
learned  after  a  dear  experience  by  other  bodies  and  they  are  now  center- 
ing their  labors  upon  a  few  places  until  they  make  them  self-sup- 
porting. It  is  found  to  be  far  better  to  make  large  appropriations  to  one 
point  and  assist  in  building  a  Church  than  to  scatter  a  small  fund  among 
many.

Your  Committee  are  unable  to  report  as  accurately  as  is  desirable. — 
In  reference  to  the  congregations  in  Virginia,  we  have  learned,  through 
various  sources,  that  commendable  progress  is  being  made.  Our  ministers 
are  at  work,  zealously,  the  people  are  becoming  more  and  more  interested, 
and  our  borders  are  being  extended.  In  this  section,  we  think  great  unity 
and  harmony  prevail. 

We  are  happy  to  be  able  to  say  that  in  North  Carolina  there  seems  to 
be  improvement  in  some  of  the  congregations,  where  there  had  existed 
some  discord.  More  friendly  relations  now  exist  and  their  prosperity  is 
greater.  It  appears  also  that  our  people  are  very  careful  to  take  heed  to 
our  doctrines.  Some  congregations  have  not  enjoyed  regular  services; 
hence  we  have  no  doubt,  suffered  loss.  There  have  been  accessions,  but 
we  are  unable  to  say  whether  more  or  less  than  last  year.  This  remark 
will  al,so  apply  to  the  congregations  in  Virginia. 

From  the  congregations  in  South  Carolina,  the  reports  are  not  so  full 
as  is  desirable.  In  the  cause  of  Beneficiary  Education,  these  bretheren 
are  doing  very  well.  However,  the  peace  of  some  of  the  congregations 
seems  to  be  disturbed,  but  with  these  exceptions  they  seem  to  do  well. — 
Considerable  accessions  by  confirmation  have  been  made.

this  Synod.

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PASTORAL  LETTER. 


MINISTERIAL  SUPPORT. 

"  Even  so  hath  the  Lord  ordained  that  they  which  preach 
the  gospel  should  live  of  the  gospel."  If  Paul  was  inspired, 
this  language  has  the  greatest  possible  force  for  binding  the 
conscience.  It  is  the  conclusion,  legitimately  drawn,  from 
a  clear  and  irrefutable  argument,  free  from  every  suspicion 
of  fallacy  because  conducted  by  inspiration,  and  thus  binds 
conscience  through  our  reason.  It,  also,  announces  as  a 
fact  that  God  has  made  it  a  perpetual  law.  and  thus  binds 
the  conscience  by  positive  divine  authority.  It  is,  there- 
fore, no  longer  a  question  of  expediency  or  fitness,  or  a  mat- 
ter of  choice  but  a  duty  as  certain  and  imperative  as  any 
given  in  the  Scriptures,  and  for  which  we  will  as  snrelv  be 
required  to  account.  A  man  is  no  more  excusable  for  ne- 
glecting to  bear  his  part  in  supporting  his  pastor  than  he  is 
for  defrauding,  for  the  same  Lord  who  said.  "Defraud  not." 
said  also  "that  they  who  preach  the  gospel  should  live  of 
the  gospel." 

Whatever  may  be  thought  of  the  relation  of  the  minis- 
try to  the  "universal  priesthood."  it  will  not  be  denied  that 
the  office  of  the  ministry  is  of  divine  appointment :  for  the 
performance  of  a  work  which  could  not  be  accomplished 
without  it.  "He  gave  some,  pastors  and  teachers,  for  the 
perfecting  of  the  saints,  for  the  work  of  the  ministry  for  the 
edifying  of  the  body  of  Christ."  This  office,  so  important  to 
the  existence  and  perpetnitv  of  the  Church,  can  be  filled  onlv 
by  men  "of  like  passions  with  ourselves."  who  have  necessi- 
ties, sympathies,  and  affections  in  common  with  other  men. 
They  have  no  cruse  of  oil  miraculously  replenished,  nor 
ravens  to  carry  them  food,  and  they  are  left  to  natural  re- 
sources by  which  to  support  existence.  God  has  made  it 
the  duty  of  the  people  to  whom  they  minister  to  supply  their 
physical  wants. 
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If  the  minister  is  an  embassador  of  God  he  is  an  agent 
of  the  Church  in  performing  that  work  which  God  carries  on 
through  His  Church.  The  Church  must  teach  every  crea- 
ture, but  as  the  great  body  cannot  go  to  foreign  lauds  they 
send  others,  and  through  them  discharge  their  duty  to  the 
heathen.  So  every  congregation  must  preach  the  gospel  to 
every  person  within  its  territory;  it  must  administer  the 
Sacraments,  maintain  a  confession  of  the  truth,  and  contin- 
ually edify  itself,  not  only  by  increasing  its  numbers  but  also 
by  perfecting  the  saints  through  an  advancing  knowledge 
of  the  Word.  But  as  the  majority  of  every  congregation 
must  be  engaged  in  secular  pursuits  it  meets  its  responsibili- 
ty only  by  selecting  one  to  perform  that  common  work. — 
Ministers  are  servants  Of  the  Church.  "Ourselves  your 
servants."  They  have  no  further  interest  in  their  work 
than  every  Christian  ought  to  have.  Congregations  have 
the  right,  and  do  call  pastors,  and  deputize  them  to  perform 
this  general  work.  It  is  a  matter  of  common  justice  that 
the  congregations  should  compensate  them  according  to  the 
service  reudered.  "Thou  shalt  not  muzzle  the  ox  that 
treadeth  out  the  corn,"  said  the  law  of  Moses.  "  Doth  God 
take  care  for  oxen?"  asked  Paul.  The  argument  is,  that  if 
God  ordained  a  law  that  the  oxen  should  be  maintained 
while  laboring  for  us,  much  more  must  every  man  receive 
adequate  wages.  Twice  does  Paul  quote  the  Mosaic  precept 
while  discussing  the  duty  of  supporting  the  ministry,  and 
once  in  connection  with  the  language  of  the  Savior,  "The 
laborer  is  worthy  of  his  reward."  The  salary  of  a  pastor  is 
not  a  charity,  but  well-earned  wages.  Who  does  not  expect 
to  pay  a  lawyer  for  his  counsel,  a  physician  for  his  attention, 
the  laborer  for  his  service!  It  is  common  equity.  They 
have  no  more  right  to  expect  a  minister  to  spend  his  time 
and  strength  without  compensation.  This  is  the  principle 
upon  which  both  Christ  and  Paul  place  this  duty.  In  ev- 
ery service  the  wages  are  regulated  very  much  by  the  talent 
and  preparation  requisite  to  rendering  them.  There  are 
neither  the  talents  nor  prerequisite  training  necessary  to 
the  laborer  in  the  field  that  there  are  for  the  physician,— 
and  they  receive  different  rewards.  There  is  no  calling  that 
demands  a  longer  course  of  training  and  greater  natural 
gifts  than  the  ministry,  and  according  to  the  Scriptural  rule 
their  salaries  ought  to  range  with  the  very  highest;  com- 
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mon  equity  would  demand  it.  But  as  a  matter  of  fact  ordi- 
nary mechanics  who  have  served  an  apprenticeship  of 
eighteen  months  receive  better  wages.  If  the  little  stipu- 
lated salary  be  not  regularly  paid,  as  is  very  often  true, 
what  wrong !  "  Behold  the  hire  of  laborers,  who  have  reaped 
down  your  fields,  which  is  of  you  kept  back  by  fraud,  crieth, 
and  the  cries  of  them  which  reaped  are  entered  into  the  ears 
of  the  Lord  of  Sabaoth."  Much  more  the  cries  of  a  defraud- 
ed ministry. 

Ministers  are  often  treated  as  if  they  were  drones — as  a 
class  to  be  supported  for  maintaining  a  decent  appearance  in 
society,  which,  if  it  were  only  fashiouable,  might  easily  be 
dispensed  with.  But  on  the  contrary,  the  minister  is  the 
most  useful  member  of  the  community.  From  the  stand- 
point of  mere  financial  interest,  we  cannot  fail  to  see  that 
he  is  of  incalculable  importance.  Public  preaching  does  far 
more  to  restrain  passion  and  lust  than  the  arm  of  the  law. 
It  keeps  alive  a  moral  sentiment  in  the  public  mind.  It  is 
a  terror  to  evil  doers.  Shut  up  the  churches  of  a  communi- 
ty and  very  soon  an  oath  looses  its  sauctity  and  the  admin- 
istration of  justice  is  at  end,  property  is  not  safe,  trusts  are 
betrayed,  aud  life  itself  is  constantly  eudaugered.  He  is  of 
equal  importance  to  social  culture.  Education  unregulated 
by  moral  sentiments  only  increases  the  power  of  evil.  Who 
would  desire  to  bring  up  a  family  of  cbildreu  in  a  community 
where  there  were  no  churches!  A  philosopher  said  that 
"  Christianity  is  the  foundation  of  modern  civilization.'"  If 
we  remove  the  foundation,  our  civilization  fails.  France 
banished  Christianity,  and  had  the  Beign  of  Terrors.  But 
without  the  ministry  Christianity  could  not  exist.  That 
man  who  does  most  to  preserve  and  extend  the  civilization 
of  any  community  is  the  minister.  Any  other  man  could, 
therefore,  be  better  spared  than  a  faithful,  earnest  pastor. 
If  these  things  are  true  even  the  infidel,  desiring  to  do  just- 
ly, must  contribute  to  the  support  of  the  ministry.  But  his 
labors  considered  in  their  bearing  upon  our  immortal  inter- 
est are  immeasurably  more  important.  Preaching  often 
seems  to  do  but  little  good.  Congregations  disperse  appar- 
ently precisely  like  they  were  when  they  assembled.  We  do 
not  know  the  benefit  until  after  the  churches  have  been  closed 
a  few  years.  A  single  drop  does  not  perceptibly  add  to  a 
bucket  containing  a  quantity  of  water,  but  drop  after  drop 
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at  length  fills  it,  and  when  the  dripping  has  ceased  evapora- 
tion begins,  and  at  last  all  is  gone.    Who  warns  and  admon- 
ishes the  sinner  ?    Who  dedicates  the  child  through  Holy 
Baptism?    Who  administers  the  Holy  Supper?    Who  ex- 
pounds the  truth !    Who  ministers  to  the  dyiug  ?    He  seeks 
us  when  we  stray,  strengthens  us  when  we  are  weak,  com- 
forts us  when  we  are  in  trouble,  and  sympathizes  with  us 
when  we  are  distressed.     Without  his  influence  the  Word 
had  never  found  us  when  we  were  utterly  indifferent,  and 
without  him  we  would  again  become  cold,  unbelieving,  and 
finally  be  lost.    "How  beautiful  are  the  feet  of  them  thai 
preach  the  gospel  of  peace  and  briug  glad  tidings  of  good 
things."    Notwithstanding  our  religious  literature  and  the 
multiplication  of  the  Bible  and  Christian  activity,  since  the 
mi  u  is  try  is  the  fountain  of  all,  it  may  still  be  asked  with  all 
its  original  force,  "  How  shall  they  hear  without  a  preacher  f" 
A  life  that  ends  in  everlasting  misery  is  worse  than  wasted. 
If  we  are  damned  "it  had  been  better  for  us  never  to  have 
been  born."    In  return  for  the  spiritual  blessings  and  hopes 
that  the  ministry  bring  us,  what  is  due  them?    "If  we  have 
sowu  unto  you  spiritual  things  is  it  a  great  thing  if  we  shall 
reap  of  your  carnal  things."    With  much  more  than  double 
emphasis  we  repeat  that  an  earnest,  faithful  minister  of  the 
Word  is  the  most  indispensable  man  in  any  community. 
Common  equity  would  say  if  every  other  man  must  go  unre- 
warded the  minister  must  not. 

The  work  of  the  minister  is  one  of  great  responsibility. 
It  is  the  cure  of  souls.  He  must  rightly  divide  the  Word  of 
truth.  If  any  perish  through  his  neglect  God' requires  the 
blood  of  that  one  at  his  hands.  His  ivhole  time  is  necessary 
for  a  proper  discharge  of  the  functions  of  his  office.  Is  not 
this  the  rule  given  to  Timothy  ?  "Give  attendance  to  read- 
ing, to  exhortation,  to  doctrine.  Neglect  not  the  gift  that 
is  in  thee  which  was  given  thee  by  prophecy.  Meditate  on 
these  things;  give  thyself  wholly  to  them."  It  is  not  because 
he  is  too  holy,  but  because  he  has  not  time  to  engage  in 
secular  pursuits  that  makes  it  wrong  for  a  minister  to  seek 
a  support  from  them.  "It  is  not  reason  that  we  should 
leave  the  Word  of  God  and  serve  tables."  Whenever  a  min- 
ister combines  a  secular  calling  with  his  pastoral  duties 
there  is  wrong  somewhere.    If  it  is  for  filthy  lucre's  sake,  it 
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is  with  him  ;  but  if  to  obtain  a  support,  the  wrong  is  with 
the  people  whom  he  serves. 

The  ministry  has  a  right  to  ask  a  comfortable  living. 
God  gave  the  Levites  no  inheritance  when  He  divided  the 
Land  of  Promise,  because  they  were  to  be  supported  by  the 
offerings  from  the  other  tribes.  "Do  ye  not  know  that  they 
which  minister  about  holy  things  live  of  the  things  of  the 
temple,  and  they  which  wait  at  the  altar  are  partakers  with 
the  altar f  Some  have  reproached  those  ministers  who 
have  asked  a  very  modest  living  as  being  money  preachers, 
not  knowing  that  they  impeach  the  apostle  who,  by  the 
language  just  quoted,  gave  them  the  right  to  claim  it. 
Ministers  have  never  demanded  what  common  equity  would 
allow, — they  have  always  been  satisfied  with  an  income  that 
would  meet  necessary  wants. 

The  people  generally  do  not  consider  the  many  extra 
expenses  of  the  ministry.  For  every  thing  he  gets  he  must- 
pay  cash,  except  the  few  donations  from  his  parishioners* 
He  must  buy  provender  for  his  horse  and  cow,  and,  if  his 
home  is  in  a  town,  often  vegetables  as  well  as  flour,  meat 
and  groceries.  He  needs  books  and  should  purchase  only 
standard  ones,  which  are  costly.  He  is  expected  to  dress 
himself  and  family  well,  the  people  themselves  complain 
when  he  does  not  make  a  respectable  appearance  in  society. 
He  must  often  entertain  visitors.  He  must  set  an  example 
of  charity,  aud  in  many  communities  if  a  man  has  lost  his 
house  or  barn  by  fire  he  comes  to  the  minister  to  head  the 
list  of  subscription  for  a  new  one.  Then  his  children,  are 
to  be  educated,  for  it  is  all  he  can  expect  to  give  them. 
These  and  many  things  would  consume  a  much  larger  in- 
come than  the  great  majority  of  ministers  receive  were  it 
not  for  an  economy  rarely  know  beyond  the  thresh  hold  of 
a  parsonage.  He  knows  he  ought  to  provide  for  old  age,  or 
for  his  family  if  he  should  die.  But  he  sees  no  way,  and  he 
dismisses  as  quickly  as  possible  a  thought  that  if  indulged 
would  crush  him.  A  salary  upon  which  a  minister  can  just 
keep  out  of  debt  is  not  a  comfortable  living.  It  ought  to 
be  large  enough  to  make  him  easy  in  maintaining  that  style 
of  life  which  is  expected  of  him,  to  educate  his  children, 
and  to  lay  aside  something  every  year  for  a  Winter  s  day. 
If  it  become  a  rule  that  he  is  to  be  discarded  when  he  is  fifty 
years  old,  it  is  the  duty  of  those  who  receive  the  beuefit  of 
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his  labors  to  provide  for  his  comfort  when  those  labors  are 
no  longer  wanted. 

In  this  matter  our  Synod  is  behind  in  duty.  Our 
parochial  reports  reveal  the  fact  that  but  one  congregation 
makes  an  effort  to  support  its  pastor.  This  is  not  because 
there  are  no  others  able  to  do  it.  The  great  majority  of  our 
pastors  are  compelled  to  engage  in  other  callings,  notwith- 
standing the  large  number  of  communicants  some  of  them 
report.  Many  of  our  pastorates  could  be  divided  into  two 
or  three,  and  each  could  give  a  comfortable  salary.  They 
would  reap  the  benefit  in  many  ways.  They  would  have 
more  frequent  and  better  preaching.  Their  pastor  could 
visit  them,  and  a  stronger  feeling  of  interest  would  spring- 
up  between  himself  and  his  people.  He  could  learn  better 
their  wants  and  address  himself  more  directly  and  intel- 
ligently to  meeting  them.  He  could  visit  the  sick.  He 
couid  call  on  families  that  are  out  of  all  church  relations 
and  carry  the  gospel  to  firesides  that  can  not  be  otherwise 
reached.  Our  ministers  would  all  be  more  efficient  and  our 
congregations  more  prosperous. 

The  work  is  easy  when  earnestly  begun.  Men  who  give 
ten  dollars  could  give  seventy-five  and  not  be  a  cent  poorer 
at  the  end  of  the  year.  Many  will  say  "Ob !  that  is  too 
much,  too  much,  I  can't  give  that.''  But  there  are  thous- 
ands in  our  country  who  are  no  wealthier  than  they  are  who 
give  annually  double  that  much.  Many  who  give  five  dol- 
lars could  give  fifty.  It  can  be  done,  for  it  has  been  done 
easily  when  once  men  were  in  earnest.  They  are  not 
"broken  up"  yet  and  if  God's  promise  does  not  fail  they  will 
never  be  by  that  sort  of  liberality,  for  He  has  said  "the 
liberal  soul  shall  be  made  fat."  The  time  has  come  for  our 
congregations  to  take  a  step  forward,  and  now  let  each 
member  boldly  make  an  advance,  and  the  work  will  be  done 
grandly. 

It  must  be  done  to  preserve  our  existence.  After  men 
have  spent  from  six  to  eight  years  and  all  their  patrimony 
in  preparing  for  the  ministry  they  must  be  supported  or 
they  will  locate  elsewhere,  or  they  will  be  deterred  from  en- 
tering the  ministry  at  all.  The  time  was  when  a  lower 
standard  of  education  sufficed,  and  our  ministers  having 
more  time  and  money  could  live  on  less.  If  we  close  our 
eyes  to  the  change,  that  does  not  alter  the  fact.    Can  the 


Tennessee  Synod  after  having  stood  and  boldly  confessed 
the  truth  for  more  than  a  half  century,  with  such  a  history, 
and  with  so  many  souls  under  her  care  and  within  reach  of 
her  influence  consent  to  betray  her  trust  and  ingloriously 
perish?  Her  record  is  too  bright,  her  zeal  too  deep,  her 
love  for  the  truth  too  intense  to  allow  her  to  consent  to  such 
an  end.  We  may,  then  confidently  appeal  to  our  people  to 
double  and  triple  and  quadruple  their  contributions  to  the 
support  of  the  ministry  until  our  self-sustaining  charges  be 
many  times  multiplied,  and  every  minister  be  stripped  of 
every  excuse  for  leaving  the  word  to  serve  tables.

STANDING  RESOLUTIONS. 


Resolved,  That  each  of  our  Pastors  be  earnestly  requested, 
to  preach  at  least  one  Sermon  in  each  of  his  congrega- 
tions, annually,  upon  the  subject  of  Beneficiary  Education, 
and  other  benevolent  enterprises,  and  report  to  the  next 
snceeding  convention  of  our  Synod. 

Resolved,  That  the  Council  of  each  congregation  be  request- 
ed to  send,  to  each  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Synod,  a  writ- 
ten Report  of  the  condition  of  the  congregation. 

Whereas,  The  ancient  Lutheran  custom  of  thoroughly  cate- 
chising those  who  propose  to  become  members  of  our  com- 
munion, previous  to  their  Con tirmatioii,  is,  in  some  places, 
falling  into  disuse,  and  rather  a  loose  custom  of  receiving 
uncatechised  persons  into  the  Church,  without  the  slight- 
est examination  of  them  in  regard  to  their  religious  knowl- 
edge and  other  qualifications  for  Church  membership,  has 
been  practiced  by  some  ;  be  it,  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  we  earnestly  recommend  all  our  Ministers 
and  congregations  in  future  to  see  to  it,  that,  if  it  can 
possibly  be  done,  all  who  make  application  for  Church 
membership  be  thoroughly  instructed,  by  Catechisation, 
in  the  doctrines  and  usages  of  our  Church,  previous  to 
their  Confirmation.  But,  in  such  extraordinary  cases,  as 
when  persons  of  age  and  experience  make  application,  or 
such  young  persons  as  have  been  so  favorably  situated 
as  to  have  had  opportunities  to  become  acquainted  with 
and  to  have  informed  themselves  of  our  doctrines  and  cus- 
toms, seek  Church  privileges,  we  recommend  that  their  re- 
quest be  granted  ;  but,  in  no  case,  until  such  persons  have 
been  examined  by  the  Pastor,  before  the  Council,  and  have 
been  approved  by  them.

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT. 


Dear  Brethren  in  Christ,  Jesus  :  — May  grace, 
mercy,  and  peace,  from  God  the  Father,  and  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  our  Savior,  be  and  abide  with  us. 

It  is  through  the  beneficent  providence  of  our  merciful 
Father  in  heaven,  that  we  have  been  permitted  to  pass 
through  another  Synod ical  year,  safely,  and  to  assemble 
again  in  the  capacity  of  a  deliberative  body,  in  which  we  are 
enabled  to  meet  each  other  with  fraternal  greetings,  sympa- 
thize with,  counsel,  and  encourage  each  other,  devise  the 
best  and  most  judicious. >meaus  for  promotiug  the  Gospel, 
maiutaiug  aud  perpetuating  the  sacred  and  glorious  truths 
and  principles  of  our  holy  religion,  in  their  purity  and  en- 
tireness,  and  for  the  up  building  and  extension  of  the  Re- 
deemers Kingdom. 
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We  should  rightly  appreciate  these  privileges  and  bless- 
ings, devoutly  raising  our  hearts  in  gratitude  and  thankful- 
ness to  the  great  Father  of  Lights,  the  Giver  of  all  Good, 
through  Jesus  Christ  as  the  Mediator  between  him  and  us, 
and  imploring  Him  for  a  continuance  of  his  blessings. 

The  lives  of  all  our  ministerial  brethren  in  connection  with 
our  Synod,  have  been  preserved  during  the  past  year,  and 
the  deaths  of  our  lay-members,  have  not  been  unusually  nu- 
merous. The  health  of  our  Synod,  in  a  physical,  moral,  and 
spiritual  point  of  view,  may  be  regarded  as  altogether  in  a 
normal  condition. 

Official  Acts — During  the  synodical  year,  we  have 
not  been  called  upon  to  perform  any  official  acts.  The 
changes,  during  the  year,  in  our  Synod',  have  been  few. 

In  accordance  with  a  resolution  passed  at  the  last  con- 
vention of  our  Synod,  held  in  St.  John  s  Church,  Lexington 
county,  South  Carolina,  October  5-10,  1876,  appointing  a 
committee  to  examine  John  W.  Hauseufluck,  of  Shenandoah 
County,  Va.,  as  to  his  qualifications  for  the  ministerial  office, 
and  if  found  qualified  to  ordain  him  to  the  office  of  pastor, 
the  said  Committee  examined  him,  and  he  having  sustained 
his  examination,  was  ordained  by  the  imposition  of  hands 
and  with  prayer,  according  to  the  rites  of  the  Church,  on  the 
14th  day  of  May,  187G,  during  a  meetiug  of  the  Virginia 
Special  Conference  of  the  Evan.  Lutheran  Tennessee  Synod, 
convened  at  Solomon's  Church,  Shenandoah  County,  Va., 
May  12-15,  1877. 

We  recommend,  that  his  name  be  enrolled  among  the 
names  of  the  clergy,  in  connection  with  our  Synod.  His  ad- 
dress is  Grove  Hill,  Page  Co.,  Va. 

New  Church  Edifices  and  Organizations. —  A. 
lar<*e,  commodious  Church  Edifice,  having  been  erected,  in 
good  style,  by  the  congregation  of  Solomon's  Church,  near 
Forestville,  Shenandoah  County,  Va.,  Eev.  J.  S.  Beunick's 
charge,  to  take  the  place  of  the  old  Church  building,  was 
dedicated  to  the  services  of  God,  under  the  name  and  title 
of  Solomon's  (Evang.  Lutheran)  Church,  on  the  13th  day  of 
May,  1877. 

Members  of  Eev.  J.  N.  Stirewalt's  charge,  Page  County, 
Va.,  having  purchased  a  Church  building,  formerly  owned 
and  occupied  by  the  German  Eeformed,  refitted  and  repair- 
ed it.  A  congregation  was  organized,  and  the  house  dedi- 
cated to  the  services  of  God,  under  the  name  and  title  of 
Grace,  (Evang.  Lutheran)  Church,  on  the  5th  Sunday  of 
July,  1877. 

No  doubt  this  new  congregation  will  apply  for  admit- 
tance into  our  Synod,  at  this  session.    If  so,  it  should  be  re 
ceived. 

We  also  learn,  that  an  excellent  Church  edifice  has  been 
erected  by  the  Coble  Church  congregation,  Eev.  M.  L  Fox's

charge,  Guilford  County,  North  Carolina,  which  will  be  dedi- 
cated, during  this  session  of  Synod.  No  other  new  organiza- 
tion, or  Church  edifices  have  been  reported  to  us,  during  the 
Synodical  year. 

Vacancies. —We  are  informed,  that  several  congrega- 
tions made  vacant  by  the  death  of  the  lamented  Rev.  T. 
Crouse,  in  Davidson  County,  N  C,  are  being  temporarily 
served  by  Rev.  C.  H.  Bernheim,  of  the  North  Carolina 
Synod.  Some  action  of  Synod  may  be  necessary  in  regard 
to  these  congregations.  All  our  other  vacant  congregations, 
we  believe,  are  being  temporarily  served 

Changes  in  Pastorates.  — St.  raid's  Church,  Page 
Co.,  Va,,  served  by  us,  St.  William's  and  Fairview,  of  the 
same  county,  served  by  Rev.  J.  N.  Stirewalt,  have  been  form- 
ed into  a  charge,  which  is  now  served  by  Kev.  J,  W.  Hauseu- 
fluek.  Zion  Church  and  St  Paul  s,  I  believe,  Shenandoah  Co., 
Va.,  served  by  Kev.  J.  S.  Bennick,  have  been  added  to  Rev.  J. 
P.  Stirewalts  charge.  The  Rochelle  congregation,  Madison 
County,  Va.,  formerly  served  by  Rev.  J  E.  fceneker,  is  now 
served  by  Rev.  L  A.  Fox. 

Several  changes  have  been  made  also  in  some  of  the 
charges  in  North  Carolina,  but  we  have  not  been  informed 
as  to  the  precise  arrangement. 

No  doubt,  as  many  of  our  charges  are  still  too  large,  and 
not  arranged  in  the  most  advantageous  and  convenient  way, 
further  changes  would  prove  profitable  to  the  Church,  and 
convenient  to  pastors  and  people.  Perhaps,  it  would  be  well 
to  continue  all  judicious  efforts,  till  the  charges  shall  have 
been  arranged  to  the  best  advantage. 

Church  Property.— We  have  been  informed  that  the 
Lutheran  Church  edifice  located  in  Lincoluton,  Lincoln 
Co.,  N.  C,  is  now  being  occupied  by  some  Baptist  denomi- 
nation. 

We  would  recommend,  that  Synod  appoint  a  suitable 
Committee,  and  authorize  it  to  see  after  our  interest  in  that 
property,  and  if  there  is  no  prospect  of  building  up  a  Luth- 
eran congregation  there,  the  property  might  be  sold  and  the 
proceeds  used  to  advantage.  But  if  it  is  thought,  that  Lin- 
coluton is  too  important  a  point  to  be  abandoned,  Synod 
should  make  it  a  missionary  point,  and  secure  the  services 
of  a  suitable  minister  to  attend  to  it.  This  matter  is  worthy 
of  the  consideration  of  Synod. 

Education.— We  are  informed,  that  the  School,  estab- 
lished at  Conover,  Catawba  Co.,  N.  C.,  under  Church  influ- 
ence, is  in  operation.  We  would  commend  it  to  the  favor 
able  recognition  of  Synod,  to  take  such  action  in  regard  to 
it  as  may  be  deemed  proper.  It  seems  to  be  a  necessity  in 
that  section,  and  will,  if  properly  managed,  prove  a  blessing 
to  the  Church. 
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Missionary  Operations. —  We  would  recommend,  in 
conclusion,  that  Synod  take  some  efficient  action  relative  to 
Home  Missionary  operations.  Perhaps,  arrangements  could 
be  made  to  put  a  Missionary  in  the  field. 

May  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  preside  over  us, 
during  our  present  meeting,  guiding  us  in  the  way  of  truth 
and  efficiency,  so  that  our  deliberations  and  transactions 
may  contribute  to  the  honor  and  glory  of  God  and  to  the 
promotion  of  the  Redeemer's  Kingdom.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  APPOINTED  TO  COLLECT  THE 
EVIDENCE,  PRO  AND  CON,  IN  REGARD  TO  CERTAIN 
CHARGES  PREFERRED  AGAINST  REV.  D.  EFIRD. 

Your  Committee  appoiuted  to  collect  the  testimouy  of- 
fered, on  bath  sides,  in  regard  to  certain  charges  preferred 
against  Rev.  Daniel  Efird,  a  member  of  this  Synod,  aud  re- 
port the  same  to  the  present  convention  of  this  Synod, 
would  submit  that,  after  some  preliminary  correspondence 
with  both  the  accusers,  aud  the  accused,  aud  being  furnish- 
ed with  a  written  copy  of  the  charges  aud  specifications  pre- 
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ferred  against  him,  and  being-  assured  that  a  copy  of  the 
same  had  been  properly  served  on  the  said  Rev.  Daniel 
Elird,  in  obedience  to  a  resolution  of  this  Synod,  we  called 
and  attended  a  meeting  for  the  purposes  designated  in  our 
appointment,  at  St.  Peter's  (Piuey  Woods)  Church,  Lexing- 
ton Co.,  8.  C,  un  the  22nd,  23rd,  and  24th  days  of  May,  1877, 
heard  and  recorded  the  testimony  as  we  were  required  to  do. 

Your  Committee,  upon  considering  this  very  difficult, 
but,  nevertheless,  grave  and  important  matter,  thought  it 
would  be  best  for  all  concerned,  to  have  all  the  witnesses 
make  their  statements  under  a  civil  oath.  And  according- 
ly, all  on  both  sides  were  publicly  qualified  by  Mr.  . 

Counts,  Notary  Public.  The  witnesses  on  both  sides  were 
heard  and  examined,  and  the  substance  of  the  statement 
made  by  each  one  was  written  down,  and  publicly  read  to 
him,  while  he  was  still  upou  the  witness  stand;  and  he  was 
asked  whether  the  statemauts  then  recorded  is  what  he 
swears  in  this  case— to  which  every  one  gave  an  affirmative 
answer. 

Rev.  Dauiel  Efird,  by  agreement  of  both  parties,  was 
permitted  to  present  in  writing,  the  principle  part  of  his  tes- 
timony in  his  own  defense — this  he  did  on  oath. 

After  all  the  testimony  offered  on  both  sides,  at  that 
time,  had  been  heard  and  recorded,  the  meeting  adjourned, 
sine  die. 

Since  then,  several  copies  of  additional  testimouy  of 
affidavits  taken  by  Rev.  Daniel  Efird,  in  his  own  defense, 
have  been  forwarded  to  us,  with  a  statement  from  him  that 
the  original  are  retained  by  him,  to  be  presented  to  this  con- 
vention of  the  Synod. 

Your  Committee  having  discharged  all  the  portions  of 
this  most  difficult  duty  assigned  to  us  by  the  Synod  to  the 
best  of  our  ability  ;  now  most  respectfully  beg  leave  to  com- 
plete the  work  assigned  us,  by  submitiug  this  report  in  con- 
nection with  the  charges  preferred — the  evidence  collected, 
and  all  the  papers  relating  to  [his  case,  that  have  come  into 
our  hands,  with  the  sineeie  hope,  and  prayer  to  Almighty 
God,  that  in  the  wisdom  of  this  Synod,  and  with  the  guid- 
ance of  t  he  Holy  Spirit  of  God,  this  case  may  be  disposed  of, 
in  such  a  manner,  that  full  justice  shall  be  done  to  all  con 
cerned,  to  the'honor  aud  glory  of  the  Great  Head  of  the 
Church.

On  motion,  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church 
was  discharged. 

REPORT  OF   THE   COMMITTEE  ON  THE  PROBATION  OF  CAN- 
DIDATES FOR  THE  MINISTRY. 

Your  Committee,  to  whom  this  duty  was  assigned  have 
examined  the  matter  with  as  much  care  as  time  and  oppor- 
tunities have  permited  us  to  do,  and  we  must  say,  that  we 
find  it  surrounded  by  mauy  very  serious  difficulties.  Ow- 
ing to  the  peculiar  situation  of  our  Synod,  and  also  the 
poorly  defined,  and  unsettled  views  of  the  Church  at  this 
time,  upon  this  subject.  We  however  beg  leave  to  submit 
the  following : 

Formerly  our  Synod  recognized  two  grades  in  the  Min- 
istry, Deacon  and  Pastor.  This  custom,  as  observed  by  us, 
resulted  in  a  two-fold  Ordination,  in  almost  all  cases,  and 
after  some  45  years  experience,  with  this  custom,  it  was 
abondoned,  and  the  licensure  System,  as  practiced  by  many 
other  Lutheran  Synods,  in  this  country  was  substituted, 
and  this  was  in  use  among  us  for  some  10  or  12  years.  But 
was  finally  abandoned  by  a  resolution  of  our  last  Synod. 
The  first  was  abandoned,  because  it  was  supposed  by  some 
that  there  is  no  Scriptural  warraut  for  a  two  fold  Ordina- 
tion as  was  practiced  by  us.  The  latter  was  abandoned  be- 
cause, it  has  no  Scriptural  warrant — is  not  practiced  by  the 
more  genuine  Lutheran  Synods  of  this  country  ;  and  is  rap- 
idly going  into  disuse,  even  among  the  more  lax  of  our  Luth- 
eran Synods.  The  question  now  is  with  us,  shall  we  return 
to  either  of  our  abandoned  customs,  or  adopt  some  other 
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one.  Our  organic  law  requires  a  probationary  period  of  at 
least  one  year,  of  all  our  candidates  for  the  office  of  the  Min- 
istry. The  Synods  iu  connection  with  the  General  Bodies 
of  our  Church,  have  no  difficulty  iu  regard  to  this  matter  ; 
because  each  one  of  them  has  a  Theological  Seminary  under 
their  care  and  direction,  in  which  they  generally  require 
their  candidates  for  the  ministry  to  pass  a  regular  pupilage 
from  one  to  three  years ;  and  at  the  end  of  that  time,  they 
are  prepared  for  ordination.  With  us,  however,  the  case  is 
very  different,  as  we  have  no  such  Institution,  iu  which  to 
prepare  our  youug  men.  The  Church  in  this  country,  is  in 
rather  a  transition  state,  and  the  greater  portion  may  at  no 
distant  day,  adopt  a  graded  ministry  embraciug,  not  only  the 
Deacon  and  Pastor,  but  the  Bishop  too.  Besides,  our  Synod 
may  iu  no  very  many  years,  see  her  way  clear  to  unite  with 
some  one  of  the  General  Lutheran  bodies  of  this  country  — 
In  view  of  all  these  things,  your  Committee  is  of  the  opinion, 
that  we  as  a  Synod  are  bearly  prepared,  at  this  time,  to  take 
any  decided  action  in  regard  to  this  matter,  and  therefore, 
recommend  that  a  resolution  be  adopted  at  this  convention 
of  our  Synod,  advising  all  candidates  for  the  ministry,  who 
now  are  under  the  care  of  Synod,  or  who  may  at  any  time 
place  themselves  under  her  care,  to  place  themselves  under 
the  care  of  some  minister  in  our  connection  and  prosecute 
their  studies,  aud  labor  under  his  directions  until  they  are 
prepared  for  ordination,  or  uutil  this  order  is  changed.

During  recess  Rev.  J.  M.  Smith  preached  from  John  8, 
29,  30,  31.  After  which  thepastor  loci  administered  the  Rite 
of  Confirmation  to  eight  persous. 

SIXTH  SESSION. 

Saturday,  2  oclock. 
The  members  of  Synod  assembled  iu  private  session, 
and  were  called  to  order  by  the  President.    Roll  called. 
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Synod  proceeded  to  consider  the  above  named  case. — 
After  investigating  and  considering  the  two  specifications 
under  the  first  count,  and  the  first  specification  under  the 
second  count  being  introduced,  and  the  attorney  for  the 
plaintiff  finding  that  a  paper  containing  the  principal  evi- 
dence had  been  lost  or  misplaced,  asked  the  consent 
of  the  attorney  for  the  defence,  to  enter  a  nolle  prosequi. — 
After  some  consultation  it  was  granted.

A  large  congregation  assembled  in  the  new  Church 
edifice  and  listened  to  the  dedicatory  sermon  by  Rev.  S. 
Henkel,  D.  D.,  after  which  the  dedicatory  services  were  con- 
ducted by  Rev.  P.  C.  Henkel. 

At  the  same  time  a  congregation  assembled  in  the  old 
Church,  and  were  addressed  by  Rev.  A.  L.  Grouse,  from 
Rom.  10,  1,  2,  3. 
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A  recess  was  given,  after  which  the  congregation  as- 
sembled at  the  stand  in  the  Grove,  and  heard  a  sermon  de- 
livered by  Rev.  Dr.  A.  J.  Fox,  from  1  Cor.  11,  26-32. 

Confession  and  absolution  were  then  attended  to,  and 
the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper  was  administered  to  a 
goodly  number  of  communicants.

edge and  other  qualifications  for  Church  membership,  has 
been  practiced  by  some;  be  it  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  we  earnestly  recommend  all  our  Ministers 
and  congregations  in  the  future  to  see  to  it,  that,  if  it  can 
possibly  be  done,  all  who  make  application  for  Church 
membership  be  thoroughly  instructed,  by  Catechisation, 
in  the  doctrines  and  usages  of  our  Church,  previous  to 
their  Confirmation.  But,  in  such  extraordinary  cases,  as 
when  persons  of  age  and  experience  make  application,  or 
such  young  persons  as  have  been  so  favorably  situated  as 
to  have  had  opportunities  to  become  acquainted  with  and 
to  have  informed  themselves  of  our  doctrines  and  cus- 
toms, seek  Church  privileges,  we  recommend  that  their 
request  be  granted  ;  but,  in  no  case,  until  such  persons 
have  been  examined  by  the  Pastor,  before  the  Council, 
and  have  been  approved  by  them.

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT. 


Dear  Brethren  in  Christ,  Jesus  :  — May  grace, 
mercy,  and  peace,  from  God  the  Father,  and  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  our  Savior,  be  and  abide  with  us. 

It  is  through  the  beneficent  providence  of  our  merciful 
Father  in  heaven,  that  we  have  been  permitted  to  pass 
through  another  Synodicai  year,  safely,  and  to  assemble 
again  in  the  capacity  of  a  deliberative  body,  in  which  we  are 
enabled  to  meet  each  other  with  fraternal  greetings,  sympa- 
thize with,  counsel,  and  encourage  each  other,  devise  the 
best  and  most  judicious  mieans  for  promotiug  the  Gospel, 
maiutaing  and  perpetuating  the  sacred  and  glorious  truths 
and  principles  of  our  holy  religion,  in  their  purity  and  en- 
tireness,  and  for  the  up  building  and  extension  of  the  Re- 
deemer's Kingdom. 
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We  should  rightly  appreciate  these  privileges  and  bless 
ings,  devoutly  raising  our  hearts  in  gratitude  and  thankful- 
ness to  the  great  Father  of  Lights,  the  Giver  of  all  Good, 
through  Jesus  Christ  as  the  Mediator  between  him  aud  us, 
and  imploring  Him  for  a  continuance  of  his  blessings. 

The  lives  of  all  our  ministerial  brethren  in  connection  with 
our  Synod,  have  been  preserved  during  the  past  year,  and 
the  deaths  of  our  lay-members,  have  not  been  unusually  nu- 
merous. The  health  of  our  Synod,  in  a  physical,  moral,  and 
spiritual  point  of  view,  may  be  regarded  as  altogether  in  a 
normal  condition. 

Official  Acts — During  the  synodieal  year,  we  have 
not  been  called  upon  to  perform  any  official  acts.  The 
changes,  during  the  year,  in  our  Synod,  have  been  few. 

In  accordance  with  a  resolution  passed  at  the  last  con- 
vention of  our  Synod,  held  in  St.  John's  Church,  Lexington 
county,  South  Carolina,  October  5-10,  1876,  appointing  a 
committee  to  examine  John  W.  H  auseufluck,  of  Shenandoah 
County,  Va ,  as  to  his  qualifications  for  the  ministerial  office, 
and  if  found  qualified  to  ordain  him  to  the  office  of  pastor, 
the  said  Committee  examined  him,  and  he  having  sustained 
his  examination,  was  ordained  by  the  iinpositiou  of  hauds 
and  with  praj'er,  according  to  the  rites  of  the  Church,  on  the 
14th  day  of  May,  1876,  during  a  meeting  of  the  Virginia 
Special  Conference  of  the  Evan.  Lutheran  Tennessee  Synod, 
convened  at  Solomon's  Church,  Shenandoah  County,  Va., 
May  12-15,  1877. 

We  recommend,  that  his  name  be  enrolled  among  the 
names  of  the  clergy,  in  connection  with  our  Synod.  His  ad- 
dress is  Grove  Hill,  Page  Co.,  Va. 

New  Church  Edifices  and  Organizations. — A. 
large,  commodious  Church  Edifice,  having  been  erected,  in 
good  style,  by  the  congregation  of  Solomon's  Church,  near 
Forestville,  Shenandoah  County,  Va.,  Rev.  J.  S.  Beunick's 
charge,  to  take  the  place  of  the  old  Church  building,  was 
dedicated  to  the  services  of  God,  under  the  name  and  title 
of  Solomon's  (Evang.  Lutheran}  Church,  on  the  13th  day  of 
May,  1877. 

Members  of  Rev.  J.  N.  Stirewalt's  charge,  Page  County, 
Va.,  having  purchased  a  Church  building,  formerly  owned 
and  occupied  by  the  German  Reformed,  refitted  and  repair- 
ed it.  A  congregation  was  organized,  and  the  house  dedi- 
cated to  the  services  of  God,  under  the  name  and  title  of 
Grace,  (Evang.  Lutheran)  Church,  on  the  5th  Sunday  of 
July,  1877. 

No  doubt  this  new  congregation  will  apply  for  admit- 
tance into  our  Synod,  at  this  session.    If  so,  it  should  be  re 
ceived. 

We  also  learn,  that  an  excellent  Church  edifice  has  been 
erected  by  the  Coble  Church  congregation,  Rev.  M.  L.  Fox's 
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charge,  Guilford  County,  North  Carolina,  which  will  be  dedi- 
cated, during  this  session  of  Synod.  No  other  new  organiza- 
tion, or  Church  edifices  have  been  reported  to  us,  duringthe 
Synodical  year. 

Vacancies.  —We  are  informed,  that  several  congrega- 
tions made  vacant  by  the  death  of  the  lamented  Rev.  T. 
Grouse,  in  Davidson  County,  N  C,  are  being  temporarily 
served  by  Rey.  C.  H.  Bernheim,  of  the  North  Caroliua 
Synod.  Some  action  of  Synod  may  be  necessary  in  regard 
to  these  congregations.  All  our  other  vacantcongregations, 
we  believe,  are  being  temporarily  served 

Changes  in  Pastorates.— St.  Paul  s  Church,  Page 
Co.,  Va.,  served  by  us,  St.  William  s  and  Fairview,  of  the 
same  county,  served  by  Rev.  J.  N.  Stirewalt,  have  been  form- 
ed into  a  charge,  which  is  now  served  by  Rev.  J.  W.  Hauseu- 
fluck.  Ziou  Church  and  St  Paul's,  I  believe,  Shenandoah  Co., 
Va.,  served  by  Rev.  J.  S.  Bennick,  have  been  added  to  Rev.  J. 
P.  Stirewalt  s  charge.  The  Rochelle  congregation,  Madison 
County,  Va.,  formerly  served  by  Rev.  J  E.  fceneker,  is  now 
served  by  Rev.  L.  A  Fox. 

Several  changes  have  been  made  also  in  some  of  the 
charges  in  North  Carolina,  but  we  have  not  been  informed 
as  to  the  precise  arrangement. 

No  doubt,  as  many  of  our  charges  are  still  too  large,  and 
not  arranged  in  the  most  advantageous  and  convenient  way, 
further  changes  would  prove  profitable  to  the  Church,  and 
convenient  to  pastors  and  people.  Perhaps,  it  would  be  well 
to  continue  all  judicious  efforts,  till  the  charges  shall  have 
been  arranged  to  the  best  advantage. 

Church  Property.— We  have  been  informed  that  the 
Lutherau  Church  edifice  located  in  Lincoluton,  Lincoln 
Co.,  N.  C,  is  now  being  occupied  by  some  Baptist  denomi- 
nation. 

We  would  recommend,  that  Synod  appoint  a  suitable 
Committee,  and  authorize  it  to  see  after  our  interest  in  that 
property,  and  if  there  is  no  prospect  of  building  up  a  Luth- 
eran congregation  there,  the  property  might  be  sold  and  the 
proceeds  used  to  advantage.  But  if  it  is  thought,  that  Lin- 
coluton is  too  important  a  point  to  be  abandoned,  Synod 
should  make  it  a  missionary  point',  and  secure  the  services 
of  a  suitable  minister  to  attend  to  it.  This  matter  is  worthy 
of  the  consideration  of  Synod. 

Education. — We  are  informed,  that  the  School,  estab- 
lished at  Conover,  Catawba  Co.,  N.  C,  under  Church  influ- 
ence, is  in  operation.  We  would  commend  it  to  the  favor 
able  recognition  of  Synod,  to  take  such  action  in  regard  to 
it  as  may  be  deemed  proper.  It  seems  to  be  a  necessity  in 
that  section,  and  will,  if  properly  managed,  prove  a  blessing 
to  the  Church. 
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Missionary  Operations.— We  would  recommend,  in 
conclusion,  that  Synod  take  some  efficient  action  relative  to 
Home  Missionary  operations.  Perhaps,  arrangements  could 
be  made  to  put  a  Missionary  in  the  field. 

May  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  preside  over  us, 
during  our  preseut  meeting,  guiding  us  in  the  way  of  truth 
and  efficiency,  so  that  our  deliberations  and  transactions 
may  contribute  to  the  honor  and  glory  of  God  and  to  the 
promotion  of  the  Redeemers  Kingdom.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  APPOINTED  TO  COLLECT  THE 
EVIDENCE,  PRO  AND  CON,  IN  REGARD  TO  CERTAIN 
CHARGES  PREFERRED  AGAINST  REV.  D.  EFIRD. 

Your  Committee  appointed  to  collect  the  testimony  of- 
fered, on  both  sides,  in  regard  to  certain  charges  preferred 
against  Rev.  Daniel  Efird,  a  member  of  this  Synod,  and  re- 
port the  same  to  the  present  convention  of  this  Synod, 
would  submit  that,  after  some  preliminary  correspondence 
with  both  the  accusers,  and  the  accused,  and  being  furnish- 
ed with  a  written  copy  of  the  charges  and  specifications  pre- 
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fierred  against  him,  and  being  assured  that  a  copy  of  the 
same  bad  been  properly  served  on  the  said  Rev.  Daniel 
Efird,  in  obedience  to  a  resolution  of  this  Synod,  we  called 
and  attended  a  meeting  for  the  purposes  designated  in  our 
appointment,  at  St.  Peter  s  (Piney  Woods)  Church,  Lexing- 
ton Co.,  S.  C,  uii  the  22nd,  23rd,  and  24th  days  of  May,  1877, 
heard  and  recorded  the  testimony  as  we  were  required  to  do. 

Your  Committee,  upon  considering  this  very  difficult, 
but,  nevertheless,  grave  and  important  matter,  thought  it 
would  be  best  for  all  concerned,  to  have  all  the  witnesses 
make  their  statements  under  a  civil  oath.  And  according- 
ly, ail  on  both  sides  were  publicly  qualified  by  Mr.  

Counts,  Notary  Public.  The  witnesses  on  both  sides  were 
heard  and  examined,  and  the  substance  of  the  statement 
made  by  each  one  was  written  down,  and  publicly  read  to 
him,  while  he  was  still  upou  the  witness  stand;  and  he  was 
asked  whether  the  statemants  then  recorded  is  what  he 
swears  in  this  case — to  which  every  one  gave  an  affirmative 
answer. 

Rev.  Daniel  Efird,  by  agreement  of  both  parties,  was 
permitted  to  present  in  writing,  the  priuciple  part  of  his  tes- 
timony in  his  own  defense — this  he  did  on  oath. 

After  all  the  testimony  offered  on  both  sides,  at  that 
time,  had  been  heard  and  recorded,  the  meeting  adjourned, 
sine  die. 

Since  then,  several  copies  of  additional  testimony  of 
affidavits  taken  by  Rev.  Dauiel  Efird,  in  his  own  defense, 
have  been  forwarded  to  us,  with  a  stateuieut  from  him  that 
the  original  are  retained  by  him,  to  be  presented  to  this  con- 
vention of  the  Synod. 

Your  Committee  having  discharged  all  the  portions  of 
this  most  difficult  duty  assigned  to  us  by  the  Synod  to  the 
best  of  our  ability  ;  uow  most  respectfully  beg  leave  to  com- 
plete the  work  assigned  us,  by  submitiug  this  report  in  con- 
nection with  the  charges  preferred — the  evidence  collected, 
and  all  the  papers  relating  to  this  case,  that  have  come  into 
our  hands,  wiih  the  sincere  hope,  and  prayer  to  Almighty 
God,  that  in  the  wisdom  of  this  Synod,  and  with  the  guid- 
ance of  the  Holy  Spirit  of  God,  this  case  may  be  disposed  of, 
in  such  a  manner,  that  lull  justice  shall  be  done  to  all  con 
cerned,  to  the  honor  and  glory  of  the  Great  Head  of  the 
Church.

REPORT  OF    THE   COMMITTEE  ON  THE  PROBATION  OF  CAN- 
DIDATES FOR  THE  MINISTRY. 

Your  Committee,  to  whom  this  duty  was  assigned  have 
examined  the  matter  with  as  much  care  as  time  aud  oppor- 
tunities have  permited  us  to  do,  aud  we  must  say,  that  we 
find  it  surrounded  by  many  very  serious  difficulties.  Ow- 
ing to  the  peculiar  situation  of  our  Synod,  and  also  the 
poorly  defined,  and  unsettled  views  of  the  Church  at  this 
time,  upon  this  subject.  We  however  beg  leave  to  submit 
the  following : 

Formerly  our  Synod  recognized  two  grades  in  the  Min- 
istry, Deacon  and  Pastor.  This  custom,  as  observed  by  us, 
resulted  in  a  two-fold  Ordination,  in  almost  all  cases,  and 
after  some  45  years  experience,  with  this  custom,  it  was 
abondoned,  and  the  licensure  System,  as  practiced  by  many 
other  Lutheran  Synods,  in  this  country  was  substituted, 
and  this  was  in  use  among  us  for  some  10  or  12  years.  But 
was  finally  abandoned  by  a  resolution  of  our  last  Synod. 
The  first  was  abandoned,  because  it  was  supposed  by  some 
that  there  is  no  Scriptural  warrant  for  a  two  fold  Ordina- 
tion as  was  practiced  by  us.  The  latter  was  abandoned  be- 
cause, it  has  no  Scriptural  warrant — is  not  practiced  by  the 
more  genuine  Lutheran  Synods  of  this  country  ;  and  is  rap- 
idly going  into  disuse,  even  among  the  more  lax  of  our  Luth- 
eran Synods.  The  question  now  is  with  us,  shall  we  return 
to  either  of  our  abandoned  customs,  or  adopt  some  other 
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one.  Our  organic  law  requires  a  probationary  period  of  at 
least  one  year,  of  all  our  candidates  for  the  office  of  the  Min- 
istry. The  Synods  in  connection  with  the  General  Bodies 
of  our  Church,  have  no  difficulty  in  regard  to  this  matter  j 
because  each  one  of  them  has  a  Theological  Seminary  under 
their  care  and  direction,  in  which  they  generally  require 
their  candidates  for  the  ministry  to  pass  a  regular  pupilage 
from  one  to  three  years;  and  at  the  eud  of  that  time,  they 
are  prepared  for  ordination.  With  us,  however,  the  case  is 
very  different,  as  we  have  no  such  Institution,  in  which  to 
prepare  our  young  men.  The  Church  in  this  country,  is  in 
rather  a  transition  state,  and  the  greater  portion  may  at  no 
distant  day,  adopt  a  graded  ministry  embraciug,  not  only  the 
Deacon  and  Pastor,  but  the  Bishop  too.  Besides,  our  Synod 
may  in  no  very  many  years,  see  her  way  clear  to  unite  with 
some  one  of  the  General  Lutheran  bodies  of  this  country  — 
In  view  of  all  these  things,  your  Committee  is  of  the  opinion, 
that  we  as  a  Synod  are  Dearly  prepared,  at  this  time,  to  take 
any  decided  action  in  regard  to  this  matter,  and  therefore, 
recommeud  that  a  resolution  be  adopted  at  this  convention 
of  our  Synod,  advising  all  candidates  for  the  ministry,  who 
now  are  under  the  care  of  Synod,  or  who  may  at  any  time 
place'themselves  under  her  care,  to  place  themselves  under 
the  care  of  some  minister  in  our  connection  and  prosecute 
their  studies,  and  labor  under  his  directions  until  they  are 
prepared  for  ordination,  or  until  this  order  is  changed 
Respectfully  submitted,

On  motion  Synod  adjourned  to  meet  after  recess  for  the 
consideration  of  said  case.    Benediction  by  Mr  J.  K.  Efird. 

During  recess  Rev.  J.  M.  Smith  preached  from  John  8, 
29,  30,  31.  After  which  thepastor  loci  administered  the  Rite 
of  Confirmation  to  eight  persons. 

SIXTH  SESSION. 

Saturday,  2  o'clock. 
The  members  of  Synod  assembled  in  private  session, 
and  were  called  to  order  by  the  President.    Roll  called. 
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Synod  proceeded  to  consider  the  above  named  ease. — 
After  investigating  and  considering  the  two  specifications 
under  the  first  count,  and  the  first  specification  under  the 
second  count  being  introduced,  and  the  attorney  for  the 
plaintiff  finding  that  a  paper  containing  the  principal  evi- 
dence had  been  lost  or  misplaced,  asked  the  consent 
of  the  attorney  for  the  defence,  to  enter  a  nolle  prosequi. —

That  each  of  our  Pastors  be  earnestly  requesed,  to 
preach  at  least  one  Sermou  in  each  of  his  congregations, 
annually,  upon  the  subject  of  Beneficiary  Education, 
and  other  benevolent  enterprises,  and  report  to  the  next 
succeeding  convention  of  our  Synod. 

Resolved,  That  the  Council  of  each  congregation  be  request- 
to  send,  to  each  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Synod,  a  written 
Report  of  the  condition  of  the  congregation. 

Whereas,  The  ancieut  Lutheran  custom  of  thoroughly  cate- 
chising those  who  propose  to  become  members  of  our  com- 
munion, previous  to  their  Confirmation,  is,  in  some  places, 
falling  into  disuse,  and  rather  a  loose  custom  of  receiving 
uncatechised  persons  into  the  Church,  without  the  slight- 
est examination  of  them  in  regard  to  their  religious  knowl- 
edge aud  other  qualifications  for  Church  membership,  has 
been  practiced  by  some;  be  it  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  we  earnestly  recommend  all  our  Ministers 
and  congregations  in  the  future  to  see  to  it,  that,  if  it  can 
possibly  be  done,  all  who  make  application  for  Church 
membership  be  thoroughly  instructed,  by  Catechisation, 
in  the  doctrines  and  usages  of  our  Church,,  previous  to 
their  Confirmation.  But,  in  such  extraordinary  cases,  as 
when  persons  of  age  and  experience  make  application,  or 
such  young  persons  as  have  been  so  favorably  situated  as 
to  have  had  opportunities  to  become  acquainted  with  and 
to  have  informed  themselves  of  our  doctrines  and  cus- 
toms, seek  Church  privileges,  we  recommend  that  their 
request  be  granted  ;  but,  in  no  case,  until  such  persons 
have  been  examined  by  the  Pastor,  before  the  Council, 
aud  have  been  approved  by  them.

PRESIDENT  S  REPORT. 


Dear  Brethren  in  Christ,  Jesus:  — Mav  grace, 
mercy,  and  peace,  from  God  the  Father,  and  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  our  Savior,  be  and  abide  with  us. 

It  is  through  the  beneficent  providence  of  our  merciful 
Father  in  heaven,  that  we  have  been  permitted  to  pass 
through  another  Sy nodical  year,  safely,  and  to  assemble 
again  in  the  capacity  of  a  deliberative  body,  in  which  we  are 
enabled  to  meet  each  other  with  fraternal  greetiugs,  sympa- 
thize with,  couusel,  and  encourage  each  other,  devise  the 
best  and  most  judicious  .means  for  promotiug  the  Gospel, 
maintaiug  and  perpetuating  the  sacred  and  glorious  truths 
and  principles  of  our  holy  religion,  in  their  purity  and  en- 
tireness,  and  for  the  up  building  and  extension  of  the  Re- 
deemer's Kingdom. 
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We  should  rightly  appreciate  these  privileges  and  bless 
iugs,  devoutly  raising  our  hearts  in  gratitude  and  thankful- 
ness to  the  great  Father  of  Lights,  the  Giver  of  all  Good, 
through  Jesus  Christ  as  the  Mediator  between  him  aud  us, 
and  imploring  Him  for  a  continuance  of  his  blessings. 

The  lives  of  all  our  ministerial  brethren  in  connection  with 
our  Synod,  have  been  preserved  during  the  past  year,  and 
the  deaths  of  our  lay-members,  have  not  been  unusually  nu- 
merous. The  health  of  our  Synod,  in  a  physical,  moral,  and 
spiritual  point  of  view,  may  be  regarded  as  altogether  in  a 
normal  condition. 

Official  Acts — During  the  synodical  year,  we  have 
not  beeu  called  upon  to  perform  any  official  acts.  The 
changes,  during  the  year,  in  our  Synod,  have  been  few. 

In  accordance  with  a  resolution  passed  at  the  last  con- 
vention of  our  Synod,  held  in  St.  John's  Church,  Lexington 
county,  South  Carolina,  October  5-10,  1876,  appointing  a 
committee  to  examine  John  W.  Hauseufluck,  of  Shenandoah 
County,  Va ,  as  to  his  qualifications  for  the  ministerial  office, 
and  if  found  qualified  to  ordain  him  to  the  office  of  pastor, 
the  said  Committee  examined  him,  and  he  having  sustained 
his  examination,  was  ordained  by  the  imposition  of  hands 
and  with  prayer,  according  to  the  rites  of  the  Church,  on  the 
14th  day  of  May,  1876,  during  a  meetiug  of  the  Virginia 
Special  Conference  of  the  Evan.  Lutheran  Teuuessee  Synod, 
convened  at  Solomon's  Church,  Shenandoah  County,  Va., 
May  12-15,  1877. 

We  recommend,  that  his  name  be  enrolled  among  the 
names  of  the  clergy,  in  connection  with  our  Synod.  His  ad- 
dress is  Grove  Hill,  Page  Co.,  Va. 

New  Church  Edifices  and  Organizations. — A. 
large,  commodious  Church  Edifice,  haviug  been  erected,  in 
good  style,  by  the  congregation  of  Solomon's  Church,  near 
Forestville,  Shenandoah  County,  Va.,  Rev  J.  S.  Beunick's 
charge,  to  take  the  place  of  the  old  Church  building,  was 
dedicated  to  the  services  of  God,  under  the  name  and  title 
of  Solomon  s  (Evang.  Lutheran}  Church,  on  the  13th  day  of 
May,  1877. 

Members  of  Kev.  J.  N.  Stirewalt's  charge,  Page  County, 
Va.,  having  purchased  a  Church  building,  formerly  owned 
and  occupied  by  the  German  Reformed,  refitted  and  repair- 
ed it.  A  congregation  was  organized,  aud  the  house  dedi- 
cated to  the  services  of  God,  under  the  name  and  title  of 
Grace,  (Evang.  Lutheran)  Church,  on  the  5th  Sunday  of 
July,  1877. 

No  doubt  this  new  congregation  will  apply  for  admit- 
tance into  our  Synod,  at  this  session.    If  so,  it  should  be  re 
ceived. 

We  also  learn,  that  an  excellent  Church  edifice  has  been 
erected  by  the  Coble  Church  congregation,  Kev.  M.  L.  Fox's 
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charge,  Guilford  County,  North  Carolina,  which  will  be  dedi- 
cated, during  this  session  of  Synod.  No  other  new  organiza- 
tion, or  Church  edifices  have  been  reported  to  us,  during  the 
Synodical  year. 

Vacancies.  —We  are  informed,  that  several  congrega- 
tions made  vacant  by  the  death  of  the  lamented  Rev.  T. 
Crouse,  in  Davidson  County,  N.  C,  are  being  temporarily 
served  by  Rev.  0.  H.  Bernheim,  of  the  North  Caroliua 
Synod.  Some  action  of  Synod  may  be  necessary  in  regard 
to  these  congregations.  All  our  other  vacant  congregations, 
we  believe,  are  being  temporarily  served 

Changes  in  Pastor  ates.  —  St.  Paul  s  Church,  Page 
Co.,  Va.,  served  by  us,  St.  William's  and  Fairview,  of  the 
same  county,  served  by  Rev.  J.  N.  Stirewalt,  have  been  form- 
ed into  a  charge,  which  is  now  served  by  Rev.  J.  W.  Hauseu- 
fiuck.  Ziou  Church,  and  St  Paul's,  I  believe,  Shenandoah  Co., 
Va.,  served  by  Rev.  J.  S.  Beunick,  have  been  added  to  Rev.  J. 
P.  Stirewalt's  charge.  The  Rochelle  congregation,  Madison 
County,  Va.,  formerly  served  by  Rev.  J  E.  Seneker,  is  now 
served  by  Rev.  L.  A.  Fox. 

Several  changes  have  been  made  also  in  some  of  the 
charges  in  North  Carolina,  but  we  have  not  been  informed 
as  to  the  precise  arrangement. 

No  doubt,  as  many  of  our  charges  are  still  too  large,  and 
not  arranged  in  the  most  advantageous  and  convenient  way, 
further  changes  would  prove  profitable  to  the  Church,  and 
convenient  to  pastors  and  people.  Perhaps,  it  would  be  well 
to  continue  all  judicious  efforts,  till  the  charges  shall  have 
been  arranged  to  the  best  advantage. 

Church  Property.  — We  have  been  informed  that  the 
Lutheran  Church  edifice  located  in  Lineolnton,  Liucoln 
Co.,  N.  C,  is  now  being  occupied  by  some  Baptist  denomi- 
nation. 

We  would  recommend,  that  Synod  appoint  a  suitable 
Committee,  and  authorize  it  to  see  after  our  interest  in  that 
property,  and  if  there  is  no  prospect  of  building  up  a  Luth- 
eran congregation  there,  the  property  might  be  sold  and  the 
proceeds  used  to  advantage.  But  if  it  is  thought,  that  Lin- 
eolnton is  too  important  a  point  to  be  abandoned,  Synod 
should  make  it  a  missionary  point,  and  secure  the  serviees 
of  a  suitable  minister  to  attend  to  it.  This  matter  is  worthy 
of  the  consideration  of  Synod. 

Education. — We  are  informed,  that  the  School,  estab- 
lished at  Conover,  Catawba  Co.,  N.  C,  under  Church  influ- 
ence, is  in  operation.  We  would  commend  it  to  the  favor 
able  recognition  of  Synod,  to  take  such  action  in  regard  to 
it  as  may  be  deemed  proper.  It  seems  to  be  a  necessity  in 
that  section,  and  will,  if  properly  managed,  prove  a  blessing 
to  the  Church. 
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Missionary  Operations. —  We  would  recommend,  in 
conclusion,  that  Synod  rake  some  efficient  action  relative  to 
Home  Missionary  operations.  Perhaps,  arrangements  could 
be  made  to  put  a  Missionary  in  the  field. 

May  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  preside  over  us, 
during  our  present  meeting,  guiding  us  in  the  way  of  truth 
and  efficiency,  so  that  our  deliberations  and  transactions 
may  contribute  to  the  honor  and  glory  of  God  and  to  the 
promotion  of  the  Redeemer's  Kingdom.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  APPOINTED  TO  COLLECT  THE 
EVIDENCE,  PRO  AND  CON,  IN  REGARD  TO  CERTAIN 
CHARGES  PREFERRED  AGAINST  REV.  D.  EFIRD. 

Your  Committee  appointed  to  collect  the  testimony  of- 
fered, on  both  sides,  in  regard  to  certain  charges  preferred 
against  Rev.  Daniel  Efird,  a  member  of  this  Synod,  aud  re- 
port the  same  to  the  present  convention  of  this  Synod, 
would  submit  that,  after  some  preliminary  correspondence 
with  both  the  accusers,  ;iud  the  accused,  aud  being  furnish- 
ed with  a  written  copy  of  the  charges  and  specifications  pre- 
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ferred  against  him,  and  being  assured  that  a  copy  of  the 
same  had  been  properly  served  on  the  said  Kev.  Daniel 
Efird,  in  obedience  to  a  resolution  of  this  Synod,  we  called 
and  attended  a  meeting  for  the  purposes  designated  in  our 
appointment,  at  St.  Peter's  (Piney  Woods;  Church,  Lexing- 
ton Co.,  S.  C,  on  the  22nd,  23rd,  and  24th  days  of  May,  1877, 
heard  and  recorded  the  testimony  as  we  were  required  to  do. 

Your  Committee,  upon  considering  this  very  difficult, 
bat,  nevertheless,  grave  and  important  matter,  thought  it 
would  be  best  for  all  concerned,  to  have  all  the  witnesses 
make  their  statements  under  a  civil  oath.  And  according- 
ly, all  on  both  sides  w^ere  publicly  qualified  by  Mr.  

Counts,  Notary  Public.  The  witnesses  on  both  sides  were 
heard  and  examined,  and  the  substance  of  the  statement 
made  by  each  one  was  written  down,  and  publicly  read  to 
him,  while  he  was  still  upou  the  witness  stand  ;  and  he  was 
asked  whether  the  statemauts  then  recorded  is  what  he 
swears  in  this  case— to  which  every  one  gave  an  affirmative 
answer. 

Rev.  Daniel  Efird,  by  agreement  of  both  parties,  was 
permitted  to  present  in  writing,  the  principle  part  of  his  tes- 
timony in  his  own  defense — this  he  did  on  oath. 

After  all  the  testimony  offered  on  both  sides,  at  that 
time,  had  beeu  heard  and  recorded,  the  meeting  adjourned, 
sine  die. 

Since  then,  several  copies  of  additional  testimony  of 
affidavits  taken  by  Kev.  Daniel  Efird,  in  his  own  defense, 
have  been  forwarded  to  us,  with  a  statement  from  him  that 
the  original  are  retained  by  him,  to  be  presented  to  this  con- 
vention of  the  Synod. 

Your  Committee  having  discharged  all  the  portious  of 
this  most  difficult  duty  assigued  to  us  by  the  Synod  to  the 
best  of  our  ability  ;  now  most  respectfully  beg  leave  to  com- 
plete the  work  assigned  us,  by  submitiug  this  report  in  con- 
nection with  the  charges  preferred — the  evidence  collected, 
and  all  the  papers  relating  to  this  case,  that  have  come  into 
our  hands,  with  the  sinceie  hope,  and  prayer  to  Almighty 
God,  that  in  the  wisdom  of  tins  Synod,  and  with  the  guid- 
ance of  the  Holy  Spirit  of  God,  this  case  may  be  disposed  of, 
in  such  a  manner,  that  full  justice  shall  be  done  to  all  con 
cerued,  to  the  honor  and  glory  of  the  Great  Head  of  the 
Church.

Synod  being  present, 
and  having  presented  his  credentials  of  election  as  corres- 
ponding delegate  from  the  North  Carolina  Synod,  to  this 
Synod,  was  received,  and  took  his  seat  as  such  among  us. 

On  motion,  reading  of  yesterday's  Minutes  was  dis- 
pensed  with. 

On  motion,  the  report  on  the  State  of  the  Church  was 
re  committed. 

On  motion,  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church 
was  discharged. 

REPORT  OF   THE   COMMITTEE  ON  THE  PROBATION  OF  CAN- 
DIDATES FOR  THE  MINISTRY. 

Your  Committee,  to  whom  this  duty  was  assigned  have 
examined  the  matter  with  as  much  care  as  time  aud  oppor- 
tunities have  permited  us  to  do,  and  we  must  say,  that  we 
find  it  surrounded  by  many  very  serious  difficulties.  Ow- 
ing to  the  peculiar  situation  of  our  Synod,  and  also  the 
poorly  defined,  and  unsettled  views  of  the  Church  at  this 
time,  upon  this  subject.  We  however  beg  leave  to  submit 
the  following : 

Formerly  our  Synod  recoguized  two  grades  in  the  Min- 
istry, Deacon  and  Pastor.  This  custom,  as  observed  by  us, 
resulted  in  a  two-fold  Ordination,  in  almost  all  cases,  and 
after  some  45  years  experience,  with  this  custom,  it  was 
abondoned,  and  the  licensure  System,  as  practiced  by  many 
other  Lutheran  Synods,  in  this  country  was  substituted, 
and  this  was  in  use  among  us  for  some  10  or  12  years.  But 
was  finally  abandoned  by  a  resolution  of  our  last  Synod. 
The  first  was  abandoned,  because  it  was  supposed  by  some 
that  there  is  no  Scriptural  warrant  for  a  two  fold  Ordina- 
tion as  was  practiced  by  us.  The  latter  was  abandoned  be- 
cause, it  has  no  Scriptural  warrant— is  not  practiced  by  the 
more  genuine  Lutheran  Synods  of  this  country  ;  and  is  rap- 
idly going  into  disuse,  even  among  the  more  lax  of  our  Luth- 
eran Synods.  The  question  now  is  with  us,  shall  we  return 
to  either  of  our  abandoned  customs,  or  adopt  some  other 


one.  Our  organic  law  requires  a  probationary  period  of  at 
least  one  year,  of  all  our  candidates  for  the  office  of  the  Min- 
istry. The  Synods  in  connection  with  the  General  Bodies 
of  our  Church,  have  no  difficulty  iu  regard  to  this  matter  ; 
because  each  one  of  thein  has  a  Theological  Seminary  under 
their  care  and  direction,  in  which  they  generally  require 
their  candidates  for  the  ministry  to  pass  a  regular  pupilage 
from  one  to  three  years;  and  at  the  eud  of  that  time,  they 
are  prepared  for  ordination.  With  us,  however,  the  case  is 
very  different,  as  we  have  no  such  Institution,  iu  which  to 
prepare  our  young  men.  The  Church  iu  this  country,  is  iu 
rather  a  transition  state,  and  the  greater  portion  ma}"  at  no 
distant  day,  adopt  a  graded  ministry  embracing,  not  ouly  the 
Deacon  and  Pastor,  but  the  Bishop  too.  Besides,  our  Synod 
may  in  no  very  many  years,  see  her  way  clear  to  unite  with 
some  one  of  the  General  Lutheran  bodies  of  this  country  — 
In  view  of  all  these  thiugs,  your  Committee  is  of  the  opinion, 
that  we  as  a  Synod  are  bearly  prepared,  at  this  time,  to  take 
any  decided  action  in  regard  to  this  matter,  and  therefore, 
recommend  that  a  resolution  be  adopted  at  this  convention 
of  our  Synod,  advising  all  candidates  for  the  ministry,  who 
now  are  under  the  care  of  Synod,  or  who  ma}*  at  any  time 
place  themselves  under  her  care,  to  place  themselves  under 
the  care  of  some  minister  iu  our  connection  aud  prosecute 
their  studies,  and  labor  under  his  directions  until  they  are 
.prepared  for  ordination,  or  until  this  order  is  changed 
Respectfully  submitted,

After  which  the  pastor  loci  administered  the  Rite 
of  Confirmation  to  eight  persons.

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT. 


Dear  Brethren  in  Christ,  Jesus  :  —  May  grace, 
mercy,  and  peace,  from  God  the  Father,  and  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  our  Savior,  be  and  abide  with  us. 

It  is  through  the  beneticent  providence  of  our  merciful 
Father  in  heaven,  that  we  have  been  permitted  to  pass 
through  another  Synodical  year,  safely,  and  to  assemble 
again  in  the  capacity  of  a  deliberative  body,  in  which  we  are 
enabled  to  meet  each  other  with  fraternal  greetings,  sympa- 
thize with,  counsel,  and  encourage  each  other,  devise  the 
best  and  most  judicious  .means  for  promoting  the  Gospel, 
maintaing  and  perpetuating  the  sacred  and  glorious  truths 
and  principles  of  our  holy  religion,  in  their  purity  and  en- 
tireness,  and  for  the  up  building  and  extension  of  the  Re- 
deemers Kingdom. 
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We  should  rightly  appreciate  these  privileges  and  bless 
iugs,  devoutly  raising  our  hearts  in  gratitude  and  thankful- 
ness to  the  great  Father  of  Lights,  the  Giver  of  all  Good, 
through  Jesus  Christ  as  the  Mediator  between  him  and  us, 
and  imploring  Him  for  a  continuance  of  his  blessings. 

The  lives  of  all  our  ministerial  brethren  in  connection  with 
our  Synod,  have  been  preserved  during  the  past  year,  and 
the  deaths  of  our  lay-members,  have  not  been  unusually  nu- 
merous. The  health  of  our  Synod,  in  a  physical,  moral,  and 
spiritual  point  of  view,  may  be  regarded  as  altogether  in  a 
normal  condition. 

Official  Acts — During  the  synodical  year,  we  have 
not  been  called  upon  to  perform  any  official  acts.  The 
changes,  during  the  year,  in  our  Synod,  have  been  few. 

In  accordance  with  a  resolution  passed  at  the  last  con- 
vention of  our  Syuod,  held  in  St.  John's  Church,  Lexington 
county,  South  Carolina,  October  5-10,  1876,  appointing  a 
committee  to  examine  John  W.  Hauseufluck,  of  Shenandoah 
County,  Va ,  as  to  his  qualifications  for  the  ministerial  office, 
and  if  found  qualified  to  ordain  him  to  the  office  of  pastor, 
the  said  Committee  examined  him,  and  he  having  sustained 
his  examination,  was  ordained  by  the  imposition  of  hands 
and  with  prayer,  according  to  the  rites  of  the  Church,  on  the 
14th  day  of  May,  1876,  during  a  meeting  of  the  Virginia 
Special  Conference  of  the  Evan.  Lutheran  Tennessee  Synod, 
convened  at  Solomon's  Church,  Shenandoah  County,  Va., 
May  12-15,  1877. 

We  recommend,  that  his  name  be  enrolled  among  the 
names  of  the  clergy,  in  connection  with  our  Synod.  His  ad- 
dress is  Grove  Hill,  Page  Co.,  Va. 

New  Church  Edifices  and  Organizations. —  A. 
large,  commodious  Church  Edifice,  having  been  erected,  in 
good  style,  by  the  congregation  of  Solomon's  Church,  near 
Forestville,  Shenandoah  County,  Va.,  Rev.  J.  S.  Beunick's 
charge,  to  take  the  place  of  the  old  Church  building,  was 
dedicated  to  the  services  of  God,  under  the  name  and  title 
of  Solomon's  (Evang.  Lutheran}  Church,  on  the  13th  day  of 
May,  1877. 

Members  of  Eev.  J.  N.  Stirewalt's  charge,  Page  County, 
Va.,  having  purchased  a  Church  building,  formerly  owned 
and  occupied  by  the  German  Reformed,  refitted  and  repair- 
ed it.  A  congregation  was  organized,  and  the  house  dedi- 
cated to  the  services  of  God,  under  the  name  and  title  of 
Grace,  (Evang.  Lutheran)  Church,  on  the  5th  Sunday  of 
July,  1877. 

No  doubt  this  new  congregation  will  apply  for  admit- 
tance into  our  Synod,  at  this  session.    If  so,  it  should  be  re 
ceived. 

We  also  learn,  that  an  excellent  Church  edifice  has  been 
erected  by  the  Coble  Church  congregation,  Rev.  M.  L.  Fox's 
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charge.  Guilford  Oouuty,  North  Carolina,  which  will  be  dedi- 
cated, during  this  session  of  Synod.  No  other  new  organiza- 
tion, or  Church  edifices  have  been  reported  to  us,  during  the 
Synodical  year. 

Vacancies. —We  are  informed,  that  several  congrega- 
tions made  vacant  by  the  death  of  the  lamented  Rev.  T. 
Crouse,  in  Davidson  County,  N  C,  are  being  temporarily 
served  by  Rev^.  C.  H.  Bernheim,  of  the  North  Caroliua 
Synod.  Some  action  of  Synod  may  be  necessary  in  regard 
to  these  congregations.  All  our  other  vacant  congregations, 
we  believe,  are  being  temporarily  served 

Changes  in  Pastorates  — St.  Paul  s  Church,  Page 
Co.,  Va.,  served  by  us,  St.  William's  and  Fairview,  of  the 
same  county,  served  by  Rev.  J.  N.  Stirewalt,  have  been  form- 
ed into  a  charge,  which  is  now  served  by  Rev.  J.  W.  Hauseu- 
fluck.  Zion  Church  and  St  Paul's,  I  believe,  Shenandoah  Co., 
Va.,  served  by  Rev.  J.  S.  Bennick,  have  been  added  to  Rev.  J. 
P.  Stirewalt  s  charge.  The  Rochelle  congregation,  Madison 
County,  Va.,  formerly  served  by  Rev.  J  E.  £eneker,  is  now 
served  by  Rev.  L.  A.  Fox. 

Several  changes  have  been  made  also  in  some  of  the 
charges  in  North  Caroliua,  but  we  have  not  been  informed 
as  to  the  precise  arrangement. 

No  doubt,  as  many  of  our  charges  are  still  too  large,  and 
not  arranged  in  the  most  advantageous  and  convenient  way, 
further  changes  would  prove  profitable  to  the  Church,  and 
convenient  to  pastors  and  people.  Perhaps,  it  would  be  well 
to  continue  all  judicious  efforts,  till  the  charges  shall  have 
been  arranged  to  the  best  advantage. 

Church  Property.  — We  have  been  informed  that  the 
Lutheran'  Church  edifice  located  in  Lincolnton,  Lincoln 
Co.,  N.  C,  is  now  being  occupied  by  some  Baptist  denomi- 
nation. 

We  would  recommend,  that  Synod  appoint  a  suitable 
Committee,  and  authorize  it  to  see  after  our  interest  in  that 
property,  and  if  there  is  no  prospect  of  building  up  a  Luth- 
eran congregation  there,  the  property  might  be  sold  and  the 
proceeds  used  to  advantage.  But  if  it  is  thought,  that  Lin- 
colnton is  too  important  a  point  to  be  abandoned,  Synod 
should  make  it  a  missionary  poiut,  and  secure  the  services 
of  a  suitable  minister  to  attend  to  it.  This  matter  is  worthy 
of  the  consideration  of  Synod. 

Education. — We  are  informed,  that  the  School,  estab- 
lished at  Conover,  Catawba  Co.,  N.  C,  under  Church  influ- 
ence, is  in  operation.  We  would  commend  it  to  the  favor 
able  recognition  of  Synod,  to  take  such  action  in  regard  to 
it  as  may  be  deemed  proper.  It  seems  to  be  a  necessity  in 
that  section,  and  will,  if  properly  managed,  prove  a  blessing 
to  the  Church. 
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Missionary  Operations. —  We  would  recommend,  in 
conclusion,  that  Synod  take  some  efficient  action  relative  to 
Home  Missionary  operations.  Perhaps,  arrangements  could 
be  made  to  put  a  Missionary  in  the  held. 

May  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  preside  over  us, 
during  our  present  meeting,  guiding  us  in  the  way  of  truth 
and  efficiency,  so  that  our  deliberations  and  transactions 
may  contribute  to  the  honor  and  glory  of  God  and  to  the 
promotion  of  the  Redeemer's  Kingdom.

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ferred  against  him,  and  being  assured  that  a  copy  of  the 
same  had  been  properly  served  on  the  said  Rev.  Daniel 
Efird,  in  obedience  to  a  resolution  of  this  Synod,  we  called 
and  attended  a  meeting  for  the  purposes  designated  in  our 
appointment,  at  St.  Peter  s  (Piney  Woods;  Church,  Lexing- 
tou  Co.,  S.  C,  on  the  22nd,  23rd,  and  24th  days  of  May,  1877, 
heard  and  recorded  the  testimony  as  we  were  required  to  do. 

Your  Committee,  upon .  considering  this  very  difficult, 
but,  nevertheless,  grave  and  important  matter,  thought  it 
would  be  best  for  all  concerned,  to  have  all  the  witnesses 
make  their  statements  under  a  civil  oath.  And  according- 
ly, all  on  both  sides  were  publicly  qualified  by  Mr.  

Counts,  Notary  Public.  The  witnesses  on  both  sides  were 
heard  and  examined,  and  the  substance  of  the  statement 
made  by  each  one  was  written  down,  and  publicly  read  to 
him,  while  he  was  still  upon  the  witness  stand  ;  and  he  was 
asked  whether  the  statemants  then  recorded  is  what  he 
swears  in  this  case — to  which  every  one  gave  an  affirmative 
answer. 

Rev.  Daniel  Efird,  by  agreement  of  both  parties,  was 
permitted  to  present  in  writing,  the  principle  part  of  his  tes- 
timony in  his  own  defense — this  he  did  on  oath. 

Alter  all  the  testimony  offered  on  both  sides,  at  that 
time,  had  been  heard  and  recorded,  the  meeting  adjourned, 
sine  die. 

Since  then,  several  copies  of  additional  testimouy  of 
affidavits  taken  by  Rev.  Daniel  Efird,  in  his  own  defense, 
have  been  forwarded  to  us,  with  a  statemeut  from  him  that 
the  original  are  retained  by  him,  to  be  presented  to  this  con- 
vention of  the  Synod. 

Your  Committee  having  discharged  all  the  portious  of 
this  most  difficult  duty  assigned  to  us  by  the  Synod  to  the 
best  of  our  ability  ;  now  most  respect  fully  beg  leave  to  com- 
plete the  work  assigned  us,  by  submitiug  this  report  in  con- 
nection with  the  charges  preferred — the  evidence  collected, 
and  all  the  papers  relating  to  this  case,  that  have  come  into 
our  hands,  wirh  the  sincere  hope,  and  prayer  to  Almighty 
God,  that  in  the  wisdom  of  this  Synod,  and  with  the  guid- 
ance of  the  Holy  Spirit  of  God,  this  case  may  be  disposed  of, 
in  such  a  manuer,  that  full  justice  shall  be  done  to  all  con 
cerued,  to  the  honor  and  glory  of  the  Great  Head  of  the 
Church.  A.  J.  Fox,

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Adjourned  till  Saturday  morning.  Prayer  by  Rev.  S. 
Henkel,  D.  D. 

Friday  evening  a  sermon  was  preached  by  Mr.  E.  L. 
Ly  brand,  from  Luke  8,  4-8. 

FIFTH  SESSION. 

Saturday  Morning,  9  o'clock. 

Synod  was  opened  by  Rev.  J.  M.  Smith.    Roll  called. 

Rev.  C.  H.  Bernheim  of  the  N.  0.  Synod  being  present, 
and  having  presented  his  credentials  of  election  as  corres- 
ponding delegate  from  the  North  Carolina  Synod,  to  this 
Synod,  was  received,  and  took  his  seat  as  such  among  us. 

On  motion,  reading  of  yesterday's  Minutes  was  dis- 
pensed with. 

On  motion,  the  report  on  the  State  of  the  Church  was 
re  committed. 

On  motion,  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church 
was  discharged. 

REPORT  OF   THE   COMMITTEE  ON  THE  PROBATION  OF  CAN- 
DIDATES FOR  THE  MINISTRY. 

Your  Committee,  to  whom  this  duty  was  assigned  have 
examined  the  matter  with  as  much  care  as  time  aud  oppor- 
tunities have  permitted  us  to  do,  and  we  must  say,  that  we 
find  it  surrounded  by  many  very  serious  difficulties.  Ow- 
ing to  the  peculiar  situation  of  our  Synod,  and  also  the 
poorly  defined,  and  unsettled  views  of  the  Church  at  this 
time,  upon  this  subject.  We  however  beg  leave  to  submit 
the  following : 

Formerly  our  Synod  recoguized  two  grades  in  the  Min- 
istry, Deacon  and  Pastor.  This  custom,  as  observed  by  us, 
resulted  in  a  two-fold  Ordination,  in  almost  all  cases,  and 
after  some  45  years  experience,  with  this  custom,  it  was 
abondoned,  and  the  licensure  System,  as  practiced  by  many 
other  Lutheran  Synods,  in  this  country  was  substituted, 
aud  this  was  in  use  among  us  for  some  10  or  12  years.  But 
was  fiually  abandoned  by  a  resolution  of  our  last  Synod. 
The  first  was  abandoned,  because  it  was  supposed  by  some 
that  there  is  no  Scriptural  warrant  for  a  two  fold  Ordina- 
tion as  was  practiced  by  us.  The  latter  was  abandoned  be- 
cause, it  has  no  Scriptural  warrant — is  not  practiced  by  the 
more  genuine  Lutheran  Synods  of  this  country  ;  and  is  rap- 
idly going  into  disuse,  even  among  the  more  lax  of  our  Luth- 
eran Synods.  The  question  now  is  with  us,  shall  we  return 
to  either  of  our  abandoned  customs,  or  adopt  some  other 
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one.  Our  organic  law  requires  a  probationary  period  of  at 
least  one  year,  of  all  our  candidates  for  the  office  of  the  Min- 
istry. The  Synods  in  connection  with  the  General  Bodies 
of  our  Church,  have  no  difficulty  in  regard  to  this  matter  5 
because  each  one  of  thetn  has  a  Theological  Seminary  under 
their  care  and  direction,  in  which  they  generally  require 
their  candidates  for  the  ministry  to  pass  a  regular  pupilage 
from  one  to  three  years;  and  at  the  end  of  that  time,  they 
are  prepared  for  ordination.  With  us,  however,  the  case  is 
very  different,  as  we  have  no  such  Institution,  in  which  to 
prepare  our  young  men.  The  Church  in  this  country,  is  iu 
rather  a  transition  state,  and  the  greater  portiou  may  at  no 
distant  day,  adopt  a  graded  ministry  embracing,  not  only  the 
Deacon  and  Pastor,  but  the  Bishop  too.  Besides,  our  Synod 
may  iu  no  very  many  years,  see  her  way  clear  to  unite  with 
some  one  of  the  General  Lutheran  bodies  of  this  country  — 
In  view  of  all  these  things,  your  Committee  is  of  the  opinion, 
that  we  as  a  Synod  are  bearly  prepared,  at  this  time,  to  take 
any  decided  action  in  regard  to  this  matter,  and  therefore, 
recommeud  that  a  resolution  be  adopted  at  this  convention 
of  our  Synod,  advisiug  all  candidates  for  the  ministry,  who 
now  are  under  the  care  of  Synod,  or  who  may  at  any  time 
place  themselves  under  her  care,  to  place  themselves  under 
the  care  of  some  minister  in  our  connection  aud  prosecute 
their  studies,  and  labor  under  his  directions  until  they  are 
prepared  for  ordination,  or  until  this  order  is  changed. 
Respectfully  submitted,

On  motion  Synod  adjou  rned  to  meet  after  recess  for  the 
consideration  of  said  case.    Benediction  by  Mr.  J.  K.  Efird. 

During  recess  Rev.  J.  M.  Smith  preached  from  John  8, 
29,  30,  31.  After  which  thepastor  loci  administered  the  Rite 
of  Confirmation  to  eight  persons. 

SIXTH  SESSION. 

Saturday,  2  o'clock. 
The  members  of  Synod  assembled  in  private  session, 
aud  were  called  to  order  by  the  President.    Roll  called. 
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Synod  proceeded  to  consider  the  above  named  case. — 
After  investigating  and  considering  the  two  specifications 
under  the  first  count,  and  the  first  specification  under  the 
second  count  being  introduced,  and  the  attorney  for  the 
plaintiff  finding  that  a  paper  containing  the  principal  evi- 
dence had  been  lost  or  misplaced,  asked  the  consent 
of  the  attorney  for  the  defence,  to  enter  a  nolle  prosequi. — 
After  some  consultation  it  was  granted. 


This  day  by  mutual  agreement,  Rev.  A.  J.  Fox  and  Eev. 
P.  C.  Henkel  counsel,  in  a  case  in  which  Col.  Geo.  H.  Chap- 
man and  others,  against  Rev.  Daniel  Efird,  brought  before 
the  Evan.  Lutheran  Tennessee  Synod,  in  which  case  serious 
charges  were  preferred  against  the  said  Daniel  Efird,  the 
case  being  commenced  and  brought  to  a  certain  stage,  when 
we  the  counsel  on  both  parts  by  a  mutual  agreement  made 
and  publicly  subscribed  by  each  one  of  the  counsel  in  the 
presence  of  the  whole  number  of  the  members  uow  present, 
enter  a  cessation  of  the  prosecution.

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STANDING  RESOLUTONS. 


Resolved,  That  each  of  our  Pastors  be  earnestly  requesed,  to 
preach  at  least  one  Sermou  in  each  of  his  congregations, 
annually,  upon  the  subject  of  Beneficiary  Education, 
and  other  benevolent  enterprises,  and  report  to  the  next 
succeeding  convention  of  our  Synod. 

Resolved,  That  the  Council  of  each  congregation  be  request- 
to  send,  to  each  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Synod,  a  written 
Report  of  the  condition  of  the  congregation. 

Whereas,  The  ancient  Lutheran  custom  of  thoroughly  cate- 
chising those  who  propose  to  become  members  of  our  com- 
munion, previous  to  their  Confirmation,  is,  in  some  places, 
falling  into  disuse,  and  rather  a  loose  custom  of  receiviug 
uncatechised  persons  into  the  Church,  without  the  slight- 
est examination  of  them  iu  regard  to  their  religious  knowl- 
edge and  other  qualifications  for  Church  membership,  has 
been  practiced  by  some ;  be  it  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  we  earnestly  recommend  all  our  Ministers 
and  congregations  in  the  future  to  see  to  it,  that,  if  it  can 
possibly  be  doue,  all  who  make  application  for  Church 
membership  be  thoroughly  instructed,  by  Catechisation, 
in  the  doctrines  and  usages  of  our  Church,  previous  to 
their  Confirmation.  But,  in  such  extraordinary  cases,  as 
when  persons  of  age  and  experience  make  application,  or 
such  youug  persous  as  have  been  so  favorably  situated  as 
to  have  had  opportunities  to  become  acquainted  with  and 
to  have  informed  themselves  of  our  doctrines  and  cus- 
toms, seek  Church  privileges,  we  recommend  that  their 
request  be  granted  ;  but,  in  no  case,  until  such  persons 
have  been  examined  by  the  Pastor,  before  the  Council, 
and  have  been  approved  by  them.

The  President  read  his  annual  Report,  which  was  receiv- 
ed, to  be  referred  to  the  proper  Committee. 

President's  Report. 

Dear  Brethren  in  Christ  :— May  grace,  mercy,  and  peace,  from 
God  the  Father,  and  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  be  and  abide  with  us. 

The  allwise  and  merciful  Being  who  transmitted  his  Kingdom  to  this 
world,  saw  fit  to  make  men  his  instruments  and  ministers,  to  maintain, 
extend,  dispense,  and  perpetuate  it.  Some  of  the  interests  of  this  King- 
dom can  be  better  promoted  by  assemblies  and  taking  counsel  together. 

It  is  through  the  beneficent  providence  of  our  merciful  Father  in 
heaven,  that  we  have  been  permitted  to  pass  another  synodical  year,  safe- 
ly, and  to  assemble  again  for  this  purpose,  in  the  capacity  of  a  delibera- 
tive body,  in  which  we  are  able  to  meet  each  other  with  fraternal  greeting.

It  becomes  us,  then,  to  devise  the  best  and  most  judicious  means  for  the 
object  contemplated. 

We  should  rightly  appreciate  these  privileges,  and  form  proper  con- 
ceptions of  the  solemn  and  sacred  duties  resting  upon  us  as  ministers  and 
as  an  ecclesiastical  body.  Our  hearts  should  devoutly  rise  in  gratitude 
and  thankfulness  to  our  Heavenly  Father,  through  Jesus  Christ  as  the 
Mediator  between  him  and  us,  and  implore  him  to  continue  his  blessings, 
and  to  grant  us  the  guidance  and  aid  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  in  all  the  rela- 
tions of  life. 

The  lives  of  our  ministerial  brethren  in  connection  with  our  Synod, 
except  that  of  Rev.  father  Goodman,  who  departed  this  life  on  Jan.  26th, 
1878,— Synod  will  take  proper  action  in  regard  to  it, — have  been  preserved 
during  the  past  year,  and  the  deaths  of  om  lay-membeis,  have  not  been 
unusually  numerous-  The  condition  of  our  Synod,  in  a  physical,  moral, 
and  spiritual  point  of  view,  seems  to  be  in  its  normal  health. 

Official  Acts. — During  the  synouical  year,  we  have  had  no  occasion  to 
perform  any  official  act,  as  president  of  Synod.  There  have  been  no  im- 
portant changes  in  our  Synod,  during  the  year,  to  require  any  such  acts. 

New  Churches,  &c. — A  new  church  edifice  is  in  process  of  completion, 
in  Caldwell  co.,  N.  C,  calltd  Philadelphia,  Rev.  P.  C.  Henkel's  charge. 
A  new  church  house,  Hickory,  Catawba  co.,  N.  C,  Rev.  J.  M.  Smith's 
charge,  is  in  process  of  erection.  Arrangements  have  been  made  to 
erect  a  new  church  at  King's  Mountain,  a  station  on  the  Charlotte  and 
Atlanta  Air  Line  Railroad,  Cleveland  County,  N.  C,  Rev.  J.  R.  Peter- 
son's charge.  A  new  congregation  has  been  organized,  by  Rev.  P.  C. 
Henkel,  at  Table  Rock,  Burk  Co.,  N.  C.  The  congregation  of  Rader 
Church,  Rockingham  County,  Va.,  Rev.  J.  S.  Bennick's  charge,  are  build- 
ing a  new  church  near  Timberville. 

Vacancies.— We  learn,  that  are  still  some  vacant  congregations  within 
the  bounds  of  our  Synod,  which  are  not  regularly  supplied  with  the  means 
of  grace,  and  that  those  left  vacant  by  the  death  of  the  lamented  T, 
('rouse,  are  still  being  served  by  Rev.  C.  H.  Bernheim,  of  the  North  Caro- 
lina Synod.  We  would  recommend,  that  Synod  make  arrangements  to 
supply  the  vacancies,  and  that,  as  the  congregations  left  vacant  by  the 
death  of  Rev.T.  Crouse  are  in  rather  an  abnormal  condition,  being  served 
by  a  minister  not  in  connection  with  the  Synod,  to  which  they  belong, 
Rev.  C.  H.  Bernheim  be  requested  to  consider  the  propriety  of  uniting 
with  the  Synod,  to  which  the  congregations,  which  he  is  serving,  belong. 
No  doubt  this  would  be  gratifying  to  these  congregations,  and  contribute 
much  to  the  best  interests  of  all  concerned. 

Changes  in  Pastorates. — As  far  as  our  information  extends,  very  few, 
if  any  changes,  have  taken  place  during  this  year.  No  doubt,  as  many 
of  our  charges,  arc  still  too  large,  and  not  arranged  in  the  most  advan- 
tageous and  convenient  way,  it  would  be  well  to  consider  the  propriety  of 
reducing  them,  and  arranging  them  in  the  best  and  most  j  udicious  man- 
ner. Our  people  need  more  preaching,  and  our  children  more  thorough 
instruction.    This  cannot  be_accomplished  with  the  present  arrangement 
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of  6ome  of  our  charges.  It  would  evidently  prove  beneficial  to  the  con- 
gregations to  have  regular,  divine  services  more  frequently. 

Church  Property.— As  we  are  informed,  there  is  church  property  within 
the  bounds  of  our  Synod,  which  has  been  partly  abandoned,— as  that  in 
Shenandoah  County,  Va.,  near  Red  Banks,  that  in  Stanley  County,  N.  C, 
and  other  property,  we  would  recommend,  that  committees,  one  in  N.  C, 
and  one  in  Va.,  be  appointed  to  look  acter  such  property,  to  take  steps  to 
bring  it  into  requisition  in  the  most  profitable  manner,  and  to  report  the 
result  of  their  efforts  to  the  next  meeting  of  Synod.  Such  property 
should  not  be  too  much  neglected,  but,  utilized  in  some  way. 

Education.— As  a  school  has  been  established  at  Conover,  Catawba 
County,  N.  C,  called  Concordia  High  School,  under  church  influence,  as 
a  congregational  enterprise,  perhaps  it  would  be  well  for  Synod  to  ap- 
point a  committee  to  examine  into  the  propriety  of  making  it  a  synodical 
enterprise,  if  it  can  be  done  consistent  with  the  designs  and  character  of 
the  school, .and  report  to  next  Synod. 

Missionary  Operations. — The  times  demand,  that  our  Synod  should 
arouse  to  missionary  work.  Much  good  could  be  accomplished  it  that  way. 
There  are  many  places  within  the  bounds  of  Synod,  where  missions  could 
be  established,  that  would,  in  the  course  of  a  few  years,  become  self- 
sustaining.  We  would,  therefore,  suggest,  if  the  pecuniary  circumstances 
of  the  Synod  will  admit,  that  active  missionary  services  be,  at  once, 
brought  into  requisition. 

May  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  preside  over  us,  during  our  pres- 
ent meeting,  guiding  us  in  the  way  of  truth  and  efficiency,  so  that  our 
deliberations  and  transactions  may  contribute  to  the  honor  and  glory  of 
God  and  to  the  promotion  of  the  Redeemer's  Kingdom.

The  Executive  Committee  on  Missious  now  handed  in 
the  f'ollowiug  report: 

Report  of  Executive  Committee  on  Missions. 

The  Executive  Committee  of  Missions  has  no  official  acts  to  report. — 
No  mission  and  no  funds  came  into  our  hands.  In  lesponse  to  a  call  by 
our  Chairman  through  Odk  Church  Paper,  no  application  has  been  made 
for  aid.  The  Committee  itself  knew  of  no  place  of  sufficient  importance  to 
justify  it  in  assuming  the  responsibility  of  commencing  operations. 

The  Synod,  however,  has  not  been  inactive  ;  most  of  our  pastors  have 
been  missionating  in  places  outside  of  their  regular  pastorates.  Our  Con- 
ferences have  missions  under  their  charge.  None  of  these  missions  have 
required  pecuniary  assistance,  and  have  not  fallen  under  the  perview  of 
this  Committee. 

We  believe  that  there  are  points  at  which  we  might  labor  success- 
fully, but  as  this  is  a  new  sphere  of  effort  for  us  as  a  Synod,  those  most  in- 
terested are  slow  to  make  application.  It  is  necessary  that  our  pastors  be 
vigilant  in  this  direction.  They  must  find  such  places  and  bring  them  to 
the  attention  of  Synod. 

It  is  of  grave  importance  that  we  should  concentrate  our  missionary 
efforts.  While  we  should  not  diminish  but  rather  increase  such  labors 
as  we  have  hitherto  been  engaged  in,  yet  all  missions  demanding  pe- 
cuniary aid  should  be  put  under  the  control  of  Synod.  When  they  have 
been  located  all  must  co-operate,  heart  to  heart,  and  support  them  most 
earnestly.

Report  of  Committee  on  Letters  and  Petitions. 

Class  I.— Letters. 

He  gives  as  excuse  for 
absence  a  want  of  means  and  an  unwillingness  to  ask  his  people,  who 
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have  been  so  greatly  taxed  by  the  Concordia  High  School,  to  bear  his 
expenses.  He  speaks  earnestly  of  the  importance  of  a  Lutheran  School 
in  which  ministers  may  be  trained.  He  believes  such  school  is  more 
important  now,  as  being  preparatory,  missionary  effort. 

Your  committee  recommends  that  he  be  excused. 

He  assigns  as  his  reasons  for 
absence  from  this  convention  some  legal  business  that  demands  his  per- 
sonal attention .  He  calls  the  attention  of  Synod  to  the  revision  of  the  Hymn 
Book  and  states  that  300  or  400  copies  have  been  subscribed  for  and  will 
be  paid  for  as  soon  as  delivered. 

We  recommend  that  he  be  excused- 

No.  3  Is  a  letter  from  Rev.  T.  Moser,  asking  to  be  excused  for  non- 
attendance. 

AVe  recommend  that  he  be  excused. 

No.  4  Is  a  letter  from  Rev.  M.  L.  Little,  assigning  the  dangerous  ill- 
ness of  his  family  as  the  chief  reason  of  his  absence. 
We  recommend  that  he  be  excused. 

No.  5  Is  a  letter  from  Rev.  J.  C-  Moser.  He  says  that  he  was 
unable  to  raise  the  means  of  defraying  expenses  either  from  his  own 
private  funds  or  from  the  resources  of  the  church. 

We  recommend  that  he  be  excused. 

No.  6  Is  a  letter  from  Rev-  A-  L.  Yount.  He  proposes  to  pay  soon 
the  amount  he  owes  Synod.  He  asks  for  a  definite  statement  of  the 
amount  Synod  demands.  He  says  that  $50  were  received  for  missionary 
labors  at  Monroe. 

We  recommend  that  such  a  statement  as  he  requests,  be  furnished. 

Class  II.— Petitions. 

No.  1  These  are  petitions  from  Cedar  Grove,  St.  Paul,  and  St.  Peter 
(Metzes)  in  S.  C,  praying  for  the  examination  and  ordination  of  J.  K. 
Efird  to  the  pastoral  office. 

No.  2  These  are  petitions  from  Bethlehem,  Zion,  and  St  John,  S. 
C,  praying  for  the  ordination  to  the  pastoral  office  of  E.  L.  Lybrand. 

No.  3  These  are  petitions  from  St.  Peter  (Piney  Woods),  Emmanuel 
and  St.  Jacob,  praying  for  the  ordination  of  J.  A.  Cromer  to  the  pastoral 
office. 

These  brethren  are  present  and  we  recommend  that  they  be  examined . 

No.  4  Is  a  petition  from  Conover  for  the  ordination  of  R.  A.  Y'oder. 
As  he  is  absent  we  have  no  recommendation  to  make. 

No.  5  Is  a  petition  from  St.  James,  Summit,  Lexington  co.,  S.  C, 
asking  that  the  next  convention  of  Synod  be  held  in  their  church. 

No.  6  Is  a  petition  from  New  Jerusalem,  Davidson  co.,  N.  C,  pray- 
ing for  the  assistance  of  Synod  in  securing  the  pastoral  services  of  some 
minister  of  our  own  Synod.

Report  of  Committee  on  Examination. 

We,  a  committee,  appointed  to  examine  Messrs.  Eli  Lot  Lybrand  and 
James  Albert  Cromer,  Columbia,  S.  C,  and  Jacob  Killian  Efird,  Summit, 
S.  C,  as  to  their  qualifications  tc  bear  the  office  of  the  ministry,  have 
performed  that  duty.  In  our  opinion  they  sustained  a  very  creditable  ex- 
amination. We  would,  therefore,  in  virtue  of  petitions  desiring  their  ser- 
vices, unanimously  recommend,  that  Syuod  ordain  them  to  the  office  of 
pastor,  according  to  the  custom  of  the  Church.

Rev.  Dr.  A.  J.  Fox  read  the  Regulations  for  the  Gov- 
ernment of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Tennessee  Synod  in 
the  Work  of  Beneficiary  Education. 
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Regulations  for  the  Government  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Tennessee  Synod  in  the  Work  of  Beneficiary  Education. 

Article  I. — This  Synod  shall,  from  time  to  time,  receive  as  many 
Beneficiaries,  preparing  for  the  Gospel  Ministry,  into  her  connection,  as 
she  can  procure  and  collect  funds  to  sustain. 

Article  II. — Every  applicant  for  beneficiary  aid  from  this  Synod 
must  be  subjected  to  a  rigid  examination  in  regard  to  his  Christian  charac- 
ter, deportment,  designs,  talents,  and  advancements  in  Literary,  or 
Theological  attainments.  No  one  can  obtain  beneficiary  aid  from  this 
Synod,  unless  he  is  a  member  of  some  one  of  our  congregations,  in  full 
communion  with  the  same.  His  moral  character  and  piety  must  be  en- 
tirely above  reproach,  and  his  talents  must,  at  least,  reach  mediocrity. 
He  must  unqualifiedly  receive,  and  express  a  willingness  to  teach,  all  the 
doctrines  of  the  entire  collection  of  our  Evangelical  Lutheran  Confessions- 
He  must,  at  least,  have  attained  to  a  sufficient  amount  of  literary  knowl- 
edge, to  enable  him  to  enter  the  Freshman  class  in  regular  Colleges.  He 
must  furnish  satisfactory  evidence  that  he  has  not,  and  cannot  command, 
the  necessary  pecuniary  means,  to  qualify  him  for  the  work  of  the  Holy 
Ministry  from  his  parents,  or  any  other  worldly  source. 

Article  III- — Every  minister  educated  by  this  Synod  shall  be  held, 
in  honor  bound,  to  labor  within  the  bounds  of  this  Synod,  as  Pastor,  for 
a  term  of  not  less  than  five  years— unless  he  is  excused  by  a  resolution  of 
this  Synod,  which  he  must  ask  for,  and  obtain  before  he  is  at  liberty  to 
make  arrangements  to  go  elsewhere.  He  may  be  excused  upon  the  ground 
of  refunding  the  money  he  has  received  with  interest  at  6  per  cent,  or 
upon  any  other  ground  satisfactory  to  this  Synod. 

Article  IV. — This  Synod  should  have  full  control  of  all  her  Benefi- 
ciaries, in  regard  to  their  studies,  during  the  time  they  are/eceiving  bene- 
ficiary aid  from  her.  They  must  attend  such  schools  as  directed  by  Synod, 
only,  and  their  studies  must  be  approved  by  the  Synod.  They  may  pros- 
ecute their  studies  in  either  some  college,  school  or  Theological  seminary, 
as  per  agreement  with  this  Synod,  and  they  must  obtain  from  the  Presi- 
dent of  such  Institution,  annually,  a  full  report  in  regard  to  their  conduct, 
capacity,  and  advancement  in  their  studies,  and  forward  the  same  to  the 
President  of  this  Synod,  who  shall  submit  it  with  bis  report,  to  the  Synod 
for  examination. 

Article  V — Every  minister  in  connection  with  this  Synod  is 
required  to  take  up  collections  for  beneficiary  purposes,  in  each  of  his 
congregations,  as  often  in  each  year  as  he  may  deem  it  expedient,  and  in 
whatever  manner  he  and  his  council  may  think  most  prudent,  and  report 
the  result  of  the  same  to  the  next  annual  convention  of  this  Synod. 

Article  VI. — There  shall  be  elected  annually,  by  this  Synod,  a 
receiving  and  disbursing  Agent,  who  shall  discharge  the  duties  of 
Treasurer,  as  described  in  the  following  Articles  of  these  regulations  ; 
and  hold  his  office  until  his  successor  shall  be  elected,  or  in  case  of  his 
death,  another  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  of  Synod  to  fill  the 
vacancy.

Article  VII  —  The  President  of  this  Synod  shall  recognize  all  the 
Beneficiaries  receieved  by  this  Synod,  and  shall  give  all  orders  upon  the 
Treasurer  in  favor  of  Beneficiaries  to  whom  appropriations  have  been 
made  by  the  Synod.  He  shall  keep  a  correct  account  of  all  orders  given 
by  him,  aud  shall  annually  compare  his  account  with  the  accounts  kept 
by  the  Treasurer,  and  report  the  result  of  the  same  to  the  Synod.  Jle 
must  annually  report  to  Synod  all  his  other  transactions  including  the 
number  of  Beneficiaries,  their  progress,  prospects,  and  Christian  deport- 
ment, and  anything  else  he  may  deem  interesting  to  the  Synod-  During 
the  periods  elapsiug  between  the  annual  conventions  of  the  S}rnod,  all 
communications  on  the  subject  of  beneficiary  education,  and  all  applica- 
tions for  aid,  must  be  addressed  to  the  President,  and  must  be  laid  by  him 
before  the  annual  convention  of  the  Synod. 

Article  VIII — The  Secretary  of  this  Synod  shall  record  the  reports 
of  the  President  and  Treasurer,  and  in  the  event  of  the  death  or  removal 
of  the  President,  the  Secretary  shall  discharge  all  the  duties  of  the  Presi- 
dent in  regard  to  beneficiary  operations,  until  the  next  Synod  shall  fill 
the  vacancy. 

Article  IX. — The  Treasurer  of  the  beneficiary  funds  shall  keep  a 
clear  and  correct  account  of  all  moneys,  which  shall  come  into  his  hands  ; 
and  shall  report  the  same  to  the  annual  conventions  of  the  Synod,  with 
all  the  disbursements  he  may  make,  during  the  previous  Synodical  year, 
accompanied  with  the  proper  vouchers  for  each  disbursement.  He  must 
allow  and  pay  all  orders  of  the  President  out  of  the  funds  in  his  hands. 

Article  X. — All  moneys  collected  from  congregations,  or  otherwise, 
and  donations  for  beneficiary  purposes,  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  Treasurer ; 
for  which  he  shall  be  requiied  to  give  his  official  receipt,  to  the  parties 
who  may  pay  them  over  to  him. 

Article  XI. — From  every  Beneficiary  who  receives  any  funds  appro- 
priated to  him  by  this  Synod,  the  Treasurer  shall  take  suitable  bonds, 
made  payable  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  beneficiary  funds  of  this  Synod, 
for  the  full  amount  of  all  the  funds  he  shall  at  any  time  have  received, 
with  inierest  at  6  per  cent.  If  he,  at  any  time  afterwards,  shall,  without 
the  consent  of  the  Synod,  either  abandon  his  studies,  or,  after  completing 
them,  refuse  to  engage  in  the  work  of  preaching  the  Gospel  of  Christ  in 
connection  with  this  Synod,  during  the  time  specified  in  Article  III,  or 
shall  for  any  cause  be  expelled  from  this  Synod,  in  either  event,  the  obli- 
gation he  has  entered  into  for  refunding  the  money  he  may  have 
received  shall  immediately  become  due,  and  if  he  should  refuse  to  pay 
the  same,  he  shall  by  such  refusal,  make  himself  liable  to  public  exposure. 

Article  XII. — This  Synod  may  receive  as  many  pledges  for  the 
subsequent  payment  of  money,  for  beneficiary  purposes  as  she  can  pro- 
cure, but  she  shall,  in  no  case,  make  any  further  appropriations,  than 
she  has  actual  cash  in  the  Treasury  ;  or  can  at  any  time  make  it  immedi- 
ately available  when  such  appropriations  are  made. 

Article  XIII. — This  Synod  shall  not  at  any  time  receive  more  Ben- 
eficiaries, upon  her  funds,  than  she  has  money  to  sustain  for  one  year. 
And  no  Beneficiary  shall  receive  less  than  a  sufficient  amount  to  enable 
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him,  with  proper  economy,  to  prosecute  his  studies,  for  the  current  year. 
The  Synod  shall  make  an  estimate  of  the  probable  expenses,  necessary  to 
sustain  her  Beneficiaries,  and  make  her  appropriations  accordingly.  The 
Synod  shall  not  allow  anything  to  her  Beneficiaries,  beyond  the  strictest, 
comfortable,  living  economy. 

Akticle  XIV. — No  Beneficiary  of  this  Synod  shall  be  allowed  to 
continue  less  than  two  years  in  connection  with  any  school,  college,  or 
Theological  seminary,  without  the  consent  of  the  Synod.  And  no  Bene- 
ficiary shall  be  sustained  more  than  two  years,  at  any  Institution  of  learn- 
ing, without  a  special  agreement  between  himself  and  the  Synod. 

Article  XV- — These  regulations  shall  be  subject  to  amendment  at 
any  convention  of  this  Synod.  One  day's  notice  is  required  to  be  given, 
with  a  written  statement  of  the  amendment  asked  for,  by  any  one  who 
may  at  any  time  desire  any  amendment. 

Article  XVI. — All  rules  and  regulations  heretofore  adopted  by  this 
Synod,  in  regard  to  beneficiary  education,  are  hereby  rescinded  from  the 
adoption  of  these  regulations.  A.  J,  FOX,

The  Keport  was  adopted. 

Probationary  Regulations. 

To  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Constitution  of  Synod,  that  all  can- 
didates for  the  ministry  be  held  in  a  state  of  probation  for  not  less  than 
one  year,  and  to  direct  the  studies  of  such  students  as  pursue  their  studies 
under  private  instruction,  the  following  regulations  are  adopted  : 

I.  Every  such  candidate  shall  be  placed  under  the  care  of  some  pas- 
tor in  connection  with  this  Synod,  under  whose  direction  such  student 
shall  pursue  his  studies  not  less  than  two  years. 

II.  The  pastor  under  whose  care  any  student  may  be  placed  shall  as- 
sign to  such  student  any  labor  for  which  he  may  be  found  qualified. 

III.  Synod  shall  prescribe  the  course  of  study  to  be  pursued  by  each 
student. 

IV.  The  following  text-books  shall  be  used,  viz.  ;  Kurtz's  Church  and 
Sacred  History,  Horn's  Introduction,  Hutter's  Compend,  Knott's  Theolo- 
gy, Book  oc  Concord,  Krauth's  Conservative  Reformation,  Schmidt's 
Dogmatics,  Mann's  Schmidt's  Christian  Ethics,  Vinet's  Homiletics,  Vi- 
net's  Pastoral  Theology.  Instruction  shall  also  be  given  in  Liturgies, 
Catechetics,  and  Ecclesiastical  Polity. 

V.  There  shall  be  a  committee  of  examination,  appointed  at  each  an- 
nual meeting4of  Synod,  before  which  every  student  shall  be  required  to 
appear  for  examination  at,  or  shortly  before  each  convention  of  Synod. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  of  examination  to  report  to  Synod 
the  progress  made  in  his  studies  by  each  student.

IN  MEMORIAM." 

Rev,  HENRY  GOODMAN. 


The  subject  of  this  notice  was  the  sou  of  Michael  and 
Elizabeth  Goodman  (Guthniann)  born  April  9th,  1798,  was 
baptized  in  infancy,  and  in  the  year  1819,  entered  into  full 
communion  with  the  Ev.  Luth.  Church,  by  the  imposition  of 
hands  and  prayer,  by  Rev.  Daniel  Scherer,  at  St.  John's  i 
church,  Oabarras  county,  N.  C. 

He  was  intermarried  with  Esther  Faggiirt,  daughter  of 
Jacob  and  Margaret  Faggart,  July  20th,  1819,  by  whom  he 
had  14  children,  7  sous  and  7  daughters ;  2  sons  and  3  daugh- 
ters are  still  living.  He  had  57  grand  children,  of  whom  50 
are  living,  and  9  great  grand  children,  of  whom  8  are  living. 

He  was  licensed  to.  preach  by  Revs.  Daniel  Moser  and 
David  Henkel,  ou  the  29th  of  Nov.,  1830,  and  preached  his 
first  sermon  on  the  19th  of  Dec,  following,  at  his  uncle, 
George  Goodman's  in  Cabarras  County,  N.  C. 

He  was  ordained  Deacon,  by  Revs.  Philip  Heukel, 
Adam  Miller,  and  Daniel  Moser,  in  Buhler's  Church,  Suli- 
van  Co.,  Teun.,  Sept.  13th,  1832. 

Duriug  the  whole  of  his  ministry,  as  also  before  enter- 
ing the  ministry,  he  labored  faithfully  in  defence  of  the 
pure  Confessions  of  the  Ev.  Lutherau  Church;  ofteu,  espe- 
cially in  the  early  struggles  of  the  Ev.  Lutheran  Teun. 
Synod  for  the  pure  faith  of  the  church  of  the  Reformation, 
sacrificing  much  time  as  well  as  other  means,  to  forward 
the  work  in  this  great  crisis. 

And  even  after  the  decision  was  made  by  his  physician, 
that  it  was  unsafe  for  him  to  venture  from  home,  he  travel- 
ed with  the  writer  of  this  notice  to  a  number  of  places,  as 

*  After  waiting  a  reasonable  length  of  time,  w  e  wrote  to  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Committee  appointed  to  prepare  a  biographical  notice  of  Rev- 
H.  Goodman,  and  he  replied  that  the  Committee  liad  not  met,  and  hence, 
we  should  insert  the  article  which  appeared  in  Our  Church  Paper,  in  re- 
gard to  his  death,  as  it  here  appears.

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he  said,  "to  bear  preaching,  and  to  test  the  fact  as  to 
whether  he  might  venture  out  by  himself."  So  anxious  was 
he,  to  be  found  at  his  post,  that  only  seven  days  before  his 
death,  in  an  interview  with  the  writer  of  this,  he  said,  "I 
have  been  blessed  with  a  good  constitution,  and  if  I  should 
recover,  so  as  to  be  able  to  labor  any,  I  will  cheerfully  do 
what  I  can/'  but  then  adding,  "my  race  is  about  run,  and  I 
would  be  glad  to  soon  depart."  He  then  said,  "I  am  glad 
you  come  to  see  me,  for  after  you  leave  me  this  time,  you 
will  not  see  me  alive  in  this  world  any  more,  for  I  am  assur- 
ed my  days  on  earth  are  about  at  au  end,  and  I  may  go  at 
any  miuute,  but  this  gives  me  no  trouble  at  all."  He  was 
too  feeble  to  talk  much  at  a  time,  but  was  greatly  blessed 
in  having  his  proper  mind  aud  memory  to  the  last,  and 
resting  securely  upon  the  gracious  promises  contained  in 
God's  Word. 

In  the  above  interview,  the  writer  of  this  quoted  many 
passages  of  Scripture,  and  briefly  commented  on  the  same, 
to  which  he  attentively  listened,  and  would  frequently  say, 
"that  is  another  meal  for  the  soul;  the  soul  needs  food  as 
well  as  the  body,  and  though  it  be  repeated  ever  so  often,  it 
still  remains  the  same  substantial  food." 

Thus  another  faithful,  aud  aged  minister  of  Christ, 
came  to  his  last  retreat,  full  of  piety,  and  full  of  days  :  "as  a 
shock  of  corn,  ripe  with  age,  and  ladeu  with  plenty,  cometh 
in,  iu  his  season."    Job  5:  29. 

How  calm  was  the  eveuiug  of  his  life  !  When  his  flesh 
and  his  heart  failed,  how  reviving  was  the  remembrance  of 
an  all  sufficient  Kedeemer;  once  dying  for  our  sins,  now 
risen  again  for  our  justification :  How  cheering  the  well 
grouuded  hope  of  pardon  for  our  transgressions,  and  peace 
with  God  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.  This  assuages 
the  agonies,  and  sweetens  the  bitterness  of  death. 

When  death  comes  what  can  all  the  golden  mountains 
of  wealth  bestow !  A  well  grounded  hope  iu  Christ  sur- 
mounts everything  else;  but,  alas!  how  few  make  this  the 
all  important  consideration. 

He  preached  his  last  sermon,  on  the  4th  Sunday  of  Nov., 
1877,  in  Sharon  Church,  Iredell  Co.,  K  C,  from  1  John  5  :  7,  8. 

The  subject  of  the  above  notice  died  at  his  late  residence 
in  Iredell  county,  N.  C,  on  the  morning  of  the  26th  of  Jan- 
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uary,  1878  ;  aged  79  years,  9  months,  aud  17  days  ;  his  con- 
sort having  been  called  to  her  reward  Oct.  17th,  1876;  aged 
74  years,  8  months,  and  22  days. 

His  perishable  remains  were  deposited  in  the  Cemetery 
at  St.  Martin's  Church,  Iredell  County,  N.  C,  on  the  next 
day  after  his  departure  from  this  life;  and  notwithstanding 
the  day  was  very  rainy,  a  large  concourse  of  people  assem- 
bled to  take  a  last  view,  and  to  sympathize  with  the  many 
relatives,  whose  faces  were  bathed  in  tears,  but  in  hopeful 
resignation  to  the  will  of  Him  who  had  taken  His  faithful 
servant  home. 

After  the  burial  service  ended,  the  many  relatives  and 
friends  of  the  deceased  repaired  to  the  Church,  to  hear  the 
funeral  sermon  which  was  based  ou  2  Tim.  4:  7,  8,  and  de- 
livered by  the  Pastor  of  the  congregation.

Resolved,  That  the  Council  of  each  congregation  be  request- 
ed to  send,  to  each  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Synod,  a  writ- 
ten Report  of  the  condition  of  the  congregation. 

Whereas,  The  ancient  Lutheran  custom  of  thoroughly  cate- 
chising those  who  propose  to  become  members  of  our 
commuuion,  previous  to  their  Confirmation,  is,  in  some 
places,  falling  into  disuse,  and  rather  a  loose  custom  of  re- 
ceiving uncatechised  persons  into  the  Church,  without  the 
slightest  examination  of  them  in  regard  to  their  religious 
knowledge  and  other  qualifications  for  Church  member- 
ship, has  been  practiced  by  some  ;  be  it,  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  we  earnestly  recommend  all  our  Ministers 
and  congregations  in  future  to  see  to  it,  that,  if  it  can 
possibly  be  doue,  all  who  make  application  for  Church 
membership  be  thoroughly  instructed,  by  Catechisation, 
in  the  doctrines  and  usages  of  our  Church,  previous  to 
their  Confirmation.  But,  in  such  extraordinary  cases,  as 
when  persons  of  age  and  experience  make  application,  or 
such  young  persons  as  have  been  so  favorably  situated  as 
to  have  had  opportunities  to  become  acquainted  with  and 
to  have  informed  themselves  of  our  doctrines  and  customs, 
seek  Church  privileges,  we  recommend  that  their  request 
be  granted  ;  but,  in  no  case,  until  such  persons  have  been 
examined  by  the  Pastor,  before  the  Council,  and  have 
been  approved  by  them.

The  President  read  his  annual  Keport,  which  was  receiv- 
ed, to  be  referred  to  the  proper  Committee. 

President's  Report. 

Dear  Brethren  in  Christ  :— May  grace,  mercy,  and  peace,  from 
God  the  Father,  and  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  be  and  abide  with  us. 

The  allwise  and  merciful  Being  who  transmitted  his  Kingdom  to  this 
world,  saw  fit  to  make  men  his  instruments  and  ministers,  to  maintain, 
extend,  dispense,  and  perpetuate  it.  Some  of  the  interests  of  this  King- 
dom can  be  better  promoted  by  assemblies  and  taking  counsel  together. 

It  is  through  the  beneficent  providence  of  our  merciful  Father  in 
heaven,  that  we  have  been  permitted  to  pass  another  synodical  year,  safe- 
ly, and  to  assemble  again  for  this  purpose,  in  the  capacity  of  a  delibera- 
tive body,  in  which  we  are  able  to  meet  each  other  with  fraternal  greeting. 
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It  becomes  us,  then,  to  devise  the  best  and  most  judicious  means  for  the 
object  contemplated. 

We  should  rightly  appreciate  these  privileges,  and  form  proper  con- 
ceptions of  the  solemn  and  sacred  duties  resting  upon  us  as  ministers  and 
as  an  ecclesiastical  body.  Our  hearts  should  devoutly  rise  in  gratitude 
and  thankfulness  to  our  Heavenly  Father,  through  Jesus  Christ  as  the 
Mediator  between  him  and  us,  and  implore  him  to  continue  his  blessings, 
and  to  grant  us  the  guidance  and  aid  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  in  all  the  rela- 
tions of  life. 

The  lives  of  our  ministerial  brethren  in  connection  with  our  Synod, 
except  that  of  Rev.  father  Goodman,  who  departed  this  life  on  Jan.  26th, 
1878, — Synod  will  take  proper  action  in  regard  to  it, — have  been  preserved 
during  the  past  year,  and  the  deaths  of  om  lay-membeis,  have  not  been 
unusually  numerous-  The  condition  of  our  Synod,  in  a  physical,  moral, 
and  spiritual  point  of  view,  seems  to  be  in  its  normal  health. 

Official  Acts. — During  the  synodical  year,  we  have  had  no  occasion  to 
perform  any  official  act,  as  president  of  Synod.  There  have  been  no  im- 
portant changes  in  our  Synod,  during  the  year,  to  require  any  such  acts. 

New  Churches,  &c. — A  new  church  edifice  is  in  process  of  completion, 
in  Caldwell  co.,  N.  C,  called  Philadelphia,  Rev-  P.  C.  Henkel's  charge. 
A  new  church  house,  Hickorv,  Catawba  co.,  N.  C,  Rev.  J.  M.  Smith's 
charge,  is  in  process  of  erection.  Arrangements  have  been  made  to 
erect  a  new  church  at  King's  Mountain,  a  station  on  the  Charlotte  and 
Atlanta  Air  Line  Railrcad,  Cleveland  County,  N.  C,  Rev.  J.  R.  Peter- 
son's charge.  A  new  congregation  has  been  organized,  by  Rev.  P.  C. 
Henkel,  at  Table  Rock,  Burk  Co.,  N.  C.  The  congregation  of  Rader 
Church,  Rockingham  County,  Va.,  Rev!  J.  S.  Bennick's  charge,  are  build- 
ing a  new  church  near  Timberville. 

Vacancies. — We  learn,  that  are  still  some  vacant  congregations  within 
the  bounds  of  our  Synod,  which  are  not  regularly  supplied  with  the  means 
of  grace,  and  that  those  left  vacant  by  the  death  of  the  lamented  T, 
Orouse,  are  still  being  served  by  Rev.  C.  H.  Bernheim,  of  the  North  Caro- 
lina Synod.  We  would  recommend,  that  Synod  make  arrangements  to 
supply  the  vacancies,  and  that,  as  the  congregations  left  vacant  by  the 
death  of  Rev.  T.  Crouse  are  in  rather  an  abnormal  condition,  being  served 
by  a  minister  not  in  connection  with  the  Synod,  to  which  they  belong, 
Rev.  C.  H.  Bernheim  be  requested  to  consider  the  propriety  of  uniting 
with  the  Synod,  to  which  the  congregations,  which  he  is  serving,  belong. 
No  doubt  this  would  be  gratifying  to  these  congregations,  and  contribute 
much  to  the  best  interests  of  all  concerned. 

Changes  in  Pastorates.— As  far  as  our  information  extends,  very  few, 
if  any  changes,  have  taken  place  during  this  year.  No  doubt,  as  many 
of  our  charges,  are  still  too  large,  and  not  arranged  in  the  most  advan- 
tageous and  convenient  way,  it  would  be  well  to  consider  the  propriety  of 
reducing  them,  and  arranging  them  in  the  best  and  most  j  udicious  man- 
ner. Our  people  need  more  preaching,  and  our  children  more  thorough 
instruction.    This  cannot  be  accomplished  with  the  present  arrangement 
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of  some  of  our  charges.  It  would  evidently  prove  beneficial  to  the  con- 
gregations to  have  regular,  divine  services  more  frequently. 

Church  Property.— As  we  are  informed,  there  is  church  property  within 
the  bounds  of  our  Synod,  which  has  been  partly  abandoned,— -as  that  in 
Shenandoah  County,  Va«,  near  Red  Banks,  that  in  Stanley  County,  N.  0., 
and  other  property,  we  would  recommend,  that  committees,  one  in  N.  C, 
and  one  in  Va.,  be  appointed  to  look  after  such  property,  to  take  steps  to 
bring  it  into  requisition  in  the  most  profitable  manner,  and  to  report  the 
result  of  their  efforts  to  the  next  meeting  of  Synod.  Such  property 
should  not  be  too  much  neglected,  but  utilized  in  some  way. 

Education.— As  a  school  has  been  established  at  Conover,  Catawba. 
County,  N.  C,  called  Concordia  High  School,  under  church  influence,  as 
a  congregational  entei  prise,  perhaps  it  would  be  well  for  Synod  to  ap- 
point a  committee  to  examine  into  the  propriety  of  making  it  a  synodical 
enterprise,  if  it  can  be  done  consistent  with  the  designs  and  character  of 
the  school,  and  report  to  next  Synod. 

Missionary  Operations.— The  times  demand,  that  our  Synod  should 
arouse  to  missionary  work.  Much  good  could  be  accomplished  it  that  way. 
There  are  many  places  within  the  bounds  of  Synod,  where  missions  could 
be  established,  that  would,  in  the  course  of  a  few  years,  become  self- 
sustaining.  We  would,  therefore,  suggest,  if  the  pecuniary  circumstances 
of  the  Synod  will  admit,  that  active  missionary  services  be,  at  once, 
brought  into  requisition. 

May  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  preside  over  us,  during  our  pres- 
ent meeting,  guiding  us  in  the  way  of  truth  and  efficiency,  so  that  our 
deliberations  and  transactions  may  contribute  to  the  honor  and  glory  of 
God  and  to  the  promotion  of  the  Redeemer's  Kingdom.

The  Executive  Committee  on  Missions  now  handed  in 
the  followiug  report: 

Report  of  Executive  Committee  on  Missions. 

The  Executive  Committee  of  Missions  has  no  official  acts  to  report.— 
No  mission  and  no  funds  came  into  our  hands.  In  lesponse  to  a  call  by 
our  Chairman  through  Ocr  Church  Paper,  no  application  has  been  made 
for  aid.  The  Committee  itself  knew  of  no  place  of  sufficient  importance  to 
justify  it  in  assuming  the  responsibility  of  commencing  operations. 

The  S}rnod,  however,  has  not  been  inactive  ;  most  of  our  pastors  have 
been  missionating  in  places  outside  of  their  regular  pastorates.  Our  Con- 
ferences have  missions  under  their  charge.  None  of  these  missions  have 
required  pecuniary  assistance,  and  have  not  fallen  under  the  perview  of 
this  Committee. 

We  believe  that  there  are  points  at  which  we  might  labor  success- 
fully, but  as  this  is  a  new  sphere  of  effort  for  us  as  a  Synod,  those  most  in- 
terested are  slow  to  make  application.  It  is  necessary  that  our  pastors  be 
vigilant  in  this  direction.  They  must  find  such  places  and  bring  them  to 
the  attention  of  Synod. 

It  is  of  grave  importance  that  we  should  concentrate  our  missionary 
efforts-  While  we  should  not  diminish  but  rather  increase  such  labors 
as  we  have  hitherto  been  engaged  in,  yet  all  missions  demanding  pe- 
cuniary aid  should  be  put  under  the  control  of  Synod.  When  they  have 
been  located  all  must  co-operate,  heart  to  heart,  and  support  them  most

Your  Committee  appointed  to  collect  material  for  the  history  of  this 
Synod,  would  most  respectfully  submit  that  they  have  not  been  able  to  do 
much  in  that  way,  and  supposing,  as  it  does,  that  there  remains  but  little, 
if  anything  more  to  be  done  in  that  way,  would  most  respectfully  ask  to 
be  discharged.

Report  of  Committee  on  Letters  and  Petitions. 

Class  I.— Letters. 

No.  1  Is  a  letter  from  Rev.  «T.  M.  Smith.  He  gives  as  excuse  for 
absence  a  want  of  means  and  an  unwillingness  to  ask  his  people,  who 
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have  been  so  greatly  taxed  by  the  Concordia  High  School,  to  bear  his 
expenses.  He  speaks  earnestly  of  the  importance  of  a  Lutheran  School 
in  which  ministers  may  be  trained.  He  believes  such  school  is  more 
important  now,  as  being  preparatory,  missionary  effort. 

Your  committee  recommends  that  he  be  excused. 

No.  2  Is  a  letter  from  Rev.  D.  Eflrd.  He  assigns  as  his  reasons  for 
absence  from  this  convention  some  legal  business  that  demands  his  per- 
sonal attention.  He  calls  the  attention  of  Synod  to  the  revision  of  the  Hymn 
Book  and  states  that  300  or  400  copies  have  been  subscribed  for  and  will 
be  paid  for  as  soon  as  delivered. 

We  recommend  that  he  be  excused- 

No.  3  Is  a  letter  from  Rev.  T.  Moser,  asking  to  be  excused  for  non- 
attendance. 

We  recommend  that  he  be  excused. 

No.  4  Is  a  letter  from  Rev.  M.  L.  Little,  assigning  the  dangerous  ill- 
ness of  his  family  as  the  chief  reason  of  his  absence. 
We  recommend  that  he  be  excused. 

No.  5  Is  a  letter  from  Rev.  J.  C-  Moser.  He  says  that  he  was 
unable  to  raise  the  means  of  defraying  expenses  either  from  his  own 
private  funds  or  from  the  resources  of  the  church. 

We  recommend  that  he  be  excused. 

No.  6  Is  a  letter  from  Rev.  A.  L.  Yount.  He  proposes  to  pay  soon 
the  amount  he  owes  Synod.  He  asks  for  a  definite  statement  of  the 
amount  Synod  demands.  He  says  that  $50  were  received  for  missionary 
labors  at  Monroe. 

We  recommend  that  such  a  statement  as  he  requests,  be  furnished. 

Class  II.— Petitions. 

No.  1  These  are  petitions  from  Cedar  Grove,  St.  Paul,  aDd  St.  Peter 
(Metzes)  in  S.  0.,  praying  for  the  examination  and  ordination  of  J.  K. 
Efird  to  the  pastoral  office.  • 

No.  2  These  are  petitions  from  Bethlehem,  Zion,  and  St  John,  S. 
C,  praying  for  the  ordination  to  the  pastoral  office  of  E.  L.  Lybrand. 

No.  3  These  are  petitions  from  St.  Peter  (Piney  Woods),  Emmanuel 
and  St.  Jacob,  praying  for  the  ordination  of  J.  A.  Cromer  to  the  pastoral 
office. 

These  brethren  are  present  and  we  recommend  that  they  be  examined . 

No.  4  Is  a  petition  from  Conover  for  the  ordination  of  R.  A.  Yoder. 
As  he  is  absent  we  have  no  recommendation  to  make. 

No.  5  Is  a  petition  from  St.  James,  Summit,  Lexington  co.,  S.  C, 
asking  that  the  next  convention  of  Synod  be  held  in  their  church. 

No.  6  Is  a  petition  from  New  Jerusalem,  Davidson  co-,  N.  C,  pray- 
ing for  the  assistance  of  Synod  in  securing  the  pastoral  services  of  some 
minister  of  our  own  Synod. 

We  recommend  that  this  matter  be  referred  to  the  North  Carolina 
Conference  of  this  Synod  with  the  earnest  request  that  they  make  ar- 
rangements to  supply  this  Church  until  they  can  obtain  a  regular  pastor.

In  regard  to  No.  5,  it  was  moved  that  the  next  meeting 
of  Synod  be  held  in  St.  James  Church,  Summit,  Lexington 
Co.,  S.  C,  beginning  on  Thursday  before  the  third  Sunday 
of  November,  1879. 

No.  6.  The  recommendation  was  sustained. 

Rev.  V.  Stickley,  Corresponding  Delegate  from  the 
North  Carolina  Synod  was  received. 

Mr.  J.  S.  Koiner,  a  student  of  Theology,  was  made  an 
advisory  member. 

It  was  moved  to  recur  to  the  2nd  item  of  the  report  of 
the  Committee  on  the  President's  Report.  The  motion  was 
rejected. 

Report  of  Delegate  to  North  Carolina  Synod. 

On  account  of  the  many  other  engagements,  your  Delegate  to  the 
Annual  Convention  of  the  Evang.  Lutheran  Synod  of  North  Carolina 
could  not  attend  that  meeting,  but  addressed  a  fraternal  letter  to  the 
Synod.

Synod  met  and  was  opened  with  prayer  by  Rev.  I  Con- 
der.    Roll  called.   Minutes  of  yesterday  read,  received,  and 
adopted. 

On  motion,  the  Committee  on  Examination  and  Ordi- 
nation reported  as  follows: 

Report  of  Committee  on  Examination. 

We,  a  committee,  appointed  to  examine  Messrs.  Eli  Lot  Lybrand  and 
James  Albert  Cromer,  Columbia,  S.  C,  and  Jacob  Killian  Eflrd,  Summit, 
S.  C,  as  to  their  qualifications  tc  bear  the  office  of  the  ministry,  have 
performed  that  duty.  In  our  opinion  they  sustained  a  very  creditable  ex- 
amination. We  would,  therefore,  in  virtue  of  petitions  desiring  their  ser- 
vices, unanimously  recommend,  that  Synod  ordain  them  to  the  office  of 
pastor,  according  to  the  custom  of  the  Church.

I*-  was  moved  that  the  ordination  take  place  on  Monday 
immediately  after  the  sermon,  and  that  Rev.  Dr.  A.  J.  Fox 
preach  the  ordination  sermon. 

On  motion,  it  was  made  the  duty  of  the  Examining 
Committee  to  perform  the  ordination. 

Rev.  Dr.  A.  J.  Fox  read  the  Regulations  for  the  Gov- 
ernment of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Tennessee  Synod  in 
the  Work  of  Beneficiary  Education. 
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Regulations  for  the  Government  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Tennessee  Synod  in  the  Work  of  Beneficiary  Education. 

Article  I. — This  Synod  shall,  from  time  to  time,  receive  as  many 
Beneficiaries,  preparing  for  the  Gospel  Ministry,  into  her  connection,  as 
she  can  procure  and  collect  funds  to  sustain. 

Article  II. — Every  applicant  for  beneficiary  aid  from  this  Synod 
must  be  subjected  to  a  rigid  examination  in  regard  to  his  Christian  charac- 
ter, deportment,  designs,  talents,  and  advancements  in  Literary,  or 
Theological  attainments.  No  one  can  obtain  beneficiary  aid  from  this 
Synod,  unless  he  is  a  member  of  some  one  of  our  congregations,  in  full 
communion  with  the  same.  His  moral  character  and  piety  must  be  en- 
tirely above  reproach,  and  his  talents  must,  at  least,  reach  mediocrity. 
He  must  unqualifiedly  receive,  and  express  a  willingness  to  teach,  all  the 
doctrines  of  the  entire  collection  of  our  Evangelical  Lutheran  Confessions. 
He  must,  at  least,  have  attained  to  a  sufficient  amount  of  literary  knowl- 
edge, to  enable  him  to  enter  the  Freshman  class  in  regular  Colleges.  He 
must  furnish  satisfactory  evidence  that  he  has  not,  and  cannot  command, 
the  necessary  pecuniary  means,  to  qualify  him  for  the  work  of  the  Holy 
Ministry  from  his  parents,  or  any  other  worldly  source- 

Article  III. — Every  minister  educated  by  this  Synod  shall  be  held, 
in  honor  bound,  to  labor  within  the  bounds  of  this  Synod,  as  Pastor,  for 
a  term  of  not  less  than  five  years— unless  he  is  excused  by  a  resolution  of 
this  Synod,  which  he  must  ask  for,  and  obtain  before  he  is  at  liberty  to 
make  arrangements  to  go  elsewhere.  He  may  be  excused  upon  the  ground 
of  refunding  the  money  he  has  received  with  interest  at  6  per  cent,  or 
upon  any  other  ground  satisfactory  to  this  Synod. 

Article  IV. — This  Synod  should  have  full  control  of  all  her  Benefi- 
ciaries, in  regard  to  their  studies,  during  the  time  they  are/eceiving  bene- 
ficiary aid  from  her.  They  must  attend  such  schools  as  directed  by  Synod, 
only,  and  their  studies  must  be  approved  by  the  Synod.  They  may  pros- 
ecute their  studies  in  either  some  college,  school  or  Theological  seminary, 
as  per  agreement  with  this  Synod,  and  they  must  obtain  from  the  Presi- 
dent of  such  Institution,  annually,  a  full  report  in  regard  to  their  conduct, 
capacity,  and  advancement  in  their  studies,  and  forward  the  same  to  the 
President  of  this  Synod,  who  shall  submit  it  with  bis  report,  to  the  Synod 
for  examination. 

Article  V — Every  minister  in  connection  with  this  Synod  is 
required  to  take  up  collections  for  beneficiary  purposes,  in  each  of  his 
congregations,  as  often  in  each  year  as  he  may  deem  it  expedient,  and  in 
whatever  manner  he  and  his  council  may  think  most  prudent,  and  report 
the  result  of  the  same  to  the  next  annual  convention  of  this  Synod. 

Article  VI. — There  shall  be  elected  annually,  by  this  Synod,  a 
receiving  and  disbursing  Agent,  who  shall  discharge  the  duties  of 
Treasurer,  as  described  in  the  following  Articles  of  these  regulations  ; 
and  hold  his  office  until  his  successor  shall  be  elected,  or  in  case  of  his 
death,  another  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  of  Synod  to  fill  the 
vacancy. 
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Article  VII—  The  President  of  this  Synod  shall  recognize  all  the 
Beneficiaries  receieved  by  this  Synod,  and  shall  give  all  orders  upon  the 
Treasurer  in  favor  of  Beneficiaries  to  whom  appropriations  have  been 
made  by  the  Synod.  He  shall  keep  a  correct  account  of  all  orders  given 
by  him,  and  shall  annually  compare  his  account  with  the  accounts  kept 
by  the  Treasurer,  and  report  the  result  of  the  same  to  the  Synod.  He 
must  annually  report  to  Synod  all  his  other  transactions  including  the 
number  of  Beneficiaries,  their  progress,  prospects,  and  Christian  deport- 
ment, and  anything  else  he  may  deem  interesting  to  the  Synod-  During 
the  periods  elapsing  between  the  annual  conventions  of  the  Synod,  all 
communications  on  the  subject  of  beneficiary  education,  and  all  applica- 
tions for  aid,  must  be  addressed  to  the  President,  and  must  be  laid  by  him 
before  the  annual  convention  of  the  Synod. 

Akticle  VIII — The  Secretary  of  this  Synod  shall  record  the  reports 
of  the  President  and  Treasurer,  and  in  the  event  of  the  death  or  removal 
of  the  President,  the  Secretary  shall  discharge  all  the  duties  of  the  Presi- 
dent in  regard  to  beneficiary  operations,  until  the  next  Synod  shall  fill 
the  vacancy- 

Article  IX. — The  Treasurer  of  the  beneficiary  funds  shall  keep  a 
clear  and  correct  account  of  all  moneys,  which  shall  come  into  his  hands  ; 
and  shall  report  the  same  to  the  annual  conventions  of  the  Synod,  with 
all  the  disbursements  he  may  make,  during  the  previous  Synodical  year, 
accompanied  with  the  proper  vouchers  for  each  disbursement.  He  must 
allow  and  pay  all  orders  of  the  President  out  of  the  funds  in  his  hands. 

Article  X. — All  moneys  collected  from  congregations,  or  otherwise, 
and  donations  for  beneficiary  purposes,  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  Treasurer  ; 
for  which  he  shall  be  requiied  to  give  his  official  receipt,  to  the  parties 
who  may  pay  them  over  to  him. 

Article  XI. — From  every  Beneficiary  who  receives  any  funds  appro- 
priated to  him  by  this  Synod,  the  Treasurer  shall  take  suitable  bonds, 
made  payable  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  beneficiary  funds  of  this  Synod, 
for  the  full  amount  of  all  the  funds  he  shall  at  any  time  have  received, 
with  inierest  at  6  per  cent.  If  he,  at  any  time  afterwards,  shall,  without 
the  consent  of  the  Synod,  either  abandon  his  studies,  or,  after  completing 
them,  refuse  to  engage  in  the  work  of  preaching  the  Gospel  of  Christ  in 
connection  with  this  Synod,  during  the  time  specified  in  Article  III,  or 
shall  for  any  cause  be  expelled  from  this  Synod,  in  either  event,  the  obli- 
gation he  has  entered  into  for  refunding  the  money  he  may  have 
received  shall  immediately  become  due,  and  if  he  should  refuse  to  pay 
the  same,  he  shall  by  such  refusal,  make  himself  liable  to  public  exposure. 

Article  XII. — This  Synod  may  receive  as  many  pledges  for  the 
subsequent  payment  of  money,  for  beneficiary  purposes  as  she  can  pro- 
cure, but  she  shall,  in  no  case,  make  any  further  appropriations,  than 
she  has  actual  cash  in  the  Treasury  ;  or  can  at  any  time  make  it  immedi- 
ately available  when  such  appropriations  are  made. 

Article  XIII. — This  Synod  shall  not  at  any  time  receive  more  Ben- 
eficiaries, upon  her  funds,  than  she  has  money  to  sustain  for  one  year. 
And  no  Beneficiary  shall  receive  less  than  a  sufficient  amount  to  enable 
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him,  with  proper  economy,  to  prosecute  his  studies,  for  the  current  year. 
The  Synod  shall  make  an  estimate  of  the  probable  expenses,  necessary  to 
sustain  her  Beneficiaries,  and  make  her  appropriations  accordingly.  The 
Synod  shall  not  allow  anything  to  her  Beneficiaries,  beyond  the  strictest, 
comfortable,  living  economy. 

Akticle  XIV- — No  Beneficiary  of  this  Synod  shall  be  allowed  to 
continue  less  than  two  years  in  connection  with  any  school,  college,  or 
Theological  seminary,  without  the  consent  of  the  Synod.  And  no  Bene- 
ficiary shall  be  sustained  more  than  two  years,  at  any  Institution  of  learn- 
ing, without  a  special  agreement  between  himself  and  the  Synod. 

Article  XV-— These  regulations  shall  be  subject  to  amendment  at 
any  convention  of  this  Synod.  One  day's  notice  is  required  to  be  given, 
with  a  written  statement  of  the  amendment  asked  for,  by  any  one  who 
may  at  any  time  desire  any  amendment. 

Article  XVI. — All  rules  and  regulations  heretofore  adopted  by  this 
Synod,  in  regard  to  beneficiary  education,  are  hereby  rescinded  from  the 
adoption  of  these  regulations.  A.  J,  FOX,

The  Report  was  adopted. 

Probationary  Regulations. 

To  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Constitution  of  Synod,  that  all  can- 
didates for  the  ministry  be  held  in  a  state  of  probation  for  not  less  than 
one  year,  and  to  direct  the  studies  of  such  students  as  pursue  their  studies 
under  private  instruction,  the  following  regulations  are  adopted  : 

I.  Every  such  candidate  shall  be  placed  under  the  care  of  some  pas- 
tor in  connection  with  this  Synod,  under  whose  direction  such  student 
shall  pursue  his  studies  not  less  than  two  years. 

II.  The  pastor  under  whose  care  any  student  may  be  placed  shall  as- 
sign to  such  student  any  labor  for  which  he  may  be  found  qualified. 

III.  Synod  shall  prescribe  the  course  of  study  to  be  pursued  by  each 
student. 

IV.  The  following  text-books  shall  be  used,  viz.  :  Kurtz's  Church  and 
Sacred  History,  Horn's  Introduction,  flutter's  Compend,  Knott's  Theolo- 
gy, Book  oc  Concord,  Krauth's  Conservative  Reformation,  Schmidt's 
Dogmatics,  Mann's  Schmidt's  Christian  Ethics,  Vinet's  Homiletics.  Vi- 
net's  Pastoral  Theology.  Instruction  shall  also  be  given  in  Liturgies, 
Catechetice,  and  Ecclesiastical  Polity. 

V.  There  shall  be  a  committee  of  examination,  appointed  at  each  an- 
nual meeting.of  Synod,  before  which  every  student  shall  be  required  to 
appear  for  examination  at,  or  shortly  before  each  convention  of  Synod. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  of  examination  to  report  to  Synod 
the  progress  made  in  his  studies  by  each  student.

Whereas,  The  publication  of  a  new  edition  of  our  old  church  Hymn 
Book,  in  a  revised  form,  has  been  brought  before  Synod  on  different  occa- 
sions, and  to  place  the  Synod  properly  before  the  public,  and  as  many  of 
the  congregaiions  still  use  the  old  book  ;  be  it, 

Resolved,  That  Synod  has  no  objection  to  the  publication  of  such 
book,  as  an  individual  enterprise,  and  that  such  congregations  as  desire  it. 
have  a  right,  according  to  the  Augsburg  Confession,  to  use  it. 

The  resolution  was  adopted. 

On  motion,  it  was  made  the  duty  of  the  President, 
verbally,  to  return,  to-morrow  after  divine  worship,  the  most 
sincere  thanks  of  the  members  of  this  Synod  to  the  members 
of  this  congregation,  and  other  citizens  of  this  community 
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for  the  many  acts  of  kindness  they  have  so  generally  extend- 
ed to  us,  during  our  sojourn  in  their  midst.

Book,  in  a  revised  form,  has  been  brought  before  Synod,  at  different 
times,  and  as  the  book  is  still  extensively  used  in  our  Synod,  and  there  is 
a  desire  to  continue  its  use  in  some  of  our  congregations,  and  as  Synod 
has  no  f  undR,  at  this  time,  to  invest  in  the  publication  of  that  work ;  be  it, 

Resolved,  Therefore,  that  such  publication,  under  the  circumstances, 
is  a  matter  for  consideration  on  the  part  of  the  proprietors  only  of  the 
work  in  making  arrangements  for  its  revision  and  publication,  if  deemed 
desirable  and  expedient,  under  such  regulations  as  may  be  thought  most 
judicious. 

On  motion  a  Committee,  consisting  of  six  ministers, 
two  from  Virginia,  two  from  North  Carolina,  and  two  from 
South  Carolina,  on  examination  was  appointed  as  follows: 

Revs.  S.  Henkel,  L.  A.  Fox,  J.  M.  Smith,  M.  L.  Little, 
D.  Efird  and  A  L.  Crouse. 

It  was  moved  that  the  Treasurer  have  a  sufficient  num- 
ber of  copies  of  the  minutes  of  this  convention  of  Synod 
printed  to  supply  the  calls  for  tfrem,  and  to  furuish  each 
minister  of  this  Synod  with  three  copies,  each  General 
Body  of  Lutherans  in  this  country,  the  Synods  in  corres- 
pondence with  this  body,  our  Institutions  of  learning,  and 
our  Lutheran  publications  two  copies  each. 

On  motion,  an  executive  committee  on  Missions,  con- 
sisting of  three  ministers,  was  appoiuted  as  follows:

It  was  moved  to  elect  a  Treasurer  for  the  Beneficiary 
Association. 

Rev.  T.  Moser  was  unanimously  re-elected  Treasurer  of 
the  Beneficiary  Association 

It  was  moved  to  dispense  with  the  reading  of  the  Paro- 
chial Report  in  Synod. 

On  motion,  the  theses  on  the  Rise  and  Fall  of  man  will 
be  discussed  at  the  next  convention  of  the  Synod. 

The  President  called  for  the  report  of  the  ministers  in 
regard  to  the  standing  resolutions  on  last  page  of  minutes. 

The  ministers  reported  variously  as  to  their  operations 
and  results,  but  there  were  sufficient  to  give  evidence  that 
the  requirement  of  the  resolutions  are  being  observed. 

It  was  made  the  duty  of  Rev.  S.  Henkel,  D.  D.,  to 
confer  with  Mr.  J.  W.  Norman,  our  former  Beneficiary,  as 
to  whether  he  will  prosecute  his  studies  with  a  view  of  en- 
tering the  ministry  in  connection  with  this  Synod. 
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The  following  resolution  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  body  be  expressed  to  the  B.  &  O., 
W.  C.  V.  M.  &  G.  8.,  C.  &  O.,  C.  C.  &  A.  R.  for  favors  done  us  in 
coming  and  returning  to  this  convention. 

Ou  motion,  Rev.  Dr.  A.  J.  Fox  was  made  Chairman  of 
the  executive  committee  on  Missions. 

On  motion,  Synod  adjourned  till  after  divine  service  with 
prayer  by  the  President. 

EIGHTH  SESSION. 

Monday  Afternoon,  2  o'clock. 
Synod  assembled  and  resumed  business.    The  minutes 
of  this  convention  were  of  Synod  finally  approved. 

On  motion,  Synod  adjourned  to  meet  at  the  time  and 
place  above  mentioned.    Closed  by  Rev.  T.  Miller.

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IN  MEMORIAM.* 

Rev.  HENRY  GOODMAN, 


The  subject  of  this  notice  was  the  sou  of  Michael  and 
Elizabeth  Good  man  (Guthmann)  born  April  9th,  1798.  was 
baptized  in  infancy,  and  in  the  year  1819,  entered  into  full 
communion  with  the  Ev.  Lutu.  Church,  by  the  imposition  of 
hands  and  prayer,  by  Rev.  Daniel  Scherer,  at  St.  John's 
church,  Oabarras  county,  N.  C. 

He  was  intermarried  with  Esther  Faggart,  daughter  of 
Jacob  and  Margaret  Faggart,  July  20th,  1819,  by  whom  he 
had  14  children,  7  sons  and  7  daughters ;  2  sons  and  3  daugh- 
ters are  still  living.  He  had  57  grand  children,  of  whom  50 
are  living,  and  9  great  grand  children,  of  whom  8  are  living. 

He  was  licensed  to  preach  by  Revs.  Daniel  Moser  and 
David  Henkel,  on  the  29th  of  Nov.,  1830,  and  preached  his 
first  sermon  on  the  19th  of  Dec,  following,  at  his  uncle, 
George  Goodman's  in  Oabarras  County,  N.  C. 

He  was  ordained  Deacon,  by  Revs.  Philip  Henkel, 
Adam  Miller,  and  Daniel  Moser,  in  Buhler's  Church,  Suli- 
van  Co.,  Teun.,  Sept.  13th,  1832. 

During  the  whole  of  his  ministry,  as  also  before  enter- 
ing the  ministry,  he  labored  faithfully  in  defence  of  the 
pure  Confessions  of  the  Ev.  Lutherau  Church ;  often,  espe- 
cially in  the  early  struggles  of  the  Ev.  Lutheran  Teuu. 
Synod  for  the  pure  faith  of  the  church  of  the  Reformation, 
sacrificing  much  time  as  well  as  other  means,  to  forward 
the  work  in  this  great  crisis. 

And  even  after  the  decision  was  made  by  his  physician, 
that  it  was  unsafe  for  him  to  venture  from  home,  he  travel- 
ed with  the  writer  of  this  notice  to  a  number  of  places,  as 

*  After  waiting  a  reasonable  length  of  time,  we  wrote  to  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Committee  appointed  to  prepare  a  biographical  notice  of  Rev. 
H.  Goodman,  and  he  replied  that  the  Committee  had  not  met,  and  hence, 
we  should  insert  the  article  which  appeared  in  Ode  Church  Paper,  in  re- 
gard to  his  death,  as  it  here  appears. 

Secretary. 
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he  said,  "to  bear  preachiug,  and  to  test  the  fact  as  to 
whether  be  might  venture  out  by  himself.''  So  anxious  was 
he,  to  be  found  at  his  post,  that  only  seven  days  before  his 
death,  in  an  interview  with  the  writer  of  this,  he  said,  "I 
have  been  blessed  with  a  good  constitution,  and  if  I  should 
recover,  so  as  to  be  able  to  labor  any,  I  will  cheerfully  do 
what  I  can,''  but  then  adding,  "my  race  is  about  run,  and  I 
would  be  glad  to  soon  depart."  He  then  said,  S,I  am  glad 
you  come  to  see  me,  for  after  you  leave  me  this  time,  you 
will  not  see  me  alive  in  this  world  any  more,  for  I  am  assur- 
ed my  days  on  earth  are  about  at  au  end,  and  I  may  go  at 
any  miuute,  but  this  gives  me  no  trouble  at  all."  He  was 
too  feeble  to  talk  much  at  a  time,  but  was  greatly  blessed 
iu  having  his  proper  mind  and  memory  to  the  last,  and 
resting  securely  upon  the  gracious  promises  contained  in 
God's  Word. 

Iu  the  above  interview,  the  writer  of  this  quoted  many 
passages  of  Scripture,  and  briefly  commented  on  the  same, 
to  which  he  attentively  listened,  and  would  frequently  say, 
''that  is  another  meal  for  the  soul;  the  soul  needs  food  as 
wTell  as  the  body,  aud  though  it  be  repeated  ever  so  often,  it 
still  remains  the  same  substantial  food." 

Thus  another  faithful,  aud  aged  minister  of  Christ, 
came  to  his  last  retreat,  full  of  piety,  aud  full  of  days  :  "as  a 
shock  of  corn,  ripe  with  age,  and  ladeu  with  plenty,  cometh 
in,  iu  his  season."    Job  5:  29. 

How  calm  was  the  eveuiug  of  his  life  !  When  his  flesh 
and  his  heart  failed,  how  reviving  was  the  remembrance  of 
an  all  sufficient  Redeemer;  once  dying  for  our  sins,  now 
risen  again  for  our  justification:  How  cheering  the  well 
grounded  hope  of  pardon  for  our  transgressions,  and  peace 
with  God  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.  This  assuages 
the  agonies,  and  sweetens  the  bitterness  of  death. 

When  death  comes  what  can  all  the  goldeu  mountains 
of  wealth  bestow !  A  well  grounded  hope  iu  Christ  sur- 
mounts everything  else;  but,  alas!  how  few  make  this  the 
all  important  consideration. 

He  preached  his  last  sermon,  on  the  4th  Sunday  of  Nov., 
1877,  in  Sharon  Church,  Iredell  Co.,  N.  C,  from  1  John  5 :  7,  8. 

The  subject  of  the  above  notice  died' at  his  late  residence 
in  Iredell  county,  X.  C,  on  the  morning  of  the  26th  of  Jan-

uary,  1878  ;  aged  79  years,  9  months,  aud  17  days;  his  con 
sort  having  beeu  called  to  her  reward  Oct.  17th,  1876;  aged 
74  years,  8  mouths,  and  22  days. 

His  perishable  remains  were  deposited  in  the  Cemetery 
at  St.  Martin's  Church,  Iredell  County,  N.  C,  on  the  next 
day  after  his  departure  from  this  life;  and  notwithstanding 
the  day  was  very  rainy,  a  large  concourse  of  people  assent 
bled  to  take  a  last  view,  and  to  sympathize  with  the  many 
relatives,  whose  faces  were  bathed  in  tears,  but  in  hopeful 
resignation  to  the  will  of  Him  who  had  taken  His  faithful 
servant  home. 

After  the  burial  service  ended,  the  many  relatives  and 
friends  of  the  deceased  repaired  to  the  Church,  to  hear  the 
funeral  sermon  which  was  based  on  2  Tim.  4:  7,  8,  and  de- 
livered by  the  Pastor  of  the  congregation.

Resolved,  That  the  Council  of  each  congregation  be  request- 
ed to  seud,  to  each  Aunual  Meeting  of  the  Synod,  a  writ- 
ten Report  of  the  condition  of  the  congregation. 

Whereas,  The  ancient  Lutheran  custom  of  thoroughly  cate- 
chising those  who  propose  to  become  members  of  our 
communion,  previous  to  their  Confirmation,  is,  in  some 
places,  falling  into  disuse,  and  rather  a  loose  custom  of  re- 
ceiving uncatechised  persons  into  the  Church,  without  the 
slightest  examination  of  them  in  regard  to  their  religious 
knowledge  and  other  qualifications  for  Church  member- 
ship, has  been  practiced  by  some  ;  be  it,  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  we  earnestly  recommend  all  our  Ministers 
and  congregations  iu  future  to  see  to  it,  that,  if  it  can 
possibly  be  done,  all  who  make  application  for  Church 
membership  be  thoroughly  instructed,  by  Catechisation, 
iu  the  doctrines  and  usages  of  our  Church,  previous  to 
their  Confirmation.  But,  in  such  extraordinary  cases,  as 
when  persons  of  age  and  experience  make  application,  or 
such  young  persons  as  have  been  so  favorably  situated  as 
to  have  had  opportunities  to  become  acquainted  with  and 
to  have  informed  themselves  of  our  doctrines  and  customs, 
seek  Church  privileges,  we  recommend  that  their  request 
be  granted  ;  but,  in  no  case,  until  such  persons  have  been 
examined  by  the  Pastor,  before  the  Council,  and  have 
been  approved  by  them.

The  President  read  his  annual  Report. 

President's  Report. 

'Dear  Brethren: — By  the  kind  providence  of  our  Heavenly  Father, 
we  have  passed  through  the  labors,  dangers  and  trials  of  another  year,  and 
are  once  more  assembled  in  Synod,  and  in  our  deliberations,  it  is  greatly  de- 
sired that  we  may  see  eye  to  eye,  and  in  the  unity  of  the  faith  speak  the 
same  thing,  and  that  there  be  no  divisions  among  us,  but  that  we  be  per- 
fectly joined  together  in  the  same  mind  and  in  the  same  judgment. 

Official  Acts. — During  the  year  now  ending,  I  have  not  been  called  to 
perform  any  official  acts,  which  might  concern  our  Synod  directl}r. 

Missionary  Work.— 'The  field  is  white  unto  the  harvest."  If  Synod  can 
devise  any  means  in  this  direction,  to  do  more  than  is  being  done  by  pas- 
tors in  charge  of  congregations,  we  heartily  recommend  it. 

Education. — To  meet  the  demand  for  ministers  to  cultivate  the  fields  al- 
ready opened,  as  well  as  to  do  missionary  work,  a  school  has  been  opened 
in  the  village  of  Conover,  Catawba  county,  N.  C,  and  as  allusions  have 
been  made  to  this  school  in  different  reports  to  Synod,  in  the  past,  and  a 
committee  having  been  appointed  at  the  last  sitting  of  Synod,  to  look  after 
the  terms  upon  which  Synod  could  take  and  control  said  school  :  I  reeom- 
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mend  that  the  Synod  call  for  the  report  of  that  committee,  and  that  this 
matter  be  prayerfully  considered. 

Recommendations.— 1.  I  gave  notice  through  Our  Church  Paper  that  I 
intended  to  recommend  to  Synod  the  prayerful  consideration  and  investi- 
gation of  the  doctrine  and  worship  of  secret  societies,  as  well  as  the  subject 
of  altar  and  pulpit  fellowship  and  Chiliastic  views. 

As  it  is  one  of  the  duties  of  Synod  "to  detect  and  expose  erroneous 
doctrines  ;  and  as  I  am  grieved  in  conscience  at  the  thought  of  being  par- 
taker in  any  way  with  those  who  knowingly  hold  a  doctrine  at  variance  with 
our  confessions  of  faith,  and  worship  God  otherwise  than  Trinity  in  Unity 
and  Unity  in  Trinity,  as  our  noble  Athanasian  Creed  demands ;  I  beg  Syn- 
od not  to  cause  distress  of  conscience  by  delaying  an  investigation  of  the 
false  worship  and  doctrine  practiced  and  held  by  secret  societists,  and  with 
which  some  of  our  ministers  are  probably  affiliating  and  we  with  them.  If 
my  troubles  are  unfounded,  I  ask  Synod  to  remove  them,  by  clearly  show- 
ing that  secret  society  worship  and  doctrine  are  in  keeping  with  our  con- 
fessions and  the  Holy  Scriptures  or  otherwise  remove  the  grounds  by  which 
such  evils  may  be  imputed  unto  us. 

Constitution  of  Synod.— Permit  me  to  offer  a  few  recommendations  on 
the  constitution  of  our  Synod. 

Rec.  2.  In  Art.  Ill,  S.  1 ;  The  Synod  should  rather  be  said  to  be  com- 
posed of  congregations  represented  by  their  pastors  and  lay-delegates.  The 
language  as  it  now  reads  may  imply  that  the  ministry  is  a  distinct  and 
separate  class  in  the  church,  whereas  it  is  only  an  office  in  the  church,  and 
the  pastor  a  servant  of  the  congregation.    [1  Cor.  3  ;  5.    Col.  2  ;  24,  25.] 

In  Art.  IV,  S.  1.  This  Art.  establishes  as  a  part  of  the  business  of 
Synod,  "To  *  *  *  depose  from  the  holy  office  of  the  ministry  such  as 
refuse,  after  due  admonition,  to  repent  of  their  wrongs."  This  is  a  power 
which  cannot  be  vested  in  Synod,  as  the  office  of  the  ministry  can  only  be 
taken  away  through  the  same  power  by  which  it  was  conferred.  The  office, 
however,  is  conferred  through  the  congregation,  [Matt.  18  ;  15,  20.  I  Peter 
2  ;  5,  10]  therefore  also  the  congregation  alone  can  depose  from  the  ministry. 
Synod  can  expel  from  its  connection,  and  recommend  the  congregations  con- 
cerned to  depose. 

Also  in  Sec.  3.  This  section  should  rather  read,  ' '  upon  application  to 
examine  candidates  regularly  called  to  the  ministerial  office,  etc. ,  as  ordina- 
tion without  such  a  call  would  imply  that  the  office  is  conferred  in  ordination, 
whereas  it  is  conferred  in  the  call,  and  ordination  is  only  an  apostolic 
churchly  practice,  and  not  of  divine  institution. 

Sec.  4.  Should  be  entirely  stricken  out,  as  it  would  be  very  wrong  to 
permit  men  to  officiate  at  all,  of  whom  there  is  not  sufficient  evidence  that 
they  are  duly  qualified  for  such  office. 

By-Laws.— I  have  a  few  words  to  say  in  regard  to  the  by-laws :  But 
permit  me  to  remark  that  I  do  not  very  highly  favor  a  Standing  Presidency, 
nor  Yisitatorship  and  would  prefer  the  position,  [in  regard  to  this]  of  the 
Tenn.  Synod  in  her  first  formation.    I  know  that  Dr.  Martin  Luther  favored 
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the  office  of  Visitator  I  and  I  admit  that  good  may  be  accomplished  by  it,  if 
we  could  be  certain  that  properly  disposed  men  could  always  be  had  in  this 
office,  but  of  this  we  have  no  assurance  ;  and  a  shrewd,  proud,  aspiring 
man  in  this  office  could  so  intimidate  pastors  and  their  congregations,  (with 
probably  a  very  few  exceptions)  as  to  briDg  them  under  his  supreme  control ; 
for  when  a  head  or  single  rulership  is  once  set  up  it  naturally  grows  greater 
and  greater  in  the  estimation  of  the  subjects  governed,  and  can  easily  be- 
come a  terror  Such  are  my  fears,  and  I  cannot  be  satisfied  to  conceal 
them.  But  time  will  show.  If,  however,  the  present  arrangement  will  be 
preferred,  I  would  recommend  that  in  the  By-Laws,  Art.  IV,  Sec.  2,  after 
admonition  by  the  church  council  has  proven  fruitless,  the  case  should  be 
referred  to  the  whole  congregation  before  going  to  Synod.  The  language 
of  this  section  implies  that  the  church  council  is  the  highest  judicatory  in 
the  congregation,  whereas  the  last  appeal,  according  to  Matt.  18 ;  15,  18,  is 
the  congregation.  "To  whose  decision  he  must  yield"  might  be  entirely 
omitted,  because  the  decisions  of  Synod  are  not,  per  se,  binding.  God's 
word  alone  binds.    I  Cor.  7 ;  29. 

In  Sec.  3,  Whenever  such  accusation  of  error  in  doctrine  or  life  are 
made  against  a  minister  and  the  congregation  report  the  same  to  the  Presi- 
dent of  Synod  it  might  be  very  dangerous  to  defer  the  investigation  three 
months.  In  all  such  cases,  after  the  congregation  has  made  all  efforts  to 
put  it  to  rights,  and  fail,  let  report  be  made  to  the  President  immediately, 
and  his  aid,  or  that  of  a  committee  of  investigation,  be  called  for.  If,  after 
such  investigation,  the  charge  be  well  grounded  (I  Tim.  5  ;  19)  and,  if  here 
he  still  remain  impenitent,  let  him  be  expelled  from  Synod,  and  his  congre- 
gations advised  to  depose  him. 

I  desire  also  to  call  the  attention  of  Synod  to  the  subject  of  the  revision 
and  reprinting  of  our  Church  Hymn  Book,  as  there  are  many  desiring  to 
see  the  Synod  have  her  own  hymn  book. 

That  our  deliberations  and  transactions  may  redound  to  the  glory  and 
honor  of  God,  and  the  promotion  of  the  Redeemer's  kingdom  is  my  sincere 
and  humble  prayer.  P.  C.  HENKEL.

Report  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  Missions. 

The  Committee  made  the  following  report :  . 

The  committee  of  missions  have  had  no  meeting  during  the  year,  and, 
but  little  work  has  been  done  in  this  field. 

Soon  after  the  rising  of  last  Synod,  Rev.  A.  L.  Grouse  was  authorized 
to  attend  to  the  spiritual  wants  of  Lutheran  families  who  are  without  regu- 
lar Lutheran  pastoral  care. 

During  the  year  just  passed  Rev.  A.  L.  Grouse  organized  two  congrega- 
tions, one  in  Cleburne  Co.,  Ala.,  with  47  members,  and  another  in  Richland 
county,  S.  C,  with  about  20  members.  As  no  application  for  pecuniary 
aid  was  asked  from  Synod,  the  missionary  has  been  laboring  at  his  own  ex- 
pense ;  while  thus  laboring  he  contracted  a  debt  of  twenty  dollars,  besides 
his  loss  of  two  weeks  time. 

Your  committee  recommend  that  Synod  make  an  appropriation  suffi- 
cient to  relieve  Rev.  Grouse  of  his  indebtedness,  and  compensate  him  for  his 
loss  of  time.  Respectfully  submitted,

Report  of  the  Committee  on  President's  Report. 

We,  the  committee  appointed  to  report  on  the  President's  Report,  sub- 
mit the  following : 

1.  The  President  suggests  the  importance  of  devising  a  plan,  by  which 
more  ministerial  labor  can  be  brought  into  requisition. 

In  regard  to  this,  we  submit,  that  the  change  made  relative  to  our 
missionary  work,  may  be  so  utilized  as  to  secure  a  greater  amount  of  such 
labor. 

II.  Relative  to  education  with  a  view  to  prepare  persons  for  the  ministry, 
the  President  calls  attention  to  the  High  School  at  Conover,  Catawba  Co., 
North  Carolina. 

With  respect  to  this  matter,  a  committtee  was  appointed  at  last  Synod 
to  see  whether  that  school  can  be  placed  under  the  control  and  supervision 
of  Synod. 

We  deem  a  recommendation,  on  our  part,  unnecessary,  relative  to  that 
matter,  as  no  doubt  the  committee  will  report  at  the  proper  time. 

III.  The  President  recommends  the  consideration  of  the  doctrine  and 
worship  of  secret  societies. 

In  reference  to  these  matters,  we  suggest  the  following  : 
Whereas,  This  Synod  is  invested  only  with  advisory  power;  and 
whereas  the  general  policy  of  this  Synod  has  not  been  to  encourage  such 
doctrines,  worship  or  fellowship,  be  it 

Resolved  1.  That  this  Synod,  as  we  have,  so  far  as  wTe  know,  no  minister 
now  in  affiliation  with  such  societies,  we  advise  all  who  may  be  looking  to 
the  office  of  the  ministry  in  connection  with  this  Synod,  not  to  associate  or 
hold  fellowship  with  any  societies  that  practice  a  deistic  worship  or  service, 
to  the  disparagement  of  the  adoration  due  Jesus  Christ,  or  that  comes  in 
conflict  with  the  orthodox  worship  of  the  church,  or  that  set  up  a  plan  of 
salvation  coming  in  conflict  witfrthat  set  forth  in  Divine  Revelation,  through 
the  Savior,  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  as  the  Mediator  between  God  and  man  ; 
as  it  is  the  sentiment  of  this  Synod  that  such  could  not  be  received. 

2.  That  we  regard  these  matters  as  subjects  for  investigation  and  in- 
struction, and  our  ministers  are  advised  to  jgive  such  information  as  they 
may  deem  proper,  when  it  is  desired. 

With  respect  to  altar  and  pulpit  fellowship,  it  is  the  sentiment  of  this 
Synod,  that  our  ministers  and  people  adhere  to  the  practice  set  forth  in  the

Confessions  of  the  Church,  using  all  necessary  precaution,  prudence,  and 
judiciousness  in  the  exercise  of  such  privileges,  lest  the  sacredness  of  the 
altar  and  pulpit  be  violated,  or  the  consciences  of  any  be  oppressed,  and 
reference  should  always  be  had  to  the  preparation  designated  in  the  Augs- 
burg Confession,  Article  eleven,  and  in  Luther's  Catechism,  where  it  is  said, 
''Let  a  man  examine  himself,"  etc.,  and  "  He  only  is  truly  worthy  and  well 
prepared,  who  has  faith  in  these  words,"  etc. 

In  regard  to  Chiliaism,  we  would  simply  say,  it  is  clearly  rejected  in 
the  17th  Article  of  the  Augsburg  Confession. 

IV.  Relative  to  the  allusion  in  the  President's  report,  to  certain  articles 
in  the  Constitution  of  Synod;  we  would  simply  remark  that  organic  laws 
should  be  seldom  changed,  and  as  no  proposition  has  been  made,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  8th  Article  of  the  said  constitution,  for  any  change  or  altera- 
tion, no  action  is  required  on  the  part  of  the  Synod. 

V.  With  respect  to  the  matter  of  revising  and  publishing  our  Church 
Hymn  Book,  we  deem  the  action  taken  by  our  Synod  last  year,  all  that  we 
could  recommend.  Respectfully  submitted,

President's  Report. 

Dear  Brethren  : — By  the  kind  providence  of  our  Heavenly  Father, 
we  have  passed  through  the  labors,  dangers  and  trials  of  another  year,  and 
are  once  more  assembled  in  Synod,  and  in  our  deliberations,  it  is  greatly  de- 
sired that  we  may  see  eye  to  eye,  and  in  the  unity  of  the  faith  speak  the 
same  thing,  and  that  there  be  no  divisions  among  us,  but  that  we  be  per- 
fectly joined  together  in  the  same  mind  and  in  the  same  judgment. 

Official  Acts.— During  the  year  now  ending,  I  have  not  been  called  to 
perform  any  official  acts,  which  might  concern  our  Synod  directly. 

Missionary  Work. — "The  field  is  white  unto  the  harvest."  If  Synod  can 
devise  any  means  in  this  direction,  to  do  more  than  is  being  done  by  pas- 
tors in  charge  of  congregations,  we  heartily  recommend  it. 

Education. — To  meet  the  demand  for  ministers  to  cultivate  the  fields  al- 
ready opened,  as  well  as  to  do  missionary  work,  a  school  has  been  opened 
in  the  village  of  Conover,  Catawba  county,  N.  C,  and  as  allusions  have 
been  made  to  this  school  in  different  reports  to  Synod,  in  the  past,  and  a 
committee  having  been  appointed  at  the  last  sitting  of  Synod,  to  look  after 
the  terms  upon  which  Synod  could  take  and  control  said  school  ■  I  recom-

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mend  that  the  Synod  call  for  the  report  of  that  committee,  and  that  this 
matter  be  prayerfully  considered. 

Recommendations.— 1.  I  gave  notice  through  Our  Church  Paper  that  I 
intended  to  recommend  to  Synod  the  prayerful  consideration  and  investi- 
gation of  the  doctrine  and  worship  of  secret  societies,  as  well  as  the  subject 
of  altar  and  pulpit  fellowship  and  Chiliastic  views. 

As  it  is  one  of  the  duties  of  Synod  ' '  to  detect  and  expose  erroneous 
doctrines  ;  and  as  I  am  grieved  in  conscience  at  the  thought  of  being  par- 
taker in  any  way  with  those  who  knowingly  hold  a  doctrine  at  variance  with 
our  confessions  of  faith,  and  worship  God  otherwise  than  Trinity  in  Unity 
and  Unity  in  Trinity,  as  our  noble  Athanasian  Creed  demands ;  I  beg  Syn- 
od not  to  cause  distress  of  conscience  by  delaying  an  investigation  of  the 
false  worship  and  doctrine  practiced  and  held  by  secret  societists,  and  with 
which  some  of  our  ministers  are  probably  affiliating  and  we  with  them.  If 
my  troubles  aie  unfounded,  I  ask  Synod  to  remove  them,  by  clearly  show- 
ing that  secret  society  worship  and  doctrine  are  in  keeping  with  our  con- 
fessions and  the  Holy  Scriptures  or  otherwise  remove  the  grounds  by  which 
such  evils  may  be  imputed  unto  us. 

Constitution  of  Synod.— Permit  me  to  offer  a  few  recommendations  on 
the  constitution  of  our  Synod. 

Rec.  2.  In  Art.  Ill,  S.  1  ;  The  Synod  should  rather  be  said  to  be  com- 
posed of  congregations  represented  by  their  pastors  and  lay -delegates.  The 
language  as  it  now  reads  may  imply  that  the  ministry  is  a  distinct  and 
separate  class  in  the  church,  whereas  it  is  only  an  office  in  the  church,  and 
the  pastor  a  servant  of  the  congregation.    [1  Cor.  3  ;  5.    Col.  2  ;  24,  25.] 

In  Art.  IV,  S.  1.  This  Art.  establishes  as  a  part  of  the  business  of 
Synod,  "To  *  *  *  depose  from  the  holy  office  of  the  ministry  such  as 
refuse,  after  due  admonition,  to  repent  of  their  wrongs."  This  is  a  power 
which  cannot  be  vested  in  Synod,  as  the  office  of  the  ministry  can  only  be 
taken  away  through  the  same  power  by  which  it  was  conferred.  The  office 
however,  is  conferred  through  the  congregation,  [Matt.  18  ;  15,  20.  I  Peter 
2  ;  5,  10]  therefore  also  the  congregation  alone  can  depose  from  the  ministry. 
Synod  can  expel  from  its  connection,  and  recommend  the  congregations  con- 
cerned to  depose. 

Also  in  Sec.  3.  This  section  should  rather  read,  ' '  upon  application  to 
examine  candidates  regularly  called  to  the  ministerial  office,  etc.,  as  ordina- 
tion without  such  a  call  would  imply  that  the  office  is  conferred  in  ordination, 
whereas  it  is  conferred  in  the  call,  and  ordination  is  only  an  apostolic 
churchly  practice,  and  not  of  divine  institution. 

Sec.  4.  Should  be  entirely  stricken  out,  as  it  would  be  very  wrong  to 
permit  men  to  officiate  at  all,  of  whom  there  is  not  sufficient  evidence  that 
they  are  duly  qualified  for  such  office. 

By-Laws. — I  have  a  few  words  to  say  in  regard  to  the  by-laws :  But 
permit  me  to  remark  that  I  do  not  very  highly  favor  a  Standing  Presidency, 
nor  Visitatorship  and  would  prefer  the  position,  [in  regard  to  this]  of  the 
Tenn.  Synod  in  her  first  formation.    I  know  that  Dr.  Martin  Luther  favored 
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the  office  of  Visitator  .  and  I  admit  that  good  may  be  accomplished  by  it,  if 
we  could  be  certain  that  properly  disposed  men  could  always  be  had  in  this 
office,  but  of  this  we  have  no  assurance  ;  and  a  shrewd,  proud,  aspiring 
man  in  this  office  could  so  intimidate  pastors  and  their  congregations,  (with 
probably  a  very  few  exceptions)  as  to  bring  them  under  his  supreme  control : 
for  when  a  head  or  single  rulership  is  once  set  up  it  naturally  grows  greater 
and  greater  in  the  estimation  of  the  subjects  governed,  and  can  easily  be- 
come a  terror  Such  are  my  fears,  and  I  cannot  be  satisfied  to  conceal 
them.  But  time  will  show.  If,  however,  the  present  arrangement  will  be 
preferred,  I  would  recommend  that  in  the  By-Laws,  Art.  IV,  Sec.  2,  after 
admonition  by  the  church  council  has  proven  fruitless,  the  case  should  be 
referred  to  the  whole  congregation  before  going  to  Synod.  The  language 
of  this  section  implies  that  the  church  council  is  the  highest  judicatory  in 
the  congregation,  whereas  the  last  appeal,  according  to  Matt.  18  ;  15,  18,  is 
the  congregation.  "  To  whose  decision  he  must  yield  "  might  be  entirely 
omitted,  because  the  decisions  of  Synod  are  not,  per  fte,  binding.  God's 
word  alone  binds.    I  Cor.  7 :  29. 

In  Sec.  3,  Whenever  such  accusation  of  error  in  doctrine  or  life  are 
made  against  a  minister  and  the  congregation  report  the  same  to  the  Presi- 
dent of  Synod  it  might  be  very  dangerous  to  defer  the  investigation  three 
months.  In  all  such  cases,  after  the  congregation  has  made  all  efforts  to 
put  it  to  rights,  and  fail,  let  report  be  made  to  the  President  immediately, 
and  his  aid,  or  that  of  a  committee  of  investigation,  be  called  for.  If,  after 
such  investigation,  the  charge  be  well  grounded  (I  Tim.  5  ;  19)  and,  if  here 
he  still  remain  impenitent,  let  him  be  expelled  from  Synod,  and  his  congre- 
gations advised  to  depose  him. 

I  desire  also  to  call  the  attention  of  Synod  to  the  subject  of  the  revision 
and  reprinting  of  our  Church  Hymn  Book,  as  there  are  many  desiring  to 
see  the  Synod  have  her  own  hymn  book. 

That  our  deliberations  and  transactions  may  redound  to  the  glory  and 
honor  of  God,  and  the  promotion  of  the  Redeemer's  kingdom  is  my  sincere 
and  humble  prayer.  P.  C.  HENKEL.

Report  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  Missions. 

The  Committee  made  the  following  report : 

The  committee  of  missions  have  had  no  meeting  during  the  year,  and, 
but  little  work  has  been  done  in  this  field. 

Soon  after  the  rising  of  last  Synod,  Rev.  A.  L.  Crouse  was  authorized 
to  attend  to  the  spiritual  wants  of  Lutheran  families  who  are  without  regu- 
lar Lutheran  pastoral  care. 

During  the  year  just  passed  Rev.  A.  L.  Crouse  organized  two  congrega- 
tions, one  in  Cleburne  Co.,  Ala.,  with  47  members,  and  another  in  Richland 
county,  S.  C. ,  with  about  20  members.  As  no  application  for  pecuniary 
aid  was  asked  from  Synod,  the  missionary  has  been  laboring  at  his  own  ex- 
pense ;  while  thus  laboring  he  contracted  a  debt  of  twenty  dollars,  besides 
his  loss  of  two  weeks  time. 

Your  committee  recommend  that  Synod  make  an  appropriation  suffi- 
cient to  relieve  Rev.  Crouse  of  his  indebtedness,  and  compensate  him  for  his 
loss  of  time.  Respectfully  submitted,

Report  of  the  Committee  on  President  s  Report. 

We,  the  committee  appointed  to  report  on  the  President's  Report,  sub- 
mit the  following : 

L  The  President  suggests  the  importance  of  devising  a  plan,  by  which 
more  ministerial  labor  can  be  brought  into  requisition. 

In  regard  to  this,  we  submit,  that  the  change  made  relative  to  our 
missionary  work,  may  be  so  utilized  as  to  secure  a  greater  amount  of  such 
labor. 

II.  Relative  to  education  with  a  view  to  prepare  persons  for  the  ministry, 
the  President  calls  attention  to  the  High  School  at  Conover,  Catawba  Co., 
North  Carolina. 

With  respect  to  this  matter,  a  committtee  was  appointed  at  last  Synod 
to  see  whether  that  school  can  be  placed  under  the  control  and  supervision 
of  Synod. 

We  deem  a  recommendation,  on  our  part,  unnecessary,  relative  to  that 
matter,  as  no  doubt  the  committee  will  report  at  the  proper  time. 

III.  The  President  recommends  the  consideration  of  the  doctrine  and 
worship  of  secret  societies. 

In  reference  to  these  matters,  we  suggest  the  following : 

Whereas,  This  Synod  is  invested  only  with  advisory  power;  and 
whereas  the  general  policy  of  this  Synod  has  not  been  to  encourage  such 
doctrines,  worship  or  fellowship,  be  it 

Resolved  1.  That  this  Synod,  as  we  have,  so  far  as  we  know,  no  minister 
now  in  affiliation  with  such  societies,  we  advise  all  who  may  be  looking  to 
the  office  of  the  ministry  in  connection  with  this  Synod,  not  to  associate  or 
hold  fellowship  with  any  societies  that  practice  a  deistic  worship  or  service, 
to  the  disparagement  of  the  adoration  due  Jesus  Christ,  or  that  comes  in 
conflict  with  the  orthodox  worship  of  the  church,  or  that  set  up  a  plan  of 
salvation  coming  in  conflict  with^that  set  forth  in  Divine  Revelation,  through 
the  Savior,  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  as  the  Mediator  between  God  and  man  ; 
as  it  is  the  sentiment  of  this  Synod  that  such  could  not  be  received. 

2.  That  we  regard  these  matters  as  subjects  for  investigation  and  in- 
struction, and  our  ministers  are  advised  to  jgive  such  information  as  they 
may  deem  proper,  when  it  is  desired. 

With  respect  to  altar  and  pulpit  fellowship,  it  is  the  sentiment  of  this 
Synod,  that  our  ministers  and  people  adhere  to  the  practice  set  forth  in  the 
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Confessions  of  the  Church,  using  all  necessary  precaution,  prudence,  and 
judiciousness  in  the  exercise  of  such  privileges,  lest  the  sacredness  of  the 
altar  and  pulpit  be  violated,  or  the  consciences  of  any  be  oppressed,  and 
reference  should  always  be  had  to  the  preparation  designated  in  the  Augs- 
burg Confession,  Article  eleven,  and  in  Luther's  Catechism,  where  it  is  said, 
"  Let  a  man  examine  himself,"  etc.,  and  "  He  only  is  truly  worthy  and  well 
prepared,  who  has  faith  in  these  words,"  etc. 

In  regard  to  Chiliaism,  we  would  simply  say,  it  is  clearly  rejected  in 
the  17th  Article  of  the  Augsburg  Confession. 

IV.  Relative  to  the  allusion  in  the  President's  report,  to  certain  articles 
in  the  Constitution  of  Synod;  we  would  simply  remark  that  organic  laws 
should  be  seldom  changed,  and  as  no  proposition  has  been  made,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  8th  Article  of  the  said  constitution,  for  any  change  or  altera- 
tion, no  action  is  required  on  the  part  of  the  Synod. 

V.  With  respect  to  the  matter  of  revising  and  publishing  our  Church 
Hymn  Book,  we  deem  the  action  taken  by  our  Synod  last  year,  all  that  we 
could  recommend.  Respectfully  submitted,

President's  Report. 

To  the  Members  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Tennessee  Synod  in  Conven- 
tion assembled:  Grace,  mercy,  and  peace,  from  God  our  Father  and  Jesus 
Christ  our  Lord. 

Dear  Brethren : 

Our  thanks  are  due  the  Triune  God  for 
that  kind  providence,  which  has  watched  over  us  during  the  year  now  ending, 
and  for  the  privilege  of  again  meeting  in  the  capacity  of  a  Synod.  The 
lives  of  our  ministers  have  been  spared  ;  and  with  a  single  exception,  their 
health  has  been  such  as  to  enable  them  to  perform  their  accustomed  labors. 
One  dear  brother,  (Rev.  M.  L.  Little)  has,  for  months,  lain  upon  a  sick  bed 
from  which  he  is  slowly  recovering.  Our  prayers  should  ascend  to  the 
throne  of  grace,  in  behalf  of  our  afflicted  brother. 

During  the  Synodical  Year,  I  have  been  called  upon  to  perform  but 
few  official  acts. 

Beneficiaries. — Concerning  beneficiaries,  Messrs.  T.  E.  Armentrout  and 
D.  A.  Sox,  I  have  had  satisfactory  information.  Mr.  Armentrout  is  pursuing 
his  studies  at  the  Polytechnic  Institute,  New  Market,  Va.  His  progress  in 
study  has  been  commendable,  and  his  character  and  prospects  entirely  sat- 
isfactory. No  call  was  made  upon  me  for  an  order  upon  the  Treasurer  of 
Beneficiary  Fund  in  his  favor,  but  Rev.  S.  Henkel,  D.  D.,  informed  me 
that  he  paid  the  amount  appropriated  by  Synod  for  his  benefit  out  of 
money  in  his  hands,  belonging  to  Synod.  Mr.  Armentrout  asks  an  addi- 
tional appropriation  of  $ 75.00  or  $100.00.  I  recommend  that  an  appropria- 
tion be  made. 

Mr.  Sox  is  pursuing  his  studies  at  Concordia  High  School,  Catawba 
Co.,  N.  C.  His  progress  in  his  studies  during  the  year  has  been  quite  sat- 
isfactory. His  Christian  character  is  above  reproach  and  his  prospect  for 
usefulness  is  encouraging.  On  the  3rd  day  of  August  last,  I  gave  an  order 
upon  the  Treasurer  of  Beneficiary  Fund  for  $50 — the  amount  appropriated 
for  his  benefit  by  the  last  Synod.  He  asks  of  Synod  an  appropriation  for 
the  incoming  year.  I  recommend  that  the  necessary  appropriation  be 
made. 

Church  Dedication.— On  Sunday,  the  3rd  day  of  October,  during  a 
meeting  of  the  N.  C.  Conference  of  this  Synod,  a  new  church,  situated  in 
the  northern  part  of  Rowan  County,  N.  C. ,  was  dedicated  to  the  service  of 
the  Triune  God,  to  be  known  as  St.  Mark's  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church. 
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This  church  is  under  the  pastoral  care  of  Rev.  J.  C.  Moser  and  will  be  pre- 
sented to  this  convention  for  admission  as  an  integral  member  of  Synod. 

And  now,  brethren,  thanking  you  for  the  confidence  you  have  reposed 
in  me  and  for  the  forbearance  you  have  exercised  toward  me  in  the  imper- 
fect manner  in  which  I  have  served  you,  I  commend  you  to  God  and  the 
word  of  his  grace  and  invoke  for  your  guidance  the  direction  of  the  Holy 
Spirit,  to  whom  with  the  Father  and  Son,  be  all  honor  and  glory  ascribed, 
world  without  end.

Whereas,  The  Trustees  of  Concordia  High  School,  Conover,  N.  C, 
have  made  a  proposition  to  Synod  to  take  the  Institution  under  her  care 
and  supervision,  and 

Whereas,  It  is  the  desire  and  wish  of  this  Synod  to  have  an  Institu- 
tion of  learning  in  her  connection,  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  three,  on  the  part  of  Synod,  be  appoint- 
ed to  confer  with  the  Trustees  of  said  school,  and  prepare  an  agreement 
which  may  serve  as  a  basis  upon  which  said  school  may  become  the  recog- 
nized Institution  of  Synod,  and  that  this  committee  be  required  to  report 
to  the  next  session  of  Synod. 

Resolved  further,  That  we  hereby  recommend  Concordia  High  School 
to  the  members  of  our  Church,  and  to  the  public  generally,  as  a  school  of 
meritorious  character. 
Adopted. 

The  President  appointed  the  following  persons  on  this 
committee:  Revs.

We,  your  committee,  appointed  to  examine  applicant  J.  A.  Rudisill  in 
reference  to  his  qualifications  to  become  a  beneficiary  of  Synod,  report  that 
we  have  discharged  that  duty,  and  are  well  pleased  with  the  brother,  and 
recommend  that  he  be  taken  under  care  of  Synod,  and  directed  and  sus- 
tained according  to  our  beneficiary  regulations.

A.  L.  GROUSE. 
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The  committee,  appointed  to  take  into  consideration 
the  revised  Constitution  laid  before  Synod  on  Thursday, 
made  the  following : 

Report  of  Committee  on  Proposed  Amendments  to  the  Consti- 
tution and  By-Laws  of  Synod. 

We,  the  committee,  appointed  to  consider  the  amendments  proposed 
to  be  made  to  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  Synod,  submit  the  fol- 
lowing : 

Constitution — That  Article  3,  Sec.  1,  be  so  amended  as  to  read,  This 
Synod  shall  be  composed  of  congregations  represented  by  their  pastors  and 
lay-delegates.  The  lay-delegates  shall  be  appointed  by  the  congregations 
in  connection  with  this  Synod,  to  represent  them  in  the  synodical  meetings. 

We  recommend,  that  Sec.  5  of  Article  3  be  transferred  to  Article  6. 
Sec.  2  of  the  By-Laws. 

That  Sec.  1  of  Article  4,  be  amended  by  striking  out  all  in  said  Sec, 
after  the  words  "finding  them  guilty,1'  and  by  inserting  in  their  place,  the 
following :  to  expel  from  Synod  such  as  refuse  to  repent,  after  due  admo- 
nition, and  recommend  his  congregation  or  congregations  to  sever  his  pas- 
toral or  ministerial  relations. 

That  Section  2  of  Article  4,  be  stricken  out. 

That  Section  3,  Article  4,  be  amended  by  striking  out  the  words  "by 
a  majority  of  the  members  voting,"  and  the  word  "appointing,"  shall  be 
changed  to  appoint. 

By-Laws— In  regard  to  the  By-Laws,  we  recommend  the  following 
amendments : 

That  Sections  2,  3,  4,  5,  6,  and  7  of  Article  4,  be  stricken  out  and  the 
following  substituted  : 

Sec.  2.— Should  any  member  of  the  Church  know  a  minister  to  be 
guilty  of  a  private  offense,  he  shall  reprove  him  according  to  (Matth.  18,  15.) 
And  if  in  the  process,  as  required  in  this  text,  he  be  restored  fully  to  the 
favor  of  his  charge,  or  congregation,  as  to  his  membership  and  fitness  to 
perform  the  functions  of  the  ministry,  the  matter  should  rest  here ;  but  if 
his  offense  shall  have  been  of  such  a  serious  character,  in  violating  the 
principles  of  piety,  rules  of  morality,  or  errors  in  the  fundamental  doc- 
trines of  our  church,  and  the  decision  of  the  congregation  or  charge  shall 
not  have  been  satisfactory  to  the  Synod,  Synod  shall  investigate  the  mat- 
ter, and  if  in  her  judgment,  his  offense  has  been  such  as  to  disqualify  him 
to  discharge  the  functions  of  the  ministry,  she  shall  sever  his  synodical  re- 
lation, and  recommend  the  congregation  or  congregations  to  sever  his  pas- 
toral or  ministerial  relations;  and  any  congregation  refusing  to  do  so,  its 
connection  with  this  Synod  shall  be  dissolved. 

Sec.  3. — In  the  event  of  an  offense  committed  by  a  minister  of  this 
Synod,  requiring  the  aid  of  Synod  to  adjust  it  satisfactorily,  the  member 
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Or  members  acquainted  with  the  facts  in  the  case,  shall  immediately  inform 
the  president  of  Synod,  who  shall  call  without  delay  a  session  of  Synod,  if 
two  ministers  and  two  laymen  request  it,  to  be  held  in  one  of  the  congre- 
gations of  the  accused. 

The  president  shall  notify  specially  the  parties  of  the  call  session  and 
enjoin  it  upon  them  to  appear  at  the  time  and  place  appointed,  prepared  to 
furnish  all  the  testimony  for  and  against  the  accused.  When  all  the  evi- 
dence shall  have  been  collected,  the  Synod  shall  proceed  to  give  the  sub- 
ject a  fair,  candid,  and  impartial  investigation,  and  dispose  of  it  according 
to  the  evidence  in  the  case. 

Sec.  4. — If  a  minister  against  whom  serious  charges  are  preferred  be 
duly  notified  and  he  refuse  to  attend  the  meeting  appointed  to  investigate 
his  case,  his  connection  with  Synod  shall  be  severed,  and  his  charge  ad- 
vised to  sever  his  pastoral  and  ministerial  relations. 

That  Section  2  of  Article  5,  be  stricken  out. 

That  Section  3  of  Article  5,  be  stricken  out,  and  the  following  be  sub- 
stituted in  its  place : 

Sec.  3.  —Whenever  one  or  more  congregations  make  application  for 
the  services  of  a  candidate  for  the  ministry,  he  shall  be  carefully  examined 
in  reference  to  his  literary  and  theological  attainments.  If  he  sustains  the 
examination  to  the  satisfaction  of  Synod  he  shall  be  ordained  to  the  office 
of  pastor  according  to  Article  IV,  Sec.  3  of  Constitution. 

That  Section  4  of  Article  5  be  stricken  out. 

That  relative  to  the  Reception  of  Ministers  or  Candidates  for  the  Min- 
istry, and  Altar  and  Pulpit  Fellowship,  we  recommend  that  the  following, 
known  as  the  Summit  Rule,  be  adhered  to,  which  reads  as  follows : 

This  Synod  is  invested  only  with  advisory  power ;  and  whereas  the 
general  policy  of  this  Synod  has  not  been  to  encourage  such  doctrines, 
worship  or  fellowship,  be  it 

Resolved  1.  That  this  Synod,  as  we  have,  so  far  as  we  know,  no  min- 
ister now  in  affiliation  with  such  societies,  we  advise  all  who  may  be  look- 
ing to  the  office  of  the  ministry  in  connection  with  this  Synod,  not  to  as- 
sociate or  hold  fellowship  with  any  societies  that  practice  a  deistic  worship 
or  service,  to  the  disparagement  of  the  adoration  due  Jesus  Christ,  or  that 
comes  in  conflict  with  the  orthodox  worship  of  the  church,  or  that  set  up 
a  plan  of  salvation  coming  in  conflict  with  that  set  forth  in  Divine  Revela- 
tion, through  the  Savior,  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  as  the  Mediator  between 
God  and  man  ;  as  it  is  the  sentiment  of  this  Synod  that  such  could  not  be 
received. 

2.  That  we  regard  these  matters  as  subjects  for  investigation  and  in- 
struction, and  our  ministers  are  advised  to  give  such  information  as  they 
may  deem  proper,  when  it  is  desired. 

With  respect  to  altar  and  pulpit  fellowship,  it  is  the  sentiment  of  this 
Synod,  that  our  ministers  and  people  adhere  to  the  practice  set  forth  in  the 
Confessions  of  the  Church,  using  all  necessary  precaution,  prudence,  and 
judiciousness  in  the  exercise  of  such  privileges,  lest  the  sacredness  of  the 


altar  and  pulpit  be  violated,  or  the  consciences  of  any  be  oppressed,  and 
reference  should  always  be  had  to  the  preparation  designated  in  the  Augs- 
burg Confession,  Article  eleven,  and  in  Luther's  Catechism,  where  it  is 
said,  "Let  a  man  examine  himself,"  etc.,  and  "  He  only  is  truly  worthy 
and  well  prepared,  who  has  faith  in  these  words,"  etc. 

In  regard  to  Chiliaism,  we  would  simply  say,  it  is  clearly  rejected  in 
the  17th  Article  of  the  Augsburg  Confession.

At  10  A.  M.  a  very  large  congregation  having  assem- 
bled, Rev.  S.  Henkel,  D.  D.,  preached  on  the  subject  of  the 
Lord  s  Supper,  Text,  Acts  18  :  21.  After  the  sermon  the 
Holy  Communion  was  administered  to  a  very  large  number 
of  communicants.  After  a  recess  Rev.  C.  H.  Bernheim 
preached  from  Gen.  7:  1.  Great  interest  was  manifested 
in  these  services,  and  we  trust  much  good  was  done  in  the 
name  of  Jesus  and  for  his  glory. 

SIXTH  SESSION. 

Monday  Morning,  9  o'clock. 

Synod  met  at  the  appointed  hour.  The  devotional  ex- 
ercises were  conducted  by  Rev.  J.  P.  Stirewalt.  The  roll 
was  called.

Resolved,  That  our  heartfelt  thanks  are  due  the  good  people  of  this 
congregation  for  their  exceedingly  kind  and  hospitable  treatment  during  our 
stay  amongst  them. 

Continuance  of  the  Report  on  Letters  and  Petitions. 

Items  6,  7,  8,  and  9  were  re-committed  to  the  Commit- 
tee on  the  State  of  the  Church. 

Item  10.  In  reference  to  this  item,  Synod  adopted  the 
following  resolution : 

inasmuch  as  Synod  is  not  in  possession  of  all  the  facts,  she  deems  it 
unwise  to  give  advice  in  that  particular  case. 

The  report  was  adopted  as  a  whole. 

The  Corresponding  Delegate  to  the  S.  C.  Synod  report- 
ed that  he  was  in  attendance  upon  the  last  meeting  of  that 
body,  and  that  Rev.  Prof.  G.  W.  Holland  was  appointed 
delegate  to  this  meeting  with  J.  A.  Sligh  alternate. 

The  Corresponding  Delegate  to  the  N.  C.  Synod  re- 
ported that  he  had  discharged  the  duty  imposed  upon  him. 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church. 

Your  Committee  are  able  to  report  reasonably  favorable  on  the  state 
of  the  congregations  in  connection  with  our  Synod  in  the  State  of  Vir- 
ginia. The  spirit  of  liberality  is  being  manifested  to  a  greater  degree  than 
in  former  years.  The  ministers  are  actively  and  zealously  engaged  in  the 
work  of  the  Master's  Vineyard,  and  their  efforts  have  been  crowned  with 
an  eminent  degree  of  success.  But  one  slight  change  in  pastoral  relation, 
has  taken  place,  and  that  only  temporarily.  In  one  congregation  there  is 
a  little  discord  between  Pastor  and  members  of  the  congregation ;  but  as 
far  as  our  information  goes,  no  serious  trouble  is  likely  to  result  from  this 
difficulty.  With  this  single  exception,  our  congregations,  in  this  part  of 
our  Synod,  enjoy  a  reasonable  share  of  prosperity.  The  increase  in  mem- 
bership has  been  good. 

Relative  to  the  state  of  the  Church  in  North  Carolina,  we,  your  Com- 
mittee, regret  that  we  are  not  able  to  make  upon  the  whole  a  very  favor- 
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able  report.  In  some  portions  of  the  Church  here  the  work  is  being  car- 
ried forward  with  some  degree  of  efficiency  and  zeal.  But  most  of  our 
pastoral  charges  are  much  too  large,  and  more  laborers  are  greatljr  needed, 
in  order  that  our  Church  work  may  be  prosecuted  with  that  degree  of  effi- 
ciency which  the  nature  of  the  work  demands.  Among  our  ministers, 
both  personalty  and  in  our  Church  work,  there  is  not  thai  entire  harmony 
which  is  desirable.  We  believe,  however,  that  the  outlook  for  more 
laborers,  more  effectual  work,  and  greater  unity  and  harmony  is  improving. 

Our  congregations^in  South  Carolina,  are  doing  tolerably  well.  There 
seems  to  be  more  harmony  existing  among  the  congregations — with  one 
exception — than  has  been  for  some  years  past.  All  our  congregations  in 
this  State  are  regularly  supplied  with  divine  services ;  and  in  most  of  the 
congregations,  the  children  are  being  catechised.  Our  members^attend 
regularly  on  public  worship.  Taken  altogether,  we  believe,  there  has  been 
much  improvement  during  the  past  year.

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  have  a  sufficient  number  of  copies  of  the 
Minutes  of  this  Convention  of  Synod  printed  to  supply  the  calls  for  them, 
and  to  furnish  each  Minister  of  this  Synod  with  three  copies,  each  general 
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body  of  Lutherans  in  this  country  one  copy,  our  Institutions  of  learning 
one  copy  each,  our  Lutheran  Publications  two  copies  each,  and  our  Bene- 
ficiaries one  copy  each.

The  President,  Rev.  S.  Henkel,  D.  D.,  read  his  annual 
report,  which  was  received  aud  held  for  the  Committee  to  be 
subsequently  appointed. 


President's  Report. 

Dear  Brethren  in  Christ  Jesus:— May  grace,  mercy,  peace,  from 
God  the  Father,  and  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  our  Savior,  and  the  fellowship 
of  the  Holy  Spirit,  be  and  abide  with  us. 

It  is  through  the  kind,  beneficent  providence  of  our  merciful  Father  ro 
heaven,  that  we  have  been  permitted  to  pass  through  another  Synodical 
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year,  safely,  and  to  assemble  again  in  the  capacity  of  a  deliberative  body, 
in  our  Sixty -first  annual  Convention,  in  which  we  are  enabled  to  meet  each 
other  with  fraternal  greetings,  sympathize  with  each  other,  counsel  and 
encourage  each  other,  devise  the  best  and  most  judicious  means  for  pro- 
moting the  Gospel,  maintaining  and  perpetuating  the  sacred,  saving  and 
glorious  truths  and  principles  of  our  holy  religion,  in  their  purity  and  entire- 
ness,  and  for  the  upbuilding  and  extension  of  the  Redeemer's  Kingdom 
here  on  earth. 

We  should  rightly  appreciate  these  privileges  and  blessings,  devoutly 
raising  our  hearts,  in  gratitude  and  thankfulness,  to  the  Father  of  Lights, 
the  Giver  of  all  Good,  through  Jesus  Christ  as  the  Mediator  between  him  and 
us,  and  imploring  him  for  a  continuance  of  his  blessings  aud  tender  mercies. 

The  lives  of  all  our  ministerial  brethren  in  connection  with  our  Synod, 
have  been  preserved  during  the  past  Sy nodical  year,  whilst  the  deaths 
among  our  lay-members  have  been  rather  unusually  numerous,  especially 
among  the  more  advanced  in  age.  The  health  of  our  Synod,  however,  in 
a  physical,  moral,  and  spiritual  point  of  view,  may  be  regarded  as  alto- 
gether in  a  normal  condition. 

Official  Acts.— During  the  Sy  nodical  year,  we  have  performed  few 
official  acts.  The  changes,  during  the  year,  in  our  Synod  have  not  been 
numerous. 

Relative  to  our  beneficiaries,  in  pursuance  of  a  resolution  making  ap- 
propriations, we  issued  an  order  on  the  Treasurer,  Rev.  T.  Moser,  in  favor 
of  Mr.  D.  A.  Sox,  of  South  Carolina,  for  One  Hundred  and  Twenty-five 
Dollars ;  one  on  the  same,  in  favor  of  Mr.  Thomas  E.  Armentrout,  of  Vir- 
ginia, for  One  Hundred  Dollars  ;  and  one,  on  the  same,  in  favor  of  Mr.  J. 
A.  Rudisill,  of  North  Carolina,  for  Fifty  Dollars. 

Mr.  Armentrout  pursued  his  studies  in  the  New  Market  Polytechnic 
Institute.  The  reports  in  regard  to  him  are  altogether  satisfactory.  At 
the  late  Commencement  of  said  Institute,  the  degree  of  A.  B.  was  con- 
ferred on  him. 

Mr.  Sox,  we  learn,  pursued  his  studies  in  Concordia  High  School,  at 
Conover,  North  Carolina,  and  so  did  Mr.  Rudisill. 

1.  We  would  recommend  the  consideration  of  the  propriety  of  making 
appropriations  in  favor  of  these  young  men  to  enable  them  to  continue  to 
pursue  their  studies,  if  they  desire  so  to  do. 

2.  We  would  recommend,  that  Synod  take  such  action  in  regard  to 
beneficiary  education,  as  will,  in  its  judgment,  awaken  a  greater  interest  in 
our  people  in  contributing  towards  this  much  needed  work. 

Installation.— We  requested  Rev.  A.  L.  Grouse,  Summit,  South  Caro- 
lina, to  install  Rev.  J.  K.  Efird,  Kanghman's,  South  Carolina,  into  his 
charge,  according  to  the  forms  of  the  Church.  We  learn  he  performed 
this  solemn  duty. 

In  conclusion,  we  pray  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church,  to  preside  over 
us,  guiding  us  in  the  way  of  all  truth  aud  efficiency,  so  that  our  delibera- 
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tions  and  transactions,  as  well  as  our  individual  ministrations,  may  con- 
tribute to  the  honor  and  glory  of  God,  and  the  promotion  of  the  Redeem- 
er's Kingdom.

A  committee  was  appoiuted,  on  motion,  to  inquire  iuto 
the  expediency  of  placing  monuments  at  the  graves  of  Rev, 
Ambrose  Henkel  at  New  Market,  Va.r  and  Rev.  Philip 
Heukel  at  Richland  Church,  Randolph  County,  N.  C.  The 
committee,  Revs.  A.  J.  Fox  and  S.  Henkel. 

The  committee  on  Letters  and  Petitions  reported,  aud 
the  report  was  considered  item  by  item. 

Report  on  Letters  and  Petitions. 

We  your  committee  on  Letters  and  Petitions  submit 
the  following  report: 

1st.  Nos.  1,  2,  3,  4,  5,  6,  7,  and  8  are  letters  from  Revs.  J.  R.  Peter- 
son, J.  C.  Moser,  C.  H.  Bernheim,  J.  A.  Cromer,  J.  K.  Efird,  D.  Efird,  E. 
L.  Lybrand  and  P.  C.  Henkel  asking  to  be  excused  from  this  convention 
of  Synod.    We  recommend  that  they  be  excused. 

2nd.  In  No.  2,  Rev.  J.  C.  Moser,  as  chairman  of  the  committee  for 
considering  the  propriety  of  receiving  the  Concordia  High  School  into  con- 
nection with  this  Synod,  conveys  the  information  that  said  committee  is 
not  prepared  to  report  and  requests  that  the  same  be  continued.  We  rec- 
ommend that  said  committee  be  continued. 

3d.  In  No.  8,  Rev.  P.  C.  Henkel  suggests  that  Synod  consider  the  pro- 
priety of  forming  district  Synods  of  the  different  Conferences  in  our  con- 
nection.   We  recommend  that  said  suggestion  be  considered. 

4th.  No.  9  is  a  letter  from  Rev.  W.  H.  Cone,  Corresponding  Delegate 
from  the  Evang.  Luth.  Synod  of  North  Carolina,  to  this  body,  sending 
fraternal  greetings,  and  expressing  his  sincere  regrets  that  he  is  not  able 
to  be  with  us  on  account  of  ill  health.  We  recommend  that  said  letter  be 
read  before  Synod. 

5th.  Nos.  13  and  14  are  petitions  fromMt.  Pleasant  Church  and  Phila- 
delphia Church,  Caldwell  County,  N.  C,  praying  for  the  examination,  and 
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if  found  qualified,  the  ordination  and  services  of  Mr.  D.  A.  Goodman. 
We  recommend  that  their  petitions  be  granted,  and  that  the  Revs.  P.  C. 
Henkel,  J.  M.  Smith,  and  Rev.  Yoder  be  the  Committee  to  attend  to  this 
work  at  said  Mt.  Pleasant  Church,  at  such  time  as  said  congregation 
deem  most  convenient. 

6th.  Nos.  11  and  12  are  petitions  from  St.  Luke's,  Lincoln  Co.,  N.  C, 
and  St.  Matthew's  churches,  King's  Mountain,  N.  C.,  asking  for  the  exam- 
ination, and,  if  found  qualified,  the  ordination  and  services  of  Prof.  W.  P. 
Cliue.  We  recommend  that  said  petitions  be  granted,  and  that  a  committee 
consisting  of  Revs.  A.  J.  Fox  and  T.  Moser  be  appointed  to  do  said  work. 

7th.  No.  15  is  a  copy  of  Rules  that  Rev.  J.  R.  Peterson  requests  to  be 
added  to  the  By-Laws  of  Synod.    We  recommend  said  addition. 

1.  There  shall  be  appointed  at  each  annual  meeting  of  Synod  a  com- 
mittee of  three  to  be  known  as  "The  Mission  Committee." 

2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  report  to  Synod  the  mission 
work  which  shall  be  performed  during  the  year  of  their  appointment. 

3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretaries  of  the  several  conferences  of 
Synod  to  report  to  Synod  all  the  mission  work  done  by  the  conferences 
during  the  year,  and  into  the  hands  of  this  committee  these  reports  shall  be 
placed. 

8th.  No.  16  is  a  petition  from  the  S.  C.  Con.  of  E.  L.  T.  Synod  and 
'the  members  of  St.  Jacob's  church,  Lexington  County,  S.  C,  praying  that 
the  next  session  of  Synod  be  held  in  said  church.  We  recommend  its 
adoption. 

9th.  No.  18  is  a  letter  from  our  beneficiary,  Mr.  J.  A.  Rudisill,  asking 
an  appropriation  of  $150  to  pursue  his  studies  at  the  Capital  University, 
Columbus,  O.  We  recommend  that  an  appropriation  of  $50  be  made, 
provided  there  be  money  enough,  to  the  said  J.  A.  Rudisill,  and  that  he 
be  directed  to  continue  his  studies  in  Concordia  High  School,  Conoverr 
North  Carolina. 

10th.  No.  18  is  a  letter  from  a  few  of  the  members  of  St.  Peter's 
(Piney  Woods)  and  St.  Jacob's  churches,  S.  C,  relating  to  the  unfavora- 
ble condition  existing  between  the  pastor  and  said  members. 

In  view  of  this  unfavorable  condition,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
pastor's  resignation  has  not  been  accepted,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  advise  the  disaffected  parties  to  try  to  make 
some  satisfactory  agreement  with  the  majority,  whom,  we  learn,  are  in 
harmony  with  one  another  and  the  pastor.

That  a  Committee  of  one  be  appointed  in  each  Conference  whose  duty 
it  shall  be  to  call,  by  correspondence  or  otherwise,  attention  to  the  duties 
relative  to  this  important  matter,  urging  the  congregations,  through  the 
Ministers  or  in  any  other  way,  to  consider  the  propriety  of  aiding  with  their 
substance  this  much  needed  work,  by  contributing  liberally :  or  to  devise 
some  systematic  plan  for  raising  means  for  such  purpose,  putting  them  in 
remembrance  of  these  duties  and- privileges.

We  the  Committee  appointed  to  report  on  Home  Mission  Work,  as  re- 
ported by  the  Secretaries  of  the  Conferences  in  connection  with  this  Synod, 
would  submit  the  following : 

1.  The  Secretary  of  the  South  Carolina  Conference  reports  that  some 
money  has  been  raised  for  Home  Missionary  Work,  that  one  point  has  re- 
ceived some  means,  and  the  Executive  Committee  are  endeavoring  to 
establish  other  missions,  and  that  one  of  the  ministers  is  performing  mis- 
sion work  without  material  aid  from  the  Society.  The  prospects  are 
favorable. 
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2.  The  Secretary  of  the  Virginia  Special  Conference  reports,  that  steps 
have  been  taken  to  inaugurate  a  regular  plan  for  carrying  on  Home  Mis- 
sion Work  in  a  systematic  way,  that  the  work  has  been  progressing  steadily, 
that  various  points  have  been  selected,  that  work  has  been  commenced  at 
them,  that  the  indications  are  encouraging,  that  there  are  still  other  points 
which  will  receive  due  attention,  that  collections  have  been  taken  to  aid 
the  work,  and  that  object  is,  as  soon  as  practicable,  to  put  a  Home  Mis- 
sionary in  the  field  with  the  hope,  that  the  congregations  in  connection 
with  Conference  will  be  induced  to  support  such  a  laborer. 

3.  The  Secretary  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference,  has  sent  no  re- 
port, and  hence  we  are  unable  to  report  anything  in  regard  to  that  Con- 
ference.

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  submitted 
the  following  which  was  adopted. 

Report  on  the  State  of  the  Church. 

A  report  on  the  State  of  the  Church  is  difficult  to  make.  A  number 
of  congregations  obey  the  rule  of  the  Synod,  and  make  official  reports,  but 
a  majority  do  not.  We  are  compelled  to  draw  very  largely  upon  our  gen- 
eral information  of  the  condition  of  our  churches  and  such  facts  as  we  may 
gather  from  Parochial  reports  and  the  statement  of  brethren  in  attend- 
ance. Were  it  in  the  province  of  your  Committee,  we  would  urge  a  more 
general  respect  to  this  rule,  so  important  to  our  acquaintance  with  the  real 
state  of  our  churches. 

It  is  difficult  also  to  avoid  evasive  generalities, — words  that  gloss  over 
the  true  condition,  and  give  no  true  and  practical  idea  of  it.  It  is  easy  to 
say  that  there  have  been  lights  and  shadows,  successes  and  reverses,  pro- 
gress yet  not  perfect  work.  This  would  be  a  correct  statement,  but  not 
particular  enough  to  enable  us  to  la}^  hand  upon  those  things  that  retard 
and  positively  injure,  and  correct  them.  If  there  is  disease,  it  is  better  for 
us  to  confess  it  frankly  to  ourselves  and  apply  the  remedy. 

In  looking  over  the  general  field,  we  are  encouraged.  There  are  mani- 
fest signs  of  life,  and  in  nothing  does  that  life  reveal  itself  more  than  in 
the  consciousness  of  the  need  of  a  better  state.  The  evils  are  great  enough 
to  make  the  living  deplore  them,  but  small  enough  to  be  overlooked  or  un- 
felt  by  the  dying. 

Many  of  our  congregations  are  prosperous.  Their  pastors  labor  with 
success.  The  Sunday  schools  are  carried  on  with  efficiency.  The  number 
of  communicants  is  every  year  increased.  A  fact  worthy  of  notice  is,  that 
the  most  prosperous  congregations  in  the  bounds  of  the  Synod  are  in  those 
very  sections  where  there  seems  to  be  the  most  of  difficulty,  showing  that 
w  hatever  of  disease  there  may  be,  it  is  not  of  the  vital  organs.  Nowhere, 
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however  is  there  a  benevolence  at  all  commensurate  with  the  wants  of  the 
church.  We  are  compelled  to  acknowledge  that  the  contributions  to  our 
treasurers  are  very  far  below  the  abilities  of  the  people.  Our  pastors  are  very 
inadequately  supported,  necessitating  a  division  of  time  and  labor  greatly 
to  the  detriment  of  the  church.  There  is  need  of  much  more  money  for 
missionary  work.  The  time  has  come  when  the  people  must  feel  that  not 
the  ministry  alone  but  they  also  were  commissioned  to  carry  the  Gospel  to 
the  whole  creation,  and  that  the  ministry  must  not  do  the  work  and  bear 
the  expense  also  but  that  they  must  help  by  giving.  If  there  was  such  a 
spirit  of  sacrifice  among  the  people  as  is  among  our  ministry — if  they  gave 
o.]l}r  half  as  much  what  a  full  and  outflowing  treasury  we  should  have ! 

Of  Virginia  we  can  report  favorably.  There  is  entire  coucord  among 
the  ministry.  Our  brethren  dwell  in  fraternal  love.  For  ten  years  there 
has  not  been  a  single  thing  that  bore  the  least  semblance  of  discord.  The 
spirit  of  mutual  respect,  concession  and  forbearance  makes  their  association 
beautiful.  Our  congregations  are  slowly  building  up,  and  through  our 
missionary  efforts  new  ones  are  in  the  process  of  formation.  Ourrelations 
with  other  religious  bodies  are  such  that  there  are  very  few  conflicts  be- 
tween us  and  them.  We  carefully  avoid  encroachments  upon  the  common 
rights  of  men  and  we  are  suffering  perhaps  less  and  less  every  year  from 
such  encroachments  upon  our  rights.  We  are  very  far  from  what  we 
might  and  ought  to  be,  but  yet  we  are  seeking  by  labor  and  prayer  to  ad- 
vance towards  perfection.  The  greatest  hindrance  to  our  work  during  the 
year  has  been  the  sad  affliction  of  one  of  our  most  active  and  successful 
ministers,  which  has  deprived  his  congregations  of  his  regular  service. 
Our  progress  is  hindered  much  by  a  disposition  of  young  men  to  go  West 
and  in  some  communities  our  losses  in  this  way  nearly  equal  our  gains  by 
confirmation.  A  division  of  a  few  of  our  pastorates  would  be  greatly  to 
their  advantage.  Instead  of  seven  ministers  there  ought  to  be  ten  or 
twelve.    The  people  however  do  not  see  their  ability  to  support  so  many. 

In  N.  C  in  some  respects  the  state  of  the  church  is  a  sad  one.  Many 
of  our  pastorates  are  too  large.  As  many  as  six  congregations  have  only 
one  pastor,  and  preaching  on  the  Lord's  day  at  some  of  the  churches  is  had 
only  once  in  two  months.  No  man  can  care  properly  for  such  a  large  field. 
Some  of  the  pastorates  are  very  badly  arranged.  Some  of  the  pastors  go 
about  twrenty  miles  to  preach  to  churches  at  the  door  of  other  pastors.  A 
better  division  of  labor  ought  by  all  means  to  be  effected.  More  ministers 
could  profitably  to  the  church  be  engaged.  The  saddest  feature  is  the 
alienation  of  feeling  which  exists  between  some  of  the  ministers. 

There  is  some  divergence  in  opinion  that  prevents  hearty  co-operation 
but  the  chief  difficult}"  is  personal.  There  is  not  that  respect  for  each  other 
which  ought  to  be  felt  among  neighbors  and  among  ministers.  Brotherly 
love  is  suspended  if  not  destroyed.  These  unpleasant  relations  now  be- 
come known  and  the  effects  upon  the  Church  are  seen  and  will  continually 
increase  unless  they  be  adjusted.    Your  committee  would  willingly  step 
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beyond  its  province  and  suggest  a  remedy  if  it  were  able.  We  must  sadly 
ask  with  the  prophet,  "Is  there  no  balm  in  Gilead?  Is  there  no  physician 
there  ?" 

There  is  a  want  of  united  effort  in  Church  work.  From  some  cause 
they  do  not  heartily  and  earnestly  concentrate  upon  mission  work  nor  upon 
any  general  enterprise.    Divided  forces  are  always  feeble. 

There  comes  a  complaint  of  a  lack  of  efficiency  in  Sunday-School 
work. 

There  comes  also  a  lamentation  of  a  lack  of  interest  in  literature.  The 
people  do  not  read  as  they  should  the  church  periodicals  and  the  valuable 
books  which  could  so  easily  be  procured.  There  is  a  consequent  lack  of 
information  and  interest  in  the  church  beyond  their  own  communities. 

The  absence  of  the  member  of  the  committee  from  S.  C.  deprives  us 
of  an  adequate  report  from  the  congregations  of  that  State.  We  know 
however  that  the  old  difficulties  so  often  brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
synod  still  exist.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  they  are  to  some  extent  diminish- 
ing. We  can  only  pray  that  by  another  year  that  they  be  forever  destroy- 
ed. In  a  matter  so  long  standing  there  must  be  mutual  wrong  and  there 
is  need  of  mutual  concession  and  forbearance.  Peace  must  be  sought  at  a 
sacrifice  and  when  so  great  damage  comes  to  the  cause  of  Christ  great  sac- 
rifices ought  to  be  made. 

There  is  alienation  also  among  the  ministers.  What  shall  be  said 
when  there  is  no  effort  at  reconciliation,  no  spirit  of  confession,  none  of 
forgiveness?  What  would  Paul  say  ?  Possibly  his  rebuke  would  be  more 
burning  than  of  the  lately  converted  Gentile  Christian  at  Corinth. 

We  can  in  conclusion  only  express  our  regret  that  we  can  not  present 
a  fuller  and  more  favorable  report.  L.  A.  FOX,

Resolved,  That  the  ministers  of  this  Synod  make  all  efforts  in  their 
power  to  educate  religiously  the  colored  people,  by  preaching,  lecturing, 
and  catechisation,  with  a  view  sooner  or  later  of  getting  men  of  their  own 
color  to  look  after  the  spiritual  interests  of  their  race  in  connection  with 
the  Lutheran  church. 

Synod  adjourned  with  prayer  by  Prof.  Yoder. 
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eighth:  session. 

Wednesday,  2  o'clock. 

Synod  was  opened  with  prayer  by  Rev.  J.  M.  Smith. 
The  roll  was  called. 

The  committee  on  the  matter  of  monuments  for  the 
graves  of  fathers  Henkel,  not  being  prepared  to  report, 
was  continued. 

Rev.  A,  J.  Fox  was  appointed  delegate  to  the  N.  0.  synod. 

An  appropriation  of  $50  was  made  to  J.  A.  Rudisill, 
provided  he  continue  his  studies  in  Concordia  High  School. 

No  application  was  made  by  Mr.  Sox. 

An  appropriation  of  $140  was  made  to  T.  E.  Armeu- 
trout,  to  continue  his  literary  studies  iu  Polytechnic  Insti- 
tute, New  Market,  Va. 

The  following  resolutions  of  thanks  and  in  regard  to  the 
number  of  minutes  to  be  printed  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  hearty  thanks  of  the  Synod  be  unanimously  ten- 
dered to  the  pastor  and  members  of  Emmanuel  congregation,  and  other 
friends  of  the  town  of  New  Market  and  vicinity  for  their  fraternal  recep- 
tion, kind  and  excellent  entertainment  of  the  members  during  their  stay 
among  them. 

Resolved,  That  the  President  of  Synod  read  this  resolution,  accompa- 
nied with  suitable  remarks,  at  the  close  of  services  to-night. 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Synod  be  tendered  to  the  officers  of 
the  B.  &  O.  R.  R.  Company,  and  of  the  different  Clyde  lines  passed  over, 
for  their  kindness  in  giving  members  reduced  fare  over  their  roads. 

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  have  a  sufficient  number  of  copies  of  the 
minutes  of  this  convention  of  Synod  printed  to  supply  the  calls  for  them, 
and  to  furnish  each  minister  of  this  Synod  with  three  copies,  each  general 
body  of  Lutherans  in  this  country  one  copy,  our  institutions  of  learning 
one  copy  each,  our  Lutheran  publications  two  copies  each,  and  our  Bene- 
ficiaries one  copy  each. 

Synod  adjourned  to  meet  at  the  time  and  place  before 
selected. 

In  the  eveuiug  the  Secretary  preached  a  sermon,  after 
which  the  President  led  the  Synod  iu  prayer  and  pronounced 
the  convention  formally  adjourned.

STANDING  RESOLUTIONS. 


Resolved.  That  each  of  our  Pastors  be  earnestly  requested,  to  preach  at 
least  one  sermon  in  each  of  his  congregations,  annually,  upon  the  subject 
of  Beneficiary  Education,  and  other  benevolent  enterprises,  and  report  to 
the  next  succeeding  convention  of  our  Synod. 

Resolved,  That  the  Council  of  each  congregation  be  requested  to  send, 
to  each  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Synod,  a  written  Report  of  the  condition  of 
the  congregation. 

Whekeas,  The  ancient  Lutheran  custom  of  thoroughly  catechising 
those  who  propose  to  become  members  of  our  communion,  previous  to  their 
confirmation,  is,  in  some  places,  falling  into  disuse,  and  rather  a  loose  cus- 
tom of  receiving  uncatechised  persons  into  the  church,  without  the  slight- 
est examination  of  them  in  regard  to  their  religious  knowledge  and  other 
qualifications  for  church  membership,  has  been  practiced  by  some  ;  be  it, 
therefore. 

Resolved,  That  we  earnestly  recommend  all  our  Ministers  and  congre- 
gations in  future  to  see  to  it,  that,  if  it  can  possibly  be  done,  all  who  make 
application  for  church  membership  be  thoroughly  instructed,  by  Catechi- 
sation,  in  the  doctrines  and  usages  of  our  church,  previous  to  their  confir- 
mation. But,  in  such  extraordinary  cases,  as  when  persons  of  age  and  ex- 
perience make  application,  or  such  young  persons  as  have  been  so  favorably 
situated  as  to  have  had  opportunities  to  become  acquainted  with  and  to 
have  informed  themselves  of  our  doctrines  and  customs,  seek  church  priv- 
ileges, we  recommend  that  their  request  be  granted  ;  but,  in  no  case,  until 
such  persons  have  been  examined  by  the  pastor,  before  the  council,  and 
have  been  approved  by  them.

The  President,  Rev.  S.  Henkel,  D.  D.,  read  his  annual 
report,  which  was  received  aud  held  for  the  Committee  to  be 
subsequently  appointed. 


President's  Report. 

Dear  Brethren  in  Christ  Jesus: — May  grace,  mercy,  peace,  from 
God  the  Father,  and  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  our  Savior,  and  the  fellowship 
of  the  Holy  Spirit,  be  and  abide  with  us. 

It  is  through  the  kind,  beneficent  providence  of  our  merciful  Father  in 
Leaven,  that  we  have  been  permitted  to  pass  through  another  Synodical 
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year,  safely,  and  to  assemble  again  in  the  capacity  of  a  deliberative  body, 
in  our  Sixty-first  annual  Convention,  in  which  we  are  enabled  to  meet  each 
other  with  fraternal  greetings,  sympathize  with  each  other,  counsel  and 
encourage  each  other,  devise  the  best  and  most  judicious  means  for  pro- 
moting the  Gospel,  maintaining  and  perpetuating  the  sacred,  saving  and 
glorious  truths  and  principles  of  our  holy  religion,  in  their  purity  and  entire- 
ness,  and  for  the  upbuilding  and  extension  of  the  Redeemer's  Kingdom 
here  on  earth. 

We  should  rightly  appreciate  these  privileges  and  blessings,  devoutly 
raising  our  hearts,  in  gratitude  and  thankfulness,  to  the  Father  of  Lights, 
the  Giver  of  all  Good,  through  Jesus  Christ  as  the  Mediator  between  him  and 
us,  and  imploring  him  for  a  continuance  of  his  blessings  and  tender  mercies. 

The  lives  of  all  our  ministerial  brethren  in  connection  with  our  Synod, 
have  been  preserved  during  the  past  Synodical  year,  whilst  the  deaths 
among  our  lay-members  have  been  rather  unusually  numerous,  especially 
among  the  more  advanced  in  age.  The  health  of  our  Synod,  however,  in 
a  physical,  moral,  and  spiritual  point  of  view,  may  be  regarded  as  alto- 
gether in  a  normal  condition. 

Official  Acts.— During  the  Synodical  year,  we  have  performed  few 
official  acts.  The  changes,  during  the  year,  in  our  Synod  have  not  been 
numerous. 

Relative  to  our  beneficiaries,  in  pursuance  of  a  resolution  making  ap- 
propriations, we  issued  an  order  on  the  Treasurer,  Rev.  T.  Moser,  in  favor 
of  Mr.  D.  A.  Sox,  of  South  Carolina,  for  One  Hundred  and  Twenty-five 
Dollars;  one  on  the  same,  in  favor  of  Mr.  Thomas  E.  Armentrout,  of  Vir- 
ginia, for  One  Hundred  Dollars  ;  and  one,  on  the  same,  in^favor  of  Mr.  J. 
A.  Rudisill,  of  North  Carolina,  for  Fifty  Dollars. 

Mr.  Armentrout  pursued  his  studies  in  the  New  Market  Polytechnic 
Institute.  The  reports  in  regard  to  him  are  altogether  satisfactory.  At 
the  late  Commencement  of  said  Institute,  the  degree  of  A.  B.  was  con- 
ferred on  him. 

Mr.  Sox,  we  learn,  pursued  his  studies  in  Concordia  High  School,  at 
Conover,  North  Carolina,  and  so  did  Mr.  Rudisill. 

1.  We  would  recommend  the  consideration  of  the  propriety  of  making 
appropriations  in  favor  of  these  young  men  to  enable  them  to  continue  to 
pursue  their  studies,  if  they  desire  so  to  do. 

2.  We  would  recommend,  that  Synod  take  such  action  in  regard  to 
beneficiary  education,  as  will,  in  its  judgment,  awaken  a  greater  interest  in 
our  people  in  contributing  towards  this  much  needed  work. 

Installation. — We  requested  Rev.  A.  L.  Crouse,  Summit,  South  Caro- 
lina, to  install  Rev.  J.  K.  Efird,  Kaughman's,  South  Carolina,  into  his 
charge,  according  to  the  forms  of  the  Church.  We  learn  he  performed 
this  solemn  duty. 

In  conclusion,  we  pray  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church,  to  preside  over 
us,  guiding  us  in  the  way  of  all  truth  and  efficiency,  so  that  our  delibera- 
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tions  and  transactions,  as  well  as  our  individual  ministrations,  may  con- 
tribute to  the  honor  and  glory  of  God,  and  the  promotion  of  the  Redeem- 
er's Kingdom.

1.  The  Secretary  of  the  South  Carolina  Conference  reports  that  some 
money  has  been  raised  for  Home  Missionary  Work,  that  one  point  has  re- 
ceived some  means,  and  the  Executive  Committee  are  endeavoring  to 
establish  other  missions,  and  that  one  of  the  ministers  is  performing  mis- 
sion work  without  material  aid  from  the  Society.  'The  prospects  are 
favorable. 
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2.  The  Secretary  of  the  Virginia  Special  Conference  reports,  that  steps 
have  been  taken  to  inaugurate  a  regular  plan  for  carrying  on  Home  Mis- 
sion Work  in  a  systematic  way,  that  the  work  has  been  progressing  steadily, 
that  various  points  have  been  selected,  that  work  has  been  commenced  at 
them,  that  the  indications  are  encouraging,  that  there  are  still  other  points 
which  will  receive  due  attention,  that  collections  have  been  taken  to  aid 
the  work,  and  that  object  is,  as  soon  as  practicable,  to  put  a  Home  Mis- 
sionary in  the  field  with  the  hope,  that  the  congregations  in  connection 
with  Conference  will  be  induced  to  support  such  a  laborer. 

3.  The  Secretary  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference,  has  sent  no  re- 
port, and  hence  we  are  unable  to  report  anything  in  regard  to  that  Con- 
ference.

The  Committee  ou  the  State  of  the  Church  submitted 
the  following  which  was  adopted. 

Report  on  the  State  of  the  Church. 

A  report  on  the  State  of  the  Church  is  difficult  to  make.  A  number 
of  congregations  obey  the  rule  of  the  Synod,  and  make  official  reports,  but 
a  majority  do  not.  We  are  compelled  to  draw  very  largely  upon  our  gen- 
eral information  of  the  condition  of  our  churches  and  such  facts  as  we  may 
gather  from  Parochial  reports  and  the  statement  of  brethren  in  attend- 
ance. Were  it  in  the  province  of  your  Committee,  we  would  urge  a  more 
general  respect  to  this  rule,  so  important  to  our  acquaintance  with  the  real 
state  of  our  churches. 

It  is  difficult  also  to  avoid  evasive  generalities,— words  that  gloss  over 
the  true  condition,  and  give  no  true  and  practical  idea  of  it.  It  is  easy  to 
say  that  there  have  been  lights  and  shadows,  successes  and  reverses,  pro- 
gress yet  not  perfect  work.  This  would  be  a  correct  statement,  but  not 
particular  enough  to  enable  us  to  lay  hand  upon  those  things  that  retard 
and  positively  injure,  and  correct  them.  If  there  is  disease,  it  is  better  for 
us  to  confess  it  frankly  to  ourselves  and  apply  the  remedy. 

In  looking  over  the  general  field,  we  are  encouraged.  There  are  mani- 
fest signs  of  life,  and  in  nothing  does  that  life  reveal  itself  more  than  in 
the  consciousness  of  the  need  of  a  better  state.  The  evils  are  great  enough 
to  make  the  living  deplore  them,  but  small  enough  to  be  overlooked  or  un- 
felt  by  the  dying. 

Many  of  our  congregations  are  prosperous.  Their  pastors  labor  with 
success.  The  Sunday  schools  are  carried  on  with  efficiency.  The  number 
of  communicants  is  every  year  increased.  A  fact  worthy  of  notice  is,  that 
the  most  prosperous  congregations  in  the  bounds  of  the  Synod  are  in  those 
very  sections  where  there  seems  to  be  the  most  of  difficulty,  showing  that 
w  hatever  of  disease  there  may  be,  it  is  not  of  the  vital  organs.  Nowhere, 
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however  is  there  a  benevolence  at  all  commensurate  with  the  wants  of  the 
church.  We  are  compelled  to  acknowledge  that  the  contributions  to  our 
treasurers  are  very  far  below  the  abilities  of  the  people.  Our  pastors  are  very 
inadequately  supported,  necessitating  a  division  of  time  and  labor  greatly 
to  the  detriment  of  the  church.  There  is  need  of  much  more  money  for 
missionary  work.  The  time  has  come  when  the  people  must  feel  that  not 
the  ministry  alone  but  they  also  were  commissioned  to  carry  the  Gospel  to 
the  whole  creation,  and  that  the  ministry  must  not  do  the  work  and  bear 
the  expense  also  but  that  they  must  help  by  giving.  If  there  was  such  a 
spirit  of  sacrifice  among  the  people  as  is  among  our  ministry— if  they  gave 
O-ily  half  as  much  what  a  full  and  outflowing  treasury  we  should  have ! 

Of  Virginia  we  can  report  favorably.  There  is  entire  concord  among 
the  ministry.  Our  brethren  dwell  in  fraternal  love.  For  ten  years  there 
has  not  been  a  single  thing  that  bore  the  least  semblance  of  discord.  The 
spirit  of  mutual  respect,  concession  and  forbearance  makes  their  association 
beautiful.  Our  congregations  are  slowly  building  up,  and  through  our 
missionary  efforts  new  ones  are  in  the  process  of  formation.  Our  relations 
with  other  religious  bodies  are  such  that  there  are  very  few  conflicts  be- 
tween us  and  them.  We  carefully  avoid  encroachments  upon  the  common 
rights  of  men  and  we  are  suffering  perhaps  less  and  less  every  year  from 
such  encroachments  upon  our  rights.  Wre  are  very  far  from  what  we 
might  and  ought  to  be,  but  yet  we  are  seeking  by  labor  and  prayer  to  ad- 
vance towards  perfection.  The  greatest  hindrance  to  our  work  during  the 
year  has  been  the  sad  affliction  of  one  of  oifr  most  active  and  successful 
ministers,  which  has  deprived  his  congregations  of  his  regular  service. 
Our  progress  is  hindered  much  by  a  disposition  of  young  men  to  go  West 
and  in  some  communities  our  losses  in  this  way  nearly  equal  our  gains  by 
confirmation.  A  division  of  a  few  of  our  pastorates  would  be  greatly  to 
their  advantage.  Instead  of  seven  ministers  there  ought  to  be  ten  or 
twelve.    The  people  however  do  not  see  their  ability  to  support  so  many. 

In  N.  C-  in  some  respects  the  state  of  the  church  is  a  sad  one.  Many 
of  our  pastorates  are  too  large.  As  many  as  six  congregations  have  only 
one  pastor,  and  preaching  on  the  Lord's  day  at  some  of  the  churches  is  had 
only  once  in  two  months.  No  man  can  care  properly  for  such  a  large  field. 
Some  of  the  pastorates  are  very  badly  arranged.  Some  of  the  pastors  go 
about  twenty  miles  to  preach  to  churches  at  the  door  of  other  pastors.  A 
better  division  of  labor  ought  by  all  means  to  be  effected.  More  ministers 
could  profitably  to  the  church  be  engaged.  The  saddest  feature  is  the 
alieuation  of  feeling  which  exists  between  some  of  the  ministers. 

There  is  some  divergence  in  opinion  that  prevents  hearty  co-operation 
but  the  chief  difficulty  is  personal.  There  is  not  that  respect  for  each  other 
which  ought  to  be  felt  among  neighbors  and  among  ministers.  Brotherly 
love  is  suspended  if  not  destroyed.  These  unpleasant  relations  now  be- 
come known  and  the  effects  upon  the  Church  are  seen  and  will  continually 
increase  unless  they  be  adjusted.    Your  committee  would  willingly  step 
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beyond  its  province  and  suggest  a  remedy  if  it  were  able.  We  must  sadly 
ask  with  the  prophet,  '  'Is  there  no  balm  in  Gilead  ?  Is  there  no  physician 
there  ?" 

There  is  a  want  of  united  effort  in  Church  work.  From  some  cause 
they  do  not  heartily  and  earnestly  concentrate  upon  mission  work  nor  upon 
any  general  enterprise.    Divided  forces  are  always  feeble. 

There  comes  a  complaint  of  a  lack  of  efficiency  in  Sunday-School 
work. 

There  comes  also  a  lamentation  of  a  lack  of  interest  in  literature.  The 
people  do  not  read  as  they  should  the  church  periodicals  and  the  valuable 
books  which  could  so  easily  be  procured.  There  is  a  consequent  lack  of 
information  and  interest  in  the  church  beyond  their  own  communities. 

The  absence  of  the  member  of  the  committee  from  S.  C.  deprives  us 
of  an  adequate  report  from  the  congregations  of  that  State.  We  know 
however  that  the  old  difficulties  so  often  brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
synod  still  exist.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  they  are  to  some  extent  diminish- 
ing. We  can  only  pray  that  by  another  year  that  they  be  forever  destroy- 
ed. In  a  matter  so  long  standing  there  must  be  mutual  wrong  and  there 
is  need  of  mutual  concession  and  forbearance.  Peace  must  be  sought  at  a 
sacrifice  and  when  so  great  damage  comes  to  the  cause  of  Christ  great  sac- 
rifices ought  to  be  made. 

There  is  alienation  also  among  the  ministers.  What  shall  be  said 
when  there  is  no  effort  at  reconciliation,  no  spirit  of  confession,  none  of 
forgiveness?  What  would  P3ul  say  ?  Possibly  his  rebuke  would  be  more 
burning  than  of  the  lately  converted  Gentile  Christian  at  Corinth. 

We  can  in  conclusion  only  express  our  regret  that  we  can  not  present 
a  fuller  and  more  favorable  report.  L.  A.  FOX,

The  followiug  resolution  submitted  by  Prof.  K.  A.  Yo- 
der  was  adopted  : 

Whereas,  the  spiritual  interests  of  the  colored  people,  in  our  territory 
as  elsewhere,  are  sadly  neglected,  and, 

Whereas,  their  worship,  where  they  have  any  at  all,  partakes  more  of 
the  form  of  heathenism  than  Christianity,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  ministers  of  this  Synod  make  all  efforts  in  their 
power  to  educate  religiously  the  colored  people,  by  preaching,  lecturing, 
and  catechisation,  with  a  view  sooner  or  later  of  getting  men  of  their  own 
color  to  look  after  the  spiritual  interests  of  their  race  in  connection  with 
the  Lutheran  church. 

Synod  adjourned  with  prayer  by  Prof.  Yoder. 
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EIGHTH  SESSION. 

Wednesday,  2  o'clock. 

Synod  was  opened  with  prayer  by  Rev.  J.  M.  Smith. 
The  roll  was  called. 

The  committee  on  the  matter  of  monuments  for  the 
graves  of  fathers  Heukel,  not  being  prepared  to  report, 
was  continued. 

Rev.  A.  J.  Fox  was  appointed  delegate  to  the  N.  0.  synod. 

An  appropriation  of  $50  was  made  to  J.  A.  Rudisill, 
provided  he  continue  his  studies  in  Concordia  High  School. 

No  application  was  made  by  Mr.  Sox. 

An  appropriation  of  $140  was  made  to  T.  E.  Armeu- 
trout,  to  continue  his  literary  studies  in  Polytechnic  Insti- 
tute, New  Market,  Va. 

The  following  resolutions  of  thanks  and  in  regard  to  the 
number  of  minutes  to  be  printed  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  hearty  thanks  of  the  Synod  be  unanimously  ten- 
dered to  the  pastor  and  members  of  Emmanuel  congregation,  and  other 
friends  of  the  town  of  New  Market  and  vicinity  for  their  fraternal  recep- 
tion, kind  and  excellent  entertainment  of  the  members  during  their  stay 
among  them. 

Resolved,  That  the  President  of  Synod  read  this  resolution,  accompa- 
nied with  suitable  remarks,  at  the  close  of  services  to-night. 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Synod  be  tendered  to  the  officers  of 
the  B.  &  O.  R.  R.  Company,  and  of  the  different  Clyde  lines  passed  over, 
for  their  kindness  in  giving  members  reduced  fare  over  their  roads. 

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  have  a  sufficient  number  of  copies  of  the 
minutes  of  this  convention  of  Synod  printed  to  supply  the  calls  for  them, 
and  to  furnish  each  minister  of  this  Synod  with  three  copies,  each  general 
body  of  Lutherans  in  this  country  one  copy,  our  institutions  of  learning 
one  copy  each,  our  Lutheran  publications  two  copies  each,  and  our  Bene- 
ficiaries one  copy  each. 

Synod  adjourned  to  meet  at  the  time  and  place  before 
selected. 

In  the  evening  the  Secretary  preached  a  sermon,  after 
which  the  President  led  the  Synod  iu  prayer  and  pronounced 
the  convention  formally  adjourned.

STANDING  RESOLUTIONS. 


Resolved.  That  each  of  our  Pastors  be  earnestly  requested,  to  preach  at 
least  one  sermon  in  each  of  his  congregations,  annually,  upon  the  subject 
of  Beneficiary  Education,  and  other  benevolent  enterprises,  and  report  to 
the  next  succeeding  convention  of  our  Synod. 

Resolved,  That  the  Council  of  each  congregation  be  requested  to  send, 
to  each  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Synod,  a  written  Report  of  the  condition  of 
the  congregation. 

Whekeas,  The  ancient  Lutheran  custom  of  thoroughly  catechising 
those  who  propose  to  become  members  of  our  communion,  previous  to  their 
confirmation,  is,  in  some  places,  falling  into  disuse,  and  rather  a  loose  cus- 
tom of  receiving  uncatechised  persons  into  the  church,  without  the  slight- 
est examination  of  them  in  regard  to  their  religious  knowledge  and  other 
qualifications  for  church  membership,  has  been  practiced  by  some  ;  be  it, 
therefore, 

Resolved,  That  we  earnestly  recommend  all  our  Ministers  and  congre- 
gations in  future  to  see  to  it,  that,  if  it  can  possibly  be  done,  all  who  make 
application  for  church  membership  be  thoroughly  instructed,  by  Catechi- 
sation,  in  the  doctrines  and  usages  of  our  church,  previous  to  their  confir- 
mation. But,  in  such  extraordinary  cases,  as  when  persons  of  age  and  ex- 
perience make  application,  or  such  young  persons  as  have  been  so  favorably 
situated  as  to  have  had  opportunities  to  become  acquainted  with  and  to 
have  informed  themselves  of  our  doctrines  and  customs,  seek  church  priv- 
ileges, we  recommend  that  their  request  be  granted  ;  but,  in  no  case,  until 
such  persons  have  been  examined  by  the  pastor,  before  the  council,  and 
have  been  approved  by  them.

The  Rule  of  Order  concerning  the  reading  of  the  Presi- 
dent's Report  was  suspended. 

Revs.  A.  L.  Crouse  and  J.  S.  Koiner  were  appointed  tel- 
lers, and  an  election  for  officers  was  held  with  the  following 
result  :

The  President,  Rev.  Dr.  A.  J.  Fox,  read  his  Annual  Re- 
port, which  was  received  and  properly  reserved  for  the  Com- 
mittee yet  to  be  appointed. 

President's  Annual  Report. 

Dear  Brethren  in  Christ: — In  the  course  of  events,  another  year 
in  the  history  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Tennessee  Synod,  has  passed. 
And  in  the  Providence  of  our  kind  Heavenly  Father,  some  of  us  are,  once 
more,  permitted  to  assemble  ourselves  together  in  Synodical  Convention — 
professedly  to  confer  with  each  other,  and  deliberate  upon  the  best  means 
by  which  the  great  interests  of  that  portion  of  the  Church  of  Christ 
committed  to  our  care,  may  be  best  promoted.  It  is  to  be  sincerely  hoped, 
that  none  of  us  have  come  here  with  any  feelings  or  motives  contrary  to 
the  Holy  Religion  we  profess;  for  in  its  beneficent  provisions,  that  Re- 
ligion utterly  precludes  all  merely  ambitious  and  selfish  aspirations. 
[Nothing  but  pure  love  to  God,  and  an  ardent  desire  for  the  salvation  of 
our  fellow  men,  should  be  allowed  to  actuate  any  one  in  the  work  of 
meetings  of  this  kind. 

We  should  be  sincerely  grateful  to  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  for 
the  special  care  he  has  exercised  over  us,  during  the  year  that  has  gone  by, 
as  well  as  for  the  many  years  of  our  former  existence,  as  a  Synod.  With 
one  single  exception,  the  lives  and  a  reasonable  degree  of  health  have  been 
preserved  to  all  the  Ministers  of  our  connection,  since  we  were  last  as- 
sembled ;  and  that  all  have  been  permitted  in  some  way,  to  some  extent, 
to  be  engaged  in  the  great  work  of  our  Divine  Master. 

Official  Acts. — The  rule  of  custom,  as  well  as  the  law  of  our  Synod,  re. 
quire  me,  as  the  Presiding  Officer  of  this  Synod,  to  render  some  account 
of  my  official  transactions  during  the  year  now  ended.  There  seems  to  me 
to  be  some  coi.siderable  defect  in  this  matter,  which  may  be  the  result  of 
so'me  oversight  or  misapprehensiondn  regard  to  making  the  necessary  re- 
ports to,  and  demands  upon,  the  Presiding  Officer  of  Synod,  which  will 
enable  him  to  make  a  correct  statement  of  what  things  may  have  trans- 
pired during  his  term  of  office  within  the  bounds  of  Synod.    At  any  rate, 
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such  reports  are  often  very  defective,  for  the  want  of  proper  data.  On  this 
account,  this  report  must  necessarily  be  very  imperfect. 

Some  time  after  the  last  Convention  of  Synod,  I  received  a  letter  from 
our  beneficiary,  Thomas  E.  Armentrout,  requesting  me  to  issue  an  order 
upon  the  Treasurer  of  this  Synod  for  the  amount  appropriated  to  him  by  a 
resolution  of  last  Convention.  I  immediately  sent  an  order  to  him  for  One 
Hundred  and  Forty  Dollars  (*140.00),  which  I  presume  he  received  indue 
time,  though  I  have  heard  nothing  from  him  since. 

The  appropriation  made  to  J.  A.  Rudisill  of  Fifty  Dollars  (#50.00) 
has  not  been  called  for. 

Some  time  last  Spring,  I  received  a  communication  from  Rev.  W.  M. 
Gilbrcath,  a  men, her  of  the  East  Ohio  Synod,  asking  for  a  copy  of  the 
Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  our  Synod  ;  and  stating  that  he  and  his  con- 
gregations were  somewhat  dissatisfied  with  their  Synodical  relations,  and 
were  thinking  of  asking  a  connection  with  this  Synod.  I  immediately  for- 
warded to  him  the  required  documents,  and  asked  for  a  copy  of  the  Minutes 
of  the  last  Convention  of  his  Synod.  Soon  afterwards,  I  received  the  Minutes, 
but  otherwise  have  heard  nothing  from  him. 

On  the  9th  day  of  October,  1881,  I  resigned  my  Pastoral  connection  with 
St.  Luke's  Church,  Lincoln  County,  N.  C,  and  Rev.  W.  P.  Cline  was 
immediately  elected  as  my  successor,  and  as  he  was  present  he  accepted 
the  call.  On  the  day  following  he  was  publicly  ordained,  as  per  order  of 
Synod,  and  being  President  this  year,  by  request  of  the  congregation  and 
consent  of  the  Pastor-elect,  in  obedience  to  a  rule  of  Synod.  I  also  publicly 
installed  him  as  Pastor  of  the  congregation. 

On  the  22nd  day  of  last  April,  I  publicly  installed  the  officers  of  a  new 
congregation  at  Mt.  llolley,  in  Gaston  County,  N.  C.  On  the  day  following, 
by  request,  I  dedicated  anew  house  of  worship  at  that  place,  and  it  re- 
ceived the  name  of  the  place — Mount  Hoi  ley.  Prof.  Junius  B.  Fox,  a 
candidate  for  the  Ministry,  is  supplying  them  with  regular,  monthly  ser- 
vices.   Our  prospects  there  are  truly  flattering. 

Some  time  last  July,  I  received  a  communication  from  Rev.  A.  L.  Crouse, 
informing  me  that  he  had  received  and  accepted  a  call  from  Bethlehem  E. 
L.  Congregation,  near  Waynesboro,  Augusta  County,  Ya.,  which  had  lately 
become  vacant  by  the  resignation  of  Rev.  L.  A.  Fox,  D.  D.,  to  accept  a  call 
to  the  Professorship  of  Mental  and  Moral  Science  in  Roanoke  College.  In 
obedience  to  the  custom  of  Lutheran  Synods,  as  well  as  to  comply  with  a 
special  rule  adopted  by  this  Synod  at  her  Convention  in  1872,  he  requested 
me,  as  the  President  of  f*ynod,  to  appoint  a  committee  to  regularly  install 
him  Pastor  of  said  congregation  at  an  early  day%  I  immediately  wrote  to 
Revs.  Prof.  L.  A.  Fox,  D.  D.,  and  Itenaeus  Conder,  appointing  them  to 
perform  this  duty.  Soon  after  I  received  a  letter  from  Prof.  L.  A.  Fox, 
staling  that  it  would  not  be  convenient  for  him  to  discharge  the  duty  as- 
signed the  committee,  very  soon,  but  would  do  so  as  soon  as  convenient. 
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Since  then  I  have  not  heard  from  any  of  the  parties  concerned,  but  I  have 
no  doubt  that  if  the  thing  has  not  yet  been  done,  in  due  time  it  will  be  at- 
tended to. 

In  his  communication,  Rev.  Crouse  also  informs  me,  that  by  his  re- 
moval his  late  Pastorate— St.  James'  and  St.  Thomas'  congregations,  in 
Lexington  County,  S.  C,  are  rendered  vacant. 

Some  time  in  the  month  of  August,  I  received  a  communication  from 
Rev.  Daniel  Efird,  officially  informing  me  that  he  has  resigned  the  Pas- 
toral oversight  of  his  congregations — St.  John's,  St.  Peter's,  St.  Jacob's, 
and  Bethlehem  Churches,  in  Lexington  County,  S.  C,  and  that  they  are 
consequently  vacant. 

Early  in  this  month,  I  received  a  postal  from  Rev.  J.  P.  Stirewalt, 
officially  informing  me  that  he  has  resigned  his  former  Pastorate,  and  has 
accepted  a  call  from  the  late  Pastorate  of  our  deceased  and  much  lamented 
brother,  Rev.  J.  S.  Bennick.  He  also  informed  me  that  his  late  Pastorate 
is  now  vacant,  and  that  St.  Stephen's  Church,  near  Strasburg,  until  lately 
in  connection  with  the  Concordia  District  of  the  Ohio  Synod,  has  severed 
its  connection  with  that  Synod  and  united  with  his  former  Pastorate,  and 
will  apply  for  admission  into  this  Synod  at  its  present  Convention. 

Very  lately  I  received  a  letter  from  Rev.  J.  W.  Hausenfluck,  inform- 
ing me  that  he  has  within  the  last  synodical  year  organized  two  new  con- 
gregations, and  added  them  to  his  Pastorate,  viz. :  Alma  Fairview  and 
Cedar  Point,  which  will  make  application  to  be  received  into  connection 
with  this  Synod  during  this  Convention. 

Inasmuch  as  the  3rd  Section  of  Art.  I.  of  the  By-Laws  of  this  Synod 
require  the  President  "  to  make  a  statement  of  all  important  events  that 
have  occurred  relating  to  Synod,  which  may  have  come  to  his  knowledge," 
I  feel  it  my  duty  to  report  some  additional  things  which  have  occurred, 
and,  properly,  should  have  been  officially  reported  to  me,  but  by  some 
means  have  not  been  furnished  me;— having  seen  some  of  them  stated  in 
the  public  prints,  and  heard  of  others  from  reliable  sources : 

I  have  heard  that  Revs.  J.  S.  Koiner,  J.  C.  Moser  and  Dr.  M.  L.  Fox 
have  removed  from  their  former  places  of  residence,  and  that  the  two 
former  have  taken,  each,  a  Professorship  in  Concordia  College,  and  the 
latter  also  resides  at  Conover. 

I  have  also  learned,  that  by  the  removal  of  Rev.  J.  C.  Moser,  his  late 
Pastorate,  consisting  of  St.  Mark's,  Mount  Moriah  and  Phanuel's  Churches, 
in  Rowan  County,  N.  C,  and  Morning  Star,  in  Mecklenburg,  and  Em- 
manuel's, in  Union,  County,  N.  C,  have  become  vacant;  I  have,  how- 
ever, heard  that  Rev.  J.  R.  Peterson  has  taken  a  temporary  oversight  of 
the  two  latter  Churches. 

I  am  credibly  informed  that  Prof.  J.  C.  Moser  is  regularly  serving 
Sharon's  and  St.  Martin's  Churches,  in  Iredell  County,  N.  C. 

Although  I  was  the  Presiding  Officer  of  Synod,  I  was  not  aware  that 
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Rev.  J.  S.  Koiner  had  been  installed  as  Pastor  of  Zion's  Church,  until  I 
saw  it  stated  in  the  columns  of  Our  Church  Paper. 

I  have  no  official  notice  of  the  facts,  but  have  seen  it  stated  in  Our 
Church  Paper,  that  Houses  of  Worship  have  been  dedicated  during  the 
year  in  Mt.  Pleasant  Congregation,  Wautauga  County,  N.  C,  and  in  Bold 
Spring  Congregation,  Caldwell  County,  N.  C,  and  also  in  Philadelphia 
Congregation,  Caldwell  County,  N.  C. 

I  have  also  learned,  that  the  corner-stone  was  laid  some  time  ago,  and 
that  a  new  House  of  Worship  is  being  constructed  in  Pilgrim's  Congrega- 
tion, Davidson  County,  N.  C. 

I  am  informed  that  Concordia  College,  at  Conover,  N.  C,  has  a  fair 
patronage  and  enjoys  a  reasonable  degree  of  prosperity. 

Through  the  columns  of  Our  Church  Paper,  I  learned  soon  after  it 
occurred,  that  Rev.  J.  S.  Bennick,  our  highly  esteemed  fellow-laborer  in 
the  vineyard  of  our  Lord,  departed  this  life  within  the  lasr.  synodical  year. 
I  would  recommend  the  appointment  of  a  suitable  committee  to  prepare  a 
suitable  report  to  his  memory  for  publication  in  our  Minutes,  and  also  in 
the  columns  of  Our  Church  Paper. 

These,  dear  brethren,  are  the  facts  I  have  felt  it  my  duty  to  lay  before 
you  in  this  report.  There  are  some  things  I  would  like  to  recommend  in 
addition  to  these  statements,  but  the  report  is  already  a  very  lengthy  one. 

Now,  permit  me  to  surrender  the  Chair  you  so  kindly  placed  me  iu, 
and  humbly  hope  that  upon  whom  you  devolve  its  duties  for  the  next 
year,  may  be  better  able  to  discharge  them  than  I  have  been.

Report  or  Committee  on  Ordination  of  Candidate,  W.  P.  Cline. 

As  Chairman  of  your  Committee,  I  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following : 
After  consulting  Rev.  T.  Moser  the  other  member  of  the  Committee, 
Mr.  Cline,  and  the  Congregation  at  St.  Luke's,  Lincoln  County,  N.  C,  I 
made  an  appointment,  for  the  purposes  designed  by  the  appointment  of  the 
Committee,  at  that  place,  on  the  1 1th  day  of  December,  1881.  At  the  time 
agreed  upon,  I  went  to  the  place  appointed,  and  met  Mr.  Cline  and  the 
Congregation  assembled,  but  Rev.  T.  Moser.  the  other  member  of  the 
Committee,  failed  to  meet  us ;  as  he  soon  afterwards  informed  me,  on  ac- 
count of  ill-health.  Mr.  Cline  and  the  Congregation  wTere  anxious  to  pro- 
ceed iu  the  work  for  which  we  were  assembled.  Being  alone  as  I  was,  I 
felt  considerable  hesitancy  in  regard  to  the  matter ;  but  inasmuch  as  Mr. 
Cline  had  been  preaching  statedly  for  those  people,  and  as  it  was  under- 
stood that  immediately  after  his  ordination  he  would  take  the  Pastoral 
oversight  of  the  Congregation,  I,  at  length,  proposed  to  the  Officers 
of  the  Congregation,  that  I  would  do  as  they  desired,  provided  they 
would  join  me  in  conducting  a  public  examination  of  the  candidate, 
and  in  the  event  we  should  find  him  qualified  to  bear  the  office  of  the  Min- 
istry, and  with  me,  subscribe  a  certificate  of  ordination.  In  view  of  his 
probably  becoming  their  Pastor,  they  readily  consented.  His  examination 
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proved  entirely  satisfactory.  He  was  found  well  qualified,  both  in  Literary 
and  Theological  attainment.  On  the  day  following  he  was  publicly  con- 
secrated, in  the  manner  and  form  prescribed  in  our  Lutheran  Liturgy,  and 
received  his  credentials,  signed  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  and 
the  Officers  of  .  the  Congregation. 

Should  these  transactions  be  approved  by  the  Synod,  his  name  should 
be  placed  upon  our  regular  Catalogue  of  Ministers.

Report  of  S.  C.  Conference  of  E.  L.  Tennessee  Synod  in  Regard  to 
Mission  Work. 

To  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Tennessee  Synod  : 

The  South  Carolina  Conference,  connected  with  your  body,  during 
its  July  meeting,  constituted  the  subscribed  parties  a  Committee  to  bring 
its  acts  and  views  in  the  mission  work  before  you,  in  accordance  with 
which  action,  we  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  : 

1st.  Said  Conference,  in  obedience  to  the  resolution  of  Synod,  passed 
Nov.,  1879,  at  Summit,  at  its  next  meeting,  Aug.,  1880,  adopted  a  sys- 
tematic plan  for  prosecuting  the  work,  which  plan  provides  an  Executive 
Committee  with  proper  adjuncts,  iuto  whose  hands  the  work  is  entrusted* 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Conference.  Said  Committee  is  now  in  ac- 
tive existence. 
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2d.  Said  Committee  has  from  time  to  time  expended  such  funds  as 
have  been  put  in  their  possession  in  giving  such  aid  to  such  people  and 
places,  as  it  deemed  best.  We  now  have  in  operation  a  systematic  plan 
for  raising  funds,  and  at  one  time  had  a  German  Missionary,  who  visited 
all  Germans  immigrating  to  this  State  upon  their  arrival,  and  which  has 
been  discontinued,  because  we  have  no  man  who  can  fill  the  place. 

3d.  Said  Committee  finds  itself  much  hampered  for  the  scarcity  of 
ministers,  and  after  bringing  its  views  before  said  Conference,  and  dis- 
cussing the  same  fully,  the  Conference  unanimously  agreed — That  the 
said  work  could  not  be  pushed  effectively,  except  by  some  men  who  had 
the  time  to  visit  remote  places, — spending  days  with  the  people — working 
up  their  resources— gathering  up  the  stray  ones,  and  encouraging  those 
already  at  work.  Certain  it  is  that  no  one  Conference  in  our  Synod,  has 
or  will  accomplish  thus  much. 

Therefore  we  beg  leave  to  recommend : 

1st,  That  the  Synod  rescind  its  action  of  November,  1879. 

2d,  That  it  recommend  the  Conferences  to  keep  in  active  force  their 
plans  for  raising  missionary  funds. 

3d,  That  the  Synod  put  a  regular  missionary  in  the  field. 

All  of  which  we  think  can  be  effected  by  the  earnest  and  energetic 
co-operation  of  the  Conference,  in  connection  with  what  the  people  aided 
could  pay  toward  the  salary  of  said  missionary. 

All  of  which  we  respectfully  submit  for  the  earnest  and  prayerful 
consideration  of  your  bod}^.

Whereas,  Our  Treasurer  of  Beneficiary  Funds  is  absent, 
Resolved,  That  his  agent  is  authorized  to  receive  all  moneys  that  can  be 
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paid  over  at  this  session  of  Synod,  and  pay  to  our  beneficiaries  half  the 
amount  appropriated,  provided  he  obtains  satisfactor}^  receipts,  and  for 
which  they  shall  execute  their  bonds  when  the  whole  appropriation  is  re- 
ceived.

Rev.  R.  A.  Yoder  was  excused. 
Rev.  J.  N.  Stirewalt  was  not  excused. 
Rev.  J.  W.  Hausenfluck  was  not  excused. 
The  following  resolutions,  offered  by  Rev.  A.  L.  Crouse, 
were  adopted :

close  of  the  sermon.

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These  resolutions  were  unanimously  adopted  by  all  the 
members  of  Synod,  standing  in  profound  silence  for  a  few 
minutes. 

It  was  moved  that  our  applicant,  Mr.  T.  Ev  Arm  en  trout, 
be  directed  to  place  himself  under  the  care  of  Kev.  A.  L. 
Orouse  for  this  Synodical  year,  and  that  he  prosecute  his 
studies  as  rapidly  as  possible.    The  motion  was  sustained. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the 
Church,  read  his  report,  which  was  received  and  considered  ; 
and,  being  amended,  stands  as  follows: 

Report  of  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  is  represented  here  by  only 
one  member,  and  its  report  cannot  be  as  full  as  it  should  be.  Much  that 
should  be  brought  out  will  necessarily  escape  attention. 

In  many  respects  we  find  that  the  general  condition  of  the  Synod  has 
been  improved.  In  many  places  new  and  elegant  houses  of  worship  have 
been  built,  both  by  old  and  new  congregations.  Several  new  congregations 
have  been  organized,  and  estranged  ones  reclaimed.  More  interest  in 
mission  work  has  been  manifested.  Money  has  been  raised,  missions  estab- 
lished and  supplied.  This  indicates  that  our  people  are  becoming  more 
concerned  about  the  extension  of  the  church ;  hence,  we  find  somewhat 
less  selfishness. 

The  accessions  to  our  membership  have  been  as  large,  and  perhaps  of 
as  worthy  character,  as  any  year  in  our  history.  We  do  not  think  that  any 
body,  with  an  equal  number  of  laborers,  has  outstripped  us  in  this  respect. 
We  are  also  confident,  that  the  majority  of  persons  received  into  our  com- 
munion have  been  well  trained  in  the  catechetical  class  and  Sunday 
school. 

We  notice  also,  that  our  people  are  manifesting  greater  interest  in  the 
cause  of  education.  Many  have  been  induced  to  give  to  our  colleges  and 
schools,  who  a  few  years  ago  thought  such  a  thing  an  innovation  not  to  be 
tolerated.  No  doubt  more  has  been  done  in  this  way,  by  a  number  of 
congregations,  during  the  past  year,  than  any  previous  one.  Parents,  too, 
have  been  moved  to  give  more  attention  to  the  education  of  their  children, 
and,  as  a  natural  consequence,  we  hear  of  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
young  men  making  an  effort  to  prepare  for  the  work  of  the  ministry. 

There  is  an  improvement  in  the  work  of  beneficence,  but  not  commen- 
surate with  the  resources  of  the  people  and  the  demands  of  the  Church. 
More  money  has  been  collected  this  year  than  last,  and  yet  we  are  not 
doing  our  whole  duty. 

Most  of  our  Ministers  have  been  prosecuting  the  work  with  zeal  and 
energy,  but  many  of  them  at  a  sad  disadvantage,  in  view  of  the  extent  of 
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their  charges.  Notwithstanding  these  disadvantages,  the  best  possible  has 
been  done,  considering  the  depleted  ranks  of  our  ministry. 

In  view  of  these  elements  of  prosperity,  we  have  a  right  to  expect 
that  the  fond  hopes  entertained  at  our  last  Convention  were  all  realized, 
but,  with  sadness,  we  are  compelled  to  report  otherwise,  in  respect  to  some 
of  the  features  of  the  state  of  the  Church. 

In  Virginia,  we  can  safely  say,  as  aforetime,  that  there  are  no  divi- 
sions in  the  congregations,  and  that  the  ministers  are  keeping  the  unity 
of  the  spirit  in  the  bonds  of  peace.  They  walk  in  love  and  respect  each 
others  feelings.  They  are  not  given  over  to  jealousy,  but  know  how  to 
honor  each  others  ability  and  excuse  each  others  infirmities. 

In  North  Carolina,  we  "hear  that  there  are  divisions,  and  we  partly 
believe  it."  We  do  not  think  that  there  are  any  serious  differences  in 
matters  of  faith,  but  there  is  not  that  concert  of  action  that  should  char- 
acterize a  Conference.  Neither  is  there  sufficient  respect  for  the  feelings  of 
each  other  among  some  of  the  ministers.  Ministers  should  not  think  more 
highly  of  themselves  than  they  ought  to  think,  lest  they  look  more  to  the 
immortalization  of  their  names  than  the  glory  of  God.  "Let  this  mind 
be  i:i  you  which  was  also  in  Christ  Jesus,"  for  "Ye  are  brethren." 
Ministers  should  not  think  more  highly  of  themselves  than  they  ought  to 
think,  lest  the}*"  look  more  to  the  extension  of  their  territory  and  influence, 
and  the  immortalization  of  their  names  than  the  glory  of  God.  "  Let  this 
same  mind  be  in  you  which  was  also  in  Christ  Jesus,"  for  you  are  his 
servants. 

In  South  Carolina,  some  of  the  things  formerly  complained  of  have 
been  removed,  and  the  internecine  strife  once  carried  on  has,  in  a  great 
degree,  abated.  One  minister  has  resigned,  and  another  moved  away,  and 
their  action  has  been  criticised,  perhaps,  top  freely.  However,  we  think 
that  good  has  already  resulted  from  some,  if  not  all,  of  the  changes  that 
have  been  made. 

In  Alabama,  our  cause  is  holding  out  bravely,  and  the  people  have 
done  admirably  well.  There  is  but  one  hindrance  to  almost  unbounded 
prosperity  there,  and  that  is  the  want  of  laborers.  The  people  are  liberal 
and  zealous,  and  will  do  their  part  well. 

Looking  again  at  the  whole  Synod  there  is,  in  many  places,  a  lack  of 
interest  in  Sunday  schools,  and  a  fearful  want  of  attention  to  the  reading 
of  Church  literature.  The  Miuutes  of  Synod  are  not  circulated  as  they 
ought  to  be,  and  the  people  are  not  well  enough  acquainted  with  the  work 
and  demands  of  Synod. 

There  is  also  too  much  negligence  in  training  the  people  in  the  re- 
sponsive service  in  the  Church. 

While  all  these  things  that  are  wrong,  are  unpleasant  and  need  correc- 
tion, we  have  much  to  cause  us  to  thank  God  and  take  courage.

The  following  paper  was  read  before  Synod,  and  dis- 
cussed to  a  limited  extent : 

Whereas,  The  Evang.  Lutheran  Tennessee  Synod  has  in  time  past  held 
aloof  from  direct  connection  with  other  Lutheran  bodies  in  this  country, 
from  reasons  patent  and  well  known  to  all  persons  acquainted  with  her 
history;  and  since  said  reasons  have  been  dispelled  by  other  bodies, 
planting  themselves  on  the  same  basis  as  ourselves  :  and  whereas  in  union 
and  co-operative  energy  there  is  resistless  strength  ;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Tennessee  Synod,  now  in 
Convention  assembled,  do  adopt  the  Constitution  of  "The  Evangelical 
Lutheran  General  Synod  in  North  America,"  and  do  elect  a  delegation, 
proportioned  according  to  Article  II.  of  said  Constitution,  to  represent 
this  Synod  in  the  next  regular  Convention  of  said  General  Synod,  to  sit 
in  the  City  of  Charleston,  in  April  proximo. 

Pending  the  discussion  of  this  paper,  pertaining  to  effect- 
ing a  union  with  the  General  Synod  in  North  America, 
Synod  adjourned.  Benediction  by  the  President.  During 
recess,  Rev.  E.  L.  Lybrand  preached  from  Phil.  2 :  5. 

SEVENTH  SESSION.

House  was  called  to  order  by  the  President,  the  roll  was 
called,  and  Synod  at  once  proceeded  to  business. 

The  following  preamble  and  resolution,  offered  by  Rev.

Whereas,  A  paper  is  before  Synod,  asking  Synod  to  take  into  con- 
sideration the  propriety  of  effecting  some  connection  with  the  Southern 
E.  L.  General  Synod,  and  whereas,  this  is  a  matter  which  requires  careful 
and  matured  consideration  ;  hence,  in  view  of  the  late  hour  of  this  session 
of  Synod,  in  which  the  said  paper  was  offered,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  this  paper  be  deferred  to  our  next  Annual  Session  of 
Synod,  for  consideration. 

The  following  resolution,  offered  by  Rev.  S.  Henkel,  D. 
D.,  was  adopted: 

As  a  substitute  for  the  motion  now  before  the  Synod,  I  offer  the  fol- 
lowing :  In  view  of  the  probability  of  some  change  taking  place  in  the 
present  polity  of  our  Synod  at  no  far  distant  date,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  we  deem  it  injudicious,  as  well  as  impolitic,  to  change 
our  present  system  of  missionary  work,  as  indicated  in  the  report  of  the 
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South  Carolina  Conference  of  the  Evang.  Lutheran  Tennessee  Synod,  sug- 
gesting a  change  in  our  present  policy  of  missionary  operations. 

On  motion,  it  was  made  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to 
prepare  an  extract  of  the  proceedings  of  this  Convention  of 
Synod,  for  publication  in  Our  Church  Paper. 

The  following  resolution,  offered  by  Eev.  Dr.  A.  J.  Fox, 
was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  facts  set  forth  by  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
the  Stale  of  the  Church,  showing  as  they  do,  that  rather  an  unfavorable 
state  of  things  exists  among  our  people  in  the  State  of  North  Carolina, 
this  Synod  most  earnestly  advises  all  concerned  to,  at  the  earliest  possible 
period,  make  a  united  effort  to  adjust  any  difficulties  that  may  exist  in 
that  section  of  our  Church. 

It  was  moved  to  reconsider  Eev.  J.  W.  Hansen  thick's 
excuse.  After  due  consideration,  Eev.  J.  W.  Hausenfluck 
was  excused. 

The  following  resolution,  offered  by  Eev.  Dr.  A.  J.  Fox, 
was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  we  have  heard  with  pleasure  the  statement  of  the 
President  in  regard  to  his  writing  the  history  of  our  Synod,  and  hope  that 
his  expectations  may  be  realized,  and  the  work  forthcoming  by  the  next 
session  of  this  Synod. 

It  was  moved  to  dispense  with  reading  the  Minutes. 
The  motion  prevailed. 

Synod  adjourned  to  meet  at  the  time  and  place  appointed.

STANDING  RESOLUTIONS. 

Resolved,  That  each  of  our  Pastors  be  earnestly  requested  to  preach  at 
least  one  sermon  in  each  of  his  congregations,  annually,  upon  the  subject 
of  Beneficiary  Education,  and  other  benevolent  enterprises,  and  report  to 
the  next  succeeding  convention  of  our  Synod. 

Resolved,  That  the  Council  of  each  congregation  be  requested  to  send, 
to  each  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Synod,  a  written  Report  of  the  condition  of 
the  congregation. 

Whereas,  The  ancient  Lutheran  custom  of  thoroughly  catechising 
those  who  propose  to  become  members  of  our  communion,  previous  to  their 
confirmation,  is,  in  some  places,  falling  into  disuse,  and  rather  a  loose  cus- 
tom of  receiving  uncatechised  persons  into  the  church,  without  the  slight- 
est examination  of  them  in  regard  to  their  religious  knowledge  and  other 
qualifications  for  church  membership,  has  been  practiced  by  some  ;  be  it, 
therefore, 

Resolved,  That  we  earnestly  recommend  all  our  Ministers  and  congre- 
gations in  future  to  see  to  it,  that,  if  it  can  possibly  be  done,  all  who  make 
application  for  church  membership  be  thoroughly  instructed,  by  Catechi- 
sation  in  the  doctrines  and  usages  of  our  church  previous  to  their  confir- 
mation. But,  in  such  extraordinary  cases,  as  when  persons  of  age  and  ex- 
perience make  application,  or  such  young  persons  as  have  been  so  favorably 
situated  as  to  have  had  opportunities  to  become  acquainted  with  and  to 
have  informed  themselves  of  our  doctrines  and  customs,  seek  church  priv- 
ileges, we  recommend  that  their  request  be  granted ;  but,  in  no  case,  until 
such  persons  have  been  examined  by  the  pastor,  before  the  council,  and 
have  been  approved  by  them .

The  President,  Rev.  Dr.  A.  J.  Fox,  read  his  Annual  Re- 
port, which  was  received  and  properly  reserved  for  the  Com- 
mittee yet  to  be  appointed. 

Presidents  Annua!  Report. 

Dear  Brethren  in  Christ: — In  the  course  of  events,  another  year 
in  the  history  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Tennessee  Synod,  has  passed. 
And  in  the  Providence  of  our  kind  Heavenly  Father,  some  of  us  are,  once 
more,  permitted  to  assemble  ourselves  together  in  Synodical  Convention — 
professedly  to  confer  with  each  other,  and  deliberate  upon- the  best  means 
by  which  the  great  interests  of  that  portion  of  the  Church  of  Christ 
committed  to  our  care,  may  be  best  promoted.  It  is  to  be  sincerely  hoped, 
that  none  of  us  have  come  here  with  any  feelings  or  motives  contrary  to 
the  Holy  Religion  we  profess;  for  in  its  beneficent  provisions,  that  Re- 
ligion utterly  precludes  all  merely  ambitious  and  selfish  aspirations. 
Nothing  but  pure  love  to  God,  and  an  ardent  desire  for  the  salvation  of 
our  fellow  men,  should  be  allowed  to  actuate  any  one  in  the  work  of 
meetings  of  this  kind. 

We  should  be  sincerely  grateful  to  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  for 
the  special  care  he  has  exercised  over  us,  during  the  year  that  has  gone  by, 
as  well  as  for  the  many  years  of  our  former  existence,  as  a  Synod.  With 
one  single  exception,  the  lives  and  a  reasonable  degree  of  health  have  been 
preserved  to  all  the  Ministers  of  our  connection,  since  we  were  last  as- 
sembled ;  and  that  all  have  been  permitted  in  some  way,  to  some  extent, 
to  be  engaged  in  the  great  work  of  our  Divine  Master. 

Official  Acts. — The  rule  of  custom,  as  well  as  the  law  of  our  Synod,  re- 
quire me,  as  the  Presiding  Officer  of  this  Synod,  to  render  some  account 
of  my  official  transactions  during  the  year  now  ended.  There  seems  to  me 
to  be  some  coi  siderable  defect  in  this  matter,  which  may  be  the  result  of 
some  oversight  or  misapprehension  in  regard  to  making  the  necessary  re- 
ports to,  and  demands  upon,  the  Presiding  Officer  of  Synod,  which  will 
enable  him  to  make  a  correct  statement  of  what  things  may  have  trans- 
pired during  his  term  of  office  within  the  bounds  of  S3"nod.    At  any  rate,

such  reports  are  often  very  defective,  for  the  want  of  proper  data.  On  this 
account,  this  report  must  necessarily  he  very  imperfect. 

.Some  time  after  the  last  Convention  of  Synod,  I  received  a  letter  from 
our  heneficiary,  Thomas  E.  Armentrout,  requesting  me  to  issue  an  order 
upon  the  Treasurer  of  this  Synod  for  the  amount  appropriated  to  him  by  a 
resolution  of  last  Convention.  I  immediately  sent  an  order  to  him  for  One 
Hundred  and  Forty  Dollars  (.f 140. 00),  which  I  presume  he  received  indue 
time,  though  I  have  heard  nothing  from  him  since. 

The  appropriation  made  to  J.  A.  Rudisill  of  Fifty  Dollars  ($50.00) 
has  not  been  called  for. 

Some  time  last  Spring,  I  received  a  communication  from  Rev.  W.  M. 
Gilbreath,  a  member  of  the  East  Ohio  Synod,  asking  for  a  copy  of  the 
Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  our  Synod  ;  and  stating  that  he  and  his  con- 
gregations were  somewhat  dissatisfied  with  their  Synodical  relations,  and 
were  thinking  of  asking  a  connection  with  this  Synod.  I  immediately  for- 
warded to  him  the  required  documents,  and  asked  for  a  copy  of  the  Minutes 
of  the  last  Convention  of  his  Synod.  Soon  afterwards,  I  received  the  Minutes, 
but  otherwise  have  heard  nothing  from  him. 

On  the  9th  day  of  October,  1881,  I  resigned  my  Pastoral  connection  with 
St.  Luke's  Church,  Lincoln  County,  N.  C,  and  Rev.  W.  P.  Cline  was 
immediately  elected  as  my  successor,  and  as  he  was  present  he  accepted 
the  call.  On  the  day  following  he  was  publicly  ordained,  as  per  order  of 
Synod,  and  being  President  this  year,  by  request  of  the  congregation  and 
consent  of  the  Pastor-elect,  in  obedience  to  a  rule  of  Synod,  I  also  publicly 
installed  him  as  Pastor  of  the  congregation. 

On  the  22nd  day  of  last  April,  I  publicly  installed  the  officers  of  a  new 
congregation  at  Mt.  Holley,  in  Gaston  County,  K  C.  On  the  day  following, 
by  request,  I  dedicated  a  new  house  of  worship  at  that  place,  "and  it  re- 
ceived the  name  of  the  place— Mount  Holley.  Prof.  Junius  B.  Fox,  a 
candidate  for  the  Ministry,  is  supplying  them  with  regular,  monthly  ser- 
vices.   Our  prospects  there  are  truly  flattering. 

Some  time  last  July,  I  received  a  communication  from  Rev.  A.  L.  Crouse, 
informing  me  that  he  had  received  and  accepted  a  call  from  Bethlehem  E. 
L.  Congregation,  near  Waynesboro,  Augusta  County,  Va.,  which  had  lately 
become  vacant  by  the  resignation  of  Rev.  L.  A.  Fox,  D.  D.,  to  accept  a  call 
to  the  Professorship  of  Mental  and  Moral  Science  in  Roanoke  College.  In 
obedience  to  the  custom  of  Lutheran  Synods,  as  well  as  to  comply  with  a 
special  rule  adopted  by  this  Synod  at  her  Convention  in  1872,  he  requested 
me,  as  the  President  of  Synod,  to  appoint  a  committee  to  regularly  install 
him  Pastor  of  said  congregation  at  an  early  day.  I  immediately  wrote  to 
Revs.  Prof.  L.  A.  Fox,  D.  D.,  and  Irenaeus  Conder,  appointing  them  to 
perform  this  duty.  Soon  after  I  received  a  letter  from  Prof.  L.  A.  Fox, 
stating  that  it  would  not  be  convenient  for  him  to  discharge  the  duty  as- 
signed the  committee,  very  soon,  but  would  do  so  as  soon  as  convenient. 
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Since  then  I  have  not  heard  from  any  of  the  parties  concerned,  but  I  have 
no  doubt  that  if  the  thing  has  not  yet  been  done,  in  due  time  it  will  be  at- 
tended to. 

In  his  communication,  Rev.  Crouse  also  informs  me,  that  by  his  re- 
moval his  late  Pastorate — St.  James'  and  St.  Thomas'  congregations,  in 
Lexington  County,  S.  C,  are  rendered  vacant. 

Some  time  in  the  month  of  August,  I  received  a  communication  from 
Rev.  Daniel  Efird,  officially  informing  me  that  he  has  resigned  the  Pas- 
toral oversight  of  his  congregations — St.  John's,  St.  Peter's,  St.  Jacob's, 
and  Bethlehem  Churches,  in  Lexington  County,  S.  C,  and  that  they  are 
consequently  vacant. 

Early  in  this  month,  I  received  a  postal  from  Rev.  J.  P.  Stirewalt, 
officially  informing  me  that  he  has  resigned  his  former  Pastorate,  and  has 
accepted  a  call  from  the  late  Pastorate  of  our  deceased  and  much  lamented 
brother,  Rev.  J.  S.  Bennick.  He  also  informed  me  that  his  late  Pastorate 
is  now  vacant,  and  that  St.  Stephen's  Church,  near  Strasburg,  until  lately 
in  connection  with  the  Concordia  District  of  the  Ohio  Synod,  has  severed 
its  connection  with  that  Synod  and  united  with  his  former  Pastorate,  and 
will  apply  for  admission  into  this  Synod  at  its  present  Convention. 

Very  lately  I  received  a  letter  from  Rev.  J.  W.  Hausenlluck,  inform- 
ing me  that  he  has  within  the  last  synodical  year  organized  two  new  con- 
gregations, and  added  them  to  his  Pastorate,  viz. :  Alma  Fairview  and 
Cedar  Point,  which  will  make  application  to  be  received  into  connection 
with  this  Synod  during  this  Convention. 

Inasmuch  as  the  3rd  Section  of  Art.  I.  of  the  By-Laws  of  this  Synod 
require  the  President  "  to  make  a  statement  of  all  important  events  that 
have  occurred  relating  to  Synod,  which  may  have  come  to  his  knowledge," 
I  feel  it  my  duty  to  report  some  additional  things  which  have  occurred, 
and,  properly,  should  have  been  officially  reported  to  me,  but  by  some 
means  have  not  been  furnished  me  ; — having  seen  some  of  them  stated  in 
the  public  prints,  and  heard  of  others  from  reliable  sources : 

I  have  heard  that  Revs.  J.  S.  Koiner,  J.  C.  Moser  and  Dr.  M.  L.  Fox 
have  removed  from  their  former  places  of  residence,  and  that  the  two 
former  have  taken,  each,  a  Professorship  in  Concordia  College,  and  the 
latter  also  resides  at  Conover. 

I  have  also  learned,  that  by  the  removal  of  Rev.  J.  C.  Moser,  his  late 
Pastorate,  consisting  of  St.  Mark's,  Mount  Moriah  and  Phanuel's  Churches, 
in  Rowan  County,  N.  C,  and  Morning  Star,  in  Mecklenburg,  and  Em- 
manuel's, in  Union,  County,  N.  C,  have  become  vacant;  I  have,  how- 
ever, heard  that  Rev.  J.  R.  Peterson  has  taken  a  temporary  oversight  of 
the  two  latter  Churches. 

I  am  credibly  informed  that  Prof.  J.  C.  Moser  is  regularly  serving 
Sharon's  and  St.  Martin's  Churches,  in  Iredell  County,  N.  C. 

Although  I  wras  the  Presiding  Officer  of  Synod,  I  was  not  aware  that 
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Rev.  J.  S.  Koioer  had  been  installed  as  Pastor  of  Zion's  Church,  until  I 
saw  it  stated  in  the  columns  of  Our  Church  Paper. 

I  have  no.  official  notice  of  the  f.icts,  but  have  seen  it  stated  in  Our 
Church  Paper,  that  Houses  of  Worship  have  been  dedicated  during  the 
year  in  Mt.  Pleasant  Congregation,  Wautauga  County,  N.  C,  and  in  Bold 
Spring  Congregation,  Caldwell  County,  N.  C,  and  also  in  Pliiladelphia 
Congregation,  Caldwell  County,  N.  C. 

I  have  also  learned,  that  the  corner-stone  was  laid  some  time  ago,  and 
that  a  new  House  of  Worship  is  being  constructed  in  Pilgrim's  Congrega- 
tion, Davidson  County,  N.  C. 

I  am  informed  that  Concordia  College,  at  Conover,  N.  C,  has  a  fair 
patronage  and  enjoys  a  reasonable  degree  of  prosperity. 

Through  the  columns  of  Our  Church  Paper,  I  learned  soon  after  it 
occurred,  that  Rev.  J.  S.  Bennick,  our  highly  esteemed  fellow-laborer  in 
the  vineyard  of  our  Lord,  departed  this  life  within  the  last  synodical  year. 
I  would  recommend  the  appointment  of  a  suitable  committee  to  prepare  a 
suitable  report  to  his  memory  for  publication  in  our  Minutes,  and  also  in 
the  columns  of  Our  Church  Paper. 

These,  dear  brethren,  are  the  facts  I  have  felt  it  my  duty  to  lay  before 
you  in  this  report.  There  are  some  things  I  would  like  to  recommend  in 
addition  to  these  statements,  but  the  report  is 'already  a  very  leng;hy  one. 

Now,  permit  me  to  surrender  the  Chair  you  so  kindly  placed  me  in, 
and  numbly  hope  that  upon  whom  you  devolve  its  duties  for  the  next 
year,  may  be  better  able  to  discharge  them  than  I  have  been.

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Item  3.  On  page  8,  a  Committee,  of  which  Rev.  Dr.  A.  J.  Fox  is 
Chairman,  was  appointed  to  examine  and,  if  found  qualified,  to  ordain 
Prof.  W.  P.  Cline  to  the  office  of  Pastor.    Has  this  been  done  ? 

Item  4.  On  page  11,  we  find  the  proposed  amendments  to  the  Consti- 
tution and  By-Laws  of  Synod  were  postponed  until  this  meeting  of  Synod. 

Item  5.  On  page  12,  we  find  that  a  Committee,  consisting  of  Rev.  S. 
Henkel  and  Rev.  L.  A.  Fox,  was  appointed  to  prepare  a  form  of  an  Ordi- 
nation Certificate.    Is  this  Committee  prepared  to  report  ? 

Item  6.  On  same  page,  we  find  that  a  Committee,  of  which  Rev.  J. 
N.  Stirewalt  is  Chairman,  was  appointed  to  memorialize  the  Ministers  and 
people  on  the  subject  of  Beneficiary  Education.

Report  of  Committee  on  Ordination  of  Candidate,  W.  P.  Cline. 

As  Chairman  of  your  Committee,  I  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following : 
After  coosulting  Rev.  T.  Moser  the  other  member  of  the  Committee, 
Mr.  Cline,  and  the  Congregation  at  St.  Luke's,  Lincoln  County,  N.  C,  I 
made  an  appointment,  for  the  purposes  designed  by  the  appointment  of  the 
Committee,  at  that  place,  on  the  1 1th  day  of  December,  1881.  At  the  time 
agreed  upon,  I  went  to  the  place  appointed,  and  met  Mr.  Cline  and  the 
Congregation  assembled,  but  Rev.  T.  Moser,  the  other  member  of  the 
Committee,  failed  to  meet  us  ;  as  he  soon  afterwards  informed  me,  on  ac- 
count of  ill-health.  Mr.  Cline  and  the  Congregation  were  anxious  to  pro- 
ceed in  the  work  for  which  we  were  assembled.  Being  alone  as  I  was,  I 
felt  considerable  hesitancy  in  regard  to  the  matter ;  but  inasmuch  as  Mr. 
Cline  had  been  preaching  statedly  for  those  people,  and  as  it  was  under- 
stood that  immediately  after  his  ordination  he  would  take  the  Pastoral 
oversight  of  the  Congregation,  I,  at  length,  proposed  to  the  Officers 
of  the  Congregation,  that  I  would  do  as  they  desired,  provided  they 
would  join  me  in  conducting  a  public  examination  of  the  candidate, 
and  in  the  event  we  should  find  him  qualified  to  bear  the  office  of  the  Min- 
istry, and  with  me,  subscribe  a  certificate  of  ordination.  In  view  of  his 
probably  becoming  their  Pastor,  they  readily  consented.  His  examination

proved  entirely  satisfactory.  He  was  found  well  qualified,  both  in  Literary 
and  Theological  attainment.  On  the  day  following  he  was  publicly  con- 
secrated, in  the  manner  and  form  prescribed  in  our  Lutheran  Liturgy,  and 
received  his  credentials,  signed  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  and 
the  Officers  of  the  Congregation. 

Should  these  transactions  be  approved  by  the  Synod,  his  name  should 
be  placed  upon  our  regular  Catalogue  of  Ministers.

A.  J.  Fox  and  J.  P.  Stirewalt,  was  appointed  to  call 
the  attention  of  Ministers  and  people  in  our  connection,  by 
letter,  or  otherwise,  to  the  subject  of  Beneficiary  Education, 
urging  upon  them  its  importance  and  their  duty. 

The  Committee  on  President's  Report  submitted  a  re- 
port, which  was  considered  by  items. 

We,  your  Committee,  appointed  to  examine  and  report  on  the  Presi- 
dent's Report,  find  nothing  in  that  document  requiring  our  action,  except 
his  reference  to  the  death  of  our  lamented  brother,  Rev.  J.  S.  Bennick, 
and  we  rec  mimend,  that  a  Committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  report  reso- 
lutions of  this  sad  event.    Respectfully  submitted.

Report  of  S.  C.  Conference  of  E.  L.  Tennessee  Synod  in  Regard  to 
Mission  Work. 

To  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Tennessee  Synod  : 

The  South  Carolina  Conference,  connected  with  your  body,  during 
its  July  meeting,  constituted  the  subscribed  parties  a  Committee  to  bring 
its  acts  and  views  in  the  mission  work  before  you,  in  accordance  with 
which  action,  we  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  : 

1st.  Said  Conference,  in  obedience  to  the  resolution  of  Synod,  passed 
Nov.,  1879,  at  Summit,  at  its  next  meeting,  Aug.,  1880,  adopted  a  sys- 
tematic plan  for  prosecuting  the  work,  which  plan  provides  an  Executive 
Committee  with  proper  adjuncts,  into  whose  hands  the  work  is  entrusted' 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Conference.  Said  Committee  is  now  in  ac- 
tive existence. 
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2d.  Said  Committee  has  from  time  to  time  expended  such  funds  as 
have  been  put  in  their  possession  in  giving  such  aid  to  such  people  and 
places,  as  it  deemed  best.  We  now  have  in  operation  a  systematic  plan 
for  raising  funds,  and  at  one  time  had  a  German  Missionary,  who  visited 
all  Germans  immigrating  to  this  State  upon  their  arrival,  and  which  has 
been  discontinued,  because  we  have  no  man  who  can  fill  the  place. 

3d.  Said  Committee  finds  itself  much  hampered  for  the  scarcity  of 
ministers,  and  after  bringing  its  views  before  said  Conference,  and  dis- 
cussing the  same  fully,  the  Conference  unanimously  agreed— That  the 
said  work  could  not  be  pushed  effectively,  except  by  some  men  who  had 
the  time  to  visit  remote  places, — spending  days  with  the  people — working 
up  their  resources — gathering  up  the  stray  ones,  and  encouraging  those 
already  at  work.  Certain  it  is  that  no  one  Conference  in  our  Synod,  has 
or  will  accomplish  thus  much. 

Therefore  we  beg  leave  to  recommend: 

1st,  That  the  Synod  rescind  its  action  of  November,  1879. 

2d,  That  it  recommend  the  Conferences  to  keep  in  active  force  their 
plans  for  raising  missionary  funds. 

3d,  That  the  Synod  put  a  regular  missionary  in  the  field. 

All  of  which  we  think  can  be  effected  by  the  earnest  and  energetic 
co-operation  of  the  Conference,  in  connection  with  what  the  people  aided 
could  pay  toward  the  salary  of  said  missionary. 

All  of  which  we  respectfully  submit  for  the  earnest  and  prayerful 
consideration  of  your  body.

Resolved  2.  In  his  death,  the  Church  militant  has  lost  a  most  efficient 
and  faithful  laborer. 

Resolved  3.  That  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  spread  upon  the  face 
of  the  Minutes,  and  that  one  page  be  devoted  to  his  memory. 

Resolved  4.  That  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  sent  to  his  bereaved 
family.

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These  resolutions  were  unanimously  adopted  by  all  the 
members  of  Synod,  standing  in  profound  silence  for  a  few 
minutes. 

It  was  moved  that  our  applicant,  Mr.  T.  E.  Armentrout, 
be  directed  to  place  himself  under  the  care  of  Eev.  A.  L. 
Crouse  for  this  Synodical  year,  and  that  he  prosecute  his 
studies  as  rapidly  as  possible.    The  motion  was  sustained. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the 
Church,  read  his  report,  which  was  received  and  considered  j 
and,  being  amended,  stands  as  follows  :  . 

Report  of  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  is  represented  here  by  only 
one  member,  and  its  report  cannot  be  as  full  as  it  should  be.  Much  that 
should  be  brought  out  will  necessarily  escape  attention. 

In  many  respects  we  find  that  the  general  condition  of  the  Synod  has 
been  improved.  In  many  places  new  and  elegant  houses  of  worship  have 
been  built,  both  by  old  and  new  congregations.  Several  new  congregations 
have  been  organized,  and  estranged  ones  reclaimed.  More  interest  in 
mission  work  has  been  manifested.  Money  has  been  raised,  missions  estab- 
lished and  supplied.  This  indicates  that  our  people  are  becoming  more 
concerned  about  the  extension  of  the  church ;  hence,  we  find  somewhat 
less  selfishness. 

The  accessions  to  our  membership  have  been  as  large,  and  perhaps  of 
as  worthy  character,  as  any  year  in  our  history.  We  do  not  think  that  any 
body,  with  an  equal  number  of  laborers,  has  outstripped  us  in  this  respect. 
We  are  also  confident,  that  the  majority  of  persons  received  into  our  com- 
munion have  been  well  trained  in  the  catechetical  class  and  Sunday 
school. 

We  notice  also,  that  our  people  are  manifesting  greater  interest  in  the 
cause  of  education.  Many  have  been  induced  to  give  to  our  colleges  and 
schools,  who  a  few  years  ago  thought  such  a  thing  an  innovation  not  to  be 
tolerated.  No  doubt  more  has  been  done  in  this  way,  by  a  number  of 
k  congregations,  during  the  past  year,  than  any  previous  one.  Parents,  too, 
have  been  moved  to  give  more  attention  to  the  education  of  their  children, 
and,  as  a  natural  consequence,  we  bear  of  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
young  men  making  an  effort  to  prepare  for  the  work  of  the  ministry. 

There  is  an  improvement  in  the  work  of  beneficence,  but  not  commen- 
surate with  the  resources  of  the  people  and  the  demands  of  the  Church. 
More  money  has  been  collected  this  year  than  last,  and  yet  we  are  not 
doing  our  whole  duty. 

Most  of  our  Ministers  have  been  prosecuting  the  work  with  zeal  and 
energy,  but  many  of  them  at  a  sad  disadvantage,  in  view  of  the  extent  of 
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their  charges.  Notwithstanding  these  disadvantages,  the  best  possible  has 
been  done,  considering  the  depleted  ranks  of  our  ministry. 

In  view  of  these  elements  of  prosperity,  we  have  a  right  to  expect 
that  the  fond  hopes  entertained  at  our  last  Convention  were  all  realized, 
but,  with  sadness,  we  are  compelled  to  report  otherwise,  in  respect  to  some 
of  the  features  of  the  state  of  the  Church. 

In  Virginia,  we  can  safely  say,  as  aforetime,  that  there  are  no  divi- 
sions in  the  congregations,  and  that  the  ministers  are  keeping  the  unity 
of  the  spirit  in  the  bonds  of  peace.  They  walk  in  love  and  respect  each 
others  feelings.  They  are  not  given  over  to  jealousy,  but  know  how  to 
'   honor  each  others  ability  and  excuse  each  others  infirmities. 

In  North  Carolina,  we  "hear  that  there  are  divisions,  and  we  partly 
believe  it."  We  do  not  think  that  there  are  any  serious  differences  in 
matters  of  faith,  but  there  is  not  that  concert  of  action  that  should  char- 
acterize a  Conference.  Neither  is  there  sufficient  respect  for  the  feelings  of 
each  other  among  some  of  the  ministers.  Ministers  should  not  think  more 
highly  of  themselves  than  they  ought  to  think,  lest  they  look  more  to  the 
immortalization  of  their  names  than  the  glory  of  God.  "Let  this  mind 
be  in  you  which --was  also  in  Christ  Jesus,"  for  "Ye  are  brethren." 
Ministers  should  not  think  more  highly  of  themselves  than  they  ought  to 
think,  lest  they  look  more  to  the  extension  of  their  territory  and  influence, 
and  the  immortalization  of  their  names  than  the  glory  of  God.  "  Let  this 
same  mind  be  in  you  which  was  also  in  Christ  Jesus,"  for  you  are  his 
servants. 

In  South  Carolina,  some  of  the  things  formerly  complained  of  have 
been  removed,  and  the  internecine  strife  once  carried  on  has,  in  a  great 
degree,  abated.  One  minister  has  resigned,  and  another  moved  away,  and 
their  action  has  been  criticised,  perhaps,  too  freely.  However,  we  think 
that  good  has  already  resulted  from  some,  if  not  all,  of  the  changes  that 
have  been  made. 

In  Alabama,  our  cause  is  holding  out  bravely,  and  the  people  have 
done  admirably  well.  There  is  but  one  hindrance  to  almost  unbounded 
prosperity  there,  and  that  is  the  want  of  laborers.  The  people  are  liberal 
and  zealous,  and  will  do  their  part  well. 

Looking  again  at  the  whole  Synod  there  is,  in  many  places,  a  lack  of 
interest  in  Sunday  schools,  and  a  fearful  want  of  attention  to  the  reading 
of  Church  literature.  The  Minutes  of  Synod  are  not  circulated  as  they 
ought  to  be,  and  the  people  are  not  well  enough  acquainted  with  the  work 
and  demands  of  Synod. 

There  is  also  too  much  negligence  in  training  the  people  in  the  re- 
sponsive service  in  the  Church. 

While  all  these  things  that  are  wrong,  are  unpleasant  and  need  correc- 
tion, we  have  much  to  cause  us  to  thank  God  and  take  courage.

Whereas,  The  Evang.  Lutheran  Tennessee  Synod  has  in  time  past  held 
aloof  from  direct  connection  with  other  Lutheran  bodies  in  this  country, 
from  reasons  patent  and  well  known  to  all  persons  acquainted  with  her 
histor}r;  and  since  said  reasons  have  been  dispelled  by  other  bodies, 
planting  themselves  on  the  same  basis  as  ourselves  :  and  whereas  in  union 
and  co-operative  energy  there  is  resistless  strength  ;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Tennessee  Synod,  now  in 
Convention  assembled,  do  adopt  the  Constitution  of  "The  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Geueral  Synod  in  North  America,"  and  do  elect  a  delegation, 
proportioned  according  to  Article  II.  of  said  Constitution,  to  represent 
this  Synod  in  the  next  regular  Convention  of  said  General  Synod,  to  sit 
in  the  City  of  Charleston,  in  April  proximo. 

Pending  the  discussion  of  this  paper,  pertaining  to  effect- 
ing a  union  with  the  General  Synod  in  Xorth  America, 
Synod  adjourned.  Benediction  by -the  President.  During 
recess,  Rev.  E.  L.  Lybrand  preached  from  Phil.  2 :  5.

House  was  called  to  order  by  the  President,  the  roll  was 
called,  and  Synod  at  once  proceeded  to  business. 

The  following  preamble  and  resolution,  offered  by  Rev.

Whereas,  A  paper  is  before  Synod,  asking  Synod  to  take  into  con- 
sideration the  propriety  of  effecting  some  connection  with  the  Southern 
E.  L.  General  Synod,  and  whereas,  this  is  a  matter  which  requires  careful 
and  matured  consideration  ;  hence,  in  view  of  the  late  hour  of  this  session 
of  Synod,  in  which  the  said  paper  was  offered,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  this  paper  be  deferred  to  our  next  Annual  Session  of 
Synod,  for  consideration. 

The  following  resolution,  offered  by  Rev.  S.  Henkel,  D. 
D.,  was  adopted : 

As  a  substitute  for  the  motion  now  before  the  Synod,  I  offer  the  fol- 
lowing :  In  view  of  the  probability  of  some  change  taking  place  in  the 
present  polity  of  our  Synod  at  no  far  distant  date,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  we  deem  it  injudicious,  as  well  as  impolitic,  to  change 
our  present  system  of  missionary  work,  as  indicated  in  the  report  of  the 
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South  Carolina  Conference  of  the  Evang.  Lutheran  Tennessee  Synod,  sug- 
gesting a  change  in  our  present  policy  of  missionary  operations. 

On  motion,  it  was  made  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to 
prepare  an  extract  of  the  proceedings  of  this  Convention  of 
Synod,  for  publication  in  Our  Church  Paper, 

The  following  resolution,  offered  by  Rev.  Dr.  A.  J.  Fox, 
was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  facts  set  forth  by  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
the  State  of  the  Church,  showing  as  they  do,  that  rather  an  unfavorable 
state  of  things  exists  among  our  people  in  the  State  of  North  Carolina, 
this  Synod  most  earnestly  advises  all  concerned  to,  at  the  earliest  possible 
period,  make  a  united  effort  to  adjust  any  difficulties  that  may  exist  in 
that  section  of  our  Church. 

It  was  moved  to  reconsider  Eev.  J.  W.  Hausenfluck's 
excuse.  After  due  consideration,  Rev.  J.  W.  Hausenfluck 
was  excused. 

The  following  resolution,  offered  by  Rev.  Dr.  A.  J.  Fox, 
was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  we  have  heard  with  pleasure  the  statement  of  the 
President  in  regard  to  his  writing  the  history  of  our  Synod,  and  hope  that 
his  expectations  may  be  realized,  and  the  work  forthcoming  by  the  next 
session  of  this  Synod. 

It  was  moved  to  dispense  with  reading  the  Minutes. 
The  motion  prevailed. 

Synod  adjourned  to  meet  at  the  time  and  place  appointed.

STANDING  RESOLUTIONS. 

Resolved,  That  each  of  our  Pastors  be  earnestly  requested  to  preach  at 
least  one  sermon  in  each  of  his  congregations,  annually,  upon  the  subject 
of  Beneficiary  Education,  and  other  benevolent  enterprises,  and  report  to 
the  next  succeeding  convention  of  our  Synod. 

Resolved,  That  the  Council  of  each  congregation  be  requested  to  send, 
to  each  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Synod,  a  written  Report  of  the  condition  of 
the  congregation. 

Whereas,  The  ancient  Lutheran  custom  of  thoroughly  catechising 
those  who  propose  to  become  members  of  our  communion,  previous  to  their 
confirmation,  is,  in  some  places,  falling  into  disuse,  and  rather  a  loose  cus- 
tom of  receiving  uncatechised  persons  into  the  church,  without  the  slight- 
est examination  of  them  in  regard  to  their  religious  knowledge  and  other 
qualifications  for  church  membership,  has  been  practiced  by  some  ;  be  it, 
therefore, 

Resolved,  That  we  earnestly  recommend  all  our  Ministers  and  congre- 
gations in  future  to  see  to  it,  that,  if  it  can  possibly  be  done,  all  who  make 
application  for  church  membership  be  thoroughly  instructed,  by  Catechi- 
sation  in  the  doctrines  and  usages  of  our  church  previous  to  their  confir- 
mation. But,  in  such  extraordinary  cases,  as  when  persons  of  age  and  ex- 
perience make  application,  or  such  young  persons  as  have  been  so  favorably 
situated  as  to  have  had  opportunities  to  become^  acquainted  with  and  to 
have  informed  themselves  of  our  doctrines  and  customs,  seek  church  priv- 
ileges, we  recommend  that  their  request  be  granted  ;  but,  in  no  case,  until 
such  persons  have  been  examined  by  the  pastor,  before  the  council,  and 
have  been  approved  by  them.

The  President  read  the  following  report : 
President's  Report. 

Dear  Brethren  in  Christ  Jesus  : — May  grace,  mercy,  and  peace, 
from  the  Father,  Son,  and  Holy  Spirit,  be  and  abide  with  us. 

It  is  through  the  tender  mercy  aud  beneficent  providence  of  our 
heavenly  Father,  that  we  have  been  permitted  to  pass  through  another 
Synodical  year,  safely,  and  to  assemble  again  in  the  capacity  of  a  delib- 
erative body,  in  its  sixty-third  annual  convention,  in  which  we  are  ena- 
bled to  meet  each  other  with  fraternal  greetings,  to  sympathize  with  each 
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other,  to  counsel  and  encourage  each  other,  and  to  devise  the  best  and 
nics;  judicious  ways  and  means  for  promoting  the  Gospel,  maintaining 
and  perpetuating  the  sacred,  saving,  and  glorious  truths  and  principles 
of  our  holy  religion,  in  their  purity  and  integrity,  and  for  the  promotion 
and  extension  of  the  Redeemer's  kingdom  on  earth. 

We  should  rightly  appreciate  these  privileges  and  blessings,  as  well 
asjproperly  realize  the  sacred  duties  devolving  upon  us,  devout h"  raising 
our  hearts  in  thankfulness  and  gratitude  to  the  Father  of  Lights,  the  Giver 
of  all  good,  through  Jesus  Christ  as  the  Mediator  between  him  and  us, 
and  imploring  him  for  a  continuance.of  his  mercies  and  providential  care. 

The  lives  of  all  our  ministerial  brethren,  in  connection  with  this  S}rn- 
od,  have  been  preserved  during  the  past  Synoelicalyear.  whilst  the  deaths 
among  our  lay -members,  have  not  been  unusually  numerous.  The  health 
of  our  Synod  in  a  physical,  moral,  and  spiritual  aspect,  may  be  regarded 
as  altogether  in  a  normal  condition. 

Official  Acts  :— October  17,  1882,  I  paid  to  Beneficiary  D.  A.  Sox, 
per  order,  as  agent  for  Treasurer  of  Beneficiary  Association,  seventy-five 
dollars,  $75. 00,— one-half  of  the  appropriation  made  by  Synod  in  his  fa- 
vor. October  17,  1882,  I  also,  under  the  same  circumstances,  paid  over 
to  Beneficiary  P.  C.  Wike,  forty  dollars.  $40.00,— one-half  of  the  amount 
appropriated  for  his  benefit,  by  Synod.  Jan.  10,  1883,  I  issued  an  order 
on  t  he  Treasurer  of  Beneficiary  Association,  Be  v.  T.  Moser,  to  Beneficia- 
ry P.  C.  Wike,  for  forty  dollars.  $40.00.  February  9,  1883,  I  issued  an 
order  on  said  Treasurer  in  favor  of  Beneficiary  D.  A.  Sox  for  seventy- 
five  dollars,  $75.00. 

Pastoral  Charges  : — Rev.  J.  K.  Efird  notified  me,  that  he  had  re- 
si  med  St.  Peter's  or  Meetze's  church,  and  had  taken  charge  of  St.  Peter's 
(Piny  Woods)  church,  and  St.  John's,  Lexington  co.,  South  Carolina. 
Rev.  I.  Conder  informed  me,  that  he  had  taken  charge  of  a  church  near 
Matthews.  North  Carolina.  Rev.  Prof.  M.  L.  Little  informs  me,  that 
the  following  changes  have  taken  place  in  his  charge  :— A  new  congrega- 
tion has  been  organized  at  Cherryville.  North  Carolina,  of  which  he  is 
now  pastor,  and  that  a  new,  commodious  church-edifice  has  been  erected 
there.  Early  in  the  year,  he  resigned  Bethphage.  Recently  he  resigned 
Sardis  church,  Catawba  co.;  and  Trinity,  Lincoln  co.,  N.  C.  In  August, 
he  reorganized  a  congregation  near  Dallas,  Gaston  co.,  N.  C,  where  ar- 
rangements are  being  made  for  the  erection  of  a  new  brick  church.  Hav- 
ing received  a  call,  he  has  taken  charge  of  Luther  Chapel.  Rev.  J.  I. 
Miller  has  taken  charge  of  St.  Luke's  church,  Luray,  Page  co.,  Ya,,  ac- 
cording  to  certain  understanding  and  regulations,  whose  parochial  report 
is  submitted  to  Synod.  Candidate  J.  A.  Rudisill  has  taken  charge  of. 
Bethphage,  Trinity.  Lincoln  co.,  Sardis,  Catawba  co.,  and  a  newly  or- 
ganized congregation  at  Glen  Alpine,  Burk  co.,  N.  C.  Candidate  D.  J. 
Settlemyre  has  taken  charge  of  St.  Mark.  Mt.  Moriah,  and  Phanuel 
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churches,  Rowan  co.,  N.  C.  Rev.  Prof.  R.  A.  Yoder  resigned  his  pas- 
toral relation  to  Concordia  congregation,  Conover,  N.  C.  Zion's,  St.  Ja- 
cob's, St.  Matthew's,  and  St.  Stephen's  churches,  Shenandoah  county,  Va., 
are  partially  supplied  by  Rev.  S.  Heukel,  D.  D.,  and  Rev.  J.  P.  Stirewalt. 
Rev.  J.  S.  Koiner  has  taken  charge  of  St.  Jacob,  St.  Thomas,  and  Beth- 
lehem churches,  Lexington  co.,  South  Carolina. 

Beneficiaeies  :— Mr.  P.  C.  Wike  and  Mr.  D.  A.  Sox  pursued  their 
studies  in  Concordia  College,  Conover,  North  Carolina. 

Recommendations  r — 1.  If  deemed  beneficial  in  promoting  the  inter- 
ests of  the  church,  That  Synod  take  such  action,  as  she  may,  in  her  wis- 
dom, see  fit,  with  a  view  to  inaugurate  a  Southern  Lutheran  Synodical 
Conference,  properly  based  on  the  Confessions  of  the  Church,  and  invest- 
ed with  only  advisory  powers,  to  be  occupied  with  the  more  general  work 
and  operations  of  the  Church. 

2.  If  consistent  with  the  charter  and  the  desire  of  the  proper  authori- 
ties and  those  pecuniarily  interested,  That  some  action  be  taken  to  effect 
proper  relations  between  Concordia  College,  located  at  Conover,  Catawba 
co.,  N.  C, — a  church  institution, — and  this  Synod, — such  relations  as  are 
customary  and  practicable. 

3.  That  the  agreement  between  the  E.  L.  North  Carolina  Synod  and 
the  E.  L.  Tennessee  Synod,  inaugurated,  by  the  committees,,  at  Hickory, 
Catawba  co.,  N.  C,  March,  1883;  appointed  by  said  Synods,  in  regard  to 
church  operations,  so  as  to  prevent  conflict  in  mission  work  and  other 
church  work,  be  considered  and  acted  on,  by  Synod,  and  that  the  Secre- 
tary furnish  said  paper  to  be  appended  to  our  minutes,  as  well  as  the 
action  of  Synod  relative  to  it. 

In  conclusion,  we  pray  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church,  to  preside  over 
us,  guiding  us  in  the  way  of  all  truth  and  efficiency,  so  that  our  delibera- 
tions and  transactions,  as  well  as  our  individual  ministrations,  may  con- 
tribute to  the  honor  and  glory  of  God,  and  the  promotion  of  the  Redeem- 
er's Kingdom.

Report  of  Committee  to  Meet  Committee  of  North  Carolina  Synod. 

Report  of  the  committee,  appointed  by  this  Synod,  to  meet  and  con- 
fer with  a  similar  committee,  appointed  by  the  E.  L.  Synod  of  North 
Carolina,  in  regard  to  overlapping  and  disputed  territory. 

Your  committee  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following: — After  some 
epistolary  correspondence  between  the  chairmen  of  the  respective  com- 
mittees, in  regard  to  the  duty  assigned  them — the  members  of  the  com- 
mittees from  their  respective  Synods  met,  in  the  town  of  Hickory,  Ca- 
tawba co.,  N.  C,  in  the  E.  L.  Church  in  that  place,  on  the  27th  day  of 
March,  1883.  An  organization  was  effected,  by  electing  Rev.  A.  J.  Fox, 
M.  D.,  President,  and  Rev.  L.  A.  Bikle,  D.  D.,  Secretary.  The  meeting 
was  a  very  cordial  one — the  discussions  fraternal  and  respectful,  and  the 
decisions  prompt  and  unanimous. 

The  following  paper  was  presented,  carefully  considered,  and  adopted 
by  items,  and  then  with  great  readiness  and  unanimity,  it  was  adopted 
as  a  whole  : 

"We  the  undersigned  committees,  appointed  by  the  North  Carolina 
and  Tennessee  Synods,  at  their  sessions,  in  1882,  respectfully  submit  the 
following  as  the  conclusions  and  results  of  our  deliberations,  at  Hickory, 
N.  C,  on  the  27th  of  March,  1883,  relative  to  the  important  matter  placed 
in  our  hands.  The  object  of  our  meeting  being  to  mature  and  to  submit, 
for  the  consideration  of  and  the  adoption  by  said  Synods  in  convention 
assembled,  some  expedient,  judicious,  equitable  plan,  or  policy,  to  pre- 
vent— between  these  Synods  in  their  efforts  to  extend  the  Redeemer's  King- 
dom in  the  occupancy  of  places,  the  establishment  of  missions,  the  erec- 
tion of  church  edifices,  the  organization  of  congregations,  etc.. — conflicts 
calculated  to  disparage  the  efforts  at  and  the  prosperity  of  such  places, 
establishments,  erections,  organizations,  etc.,  as  are  already  occupied 
and  inaugurated  by  the  one  or  the  other  of  these  Synods,  and  in  process 
of  existence, — we  submit  the  subjoined  plan  or  policy  as  practicable  and 
effective  : 

1.  That  inasmuch  as  the  aforesaid  Synods  confess,  and  teach  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  confessional  basis  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church. 
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as  set  forth  in  her  Symbols,  and  so  long  as  these  Synods  shall  thus  con- 
fess ajid  teach,  neither  Synod,  in  its  efforts  to  promote  the  Gospel  and 
cause  of  Christ,  shall  occupy  places,  erect  churches,  establish  missions, 
organize  congregations,  etc.,  where  such  things  have  already  been  done 
or  instituted  by  the  other,  in  villages  or  towns  whose  inhabitants  do  not 
exceed  2,000 ;  and,  so  too,  in  regard  to  churches  and  church-work  in  the 
country  or  communities,  as  due  respect  should  be  paid  to  locations  at  a 
reasonable  distance,  in  order  to  prevent  conflict  of  interest  by  the  inaugu- 
ration of  such  efforts  too  nearly  contiguous. 

2.  That  in  towns  or  cities  the  number  of  whose  inhabitants  shall  ex- 
ceed 2,000,  or  shall  be  large  enough  to  support  two  or  more  Lutheran 
Churches,  it  may  be  advantageous  and  proper  for  both  Synods  to  operate 
without  any  view  of  conflict  or  infringement. 

3.  That  when  or  where  the  one  Synod  has  a  member  or  members  re- 
siding in  a  community,  village,  or  town,  already  occupied  by  the  other 
Synod,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  that  Synod,  having  such  member  or  mem- 
bers, to  advise  the  same,  to  unite  with  those  of  the  Lutheran  faith  already 
engaged  in  the  Redeemer's  work  in  such  town  or  village. 

4.  That  in  all  proper  efforts  to  promote  the  interests  of  the  Church, 
friendly  Christian  relations  between  the  twn  Synods  shall  be;  maintained 
and  cherished,  each  respecting  the  rights  of  the  other,  as  it  becomes  Chris- 
tians to  do  in  the  dissemination  of  the  Gospel,  and  in  the  promotion  of 
the  Church.

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Report  of  Delegate  to  Holston  Synod. 

Report  of  visit  to  the  E.  L.  Holston  Synod,  as  alternate  of  the  Dele- 
gate appointed  in  1882: 

Inasmuch  as  G  congregations,  in  the  State  of  Tennessee,  lately  vaca- 
ted by  the  removal  of  Rev.  Professors  Wagner  and  Barb,  had  extended  a 
call  to  me,  to  become  their  pastor,  I  decided  to  visit  them,  and  extend  my 
visit,  some  70  miles,  and  attend  the  annual  convention  of  the  E.  L.  Hol- 
ston Synod,  in  Buehler's  Church,  Sulivanco.,  Tenn.,  Dr.  A.  J.  Brown, 
pastor. 

Not  being  well,  I  did  not  attend  on  the  first  day  of  the  meeting;  but 
on  the  morning  of  the  second  day,  though  considerably  indisposed,  I  put 
in  my  appearance,  and  was  most  kindly  and  cordially  received  by  all  the 
members  of  Synod. 

Inasmuch  as  I  had  not  been  informed  by  Rev.  S.  Henkel,  who  was 
delegate  primarius,  that  he  could  noi.  attend  the  Synod,  I  naturally  ex- 
pected to  meet  him  there.  In  this  I  was  disappointed.  As  he  was  absent, 
I  was  introduced  and  received  as  corresponding  delegate  from  this  Synod. 
But  on  taking  my  seat,  I  was  considerably  embarrassed  to  find  an  offi- 
cial letter,  containing  the  fraternal  greetings  of  this  Synod,  etc.  The  Syn- 
od, however,  somehow  managed  to  retain  me  as  the  corresponding  dele- 
gate, and  also  receive  and  recognize  the  official  letter  of  the  principal. 

I  am  exceedingly  sorry,  that  I  was  so  much  indisposed  as  to  prevent 
my  attending  much  upon  their  deliberations,  but  from  what  I  saw  and 
could  learn,  I  feel  confident  that  a  spirit  of  zeal  and  activity,  in  the  Mas- 
ter's cause,  prevails,  that  is  both  commendable  and  that  others  will  do 
well  to  emulate.

No.  2— Petitions  from  various  churches,  asking  for  the  examina- 
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tion  and  ordination  of  candidates  J.  A.  Rudisill,  Junius  B.  Fox,  D.  A. 
Sox,  D.  J.  Settlemyre,  and  J.  W.  S.  Sheppard.  We  respectfully  refer 
this  matter  to  the  Committee  on  examination  and  ordination. 

No.  3  is  a  petition  from  the  Elders  of  St.  Martin's,  Cabarrus  Co., 
St.  Martin's,  Stanley  Co.,  and  Luther  Union  Churches,  stating  that  their 
pastor,  Rev.  T.  Moser,  in  consequence  of  declining  health,  is  no  longer 
able  to  serve  them  regularly,  and  asking  Synod  to  aid  in  procuring  the 
services  of  another  regular  pastor.  We  refer  this  to  the  consideration  of 
Synod,  and  we  furthermore  recommend  that  if  no  pastor,  can  be  obtained 
that  they  be  supplied  with  visits  from  the  pastors  of  the  N.  C.  Conference. 

No.  4  is  a  petition  from  St.  Mary's,  (Pine  Church,)  Shenandoah  Co., 
Va.,  asking  for  the  next  convention  of  Synod  to  be  held  in  their  church, 
stating  also  that  this  is  the  third  time  they  have  petitioned  for  the  meet- 
ing of  Synod.  We  recommend  their  petition  to  the  favorable  considera- 
tion of  Synod. 

No.  5  is  a  letter  from  Rev.  F.  W.  Peschau,  Cor.  Secretary  of  N.  C. 
Synod,  endorsed  by  the  President  of  his  Synod.  We  recommend  that  his 
letter  be  read. 

No.  6  is  a  preamble  and  resolution  of  Bethlehem  Church,  Va.,  dep- 
recating the  expenditure  of  time,  labor  and  money,  in  holding  the  sessions 
of  Synod  by  reason  of  the  widely  extended  boundaries  of  Synod,  and 
asking  for  a  more  practicable,  suitable  and  amicable  arrangement  of  Syn- 
odical  boundaries. 

We  recommend  this  to  the  favorable  consideration  of  Synod  in  the 
following  practicable  manner: 

1.  That  the  three  State  Conferences,  composing  this  Synod,  be  resolved 
into  three  Synods,  confined «by  State  lines. 

2.  That  the  Tenn.  Synod,  in  order  to  perpetuate  her  history,  &c,  be 
denominated  the  Joint  Tenn.  Synod,  and  said  Synod  meet  in  triennial 
convention  on  middle  ground,  composed  of  the  above  named  three  dis- 
trict Synods,  and  such  other  Synods  as  may  desire  to  unite  with  us,  for 
the  purpose  of  transacting  and  having  the  superintendence  of  the  general 
church  work. 

No.  7  is  a  letter,  signed  by  G.  L.  Hunt,  M.  L.  Carpenter,  D.  C.  Huff- 
man, C.  H.  L.  Schuette,  making  a  formal  request  to  meet  in  a  free  Con- 
ference the  members  of  this  Synod,  or  as  many  as  are  willing  to  meet  with 
them,  in  or  near  Conover,  on  or  about  the  16th  prox.,  leaving  it  to  us  to 
fix  the  exact  time  and  place  of  meeting.  The  letter  concludes  with  these 
words,  "  Hoping  that  you  will  for  the  love  and  peace  of  our  dear  church 
give  a  favorable  consideration  to  our  proposal,  and  answer  us  at  your  ear- 
liest convenience,  we  are  yours  in  the  love  of  Christ."  We  recommend 
that  a  committee  of  two  be  appointed  to  meet  the  undersigned  individuals 
of  said  letter,  and  ascertain  the  direct  aim  and  purpose  of  such  proposed 
Conference,  and  that  said  committee  report  early  to  this  Synod. 
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No.  8  is  a  preamble  and  resolution,  praying  this  body  to  advise  Zion 
and  Hickory  congregations  to  call  a  pastor,  acceptable  to  the  Lutherans 
there,  irrespective  of  Synodical  connection.  This  communication  is 
Bigned  by  the  committee,  H.  C.  McAlister,  Secretary,  and  Rev.  W.  A. 
Lutz.    We  refer  this  matter  to  the  consideration  of  S}*nod. 

No.  !)  is  a  letter  from  Rev.  A.  J.  Brown.  D.  D.,  delegate  from  the 
Holston  Synod  to  this  body,  expressing  his  regret  at  not  being  able  to 
meet  with  us  in  our  convention,  and  conveying  to  us  the  fraternal  greet- 
ings of  said  Synod.  We  hereby  express  our  regret  and  disappointment 
of  Dr.  Brown  not  being  able  to  meet  with  us. 

No.  10— Petitions  from  Evangelical  Lutheran  congregation  in  New- 
ton, N.  C,  and  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  congregation  at  Antioch,  asking 
to  be  received  in  connection  with  this  Synod.  The  former  congregation 
have  appointed  A.  A.  Brown  as  delegate  to  this  body.  We  recommend 
that  the  congregations  be  received.

The  first  recommendation  calls  to  the  attention  of  this  body  the  pro- 
priety of  considering  some  general  plan  or  basis  upon  which  the  Southern 
Lutheran  church  might  meet  for  more  general  church-work. 

In  relation  to  this  matter,  your  committee  have  only  to  call  the  atten- 
tion of  this  body  to  the  fact,  that  there  is  now  before  it  a  proposition 
which  lies  over  from  last  meeting,  and  which  will  come  up  under  the 
head  of  unfinished  business,  to  unite' this  body  with  the  Southern  General 
Synod.  The  discussion  of  this  question  will  doubtless  bring  this  whole 
subject  to  the  attention  of  this  Synod,  and  your  committee  have  felt  it 
unnecessary  to  report  further  upon  this  point. 

The  second  recommendation  in  relation  to  Concordia  College  is  now 
in  the  hands  of  a  committee,  charged  with  the  whole  subject,  and  we 
deem  that  it  would  be  improper  in  us  to  make  any  suggestion  in  relation 
thereto. 

The  third  recommendation  in  relation  to  the  agreement  between  this 
and  the  North  Carolina  Synod  in  relation  to  mission  and  other  church- 
work  has  been  finally  met  by  a  report  of  a  committee  of  this  Synod,  es- 
pecially charged  with  the  same,  and  which  has  been  adopted  by  this  body 
— and  your  committee  ask  leave  to  be  discharged  from  the  further  con- 
sideration of  said  report.

Report  of  Committee  on  Reception  of  Concordia  College. 

We,  the  committee,  appointed  by  S}mod,  to  confer  with  the  Trustees 
of  Concordia  College,  and  prepare  an  agreement  which  may  serve  as  a 
basis  upon  which  said  school  may  become  the  recognized  institution  of 
Synod,  present  the  following  report : 

A  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  having  been  called,  the  following 
resolution  was  adopted : 

Whereas,  There  seems  to  be  a  general  desire  to  establish  proper  re- 
lations between  Concordia  College  and  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Tennes- 
see Synod,  and, 
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Whereas,  It  is  generally  believed  that  such  relations  would  inure  to 
the  interest  of  this  school,  as  well  as  to  the  good  of  the  Synod  or  Church, 
at  a  meeting  held  in  said  institution,  on  OcL  15th,  by  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees, the  Faculty,  and  others  immediately  interested,  the  following  action 
was  taken : 

Resolved,  That,  with  a  view  of  establishing  proper  relations  between 
Concordia  College,  situated  at  Conover,  N.  C,  and  the  Evangelical  Lu- 
theran Tennessee  Synod,  we,  in  meeting  assembled,  agree,  1.  that,  when- 
ever a  vacancy,  or  vacancies,  occur,  either  by  death,  resignation,  or  re- 
moval, in  the  Board  of  Trustees  or  in  the  Faculty,  the  said  Synod  shall 
have  the  right  as  well  as  the  privilege  to  recommend  a  suitable  person,  or 
persons,  to  fill  such  vacancy  or  vacancies  ;  2.  that  the  Synod  shall  have 
the  right  to  appoint  a  Board  of  Visitors,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  annually 
to  visit  said  school,  and  make  such  report  of  the  condition  of  the  school 
to  each  session  of  the  Synod,  as  ma}r  be  deemed  most  advantageous ;  3. 
that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  of  the  Faculty  to  make  a  report 
annually  to  Synod,  relative  to  moral  and  literary  condition  of  the  school, 
which  report  shall  also  be  signed  b}'  the  secretary  of  the  faculty  ;  4.  that 
the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  also  make  an  annual  report 
to  Synod,  in  regard  to  the  financial  condition  of  the  school,  which  report 
shall  likewise  be  signed  by  the  secretary  of  the  Board  of  the  Trustees ; 
5.  that  this  school  shall  be  continued  and  conducted  as  a  church  institu- 
tion, under  such  rules  and  regulations,  as  may  be  instituted  by  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  in  accordance  with  the  charter,  and  the  Confessions  of  the 
Church  as  set  forth  in  the  Christian  Book  of  Concord,  each  teacher,  in- 
structor, or  professor,  taking  an  obligation  not  to  teach  anything  in  said 
school  that  is  contrary  to  said  Confessions. 

These  stipulations  or  propositions  shall  be  valid  and  in  force,  pro- 
vided the  said  Synod  shall  acquiesce,  and  is  disposed  to  lend  said  institu- 
tion its  fostering  care  and  encouragement,  as  well  as  its  influence  and 
moral  force :  provided,  that  if  the  Synod  shall  fail,  after  notice,  to  rec- 
ommend, in  due  time,  a  suitable  person  or  persons  to  fill  such  vacancy  or 
vacancies,  the  proper  authorities  of  said  institution,  shall  proceed  to  fill 
such  vacancy  or  vacancies.

Report  of  Committee  on  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  Synod. 

Your  Committee,  appointed  to  consider  amendments  to  the  Constitu- 
tion and  By-Laws  of  Synod,  submit  the  following  :* 

CONSTITUTION. 
Article  hi. 

Sec.  1.  This  Synod  shall  be  composed  of  regularly  ordained  ministers  of  the 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  and  lay-delegates.  The  lay-delegates  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  congregations  in  connection  with  this  Synod  to  represent  them  in  the 
Syftodical  Meetings. 

That  Art.  3,  Sec.  1,  he  so  amended  as  to  read:  This  Synod  is  an  as-  . 
sociation  of  congregations.    Its  conventions  shall  be  composed  of  regu- 
larly ordained  ministers  in  their  connection,  and  their  lay-delegates. 

Sec.  5.  No  business  shall  be  transacted  secretly  or  under  closed  doors,  unless  an 
unhappy  period  should  arrive,  in  which  the  Church  would  be  liable  to  persecution, 
except  such  as  relates  to  the  moral  character  of  a  minister,  and  to  the  examination 
of  candidates  for  the  ministerial  office.  Cases  of  this  kind,  if  deemed  necessary  and 
expedient,  may  be  attended  to  in  a  private  session  of  Synod. 

That  Sec.  5  of  Art.  3,  be  made  Sec.  2  of  Art.  6  of  the  By-Laws. 

Article  iv. 

Sec.  1.  The  business  of  this  Synod  shall  be  to  employ  the  proper  means  for  the 
promulgation  of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  to  impart  its  advice  in  matters  of  Chris- 
tian faith  and  life,  to  detect  and  expose  erroneous  doctrines  and  false  teachers,  and 
to  investigate  charges  of  false  doctrines,  wrong  practice,  and  immoralities  of  life, 
preferred  against  any  of  its  ministers,  and  finding  them  guilty,  to  expel 
and  depose  from  the  Synod  and  holy  office  of  the  ministry,  such  as  refuse  after  ad- 
monition to  l-epent  of  their  wrong. 

That  Sec.  1  of  Art.  4,  be  so  amended  as  to  read :  The  business  of  this 
Synod  shall  be  to  employ  the  proper  means  for  the  promulgation  of  the 
Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  to  impart  its  advice  in  matters  of  Christian  faith 
and  life,  to  detect  and  expose  erroneous  doctrines  and  false  teachers,  to 
recommend  orthodox  liturgies,  hymn  books,  catechisms,  parochial  and 

*  Memorandum.— The  matter  which  appears  in  the  smaller  type,  presents  the 
reading  of  the  present  constitution  in  regard  to  the  Articles  and  Sections  indicated, 
and  to  be  amended,  and  that  in  the  larger,  the  reading  of  the  constitution  as  amend- 
ed, relative  to  said  Articles  and  Sections.— Publishers. 
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Sunday-school  books,  to  engage  in  missionary  work — domestic  and  for- 
eign, to  aid  indigent  young  men  in  preparing  for  the  work  of  the  minis- 
try, and  to  investigate  charges  of  false  doctrines,  wrong  practices  and 
immoralities  of  life,  preferred  against  any  of  its  ministers,  and  finding 
them  guilty,  to  suspend  or  expel  from  Synod  such  as  are  deemed  unwor- 
thy to  bear  the  office,  and  advise  their  pastorates  to  sever  their  official 
relations  with  them. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  Synod  as  soon  as  the  wants  of  the  church  shall  de- 
mand, and  its  resources  will  j  ustif y,  to  engage  in  tho  work  of  Missions  both  domes- 
tic and  foreign :  and  also  in  the  work  of  Beneficiary  Education  for  the  purpose  of 
preparing  indigent  young  men  of  talents  and  piety  for  the  work  of  the  ministry  in 
connection  with  the  Lutheran  Church  according  to  such  regulations  as  it  may  adopt, 
and  consider  best  calculated  to  promote  these  great  objects. 

That  Sec.  2  of  Art.  4,  be  stricken  out. 

Sec.  3.  Upon  application  to  examine  candidates  for  the  ministry,  this  Synod  shall 
make  the  necessary  provisions  to  attend  to  such  application,  and  after  due  approval 
by  a  majority  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  voting,  appointing  one  or  more  Pastors 
to  consecrate  such  candidate  to  the  office  of  the  ministry  at  some  suitable  time  and 
place  by  the  laying  on  of  hands  and  prayer. 

That  Sec.  3  (2)  of  Art.  4,  be  so  amended  as  to  read :  Upon  applica- 
tion to  examine  candidates  for  the  ministry,  this  Synod  shall  make  the 
necessary  provisions  to  attend  to  such  application,  and  after  due  approval 
appoint  one  or  more  pastors  to  consecrate  such  candidate  to  the  office  of 
the  ministry,  by  the  laying  on  of  hands  and  prayer. 

Sec.  5.  Upon  application,  this  Synod  may  receive  congregations  who  may  desire 
to  be  connected  with  it,  provided  they  subscribe  this  Constitution. 

That  Sec.  5  (4)  of  Art.  4,  be  so  amended  as  to  read :  Upon  applica- 
tion, this  Synod  may  receive  congregations  in  its  connection,  provided 
they  subscribe  this  constitution. 

BY-LAWS. 

That  sections  2,  3,  4,  5,  6,  and  7  of  Art.  4,  be  stricken  out,  and  the 
following  substituted : 

Sec.  2.  Should  any  member  of  the  church  know  a  minister  to  be 
guilty  of  a  private  offense,  he  shall  reprove  him  according  to  Matt.  18, 
15  ;  and,  if  in  the  process,  as  required  in  this  text,  he  be  restored  fully  to 
the  favor  of  his  charge,  or  congregation,  as  to  his  membership  and  fitness 
to  perform  the  functions  of  the  ministry,  the  matter  should  rest  here ;  but 
if  his  offense  shall  have  been  of  such  a  serious  character,  in  violating  the 
principles  of  piety,  rules  of  morality,  or  errors  in  the  fundamental  doc- 
trines of  our  church,  and  the  decisions  of  the  congregation  or  charge  shall 
not  have  been  satisfactory  to  the  Synod,  Synod  shall  investigate  the  mat- 
ter, and,  if  in  her  judgment,  his  offense  has  been  such  as  to  disqualify 
•  him  to  discharge  the  functions  of  the  ministry,  she  shall  sever  his  Synod- 
ical  relation,  and  recommend  the  congregation  or  congregation's  to  sever 
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his  pastoral  or  ministerial  relations;  and  any  congregation  refusing  to  do 
so,  its  connection  with  this  Synod  shall  be  dissolved. 

Sec.  3.  In  the  event  of  an  off e"nse  committed  by  a  minister  of  this 
Synod,  requiring  the  aid  of  Synod  to  adjust  it  satisfactorily,  the  member 
or  members,  acquainted  with  the  facts  in  the  case,  shall  immediately  in- 
form the  president  of  Synod,  who  shall  call,  without  delay,  a  session  of 
Synod,  if  two  ministers  and  two  laymen  request  it,  to  be  held  in  one  of  the 
congregations  of  the  accused.  The  president  shall  notify  the  parties  of 
the  call  session,  and  enjoin  it  upon  them  to  appear  at  the  time  and  place 
appointed,  prepared  to  furnish  all  the  testimony  for  and  against  the  ac- 
cused. When  all  the  evidence  shall  have  been  collected,  the  Synod  shall 
proceed  to  give  the  subject  a  fair,  candid,  and  impartial  investigation,  and 
dispose  of  it  according  to  the  evidence  in  the  case. 

Sec.  4.  If  a  minister  against  whom  serious  charges  are  preferred,  be 
duly  notified  and  he  refuse  to  attend  the  meeting  appointed  to  investigate 
his  case,  his  connection  with  Synod  shall  be  severed,  and  his  charge  ad- 
vised to  sever  his  pastoral  and  ministerial  relations. 

That  Sec.  2  of  Art.  5,  be  stricken  out. 

That  Sec.  3  of  Art.  5,  be  stricken  out,  and  the  following  be  substituted 
in  its  place : 

Sec.  3.  Whenever  one  or  more  congregations  make  application  for 
the  services  of  a  candidate  for  the  ministry,  he  shall  be  carefully  exam- 
ined in  reference  to  his  literary  and  theological  attainments.  If  he  sus- 
tains the  examination  to  the  satisfaction  of  Synod,  he  shall  be  ordained  to 
the  office  of  pastor,  according  to  Article  IV,  Sec.  3  of  Constitution. 

That  Sec.  4  of  Art.  5,  be  stricken  out. 

That  relative  to  the  reception  of  ministers  or  candidates  for  the  min- 
istry, and  pulpit  and  altar  fellowship,  we  recommend  that  the  following, 
known  as  the  Summit  Rule,  be  adhered  to,  which  reads  as  follows : 

This  Synod  is  invested  only  with  advisory  power ;  and  whereas  the 
general  policy  of  this  Synod  has  not  be^n  to  encourage  such  doctrines, 
worship  or  fellowship,  be  it 

Resolved  1.  That  this  Synod,  as  we  have,  so  far  as  we  know,  no  min- 
ister now  in  affiliation  with  such  societies,  we  advise  all  who  may  be  look- 
ing to  the  office  of  the  ministry  in  connection  with  this  Synod,  not  to 
associate  or  hold  fellowship  with  any  societies  that  practice  a  deistic  wor- 
ship or  service,  to  the  disparagement  of  the  adoration  due  Jesus  Christ, 
or  that  comes  in  conflict  with  the  orthodox  worship  of  the  Church,  or 
that  sets  up  a  plan  of  salvation  coming  in  conflict  with  that  set  forth  in 
Divine  Revelation,  through  the  Savior,  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  as  the  Me- 
diator between  God  and  man ;  as  it  is  the  sentiment  of  this  Synod  that 
such  could  not  be  received. 
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2.  That  we  regard  these  matters  as  subjects  for  investigation  and  in- 
struction, and  our  ministers  are  advised  to  give  such  information  as  they 
may  deem  proper,  when  it  is  desired. 

3.  With  respect  to  altar  and  pulpit  fellowship,  it  is  the  sentiment  of 
this  Synod,  that  our  ministers  and  people  adhere  to  the  practice  set  forth 
in  the  Confessions  of  the  Church,  using  all  necessary  precaution,  pru- 
dence, and  judiciousness  in  the  exercise  of  such  privileges,  l£st  the  sacred- 
ness  of  the  altar  and  pulpit  be  violated,  or  the  consciences  of  some  be 
oppressed,  and  reference  should  always  be  had  to  the  preparation,  desig- 
nated in  the  Augsburg  Confession,  article  eleven,  and  in  Luther's  Cate- 
chism, where  it  is  said,  "  Let  a  man  examine  himself,"  etc. ;  and  "  He 
only  is  truly  worthy  and  well  prepared,  who  has  faith  in  these  words,"  etc. 

4.  In  regard  to  Chiliasm,  we  would  simply  say,  it  is  clearly  rejected 
in  the  17th  article  of  the  Augsburg  Confession.

The  following  report  was  received  for  consideration : 
Report  of  Committee  on  Districting,  Joint  Union,  &c. 

We,  your  committee,  appointed  to  report  on  all  propositions  bearing 
on  the  subject  of  districting  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Tennessee  Synod, 
and  forming  a  joint  union  out  of  said  districts  and  other  synods,  that  may 
favor  such  joint  union,  and  that  of  a  Southern  Lutheran  Synodical  Confer- 
ence, submit  the  following : 

Whereas  the  committee  on  letters  and  petitions  recommend,  that 
the  three  State  Conferences,  composing  the  E.  L.  Tenn.  Synod,  be  re- 
solved into  three  Synods,  confined  by  State  lines ;  second,  that  the  E.  L. 
Tenn.  Synod,  in  order  to  perpetuate  her  history,  &c,  be  denominated  the 
Joint  Tenn.  Synod,  and  meet  in  triennial  conventions  on  middle  ground, 
composed  of  the  above  named  three  district  Synods,  and  such  other  Syn- 
ods as  may  desire  to  unite  with  us,  for  the  purpose  of  transacting  and 
having  the  superintendence  of  the  general  church  work  of  said  Joint  Syn- 
od ;  we  your  committee  respectfully  recommend,  that  this  matter  be  re- 
ferred to  these  Conferences  for  consideration,  indicating  their  wishes. 
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Whereas,  At  its  last  session,  a  paper  was  laid  before  our  Synod, 
asking  it  to  take  into  consideration  the  propriety  of  effecting  some  con- 
nection with  the  Southern  E.  L.  Genl.  Synod ;  and 

Whereas  the  following  action  was  taken  by  our  Synod,  relative  to 
that  request, 

Resolved,  That  this  paper  be  deferred  to  our  next  annual  session  of 
Synod  for  consideration ;  and 

Whereas  there  is  a  desire,  as  well  as  an  element  at  work,  to  estab- 
lish a  more  general  union  among  the  E.  L.  Synods  South,  in  the  form  of 
a  Genl.  Lutheran  Southern  Synodical  Conference,  based  on  the  Confes- 
sions of  the  Church,  as  extant  in  the  Christian  Book  of  Concord ;  be  it 
therefore 

1.  Resolved,  That  in  view  of  this  aspect  of  things,  we  deem  it  in  oppor- 
tune to  take  any  action  at  this  time,  in  regard  to  that  paper  or  request ; 

2.  Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sentiment  of  this  Synod,  if  there  be  sufficient 
internal  union  to  justify  external,  organic  union,  that  union  in  the  form 
of  a  Genl.  Southern  Lutheran  Synodical  Conference,  properly  based  on 
the  Confessions  of  the  Church,  with  only  advisory  power,  and  invested 
with  the  more  general  operations  of  the  Church,  is  the  safest,  and  most 
feasible,  and  churchly  policy  that  can  be  inaugurated,  under  the  present 
circumstances ; 

3.  Resolved,  That  with  a  view  of  accomplishing  this  desirable  object, 
this  Synod  appoint  a  committee,  consisting  of  three  from  Virginia,  four 
from  North  Carolina,  and  two  from  South  Carolina,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be,  provided  the  move  meet  with  sufficient  encouragement  in  their  judg- 
ment, to  co-operate  with  other  similar  committees,  or  individuals,  who 
may  favor  such  move,  in  appointing  a  suitable  time  and  place  for  the 
assembling  of  such  a  diet,  and  to  represent  this  Synod  in  such  diet,  to  inaug- 
urate such  Southern  Lutheran  Synodical  Conference,  submitting  the  result 
of  their  efforts  and  actions  to  the  different  Synods  for  their  approval  or 
disapproval :  and,  if  deemed  proper,  appoint  another  time  and  place  for 
the  consummation  of  such  Conference. 

We  would  further  submit,  that  we  rejoice,  to  be  able  to  state  that 
this  sentiment  is  indicated  in  resolutions,  passed  by  the  late  sessions  of 
the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Holston  Synod,  as  set  forth  in  its  minutes, 
transmitted  to  our  Synod,  as  well  as  in  resolutions,  passed  at  the  recent 
sessions  of  the  E.  L.  Virginia  Synod,  communicated  to  us  in  session  as- 
sembled, in  which  a  time  and  place  are  designated  for  the  holding  of  a 
diet  or  other  Conference  for  such  purpose.

Whereas,  There  are  in  this  country  about  6,370,000  Germans,  700,000 
Swedes,  500,000  Norwegians,  and  200,000  Danes  ; 

Whereas,  Lutheran  Emigration  has  taken  unprecedented  propor- 
tions: Germans,  yearly,  232,000;  Swedes,  59,000;  Norwegians,  27,000  ; 
and  Danes,  18,000 ; 

Whereas,  About  §  of  the  Germans  and  nearly  all  the  Scandinavians 
are  Lutheran ;  and 

Whereas,  Immigration  statistics  show  that  these  people  scatter  over 
the  whole  country,  in  every  county  and  town ;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  we  recognize  in  all  this  the  providence  of  God  in  open- 
ing to  our  church  a  most  effectual  door  for  advancing  Christ's  cause ;  that 
we  earnestly  request  all  our  pastors  and  congregations  to  make  special  ef- 
forts to  keep  a  list  of  such  people,  to  circulate  among  them  Lutheran 
tracts  and  papers  in  their  own  languages,  to  welcome  the  parents  into  our 
churches  and  their  children  to  our  Sunday  schools,  and  by  exchanging 
pulpits  or  otherwise  to  secure  a  sermon  for  them  occasionally  in  their  na- 
tive tongue. 

Rev.  M.  J.  Stirewalt,  of  the  Indiana  Synod,  addressed 
Synod  in  a  feeling  manner,  and,  at  the  request  of  the  Presi- 
dent, was  appropriately  responded  to  by  Rev.  C.  H.  Bern- 
heim.  Rev.  A.  L.  Yount,  of  the  Pittsburg  Synod,  made  an 
interesting  and  timely  address,  and  was  responded  to  by 
Rev.  M.  L.  Little. 

The  following  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  urgently  request,  that  every  minister  in  its 
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connection  arrange  to  hold  a  Luther  festival  in  every  congregation  in  his 
charge — services  commemorative  of  the  400th  anniversary  of  the  birth  of 
Dr.  Martin  Luther — during  the  year.

Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church. 

We,  your  committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  submit  the  follow- 
ing brief  statement  of  the  facts,  as  far  as  we  have  been  able  to  ascertain 
them : 

Upon  a  survey  of  the  whole  held,  we  think  we  are  able  to  report  con- 
siderable progress  in  the  work  of  the  Church;  and  although  there  are 
many  things  which  must  be  deplored,  yet  encouraged  by  the  progress  of 
the  past  year,  we  are  inclined  to  look  on  the  bright  side,  and  to  hope  for 
better  things  in  the  near  future. 

In  North  Carolina,  we  are  able  to  report  improvement  and  progress. 
The  outlook  is  more  encouraging,  we  think,  than  it  has  been  for  some 
time.  An  unusually  large  number  of  congregations  have  been  organized, 
during  the  past  year.  A  number  of  good  church  edifices  have  been 
erected.  A  growing  interest  in  education  has  been  manifested  every- 
where. A  greater  degree  of  harmony  and  unanimity  seems  to  be  prevail- 
ing, and  the  evils  heretofore  complained  of  are  abating.  • 

In  most  quarters,  however,  there  is  great  negligence  in  the  matter  of 
pastoral  support,  and  in  some  places  it  appeai-s  that  absolutely  nothing 
is  done  in  the  general  benevolence  of  the  Church.  There  is  also  a  great 
want  of  preachers  among  us  in  this  State;  but  the  want  is  bringing  its 
suppjy,  and  we  trust  the  time  is  soon  coming  when  the  supply  will  fully 
meet  the  demand. 

In  South  Carolina,  there  appears  to  be  improvement  in  the  general 
condition  of  our  churches.  Our  people  manifest  more  life  in  the  work  of 
the  Master.  The  interest  in  all  the  operations  of  the  Church  is  increasing. 
The  Sunday-school  work  and  catechisation  are  receiving  due  attention  in 
all  the  congregations.  Our  pastors  now,  as  in  the  past,  are  poorly  paid 
for  their  services.  A  decided  improvement  in  this  respect  would  result 
in  much  good  to  the  Church.  In  general  benevolence,  too,  there  is  much 
room  for  improvement  among  all  our  congregations.  Proper  church  dis- 
cipline is  not  always  exercised  among  our  people,  and  some  of  the  good 
old  Lutheran  customs  are  sadly  neglected. 

In  Virginia,  there  is  a  great  want  of  ministers ;  but  all  the  churches 
have  some  service,  and  are  doing  as  well  as  possible.  Unity  and  harmony 
prevail  among  the  ministers.  The  money  raised  for  benevolent  purposes 
does  not  meet  the  demands  of  the  Church ;  and,  perhaps,  this  trouble  is 
met  with  everywhere,  and  that  our  people  do  as  well,  or  better,  than  others. 
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We  are  glad  to  hear  that  our  cause  in  Alabama  is  still  quite  hopeful, 
and  now  becoming;  more  encouraging.

STANDING  RESOLUTIONS. 


Resolved,  That  each  of  our  pastors  is  required  to  teach  his  people  the 
duty  of  Christian  giving,  and  to  take  up  in  each  of  his  congregations  col- 
lections for  beneficiary  education,  and  to  report  at  each  regular  conven- 
tion of  our  Synod, 

Resolved,  That  the  Council  of  each  congregation  be  requested  to 
send,  to  each  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Synod,  a  written  Report  of  the  con- 
dition of  the  congregation. 

Wheeeas,  The  ancient  Lutheran  custom  of  thoroughly  catechising 
those  who  propose  to  become  members  of  our  communion,  previous  to 
their  confirmation,  is,  in  some  places,  falling  into  disuse,  and  rather  a 
loose  custom  of  receiving  uncatechised  persons  into  the  Church,  without 
the  slightest  examination  of  them  in  regard  to  their  religious  knowledge 
and  other  qualifications  for  church  membership,  has  been  practiced  by 
some  ;  be  it,  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  we  earnestly  recommend  all  our  Ministers  and  con- 
gregations in  future  to  see  to  it,  that,  if  it  can  possibly  be  done,  all  who 
make  application  for  church  membership  be  thoroughly  instructed,  by 
Catechisation  in  the  doctrines  and  usages  of  our  Church,  previous  to  their 
confirmation.  But,  in  such  extraordinary  cases,  as  when  persons  of  age 
and  experience  make  application,  or  such  young  persons  as  have  been  so 
favorably  situated  as  to  have  had  opportunities  to  become  acquainted 
with  and  to  have  informed  themselves  of  our  doctrines  and  customs,  seek 
church  privileges,  we  recommend  that  their  request  be  granted ;  but,  in 
no  case,  until  such  persons  have  been  examined  by  the  pastor,  before  the 
council,  and  have  been  approved  by  them.

The  Evangelical  Lutheran  Tennessee  Synod 
met  in  its  Sixty-Third  Annual  Convention  with  St.  James 
congregation,  in  the  Chapel  of  Concordia  College,  in  Cono- 
ver,  N.  C,  on  Saturday,  October  13th,  1883.  Eev.  J.  N. 
Stirewalt  preached  the  opening  sermon  from  1  Cor.  3, 11. 

After  recess  the  house  was  called  to  order.  Divine  ser- 
vices were  conducted  by  the  President.

The  President  read  the  following  report : 
President's  Report. . 

Dear  Brethren  in  Christ  Jesus-.— May  grace,  mercy,  and  peace, 
from  the  Father,  Son,  and  Holy  Spirit,  be  and  abide  with  us. 

It  is  through  the  tender  mercy  and  beneficent  providence  of  our 
heavenly  Father,  that  we  have  been  permitted  to  pass  through  another 
Synodical  year,  safely,  and  to  assemble  again  in  the  capacity  of  a  delib- 
erative body,  in  its  sixty-third  annual  convention,  in  which  we  are  ena- 
bled to  meet  each  other  with  fraternal  greetings,  to  sympathize  with  each 
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other,  to  counsel  and  encourage  each  other,  and  to  devise  the  best  and 
most  judicious  ways  and  means  for  promoting  the  Gospel,  maintaining 
and  perpetuating  the  sacred,  saving,  and  glorious  truths  and  principles 
of  our  holy  religion,  in  their  purity  and  integrity,  and  for  the  promotion 
and  extension  of  the  Redeemer's  kingdom  on  earth. 

We  should  rightly  appreciate  these  privileges  and  blessings,  as  well 
as  properly  realize  the  sacred  duties  devolving  upon  us,  devoutly  raising 
our  hearts  in  thankfulness  and  gratitude  to  the  Father  of  Lights,  the  Giver 
of  all  good,  through  Jesus  Christ  as  the  Mediator  between  him  and  us, 
and  imploring  him  for  a  continuance  of  his  mercies  and  providential  care. 

The  lives  of  all  our  ministerial  brethren,  in  connection  with  this  Syn- 
od, have  been  preserved  during  the  past  Synodical  year,  whilst  the  deaths 
among  our  lay -members,  have  not  been  unusually  numerous.  The  health 
of  our  Synod  in  a  physical,  moral,  and  spiritual  aspect,  may  be  regarded 
as  altogether  in  a  normal  condition. 

Official  Acts  :— October  17,  1882,  I  paid  to  Beneficiary  D.  A.  Sox, 
per  order,  as  agent  for  Treasurer  of  Beneficiary  Association,  seventy-five 
dollars,  $75.00,— one-half  of  the  appropriation  made  by  Synod  in  his  fa- 
vor. October  17,  1882,  I  also,  under  the  same  circumstances,  paid  over 
to  Beneficiary  P.  C.  Wike,  forty  dollars,  $40.00,— one-half  of  the  amount 
appropriated  for  his  benefit,  by  Synod.  Jan.  10,  1883,  I  issued  an  order 
on  the  Treasurer  of  Beneficiary  Association,  Rev.  T.  Moser,  to  Beneficia- 
ry P.  C.  Wike,  for  forty  dollars,  $40.00.  February  9,  1883,  I  issued  an 
order  on  said  Treasurer  in  favor  of  Beneficiary  D.  A.  Sox  for  seventy- 
five  dollars,  $75.00. 

Pastoral  Charges:—  Rev.  J.  K.  Efird  notified  me,  that  he  had  re- 
signed St.  Peter's  or  Meetze's  church,  and  had  taken  charge  of  St.  Peter's 
(Piny  Woods)  church,  and  St.  John's,  Lexington  co.,  South  Carolina, 
Rev.  L  Conder  informed  me,  that  he  had  taken  charge  of  a  church  near 
Matthews,  North  Carolina.  Rev.  Prof.  M.  L.  Little  informs  me,  that 
the  following  changes  have  taken  place  in  his  charge  :— A  new  congrega- 
tion has  been  organized  at  Cherryville,  North  Carolina,  of  which  he  is 
now  pastor,  and  that  a  new,  commodious  church-edifice  has  been  erected 
there.  Early  in  the  year,  he  resigned  Bethphage.  Recently  he  resigned 
Sardis  church,  Catawba  co.;  and  Trinity,  Lincoln  co.,  N.  C.  In  August, 
he  reorganized  a  congregation  near  Dallas,  Gaston  co.,  N.  C,  where  ar- 
rangements are  being  made  for  the  erection  of  a  new  brick  church.  Hav- 
ing received  a  call,  he  has  taken  charge  of  Luther  Chapel.  Rev.  J.  I. 
Miller  has  taken  charge  of  St.  Lukers  church,  Luray,  Page  co.,  Va.,  ac- 
cording to  certain  understanding  and  regulations,  whose  parochial  report 
is  submitted  to  Synod.  Candidate  J.  A.  Rudisill  has  taken  charge  of 
Bethphage,  Trinity,  Lincoln  co.,  Sardis,  Catawba  co.,  and  a  newly  or- 
ganized congregation  at  Glen  Alpine,  Burk  co.,  N.  C.  Candidate  D.  J. 
Settlemyre  has  taken  charge  of  St.  Mark,  Mt.  Moriah,  and  Phanuel 
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churches,  Rowan  co.,  N.  C.  Rev.  Prof.  R.  A.  Yoder  resigned  his  pas- 
toral relation  to  Concordia  congregation,  Conover,  N.  C.  Zion's,  St.  Ja- 
cob's, St.  Matthew's,  and  St.  Stephen's  churches,  Shenandoah  county,  Va., 
are  partially  supplied  by  Rev.  S.  Henkel,  D.  D.,  and  Rev.  J.  P.  Stirewalt. 
Rev.  J.  S.  Koiner  has  taken  charge  of  St.  Jacob,  St.  Thomas,  and  Beth- 
lehem churches,  Lexington  co.,  South  Carolina. 

Beneficiaries  : — Mr.  P.  C.  Wike  and  Mr.  D.  A.  Sox  pursued  their 
studies  in  Concordia  College,  Conover,  North  Carolina. 

Recommendations  : — 1.  If  deemed  beneficial  in  promoting  the  inter- 
ests of  the  church,  That  Synod  take  such  action,  as  she  may,  in  her  wis- 
dom, see  fit,  with  a  view  to  inaugurate  a  Southern  Lutheran  Synodical 
Conference,  properly  based  on  the  Confessions  of  the  Church,  and  invest- 
ed with  only  advisory  powers,  to  be  occupied  with  the  more  general  work 
and  operations  of  the  Church. 

2.  If  consistent  with  the  charter  and  the  desire  of  the  proper  authori- 
ties and  those  pecuniarily  interested,  That  some  action  be  taken  to  effect 
proper  relations  between  Concordia  College,  located  at  Conover,  Catawba 
co.,  N.  C, — a  church  institution, — and  this  Synod, — such  relations  as  are 
customary  and  practicable. 

8.  That  the  agreement  between  the  E.  L.  North  Carolina  Synod  and 
the  E.  L.  Tennessee  Synod,  inaugurated,  by  the  committees,  at  Hickory, 
Catawba  co.,  N.  C,  March,  1883.  appointed  by  said  Synods,  in  regard  to 
church  operations,  so  as  to  prevent  conflict  in  mission  work  and  other 
church  work,  be  considered  and  acted  on,  by  Synod,  and  that  the  Secre- 
tary furnish  said  paper  to  be  appended  to  our  minutes,  as  well  as  the 
action  of  Synod  relative  to  it. 

In  conclusion,  we  pray  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church,  to  preside  over 
us,  guiding  us  in  the  way  of  all  truth  and  efficiency,  so  that  our  delibera- 
tions and  transactions,  as  well  as  our  individual  ministrations,  may  con- 
tribute to  the  honor  and  glory  of  God,  and  the  promotion  of  the  Redeem- 
er's Kingdom.  SOCRATES  HENKEL.

Report  of  Committee  to  Meet  Committee  of  North  Carolina  Synod. 

Report  of  the  committee,  appointed  by  this  Synod,  to  meet  and  con- 
fer with  a  similar  committee,  appointed  by  the  E.  L.  Synod  of  North 
Carolina,  in  regard  to  overlapping  and  disputed  territory. 

Your  committee  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following :—  After  some 
epistolary  correspondence  between  the  chairmen  of  the  respective  com- 
mittees, in  regard  to  the  duty  assigned  them — the  members  of  the  com- 
mittees from  their  respective  Synods  met,  in  the  town  of  Hickory,  Ca- 
tawba co.,  N.  C,  in  the  E.  L.  Church  in  that  place,  on  the  27th  day  of 
March,  1883.  An  organization  was  effected,  by  electing  Rev.  A.  J.  Fox, 
M.  D.,  President,  and  Rev.  L.  A.  Bikle,  D.  D.,  Secretary.  The  meeting 
was  a  very  cordial  one — the  discussions  fraternal  and  respectful,  and  the 
decisions  prompt  and  unanimous. 

The  following  paper  was  presented,  carefully  considered,  and  adopted 
by  items,  and  then  with  great  readiness  and  unanimity,  it  was  adopted 
as  a  whole  : 

"We  the  undersigned  committees,  appointed  by  the  North  Carolina 
and  Tennessee  Synods,  at  their  sessions,  in  1882,  respectfully  submit  the 
following  as  the  conclusions  and  results  of  our  deliberations,  at  Hickory, 
N.  C,  on  the  27th  of  March,  1883,  relative  to  the  important  matter  placed 
in  our  hands.  The  object  of  our  meeting  being  to  mature  and  to  submit, 
for  the  consideration  of  and  the  adoption  by  said  Synods  in  convention 
assembled,  some  expedient,  judicious,  equitable  plan,  or  policy,  to  pre- 
vent— between  these  Synods  in  their  efforts  to  extend  the  Redeemer's  King- 
dom in  the  occupancy  of  places,  the  establishment  of  missions,  the  erec- 
tion of  church  edifices,  the  organization  of  congregations,  etc., — conflicts 
calculated  to  disparage  the  efforts  at  and  the  prosperity  of  such  places, 
establishments,  erections,  organizations,  etc.,  as  are  already  occupied 
and  inaugurated  by  the  one  or  the  other  of  these  Synods,  and  in  process 
of  existence, — we  submit  the  subjoined  plan  or  policy  as  practicable  and 
effective  : 

1.  That  inasmuch  as  the  aforesaid  Synods  confess,  and  teach  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  confessional  basis  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church. 
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as  set  forth  in  her  Symbols,  and  so  long  as  these  Synods  shall  thus  con- 
fess and  teach,  neither  Synod,  in  its  efforts  to  promote  the  Gospel  and 
cause  of  Christ,  shall  occupy  places,  erect  churches,  establish  missions, 
organize  congregations,  etc.,  where  such  things  have  already  been  done 
or  instituted  by  the  other,  in  villages  or  towns  whose  inhabitants  do  not 
exceed  2,000 ;  and,  so  too,  in  regard  to  churches  and  church-work  in  the 
country  or  communities,  as  due  respect  should  be  paid  to  locations  at  a 
reasonable  distance,  in  order  to  prevent  conflict  of  interest  b}r  the  inaugu- 
ration of  such  efforts  too  nearly  contiguous. 

2.  That  in  towns  or  cities  the  number  of  whose  inhabitants  shall  ex- 
ceed 2,000,  or  shall  be  large  enough  to  support  two  or  more  Lutheran 
Churches,  it  may  be  advantageous  and  proper  for  both  S}rnods  to  operate 
without  any  view  of  conflict  or  infringement. 

3.  That  when  or  where  the  one  Synod  has  a  member  or  members  re- 
siding in  a  community,  village,  or  town,  already  occupied  by  the  other 
S}mod,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  that  Synod,  having  such  member  or  mem- 
bers, to  advise  the  same,  to  unite  with  those  of  the  Lutheran  faith  already 
engaged  in  the  Redeemer's  work  in  such  town  or  village. 

4.  That  in  all  proper  efforts  to  promote  the  interests  of  the  Church, 
friendly  Christian  relations  between  the  two  Synods  shall  be  maintained 
and  cherished,  each  respecting  the  rights  of  the  other,  as  it  becomes  Chris- 
tians to  do  in  the  dissemination  of  the  Gospel,  and  in  the  promotion  of 
the  Church.

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Report  of  Delegate  to  Holston  Synod. 

Report  of  visit  to  the  E.  L.  Holston  Synod,  as  alternate  of  the  Dele- 
gate appointed  in  1882 : 

Inasmuch  as  G  congregations,  in  the  State  of  Tennessee,  lately  vaca- 
ted by  the  removal  of  Rev.  Professors  Wagner  and  Barb,  had  extended  a 
call  to  me,  to  become  their  pastor,  I  decided  to  visit  them,  and  extend  my 
visit,  some  70  miles,  and  attend  the  annual  convention  of  the  E.  L.  Hol- 
ston Synod,  in  Buehler's  Church,  Sulivan  co.,  Tenn.,  Dr.  A.  J.  Brown, 
pastor. 

Not  being  well,  I  did  not  attend  on  the  first  day  of  the  meeting;  but 
on  the  morning  of  the  second  day,  though  considerably  indisposed,  I  put 
in  my  appearance,  and  was  most  kindly  and  cordially  received  by  all  the 
members  of  Synod. 

Inasmuch  as  I  had  not  been  informed  by  Rev.  S.  Henkel,  who  was 
delegate  primarius,  that  he  could  noL  attend  the  Synod,  I  naturally  ex- 
pected to  meet  him  there.  In  this  I  was  disappointed.  As  he  was  absent, 
1  was  introduced  and  received  as  corresponding  delegate  from  this  Synod. 
But  on  taking  my  seat,  I  was  considerably  embarrassed  to  find  an  offi- 
cial letter,  containing  the  fraternal  greetings  of  this  Synod,  etc.  The  Syn- 
od, however,  somehow  managed  to  retain  me  as  the  corresponding  dele- 
gate, and  also  receive  and  recognize  the  official  letter  of  the  principal. 

1  am  exceedingly  sorry,  that  I  was  so  much  indisposed  as  to  prevent 
my  attending  much  upon  their  deliberations,  but  from  what  I  saw  and 
could  learn,  I  feel  confident  that  a  spirit  of  zeal  and  activity,  in  the  Mas- 
ter's cause,  prevails,  that  is  both  commendable  and  that  others  will  do 
well  to  emulate. 

Rev.  A.  J.  Brown,  D.  D.,  was  appointed  delegate  to  this  Synod,  and 
Rev.  J.  C.  Miller,  alternate. 

I  would  respectfully  recommend  the  appointment  of  a  delegate  by 
this  Synod,  to  meet  that  Synod  in  her  next  annual  convention.

Report  on  Letters  and  Petitions. 

Your  Committee  on  Letters  and  Petitions  would  respectfully  submit 
the  following  report : 

No.  1— Letters  from  Revs.  R.  A.  Yoder,  J.  W.  Hausenfluck,  and 
J.  A.  Cromer,  asking  that  they  be  excused  from  attending  the  present  ses- 
sion of  Synod,  giving  distance,  want  of  means,  and  family  conditions,  as 
the  reason  of  their  excuse.    We  recommend  that  they  be  excused. 

No.  2— Petitions  from  various  churches,  asking  for  the  examina- 
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tion  and  ordination  of  candidates  J.  A.  Rudisill,  Junius  B.  Fox,  D.  A. 
Sox,  D.  J.  Settlemyre,  and  J.  W.  S.  Sheppard.  We  respectfully  refer 
this  matter  to  the  Committee  on  examination  and  ordination. 

No.  3  is  a  petition  from  the  Elders  of  St.  Martin's,  Cabarrus  Co., 
St.  Martin's,  Stanley  Co.,  and  Luther  Union  Churches,  staling  that  their 
pastor,  Rev.  T.  Moser,  in  consequence  of  declining  health,  is  no  Longer 
able  to  serve  them  regularly,  and  asking  Synod  to  aid  in  procuring  the 
services  of  another  regular  pastor.  We  refer  this  to  the  consideration  of 
Synod,  and  we  furthermore  recommend  that  if  no  pastor  can  be  obtained 
that  they  be  supplied  with  visits  from  the  pastors  of  the  N.  C.  Conference. 

No.  4  is  a  petition  from  St.  Mary's,  (Pine  Church,)  Shenandoah  Co., 
Va.,  asking  for  the  next  convention  of  Synod  to  be  held  in  their  church, 
stating  also  that  this  is  the  third  time  they  have  petitioned  for  the  meet- 
ing of  Synod.  We  recommend  their  petition  to  the  favorable  considera- 
tion of  Synod. 

No.  5  is  a  letter  from  Rev.  F.  W.  Peschau,  Cor.  Secretary  of  N.  C. 
Synod,  endorsed  by  the  President  of  his  Synod.  We  recommend  that  his 
letter  be  read. 

No.  6  is  a  preamble  and  resolution  of  Bethlehem  Church,  Va.,  dep- 
recating the  expenditure  of  time,  labor  and  money,  in  holding  the  sessions 
of  Synod  by  reason  of  the  widely  extended  boundaries  of  Synod,  and 
asking  for  a  more  practicable,  suitable  and  amicable  arrangement  of  Syn- 
odical  boundaries. 

We  recommend  this  to  the  favorable  consideration  of  Synod  in  the 
following  practicable  manner: 

1.  That  the  three  State  Conferences,  composing  this  Synod,  be  resolved 
into  three  Synods,  confined  by  State  lines.  » 

2.  That  the  Tenn.  Synod,  in  order  to  perpetuate  her  history,  &c,  be 
denominated  the  Joint  Tenn.  Synod,  and  said  Synod  meet  in  triennial 
convention  on  middle  ground,  composed  of  the  above  named  three  dis- 
trict Synods,  and  such  other  Synods  as  may  desire  to  unite  with  us,  for 
the  purpose  of  transacting  and  having  the  superintendence  of  the  general 
church  work. 

No.  7  is  a  letter,  signed  by  G.  L.  Hunt,  M.  L.  Carpenter,  D.  C.  Huff- 
man, C.  H.  L.  Schuette,  making  a  formal  request  to  meet  in  a  free  Con- 
ference the  members  of  this  Synod,  or  as  many  as  are  willing  to  meet  with 
them,  in  or  near  Conover,  on  or  about  the  16th  prox.,  leaving  it  to  us  to 
fix  the  exact  time  and  place  of  meeting.  The  letter  concludes  with  these 
words,  "  Hoping  that  you  will  for  the  love  and  peace  of  our  dear  church 
give  a  favorable  consideration  to  our  proposal,  and  answer  us  at  your  ear- 
liest convenience,  we  are  yours  in  the  love  of  Christ."  We  recommend 
that  a  committee  of  two  be  appointed  to  meet  the  undersigned  individuals 
of  said  letter,  and  ascertain  the  direct  aim  and  purpose  of  such  proposed 
Conference,  and  that  said  committee  report  early  to  this  Synod. 
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No.  8  is  a  preamble  and  resolution,  praying  this  body  to  advise  Zion 
and  Hickory  congregations  to  call  a  pastor,  acceptable  to  the  Lutherans 
there,  irrespective  of  Synodical  connection.  This  communication  is 
signed  by  the  committee,  H.  C.  McAlister,  Secretary,  and  Rev.  W.  A. 
Lutz.    We  refer  this  matter  to  the  consideration  of  Synod. 

No.  9  is  a  letter  from  Rev.  A.  J.  Brown,  D.  D.,  delegate  from  the 
Holston  Synod  to  this  body,  expressing  his  regret  at  not  being  able  to 
meet  with  us  in  our  convention,  and  conveying  to  us  the  fraternal  greet- 
ings of  said  Synod.  We  hereby  express  our  regret  and  disappointment 
of  Dr.  Brown  not  being  able  to  meet  with  us. 

No.  10 — Petitions  from  Evangelical  Lutheran  congregation  in  New- 
ton, N.  C.j  and  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  congregation  at  Antioch,  asking 
to  be  received  in  connection  with  this  Synod.  The  former  congregation 
have  appointed  A.  A.  Brown  as  delegate  to  this  body.  We  recommend 
that  the  congregations  be  received.

The  first  recommendation  calls  to  the  attention  of  this  body  the  pro- 
priety of  considering  some  general  plan  or  basis  upon  which  the  Southern 
Lutheran  church  might  meet  for  more  general  church-work. 

In  relation  to  this  matter,  your  committee  have  only  to  call  the  atten- 
tion of  this  body  to  the  fact,  that  there  is  now  before  it  a  proposition 
which  lies  over  from  last  meeting,  and  which  will  come  up  under  the 
head  of  unfinished  business,  to  unite  this  body"  with  the  Southern  General 
S}mod.

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Item  4  was  adopted  and  St.  Mary's  (Pine  Church)  Church, 
Shenandoah  Co.,  Va.,  was  chosen  as  the  place  ot  the  next 
meeting*  of  Synod,  and  Saturday,  10  o'clock,  A.  M.,  before 
the  last  Sunday  in  September,  1884,  as  the  time.

Item  8.  The  following  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  Inasmuch  as  both  Hickory  and  Zion  congregations  are  sup- 
plied with  pastors,  we  deem  it  inexpedient  to  advise  the  above  congrega- 
tions in  the  matter  recommended  by  the  Ex.  Com., — H.  C.  McAlister, 
Secretary. 

Item  9.  Adopted. 

The  report  was  adopted  as  a  whole. 
The  following  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  of  Beneficiary  Education  Fund  be  re- 
quested to  furnish  for  publication  in  ouk  minutes  the  amounts  paid  for 
beneficiary  education,  designating  specifically  the  sums  contributed  by 
each  congregation,  according  to  pastorates,  as  well  as  the  names  of  spe- 
cial donors. 

The  following  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Reception 
of  Concordia  College  was  received,  considered,  and  adopted: 

Report  of  Committee  on  Reception  of  Concordia  College. 

We,  the  committee,  appointed  by  Synod,  to  confer  with  the  Trustees 
of  Concordia  College,  and  prepare  an  agreement  which  may  serve  as  a 
basis  upon  which  said  school  may  become  the  recognized  institution  of 
Synod,  present  the  following  report : 

A  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  having  been  called,  the  following 
resolution  was  adopted : 

Whereas,  There  seems  to  be  a  general  desire  to  establish  proper  re- 
lations between  Concordia  College  and  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Tennes- 
see Synod,  and. 
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Whereas,  It  is  generally  believed  that  such  relations  would  inure  to 
the  interest  of  this  school,  as  well  as  to  the  good  of  the  Synod  or  Church, 
at  a  meeting  held  in  said  institution,  on  Ocl.  15th,  by  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tee-, the  Faculty,  and  others  immediately  interested,  the  following  action 
was  taken : 

Resolved,  That,  with  a  view  of  establishing  proper  relations  between 
Concordia  College,  situated  at  Conover,  N.  C,  and  the  Evangelical  Lu- 
theran Tennessee  Synod,  we,  in  meeting  assembled,  agree,  1.  that,  when- 
ever a  vacancjr,  or  vacancies,  occur,  either  by  death,  resignation,  or  re- 
moval, in  the  Board  of  Trustees  or  in  the  Faculty,  the  said  Synod  shall 
have  the  right  as  well  as  the  privilege  to  recommend  a  suitable  person,  or 
persons,  to  fill  such  vacancy  or  vacancies  ;  2.  that  the  Synod  shall  have 
the  right  to  appoint  a  Board  of  Visitors,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  annually 
to  visit  said  school,  and  make  such  report  of  the  condition  of  the  school 
to  each  session  of  the  Synod,  as  may  be  deemed  most  advantageous ;  3. 
that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  of  the  Faculty  to  make  a  report 
annually  to  Synod,  relative  to  moral  and  literary  condition  of  the  school, 
which  report  shall  also  be  signed  by  the  secretary  of  the  faculty  ;  4.  that 
the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  also  make  an  annual  report 
to  Synod,  in  regard  to  the  financial  condition  of  the  school,  which  report 
shall  likewise  be  signed  b}r  the  secretary  of  the  Board  of  the  Trustees  j 
5.  that  this  school  shall  be  continued  and  conducted  as  a  church  institu- 
tion, under  such  rules  and  regulations,  as  may  be  instituted  by  the  Board 
of  Trustees  in  accordance  with  the  charter,  and  the  Confessions  of  the 
Church  as  set  forth  in  the  Christian  Book  of  Concord,  each  teacher,  in- 
structor, or  professor,  taking  an  obligation  not  to  teach  anything  in  said 
school  that  is  contrary  to  said  Confessions. 

These  stipulations  or  propositions  shall  be  valid  and  in  force,  pro- 
vided the  said  Synod  shall  acquiesce,  and  is  disposed  to  lend  said  institu- 
tion its  fostering  care  and  encouragement,  as  well  as  its  influence  and 
moral  force ;  provided,  that  if  the  Synod  shall  fail,  after  notice,  to  rec- 
ommend, in  due  time,  a  suitable  person  or  persons  to  fill  such  vacancy  or 
vacancies,  the  proper  authorities  of  said  institution,  shall  proceed  to  fill 
such  vacancy  or  vacancies.

Synod  adjourned  to  meet  to-morrow  morning,  at  8£ 
o'clock.    Prayer  with  Rev.  C.  H.  Bernheim. 

Wednesday,  8J  o'clock,  A.  M. 
Synod  met,  and  divine  service  was  conducted  by  Rev. 
A.  L.  Crouse.    The  roll  was  called,  minutes  read,  received, 
and  adopted. 

The  Committee  on  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  made 
a  report  which  was  considered  and  adopted: 

Report  of  Committee  on  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  Synod. 

Your  Committee,  appointed  to  consider  amendments  to  the  Constitu- 
tion and  By-Laws  of  Synod,  submit  the  following  :* 

CONSTITUTK  >N. 
Article  hi. 

Sec.  1.  This  Synod  shall  be  composed  of  regulai'ly  ordained  ministers  of  the 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  and  lay-delegates.  The  lay-delegates  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  congregations  in  connection  with  this  Synod  to  represent  them  in  the 
Synodical  Meetings. 

That  Art.  3,  Sec.  1,  be  so  amended  as  to  read:  This  Synod  is  an  as- 
sociation of  congregations.  Its  conventions  shall  be  composed  of  regu- 
larly ordained  ministers  in  their  connection,  and  their  lay-delegates. 

Sec.  5.  No  business  shall  be  transacted  secretly  or  under  closed  doors,  unless  an 
unhappy  period  should  arrive,  in  which  the  Church  would  be  liable  to  persecution, 
except  such  as  relates  to  the  moral  character  of  a  minister,  and  to  the  examination 
of  candidates  for  the  ministerial  office.  Cases  of  this  kind,  if  deemed  necessary  and 
expedient,  may  be  attended  to,in  a  private  session  of  Synod. 

That  Sec.  5  of  Art.  3,  be  made  Sec.  2  of  Art.  6  of  the  By-Laws. 

Article  it. 

Sec.  1.  The  business  of  this  Synod  shall  be  to  employ  the  proper  means  for  the 
promulgation  of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  to  impart  its  advice  in  matters  of  Chris- 
tian faith  and  life,  to  detect  and  expose  erroneous  doctrines  and  false  teachers,  and 
to  investigate  charges  of  false  doctrines,  wrong  practice,  and  immoralities  of  life, 
preferred  against  any  of  its  ministers,  and  finding  them  guilty,  to  expel 
and  depose  from  the  Synod  and  holy  office  of  the  ministry,  such  as  refuse  after  ad- 
monition to  repent  of  their  wrong. 

That  Sec.  1  of  Art.  4,  be  so  amended  as  to  read:  The  business  of  this 
Synod  shall  be  to  employ  the  proper  means  for  the  promulgation  of  the 
Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  to  impart  its  advice  in  matters  of  Christian  faith 
and  life,  to  detect  and  expose  erroneous  doctrines  and  false  teachers,  to 
recommend  orthodox  liturgies,  hymn  books,  catechisms,  parochial  and 

*  Memorandum. — The  matter  which  appears  in  the  smaller  type,  presents  the 
reading  of  the  present  constitution  in  regard  to  the  Articles  and  Sections  indicated, 
and  to  be  amended,  and  that  in  the  larger,  the  reading  of  the  constitution  as  amend- 
ed, relative  to  said  Articles  and  Sections. — Publishers. 
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Sunday-school  books,  to  engage  in  missionary  work — domestic  and  for- 
eign, to  aid  indigent  young  men  in  preparing  for  the  work  of  the  minis- 
try, and  to  investigate  charges  of  false  doctrines,  wrong  practices  and 
immoralities  of  life,  preferred  against  any  of  its  ministers,  and  finding 
them  guilty,  to  suspend  or  expel  from  Synod  such  as  are  deemed  unwor- 
thy to  bear  the  office,  and  advise  their  pastorates  to  sever  their  official 
relations  with  them. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  Synod  as  soon  as  the  wants  of  the  church  shall  de- 
mand, and  its  resources  will  justify,  to  engage  in  the  work  of  Missions  both  domes- 
tic and  foreign:  and  also  in  the  work  of  Beneficiary  Education  for  the  purpose  of 
preparing  indigent  young  men  of  talents  and  piety  for  the  work  of  the  ministry  in 
connection  with  the  Lutheran  Church  according  to  such  regulations  as  it  may  adopt, 
and  consider  best  calculated  to  promote  these  great  objects. 

That  Sec.  2  of  Art.  4,  be  stricken  out. 

Sec.  3.  Upon  application  to  examine  candidates  for  the  ministry,  this  Synod  shall 
make  the  necessary  provisions  to  attend  to  such  application,  and  after  due  approval 
by  a  majority  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  voting,  appointing  one  or  more  Pastors 
to  consecrate  such  candidate  to  the  office  of  the  ministry  at  some  suitable  time  and 
place  by  the  laying  on  of  hands  and  prayer. 

That  Sec.  3  (2)  of  Art.  4,  be  so  amended  as  to  read :  Upon  applica- 
tion to  examine  candidates  for  the  ministry,  this  Synod  shall  make  the 
necessary  provisions  to  attend  to  such  application,  and  after  due  approval 
appoint  one  or  more  pastors  to  consecrate  such  candidate  to  the  office  of 
the  ministry,  by  the  laying  on  of  hands  and  prayer. 

Sec.  5.  Upon  application,  this  Synod  may  receive  congregations  who  may  desire 
to  be  connected  with  it,  provided  they  subscribe  this  Constitution. 

That  Sec.  5  (4)  of  Art.  4,  be  so  amended  as  to  read:  Upon  applica- 
tion, this  Synod  may  receive  congregations  in  its  connection,  provided 
they  subscribe  this  constitution. 

BY-LAWS. 

That  sections  2,  3,  4,  5,  6,  and  7  of  Art.  4,  be  stricken  out,  and  the 
following  substituted : 

Sec.  2.  Should  any  member  of  the  church  know  a  minister  to  be 
guilty  of  a  private  offense,  he  shall  reprove  him  according  to  Matt.  18, 
15  ;  and,  if  in  the  process,  as  required  in  this  text,  he  be  restored  fully  to 
the  favor  of  his  charge,  or  congregation,  as  to  his  membership  and  fitness 
to  perform  the  functions  of  the  ministry,  the  matter  should  rest  here ;  but 
if  his  offense  shall  have  been  of  such  a  serious  character,  in  violating  the 
principles  of  piety,  rules  of  morality,  or  errors  in  the  fundamental  doc- 
trines of  our  church,  and  the  decisions  of  the  congregation  or  charge  shall 
not  have  been  satisfactory  to  the  Synod,  Synod  shall  investigate  the  mat- 
ter, and,  if  in  her  judgment,  his  offense  has  been  such  as  to  disqualify 
him  to  discharge  the  f mictions  of  the  ministry,  she  shall  sever  his  Synod- 
ical  relation,  and  recommend  the  congregation  or  congregations  to  sever 
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his  pastoral  or  ministerial  relations;  and  any  congregation  refusing  to  do 
so,  its  connection  with  this  Synod  shall  be  dissolved. 

Sec.  3.  In  the  event  of  an  offense  committed  by  a  minister  of  this 
Synod,  requiring  the  aid  of  Synod  to  adjust  it  satisfactorily,  the  member 
or  members,  acquainted  with  the  facts  in  the  case,  shall  immediately  in- 
form the  president  of  Synod,  who  shall  call,  without  delay,  a  session  of 
Synod,  if  two  ministers  and  two  laymen  request  it,  to  be  held  in  one  of  the 
congregations  of  the  accused.  The  president  shall  notify  the  parties  of 
the  call  session,  and  enjoin  it  upon  them  to  appear  at  the  time  and  place 
appointed,  prepared  to  furnish  all  the  testimony  for  and  against  the  ac- 
cused. When  all  the  evidence  shall  have  been  collected,  the  Synod  shall 
proceed  to  give  the  subject  a  fair,  candid,  and  impartial  investigation,  and 
dispose  of  it  according  to  the  evidence  in  the  case. 

Sec.  4.  If  a  minister  against  whom  serious  charges  are  preferred,  be 
duly  notified  and  he  refuse  to  attend  the  meeting  appointed  to  investigate 
his  case,  his  connection  with  Synod  shall  be  severed,  and  his  charge  ad- 
vised to  sever  his  pastoral  and  ministerial  relations. 

That  Sec.  2  of  Art.  5,  be  stricken  out. 

That  Sec.  3  of  Art.  5,  be  stricken  out,  and  the  following  be  substituted 
in  its  place : 

Sec.  3.  Whenever  one  or  more  congregations  make  application  for 
the  services  of  a  candidate  for  the  ministry,  he  shall  be  carefully  exam- 
ined in  reference  to  his  literary  and  theological  attainments.  If  he  sus- 
tains the  examination  to  the  satisfaction  of  Synod,  he  shall  be  ordained  to 
the  office  of  pastor,  according  to  Article  IV,  Sec.  3  of  Constitution. 

That  Sec.  4  of  Art.  5,  be  stricken  out. 

That  relative  to  the  reception  of  ministers  or  candidates  for  the  min- 
istry, and  pulpit  and  altar  fellowship,  we  recommend  that  the  following, 
known  as  the  Summit  Rule,  be  adhered  to,  which  reads  as  follows : 

This  Synod  is  invested  only  with  advisory  power ;  and  whereas  the 
general  policy  ol  this  Synod  has  not  been  to  encourage  such  doctrines, 
worship  or  fellowship,  be  it 

Resolved  1.  That  this  Synod,  as  we  have,  so  far  as  we  know,  no  min- 
ister now  in  affiliation  with  such  societies,  we  advise  all  who  may  be  look- 
ing to  the  office  of  the  ministry  in  connection  with  this  Synod,  not  to 
associate  or  hold  fellowship  with  any  societies  that  practice  a  deistic  wor- 
ship or  service,  to  the  disparagement  of  the  adoration  due  Jesus  Christ, 
or  that  comes  in  conflict  with  the  orthodox  worship  of  the  Church,  or 
that  sets  up  a  plan  of  salvation  coming  in  conflict  with  that  set  forth  in 
Divine  Revelation,  through  the  Savior,  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  as  the  Me- 
diator between  God  and  man ;  as  it  is  the  sentiment  of  this  Synod  that 
such  could  not  be  received. 
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2.  That  we  regard  these  matters  as  subjects  for  investigation  and  in- 
struction, and  our  ministers  are  advised  to  give  such  information  as  thej^ 
may  deem  proper,  when  it  is  desired. 

3.  With  respect  to  altar  and  pulpit  fellowship,  it  is  the  sentiment  of 
this  Synod,  that  our  ministers  and  people  adhere  to  the  practice  set  forth 
in  the  Confessions  of  the  Church,  using  all  necessary  precaution,  pru- 
dence, and  judiciousness  in  the  exercise  of  such  privileges,  lest  thesacred- 
ness  of  the  altar  and  pulpit  be  violated,  or  the  consciences  of  some  be 
oppressed,  and  reference  should  always  be  had  to  the  preparation,  desig- 
nated in  the  Augsburg  Confession,  article  eleven,  and  in  Luther's  Cate- 
chism, where  it  is  said,  "  Let  a  man  examine  himself,"  etc.  ;  and  "  He 
only  is  truly  worthy  and  well  prepared,  who  has  faith  in  these  words,"  etc. 

4.  In  regard  to  Chiliasm,  we  would  simply  say,  it  is  clearly  rejected 
in  the  17th  article  of  the  Augsburg  Confession.

In  answer  to  an  inquiry  about  the  meaning  of  the  "  Sum- 
mit Bule,"  the  following  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  holds  that  the  Summit  Rule  does  not  favor 
Pulpit  and  Altar  service  with  the  denominations. 

The  following  report  was  received  for  consideration  : 
Report  of  Committee  on  Districting,  Joint  Union,  &c. 

We,  your  committee,  appointed  to  report  on  all  propositions  bearing 
on  the  subject  of  districting  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Tennessee  Synod, 
and  forming  a  joint  union  out  of  said  districts  and  other  synods,  that  may 
favor  such  joint  union,  and  that  of  a  Southern  Lutheran  Synodical  Confer- 
ence, submit  the  following : 

Whereas  the  committee  on  letters  and  petitions  recommend,  that 
the  three  State  Conferences,  composing  the  E.  L.  Tenn.  Synod,  be  re- 
solved into  three  Synods,  confined  by  State  lines ;  second,  that  the  E.  L. 
Tenn.  Synod,  in  order  to  perpetuate  her  history,  &c,  be  denominated  the 
Joint  Tenn.  Synod,  and  meet  in  triennial  conventions  on  middle  ground, 
composed  of  the  above  named  three  district  Synods,  and  such  other  Syn- 
ods as  may  desire  to  unite  with  us,  for  the  purpose  of  transacting  and 
having  the  superintendence  of  the  general  church  work  of  said  Joint  Syn- 
od ;  we  your  committee  respectfully  recommend,  that  this  matter  be  re- 
ferred to  these  Conferences  for  consideration,  indicating  their  wighes. 
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Whereas,  At  its  last  session,  a  paper  was  laid  before  our  Synod, 
asking  it  to  take  into  consideration  the  propriety  of  effecting  some  con- 
nection with  the  Southern  E.  L.  Genl.  Synod ;  and 

Whereas  the  following  action  was  taken  by  our  Sjmod,  relative  to 
that  request, 

Resolved,  That  this  paper  be  deferred  to  our  next  annual  session  of 
Synod  for  consideration ;  and 

Whereas  there  is  a  desire,  as  well  as  an  element  at  work,  to  estab- 
lish a  more  general  union  among  the  E.  L.  Synods  South,  in  the  form  of 
a  Genl.  Lutheran  Southern  Synodical  Conference,  based  on  the  Confes- 
sions of  the  Church,  as  extant  in  the  Christian  Book  of  Concord  ;  be  it 
therefore 

1.  lie-solved,  That  in  view  of  this  aspect  of  things,  we  deem  it  in  oppor- 
tune to  take  any  action  at  this  time,  in  regard  to  that  paper  or  request ; 

2.  Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sentiment  of  this  Synod,  if  there  be  sufficient 
internal  union  to  justify  external,  organic  union,  that  union  in  the  form 
of  a  Genl.  Southern  Lutheran  Synodical  Conference,  properly  based  on 
the  Confessions  of  the  Church,  with  only  advisory  power,  and  invested 
with  the  more  general  operations  of  the  Church,  is  the  safest,  and  most 
feasible,  and  churchly  policy  that  can  be  inaugurated,  under  the  present 
circumstances ; 

3.  Resolved,  That  with  a  view  of  accomplishing  this  desirable  object, 
this  Synod  appoint  a  committee,  consisting  of  three  from  Virginia,  four 
from  North  Carolina,  and  two  from  South  Carolina,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be,  provided  the  move  meet  with  sufficient  encouragement  in  their  judg- 
ment, to  co-operate  with  other  similar  committees,  or  individuals,  who 
may  favor  such  move,  in  appointing  a  suitable  time  and  place  for  the 
assembling  of  such  a  diet,  and  to  represent  this  Sjmod  in  such  diet,  to  inaug- 
urate such  Southern  Lutheran  Synodical  Conference,  submitting  the  result 
of  their  efforts  and  actions  to  the  different  Synods  for  their  approval  or 
disapproval :  and,  if  deemed  proper,  appoint  another  time  and  place  for 
the  consummation  of  such  Conference. 

We  would  further  submit,  that  we  rejoice,  to  be  able  to  state  that 
this  sentiment  is  indicated  in  resolutions,  passed  by  the  late  sessions  of 
the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Holston  Synod,  as  set  forth  in  its  minutes, 
transmitted  to  our  Synod,  as  well  as  in  resolutions,  passed  at  the  recent 
sessions  of  the  E.  L.  Virginia  Synod,  communicated  to  us  in  session  as- 
sembled, in  which  a  time  and  place  are  designated  for  the  holding  of  a 
diet  or  other  Conference  for  such  purpose.

Whereas,  There  are  in  this  country  about  6,370,000  Germans,  700,000 
Swedes,  500,000  Norwegians,  and  200,000  Danes  ; 

Whereas,  Lutheran  Emigration  has  taken  unprecedented  propor- 
tions :  Germans,  yearly,  232,000 ;  Swedes,  59,000 ;  Norwegians,  27,000  ; 
and  Danes,  18,000; 

Whereas,  About  §  of  the  Germans  and  nearly  all  the  Scandinavians 
are  Lutheran ;  and 

Whereas,  Immigration  statistics  show  that  these  people  scatter  over 
the  whole  country,  in  every  county  and  town ;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  we  recognize  in  all  this  the  providence  of  God  in  open- 
ing to  our  church  a  most  effectual  door  for  advancing  Christ's  cause ;  that 
we  earnestly  request  all  our  pastors  and  congregations  to  make  special  ef- 
forts to  keep  a  list  of  such  people,  to  circulate  among  them  Lutheran 
tracts  and  papers  in  their  own  languages,  to  welcome  the  parents  into  our 
churches  and  their  children  to  our  Sunday  schools,  and  by  exchanging 
pulpits  or  otherwise  to  secure  a  sermon  for  them  occasionally  in  their  na- 
tive tongue. 

Rev.  M.  J.  Stirewalfc,  of  the  Indiana  Synod,  addressed 
Synod  in  a  feeling  manner,  and,  at  the  request  of  the  Presi- 
dent, was  appropriately  responded  to  by  Rev.  O.  H.  Bern- 
heim.  Rev.  A.  L.  Yount,  of  the  Pittsburg  Synod,  made  an 
interesting  and  timely  address,  and  was  responded  to  by 
Rev.  M.  L.  Little. 

The  following  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  urgently  request,  that  every  minister  in  its 
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connection  arrange  to  hold  a  Luther  festival  in  every  congregation  in  his 
charge — services  commemorative  of  the  400th  anniversary  of  the  birth  of 
Dr.  Martin  Luther— during  the  year. 

The  following-  report  was  read,  received,  and  adopted: 
Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church. 

We,  your  committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  submit  the  follow- 
ing brief  statement,  of  the  facts,  as  far  as  we  have  been  able  to  ascertain 
them : 

Upon  a  survey  of  the  whole  field,  we  think  we  are  able  to  report  con- 
siderable progress  in  the  work  of  the  Church;  and  although  there  are 
many  things  which  must  be  deplored,  yet  encouraged  by  the  progress  of 
the  past  year,  we  are  inclined  to  look  on  the  bright  side,  and  to  hope  for 
better  things  in  the  near  future. 

In  North  Carolina,  we  are  able  to  report  improvement  and  progress. 
The  outlook  is  more  encouraging,  we  think,  than  it  has  been  for  some 
time.  An  unusually  large  number  of  congregations  have  been  organized, 
during  the  past  year.  A  number  of  good  church  edifices  have  been 
erected.  A  growing  interest  in  education  has  been  manifested  every- 
where. A  greater  degree  of  harmony  and  unanimit}'  seems  to  be  prevail- 
ing, and  the  evils  heretofore  complained  of  are  abating. 

In  most  quarters,  however,  there  is  great  negligence  in  the  matter  of 
pastoral  support,  and  in  some  places  it  appears  that  absolutely  nothing 
is  done  in  the  general  benevolence  of  the  Church.  There  is  also  a  great 
want  of  preachers  among  us  in  this  State ;  but  the  want  is  bringing  its 
supply,  and  we  trust  the  time  is  soon  coming  when  the  supply  will  fully 
meet  the  demand. 

In  South  Carolina,  there  appears  to  be  improvement  in  the  general 
condition  of  our  churches.  Our  people  manifest  more  life  in  the  work  of 
the  Master.  The  interest  in  all  the  operations  of  the  Church  is  increasing. 
The  Sunday-school  work  and  catechisation  are  receiving  due  attention  in 
all  the  congregations.  Our  pastors  now,  as  in  the  past,  are  poorly  paid 
for  their  services.  A  decided  improvement  in  this  respect  would  result 
in  much  good  to  the  Church.  In  general  benevolence,  too,  there  is  much 
room  for  improvement  among  all  our  congregations.  Proper  church  dis- 
cipline is  not  always  exercised  among  our  people,  and  some  of  the  good 
old  Lutheran  customs  are  sadly  neglected. 

In  Virginia,  there  is  a  great  want  of  ministers:  but  all  the  churches 
have  some  service,  and  are  doing  as  well  as  possible.  Unity  and  harmony 
prevail  among  the  ministers.  The  money  raised  for  benevolent  purposes 
does  not  meet  the  demands  of  the  Church ;  and,  perhaps,  this  trouble  is 
met  with  everywhere,  and  that  our  people  do  as  well,  or  better,  than  others. 
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We  are  glad  to  hear  that  our  cause  in  Alabama  is  still  quite  hopeful, 
and  now  becoming  more  encouraging,

STANDING  RESOLUTIONS. 


He-solved,  That  each. of  our  pastors  is  required  to  teach  bis  people  the 
duty  of  Christian  giving,  and  to  take  up  in  each  of  his  congregations  col- 
lections for  beneficiary  education,  and  to  report  at  each  regular  conven- 
tion of  our  Synod. 

Resolved,  That  the  Council  of  each  congregation  be  requested  to 
Bend,  to  each  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Synod,  a  written  Report  of  the  con- 
dition of  the  congregation. 

Wiiekeas,  The  ancient  Lutheran  custom  of  thoroughly  catechising 
those  who  propose  to  become  members  of  our  communion,  previous  to 
their  confirmation,  is,  in  some  places,  falling  into  disuse,  and  rather  a 
loose  custom  of  receiving  uncatechised  persons  into  the  Church,  without 
the  slightest  examination  of  them  in  regard  to  their  religious  knowledge 
and  other  qualifications  for  church  membership,  has  been  practiced  by 
some  ;  be  it,  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  we  earnestly  recommend  all  our  Ministers  and  con- 
gregations in  future  to  see  to  it,  that,  if  it  can  possibly  be  done,  all  who 
make  application  for  church  membership  be  thoroughly  instructed,  by 
Catecbisation  in  the  doctrines  and  usages  of  our  Church,  previous  to  their 
confirmation.  But,  in  such  extraordinary  cases,  as  when  persons  of  age 
and  experience  make  application,  or  such  young  persons  as  have  been  so 
favorably  situated  as  to  have  had  opportunities  to  become  acquainted 
with  and  to  have  informed  themselves  of  our  doctrines  and  customs,  seek 
church  privileges,  we  recommend  that  their  request  be  grauted;  but,  in 
no  case,  until  such  persons  have  been  examined  by  the  pastor,  before  the 
council,  and  have  been  approved  by  them.

The  President's  report  was  read,  received,  and  re- 
ferred : 

President's  Report. 

To  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Tennessee  Synod,  in  Convention  Assembled — 

Dear  Brethren  :  Through  the  kind  providence  of  our  Father  in 
Heaven,  we  have  passed  through  another  synodical  year,  and,  with  a 
single  exception,  the  ranks  of  our  ministry  remain  unbroken.  On  the 
10th  day  of  last  June,  our  lamented  brother.  Rev.  A.  J.  Fox,  departed 
this  life.  I  recommend  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  report  suitable 
resolutions  to  his  memory. 

During  the  early  part  of  the  year,  I  issued  orders  on  the  Treasurer 
of  the  beneficiary  fund  of  synod  in  favor  of  beneficiaries — W.  A.  Boyte, 
Wm.  L.  Darr,  J.  P.  Price,  P.  C.  Wike  and  D.  M.  Moser— for  the 
amounts  appropriated  for  the  benefit  of  each. 

Early  in  July,  I  received  a  communication  from  Rev.  J.  I.  Miller, 
Luray,  Va.,  enclosing  a  letter  of  dismission  from  the  Evang.  Lutheran 
Synod  of  Virginia,  and  asking  admission  into  this  Synod.  As  neither 
the  constitution  nor  the  by-laws  of  Synod  confer  upon  the  President  au- 
thority to  admit  ministers  of  other  ecclesiastical  bodies  to  membership,  I 
transmit  Rev.  Miller's  certificate  to  j'ou,  and  recommend  that  his  appli- 
cation be  granted. 

About  the  middle  of  July,  I  received  a  letter  from  the  President  of 
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the  Evan.  Lutheran  Synod  of  South  Carolina,  asking  the  co-operation  of 
this  Synod  in  the  support  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  located  at  New- 
berry. S.  C.  I  transmit  said  letter  to  you,  and  recommend  that  you  give 
it  proper  attention. 

Several  changes  in  pastoral  relations  have  been  made,  of  which  I 
received  no  official  notice.  Rev.  11.  A.  Yoder  informed  me  that  he  had 
accepted  a  call,  to  supply  the  congregations  made  vacant  by  the  death  of 
Rev.  A.  J.  Fox.  until  the  end  of  the  present  year. 

Rev.  C.  H.  Bernheim  also  informed  me  that  he  had  accepted  calls 
from  Sharon  and  St.  Martin's  churches,  in  Iredell  county,  N.  C. 

In  the  event  that  the  proposed  amendment  to  the  constitution  and 
by-laws  of  the  Synod  shall  be  approved,  I  recommend  that  a  committee 
he  appointed  to  prepare  the  amended  constitution  and  by-laws  for  the 
press,  and  that  they  he  published,  either  with  the  Minutes  or  in  separate 
form. 

I  cannot  too  strongly  urge  upon  the  pastors  and  congregations Jhe 
importance  of  giving  greater  attention  to  the  first  standing  resolution  of 
Synod,  with  a  view  to  a  better  development  of  the  resources  of  the 
Church. 

"Now  the  God  of  peart,  that  brought  us  again  from  the  dead,  our 
Lord  Jesus,  that  Great  Shepherd  of  the  sheep,  through  the  blood  of  the 
everlasting  covenant,  make  you  perfect  in  every  good  work;  to  do  his 
will,  working  in  you  that  which  is  well  pleasing  in  his  sight,  through 
•Jesus  Christ,  to  whom  be  glory  forever  and  ever.  Amen."

Report  of  Committee  on  the  Henkel  Monuments. 

As  the  only  present  member  of  this  committee,  I  beg  to  report : 
That,  in  reference  to  the  work  at  the  grave  of  Ilev.  Ambrose  Henkel, 
I  am  collecting  funds  in  Virginia,  and  hope  soon  to  be  able  to  ereel  a 
suitable  monument  to  mark  the  resting  place  of  that  good  man : 

That,  in  regard  to  the  work  at  the  grave  of  Rev.  Philip  Henkel,  in 
Randolph  county,  N.  C,  I  have  had  some  correspondence  with  a  view  to 
obtain  help  from  his  descendants,  but  have  failed  to  receive  any  encour- 
agement. I  ask  to  be  discharged  from  further  consideration  of  this 
part  of  the  duty  of  the  committee,  and  suggest  that  a  committee  be  ap- 
pointed 1n  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  charged  with  the  prosecution  of 
(his  commendable  work.  A.  L.  GROUSE. 

On  motion,  Rev.  A.  L.  Grouse  was  relieved  from  further 
duty  in  North  Carolina,  and  Rev.  J.  M.  Smith  was  appoint- 
ed to  operate  in  that  State  in  the  interest  of  Rev.  Philip 
Henkel  in  place  of  Rev.  A.  J.  Fox,  deceased. 
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The  following  report  was  read,  received,  and  adopted: 
Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church. 

This  report  has  been  written  and  signed  by  only  one  member  of  the 
committee,  but  the  other  members  have  furnished  valuable  assistance. 

We  think  that  the  expressed  hope  of  the  committee  last  year,  "for 
better  things  in  the  near  future,"  has  been  so  far  realized,  that  we  have 
great  cause  to  thank  God.  The  beautiful  side  of  the  picture  beams  with 
increased  brightness.  Behold,  some  old  things,  which  vexed  the  Lord's 
people,  have  passed  away,  and  some  have  become  new.  At  the  same 
time,  some  old  things,  which  had  been  neglected,  appear  in  their  proper 
places.  There  is,  if  possible,  a  more  sacred  regard  for  the  things  that 
mark  a  distinctive  type  of  pure  Lutheranism.  And,  although  far  removed 
from  each  other,  the  pastors  have  increased  in  their  common  defense  and 
support  of  the  Confessions  of  the  Church. 

.  The  work  of  building  houses  of  worship,  parsonages,  and  school 
buildings,  has  been  prosecuted  with  commendable  zeal.  In  some  places 
it  has  been  unprecedented.  With  this  progress  in  substantial  things,  there 
is  unmistakable  evidence  of  increased  love  and  zeal  in  spiritual  things. — 
Very  little  has  been  done  in  the  way  of  organizing  new  congregations, 
but  the  old  ones  have  been  strengthened. 

The  cause  of  education  receives  still  greater  interest.  Our  college 
and  high  schools  are  better  patronized,  and  many  elementary  schools  are 
subject  to  the  guidance  of  our  pastors  and  laymen.  In  places  there  are 
movements  to  re-establish  parochial  schools,  which  our  people  lost  in  their 
transition  from  the  German  to  the  English  language. 

Sunday-school  work  and  catechisation  by  the  pastors  have  been  per- 
formed in  nearly  or  quite  all  the  congregations,  albeit  with  various  de- 
grees of  industry  and  success.  Sometimes  one  is  carried  on  too  much 
to  the  exclusion  or  neglect  of  the  other. 

In  general  benevolence,  many  of  our  people  have  made  praiseworthy 
progress.  There  have  been  increased  contributions  toward  beneficiary 
education,  missions,  and  Concordia  College.  It  would  be  gratifying,  if 
we  could  say  this  much  for  all. 

Things  that  ought  not  so  to  be  are : 

1.  Insufficiency  and  inefficiency  of  all  the  pastors. 

2.  Lack  of  sufficient  support  of  the  pastor  by  the  charge.  With  the 
present  arrangement,  most  of  the  pastors  devote  too  much  time  to  secu- 
lar pursuits  to  be  able  to  attend  to  their  spiritual  work  as  Shepherds  of 
the  flock  of  God. 

3.  Scarcity  of  willing,  earnest,  persevering  laborers  in  the  Sunday- 
schools. 
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4.  Want  of  interest  in  the  edifying  literature  of  the  Church,  by  the 
mass  of  our  people.  The  Minutes  of  our  Synod,  our  Lutheran  books, 
pamphlets  and  periodical  papers,  receive  too  little  attention.  In  a  few 
congregations,  the  Church  Book  has  not  yet  been  introduced,  whilst  the 
devotions  and  growth  of  -the  people  in  divine  things  are  hindered  by  the 
want  of  suitable  books  to  use  in  their  public  worship. 

5.  Among  many  of  our  people,  the  want  of  a  proper  estimate  of  the 
nature  and  value  of  public  and  family  worship,  the  preached  Word  of 
God,  the  Christian  training  of  their  children,  the  proper  use  of  the  Lord's 
Day,  also  the  indulgence,  by  some,  in  vices,  such  as  profanity,  intemper- 
ance, superstitious  practices,  etc. 

6.  Proper  church  discipline,  the  want  of  which  has  wrought  groat 
damage  to  the  churches  in  past  years,  has  not  yet  been  restored. 

We  cannot  close  without,  one  local  mention.  In  Alabama  a  pastor 
has  been  secured,  a  parsonage  and  school-house  built  on  the  church  land, 
and  both  congregation  and  school  are  doing  well.  A.  L.  CROUSE.

(0)  On  the  same  page,  we  find  that  brother  T.  E.  Armentrout  was 
directed  to  pursue  his  studies  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  S.  Henkel.  Has 
he  done  so? 

(7)  On  page  19,  we  find  a  motion,  that  the  treasurer  was  instructed 
to  hunt  up  a  blank  book  for  preserving  the  clerical  and  congregational 
rolls.    What  about  it  ? 

(8)  On  pages  25  and  20.  we  find  a  request  of  Synod,  that  every  min- 
ister in  its  connection  arrange  to  hold  a  Luther  Festival,  in  every  con- 
gregation in  his  charge,  commemorative  of  the  400th  anniversary  of  the 
birth  of  Dr.  Martin  Luther.    Was  this  done?

No.  s  is  a  copy  of  preamble  and  resolutions,  adopted  by  the  North 
Carolina  Conference  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Tennessee  Synod,  at 
its  recent  meeting  held  in  St.  James  Church.  Catawba  county,  N.  C, 
urging  Synod  to  resolve  herself  into  three  district  Synods,  and  that  these 
form  a  joint  Synod. 

We  recommend  the  following: 

Whereas,  This  Synod,  at  its  convention  in  October,  1883.  took  the 
following  action,  to-wit  : 

"Whereas,  The  committee  on  letters  and  petitions  recommend,  that 
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the  three  State  Conferences,  composing'  the  E.  L.  Tenn.  Synod,  be  re- 
solved into  three  Synods,  confined  by  State  lines;  second,  that  the  E.  L. 
Tenn.  Synod,  in  order  to  perpetuate  her  history,  &c,  be  denominated 
the  Joint  Tenn.  Synod,  and  meet  in  triennial  conventions  on  middle 
ground,  composed  of  the  above  named  three  district  Synods,  and  such 
other  Synods  as  may  desire  to  unite  with  us,  for  the  purpose  of  transact- 
ing and  having  the  superintendence  of  the  general  church  work  of  said 
Joint  Synod:  we  your  committee  respectfully  recommend,  that  this 
matter  be  referred  to  these  Conferences  for  consideration,  indicating 
their  wishes."  And 

^A'hereas,  A  majorit}'  of  the  congregations  have  not  taken  decisive 
action  in  regard  to  the  districting  of  the  E.  L.  Tenn.  Synod  and  the  for- 
mation of  a  joint  union,  and 

Whereas,  Under  the  Constitution  of  this  Synod,  such  change  cannot 
be  effected  except  by  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  all  the  congregations, 
therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  ministers  in  connection  with  this  Synod  be  re- 
quired to  submit  the  question  of  districting  and  joint  union  to  their  re- 
spective  congregations,  and  report  the  result  to  the  next  meeting  of  Synod, 
where  and  when  further  action  may  be  taken,  if  deemed  necessary. 

The  following  reports  on  the  moral  and  financial  condi- 
tion of  Concordia  College  were  received  and  adopted  : 

Concordia  College,  Conover,  N.  C. 
It  is  made  my  duty,  as  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  report 
annually  to  Synod  the  financial  condition  of  this  school,  and  it  affords  me 
pleasure  to  say,  that  we  have  property  at  Conover  in  valuation  not  less 
than  $6,000.00,  but  am  sorry  to  report,  that  there  is  a  debt  of  not  less 
than  $550.00  resting  on  it  yet,  and  that  much  is  still  needed  to  furnish 
the  school  with  needful  apparatus,  &c.

STANDING  RESOLUTIONS. 


Resolved,  That  each  of  our  pastors  is  required  to  teach  his  people  the 
duty  of  Christian  giving,  and  to  take  up  in  each  of  his  congregations  col- 
lections for  beneficiary  education,  and  to  report  at  each  regular  conven- 
tion of  our  Synod. 

Resolved,  That  the  Council  of  each  congregation  be  requested  to 
send,  to  each  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Synod,  a  written  Report  of  the  con- 
dition of  the  congregation. 

Whekeas,  The  ancient  Lutheran  custom  of  thoroughly  catechising 
those  who  propose  to  become  members  of  our  communion,  previous  to 
their  confirmation,  is,  in  some  places,  falling  into  disuse,  and  rather  a 
loose  custom  of  receiving  uncatechised  persons  into  the  Church,  without 
the  slightest  examination  of  them  in  regard  to  their  religious  knowledge 
and  other  qualifications  for  church  membership,  has  been  practiced  by 
some:  be  it,  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  we  earnestly  recommend  all  our  Ministers  and  con- 
gregations in  future  to  see  to  it,  that,  if  it  can  possibly  be  done,  all  who 
make  application  for  church  membership  be  thoroughly  instructed,  by 
Catechisation  in  the  doctrines  and  usages  of  our  Church,  previous  to  their 
confirmation.  But.  in  such  extraordinary  cases,  as  when  persons  of  age 
and  experience  make  application,  or  such  young  persons  as  have  been  so 
favorably  situated  as  to  have  had  opportunities  to  become  acquainted 
with  and  to  have  informed  themselves  of  our  doctrines  and  customs,  seek 
church  privileges,  we  recommend  that  their  request  be  granted:  but,  in 
no  case,  until  such  persons  have  been  examined  by  the  pastor,  before  the 
council,  and  have  been  approved  by  them.

OF  THE 

Evang.  Lutheran  Tennessee  Synod, 

•  (AS  REVISED  f N  1883.) 


ARTICLE  L 

The  name  of  this  Synod  shall  be  The  Evangelical  Lutheran  Ten- 
nessee Synod. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Sec.  1.  The  Holy  Scriptures,  the  inspired  writings  of  the  Old  and 
New  Testaments,  shall  be  the  only  rule  and  standard  of  doctrine  and 
church  discipline. 

Sec.  2.  As  a  true  and  faithful  exhibition  of  the  doctrines  of  the 
Holy  Scriptures,  in  regard  to  matters  of  faith  and  practice,  this  Synod 
receives  the  three  Ancient  Symbols :  the  Apostolic,  Nicene,  and  Athana- 
sian  creeds ;  and  the  unaltered  Augsburg  Confession  of  Faith.  It  re- 
ceives also  the  other  Symbolical  Books  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Church,  viz.:  The  Apology,  the  Smalcald  Articles,  the  Smaller  and 
Larger  Catechisms  of  Luther,  and  the  Formula  of  Concord— as  true 
Scriptural  developments  of  the  doctrines  taught  in  the  Augsburg  Con- 
fession. 

ARTICLE  111. 

Sec.  1.  This  Synod  is  an  association  of  congregations.  Its  conven- 
tions Vhail  be  composed  of  regularly  ordained  ministers  in  their  connec-* 
tion,  and  their  lay -delegates. 

Sec  2.  Each  one  of  these  congregations  shall  have  the  right  to  ap- 
point one  such  delegate,  who  shall  have  equal  rights  and  privileges  with 
the  ministers  transacting  the  business  of  Synod. 

Sec.  3.  Every  minister  desiring  to  be  received  into  connection  with 
this  Synod,  shall,  on  his  reception,  be  required  to  subscribe  this  Consti- 
tution. 
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Skc.  4.  No  minister,  iu  connection  with  this  Synod,  shall  be  allowed 
to  teach  any  thing,  nor  shall  Synod  transact  any  business  con  tray  to 
the  confessional  basis  as  set  forth  in  Article  II. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Sec  1.  The  business  of  this  Synod  shall  be  to  employ  the  proper 
means  for  the  promulgation  of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  to  impart  its 
advice  in  matters  of  Christian  faith  and  life,  to  detect  and  expose  erro- 
neous doctrines  and  false  teachers,  to  recommend  orthodox  liturgies, 
hymn  books,  catechisms,  parochial  and  Sunday-school  books,  to  engage 
in  missionary  work — domestic  and  foreign,  to  aid  indigent  young  men  in 
preparing  for  the  work  of  the  ministry,  and  to  investigate  charges  of 
false  doctrines,  wrong  practices,  and  immoralities  of  life,  preferred  against 
any  of  its  ministers,  and,  finding  them  guilty,  to  suspend  or  expel  from 
Synod  such  as  are  deemed  unworthy  to  bear  the  office,  and  advise  their 
pastorates  to  sever  their  official  relations  with  them. 

Sec.  2.  Upon  application  to  examine  candidates  for  the  ministry, 
this  Synod  shall  make  the  necessary  provisions  to  attend  to  such  appli- 
cation, and,  after  due  approval,  appoint  one  or  more  pastors  to  conse- 
crate such  candidate  to  the  office  of  the  ministry,  by  the  laying  on  of 
hands  and  prayer. 

Sec.  3.  Synod  shall  require  a  probationary  period  of  noi  less  than 
one  year,  during  which  time  all  candidates  for  the  ministerial  office  shall 
be  taken  on  trial. 

Sec.  4.  Upon  application,  this  Synod  may  receive  congregations  in 
its  connection,  provided  they  subscribe  this  Constitution. 

ARTICLE  V. 

The  officers  of  this  Synod  shall  be  a  President,  Secretary,  Corre- 
sponding Secretary,  and  Treasurer.  A  majority  of  all  votes  cast  will  be 
required  to  constitute  an  election  to  any  office.  The  duties  of  these  offi- 
cers shall  he  such  as  usually  devolve  upon  the  same  in  other  public 
bodies,  or  as  may  be  made  obligatory  upon  them  from  time  to  time  by 
Synod.  They  shall  be  elected  by  ballot,  at  the  regular  session,  annually, 
and  hold  their  offices  until  their  successors  are  elected. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Synod  shall  meet  from  time  to  time  upon  its  own  adjournments. 
Extra  sessions  may  be  called  by  the  President,  when  requested  for  good 
and  sufficient  reasons,  to  do  so,  by  two  ministers  and  two  lay-men  in  its 
connection. 

ARTICLE  VII. 


Synod  may  at  any  regular  meeting,  by  a  concurrence  of  two-thirds 
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of  all  the  members  present,  make  such  regulations  and  by-laws  as  may 
be  deemed  necessary,  not  inconsistent,  with  this  Constitution. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

It'  any  thing  contained  in  these  articles  should  hereafter  be  deemed 
contrary  to  the  Confessional  Basis  of  this  Synod,  oppressive,  or  inexpe- 
dient, it  may  be  altered  or  amended.  But  nothing  contained  in  this 
Constitution  shall  be  altered  or  amended  unless  a  proposition  for  altera- 
tion or  amendment  shall  have  been  laid  before  one  of  the  sessions  of 
Synod,  in  writing,  and  agreed  to  by  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  voting. 
The  proposition  thus  agreed  to,  shall  then  be  laid,  in  due  form,  by  the 
Synod  in  its  Minutes  before  the  congregations  in  its  connection,  for  rati- 
fication or  rejection^ by  them;  and  the  ministers  or  vestries  of  these  con- 
gregations shall,  at  some  suitable  time,  before  the  next  succeeding  ses- 
sions of  Synod,  take  the  vote  of  these  congregations,  on  the  Constitu- 
tion as  amended,  allowing  the  members  to  vote  for  its  ratification  or  re- 
jection and  send  a  statement  of  the  vote  to  that  session  of  Synod.  If, 
then,  it  shall  be  ascertained  by  Synod  that  a  majority  of  these  congrega- 
tions have  voted  in  favor  of  ratification,  the  amendment  shall  become 
and  be  declared  by  Synod  on  the  face  of  its  Minutes  a  valid  part  of  said 
Constitution,  and  the  parts  thereof  repugnant  to  such  alteration,  void. 


Rule  1. — At  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  meeting,  if  three  or- 
dained  ministers  and  three  lav-delegates  be  present,  they  shall  consti- 
tute a  quorum. 

Rule  2. — The  first  session  shall  be  opened  by  the  President  with 
suitable  religious  exercises  ;  and,  in  the  absence  of  the  President,  by  the 
Secretary  ;  and,  in  the  absence  of  both,  by  one  of  the  older  ministers  pres- 
ent. And  every  succeeding  session  shall  be  opened  and  closed  with 
prayer,  after  which,  in  opening,  the  roll  shall  be  called  and,  if  the  first 
session  of  the  day,  the  minutes  of  the  preceding  day  read,  amended,  if 
necessary,  and  approved. 

Rule  3. — The  lay-delegates  shall  then  present  their  certificates  of 
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election,  and  their  names  shall  be  registered  by  the  Secretary  as  members 
of  Synod. 

Rule  4.— The  President  shall  read  his  Annual  Report  as  the  last 
official  act  of  his  term,  and  then  announce  the  election  of  officers  for  the 
ensuing  year.    The  election  shall  then  be  held. 

Rule  5. — Delegates  from  other  ecclesiastical  bodies  may  Ik-  admit- 
ted, and  advisory  members  may  be  received. 

Rule  6.— The  minutes  of  the  last  session  of  Synod  may  be  read  ;  all 
papers  intended  for  Synod  shall  be  handed  in ;  and  verbal  notice  may  be 
given  of  any  important  business  intended  to  be  brought  before  Synod. 

Rule  7. —If  the  number  of  papers  laid  before  Synod  be  large,  the 
President  may  appoint  a  committee  to  class  and  number  them  according 
to  their  contents;  if,  however,  the  number  be  small,  the  President  shall 
arrange  them  and  place  them  in  the  hands  of  the  committees  to  .which 
they  appropriately  belong.  The  President  shall  appoint  the  following 
COMMITTEES  : 

1.  On  President's  Report. 

2.  On  the  State  of  the  Church. 

3.  On  Examination. 

4.  On  Ordination. 

5.  On  Letters  and  Petitions. 

6.  On  Unfinished  Business. 

7.  On  Missions. 

8.  On  Church  Institutions. 
0.  On  Treasurer's  Reports. 

The  President  may  appoint  as  many  special  committees  as  may  be 
necessar}*. 

Rule  8.— The  vacant  congregations  shall  be  inquired  after,  and  pro- 
visions shall  be  made  for  them. 

Rule  9.— The  report  of  committees  may  be  heard  and  acted  upon 
at  any  time,  and  the  intervals  be  occupied  by  the  items  of  promiscuous 
business. 

Rule  10.  — When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  or  deliver  any  mat- 
ter, he  shall  rise  from  hi«  seat  and  respectfully  address  the  President, 
but  shall  not  proceed  until  recognized  by  him. 

Rule  11.— Whenever  any  member  shall  be  called  to  order  by  the 
President  he  shall  sit  down,  and.  also,  when  called  to  order  by  any  mem- 
ber, unless  the  President  decide  in  his  favor. 

By  leave  of  Synod  a  member  called  to  order  may  clear  a  matter  of 
fact  or  explain,  but  shall  not  proceed  in  debate  so  long  as  the  decision 
is  against  him  but  by  permission  of  the  House.  Any  member  may  ap- 
peal from  the  decision  of  the  President,  and,  if,  upon  the  appeal  the  de- 
cision be  in  favor  of  the  member  called  to  order,  be  may  proceed:  if 
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otherwise,  he  shall  not,  except  by  leave  of  the  House ;  and  if,  in  the 
judgment  of  the  House,  the  case  requires,  he  shall  be  liable  to  censure. 

Rule  12. — When  two  or  more  members  rise  at  the  same  time  the 
President  shall  name  the  member  to  speak. 

Rule  13. — Whilst  the  President  is  putting  a  question  to  or  address- 
ing the  House  no  member  shall  speak,  stand  up  or  walk  out  or  across  the 
house  ;  nor  when  any  member  is  speaking,  entertain  private  discourse, 
stand  or  pass  between  him  and  the  Chair. 

Rule  14. — Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  house  when  the  ques- 
tion is  put,  shall  give  his  vote,  unless  the  House  shall  for  special  reasons 
excuse  him. 

Rule  15. — When  a  motion  is  made  and  seconded,  it  shall  be  stated 
by  the  President,  or,  if  it  be  written,  it  shall  be  handed  to  the  President 
and  it  shall  be  read  aloud  either  by  himself  or  some  one  whom  he  may 
designate. 

Rule  16.— Every  motion  shall  be  written  if  the  President  or  any  two 
members  desire  it. 

Rule  17. — After  a  motion  is  stated  or  read  by  the  President  it  shall 
be  deemed  in  possession  of  the  House,  but  may  be  withdrawn  or  amended 
before  a  decision,  except  in  case  of  a  motion  to  reconsider,  which  motion 
shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  in  possession  of  the  House  and  shall  not 
be  withdrawn  without  the  leave  of  the  House. 

Rule  18. — When  a  question  is  under  discussion,  no  motion  shall  be 
received,  but  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  postpone  indefinitely,  to 
postpone  to  a  certain  day,  to  commit,  or  to  amend. 

Rule  19. — When  a  question  is  postponed  indefinitely,  it  shall  not  be 
acted  upon  again  during  the  session. 

Rule  20. — Any  member  may  call  for  a  division  of  the  question  when 
it  shall  admit  of  it,  which  shall  be  determined  by  the  President. 

Rule  21. — When  a  motion  has  once  been  carried  in  the  affirmative 
or  negative,  it  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  of  the  majority  to  move 
for  the  reconsideration  thereof,  and  no  motion  to  reconsider  shall  be  taken 
from  the  table  except  by  a  two-thirds  vote. 

Rule  22. — When  the  yeas  and  nays  are  called  for  on  any  question,  it 
shall  be  on  motion,  and  if  seconded  by  one-fifth  of  the  members  present, 
the  question  shall  be  decided  by  yeas  and  nays. 

Rule  23. — Decenc}7  of  speech  shall  be  observed,  and  personal  reflec- 
tions carefully  avoided. 

Rule  24. — No  member  or  officer  shall  absent  himself  from  the  house 
without  leave,  unless  from  sickness  or  inability. 

Rule  25.  —Any  member  may  excuse  himself  at  the  time  of  his  ap- 
pointment, if  he  is  a  member  of  two  standing  committees. 

Rule  26.    If  any  member  shall  necessariby  be  absent  on  any  business 
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of  the  House  when  the  vote  is  taken,  he  shall,  on  motion,  upon  entering 
the  house  be  permitted  to  cast  his  vote. 

Rule  27. — Each  minister  in  connection  with  this  Synod  shall  hand  in 
his  Parochial  Report,  which  may  be  read  before  Synod,  and  shall  em- 
brace the  usual  items,  and  any  other  the  Synod  may  at  any  time  require. 

Rule  28. — Election  of  delegates  to  ecclesiastical  bodies  in  corre- 
spondence with  this  Synod,  shall  be  held. 

Rule  29. — The  time  and  place  of  holding  the  next  session  of  Synod, 
shall  be  determined. 

Rule  30. — Should  any  of  the  officers  of  Synod  be  absent,  they  shall 
send  their  reports  with  the  documents  which  may  have  come  to  their 
hands  during  the  interval  of  Synod.  In  case  of  the  necessary  absence  of 
an  officer  during  the  sessions  of  Synod,  he  shall  nominate  a  substitute 
pro  tempore. 

Rule  31. — A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order  except  when 
the  House  is  voting  or  some  member  is  speaking,  and  shall  be  decided 
without  debate. 

Rule  32. — This  Synod  shall  be  dismissed  by  the  President  with  ap- 
propriate religious  service. 

Rule  33. — Any  of  the  foregoing  rules  may  be  altered  or  amended,  at 
any  regular  session  of  Synod,  by  the  concurring  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the 
.members  present,  after  having  given  notice  at  the  previous  session  of 
Synod. 


BY-LAWS. 


ARTICLE  I. 

OF  THE  PRESIDENT  OF  SYNOD. 

Sec.  1.  The  President  must  be  chosen  from  among  the  ordained  min- 
isters of  this  body :  and  at  every  session  of  Synod,  if  present,  he  shall 
deliver  the  opening  sermon  ;  and  in  connection  with  the  pastor  loci  and 
elders  of  the  congregation  in  which  the  Synod  convenes,  shall  appoint 
the  individuals  who  shall  preach  during  the  sessions  of  Synod. 

Sec  2.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  the  sessions  of  Synod;  see 
that  order  is  observed ;  not  suffer  more  than  one  member  to  speak  at  a 
time,  securing  to  each  the  liberty  to  speak  without  interruption  from 
others  ;  and  prevent  the  speaker  from  deviating  from  the  subject  before 
the  House. 
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Sec.  3.  The  President  at  the  commencement  of  every  Synod  shall 
present  a  written  report  of  all  the  official  business  transacted,  of  the  let- 
ters received  by  him,  since  the  last  regular  meeting,  and  of  all  the  im- 
portant events  that  have  occurred  relating  to  Synod  which  may  have 
come  to  his  knowledge;  and  he  may  recommend  for  consideration  such 
measures  as  he  may  deem  necessary  or  calculated  to  promote  the  interest 
of  the  Church.  This  report  shall  be  dealt  with  as  other  papers  coming 
before  Synod. 

Sec.  4.  If  any  minister  of  this  Synod  removes  into  the  bounds  of 
any  other  Evan.  Lutheran  Synod,  the  President,  upon  his  request,  may 
grant  him  an  honorable  dismission  to  that  Synod. 

Sec.  5.  The  President,  by  substituting  a  chairman,  is  at  liberty  to 
take  part  in  the  discussion  of  any  subject.  When  on  any  question  the 
vote  should  be  a  tie,  the  President  shall  give  the  casting  vote  except  when 
voting  by  ballot. 

Sec.  6.  Should  the  President  depart  this  life,  or  cease  to  be  a  mem- 
ber of  this  Synod,  the  senior  minister  shall  himself  succeed  him  or  shall 
appoint  some  one  to  fill  the  chair. 

ARTICLE  II. 

OF  THE  SECRETARY. 

Sec.  1.  The  Secretary  must  be  elected  from  among  the  ordained 
ministers  of  this  Synod,  and  should  possess  suitable  qualifications  for  the 
discharge  of  the  duties  of  this  office. 

Sec.  2.  He  shall  make  a  faithful  and  accurate  record  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  Synod,  and  carefully  preserve  all  the  papers  and  documents  uuless 
otherwise  disposed  of  by  the  keeper  of  the  archives  of  Synod.  The  Sec- 
retary shall  attest  with  his  official  signature  all  certificates,  all  resolution  s 
respecting  ministers,  delegates  or  churches,  and  the  Minutes  of  Synod. 

Sec.  3.  If  during  the  interval  of  the  sessions  of  Synod  the  Secretary 
should  become  disqualified  for  his  office  or  cease  to  be  a  member  of  this 
Synod,  the  President  shall  take  charge  of  all  the  papers  of  Synod  which 
were  in  his  hands  and  retain  them,  or  shall  appoint  some  one  to  dis- 
charge the  duties  of  the  office  until  the  next  meeting  of  Synod. 

ARTICLE  III. 

OF  THE  TREASURER. 

Sec.  1.  The  Treasurer  shall  take  charge  of  all  the  moneys  belonging 
to  Synod,  and  shall  keep  them  subject  to  its  order.  He  shall  present  at 
each  annual  meeting  of  Synod  a  detailed  and  faithful  account  of  the  state  of 
the  Treasury. 

Sec.  2.  An  order  from  the  President  attested  by  the  Secretary,  shall 
be  a  sufficient  voucher  for  him  to  pay  money  out  of  the  Treasury. 
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Sec.  3.  The  Treasurer  is  to  see  to  the  printing  of  the  Minutes,  if  the 
Synod  orders  their  publication,  and  to  distribute  them  to  each  of  the  min- 
ister's charges  in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  money  received  by  Synod 
from  them  for  that  purpose. 

Sec.  4.  Should  the  Treasurer  depart  this  life  or  become  in  any  way 
disqualified  for  his  office,  during  the  recess  of  Synod,  the  Secretary  shall 
take  charge  of  all  the  property  belonging  to  Synod  that  may  be  in  his 
hands  and  discharge  the  duties  of  the  office  until  the  vacancy  is  filled  by 
Synod. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Sec.  1.  As  the  honor  and  success  of  the  Gospel  depends  very  much 
upon  the  character  of  its  Ministers,  the  Synod  should  guard  with  the 
utmost  care  and  impartiality  the  characters  of  its  members.  No  Minister 
on  account  of  his  office  should  be  screened  from  the  hands  of  justice  : 
neither,  on  the  other  hand,  should  scandalous  charges  be  received  or  cir- 
culated against  him  on  slight  and  uncertain  grounds. 

Sec.  2.  Should  any  member  of  the  church  know  a  minister  to  be 
guilty  of  a  private  offense,  he  shall  reprove  him  according  to  Matt.  18, 15 : 
and,  if  in  the  process,  as  required  in  this  text,  he  be  restored  fully  to  the 
favor  of  his  charge,  or  congregation,  as  to  his  membership  and  fitness  to 
perform  the  functions  of  the  ministry,  the  matter  should  rest  here  ;  but 
if  his  offense  shall  have  been  of  such  a  serious  character,  in  violating  the 
principles  of  piety,  rules  of  morality,  or  errors  in  the  fundamental  doc- 
trines of  our  church,  and  the  decisions  of  the  congregation  or  charge  shall 
not  have  been  satisfactory  to  the  Synod,  Synod  shall  investigate  the  mat- 
ter, and,  if  in  her  judgment,  his  offense  has  been  such  as  to  disqualify 
him  to  discharge  the  functions  of  the  ministry,  she  shall  sever  his  Synod- 
ical  relation,  and  recommend  the  congregation  or  congregations  to  sever 
his  pastoral  or  lnmisterial  relations:  and  any  congregation  refusing  to  do 
so,  its  connection  with  this  Synod  shall  be  dissolved. 

Sec.  3.  In  the  event  of  an  offense  committed  by  a  minister  of  this 
Synod,  requiring  the  aid  of  Synod  to  adjust  it  satisfactorily,  the  member 
or  members,  acquainted  with  the  facts  in  the  case,  shall  immediately  in- 
form the  President  of  Synod,  who  shall  call,  without  delay,  a  session  of 
Synod,  if  two  ministers  and  two  laymen  request  it,  to  be  held  in  one  of 
the  congregations  of  the  accused.  The  president  shall  notify  the  parties  of 
the  call  session,  and  enjoin  it  upon  them  to  appear  at  the  time  and  place 
appointed,  prepared  to  furnish  all  the  testimony  for  and  against  the  ac- 
cused. When  all  the  evidence  shall  have  been  collected,  the  Synod  shall 
proceed  to  give  the  subject  a  fair,  candid,  and  impartial  investigation, 
and  dispose  of  it  according  to  the  evidence  in  the  case. 

Sec.  4.  If  a  minister  against  whom  serious  charges  are  preferred,  be 
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duly  notified  and  he  refuse  to  attend  the  meeting  appointed  to  investigate 
his  case,  his  connection  with  Synod  shall  be  severed,  and  his  charge  ad- 
vised to  sever  his  pastoral  and  ministerial  relations. 

ARTICLE  V. 

ADMISSION  OF  MINISTERS. 

Sec.  1.  Any  person  desiring  to  become  a  Minister  in  this  body,  shall 
make  application  to  the  Synod,  when  a  committee  of  three  shall'.be  ap- 
pointed to  confer  with  him  upon  his  motives  in  becoming  a  Minister,  and 
ascertain  as  far  as  possible  his  character  as  regards  morality  and  piety, 
and  report  the  result  to  Synod ;  if  it  be  favorable,  he  shall  then  be  di- 
rected to  place  himself  under  the  care  of  some  member  of  this  Synod  (who 
ma}r  grant  him  when  qualified  license  to  preach  and  catechise  until  the 
next  annual  session)  ;  or  to  put  himself  under  the  tuition  of  some  approved 
Theological  Seminary. 

In  the  interim  of  annual  sessions,  this  application  must  be  made  to 
the  President,  who  with  another  Minister  shall  examine  him,  and,  if  sat- 
isfied, direct  him  to  the  care  of  some  Minister  or  approved  Seminary. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever  one  or  more  congregations  make  application  for 
the  licensure  of  a  candidate  for  the  ministry  he  shall  be  carefully  exam- 
ined in  reference  to  his  literary  and  theological  attainments.  If  he  sus- 
tains the  examination  to  the  satisfaction  of  Synod,  he  shall  be  publicly 
licensed  to  the  next  annual  session  of  Synod.  The  vote  shall  be  taken 
by  ballot,  and  it  shall  require  a  two-thirds  vote  to  secure  license. 

Seo.  3.  Whenever  one  or  more  congregations  make  application  for 
the  services  of  a  candidate  for  the  ministry,  he  shall  be  carefully  exam- 
ined in  reference  to  his  literary  and  theological  attainments.  If  he  sus- 
tains the  examination  to  the  satisfaction  of  Synod,  he  shall  be  ordained 
to  the  office  of  pastor,  according  to  Article  IV.  Sec.  3  of  Constitution. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

SPECIAL  DUTIES. 

Sec  1.  When  any  particular  duty  is  assigned  to  any  minister  or  min- 
isters by  resolution  of  Synod,  or  otherwise,  it  shall  be  their  duty  faith- 
fully to  comply  with  such  requirements ;  but,  should  they  fail  to  do  so, 
they  must  render  their  excuse,  if  satisfactory,  they  shall  be  excused  ;  if 
not,  they  shall  be  censured  or  otherwise  dealt  with  as  the  nature  of  the 
case  requires. 

Sec.  2.  No  business  shall  be  transacted  secretly  or  under  closed 
doors,  unless  an  unhappy  period  should  arrive,  in  which  the  Church 
would  be  liable  to  persecution,  except  such  as  relates  to  the  moral  char- 
acter of  a  minister,  and  to  the  examination  of  candidates  for  the  minis- 
terial office.  Cases  of  this  kind,  if  deemed  necessary  and  expedient, 
may  be  attended  to  in  a  private  session  of  Synod. 
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Sec.  3.  This  Synod  shall  neither  invite  nor  receive  advisory  mem- 
bers from  any  other  organization,  than  that  of  the  Lutheran  Church ; 
nor  ask  such  to  a  seat  within  the  bar  of  Synod. 


SUMMIT  RULE. 

OF  DOCTRINE  AND  WORSHIP  OF  SECRET  SOCIETIES,  ALTAR  AND  PULPIT  FELLOWSHIP,  &C 

As  this  Synod  is  invested  only  with  advisory  power ;  and  as  the  general 
policy  of  this  S}mod  has  not  been  to  encourage  such  doctrines,  worship 
or  fellowship,  be  it 

Resolved  1.  That  this  Synod,  as  we  have,  so  far  as  we  know',  no 
minister  now  in  affiliation  with  such  societies,  we  advise  all  who  may 
be  looking  to  the  office  of  the  ministry  in  connection  with  this  Synod, 
not  to  associate  or  hold  fellowship  with  any  societies  that  practice  a 
deistic  worship  or  service,  to  the  disparagement  of  the  adoration  due 
Jesus  Christ,  or  that  comes  in  conflict  with  the  orthodox  worship  of  the 
Church,  or  that  sets  up  a  plan  of  salvation  coming  in  conflict  with  that 
set  forth  in  Divine  Revelation,  through  the  Savior,  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
as  the  Mediator  between  God  and  man ;  as  it  is  the  sentiment  of  this 
Synod  that  such  could  not  be  received. 

2.  That  we  regard  these  matters  as  subjects  for  investigation  and  in- 
struction, and  our  ministers  are  advised  to  give  such  information  as  they 
may  deem  proper,  when  it  is  desired. 

3.  With  respect  to  altar  and  pulpit  fellowship,  it  is  the  sentiment  of 
this  Synod,  that,  our  ministers  and  people  adhere  to  the  practice  set  forth 
in  the  Confessions  of  the  Church,  using  all  necessary  precaution,  pru- 
dence, and  judiciousness  in  the  exercise  of  such  privileges,  lest  the  sa- 
credness  of  the  altar  and  pulpit  be  violated,  or  the  consciences  of  some 
be  oppressed,  and  reference  should  always  be  had  to  the  preparation,  des- 
ignated in  the  Augsburg  Confession,  article  eleven,  and  in  Luther's  Cate- 
chism, where  it  is  said.  "Let  a  man  examine  himself,"  etc.;  and  "He 
only  is  truly  worthy  and  well  prepared,  who  has  faith  in  these  words," 
etc. 

4.  In  regard  to  Chiliasm,  we  would  simply  say,  it  is  clearly  rejected 
in  the  17th  article  of  the  Augsburg  Confession. 

Regulations  for  the  Government  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Tennessee  Synod  in  the  Work  of  Beneficiary  Education. 

Article  I. — This  Synod  shall,  from  time  to  time,  receive  as  many 
Beneficiaries,  preparing  for  the  Gospel  Ministry,  into  her  connection,  as 
she  can  procure  and  collect  funds  to  sustain. 

Article  II. — Every  applicant  for  beneficiary  aid  from  this  Synod 
must  lie  subjected  to  a  rigid  examination  in  regard  to  his  Christian  char- 
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acter,  deportment,  designs,  talents,  and  advancements  in  Literary,  or 
Theological  attainments.  No  one  can  obtain  beneficiary  aid  from  this 
Synod,  unless  he  is  a  member  of  some  one  of  our  congregations,  in  full 
communion  with  the- same.  His  moral  character  and  piety  must  be  en- 
tirety above  reproach,  and  his  talents  must,  at  least,  reach  mediocrity. 
He  must  unqualifiedly  receive,  and  express  a  willingness  to  teach,  all  the 
doctrines  of  the  entire  collection  of  our  Evangelical  Lutheran  Confessions. 
He  must,  at  least,  have  attained  to  a  sufficient  amount  of  literary  knowl- 
edge, to  enable  him  to  enter  the  Freshman  class  in  regular  Colleges.  He 
must  furnish  satisfactory  evidence  that  he  has  net,  and  cannot  command, 
the  necessary  pecuniary  means,  to  qualify  him  for  the  work  of  the  Holy 
Ministry  from  his  parents,  or  any  other  worldly  source.  Every  applica- 
tion for  Beneficiary  aid  shall  be  made  to  the  President  of  the  S}mod,  who, 
upon  such  application,  shall  appoint  a  committee  to  examine  the  appli- 
cant or  applicants  according  to  the  requirements  contained  in  the  Synod's 
Regulations  for  Beneficiary  Work,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  com- 
mittee to  examine  and  report  the  result  of  the  examination  to  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Synod,  who  shall,  if  approved  by  the  committee,  recommend 
such  applicant  or  applicants  to  the  favorable  attention  of  S}'nod. 

Article  III.— Every  minister  educated  by  this  Synod  shall  be  held", 
in  honor  bound,  to  labor  within  the  bounds  of  this  Synod,  as  Pastor,  for 
a  term  of  not  less  than  five  years — unless  he  is  excused  by  a  resolution  of 
this  Synod,  which  he  must  ask  for,  and  obtain  before  he  is  at  liberty  to 
make  arrangements  to  go  elsewhere.  He  may  be  excused  upon  the 
ground  of  refunding  the  money  he  has  received  with  interest  at  6  per 
cent,  or  upon  any  other  ground  satisfactory  to  this  Synod. 

Article  IV. — This  Synod  should  have  full  control  of  all  her  Benefi- 
ciaries, in  regard  to  their  studies,  during  the  time  they  are  receiving  ben- 
eficiary aid  from  her.  They  must  attend  such  schools  as  directed  by 
Synod,  only,  and  their  studies  must  be  approved  by  the  Synod.  They 
may  prosecute  their  studies  in  either  some  college,  school  or  Theological 
seminary,  as  per  agreement  with  this  Synod,  and  they  must  obtain  from 
the  President  of  such  Institution,  annually,  a  full  report  in  regard  to  their 
conduct,  capacity,  and  advancement  in  their  studies,  and  forward  the 
same  to  the  President  of  this  Synod,  who  shall  submit  it  with  his  report, 
to  the  Synod  for  examination. 

Article  V. — Every  minister  in  connection  with  this  Synod  is  re- 
quired to  take  up  collections  for  beneficiary  purposes,  in  each  of  his  con- 
gregations, as  often  in  each  year  as  he  may  deem  it  expedient,  and  in 
whatever  manner  he  and  his  council  may  think  most  prudent,  and  report 
the  result  of  the  same  to  the  next  annual  convention  of  this  Synod. 

Article  VI. — There  shall  be  elected  annually,  by  this  Synod,  a  re- 
ceiving and  disbursing  Agent,  who  shall  discharge  the  duties  of  Treas- 
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urer,  as  described  in  the  following  Articles  of  these  regulations ;  and  hold 
his  office  until  his  successor  shall  be  elected,  or  in  case  of  his  death,  an- 
other shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  of  Synod  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

Article  VII. — The  President  of  this  Synod  shall  recognize  all  the 
Beneficiaries  received  by  this  Synod,  and  shall  give  all  orders  upon  the 
Treasurer  in  favor  of  Beneficiaries  to  whom  appropriations  have  been 
made  by  the  Synod.  He  shall  keep  a  correct  account  of  all  orders  given 
by  him,  and  shall  annually  compare  his  account  with  the  accounts  kept 
by  the  Treasurer,  and  report  the  result  of  the  same  to  the  Synod.  He 
must  annually  report  to  Synod  all  bis  other  transactions  including  the 
number  of  Beneficiaries,  their  progress,  prospects,  and  Christian  deport- 
ment, and  anything  else  he  may  deem  interesting  to  the  Synod.  During 
the  periods  elapsing  between  the  annual  conventions  of  the  Synod,  all 
communications  on  the  subject  of  beneficiary  education,  and  all  applica- 
tions for  aid,  must  be  addressed  to  the  President,  and  must  be  laid  by  him 
before  the  annual  convention  of  the  Synod. 

Article  VIII.— The  Secretary  of  this  Synod  shall  record  the  reports 
of  the  President  and  Treasurer,  and  in  the  event  of  the  death  or  removal 
of  the  President,  the  Secretary  shall  discharge  all  the  duties  of  the  Presi- 
dent in  regard  to  beneficiary  operations,  until  the  next  Synod  shall  fill 
the  vacancy. 

Article  IX. — The  Treasurer  of  the  beneficiary  funds  shall  keep  a 
clear  and  correct  account  of  all  moneys,  which  shall  come  into  his  hands  ; 
and  shall  report  the  same  to  the  annual  conventions  of  the  Synod,  with 
all  the  disbursements  he  may  make,  during  the  previous  S)rnodical  vear, 
accompanied  with  the  proper  vouchers  for  each  disbursement.  He  must 
allow  and  pay  all  orders  of  the  President  out  of  the  funds  in  his  hands. 

Article  X. — All  mone}*s  collected  from  congregations,  or  otherwise, 
and  donations  for  beneficiary  purposes,  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  Treasurer  ; 
for  which  he  shall  be  required  to  give  his  official  receipt,  to  the  parties 
who  may  pay  them  over  to  him. 

Article  XI. — From  every  Beneficiary  who  receives  any  funds  appro- 
priated to  him  by  this  Synod,  the  Treasurer  shall  take  suitable  bonds, 
made  payable  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  beneficiary  funds  of  this  Synod, 
for  the  full  amount  of  all  the  funds  he  shall  at  an)7  time  have  received, 
with  interest  at  6  per  cent.  If  he,  at  any  time  afterwards,  shall,  without 
the  consent  of  the  Synod,  either  abandon  his  studies,  or,  after  completing 
them,  refuse  to  engage  in  the  work  of  preaching  the  Gospel  of  Christ  in 
connection  with  this  Synod,  during  the  time  specified  in  Article  III,  or 
shall  for  any  cause  be  expelled  from  this  Synod,  in  either  event,  the  obli- 
gation he  has  entered  into  for  refunding  the  money  he  ma}-  have  received 
shall  immediately  become  due,  and  if  he  should  refuse  to  pay  the  same, 
he  shall  by  such  refusal,  make  himself  liable  to  public  exposure. 


CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS. 
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Article  XII.— These  regulations  shall  be  subject  to  amendment  at 
any  convention  of  this  Synod.  One  day's  notice  is  required  to  be  given, 
with  a  written  statement  of  the  amendment  asked  for,  by  any  one  who 
may  at  any  time  desire  any  amendment. 

Article  XIII. —All  rules  and  regulations  heretofore  adopted  by  this 
Synod,  in  regard  to  beneficiary  education,  are  hereby  rescinded  from  the 
adoption  of  these  regulations. 

Probationary  Regulations. 

To  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Constitution  of  Synod,  that  all  can- 
didates for  the  ministry  be  held  in  a  state  of  probation  for  not  less  than 
one  year,  and  to  direct  the  studies  of  such  students  as  pursue  their  studies 
under  private  instruction,  the  following  regulations  are  adopted  : 

I.  Every  such  candidate  shall  be  placed  under  the  care  of  some  pas- 
tor in  connection  with  this  Synod,  under  whose  direction  such  student 
shall  pursue  his  studies  not  less  than  two  years. 

II.  The  pastor  under  whose  care  any  student  may  be  placed  shall  as- 
sign to  such  student  any  labor  for  which  he  may  be  found  qualified. 

III.  Synod  shall  prescribe  the  course  of  study  to  be  pursued  by  each 
student. 

IV.  The  following  text-books  shall  be  used,  viz.:  Kurtz's  Church  and 
Sacred  Histoiy,  Home's  Introduction,  Hutter's  Compend,  Knapp's  Theol- 
ogy. Book  of  Concord.  Krauth's  Conservative  Reformation,  Schmidt's 
Dogmatics,  Mann's  Schmidt's  Christian  Ethics,  Vinet's  Homiletics,  Vi- 
net's  Pastoral  Theolog}7.  Instruction  shall  also  be  given  in  Liturgies, 
Catechetics,  and  Ecclesiastical  Polity. 

V.  There  shall  be  a  committee  of  examination,  appointed  at  each  an- 
nual meeting  of  Synod,  before  which  every  student  shall  be  required  to 
appear  for  examination  at,  or  shortly  before  each  convention  of  Synod. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  of  examination  to  report  to  Synod 
the  progress  made  in  his  studies  by  each  student.

The  President's  report  was  read,  received,  and  re- 
ferred : 

President's  Report. 

To  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Tennessee  Synod,  in  Convention  Assembled — 

Dear  Brethren  :  Through  the  kind  providence  of  our  Father  in 
Heaven,  we  have  passed  through  another  synodical  year',  and,  with  a 
single  exception,  the  ranks  of  our  ministry  remain  unbroken.  On  the 
10th  day  of  last  June,  our  lamented  brother,  Rev.  A.  J.  Fox,  departed 
this  life.  I  recommend  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  report  suitable 
resolutions  to  his  memory. 

During  the  early  part  of  the  year.  I  issued  orders  on  the  Treasurer 
of  the  beneficiary  fund  of  synod  in  favor  of  beneficiaries — W.  A.  Boyte, 
Wm.  L.  Darr,  J.  P.  Price.  P.  C.  Wike  and  D.  M.  Moser— for  the 
amounts  appropriated  for  the  benefit  of  each. 

Early  in  July,  I  received  a  communication  from  Rev.  J.  I.  Miller. 
Luray,  Va.,  enclosing  a  letter  of  dismission  from  the  Evang.  Lutheran 
Synod  of  Virginia,  and  asking  admission  into  this  Synod.  As  neither 
the  constitution  nor  the  by-laws  of  Synod  confer  upon  the  President  au- 
thority to  admit  ministers  of  other  ecclesiastical  bodies  to  membership,  I 
transmit  Rev.  Miller's  certificate  to  you,  and  recommend  that  his  appli- 
cation be  granted. 

About  the  middle  of  July,  I  received  a  letter  from  the  President  of 
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the  Evan.  Lutheran  Synod  of  South  Carolina,  asking  the  co-operation  of 
this  Sjmod  in  the  support  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  located  at  New- 
berry, S.  C.  I  transmit  said  letter  to  you,  and  recommend  that  you  give 
it  proper  attention. 

Several  changes  in  pastoral  relations  have  been  made,  of  which  I 
received  no  official  notice.  Rev.  R..A.  Yeder  informed  me  that  he  had 
accepted  a  call,  to  supply  the  congregations  made  vacant  by  the  death  of 
Rev.  A.  J.  Fox,  until  the  end  of  the  present  year. 

Rev.  C.  H.  Bernheim  also  informed  me  that  he  had  accepted  calls 
from  Sharon  and  St.  Martin's  churches,  in  Iredell  county,  N.  C. 

In  the  event  that  the  proposed  amendment  to  the  constitution  and 
by-laws  of  the  Synod  shall  be  approved,  I  recommend  that  a  committee 
be  appointed  to  prepare  the  amended  constitution  and  by-laws  for  the 
press,  and  that  they  be  published,  either  with  the  Minutes  or  in  separate 
form. 

I  cannot  too  strongly  urge  upon  the  pastors  aud  congregations  the 
importance  of  giving  greater  attention  to  the  first  standing  resolution  of 
Synod,  with  a  view  to  a  better  development  of  the  resources  of  the 
Church. 

"iVW  the  God  of  peace,  that  brought  us  again  from  the  dead,  our 
Lord  Jesus,  that  Great  Shepherd  of  the  sheep,  through  the  blood  of  the 
everlasting  covenant,  make  you  perfect  in  every  good  work ;  to  do  his 
will,  working  in  you  that  which  is  well  pleasing  in  his  sight,  through 
Jesus  Christ,  to  whom  be  glory  forever  and  ever.  Amen."

Report  of  Committee  on  the  Henkel  Monuments. 

As  the  only  present  member  of  this  committee,  1  beg  to  report : 
That,  in  reference  to  the  work  at  the  grave  of  Rev.  Ambrose  Henkel. 
I  am  collecting  funds  in  Virginia,  and  hope  soon  to  be  able  to  erect  a 
suitable  monument  to  mark  the  resting  place  of  that  good  man  : 

That,  in  regard  to  the  work  at  the  grave  of  Rev.  Philip  Henkel,  in 
Randolph  county,  N.  C,  I  have  had  some  correspondence  with  a  view  to 
obtain  help  from  his  descendants,  but  have  failed  to  receive  any  encour- 
agement. I  ask  to  be  discharged  from  further  consideration  of  this 
part  of  the  duty  of  the  committee,  and  suggest  that  a  committee  be  ap- 
pointed in  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  charged  with  the  prosecution  of 
this  commendable  work.  A.  L.  CROUSE. 

On  motion,  Rev.  A.  L.  Crouse  was  relieved  from  further 
duty  in  North  Carolina,  and  Rev.  J.  M.  Smith  was  appoint- 
ed to  operate  in  that  State  in  the  interest  of  Rev.  Philip 
Henkel  in  place  of  Rev.  A.  J.  Fox,  deceased. 
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Tbe  following  report  was  read,  received,  and  adopted  : 
Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church. 

This  report  has  been  written  and  signed  by  only  one  member  of  the 
committee,  but  the  other  members  have  furnished  valuable  assistance. 

We  think  that  the  expressed  hope  of  the  committee  last  year,  "for 
better  things  in  the  near  future,"  has  been  so  far  realized,  that  we  have 
great  cause  to  thank  God.  The  beautiful  side  of  the  picture  beams  with 
increased  brightness.  Behold,  some  old  things,  which  vexed  the  Lord's 
people,  have  passed  away,  and  some  have  become  new.  At  the  same 
time,  some  old  things,  which  had  been  neglected,  appear  in  their  proper 
places.  There  is,  if  possible,  a  more  sacred  regard  for  the  things  that 
mark  a  distinctive  type  of  pure  Lutheranism.  And,  although  far  removed 
from  each  other,  the  pastors  have  increased  in  their  common  defense  and 
support  of  the  Confessions  of  the  Church. 

The  work  of  building  houses  of  worship,  parsonages,  and  school 
buildings,  has  been  prosecuted  with  commendable  zeal.  In  some  place* 
it  has  been  unprecedented.  With  this  progress  in  substantial  things,  there 
is  unmistakable  evidence  of  increased  love  and  zeal  in  spiritual  things. — 
Very  little  has  been  done  in  the  way  of  organizing  new  congregations, 
but  the  old  ones  liave  been  strengthened. 

The  cause  of  education  receives  still  greater  interest.  Our  college 
and  high  schools  are  better  patronized,  and  many  elementary  schools  are 
subject  to  the  guidance  of  our  pastors  and  laymen.  In  places  there  are 
movements  to  re-establish  parochial  schools,  which  our  people  lost  in  their 
transition  from  the  German  to  the  English  language. 

Sunday-school  work  and  catechisation  by  the  pastors  have  been  per- 
formed in  nearly  or  quite  all  the  congregations,  albeit  with  various  de- 
grees of  industry  and  success.  Sometimes  one  is  carried  on  too  much 
to  the  exclusion  or  neglect  of  the  other. 

In  general  benevolence,  many  of  our  people  have  made  praiseworthy 
progress.  There  have  been  increased  contributions  toward  beneficiary 
education,  missions,  and  Concordia  College.  It  would  be  gratifying,  if 
we  could  say  this  much  for  all. 

Things  that  ought  not  so  to  be  are : 

1.  Insufficiency  and  inefficiency  of  all  the  pastors. 

2.  Lack  of  sufficient  support  of  the  pastor  by  the  charge.  With  the 
present  arrangement,  most  of  the  pastors  devote  too  much  time  to  secu- 
lar pursuits  to  be  able  to  attend  to  their  spiritual  work  as  Shepherds  of 
the  flock  of  God. 

8.  Scarcity  of  willing,  earnest,  persevering  laborers  in  the  Sunday- 
schools. 
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4.  Want  of  interest  in  the  edifying  literature  of  the  Church,  by  the 
mass  of  our  people.  The  Minutes  of  our  Synod,  our  Lutheran  books, 
pamphlets  and  periodical  papers,  receive  too  little  attention.  In  a  few 
congregations,  the  Church  Book  has  not  yet  been  introduced,  whilst  the 
devotions  and  growth  of  the  people  in  divine  things  are  hindered  by  the 
want  of  suitable  books  to  use  in  their  public  worship. 

5.  Among  many  of  our  people,  the  want  of  a  proper  estimate  of  the 
nature  and  value  of  public  and  family  worship,  the  preached  Word  of 
God,  the  Christian  training  of  their  children,  the  proper  use  of  the  Lord's 
Day,  also  the  indulgence,  by  some,  in  vices,  such  as  profanity,  intemper- 
ance, superstitious  practices,  etc.  N 

6.  Proper  church  discipline,  the  want  of  which  has  wrought  great 
damage  to  the  churches  in  past  years,  has  not  yet  been  restored. 

We  cannot  close  without  one  local  mention.  In  Alabama  a  pastor 
has  been  secured,  a  parsonage  and  school-house  built  on  the  church  land, 
and  both  congregation  and  school  are  doing  well.  A.  L.  CROUSE.

(2)  With  regard  to  the  amendments  to  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws, 
as  adopted  at  the  last  session  of  Synod,  we  would  respectfully  inquire, 
whether  the  said  amendments  have  been  duly  accepted  and  ratified  by 
all  the  congregations,  to  which  they  were  submitted  ? 

(3)  On  page  23,  we  find  a  recommendation  on  the  part  of  the  Com-

(5)  On  page  27,  we  find  a  resolution  that  Henkel  &  Co..  Publishers, 
New  Market,  Va.,  be  requested  to  furnish  circulars  to  the  ministers, 
composing  this  Synod,  as  well  as  to  other  Synods,  indicating  whether 
they  would  furnish  a  new,  revised  edition  of  the  Book  of  Concord,  as  a 
memorial  of  the  400th  anniversary  of  Luther's  birth,  and  the  probable 
cost,  and  whether  subscribers  would  be  necessary  to  secure  such  publica- 
tion.   Has  this  resolution  been  complied  with? 

(6)  On  the  same  page,  we  find  that  brother  T.  E.  Armentrout  was 
directed  to  pursue  his  studies  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  S.  Henkel.  Has 
he  done  so  ? 

(7)  On  page  19,  we  find  a  motion,  that  the  treasurer  was  instructed 
to  hunt  up  a  blank  book  for  preserving  the  clerical  and  congregational 
rolls.    What  about  it  ? 

(8)  On  pages  25  and  26,  we  find  a  request  of  Synod,  that  every  min- 
ister in  its  connection  arrange  to  hold  a  Luther  Festival,  in  every  con- 
gregation in  his  charge,  commemorative  of  the  400th  anniversary  of  the 
birth  of  Dr.  Martin  Luther.    Was  this  done  ?

STANDING  RESOLUTIONS. 


Mesolved,  That  each  of  our  pastors  is  required  to  teach  his  people  the 
duty  of  Christian  giving,  and  to  take  up  in  each  of  his  congregations  col- 
lections for  beneficiary  education,  and  to  report  at  each  regular  conven- 
tion of  our  Synod. 

-Resolved,  That  the  Council  of  each  congregation  be  requested  to 
send,  to  each  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Synod,  a  written  Report  of  the  con- 
dition of  the  congregation. 

Wheueas,  The  ancient  Lutheran  custom  of  thoroughly  catechising 
those  who  propose  to  become  members  of  our  communion,  previous  to 
their  confirmation,  is,  in  some  plaees,  falling  into  disuse,  and  rather  a 
loose  custom  of  receiving  uncatechised  persons  into  the  Church,  without 
the  slightest  examination  of  them  in  regard  to  their  religious  knowledge 
and  other  qualifications  for  church  membership,  has  been  practiced  by 
some;  be  it.  therefore. 

Resolved,  That  we  earnestly  recommend  all  our  Ministers  and  con- 
gregations in  future  to  see  to  it,  that,  if  it  can  possibl}r  be  done,  all  who 
make  application  for  church  membership  be  thoroughly  instructed,  by 
Catechisation  in  the  doctrines  and  usages  of  our  Church,  previous  to  their 
confirmation.  But,  in  such  extraordinary  cases,  as  when  persons  of  age 
and  experience  make  application,  or  such  young  persons  as  have  been  so 
favorably  situated  as  to  have  had  opportunities  to  become  acquainted 
with  and  to  have  informed  themselves  of  our  doctrines  and  customs,  seek 
church  privileges,  we  recommend  that  their  request  be  granted:  but,  in 
no  case,  until  such  persons  have  been  examined  by  the  pastor,  before  the 
council,  and  have  been  approved  by  them.

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CONSTITUTION 

OF  THE 

Evang.  Lutheran  Tennessee  Synod, 

(AS  REVISED  IN  1883.) 


ARTICLE  I 

The  name  of  this  Synod  shall  he  The  Evangelical  Lutheran  Ten- 
nessee Synod. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Sec.  1.  The  Holy  Scriptures,  the  inspired  writings  of  the  Old  and 
New  Testaments,  shall  be  the  only  rule  and  standard  of  doctrine  and 
church  discipline. 

Sec.  2.  As  a  true  and  faithful  exhibition  of  the  doctrines  of  the 
Holy  Scriptures,  in  regard  to  matters  of  faith  and  practice,  this  Synod 
receives  the  three  Ancient  Symbols :  the  Apostolic,  Nicene,  and  Athana- 
sian  creeds :  and  the  unaltered  Augsburg  Confession  of  Faith.  It  re- 
ceives also  the  other  Symbolical  Books  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Church,  viz.:  The  Apology,  the  Smalcald  Articles,  the  Smaller  and 
Larger  Catechisms  of  Luther,  and  the  Formula  of  Concord — as  true 
Scriptural  developments  of  the  doctrines  taught  in  the  Augsburg  Con- 
fession. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Sec.  1.  This  Synod  is  an  association  of  congregations.  Its  conven- 
tions shall  be  composed  of  regularly  ordained  ministers  in  their  connec- 
tion, and  their  lay-delegates. 

Sec.  2.  Each  one  of  these  congregations  shall  have  the  right  to  ap- 
point one  such  delegate,  who  shall  have  equal  rights  and  privileges  with 
the  ministers  transacting  the  business  of  Synod. 

Sec.  3.  Every  minister  desiring  to  be  received  into  connection  with 
this  Synod,  shall,  on  his  reception,  be  required  to  subscribe  this  Consti- 
tution. 
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Sec.  4.  No  minister,  in  connection  with  this  Synod,  shall  he  allowed 
to  teach  any  thing,  nor  shall  Synod  transact  any  business  contray  to 
the  confessional  basis  as  set  forth  in  Article  II. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Sec.  1.  The  business  of  this  Synod  shall  be  to  employ  the  proper 
means  for  the  promulgation  of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  to  impart  its 
advice  in  matters  of  Christian  faith  and  life,  to  detect  and  expose  erro- 
neous doctrines  and  false  teachers,  to  recommend  orthodox  liturgies, 
hymn  books,  catechisms,  parochial  and  Sunday-school  hooks,  to  engage 
in  missionary  work — domestic  and  foreign,  to  aid  indigent  young  men  in 
preparing  for  the  work  of  the  ministry,  and  to  investigate  charges  of 
false  doctrines,  wrong  practices,  and  immoralities  of  life,  preferred  against 
any  of  its  ministers,  and,  finding  them  guilty,  to  suspend  or  expel  from 
Synod  such  as  are  deemed  uuworthy  to  hear  the  office,  and  advise  their 
pastorates  to  sever  their  official  relations  with  them. 

Sec.  2.  Upon  application  to  examine  candidates  for  the  ministry, 
this  S}rnod  shall  make  the  necessary  provisions  to  attend  to  such  appli- 
cation, and,  after  due  approval,  appoint  one  or  more  pastors  to  conse- 
crate such  candidate  1o  the  office  of  the  ministry,  by  the  laying  on  of 
hands  and  prayer. 

Sec.  3.  Synod  shall  require  a  probationary  period  of  not  less  than 
one  year,  during  which  time  all  candidates  for  the  ministerial  office  shall 
be  taken  on  trial. 

Sec.  4.  Upon  application,  this  Synod  may  receive  congregations  in 
its  connection,  provided  they  subscribe  this  Constitution. 

ARTICLE  V. 

The  officers  of  this  Synod  shall  be  a  President.  Secretary,  Corre- 
sponding Secretary,  aud  Treasurer.  A  majority  of  all  votes  cast  will  be 
required  to  constitute  an  election  to  any  office.  The  duties  of  these  offi- 
cers shall  be  such  as  usually  devolve  upon  the  same  in  other  public 
bodies,  or  as  may  be  made  obligatory  upon  them  from  time  to  time  by 
Synod.  They  shall  be  elected  by  ballot,  at  the  regular  session,  annually, 
and  hold  their  offices  until  their  successors  are  elected. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Synod  shall  meet  from  time  to  time  upon  its  own  adjournments. 
Extra  sessions  may  be  called  by  the  President,  when  requested  for  good 
and  sufficient  reasons,  to  do  so,  by  two  ministers  and  two  lay-men  in  its 
connection. 

ARTICLE  VII. 


Synod  may  at  any  regular  meeting,  by  a  concurrence  of  two-thirds 
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of  all  the  members  present,  make  such  regulations  and  by-laws  as  may 
be  deemed  necessary,  not  inconsistent  with  this  Constitution. 


It'  any  thing  contained  in  these  articles  should  hereafter  be  deemed 
contrary  to  the  Confessional  Basis  of  this  Synod,  oppressive,  or  inexpe- 
dient, it  may  be  altered  or  amended.  But  nothing  contained  in  this 
Constitution  shall  be  altered  or  amended  unless  a  proposition  for  altera- 
tion or  amendment  shall  have  been  laid  before  one  of  the  sessions  of 
Synod,  in  writing,  and  agreed  to  by  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  voting. 
The  proposition  thus  agreed  to,  shall  then  be  laid,  in  due  form,  by  the 
Synod  in  its  Minutes  before  the  congregations  in  its  connection,  for  rati- 
fication or  rejection  by  them ;  and  the  ministers  or  vestries  of  these  con- 
gregations shall,  at  some  suitable  time,  before  the  next  succeeding  ses- 
sions of  Synod,  take  the  vote  of  these  congregations,  on  the  Constitu- 
tion as  amended,  allowing  the  members  to  vote  for  its  ratification  or  re- 
jection and  send  a  statement  of  the  vote  to  that  session  of  Synod.  If, 
then,  it  shall  be  ascertained  by  Synod  that  a  majority  of  these  congrega- 
tions have  voted  in  favor  of  ratification,  the  amendment  shall  become 
and  be  declared  by  Synod  on  the  face  of  its  Minutes  a  valid  part  of  said 
Constitution,  and  the  parts  thereof  repugnant  to  such  alteration,  void. 


Rule  1. — At  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  meeting,  if  three  or- 
dained ministers  and  three  lay-delegates  be  present,  they  shall  consti- 
tute a  quorum. 

Rule  2. — The  first  session  shall  be  opened  by  the  President  witli 
suitable  religious  exercises  ;  and,  in  the  absence  of  the  President,  by  the 
Secretary  ;  and,  in  the  absence  of  both,  by  one  of  the  older  ministers  pres- 
ent. And  every  succeeding  session  shall  be  opened  and  closed  with 
prayer,  after  which,  in  opening,  the  roll  shall  be  called  and,  if  the  first 
session  of  the  day,  the  minutes  of  the  preceding  day  read,  amended,  if 
necessary,  and  approved. 

Rule  3. — The  lay-delegates  shall  then  present  their  certificates  of 
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election,  and  their  names  shall  be  registered  by  the  Secretary  as  members 
of  Synod. 

Rule  4. — The  President  shall  read  his  Annual  Report  as  the  last 
official  act  of  his  term,  and  then  announce  the  election  of  officers  for  the 
ensuing  year.    The  election  shall  then  be  held. 

Rule  5. — Delegates  from  other  ecclesiastical  bodies  may  be  admit- 
ted, and  advisory  members  may  be  received. 

Rule  6. — The  minutes  of  the  last  session  of  Synod  may  be  read  ;  all 
papers  intended  for  Synod  shall  be  handed  in ;  and  verbal  notice  may  be 
given  of  any  important  business  intended  to  be  brought  before  Synod. 

Rule  7. —If  the  number  of  papers  laid  before  Synod  be  large,  the 
President  may  appoint  a  committee  to  class  and  number  them  according 
to  their  contents;  if,  however,  the  number  be  small,  the  President  shall 
arrange  them  and  place  them  in  the  hands  of  the  committees  to  which 
they  appropriately  belong.  The  President  shall  appoint  the  following 
COMMITTEES  : 

1.  On  President's  Report. 

2.  On  the  State  of  the  Church. 

3.  On  Examination. 

4.  On  Ordination. 

5.  On  Letters  and  Petition-. 
f>.  On  Unfinished  Business. 

7.  On  Missions. 

8.  On  Church  Institutions. 

9.  On  Treasurer's  Reports. 

The  President  may  appoint  as  many  special  committees  as  may  be 
necessary. 

Rule  8.— The  vacant  congregations  shall  be  inquired  after,  and  pro- 
visions shall  be  made  for  them. 

Rule  9.  —The  report  of  committees  may  be  heard  and  acted  upon 
at  any  time,  and  the  intervals  be  occupied  by  the  items  of  promiscuous 
business. 

Rule  10.— When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  or  deliver  any  mat- 
ter, he  shall  rise  from  his  seat  and  respectfully  address  the  President, 
but  shall  not  proceed  until  recognized  by  him. 

Rule  11.— Whenever  any  member  shall  be  called  to  order  by  the 
President  he  shall  sit  down,  and,  also,  when  called  to  order  by  any  mem- 
ber, unless  the  President  decide  in  his  favor. 

By  leave  of  Synod  a  member  called  to  order  may  clear  a  matter  of 
fact  or  explain,  but  shall  not  proceed  in  debate  so  long  as  the  decision 
is  against  him  but  by  permission  of  the  House.  Any  member  may  ap- 
peal from  the  decision  of  the  President,  and,  if,  upon  the  appeal  the  de- 
cision be  in  favor  of  the  member  called  to  order,  he  may  proceed;  if 
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otherwise,  he  shall  not,  except  by  leave  of  the  House ;  and  if,  in  the 
judgment  of  the  House,  the  case  requires,  he  shall  be  liable  to  censure. 

Rule  12. — When  two  or  more  members  rise  at  the  same  time  the 
President  shall  name  the  member  to  speak. 

Rule  13. — Whilst  the  President  is  putting  a  question  to  or  address- 
ing the  House  no  member  shall  speak,  stand  up  or  walk  out  or  across  the 
house  ;  nor  when  any  member  is  speaking,  entertain  private  discourse, 
stand  or  pass  between  him  and  the  Chair. 

Rule  14. — Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  house  when  the  ques- 
tion is  put,  shall  give  his  vote,  unless  the  House  shall  for  special  reasons 
excuse  him. 

Rule  15. — When  a  motion  is  made  and  seconded,  it  shall  be  stated 
by  the  President,  or,  if  it  be  written,  it  shall  be  handed  to  the  President 
and  it  shall  be  read  aloud  either  by  himself  or  some  one  whom  he  may 
designate. 

Rule  16.— Every  motion  shall  be  written  if  the  President  or  any  two 
members  desire  it. 

Rule  17. — After  a  motion  is  stated  or  read  by  the  President  it  shall 
be  deemed  in  possession  of  the  House,  but  may  be  withdrawn  or  amended 
before  a  decision,  except  in  case  of  a  motion  to  reconsider,  which  motion 
shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  in  possession  of  the  House  and  shall  not  . 
be  withdrawn  without  the  leave  of  the  House. 

Rule  18. — When  a  question  is  under  discussion,  no  motion  shall  be 
received,  but  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  postpone  indefinitely,  to 
postpone  to  a  certain  day,  to  commit,  or  to  amend. 

Rule  19. — When  a  question  is  postponed  indefinitely,  it  shall  not  be 
acted  upon  again  during  the  session. 

Rule  20. — Any  member  may  call  for  a  division  of  the  question  when 
it  shall  admit  of  it,  which  shall  be  determined  by  the  President. 

Rule  21. — When  a  motion  has  once  been  carried  in  the  affirmative 
or  negative,  it  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  of  the  majority  to  move 
for  the  reconsideration  thereof,  and  no  motion  to  reconsider  shall  be  taken 
from  the  table  except  by  a  two-thirds  vote. 

Rule  22.— When  the  yeas  and  nays  are  called  for  on  any  question,  it 
shall  be  on  motion,  and  if  seconded  by  one-fifth  of  the  members  present, 
the  question  shall  be  decided  by  yeas  and  nays. 

Rule  23. — Decency  of  speech  shall  be  observed,  and  personal  reflec- 
tions carefully  avoided. 

Rule  24.— No  member  or  officer  shall  absent  himself  from  the  house 
without  leave,  unless  from  sickness  or  inability. 

Rule  25.  —Any  member  may  excuse  himself  at  the  time  of  his  ap- 
pointment, if  he  is  a  member  of  two  standing  committees. 

Rule  26.  -  If  any  member  shall  necessarily  be  absent  on  any  business 
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of  the  House  when  the  vote  is  taken,  he  shall,  on  motion,  upon  entering 
the  house  be  permitted  to  cast  his  vote. 

Rule  27. — Each  minister  in  connection  with  this  Synod  shall  hand  in 
his  Parochial  Report,  which  may  be  read  before  Synod,  and  shall  em- 
brace the  usual  items,  and  any  other  the  Synod  may  at  any  time  require. 

Rule  28. — Election  of  delegates  to  ecclesiastical  bodies  in  corre- 
spondence with  this  Synod,  shall  be  held. 

Rule  29. — The  time  and  place  of  holding  the  next  session  of  Synod, 
shall  be  determined. 

Rule  30. — Should  any  of  the  officers  of  Synod  be  absent,  they  shall 
send  their  reports  with  the  documents  which  may  have  come  to  their 
hands  during  the  interval  of  Synod.  In  case  of  the  necessary  absence  of 
an  officer  during  the  sessions  of  Synod,  he  shall  nominate  a  substitute 
pro  tempore. 

Rule  81. — A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order  except  when 
the  House  is  voting  or  some  member  is  speaking,  and  shall  be  decided 
without  debate. 

Rule  32. — This  Synod  shall  be  dismissed  by  the  President  with  ap- 
propriate religious  service. 

Rule  33. — Any  of  the  foregoing  rules  may  be  altered  or  amended,  at 
any  regular  session  of  Synod,  by  the  concurring  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  present,  after  having  given  notice  at  the  previous  session  of 
Synod. 
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ARTICLE  I. 

OF  THE  PRESIDENT  OF  SYNOD. 

Sec.  I.  The  President  must  be  chosen  from  among  the  ordained  min- 
isters of  this  body ;  and  at  every  session  of  Synod,  if  present,  he  shall 
deliver  the  opening  sermon  ;  and  in  connection  with  the  pastor  loci  and 
elders  of  the  congregation  in  which  the  Synod  convenes,  shall  appoint 
the  individuals  who  shall  preach  during  the  sessions  of  Synod. 

Sec.  2.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  the  sessions  of  Synod;  see 
that  order  is  observed ;  not  suffer  more  than  one  member  to  speak  at  a 
time,  securing  to  each  the  liberty  to  speak  without  interruption  from 
others  ;  and  prevent  the  speaker  from  deviating  from  the  subject  before 
the  House. 
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Sec.  3.  The  President  at  the  commencement  of  every  Synod  shall 
present  a  written  report  of  all  the  official  business  transacted,  of  the  let- 
ters received  by  him,  since  the  last  regular  meeting,  and  of  all  the  im- 
portant events  that  have  occurred  relating  to  Synod  which  may  have 
come  to  his  knowledge  ;  and  he  may  recommend  for  consideration  such 
measures  as  he  may  deem  necessary  or  calculated  to  promote  the  interest 
of  the  Church.  This  report  shall  be  dealt  with  as  other  papers  coming 
before  Synod. 

Sec.  4.  If  any  minister  of  this  Synod  removes  into  the  bounds  of 
any  other  Evan.  Lutheran  Synod,  the  President,  upon  his  request,  may 
grant  him  an  honorable  dismission  to  that  Synod. 

Sec  5.  The  President,  by  substituting  a  chairman,  is  at  liberty  to 
take  part  in  the  discussion  of  any  subject.  When  on  any  question  the 
vote  should  be  a  tie,  the  President  shall  give  the  casting  vote  except  when 
voting  by  ballot. 

Sec.  6.  Should  the  President  depart  this  life,  or  cease  to  be  a  mem- 
ber of  this  Synod,  the  senior  minister  shall  himself  succeed  him  or  shall 
appoint  some  one  to  fill  the  chair. 

ARTICLE  II. 

OF  THE  SECKETAKY. 

Sec.  1.  The  Secretary  must  be  elected  from  among  the  ordained 
ministers  of  this  Synod,  and  should  possess  suitable  qualifications  for  the 
discharge  of  the  duties  of  this  office. 

Sec.  2.  He  shall  make  a  faithful  and  accurate  record  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  Synod,  and  carefully  preserve  all  the  papers  and  documents  unless 
otherwise  disposed  of  by  the  keeper  of  the  archives  of  Synod.  The  Sec- 
retary shall  attest  with  his  official  signature  all  certificates,  all  resolution  s 
respecting  ministers,  delegates  or  churches,  and  the  Minutes  of  Sj^nod. 

Sec.  3.  If  during  the  interval  of  the  sessions  of  Synod  the  Secretary 
should  become  disqualified  for  his  office  or  cease  to  be  a  member  of  this 
Synod,  the  President  shall  take  charge  of  all  the  papers  of  Synod  which 
were  in  his  hands  and  retain  them,  or  shall  appoint  some  one  to  dis- 
charge the  duties  of  the  office  until  the  next  meeting  of  Synod. 

ARTICLE  III. 

OF  THE  TREASURER. 

Sec.  1.  The  Treasurer  shall  take  charge  of  all  the  moneys  belonging 
to  Synod,  and  shall  keep  them  subject  to  its  order.  He  shall  present  at 
each  annual  meeting  of  Synod  a  detailed  and  faithful  account  of  the  state  of 
the  Treasury. 

Sec.  2.  An  order  from  the  President  attested  by  the  Secretary,  shall 
be  a  sufficient  voucher  for  him  to  pay  money  out  of  the  Treasury. 
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Sec.  3.  The  Treasurer  is  to  see  to  the  printing  of  the  Minutes,  if  the 
Synod  orders  their  publication,  and  to  distribute  them  to  each  of  the  min- 
ister's charges  in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  money  received  by  Synod 
from  them  for  that  purpose. 

Sec.  4.  Should  the  Treasurer  depart  this  life  or  become  in  any  way 
disqualified  for  his  office,  during  the  recess  of  Synod,  the  Secretary  shall 
take  charge  of  all  the  property  belonging  to  Synod  that  may  be  in  his 
hands  and  discharge  the  duties  of  the  office  until  the  vacancy  is  tilled  by 
Synod. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Sec  1.  As  the  honor  and  success  of  the  Gospel  depends  very  much 
upon  the  character  of  its  Ministers,  the  Synod  should  guard  with  the 
utmost  care  and  impartiality  the  characters  of  its  members.  No  Minister 
on  account  of  his  office  should  be  screened  from  the  hands  of  justice  ; 
neither,  on  the  other  hand,  should  scandalous  charges  be  received  or  cir- 
culated against  him  on  slight  and  uncertain  grounds. 

Sec  2.  Should  any  member  of  the  church  know  a  minister  to  be 
guilty  of  a  private  offense,  he  shall  reprove  him  according  to  Matt.  18, 15 ; 
and,  if  in  the  process,  as  required  in  this  text,  he  be  restored  fully  to  the 
favor  of  his  charge,  or  congregation,  as  to  his  membership  and  fitness  to 
perform  the  functions  of  the  ministry,  the  matter  should  rest  here  ;  but 
if  his  offense  shall  have  been  of  such  a  serious  character,  in  violating  the 
principles  of  piety,  rules  of  morality,  or  errors  in  the  fundamental  doc- 
trines of  our  church,  and  the  decisions  of  the  congregation  or  charge  shall 
not  have  been  satisfactory  to  the  Synod,  Synod  shall  investigate  the  mat- 
ter, and,  if  in  her  judgment,  his  offense  has  been  such  as  to  disqualify 
him  to  discharge  the  functions  of  the  ministry,  she  shall  sever  his  Synod- 
ical  relation,  and  recommend  the  congregation  or  congregations  to  sever 
his  pastoral  or  ministerial  relations ;  and  any  congregation  refusing  to  do 
so,  its  connection  with  this  Synod  shall  be  dissolved. 

Sec  3.  In  the  event  of  an  offense  committed  by  a  minister  of  this 
Synod,  requiring  the  aid  of  Synod  to  adjust  it  satisfactorily,  the  member 
or  members,  acquainted  with  the  facts  in  the  case,  shall  immediately  in- 
form the  President  of  Synod,  who  shall  call,  without  delay,  a  session  of 
Synod,  if  two  ministers  and  two  laymen  request  it,  to  be  held  in  one  of 
the  congregations  of  the  accused.  The  president  shall  notify  the  parties  of 
the  call  session,  and  enjoin  it  upon  them  to  appear  at  the  time  and  place 
appointed,  prepared  to  furnish  all  the  testimony  for  and  against  the  ac- 
cused. When  all  the  evidence  shall  have  been  collected,  the  Synod  shall 
proceed  to  give  the  subject  a  fair,  candid,  and  impartial  investigation, 
and  dispose  of  it  according  to  the  evidence  in  the  case. 

Sec  4.  If  a  minister  against  whom  serious  charges  are  preferred,  be 
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duly  notified  and  he  refuse  to  attend  the  meeting  appointed  to  investigate 
his  case,  his  connection  with  Synod  shall  be  severed,  and  his  charge  ad- 
vised to  sever  his  pastoral  and  ministerial  relations. 

ARTICLE  V. 

ADMISSION  OF  MINISTERS. 

Sec.  1.  Any  person  desiring  to  become  a  Minister  in  this  body,  shall 
make  application  to  the  Synod,  when  a  committee  of  three  shall  be  ap- 
pointed to  confer  with  him  upon  his  motives  in  becoming  a  Minister,  and 
ascertain  as  far  as  possible  his  character  as  regards  morality  and  piety, 
and  report  the  result  to  Synod  ;  if  it  be  favorable,  he  shall  then  be  di- 
rected to  place  himself  under  the  care  of  some  member  of  this  Synod  (who 
may  grant  him  when  qualified  license  to  preach  and  catechise  until  the 
next  annual  session);  or  to  put  himself  under  the  tuition  of  some  approved 
Theological  Seminary. 

In  the  interim  of  annual  sessions,  this  application  must  be  made  to 
the  President,  who  with  another  Minister  shall  examine  him,  and,  if  sat- 
isfied, direct  him  to  the  care  of  some  Minister  or  approved  Seminary. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever  one  or  more  congregations  make  application  for 
the  licensure  of  a  candidate  for  the  ministry  he  shall  be  carefully  exam- 
ined in  reference  to  his  literary  and  theological  attainments.  If  he  sus- 
tains the  examination  to  the  satisfaction  of  Synod,  he  shall  be  publicly 
licensed  to  the  next  annual  session  of  Synod.  The  vote  shall  be  taken 
by  ballot,  and  it  shall  require  a  two-thirds  vote  to  secure  license. 

Sec.  3.  Whenever  one  or  more  congregations  make  application  for 
the  services  of  a  candidate  for  the  ministry,  he  shall  be  carefully  exam- 
ined in  reference  to  his  literary  and  theological  attainments.  If  he  sus- 
tains the  examination  to  the  satisfaction  of  Synod,  he  shall  be  ordained 
to  the  office  of  pastor,  according  to  Article  IV.  Sec.  3  of  Constitution. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

SPECIAL  DUTIES. 

Sec.  1.  When  any  particular  duty  is  assigned  to  any  minister  or  min- 
isters by  resolution  of  Synod,  or  otherwise,  it  shall  be  their  duty  faith- 
fully to  comply  with  such  requirements;  but,  should  they  fail  to  do  so, 
they  must  render  their  excuse,  if  satisfactory,  they  shall  be  excused ;  if 
not,  they  shall  be  censured  or  otherwise  dealt  with  as  the  nature  of  the 
case  requires. 

Sec.  2.  No  business  shall  be  transacted  secretly  or  under  closed 
doors,  unless  an  unhappy  period  should  arrive,  in  which  the  Church 
would  be  liable  to  persecution,  except  such  as  relates  to  the  moral  char- 
acter of  a  minister,  and  to  the  examination  of  candidates  for  the  minis- 
terial office.  Cases  of  this  kind,  if  deemed  necessary  and  expedient, 
may  be  attended  to  in  a  private  session  of  Synod. 
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Sec.  3.  This  Synod  shall  neither  invite  nor  receive  advisory  mem- 
bers from  any  other  organization,  than  that  of  the  Lutheran  Church : 
nor  ask  such  to  a  seat  within  the  bar  of  Synod. 


SUMMIT  EULE. 

OF  DOCTRINE  AXD  WORSHIP  OF  SECRET  SOCIETIES,  ALTAR  AND  PULPIT  FELLOWSHIP,  &C. 

As  this  Synod  is  invested  only  with  advisory  power ;  and  as  the  general 
policy  of  this  Synod  has  not  been  to  encourage  such  doctrines,  worship 
or  fellowship,  be  it 

Resolved  1.  That  this  Synod,  as  we  have,  so  far  as  we  know,  no 
minister  now  in  affiliation  with  such  societies,  we  advise  all  who  may 
be  looking  to  the  office  of  the  ministry  in  connection  with  this  Synod, 
not  to  associate  or  hold  fellowship  with  any  societies  that  practice  a 
deistic  worship  or  service,  to  the  disparagement  of  the  adoration  due 
Jesus  Christ,  or  that  comes  in  conflict  with  the  orthodox  worship  of  the 
Church,  or  that  sets  up  a  plan  of  salvation  coming  in  conflict  with  that 
set  forth  in  Divine  Revelation,  through  the  Savior,  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
as  the  Mediator  between  God  and  man  ;  as  it  is  the  sentiment  of  this 
Synod  that  such  could  not  be  received. 

2.  That  we  regard  these  matters  as  subjects  for  investigation  and  in- 
struction, and  our  ministers  are  advised  to  give  such  information  as  they 
may  deem  proper,  when  it  is  desired. 

3.  With  respect  to  altar  and  pulpit  fellowship,  it  is  the  sentiment  of 
this  Synod,  that  our  ministers  and  people  adhere  to  the  practice  set  forth 
in  the  Confessions  of  the  Church,  using  all  necessary  precaution,  pru- 
dence, and  judiciousness  iu  the  exercise  of  such  privileges,  lest  the  sa- 
credness  of  the  altar  and  pulpit  be  violated,  or  the  consciences  of  some 
be  oppressed,  and  reference  should  always  be  had  to  the  preparation,  des- 
ignated in  the  Augsburg  Confession,  article  eleven,  and  in  Luther's  Cate- 
chism, where  it  is  said.  "Let  a  man  examine  himself,"  etc. ;  and  "He 
only  is  truly  worthy  and  well  prepared,  who  has  faith  in  these  words." 
etc. 

4.  In  regard  to  Chiliasm,  we  wrould  simply  say,  it  is  clearly  rejected 
in  the  17th  article  of  the  Augsburg  Confession. 

Regulations  for  the  Government  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Tennessee  Synod  in  the  Work  of  Beneficiary  Education. 

Article  I. — This  Synod  shall,  from  time  to  time,  receive  as  many 
Beneficiaries,  preparing  for  the  Gospel  Ministry,  into  her  connection,  as 
she  can  procure  and  collect  funds  to  sustain. 

Article  II.— Every  applicant  for  beneficiary  aid  from  this  Synod 
must  be  subjected  to  a  rigid  examination  in  regard  to  his  Christian  char- 
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acter,  deportment,  designs,  talents,  and  advancements  in  Literary,  or 
Theological  attainments.  No  one  can  obtain  beneficiary  aid  from  this 
Synod,  unless  he  is  a  member  of  some  one  of  our  congregations,  in  full 
communion  with  the  same.  His  moral  character  and  piety  must  be  en- 
tirely above  reproach,  and  his  talents  must,  at  least,  reach  mediocrity. 
He  must  unqualifiedly  receive,  and  express  a  willingness  to  teach,  all  the 
doctrines  of  the  entire  collection  of  our  Evangelical  Lutheran  Confessions. 
He  must,  at  least,  have  attained  to  a  sufficient  amount  of  literary  knowl- 
edge, to  enable  him  to  enter  the  Freshman  class  in  regular  Colleges.  He 
must  furnish  satisfactory  evidence  that  he  has  net,  and  cannot  command, 
the  necessaiy  pecuniary  means,  to  quality  him  for  the  work  of  the  Holy 
Ministry  from  his  parents,  or  any  other  worldly  source.  Every  applica- 
tion for  Beneficiary  aid  shall  be  made  to  the  President  of  the  Synod,  who, 
upon  such  application,  shall  appoint  a  committee  to  examine  the  appli- 
cant or  applicants  according  to  the  requirements  contained  in  the  Synod's 
Regulations  for  Beneficiary  Work,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  com- 
mittee to  examine  and  report  the  result  of  the  examination  to  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Synod,  who  shall,  if  approved  by  the  committee,  recommend 
such  applicant  or  applicants  to  the  favorable  attention  of  Synod. 

Aeticle  III.— Every  minister  educated  by  this  Synod  shall  be  held, 
in  honor  bound,  to  labor  within  the  bounds  of  this  Synod,  as  Pastor,  for 
a  term  of  not  less  than  five  years— unless  he  is  excused  by  a  resolution  of 
this  Synod,  which  he  must  ask  for,  and  obtain  before  he  is  at  liberty  to 
make  arrangements  to  go  elsewhere.  He  may  be  excused  upon  the 
ground  of  refunding  the  money  he  has  received  with  interest  at  6  per 
cent,  or  upon  any  other  ground  satisfactory  to  this  Synod. 

Aeticle  IV.— This  Synod  should  have  full  control  of  all  her  Benefi- 
ciaries, in  regard  to  their  studies,  during  the  time  they  are  receiving  ben- 
eficiary aid  from  her.  They  must  attend  such  schools  as  directed  by 
Synod,  only,  and  their  studies  must  be  approved-  by  the  Synod.  They 
may  prosecute  their  studies  in  either  some  college,  school  or  Theological 
seminary,  as  per  agreement  with  this  Synod,  and  they  must  obtain  from 
the  President  of  such  Institution,  annually,  a  full  report  in  regard  to  their 
conduct,  capacity,  and  advancement  in  their  studies,  and  forward  the 
same  to  the  President  of  this  Synod,  who  shall  submit  it  with  his  report, 
to  the  Synod  for  examination. 

Aeticle  V.— Every  minister  in  connection  with  this  Synod  is  re- 
quired to  take  up  collections  for  beneficiary  purposes,  in  each  of  his  con- 
gregations, as  often  in  each  year  as  he  may  deem  it  expedient,  and  in 
whatever  manner  he  and  his  council  may  think  most  prudent,  and  report 
the  result  of  the  same  to  the  next  annual  convention  of  this  Synod. 

Aeticle  VI.— There  shall  be  elected  annually,  by  this  Synod,  a  re- 
ceiving and  disbursing  Agent,  who  shall  discharge  the  duties  of  Treas- 
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urer,  as  described  in  the  following  Articles  of  these  regulations ;  and  hold 
his  office  until  his  successor  shall  be  elected,  or  in  case  of  his  death,  an- 
other shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  of  Synod  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

Article  VII. — The  President  of  this  Synod  shall  recognize  all  the 
Beneficiaries  received  by  this  Synod,  and  shall  give  all  orders  upon  the 
Treasurer  in  favor  of  Beneficiaries  to  whom  appropriations  have  been 
made  by  the  Synod.  He  shall  keep  a  correct  account  of  all  orders  given 
by  him,  and  shall  annually  compare  his  account  with  the  accounts  kept 
by  the  Treasurer,  and  report  the  result  of  the  same  to  the  Synod.  He 
must  annually  report  to  Synod  all  his  other  transactions  including  the 
number  of  Beneficiaries,  their  progress,  prospects,  and  Christian  deport- 
ment, and  anything  else  he  may  deem  interesting  to  the  S}rnod.  During 
the  periods  elapsing  between  the  annual  conventions  of  the  Synod,  all 
communications  on  the  subject  of  beneficiary  education,  and  all  applica- 
tions for  aid,  must  be  addressed  to  the  President,  and  must  be  laid  by  him 
before  the  annual  convention  of  the  Synod. 

Article  VIII.— The  Secretary  of  this  Synod  shall  record  the  reports 
of  the  President  and  Treasurer,  and  in  the  event  of  the  death  or  removal 
of  the  President,  the  Secretary  shall  discharge  all  the  duties  of  the  Presi- 
dent in  regard  to  beneficiary  operations,  until  the  ne*t  Synod  shall  fill 
the  vacancy. 

Article  IX. — The  Treasurer  of  the  beneficiary  funds  shall  keep  a 
clear  and  correct  account  of  all  moneys,  which  shall  come  into  his  hands  ; 
and  shall  report  the  same  to  the  annual  conventions  of  the  Synod,  with 
all  the  disbursements  he  may  make,  during  the  previous  Synodical  year, 
accompanied  with  the  proper  vouchers  for  each  disbursement.  He  must 
allow  and  pay  all  orders  of  the  President  out  of  the  funds  in  his  hands. 

Article  X. — All  moneys  collected  from  congregations,  or  otherwise, 
and  donations  for  beneficiary  purposes,  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  Treasurer  ; 
for  which  he  shall  be  required  to  give  his  official  receipt,  to  the  parties 
who  may  pay  them  over  to  him. 

Article  XI.—  From  ever}'  Beneficiary  who  receives  any  funds  appro- 
priated to  him  by  this  Synod,  the  Treasurer  shall  take  suitable  bonds, 
made  payable  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  beneficiary  funds  of  this  Synod, 
for  the  full  amount  of  all  the  funds  he  shall  at  any  time  have  received, 
with  interest  at  6  per  cent.  If  he,  at  any  time  afterwards,  shall,  without 
the  consent  of  the  Synod,  either  abandon  his  studies,  or,  after  completing 
them,  refuse  to  engage  in  the  work  of  preaching  the  Gospel  of  Christ  in 
connection  with  this  Synod,  during  the  time  specified  in  Article  III,  or 
shall  for  any  cause  be  expelled  from  this  Synod,  in  either  event,  the  obli- 
gation he  has  entered  into  for  refunding  the  money  he  may  have  received 
shall  immediately  become  due,  and  if  he  should  refuse  to  pay  the  same, 
he  shall  by  such  refusal,  make  himself  liable  to  public  exposure. 
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Article  XII-  — These  regulations  shall  be  subject  to  amendment  at 
an}'  convention  of  this  Synod.  One  day's  notice  is  required  to  be  given, 
with  a  written  statement  of  the  amendment  asked  for,  by  any  one  who 
may  at  any  time  desire  any  amendment. 

Article  XIII.  —  All  rules  and  regulations  heretofore  adopted  by  this 
Synod,  in  regard  to  beneficiary  education,  are  hereby  rescinded  from  the 
adoption  of  these  regulations. 

Probationary  Regulations. 

To  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Constitution  of  Synod,  that  all  can- 
didates for  the  ministry  be  held  in  a  state  of  probation  for  not  less  than 
one  year,  and  to  direct  the  studies  of  such  students  as  pursue  their  studies 
under  private  instruction,  the  following  regulations  are  adopted  : 

I.  Every  such  candidate  shall  be  placed  under  the  care  of  some  pas- 
tor in  connection  with  this  Synod,  under  whose  direction  such  student 
shall  pursue  his  studies  not  less  than  two  years. 

II.  The  pastor  under  whose  care  any  student  may  be  placed  shall  as- 
sign to  such  student  any  labor  for  which  he  may  be  found  qualified. 

III.  Synod  shall  prescribe  the  course  of  study  to  be  pursued  by  each 
student. 

IV.  The  following  text-books  shall  be  used,  viz. :  Kurtz's  Church  and 
Sacred  History,  Home's  Introduction,  Hutter's  Compend,  Knapp's  Theol- 
ogy, Book  of  Concord.  Krauth's  Conservative  Reformation,  Schmidt's 
Dogmatics,  Mann's  Schmidt's  Christian  Ethics,  Vinet's  Homiletics,  Vi- 
net's  Pastoral  Theology.  Instruction  shall  also  be  given  in  Liturgies, 
Catechetics,  and  Ecclesiastical  Polity. 

V.  There  shall  be  a  committee  of  examination,  appointed  at  each  an- 
nual meeting  of  Synod,  before  which  every  student  shall  be  required  to 
appear  for  examination  at,  or  shortly  before  each  convention  of  Synod. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  of  examination  to  report  to  Synod 
the  progress  made  in  his  studies  by  each  student.

The  President  read  his  report  which  was  reeeived. 
President's  Report 

To  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Tennessee  Synod  : 

Dear  Brethren:  Another  synodical  year  is  numbered  with  the 
past.  Its  lost  opportunities  for  doing  good  and  extending  the  Redeem- 
ers kingdom  cannot  be  retrieved.  Of  whatever  neglect  or  remissness  of 
duty  we  have  been  guilty,  we  should  endeavor  through  the  help  of  our 
heavenly  Father  to  be  more  vigilant  and  faithful  in  the  future.  Our 
stewardship  will  soon  cease,  and  we  must  give  an  account  as  those  who 
watch  for  souls.  God  in  Ms  merciful  providence  has  spared  our  lives, 
and  the  ranks  of  our  ministry  remain  unbroken. 

During  the  year  I  gave  orders  on  the  Treasurer  of  the  Beneficiary 
fund  in  favor  of  our  beneficiaries,  viz.:  W.  A.  Boyte,  P.  C.  Wike,  D.  M. 
Mo^er,  D.  I.  Offman,  J.  P.  Price,  N.  G.  Deal,  and  W.  L.  Darr.  for  the 
several  amounts  appropriated  for  the  benefit  of  each. 

On  Nov.  6.  1884,  I  sent  on  the  name  of  Rev.  L.  A.  Bikle,  D.  D..  to 
the  Secretary,  to  be  entered  on  our  clerical  roll,  as  advised  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Examination. 

Rev.  Prof.  J.  S.  Koiner,  through  his  acceptance  of  the  position  to 
which  he  was  elected  in  "Concordia  College."  has  made  vacant  the 
charge  which  he  served  in  So.  Ca.,  one  of  which  churches,  St.  Jacob's, 
is  supplied  with  preaching  this  year  by  Rev.  J.  K.  Efird. 

T  received  a  letter  from  Rev.  D.  A.  Sox,  bearing  date  of  June  24th, 
notifying  me,  that  he  has  resigned  the  church  in  Alabama,  and  accepted 
a  call  to  the  vacant  churches  in  the  Valley  of  Virginia,  in  Shenandoah  Co. 

Valle  Crueis  and  Mt.  Pleasant  churches,  in  Watauga  Co..  N.  C 
are  now  served  very  acceptably  by  Mr.  R.  H.  Cline. 

During  the  year  I  have  had  correspondence  with  Rev.  J.  Steck,  D. 
I).,  President  of  the  So.  Ca.  Synod  with  a  view  of  establishing  peace  be- 
tween the  litigants  of  St.  John's  church,  and  taking  the  matter  out  of 
court.  Nothing  has  yet  been  done,  by  reason  of  both  of  us  being  much 
absent  from  home,  laboring  in  the  same  work  for  Our  several  colleges. 
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I  recommend  that  his  last  letter  be  read,  and  that  a  committee  be  ap- 
pointed by  this  Synod,  to  meet  a  like  committee  of  the  S.  C.  Synod,  in 
order  to  establish  peace  in  this  congregation. 

1.  I  would  recommend,  that  Synod  elect  a  Theological  Professor, 
to  labor  conjointly  with  the  Faculty  of  "  Concordia  College,"  that  our 
young  men,  having  the  ministry  in  view,  may,  with  their  literary  course, 
also  receive  a  theological  training  at  home.  Synod  will  provide  a  way  by 
a  special  assessment  upon  all  the  churches  for  the  support  of  said  pro- 
fessor. 

2.  I  also  recommend,  that  all  of  our  churches  in  the  bounds  of  our 
Synod  be  laid  off  and  established  into  pastorates,  for  the  more  efficient  and 
successful  church  work,  and  that  these  charges  remain  unchanged, 
when  so  constructed,  except  by  the  voice  of  Synod  or  Conference,  in 
which  such  pastorates  be  located. 

3.  I  further  recommend,  that  an  earnest,  faithful,  and  persevering 
effort  be  made  by  all  of  our  pastors,  to  introduce  family  prayer  in  all  of 
our  congregations,  and  they  make  special  effort  by  sermons,  example,  and 
otherwise  to  lead  our  congregations  into  this  grace,  that  the  standard  of 
piety  may  be  elevated  among  us,  and  that  we  may  not  "hold  the  truth  of 
God  in  unrighteousness." 

4.  I  also  recommend,  that  we  all  observe  "Uniformity  of  Worship," 
as  it  is  directed  in  the  "Church  Book,"  that  there  be  no  divisions  amongst 
us  in  this  matter,  and  we  become  more  united,  and  that  thus  we  come  in 
the  "Unity  of  the  Faith  and  Bond  of  Peace." 

It  is  made  my  duty,  as  your  presiding  officer,  to  call  your  attention 
to  the  action  of  the  "Southern  Lutheran  Diet,"  held  in  Salisbury,  N.  C, 
November  12-13,  1884.  It  has  adopted  a  sound  and  true  Lutheran  Basis, 
viz.:  The  entire  Symbols  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church.  It  has 
also  adopted  a  Constitution,  which,  though  it  may  not  be  as  full  and 
complete  as  some  would  desire  it,  is  nevertheless  so  far  as  it  is,  an  ex- 
cellent bond  of  union  for  all  the  churches  in  our  Southland,  and  designed 
to  bring  us  all  together  "in  the  unity  of  the  Faith  and  bond  of  peace." 
It  is  presented  to  your  consideration,  and  for  action  during  this  session 
of  Synod. 

I  now  return  to  you  my  sincere  and  hearty  thanks  for  your  partiality 
in  having  honored  me  as  your  presiding  officer.  I  have  served  you  to 
the  best  of  my  ability,  though  with  much  weakness  and  fear.  The  term 
of  my  office  is  expired,  and  I  vacate  the  chair  to  a  more  worthy  and  effi- 
cient successor. 

"And  now  may  the  God  of  peace  make  you  perfect  in  every  good 
work:  to  do  his  will,  working  in  you  that  which  is  well-pleasing  in  his 
si'jht  through  Jesus  Christ,  to  whom  be  glory  forever  and  ever.  Amen.

H.  A.  Meetze  were  ap- 
pointed a  committee  to  report  on  the  matter  of  districting 
Synod. 

All  documents  pertaining  to  Synod  were  now  called  for 
and  handed  over  to  the  proper  committees. 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  President's  Report. 

1.  In  reference  to  the  litigation  at  St.  John1*,  S.  C,  we  recommend, 
that  a  committee,  composed  of  Rev.  P.  C.  Henkel,  D.  D.,  and  Row  ,1. 
M.  Smith,  be  appointed,  to  meet  a  similar  committee  appointed  by  the  S. 
C.  Synod,  to  whom  this  whole  matter  shall  be  referred. 

2.  Recognizing  the  necessity  of  electing  and  sustaining  a  theological 
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professor  at  Concordia  College  for  the  present,  we  recommend,  that 

{a)  Our  congregations  be  requested  to  contribute  annually  not  less 
than  12  cents  per  capita,  which  shall  constitute  a  fund  out  of  which  the 
said  professor  shall  be  supported  : 

(b)  The  salary  of  the  professor  shall  be  $800  per  annum  ; 

(c)  In  the  event  that  the  fund  will  warrant  it,  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  Concordia  College  shall  employ  such  professor  as  early  as  Jan.  1st, 
1880,  or  at  the  beginning  of  the  next  scholastic  year,  subject  to  the  sub- 
sequent ratification  of  their  action  by  Synod. 

(d)  Said  professor  shall  be  chosen  from  among  the  members  of  the 
Tennessee  Synod,  if  possible;  shall  have  been  a  pastor  not  less  than  ten 
years,  and  shall  faithfully  discharge  his  duties  in  strict  conformity  with 
the  confessional  basis  of  our  Synod. 

(<?)  Our  pastors  shall  lay  this  matter  before  their  people  at  once,  and 
report  to  the  President  of  Concordia  College  without  delay. 

3.  In  regard  to  pastorates  we  recommend,  that, 

As  this  matter  has  already  been  referred  to  the  Conference,  they  are 
urged  to  attend  to  ir.  during  this  Synodical  year  and  report  to  Synod. 

4.  Respecting  the  recommendation  relative  to  family  worship  wc 
recommend,  that,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  many  of  our  people  rec- 
ognize its  importance  and  engage  in  it,  our  pastors  shall  endeavor,  as 
much  as  lieth  in  them,  to  make  it  more  nearly  universal. 

5.  In  relation  to  the  recommendation  of  the  President  in  regard  to 
uniformity  in  worship,  we  recommend,  that  his  suggestions  be  recogniz- 
ed as  the  sentiment  of  this  Synod,  and  that  the  pastors  and  people  give 
due  attention  to  the  matter. 

G.  In  relation  to  the  proposed  general  body  referred  to  in  the  Presi- 
dent's report,  we  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  : 

1.  That  this  Synod  ratify  said  Basis  of  union  ; 

2.  That  it  ratify  the  proposed  Constitution. 

We  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions  : 

1.  Resolved,  That  we  concur  in  the  action  of  the  Synods  of  Virginia 
and  South  Carolina,  recommending  a  meeting  of  delegates  in  Roanoke 
City,  in  Virginia,  on  Wednesday  before  the  4th  Lord's  day  in  May,  188G, 
or  whenever  the  Southern  General  Synod  shall  meet,  with  the  view  to 
form  the  general  body  proposed. 

2.  That  this  Synod  elect  nine  delegates— six  clerical  and  three  lay, 
to  represent  it  at  said  meeting,  and  that  their  expenses  be  paid  out  of  the 
treasury  of  the  Synod. 

3.  That  a  copy  of  these  proceedings  be  forwarded  to  the  President 
of  the  Diet.

Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church. 

In  so  far  as  we  are  able  to  learn,  we,  your  committee,  submit  the  fol- 
lowing statements: 

In  view  of  the  whole  ground  of  our  church  work,  we  think  we  are 
able  to  report  considerable  progress  ;  though  there  are  some  things  not 
as  they  should  be.  Progress,  however,  in  the  right  direction,  seems  still 
to  be  moving  on. 

We  learn,  that  in  the  State  of  Va.,  church  work  is  moving  on  pros- 
perously, notwithstanding  the  meagre  supply  of  ministers.  The  congre- 
gations in  Virginia,  during  the  past  year,  have  manifested  great  liberality 
in  contributing  for  the  upbuilding  of  Concordia  College  at  Conover,  as 
far  as  opportunity  was  given  to  them.  South  Carolina,  in  this  respect, 
has  also  responded  most  nobly  to  the  call  made  on  them  for  our  College. 

Concordia  College,  as  well  as  the  Tennessee  Synod  (under  whose 
care  it  is),  express  their  thanks  to  the  kind  donors  for  their  Christian 
liberality.    Rather  let  God  be  praised  for  this  work. 

The  churches  in  South  Carolina  seem  to  be  in  a  prosperous  condi- 
tion generally. 

In  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  the  church  is  in  her  usiial  state  of 
prosperity.  We  think  peace  and  harmony  are  generally  prevailing,  as 
well  as  an  encouraging  degree  of  prosperity. 

in  all  three  of  the  States,  however,  with  probably  some  small  excep- 
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tions,  the  ministers  are  not  supported  in  their  work  as  they  should  be, 
so  as  to  enable  them  to  devote  their  whole  time  to  the  work  of  the  church. 
This  should  not  be  so. 

In  all  the  three  States,  the  number  of  ministers  is  too  small  to  ac- 
complish what  should  be  done  in  our  now  organized  congregations. — 
There  are  prospects,  however,  for  a  better  supply,  but  this  is  not  as  large 
as  it  should  be  ;  doubtless,  because  it  is  seen  that  a  minister  must  have 
more  than  ordinary  muscular  power,  and  brain  too,  so  as  to  enable  him 
to  labor  with  his  hands  in  some  secular  calling,  such  as  farming,  or  teach- 
ing school,  &c,  in  order  to  supplement  his  salary.  Very  few  can  do 
this  long,  and  till  their  office  in  ministerial  work  as  necessarily  it  should 
be  done.  Even  such  as  may  be  able  to  labor  in  this  way  successfully, 
could  do  infinitely  more  if  they  could  be  sustained  in  the  work.  It  is 
hoped  the  congregations,  or  churches,  will  prayerfully  study  this  mat- 
ter, and  change  it  by  coming  up  to  their  duty  fully  in  contributing  to  the 
interests  of  the  church,  and  thus  be  instrumental  in  blessing  themselves 
and  their  children,  as  well  as  the  community  at  large.  The  prosperity 
of  the  church  puts  the  stamp  valuation  on  all  our  earthly  possessions. — 
Without  Christianity  in  the  land  our  property  is  worth  little  or  nothing  ; 
safety  for  life  and  property  would  be  wanting  ;  and  what  is  infinitely 
above  all,  the  chances  for  eternal  life  and  salvation  would  be  wanting. 

We  are  glad  to  know  though,  that,  in  general  benevolence,  many  of 
our  people  have  made  praiseworthy  progress ;  still  of  the  whole  number 
who  claim  membership  this  number  is  small.  It  is  very  sadly  deplor- 
able, to  know  thai  a  great  number,  claiming  membership,  really  give 
nothing  at  all,  even  to  support  their  pastor.  They  should  not  be  com- 
pelled to  do  otherwise,  as,  in  this  event,  they  would  only  pay  for  their  own 
condemnation. 

If  possible,  however,  their  eyes  should  be  opened,  so  as  to  enable  them 
to  see  that  they  are  entirely  dead  in  sin,  and  that  the  Gospel  is  to  them 
the  savior  of  death  unto  death.  Should  such  be  compelled  to  pay  money 
or  anything  else  for  such  a  result?  We  answer,  No!  No!  Never!  — 
This  state  of  darkness,  if  it  cannot  be  removed  by  the  everlasting  Gospel 
of  Jesus  Christ,  will  have  to  remain.  In  the  person  of  the  Christian  there 
is  a  willing  and  cheerful  disposition  to  promote  the  interests  of  the  Re- 
deemer's Kingdom.    God  loves  a  cheerful  giver. 

If  possible  each  congregation  should  have  its  own  Pastor,  so  that  all 
the  families  in  the  charge  might  be  visited  from  time  to  time, — family 
worship  introduced  in  every  family — the  children  of  the  church  trained 
to  realize  the  benefit  of  church  life,  for  both  time  and  eternity. 

A  word  to  all.  Let  all  come  up  to  their  duty,  that  it  may  be  truly 
said  :  Ye  are  our  epistle  written  in  our  hearts,  known  and  read  of  all 
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men :  Forasmuch  as  ye  are  manifestly  declared  to  be  the  epistle  of  Christ 
ministered  by  us,  written  not  with  ink,  but  the  Spirit  of  the  living  God ; 
not  in  tables  of  stone,  but  in  fleshly  tables  of  the  heart." — 2  Cor.  3,  2,  3.

Upon  the  whole  the  Board  can  report  favorably  upon  the  condition 
of  this  Institution.  Through  the  zealous  labors  of  Prof.  C.  H.  Bernheim, 
our  Financial  Agent,  the  finances  are  improving.  The  small  debt  on  our 
dormitory  is  being  rapidly  paid  off.  Much  needed  improvements  have 
been  begun.  Our  buildings  will  soon  be  much  better  arranged  and  fur- 
nished, than  they  have  been,  for  conducting  successfully  and  conven- 
iently the  work  of  teaching. 

Our  teachers  are,  we  believe,  giving  general  satisfaction,  and  are 
doing  thorough  work  in  the  school-room.  The  students  are  making 
very  satisfactory  progress,  and  their  deportment  is  in  general  excellent. 

We  cannot  report  as  large  a  number  of  pupils  as  some  institutions 
that  enroll  on  their  catalogues  the  pupils  of  public  schools  conducted  in 
their  connection,  yet  the  high  school  and  college  departments  of  our 
school  make  a  favorable  showing  in  numbers  for  a  young  institution. 

The  Board  has  continued,  by  recent  action,  Rev.  Prof.  C.  H.  Bern- 
heim as  financial  agent,  and  we  ask  that  this  action  be  endorsed  by 
Synod,  that  he  ma3r  continue  his  labors,  until  our  school  be  as  thoroughly 
equipped  for  her  work  as  best  institutions  of  the  land.

We  have  visited  the  school,  and  are  happy  to  report  that  its  condi- 
tion is  good. 

We  found  the  Professors  all  laboring  diligently  and  successfully  in 
imparting  instruction  to  their  pupils  in  the  various  classes. 

We  also  find  the  school  in  a  prosperous  condition  :  Well  attended 
with  students,  with  a  proper  respect  and  regard  existing  between  both 
teachers  and  pupils,  and,  so  far  as  we  were  able  to  judge,  all  things  per- 
taining to  the  school,  are  working  together  in  perfect  harmony. 

We  find,  however,  a  deficiency  in  regard  to  a  Theological  teacher, 
which  will  be  felt  more  in  the  future  than  it  has  been  in  the  past,  if  that 
deficiency  be  not  soon  supplied.

Report  of  Delegate  to  Ho!ston  Synod. 

On  Friday,  21st  of  August,  1885,  I  left  my  residence  at  Conover,  in 
company  with  Rev.  Dr.  A.  J.  Brown,  and  we  landed  on  Saturday  morn- 
ing at  the  place  appointed  for  the  meeting  of  the  Evan.  Luth.  Holston 
Synod,  viz.,  in  Solomon's  Church,  Greene  Co.,  Term.  I  was  very  kindly 
received  by  all  the  members  of  this  Synod,  and  so  treated  by  all,  during 
the  Synod's  sessions. 

As  your  delegate  I  was  cordially  and  unanimously  recognized.  The 
usual  greetings  passed,— the  Synod  transacted  her  business  with  much 
dispatch,  an  account  of  which  was  published  in  Our  Church  Paper. 

Many  have  been  the  trials,  conflicts,  and  battles  of  the  old  Tenn. 
Synod,  which  led  me,  with  great  pleasure,  to  allude  to  the  able  defence 
made,  time  and  again,  by  Rev.  A.  J.  Brown,  D.  D.,  for  the  Synod  while 
he  was  a  member  of  the  same.  He  came  into  her  connection  at  a  very 
critical  and  trying  period,  and  was  the  only  man  in  the  Carolinas,  at  that 
time,  who  was  able  successfully  to  defend  her,  in  her  truly  Lutheran 
position. 

In  the  Holston  Synod,  we  are  very  much  reminded  of  the  old  Tenn. 
Synod.  I,  however,  felt  myself  much  embarrassed  in  the  higher  act  of 
fellowship,  which  I  was  not  able  to  render:  not  on  account  of  anything  I 
saw  or  heard  during  her  sessions. 

My  views  and  feelings  are  extensively  known  in  the  Church  in  regard 
to  the  "Four  Points,"  especially  one  of  the  points,  viz.,  Secret  Society 
worship  and  its  plan  of  salvation.  In  regard  to  its  form  of  worship,  it  is 
certainly  Atheistic ;  and,  in  regard  to  its  plan  of  salvation,  it  undermines 
the  great  central  doctrine  of  Justification  by  Faith. 

I  am  truly  glad  to  know  that  Dr.  A.  J.  Brown  and  other  ministers  of 
this  Synod,  are  not  in  antagonism  with  me  in  regard  to  this,  to  me,  very 
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annoying  and  painful  corruption,  into  which  many  excellent  and  well 
meaning  men  have  fallen. 

This  Synod  appointed  Rev.  Prof.  Geo.  H.  Cox  as  delegate  to  this 
Synod.  P.  C.  HENKEL. 

Report  of  the  Corresponding  Delegate  to  the  S.  C.  Synod. 

As  your  delegate  corresponding  with  the  S.  C  Synod,  I  beg  leave  to 
report,  that  it  has  met  twice  since  our  last  session.  The  first  meeting  I 
did  not  attend  for  want  of  time  and  means,  but  sent  a  letter  bearing  the 
fraternal  greetings  of  this  body.  I  learned  from  individual  members, 
and  also  from  the  proceedings^  said  Synod,  that  my  letter  received  a 
hearty  recognition,  and  that  a  delegate  was  appointed  to  attend  this  ses- 
sion of  our  Synod.  The  last  meeting,  which  was  but  one  week  ago  at 
Lexington  C.  H.,  I  did  not  attend,  on  account  of  press  of  business,  and 
sent  no  letter  because  I  did  not  think  myself  properly  the  delegate  for 
that  meeting,  not  having  had  any  correspondence  from  the  S.  C.  Synod 
since  the  last  from  the  Tennessee  Synod.

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  papers  relative  to  dis- 
tricting the  Synod,  would  beg  leave  to  report  that,  in  view  of  the  fact, 
that  there  is  most  probably  to  be  effected  a  union  of  all  the  churches  in 
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the  South  through  the  medium  of  the  Southern  Luth.  Diet,  and  also  from 
the  very  meagre  reports  of  all  the  churches  in  the  Synod  relative  to  this 
matter,  the  majority  having  sent  no  reports  at  all,  we  would  say  that  the 
present  time  is  inopportune,  and  we  would  therefore  advise  the  post- 
ponement of  the  districting  of  the  Synod  to  the  future  development  of 
the  Church.

STANDING  RESOLUTIONS. 


Resolved,  That  each  of  our  pastors  is  required  to  teach  his  people  the 
duty  of  Christian  giving,  and  to  take  up  in  each  of  his  congregations  col- 
lections for  beneficiary  education,  and  to  report  at  each  regular  conven- 
tion of  our  Synod. 

Resolved,  That  the  Council  of  each  congregation  be  requested  to 
send,  to  each  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Synod,  a  written  Report  of  the  con- 
dition of  the  congregation. 

Whereas,  The  ancient  Lutheran  custom  of  thoroughly  catechising 
those  who  propose  to  become  members  of  our  communion,  previous  to 
their  confirmation,  is,  in  some  places,  falling  into  disuse,  and  rather  a 
loose  custom  of  receiving  uncatechised  persons  into  the  Church,  without 
the  slightest  examination  of  them  in  regard  to  their  religious  knowledge 
and  other  qualifications  for  church  membership,  has  been  practiced  by 
some  ;  be  it,  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  we  earnestly  recommend  all  our  Ministers  and  con- 
gregations in  future  to  see  to  it,  that,  if  it  can  possibly  be  done,  all  who 
make  application  for  church  membership  be  thoroughly  instructed,  by 
Catechisation  in  the  doctrines  and  usages  of  our  Church,  previous  to  their 
confirmation.  But,  in  such  extraordinary  cases,  as  when  persons  of  age 
and  experience  make  application,  or  such  young  persons  as  have  been  so 
favorably  situated  as  to  have  had  opportunities  to  become  acquainted 
with  and  to  have  informed  themselves  of  our  doctrines  and  customs,  seek 
church  privileges,  we  recommend  that  their  request  be  granted  ;  but,  in 
no  case,  until  such  persons  have  been  examined  by  the  pastor,  before  the 
council,  and  have  been  approved  by  them.

The  President  rend  his  report  which  was  received. 
President's  Report. 

To  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Tennessee  Synod  : 

Dear  Brethren:  Another  synodical  year  is  numbered  with  the 
past.  Its  lost  opportunities  for  doing  good  and  extending  the  Redeem- 
er's kingdom  cannot  be  retrieved.  Of  whatever  neglect  or  remissness  of 
duty  we  have  been  guilty,  we  should  endeavor  through  the  help  of  our 
heavenly  Father  to  be  more  vigilant  and  faithful  in  the  future.  Our 
stewardship  will  soon  cease,  and  we  must  give  an  account  as  those  who 
watch  for  souls.  God  in  his  merciful  providence  lias  spared  our  lives, 
and  the  ranks  of  our  ministry  remain  unbroken. 

During  the  year  I  gave  orders  on  the  Treasurer  of  the  Beneficiary 
fund  in  favor  of  our  beneficiaries,  viz.:  W.  A.  Boyte,  P.  C.  Wike,  D.  M. 
Moser,  D.  I.  Off  man,  J.  P.  Price,  N.  G.  Deal,  and  W.  L.  Darr,  for  the 
several  amounts  appropriated  for  the  benefit  of  each. 

On  Nov.  6,  1884,  I  sent  on  the  name  of  Rev.  L.  A.  Bikle,  D.  D.,  to 
the  Secretary,  to  be  entered  on  our  clerical  roll,  as  advised  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Examination. 

Rev.  Prof.  J.  S.  Koiner,  through  his  acceptance  of  the  position  to 
which  he  was  elected  in  "Concordia  College."  has  made  vacant  the 
charge  which  he  served  in  So.  Ca.,  one  of  which  churches.  St.  Jacob's, 
is  supplied  with  preaching  this  year  by  Rev.  J.  K.  Efird. 

I  received  a  letter  from  Rev.  D.  A.  Sox,  bearing  date  of  June  24th. 
notifying  me,  that  he  has  resigned  the  church  in  Alabama,  and  accepted 
a  call  to  the  vacant  churches  in  the  Valley  of  Virginia,  in  Shenandoah  Co. 

Vnlle  Crucis  and  Mt.  Pleasant  churches,  in  Watauga  Co.,  N.  C, 
are  now  served  very  acceptably  by  Mr.  R.  H.  Cline. 

During  the  year  I  have  had  correspondence  with  Rev.  J.  Steck,  D. 
D.,  President  of  the  So.  Ca.  Synod  with  a  view  of  establishing  peace  be- 
tween the  litigants  of  St.  John's  church,  and  taking  the  matter  out  of 
court.  Nothing  has  yet  been  done,  by  reason  of  both  of  us  being  much 
absent  from  home,  laboring  in  the  same  work  for  our  several  colleges. 
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I  recommend  that  his  last  letter  be  read,  and  that  a  committee  be  ap- 
pointed by  this  Synod,  to  meet  a  like  committee  of  the  S.  C.  Synod,  in 
order  to  establish  peace  in  this  congregation. 

1.  I  would  recommend,  that  Synod  elect  a  Theological  Professor, 
to  labor  conjointly  with  the  Faculty  of  "Concordia  College,"  that  our 
young  men,  having  the  ministry  in  view,  may,  with  their  literary  course, 
also  receive  a  theological  training  at  home.  Synod  will  provide  a  way  by 
a  special  assessment  upon  all  the  churches  for  the  support  of  said  pro- 
fessor. 

2.  I  also  recommend,  that  all  of  our  churches  in  the  bounds  of  our 
Synod  be  laid  off  and  established  into  pastorates,  for  the  more  efficient  and 
successful  church  work,  and  that  these  charges  remain  unchanged, 
when  so  constructed,  except  by  the  voice  of  Synod  or  Conference,  in 
which  such  pastorates  be  located. 

3.  I  further  recommend,  that  an  earnest,  faithful,  and  persevering 
effort  be  made  by  all  of  our  pastors,  to  introduce  family  prayer  in  all  of 
our  congregations,  and  they  make  special  effort  by  sermons,  example,  and 
otherwise  to  lead  our  congregations  into  this  grace,  that  the  standard  of 
piety  may  be  elevated  among  us.  and  that  we  may  not  "hold  the  truth  of 
God  in  unrighteousness." 

4.  I  also  recommend,  that  we  all  observe  "Uniformity  of  Worship," 
as  it  is  directed  in  the  "Church  Book,"  that  there  be  no  divisions  amongst 
us  in  this  matter,  and  we  become  more  united,  and  that  thus  we  come  in 
the  "Unity  of  the  Faith  and  Bond  of  Peace." 

It  is  made  my  duty,  as  your  presiding  officer,  to  call  your  attention 
to  the  action  of  the  "Southern  Lutheran  Diet,"  held  in  Salisbury,  N.  C, 
November  12-13,  1884.  It  has  adopted  a  sound  and  true  Lutheran  Basis, 
viz.:  The  entire  Symbols  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church.  It  has 
also  adopted  a  Constitution,  which,  though  it  may  not  be  as  full  and 
complete  as  some  would  desire  it,  is  nevertheless  so  far  as  it  is,  an  ex- 
cellent bond  of  union  for  all  the  churches  in  our  Southland,  and  designed 
to  bring  us  all  together  "in  the  unity  of  the  Faith  and  bond  of  peace." 
It  is  presented  to  your  consideration,  and  for  action  during  this  session 
of  Synod. 

I  now  return  to  you  my  sincere  and  hearty  thanks  for  your  partiality 
in  having  honored  me  as  your  presiding  officer.  I  have  served  you  to 
the  best  of  my  ability,  though  with  much  weakness  and  fear.  The  term 
of  my  office  is  expired,  and  I  vacate  the  chair  to  a  more  worthy  and  effi- 
cient successor. 

"And  now  may  the  God  of  peace  make  you  perfect  in  every  good 
work  ;  to  do  his  will,  working  in  you  that  which  is  well-pleasing  in  his 
sight  through  Jesus  Christ,  to  whom  be  glory  forever  and  ever.  Amen.

All  documents  pertaining  to  Synod  were  now  called  for 
and  handed  over  to  the  proper  committees. 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  President's  Report. 

1.  In  reference  to  the  litigation  at  St.  John's,  S.  C,  we  recommend, 
that  a  committee,  composed  of  Rev.  P.  C.  Henkel,  D.  D.,  and  Rev.  J. 
M.  Smith,  be  appointed,  to  meet  a  similar  committee  appointed  by  the  S. 
C.  Synod,  to  whom  this  whole  matter  shall  be  referred. 

2  Recognizing  the  necessity  of  electing  and  sustaining  a  theological 
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professor  at  Concordia  College  for  the  present,  we  recommend,  that 

(a)  Our  congregations  be  requested  to  contribute  annually  aot  less 
than  12  cents  per  capita,  which  shall  constitute  a  fund  out  of  which  the 
said  professor  shall  be  supported  : 

(b)  The  salary  of  the  professor  shrill  be  $800  per  annum  ; 

(c)  In  the  event  that  the  fund  will  warrant  it,  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  Concordia  College  shall  employ  such  professor  as  early  as  Jan.  1st, 
1886,  or  at  the  beginning  of  the  next  scholastic  year,  subject  to  the  sub- 
sequent ratification  of  their  action  by  Synod. 

(d)  Said  professor  shall  be  chosen  from  among  the  members  of  the 
Tennessee  Synod,  if  possible;  shall  have  been  a  pastor  not  less  than  ten 
years,  and  shall  faithfully  discharge  his  duties  in  strict  conformity  with 
the  confessional  basis  of  our  S}mod. 

(e)  Our  pastors  shall  lay  this  matter  before  their  people  at  once,  and 
report  to  the  President  of  Concordia  College  without  delay. 

3.  In  regard  to  pastorates  we  recommend,  that, 

As  this  matter  has  already  been  referred  to  the  Conference,  they  are 
urged  to  attend  to  it  during  this  Synodical  year  and  report  to  Synod. 

4.  Respecting  the  recommendation  relative  to  family  worship  we 
recommend,  that,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  many  of  our  people  rec- 
ognize its  importance  and  engage  in  it,  our  pastors  shall  endeavor,  as 
much  as  lieth  in  them,  to  make  it  more  nearly  universal. 

5.  In  relation  to  the  recommendation  of  the  President  in  regard  to 
uniformity  in  worship,  we  recommend,  that  his  suggestions  be  recogniz- 
ed as  the  sentiment  of  this  Synod,  and  that  the  pastors  and  people  give 
due  attention  to  the  matter. 

G.  In  relation  to  the  proposed  general  body  referred  to  in  the  Presi- 
dent's report,  we  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  : 

1.  That  this  S3*nod  ratify  said  Basis  of  union  : 

2.  That  it  ratify  the  proposed  Constitution. 

We  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions  : 

1.  Resolved,  That  we  concur  in  the  action  of  the  Synods  of  Virginia 
and  South  Carolina,  recommending  a  meeting  of  delegates  iii  Roanoke 
City,  in  Virginia,  on  Wednesday  before  the  4th  Lord's  day  in  May,  1886, 
or  whenever  the  Southern  General  Synod  shall  meet,  with  the  view  to 
form  the  general  body  proposed. 

2.  That  this  S}rnod  elect  nine  delegates— six  clerical  and  three  lay, 
to  represent  it  at  said  meeting,  and  that  their  expenses  be  paid  out  of  the 
treasury  of  the  Synod. 

3.  That  a  copy  of  these  proceedings  be  forwarded  to  the  President 
of  the  Diet.

In  reference  to  item  No.  G,  in  relation  to  the  adoption 
of  the  constitution  of  the  proposed  general  Lutheran  body, 
Revs.  P.  C.  Henkel,  D.  J).,  and  A.  L.  Crouse  requested,  that 
it  be  stated  in  the  records  of  this  Synod  that  they  approve  the 
Constitution  so  far  as  it  goes,  but  that  they  decline  to  vote  for 
its  adoption,  because  it  is  silent  in  regard  to  Pulpit  and  Al- 
tar Fellowship,  Secret  Societies,  and  Chiliasm.

Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  ihe  Church. 

In  so  far  as  we  are  able  to  learn,  we,  your  committee,  submit  the  fol- 
lowing statements : 

In  view  of  the  whole  ground  of  our  church  work,  we  think  we  are 
able  to  report  considerable  progress  ;  though  there  are  some  things  not 
as  they  should  be.  Progress,  however,  in  the  right  direction,  seems  still 
to  be  moving  on. 

We  learn,  that  in  the  State  of  Va.,  church  work  is  moving  on  pros- 
perously, notwithstanding  the  meagre  supply  of  ministers.  The  congre- 
gations in  Virginia,  during  the  past  year,  have  manifested  great  liberality 
in  contributing  for  the  upbuilding  of  Concordia  College  at  Conover,  as 
far  as  opportunity  was  given  to  them.  South  Carolina,  in  this  respect, 
has  also  responded  most  nobly  to  the  call  made  ou  them  for  our  College. 

Concordia  College,  as  well  as  the  Tennessee  Synod  (under  whose 
care  it  is),  express  their  thanks  to  the  kind  donors  for  their  Christian 
liberality.    Rather  let  God  be  praised  for  this  work. 

The  churches  in  South  Carolina  seem  to  be  in  a  prosperous  condi- 
tion generally. 

In  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  the  church  is  in  her  usual  state  of 
prosperity.  We  think  peace  and  harmony  are  generally  prevailing,  as 
well  as  an  encouraging  degree  of  prosperity. 

In  all  three  of  the  States,  however,  with  probably  some  small  excep- 
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tions,  the  ministers  are  riot  supported  in  their  work  as  they  should  be, 
so  as  to  enable  them  to  devote  their  whole  time  to  the  work  of  the  church. 
This  should  not  be  so. 

In  all  the  three  States,  the  number  of  ministers  is  tpo  small  to  ac- 
complish what  should  be  done  in  our  now  organized  congregations. — 
There  are  prospects,  however,  for  a  better  supply,  but  this  is  not  as  large 
as  it  should  be  ;  doubtless,  because  it  is  seen  that  a  minister  must  have 
more  than  ordinary  muscular  power,  and  brain  too,  so  as  to  enable  him 
to  labor  with  his  hands  in  some  secular  calling,  such  as  farming,  or  teach- 
ing school,  &c,  in  order  to  supplement  his  salary.  Very  few  can  do 
this  long,  and  fill  their  office  in  ministerial  work  as  necessarily  it  should 
be  done.  Even  such  as  may  be  able  to  labor  in  this  way  successfully, 
could  do  infinitely  more  if  they  could  be  sustained  in  the  work.  It  is 
hoped  the  congregations,  or  churches,  will  prayerfully  study  this  mat- 
ter, and  change  it  by  coming  up  to  their  duty  fully  in  contributing  to  the 
interests  of  the  church,  and  thus  be  instrumental  in  blessing  themselves 
and  their  children,  as  well  as  the  community  at  large.  The  prosperity 
of  the  church  puts  the  stamp  valuation  on  all  our  earthby  possessions. — 
Without  Christianity  in  the  land  our  property  is  worth  little  or  nothing  ; 
safety  for  life  and  property  would  be  wanting  ;  and  what  is  infinitely 
above  all,  the  chances  for  eternal  life  and  salvation  would  be  wanting. 

We  are  glad  to  know  though,  that,  in  general  benevolence,  many  of 
our  people  have  made  praiseworthy  progress ;  still  of  the  whole  number 
who  claim  membership  this  number  is  small.  It  is  very  sadly  deplor- 
able, to  know  that  a  great  number,  claiming  membership,  really  give 
nothing  at  all,  even  to  support  their  pastor.  They  should  not  be  com- 
pelled to  do  otherwise,  as,  in  tbis  event,  they  would  only  pay  for  their  own 
condemnation. 

If  possible,  however,  their  eyes  should  be  opened,  so  as  to  enable  them 
to  see  that  they  are  entirely  dead  in  sin,  and  that  the  Gospel  is  to  them 
the  savior  of  death  unto  death.  Should  such  be  compelled  to  pay  money 
or  anything  else  for  such  a  result?  We  answer,  No!  No!  Never  !-- 
This  state  of  darkness,  if  it  cannot  be  removed  by  the  everlasting  Gospel 
of  Jesus  Christ,  will  have  to  remain.  In  the  person  of  the  Christian  there 
is  a  willing  and  cheerful  disposition  to  promote  the  interests  of  the  Re- 
deemer's Kingdom.    God  loves  a  cheerful  giver. 

If  possible  each  congregation  should  have  its  own  Pastor,  so  that  all 
the  families  in  the  charge  might  be  visited  from  time  to  time, — family 
worship  introduced  in  every  family — the  children  of  the  church  trained 
to  realize  the  benefit  of  church  life,  for  both  time  and  eternity. 

A  word  to  alL  Let  all  come  up  to  their  duty,  that  it  may  be  truly 
said  :  Ye  are  our  epistle  written  in  our  hearts,  known  and  read  of  all 
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men :  Forasmuch  as  ye  are  manifestly  declared  to  be  the  epistle  of  Christ 
ministered  by  us,  written  not  with  ink,  but  the  Spirit  of  the  living  God; 
not  in  tables  of  stone,  but  in  fleshly  tables  of  the  heart." — 2  Cor.  3,  2,  3.

Upon  the  whole  the  Board  can  report  favorably  upon  the  condition 
of  this  Institution.  Through  the  zealous  labors  of  Prof.  C.  H.  Bernheim, 
our  Financial  Agent,  the'  finances  are  improving.  The  small  debt  on  our 
dormitory  is  being  rapidly  paid  off.  Much  needed  improvements  have 
been  begun.  Our  buildings  will  soon  be  much  better  arranged  and  fur- 
nished, than  they  have  been,  for  conducting  successfully  and  conven- 
iently the  work  of  teaching. 

Our  teachers  are,  we  believe,  giving  general  satisfaction,  and  are 
doing  thorough  work  in  the  school-room.  The  students  are  making 
very  satisfactory  progress,  and  their  deportment  is  in  general  excellent. 

We  cannot  report  as  large  a  number  of  pupils  as  some  institutions 
that  enroll  on  their  catalogues  the  pupils  of  public  schools  conducted  in 
their  connection,  yet  the  high  school  and  college  departments  of  our 
school  make  a  favorable  showing  in  numbers  for  a  young  institution.

Report  of  Delegate  to  HoSston  Synod. 

On  Friday,  21st  of  August,  1885,  I  left  my  residence  at  Conover,  in 
company  with  Rev.  Dr.  A.  J.  Brown,  and  we  landed  on  Saturday  morn- 
ing at  the  place  appointed  for  the  meeting  of  the  Evan.  Luth.  Hoist  on 
Synod,  viz.,  in  Solomon's  Church,  Greene  Co.,  Tenn.  I  was  very  kindly 
received  by  all  the  members  of  this  Synod,  and  so  treated  by  all,  during 
the  Synod's  sessions. 

As  your  delegate  I  was  cordialty  and  unanimously  recognized.  The 
usual  greetings  passed,  —the  Synod  transacted  her  business  with  much 
dispatch,  an  account  of  which  was  published  in  Our  Church  Paper. 

Many  have  been  the  trials,  conflicts,  and  battles  of  the  old  Tenn. 
Synod,  which  led  me,  with  great  pleasure,  to  allude  to  the  able  defence 
made,  time  and  again,  by  Rev.  A.  J.  Brown,  D.  D.,  for  the  Synod  while 
he  was  a  member  of  the  same.  He  came  into  her  connection  at  a  very 
critical  and  trying  period,  and  was  the  only  man  in  the  Carolinas,  at  that 
time,  who  was  able  successfully  to  defend  her,  in  her  truly  Lutheran 
position. 

In  the  Holston  Synod,  we  are  very  much  reminded  of  the  old  Tenn. 
Synod.  I,  however,  felt  myself  much  embarrassed  in  the  higher  act  of 
fellowship,  which  I  was  not  able  to  render ;  not  on  account  of  anything  I 
saw  or  heard  during  her  sessions. 

My  views  and  feelings  are  extensively  known  in  the  Church  in  regard 
to  the  '■'■Four  Points,'"  especially  one  of  the  points,  viz.,  Secret  Society 
worship  and  its  plan  of  salvation.  In  regard  to  its  form  of  worship,  it  is 
certainly  Atheistic ;  and,  in  regard  to  its  plan  of  salvation,  it  undermines 
the  great  central  doctrine  of  Justification  by  Faith. 

I  am  truly  glad  to  know  that  Dr.  A.  J.  Brown  and  other  ministers  of 
this  Synod,  are  not  in  antagonism  with  me  in  regard  to  this,  to  me,  very 
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annoying  and  painful  corruption,  into  which  many  excellent  and  well 
meaning  men  have  fallen. 

This  Synod  appointed  Rev.  Prof.  Geo.  H.  Cox  as  delegate  to  this 
Synod.  P.  C.  HENKEL. 

Report  of  the  Corresponding  Delegate  to  the  S.  C.  Synod. 

As  your  delegate  corresponding  with  the  S.  C  Synod,  I  beg  leave  to 
report,  that  it  has  met  twice  since  our  last  session.  The  first  meeting  I 
did  not  attend  for  want  of  time  and  means,  but  sent  a  letter  bearing  the 
fraternal  greetings  of  this  body.  I  learned  from  individual  members, 
and  also  from  the  proceedings  of  said  Synod,  that  my  letter  received  a 
hearty  recognition,  and  that  a  delegate  was  appointed  to  attend  this  ses- 
sion of  our  Synod.  The  last  meeting,  which  was  but  one  week  ago  at 
Lexington  C.  H.,  I  did  not  attend,  on  account  of  press  of  business,  and 
sent  no  letter  because  I  did  not  think  myself  properly  the  delegate  for 
that  meeting,  not  having  had  any  correspondence  from  the  S.  C.  Synod 
since  the  last  from  the  Tennessee  Synod.

Resolved,  That  it  be  made  the  duty  of  the  President  of  Synod,  to 
arrange  for  the  Sunday  school  services,  to  be  held  on  Sunday  afternoon 
of  each  convention  of  Synod,  by  appointing  a  speaker  or  speakers,  by 
assigning  or  suggesting  subjects,  and  informing  the  speakers  of  their  se- 
lection at  least  two  months  previous  to  each  meeting  of  Synod.

STANDING  RESOLUTIONS. 


Resolved,  That  each  of  our  pastors  is  required  to  teach  his  people  the 
duty  of  Christian  giving,  and  to  take  up  in  each  of  his  congregations  col- 
lections for  beneficiary  education,  and  to  report  at  each  regular  conven- 
tion of  our  Synod. 

Resolved,  That  the  Council  of  each  congregation  be  requested  to 
send,  to  each  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Synod,  a  written  Report  of  the  con- 
dition of  the  congregation. 

Whereas,  The  ancient  Lutheran  custom  of  thoroughly  catechising 
those  who  propose  to  become  members  of  our  communion,  previous  to 
their  confirmation,  is,  in  some  places,  falling  into  disuse,  and  rather  a 
loose  custom  of  receiving  uncatechised  persons  into  the  Church,  without 
the  slightest  examination  of  them  in  regard  to  their  religious  knowledge 
and  other  qualifications  for  church  membership,  has  been  practiced  by 
some  ;  be  it,  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  we  earnestly  recommend  all  our  Ministers  and  con- 
gregations in  future  to  see  to  it,  that,  if  it  can  possibly  be  done,  all  who 
make  application  for  church  membership  be  thoroughly  instructed,  by 
Catechisation  in  the  doctrines  and  usages  of  our  Church,  previous  to  their 
confirmation.  But,  in  such  extraordinary  cases,  as  when  persons  of  age 
and  experience  make  application,  or  such  young  persons  as  have  been  so 
favorably  situated  as  to  have  had  opportunities  to  become  acquainted 
with  and  to  have  informed  themselves  of  our  doctrines  and  customs,  seek 
church  privileges,  we  recommend  that  their  request  be  granted  ;  but,  in 
no  case,  until  such  persons  have  been  examined  by  the  pastor,  before  the 
council,  and  have  been  approved  by  them.
